brought together, in ſome convenient periods. 
F or the Style and manner of Contrivance, being mixt be⸗ 
tween Modern and Antick; although I ſhall leave them to 
the eonfideration and fancy al the Reader,; zvithout giving 
my opinion; yet I mult boldly profeſs ,. the ſubject in my 
thoughts is not to be parallel d; "ul no doubt gave the 
Writer a greater appetite to proceed for what faults ſoever 
may appear to rigid Criticiſme, nevertheleſs it cannot he 
denyed, but the Ground work for a Romance was excellent; 
and the rather; finee by no other way almoſt, could the mul- 
tiplicity of: ſtrange Actions of the Times be expreſt, that ex. 
| ceeded all belief, and went beyond every example in the do- 
ing: notwithſtanding a Key of plainerand more particular in- 
telligence in many things, hath been moſt earneſtly ſolicited, 
however not thought altogether. convenient to be printed 
with the reſt; as well for that it might ſeem publickly.;;too 
much to determine State particulars and eminent Perſons, as 
in regard alſo the Story is no way difficult to be underſtood 
by any, who have been but indifferently verſed in the Aﬀatrs 
of * and for others of the more vulgar ſort, a bare

Romance of Love and Chivalry, ſuch as this may be eſteem: 
ed to be at the worſt, will prove entertainment enough for 
their leaſure, if the Authour have met with their appetites in 
his Contrivance and Expreſſions: beſides too much expla- 
nation of Myſterious Conceptions of this nature, would 
have taken off omething from the quaintneſs of the Deſign, 
and left many affected Wits, leſs matter for ampler Diſ- 
courſe, occaſioned often by conjectural Diſputes. N 
But for that all Capacities meet not in the ſame Centre of 
Knowledge and Apprehenſion, I muſt inform the Reader (in 
regard eſſentially it belongs to the Body of the Story intend- 
ed) that the Princeſs Cloria, is not onely to be taken for the 
Kings Daughter, but alſo ſometimes for his National Ho- 
nour 3 and ſo conſequently appearing more or leſs in pro- 
ſperity, as accidents increaſed and diminiſhed ; by reaſon of 
the unnatural Differences, and Rebellions were raiſed for ſo

l there be exceptions againſt the many Deſcriptions of 
Coudntreys; Places, and Triumphs, I muſt fay, that as it hath 
neither perturbated or deſtroyed the matter, fo do I not 
fee, why that ſhould be any defect at all; but of the contra- 
ry; a pleaſant divertiſement to the Reader; fince nothing 
ſeems more to ſatisſie humane nature then varieties, either to 
be continually ſeen or conſidered; notwithſtanding I may 
make ſome doubt, whether the hair- brain dneſs of the pre- 
ſent world, will give leaſure enough to moſt, to dwell up- 
on any thing at all, much leſs to practiſe Heroical Vertues 
with ſuch a conſtant ſettledneſs as is neceſſary, being the 
chief intention of the Authour (as I conceive) in writing of 
this Romance, beſides his affectionate duty to the Royal

But here perhaps ſome may wonder, why the perfect 
Hiſtory might not have been as well undertaken for their 
Honour, as to be thus mixed with ſeveral ſorts of Inventi- 
on and Fancies, that rather leads peoples thoughts into a 
dark Labyrinth of uncertainties, then inſtructs their know- 
ledges how matters paſſed indeed? Unto which this anſwer 
muſt be returned; That as the intricate Tranſactions of other 
places, hapning not ſeldom at the ſame inſtant, being other- 
whiles onely conjectural, (wherefore point of time is not al- 
wayes obſerved) though conducing for the moſt part to the 
main deſign, could hardly have been explained by a bare 
Hiſtorical Relation, that gives no liberty for in ward diſpu- 
tations, or ſuppoſed paſſions to be diſcovered; fo on the 
other fide , Councels for the moſt part being given in pri- 
vate, much of the luſtre of the whole Book would have 
been taken away; tending to the Readers ſatisfaction ; and 
more-:eſpecially ſeeing the common Occurrances of the 
World; do not arrive alwayes at a pitch high enough for ex- 
ample; or to ſtir up the appetite: of the Reader, which 
things feigned may do under the notion of a Romance; being 
it hath liberty to tell, as well what miglithave been, as what 
was performed in reality: And this certainly made moſt of 
the ancient and brave Poets, oloathe their Writings in Fi- 
gures and Suppoſitions, whereby to ſet forth the Vertues

gether to exact Relations, brought to their knowledge from 
Authentical Records; becauſe they intended onely the ex- 
alting of Magnanimity and depreſſing of Vice; which] con- 
ceive, ſhould be the principal object of every perſons

Nevertheleſs concerning the truth in the general, I muſt 
ſay, that as there are no remarkable Paſlages, that have been 
agitated in Chriſtendome for ſome years paſt , but may be 
found ſufficiently ſer down in this Writing , how they hap- 
ned, and with what Decorum they were performed, con- 
ducing to the Ends and Purpoſes intended; fo in my opini- 
on, doth not the conjectural part, made up oftentimes by in- 
vention, any way alter the nature of the actions, no more then 
Apparel may change 41 of a man, who is not thereby 
transformed in eſſence, but in circumſtance onely; and not 
ſeldom perhaps to the much more becoming and conve- 
nienter faſhion : wherefore Diſcourſes probable; and not al- 
together ſo indeed, may put people in minde of what they 
may ſay and do another time, with more advantage to them- 
ſelves or imployment; eſpecially ſeeing it is impoſſible 
otherwiſe to expreſs inward paſſions and hidden thoughts, 
that of neceſſity accompany all Tranſactions of conſequence, 
when as Stateſ· men now and then in Treaties judge of ef- 
fects, by the very looks and countenances of ſuch, they 
have occaſion to deal withal in Buſineſſes of any impor- 
tance 3 beſides, bare and ſimple Narratives ſpeak little more, 
for the moſt part, then ordinary Proceedings for that 
others of a more tranſcendent nature do not often happen, 
ſerving to any great edification; and theſe being now 
and then mixed, with communications of Arts and Policy, 
cannot chuſe but prove as well delightful as beneficial; 
whenas the meer repetition of things we have already indu- 
ſtribuſſy learned, is neceſſary ſometimes, not onely to put 
us in minde of Vertues and their effects, but to continue 
them conſtantly in our thoughts and deſires, whereby to 
render them habitual:to our natures a For Stories of former 
Ages are no other; then certain kinde of Ronances to ſuc- 
ceediny poſterity; fince they have no teſtimony for them 
but mens probable opinions; ſeeing the Hiſtorical part -

moſt of all Countreys is ſubject to be. queſtioned ; neithef 
is it any great matter as to our profit, whether they 
were exactly ſo or no, provided Bravery be cheriſhed ; and 
Baſeneſs diſcountenanced to our inſtruction ; in that all 
thingsare but to teach people how to do well, and avoid the 
contrary 3 wherefore to be conſidered, that the Authour 
had a greater deſire to diſcourſe the cauſes of Accidents, then 
the truth of Actions: Neyertheleſs I am confident in this 
Romance, all Paſſages are related with as little partiality, as 
could well ſtand with Books of this kinde; ſince as it was 
ſomething neceſſary, Matters ſhould be mentioned a little 
above the ordinary way of Proceedings, to ſtir up the ap- 
petite of the Reader to a continuance; {o cannot it be ſaid 
knowingly, any thing reacheth beyond the extremity of a

So that now I have thus largely delivered my opinion, 
there reſts no more behinde but an Admonition, that this 
Book if read at all, may be conſidered with ſome leaſure 
and circumſpection, that neither the Reader may be miſta- 
ken or the Authour too much prejudiced ; ſince I am aſſu- 
red, as the Writer expects no vain-glorious approbation 
from any, ( and leſs praiſe;) ſo of the other ſide, he

As for the Words that have n in the Printing, 
(which I believe are not many, though ſome there be in 1 
wi I doubt not but they may be rectified eaſily in 
the feading, by any reaſonable capacity, that will hut caſt 
over again their eyes, where they apprehend the defect to be, 
applying it to the ſenſe of the reſt; which in my opinion is 
a better way for direction, then to ſet down the Errours in 
the latter end of the Book; ſince few people will take the 
pains to compare both places together, being rather milie 
to let the Faults dye to their memory, then to buſie t

My Father, ſaid he, Prince of Iberia, was in his youthful years inflamed with the 
report of the excellent beauty of Elixaua your Kings ſiſter, whoſe fame could not 
be circumſcribed within the limits of Lydia, which made him, after a long ſolicita- 
tion by Letters, take a journey in perſon to the Court, to tender the affe&ion and 
reſpects due to a Lady of ſo eminent birth and vertues; notwithſtanding he ſeemed 
not to bring with him, Dignity, Titles, and Riches, ſufficient to deſerve ſo glorious 
a match: This, I muſt tell you, rendred the Queen her Mother, then living, an ab- 
ſolute enemy to his courtſhips, ſuppoling her Daughter to be undervalued by the 
choice: nevertheleſs, the ſtate of Lydia finding not onely à certain concurrency in 
their Loves, but an agreement of their Religions, for that both Countries had left 
the obedience of De/phor, perſwaded the King her Father to the alliance, ſuppoſing 
all other defects would be buried by thoſe unities; ſo that in a ſhort time the Mar- 
riage was ſolemnized with moſt magnificent Ceremonies , though in the interim the 
triuniphs were ſomething obſcured, by the ſudden death of the Prince her elder Bro- 
ther, whoſe diſpoſition in his life, gave ſuch opinions of his future greatneis, that 
the world began already to tremble wich the very apprehenſion of bis fate; yet the

der, bur he accepted of the Government, promiſing his protection, as the Subjects 
did their fidelity, and in this hopeful agreement, he was wich all Ceremony and otate, 
dignified with the Diadem in the regal City of the — But the poſſeſſion, 
however it brought with it honour and dignity, it leſſened not his care or trouble, 
ſince the glory was to be maintained now it was purchaſed, This enterpriſe. gave as 
earneſt warning to Artaxis, to be diligent in providing Forces ro ſuppreſsthe exam- 
ple, and puniſh the efteemed Rebellion, that elſe might Prove a leading card as he 
thought, to the quiet ſtate of the reſt of his Dominions, that began already to wa- 
yer in their obedience, as it did deſire in my Father to maintain what he had got, 
though it were with never ſo great a violence and hazard: Ir the firſt place Artaxs 
diſparches Ambaſſadours, not onely to all his friends in other Countries, laying be- 
fore them the dangerous conſequences of ſuch a Revolt; but alſo ſent Meſſengers 
to his own Subjects, poſſeſſing them with the fear of the Rebells inſolency, hows 
ever his endeavours ſo little proſpered for the preſent to his advantage, the 
firſt ſort being too far off to give him ſpeedy aſſiſtance, as the other too diſobe. 
dient to lend him much aid,, that his General was conſtrained to take the Field with 
a very ſmall number; onely the Army within ſome few weeks became increaſed by 
au addition of Tygranes Forces, whoſe envy ro my Father, notwithſtanding the 
near kindred between them, had rendered him a moſt mortal Enemy. But Arrax# 
Generall finding it was full time to diſpute the right by the Sword, though upon 
any diſadvantage , ſince all protraction did but increaſe the peoples ſuſpicion of 
the Kings diſability, that was not able to chaſtiſe one Subject who ſeemed to 
rebell againſt his Majeſty and Power , with as much courage as could proceed 
from deſperate hopes, - marched againſt the City where my Father continued his 
Court, guarded with Souldiers fufficient*to have beſieged Artaxis whole Army, 
if their hearts and affections had been anſwerable to their number and accomoda- 
tion; and in this poſture the Genera] not onely ſets upon the wall (the Garriſoa 
not expecting the boldneſs of the attempt) but in a ſhort time became Maſter, 
both of the Gates and Streets, to the confuſed amazement of all the Inhabitants, 
who ſeemed neither to have will nor power to reſiſt; ſo that the ſtrange news ſcarce 
giving conveniency and time to my Father with his whole Family , to flye from the 
danger; be had not opportunity to draw his Sword in the defence of hingfelf and 
Crown , but through private and obſcure Woods, was conſtrained to convey his 
Wife and Children, untill he arrived under che protection of a Coinmon-weale, 
that at the beginning of the deſign had lent a willing and conſiderable aid to the 
action. Artaxis hearing of this extraordinary ſucceſs , not onely beyond his 
expectation, but in a manner above all belief, cauſed publick Sacrifices to be made 
to the Gods through the chief Temples , that he might not ſeemin the peoples 
apprehenſions, to be ungrateful for ſuch large benefits; and to increaſe the more 
his Subjects opinions, that the very Heavens intented to fight for his right, ſince 
he made Religion the chief cauſe of the War, he gave it out the Victory was no lefs 
then miraculous, ſince his General, as twas ſaid, had been inſtructed in the aſſault by 
a Divine Revelation, which had made him venture upon fo deſperate an enterpriſe, but 
however, the King was thought by many over ſuperſtitions, yet the General and 7y- 
graues omitted no induſtery to render our houſe miſerable; the firſt continuing in thoſe 
parts after the Battle, with half the Army, to ſuppreſs the laſt ſparkles of common Re- 
bellion, as the other led the reſt into Iberia my fathers Countrey,to make himſelf ma- 
ſter of that Territory, beſtowed upon him by Arraxs , in recompence of his ſervice 
done againſt our Family; in which employment they both thought, and firived to ex- 
ceed each other in cruelty , not onely in undoing our preſent proſperity, but alſo in 
rooting out our future remembrance , the one poſſeſſing himſelf of all the ſubliſtence 
that ſhould have nouriſhed my Father, his Wife, and Children, as the other bereaved 
him of his honour that would have made him and his poſterity capable of better for- 
tunes; and in this manner were we all turned a begging , as | may ſay, into the wide 
world, to converſe with nothing but want, diſgrace, and trouble; whilſt our enemies 
enjoyed our Towns,Caſtles, Titles, and Countrey; which continued my poor m_ ſo 
B 2 : if- 
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diſcontent for ſome years, having nothing to live upon but what he received from the 
bounty of his Father in law, until at laſt not being able longer to endure the ſharp 
frownes of his ſpiteful fates, accompanied with the cruel uſage of his malicious ene- 
mies, he willingly paid nature her due, and cha his inconſtant habitation here, 
tor a perpetual one hereafter; leaving his Wife and all his Children, not onely to be- 
wail his death, though they eſteemed him much more happy then themſelves, but to 
provide anew againſt the forms of other miſeries, ſince we wanted a director to ſteer 
our courſes: however, my Mother being endued with admirable vertues and courage, 

endeavoured by the ſmall, though loving ſubſiſtence ſhe received from her friends, not 
onely to bring up her many children, with all the exquiſite breeding ſhe could deviſe, 
but by the affability of her natural behaviour and converſation, ſtrived to gain the love 
and compaſſion of all Aſia; inſomuch as for the firſt ſhe ſer us in the world at conve- 
nient years not to be a ſhame to our well-deſcended Family; and for the latter, ſhe ſo 
compaſſed her deſign, that no heart in a manner but wiſht her proſperity. In this po- 
ſture we remained until ſhe ſent me to be a Suiter to a rich Heir, with hopes again to 
raiſe our Houſe to ſome eminency, by obtaining the poſſeſſion of another principality 
that rightly belonged go the young Lady, but Z graues, ab it be had abſolutely ſworn 
himſelf an enemy to all that could do good to our Family , not onely became 
alſo a pretender to the ſame Match, but prevailed ſo far with Artaxis, before the 
Marriage could be obtained, that be ſent a powerful Army to beliege the Lady in her 
Caſtle, and fo by force poſſeſſed themſelves both of her perſon and patrimony, lea- 
ving me again to my deſperate fortunes, not having any force to defend her Rights, 
or maintain my on pretenſions ; that ever ſince hath continued me a wanderer 
through moſt of the Princes Courts of Aſa to ſeek relief; which at laſt bath 
— me into the quiet haven of Euarchas Countrey , with the ſame inten- 
tion to demand his willing ailiſtance ; my hopes being more increaſed by reaſon 
of the general fame of the peaceable ſtats of bis rich and powerful Dominions. But 
ſcarce was he come to the end of this diſcourſę, when the King himſelf alighting to 
take a freſh Horſe , near the place where they were, whereby the better to pur- 
ſue his begun ſport , Caſſiauus had opportunity to preſent himſelf to his view and 
conſideration ; the company in the mean time, with a certain amazed baſte, makin 
way faq his approach, ſince the adventure of a firanger in ſuch a poſture, ſeemed 
to invite all their expectations: wherefore when he came at ſo convenient a di- 
ſtance, that his words might eaſily be heard, ſupporting his body by a ſmall Ebony 
Lance he carried in his hand, with a confident modeſty delivered theſe words. 

ighty King, ſaid he, althongh your Emperial Diadems ſeems to flouriſh with 

Olive hes, whileſt the ambicion of other Princes make but the Prerogative of 
their Crowns nouriſh the luſts of their own tyranny , and by that means, inſtead 
. of being protectors of their people, deliver them up to laughter and oppreſſion, 

et certainly the Gods have not onely placed you upon a Throne, to be happy your 

elf by a laſting peace, but to render others ſatieñed by your Power and Juſtice, eſpe- 
cially, when the Heavens are diſhonoured by their injuries; and with chat wept, 
which for the preſent ſtopt the progreſs of his diſcourſe, but being encouraged to 
further expreſſions by the Kings pitty, bowever his language ſeemed ſtrange to his 
ears, as his perſon did to his eyes; when he had dryed his fair face with a handker- 
cher, be uttered this language. Great Sir, ſaid he, as I ſhall not need co trouble you 
with many particulars concerning the unhappy paſſages of my Fathers Fortunes, 
ſince the ſtory I ſuppoſe hath been ſufficiently preſented to your ears by common 
fame, if not by more exact relations; ſo muſt I at this time, not onely give you an 
account of my own actions, being encouraged thereunto by your Ma jeſties appearing 
favours, but alſo do preſume upon redreſſes according to your power and goodneſs ; 
to this purpoſe be pleaſed to know, that my name is Caſſianus your molt unfor- 
tunate Nepbew , being driven from my rights and poſſeſſions in the fruitful Coun- 
trey of Iberia, by the tyrannical oppreſſions of eAriaxs King of A: menia, which 
hach cauſed me ſince my years gave me ability, both to underſtand and proſe. 


cute my own affairs, to travel through moſt part of Aſia, to ſeek aſſiſtance amongſt 
other 
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other Princes of my on rank, but finding them for the moſt part ſo much incum- 
bred, by reaſon of their troubleſome occaſions , or may ſay not willing to expoſe 
themſelves to any danger or hazard concerning anothers benefit, though tay injuries 
lye before them as warning examples for their own conditions, 1 could obtain from 
their courteſies no hopes of any aſſiſtance, though many complements were uſed of 
good will and affection, unleſs I could procure other greater Monarchs to joyn with 
chem in the quarrel, Theſe anſwers quickly carried my. endeavours to the Court of 
Syria, where at preſent reigns Orſames that mighty King, ho after I had alſo pre- 
ſented unto him my deſires, he ſeemed to wonder why I ſhould make my addreſſes 
to himſelf or any other Prince in Aſia, when you, nhotwithſtanding your power, 
peace, and tranquility, appeared to be ſo far from giving me any aid in my neceſſi- 
ties, that you appeared not at all ſenſible of my ſufferings; however he told me, that 
if i could yet procure the breach of that amity between you and Artaru, whereby 
ſome conſiderable ſupplies might come from Lydia, abopnding as he faid rather in 
luxuries then in activity, he would preſently declare War ere the Armenian 
King, by which means I might come again into the poſſeſſſon of my 16ſt rights. 
Thee intimations I bring from one powerful Monarch to another, and ſuch ſup- 
plications my own neceſſities require me to make, the rather for that not onely 
your Royal Blood, hath honoured my birth from my moſt Illuſtrious Mother, but 
the ſame worſbip of the Gods are exerciſed hoth in India and Iberia, which being 
ſaid, he again reſted ſilent with tears in bis eyes. wats > | 

Euarchus, after he had fully underſtood with a penſive attentiveneſs his Nephews 
requeſt, and entertained him with thoſe complements, and that welcome his con- 
dition and alliance merited, he onely for the preſent told him, that as a matter. 
of this conſequence required a j idicious conſideration, fo he might be confident of 
his love and affection; andwithal invited him for diverſion, to be a partaker of 
of the Lydia» paſtime, agreeing as he ſaid, with his youth and courage , which gave 
their thoughts for ſome hours ſufficicot imployment. However, the King being in 
his own nature extreamly ſolicitous, though perſonally he followed the ſport, ac- 
cording to his cuſtom, with the formoſt; yet having received, contrary to his ex- 
pectation, a ſubjeR of ſuch conſideration , all the day did labour in his minde a re- 
ſolution; one while reflecting upon the quiet and proſperity of bis own Kingdoms; 
and then again, weighed che pretended injuries of his near kinſman, profeliing the 
ſame worſhip of the Gods, beſides che glorious offer of Or ſame:, which as he 
thought, did in a manner compell him to be active: but the night coming on Io 
faſt, the King was not onely forced to put off his unprofitable meditation until a 
more convenient ſeaſon, but to command the retreat from that delighful exerciſe 
to be ſounded : Wherefore taking the youth by the hand, wich whoſe perſon and 
behaviour he ſeemed to be already in love, he placed him by him in his Coach, and 
ſo entertained the time with diſcourſes of his fortunes , untill they arrived at the 
Palace, which for its ſingular beauty deſerves a particular deſcription, | 

The houſe was ſeated upon the banks of the riyer PaZoleus , by whoſe refreſhing 
ſtreams, the delightful gardens placed of all ſides, ſeemed to flouriſh with an exa& 
greenneſs: the portal was formed of white marble , with columns architrane freeze 
and corniſh ; onthe top it was crowned with a Cornucopia incompailiag an Azure 
Globe, ſupported by little C»pids with gilded wings; under which they paſſed 
through a ſquare Court, ſet round about with excellent Statues of braſsin Niches : 
the ſtructure it ſelf was of Oriental Gravet ſtove , ſo interlaced with Jonick and Co- 
rinthian pillars of divers colours, that as it gave the eye a moſt delectable object, fo 
it rendered the edifice much more ſumptuous , at the upper end wis a large Taraſe 
elevated {1x ſteps; upon che ſtairs ſtood Hiaciuthia the Queen , to give her husband 
meeting accompanied by the new ſtranger. 

As ſoon as Caſſianus beheld that beauty mixt wich a kinde of fweer Majeſty , that 
both aw'd and pleas'd at the ſame time, he addreſt himſelf to her preſence, like one 
that intended onely to be Euarchus fuppliant ; however the Queen that was ignorant 
in nothing but pride, with a gentle ſmile, which notwichſtanding for the more grace, 

pur 
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put a vermillion bluſh in her fair cheeks , gave him a gracious welcome into Lydia: 
but turning his eye on one fide, he was ſuddenly ſtruck with ſuch an amazement, to 
behold the Princeſs Cloriathe Kings Daughter, that he had ſtrife enough wich his 
own paſſions to performe the reſt of choſe reverences due to her Mothers dignity, 
ſince his thouglits imagined'to look upon an earth y Deity. She was cloathed in ligſit 
Taffety for the commodiryef.-the ſeaſon,” through which her dainty limbs ſeemed 
to appear in admirable proportion, leaving nothing to be hid that hindered the true 
knowledge of her excellent ſhape , but yet covered thoſe beauties which are encrea- 
ſed onely by opinion and Yeſite. - She was crowned with. a chaplet of white and red 
Roſes, not yet fully blowu; her hair was combed to the full length, and breaded 
with ribbons of the ſame colour, as if art were ambitious of natures liberty; her 
Nleeves were open, and lined with needle- work of the ſtory of Diana and Acteos, 
wherein the Nymphs with a confuſed baſhfulieſs, ſeemed to hide themſelves amongſt 
the ruſhes , and all the reſt of her ſcarce'any apparelwas ſo becomming, that either 
ſhe made it ſo by her perfections, or her perfections could not be fitted by better 
inventions I L #00801 = 

But the Queen quickly temoved Caſſianus from that object, that began already 
ſo ſtrongly to charm all his ſenſes; for taking him by the hand, ſhe walked: wit 
him many turns about the Taraſe, whileſt in the mean time he diſcourſed to her his 
adventures; however now and then he could not chuſe but diſturb his ſtory, by 
caſting lis looks where the Princes ſtood, though at laſt ſhe ſuddenly ſhot from his 
ſight like a bright ſtar in the firmament, which made him ſeek her with his eyes to as 
little purpoſe : After ſometime that the Queen ſeemed ſufficiently to have recreated. 
her ſelf in the aire, ſhe was informed by an Officer of the Court, that the King ex- 
pected her company in the Parlor. Sd - I 

The room was onely divided from the Gardens by a partition of bright plaſs, inter- 
woven with certain ſilver terms that afforded. a moſt delectable proſpect upon the 
. Orenge-trees, and beautiful fountains : not long after their entrance ( in which ſpace the 
King inſtructed Caſſianus in the maſters of his principal pictures) ſupper was ſerved up- 
on a matble Table without covering, for the more coolneſs, near which was a lake of 
clear water, where Neptune ſate in Majeſty with his Tritons, that by the artificial turn- 
ing of a cock, ſounded their trumpets compoſed of ſhels at the entrance of every courle, 

Caſſianus was placed by fortune rige over againſt C/oria, which not onely gave him 
ſufficient opportunity to contemplate her beanty, but the contemplation it ſelf afford- 
ed him ſuch abundant matter to work upon, that he fed more his foul by that delight, 
then his appetite with the delicious diſhes of the Kings Table, and certainly had been 
abſolutely loſt in that raviſhing lethargy, if Euarchus had not often wakened him by 
divers queſtions concerning his journey, and the reſt of his adventures in Armenia, 
to make a ciyil, though ſcarce a ſatisfactory anſwer ; but however, as if he efteemed his 
eyes bound to the duty, he caft his look again that way, which occaſioned ſtill more 
diſtractedneſs in his reply; ſo that the King believing his Nephews travels required a 
neceſſary reſt, not onely preſently roſe from the Table, bur commanded the chief No- 
biliey of the Court, to conduct the Prince to his lodging, where he had privacy enough 
to fulfil the deſires of his curious fancies , which entertained him all che night with lit- 
tle or no ſleep; until the Kings muſick the next morning faluced him with this Dirty.

But however, after ſome weeks, {ſian ſeemed to kindle in his youthful boſome 
new flames, with thoſe ſmall ſparkles he had received from Clorie's beauty , which 
often ſeparated him from the reſt of the company, that made ſome believe he was 
too much diſcontented wich the Kings protraction; yet Zauarchus mindfull both of 
his offection to his nephew, and the proſperity of his own Countries, finding ru- 
mours began too frequently to flye about the Court, by reaſon of the violent deſires 
of many to be imployed in the Warres; one day called unto him an ancient Officer 
of his Kingdome, on whoſe wiſdome and fidelity he moſt relyed in all his weighty 
Affairs, and leading him into the Garden, where he might both enjoy privacy 
and recreation, after ſome neceſſary circumftances which ſeemed to ufher in his 
diſcourſe, he uſed theſe words: Polinex ſaid he, (for fo be was called) as I have 
ever moſt truſted your knowledge and experience, ſo have I never been fefs con- 
fident of your loyalty and affection, ſince neither as yet bath deceived my expecta- 
tion when I had moſt occaſion to uſe your ſervice, which deſervedly renders you a 
worthy Councellour , as I deſire to be a good Prince that cannot I hope, but pro- 
duce conſequents towards the happy Government of my Kingdomes ; bowever at 
the preſent, your faithfull advice is more requiſite then ever, expedition and 
danger cannot be ſeparated from thoſe undertakings I am violently preſt unto. You 
know that lately there is come co my Cougt my Nepbew Caſſianss , a Prince whoſe 
perſon and merits deſerve at leaſt a kinſmans conſideration , much more bis injuries a 
Kings Juſtice , the one bids me cheriſh him with my affection, the other invites me 
to aſſiſt him with my power: however the ſtrict eye of ſworn amity between Princes, 
perſwades me to be circumſpect in the breach, notwithſtanding the head-Jong pre- 
cipitation of many of my chief Councellours who ſolicite me to a War; wherefore 
that I may avoid the hazard of a general diſquiet, ſince I finde my people begin to be 
ſick of their own tranquility, or make Warre upon ſuch grounds that may conſerve 
inviolably my faith wich the King of Armenia, which the Gods cannot elle proſper ; 
] require your opinion, *; 

Polinex, after he had with an humble gravity heard out the Kings diſconrſe, and 
taken ſome time to conſider the weighcineſs of the Councel, in a diſtin manner re- 
turned this anſwer , wherein he uſed no more eloquence then was neceſſary for the 
importancy of ſo great a buſineſs, though nature and art had furniſhed him with 
parts excellent in that kinde. | 

Sir, ſaid he, as benefits had from Princes are paſt requitalin a Subject, even like 
graces received from the Gods, by which we are enabled to do ſomething, ſo 
the unuſefulſeſt of you ſervants, though moſt honoured by your goodneſs, may 
by the reflection of your liftre merit the office of a Counſellour, becauſe you have 
been pleaſed to make me one; but if I ſhouldin the leaſt thought prove a Traytor 
to your glory ( as a' haynous offence” that ought to bury the remembrance of 
any good paſt ) I did not onely deſerve to be divcſted of all your: former be- 
nefits, but to be condemned to the worſt of puniſhments, finceyour tranſcen- 
denc favours have rendered my defe&3 conſiderable : however, if my weak veſſe 
chance to erre, and not my will, that mercy which makes you relemble che 
Gods I muſt challenge; and thus according to ynat Reyall Command, I free- 
ly deliver my opinion. A War wiſely uadertaken, opght chiefly to be — 
\ panie 
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- Panied with two conſiderations , the right of the Quarrel, and the power of the 
' Quarreller, the firſt makes à man a juſt enemy, the ſecond a prevailing Conqueror, 
without either of which, certainly a Prince cannot be fortunate, . ſince he mutt be an 
oppreſſor or a loſer ; and why your — — not give your ſelf the liberty of 
ſuch a reſolution, notwithſtanding the preſſing neceſſity of your Kinſman, I know 
no reaſon, ſince your Kingdoms are more to be valued then his Countrey , and your 
honour then his benefit, though I will not at all diſpute the worth of his perſon. 
Beſides, you are to conſider with what Prince you are to have the difference, not 
onely a neighbour that never yet injur'd your right in any thing, but of the contrary 
one with whom you have ſworn a perfect friendſhip, which is an alliance the heavens 
have made to be preferred far before humane kindred, ſince the one is ſeal'd but with 
fleſh and blood, as the other hath imprinted its character in the skies. Again, for 
you to proclaim a War of Blood, before you have demanded peace by a friendly 
diſputation, were to ſtile you cruel, ſince no violence proceeding from the greateſt 
ambition ever praiſed ſuch an injuſtice, to put in execution a force to obtain that 
which perhaps the enemy you intend to make, will eaſily grant; and as it will be 
eſteemed morecharity and goodnels, to perſwade then compel , although the cauſe 
be abſolutely juſt; ſo if the contrary, you are a double injurer, one way in begin- 
ning an unlawfnl contention without provocation; the other, in breaking thoſe 
tyes that ought to oblige all Princes ro an inviolable obſervation. Alſo , you may 
be pleaſed to conſider your hazard, fince your own ſafety is firſt to be valued, whe- 
ther in honour or proſperity , for although your Kingdomes do in ſome ſort equall 
Armenis in multitude of men and warlike proviſion, yet in reſpe& of the long neg- 
lect of Martial Diſcipline, they are rendred as it is to be feared , wholly incapable of 
a preſent expedition; and your treaſure, notwithſtanding it be ſufficient to maintain 
the expence of your peaceable Government z yet, it will be found no way able to 
undergo the charge of a powerful Army; ſo that whether your people, ſo unac- 
cuſtomed to oppreſſion, and impatient of ſubjection, from whoſe purſes muſt come 
the ſupply, (inconſtant by nature to their own deſires, witneſs their promiſes lately 
upon the ſame occaſion) will be brought, blindefold to contribute, without being 
privy to every ſecret intention, in my jũdgement is ſcarce a queſtion, and how 
dangerouſly deſtructive that would prove to any enterprize, when the multitude 
mutt be made acquainted with each ſtratagem of State, I leave your Majeſty to judge. 
Therefore my opinion is, that until you can provide a ſtore out of your own Reve- 
nue, without depending altogether upon the uncertainty of your Subjects bounty, 
no warlike undertaking can prove glorious or beneficial, but of the contrary dan- 
. unproſitable: So that all you can do for the preſent, is to ſend an Am- 
ſſadour with reaſons to perſwade, and not a Herald with threatnings to denounce, 
which in all probability will not onely give ſatisfaction to your diftreſſed Kinſman, 
but win time till you be better provided, 
- This advice — pleaſed the King, who aimed rather at preſent content then 
future glory, although his courage might pretend to the greateſt honour , not onely 
for that it took away the occaſion of exhauſting his treaſure, but was alſo as he 
thought, a principal means ſtill to maintain his State in tranquility, and his Govern- 
ment without perturbation, Wherefore parting from Pelinex with ſuch a ſmile as 
ſufficiently perſwaded him he was well ſatisfied with his Counſel, ſent preſently for 
Prince Ci anus, to whom he communicated his determination, which was forthwith 
' to employ an Ambaſſadour, to demand reaſon of the King of Armenia. But however 
this determination did not much diſcontent Caſſianuu, becauſe it gave him opportuni- 
to remain in Lydia, whereby he might the better proſecute his ſecret affections to 
the fair Princeſs Gloria; yet thoſe that violently deſired employment in the Wars, 
though it were bought with never ſo much prejudice to the Kings Affairs, extreamly 
mutined againſt Po/ixex-his Counſel , amongſt which number there was a Nobleman 
called Dimogoras, one whoſe birth exceeded his wit, as his ambition did his courage; 
and his fortune not anſweringeither , made him much more violent then the reſt, 


fince he ſuppoſed if he loſt this opportunity for action, Euarchus reſolutions for

peace would become more eſtabliſhed ; beſides, he hated the Kings perſon , becauſe 
be had formerly received many Court affronts, procured by his own factious ſpiric ; 
wherefore he took occaſion by this means, not onely to inform the State of Syria, 
that Exarchas could not be drawn to make War againſt any of the kindred of Soro- 
afters King of Bop", upon what pretence ſoever, but ſecretly poſſeſt all manner 
of people either with the Kings want of c e or. good nature, ſince coldly he 
was content as he ſaid, to let ſleep the oppreſſions of his injur d Nepbew without 
revenge: but principally he blamed the pernitious Councels , as he termed them, of 
Poliaex, who ſtrived to rock Eaarchus minde into a lethargy of repoſe, that he 
alone might rule the ſtate with tore conveniency towards the particular inriching of 
his own Family; and the rather were theſe factious ſpeeches dangerous, becauſe the 
King was reſolved, out of the rules of hoſpicality, not to queſtion any thing that 
was ſaid in Caſſianus behalf, which within a ſhort ſpate began inſenſibly to pene- 
trate the hearts of the vulger; Dimogoras having a principal intereſt in their affecti- 
ons, not onely becauſe they knew he was not eſteemed at Court, but for that com- 
monly men of leaſt eminent worth have the fortune to gain the opinion of the mul- 
titude, ſince they hate vertue, becauſe they are reſolved not to follow it. However, 
Euarchus to remedy (the ſweeteſt way he could) cheſe growing inconveniencies 
which yet appeared not in full proſpect, to divert his Nephews thoughts from enter- 
taining diſcontented Councels, proclaimed a general hunting of the wilde Boar, at 
which time Caſſianus being ſummoned by the early morning to the delightful ſport, 
he found the King ready prepared for the Forreſt, upon the Plain before the Palace 
Gate, where Hyacinthia the Queen, not ſo much pleaſed with the chace as to ac- 
company her Husband , ſoon repaired with the choiceſt Ladies , whoſe dreſs refem- 
bled the chaſte Goddeſs Diana in the like exerciſe, onely upon her head ſhe wore a 
Hat, the more commodiouſly to cover the fair treſſes of her hair, that were imhra· 
ced with rows of rich pearl, ſince no meaner tyes were fit to adorn fo bountiful a 
treaſure, and in this poſture they iſſued out , animated by the importunate ſolicita- 
tion of the Huntſmen , who ſeemed over. ambitious to be in theit elemencs ; at 
leaftwiſe ſo interpreted by love-fick C Hanus, who thought all the preparation no- 
thing, ſince Clor ia, the onely Star of his defires was trot to be of the dociety, her 
Mother judging her by much coo young for the paſtime. No ſooner was the un- 
handſome Beaſt diſlodged from his darkſome habitation , when every perſon well 
hors d, endeavoured to ſhew.his own skill, and his courſecs vigour , whilſt the ſoli- 
tary Woods reſounded with the chearful noiſe of divers Horns that ſeemed to en- 
courage the Hunters ; onely the women complained that nature had not ordained 
them proper for the ſport , ſinde their attire would not permit them to paſs through 
the thickeſt Coples. | 

But Caſſianus, who was willing otherwiſe to be imployed, thinking that confu- 
ſion ſpoke not to his imagination the ſoft language of a Lover, retired preſently 
from the crowd, though he ſuffered his horſe in a manner to be his own director, 
untill the permittance within a ſhort ſpace, brought them both into an ample plain; 
notwithſtanding ſo invironed with low wood, that the eye could ſcarce diſcern any 
other paſſage then what Caſſia» had found, where alſo a gentle, though plenti- 
ful ſeeming Spring , had made a pretty Brook, if the hot ſeaſon had not tyranni- 
cally ſuppreſt part of irs current; yet it appeared beautiful in that littleneſs , be- 
cauſe it contributed to the flouriſhing greenneſs of the place, and that beauty invi- 
ted Caſſianus to en joy the delight thereof: Wherefore alighting from his horſe, and 
turning his bridle over his head, to give him the more liberty to pleaſe himſelf in that 
luxurious paſturage, whilſt he meant onely to feett upon the ſadneſs of his own 
thoughts, ſate down upon the Bank of the River, into which he let fall many of his 
tears, as if he intended to ſupply the accidental defect thereof; but when the foun- 
tain of his eyes had paid a fufficient tribute to his grief, and that his ſighs had awaken- 
ed him to ſome expreſſion, he diſcourſed to himſelf in this manner, ſince the ignorant 
Woods ſeemed no way capable of his complaints, but in returning a doleful ecchò 
to augment his ſufferings, 5

Unfortunate Caſ/ianx, ſaid he, whoſe youth hath ſcarce numbred years to make 
thee a perfect ſubje of miſery, and yet thy croſſes render thee the onely unhappy 
ſpectacle of all Aſia, for that almoſt at one inſtant thou didſt not alone loſe thy 
dear father and fruitful Countrey, but art forc'd to become a wandring pilgrime 
through the whole World without compaſſion , fince thy ſufferings do not afford 
thee a competent pitty amongſt other Princes of thy own rank, much leſs a neceſ- 
fary aſliſtance from thoſe which are above thee in dignity : And laſt of all, when 
thou hadſt thought to have attained ſome harbour of conſolation under the pro- 
tection of thy powerful Uncle, abounding in all plenty and tranquility, thou art 
again caſt upon a new rock that threatens thy ruine, in that thou neither dareſt own 
that love which deſtroyes thy reſt, nor haſt hope to quench. the flames of thy deſire 
to give thy ſelf eaſe; the one being too violent to be ſuppreſt, as the other too im- 
poſſible to be obtained: For canſt thou think fond Caſſi anus, ſaid he, that her inno- 
cency may be attempted without the conſent of her parents, or that her parents 
can be won to ſo unprofitable a match; and yet ſweet Cori , conſider rather the 
vertue of an entire affection, that is, the onely tye required by the juſt heavens, then 
the ſole commodity of Empires, to make thee happy ina choice; but alas, alas, I 
fooliſhly beſtow my vain breath upon the abundant air, and my ſorrowful tears 
to increaſe the plentiful {prings „ fince neither have power to contribute to my re- 
dreſs, when it muſt be action if any thing that will afford ſatisfaction; and yet 
with what face thou canſt preſent thy widow-love to ſo excellent à purity, the Gods 
muſt onely inſtruct, if they intend at all to be propitious in thy affairs. But as 
he was again taking a new carreer of paſſion, he might ſee of a ſudden the hunted 
Boar foaming with his own choler, ruſh out of the thickeſt woods, and not long 
after a youth of manly proportion, who followed the chace with a bold eagerneſs , 
however by his different attire, he was eaſily to be diſcerned to be none of the 
morning company: this proſpect invited Caſſianus, with ſome curioſity , to at- 
tend the ſucceſs of the encounter, ſince ere Beaſt finding him ſelf to be pur- 
ſued by io exact a courage, quickly turned with fury upon the young man, which 
repreſented to his expectation a ſpectacle not more dangerous t hen pleaſant, for 
honour and cruelty ſeemed to contend for Victory. The conflict endured a long 
time, the one ſtriving by a rude violence to avoid deſtruction, as the other with a 
handſome activity ſought to become victorious, till at laſt both being heated with 
the fight, began to approach at a nearer diſtance, ſince the youths Spear broken 
in the encounter, afforded him no other convenience to offend his enemy, which 
however he managed with ſo much advantage, that the Boar having received ma- 
ny wounds, was forced with open mouth to attempt his proſecuter as his laſt re- 
foge , though to his ruine: for the ſtranger taking advantage of his unskillful rage, 
thruſt his ſnort weapon with his whole hand into the Boars throat, with ſo for- 
Tunate an iſſue, that the point appeared in his neck behinde, though the ſtroak de- 
prived him not preſently of life , but ſeemed rather to give him new courage, how- 
ever leſs power ; for turning afreſh with a new fury upon the diſarmed youth , he 
had no defence to prevent the danger, but to traverſe his ground , until the Beaſt's 
much loſs of blood , by reaſon of his enraged agitation , made him become the 
trophey of his honour, who quickly ſeparated his head from his body, with a ſhort 
Sword he wore by his fide, as the teſtimony of a perfect Conqueſt , and then pla- 
ced it upon a little hill, ſupported with the broken Lance, whilſt he himſelf ap- 
proached the River to waſh his hands that were beſpotted in the fight with the 
Boars blood. | 
¶ Aſſanus having bebeld this combat with a moſt earneſt delight, if any thing 
could be termed delight that his ſad imagination look d upon, _ he could do 
no leſs then cangratulate ſo pleaſing a Tragedy, and to that purpoſe roſe from his 
ſeat with the intention, which the ſtranger bebolding , though until then he was 
not advertiſed of any bodies preſence in that ſolitary habitation, as quickly pre- 
pared himſelf to give him the meeting; and the rather for that he appeared 


a perſon of ſome quality, untill both their deſignes at laſt brought chem 
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to ſo near a diſtance , that the youth was ſoon known to Caſſianiu to be his onely 
friend Eumenes, a Gentleman bred up in his Mothers Court, whoſe Father had ac- 
companied her out of Lydia into Iberia, when ſhe was frſt married: as the Gods 
can tell with what inward content theſe two companions performed their firſt im. 
bratement, wherein they ſeemed to be eternally united in fortune, not to be ſepara- 
ted again by any diſaſter, ſo was it not very long before their deſires of knowing each 
others adventures ſeparated their perſons again: wherefore ſeating themſelves by 
that River ſide that had entertained chem both, Eumenes was perſwaded to begin 
the firſt ſtory; in order to the time it was ated, which he performed after this man- 
ner; though he kept ſtill his eye, as a watchful ſentinel over his friends perſon. Caſ- 
ſianus, ſaid he, you know that your vertuous mother, for my more abſolute breed. 
ing, ſent me into Cyprus to be trained in the Wars under the command of that ex- 
cellent Duke, finding my diſpoſition and years ſuited well enough with the pro- 
feſſion, which for the time ſeparated you and me, to both our griefs ; though 
the intention was honourable, and being ſo , I had reaſon co diſpoſe my thoughts 
towards the accompliſhment of ſome perfection in that noble exerciſe ; where re- 
maining two years, as you may have heard, fortune ſo favoured my actions, 
that in many attempts upon the enemy, I gained a convenient reputation; how- 
ever my ambition raiſed my imagination to higher fancies , inſomuch as | not one- 
ly thought upon a Miſtriſs unto whom I might conſecrate all my Military endea- 
yours, as an eſſential part (as I thought) of a Souldier , but was reſolved to flye 
in no lower a place then in that region where the Dukes onely daughter moved, 
the fair Eretheria , whoſe perfections (I conceived) were alone fit to captivate my 
intentions; and to that purpoſe, upon all occaſions, I ftrived to let the world ſee 
my aims, which ſoon procured me a multitude of rivals of no mean quality , who 
thought it ſcarce juſtice to let a ſtranger carry away the glory of Cyprus. but not 
long after, by the violent ſolicitation of the youthful Courriers , a Turnament was 
proclaimed , upon the birth - day of che Princeſs, where every one hoped to ſhew 
that. valour, that might render him worthy of che high prize ordained for the 
Conquerour. The time being come for the Trial, the bright Star, Eretheria, was 
placed upon a Throne, like a Deity ſent by the heavens to captivate all mortal 
hearts; which ſight certainly enflamed every courage wich a new ſpirit , though we 
all beheld her as a Comet threatning deſtruction to many, lince but one preten- 
der could hope to live by her favour: but the ſounding of the Trumpets quickly 
wakened us out of this admiring ſlumber, to be more gloriouſty active, which 
(in truth) performed ſuch deeds of all ſides, that Eretheria ſeemed not to be diſho- 
noured in the encounters ; however a young Nobleman of Cyprus, paſſionately 
alſo taken with her beauty, ſeemed all the day to carry away the chief victory, 
which procured him, as you may imagine, a competent number of emulators, 
if not enyiers ; amongſt which company, I muſt confeſs, I wiſht him not bet- 
ter then the reſt , ſince I ſuppoſed my ſelf as deeply intereſſed in the quarrel : 
* Wherefore chooſing one of the biggeſt Spears I could finde, though my heart 
was a great deal bigger with the deſire of his diſgrace, I ſought him out in the 
crowd, with ſo happy a ſucceſs to my thoughts, that I quickly-unhors'd him in 
the midd'ſt of his prevailing glory, to the no ſmall amazement of the people, 
who eſteemed him almoſt immortal; and therefore erown'd the action with ſo loud 
a ſhout, that the heavens ſeemed to ring for a long time with the noiſe , which 
to my infinite content poſſeſſed me intirely with the rich prize from the fair hands 
of Eretheria; belides a multitude of other honours belonging to the Cere- 
mony. 

But however I ſeemed to be carried triumphantly in a Chariot, beyond the reach 
of any envy , yet my rival forgot not the effects of revenge; ſince he eſteemed 
himſelf not onely to ſuffer in honour, but in love; and the rather, for that he 
imagined from that inſtant Ererheria turned in ſome ſort her looks more graci- 
ouſly towards me then formerly ſhe had done, by reaſon of the fortunate ſucceſs I 
had in the Tilting. Wherefore one day meeting me half arm'd in the Park be- 
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and weapon, inſomuch as I had enough to do to avoid the one, as I did not at all 
diſpute with him in the other, ſince my beſt faculties had imployment ſufficient to 
defend my perſon againſt ſo ſpightful a valour; though the Gods favouring my 
innocency more then his injuſtice, at laſt gave me an unfortunate Victory, ſince 
not onely his life was the price of my conqueſt, but the fear of a diſhonourable 
death compelled me quickly to quit Ora, to avoid the proſecution of his pow- 
erſul friends; where however I have left my heart a priſoner , to be condemned or 
ſaved by the mercy of beauteous Eretheria; which occaſioned allo the ſlaughter of 
this beaſt before your eyes: for conceiving my own Countrey my beſt place of re- 
ſuge until this ſtorm might be blown over, I retired hither with two ſervants onely, 
who are not yet arrived; and travelling the Woods, having loſt my way, I acci- 
dentally met with this hunted Boar that ſet upon me with ſome fury, which forced me 
at firſt to the encounter, elſe I (ſhould have ſcarce been ſo uncharitable as to have de- 
ſtroyed the ſport : theſe accidents, dear Caſſianus, laid he, have been the reaſons that 
brought me into Lydia, onely happy now in our meeting. 

Caſſianus having both kept ſilence, and obſerved attentiveneſs in his friends diſ- 
courſe, as it were congratulating his ſtory and welcome, by four or five ſad ſighs, 
being compelled by his importunity, to make relation of his own fortunes. alſo, 
without many circumſtances, began in this manner : After my unfortunate Father, 
as you well know, ſaid he, bad paid the debt of his raſh attempt (in taking upon 
him the Crown of Meſopotamia, contrary to the good liking of Artaxis great King 
of Armenia) with his death, and loſs of his fruitfal Countrey of Iberia, my, infancy, 
as you werea witneſs , was carefully cheriſhed by my mothers natural goodneſs, in- 
ſomuch as ſhe thought not my years capable of your imployments in Cyprus, al- 
though both my deſires and wiſhes accompanied you in your journey; however, 


after your departure ſhe deſigned me to another War, though by much more gentle 


yet not ſo honourable, which was to court the love of a rich Heir , not far off the 
place where we lived, by whoſe power ſhe conceived (if I could compaſs the Mar- 
riage) I might be again rendered capable to contend with Tygraxes Duke of Colches, 
who enjoyed the poſſeſſion of my native Countrey , by the donation of Artaxi, 
in retribution of that ſervice he did him in the proſecution of my Father; but no 
ſooner had a fitting preparation elevated my thoughts to the enterpriſe, but the 
King became advertiſed of the intention, ſo that arriving at her Caſtle, I was encoun- 
tred by my double rival the Duke, contrary to my expectation , who came there al- 
ſo with the ſame deſign, though fortified as he thought with far greater pretenſions, 
ſince he brought with him the ſtrong recommendation, of his mighty friend the 
King of Armenia x but the Gods know, with what labour I ſuppreſt the paſſion of 
= >] that it might not burſt out into a rude, and inhoſpitable contention, to de- 
ſtroy abſolutely my intended proceedings, ſo that both of us addreſſing our ſelves to 
the Ladies preſence, with a quiet civility, we were received in outward ſhew- with 
equal courteſie, which continued us for ſome weeks in her Palace, onely ſeeking oc- 
caſions how we might beſt preſent our affections; with moſt conveniency to deceive 
each other: But the Duke, whether impatient of his long attendance, or ſuſpect- 
ing I received private favours to his prejudice; of a ſudden one morning before 
any one was up in the houſe, took his leave both of his Chamber and the Caſtle, by 
which means he left me in full poſſeſſion of my defires , ſince I thought no obſtacle 
now was able to hinder my proceedings of a proſperous iſſue; in which paradiſe of 
felicity I continued for many dayes, ſolacing my ſelf with delightful fancies , whileſt 
in the mean time the Duke was preparing a ſnare not onely to captivate the Lady, 
but to entrap me; for not long after he marched in perſon with a powerſul Army 
to beſiege the Caſtle where we both remained; which news made me diſpoſe of my 
ſelf by flight, into certain obſcure Woods not far off, whereby I might not onely 
be ſecure fromthe danger of my mortal enemy, but have conveniency by my eſcape 
to procure ſome relief to ſuccour the diſtreſſed Lady; which accident hath brought 


me into Lydia, to renew my Fathers old ſuit to Euarchus for the recovery of out 
ancient

Jonging to the Court, he ſet upon me with all violence, both with his language 
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ancient inheritance the principality of Iberia, ſince the Lady as I bear hath not onely 
loſt her Caſtle, bur I my hopes; for ſhe is conſtrained to become a captive wife to the 
cruel Tyrant 7ygranes Duke of: Cola has. And this, dear Bumenes, is the ſad ſtory of 
my fortunes, and the more tobe lamented, ſince I am not certain to what reſolu- 
tion my Uncles thoughts will be brought; he yet being determined but to ſend an 
Ambaſſadour, to treat for a peaceable and friendly reſtitution, whileſt in the mean 
time I languiſh between hope and deſpaitr; ö ti | 
But ſcarce was he cometo this iffue'} when they might hear the hounds in full 
purſue the foot-ſteps of che dead Boar towards the place-where they were, whic 
gave Ewumenes no convenieney for reply, hardly time ſufficient to protect the teſti- 
mony of his Victory, from the violent crueſty of the Dogs, who ſeemd mot to be 
hed in his death. -- Wherefore rifing from the ſeat where he ſate, and ſuatching 
up the head, he held it upon the point of the Spear in- the air, whileſfthe Hounds 
with open months, ſeemed to befrege bis perſon, until the Huntſmen themſelves 
coming in to the quarrel, were forced ro defend him from cheir rude violence; and in 
ther imployment he continued, white the: other almoſt loft company, had jeaſure to 
aſſemble, to perfect che triumph for the flaughter of that cruel Beaft', that had done 
ſo much miſchief in the Countrey, terrifying the common people wich the rightful 
apprehenſion of his aſpect, who durſt. not travel bythe places of his habitarion , to 
follow their neceſſary occaſion. But not long had the Ladies ſatisfied their curioſi- 
ties in beholding the dead Boar, though yet at ſome. diftance ſcarce believing him ſo 
in effect, as alſo infinitely'commenting Bamenes valour, that had in ſingle combat 
brought him to his deſtruction, as they underſtood by Caan that had been the 
eye · witneſs of the encounter, but the King and Queen in a gentle hand. gallop, 
made towards them through the ſame paſſage that Caſſauus had found out in his ſo- 
litary contemplation, which gave Eumener occafion , accompanied with his friend 
prince ¶ aſſianus, to preſent himſelf before their petſons, not onely offering to 
the Queen the Boars head as a ſacrifice to her beauty, but deſired humbly to be ex- 
cuſed that he had unwillingly interrupted their ſport. When Caſſfauus had certitied 
Emarchns fully of all the proceedings in that conſbat, wherein he let nothing paſs 
that concerned his friends honour , and alſo made the King acquainted with his 
breeding, condition and Countrey, he ſoon obtained abſolution for his valiant fact: 
however, the envious evening coming on, which denyed che undertaking of a new 
Chace, a ceſſation from that ſport was quickly proclaimed by the Kings command, 
and the rather, for that they returned with victory and ſpoil : wherefore Exarchys 
and Hiachinthia taking the two friends into their own Coach, whilſt the skillful 
Coach-man made what haſte he could through the rugged way, they required of 
Eumenes not onely the relation of his own Travelſs, but the ſatisfaction of the 
manner of the goverment of the Iſland of Cyprus, ſince their revolt from the King 
of Egypt. | 5 
E — receiving this injunction from the King, however he ſappoſed; he rather 
deſired to have his curioſity ſatisfied in his ability, then that his knowledge could any 
way be inſtructed by his relation, excuſing himſelf concerning his own particular ad- 
ventures, as not worthy his Ma jeſties attention, he proſecuted this diſcourſe: Tru- 
ly Sir, ſaid he, it is no ſmall difficulty for a perſon of my mean capacity, to particu- 
larize the true cauſes or motives of the firſt revolts in any Kingdom, th you are 
pleaſed to give me the imployment , ſince as the complaints for the moſt part are 
confuſed and uncertain, more governed perhaps by the paſſions and fancies of the 
common people, then grounded upon right and knowledge, ſo of the other ſide; 
it cannot be denied, but that ofcentimes prerogative and power will finde out wayes 
and ſhifts, to caſt off the aſperſions, either againſt themſelves or favourites; though 
I mult confeſs, both may have reaſon enough to defend their allegations, before an 
indifferent auditory, if ſuch a tribunal could be inſtituted; but that not being poſ- 
ſible to be had upon earth, moſt commonly ſuch contentions are onely ended by the 
Sword; which fate hath befell the fruitful Iſland of Cyprus, thongh now it be eſta- 
pliſhed in a perfect proſperity. | 1 
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Jo this purpoſe, the King of Egypt, natural. Lord of thoſe. Countries, having 
placed a Lady of eminent vertues as Supreme Governeſs ſor him, both in Cyprus 
and Pamphilia, whether the people preſuming upon the ſuppoſed weakneſs of her 
ſex, joyned with the inconſtancy of their own humours and diſpoſitions; or rather 
being put on to demand ſomething (though they knew not very well what) that 
— ye appertain to their ancient priviledges, by the ambition of ſome of the No- 
bility ; (that belike ſeemed not very well ſatisfied) of a ſudden began moſt violent - 
ly, to complain of the obſtruction of their cuſtoms, as alſo of the cruelty: of the 
laws made (as they pretended) both againſt their freedom and conſciences; and be- 
ing tranſported with theſe furious fancies, when the Court leaſt thought of their 
diſorders;.they run violently to all the chief Temples of the City, where 1 may ſay, 
they committed many outrages, of neareſt affinity with ſacriledge and rebellion: 
but the Governeſſes extraordinary mildneſsand temper, not onely quickly-aſſwaged 
all theſe begun miſdemeanors; but readily pardoned their offences, though ſhe ve- 
ry well knew; many principal perſons were intereſſed in the occaſion of thoſe tu- 
mults , notwithſtanding ſhe wiſely and diſcreetly ſeemed not to take notice of them, 
in Leer intimations might create thaſe jealouſies, that probably would again 
kindle a new fire of diſcontent and apprehenſion. 522 dun 

Howerer the Court and Councel of. Egypt, having underſtood theſe proceedings, 
whoſe greatneſs of Empire and Power in command, could brook: neither reſiſtance 
nor diſpute, thought it not agreeing with the honour and dignity of their King 
(whoſe authority before theſe accidents ,. feemed rather to be adored then contra- 
verted) to ſuffer theſe inſolencies to. eſcape, without ſome, remarkable ſeverity, as 
well in regard of the nobility as the people; . deſigned a huge Army for 
theſe Countries, compoſed, of the beſt anti oldeft-Souldiers Egypt could produce., 
and theſe Troops were put under the command of a perſon of the ſame Nation, that 
better knew how to puniſh facts committed, by a kinde of harſh cruelty, then to 
compoſe differences newly begun, with mildneſs and temper, rather — thoſe 
Phyſicians, which uſe deſperate remedies to perfect the body the ſooner, then by 
prolonging application to ſave part, for fear the whole ſhould periſh, In ſhort, 
whoſe experience in the Wars was more ancient and glorious, then his nature any 
way relenting; inſomuch as like a ſtorm coming afar off, demonſtrated by light- 
ning and thunder, he gave the people cauſe of fear aud terrour, before the tempeſt 
arrived; which cauſed many of them, by the report onely, to quit their dwellings; 
as of the other ſide, not a few of the Noblemen, that were the leaſt confident of 
their own loyalty, preſently engaged one another in private counſels. As ſoon as 
this great General arrived, he not onely diſpoſſeſt the Governels her ſelf of her 
chief authority, by producing a larger commiſſion , but ſeized upon the perſons of 
many of the Nobility, whoſe lives were publickly ſacrificed to his fury, whilſt ter- 
rour and amazement feized the hearts of the common people: notwithſtanding 
this rough demeanour, he proclaimed every where, ſhould be maintained by the 
the Sword, until his own thoughts could become ſatisfied, of the Subjects entire obe- 
dience to his commands. 22] 

Theſe rigorous and new proceedings, quickly involved the whole Iſland of Cyprus 
in a trembling confuſion , as well as in a future rebellion , inſomuch as almolt all 
people entertained theſe ſtrange beginnings, as ſad omens, if not prevented by ſome 
timely reſiſtance, that threatned a general deſtruction, as well to their lives as 
eſtates , when as formerly they held themſelves the freeſt Subjects of the world, by 
' reaſon of thoſe priviledges they had gained, by the indulgent natures of their many 
good and merciful Princes. 2 

And thus, Sir, I muſt ſay, was the firſt fatal fire kindled in Cyprus, which ſince 
hath been augmented by the powerful intereſt of moſt of the Potentates in Aja : 
For as upon theſe pretences the people preſently flew out into open hoſtility, fo did 
they call in as many forreign Princes, as they could to their aſſiſtance, who glad of 
any occaſion to give bounds to the Egyptian Monarciy, that then began to ſwell to 
a vaſt largeneſs in command, readily contributed their beſt endeavours , rechen 
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the Father of Orſames, King of Syria, inſomuch as tlie effects ſince have produ- 
ced ſo much blood and ſlaughter, with other varieties of ſucceſs and fortune, that 
many books might be amplitied with the ſtory ; until the ſucceſſion of command fell 
to this gallant Duke, that now bears ſway in that Region, who hath been ſo prin. 
cipal an ioftrumeng of the happineſs and preſent flouriſhing condition of the Iſland 
(being not more valiant in War, then wiſe in Peace) that the King of Egype himſelf, 
is not onely reduced at preſent to that ſtate, by reaſon of his powerful contentions 
againſt him, both by Sea and Land, that he ſeeks peace upon any terms, with a re · 
Ggnation of all his pretented rights; belides the people in regard of the Dukes pru- 
dent Government, with their own induſtry , (who at the beginning of theſe ſtirs 
were rather poor and contemptible fiſher-men , then approved and credible Mer- 
chants) are become now ſo terrible upon the Sea, that by their numerous Veſſels 
for trading, they fetch home to their own quarters, all the riches of the world; the 
Queen hereupon put a ſtop to Eumenes diſedurſe with tiis language: And yer I have 
heard, ſaid ſhe, all che recompence he can procure from their gratitudes, is onely a 
bare penſion for his ſupport and ſubſiſtanoe; neither will they willingly allow him 
any other Title, then their ſervant, however his valour and conduct in the Wars, 
upon all occaſions, — their aſſiſtance the beſt ſpirits of «454, as conceiving 
bim moſt worthy to be their maſter in Martial affairs. Tis true Madam, anſwered 
Emnmenes, 1 muſt needs confeſs che people themſelves, although naturally they are 
no ſouldiers, being altogether addicted to che induſtry of the ſpade , by which fa- 
culty they have performed admirable things, to the wonder of other Nations, yet 
are.they crafry enough to maintain their.own Liberties, and ſuffer che Duke to en- 
joy no other juriſdiction over them, then what they are content from time to time, 
ro afford him for their beſt commodity and advantage: nevertheleſs it is thought, 
if his ambition were equal to his power, he might make himſelf abſolute: Prince of 
the Countrey, without contradiction, having the Army fo: entirely at his com- 
mand; as well in regard of many factions amongſt their Governours, as by reaſon 
of the neceſſity of one head and Governour; eſpecially: if they ſhould: purchaſe to 
themſelves peace from the King of Egypt, who (as I ſaid before) now ſeems with 
_ earneſtneſs to deſire it of them. | | ; 

After the King had a little ſmiled upon the Queen at Exmeres diſcourſe, ſo much 
pretending to the Dukes intereſt and commendation , being himſelf extreamly per- 
fect inthe knowledge of thoſe parts, he began to argue wich him in this manner: 
Although I cannot, ſaid the King, but approve of your obſervations, and much 
more commend your affeQionate rhetorickiin the Dukes behalf, whe no doubt in the 
general deſerves as much as you have ſaid, yet I muſt not conclude altogether with 
you in belief, concerning this eaſie acceſſion to ſovereignty, though his intentions 
were directed to thoſe ambitions: for notwithſtanding you may ſee him alwayes 
attended with glorious and gallant Troops inthe Field; a veaſpah „I muſt confeſs, 
that cannot but dazle youthful or common eyes; yet when it ſhall be confidered 
withal , that the common Souldiers (who for the moſt part are rather carried on to 
their imployments, by their own private gain, then by the advancement of theit 
General) are onely payed by-certain treaſures appointed by the people, entirely 
faithful to their deſigns, that upon the leaſt diſorders may obſtruct or detain their 
wages, either in part, or in the whole; it will be a very difficult matter, to unice 
them abſolutely in the Dukes deſigns againft the Common-wealth ; eſpecially when 
it ſhall be alſo remembred, that moſt of all the Towns inthe Iſland , are not onely 
ſtrong both by nature and art, but are continually guarded by the Burgers chem- 
ſelves, without having any relation at all to the General, and fo by conſequence are 
furniſhed with proviſions of every fort, inſomuch as the leaſt fort of the Countrey, 
is neither to be ſurprized by any manner of ftratagem , or to be taken without a ve- 
ry long ſiege , which would give the Dukes Army without pay, occaſion enough to 
change their reſolutions in the interim; and rather ſeek. to betray bis perſon , then 
advance his ambition: Wherefore I hold bim to be much a wiſer man, in deſiſting 
from thoſe attempts, then in entring upon deſigns, that at the worſt may ruine his 
poſte- 
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ready, to be weary of thoſe happineſſes under a peaceful Monarch, that other King. 
doms can but onely hope for, after along loody experience: The King at theſe 
very words, as if he felt ſomething inwardly at the ſoul , reſted ſilent for a pretty 
ſpace; and then again, as if he had anew recollected his ſpirits, kiſſing the Queen 
twice or thrice, he altered the ſubject of his ſerious diſcourſe, into another of more 
variety and delight; which continued them imployed, until they arrived at the Pa- 
lace Gate, where many lighted Torches attended to conduct him and the Queen up 
the ſtaire. Their ſupper being finiſhed, with no more curious tediouſneſs, then was 
convenient for the ſatisfying of the neceſſity of their appetites, ſharpned by their 
paſt dayes exerciſe, a great part of the night was ſpent in dancing with che Ladies, 
according to the cyſtom of the. delight ful Court of Lydia; in which recreation it 
was Ale fortune, to entertain the beautiful Princeſs Cloria, as if the Gods in- 
tended him the opportunity; but whether his fancy onely made him believe it, or 
that really he did utter ſomething of that nature to her innocent ears; yet ſhe ſeem- 
ed no way to be warmed by a lovers flames: inſomuch as poor Caſſianus became of 
a ſudden as frozen as his Miſtreſſes apprehenſions; ſince he too feelingly ſuſpected a 
denial in that ſuit, which perhaps his own fears would not ſufficiently ſuffer him to 
diſcover to her underſtanding ; and oftentimes too much deſire renders us not onely 
unſit to act, but uncapable to interpret: but however theſe accidental paſſages were 
eithet executed or entertained, Euarchus and Hyacinthia's unexpected retirement for 
the preſent, gave no more opportunity for a further trial of either; which not 
onely quickly ſeparated the company, but retired the ſtrangers into their ſeveral 
Chambers: where Caſſianus gave his eyes no leaſure at all to reſt, by reaſon of the 
diſcourteſie of his ou turbulent thoughts, that drove him from one unquiet fancy 
to another, until the more charitable morning invited him into ſomething a hand- 
- ſomeſleep : but after two hours time, that alſo was interrupted by factious Dimo- 
oras , who with a certain kinde of ſtorm in his countenance , entred abruptly his 
Chamber, which freedom he ever challenged, by reaſon of the confidence he had of 
his own faithtulneſs to the Princes deſigns. | 
After Dimogoras had beſtowed upon the Prince ſome few complements belonging 
to his dignity, as well as anſwerable to the ſeaſon , he let him know he had ſome diſ- 
courſe of conſequence to impart unto him, if he pleaſed to diſmiſs his attendants, 
Thoſe being gone, and he invited by the Prince, to ſeat himſelf upon his bed fide, 
for the more conveniency , with a kinde of melancholly and diſcontented counte- 
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nance, accompanied with a more haſty and rough delivery, he entertained his ears 


with this language. | EIT | . 
Although ic be moſt true, my Lord, ſaid he, that it is given out by the ſpightful 


Court, and ſuffered by the Kings injuſtice, that both my nature and deſires, with 


a great deal of violence hunt after nothing but contentions , whereby I might come 
to have ſome eminent imployment in the Warres, yet I take all the Gods to wit- 
neſs, (who beſt are acquainted with my thoughts) that your entire ſervice is the 
chief motive of my deſigns, —— alſo upon the conſideration both of the pre- 
ſent and future honour and glory of our Nation, now almoſt adulterated by 
eaſe and quiet, though principally betrayed to this lethargy by the pernicious 
Councels of Poliner, that for his own advantage and ends, flatters the King 
with the opinion of his conceived proſperity, as if never before the like Prince had 
reigned in Lydia, when as all Aſia is ſcandalized at our Government; for Euar- 
chus by reaſon of this cold newtrality is eſteemed if not an enemy, at leaſtwiſe 
no friend to any, but his own concernments; and ſo can never expect a faithfull 
aſſiſtance from other States, if he were compelled by the ſame neceſſity to require 
their aid in any of his occaſions, though a little for the preſent he ſeems to ſwim in 
all ſucceſsful glory. | 3 

In this inchanment you ſee it is not onely poſſible for him to behold your Rights 
violated by the violent and (I may ſay) tyrannical oppreſſion of your eruel ene- 
mies, with a moſt quiet if not inſenſible demeanour , notwithſtanding all the 
tyes of Affection, Kindred, and Religion, but in 5 own perſon is wrought in 
to ſo low a ſtupidity, and unworthy ingratitude, that he cannot he brought to be · 
ſtow the leaft reward, or ſo much as any countenance upon men of ſpirit, fame, and 
deſert; witneſs one ſmall Title of Honour denyed Lycius the brave Qhyſſean Com- 
mander , that ſo gallantly defended your cauſe againſt tlie King of Armenia's 
Power. 

This being ſufficiently apprehended in. your thoughts, I ſhall a little ſhew my 
own condition ; that thereby you may the better judge of me and my deligns; to 
this purpoſe I muſt tell you, that ever ſince I had ability to draw and handle a 
Sword, I have till vow'd my endeavours to the ſervice of your family, inſfomuch 
as when a General was appointed by Zzarchxs Father with a Royal Army; after 
that unfortunate Defeat in Meſaptamia, to defend your Mothers Rights, in the 
Principality of Iberia, againſt Tygranes Forces, I not onely ftrongly urged the 
imployment from the State, but accompanied the Souldiers in the Journey, until we 
were commanded away by the King; which however hath fo ſeaſoned my thoughts 
with the concernments of your Noble Houſe, that I cannot but continue my Soul, 
working a jult revenge in your behalf, according to the many injuries and indigni- 
ties you bave received: You muſt, now give me leave to come nearer your intereſt 
for the preſent, neither wonder at my intelligence, ſince I do confidently aſſure you, 
that there is ſcarce a Court deſign how private ſoever, but I have knowledge of the 
reſolution, by reaſon of my Kindred and intimation amongſt the chiefeſt of Euar- 
chus Councellors. | | 

With this aſſurance you muſt know, that not many dayes ago, there artived up- 
on the Confines of Lydia, Anaxia the old Queen of Syria, who being for ſome 
time beaten at Sea by Storms, as at Land by Tempeſts, procured by her own reſt- 
leſs nature, that could not endure to (it quiet under the ſecurity of her Sons Pro- 
tection, at laſt is come under the juriſdiction of Euarchus, as I believe with an in- 
tention to raiſe as many Troubles in this Kingdom, as ſhe bath for ſome years paſt 
in other places. 

As I cannot deny her to be a Lady of excellent Parts, and in her youth of extra- 
ordinary Beauty, ſo by her Birth ſheis of Corinth, the onely Daughter to the Duke 
of that Magnificent City, which procured her ſuch a liking by Orſames Father, af- 
ter the divorce of his former Wife, that with much paſſion he not onely made her 
Queen of Syria, but at his death appointed her the ſole Guardian, both of his 
Son and Kingdom. This Office truly ſhe managed with diſcretion enough, un- 
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till the young Kings competent years, joyned with the ambition of ſome about his 
perſon, compelted her of a ſudden to leave her juriſdiction, yet not without ſo much 
unwillingneſs and diftaſte, that the lives of her principal Councellers were ſacrifi- 
ced by reaſon of the reſiſtance , and her ſelf for a long ſpace was confined toja Ca- 
file far from the Court, there to practiſe more obedience, ſince her active ſpirit 
was deemed to be inconſiſtent, with the true and neceſſary ſubjection — 
Subject, though ſtill honoured as a Mother: However in thar. place, time and ſo- 
litary converſations, _ her ſo much patience or diſſimulation, that contrary 
to all mens expectations ſhe bore this misfortune (ſo much eſteemed repugnant to 
her nature and conſtitution) for ſome years, with an extraordinary pacitication, 
inſomuch as the King was induced by reaſon of theſe outward teſtimonies of 
her abſolate converſion, if not in regard of his own filial duty, that could not 
but demonſtrate compaſſion , to ſend for her again to the Court, not onely to 
enjoy the comfort of her converſation, but alſo to make uſe of her Councels: 
- Nevertheleſs ſhe had not long moved in that ſphear of glory, being perſwaded by 
ſome factious diſpoſitions , or over-ſuſpicious and jealous in her own thoughts, 
before ſhe began to ſhew evident marks of her inward diſcontents; for no ſoon- 
er was the Warre broke out between Orſames and the King of Egypr, (kindled 
as *twas ſaid in part by her means) but ſhe flew with all violence to the Egyytian 
Court, where ſhe hath been until this preſent, and perhaps would have longer 
there remained, not knowing elſe whither well to flye for ſhelter and protection, 
if (he had not procured an imployment, that at preſent ſuits perfectly with her 
appetire , which is to treat of a Match between the Princeſs Cloria our Kings 
Daughter, and O ſiris the King of Egypr*s Son; and this will no doubt be readily 


imbraced by Euarchus, ſince he may thereby hope the better to curb his poor 7 


Subjects, who he knows are rather aw'd by his power, then ſatisfied in his af- 
fection. | | 

Though Dimbgoras ſeemed ſtill to proſecute his diſcourſe, yet Caſſianus at theſe 
laſt words of Cloris and Ofiris, felt himſelf as it were ſtruck wich Thunder and 
Lightning; infomuch as preſently turning his face to the wall, he ſcarce gave 
any moreear to what he ſaid: Dimogoras finding with ſome more obſervation, that 
the Prince had not onely changed his poſture, but his attentiveneſs , imagined thar 
the very apprehenſion of Euarchus diſaffection to his perſon , in regard his inte- 
reſt had been ſo long neglected, was the ſole reaſon of his ſudden alteration, 
though the ſecret flames of the Princeſs C/oria's beauty, was the onely occaſion of 
his preſent diſtemper, conſidering the ſmall probability was left him to obtain his 
defire, now a match of ſuch ſplendor was offered to her choice | 

After Dimogoras had expected ſomething longer what the Prince would do, he 
began this diſcourſe, As [cannot blame your nature much, ſaid he, to be troubled, 
conſidering the cunning diverlions of your Uncle Euarchus, whom as I may Gay, 
ſeeks any thing in a manner, before your good and benefit; ſo of the other ſide it 
doth not become a Prince of your birth and extraction, to entertain dejectly theſe 

aſſages , when you may be aſſured that almoſt all Lydia will contribute 

— to your preſent aid and aſſiſtance; wherefore I ſay, ſince this 
ſloathful man, 1s ſo far from being moved in regard of his natural inclination to eaſe 
and pleaſure, out of thoſe courſes which his flatterers have bewitched him in, we 
muſt endea vour to diſturb him in his Government; and the rather, for that we ſee 
he intends anot her effect of tyranny, by a new alliance with the Egyptian State, 
to maintain his abſolute juriſdiction over the Liberties of his People, though 
Clria were more properly beſtowed upon your ſelf of the ſame Blood and Reli- 
gion, then on a perſon, whoſe Nation hath ever had deſigns pernicious to this 
Commonwealth; upon theſe conſiderations as it cannot be but thought conve- 
nient by the whole Kingdom to look to its own ſafety, ſo by an unavoidable 
neceſſity, we muſt have preſently aſſembled the great Counceil, to put a ſud- 
den ſtop to theſe threatning events, that like ominous Comets, ſeem at this inſtant 
to have direful AſpeRs in our Horizon, blazing as it were deſtruction to all our hap- 
pineſs 
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pineſs and proſperity ; and for that E#archns will never endure to hear of ſuch a 
remedy without meer compulſion ; we will attempt to ſtir up the rage of the diſcon- 
rented (y ſian, over whom Orſames the King of Syria, hath ſuch an abſolute ju- 
riſdiction, that Euarchus Authority will be very little eſteemed in thoſe parts, 
notwithſtanding the legallity of his Title; and that King, as you very well know, 
cannot be but well pleaſed , to lay hold of any occaſion, whereby this new intend- 
ed alliance between the Crowns 0 4 and Egypt, may be blaſted in the bud, be- 
fore it come into any mature ripeneſs. 1 of | f 

As he was further proceeding in theſe exclamations againſt the Government; 
they were both interrupted by a Meſſenger from the King, not oneſy to know 
how the Prince had reſted the night palt after his dayes fport in hunting, but 
withal to deſire his company in a ceremonious Courtſhip , he intended in 
perſon to beſtow upon the old Queen of Syria his Wives Mother , though before 
the Officer could be ſent for into the Princes Chamber, Dimogoras ſuddenly took his 
leave. * 25. 

When Caſſianus had humbly returned his thanks to the King, for his favour in 
inquiring (as he ſaid) any way after his concernments, he told the Meſſenger, 
that however he could not be very apprehenfive of his own danger, yet he mult 
complain a little of his indiſpoſition , which he feared would hinder him from ren- 
dering his Majeſty that ſervice he commanded , eſpecially ſince the Ceremony 
was neceſſarily to be performed in ſo great air aſſembly ; rather his intentions were 
for ſome few dayes to keep his Chamber, as he ſaid, to try whether that retire- 
ment would in any kinde contribute to his amendment, fince he found his thoughts 
oppreſt by melancholly fancies. | 

This quickly gave occaſion to moſt of the Court to viſit him , yet at thoſe 
times when he perceived himſelf free from thoſe complements, (that he counted no 
other then meer diſturbances.) he would often diſpute with his diſcontents in this na- 
ture which proved a great deal more uncomfortable , in regard he communicated 
his thoughts to none. 

O Caſſianus, ſaid he, to what dangerous rocks have thy fortunes led thee, not 
to be relieved, but by an inhoſpitable compliance , with thoſe, that perhaps more 
for their own ambition, then thy good, endeavour thy Uncles ruine ? O gentle 
Clwia, is it poſſible that theſe thoughts in thy ſervants breaſt, can be any more 
concealed from thy knowledge, then from the Gods divineſt Oracle > what greater 
indignity can be offered to the heavens , then to harbour in one heart, both 
love and treaſon, at the ſame time? Conſider, O unworthy Caſſianw , with what 
affectionate proteſtations Euarchus hath hitherunto entertained all thy concern- 
ments, which hath produced effects already, to the ſending of an Ambaſſadour 
to the King of Armenia, upon whoſe return, and not before, thou art to ex- 
pect thy doom; and for this pretended love between Cloria and Ofiris, perhaps the 
report is onely a bare fancy, grounded more upon diſtaſteful ſuſpition, then upon 
authentical information, ſince the old Queen of Fpria's neceſſities, gave her rea- 
ſon enough, to ſeek both retirement and reception, without any other deſign 
whatſoever : nay further it may very probably be ſuppoſed , that Dimogeras inte- 
reſt or ſpleen, may adminiſter occaſions both of too much jealouſie, and over haſty 
action; wherefore Caſſianus, be not thou ignobly the chief inſtrument of Dimo- 
goras malice, and the onely ſtale to others ends. Thus he imployed his time, whilſt 
a brave Mask was preparing at Court, for the entertainment of the Queen of 
Syria; which in the interim filled every ones expectation, though it continued Kill 
yo 45 wh in his Chamber; however, as I ſaid before, more viſited then his thoughts 

ired, X | 

For this great Triumph there was deſigned a large Hall within the City of Sar. 
dis, ſupported with Corinthian Pillars of Theban Marble, erected at the tirft onely 
for the Coronation of the Kings of Lydia: it was beautified with excellent pictures 
of Mayſaich work, enriched with Azureand Gold; the ſides repreſented ſeveral 
delightful Landskips, compoſed for the moſt part of natural ſtones; and wherein 
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true repreſentation any place wanted, the defects became ſupplied, with exquiſite 
painting of moſt of the beſt hands of Aſia: the floor was all wrought over with 
divers figures of Jet and Ivory , bere there alſo graced by other colours: when 
the night came of this glorious ſolemnity, Exarchus himſelf was mounted on a tranſ- 
parent Throne, ſupported upon the backs of Golden Lions: over his head was the 
portraiture of 7«piter, much greater then the life, beſtriding a huge Eagle, and 


bolding Thunder in his hand; four ſteps below his feet lay, as it were a ſleep, a ſilver 
Unicorn and brazen Lion, entangled with intermixt Roſes and Thiſtles: on the 
other ſide fate Hyaciut bia in a ſtate of white Sattin , embroidered with the ſtory of 
Phaeton, confuſedly tumbling from his Fathers Chariot, as alſo wearing upon his 
youthful head Apollo burning rayes, the onely period of his raſh and fooliſh ambi- 
tion; which by the cunning placing of certain Torches behinde, ſeemed to give a 
kinde of a natural light in the imagination of the earneſt ſpectators: between them 
two degrees higher, was placed the old Syrian Queen, in a chair of purple Velvet, 
beleeming the gravity of her age, wrought very thick with Flower de luces: the fair 
Princeſs C loria ſate at her grandmothers feet, cloathed all in white, not more to 
ſhew forth the innocency of her . „then to become the excellency of her 
perfections: no ſooner had the Lords and Ladies of the Court ſeated themſelves to 
their beſt advantages, for the honour of the one, and the beauty of the others, 
ſparkling like ſo many Stars in the Firmament; but the Kings officer, unto whom 
the charge was committed, gave preſent command chat the Shew ſhould be diſcover- 
ed; wherenpon a large curtain at the farther end of the room by little and little liſt- 
edit felf up to the uttermoſt patt of the roof, behinde which was repreſented a large 
Heaven, curiouſly figured by many ſhining clouds: under this ſeeming concave, 
was an artificial Globe of the Earth, ſupported by a huge Alas , though ſtooping, 
who was placed in a vaſt ſea , from whence preſently iſſued forth out of a Rock, 
ſeemingly compacted of Gold and Mother of Pearl, the God Neptune, drawn in a 
Triumphant Chariot by ſix Dolphins, and guarded by twice as many Meremaids, who 
after ſome circumſtance, began the firſt Anti- mask, to the Muſick onely of divers Try- 
tons; which being finiſhed, and Veptune retiring with the ſame Majeſty he entred, 
the Gyant of a ſudden ſhook the Globe he carried upon his ſhoulder, at which vio. 
lence the whole ſeemed fo ſever in the midſt , from whence brake forth in a diſtracted 
manner, a multitude of ſeyeral ſorts of people; ſome falling into the Sea, others 
climbing upon the rocks to ſave their lives; though a third company entered the 
room, and made the ſecond dance with extraordinary skill: after theſe were retired 
into their former habitation, the Goddeſs Venus deſcended from a cloud in a celeſtial 
Chariot, accompanied by many naked Czpids , who with ſweet voices and variety of 
inſtruments, ſaluted the King and Queens with this Ditty, to invite their ſpeRators 
toward the beholding ſome Revels from Olympus, commanded by 7#pirer himſelf, to 
. ive their Majeſties entertainment.

This alſo being ended, the Queen of Love again aſcended the skie ; when of a 
ſudden the Heavens opening, all che Gods appeared in ſeveral places, who inſenſibly 
were deſcended to the midft of the Stage; where they performed a Majeſtick or ce- 
remonious march, and retired again in the ſame order they came, until their Throne 
being ſomething elevated in oppoſition to the Kings, they remained fixed, whilſt 
by changing of the ſcene from a kinde of an inchanted Palace in a beautiful INand; 
iſſued many Knights and Ladies, there belike detained for ſome time, by their ſe- 
yeral fates in love adventures; who paſſing two by two over a ſilver Bridge, they 
ſoon appeared in an orderly manner, upon the Theatre, before the ſpectators; wheyxe 


having finiſhed alſo their deſigns with other varieties, the reſt of the night wagſpent 
in continuatiou of thoſe magnificent ſports ; In the interim, poor Caſizuaiome- 
thing weary of his own ſolitary diſcontents, had quitted his melantholly Glhamber, 
to give a little recreation to his apy. „ and to this purpoſe was retirec Into an 
obicure nook of the Hall, hen at the ſame inſtant, he might ſee the Princeſs la- 


ia taken out to dance, which ſhe performed with fo ſpiritiul a modeſty, that her 
frequent bluſhes, did no more then adde grace, to thoſe skilful paces ſhe was to 
tread; which being finiſhed, with a courteous ſmile ſhe appeared to congratulate 
the youthful Masker. that had enjoyed the honour of her perſon in the paſtime, 
whilſt her dignity commanded him with humility, again to place her in her ſeat, ac- 
cording to the cuſtom ; where her Princely Grandmother receiving her in her armes, 
with many kiſſes, ſealed both her approbation and affection, whiſpering alſo ſome. 
thing in her ear, that cauſed Cloria at the ſame inſtant to caſt down her Diamond- 
eyes upon the ground, with ſo baſhful an innocency, that all the company might 
eaſily judge, ſomething was ſpoken to her apprehenſion , that ſhe did not very well 
like or underſtand. | LEN ny 

But however, Caſſianus who all the while beheld theſe paſſages, with a ſtrong 
jealouſie and violent love, began to muſter up his own diſcontents in a deſpairing 
form; that rendred his imagination certain, that Anaxia could intimate nothing 
to the Princeſs Cloria, but the offered love of Ofirs ; which drove him to fo abſa- 
lute a diſtraction, after many fruitleſs and ſilent complaints, that be reſolves pre- 
ſently to leave the Court, and to retire himſelf to ſame obſcure habitation, where 
he would onely bewail his own misfortunes, or elſe procure a diſguiſe that might ad- 
mit him into C/oria's preſence, without ſuſpicion, and by that means purchaſe a con- 
venience to diſcover his own affection: this no ſooner was repreſented to his imagi- 
nation, but it was pailionately entertained by his fancy; ſo that laying hold on the 
confuſion of the time, and the imployment of the company, he inftantly went into 
the Stable, after he had accommodated ſome neceſſary things in his Chamber, and 
took out his horſe to tranſport himſelf he knew not whither, though the night ſeaſon 
favoured ſo much his intention, that before morning he was a pretty diſtance from 
the City of Sardis, not eaſily to be overtaken by any ſearch; and not many dayes after 
fell by chance into a moſt beautiful Countrey, beſpotted all over with ſeveral coloured 
fertilities, ſome Meadows, ſome arrable Grounds, every one intermixt with luxurious 
Vines, and bordered again with flouriſhing Fields of ſtanding Corn of divers ripe- 
neſs, according to the nature of the Grain; a River fair and winding; courteouſly 
contributing to each part of the Territory, a participation of its bounty, This 


ſeeming Paradiſe was bounded on all ſides by an appearing Forreſt of even ſpread 
Trees 
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trees, that by their equal growth reſembled ſo many brothers of one birth, not 
conſenting to the ambitious overtopping of any of their fraternity; certain ot her 
leſſer groves (within the compaſs) in ſeveral places, adorned the ſuperficies of the 
earth, affording a convenient ſhade for Cattle, and their Paſtors in the heat of the 
day, to retire for the eaſe of the one, and the rural delight of the other; where 
Coridon and Phillis might meet freely, to enterchange their love. diſcourſes, and not 
be diſcovered by their too watchful parents. ¶ aſſianus invited by the attractive 
proſpect of the place, and denied to travel by the extraordinary heat of the day, 
made choice for his reſt of a graſſie Carpet, furniſhed exactly with many embroi- 
deries of nature, wrought by the Goddeſs chief Kill, and died with the excel- 
tent tinctures of the moſt abſolute time of the year. This habitation was co- 
vered over head with an archt Canopy of ſpreading branches, ſo thick woven toge- 
ther with green leaves, that Phœbus had no power to dart through his beams by any 
akill or violence: the gentle running of a Chriſtal Stream hard by, gave leaſure for 
the clear Water to convoy it ſelf by the ſecret Conduits of the Earth, to. the roots 
of the Trees, hy which coolneſs they became more fruitful and —_— 
Fbeſe perfect delights, alſo invited Caſſianus, into a kinde of a neceſſary, if not 
teaſant ſlumber; however ſcarce had he entred really into the quieting of his diſtur- 
bed ſenſes, but he was again ſummoned by his ear to a new diſtraction, ſince the 
dung gf muſick call d his eyes to behold the object that gave it birth, which ſoon 
inſtrus d him of a certain troop of people, that directed their ſteps towards the 
ee s abode, which gave him warning preſently to riſe from his ſeat, to af. 
ford thin the meeting, rather then to be ſurprized in his drowſie poſture , but be- 
fore he could approach to ſo near a diſtance , as to diſcover diſtinctly the company, 
he was encountered by a certain ancient Forreſter, handſomely clad in green, with a 
horn about his neck, as the enſign of his profeſſion , who quickly ſaluted him with

Sir, ſaid he, as it is not my intention, either to inquire of your quality, or bu. 
ſineſs, ſince neither concerns our preſent affairs; ſo, of the other ſide, cannot but 
attempt your charity, becauſe we have ſome need of it at this time; be pleaſed 
therefore to know, that the pleaſant Countrey you are now in, is inhabited by three 
ſorts of le, that is to ſay, Gentlemen, Forreſters, and Shepheards; however, 
there is ſuch a mutual agreement between them all, that neither envies the other 
bappineſs, or proſperity; the greateſt uſing ſo gentle a familiarity to the meaneſt, 
that he is very well contented with his fubjection; and the rather, becauſe ic is not 
lafting, ſince every year new . are choſen, by the free election of every 
one in particular; where none of any ſort is excluded from the Government, which 
renders all ſatisfied ; and in this courſe of rural policy, we follow our pleaſures, 
and occaſions ; ſome in hunting, others in increaſing their innocent flocks , and the 
reſt in compoſing Poetical Verſes, which on Holy Dayes are ſung to our unskilful 
muſick; where the beſt however, gains a certain victory that yields him content. 
In this manner I have lived for many years, being by ſome accident driven out of my 
own naturall Countrey; having onely one daughter to be the inheritrix of my for- 
tune; whoſe beauty, as I hope, rather then my ſubſtance , hath procured her two 
worthy ſuitors , of ſo juſt an equality in her eye, that though ſhe be not at all am- 
bitious of a choice, it being onely my preſſing care to ſee her married before I dye; 
ſhe is determined co marry one of them: however, ſhe is reſolved not to make the 
election, nor I, becauſe we are unwilling to hazzard a faction in that quiet courſe 
we intend to continue; wherefore it was decreed by the common conſent of all, that 
the firſt ſtranger we met, ſhould be the decider of the difference, ſince this is the 
laſt day prefixt, by a certain raſh oath 1 made to ſee her Nuptials performed; fo 
that by this means we take away all occaſions of partiality, by making fortune the 
Judge, for that both have ſworn to ſtand to the arbitration ,. without mutiny or di- 
ſturbance, and willingly aſſiſt in the intended ceremonies, which are preſently to be 
performed, by a holy Prieſt in a little Chappel within the Forreſt; ſo that, if you 
pleaſe to take upon you this office, you will not onely afford us a perpetual obliga- 
| | tion, 
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tion, but I ſhall prepare my felf inſtantly, 1 the qualities and con- 
dition of the Wooers, who are in vonder Troop, that ſtill as yon ſee, do expect 
che iſſue of my deſire. 1% of r ee RA Por 
Caſſiasm, after be had for ſome timeduielt upon the prettineſs of the contention, 
and reſolved to be a courteous Judge in the Love quarrel, with a deep ſigh, reflecting 
upon his on concernments, which this difference feemed to touch, returned him 
this anſwer: Reverend Sir, although Lam not ignorant, ſaid he, that arbitrations, 
of what nature ſoever, moſt commonly leave one party diſcontented, and therefore 
conſequently is likely to procure me ſome diſ- favour; yet to comply with your de- 
ſire, I am content to take upon me the office, not onely becauſe i finde the buſineſs 
preſſing, by reaſon of your oath , but alſo, hoping that the promiſes. by the con- 
renders made to each other, will be an occaſion to keep me ſafe from che evil will of 
either. Then ſaid the Forreſter, after he had thanked tim for his courteſie ic will 
be convenient for me to let you know the ſtate of the Suitors , and their ſeveral pre- 
tentions, which I ſhall do ſhortly, with few circumſtances, ſince the far ſpent day, 
will ſcarce elſe afford time to perform the neceſſary Cevemonies belonging to the 
The Too contenders, ſaid he, or ratherLove-rivals, have for ſome years pretended 
to my Daughter Aant una, a young Maid, whoſe" baſhfulneſs hath kept her back 
from entertaining either of their affections, although their perſons and qualities 
may challenge an exact beauty, much more the fortune of a ſtrangers Childe ; but 
I that rather look upon the content of Poſterity, to fortine me in this courſe of 
life, I have now taken on me, ſince I have ſmall hopes to return again into my own 
Countrey, being kept from thence by the unjuſt power of my mortal enemy, a 
ſtory too long at this time to relate; although 1 am accuſtomed to make known my 
oppreſſions to moſt Paſſengers that viſit theſe parts, being violently ambitious to 
have her beſtowed, leſt my ſudden death alſo, might leave her to the World with- 
out a Guide, and by that means endanger her Honour and Proſperity , have made 
choice of one of theſe to, whoſe laudable comportmentsand conſtant love, have 
rendred them worthy of my regard, though neither can pretend to the higheſt For- 
tune, which ſuits well enough to my deſires, ſince my intentions are to ſpin out the 
reſt of my dayes in this private, however contented, courſe of life; and if we do 
chance to return again to our own, there will be ſufficient to maintain us in that 
dignity we were born unto , in the mean time, it ſtirs up a compaſſion in all ſorts 
of people that know us, that I am forced in this manner to deſcend from that qua- 
lity I have formerly lived in. But to come to the point: theſe two contenders, the 
one is called Fridius, the other Navarinus , the firſt a Shepheard by extraction, 
though his Predeceſſors left him well enough to become s Gentleman; which hath 
alſo inflamed his minde with aſpiring thoughts, ſcarce to be contained within the 
bounds of rural delights, the other a Nobleman born, but wanting means, hath 
ſubſcribed his aims onely within the limits of a Countrey life, and in all probability 
is likely ſo to continue: which two in perſon, are to plead their Cauſes , before 
you their deſigned Judge; wherein, each is to ſpeak what he can for his own advan- 
rage, to procure your Arbitration favourable , whereby he may become the defired 
Husband of my Daughter Mantuina, fitting upon yonder riſing Bank, the prepared 
Tribunal of this Controverſie, to which purpoſe our company attend our approach. 
Caſſianus, although he was moſt willing to have enquired further of the For- 
reſters condition, and adventures, yet finding the occaſion could not admit of any 
delay, contented himſelf onely with obeying his deſire, which led them both to 
the expecting Troop ; where having ſaluted every one in particular, they marched 
to the little Hill, and ſeated themſelves after this manner: Firſt, the intended Bride 
was placed uppermoſt, cloathed in a green Gown, with a chaplet of Flowers upon 
her head, carrying another Garland in her hand to Crown the Conquerour, accom- 
panied by Caſſianus the elected Judge, whilſt che two Pleaders ſtood of both ſides, 
the one in the habit of a Gentleman, as the other apparelled like a Shepheard and 
when ſilence was three times proclaimed by a Cryer, Fridius, who ſeemed to have 
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the prerogatjvefirſt to ſpeak, began in this fort to open his Cauſe: Moſt worth 
Arblerater, dt he, as egos 22 that can befal me, fince 
it muſt determine my chiefeſt happineſs, ſo. of the other fide , 1 cannot but be moſt 
confident of the ſucceſs , having ſo abſolute à right in my pretenſion; though I 
will freely confeſs an equality of affection and proſecution: for *cis apparent to all 
the auditory, that from a mean condition, I have created in my ſelf a Princes ſoul, 
tending to the higheſt preferment, by which I have endeavoured to out- do my own 
fate; whilſt the life of my.adyewſary promiſeth ſo little poſſibility of advancement, 
that he hath pulled down his thoughts below his Birth, to give way to contempt, 
making himſelf leſs then nature intended him, like fire buried in the Cinders, want. 
ing agitation and effect, whereas the property of the flame ſhould aſpire : or ra- 
ther reſembling a cou d Lion, for want of action, ſo proves a ſcorn to other Beaſts , 
for tis not a Lions Skin, buthis Heart, that ought to render him formidable. It 
the fair Mantuina be given to me, ſaid he, ſhall (in all likelihood) poſſeſs 
Riches and Power, the two eſſential properties of Greatneſs; and be, as it were, 
every day in a Lottery, ready when Fortune will, to be exalted to the higheſt Throne 
of Honour by new attempts; whereas, being Wife to my Adverſary, ſhe can ne- 
ver hope for more then ſhe hath; ſcarce be aflured of protection in what ſhe now 
enjoyeth, All things endued with life, look upward, as he affirmed; when thoſe 
that are mortiſied, fall alwayes downward, to their proper center, onely fit to be 
trod upon: Tis ambition, faid he, that warms the Blood, and renders it Noble, 
whereas ſloth and want of deſire, cauſeth obſtructions, which hinder glory; ſince 
the great Monarchs of the World, could not have purchaſed to themſelves Fame or 
Empire, if they had not advanced their thoughts beyond their preſent condition. 
And laſt of all, he pretended *twas the nature of Beaſts onely to preſerve what they 
had, but of Man to ſeek what he had not; and for theſe reaſons he deſired the fair 
Mantuina of the Judge. . | 
When Fridins had ended, Navarinus with no leſs affection to the beauteous 
Mantuina, but with more modeſty ſtood forth to plead his Cauſe, and ſaid, That 
although he could not deny but by rea ſon of his neceſſity, he had ſuited his minde 
to his ability, yet he held himſelf as deſerving as his adverſary; for *cwas not 
Wealth as he ſaid , but Vertue that renders a man truly Noble, which conſiſted 
more in tempering of ambition, then violently aiming at Honours , ſince ſmiling 
Proſperity was but the act of Fortune, and a forced ſatisfaction, the true mark os 
Fortitude; nor did his moderation, as he ſaid, hinder the acceptance of Prefer- 
ment when conveniently it may he had, but taught him the better how to uſe it 
when it was obtained; for that man muſt needs be more happy that can con- 
tent himſelf with any thing, then he that could be ſatisfied with nothing. Courage, 
ſaid he, never ſhews it ſelf better, then in overcoming ones own paſſions, nor is 
perſonal Poverty a derogation , when it is not accompanied with a ſupine geglect, 
or a wilful guilt, but rather a magnanimity, when it can be born with patience. A 
Diamond loſeth not its eſteem for being ſet in Horn, or the Sun his influence becauſe 
often obſcured by accidental Clouds. A King is a King, ſaid he, although he do not 
alwayes wear the Crown; and for the fair Mantuina he alledged , was likelier to 
command his affections with felicity , that ſought a unity in the loweſt courſe of 
life, rather then his rivals, who could be in love with none; and he that is prepared 
to encounter with Adverſity, knows beſt how to uſe Proſperity : however, ſaid he, 
it is a higher act of glory to refuſe Honour, then to enjoy it; and for theſe reaſons 
he claimed the prerogative in his Plea, and conſequently the beauteous Bride for 
his reward. | | 
After that Caſſamus had conſidered the Arguments, and natures of the Lovers, 
he briefly delivered his judgement in theſe words, not willing too long to protract 
the deſigned Nuptials : Fridius, he faid , had ſhewed more ambition, Navarinus 
the greater temper , the one might obtain the higher honour , but the other the 
longer ſecurity; glory ſeemed to attend the actions of Fridius, content the humi- 
lity of Navarinus; the one promiſed more hope, the other leſs fear; the one was 
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endued with g Princes ſoul, which of neceility muſt put him on to dangerous and 
bazzardable attempts, the other more reſembling a Lover was likelieſt to continue 
the unity of affections without ſeparation, Fridius was fitter to be a Monarch, bur 
Nav ariuus to become a Husband; wherefore he judged the beauteous Mantuina 
to the latter for a Wife, and the Crown ſhe carried in her hand, to the former 
as a Conquerour; which extreamly pleaſed the whole Aſſembly, onely diſ- 
contented Friaius could not be perſwaded, to aſſiſt at the intended Ceremony; 
s alledging, that fince he had loſt his Bride in Venus quarrel, he would endea- 
your to regain his reputation in Maris profeſſion, and preſently took his leave 
of the company, to put his intention into execution, with the general diſlike 
of them all, having before the Arbitration faithfully promiſed the contrary. 
But however this abrupt department of Fridius diſpleaſed the joyful Troop, yet 
they reſolved to proſecute their intentions, and to that purpoſe inſtantly roſe from 
their ſeats, and in an orderly proceſſion, directed their courſe towards Hymens 
Temple, not far off, built of white Marble, incloſed within a Cypres Grove, where 
the Prieſt attended to perform his office, cloathed in a ſaffron Robe; who taking 
lovely Mantuina by the hand, after having a little inſtructed her concerning her du- 
ty, he led her to the high Altar, where ſhe was ſolemnly eſpouſed to joyful Nava- 
rinus, whilſt in the mean time, the roſes of her fair cheeks , ſeemed to get the ab- 
ſolute victory over the pure ivory of her face; which being finiſhed , the reſt of the 
day was ſpent in ſuch entertainments as were fit for the ſeaſon, where the Muſes ſeem- 
ed to have a principal prerogative. | 
But Caſſianus not long contented with thoſe ſports, fince he was in a man- 
ner weary of himſelf, ſoon retired into a ſolitary walk within the Woods, ho- 
ping to enjoy in contemplation, ſome part of thoſe pleaſures that the two Lo- 
vers expected; where he had not remained ſcarce a quarter of an hour, croſſing 
his arms, and often caſting up his ſorrowful eyes to Heaven, as if from thence he 
onely attended relief, but he was interrupted by the old Prieſt with this ſalutation, 
who belike had noted ſome ſtorms in his countenance. | 
Sir, ſaid he, finding your poſture no way fuitabfe with the time, and my profeſſi- 
on allo being retired from thoſe exerciſes, I thought it not altogether prepoſterous 
ro attempt your patience, to ſee if my converſation might give you any ſatiſ- 
ſaction. a ä 
Caſſianus ſeeing hiniſelf ſaluted in this manner by the reverend Prieſt, was not 
onely forced to leave his ſad contemplation, but returned him this courteous anſwer : 
Truly Father, ſaid he, as my years might pretend very well to the delights of youth- 
ful company, yet being ſo happy as to enjoy yours, I ſhall think I have changed 
much for the better, ſince I may gain double, both by inſtruction and 
example. | RN 3 
That ſaid the Prieſt, will be according to the impreſſions you are inclinable to re- 
ceive, and the ability of me that ſhould inform; but as for the firſt, as I cannot any way 
doubt, ſince your en vn hath been ſufficiently demonſtrated in your judgement 
upon the late controverſie; ſo of the other fide, concerning the latter. I may make 
ſome queſtion, whether you are not more able to teach then be inſfructed by my 
diſcourfe : however, it being my practice and office to ſpeak to theerring world, 
of their obligation to their Creator, I ſhall apply my ſelf willingly to that ſubje& 
upon any occaſion you ſhall give. | ; 
Of which number ſaid Caſſiauut, I defireto be one, if you can think your words 
will not be loſt upon fo ignorant a perſon as my ſelf , ſince many will not be perſwa- 
ded, that either there ie a God at all; or that that Divine Power hath any regard of 
man, for that he ſuffers oftentimes intollerable injuſtices to proſper without pu- 
niſhmenc. Wen 72 11 2. a 
Sir, ſaid the Prieſt, as 1 will not diſpute the tollerated eviſs , fince the myſtery 
is lockt up in his ſeeret boſome from our mortal eyes; beſides that our own in- 
dulgence to our proper concernments, often blinds our underſtanding, that 
we diſeern not what is right; ſo of the contrary, it is more apparent then the light 
E that 
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that there is a God, Maker and Ruler of all things, beſides Nature; ſince the Sun, 
Moon, and Stars, with the hugeneſs and extraordinary effects of them all, govern- 
ed in an orderly courſe without confuſion, plainly ſhew an infinite Power, and fu» 
pernatural Providence: for elſe, how could the; Ocean be kept ſo conftantly within 
its own bounds , as if over-aw'd to obey , when it is apparent that millions of Ri- 
vers, for many hundreds of years, have and do continually run into the Sea, with- 
out any increaſe at all; which according to the courſe of Nature, muſt have long 
ſince buried the whole earth in a watery tomb, to the abſolute deſtruction of all, 
living things; beſides, innumerable other examples to confound the ſtupidity of 
that doubt. 50 

I grant, ſaid Saat a Supreme Maker, Providence, and an infinite Power, 
that firſt created, and now regulates the diſorderly rage, or growing increaſe of 
natural things, which elſe of neceſfity , muſt at lalt multiply, to almoſt an infinite 
Maſs, not to be contained within the worlds compaſs ; but whether this immenſe 
Eſſence imply it ſelf in ſo low a conſideration, as to think upon us and our affairs, 
muſt reſt a queſtion. | 

Why not ſaid the Prieft > when it is moſt certain, and by you confeſt in general 
terms, that the leaſt Graſs of the Field cannot flouriſh, dye, and ſpring again in 
its due ſeaſon, without the aſſignment of this Power and Providence; ſince it is not 
within the capacity of all the Monarchs of the Earth, to adde growth of the breadth 
of one ſingle hair to the ſtature of any Dwarf; or within the skill of all the Phi- 
loſophy in the world, to make a Flower without Earth and the Sun, that give it 
natural being: much more, if this Goodneſs afford ſuch favour to ſenſeleſs things, 
giving them life and luſtre, will have a greater care of Man created in ſo high an 
excellency , ſince all other things are but meerly ordained for his uſe and ſub- 
ſiſtance. | | 

No doubt Father, faid Caſſianus, but he hath an eye upon the preſervation of 
mankinde , more eſpecially then other Creatures, ſince he is endued with under- 
ſtanding in ſome ſort to know his Creator; but however it is not neceſſary , that 
that knowledge proceeds from ſomething that is immortal and eternal. : 

From whence then, ſaid the Prieſt, doth this Science of knowing God come? 
Either it muſt be in the Body, or inthe Soul, in the Body certainly it is not, ſince 
moſt Creatures are furniſhed with greater excellencies of Senſe , therefore it muft 
be in the Soul chat hath a different faculty, which makes Man capable of Diſcourſe, 
that a Beaſt is not, becauſe it lacks the uſe of reaſon to diſtinguiſh, for Fowls , as 
we ſee by experience, do not want Organs to utter words; witneſs Parrats and 
other Creatures, who by cuſtom onely are taught to ſpeak , alchough they them- 
ſelves know not what they ſay, or can anſwer reaſonably to any queſtion de- 
manded them. | 

I confeſs, ſaid Caſſianus, That Mans ſoul is onely capable of underſtanding, ſince 
it doth alone judge reaſonably of things; bur whether this Soul be mortal or no is 
the doubt, ſince his Creator may have given him that priviledge in this Life, and 
yet not Eternity hereafter. ? | 

Certainly, ſaid the Prieſt , as it might ſeem ah impertinency in God, to have 
Created in Man a reaſonable Soul, to'be perpetually extinguiſhed after a time, ha- 
ving made the World and all things in it 'meerly for his uſe, ſo of the other fide, 
it had been an apparent injuſtice, to have afforded the Subjects greater priviledge and 
happineſs then their Lord, which by conſequence muſt follow , if man had not ſome 
prerogative to expect in the other Life, enjoying leſs ſelicity in this; for it is moſt 
apparent, man onely takes no conſtant content here, his minde being {ill full of 
perturbations, having alwayes a kinde of longing in himſelf, to have that which he 
hath not, and a weariſomneſs of what he poſſeſſeth, let his condition be never ſo 
ſeeming proſperous ; whereas all other Creatures, are never perplext with the fear 
of change, or deſire of alteration ; ſo that of neceſſity, man muſt except ſomething 
to countervail the miſerableneſs of his condition, ſince it is his meer knowledge, that 
renders him unfortunate, and the want of it makes Beaſts happy.

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Truly Father, ſaid Caſſianw, as I ſpeak but others Arguments, and not my 
own thoughts, ſo I cannot deny, but your reaſons have much confirmed my 
belief. | | | 3 

No, no, Son, ſaid the Prieſt, it is onely a ſenſual ſtupidity, that detains men 
from entering into ſo clear a conſideration of the other world as they ought, pro- 
ceeding from their las and indulgent nature, that is glad to be flattered , either 
with hopes of living long, or repenting when they pleaſe, which makes them 

frame Arguments againſt Reaſon, and their own Conſciences, becauſe they are 
unwilling to take pains, and loath to forego the preſent fruition: But if I may 
not be thought to treſpaſs too much upon your patience, I will repeat ſome plain 
Vverſes againſt the alluring vanities of preſent delights; and the rather, ſince 
the Muſes are eſteemed principal entertainments amongſt us in our Paſtoral recrea- 
tions. 

With all my heart, ſaid Caſſianuc, with the addition of my beſt thanks for your 
courtefie ; which made the old Prieſt , draw out of his Pocket a Paper that contain. - 
ed theſe Lines. |

The poor Hermit within his private Cell 
though worldly accidents were all the Hell, 
Enjoyes a life by much, more void of care 
then doth the moſt commanding Monarch here. 
The Senſualift in his exceſs doth finde, 
4 kinde of wearineſs it leaves behinde ; 
For all that we can ſee, or do, or taſte, 
though they content a while, glut us at laſt , 
Or in their own deftcts do of ten periſh, 
before they give us time their ſweets to reliſh. 
Nature her ſelf cannot endure to be, 
confin'd unto a rule of certainty ; 
Ai in her choicefs beauties here ſhe's ſeen 
to vary oft ber ſhew, not alwajes green; 
The heart of man is angular, the earth 
being round, muſt not pr 4 conſtant birth 
Of ſuch delights, to fill each little crock, | 
but with a longing aim "twill farther look - 
The ſoul can onely penetrate the gie, 
aud truly contemplate the Deity ; 
In which will be poſſeſt a lent mir th, 
that cannot be expreſt by Pens on earth, 
So free, ſo ſweet, ſo full, ſo wondrous high, 
and moſt of all crown'd with Eternity, 


When the Prieſt had read theſe Verſes , and was preparing himſelf for another 
Diſcourſe , the better to fortifie his reaſons, the ancient Forreſter with many of 
the jovial company, ſuddenly interrupted his intention, pretending the ſeaſon was 
neither fit for melancholly or retirement, andiearneftly deſired Caſſiavss that he 
would honour the Lovers with his Preſence, as he ſaid, ata ſmall Banquet, accomo- 
dated for the ſolemnization of the Feaſt ; which however it gave the Prince ſome diſ- 
content for the preſent, ſo to be hindered from a converſation he more delighted in, 
in regard of his fad thoughts, yet he could do no leſs then comply readily with the 
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requeſt „it being ſo civilly intended; and ſo went with the Forreſter to taſte of 
thoſe gainties prepared for the Nuptials, which entertained them until night : ne- 
vertheleſs, the communication began to take ſuch deep root in the diſturbed bo- 
ſom of Caſſauu, that he was not onely determined for a timeæ to put off his reſo- 
lution of changing bis habit, whereby the more commodiouſly- to return into Lydia 
undiſcovered, to ſolicite bis love under another form, to the fair Princeſs Cloria, 
but alſo felt inclinations in bis ſoul to leave the world, ſince ſo many hazzards and 
yexations depended upon the proſecutions of humane deſigns; and in this poſture 
of buche opinion, he continued many dayes, ſtill converſing upon all occaſions 
with the holy Prieſt, though his ee could not bring forth any ſtable 
reſolutian. Bar the Forreſter having abſplutely finiſhed. all the Nuptial Ceremo- 
nies, and every one of the company being again ſettled in their ſeveral vocations, 
he invited Ca//:azxs one day into the Woods, to delight himſelf with the entertain- 
ments of Hunting: however, the Dogs being at @ fault, and Caſſianus deſiring 
to know ſomething more particularly of his Fortune, the Forreſter under a ſhady 
Oak began this diſcourſe for his ſatisfaction, after he had made ſome apology for 
the circumſtance of a ſtory he was to relate; As it ſhall not be needful, ſaid he, to 
let you know my name, for that I deſire to have that conceal'd , ſince otherwiſe my 
Enemies might have opportunity, again to diſturb me in my quiet reſt , which I 
have endeavoured to enjoy under this (imple diſguiſe ; ſo of the other ſide it is moſt 
neceſſary , that I tell you I am a Nobleman of Syria, (becauſe from thence ari- 
ſeth the cauſe of my unjuſt baniſhment ) where the King now reigning called 
Orſames, was left an Infant by his dead Father, under the protection of his Mother 
named eFnaxia, and ſo remained until the Laws of the Kingdom, gave him the 
full power of the Government into his own hands, which notwithſtanding the 
high ſpirited Queen, with a certain favourite ſhe had, not bearing with any pa- 
| tience , was forcibly confined to her Chamber, whilſt her Servant loſt his life in the 
reſiſtance, Thus ſhe continued ber impriſonment , until the Kings duty, and the 
policy of one Philaſtros, that belonged unto the Queen, procured her again her 
Liberty: But Anaxia not yet content, with this priviledge of being releaſed, began 
to caſt about in her active minde, how ſhe might be alſo intereſſed as formerly in 
State Affairs, and to that purpoſe imployed Philoſtros, as a crafty inftrument to 
compaſs her deſire ; who in a ſhort time ſp well plaid his Cards, although for his 
own advantage, that he not onely became an intimate Councellor to the King , but 
put his own Miſtreſs clean out of favour with her Son, whereby he might have the 
better opportunity, to mannage all Court buſineſſes himſelf, ſince he knew, ſhe could 
not but obſcure, or at leaſt interrupt his greatneſs, with the abſoluce power he 
intended. The Queen whoſe courage could not eaſily be ſuppreſt , as her wit was 
not to be limited, began publickly co caſt all her affection upon her ſecond Son 
Oreſtes, in requital as ſhe thought of the Kings diſreſpect to her Perſon , the onely 
heir apparent to the Crown, ſince Orſames his Brother had no iſſue at all; and to 
that purpoſe not onely gave him free liberty, but powerful aſſiſtance, in his love and 
- courtſhips he had long pretended to a young Lady though a ſtranger, of great birth 
under her protection, called Alciaua, whereby he might be rendered more pow- 
erful to oppoſe Philoſtros proceedings, as well in the ample kindred of the Lady, 
as in the hope ſhe ſhould give the kingdom of a plentifal poſterity by her: but the 
ſubtil favourite, not alone apprehending the growing danger to his Maſter , by the 
foreſaid greatneſs of his Brother, ſince all mens eyes were caſt upon him, as the un. 
queſtionable Succeſſor, Orſames not being like to have Children, but willing alſo 
to exerciſe his ſpight againſt the Queens plots , out of ambition not to be out- wit- 
ted by a Woman, poſſeſt the King privately, with a jealous opinion. of the dan- 
gerous conſequence of ſuck a. conjunction, himſelf being without iſſue, ſince the 
people would be more apt, as be ſaid, to look upon his Brothers eſtabliſhed Houſe, 
then his own preſent Government: When as long as he was unmarried, the eyes of 
the multitude, would be diverted to other confuſed objects of pretenders, not ab- 
ſolutely ſettled upon any one: And this was ſufficient, with the addition of Philoſtros 
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Counſel , no leſrthen an Oracle in che belief of Orſames, to cauſe bim to ſend for 
his Brother, and taking him aſide into a private Gallery, began to expoſtulate wich 
him in this manner. a 
Oreſtes; ſaid he, I know you cannot be ſo ill natured , as to forget the affection 
I have aluapes born yon as a Brother, nor do I believe, the world is not ſuffi- 
ciently perſwaded, of the cure I have of you as your Prince; which two tyes, muſt 
drawfrom me both for your good and my ſafety, rather a diſcreet admonition, chen 
a commanding injunction, ſince my deſire is it ſhould be ſo interpreted and execu- 
ted by you: know ehen, that I underſtand, there is a prryate affection growing, if 
not already gone too far, between — and Alciana, a Match I conceive neither con- 
venient for your State, or the are of Syria ; ſince you are not onely a great 
Kings Son born, bar likely to be Inheritor of my Crown and Dignity ; which alſo 
would diſtaſte the whole Kingdom, when your thoughts ſhould be perſwaded, ra- 
ther to make election of a ſtranger chen one of your own Countrey, ſince there are ſo 
many beyond her worth your regard: but to avoid further expoſtulation, and to make 
trial of your obodienoe, it being the Laws of Syria, that the next Heir ſhould not mar- 
ry without the conſent of the Prince, that you preſently lay down your affections, 
and entertain no new ones without my privity. This 1 conjure you to perform, both 
out of the love you ought to bear me as a Brother, and the reverence you owe me as a 
prince, without examining further my reaſons, if you mean to enjoy my ſmiles, and 
not the heavy weight of my indignation; and left him alſo ar the fame inftant 
in a Sea of confuſion, to converſe onely with his unruly imaginations ; which conti- 
nued Oreſtes for ſome time, as it were frozen in his deſpair, until having ſufficiently 
tired himſelf with adverſities of fancies, ſometimes complaining againſt his Bro- 
thers cruelty, and otherwhile curfing P#/ftros policy, at laſt reſolved to carry the 
news to his almoſt loſt Miftreſs ; where, after he had with many ſighs and more tears, 
laid open the Tyrannical Sentence of the King, as he called it; they both caſt their 
pittiful looks at one another, as if they meant to blame themfelves for the misfor- 
rune, which for the preſent parted them, like two that went to their Graves , never 
more to enjoy the comfort of each others converſation : But Oreſtes not being long a- 
ble to bear the torment of this rigid injunction, flew to Anaxia's affection for a redreſs; 
whom as he conceived, wanted neither power nor will to aſſiſt him in his extremity; 
and ſhe as quickly with compaſſion, carried his complaints to Orſames, fortified with 
all the reaſon$the prerogative of a Mother could uſe , however the abſolute power 
of Philoſtros beat down with violence her diligent endeavours , pretending the ſafe- 
ty of the King, and the proſperity of Syria, was to be preferred either before a Bro- 
s fooliſh paſſions, or a Mothers prepoſterous deſires, which onely left the en- 
raged Queen to mutiny againſt her Sons ſeeming diſobedience , finding how much 
her own power was leſſened, by the growing greatneſs of him, ſhe had preferred 
to maintain it. But notwithſtanding Orſames conſent could not be won, to the 
continued loves of the young couple, yet Oreftes by the help of his witty and in- 
dulgent Mother, not onely was encouraged ſtill, to proſecute his ſettled affection 
to Alciana, but procured means oftentimes to meet his Miſtreſs ſecretly in a Garden, 
belongiog to the Queens Lodgings, where their paſſions cauſed them for the moſt 
part to burſt forth into theſe expreſſions : O eAlciana, ſaid Oreftes , how unjuſt are 
the Gods, to debar us from that converſation, that lovers of meaneft condition 
enjoy with abundant liberty? How happy ſhould we eſteem our ſelves to be, ſaid he, 
if the open Fields were made privy to our vertuous intentions, and the innocent 
Birds called as witneſſes to our frequent vows, to fing Epithalamiont to our Mar- 
riage Feaſts? O the unhappy ſtate of Crowns ſo much coveted, and yet brings wirh 
it conſuming fires of all content, kindled by the raging flames of reſtleſs fuſpicion; 
the deſtruction of friendſhip and Charity. How fortunate ſhouſd we be dear Al- 
ciaua, ſaid be, if a poor Cottage were the preſent habitation for our perſons, and 
a courſe Bed the reſting place for our Loves, rather then be thus fettered with the 
golden Bands of vain Titles (falſly called Priviledges) that imprifons us from our 
chief delights , and onely happineſſes? Then the fair Alciana with tears inſtead 
of 
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of expreſſions , would oftentimes ſignifie her approbation of his reaſons ; and then 
again break forth into theſe paſſions of wiſhing her ſelf rather a Shepheardeſs then 
a Princeſs, ſo ſhe might freely poſſeſs her beloved Oreftes , accuſing Cupid for want 
of power or pitty, to let them ſuffer ſo andeſervedly ; alſo complaining bitterly 
againſt the remorſeleſs Rules of State and Policy, that impoſed ſuch t m up- 
on Lovers againſt Divine and Humane Laws; then return to a freſh carrieer of weep.. 
ing, as if ſhe meant to ſend up her grief to heaven by water, to procure redreſs, 
though almoſt in the ſame moment ſhe would caſt down her eyes and hands, as it 
deſpair had beaten back her prayers from thence, when ſhe conſidered the power of 
their adverſaries 3 after all continues in a ſad ſilence, until more then hopes of the 
Queens aſſiſtance, tranſported both their thoughts again to be confident of fruiti- 
on, without danger or inconvenience. And thus two mournful , though ſome- 
times comforted Lovers, would often ſpin out the tedious hours of the Night with. 

t reſt, much leſs ſleep, till PH bus himſelf was forced to give them warning to 

part, who like valiant Champions made good the Field, until the uttermoſt mi- 

nute, notwithſtanding their careful ſervants divers times, ſounded the Retreat for 
fear of a Surprize, | | 
Zut however they endeavoured in this manner, to enjoy ſome part of their loves, 
like people in a Barren Countrey, that beheld afar off a Fruitful Iſland, and could 
not get to it, by reaſon of the interpoſition of the Sea, though ſomething delighted 
with the ſight onely, yet crafty Philoſtros that had alwayes his eyes open to thoſe 
deſigns he had a minde to compaſs. quickly became informed of their nightly meet- 
ings, and almoſt as ſoon carried the diſcovery to his Maſters intelligence; wherein he 
alledged , that the Queen her ſelf was the principal inſtrument, chat procured. the 
young couple ſuch frequent opportunities, and therefore with more care and vio- 
lence, as he ſaid, to be prevented, ſo that an AG preſently paſt in the Conncel , to 
have the Lady ſent home to her own Friends, whereby ſhe might be abſolutely ſe- 
parated from Oreftes courtſhips. W hich ſuddenly being put in execution, it was a 
queſtion whether amazement ordeſpair plaid —— part in the lovers boſoms ; 
however, the Queen retaining yet her ancient courage, not onely ſharply expoſtula- 
ted the buſineſs with the King her Son; but when ſhe ſaw ſhe could not prevail by 
any perſwaſion, gave private Counſel and Permiſſion to Oreſtes to leave the Court, 
whereby to proſecute his Marriage with his Miſtreſs Alciana in her own Countrey : 
This you may believe he wanted not diligence to execute, when the authority of a 
Mother complied with his own violent deſires; ſo that ſecretly ſtealing to the Caſtle 
of Alciana, he inſtantly gave intelligence of the approaching Nuptials , by the invi- 
tation of all the Princes of her Kindred, to aſſemble at an appointed day, to be 
noble witneſſes of the joyful Triumphs intended. 

But Phi loſtros, finding bimſelf likely to be out- ſtript by a womans wit, began to 
conjure up all the ſpirits of his politick brain for prevention, and fell upon an attempt 
to corrupt a certain intimate favourite belonging to Oreſtes, not onely with the pro- 
miſe of a great Dukedom in the Countrey of Syria, but alſo to beftow upon him a 
rich Heir in Marriage, the better to maintain the Title; Theſe glorious baits, I ſay, 
ſo far prevailed in the Favourites ambitious and falſe nature , that he was content to 
ſell bis Maſter to buy the purchaſe ; ſo that che two Lovers more open to Love, then 
watchful of Treaſon, the night before the intended Ceremonies (hould have been 
performed, being privately at their devotions in Venus Temple, according to che 
preſcribed cuſtom, they were both ſeparate from one another by a ſelected company 
of Souldiers, ſent to that purpoſe by Phil:ftres, which ſuddenly carried Oreftes from 
the ſad (ight of his moſt dearly beloved Alciana, who had onely opportunity left 
her to bewail her misfortune, whilſt her betrothed Husband in the interim, was con- 
veyed into a ſtrong Fort, to be ſafely guarded until the Kings pleaſure ſhould be 
known, concerning the diſpoſure of his perſon; however his unworthy favourite paid 
the deſerved debt due to ſuch a Treaſon ; for although Phil:fros performed with him 
punctually the agreement, in giving him both the Dukedom and the Heir, yet the 
very day of his Nuptials, he eauſed him to loſe his head for his reward. 

Never- 
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Nevertheleſs poor Qreſtes , neither received liberty from his e , or 


eaſement of his grief, which cauſed him for the moſt part to ſit with his arms croſs, 
| looking up at che Heavens, as if he accuſed them for his ſufferings ; and his ſtrain- 
ed paſſions ſometimes, would violently burſt forth into imprecations both againſt 
his Brother and Philaſtros; calling Or/ames Tyrant, and his favourite, the center of 
deceit ; from whole wickedneſſes as he fancied, proceeded ſtreams of diſturbances, 
that drowned the whole world in confuſion. Such diſcontented language did his di- 
| ſtempers breathe forth ; which however rather tired himſelf, then wounded bis Ene- 
mies; Whilſt in the mean time, Fhiloſtrat plaid with him like a huge Fiſh intangled 
with an Angle, too great ſuddenly to pull out of the water; letting him by degrees 
work himſelf out of breath, that at laſt he might deal with him according co his 
pleaſure; fince there is no better remedy againſt violent contention, then not to 
ſeem to firive with ic, which renders it like an eolarged flame leſs furions: Even fo 
it fared with this Prince, that having tired himſelf by his overmuch paſſion , ſeem- 
ingly at laſt came to fo underhand a patience, that he appeared fitted for thoſe im- 
preſſions, which Philaſtros had a minde he ſhould ſeal; and to that purpoſe im- 
ployed one Dion an ancient Nobleman of Syria, intruſted formerly by Oreſtes Fa- 
cher in many weighty imployments, to perſwade him to paſs ſuch Acts, as his poli- 
cy thought moſt convenient for Orſames ſecurity ; which was publicly to diſavow 
that private contract, made between him and Alciana, ſince the opinion every one 
had of that Marriage, gave not onely hopes of a new Poſterity, but a certainty 
alſo of aſſiſtance by her Kindred upon all occaſions. 

Wherefore one day this Dion watching the time when Oreſte- was in his beſt tem- 
per, and his thoughts appearing moſt calmed ſrom extravagancies, entred into his 
Chamber with ſuch a humility, as hecame the diſtances of their perſons; ond after 
a while ſpent in divers diſcourſes, the better to diſguiſe his intentions, he began with 
him in this manner. K 

My Lord, ſaid he, as it was my happineſs, during the life of your admired 
Father, to be not onely witneſs of his glorious actions, but as a ſervant to his 
commands, ſpent my youthful years in the advancement of his fame; whereby he 
became lov'd at home, and fear d abroad, and chat ſettled this mighty Monarchy of 
Hria, before almoſt torn in pieces by Domeſtick Factions, in the high State of Fe- 
licity and Honour, he left it to your vertuo us Brother, though an Infant under the 
protection of your Mother; who enjoyed the Tuition, as long as the Laws of the 
Kingdom would give her leave to govern; however it hath not pleaſed the Gods 
as yet to bleſs him with Poſterity; ſo that by all probability the Succeſſion is like to 
fall upon you, if your own Actions do not divert and change the minds of thoſe peo- 
ple you are to rule, either by diſcontenting your Brother, in that obedience you 
owe him as your Prince; or by giving the Subjects an opinion, you rather aim paſ- 
ſionately at your own private pleaſures, then their future good, in chufing a Wife 
of a ſtrange Countrey, when you may have ſo many at home, as if you diſdained 
the election, meerly becauſe you were out of love with your own Countrep; eſpe- 
cially when you know the Laws of Syria abſolutely forbid, the Heir apparent to take 
a Conſort, without the approbation of the King, which intirely abſolves you from 
that contract between you and Alciana; for which onely act you are now detained 
in priſon, not onely to your own diſcontent, but to your Brothers diſpleaſure, ſince 
be is about new Councels, how he may ſettle the Succeſſion upon other pretenders, 
for that your ſtubbornneſs ſeems to render you uncapable of the Empire. Perhaps 
you will alledge that the Rules of Religion, command yon inviolably to obſerve the 
ſacred promiſe of Marriage, accorded between you two before the face of Heaven; 

unto which I muſt anſwer , That all compacts made in the prejudice of anothers 
right, are altogether to be eſteemed invalid, of no force.; and not to de perſiſted 
in without a double offence, the one to the party /injar'd , and the other towards 
the Gods, who have expreſly enjoyned the contrary; ſo that if at firſt you did com- 
mit a ſin of diſobedience to your Brothers will, by attempting to take a Wife with- 
out his conſent, contrary to the known ordinances of Syria; let at laſt your ſud-

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den repentance extenuate the offence ,whereby you may be reconciled both to He. 
ven and Earth; leſt the juſtice of the one, and the vengeance of the other over 
take you. Again, whereas you may think, that the perfections of Alciana an

finde him in a more moderate temper. But Oreſtet perceiving his intention, and 
reflecting in ſome ſort upon the gravity of the perſon that gave him the advice; of 


a ſudden took him by the hand, telling him it was not kindly done to leave him in his 
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brought forth many conſiderations in Oreſter troubled boſome, and after ſome time 


into compaſſion > All which he uttered with other extravagancies of the like nature, T 
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extremities, fince there was a hope, as be ſaid, after a little conſideration, he might 
be wrought to credit any perſwaſion that was intended for his good, and would be 
the proſperity of — : This gave Dion ſo much ſatisfaction, that he not onely | 


ſtaid with him for the inſtant, endeavouring to fortifie his reaſons with new argu- 


ments, but in a ſnort while plying him continually with -importunate ſolicitation, | 
at laſt procured his abſolute promiſe, to perform what acts his Brother ſhould com- 
mand him, to the diſannulling of the former contract between him and Alciana. 
When Dion had gained thus much upon the Princes inconſtancy , with this joyful 


conceived news, he went to congratulate the itching ears of the great favourite, 
that from time to time expected the iſſue, who eſteemed it a moſt ſupreme diſho- 
nour, to have any of his plots fail in their ſucceſs, and to this purpoſe a day was ap- 
pointed ſoon after for a publick Aſſembly , who were to be witneſſes to the whole 
Kingdome of Oreſtes intentions, to the content of many, but wonder of all, 
ſince the example was eſteemed extraordinery , as the perſons were eminent, which 


gave Oreſtes liberty to take his recreations where he pleaſed; ſo that one time walk. 


ing under a row of orderly ſet Trees in a Park belonging to his Lodgings , being ac- 


companied onely with his now morequieted thoughts, ſince his love Alciana began | 


to be blotted out of his memory , by new conſiderations that entertained him , he 
was ſaluted by a youth, - whoſe face appeared beautiful, as his looks innocent; one- 
ly a large patch upon the fide of his cheek, with his hair careleſly covering a great 
great part of his forehead , rendered him by much leſs lovely, then nature ſeemed 
to have intended him; However, his eyes ſparkled a kinde of perfection, that gave 
an admirable luſtre to the reſt of his obſcured countenance, which again was aug- 
mented by the ruby of his lips. Oreſtes taken with the delight of the object, could 
not be but curious of the buſineſs , therefore with more attention he gave ear to his 
words; and the rather for that the boy told him, he had not onely a meſſage , but 
a requeſt to preſent unto him, if his patience or charity would give him the hear- 
ing, and with that wept, as if a ſad ſtory were the ſubject of his diſcourſe. But 
after he had a little dryed his fair eyes with a bandkerchief he careleſly held in bis 
hand, be told him his name was Phalarius, an unfortunate Couſin of Alciana, ſince 
her late retirement into a Cloyſter, had left him to the world to ſeek entertainment 
in his ſervice , after having been robb'd and wounded by certain Thieves. — 
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hearing the name of his almoſt forgotten Alciana, ſeemed ſuddenly ſtrucken with 
ſome fatal Omen, that 'accus*'d him of perjury and ingratitude, for which deſer- 
vedly he merited to be puniſhed ; wherefore he ſeated himſelf upon a Bench in thoſe 
Walks, wich his arms foltled one within another, as if he meant to weave his 
thoughts an intricate labyrinth of diſcontent, his eyes being caſt up to Heaven, 
as it were to penetrate the very boſom of the Gods, to be informed of the depth 
of his offence ; thus he continued glaſing his ſight all the while , with the troubled 
water of his ſorrowful tears, until the youth himſelf with che ſadneſs of his con- 
templation , could not chuſe but accompany his paſſion, with a few diſtilled drops 
of Cbriſtal, from his own beautiful eyes; and withal by way of interruption told 
him, that although he intended his preferment in his Suit, yet he was not ſo un- 
mannerly, as to procure his vexation thereby, but rather if he thought his un- 
worthy ſervice, might prove any inconvenience to his more glorious imploy- 
ments, he would moſt willing notwithſtanding his Kinſwomans kinde recommen- 
dation (whom he conceived had had ſome intereſt in his breaſt ) deſiſt from fur- 
ther proſecuting his intention, how profitable ſoever it might prove to his unfor- 
tunate condition. O uncharitable Phalariizs , replied Oreftes , be not ſo unjuſt, 
as co miſconſter my preſent paſſion, or to entertain the leaſt ſiniſter opinion in 
thy yet innocent boſome, that any deſire, from the fair Alciana, can be leſs 
commanding to my prieved ſoul, then as a decree enjoyned me by the power. 
full Heavens, which muſt not be diſobeyed: No gentle boy, ſaid he, I do not 
onely entertain thee, but conſtitute thee my dear and onely companion to talk 
nothing but Alciana, to liken every flower we can finde in our ſoft converſati- 
on to the ſeveral perfections of beanteou: Alciana; and when we have difcours'd 
whole Summer dayes upon that delightful Theam , tliou ſhalc gather them.toge- 
ther in a gay Nolegiy', and carty thein to my Love, as Emblemes of her per- 
fections and my conſtancy, informing her of all the ſad poltutes poor Oreſtes 
underpoes for the abſence of his dear Alciana ney, more, aſſure her, that 
the Sun ſhall ſooner loſe his light, then he che bright remenibrance of that 
beauty, which onely eaptivates his heart; for death by the force of ſpightfull 
tyranny, may well ſeparate our mortal bodies, but our pure ſouls ſhalf ever 
live together united in the Heavens, triumphing over all humane injuries and 
violence. e | . ett x es gs, 
But Phalarins having obtain'd as he thought, what he came for, would not expoſtu- 
late more with him the reaſons of his paſſion ; onely he defired to know if he had 
a deſire to entertain him according to Alcianas requeſt, whether it was not neceſ- 
ſary to accommodate himſelf otherwiſe for his fervice, fince he had ſome friends 
not far off, that he was aſſured would aſſiſt him to that purpoſe? No, already 
dear Phalarius, replyed Oreſtes , the commands of ſweet Alciana work not up- 
on ſo dull a Subject, as to admit of the leaſt protraction; beſides, thou muſt, ſaid 
he, be a ſpeedy and active meſfenger to divert her thoughts from that killing reſo- 
lution of retirement, and by that means releaſe Oreftet from a world of torments, 
which he ſhould ſuffer in being perpetually baniſhed frqm the ſweet converfation 
of his moſt dear Love: With this, taking the boy by the white hand, he led him 
into his own Lodgings, enforming every one that he was a near Kinſman to the 
Princeſs Alciana; his paſſion not being able to hide that, which his diſcretion 
ſhould have concealed, fince his enemies wanted not ſuſpicion, to keep over him 
ſtill watchful ſpyes to obſerve his actions, knowing his determinations to be variable, 
as his nature was violent; in concluſion he made the dainty Ganymed not onely 
his daily play-felſow ,- but his night companion; which two feaſons for the moſt 
part were ſpent in diſcourſes concerning Alciana; bur the time approaching, for 
his publick negation of the contract between him and Alciana, Dion again was 
ſent by Philoftros , to put him in minde both of the hour and the circumſtances , 
whereupon Orefes, contrary to his expectation, like àn enraged Lion, fell upon 
him with this language... :- SOA = 5 

Thou wicked man, ſaid he, doeſt thou believe, the Gods will ſuffer thee to go 
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unpuniſned for this attempt? muſt the ſacred Laws by which the two ſouls of A. 
ciana and my ſelf are united in one before the Throne of Heaven, be abrogated 
by Humane Power, as I formerly told thee ; can that Devil Philiſtros, whoſe one- 
ly ſpirit thou are, retainin bis uncompaſſionate breaſt # ſtill conſtant intentions of 
This impiety? or will my unnatural Brother for ever puniſh me, and protect his 
malicious favourite without end, againſt right and reaſon? Is all Religion abſo. 
lutely baniſhed from every humane heart, and nothing ſucceeds but unconſcionable 
intereſt and cruelty? cannot the benefits of my dead Father, or the ſufferings of 
my dear Mother at all work thy nature to any pitty, and baniſh from thy pernici- 
ous thoughts, thoſe malicious treaſons, thou intendeſt againſt love and goaineſs? 
Wherefore I ſay, get thee out of my fight, or by the Gods I will make thee a quick 
Sacrifice to the infernal Furies. 

Dion had no need of any counſel at the preſent, to avoid theſe extravagant intem- 
perances; however, with reſpect enough be took his leave, fince his wiſdom 
thought it better to temper his paſſion, then provoke his choler ; and yer inſtantly 
he carried the news to Philoſtros, with the addition alſo of his opinion; that cer- 
tainly it was the frequent converſation of the newly entertained Kinſman to Alciæ- 
na, that altered the reſolution of Oreſtes. Philoſtros conſidering this ſtrange and 
ſudden change, could not chuſe but be of the ſame belief, and therefore called a 
Councel of his own private Friends, wherein aſter ſome conſultation , with the 
8pprobation of the King, command was given to an Officer of the Court, with a 
Rrong guard to repair the next morning to the Princes Lodgings, there by force to 
ſeparate him from his young favourite, and then to convey his perſon to ſome: 
place of leſs liberty, whereagain he might be treated withal about his former pro- 
miſe; a judgement given as might be thought againſt all morality and pity ; but 
the ſupport of a Crown will not be regulated by any compaſſion ; tears being one- 
ly fit for the condition of a penitent, no way becoming the Dignity of an un- 
. hap bo King, whoſe dazling glory mult not bebold the dark misfortune of any 
other condition. This reſolution, I ſay, was put in execution with all expedi- 
tion and vigour; for the Captain of the Guard, a man of 8 rough nature, having 
received his Commiſſion , at the time appointed went up into the Chamber of 
Oreſt es. an finding him a hed 8 though his diligent ſervant Phalarius was yp 
riſen from the warm ſides of his dear Maſter , where he had repoſed the night paſt; 
The Officer ina cold complement, ſhewed him the ſtrict commiſſion of the King 
his Brother, deſiring him without reſiſtance or delay, he would prepare bimſelf 
to an abſolute obecience, which elſe might turn to his greater prejudice:- But 
Oreſtes, not rake with a, dejected ſorrow, though he too much apprehended the 
injury, preſently flew ont of his Bed, like ſome furious wilde Beaſt, that feared 
to be deprived of that Prey, which bis own hunger had lately procured, and fo ſeized 
upon his naked Sword, that lay near him on the: Table, vowing to make that Wea- 
pon, the inſtrument of his. juſt. revenge, if be laid the leaſt finger upon his 
dear Phalarius, with intention to ſeparate him from his ſight and converſation. 
The Captain, whoſe. providence had before placed the · Guard at the Stairs foot, 
to be ready at his comma if there were occaſion}, ſuddenly: called them to his aſ- 
ſiſtance, who with all violence obeying the in junction, in an inſtant incompaſſed 
Oreſtes about neither regarding his perſon, nor having reſpect to his naked con- 
dition, Whilſt in the mean time poor Flalarius altogetber diſtracted, between love 
and fear, flew with all his power amongſt the conſuſed Weapons, to defend Oreftes 
by his own hazzard., from the chreat ning and appearing danger; where preſently 
he received a cruel! wound in bis tender ſides, which ſoon diſcovered ik ſelf, by 
his ſudden ſinking to the ground, ready to pay bis laſt duty to Nature, as his beſt 
Blood for a ranſom , to redeem, his Maſter from bis Captivity. But Oreftes not- 
er pre ſently ſurprized, and led away out of his failing ſight; which 


Phalariu heholding, more bemoaned then bis own approaching deſtruction, bla- 


ming rather the injuſtice of the mercileſs Guard for oppreſſing Oxeſtes, then for 
killing him. 735 | 
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Anaxja the Queen finding this extraordinary oppreſſion of her Son, and not be- 
ing admitted to bis Preſence, to afford him any manner of relief or comfort, by her 
motherly converſation ; as . alſo conceiving her own perſon in ſome hazzard, 
by the example of ſuch a violence, of a ſudden making an eſcape from the Court, 
put her (elf into the protection of Soraſtros King of  Egypr , whoſe. Empire ſeem- 
ed then to overtop the Syrian Monarchy ; which ingendred an ambitious enmity 
between the two mighty Princes, that afterward broke out into an open Warre: 
whilſt in the mean time, Philoſtros having now Oreſter at his ablolute mercy, 
in having given his Brother Orſames too much ſuſpicion by his late inconſtancy, 
endeavoured again to make him ſubſcribe to the divorcement of his pretended 
love Alciana, as well to debar him from a forreign alliance, that ſhould give nou- 
riſhment to any rebellion; as alſo to have the better conveniency to furniſh him 
with ſome Wife of his own chooſing ,.whom as he chought he might direct in 
the moderating of Oreſtes actions: Within a ſhort time both theſe projects had 
ſo good ſucceſs, that Oreſtes did not onely publickly diſclaim from all intereſt in 
his former match, but was content to be ruled by his Brothers pleaſure, in the 
election of a new Miſtreſs; ſo that Philoſtros having by bis diligent polities brought 
about his purpoſes to this contended iſſue, ſeemed to have the power of making the 
preſent for his choice, by reaſon of Orſames favour, ſince the youthful Prince, 
could not long be detained from entertaining bis thoughts, wich ſome Courtſhip 
or other; wherefore he reſolved to deſign for this Service or Court Stratagem, one 
of his own Kindred, although he determined not to be ſeen himſelf in the action; 
by which means he ſuppoſed, he might become not onely the abſolute Maſter of 
them both, but have another intereſt in the ſucceſſion of the Crown, if Or/ames 
ſhould dye without Children; and the Fates ſeemed to favour his purpoſe, for at 
the ſame time, there lived at the Court a young Lady called Orbella, Siſters 
Daughter to Phileſtros, whoſe beauty and eſtimation, appeared in a manner to 
be parallels, for that her Uncles authority did but give her the one, as liberal nature 


had beſtowed upon her the other; and both made way for the Princes Courtſhip, 


ſince, as he thought, it was the duty of every youthful ſpirit , co make love when 
the occaſion was offered; ſo he believed his endeavour placed upon ſuch an inte- 
reſt, was a ſubject could not but pleaſe Phi/oſtros in a high kinde, who now be- 
gan to become his new Maſter , for that his own inconſtancy, had made him for- 
get his old Miſtreſs. But however, witty Orbella, as well encouraged by her 


. own excellent parts, as counſelled by her Uncles admirable wifdom , received his 


Addreſſes, rather with a civil careleſneſs, then by a paſſionate acceptance, ſhew- 
ing in all her entertainments, as ſhe knew him to be the Kings Brother, that com- 
manded from her a reverence due to his Perfon , ſo fhe was in a manner certain of 
her own Vertues , that obliged her to keep his love at a diftance: however, to 
pluck more eyes upon her felf , ſhe would daily adorn her natural handſomneſs 
with ſome quaint faſhion, which her authority ſoon made a patterti to other La- 
dies of lefs eſtimation; by this means intending covertly the Prince might be more 
delighted with her beauty and handfomeneſs , ſince variety is the moſt pleaſing ob- 
ject of humane ſenſe; and the rather, when he ſhould ſee every one admired her 
perfections; as I fay, by theſe pretty cunnings Oreſtes at laſt became abſolutely in 
love, whereas his firſt thoughts perhaps were onely to have a Miſtrifs to Court, ſince 


it was eſteemed the chief buſineſs of the place, to exerciſe themſelves wich ſuch im- 


ployments. | | * : F 
And thus inconſtant Oreſtes being again engaged in a new Labyrinth, Orbella 
Plaid with his paſſions to her own commodity, according to her Uncles politick di- 
reQions; ſometimes inticing bis love to a ſtronger confirmation , by a multitude of 
invented Oaths ; and then again would bring him back into a kinde of deſpair , by 
her ſeeming neglect of all his proteſtation ; telling him oftentimes in careleſs ſmiles, 
of his late Miftriſs Alciana, who could not, as ſhe ſaid, but claim ſome prerogative 
in his affection, ſince not long ago he had ſhewed ſuch violence in her behalf, ins 
fomuch as he was ready rather to have loſt on „ and the whole King: 
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dom of Syria, then to be withdrawn from the conſtancy of his profeſſion. Beſides, 
the not ſeldom let him know , ſhe could not be ſo fooliſh , as not to judge of the 
difference between her ſelf and e/ciava; by reaſon of which ſhe had more cauſe to 
doubt a dangerous fur prize in his intention, then that he meant any way to make 
her the companion of his thoughts, ſince he had already quitted one ſo far beyond 
her in worth and beauty. Whereupon Qrefes would reply, that as the Moon ap- 
pears fair, until the Sun hy his greater fplendour darkens her light; ſo the beauties 
of Alciaua vas in ſome eſterm in his apprehenſion, until he beheld Orbella's moſt ad- 
mirable perfection, that obſcured the others luſtre ; And as diverſity of other ſtones, 
faid he, ſeem rich at firſt ſight to common beholders, not being fully inſtructed in 
their value, ſo-when the Diamond is produced by the skilful Jeweller , with ſhame 
they are advertiſed of their own errour : S0 was it with me dear Orbella, ſaid he, 
before I was acquainted with your excellencies, which now make me diftinguiſh of 
the others wants. But Orbella had an intention to intangle him beyond diſingage- 
ment, before he ſnould receive from her, the leaſt aſſurance of acceptance: To 
this purpoſe, one day when Oreſtes came to viſit her in her Chamber, ſhe not ha- 
ving ſtirr d abroad, by reaſon of ſome ſmall diſtemper a cold had procured her, or 
at leaftwiſe ſo pretended by her cunning , in a reſerv d, though civil diſcourſe , put- 
ting on a more ſolemn countenance then ordinary, ſhe told him, that his Addreſſes 
appeared ſomething ſeandalous to the eye of the World, as ſhe was informed by 
many of her beſt friends, whoſe admonitions ſhe was bound to obſerve, and ſince 
his quality and her condition could not ſait together by way of Marriage, ſhe de- 
fired he would demonſtrate ſo much his regard towards her honour (which in Charity 
and Religion, as ſhe ſaid, he was obliged unto) as altogether to forbear her com- 
pany, unleſs in thoſe publick Aſſemblies ,: that could not be avoided ; this ſhe aſ- 
fur'd him was the nobleſt part of aſſection, he could uſe to a poor Maid, whoſe re- 
putation was her principalleſt Dower, ſince the moſt eſteemed it. | 
1 a requeſt, ſo muth againſt his expectation and liking, told 
her, that as the Gods had ſet ſome diſparity in their perſons, by the fond opinion of 
the flattering world, yet that conceived diſtance, was abundantly ſupplied by the 
admirable perfections of her rich minde ; in which ſhe was to be valued before the 
greateſt Empreſs : However my Lord, faid Orbella, dreſſing her countenance with 
a deceiptful ſmile , whereby the better to colour her intention, although I might

I'donot believe, ſaid Oreftes , that there was ever made ſuch a Law; or if there 
were, I will have ic blotted out to all Poſterity , fince it not onely proves an obſta- 
cle to my love, but is againſt the very conſtitution of the Heavens. No, no, my 
Lord, faid ſhe, you cannot ; rather therefore endeavour to give your Brother ſa- 
tisfaction in your choice, who no doubt will provide better for your honour then 
ur ſelf; leaving theſe vain profeſſions, which I know proceed but from the mouth 
of a youthful Courtier, that rather then want a Subject to work upon, would play 
with a Feather, or take a Baby for bis Miſtreſs; and with that offered to retire into 
her private Cabinet, telling him, ſhe could not but be jealous of her own Modeſty,

But poor Oreftes', thus 
ynawares ſurpriſed by the wife favourite, knew not what anſwer to make; yet at 
laſt breaking out into many extravagant proteſtations, the King, according to his 
uſe, came that way, as they were earneſtly diſcourſing together, who finding that 
rather paſſion ſpake the language, then temper, would needs be informed of the dif. 
ference ; by which means Oreſtes new loye came to his knowledge, ſo contrived of 
purpoſe by Philaſtros, that he might not appear himſelf to be the authour of his 
on deſign, ſuppoſing the iſſue would follow the intention, ſince the greateſt diffi- 
culty appeared in the diſcovery; for that probably Oe, was eafſly to be per-

pretend it in our qualities: elſe thou wilt 22 thy certain deſtruction, by ſome other 
Stratagem I ſhall invent, if thin refuſe this equal way of trial preſcribed thee , to thy

After that Oreſtes had — — ſtrange and reſolute Letter, in the preſence of all 
the Company, who wonderedac the accident; ſome with jeering ſmiles, and others 
with diſtracted looks, be retired into the ĩnnermoſt part of his Tents, with an inten- 
tention to ask counſel of his troubled thoughts, what anſwer he ſhould make to the 
challenge; and fain be would have flattered himſelf, with reaſons in the behalf of 
his approaching Marriage, to have denied or avoided the Combat, being ſtung

choſe rather to dye, fighting with an unknown enemy, then live diſgrac'd among 
his intimate friends; ſo that, falling down upon his knees before his Brother, be 
deſired him, either to ſuffer him co vindicate his own bonour, ſince he had under. 
taken the combat, or he himſelf would be the anthour of his own deſtruction, to 
let the world ſee he was no coward , which at laſt forced the King to give way to 
his paſſions , though Philoſtros was very ſorry to hazzard his Neeces happineſs in fo 
doubtful a contention, | e | 
; Although 
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Alchough Oreſes in heat of blood had conſented , as I may ſay, raſhly to fight 
with one whoſe name was not ſo much as known; however, he was ſuppoſed to 
be ſome Prince of eA/ciens's Kindred : yet being retired privately into his own ſe- 
cret Cabinet, and the dead of rhe night raiſing fancies in his fearful imagination, be- 

an to expoſtulate with himſelf after this manner. ä | 

Is it poſſible the Gods can ſaffer me to ſcape unpuniſhed for thoſe injuries I have 

done to the more then wronged Alciana? much leis con 1 hope for Victory in this 
unjuſt Combat: can her ſweet ſoul look down from the skies with any eye of for- 
giveneſs, when ſhe ſhall behold me ſhedding more Blood of her Noble Family? is 
it not ſufficient that ſhe already hach made her ſelf an innocent Sacrifice to redeem 
part of my wickedneſs ; but I muſt with new ſlaughter diſquiet the reſt ſhe now de- 
ſervedly enjoyes in the Heavens? O rather let me dye by mine own accurſed hand, 
wherein I ſhall perform an act of juſtice, ſince I am onely he that hath offended, 
then hazzard the death of one who brings with him as little guilt as the dead Al- 

ciana, No, no, I will not be a mortal enemy to him, that profeſſerh fo abſolute a 
friendſhip to my dear love; but rather confeſs my ſelf twice overcome, both by his 
fs and valour, fo ſhall I appear to the world more jaft , though leſs fortu- 
nate: And for O- bella, with all her beauties and honours, I ſhall return againco 
her great Uncle, who can give her not onely protection, bur dignity; whiltt I will 
again wed my ſelf to dead Alciana. Theſe were the imaginations that entertainedthe 
thoughts of Oreftes , during the ſolitary ſeaſon of the night, until che chearful 
morning not onely gave his minde ſome courage, but brought into bis Chamber 
the gallant Commanders of his Brothers Army; who breathed — into his ſad 
foul bat inflamed deſire, and certain victory, that again ſomething ſertled his diſ- 
pairing thoughts: ſo that preſently he gave order for his Arms; and whilſt he was 
— divers of ſundry ſorts, Phileſtros, accompanied with many Officers of 
the Court, defired to ſpeak a word privately with him: when all were retired but 

they two, be told him it was his Brothers pleaſure, and his own advice, char he 
proceeded no further in this Combat, unleſs his adverſary would difcovet his name, 

ſince it was judged an indignity tothe Crown of Syria, for him to hazzard his per- 
ſon againſt an obſcure enemy: to which the Prince haſtily anſwered, with all his 
heart, ſo he would again reccive the protection of his Neece Orbella, and his Bro- 
ther ſaffer him to retire into ſome obſcure place, where he might continually bewail 

is injury done to the dead Alriana. This anſwer you may be ſure, was a ſofficient 
bridle, ro detain the Counſels of Phijoſtros from more perſwading Orſames againff 
the Combat; ſince the iſſue as be believed would either produce the glorious Mar- 
riage of his Kinſwoman , or the ſudden and hononrable death of Oreſtes, where. 
by he ſhould be ſecured by his friendſhip, or out of fear of his inconftancy. 

The time being come for the meeting of the two Champions,  0r:ffer was mount · 
ed upon a pyde Horſe , which very lively repreſenged , ei che changeableneſs of 
his Diſpoſition , or the variableneſs of his Fortune. His Armour was light skie- 
colour, painted over with an artificial ſhade, that was procured by the Suns Eclipſe; 
His Capariſons were cut into the form of « beautiful Phenix , the Saddle forming the 

as the two Win ed our the ſides, which were compoſed of ſeveral 
coloured Feathers, fo chat the Crupper making the Tail, the whold Bird ſeemed 
to flye as the Horſe moved, bearing the armed Knighe in the Air; and che Rains 
of the Bride being nearly contrived into the likeneſs of flames, as it were kind- 
led from the Bit (contrived of material reſembling fire) ſeemed ro aſpire up- 

wards with a conſuming intention. In his Shield was painted a Ship toſt upon a 
ſtormy Sea, onely ſet forth with this Motto, Still ancertain. Bur ſcarce had he” 
entred the Liſt, when at the other end appeared his Adverfary in a white Armour, 
ſer forth with the Story of Theſem and Ariadne; the Ornaments that covered his 
Horſe were made into the form of a Cypres Grove: for his device he bore the pi. 
cure of Dido Queen of Carthage, crowned with a Willow Garland, without any 
Motto at all, but her name: FA ſeeming Virgins carried chofe ſta ves he meant to 
imploy in the Encounter, which not onely gave a delectable, but alfo a fad aſpect 
to 
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to the whole company, ſince by the ſight, both the innocency and injury of Alciana 
was deſcribed. | £4 | 
But Oreſtes being taken with a new apprehenfion far above the other Spectators, 
before he began his courſe, in a ſoft trot rid towards his prepared enemy; who 
contrariwiſe ſeeing him coming, not having any minde to entertain his Addreſſes, 
retired almoſt as faſt back; but finding his importunity was not ſo eaſily to be avoid. 
ed, ſenc one of his little, meſſengers to tell him, that if his intention was to uſe 
words before the Combat , he found not his. diſpoſition any way inclinable for dil. 
courſe ; wherefore deſired him with courage to ſpeak onely the language of the 
Sword , which, of the two, was more proper for the ſeaſon. Oreftes, having 
received this ſharp reply, and being ſummoned by the Trumpets to the Encounter, 
quickly made his Spurs teach his Horſe his duty, and in the courſe carried himſelf 
with ſo much force and dexterity , that at the firſt courſe he bore bis adverſary to 
the ground with the point of his Lance, who had either unfortunately or unskil- 
fully miſt his reſt, yet the Knight appearing aſhamed at the fall, preſently ſtarted 
up, and with a kinde of flouriſhing bravery , drew out his Sword, telling him 
(though his much halting ſhewed his courage was better then his perſon) that not- 
withſtanding the Gods flattered him with a ſeeming advantage, yet he ſhould quick- 
ly finde by The ſharpneſs of his Weapon, that his diſſembling Fates did but ſmile 
him into deſtruction; for although he were on horſeback , and his ſelf on foot, that 
inequality ary ue defend him from the ſpeedy puniſhment he merited, according 
to the requeſt of dying Alciana. | 
Truly, ſaid Oreſtes, as Lam extreamly unwilling to entertain the quarrel any fur- 
ther upon theſe terms; ſo of the other ſide, I could be very well content, to have 
laid down my own life as a ranſom to have redeemed hers, by much more innocent. 
falſe man, ſaid the Knight, doeſt thou believe I can be won by thy diſſimulation, 
to abſtain from a juſt revenge, ſince thou hadſt ſo much cruelty to torment her for 
onely loving thee; No, Traytor, ſaid he, I hope the Gods are more righteous, 
then to ſuffer poor A/ciana's wrongs to go unpuniſhed, and thy wicked ſelf live pro- 
ſperouſly, triumphing over her deſtruction; which would be an example too perni- 
cious , whereby the deceived world might be encouraged to the like crimes ? I con- 
feſs my fault, ſaid Oreſtes, to the fair, vertuous, and injur'd Alciana, ſo the 
Combat may be leſt off bearing that title. Canſt thou think, ſaid the Knight, thy 
cowardlineſs ſhall buy off the deſerved reward of thy villanies ? be aſſured it ſhall 
not upon any condition. Oreſtes, not being able longer to bear the oppreſſion of 
his words, haſtily alighted from his Horſe (ſcorning a partiality in honour) and 
ſoon made his Sword diſpute the reſt of the Argument; choler beginning to baniſh 
from his remembrance the wrongs of dead Alciana, though it was a debt which 
his Soul was bound to pay ever to ber memory: This brought on ſo ſharp a conten- 
tion on both ſides for a pretty ſpace, that che SpeRators entertained the proſpect 
with ſome wonder, but more compaſſion; until che robuſtious fury of Oreſtes arm, 
had made many paſſages inthe Armour of the ſtrange Knight, for Wounds, if not 
Death ic ſelf to enter in at, that quickly varniſht the outſide with che crimſon tin- 
cture of his own Blood, to the ſorrow of all the beholders; for however they 
wiſhed Oreſtes victory, yet they could not deſire the others ſlaughter; which the 
Prince alſo, perceiving , deſired him not obftinately to continue his own enemy, 
when his ſeeming adverſary ſo much coveted his good; eſpecially , as he ſaid , ſince 
the quarrel was not perſonal, but accidental, containing anothers right, who could 
not be ſatisfied in the conqueſt ; and with that courteoaſly retired , with an inten- 
tion to giye him not onely breath, but redemption, yet had he ſcarce ſpoke the 
words, but the Knight with overmuch bleeding fell down in a ſound ; which cauſed 
Oreſtes to flye to him with the wings of pitty, where pulling off his Helmet, to 
give him ſome refreſhing air, he ſuddenly diſcovered the conntenance of his once 
dearly beloved ſervant Phalarims, thought formerly to be ſlain in his defence: Truly 
this was a ſight ſo much beyond his expectation, that he ſtood like one wholly con- 
verted into the dead image of forrow , being confounded ſo intirely with amazed

grief, that it took from him all effects of compailion , not ſtirring from the place 
where be ſtood, but with his eyes onely , to give redreſs to that mistortune , whi, 

his unwilling hands had occaſioned ; and therefore ſufferd the poor youth to lie ſtil 

weltring in bis own blood, until che King and ſome of the reſt of the company came 
in to congratulate his Victory. But finding dying Fhalarias to be the ſubject of 
contemplation, one looking upon another as if they bad ſeen an horrid riloa; il 
the beautiful youth, (though in that poſture) opening his fainting eyes, and per- 
ceiving many about him, tirſt caſting them here and there feebly,, to ſearch. out 
ſome object they deſired, at laſt, with a voice that ſcarce had power to ſpeak any 
thing but death, brought forth theſe ſad words from his feeble, tongue: I thank the

Gods, ſaid he, that afford me yet time, before 1 perpetually cloſe my dying eye 
from the Worlds light, to relate theſe few paſſages, whereby the e ny 
affection , and the truth of my unſpotted Love, may appear at the belt proipet; 
Then know, my Lord the King, and you my dear and onely Husband, that here 
lies before you che unfortunate, but more unworthy Alciana, though happy in 
this, that I am a willing ſacrifice to expiate the ſinnes of thoſe that hindred my 
felicity; which my Lord Oreſtes, you will eaſily believe , when you ſhall be 
informed, that I did but borrow the name of Phalariu (lince there is none ſuch) 
to ſeek you out in Priſon , where you were detained , when alſo you knov/ 
Terv'd you diligently , according to my weak power; and in that manner, en- 
joyed your converſation chaſtly , beſeeming the pureneſs of my entire Love, as 
your own knowledge can teſtiſie, until the laſt fatal and deadly ſeparation, when 
I received a wound in your defence, a teſtimony ſufficient how well I deſired to love 
you; however not mortal, as it then appeared; for one of the Guard repairing 
again into the Chamber, after you were departed , more compaſſionate perhaps 
then the reſt , finding me ready to yield up my afflicted Soul into the hands of my 
Maker, preſently conveyed me into your warm Bed, where I reſted all that day, till 
towards night that there came to my aſſiſtance an old woman belonging to the 
Lodgings, who applied ſuch remedies to my hurt, that in a ſhort time I was able to 
tranſport my ſelf from that habitation to another more obſcure; where I remained 
(every one thinking me ſtill amongſt the veſtal Nunns) until my Brother. Auſtratius 
overthrow, aflured me of the impoſſibility of enjoying you as my Husband; eſpe- 
cially ſince J heard you had given away your Love to another Lady, though far 
more worthy then my ſelf, yet altogether unlawful whilſt I was living: ſo chatT 
was determined to make an offering of my own life tb redeem the offence, and by 
my death to ſet you free, that you might with all liberty enjoy your election, which 
you ſeemed to like better of; and therefore invited firſt that hand to kill me, (for 
truly I had no hope in the Victory) before it was given in Marriage to another; 
by chat means diſſolving the former contract, to render the ſecond proſperous. 
Then turning her ſelf to the King , ſhe deſired him to be fo graciouſly good , as 
to ſuffer her Brother again to poſſeſs that Territory, which he had parted withal 
to purchaſe his ranſome , ſince his loſs proceeded onely from that natural affection 
which he bore her as his Siſter. But by this time her ſhore and panting Breath, 
gave evident ſigns to the whole company, that death ſummoned her to the laſt part 
ſhe was to play in the Tragedy; wherefore, forcing her ſelf a little againſt her al- 
moſt conſumed foree, wherein love ſeemed to be moſt courageous; ſhe liſted up 
her pale face, begging a kiſs in that manner with her trembling lips, of her dear, 
yet unkinde Lord Oreſtes, and after two or three deep ſighs, which ſhewed how 
unwilling ſhe was t leave him, yielded up her pure Soul to the pureſt Heavens, 
there to be made a Star for her Vertues, whilſt every eye and heart was full of grief, 
as if the World had been already buried in her loſs. Oreſtes, who for a long 
time had frozen himſelf to her dead body, of a ſudden ſtarted up, as from his 
Grave, and with diſtracted looks, caſting his eyes about him, at laſt fixd his view 
upon his naked Sword that lay on the Graſs , coloured yet with his Loves 
blood, to which object he flew with ſuch . „as if he meant to 3 her 
F eath 
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death by the deſtruction of all mankinde, fince ſhe chiefly deſerved to live 
of all others: but finding no ſubject, more juſtly as he thought, meriting his 

ffions; before any could prevent his intention, ſheathed the naked Blade in his 
ſoft ſide, and preſently fell down with the ſtroak; which accident quickly brought 
the care of the whole company to his afliftance, having no leaſure given them to 
mourn the ſad fate of Alciaua, ſince a eater danger rhreatned them. However, 
the Gods, "whs either fooked upon the ſacceſfion of Syria, or Oreſtes repentance, 


tindred the Arbak from proving mortal, by a ſortunate ſlip of the Weapon, fo 
Yarijnftanrly being carried out of the Camp, to a more convenient place of reſt, 
the ans quickly advertiſed the King, of the fecnrity of the wound; which

Alſo the Lady Orbella, hearing of this Tragedy, imagined her intended Marriage 
would not prove otherwiſe then ominous , ſince the proſecution thereof had pro- 
duced ſuch lamentable effects; and therefore of a ſudden retired from the world 
among the veſtal Nunns, in the City of Damaſcus, where ſhe is reſolved to im- 
ploy her youthful years (notwithſtanding the ſtrong invitation of her Uncle to the 
contrary) onely in Holy Devotion, to the general commendation of all Syria. 
But for Oreſtes, although he found a ſpeedy remedy for his voluntary received 
wound, — the care and induſtry of the Kings Phyſicians, yet he could not ſo ſoon 
procure eaſe in his rroubled thoughts for Alcianas death; and therefore in the firſt 
place, began freſhly to importunate his Brother, to the accompliſhment of her 
requeſt, whereby A»ſtraſizs might 7 be ſettled in his ancient poſſeſſions: Ne- 
yerthelefs Philoſtros ſpightſul counſels, prevailing againſt all other perſwaſions, 
and many other of the chief Nobility of Syria, having loſt by the ſame oppreſſion 
their hereditary Offices, which they enjoyed from their deſerving Anceſtors, oc- 
caſioned new troubles in the Kingdom; for the Lords looking more upon Oreſte- 
probability, in being next Heir to the Crown, then Orſames Government, want- 


ing Poſterity to fortifie his Title, of a ſudden raiſed Forces to joyne with 


their diſcontents, not onely to put them anew in poſſeſſion of their Rights, but 
to contend with the Favourites greatneſs; alledging for their defence both the 
Queen eFnaxia's baniſhment, and their own injuries; by which endeavours, I 
ſay, in a ſhort while after, they led an Army into the Field , to try the fortune of a 
Battle with Orſames power; thinking it better to hazzard their heads in a doubful 
iſſue, then to ſubjugate their honours to a certain ruine: But in ſhort, being 
totally overcome in a bloody conflict, Oreſtes in Perſon was taken Priſoner , his 
Lieutenant General Beheaded, as a publick Example, and my ſelf, with many 
others were forced to flye , to ſave our lives; which not onely gave a full. period 
to the Deſigne, but occaſioned my retirement into this private Habitation, 
where I have for ſome years lived, though in a low condition, ſince I prepare 
wy 
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my thoughts againſt all the flattering! hopes of return, as long as Philoſtres ſits at 
che ſtern of Hria; whoſe diſpoſition I know to be implacable, as the King his 
Maſters affection unchangeable, grounded upon theſe conſiderations ,- that as long 
as his Favourite is ſafe. and powerful, himſelf with ſecurity may freely enjoy bis own 
pleaſures ; and to chat purpoſe hath lately granted Philoſtros a new guard; to de- 
fend his perſon from ſuch dangers as his over great intereſt, and abſolute bold executi- 
on, threaten ; eſpecially, ſince not onely the States of the Kingdom are highly offen- 
ded againſt his pride, but the common people become exceedingly burdened by his 
taxations; beſides, Soraſtros King of Egypt ( unto whoſe protection the old Queen Ana- 
xia is fle for refuge) knows it is bis principal deſigu, abſolutely to ruine his mighty 
Monarch, who therefore labours his deſtruction. And this Sir, ſaid the Forreſter, is the 
unfortunate ſtory of my baniſhment, and others oppreſſions; in the relation of which, 
I fear me, I have too much preſumed upon your patience; though I can the more eaſily 
excuſe my preſumption, for that the Chaſe yet affords no other entertainment: and 
wich that roſe up with an intention to ſinde out the Dogs; neither long had they tra- 
yerſed the Copſes, ere their ears were advertiſed , that their Hounds hotly purſued 
againthealmoſt loſt Deer, that continued the ſport until the night ſcarce gave them 
convenience to finde their way hom. 2 
Caſſi anus thus being every day more and more delighted with this pleaſant con- 
verſation, began by little and little to wean himſelf both from Court ambition, 
or deſire of glory; and conſequently thought not upon his ſolicitation for the 
reſtoration of his Countrey, hardly harbouring in his quiet boſom any appetite of 
revenge of his Fathers conceived injuries, and leſs reflected upon either the turbu- 
lent perſwaſions of factious Dimogoras, or the more gentle friendſhip of noble 
Eumenes: however now and then, he could not chuſe but eaſt back his thoughts, 
upon the remembrance of the Princeſs Claris; hotwithſtanding in ſuch a dark 
way, as lights are accuſtomed to appear in a thick miſt, that could not ere long 
bur be abſolutely diſtinguiſhed, when there was not deſire enough in his intentions to 
give it nouriſhment, Wherefore, the better to continue his thought in theſedelights, 
he ſold ſome few of his ſmaller Jewels, to furniſh himſelf for a Forreſters life; and alſo 
cut away much of his beautiful hair, to render his perſon more proper for the Woods; 
beſides his feliaty ſeemed to increaſe, not onely by the ſolitary converſation with the 
noble Huntſman, but alſo by the more knowing inſtruction of the holy Prieſt, which 
totally baniſht out of his remembrance at laſt, the whole repreſentation of Clarias ex- 
cellencies: In proſecution of this intention, one gentle morning, not being at all threat. 
ned by a lowring skie, Caſſianus, accompanied onely by his own thoughts, that ſeemed 
altogether innocent, leading in his hand a dainty couple of Greyhounds, to be provi- 
ded for any Chaſe that ſhould accidentally preſent it ſelf to his view, iſſued out into 
the green and flouriſhing Forreſt , where long he had not entertained his expecta- 
tion with the hopes of diſcovery of ſome Beaſt, that might breathe his nimble 
Dogs, but he perceiveda Knight armed lying upon the ground , under the large 
protection of an old Oak, whilſt his Lance reſted by the fide of the Tree. But 
Caſſianus not being certain whether death or ſleep gave him the poſture, thought 
it an act of neceſſary charity „ to be ſomething inquiſitive after the manner, if 
not occaſion of his lying there; ſo that approaching at ſuch a diſtance that the 
noiſe of his ſteps muſt needs be heard if he were alive, the party ſuddenly lifted 
up his head; with this Caſ/tanns, had. a full view of his face, — by that counte- 
nance quickly knew him to be his friend Zxmexes,, whom: he had left behinde him 
in the Court of Lydia, which caufed him to ſtart back with fome violence, as if 
aſhamed of himſelf co be diſcoyered in that habit; or affraid that his companion 
ſhould chide him for his late unkinde eſpace without his privity ; however again, 
encouraged by his diſguiſe , he made a ſtand, until Eumenes earneſtly look. 
ing up in the face for a pretty ſpace, at laſt with a deep ſigh brought forth theſe 
words. - 
Can aſſianus think that any diſſimulation is of force to hinder. the effects and 
power of perſect friendſhip , which hath eyes beyond the ſollidſt obſtacle > No, no, 
G 2 Caſſi anus, 
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Caſſianus , faid he, make a true confeſſion of your fault, that you may receive 
ſpeedy ſatisſaction. Theſe words cauſed the Prince with trembling ſteps, hike a ſor- 
rowful penitent to come nearer to his friend, until at laſt he ſeated himſelf by him 
with this language: O Zum, ſaid he, it was love, onely tyrannical love, that 
deſerves to bear the blame, and not poor and faithful Cafianxs. This expreſſion 
ſeemed as ſtrange to Bumeues ears, as tbe alteration of bis habit did to his eyes; 
and therefore conjured him by all the remaining friendſhip left in bis boſom, to let 
him know more of his ſecrets, which was a ſpell of ſufficient force to charm him to 
all the diſcovery of the hidden myſtery, concerning his love to the fair Cloria, and 


bis ſudden departure from Euarchus Court. After that Eumenes bad chid him for 


his omiſſion towards himſelf, as alſo comforted him with ſome flattering hopes, 
whereby to awake his determinations. to action tending to honour, ſince he knew 


' etherwiſe it was impoſſible again to recover his loſt Countrey of Iberia, he told 


him in a forc'd ſmile, that although he had poorly fled from his Miſtreſs, yet ſhe 
had chewed more courage, and was come in perſon to ſeek him out in his moſt pri- 
vate habitation, Theſe words put Caſſianus to a-new amazement , until £xmenes 


in Brief let him know, that the Queen being forced out of her repoſe , by the 


late troubles in Lydia fince- his departure, ¶ loria was come to accompany her Mo- 
ther into Syria, both remaining for the preſent in the Temple within the Forreſt , 
whereas himſelf, as he faid, had tra velled mol? part of the paſt night, without ſuc- 
ceſs to finde out a more convenient lodging for the wearied Ladies: This gave occa- 
lion to Cſ/iavws to inform him preſently of the Forreſters houfe , a place (as he 
told him) moſt fit for their reception, in that the Maſter was a Nobleman of Syria, 
baniſhed alſo by misfortune out of his own Coumrey. Exmenes's content and ſa- 
tisfaQion for the accomodation, would not permit them longet to expoſtulate the 
matter; onely it was reſolved C aſſianus ſhould make uſe of his borrowed name of 
Caſſia ill; which he called himſelf by amongſt che Inbabitants of the Forreft , for 
fear of further diſcovery ; ſappoſing the change of his apparel , and the ſhortneſs 
of his hair would obſure his perſon : With theſe determinations they went to 
— out the ſorrowful Queen, and her lovely Daughter , after their inconvenient 
reſt. | 

But Caſſiaxvs , although he had put on as ſtrong a reſolution, agghis weak pow- 
er would give him leave, abſolutely to bury his former love in oblivion , yet when 
his eyes again beheld the admirable Princeſs, though onely dreſt with the ſad cloath- 
ing of diſcontent, for her Mothers oppreſſions, he Rood trembling, without be- 
ing able to ſpeak one ſingle word, having no power to invite them to the Forrefters 
houſe. Eumenes, who quickly perceived his diſeaſe, told the Queen, that that 
young Huntſman was come not onely to inform her, but to wait upon her to a more 
convenient habitation; which would appear the better, as he ſaid, in regard of the 
inconvenience of the night paſt ; The Queen, without any circumſtances imbra- 
ced the offer, and went — with her whole Train to take poſſeſſion of the 
courteſie. The Lodge was ſeated upon a riſing Hill, as if it had been ordained by 
nature to be the commanding fortreſs of thoſe Woods, which moſt pleaſantly en- 
compaſſed it round about, as a watchful guard; yet leaving a large Plain of all 
ſides, to ſhew they would not intrude too near, to be an inconvenience to the Dwel- 


ling; which circuit alſo was imployed to the beſt advantage, ſince moſt beautiful 


Gardens, with Fountains, afforded not onely delight, but added in a manner State 
tothe Building ; however it ſeemed contrived onely of purpoſe to avoid all oſten- 
tation , and purchaſe privacy. The Queen and the reft of the company , had not 


' imployed much time in beholding that pretty delight, but the old Forreſter himſelf, 


having been advertiſed by Caſſianus, that went, before to that purpoſe, of ſome 


noble gueſts which he was to entertain, though he was not at all informed of the 
' . Perſons, came out to meet them: as he prepared himſelf to give a complemental 
welcome, according to the courteſie of his nature, and the civility of his educati- 


on, he was ſo6n made certain of the Preſence of the Queen of Lydia, for that ber 


Picture (which he had in bis houſe) lively repreſented her countenance to his me- 
; mory ; 
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mory; and not long after the Queen alſo to underſtand, that he was ber 
baſe Brother, driver enrof Syriabyihe power of Philaſtrar. As this unexpected 
encounter gave the Queen ſome conſolation in ber diſcontented voyage, ſo could 
not her Brother 3 know ber fortunes, the occaſion appearing ex- 
traordinaty, that — her ro this ſolitary place; however be * it not 
manners ro preſs her to the incanvenience of a relation ,- before he had ſettled her 
in her Chamber, where the fair Mautuiua attended to do her ſervice ; who quickly 
brought in a curious banquet of her on preſerving, to give her Aunt entertain- 
ment. After Hyacinthia had ſufficiently refreſhed her appetite, and the Princeſs 
Cloria was retired with Eumenes and the young Forroſter Caſſia, to take a view of 
thoſe Gardens, which lay under her Mothers Chamber Window, the Queen being 
alſo deſcended into the Parlor, began the tory of her own oppreſſions by Huarc hus 
Subjects, wirh theſe circumſtan ce. poles? ent 
It is well known Brother, ſaid ſhe, that after Philoſtros had firmly eſtabliſhed his 
own power, by the abſolute favour of his Maſter Orſames, be by that means alſo, 
ſuppteſt che greatneſs of all the Nobility of Syria, who during che Kings infancy, 
had alwayes demanded conditions for themſelves by force of Arms; and having now 
no more oppoſition in his own Countrey , reſolved to contend with the mightineſs 
of the Egyptian Monarchy, This, I may lay, hath been one of the chief cauſes, 
that hath procured the King my Husbands diſturbances ; and fo conſequently my 
own voluntary retirement, at preſent, ſince the great Favourite, Philoftres ; find- 
ing he could not by any means work Exarcbns from his conſtant reſolution, of keep- 
ing inviolablythoſe tyes of amity, that ſtill continue between himſelf , and the 
State of Egypt 0 being married, as was ſuppoſed, to that effect) became enfla- 
med with a new ſpleen, againſt the quiet felicity we ſeemed to enjoy in Lydia; and 
by conſequence held it a neceſſary piece of policy, to diſturb us in our peaceable 
overnment, whereby Soraſtros might receive no aſſiſtance, either from our en- 
eee power, if Euarchus at any time ſhould be perſwaded to ſuch an intenti- 
on, by thoſe affected, as he thought, more to the Egyptiaus then to the Syrian: 
though truly, for my own part, I muſt ingeniouſiy confeſs, for many years toge- 
ther, I laboured that breach Phi/-ſtros deſired , however without effect, ſince the King 
my Husband , eſteemed it a ſafer point of honour , to maintain both love and cor- 
reſpondency with all bis neighbouring Prinees, then to havea needleſs enmity , for 
the ends onely of others; yet that which moſt aggravated the fear (if not malice) of 
Orſames Favourite, was, the coming into Lydia of Queen Auaxia my Mother, as was 
ſurmiſed, with certain conditions, not onely of a more ſtrict unity between the 
two Crowns of Egypt and Lydia, but alſo with propoſitions of a match of our 
Daughter Cloria, with Prince Ofirus; by which means, he thought, the tye would 
become inviolable. | 5 
Theſe reaſons, as we imagined, cauſed Philoſtros to countenance ſome of the 


Nobility of Myſſia, not onely to have a more particular dependency upon the 


Crowns of Syria, but to become leſs regardful of their own Prince; and to demand 
ſome conditions advantageable to themſelves of Euarchus, by force of arms; ſince 
he neither lived wigh them, as was pretended, nomxould bedrawn to make a Warre 
with the King of Armenia, in his Nephew Caſſianus quarrel. Whilſt bulinefles 
were agftating in this manner, one Dimogoras , an ancient Nobleman of Lydia, 
being not onely of a factious diſpoſition, hut extreamly befriended of the common 
ſort of people, who ſor the moſt part have not patience, nor conſtancy, to re- 
main long in one minde, taking advantage of Prince — coming to the Court 
of Lydia, as alſo of the diſcontents of Myſſa, of a ſudden. began with all vios 
lence to cry out for an engagement with the King of Armenia; whereby, as *twas 
alledged , with more honour , to recover again the {oſt Countrey of Iberia. As 
theſe inflamations, I muſt tell you, prognoſticated ſome alterations in our King- 
dom of Lydia, which Euarchus had endeavoured for many years to detain in a quiet 
ſecurity, both out of his natural inclination to peace, as well as by the faithful 
counſel of one Pollinex; ſo of the other fide, of neceſſity, it could not but af- 

ford

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ford the King ſufficient matter fagyhis thoughts and conſiderations to work upon: 
To this purpoſe, he preſently diſpatched, not onely an Ambaſſadour of quality to 
Artaxis King of Armenia, ſeriouſly to expoſtulate with him, about the reſtoring 
of the Countrey of Iberia to his Nephew Prince Caſſianur; but alſo ſent other mel... 
ſengers into Myſſia, as well to temper, as to feel the diſpoſitions of thoſe peo. 


ple, ſince he had been advertiſed: of diſorders, if not rebellions already begun in 


that climate, which he thought would prove, of ſome troubleſome (if not dan 
ous) conſequence to his affairs, if not ſuddenly allayed and pacified, in regard the 
ſcituation of their habitations were not onely barren, but unacceſſible in many pla- 
ces: in this poſture jealouſies continued, if not encreaſed, by a certain kinde of 
deſperation of all ſides, until the King himſelf in perſon was conſtrained, with a 
Royal Army to march towards the Confines of tAiiſſia, whereby in ſome viſible way 
by his Preſence, to terrifie thoſe people, if it were poſſible to new Obedience, ſince 
neither his Meſſengers , nor Perſwaſions , had been able one jot to work upon their 
Natures or Loyalties; and the rather did he reſolve to make this expedition, for 
that he underſtood , ſome of the Nobility had already ſent a ſubmiſſion to Or/ames 
my Brother; however Philoſtros, his Favourite, not long afterconveyed the Letter 
to me in a Complement. „ b | | 
But the My ſſi ans, not appearing any thing ſenſible of their ingratitude , with 
the like ſeeming Reſolutions prepared themſelves to give the King Battle: whilſt in 
the interim Euarcluu, ſuſpecting many of the. Nobility of. Lydia that were in his 
Army-(though in perſon they ap to attend his Command) were diſaffected 
to the Cauſe, he tenderedthem an Oath of _ „which they refuſing, he ap- 


pointed them either to be conſined or retained in Priſon gr that which ſeemed moſt 
4 


ſtrange in every mans apprehenſion was, that Dimoggras remained moſt reſolute 
notwithſtanding to the Kings purpoſes againſt the 245/ſians; though with what in- 
ward intention, I am not able to determine, fince both before and after the Wars, 
he bath ſhewed himſelf moft-peeviſh and ſpightful in all our occaſions. 

In fine, not to detain you too long, with the relation of many tedious circum- 
ſtances , when Euarebus was ready to have given his diſobedient dubjects the AMyſ- 
ſians a total, if not diſmal overthrow, by reaſon of the prerogative of his numbers 
and power; he not onely ſhuffled up, contrary to every. ones expectation, certain 
conditions for their advantage; but granted — alſo li ro appoint Commiſ- 
ſioners for themſelves , whereby wich more deliberation to diſpute their pretended 
grievances in Lydia. However theſe Ambaſſadours, inſtead of applying themſelves 
to Euarchus, to finiſh the promiſed and begun Treaty, did of the contrary comply 
wholly with all the factious of Iydia; which hath , produced ſince the calling toge- 
ther of the great Councel of the Kingdom. But for that one Pollinex ſuffered by 
this Authority, who was a man of excellent Wit, Knowledge, and Courage, as 
well as his Tryal and Condemnation remarkable. I ſhall particularly mention the 


Paſſages. * 


Ait was well known , at what root the Senate of the Kingdom intended toſtrike, 


being thus aſſembled , without the good liking of the King, ſo Pollinex could not 
chuſe but perceive the main mark hey aimed at, was his deſtruction, as being the 
chief man, that would and durſt give his Maſter any counſel of contradiction: yet, 


having belike an abſolute confidence, either in his own innocency, or his Princes fa- 


vour; withal, building perhaps too much upon his Eloquence and Parts, could not 
by any means be perſwaded to quit the Kingdom; wherefore being preſently ap- 

hended, a Tribunal was erected for his condemnation ; however the Senate in- 
rended to be both Judges and Accuſers, though my Husband and my ſelf were at 
the hearing, being deſirous out of ſome kinde of curioſity , not onely to be ſatisfied 
concerning the Crimes of Pollinex, but to be witneſſes of the proſecution. After 
the Priſoner was brought to the Bar, they wanted no force of Arguments, to ren. 
der him ſeemingly guilty to the admiring people; who had been made already ſuffi- 
ciently prejudicatein their opinions, by thoſe which thought to gain by his deſtructi- 
on: And for the Nobility, that ſeemed by the Laws of Lydia, to be bis formal 
Judges 
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Judges (however in effect they durſt but act what was dictated to them by the mul- 
titude) conceived his eſcape might prejudice their own fortunes ; wherefore were part- 
ly reſolved of cheir judgements beforehand, knowing as in ſome ſort his nature was 
implacable, ſo would it be almoſt impoſſible to work him out of his Maſters favour , 
theſe reaſons enlarged the diſpurations to ſome weeks revolution with equal 

But at laſt many of his Judges, whether convinced by the eloquence and power. 
fulneſs of his arguments, or whether perſwaded to more indifferency, by ſome hope 
to enter into the Kings Favour; of a ſudden not onely forbore any more to iniorce 
their allegations , but in direct ter ms, either profeſſed them ſelves his friends, or 
ſeemed openly to pretend, as they had been formerly induced to thoughts of his 
condemnation, by the cries of the people, and opinions of his crimes; ſo were 
both their hearts and conſciences now altered toward his preſervation, in regard of 
thoſe reaſonable and juſt defences, he had made for hi „ publickly before the 
face of the multitude. Nevertheleſs both Dimogoras anMthe reſt of his faction, 
continued yet violent in their intended purpoſes, which was, not onely by this 
means, to pull Polline æ from the boſom of the King, but alſo to take away his 
life, leaſt he might again mount into places of eminency, to their prejudice : yet 
doubting that by this way of trial, they ſhould not poſſibly compaſs their ends, in 
that the Judges being onely of the Nobility, were divided in their opinions, reſolved 
upon paſſiug a Law in the Senate. houſe for his condemnation. | 

After they had totally declined rhe firft manner of proſecution, it was not long be- 
fore they put in execution the ſecond, whereupon poor Poſineæ was condemned to the 
ſlaughter; and not onely ſtood thus cenſured as a Hailey perſon, without having 
liberty to ſpeak for himſelf, but Euarchus was alſo conſtrained, by the cries and 


0 
exclamations of the enraged people, to give his unwillingly conſent to this unfor- 
tunate and cruel judgement , though long he diſputed with his Flamins about it, 
whoall perſwaded him to the compliance, rather them hazzard his own Perſon and 
the Kingdoms ruine. | Sas 

Not withſtanding the King had condeſcended to theſe particulars , with an inten- 
tion to giye the ſtrongeſt teſtimonies could any way be deviſed , towards the ſatisfy- 
ing of be thoughts (if not rather the fancies) of his unbelieving Subjects; yet 
thoſe of Dimogoras faction in the Seneate, perceiving the Kings unwillingleſs to this 
unexampled act of pretended juſtice, began to think, that if they could not alſo 
procure from his conſent, a perpetual continuation of their own preſent power and 
authority by ſome Stratagem or other, their own heads might ſoon pay for the 
violence uſed againſt Polline x; wherefore it was conceived moſt neceſſary , whilſt 
they ſeemed to govern the actions of the people, by their cries and clamours to fright 
Euarchus (or rather thoſe about him) to ſome extraordinary compliance in this na- 
ture; and by this means to have the Aſſembly of the Senate, not at all to be deter- 
mined by the ancient and known prerogative of the Crown , without their own al- 
lowance ; which was almoſt no ſooner demanded, but it was granted; the ra- 
ther for that the propoſitions carried with them two fair Pretences : Firſt, that the 
neceſſary Affairs of the Kingdom required ſuch a conceſſion, by reaſon of thoſe 
Monies that had been borrowed for the payment of the Armies, and the defraying 
of the Souldiers expences. The ſecond, in regard the King might at his pleaſure, 
as was told him, deny the confirmation of any Law ſhould be offered unto him, if he 
thought it either prejudicial to himſelf or people. With theſe ſuppoſitions, Exar- 
chus was content to pleaſe his thoughts, and entertain his fancy; whilſt on the other 
fide Dimogoras and his Faction, did not onely extreamly rejoyce at the Victory, their 
Policy had gained over the Kings conſtancy , but began daily more and more to 
preſs upon his patience , with other inconvenient, and I may ſay, moſt unreaſon- 
able demands; inſomuch as he was forced to tempt the £Myſian Commiſſioners, 
with a promiſe to make good unto that Nation, all their own defires and pretenſions, 
provided they would aſſiſt his preſent neceſſities , in the recovery of all thoſe pri- 
yiledges he had lately parted from, and loſt in the Countrey of Lydia. a 

| This, 
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This, I muſt tell you, ſeemed not onely to be agreed upon, but Euarcbhus himſelf in 
Perſon, made a Voyage preſently into Myſſia, whereby the ſurer to confirm the Arti- 
cles: when the King bad thus performed, (they in the interim promiſing to him all 
Service and Fidelity) returned again joyfully into the Kingdom of Zydia, where be 
was received with ſome teſtimonies of love by the City of ard; yet the Senate 
perceiving the King began to purchaſe _ good opinion in the hearts of the bet. 
ter ſort, put forth man aratione, herein they not onely taxed him with di- 
vers faults in his own diſpoſition , but bjtterly complained of his manner of Govern- 
ment: Theſe they publickly preſented into him, fortified by the clamours and exe- 
crations of multitudes of the loweſt ſoxt of people. 

In theſe perplexities both my ſelf and Euarchus remained for ſome moneths, find- 
ing that the Senate did not onely over- power all our endeavours, notwithſtanding we 
dehred to give all ſatisfaction we could to the common people; but the Myſſiaus 
had deceived us in our eꝑꝑectations, although we had both their Promiſes and Oaths 
to the contrary: ſo th after my Mother was alſo baniſhed out of Lydia, taking 
counſel of our beſt thoughts, ſince we had few about us we could intirely cruſt . we 
reſolved , as the King intended to try another part of the Kingdom for his future 
ſafety and content, ſo my ſelf would make uſe of my intereſt with Orſames in Syria, 
. notwithſtanding his great Favourite Phi/oftr05 oppoſition, to ſee what aſſiſtance and 

relief, I could purchaſe for my Husband in his diſtreſſes againſt his own Subjects; 
with theſe words the tears ſtood in her fair eyes, that ſeemed to top the reſt of her 
diſcourſe, however ſhe put on ſuch a countenance , that appeared more to diſdain . 
her Perſecutors, then to bemoan her misfortunes, 

Candales, for ſo was her Brother called, who with a reſpe&ful ſilence had heard 
out the Queens relation; + refleing in ſome ſort by the related circumſtances , up- 
on his own oppreſſions, returned this anſwer: Madam, ſaid he, although in a 
far leſs model I muſt behold my ſufferings, ſince my condition was not capable of 
ſuch loſſes as yours, yet when I conſidera perſon can but loſe all, as dark a night of 
unhappineſs may be ſaid to ſhut up his felicity, as is poſſible , which I alledge not 
any way to diminiſh the compaſſion that is due to your Perſon and Dignity , from 
all noble and generous Spirits; but to poſſeſs your thoughts, with ſome deſire of 
a private life, if things ſueceed not according to your wiſhes in your Journey: And 
the rather in regard I may very probably doubt, the Favourite will not eaſily be 
withdrawn from any of his deſigns , by what perſwaſions ſoever, having a determi- 
nation perchgnce to deſtroy the Lydian Monarchy, beſides, I have often heard him 
ſay, that a popular State is moſt eaſie co be dealt withal by a politician, ſince it con- 
liſting of many Heads, ſome of the Rulers at all times, will be ſubje& to the dil. 
covery of their privateſt Councels, either by way of corruption in their diſpoſitions, 
or want of ſecreſie in their natures. | 

However replied the Queen, the conſequence of any Rebellion or change of Go- 
vernment in this nature, cannot be, but a moſt dangerous preſident to the Kingdom 
of Syria it ſelf; eſpecially ,-if both the MAyſſians and the Senate of Lydia, do 
joyn in ſuch an unity, that they cannot be ſevered , by the intereſts or power of 
other Nations: for that, ſaid Candalus, the Favourite imagineth, that as there 
will be continual Factions and Diviſions among themſelves, whereby upon all oc- 
caſions they may be divided, notwithſtanding any tye of friendſhip or agreement, 
ſo hath be laid, as he believeth, ſo perfect and ſtrong a foundation in bis own;Coun- 
trey, that it is unpoſſible it ſhould rebel at any time to his diſadvantage , having not 
onely furniſhed all the fortified places, with plentiful Garriſons of his own Crea- 
tures, but by rea ſon of the War he makes in every corner of Aſia, he hath the 
commodity of divers Armies, alwayes ready at his command, to ſuppreſs any in- 
ſurrection whatſoever : and the poorer the people are, according to his Maximes, 
the leſs capable of dangerous diſorders, for that their diſcontents, ſhall rather pro- 
duce diſtracted aſſemblies, then well deiigned or furniſhed Troops, having net- 
ther Money to pay their Souldiers, nor Captains to lead their Forces; fo that 
of neceſſity if they riſe, they mult become contemptible ſacrifices to his power 

| and 
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and ſpleen , inſtead of eaſing of themſelves by their contentionan 
e ris true Brother, anſwered the Queen, I make no doubt but Philoſtros hat 
theſe thoughts in his imagination; yet, methinks , he that pretends ſo much to the 
good and honour of Syria, ſhould alſo conſider, that I being a Childe of the Houſe, 
and Married into Lydia; by the general conſent of my Friends, ought not to be 
thus caſt away; without either conditions obſerved, in regard of my Nuptials , or 
any conſideration at all had of my Perſon; and the rather may I expect this jaſtice I 
ſpeak of; and am about to demand of Or/ames or his Favourite, for that the diſ- 
grace will reflect upon the whole Nation of Syria, who will appear to the World, 
either unwilling, or not able to aſſiſt me in my neceſlicies , it being a certain kinde 
of moral, if not religious duty, practiſed among the meaneſt families; much more 
is it to be expected, from the Dignity of Kings and Princes, that ſhould be-inflamed 
with the leaſt ſuſpicion or jealouſie of diſhonour. "ST Ke 5} 
Madam, replied Candalus, however I might alledge from the nature and pro- 
ceedings of Philoſtros, other pernicious Maximes of State Policy, uſed in the com- 
munication , and comportment of Princes in their Governments , as for example ; 
that it is better to hazzard, if not ſacrifice , a Daughter of the Royal Houſe, then 
any way to loſe or endanger the leaſt good to the Kingdom; yet I ſhall deſire you 
to believe, what I have ſpoke in this diſcourſe, are but the Arguments of Stateſ- 
men; or rather you may interpret them my own Fancies , the better to ſettle your 
thoughts againſt unexpected accidents, ſo that I ſhould think my wiſhes very for- 
tunate ; if your perſwaſion can prevail with your Brothers goodneſs , without the 
knowledge of his great Favourite , whereby it might procure you aſliftance, as 
my ſelf freedom, to return into Syria, again to enjoy the converſation of my 
Friends; or at leaſtwiſe ſome allowance out of my own Eſtate ; notwithſtanding I am 
prepared as you ſee, to be contented with my preſent Fortune. 3 
By this time the Princeſs C/oria, and the reſt of the company were come out of 
The Garden, from taking thoſe pleaſures , which the beauty of the place afforded ; 
who prettily preſſing to give her Mother an account of thoſe rarities ſhe had ſeen, 
abſolutely put off the other ſerious diſcourſes ; for that every one was moſt willing 
to be ſo imployed, until. Mautuina with an humble ſalutation informed her Father, 
that the Queens ſupper in another Room attended her pleaſure ; which being accom. 
modated rather with exquiſite neatneſs, then magnificent plenty, increafed the 
opinion of that happy courſe of life, appearing free from ambition, though want- 
ing no content that might ſatisfie temperance , however not fulfil pride. But the 
circumſtance of the Feaſt being paſt , and every one retiring to their reſt, Eumeues 
would needs accompany Caſſia towards his Lodgings , that were in a Village not far 
off: Caſſia was more willing to condeſcend to his friends trouble, becauſe he was de. 
ſirous to hear ſomething more from him of his own departure from Lydia, and of 
the ſucceſs of that Ambaſſadour which Exarch bad ſent into Armenia, tqꝗ treat 
about the reſtoration of his Countrey of Iberia; yet the night being too far ſpent 
to make any long relations, without ſome ſuſpicion of their former acquaintance, 
they reſolved both the next morning to meet in the Forreſt under the Tree, where the 
day before they found one another, as the moſt convenient place of communication 
and conſultation. | | 
Caſſia was the firſt that appeared, ax it ſhould ſeem moſt paſſionate in his deſires ; 
but Eumenes not being alſo over ſlothful , not long after gave him the meeting; 
where both ſeating themſelves upon an old Root, which by nature was ordained 
fit for the conference; ſince it afforded them the convenieney, Exmenes began to, 
diſcover unto him theſe particulars, however with a conjuration firſt , not to be 
moved with the relation: After , ſaid he, that, you had taken your flight from the 
Court of Lydia, for ſo I muſt call it, rather then a departure, ſince your Friends 
were not worthy to be of your Councel, the Ambaſſadour which Euarchus bad 
ſent into Armenia, to treat about the redelivery of your Countrey of Iberia, not 
onely returned, but brought with him a conditional reſtoration of your right; 
which was, that certain monies ſhould be paid to, 7. Jgranes Duke of Colchis, and 
you 
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you to promiſe a firm obedience to the Crown of Armenia: But Dimugeras fearing 
that this ſeeming accord would prejudice the hopes of his imployment, began ex. 
ceedingly to mutiny againſt the propoſitions ,” as diſhonourable , ſince you were not 
to be eſtabliſhed with all freedom; withal alledging, it were more juſtice in Euar- 
ehus, to beſtow his Daughter upon you, being of her own Blood and Religion, 
then upon Oſirus, who was alwayes known to be an enemy to the Worſhip of the 
Gods, according to the Rules of Lydia, as alſo to the State and Proſperity of the 
Kingdom it ſelf; which makes me believe now I think upon it, that you thought him 
more worthy then my ſelf, to be made acquainted with your private love, who 
elſe certainly could not have been inſpired with thoſe apprehenſions. At which 
Caſſianiy began to bluſh , but Zamenes not willing to break off his relation by any 
diverſion, told him, that his intention was onely to inform him, that he might 
know hereafter the better how to proſecute his affairs, and not to obraide him, 
whereby to put him into confuſions; ſo then followed on his Diſcourſe: Neither did 
Dimogor as, ſaid he, make uſe of his own tongue, onely to blaſt the juſtice of the 
Kings intentions, but combined alſo with many Myſſians about the Court, to re- 
prove Exarchus manner of Government; beſides they alledged that the Queen 
ſpent more in Masks and Dancings, then would maintain a Royal Army, by force 
of Arms to recover your loſt Right: And for Anaxia they made the people believe, 
that by giving her noble entertainment in Lydia, the Kingdom was not onely expo- 
ſed to the unrelenting ſpleen of Philoſtros, Orſames great Favourite, but to be 
feared, that horrid troubles would quickly fall upon the whole Countrey , ſince her 
perſon ever brought miſchief and misfortune, whereſoever it went: with theſe 
exclamations , in a ſhort ſpace , they chaſed the poor Queen out of Lydia, again 
to ſeek an uncertain fortune, who onely deſired a reſting place for her aged Body, 
to ſpend the reſt of her years in peace and ſecurity; but the Gods it ſhould ſeem, 
willing to put an end to her miſeries, have ſince taken her out of the world, to the 
example of all Greatneſs and Humane Glory, ſcarce leaving her ſufficient to pro- 
vide for her decent Funerals: However Dimogoras with the reſt of his factious 
companions, ſeemed not yet ſatisfied , but continued ſtill their turbulent practiſes; 
ſo that now they have nor onely pluckt from Euarchus imperial Diadem, the chief 
Flowers that adorn it , which is regal Authority , but have by their violent pro- 
ceedingsalſo, driven out of the Kingdom Hyacinthia their Queen, either with in- 
tention , the more to pleaſe the powerful Favourite, or to prevent her from aſſiſt- 
ing the King by her Councels to defend his Kingly Authority. This, Caſſianus, is 
the occaſion of our preſent Journey into Syria, whereby if it be poſſible, to ob- 
tain ſome ſuccours from Or/ames power, to quallifie theſe threatning diſorders, 
that promiſe little leſs then the ruine of the Proſperity of Zydia, whillt you inthe 
mean time, ſeem to put on a reſolution, to bury your thoughts in this contented 
courſepf life, neither reflecting upon the miſery your affairs in part have pro- 
duced, nor conſider the Honour of your Houſe, in recovering again by action your 
loſt Patrimony : and with theſe words reſted ſilent, as if he expected ſome ſatisfacti- 
on by his friends reply. 

After that Caſſanus had onely ſignified his ſorrow by a few ſighs, and not many 
tears, he asked Eumenes what he would have him do? What would I have you 
do , ſaid Eumene: ? either proſecute your love to the fair Princeſs , if it be 
poſſible to be obtained; ſince Clorias indignation , cannot be but exaſperated 
againſt your Perſon , by reaſon of her Fathers ſuffering , as ſhe may think by 
your means ;*orelſe, take upon you ſome brave reſolution , to recover again your 
loſt Countrey , which you have now a better opportunity then ever to obtain; for 
Orſames hath lately proclaimed open Warres againſt the King of Armenia, in the 
name of all the oppreſſed Princes, of which number I am ſure you cannot bur be 
eſteemed one; and for the conveniency of both the deſignes, you may accompa- 
ny us under your diſguiſed habit into Syria, without any fuſpicion at all; as well 
to attempt the love of the Princeſs Cloria in the Journey , as to undertake the reco- 
very of your Countrey when you are there, if you fail of the firſt, This — 
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of Eamenes, extreamly pleaſed Caſſianus; ſo that again his hopes ſeemed to in- 
vite his endeavours to the execution ; onely there appeared yet this difficulty, 
how he could eaſily part from the old Forreſter, whom he had promiſed to accom- 
pany as long as be lived; and had to tliat purpoſe , by the ſale of his Jewels, pro- 


vided himſelf with all neceſſaries for ſuch a determination. But Eumenes told him, 


that as that · obſtacle ought to be of too low a conſideration for his thoughts, ſince 


his Birth and Fortunes required the higheſt · reſolutions, ſo of the other ſide, he 


could furniſh him with a moſt warrantable pretext, in that yeſternight, ſaid he, 
the Queen being in diſcourſe with her Brother, about his return into Syria, (which 
the promiſed , notwithſtanding her own preſſing occaſions, to ſolicite-with ail 
diligence ) you may undertake to be the Meſſenger , to bring him back an an- 
ſwer of the ſucceſs ; and by that means have the opportunity , not onely to be ad- 
mitted into the Queens Train, but in the Journey be a daily attendant about your 
Miſtreſſes Perſon. This was ſo ſar from not contenting Caſſiauus, that it almoſt ra- 
viſht his apprehenſions ,«+whereupon imbracing Eumenes, he told him, that not- 
withſtanding his own ingratitude, he was ordained by the Gods to be the preſerver 
of his Honour, if not the obtainer of his Felicity. 2 
Not many dayes after this diſcourſe , when the Queen had refreſhed her ſelf 
ſufficiently with her Brothers contented ſolitude ; and that preparation was made 
of two good Ships at the. next Sea Port, to earry her into Syria; the one for 
her own Perſon; ; attended by her Ladies, and chief Train, the other for her 
Horſes , with other Commodities for the Voyage, (in which latter however Eu- 
menes and Caſſianns choſe to go, not onely becauſe they would give the women the 
greater liberty, but alſo have the more opportunity for their own private diſcout- 
ſes) they put co Sea, one gentle morning, when the Winde ſeemed moſt obe- 
dient to the intention, and Sailed all the day in ſuch a peaceable Calm, as if Nep- 
tune meant to contribute his abſolute protection, in conducting the Queen to 
Tyre, a Haven where ſhe intended to diſimbarke for Damaſcus; however an hour 
beforenight', when the Sun ſcarce appeared above the Superticies of the Earth, 
the Windes as it ſhould ſeem , inconſtant to their former reſolution, began firſt to 
quarrel with the Sails, as if they had been angry with their gallant bravery , for 
driving the Veſſel with ſo quiet a Majeſty , upon the {mooth face of the Ocean ; 
and then made Warre againſt the Waves, for ſubjugating themſelves. to ſuch a 
burden; which not ongly continued, but increaſed the trouble, until dark 
* gave warning to the Marriners, to take down the Tacklings from the Maſt, 
leſt violently they might be caſt upon ſome of the Rocks ; which they knew 
every where diſperſed in thoſe Seas, neither could they conveniently make uſe 
of their Anchors in the deep Waters: But the Storm increaſing, not onely aug - 
mented the fear of che whole company , eſpecially the women , who by their loud 
ſhrieks hardly gave opportunity to the workmen to perform their offices, ac- 
cording to the words of command, but alſo gave cauſe of doubt to the chief Pi- 
lots themſelves, that underſtood more knowingly the danger: onely the Queen, 
whoſe thoughts ſeemed already drowned in a vaſt Sea of Diſcontent , ſcarce be- 
lieved ſhe could undergo a worſe ſhipwrack; yet poor Cloria, whoſe innocency 
had never merited ſuch a hazzard , could not chuſe but complain inwardly of the 
cruelty , though her expreſſions were no other, then in afeeming pale and diſtrac- 
ed ſilence, ſometimes crying nevertheleſs, becauſe ſhe ſaw it generally practiſed; 
until the thunder and lightning in the night, increaſed the horrour of every ones 
expectation, diſcovering as it were by that unpleaſant light, the greedy Waves, 
ready gaping with a devouring aſpe& , to ſwallow up all their hopes, which put 
them paſt an amazed fear, to a certain expectation of ruine : Wherefore the Prieſts 
were preſently called to do ſacrifice to the Gods, either co appeaſe their fury, 
whereby they might be aſſiſted here in the danger of their lives, or obtain their 
mercy in another world after their deaths; 'fome in hope yet to eſcape from 
ruine ; other of more pious thought ſpeedily to be removed to a better habita- 


tion; and a third ſort invocated without any confidence, but to be conformable to 
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ſome hours, until by little and little, about the break of day, the Winds began 
ſomething to abate of their furious rudeneſs , as if they had partly wearied them- 
ſelves out of breath with their own violent combuſtion , then ſuddenly Aurora ſtart- 
ed ont of her watry Couch, ſeemingly more early then ordinary, to chide the ſtorm 
for being ſo over-bold in her abſence , in diſturbing the quiet felicicy of ſo noble a 
company: This gave warning to her flothful Lover, not onely to attend his bluſh- 
ing Miſtriſs, but to aid her in her deſire, again to command the Winds to their won- 
ted Caves; onely to converſe with Monſters, ſince they knew no better Now to uſe 
their power, amongſt people of a milder converſagþn: but in the interim ſweet 
Cloria, with a Tincture more illuftrious then the brighteſt Goddeſs, directed her 
eyes and hands tothe Heavens, as a teſtimony of her gratitude for her preſervation , 
which in a ſhort time produced ſo perfect a Calm, that the Seas ſeemed with humi- 
lity to beg pardon for their late agitation , and certainly had with ſuch eaſe obtained 
it of the whole company, ſince every one was full of joy fer the unexpected change, 
if of a ſuddenthe miſerable Wrack of the other Ship, had not appeared as a horrid 
ſpectacle; the Maſt covered over with dead Bodies floating in one place; Trunks, 
and other Commodities ſwimming in others; Horſes and Men half dead; ſtriving 
with natural induſtry to keep the litcle life that yet remained in their Bodies to the 
laſt minute: ſome again upon broken Boards, had good fortune to ſave themſelves 
on the ſides of the approaching rocks; whilſt a few were preſerved by the hafty 
ſending out of the long Boat to their aſſiſtance, though, amongſt the nutaber nei- 
ther Caſſia nor Enmenes appeared: but however this cauſe of ſorrow troubled their 
hearts for a long ſeaſon ? eſpecially the Queens, whoſe Noble Compaſſion could 
not but melt in ſome tears; yet the Marriners were haſty to conduct the Ship to a 
fate Harbour, ſince ſhe was rendered for the preſent, altogether uncapable of a 
further Voyage, having neither Sails nor Maſt; beſides her — much beaten by 
the Storm; ſo that upon conſultation, Cyprus was found to be t 
landing place, which cauſed them to direct their intentions to ſome cominodius Port 
in that Iſland: wherefore, within ſix hours hard labour, by the induſtrious Mar- 
riners, they arrived in a little Haven; not many furlongs from the famous City of 
Salamine. 8 Jah, 
The Duke hearing the news of the Queens falling upon that Coaſt, as alſo the 
occaſion of her retirement out of Lydia, ſpeedily prepated himſelf, not onely to 
gęive her a reſpectful Viſit, beſeeming her Quality, but ſome convenient conſolation, 
in regard of her neceſſity; wherefore preſently cauſing his own Palace to be accom- 
modated for her Reception, with a Noble Train, went himſelf in Perſon to offer 
her the Welcome and Honour of Cyprus. The Queen underſtanding of the Dukes 
approach, thought it not at all fit, punctually to obſerve the circumſtances apper- 
taining unto her Dignity, ſince ſhe was now rather to become à Suppliant, then to 


keep State, ſo went out of the houſe to give him the meeting; who quickly with a a 


Courtly Humility , kiſſing her fair hand, told her, That although che Seas ſhould 
have done reverence to her Quality, for which they. deſerved to be chaſtized , yer 
the Gods were abundantly propitious, to afford Cyprus, the happineſs of her re- 
ception, by the otherg neglect; and for his own particular, he vow'd her his. beſt 
ſervice againſt her maliciofis Enemies. The Queen, after that ſhe had returned the 
Duke a grateful thanks, ina baſhful ſmile, told him, that as ſhe could not blame 
the Seas, that was but a ſenſeleſs creature, for any inconvenience ſhe had ſuffered, 
fince ſhe found ſo much omiſſion in the Subjecks of her own Countrey ; ſo of the 
other fide , ſhe eſteemed the Winds had done her a favour, in driving her into a 
place where ſhe found an intire nobleneſs. 
After the Duke had invited the Queen to Salaming,, which ſhe accepted within 
three dayes, becauſe ſhe was not prepared at the preſent for the Journey, both in re- 
gard of her loſſes at Sea, and her own, and peoples indiſpoſition, by reaſon of the 
Storm, he took his leave, with ajreſolution at the time appointed, to meet her, with 
ſuch a military Entertainment, as was fit for her Reception; and according to that

e next convenient 
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the cuſtom; which however gave ſufficient imployment to the whole Aſſembly for 
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determination, the morning before the Queen was to take her little, though ſolemn 
Journey, the Dukes Trumpets preſented her with. an early Salutation, which gave 
warning that their Lord was not far off, to perform the reſt of the ſervice ; and be. 
ing placed in a Chariot of Crimſon Velvet, ſhe was conducted through the peoples 
acclamations, toward the place deſigned for her abode; when, in the interim every 
ones eyes were caſt upon the young Princeſs Cloria, ſeated at her Moth Feet, re- 
ſembling ar. other. Diana, with a Silver Bow in her hand, and a GarlanTvf Flowers 
upon her Head; though another beauty invited alſo their looks, and ſomething with- 
drew their intentions, which was lovely Narciſſus, the Dukes Son, gallantly 
mounted, who with a brave company on horſeback was come out of the Town, by 
his Fathers command, to honour the Shew. Neiſſus appeared to be a beautiful 
Cupid, ſent by the Gods to conquer the inferiour World, with the effects of Love: 
And Cloria reſembled a Deity placed upon a Throne in the Heavens, above the reach 
of mortality to attempt: it looked like the Spring, adorned with variety of choi- 
ceſt Flowers; and ſhe, as an illuſtrious morning breaking in the Eaſt , coloured by 
Amrora's bluſh. The people, with a tranſported delight, beheld, the one; but 
with an amazement , ſeemed to adote the other: Theſe objects, abſolutely deſtroy- 
ed the other richneſs , deſigned for the Queens entertainment; for the multitude 
imployed all their hearts and hands, to invite a continuation of what theiggnever to 
be wearied eyes ſaw before them, till the beſt part of the neglected Triumph, paſt 
away without being regarded. | | hats 

When theſe ſweet creatures met one another, though with their looks onely, 
ſince the diſtance of their perſons would afford them no greater a convenience: they 
parſued the Encounter with ſuch an earneſt attentiveneſs, as if the deftinies had al- 
ready determined an eternal ſimpathy in their hearts, not to be diſunited by any 
earthly Power; however, the poor Girl preſently bluſht, although her innocen- 


cy knew nothing wherefore; and Narciſſus , appeating inflamed with that bluſh, 


inſtantly grew red; at which C/oria caft down het eyes, as if apprehending a fault 
in her too much confidence; whilſt the youth, having ſuddenly loſt the brighteſt 
part of his delight, approached nearer the Chariot; at which unexpected boldneſs, 
the Princeſs grew -preſently pale, fearing belike a publick Addreſs. But he appre- 
hending , with a ſharp reverence, the Maids deſire , not onely fell back from his 
determination, but alſo mingled himſelf with the reſt of his company; which gave 
occaſion to Cloria, to ſeek him continually with her looks, until their arrival at the 
Palace Gate , for ſometime interrupted the enquiry , though a greater convenien- 
cy brought them to a nearer neighbourhood : for whilſt Narciſſus Father led the 
Queen up the Stairs, he thought it his duty, as his Son, to offer the ſame ſervice 
to the Daughter: wherefore taking her by the fait hand to perform the office, Clo- 
ria ſuddenly feeling the touch, which her modeſty had ſcarce ever been acquainted 


with from any other perſon , with a quick violence pluckt it from him, and did it in 


ber Muff. He too much apprehending the action, had hardly power with trem- 
bling ſteps, to carry himſelf up into the room; yet, by that time having recovered 
ſome breath, and conſidlering his laſt part of Courtſhip was to be played, ſince ſhe 
was ſhoryy to be incloſed in her Chamber from his fight, approached her ears with 
a few diſtracted complements, which ſhe anſwered no otherwiſe then with a ſmile, 
and preſently ſeemed to flie to the protection of het Mother, where ſhe tenfained as 
ina fortreſs, free as ſhe conceived from his importunities, until che Duke his Father 
took his leave of the Queen, that neceſſarily commanded alſo Narciſſus from his 
tormenting delight, to wait upon his duty. | | 

But the poor Boy, not being able to bear the ſtrong aſſaults of powerful Love, 
within a ſhort time began to loſe the beauty of his So and not long after fell 
into a maſt dangerous ſickneſs; ſo that the Duke not knowing the ſecret cauſe of 
the violent diſtempers of his ſweet Son, with grief and diligence aſſembled the beſt 
Phyſicians of thoſe parts; however, all their knowledges were not of ſufficient 
force, either to know the nature of his Diſcaſe, or to cure his violent Malady, which 
put the whole Court into an extream perplexity , as himfelf into a deſperate ſad- 
nels , 
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neſs; the rather for that melancholly ſighs , were the onely expreſſions which were 
uſed by love-ſick Narciſſus ; until one day the Princeſs C/oria coming into the Tham- 
ber with the Queen her Mother, charicably to. viſit her almoſt dead, though un- 
known Lover, and ſtanding by his Bed-ſide, with tears alſo in her eyes, the Aſſem- 
bly quickly found, not onely an apparent change in his countenance , but the 
Doctors i a violent alteration in his Pulſe , which gave occaſion of ſome diſcourſe 
at the p but of more enquiry afterward of the reaſon. Wherefore when 
che Queen with her fair Daughter were departed , and the reſt of the company ſe. 
vered from their attendants, the Duke by the advice of ſome of the Phyſicians , be- 
gan to fall upon a ſtrict examination of his Son, and ſo far preſt him to the diſco- 
very of his inward thoughts, thatat laſt the youth not being able to ſhew much diſ- 
obedience to his Father, though his baſhful love a long time contended againſt his 
duty, revealed not onely the true cauſe of his paſſion, but the ſubject of his diſtem- 
pers: This gave the Dukes deſpairs ſome ſatisfaction, in that at leaſt he conceived he 
had got a knowledge, whereby his Son. might come to bo recovered, though the reme- 
dy required to be applied with as much expedition, as the Diſeaſe ſeemed deſperate in 
operation. Wherefore after he had comforted the Boy, with as many hopes as poſ- 
ſibly he could, the better to keep up his courage, and ſo conſequently to procure eaſe 
in his pain, that be might ha ve the more force to reſiſt the violence of his deſire, as 
well as Me likelien to diſpoſe him for the cure, he retired himſelf into his own 
Chamber, there co conſider with leſs interruption , what courſe was to be taken for 
the purpoſe he intended; which was to ſave his Sons life, in whom conſiſted all his 
felicity , ſince he had onely beſides one Daughter, the fair Eretheria, who was not 
capable by reaſon of her Sex, to ſucceed to his honour and command, in the Iſland 


of Oprus. : | 

Lak be laid before his conſideration, the ſeeming impoſſibility of his Sons reco- 
very, without the aſſurance of Cloria's affeRigns , ſince the Phyſicians informed 
him, that the nature of love was of too violent a quality, to ſuffer any Medicine 
to operate, with effect in a ſick Patient, unleſs that paſſion were either qualified or 
ſatisfied, | 

Next he knew, that was not to be obtained, unleſs the Princeſs her ſelf became 


the artiſt, which ſeemed to be a work of no ſmall difficulty; theſe difficulties con- 


tinued the Dukes thoughts in a perplexed labyrinth, ſometimes conſidering his 
own diſabilities to pretend to ſo high a match, ſince he was rather eſteemed a Subject 
and Servant to the State of Cyprus, then an abſolute Prince indeed, in his Power and 
Command; however of the other again he reflected upon his own worth, and upon 
the opinion the world had of his valour and riches, but that was ſcarce held compe- 
tent in his imagination, when heconſidered the attempt he way to make, was not 
onely upon the primeſt beauty of all Aſia, but he was to contend wich the Honour 
and Glory of Syria and dia, who claimed an intereſt both in her Blood and Qua- 
lity. Vet ſeeing for che preſent his aſſiſtance was neceſſary for the Queens Affairs, 


he reſolved to make the demand; eſpecially for that without it, his Son was ſure to 


periſh, which to his happineſs was a perpetual night : with this determination he 
went inſtantly to the Queen Hyacinthia , carring with him a Souldiers Heart, but 

a Suppliants Countenance. . - P . 
After he had performed his accuſtomed Salutations, and entertained her with ſome 
ordinary Diſcourſes , giving her a ſhort account alſo of his Sons indiſpoſition , be- 
ing ſeated together by the Queens importunity in a Chair, he began his more ſerious 
propoſition after this manner: Madam, ſaid he, as I come not now altogether to 
pay thoſe due Ceremonies, which appertain to the Dignity of your Majeſty ; fo I 
muſt humbly intreat your goodneſs to excuſe the neceſſity of my errand , ſince it is 
the violence of a youthful affection onely, that occaſions it to my grief, as to your 
trouble: be pleaſed then to know, that being earneſtly inquiſitive to underſtand my 
Sons Diſeaſe, whoſe deſperate condition requires preſent aſſiſtance, or brings ſpeedy 
death, I uſed not onely the Art of the beſt Phyſicians of thoſe parts, but imployed 
my whole Authority to examine his inward thoughts, finding by ſome ſignes, that 
| much 
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much of his ſickteſs proceeded from hidden diſcontents, ſince the variableneſs of 
his paſſions returned and abated according to accidents; - which (not to detain you 
too long ina needleſs expeRation of what I would diſcover, and after that intreat) 
is no other; chen that Narciſ is in love with your fair Daughter the Princeſs Clo- 
ria, whom as 1 feat he muſt either enjoy as his right, or perpecually loſe his other 
joyes in this world; for that us I am informed, there is no mean between poſſeſſing 
that admirable beauty, or marrying himſelf to the deformity of a dark Sepulcher : 
wherefore, as 1 cannot challenge ſo great an honour! oat of any hope of my own 
merit; fo of the other ſide give me leave to profeſs; that all my fortunes , power, 
and endeavours, fhall be alwayes faithfully imployediathe ſervice of your ſelf and 


Husband, againſt the injuries of your diſobedient Subjects. 


The Queen after ſhe had heard this ſtrange and unexpected diſcourſe of the Duke, 
did not of the ſudden well know whit to anſwer ; of the one ſide conſidering the 
high conſequence of his requeſt , as of the other, the great need ſhe might have 
of his help; befides the preſent entertainment ſhe received in his Countrey , with 
the deſperate condition of his onely Son, fallen into the accidental misfortune by 
her own perſonal arrival in the Ifland of Cyprus: but having a pretty while pawſed 
upon a reply, not to he too raſh in uttering that, which paſt ſhe could not well re- 
call, at laſt ſhe returned him this anſwer, with a countenance that expreſſed fear, 
doubt, and affection: My Lord, ſald ſhe, as the noble courteſies which you have 
been pleaſed co caſt upon me in my neceſſſties, with that humane conſideration that 
all the world ought to have, of the deſervings of your ſweet Son, muſt needs ſtir up 
ſach a grateful pitty in my foul , that I ſhall endeavour all wayes poſſible to render 
you totally ſatisfied , ſo of the other ſide, I muſt beſeech you without partiality to 
conſider, that I am not onely a Wife, and ſo conſequently under the obedience of 
my Husband , who cannot but expect to have at leaſtwiſe the knowledge of the diſ- 
poſe of his Daughter in Marriage, but am alſo going towards Orſames my Brother, 
to obtain from his Power an aſſiſtance in my preſſing affairs, who certainly could 
not be but diſpleaſed, to have his Neece given away in the Journey without his pri- 
vity; yet ſo far I am content to comply with your requeſt , to let you ſee how grate- 
ful I deſire to be, becauſe the neceſſity of your Sons Diſeaſe may require ſome ſpeedy 
remedy , as that my Daughter accompanied with her governeſs Roxana, ſhall fre- 
quently viſit Narciſſus, until by the opinion of his Phyſicians , he be clean out of 
danger; whilft in the mean time, we may have ſome opportunity, as well to con- 
ſider as to ſolicit Orſames , and make Euarchus acquainted with your intentions; 
however, I judge the convenience more proper for both, when I ſhall my ſelf in per- 
ſon go into Syria. 4 
The Duke being tranſported with graciouſneſs of the Queens reply, not doubt- 
ing but this liberty was ſufficient , to recover a thouſand new lives in his ſick Son, 
took her fair hand, upon which he ſealed his humble thankfulneſs, and withal vow'd 
himſelf a perpetual ſlave to her ſervice ; After he had Raid ſome (mall time longer in 
her Chamber, as a circumſtance belonging to his Courtſhip (though his deſire flew 
with ſpeedy wings to bear away the joyful news to Narciſſus) he took his leave, which 
not onely filled all the Court with confidence of his Sons recovery, but the wiſhed 
effects quickly followed; for the youth reviving by theſe hopes, within ten dayes 
obtained his perfect health, to the abſolute content of all Cyprus: The Princeſs 
{ loria beginning now alſo by that allowed familiarity , with the former impreſſions 
the had received, to taſte the ſweet apprehenſions of her Lovers paſſions, though 
her innocent temper , could ſcarce be brought to the leaſt diſcovery; one day with 
her governeſs (whilſt her Mother was otherwiſe imployed) took occaſion to take 
the pleaſure of thoſe Gardens, that lay not far off her own lodging; where plack- 
ing with her white hand many dainty Flowers, which that place plentifully afforded, 
when ſhe came to that, that the Poets feigned the ancient Narciſſus to be turned 
into, (inwardly interpreting it, as a perfect Emblem of her ſervants perfections) ſhe 
read fo fluent a Lecture upon the Theam , and with ſuch an earneſtneſs, that it was 
calie to be perceived, what ſubject her heart moſt delighted in; however Roxana 
| under. 
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. her meaning, had much ado to abſtain from laughing, at the pretty 
expreſſion of her affeions ; yet with difficulty ſhe forbore — — 
of, until ſhe had fully ended her love diſcourſe; and then the old woman, in a kinde 
of a ſerious ſmile ing her Highneſs, fince ſhe appeared, to be ſo mi ys 
ſcoller in thoſe ſictions of the Poets, ſhe would ſo far inſtruct her ignorance, that 
ſhe might alſo be made acquainted with the applications of the Story. But Cloria 
ſoon diſcovering by her governeſs feigned' gravity, that ſhe made requeſt onely to 
jeer her, preſently with the apprehenſion began to bluſh: At which Roxana laugh. 
ed in good ; and that drove ſweet ¶ leria abſolutely out of countenance , in- 
ſomuch as with a kinde of a gentle anger, mixt with an innocent ſhame, ſhe wept, 
which certainly had drawn on a more * quarrel between her and her go- 
verneſs , ifaMeſſenger from the Queen , had not commanded Cloria to wait upon 
her Mother, to certain pleaſures of hawking , prepared for her delight and recrea- 
tion, that diverted for the preſent the contention. | 

However love ſeemed now to triumph of his conqueſt , over theſe two excellent 
creatures; yet the ſpighful deſtinies would not with ſo much happineſs , ſuffer them 
to enjoy the ſweetnels of their delightful converſation ; for the Queen falling ſick 
by reaſon of her late diſtempers at Sea, andthe Duke being call'd away to his war- 
like imployment againſt the King of Egypt, theſe accidents ſeparated their perſons, 
though not their affections, to both their diſcontentments; ſor neceſſarily Nay. 
ciſſus muſt accompany his Father in the Journey: which kept the Princeſs Cloria 
ſometime after, as it were wedded to her own Lodgings, unleſs it were, as her 
duty invited her, to viſit ber Mother; pretending however, her retiredneſs pro- 
ceeded from the Queens indiſpoſition. | EET 

But the Princeſs at laſt being altogether tired with keeping the houſe , one even- 
ing ſhe call'd her governeſs to accompany. her into the Fields, to take ſome taſte of 
the freſh air; where long ſhe had not ſpent that time, that ſhe. rendered altoge- 
ther innocent; by her hurtleſs imployment, now and then plucking the beauties of 
nature, that appeared to put on a more chearful look, to be handled by ſuch de- 
licacy, (for though their wilde growth, afforded them not ſo much ſweetneſs, as 
domeſtick Flowers, yet her pure breath ſeemed to ſupply that defect, as (he car- 
ried them in her fair hand) before ſhe encountered with a lovely Countrey Maid, 
bearing upon her arm a white Basket , covered with a whiter Cloth : The young 
Damſel at the ſight of the Princeſs, not onely ſtood ſtill in a trembling poſture, 
as if her own baſhfulneſs had a little diſtracted her, but withal cauſed her, to 
dreſs her countenance with ſuch interchanges of red and white, that Cloria with 
a pretty ſmile at the Girls confulion , began to interrogate her of her name, 
friends, and buſineſs ; unto which the Girl, after ſhe had borrowed leave of her 
fears, by the Princeſs encouragement, told her, ſhe was called Amint a, born of 
Countrey Parents not far off; and ſaid, her buſineſs was to ſeek ſome good ſervice, 
for that her Father being lately preſt a Souldier for the Wars of Egype, had left her 
to the world, to procure her own ſubſiſtance; with that wept, as if her neceſſities 
were yet more preſſing then ſhe was willing to expreſs by words. Cleria, being 
wholly overcome by a noble paſſion , reflecting upon the youth and beauty of the 
Maid, accompanied with the fearful baſhfulneſs of her demeanour, turned her felf 
preſently to Roxana, and deſired her, that ſhe would be ſo charitable, as to enter- 
tain the Girl as a new ſervant , becauſe without her Mothers approbation „as ſhe 
faid, ſhe could not admit her to be one of her own attendants; which however. 
Roæana for ſome time reſiſted , as being unwilling in a ſtrange Countrey to burden 
her ſelf with the augmentation of her Train ; yer by the powerful importunity of 
the Princeſs, at laſt ſhe diſpenced ſo far with ber rigid providence, as to admit of 
eAmintafor one of her followers.

place of her Fathers Habitation did afford, that however, as ſhe ſaid, might be 
enriched by her taſte, to prove of a greater value then they ſeemed : then retiring 
again with ſo becomming a modeſty , that the Court. Breeding in the comely Maid, 
appeared onely to have put on a Countrey attire, which made them wonder at her 
behaviour, with an extraordinary delight. | 741 «+19 | 
But the lateneſs of che evening gave Roxana warning to ſolicit Cloria to re- 
tire, leſt the falling of the dew, might either injure her health, or prejudice her 
complexion , which for the preſent-afforded onely conveniency of diſcourſe in the 
way, though the Princeſs afterward was never well, but when ſhe had the Maid in 
her company: And this in time fo increafed her affection, that ſhe made her in a 
manner her onely play- fellow; ſcarce delighting in any converſation but in young 
eAminta's, whoſe countenance and actions put on ſuch a grave ſadneſs and re- 
ſpective diligence; that as of one ſide, ſhe ſeemed onely deſirous to pleaſe her 
Miſtreſs, fo of the other, ſhe appeared too ſerious for the worlds converſation : 
but the Princeſs , finding by Aminta frequent ſighs, that ſomething moce then 
a natural ſadneſs, or 1 reſpect poſſeſſed her thoughts, ſhe not onely often- 
times enquired of the cauſe of her grief, but narrowly look d inta the demeanour 
of her Governeſs, whoſe ſeverity ſhe might fear, had procured ſome diſcon- 
tent in her gentle boſome. Yet, being not able to extort from the Maid her ſelf any 
confeſſion, and alſo Roxana aſſuring her, that no bard uſage of hers, cauſed her 
melancholly, (/oria one day reſolved to try her uttermoſt skill, whereby to be in- 
formed of the ſecret myſtery of eAminta's ſad expreſſions; and the rather, for that 
her complexion ſeemed ſomething to ſuffer in the concealment, or at leaſtwiſe ſo in- 
terpreted by her thoughts. 7 

Wherefore one day ſhe commanding her to attend her perſon, into a certain walk 
near the houſe , te ſhe was accuſtomed often to take her recreation; it being a 
place defended from the heat of the Sun, and the violence of the Windes, by the 
natural ſcituation of a pleaſant Grove of Trees; the Princeſs being there artived 
ſeated her ſelf upon a little riſing Bank, which art appeared to bave raiſed for ſuch 
a purpoſe, whilſt in the mean time Aminta ſtood by her in reſpective attendance. » 
But C oria rather aiming at the execution of her intention, then the reverence of 
ber ſervant, according to her uſual cuſtom , when no body was preſent , command. = 
ed her to thoſe familiarities ſhe was moſt delighted withal , which was to ſit down by 
her, ſince youth is better pleafed with freedom in converſation, then Bate reſerved- 
neſs in actions. When ſhe had thus placed her ſelf, the Princeſs , without many 
circumſtances in words, (for that her paſſion to be reſolved , as it ſhould ſeem, was 
too violent to be delayed) conjured her by her own duty, and that love ſhe bote 
her, which if ſhe proved over obſtigate, as ſhe ſaid, might be loſt, to diſcover un- 
to her the cauſe of ber ſadneſsor grief, which her frequent ſighs ſufficiently expreſt 
to be engrafted in her ſoul , proceeding from ſome hidden reaſon not yet revealed. 
Aminta by the Princes importunity , whoſe love and ſeverity ſeemed prettily wo- 
ven together, after a few tears mixt with many pauſes , and two or three deep ſighs, 
as if her tongue were afraid to become a traytor to her heart in the diſcovery , ut- 
tered theſe words. | Fr what 
Moſt fair Princeſs, ſaid ſhe, let the Gods be onely blamed , if I am compelled to 
ſay, it is no other then your ſelf that cauſeth my ſmart. Chria, finding an anſwer 
fo much againſt her expectation, and much more intention, could not chuſe but 
look her full in the face, though with a kinde of ſilent reproof, as if ſhe rather yet 
excuſed her own ignorance , then accuſed Aminta's ſuſpicion; but the maid redou- 
bling her words, like a fierce tyrant with multitude of blows, when he had his 
enemy at his mercy : Nay, ſaid ſhe , you have cruelly, as I fear, conſpired my 
life; and which is worſe, no Phyſick can be applied to my wounded Soul, but what 
remedies your ſelf ſhall bring; like the Scorpion, that onely heals what hurt his 
Sting procured : C/oria being amazed at theſe expreſſions , Aminta, after ſome pauſe 
| Again, 
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again, uttered this language, know dear Cloia , that Narciſſus cannot live without 
the converſation of bis admired and beloved Miſtreſs, which onely bath cauſed this 
ſtrange Metamorphoſis before your eyes, to be turned to a more deadly form, if 
you cruelly deny the grace that I humbly require. By this rhetorick the Princeſ 
was ſufficiently informed of her Patient : however, for ſome time ſhe reſted ſilent, 
until at laſt ſhe defired to know how he could excuſe his abſence to his Father? Na. 
ciſſus quickly anſwered, that pretending a Journey into Syria, to be better inſtru&- 
edint faſhions and cuſtoms of that Court, he had procured leave to travel for 
ſome while, though he intended to make no farther a Voyage, then to her beaute- 
ous ſelf, in which ſchool all excellency and content, as he ſaid, was to be perfect. 
ly learned; then held his peace with ſuch a begging look, that Cluria had ſcarce 
power to contradict, until with tears in her fair eyes, ſhe after ſome ſmall ſilence 
uſed theſe words. ' 


Dear Nuroiſſus, ſaid ſhe, for ſo I muſt call you, in that you have endeavoured | 


to merit that name at my hands; though I cannot but reprovg, the over-boldneſs 
of your attempt ſince thereby it ſhould ſeem, you have miſ.interpreted all my fa- 
yours; having ſo little reſpect to my honour, as that you have borrowed this falſe 
diſguiſe , to ſatisfie your pretended paſſion , which the world will neither excuſe in 
yon, nor allow in me, if it be once known, how you were ſecretly entertained by 


my allowance, in the habit of a Countrey Maid: Yet to let you ſee how charitable 7 


Tam, notwithſtanding your tranſgreſſion, I freely forgive the fault paſt, ſo you 
will now repent, and make ſatisfaction, in your returning ſpeedily again from 
whence you came, not giving me further occaſion to be jealous of my never yet 
ſuſpected modeſty; this being ſaid, ſhe ended with ſuch a look, as ſhewed plainly 
ſhe ſpake againſt the deſires of her own heart. But Narriſſus, who could put no 
leſs a difference between his admittance and denial, then a bleſt Paradice and a moſt 
unkinde and cruel baniſhment , told her, that if ſhe had a will to deſtroy him, ſhe 
miꝑht enjoyn that penance , ſince he was reſolved to abſtain fi jall natural food, 
unleſs he ſhould be fed in her preſence, by the ſight of her ions; and with 
that caſt down his eyes with ſo ſorrowful a look upon the ground, as if he ſought no- 
thing bur a Grave, if he could not enjoy the life of her converſation. 

Cloria, after ſhe had attentively beheld him, and then look'd up at the Heavens, 
as if from thence we expected ſupernatural aſſiſtance, and again reſted filent , with 
abundance of tears guſhing violently from her fair eyes, at laſt broke out into theſe 
imprecations: that if ever by any accident, his being with her in a diſguiſed habit, 
came to be revealed to the knowledge of the world, ſhe vowed by ſome means or 
other, to become her own executioner , as a bloody teſtimony of her abſolute chaſte 
intentions; in the mean time, ſhe told him, to ſatisfie his pleaſures, he was too cruel 
to exact from her ſuch deſperate conditions.

city}, inſomuch as he could not forbear, to imprint loves character upon her fair lips ; 
until ſhein a grave diſdain, to be ſo aſſaulted by his preſumption, not onely comman- 
ded him in a ſevere look to keep at a farther diſtance, but withal told him, that he had 
already ſo exceedingly provoked her juſt anger , that it was capable to deftroy thoſe 
ſmalf ſparkles of love, which charity had kindled in her compaſlionate boſom ; 
and with that haſtily roſe from her ſeat, with ſuch another bluſh, as inflamed Diana 
baſhful modeſty, to become cruelly revengeful ; which preſently turned the youth 
into an immoveable poſture , ſcarce knowing whether he breathed or no. The ſud- 
den coming of Roxana to ſeek the Princeſs, gave no time at all for expoſtulation, 

that abſolutely left Narciſſ*s to converſe onely with his own deſpair , ſince ſhe and 
her governeſs went preſently to viſit the ſiek Queen. 

However the Princeſs {ria , though ſhe uſed not thoſe familiarities with her 
play-fellow*Aminta, (being over jealous of her own honour) as ſhe was accuſtomed, 
yet ſhe forbore not ſtill to command her ſervice upon all occaſions, and with _ 
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ſmiles would often ſnew, ſhe was not — — with her ; for her 
late paſſionate attempt, though ſhe totally avoided mpany in private; which 
was the reaſon that frequently ſhe and Roxana , would walk to a certaincliff by the

Roxana after the Song was ended, to, ſhew ſhe: carried about with her; certain 


remnants of fleſh and blood, fell in diſpute with the Princeſs , about theidleneſs, 
as ſhe termed it, of ſuch a pretended paſſion, that ſeemed to make converſation, 
ſolely the period of Lovers deſires, whereas nature requires as well a ſatisfaction of 
the Body, as the Minde: nor is that lawful pleaſure denied mortals (as ſhe ſaid) 
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by the pure heavens, thacMined man and women to enjoy one another, to pro- 
duce again creatures of e kinde, to people and continue the world, which 
elſe would quickly periſh. 1 ſaid Cſeria, but chat love hich yon mention, which 
fixeth the pleaſure in the body, is meerly bruitiſh, iince che foul ſeemeth not to 
have the principal fruition; eſpecially when there wants a ſympathy in the contem- 
Plative part, that ought to tender it divine: divine faid Loraus, how can it be ſo 
- cermed? when it was inftituted to procure humane effects, for elſe you might as 
well place your affeQions upon your Siſter , as upon the Servant you love, who may 
perhaps equa} him in ali other reſpects, but in the Sex onely; and what ſerveth the 
diverfity-of the Sexes, but to perform thoſe actions, which one of —— 
cannot accompliſh > Nay, put caſe, ſaid Roxana, that you were fitted with a com- 
panion, that had all perfections in his ſoul, that might render your minde and con- 
verſation ſatisfied, yet if his body were either aged or deformed , I pray conſider, 
what delight you would take in ſuch ſociety? It is true, ſaid Cleria, becauſe natu- 
rally we take pleaſure in beauty, which would not appear in a perſon of that condi. 
tion, and ſo conſequently could not content the eye, that is a ſenſe alſo curious to 
be ſatisfied. Why then Madam, ſaid ſhe, I will onely make this compariſon, to 
confute all your forced arguments, ſo much againſt your conſcience ; Put caſe my 
Lord Narciſſus, whom I know you love with all your heart, were by ſome mira- 
culous decree, to be turned into a beautiful Maid, would not you be ſorry in your 
ſoul for the converſion , although he retained ſtil} the ſame faculties in bis minde , of 
wit, judgement, and goodneſs ? With that Cloris bluſht, yet not ſo much, becauſe 
ſhe found her ſelf overcome, in that which toucht her to t . , but becauſe at 
the inſtant ſhe reflected upon the Metamorphoſis of Aminta, who ſo lively repreſent- 
ed the compariſon, although ignorantly alledged by the old woman: But what an- 
ſęer it would have produced, cannot be known, for they were both interrupted, 
by the ſudden appearing, (contrary to their expectation, and to their no imall 
amazement) of an unſeemly' company of Marriners, and Sea Souldiers, who as 
quickly (viich a ſilent horrour and an unreſiſtible power) feized the perſons of Cleria 
and Roxana, and aſter ſome ſmall circumſtance, carried them into a little Ship-boat 
lying near the Shore, which as ſpeedily as they could, they put from Land with long 
Poles, until they had ſet ir free, as they conceived from l ſurprize of the neigh- 
bouring Iſland ; during which interim, ¶ loria was too much oyercome with fear and 
trembling, either to underſtand what they did, or to ar a what they meant, 
until ſhe was ſufficiently awakened out of her Trance by a more lamentable object:

If ever you taſted the Milk of Woman towards your education? if ever you ho- 
noured that Sex for your Mothers ſake that bare you? if you can be leſs cruel to 
humanity becauſe your ſelves [ive & or if you intend the Gods ſhalt ever ſhew.mer 
unto you ia this world er in the next , leave off your. barbarous 8 — 
this aged woman, whom nature ber ſelf without more violence, muſt needs cre 
long deftroy : but if your-harſh diſpoſitions cannot be mollified, by a Virgins pray- 
ers, let me firſt be factificed, that mine eyes may not behold the wretched de- 
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ſtrution of my dear fofter-morher, ho from my infancy hath brought me up with 
teſpectful love, having ofcea preſerved me from many dangers by her diligent care. 
And this being ſaid, ſhe poured forth a ſhower of tears, as a charitable teſtimony 
that her heart accompanied her words in the requeſt, -- - 

The barbarous Judge of Roxans's life, ſeeing himſelf intreated by ſo ſweet an

Clpria, although ſhe was ſomething ſatisfied , to have again the converſation of 
her poverneſs, whom ſhe eſteemed almoſt loſt, yer (conſidering the miſerable eſtate 
ſhe was in, to be undet the power of ſuch a barbarous captivity; ſeparated in this 
violent way from the protection of her dear Mother, who could not as ſhe con- 
ceived , but almoſt dye with ſorrow and grief, when ſhe ſhould either be advertiſed 
of the particulars of her misfortune, or not know what was become of her;) be- 
gan this complaints Alas C /orie, ſaid ſhe , what have been thy offences to the im- 
mortal Gods, to plunge thee in theſe exquiſite miſeries , not poſſible in 8 manner 
to be ſuffered by humane nature? was it not ſufficient to be ſeparated from thy Fa- 
ther and Countrey , wherein thou enjoyedſt both ſafety and honour; being condem- 
nod as it were in the company of thy Mother, to a voluntary baniſhtnenc ; rather 
then endure the affronts of thy Fathers perſecutors ? but of a ſudden to be deprived 
of that joy was onely left thee, and be caſt into a power more cruel then Tygets, 
and more inhumanethen wilde people? And with this wrung ber delicate hands; with 
fuch expreſſions of paſſion, that Roxana was forced for ſometime to leave her own 
thoughts, whereby to apply remedies to her Miſtreſs grief. U ea 

Madam, ſaid the, if the Gods could at any time be juſtly taxed for their permiſ- 
ſiomof injuries upon innocents ; certainly at this preſent they merit reproof beyond 
examle, ſince the wrong is done to ſo bigh a goodneſs as the world again can fcarce 
paralſel; but ſecing their inſcrurable decrees, are not to be ſearched into by weak 
mortality, without ſuch a reſtrence as muſt onely pray for redreſs, it is far more 
available to out preſent condition , to conſidet with patience what is beft to be dore, 
cken to ſeem rebellious to their wills, in not well ſuffering what cannot be otherwife 
prevented; which at leaſtwiſe may bring with it forgiveneſs of our fins, if not con- 
folation of our puniſhments; fince for the moſt part afflictions in this world, are 
anely ſent us to correct our ſtubborn natures, making us more fir for the Gods mer- 
cies, and not abſolutely to deſtroy us, by rendering us ſubjects for theit ſevere ja- 
ſtice: for truly, as I cannot believe, bur that they havereferved for your goodneſs a 
particular protection; ſa of the other (ide, I am confident , that when the chaſtiſe- 
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ment, or rather I may ſay the trial of your ſingular vertues , is paſt, the inſtruments 
of your preſent puniſhment , will be caſt into the fire, and you not at all prejudiced 
by the ſuffering, unleſs you prove more obſtinate, or impatient, then you ſhould 
be. Beſides, you ought to conſider, you are Euarcbus Daughter, a Princeſs of 
ſuch excellent parentage and blood, that the leaſt dejection of ſpirit , notwithſtand- 
ing the greatelt misfortune , would degenerate you from your birth and education, 
and yet no way leſſen the miſery of your captivity ; though I would not have your 
quality come to the knowledge of theſe inhumane Pyrates, for augmenting the price 
of your redemption , ſince covetouſneſs is the onely deity they ſerve , and the ſole - 
period of their pains; wherefore, I beſeech you, to put off ſo much of your con- 
fuſed grief, that may preſerve your health, and render you more capable of coun- 
ſel, whereby we may the better ſtudy your ſafety , and both our freedoms: and 
with that took her in her arms, where ſhe held her, until her loving endeavours had 
rockt her into a quiet ſlumber, which continued for moſt part of the night: by this 
Roxana bad liberty in the mean time, the better to converſe. with her own wit and 
judgement , how to finde meaps for their ſpeedy delivery: ſometimes ſhe thought, 
of preſenting thoſe Jewels they had concealed about them to the Admiral; then to 
diſpatch ſpeedily a Meſſenger into Cyprus, to give notice of their condition: But as 
the firſt ſeemed dangerous, by reaſon it would ſtir up greater appetites of further 
ain, in the covetous Captain, and never a whit the more ſecure their liberty; fo 
the other as ſhe thought , would never be granted by bis ſuſpicion , for fear of being 
diſcovered, and conſequently purſued by ſome great Fleet : Theſe things continued 
her thoughts, in a perplexed intricacy until the next night following, then Roxana 
began a little to cloſe her eyes, being tired with too much care and watching, that 
ſhe might ſuddenly perceive a woman, by the help of a burging Lamp, ſoftly ſteal- 
ing into the Cabin, whoſe face ſpake beauty, though her looks pretended horrour;

proſecutionof which, without much circumſtance, we watched an opportunity to 
crown our affections, by enjoying one another, before the Ceremonious Rights 
belonging to Sacred Marriage, were performed in Hymens Temple; which perhaps 
too much exaſperated the Gods, and cauſed my misfortunes: For being careleſsto 
delude the watchful and ſpightful ſpies, of the Houſe of my Father, one night 
when we leaſt look'd for his preſence , he was brought to be an eye- witneſs of our 
imbracements; at which ſight, my Lover being poſſeſſed with. a deſperate rage to 
be ſo ſurprized, ſuddenly leapt out of his naked Bed, to prevent his own apprehen- 
ſion, ſince the fact was no leis then death in him, bythe rigid and unkinde Laws of 
Hria; bur being ſtopt at the door, by my Fathers fury, he quickly flew. to the pro- 
tection of his Sword, that was not far off bis unhappy reach; and ſeeing by no in- 
treaty he could perſwade paſſage, he made forcible way through my Fathers life ,. ſo 
eſcaped all their endeavours, by his preſent flight; which, as you may believe, was 
a ſufficient torment to my perplexed minde, for that every Ballad of the Town ſung. 
my ſbame , and my Lovers cruelty ; and this quickly cauſed me to ſeek another, Habi- 
tation, though the wealth that was left me, as heing Heir, might in ſome ſort have 
bought my quiet. With theſe thoughts I put to Sea, carrying along with me ſuch 
1 move- 
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moveables, as I could handſomely diſpoſe of to that purpoſe, with an intention if it 
were poſſible, in this poſture to finde out the abode of my baniſhed Lover; or elſe, 
in ſome unknown plate to fer up the ſtation of mine own reſt, But my unhappy 
Fates, rather reſſecting upon my former crime, then my preſent miſery , never leit 
perſecuting me wich contrary Windes and Storms, until they put me into the abſo- 
jute poſſeſſion of theſe mereileſs Pyrates, where ever fince I have lived, the abuſed 
Serumpet of the Captains luſt, though flattered alwayes, not onely with the hope, 
bat promiſe of a ſpeedy marriage; theſe proteſtations, continued me = brag rea- 
mably well ſatisfied: but ſince your furprizal, you muſt know, he Rath caſt his 
burning a ffection upon the more rare beaury of the Princeſs Cloria, thongh he dares 
not openly-own the love, becauſe there is ſo ſtrong a faction in che Ship againſt the 
Deſigu; for that they put on a reſolution to preſent rhe Lady to Or» , the Kings 
Son Of Egyp?, whereby the better to procure their own pardons, for thoſe rob- 
beries they have committed upon his Shore, having been in time paſt his natural 
Subjects: to this purpoſe, the better to compaſs, though to colour his deſire, he 
hath imployed me as an inftrument to your ſelf, 8 have an abſolute in- 
tereſt with the Princeſs , to perſwade her, by a diſguiſe he will provide, to convey 
her ſelf to morrow night, out of this Ship into another of more fidelity, which (hall 
carry her to a Caſtle belonging to his command; from whence he vows, though un. 
truly, ſhe ſhall be returned ſafe to her Friends and Countrey , pretending he nci- 
ther dares truſt her, or himſelf, in the Egyptian power. But finding he hath an in- 
tention to deal falſe with me, after my diſhonour , I have alſo deceived him, and 
made ſome of the contrary faction, acquainted with his paſſions, who will be 
ſure to prevent his purpoſes, ſince they do not onely hate him, for his injuſtice to- 
wards themſelves, in diſtributing unequally thoſe booties, which have been from 
time to time gotten by Pyracy; but now in ſeeking to hinder , by his private love, 
fo fortunate an occaſion to procure all their pardons. Scarce had ſhe delivered thus 
much, but the Captain, like ſome furious wilde beaſt (having overheard her di. 
courſe , by a private whiſpering place, he had out of his own Lodging, into the 
other Cabin where Cloria reſted) came into the Room with his Sword drawn, firſt 
killing the woman with his looks, and after forced the Weapon to perform the reſt ;

Altar; continuing in that poſture, until Rexaxa's cries had brought to the door many 
of the Pyrates; who, with a tumultuous noiſe, not onely entred, but finding the 
dead carcaſs of. the ſlaughtered woman, and alſo the ſuſpected demeanour of the 
Admiral, by reaſon of that information they had formerly received of the dead 
Strumpet, concerning his private love to the Princeſs Cloria, ſuddenly threatned him 
with this language: Villain, ſaid they, was it not enough injuſtice in thee, to have of- 
tentimes, by chy imperious commands, defrauded us of the equal diſtribution of ſuch 
Prizes we had gotten at Sea? but to endedvour alſo to deceive us of our hopes of

The Captain , being not able to ſupport this ſharp reproof from his baſe Vaſſels, 
of a ſudden leapt to his Sword that lay upon the ground; and when he had it in his 
hand, flew amongft them like a Tyger, 4 to his aid ſuch in the Ship as were 
faithful to his faction, which ere long procured a moſt bloody encounter; for what 
the Admirgls party wanted in number, they ſupplied in courage, ſo that the fight 
a great wis ſeemed to be equal; wherein the uncouthneſs of the ſeaſon, add 
horrour to the ſlaughters; augmented alſo by the cryes of dying and wounded per- 
ſons, with the whiſtling of the Windes, that appeared to contend with the Seas in 
a new combat: but at laſt, the Captain himſelf being ſlain, a ſudden deſpair ſeized 
the remaining company; inſomuch as they all either fled to ſeek refuge into dark 
corners of the Ship, or yielded to the mercy of the Conquerours; who putting the 
Head of their late Lord upon a Spear, crying Liberty, ſhewed it to the people of 
the other Veſſels, not far off; and preſently ſent a Meſſenger, not onely to inform 
them of their proceedings, and juſt judgement againſt their tyrannical Maſter , but 
to deſire a conference, how they might beſt diſpoſe of their Affairs to procure all

During the conflict, the Princeſs Cloris, as it were tranſported beyond all de- 
grees of amazement , rather conceived her ſelf to be in a terrible dream, then the 
beholder of ſuch inhumane actions, lay as it were without motion until Roxana, 
who had newly broke throygh the confuſed crowd, came into the Cabin to give 
"her dear Lady ſome conſolation.

captive, that he hath in his power; upon which ground, I ſuppoſe the Pyrates 
have taken their reſolutions. Theſe were reaſons Mn to have converted Roxa- 
na, although ſhe had been of another opinion; however , being more willing to 
apply balme, then corraſives , to the wound that was already made, onely return- 
ed her anſwers of hope, and not replies of deſpair to entegtain her imagination , un- 
til the Thieves reſolutions, within two dayes and a nights fail , the Windes ſeeming 
in the meantime to play with their intentions, bad brought them ſafely into the Ri- 
ver of Nilus, and ſo conſequently ſoon landed them, with their rich Prize, at the 
City of Memphis, where Oſirus the Prince then kept his Court. 

But the Heavens being not pleaſed that ſo valuable a Jewel, ſhould be the price to 
buy the redemption of ſo vile offenders, the Pyrates were pre ently apprehended, 
and not 6nely in recompence of their many Robberies, but alſo of their late Mur- 
der committed, without form of Law upon their Captain, put to death with ſe- 
veral torments, as an example of terrour to their imitators; whilſt in the mean 
time the Princels Cloria, was with all honour conveyed to Lodgings prepared for her 
in the Caſtle. | | ud 

Yet one day, being alone with Roxana; and refleting not onely upon the horrid 
danger (he had paſt , when ſhe was in the abſolute power of the rude Pyrates — 
| | conſider- 
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conſidering what a heaven of felicity , her. outward ſenſe ſeemed to be acquainted 
withal, now ſhe was in the glorious Palace of Oſirus, King almoſt of all Africa, where 
every one appeared ready to comply with her pleaſure , as ſhe underitood by the 
command of their great Maſter , ſhe could not but with ſome penſiveneſs, think 
upon the ſudden change of her fortune; for weighing the tickliſhineſs of her own 
fate, that bad in ſo ſhort. a time, woven her thoughts and loves, into ſo many 
hopes and fears, it began to raiſe in her ſome doubt of her yer ſafery; and confi- 
dering that the Egyprians had received too many affronts, to be heartily affected to 
the Lydians , ſhe could interpret Ofirus kindnels but two wayes: either that he 
bote a noble ĩninde, beyond example, notwithſtanding her Countries ſeeming inju- 
ries; or elſe, that he bad ſome underhand deſign to compaſs , which made him gild 
over his intentions with an outward humanity, whereby the better to obtain his ends, 
or render his revenge more terrible, which at laſt made her break through her 
Glence , by this diſcourſe to her Governeſs. "EF 

What the Gods have determined of us Roxana, faid ſhe, their onely divine wiſ- 
domes muſt meaſure out in time, and we with patience and reverence are to attend 
the iſſue of their decrees; for if in any kinde they ſeem co ſmile upon our condition; 
we ſhould entertain the bleſſings with a joyful humility , rather uſing chem as necei- 
fary refreſhments of humane nature, then eſteeming them determinable ſubſtances 
of our abſolute happineſs, ſince pleaſures here are neither perfect in their delights, 
nor certain in their continuance : ſo of the other fide , if rough misfortunes at any 
time, overwhelm that calm which we covet, we ought piouſly to take them as de- 
ſerved chaſtiſements, to keep under che proud rebellions of our perverſe nature 
(that elſe might ſwell to our perpetual deſtruction) ſent rather to cure our diſeaſes, 
then to encreaſe our maladies ;z and in this conſideration, no doubt, we may ſafely 
walk, in all the various accidents of the inferiour world: however, though rea- 
ſon dictates to our underſtanding, this jaſt and religious courſa, yet we cannot be 
without all natural and humane paſſion, . Wherefore, as in the firſt place, with 
ſome joy we may conſider Roxana, this unexpected change of entertainment, from 
a horrid captivity amongſt Thieves, to a moſt civil honour in Ofrs Court; for 
though the one had no cauſe , but gain, to make them our enemies; yet the other 
hath reaſon , by received injuries, not to be our friends: ſo of the other ſide, I 
muſt confeſs, anundigeſted lump of ſuſpicion, ſeems to oppreſs my fearful thoughts, 
what may be the intention of our fates: though, I vow by the immortal Gods, ra. 
ther to ſhew an exemplary hate upon my own life, then conſent to give away 
that faith I have determined to abſent Narciſſus; and with thoſe words, a ſweet 
ſhowre of tears burſt from the heaven of her eyes, capable to teach the earth a 
new beauty in ſorrow, ſilently enriching her Handkerchief with the pearls that 
fell; which gave occaſion to Roxana (after ſhe had ſome time with a litttle ſeem- 
ing admiration weighed the diſcreet Rhetorick of the Princeſs) to return her this 
anſwer, | ; | 

Madam, ſaid ſhe, though I cannot believe the Gods have any other determina. 
tion, then the abſolute proſperity of your vertuous ſelf , ſince they cannot place 
their benefits upon a more deſerving ſubject , yet oftentimes they are pleaſed to mix 
their mercies with chaſtiſements; not onely to render us more capable of their fa- 
yours, by poſſeſſing us with humble ſouls , but alſo by that means to make them 
faſte better when we receive them to their honour. For as the Works of the 
Divine Creator are wonderful in their effects, ſo they ought to be grateful in 
their reception, ſince they proceed from an Omnipotent goodneſs; and if at any 
time they appear to us, either vain, or unjuſt, it is, the ignorant indulgence ot 
our own frailty , that makes us either falſly interpret them , or paſlionacely wiſh 
them otherwiſe: for as humane nature loves it ſelf beſt, and therefore conſequent. 
ly covets its own fatisfaRion , above all other things; ſo of the other fide, the 
great God that made us onely for his Glory, will not admit of ſuch a rebellion, in 
our cioughts and actions to be unpuniſhed, much leſs to be rewarded, and therefore 


he puts oftentimes a ſtop to our idle deſires, by a ſharp reſtriction of our _ 
| K when' 
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when 1 ſwell beyond the bounds of duty and thankfulneſs towards him, that of 
nothing formed us, and can make us worſe when he plea ſeth; for the chief er- 
rour of our impatienceis, that we take our ſelves more framed for our own ſakes, 
then for his ſervice; whereas, if we would imploy all our endeavours, towards the 
true end of our creation, we ſhould neither miſs of an abſolute reward hereafter, 
nor undergo hete the irkſomneſs of perturbations , ſince the intention would en- 
flame the minde to higher deſires , then meerly flefh and blood can reach unto, that 
apprehend bur preſent and ſenſual things. Nay further, if we do but truly conſider, 
how little ſatisfactory the beſt of pleaſure is, as you even now ſaid (having neither 
any certainty. in the enjoyment , nor perfect delight in the fruition) man would 
elteem himſelf no other then mad, ſo violently to hunt after worldly things; which 
Madam, Ihope are arguments ſufficient , both to confirm the former part of your 
diſcourſe , and to diſſwade you to put in execution the latter, if accidents ſhould 
make Warre againſt your vertue. But as her words were brought to this period, 
they were both informed, that Oſrus was coming to viſit the Princeſs ; ſo that 
Cloria had no opportunity left her for reply, ſcarce for preparation to receive ſuch a 
ſtranger. 0 | . 

Vhen O ſiru entred the room, he made his aporoach in a formal garb, accord. 
ing to the Egyptias manner; his looks putting on Majeſty , though his clothes Hu- 
mility: and notwithfignding he uſed complements in his words , yet C/oria might 
figde by bis langnage „be khew he was Lord of her liberty: withal intimating, 
that ſhe received honour in being in the cuſtody of fo great a Printe; however, 
it was his deſire, as he ſaid, to make her in a kinde, not onely her own Gaoler, 
but his Miftreſs ; and with that turned his 2 upon his followers, as if he expect- 
ed an approbation by their applauſe; whic | 
an anſwer , conceiving her thoughts abſolutely neceſſary , ſince the ſubject of his 


diſcourſe, ſo little pſtaſed her fearful apprehenſion; wherefore after ſome time im. 


loyed in a trembling ſilence , with a humility anſwerable to that power he had over 

er petſon, ſhe made him this reply. | 
My Lord ſaid ſhe, although I cannot but thank my fortune, for having deliver. 
ed me into ſo noble hands, where honour and vertue ſeem to be partners, in the 
making up an abſolute greatneſs in your perſon, yet I muſt needs believe, liberty 
would have offered me much more cauſe of content, ſince it is a humane miſery to 
be impriſoned, though it be in a golden Tower; for nothing endued with life 
and motion, but certainly covets a freedom in its own diſpoſe , rather then 


to be captied at any rate; and eſpecially man, that is inſpired with a reaſonable. 


ſoul, whoſe apprehenſion is its greateſt torment; and therefore delights not to 
be circumſcribed by any power, how juſt or mighty ſoever. But ſince it is my de- 
ſtiny to fall under that misfortune, the world, I conceive could not have beſtowed 
upon my condition, a more gracious and noble Lord; and in that onely I reckon 
my ſelf an object of envy to other inferiour Captives, not doubting , but my 
continued uſage, will not onely confirm me ſtill in the ſame belief, bur oblige me 
both wich thanks , and prayers , to expreſs my gratituge for ſo high a favour, 

This reply of the Princeſs ſo well pleaſed the vain humour of Ofirus, (imagi- 
ning , that although ſhe underſtood not altogether his meaning, yet ſhe had will 
copay to comply with his deſire) that inſtantly he commanded all the company 
out of the Chamber; with an intention belike , to deliver his thoughts more freely 
unto her: but ſhe, neither knowing what he intended, nor was ever accuſtomed 
to be left alone with ſtrangers of a contrary ſex , preſently at the apprehenſion grew 
ſo pale, that it was eaſily perceived by Oſirus, that her heart entertained ſome 
jealous fear of her honour : wherefore he cauſed Roxana to ſtay, not onely , as he 
faid, to be a wiſhed companion to her Miſtreſs, but a faithful witneſs of his own 
actions: and then turning up his moucbato's , as a preamble to his diſcourſe , as if 
he meant to gain by the poſture a mightier eſteem of his perſon in Clor5a's opinion, 
converted his talk to her after this manner.

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can give ſufficient teſtimony of my worth; and though, as Lord by my power, I 
might command, yet, as a ſlave, for your ſake, I am content to beg: Beg (ſaid 
he) O you heavens, that I ſhould ſo deſcend | and ſmil'd ſcornſully with theſe 
words] as if he thought he had infinitely injured his greatneſs , by She Courtſhip; 
however, he went on with this language: Let it ſuffice, ſaid he, that mighty Of- 
run loves the faireſt C /oria , a beauty only worthy of that love, that Queens have 
often coveted with ambition. But ſearce had he delivered thus much, when: a Mei- 
ſenger in haſte entred the Chamber, and told him, that young Philos , the Nephew 
of Pbiloſtros had lately given an abſolute overthrow to the Egyptian Army, in a 
ſet Battle, and was now with expedition marching towards the Walls of Memphis; 
which misfortune, as he ſaid, not onely required his command for direction, but his 
valour for prevention, ſince the danger appeared too evident. ip : 
Ofrras , after ſome time of amazement , inftead of conſideration, after he had 
a little put off his own diſtractions, told C ria, that theſe were but trifling Victo- 
ries, to whetohis invincible courage to a ſharper revenge; and aſſured her, his 
next preſent ſhould be Philos head laid at her feet, as the true witneſs of his valour, 
inſtead of a more proper Sacrifice to the proſperity of their future loves, And as he 
continued theſe rodomontodo's, he was intercepted by the whole aſſembly of the 
City, who informed him it was no time to be amorous, when Memphis was in 
apparent danger to be loſt ; which abruptly pluckt him away from his bragging 
Courtſhip, to the infinite content of poor Cloria , ſuppoſing her ſelf by this means, 
freed from the plague of her thoughts; ſince ſhe imagined this accident would give 
Ofirus endeaFours ſufficient imployment , and hinder him from entertaining his fan- 
cies, with thoſe deſires ſhe was reſolved be ſhould never enjoy. Yet Roxana, appre- 


bending till a dark cloud of trouble to hang over their heads, by reaſon of Ofirus 


ſeeming paſſion, or at leaſt pretended love; after a grave ſilence, in reproof of 
' Claria's too much joy, gave her Miſtreſſe advice in this ſort, the better to prepare 

her againſt another encounter. By 
- Although this hateful Lover, ſaid ſhe, be a torment to your thoughts, and his 
expreſſions be no other then, treaſons againſt the love you bear Narciſſis; yet ſuch 
is the neceſſity of the time, and the power of your captivity, that either you 
muſt force your will to comply with Ofrm, if he proſecute his affections, or diſſem- 
ble ſo far your intentions , as to give him ſome hope of your conſent, for it is not 
to be doubted, but this Prince is as high in his pride, as mighty in his command, 
which may at laſt flye to a deſperate requitall , if he ſhould be any way ſcornful- 
ly rejected; ſince it is evident, his people have taken notice of his endeayours, 
not onely by the firſt propoſition , which was the occaſion of your Grandmothers 
Journey into Lydia, that ſo much exaſperated your Fathers Subjects; but in 
his now intimation of his deſires, before his Servants, with ſuch extravagant vain 
glory; and how eaſie it is for him to have pretexts for any cruelty he ſhall uſe, 
may be. conſidered in theſe particulars : Firſt, for your Fathers diſdainful re- 
fuſing of his Aunt, after the Marriage was in a manner concluded ; And laſtly, 
the loſs he ſuſtained upon the 7onia» Shore, by the deſtruction of the ſuppoſed 
invincible Fleet, he ſent to reduce Cyprus again under his obedience. Wherefore 
be aſſured , if you diſgrace him by an abſolute refuſal, he will ſtrive to diſhonour 
2 by an equal violence, when both the object and the opportunity give 
im the occaſion, not to be avoided by your induſtry; and love, when it is 
once converted into hate, by contrary accidents, procures for the moſt part, 
ſad and diſmal examples of revenge; ſince the paſſions, as they are moſt oppo- 
ſite, ſo are they equally violent, and one ſeeking to drive out another, cannot 
but produce ſtrong operations; like the nature of Lightning or Earthquakes, that 
do not onely contend moſt forcibly againſt obſtacles, but are ingendred meerly by 
diſſentions amongſt the Elements. Wherefore, my opinion is, that for the preſent 
you give way to the fury of his flames, if love be the occaſion of his Court- 
ſhip; which not being diſdained , but gently tempered, may in time be quallified, 
eſpecially when thoſe great bulinedles be hath now in hand, ſhall draw away his 
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thoughts to more neceflary imployments. And if it be pride that ſwells up his 
teſolutions to make you his Wife, becauſe he will not be refuſed in any thing he 
mall demand, certainly the humour muſt not be reſiſted, until you have convenyen. 
cy to free your ſelf from his juriſdiction, which perhaps nay. quectly be eflected by 
the iſſue of cheſe Warres; in the mean time your humili ſeeming eftimation 

of his worth, will abate the vanity of thoſe fumes , when it ſhall appear, by 

ſome diſſembling complements you may uſe , you are ſo far off from contemning 

his offered affection, that you do not think your ſelf worthy of the honour; how- 

ever, you cannot want excuſes to protract his haſty deſires in requiring leaſure, not 

onely to render you an abſolute lover of his perſon, as well as che admirer of bis 

greatneſs; but alſo, to fend to your „ as a neceſſary circumſtance belong. 

ing to your duty and modeſty , whoſe canſents you muſt not ſeem to doubt, ſince 
the alliance conduces ſa much to your adyantage ; however, the frantick people of 

Lydia ſeemed ſo ſtubbornly to oppoſe the firſt propoſitions : all which probably 

will fatisfie him for the preſent, and win time, till either the ſiege eonſtrain him to 
tender you, with the Town into the hands of Orſames your Uacle ; or the Gods 
by ſome other means, be mercifully pleaſed to provide conveniencies for your 
eſcape. l ; 
et , Cloria was ſcarce contented with counſel, whereby to ſhew her ſelf | 

ſo great an bypocrite in her love ; yer the War, in the mean time, took up the | 
imployments of Oſirus, that he had not leaſure, or at leaſtwiſe will, to importuns 
the Princeſs, to her no ſmall ſatisfaction; for he endeavoured by frequent ſallies to 
hinder the approaches of the enemy, which brought on ofttimes, moſt bloody 
and deſperate encounters, wherein the particular valours of many brave Knights ap- 
peared to the worlds admiration : This not onely continued the Siege with a doubt. 
full expeRarion , but at laſt compelled _—_ in perſon to come with a new power 
ro ſtrengthen bis party. Oſirus, after he had valiantly defended the Town for ſome 
Moneths , reſolved by a general fally , either to diſlodge the Syrians from being ſo 
near a neighbour to the Walls, or to periſh in the attempt; wherefore, one 
night, having before acquainted the chief Commanders with his deſigo , and given 
a falſe Alarum to the Adverſaries Camp , he iſſued out of the Town with moſt of 
the Nobility , in which poſture he ſer upon Philaſtros quarters, with ſo much vio- 
lence and courage, that be not onely committed a ſlaughter worthy of ſuch 4 
reſolution , but had infallibly taken the favourite priſoner , if he had not been pre- 


vented by the valour of a Knightin white Armour, who defended his Tent with | 


ſo much courage, that both his Forces were repulſed , and himſelf in danger to be 
lain, fince he loſt his Head. piece in the — — which notwithſtanding added 
Wings to the fierceneſs of the Fight; for parties, enflamed with the deſire 
of Victory, the one to make good the progreſs they had induftriouſly made in 
the Syrian Army; and the other to regain what they had, as they conceived, ſhame. 
fully loſt, appeared deſperate of their lives, the horrour was allo increaſed by the 
darkneſs of the night, leaving no conveniency for defence; and this, in like man- 
ner became augmented by the accidental burning of Orſames Camp, in regard che 
Souldiers had no lea ſure to guench the Fire, for the hard imployment the Egyptians 
gave them. Theſe accidents called forth, ina manner, the whole power of Men- 
ph% , ſuppoſing the Siege had been finiſhed , by the ſeeming ſucceſs of their Party, 
leaving onely the women in the interim to guard the Walls: but Phi laſtros, finding 
the deſperate condition of the Kings Army, if a prevailing reſiſtance were not made; 
when he had ſecured Or ſames perſon by a ſtrong Guard, ; commanded upon pain 
of death, that no man ſhould imploy his endeavours to extinguiſh the fire in the 
Camp, ſince, as he thought, it had been kindled by ſome Traytors in the Army, 
to give his Souldiers imployment , whilſt the Enemy might become viRorious, yet 
he promiſed them all reparation in their loſſes , after they had valiantly repulſed the 
Egyptians, who, as he ſaid , were but a handful of men in compariſon of Or/ame: 
powerful Army: with theſe words, and the aſſembly of many brave Troops to at- 
tend upon his perſon , he ſuddenly aſſailed O, as ic were triumphing in his 
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ſucceſs, infomuch as he was forced togive back, with a greater ſlanghter then 
wal convenient for his purpoſe , the Toun, though he ſuppoſed 
that night to have made an end of the Siege; for finding that not onely his ex- 
ion was deceived, but his fortunes began to change, he cauſed the retreat 
to be ſounded, the rather becauſe the approaching Yay, as he conceived ; would 
neer the loſs of his whole Foroes, ſince the Enemy far out- numbred his power, 
having no diſadvantage but the night ſeaſon. Ofrus, being again retired within 
the Walls of Memphis, and having taken a general Muſter of his people, by which 
he found himſelf uncapable of more ſallies, he reſolved from thence forward, one- 
ly to defend the Bulwarks with his beft policy; whilſt in the mean time, Or ſames 
alſo fell to che ſpade: which not onely proved ſomerhing tedi ous to many brave ſpi- 
rits of both ſides, but gave occaſion of divers private Combats, wherein were 
med acts of Honour and Delight; though it was noiſed in the Town, the 
white Knight that had diſarmed Ofr»s , appeared to be the moſt perfect Cavalier. 
be Princeſs {vria, that had now along time been happily freed from the unplea- 
fant Gourtſhip of Ofra xetired for her more delight one day into a private Galle- 
| — to her own Mogings which was furniſhed with ſo many rare pieces, that 
the ity of objects could not but pive imployment and recreation to the moſt 
dull eyes, much more to thoſe that were beaurified with fo much natural curioſity as 
hers were: ſhe had not before this had any knowledge of the place, being one- 
fy perfwaded thither by the importunity of a ſeeming officious ſervant, that belike 
had onely the protection of the Room; who ntly notwithſtanding left her 
alone, to converſe privately with her own delights, The firſt Picture proved a ſub- 
ject for her ſerious confideration , for it was the doleful repreſentation of the Story 
of Philomela's raviſhment, by her unnatural and cruel Brother. in- law; wherein 
ſhe not onely with two or three ſad fighs, ſeemed to compaſſionate the injured 
Lady; but with a little apprehenſion , reflected upon her own ſtare, being alſo in 
the pqwer of an inflamed Lover: whilſt ſhe remained, as it were, tranſported 
with diverſiry of thoughts, that were capable to diſquiet the gentle boſom of a 
oung Virgin, of a ſudden ſhe might hear one to unlock a certain ſeeret door be- 
kinde her, which till then ſhe had not perceived to be in that part of the Gallery; 
ſo that the fears that formerly had been ingendred in her imagination, by the pit- 
tiful object ſhe beheld , encreaſed in her, being without any manner of company; 
and this gave her, as ſhe believed, not onely cauſe to wiſh her ſelf in her own 
Chamber, but to be abſolutely ſuſpicious of her preſent ſafety, ſince ſhe knew not 
well where ſhe was; though her terrour was grounded upon no other reaſon , then 
ſuch as Children uſe to have when they go in the dark, imagining every noiſe to be 
ſome frightful thing. But long ſhe had not expected the iſſue, in the mean time 
making haſte to the door where ſhe had entted, but ſhe became diſtractedly ſatis- 
fied , of whag ſhe molt doubted, for Oſirus appeared ſuddenly to her view, like 
ſome horrid vifion , apparelled in black, that threatned by a confuſed apprehenſion, 
a ſad Omen to ber preſent condition, yet his habit was beſer with divers Diamonds, 
reſembling ſo many Stars, that endeavoured to give light to a dark Firmament. 

The Princeſs, as I ſaid, thus ſurpriſed, by him ſhe moſt feared, when ſhe thought 
her ſelf freeſt from all interruption , it was a queſtion whether doubt or amazement 
laid ſtrongeſt hold of her ſenſes ; though the laſt paſſion at length obrained the 
greater prerogative, by her too much conſideration; fo that ſhe remained like Pig- 
malions beautiful Image, that wanted both life and motion: Thus fixed ſhe ſtood, 
until Ofirz (after ſome time of ſeeming admiration of her perfections, which he 
uſed as a fitting complement) began to make his addreſſes , as to a fair ſtatue; but 
ſhe, as it were, carried onely with a certain inſtinct of hatred , or at leaſtwiſe diſſike, 
(ſince for the preſent ſhe had loft her chief faculties of reafon , that ſhould have 
mannaged her comportment) ſtrived as faft to retire backward , until his too hafty 
purſuit compelled her to make uſe of her dainty legs, to avoid his importunixy; hke 
the flying Daphne from Apollo, which for ſome ſpace afforded a delightful ſpecta- 
cle, if any had been there to have beheld it, ſeeing the grave Prince with earneſt. 
neſs 
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neſs chaſe the fearful Lady; though he thought it a derogation to his dignity, to 
haſte his ſteps much beyond the cuſtom of his uſual walk, for that it was the faſhi- 
on of his Countrey, to ſeem moderate in every trivial affair; this was an occaſion 
that the courſe laſted longer then ordinary, ſince, as he was determined, not to 
be wrought out of his pace, by the provocations of any paſſion: ſo was ſhe con- 
ſtrained to endure his lea ſure, for that all the doors of the room denied her paſ- 
ſage to prevent his purſuit. In this manner continued, until poor Ciaria 
had loſt that breath, that ſhould have ſtill defended her from being made a prey to 
his intended Courtſhip : but he now having her in bis abſolute poſſeſſion ; firſt ar» 
reſted her by the fair hand, as a teſtimany he had a further commiſſion to impart 
unto her, and then — — to entertain her ears with amorous language, notwith. 
ſtanding it was the worſt charm he could uſe, to bring her within the compaſs of his 
Circle; whetefore, before he could utter many words upon that unwelcome. theam 
(in witneſs, as he pretended; of his burning love) he might feel that curious hand, 
which in its right temper , . ſeemed at every touch to melt into a thouſand beauties, 
of a ſudden became cold, like the coldeſt Ice; and ſuch a ſhivering alſo he fond to 
poſſeſs her fair body, that he thought ic was high time tFapply real remedies, ra- 
ther then to continue vain profeſſions, So that, preſently taking her in his armes, 
almoſt diſtracted, between his own love and her danger, be never left tormenting 
her in that manner, until he had again brought her in ſome ſort to her ſelf, which 
mage her look upon him with thoſe two admirable lights, (though yet they 
had not recovered their former luſtre) as if ſhe accuſed his cruelty ; for this laft parc 
of his care, in ſeeking to preſerve her life, more then for the former act of her 
unjuſt impriſonment , ſince ſhe conceived his inteption was onely to reſerve her for a 
worſe | and then preſently ſhut them again, as if ſhe both feared , and loath- 
ed his ſight; withal uttering theſe words, that ſhe hoped the Gods would yet pro- 
tect her innocent honour. againſt his wilde luſt. But Oſirus now having found out 
the ſecret of her diſeaſe , by her expreſſion ; to take from her all occaſion of ſaſpi- 
cion, hevow'd by all the Deities of Heaven, he had for the preſent no intention 
to uſe violence. 5 
Cloria, although ſhe was now prettily well revived, ſince it was impoſſible for 
that extremity long to endure; and alſo ſomething confident, that his intention 
at that time onely pretended to make love; yet not knowing perfectly how to con- 
ſtrue his words, that ſeemed to imploy ſome reſervation in his thoughts; beſides, 
having been formerly inſtructed by Roxana counſels, againſt any deſperate denial, 
or diſcourteous language, thought beſt to comply at the preſent with his humour, 
for her better ſafety; and therefore gave him moſt humble thanks, for the aſſu- 
rance that her honour ſhould be preſerved by his goodneſs; which, as ſhe ſaid, 
was the moſt noble teſtimony of his love , he could uſe to a poor Virgin , now al-, 
together under his powerful protection. Oſirus, not onely joyful that he had re- 
covered the Princeſs out of her ſwound, but proud that her words funded love to 
his ears, imagining he had got an intire victory over her thoughts; however, ſome 
ſmall baſhfulneſs proceeded from her modeſt nature, which he liked the better, 
were obſtacles to N N expreſſions, aſter the lively red began again to paint 
thoſe more then fair cheeks, he took her by the hand, and led her ſoftly to a Couch- 
chair at the upper end of the Gallery, there to repoſe her ſelf until her diſtempers 
were abſolutely over: When ſhe was ſat, and himſelf ſeated near her, he began 
to woe her with all his power, vowing her to be the onely Miſtreſs of his thoughts, 
in the way of Marriage, though the ſtile of his language had the refemblance more 
of a commanding Emperour, then of a begging Lover; yet to turn the feared 
Tragedy, to a perfect Comedy, he ſuddenly roſe from the place where he was, and 
purſued all her ſenſes in ſo antick a manner, with his looks, profeſſions, and acti- 
ons, that it might have given ſufficient cauſe of delight to Cor ia, if her heart 
had been capable of the entertainment of any mirth; but it did not work from her 
countenance the leaſt lovely ſmile, ſince her melancholly thoughts were laid aſleep 
in the bed, both of an apprehended danger, and of a. deſpairing ſorrow , which 
cat 
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caſt a kinde of a black clond overall her beauty, though it had not yet the power 
ro obſcure the fair feature of her face, but rather as a dark foil, ſeemed to give 
them luſtre in the taking apprehenſion of Ofir-s , but whether ſo or no perſwaded, 
becauſe himſelf was the chief occaſion of the overmuch ſhadow, it might be a 
aueftion difficult to determine; however he was abſolutely convinced in his opinion, 
that the bright rayes of his own ſplendor , had ſufficiently conquered the maids af 
fection, which procured from him this diſcourſe. oo | 

Sweet Cloria (for ſo I muſt call you, ſaid he, ſince my heart defires there, and 
in that name, to take up its principal habitation) although F intend to lay nothing 
to your charge, but my love; yet, to let you ſee the better your own obligations 
to me for it, I muſt wiſh you to conſider the many injuries which the Egyptian, have 
received from the diſaffections of the LS ; not onely in the diſreſpectful refuſal 
of our alliance, by your Father, in his marriage; but in regard of the unparal- 
ler d loſs of our great Fleet upon the Iman Coaſt, when faithful aſſurance was given 
for its preſervation. And laſtly, the ſpightful entertainment of Queen ¶Anaxia, 
by your people, when ſhe came with propofitions of a match between our ſelves ; ſo 
that, if you ſhould noel obſtinately contradict my purpoſes , I. might very well 
judge, youharboured We ſame hatred in your ſoul, againſt our illuftrious houſe, 
Gnce I am affured my perſon muſt needs merit your beſt affection; and with theſe 
words, knitting his brows, he walk'd two or three turns up and down the Room, 
ſometimes ſetting both his hands upon his ſides, and then again lifting up his mou- 
charo's, with a furious gravity , inſomuch as poor C loria began again to tremblg. 
But O ſirus, perceiving her apprehenſions troubled , quickly told her, ſhe need not 
fear, ſince both her ſex, and his own love, were powerful protections to keep her 
ſafe; for the one, as he ſaid , concerned his honour, as the other did his affecti- 
on: yet, he let her know, that in requital of this good, he expected from her 
the ſpeedy conſent of a greater good, which was to be the Wife of mighty O ſirus, 
for whoſe love the faireſt and greateſt Queens of the world had offered King- 
domes. | 

| Cloria, however ſhe found the vanity of Oſrus pride to tranſcend almoſt all be- 
lief, for which ſhe the more diſdained him inwardly , yet conſidering ſhe was in the 
abſolute power of one, whoſe paſſions might ſoon determine her fate, thought it 
the ſafeſt way , for the preſent , exactly to follow her Governeſſes direction, where. 
by to prevent the danger of her life, and honour more dear then that, notwith- 
ſtanding his glorious profeſſions , which her apprehenſive nature durſt not truſt ; 
and the rather, for that ſhe conceived he did not mention his received injuries with. 
out ſome intention, either of fruition or revenge: Wherefore after a long pauſe, 
as if ſhe borrowed leave of modeſty to ſpeak her baſhful thoughts, ſhe uttered theſe 
words. | 

My Lord, ſaid ſhe, as a captive to your will, (which, however my fortune hath 
made me, and not my crime) it might appear a kinde of madneſs in me, to ſeem to 

reſiſt your deſire, much leſs to diſpute thoſe injuries that you ſay you have received 
from the Lydian State; eſpecially , when Tam invited to a free conſent of Marriage 
in a noble way, by all the reaſons that can promiſe me a happy condition hereafter , 
ſince there is ſuch a concurrence of beauty, valour, and greatneſs, accompanied 

with ſo many other vertues in your admired perſon, to make you not onely Lord 
of me, but reverenced of all. Bur yet, for that the beſt affection is to be perſwa- 
ded, andnotcompelled (otherwiſe it might prove prejudicial to your honour, in 
my ſeeming over-light) give me leave, ſo far to contend againſt your paſſion , that 

I may.not yield without fuch circumſtances as become a free election; and to that 

purpoſe, do deſire ſome time of reſpite , whereby my Virgin modeſty and knowing 
judgement , may play beſeeming parts in the nuptials; otherwiſe to the eye of the 

world, it muſt needs appear forced, ſince it is to be ſuppoſed, you rather detain 

me as a priſoner, then like a Miſtreſs ; which alſo will ecciipſe the glory of your 
name, as well as give me perpetual diſcontent , to eſteem my ſelf , no other then 
a raviſhed Wife, though Queen to ſo mighty a perſonage, Having ſaid thus much, 
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ſhe caſt down her fair eyes upon /the ground, and wept. Which poſtare, although 
it rendered Oſtrus almoſt a greater Captive then her ſelf, yet, it tired up in him the 
very deſire of a Tyrant, being loath to be limited, notwithſtanding her, bewirching 
entreaty; ſo that for ſome time he ſat like the juſt (though kigid ) Roman, when le 
was to paſs the ſentence of death upon his un Son, overcome by a more maſtering 
paſſion, till at laſt, he gave his 0 0 gonſent ; and. with it inſtantly. took bis 
leave, forgetting belike , by reaſon of histroubled joy, to preſcribe ſome conve. 
nient ſpace for ber reſolution. However, before his departure, to ſet up 8 
of his own conceived victory, be imprinted a hated kiſs upan her ſweet lips, which 
me received no otherwiſe, then as ſome loathſome potion drunk, to avoid a dan- 
gerous diſeaſe. 42 e e ee ee 
After that Oſirus had thus abſolutely quitted the Lodgings, to the.Princeſs priva- 
cy, ſhe began too ſeriouſly to reflect upon her. own mistortunes, ſince the ſlrength 
of ber apprehenſion, dreſt all ber conſiderations in mourning apparel ; in the firſt 
place, ſhe ſeemed moſt bitterly to accuſe her ſelf of ingratitude, to the dear love 
of deſerving Narciſſus, ſince like a coward, ſhe durſt not on it before the face of 
any power: next, in a manner, ſhe curſt her ſelf, for having given any hope at 
all to the proud thoughts of her hateful Goaler, as warfen Ofiras ;, not know- 
ing, by any means, how to winde her diſſimulation out of the engagement; until 
at laſt, with the very imagination of what ſhe had done, (although in truth ſhe 
had done nothing) ſhe was tranſported ſo much beyond all patience, that ſhe ſeem- 
in a manner diſtracted, out of acertain jealouſie, that ſhe had yielded to ſome 
ing, that might deſtroy her former love, and oblige her to a ſecond : yet ſhe had 
ſo much incompaſſionate ſenſe left, as to be her own cruel tormenter; ſometimes 
rearing her Hair, and then again beating her Alabaſter Breaſt, as if ſhe meant to 
puniſh her ſelf , for having but onely couzened Ofir vain imagination. But being 
alcogether tyred with theſe diverſities of paſſions, which again brought her to that 
temper, thac ſhe was in ſpme kinde capable of profitable conſideration , ſhe began 
ro gather up the ſcattered remnants of her torn attire , and by the heſp of a Glaſs 
there preſent, ſhe a little accommodated her own diſeompoſure, not out of any cu- 
rioſity ſhe defired to uſe towards her perſon , but onely to prevent the diſcovery of 
her diſcontents , not knowing how ſoon again ſhe might be ſarprized. And 1 
after ſhe had performed what ſhe thought was moſt neceſſary, to re · ediſie what 
ſhe had unframed by her violence, ſhe went and fat down in the Chair, leaning her 
head over the back, with both her hands faſtned upon ber knee, whilſt in the mean 
time her eyes were filled with tears, and her looks ſtedfaſtly fixed upwards, as if ſhe 
implored the Heavens aid in her misfortunes : thus ſhe remained, until Rana, 
by the direction of Ofirus ſervant , was brought into the Gallery, to accompany 
her Miſtriſs; which C {ria notwithſtanding perceived not, till both the fellow was 
gone, and Roxana ſeeing her ſad poſture, approached to waken ber out of her ſad- 
neſs; ſo that at laſt, by the importunity of two or three calls, the almoſt dead 
Princeſs ſeemed by a ſlow motion to take new life, like a young, Phenix, after her 
Mothers obſequies ; and when ſhe had ſent forth a couple of deep ſighs, as aſſured 
meſſengers of her inward ſorro w, being ſtil] preſt by Roxana, to know the cauſe 
of her diſcontent (for ſhe was an intire ſtranger to the encounter between her and 
O ſirus) ſhe at laſt told her, ſhe had been lately tormented by a hateful fury, and if 
by her wiſdome ſhe could not be diſ-ingaged from the inchantment , ſhe was afraid 
it had got ſo much poſſeſſion of her perſon, that it muſt needs. turn her reſolutions 
to the forſaking of what ſhe moſt affected, or abſolutely deſtroy that life ſhe was 
willing to preſerve , becauſe her friends. wiſhed it. This diſtracted language, and 
unuſual looks, made Roxana the more eager to be ſatisfied. Wherefore, after Cloria 
had invited her to ſit down by her, ſhe informed her particularly of all the paſſages : 
between her ſelf and Oſirus yet yowing ſhe would die a thouſand deaths, rather 
then yield to bis deſire; withal, blaming her for having been the occalion of her dif. 
ſimulation. | 
However theſe paſſions drew from the old woman ſome tears; yet preferring a 
| diſcreet 
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diſcreet remedy, before a fruitleſs compaſſion , ſhe not onely ſoon dryed her eyes, 
but ſake to her after this manner dns Lot ef 2s, ſaid ſhe, although 
I could be content to hewail the otcafion that firſt wound you into this Labyrinth 
of  difficylties, yet it were meer ly ridiculous to lament that which is paſt , without 
attempting the means to be defivered from the miſchief : Wherefore, before I pro- 
ceed to cbuncel ( however I chall be content; to babe upon me what blame you 
pleaſe) I think it not amiſs, a little re let you ſee your own'errour; whereby you 
may be rendred more capable öf advice; for yet your deſpalring thoughts 
rake from you all probability of receiving other impreſſtons, then lities of 
ention, which certainly will be the laſt and worſt deſperation , if tyrannical in- 
jaſtice 2 N though I — bone nope: the — 2 _— - 
ſo high an oppreſſion; if you your: ſelf provoke not too much their wrath, by 
bang en ent tele gondncs; chew you ought g hace. 10 de gn place, by 
pleaſed to confider , what greater inconveni 7 — now undergo, then if you 
| inflamed Oſtrus, by your peremptory denial > ſince the dangerous effects of 
that tefuſal, can but fall upon you, hen all other wayes' have been attempted, for 
your preſervation and delivery ; whereas now, you have not onely purchaſed time, 
that may produce happy reset ba alſo by it you have conyenient leaſure to 
think upon many things for your benefie, that have net yet fallen, perhaps, within 
the compaſs of your conſideration. Inſomuch, as I myſt needs, not onely ap- 
prove of your diſcretion, in tempering your love to Narciſſus, and concealing 
your hate to Oft, but do further counſel you; nay, muſt con jure you, that if the 
Prince do again importune you for yout conſent, Which no doubt he will, that 
you ſeem to give your free approbation, for the future Marriage; nexertheleſſe, 
upon this condition, that it may be kept ſecret from any knowledge, until you 
have ſent to your mother into Cyprus, to have her allowance; which promiſe 
cannot binde it all, not onely in reſpect of your former obligation to Narciſſus, 
but alſo in regard you are a Priſoner ; and therefore not tied to any contract made 
in ſuch tate; which, as I ſaid before, will gain time, (the moſt precious thing 
we 0 deſire; beſides yo kom 2 — — 15 the _ of 5 Town, 
the beſiegers enough, (ſince Soraftrer is ſo employed in his Cartha- 
1 Wars, that he cannot ſend any ſuccouts to relieve his Lon) ot ſome other 
ortunate chance, give a period to your unfortunate intanglement; in the mean 
= if my wits fail me not, I thay project ſomething for your advantage. And 
us by fair words, with ber diſcreet carriage, Clima by little and little was per- 
ſwaded to teſt ſatisfied, the rather, for that Oſirus employment in the Siege; gave 
her ſome weeks reſpic from his import.. 

But Ofirus one day, either over-hot with his affeRion , or conceiving he had per- 
mitted Cloria a ſufficient time of conſideration, came into the ſame Gallery, where 
ſhe was again privately retired for her recreation; who, after ſhe had entertained 
2 — with a pale countenance, and a trembling expreſiion , the 
true witneſſes of her troubled minde, he began to demand an account of her reſo- 
lutions; ſince, as he ſaid, he had given her both a noble and a gracious reſpite, and 
therefore wiſhed her no longer to play the tyrant with his Love. Cloria, when 
ſhe had a little recollected her diſtracted ſpirits, became ſomething paſſionate of

mour , then out of any aſſurance he had of the ng In this poſture Oſirus, af- 
ter he had endeavoured to ſhew his own amorous diſpoſition by a few love comple- 
ments, and with an ill grace, begg'd a kiſs of her fair lips, he retired to enter- 
tain his own joy , and pleaſe himſelf with the fancies of his delightſul Marriage; 
whilſt in the mean time, with haſty ſteps , and a paſſionate minde, ſweet Cloria 
went to ſeek out Roxana, to render her a perfect account of her proceedings; 
whom ſhe found in her Chamber cloathing a little Dwarf, — {wg onely with 
her Maid. Servants: but Roa quickly finding the diſtemper of hex Miſtriſs, by 
her diſtracted looks, and confuſed demands, ſoon diſmiſt the people, and aſter 
C loria was ſeated upon her Bed, ſheimportun'd her to know, what new accidents 
had again troubled her thoughts, ſince not long ago , ſhe bad left her in ſo good 
a humour; inſomuch 'as at laſt, the Princeſs told her the whole ſtory of Ofirus 
carriage, and her own conſent , wiſhing withal that ſhe had rather hazzarded 
her life, by an abſolute denial , then have given him ſo much ſatisfaction; where- 
upon Roxana began to ſmile : but C loria apprehending a want of compaſſion in 
her Governeſs, told her, ſhe was of the conſpiracy with Oſirus, to betray her 
love to Narciſſus, ſince ſhe could expreſs mirth at this time in her countenance; 
when her ſelf was tormented with a deſpairing miſery, No, ſaid Roxana, I 
laugh to ſee your wilful ignorance, that no inliruction can inform ; when put on 
what reſolution ſoever you will, you return again to the ſame errour: For, I 
pray conſider , if you have not that liberty of hazzarding your life, (as I have 
often told you) when you have tryed all wayes, by ſeeming to comply with O fru 
deſire , to gain time, as if you had exaſperated his ſpleen by a peremptory denial 
at the firſt? and certainly that is the worſt of your expeRation, beſides, you may 
remember , if you have not altogether forgot your own relation , how much he 
was diſtempered, when you did but mention, an incertainty in your reſolution , of 
making him your Husband ; inſomuch as you were glad your ſelf to cry peccavi, 
and ſuddenly by diſſimulation to temper his paſſion. Yet, that you may ſee, I 
am not ſo great an enemy to your wiſhes , as your ſuſpicion ſuggeſts to your imagi- 
nation, I ſhall propound unto you probable remedies , if you have patience 
enough ro put them in execution; if not, at leaſtwiſe (ic ſtill, and hear what 1 
will act, without deſtroying my deſigns :. Theſe words made poor Cloria perk 
up her ſelf with a new — ſince ſhe could be never diffident in her Governeſs 
wiſdome; and ſo by little and little drew near unto her, till at laſt ſhe laid her head 
in = old womans boſome ; whilſt ſhe had acquainted her wich her project, in thefe 
words. | 
The Boy , ſaid ſhe, which you ſaw us apparelling when you entred into the 
Chamber, (I hope ſent by the Gods for our purpoſe) I bought, not long ago, of 
a Widow to an Ethiopian Merchant, becauſe he could ſpeak perfectly the Ly. 
dian Tongue, and is by Birth of Chios, brought up from his Infancy in the Arc 
of Swimming, as all the reſt of thoſe Iflanders are; inſomuch as he is become 
admirable in that profeſſion, and was made uſe of by his dead Maſter (who was a 
Jeweller' by his Vocation) for his Commodity and Gain in his Traffick for Rich 
Stones, in reſpect the Rivers of theſe Countries yield abundance, However, 
not being very certain of his skill, before I had tried him in the Water, and curious 
to be aſſured that my new Servant wanted not that quality of Diving, according 
to the recommendation, (although I knew not what uſe I ſhould have of that Sci- 
ence) I carried him down into the deep Ceſtern belonging to the Caſtle (which 
marks out yearly theriſe and fall of Nilus to the * of the Countrey; whereby 
2 chey 
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they may have a conjecture of the fertility of theie harveſt) as conceiving it the moſt 
convenient place to prove his not in regard it lay within the limits 
of our own lodgings , but alſo, for that thedeepneſs of the Pool would make a bet- 
ter proof of his dexterity ; where, not long he had plaid in the Water, (I, inthe 
mean time caſting in pieces of Money, which healwayes fetcht up from the bottom) 
before he fell by chance upon the great Bolt, that faſtens the Iron Gate, giving paſ- 
ſage into the Caſtle, that cannot be perceived, by reaſon of che Stream, until the 
courſe be turned another way , by certain artificial Pipes , that delivers it into the 
River, which before I was aware he unbolted , to have the more liberty in Nil , 
but I ſoon called him into the Ceftern again, not onely becauſe I feared it might be 
diſcovered , but for that I began to think with my ſelf, ſome benefit might be made 
of the knowledge: and to this purpoſe have conſidered ,. this boy may be ſent into 
your Uncles Army , not onely to give him notice of yow impriſonment, but co try, 
whether any brave ſpirits will attempt the ſurprize of the Caſtle through the ſame 
paſſage: he upon their approach opening the Water Gate to give them entrance, 
which is a proje not bard to be put in execution in the night ſeaſon, when the Guard 
ſhall be careleſs of their watch, by reaſon the place is not at all ſuſpected. Be- 
tides, I have noted ſo much neglect of that part of the Fort, that either it appears 
Oſirus wants Souldiers for the ſtrong defence of the whole Town; or he conceives 


the Caſtle is inpregnable of that fide of Nilus: Now all the fear is; leſt the Boy 


himſelf prove a Traytor to the Deſign, which however can but ruine my ſelf, and 
leave you in no worſe eſtate then you are; a Sacrifice 1 ſhall be alwayes content to 
offer, to render you the probability of ſo acceptable a ſervice: but if thege cannot 
be found thoſe courages in the Camp, that will undergo the danger of the attempt, 
the Dwarf may have a further Commiſſion to paſs into ( Iprus, to the Queen your 
Mother, to inform her of all the paſſages; by which information ſhe may uſe 
ſome means to protract her conſent to the Marriage; or at leaſtwiſe, prevent O ſiras 
Meſſengers return, by cauſing him to be taken priſoner, before he can get to the 
Sea · ſide. | | | 
No ſooner had Roxana laid open this Stratagem, but Cloria, as if it had been al- 
ready finiſhed , profeſt her Governeſs the onely inſtrument of her happineſs, (ſo 
far doth humane deſire go beyond all judgement, governed by reaſon) though the 
politick old woman (notwithſtanding ſhe was willing to keep up her Miſtriſſes hopes 
at the higheſt pitch) ſaw there were many difficulties and hazzards to paſs, before 
they could arrive at the period of their wiſhes ; not onely by reaſon of divers acci- 
dents, that might happen to the childiſh Meſſenger, that was to be imployed in fo 
dangerous a buſineſs, but for that Oſirus. over-heated with his love, might not 


continue conſtant to his promiſes ; and by that means eaſily deftroy all that they had 


deſigned : however Roxana omitted no opportunity for ſome dayes, to inſtruct the 
Dwarf in the part he was to act; until her pains, after a weeks ſpace, had in the 
dead of the night, delivered him free from the Caſtle Watch, and in the morning 
came to give {/oria an account of her proceeding. This enterprize ſo far pleaſed the 
Princeſs, in the already ſucceſs , that whilſt ſhe was dreſſing her ſelf , being in a 


manner free from all care and perturbation, by reaſon of the confidence ſhe had of 


the project; that ſhe deſired her Governeſs, if ſhe knew the ſtory , to make her 
acquainted wich the firſt occaſion of this War between her Uncle Orſames and Sora- 
ſtras King of Egypt, ſince , as ſhe ſaid, the ſpleen ſeemed to be irreconcilable. 
Truly Madam, anſwered Roxana, as the chief reaſon is ambition, the moſt pow- 
erful provoker of great Monarchs to enmity , notwithſtanding the force of any al- 
fiance or Religion; yet the pretext , to ſatisfie the world, is related after this man- 
ner: There is, ſaid ſhe, a certain Dukedome, not far off the confines of Syria, 
whoſe defects af quantity is abundantly ſupplied by the fertility of the ſoil ; which, 
beſides the ſcituation of the Countrey , lying commodiouſly to both their Domini 
ons, hath rendered it a ſubject of covetouſneſs to each Prince: however, in my 
opinion, your Uncle had the better pretence for the quarrel , for the Duke of the 
Territory dying without Heirs Males of his Body, the King of Armenia, by the pro- 
vocation 
ay 
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vocation of Seraſtrot, claimed the forfeiture of the Countrey, as an Eſcheat belong 
ing to his Ki e; and of che other ſide, Orſames food for the title of one of 
his own Subjects, who certainly had the juſt right in the principality , though not 
condeſcend unto by the other party; which at laſt , procured the raiſing of power- 
ful armies of both ſides, but before they could come conveniently to encounter one 
with another, it was neceſſary they ſhould paſs Arabia, a Counttey not onely 
mountainous, but belonging to a Prince, that as he was near of kin to Soraftros , by 
former alliance, ſo was he for the preſent Married to a Sifter of Orſames, which 
made him have a hard part to play; deſiring to keep an equal ballance between both 
theſe contentions, until the Gods at onetime took away both bis care and life : but 
his Widow, quickly put his Children under the protection of Or/ames her Brother; 
by which means his pretenſions became much more fortified , infomuch as Soraftres 
had no other way to countervail chat intereſt , hut ro cauſe the two Uncles of the 
young Prince, to lay claim to the Dominion, as pretending the Childe not to be 
legitimate : this imagined Title, quickly made a diviſion of all the Nobility of the 
Countrey , ſome taking part with the Brothers, others with the young Duke; 
' whilſt in the mean time both Orſames and Soraſtros pur in for their own intereſt , the 
one pretending a juriſdiction in the Countrey, in the Childrens Right, as the othes 
ſought to ſtrengthen the Uncles Titles; which contention” made the poor Subjects 
' become miſerable, ſince they were forced to ſuſtain the charge of the ambitious Ar- 
mies; and Arabia being made the Theater of the War, the walled Towns were the 
onely receptacles of proviſions, and protection for the inhabitants, which appea- 
red to be more laſting, for that the Victories ſeemed to go by turns a long time; 
till at laſt the Egyptian Forces prevailing , the Princeſs, with the young Duke, 
was conſtrained , for want of timely aſſiſtance from her Brother, being buſied in 
other affairs, to ſeek refuge in one of the ſtrongeſt and beſt fortified Cities of the 
Countrey; where wry = agen beſieged , but — aſſaulted by the adverſe 
party, ſhe had a task hard enough, to eſcape by an obſcure flight in the night, 
whilſt in the interim, the Town, was yielded into hands of her Brothers-in-law, 
though the Caſtle till kept poſſeſſion for the lawful Prince: the Enemy, by his ſuc- 
ceſs, appeared in a manner quite poſſeſſors of the whole Counttey; until Orſamei 
General, lying with his Army upon the Contines of Syria, neceſſarily to repair 
e decay of bis Forces, hearing of the prevailing progreſs of the Nobility , con- 
ved it more then time to ſtop this overflowing current, unleſs he would ſuffer not 
onely the Duke to be diſ. inherited by the practiſes of his Uncles , but his Mafter to 
be diſhonoured by the power of the Zgyprians : wherefore, as deſperate diſeaſes 
are to be cured by extraordinary Phyſick , not ſo much as ſtaying for the neceſſary 
recruit of his Army, marched with a haſte anſwerable to the greatneſs of the De- 
ſign, which was, again to recover the loft Town, that ſeemed principally to 
command the whole Countrey , or bury himſelf, and all his Souldiers before choſe 
Walls, he ſhould not be able to enter. At his arrival, he not onely ſer upon thoſe 
Troops that were placed to ſtop his paſſage, but gave them an intire Defeat, though 
their numbers far exceeded thoſe he conducted, that alſo were accompanied with 
the diſadvantage of being wearied in their Journey, having nothing but their own 
invincible cotirages to ſupply the defect. But however, this admirable eſteemed 
Victory, both poſſeſſed the brave General of the Town, and reduced many of the 
revolted Nobility , to their lawful obedience; yet the ſparkles of ſo great a diſunion, 
were impoſſible to be buried in the Cinders of a quiet Peace, eſpetially, fiace the 
Egyptian neighbouring Countries were alwayes capable to kindle new flames, with- 
out ſome agreement by conſent, ſo that it was deſigned to uſe all means could be 
. deviſed, to render the Uncles contented; whereby the Prince might the better be 
ſecured, and eſtabliſhed in his rightful Inheritance, and the Countrey freed from 
the fear of any more Civil War; in proſecution of which, the one was bought 
with rich gifts, to become Orſames General in thoſe Wars he intended againſt Sor 4- 
ſtres, by reaſon of theſe occaſions; and the other was Married to the Dukes Siſter, 
his own Neece; the likelier to continue his friendſhip between him and his Siſter. in- 
; law, 
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law, and make the party ſtronger for Orſames intentions, which was to revenge 
the injuries that he conceived the e/£gyprians intended againſt his Siſters honour, 
and his Nephews right. This Madam, {aid:Roxana, hath been the beginning of the 
Quarrels between theſe two mighty Monarchs, that both bave, and is likely ſtill to 
diſturb the tranquility of the moſt part of Af , of which now the Countrey of 
Lydia, your Fathers Kingdom, begins alſo to bear a large ſhare, ſince it is not to 
be doubted , but Philoſtros ſets afoot the troubles there, becauſe the King would 
not joyn in an abſolute League with Sria: but ſcarce had ſhe come to this point, 
when ſie was informed that O ſirus was near at hand, to viſit the Princeſs; which 
gave them no more time, then was neceſſary to prepare for his unwelcome company; 
and ſo conſequently broke off for the preſent their diſcourſe. '  @. 
Ofirus, that began to eſteem himſelf in a manner Lord of his deſires; having his 
Miſtris affeRions, as he believed, under his command, as he had her perſon in his 
cuſtody , nothing being now between the fruition and his hopes, but a few ceremo- 
nious approbations of her Parents; entred the room, not like a fearfuſ: Lover, or a 
modeſt Suiter, but already a married Husband, taking preſently Cloria in his arms; 
whileſt he prophaned, as ſhe imagined, the chaſte temple of her Lips, with three or 
four impure kiſſes, that left them after a while, to bluſh for the attempt; however he 
preſently turned to Roxana, and told her, that when the Nuptials were paſt, he 
would ſtudy ſome convenient preferment for her age; either by a rich Husband to 
keep her fides warm, or an honourable juriſdiction, to exerciſe her experience; not 
knowing how little faithful ſhe. had been, and intended to be, to his purpoſes: 
notwithſtanding ſhe humbly thanked him for his gracious favour. After this he be. 
gan to fall into a large commendation of all his vertues; but eſpecially of his admi- 
rable valour , that never refuſed any danger, how great and common ſoever., in 
the Wars, or otherwiſe; though the dignity of bis perſon was a ſufficient priviledge, 
as he ſaid againſt ſuch attempts. But during the time that he was uſing theſe brags, 
which gave poor Cloria a ſufficient ſurfeit , he was informed, that a Heraldattend- 
ed in the Gallery, with a Letter from the Camp. Oſirus believing that it was ſome 
offered Treaty of Compoſition from Orſames, bearing of the determination of his 
Father, to raiſe the Siege, inſtantly commanded the Meſſenger to be brought into 
his Preſence , that hig Miſtriſs might be witneſs of his Glory: after he had received 
and opened the Letter, heread it aloud , that the whole company might be ſatisfied 
in the Contents, ſcorning to conceal what reſolution ſoever of the Enemy; how. 
ever contrary to his expectation , the Writing ſpake this Language. 


Oſirus, I am to let you know, that your Meſſenger ; whom you intended to ſend into 
Cyprus, is ſurprixed by our Army; whereby the Love yon offer to the fair Princeſs 
Cloria,  ai/covered , with your Deſign, to demand her in Marriage, of her Mother, 
the Queen Hyacinthia ; which is a requeſt , neither in her power to grant, nor for your 
Honour to deſire; fince I pretend a former promiſe of her Affection, not to be releaſed by 
any Power, unleſs ſbe her (elf do unworthily flye from the Contract; an act, I can ne- 
ver believe, until I ſee it under-written by that white Hand, that I ſuppoſe will not be 
conſenting to ſo black, a Deed : in the mean time I muſt think it, either a project of your 
own fooliſh Preſumption, or a Conſtraint, proceeding from the wicked Tyranny of her 
 Impriſoument , that gives you boldneſs to make ſo unjuſt a demand. Wherefore , if you 

have any remnants left , of that Noble Blood , which belongs to your Homſe, a Prero- 
gative you ſo much boaſt of; ſhew it, either in leaving off ſo prepeſteraus a Suit , and ſet 
the Lady free from her Captivity , whereby ſhe may become abſolute Miſtriſs of her 
Choice; or elſe prepare your ſelf with courage, io give me the meeting is a ſingle Com- 
bate, to diſpute the Title: Elſe J muſt let you know, that as I am the white Kniglt, 
which diſarmed you in the Head of your Troops, ſo muſt I from hence forward, proclaim 
you tobe a cowardly Traytor to Love, Valour , and Vertue ; and ſoconſequently , not 
onely unworthy of your Pretenſions, to be Husband to ſuch a Wife, but of any other match, 
how low ſoe ver can be proponnded, although you bear the name of a Prince ; unto which I 
ſubſcribe my name, | n 
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every place, one of the greateſt obſtacles to the Defign, however their hopes ſo 
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But O ſirus, being puft up with the joy of theſe new ſuccours, not onely, for that they 
ſo much ſtrengthened his Forces in the Town, but had, as he believed, moſt courage- 
ouſly beaten Or ſames;; ſince they made their way through his whole Army, reſolved 
the next day himſelf in perſon to make a general ſally upon the Enemy; and by that 
means, as he hoped, abſolutely to finiſh the Siege: neither could he abſtain from 
ſending a Meſſenger to the Princeſs , as well to inform her of his ſucceſs, as to pro- 
miſe her the chaſtiſement of the proud Boy Narciſſus , as he tetmed him; which be- 
like he imagined would be moſt welcome news to her ears. C/ia , although ſhe 
ſcarce liked his determination , yet ſhe was confident enough of his want of power 
to execute his reſolution , knowing that Or/ames , her Uncle, neither wanted Soul. 
diers in his Camp, to reſiſt his attempt, nor conduct in his Officers, to be ſuffi- 
ciently watchful againſt any ſurprize; eſpecially being taught provident experience 
by the laſt dayes Conflict; and for Varciſſus, who went neareſt her heart, although 
ſhe was poſſeſſed with ſome gentle fears continually of his ſafety , yet ſhe was a bun- 
dantly confident of his Valour; not onely in the conſideration of the bold Challenge 
he had lately ſent Oſtus, but in the common report ſhe had heard of his Fame, du- 
ring theſe Wars, under the Title of the White Knight; however (he was content, 
by the perſwaſion of her Governeſs, to return a diſſembling thanks for the Princes 
a „ that he would vouchſafe to make her acquainted with his great and ſecret 
Deſigns. | 

After the Meſſenger was departed , as Cloria and Roxana ſpent moſt wow 
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fight, ſince he found himſelf ſhut up in à ſtrait entry: never till then began a com- 
bat worth the beholding; for, as O/;rws ſeemed to contend, for the defence of his 
Caftle , knowing them by their own. confeſſion. to be Oſames Souldiers, ſo the 
Captain, 8s it were bythe provocation of honour, firived by force of Armes to 
make him his priſonet, being the chief Prince of the Countrey; fince the glory of 
the victory appeared, onely to conſiſt in ſuch a conqueſt, as himſelf believed; whilſt 
in the mean time his ather followers purſued the reſt of the guard round about the 
Fort, until they had abſolutely rendred them ſubjects of their wgath ,- or objects of 
their merey; and thus continued theſe confuſed ſlaughters, and fearful cryes of 
dying and yielding perſons, to the aſtoniſhment of poor Cloris, whoſe, eyes had 
not been often acquainted with ſuch ſpectacles, till the Dwarf Roxana had ſent to 
inform Orſaines of their Captivity ,- appeared ſuddenly at their backs, and 
almoſt as, ſoon informed them, not onely of the ſucceſs, of his enter prize in the 
Army, but withal told them, that it was Marciſſus that for the preſent combated 
with O frus.

T — Princeſs 7 again to be poſſeſſed with ſome new fears ; as doubting 
the iſſue of the fight, ſince ſhe beheld both their armours alike beſprinkled with 
blood, which cauſed ber a little to withdraw her ſight; by the interpoſition of h 
certain curtain that covered the windows; however not being able long to with- 
hold her curious though diſtracted looks, from that fearful object as ſhe conceived, 
after ſame more time looking again into the Hall, ſhe might behold Oſirus fall 
down , before the conquering Sword of brave Marciſſus; who preſently not- 
withſtanding made haſte to him with ſeqgihg wings of ebarity and compaſſion, 
and ſoon. unlaced his Head - piece, with intention to give him ſome refreſhing ayre, 
as. the moſt neceſſary ,means to call him again out of his ſounding , that appeared 
to his agprehenſion the next neighbour unto death: Ofrus after he liad recovered 
a new- life by this courteſie, fixed his eyes ſtedfaſtly upon him, as if however 
in a manner, he diſdained all aſſiſtance in that nature; until at laſt in an appearing 
paſſion, he uttered theſe words: Is it poſſiblę the Gods can thus envy my fate, as

not onely co make me a baſe Captive in my n Caſtle, but to neceſſitate my for- 
tunes to ſuch a condition, as to rendet me | of an enemies favour? nay, ra- 
ther ſaid he, let me dye a thouſand times in the heighch of your cruelties, and my 
own mis fortune: then preſently ſhut his eyes again, as if he hated the dayes light, 
though as it might be thought, more for his conceived diſgrace to be ſo overcome, 
then for the Aoſs of his liberty and proſperity; however Narciſſus commanded 
his Officers, inſtantly to bear the wounded Prince to his Chamber, without any 
other reply, then that his condition required patience and not paſſion; which ab- 
ſolutel made up the full period of his fortunate glory, to the amazed content of 
his moſt beautiful love: but Cleria being perſwaded by Roxana, to giye Nar- 
ciſſus a viſit in the Hall, ſince that was the honourable Theater, where he had act. 
ed ſo valiant a part for her delivery, ſhe haſted in her refolutions to that wiſhed 
entertainment, which diverted other conſiderations; however Narciſſus not ſo cold 
in his love to his fair Miſtriſs , after he had diſpoſed of Ofirus to ſafe cuſtody, with 
a ſtrict command for his noble uſage, and a diligent care to be had of his wounds, 
made what haſte he could up into the Princeſs Chamber, as to the Temple where he 
intended to offer his firſt Sacrifice after his ViRories , which was the occaſion they 

both met upon the ſtairs. | 
Narciſſus when he beheld the onely Goddeſs of hisheart, had much ado to * 
abſtain from open Idolatry, however, his tongue could not forbear theſe expreſſi- 
ons, when he had ſealed his own welcome, with his longing lips upon her white 
hand: Moſt excellent Princeſs, ſaid he, the onely hope of my life, and the ve. 
ry life of all my hopes, whoſe.goodnefs and beauty are ſuch parallels of perfection, 
that heaven and earth ſeem to have conſpired in your Birth; ſince by the one you 
conquer the world , as by the other you do more then prevail wich the Divine Pow- 
ers. And yet, ſaid Cloria, you ſeemed. to challenge a great prerogative in my 
love, when you durſt expreſs in your Letter to Oſirar, your intereſt to my perſon 
| 3 and 
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and affection, in ſo bold a ſtile and language, without my privacy and allowa nte, 
which might have coſt me dear, if your fortune had not been better then your 
temper. At which reproof Narciſſus (fearing he had exaſperated the Princeſs an. 
ger by that Declaration) began with trembling and diſtracted words, to make an 
apology for that preſumpt ion: But merciful Claris, when ſhe had conducted 
him into her own Chamber, and there for ſome time entertained him with pretty 
ſmiles; onely enjoyned him for his pennance, the relation of his adventures, ſince 
ſhe leſt him at her Mothers Court , in the habit of Amiata t yet conſidering what a 
diſcovery, unawares ſhe had made to Roxana knowledge, ſhe could not chuſe hut 
grow red, whilft her Governeſi lookt her in the face with ſome wonder, to hear of the 
name of Amista her own ſervant, and Narciſſus her Miſtriſs Lover to be the ſame 
perſon: This made the Princeſt bluſh with the more violence f till at laſt the riddle 
was unfolded by her ſelf, ſince it could not be any longer kept ſecret; however with 
a conjuratibn to her Governeſt, never to divulge it to any perſon living. But ha- 
ving appeaſed all theſe differences, at laſt Narciſſus whom ſhe onely blamed for the 
act, began his ſtory in this manner. | 5 
After, faid he, the news of your ſtrange loſs was ſpread through your Mothers 
Eourt , and fo conſequently: over all the Iſland of Cyprus, which left no corner 
- withour grief and ſorrow, I reſolved preſently to change my diſguiſe , and ſearch 
you in every place, that could afford any probability of your abode ; and firſt ic 
came into my imagination, that you might be voluntarily retired into Lydia, 
to accompany your Father in his neceſſities ; however that was but a fancy to all 
knowing judgements, ſince you wolllg before the determination, have made the 
Queen acquainted with your reſolution, who rather believed that ſome love con- 
ſpitacy between us two, had made you privately quit the Countrey: but as both [ 
and others ſuppoſed we knew not what, ſo I went I knew not where, till at laſt 
by a rough Journey at Sea, I arrived upon the Coaſt of Caria, with an intention 
to enquire whether or no, you made your abode in your Fathers Court, however I 
was before-hand convinced jn the improbability of the demand; where neverthe 
leſs by chance, I met with a Ship of thoſe Pyrates, that had fled from che reſt that 
took you Priſoner, not being conſenting to your tranſportation into Egypt, 
which was put into that harbour, with a teſolution, if they could not be admit» 
red ſpeedily into the ſervice of Exarchus againſt his own Subjects, who had al. 
ready as twas reported imployed moſt of his Royal Navy- againſt his Command, 
they would direct their courſe to Tyre, to make the ſame offer to Orſames your 
Uncle, by which means I became abſolutely informed of them, of all thoſe pal. 
ſages that concerned your perſon, amongſt the Pyrates before your coming to 

emphis: but they receiving a refufal, by reafon the King your Father eſteemed not 
himſelf, yet ready for their aſſiſtance, I determined to take the commodity of 
that Ship for my tranſportation into Syria: however, becauſe the Veſſel needed 
ſome reparation before it could go out of the Haven of Caria, I had ſufficient lea- 
ſure given me in a diſguiſe , to inform my ſelf of the affairs of, your Father, as a 
duty belonging to you, whom as I was told had lately quitted the City of Sardsy, 
and was retired for his greater ſecurity (though with a very few- company) to Thea- 
tira , a place as it was conceived much more addicted to his ſervice : upon my arrival 
I found him in a condition in that City beyond my expeRation , not onely attended 
by moſt of the Gentry and Nobility of the Kingdome of ' Lydia , but going toa 
great aſſembly of people gathered together by his command; unto whom he made 
an oration to this pur pofe. 7 

My Lords, ſaid he, and you the reſt of my Subjects, as I am not more glad to 
ſee this joyful Declaration of your Duties to my Service, then willing to imploy 
my beſt endeavours for your protection, ſo J hope the Gods will give me the 
power ſtil] to be your King, notwithſtanding the cunning and malicious praQiſes 
of many, who have ſought to bereave me of that honour , alledging I have a will 
rather to become a —_ „then continue a Governour: but for that this meeting 
is principally deſigned , that you may the better know me, and ] be more aſſured 
of 
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of you, I ſhall iriveto let you ſee my acts and thoughts: in the firſt place, no 
ſooner was I throughly poſſeſt of the grievances of my Kingdomes, but 1 aſſembled 
the great Councel to give them redreſs ; wherein I not onely condeſcended to paſs 
ſuch decrees as were thought neceſſary for that purpoſe , bur aſſured the continuance 
thereof, abſolutely to bury all fears and jealouſies, that might ariſe , by rea- 
ſon of any doubt of my inconſtancy; however this is now ſo far turned ro my 
diſadvantage, that I am not onely denyed any more mannaging the Affairs of 
the Commonweale, contrary to the known Laws of Lydia, but have been in a 
manner, forcibly driven from Sardis , my regal City, with diſorderly tumults; 
neither can probably be again eſtabliſhed in my ancient Right, without your aſſi- 
ſtance. - In the ſecond place, I can give you no ſtronger aſſurance, then my deep 
yows tothe Gods, that I will never change the Laws, Cuftoms, and Religion of che 
Kingdome , which are teſtimonies ſufficient for your belief, againſt calumniations, 
and falſe aſperſions, caſt about in your ears to my prejudice ; ſince in your loves 
I mean rather to rule, then by my own Sword. And now I ſhall proceed to 
let you ſee the danger to your ſelves by this intended change of Laws; though, 
before you can be entirely inſtructed therein, you muſt be throughly informed of 
the conſtitutions of your own preſent Government, the beſt compoſed certain- 
ty of all other, ſince it is a Monarch of that reſtriction , that it neither takes from 
the King that power that is neceſſary for his obedience; nor yet leaves the Subject 
in a flaviſh ſubjectien; fo that if he would, he cannot be a Tyrant; and if he 
will, he may be a Prince: in the one, the people are invited to obey with love, 
and in the other, the Sovereign is compelled to govern with humanity, ſince he 
hath not power to be over- inſolent, as the Subject liberty to be licentious; inſo- 
much as there will now reſt nothing, but to mark out to your underſtandings 
my Priviledges and your Rights, whereby you may the more clearly diſtinguiſh, 
of. the unhappy differences between me and my Senate; which as I take it, is the 
plaineſt way of demonſtration , ſince the matter is brought into fact, and not left 
to opinion. | | 

To this purpoſe, I challenge, by the Laws, Cuſtoms, and Fundamental Con- 
ſtitutions of this Kingdome, never yet contradicted , or diſputed by any time 
the creating of Nobility, ordaining Officers, pardoning Offenders, confiſcations o 
Offenders , raiſing of Forces, Ar War or Peace, convocating or diſmiſſing 
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conveyed nnto you by the wiſdome of your Anceſtors, ſo do not you by your own 
ſtupid wilfulneſs, (for no better can I call it) endeavour to aboliſh that excellent 
Government , that hath continued you happy for ſo many ages; reſembling the 
Giants, that made a prepoſterous War with Heaven, until they and their proud en. 
deavours were all buried in a confuſed deſtruction. I ſpeak not this, that I ſo much 
doubt you in your affections, as I fear others in their ſubtilties; for as no hypo- 
criſie is ſo dangerous, as that which brings with it the name of Religion; ſo no 
bait is ſo catching, as that which is ſweetned with the promiſe of liberty. Remem- 
ber but your paſt delight, and compare it with the preſent diſtraction, and I am 
aſſured you will finde a difference; wherefore if theſe be but the * — of evils, 
conſider what the end will be: Alterations of Government are like deſperate purges, 
that at the beſt exceedingly diſtemper , and at the worſt are deadly. If you ſhould 
have more freedom then you have , you would bat break your windes before you 
to the end of your courſe, and if you have leſs then you enjoy, may the Gods pu- 
niſh me for my tyranny ; let your old Law. marks guide you in your ſubjection and 
obedience , and ſuffer no new ones to be ſet up, that will not teach youto void 
Rocks, ſince you are not acquainted with their ſtations. That Subject muſt needs 
be in great ſlavery , that neither knows a certain rule whereby to do well, orcan 
comprehend the power of the Lord he is to obey : let the things you know be your 
puniſhment or reward, by which you may eaſily ſquare your endeavours , and not 
bring a judgement upon your ſelves , for that you cannot poſſibly learn; ſince it 
will not be your crime that condemns you, but other opinions that judges you. But 
perchance it may be alledged , that this unlimited juriſdiction is to laſt but during the 
neceſſity of the time; unto which it may as probably be anſwered , that as any new 
authority obtained, is ſeldom or never given over, but by force; ſo of the other 
fide , it is more then ſuſpicious there is no ſuch intention, when the old way is ſuf. 
ficient to govern moderacely by, without ſeeking a new, by injurious difficulties; 
no, no, be not deceived, for ſcarce yet a change hath been made in any State 
(under what pretenſions ſoever) that ever it came to the ſame form again, notwith- 
ſtanding ſomething plauſible at the firſt , was offered to the people, to procure it 
the fairer paſſage. Ina word, I muſt confeſs your liberty is as convenient as my pre. 
rogative, and without which , neither of both can be happy : Wherefore let us re. 
ſolve, that neither the one nor the other, ſhall be deſtroyed by violence or craft; 
and as I will never ſtretch my juriſdiction to prejudice you, ſo do not you abuſe 
your own liberty to deſtroy your ſelves. | 
But however the Kings ſpeech was variouſly interpreted by the multitude, who 
were bewitched with the deſires of equality; yet the Gentry and Nobility put on 
ſuch ſtrong reſolutions to defend your Fathers Rights, ſince upon that depended the 
honour of their own Dignities , that in a ſhort time, as I have been ſince informs ' 
ed, he became Maſter of a brave Army, commanded by his own Nephew, called 
Thyaſmus, younger Brother to Prince Caſſianu, who had been taken priſoner by 
the King of Armenia, in feeking to —_ „or rather maintain his dead Fathers 
quarrel; from whence after ſome time of noble impriſonment, he was releaſed 
without any other ranſom , then that he ſhould never, during his life, bear Armes 
againſt Artaxis ; which was the occaſion, — — a reſſleſs ſpirit, that he ſougbt 
imployment in his Uncles Service, and by reaſon of theſe new troubles hath obtained 
it. And this dear Princeſs , is all the account I can give you of your Fathers af- 
fairs, ſince I was forced to make haſte to the Ship I had hired of the Pyrates for my 
tranſportation to 7yre ; where being arrived, afterward I took my Journey to Da- 
maſcus, to Orſames Court, whom I found ready prepared with his Army to mareh 
to the Siege of Memphis; in whoſe Troops I quickly made myſelf a Souldier, and 
ſo continued until the Meſſenger that Or had ſent into Cyra, to demand you in 
Marriage of the Queen your Mother, was taten by the Sentinels, and brought in- 
to the Camp. This diſcovery inflamed my ſon! wich ſo much jealouſie, that 1 
begg'd leave of  Or/ames to ſend the fooliſh challenge that ſeemed to claim an inte- 
reſt in your affections; for which I hope I have already received my full correction. 
| * 
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I. faid the Princeſs, when you have abſolutely made an end of your pennance, by 
fniſhing your ſtory, not yet performed. ſince the chief part is behinde, the manner 
of my deliverance; which continued ftill Narciſſus in his relation. After that the 
Herald, ſaid he, was returned without any ſatisfactiaon to my thoughts, in a me- 
lancholly jealouſie, I retired from the Army, (it being the reaſon I was not in the 
laſt conflict, when the Forces ſent from Soraſtros entred the Town) for that moſt 
deſperately I blamed your inconſtaney, ſince I believed you had conſented to O ſirus 
defires. In this diſtracted poſture I continued, until I was ſent for by Orſames, to 
be made acquainted with your Dwarfs arrival, who propounded to me the deſign 
that was to be executed. But the Gods, know, my heart being freed from that 
deadly ſuſpition, of your being won by the greatneſs of Ofirus perſon , I was ready 
in my own conceit, to have reached a ſtar from heaven, to have made you a pre- 
ſent, in requital of the injury my thoughts had done your vertue; ſo that I ſtaid not 
long to conſider of my reſolution; by which example many of the youthful No- 
bility, out of emulation, determined to take my part; however, the deſign was 
not onely with a great deal of care kept ſecret from the knowledge of the common 
Souldiers, but it was ordained by the Councel of War, that the Army it ſelf ſhould 
ſeem to retire from the ſiege , to give a greater cauſe of ſecurity to the Caſtle, 
whereby to be leſs prepared; ſo conſequently the more eaſily ſurprized upon the 
execution of the enterprize : with theſe reſolutions , (being fortified with courage- 
ous hopes, ſince they carried with them the delivery of your excellent ſelf, from a 
tyrannical impriſonment, againſt all the Laws of Love and Juſtice) we failed in ſmall 
Barks up the River of Nilas; and yeſterday by the conduction of your Dwarfe, 
we entred undiſcovered the Iron Gate of the Ceſtern, where, after a little ſlaugh- 
ter of the negligent watch, we became maſters of all the Courts of Guard of the 
Caſtle; and ſo with eaſe enough paſt into the Hall, until at laſt being diſcovered by 
ſome that fled from deſtruction, we were encountred by Oſirau, and the ſouldiers 
that. attended upon his perſon, which gave us again new employment, ſince in truth 
both he and bis followers defended themſelves with a courage to be commended, but 
in the end, our numbers (I cannot ſay altogether our valours) made them all either 
our Captives, or our Sacrifices. And ſo, ſweet Princeſs, according to your command, 

have the ſtory of your own power, that is able to inſpire the weakeſt captives, 
with ſufficient force to become Conquerours of the greateſt Monarchs. 

But he was ſcarce come to this point, when he felt the ſmart of a concealed 
wound he had received in his thigh, which he perceived not whileſt he was hot with 
the fight; ſo that preſently he deſired leave to retire into his Chamber, to have the 
aſſiſtance of the Chyrurgeons; which was granted bim by Cori, with a pretty 
fear however of ſome danger, diſcovered by the often changing of colour in her 
face; yet when he was there and diſarmed, the Phyſicians quickly found that it 
was but a fleſh wound, and therefore ſubject to no hazard, though ſome inconve- 
nience: before he took his reſt, becauſe it began to be day, he commanded a Flag 
to be ſet upon the top of the Caſtle, to give warning to Orſames of the proſperous 
ſucceſs of his enterprize;; which gave occaſion to the King preſently, to march 
with his whole Army before the walls of the Town', which ſtrock the mindes of the 
people with ſuch a ſadden amazement , that upon a meſſage that was ſent them to 
yield, they preſently called a Councel, to reſolve what anſwer to return to ſo pe- 
remptory a demand; having alſo notice that Or was made a priſoner in his own 
Caſtle. This procured a great mutiny amongſt the Inhabicants ; for che Townſmen 
having got the poſſeſſion of the walls, by reaſon of the Souldiers late Sally, being 
willing to fave their goods by any compoſition, reſolved to deliver Aemphis to the 
enemies forces; whileſt the others, by way of honour, contended againſt the de- 
termination, not without ſome ſlaughter on both ſides; however, Or/ames in the 
confuſion aſſaulting the City, with the aſſiſtance of thoſe ſouldiers in the Caſtle, 
who ſet upon their backs, quickly reduced them to ſo much reaſon , that the Town 
was willing to render upon compoſition , that Oſirus promiſing to pay ſuch a ran- 
ſome agreed upon, ſhould have the freedom of his perſon; but Orſames, would 
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not yield, tv ha ve the glory of his Conqueſt ſpotted with any other condition, then 
what his own mercy was willing to grant: And with theſe thoughts prepared his Ar- 
my again, to enter by force, vowing the deſtruction of all the Inhabitants, The 
Princeſs Cloria being informed of her Uncles reſolution, ſent a meſſenger to deſire 
him, that ſince ſhe had been a Captive , ſo long a time to Oſirw power, that he 
would be pleaſed now, to make him perſonally a priſoner to her will, by which 
means ſhe ſhould in ſome ſort, * the indignity that was done to her birth 
and condition. This being granted, ſhe preſently ſent a diſcharge to Oſirus, to 
diſpoſe of himſelf and ſouldiers, in what way he ſhould like for his moſt honour. 
The Prince, although he accepted of C/rig's noble courteſie, with all the expreili. 
ons of thankful acknowledgement could be deviſed , wherein he profit ſhe had 
more overcome his thoughts, with her admirable humanity , then Orſames fortunes 
had his perſon with his prevailing power; yet he aſſured her, he would pay that 
ranſome that was offered for his liberty; and withal ſent her a rich chain of pearle, 
of an ineſtimable value, which he beſought her , ſhe would wear on the day of her 
marriage for his ſake, as a remembrance of his deſire, to crown her Queen not 
onely of his Kingdoms, but of tis heart. When the agreement was ſealed by 
Commiſſioners of both ſides, Orſames prepared to make his triumphant entry 
into the City, wherein Oſirus was entreated to be a party; but he not being able, to 
brook the ſight of a new Prince, to be inſtalled in his right, not onely excuſed the 
acceptance of ſuch a courteſie; but after he had given a ceremonious viſit to the Prin- 
ceſs Cloria, though carried in a chair, becauſe his wounds would afford him no 
other commodity, he commanded himſelf to be placed in his Litter, and ſo carried 
to the next Garriſon Town under his juriſdiction, whileſt Orſames as a moſt glo- 
rious Conquerour took poſſeſſion of Memphis in this manner. 

Firſt, the Foot marched with Olive branches in their hands, that foretold peace 
and proſperity to the inhabitants, having all their arms adorned with Flower de Lu- 
ces gilded , beſides the brightneſs of their weapons, that by the reflection of the 
ſun gave a terrifying though pleaſing beauty to the Spectators. After theſe came 
the guard of Orſames perſon, being ten thouſand in number, who were ſo expert 
by reaſon of their continual practice, that it was a queſtion , whether they more 
honoured their maſter in time of peace, or defended him in occaſions of War. 
When theſe were paſt, which (hut up the firſt dayes Triumph, the next morning 
the Nobility richly apparalled both in their own perſons, and their horſes trappings, 
were ranked according to their degrees, who by the brave mannaging of cheir cou- 
ragious beaſts, gave admirable delight to the beholders, ſince the Sun and the 
Winde ſeemed both to conſpire in theſhew ; for as the one gave a glittering grace 
to the ſplendor of their habits, ſo the other gently playing with their feathers, 
rendred chem more becomming. Then the great Officers of Syria proceeded in 
Chariots, by reaſon of their ages and diꝑnities, with all their Enſigns of honour 
born before them, to mark ou: to the people the ſeveral qualities of their places, at- 
tended by multitudes of Pages and Footmen, diſtinguiſhed by their ſeveral: Liveries. 
After all theſe appeared Ph:/oftros himſelf, the very foul of the Court, carried in 
an open Litter, ſince he was not to be' eclipſed from the eyes of the multitude, 
whoſe wiſdom and power was to give them Laws : however he was ſurrounded by 
a particular guard of his own, to prevent all dangers to his perſon, and although 
his clothing was ſimply red ſatten, yet his attendants ſufficiently ſhewed forth his 

ory. But Orſames was ſeated in a Throne: drawn with four Elephants, wherein 

apiter might have triumphed, after his Victory againſt the rebellious Giants; the 
Statue of Mars. the God of War, was placed at his back, crowning him with a 
ViRorious Laurel, whileſt many Cupids ſeemed. to ſupport the-Curtajns of his Cha- 
riot, where his Guard hemm'd him in from the crowd of the vulgar, though 
not from the ſight of the people, ſince he was ſo high mounted in his ſeat, After fol- 
lowed the maſter of his Horſe, leading a ſpare one of the Arabian breed; covered 
with a Capariſon of watchet Velvet, embroidered with Flower de Luces of Gold, 
bearing in his top a Phenix plume; which ſhew being paſt; the Cavalry E Syria 
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ht up the Rear, who exceedeth no more for beauty and number, then for 
r And in this order followed their great maſter, to the chief gate 
of Memphis; where entring, he was for ſome time entertained, with theſe Verſes 
written in Capital Letters of Gold. : 


Great Monarch of the earth, now ai the & un, 
Toa do appear in Egypt's Horizon ; 
By which refleftion let Memphis Towers, 
Shine ever with propitious Bowers, 
Until an influence fall from thoſe Beams, 
To turich the vertue of old Nylus ftreams, 
That ftrange productions in his pregnant ſlyme, 
May multiply as by a heat divine: 
So ſhall the fertile fields in every thing, 
Paint forth the wonders of your conquering ; 
Whilſt we mor ſhip your riſe with much more zeal, 
Then doth the Abaſſige cloath'd in lus vail ; 
When ut the Altar burning ſacrifice, 
He doth invoke a God unknown for Spice; 
And ſuperſtitionſly will not believe, 
0 Natures increaſe but as ſuch actious give: 
But we in Hieroglyphicks are bid to fear

Unto Olirus, but Orſames King, 

Which finiſhed, he went to the great Temple, to offer Sacrifice to the 
Gods for his proſperous Victories, and afterward to the Caſtle , where Cloris 
ſtood ready at the Gate to receive her Uncle, accomparied by the chief Ladies 
of the City. „ | Jr 

But however every one ſeemed amazed at that admirable beauty, dreſt with ſo 
ſweet a modeſty , ſeeing her with baſhful bluſhes preſent her firſt ſalutations to 
Orſames , yet Philos whoſe youth and greatneſs might, as he thought, pretend to 
any love, without the contradiction of what intereſt ſoever , began to be kindled 
with violent flames at the brightneſs of the object, though for the preſent, be 
tempered bis paſſion from being perceived. This continued the longer hid, as well 
for want of opportunity to operate, as becauſe the brave Prince of - Arabia, who 
owed the protection of his Perſon and Countrey to Orſames , could not-chuſe as he 
believed, but honour his triumphs with ſome endeavours of his own: to that pur- 
poſe he proclaimed in his Camp, a Turnament againſt all commers, in the behalf 
of the beauty of his fair Miſtriſs Auguſta; which took up the imployment, not one- 
ly of all the youthful Nobility, but allo invited many forreign Princes againſt the day 
appointed, to try their fortunes in that generous exerciſe : The place deſigned by 
Orſames command, was in a large green without the Walls of Memphis: when the 
time came , the Prince of Arabia appeared in a white Armour , painted with 
craggy Rocks, whoſe tops ſeemed covered with ſnow , at the bottom of thoſe Hills 
lay a fruitful Countrey, beſprinkled over with buildings of all ſorts ; his baſes re- 
ſembled the ſcales of Serpents, artificially repreſented by rich Stones of ſeveral 
prices, which here and there placed by the cunning workman , ſet forth to the life 
their natural ſpots : The reins of the Bridle were made into the form of two Dra- 
gons necks, that ſeemed to bite at bunches of Grapes, hanging at the horſe mouth, 
which were onely the boſſes of the Bridle, contrived into that refemblance; whilſt 
the foam they caſt about, appeared to be the poiſon of the Serpents ; ſo that the ba- 
ſes repreſenting their bodies, and their tails 2 one within another, m_ 
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made the Crupper behinde) the Prince ſeemed to the Spectators, to have been in- 
tangled by thoſe venomous Creatures : And the more were their fancies 2 

by reaſon that his Capariſon was wrought, into the likeneſs of a turf of graſs, a 
ſet forth with divers coloured ſilks, in ſome parts ruſſet, and other where green, as 
if preſerved from the Suns violence, by the neighbouring ſhrubs , contrived arti- 
ficially in the workmanſhip.. In his ſhield was pictured a King, with a drawn ſword 
in one hand, and a whip in the other, whileſt a multitude of common people appear. 
ed to beg his mercy ; his intention being onely expreſſed by this Motto: However 
1 will prevail by love. When the Prince had preſented his ſervice to Orſames, 
by the gallant mannaging of bis Horſe before. bis Throne, after his obeyſance , he 
retired to a rich Pavilion, at one end of the Tilt prepared for his repoſe, where he 
expected an Adverſary. x. u

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The firſt that came to encounter him, was one Coſmo a neighbouring Prince, 
though he ſeemed to fetch his extraction from 7ra/y;his Armor was painted over with 
a ſtately Town, whoſe Pinacles of the Building being imboſt in the workmanſhip,and 
richly guilded, the beams of the Sun gave nota more glorious then pleaſant reflecti- 
on to the beholders, whoſe eyes were a little dazled with the ſight; his capariſons 
were cut out into the form of half Rocks, that ſeemed to have loſt their aſpiring 
tops, to give the City a fairer proſpet , which covering a white Horſe , he appear- 
ed not onely to be graced by thoſe curious Ornaments , but his courageous deport- 
ment gave a wonderful delight to the ſpectators. In his Shield was pictured a calm 
Sea , with a brave Gally upon the __ face of the water , loaden with Merchan- 
dine of all ſorts, hanging over the ſides of the Decks, accompanied with this Mot- 
to: This is my greatneſs. After the Champions had performed all circumſtances re. 
quired by the Laws preſcribed them, finiſhed theic ſix courſes with ſo equal a fortune, 
that it grew a hard queſtion between the Judges, to which the Victory did juſtly be- 
long; but becauſe Orſames was loath ſo ſuddenly to break off the ſport, he was content 
without any more diſpute, that his Nephew the Prince of Arabia ſhould ſtill keep 
the Field, which priviledge notwithſtanding Coſmo underwent with ſome grudg - 
ing: howeyer no defendant that entred that day into the Liſt, was able to 
revenge his quarrell , which finiſhed the exerciſe until the next morning, when 
the peoples early aſſembly , brought forth again as great an expectation; not- 
withſtanding it was late before any appeared, untill at laſt à Knight called 
Ferpeze, ſhot ſuddenly like lightening into the crowd, whoſe Armes were 
alſo of the ſame colour; but alas he wanted force to pierce the Princes honour ; 
for at the third courſe he was carried a Spears length from his horſe , which he 
conceived was a ſufficient priviledge to warrant him to depart without taking leave, 
though he left many companions behinde him, that all run the ſame fortune: this 
ſucceſs not onely concluded the actions of the ſecond day, but began to ſpread 
abroad the Fame of the Prince , inſomuch asevery one prepared for the night revels 
with the Ladies, until the Princes neceſſary retirement from thoſe ſports , to give 
himſelf ſome convenient reſt againſt the next tryal , invited the whole company to 
their ſeveral Lodgings : Nevertheleſs the challenger heated with his own glory , the 
next day came into the Field upon the firſt ſummons of Phabus , who had newly 
guilded the tops of the Mountains in his own Countrey, before his Chamber Win- 
dow, as an early call to his adverſaries not to be ſlothful. 

But long he had not kept poſſeſſion of the place where he had extreamly won the 
hearts of the people by his dexterious valour , before there appeared a Knight in a 
blew Armour, enlightned by the rayes of a bright ſhining Sun that ſeemed to the 
ſpectators, the repreſentation of a clear heaven; his capariſon and baſes were 
wrought into a delightful pieſage, where many flocks of Sheep ſeemingly , pa- 
ſtoured by a goodly River ſide; in his Shield he bore: onely a Sheep hook with this 
Motto: I have changed the Inſtrument : As he was quickly known to be Nævarinus, 
that had married the fair Mantuina, ſo before he had made many courſes, he was 
taught by the Princes valour, that there was more ſafety in his former profeſſion; 
which fortune alſo hapned to many more, that endeavoured to encounter him; as

Aſter the King, andthe reſt of the company , were again placed in their ſeats; 
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no doubt but the beavens in a = ms manner, defign to render you the admi. 
rable pattern of your ſex, (irice your luſtre not onely bath created in me a new 
ability, but che very power of your name, doth induce my noble adverſary , to at- 
tribute to my ſmall performance , thoſe viRtories I never merited : therefore as - 
- your own goodneſs will daily invite you, to frequent the gods Altars, with your 
welcome and —— rn fo ly Co _ youchſafe this brave 
Prince ſuch a congratulation , as may pay the ſcore of my obligation, who 
freely hach beſtowed upon me, that by no right whatſoever could. I chak 
Elvin, although ſhe ſpake her own inward. content, in nothing but baſhfull 
ſmiles ; yer the ſparkling eurneſtneſs of her fair eyes, fofficiently ſhewed how far 
her heart was talen, with the fortunes and bravery of her fervant , inſomuch as the 
whole multinde, cryed our prefently for the ſolemnization of the ceremonies, be- 
longing to their Nuptials; pretending the City ob — — that had endured fo 
long a hege, being at laſt delivered by the occaſion of their loves, might in ſome 
ſort enjoy the honour of ſuch Triumph. This cauſed O- ſamts, to take the love- 
ly Couple by the hands, wich intention to perform che offif® himſelf : but Cloris 
rather conquering her inward paſſions, then giving way to het own deſires , told her 
Uncle, that nature and education had taught ber thoughts 2 better duty, then pre. 
cipitarely to give away her perſon in ſach an Aſſembly, without the privacy and 
allowance of thoſe, who had as ſhe concciyed a principal right and intereſt in her 
diſpoſal. The King , by reaſon of chis ſtrict probibition from ſuch an authori- 
ty, was forced to deſiſt from his purpeſe; however he could not in his minde, but 
much commend his Neeces temper and diſcretion: Vet poor Narcifſas (who teem. 
ed at the inſtant, ſtruck wich ſome killing diſeaſe) finding his principal hopes thus in 
a moment blaſted, when he thought he had had his happineſs in poſſeſſion, had not 
one word to fitter, either of reproof or petſaation , ſo that he could not chuſe, but 
extreamly blame fuch a rigid ſeverity , until C/oria again by a gentle ſmile, gave 
him (as he thought) ſome new encouragement, though no. otherwiſe , then like 
brought upon the Scaffold ready to dye, might receive from flattering en- 
ducemente, to be reprieved , — — framed by their own indulgent fancies, 
without any other grounds; for alas, alas Tyrant Honour, had ſo ſtrong a pre- 
domination in C/o5a'; diſpoſition, that death would ſooner have been entertained in 
her wiſher,thes the leaſt decorum belonging to her baſhful principles, could have been 
omitted in her refolutions : In fo much as' alt her faithful lover Navciſus was to ex- 
' pet for the was comfortable hopes. of a future fruition: which ſoon con. 
ducted the whole company to the Caſtle, rhe place deſigned during Or ſames ſtay, not 
onely for the plories of his Court, bur foe the recreation of all the other Prin- 
ces, who ſpent᷑ che time for the moſt part, in caſting what honours they could, op. 
on the Lovers, whileſt inthe interim Phileſtror:; was employed in recei- 
— meſmng Ambaſſadours, that from all places came to congratulate his 
Bat of chegontrary Philos, Phil Nephew, began by little and little, to en» 
dark clouds of diſcontent in his unquiet — from whence proceeded 
at laſt, — — of hatred and revenge; not oneiy in regard. of choſe ſparkles of 
love, which had flown from the bright rayes of Crit beaury, bur alſo , for that 
he found how-all mens opinions, were tei beyond meaſure, to magnific the 
Selim deferts of brave Narifm , which (as be believed) did not a little over- 
ſhadow h own former ſacceffes in the Wars. Thoſe diftemapers „I ſay, did not 
alone make Mm alt day abſtuin from cfentful company, but in the night time 
taiſed, for the” moſt part, ſuch . — funcies in his ambitious and working 
braine, that he remained ia a manner contimuaslly cormented in his reſt; how- 
ever, beendeavaured all be vould, to keep: the” paſſions from the knowledge 
ef vulgar eyes; or at leaſtwiſe, the eauſes of them: but as love and 
are ewo properties, too violent to be ſeppreſt in a heart enflamed with — 
and proſperity, when as their eſſects can hardly be protracted, Philos was — 
| | duce 
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after he had in a ſort taken counſel of his haughty thoughts, and digeſted - 

_ the general, to comply with his reſolutions , to fall upon wicked and ignoble 
deſigns, ſeeing no way elſe could poſſibly bring about his purpoſes ,. according to his 
own unruly appetites: And that was, violently to deſtroy the innocent and vertu- 
ous lo ves, between C/oria and Narciſſme ; which conveniency and opportunity was 

anted him, by reaſon there remained certain mg in the City of Amphi, 
2 from the Senate of Lydia, among other troops of Ambaſſadours, employed co 
complement Orſames proſperity. TM bo 

To this effect, he made choice of one of them, not being wilting to communicate 
his ſecrets to more, until he could finde a probable aſſurance, his project ſhould 
heartily be entertained : as ſoon as this man repaired to his preſence, after ſome uſual 
ſpeeches of kindneſs and flattery, he conducted him by the hand into a private Ca- 
binet of his own, ſcarce viſited by any perſon whatſoever. but himſelf, being loath 
either to be diſcqvered or interrupted ; where, when he bad made him fit down by 
bim, with mote then ordinary familiarity, he uttered his minde unto him after this 
fort. | | 
Vir, ſaid he, as youcannot but know, by that proſperous progreſs, which Euarchm 
your King hath already made in his Wars againft the Forces of your Senate at Sar- 
di , that not onely the leaſt aſſiſtance, but any ſmall diſcountenance from Forreign 
Princes, will utterly deſtroy your endeavours,towards the compaſſing of your ends, in 
bringing him co a conformity with your intentions, though the world be yer ſcarce 
acquainted with what you deſire; ſo may — by evident demonſtrations perceive, 
how far hitherunto, my Uncle Philoſtros bath complyed with your purpoſes, as 
well in rendring Orſames indifferent to your proceedings, both againſt perſwaſion, 
and his own inclination, as in ſeeming to countenance thoſe actions of yours, 
which not onely appears deſtructive to his Tenents, but in a manner is againſt 
the very honour of his Family; for that. Hyacinthia the Queen of Lydia, is as 
you very well know, a branch of the Royal Houſe of Syria: ſo that by theſe com- 
portments, it is plain, what obligations you own the great Favourite, who carries 
with him almoſt the power of all 4f, however perhaps you may be perſwaded, 
he hath ſome. other deſign in his heart, then barely your good, againſt which I will not 
diſpute : yet by the way give me leave-to tell you, that notwithſtanding States- 
men, do not uſe to favour any cauſe or party, without their own Intereſt , to be 
conſidered in the firſt place; yer of the other fide, when both benefits may go toge- 
ther, you ought not, either to exaniine the reaſon, or be any way backward to en- 
tertain the ocaſion, but rather with violent wings of paſſion flye at the proſecution; 
concerning which, when I ſhall have underſtood your determination, you may know 
more of my minde. | | 

It was ſomething long, before the Ambaſſadour returned him any anſwer at all, 
being as it were ſurprized between fear and doubt, what himſelf ought to think, or 
what the other meant to do; yet at laſt breaking through his ſeeming amazement, 
he delivered theſe words, with a humility anſwerable tothe neceſlity (as he thought) 
his Maſters had of his Uncles aſſiſtance; not onely to hinder any ſupplies, to be ſent 


from the State of Syria to Euarchu, but to continue till the accuſt Commerce 
and Trade, between the two Nations, without which it was impoſſible for the King- 
dome of Lydia to ſubſiſt. | | 


My Lord (ſaid hg) as it is well known, what moſt glorious effects the wiſedome 
and induſtry of yo great Uncle, have produced towards the welfare and proſpe- 
rity of Syria, that in former times, continued ſo many years embroyled in Civil} 
Wars, and Domeſtick Troubles, by reaſon of the power and inconſtaney of the 
ambitious Nobility, who ſcarce gave their Kings reſt and quietneſs from care and 
vexation, in regard of thoſe hereditary commands they challenged, by a laſting 
deſcent from their praud Anceftors, not to be bridled by any endeayours and per- 
ſwaſion, which now I ſay by the gods goodneſs you have happilf ſuppreſt: ſo can- 
not our preſent and well-minded Senate, butin a " high nature, not onely 


own all thoſe ſignall favours, beſtowed upon them by your moſt Illaſtrious 
N 2 family, 
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family, in the proſecution of our late tranſactions with our Prince, (whom we ſtill 
deſire nottrithitanding to love and honour ,. though he ſeem to be an utter ſtran- 
ger to our honeſt intentions) but humbly beg a continusnce {till of thoſe benefits 
as well by your countenance in the Kingdom of Fyri«, as for that you have ſo much 
-intereſt amongſt all the Princes of the leſler Aa, who appear onely to depend 
upon your fortunes and ſucceſs: wherefore, fince you have been pleaſed ſo far to 
declare your ſelf in the behalf of our Countrey, (the ſecret reaſon of which I ſhall 
no more examine, then what your wiſdome (hall be willing to reveal, to di. 
rect thoſe ſervices you would have us undertake to perform) I do faithfully pro. 
miſe before the immortal Gods, not onely to make my Maſters acquainted with 
advantage, bow great a happineſs they may pretend unto, in the ving intire- 
affection to themſelves, but alſo in uſing what other means they can, to 
become alwayes beneficial co your principle: And with theſe words offered to 
kiſſe his hands, with other proteftations of his own humble endeavours upon all 
occaſions. 
Philos by this diſcourſe, with the _— earneſtneſs of the Ambaſſadour, 
finding in a manner he might be confident of his fidelity, when as alſo he had thank- 
ed him for ſuch effectuall profeſſions, he began againe with him to this ef- 
fe. „ 
Then ſaid Phils , ſince I ſuppoſe you haye judgement enough to underſtand 
your own good, as well as to * amy for our benefits, I will make the leſs diffi- 
culty to acquaint you with this tory , upon which my deſires muſt be grounded: 
within this great City of Afemiphis (newly as-1 may ſay conquered by Or/ame: 
fortunes , but in truth rathex by Philoſtros policy) there remains a Lady of our houſe 
named Artemeſia, whoſe beauty joyned with her other excellent endowments of 
nature (if it be not folly thus to ſpeak of a ſiſter) being conſidered, without a ſpite. 
ful partiality againſt the honour of our blood, may merit the higheſt preferment 
in Aſia : between this liſter of mine I ſay, and young Narciſſus the Duke of Cy. 
prus Son, now preſent in theſe wars, there hath been formerly a Treaty of a Mar- 
riage; however their few years and the neꝑlectful proſecution of their friends 
in thoſe Times, gave it neither birth or much motion: It reſted in this poſture 
until this late Siege; that Artemeſia being compelled by a certain kinde of a ne- 
ceſſity, by reaſon of the removal of Philoſtros family into the Camp, was com. 
pelled coaccompany her great Uncle; but ſince her arrival at Court , ſhe not onely 
became an ear-witneſs of Narciſſus comportment, but hath alſo been preſent at 
ſome of thoſe atchievements and comportmentsof his, which for the preſent hath 


afforded him a competent opinion in the Army :. whether his perſon or his fame 


have moſt taken her fancy I will not ſay. But theſe Inflammations joyned with 
the former Treaty, have created ſuch an opinion in her thoughts, that ſhe con- 
ceiveth her reputation to the world to be blemiſhed, if Varciſſus be ſuffered to 
offer his affections to any other but her ſeif , without her privity and conſent: In 
the interim nevertheleſs underſtanding, that the Queen of Tdi. arriving by chance 
upon the Iſland of Cyprus, hath occafioned Narciſſus to fall in love with the 
Princeſs Chris, whereby ſhe eſteems her ſelf flighted , and diſhonoured , (not onely 
in regard of the former Treaty mentioned, but alſo in that any ſhould appear in 
this Horizon, more worthy of reſpect chen the Neece of great Philaſtrat) is 
grown deſpetate in her reſolution : whether I may call her pgſions prepoſterous 
or no, I will not diſpute; onely I may probably believe, thi® Narciſſus loves to 
Cloria, are neither grounded upon right or rea(on, ſince as our Treaty, if not engage- 
ment, was began upon more mature conſideration, accompanied perhaps wich ſome 
_ promiſes of eicher ſide; ſo can it not ever be thought, that che declining condition of 
Enarchas , will at any time bring happineſs to the Iſland of Cyprus, much leſs to 
the Duke theteof when as all the he hall receive from ſuch ambition, muſt be 
the exbauſting of hiꝭ treafare, - and rhe endanpering of his command: but however he 
and his ſon may apprehend the conſequence of ſuch a conjunction to themſelves, yet 
no reafon other Countreys ſhonld be debaried of their own advantages, when they 


(hall 
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ſhall be offered means to proſecute their particular : It is ſufficient we think it not 
convenient either for your State or our Kingdome ; which being for the moſt part, 
allowed common people of never lo inferiour a rank, much more is it to be granted 
to Kings and Princes of the bigheft Dignity : If reaſons of State ſhall break and 
make Marriages contracted by friends and kindred , what prerogative ſhall be de- 
nyed enemies to exerciſe one againſt another , when either danger or benefit appears 
in the conſequence? the Gods do but unite hearts in nuptial ryes , for the commo- 
dity of men, and certainly all generals, are to be preferred before particular inte- 
refts, which being granted as a mazime, and the proof demonſtrated of the good 
or evil, in my opinion we ought not to ſtumble at the execution; for as in my own con- 
ſcience I am ſacigfied in the right of our pretenſions. So if you may make War with 
your King, becavfe he doth not ſatisfie the publick , without any queſtion you may 
alſo poſſeſs your ſelues of all chat is his, by the ſame juſtice. | | 

Io this purpoſe cherefore be advertiſed: that as tis refolved by the Princeſs C/0- 
ria (notwithſtanding Narciſſus violent proſecution) not to make election of him, 
or any other for her: Husband , without the full approbation of her Mother, ſo 
very probably may it be conceived, that the youth will be able to pretend fairly to 
her love, being in his own Countrey; when as he ſhell not onely have the commo- 
dity of ſollicitation, accompanied by the remembrance of all thoſe ſervices he hath 
performed for her honour and ſafety, bur alſo for that, it may be thought by Hia- 
cinthia your Queen, that the marriage of her Daughter with Narceſſos , may

Philos after he had made himſelf more confident , from the earneft proteſtation 
of the, Ambaſſadour , went on with this diſcourſe in this manner. | 

Theſe two (ſaid he) pretended lovers, Clriaand Narciſſus, (who rather may bs 
eſteemed fools in prepoſterous affection, then true politicians towards a well ground- 
ed and ſettled love, ſince as it may be thought , they neither fear prevention or 
provide againft accidents) are now precipitately baſting their journey into Cyprus, 
where belike they hope to crown their wiſhes , with an Entire happineſs in every 
kinde can be deſired , however they give out their ſuppoſed violence to be gone, pro- 
ceeds from their paſſionate inclinations, to receive the henedictions of their parents, 
after ſo long a time of abſence, from their company and preſence: but whether ic 
be ſo or no, (or rather their intentions are built upon their own private and ſecret 
reſolutions one to another, which Cloria on her part is aſhamed publickly to diſco- 
ver) I will not diſpute, onely prevented they muſt be in their paſſage by Sea, and 
this 
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this cannot conveniently be put in execution any other way, then by your brave and 
invincible Navy, which will not onely abſolutely take off all opinion of jealou- 
fie , in regard of your Senates difference with E uarchus; but when you have by 
this means ſeparated the young couple, and ſo by conſequence deſtroyed their loves, 
you may have the benefit and commodity to _—_— the Princeſs perſon , to what 
match you ſhall think moſt probable for your advantages; whereas in doing other- 
wiſe (whether ſhe marry Narciſſ or no) it is likely to whomſoever ſhe ſhall be 
contracted, bgth their obligations and promiſes muſt be grounded upon conditions, 
to aſſiſt Euarchus in his wars againſtyour Senate; which perhaps may prove of too 
t a concernment, and prejudicial to your affairs: In ſhort this is all I have to 
ako you, until [ know more of your minde. SY 
As the Ambaſſadour was very fearful to diſpleaſe Philos , conſidering the need the 
Senate of Lydia had of his Uncles friendſhip, ſo of the other fide he was moſt un- 
willing (if not partly reſolved) not to undertake of himſelf , a buſineſs of ſuch a 
dangerous conſequence , where the Iſland of Cyprus might have any intereſt in the 
deſign ; ſo that after ſomething a long pauſe, as if he borrowed leave of his con. 
ſidetation to make a reply „ he returned him this anſwer. | | | 
My Lord (ſaid he) although I would not have you in any kinde think, I either fall 
from my affections, or go from my profeſſions; yet I muſt humbly beſeech your 
neſs, I may propoſe to your wiſdom theſe two doubts , that in regard I am 
ut a meſſenger , muſt needs reſt upon my thoughts, with ſome fearful apprehen- 
fion , what I ought to do, in the quality of my office and imployment : The firſt 
is, with what ſecurity or probability can T-urſertake the deſign, unleſs I make my 
, Maſters at Sardis acquainted with each particular * who not onely muſt grant out 
their Commiſſion to cheir Admiral at Sea, before any thing can be affected; but of 
the otber (ide , are to provide a conſiderable number of Ships, to be able to con- 
tend (ifany reſiſtance ſhould be made with thoſe Veſſels, that are commanded to 
wait upon the Princeſs in her Journey) the other to be ſatisfied , how the Duke of 
Cyprus ſhould again be rendred pacitied , after ſuch a violence offered to a company, 
in whom he may challenge an intereſt, peaceably coming into his Councrey , from 
the Dominions of Orſames King of Syria e for however Cloria her ſelf, may be 
eſteemed a Subject of Lydia, being the Daughter of Exarchns , yet Narciſſus will 
ſill be known to be the Son of the chief Commander of 3 , who therefore 
ought not to have taſted of the injury; whereupon of neceſſity, ſome dangerous 
conſequence muſt follow, which perhaps our preſent Governours will be moſt un- 
willing to put to the hazzard. „ 
Philos by this reply, ſufficiently perceived the craft and cunning of the Ambaſ- 
ſador, that was not to be engaged, with any diſadvantage for any party, not- 
withftanding all his violent and glorious profeſſions : beſides, by his diſcourſe ; he 
found (as he imagined) a great deal more affeRionate deſire in his thoughts, toen- 
tertain a firm correſpondency with the Commonwealth of Cyprus, then with the 
State of Syria; which upon any terms he was reſolved to hinder , as conceiving it 
extreamly prejudicial to the intereſt of his own Nation; not onely in regardof the 
ſcituation of the Iſland, but alſo for that Cyprss formerly ever had, a moſt parti- 
cular dependency upon the Kingdome of Syria, both for trade and protection: 
wherefore after a little time of ſilence, dreſſing his countenance with a certain kinde 
of ſcornful ſmile , as if not onely he contemned his doubts ,. but alſo diſvalued his 
reaſons; at the ſame inſtant taking him by the hand, and griping it ſomething hard, 
az it were between kindneſs and choller, he delivered himſelf unto him in this 
manner, N | 
Alas poor men (ſaid he) where are your courages and wiſdomes? Truly for my 
rt, I do not more wonder, how you durſt with ſuch low thoughts, undertake - 
ſuch deſperate deſigns againſt your Prince, then now when you have made ſuch a 
progreſs in them (as I may ſay paſt any retreat) you ſeem to ſtumble at ſmall reſo- 
lations : no my friend be you aſſured , there is not any obſtacle can fo ſoon obſtruct 
the full period of your deſigns, as the want of putting in execution this project; 
; | for 
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that omiſſion, you do not onely aflotd your em Exarcha breath and af. 
e ee eee, 
this marriage, but you are affured to loſe a fiend of our Family, who can moſt 
hurt you in theſe parts of 44, not finding you willing to pleaſures, when the 
occa{ion is fairly offered into your hands: however that you may be converted , and 
made know that I perfectly perceive your errour, I fhall in a few arguments, give 
ſome anſwer to your fears; for I ſee weak digeſtions muſt have light meats for their 
apperites , not onely to keep them from furjeic, but ſquemiſhnes : 1 do the more 
willingly ſiudy your ſatisfaction in this nature, that if it be poſſible, you may per- 
ſwade your Maſters at Sardis to undertake chis giant work with lefs difficulty : ne- 
vercheleſs 1 muſt allo tell you, what is to be doe, muſt be done preſently, in regard 
the Princeſs preſſeth her departure with all violence. | 
In the firſt place therefore, that you may fend to your Senate, to acquaint them 
with the deſign intended, is not onely fic, but neceſfary ; though withal I mutt 
warn you, that it ought not to be communicated, but to. a few privately, leſt being 
revealed, you not onely thereby Joſe the benefit of the project, but ſhalt al ſo con- 
tract more enmity of a ridiculous conſequence againti your proceedings, baving 
falfly undettaken (as your adverſaries will inter pret) a bulineſsof this natute, that 
you had not underſtanding ſufficient to proſecute to the end: This in like mannes 
gives me intimation to advertiſe you, of onely two Ships providing for the young

poſſible the Duke ſhould come to be informed of any defign intended to enher > 
wherefore this muſt be eſteemed as 2 Heer accidema} encounter and no ottierwile ; 
eſpecially when it is to be fappoſed your Sami ar Sardis, could not tale any notice 
of any private engagement between Cuuia und Narciſus, and fo confeqaencly no 
juſt offence onght to be taken by the Ifland of Cypru, ar fuch proceedings ; knowing 
what differences are daily —_—_— in the. Kingdome of Lydis bet woe che King and 
his Subjects: and further I muſt tell yo, that as I interpret this project, chioſty 
executed for the advantage of our Family ſo you may be ſare to be kept in cho 
favour of my Uncle, as if it had been onely effected in bw particular, whereas in 
effe& your denate hath the ſole benefit : Iis true, I maſt confeſs, fome natural 
aff-Qion to my Sifter , hath a little raiſed my paſſton, conſidering bow chat in her 
perſon , our houſe is fomething diſnonomed; yet if orhec maximes of State were 
not to be preſerved, and pat in execution, by your undertaking this defign ; I ſhouſd 
rather chuſe to leave off the enterpriſe, then ioo violent ly and foohibiy endeavour 
to ſatisſie a womans humour : further in this, 1 ſhall not net to reveal my felf un- 
to you, ſince it is ſoffitienx, your Maſters may gain by the bargam; and for che 
Dukes power to do you any confiderable miſchief, if he (bould have any fuck deter- 
mination, you may eaſily free your ſelves from theappretienſion of ſuch tereonrs, 
Orſemes great favourite being your friend; when as that Prince hath not onely his 
meer dependency upon our Court, hut hach atfo pure haſed many honours , and 
other conſiderable fortunes in the Kingdome of Syria ; fince of neceflicy, alwayes 
be muſt be circumſcribed by our laws and pleaſure, rather chen by his own will and 
peſſion; befides I am confident , when he (hall again have received his Som, freed 
from his fantaſtical love, and rambling adventures, he will eaſfſy be perſwaded to 
believe, that he hath-made by muck a better excharige, them if lie had been married 
tothe Princeſs, ho for hex Dower , could have but broughr the troubles of her 
Father, to have incombered if not rained his Houſe; eſpecially when as preſently

But the Ambaſſadour, however he was ambitions to have ſtill retained Philoftrog 
friendſhip, without either engagement to Philis, or offence to any other State; 
yet finding that it was unpoſſible by any craft to eom paſs his deſigns upon the great. 
eſt eſteemed politician in 4, ſo the time for the ture of the Princeſs Cloris, 
was expected to be ſo ſuddealy , that of neceſſity he was at the very inſtant, to de- 
clare ſome ſettled thing in his reſolution, for Philos ſatisſaction and his own ſecurity: 
wherefore taking Philas by his Robe, a little to ſtay his courſe from going away 
from him, after he had thanked him, for the generous opinion he ſeemed to have 
of his own fidelity, to the ſervice of his family, when he durſt truſt him (as he ſaid) 
with a ſecret of ſuch a nature and —— ; he vowed not onely, with as much 
induſtry and underſtanding as poſſibly he could, to make his Maſters acquainted 
with the deſign, but alſo to be very ſenſible of the obligations , due ſrom the State 
of Lydia to himſelf, whereby the Senate might be ready upon all accaſions, to be 
ſerviceable to his Illuſtrious and mo Noble Family, in requital'of his many favours; 
when he had ended theſe complements (and probably they were not any otherwiſe 
tobe eſteemed , ſince for the moſt part Miniſters of State, are not much» troubled 
either with good nature or charity) he demanded of Philos; whether or no he ſhould 
make his fellow Commiſſioners privy to any of theſe paſſages; for that (as he faid) 
having equal authority with himſelf, it might elſe be imputed to him as ana either 


of preſumption, or give cauſe of tao great a ſuſpicion, not to communicate 


the intentions to ſuch Councels , before it was to be moved to the Senate of Lydia : 
far that, ſaid Philis, if at any time theſe proceedings come to be laid to your cha 
asd crime, you ny very well alledge , my deſire was by way of conditi6n tot 
contrary, in regard there were ſo many ſpies remaining of other Nations at Aſfem- 
phi, that ſcarce could it have been hid from publick knowledge: neither would I have 
many of your unneceſſary Senators themſelves , made knowing of ſuch à ſecr 
between us; ſo cautious Iam in that particular: but onely to be imparted to the Al- 
ſembly called your Juno, who as I underſtand, are, the ſole mannagers of all 
tranſactions of this nature, whether abroad or at home: This being alſo promiſed 
by the Ambaſſadour , he intimated that Philos would be pleaſed to protract as Jong 
as was poſſible, the departure of the young couple; not onely as he ſaid, whereby 
his Maſters might have the better conveniency, to digeſt alt their reſolutions, to the 
moſt advantage for the deſign intended, but alſo to have time ſufficiefit , whereby

When Philes had condeſcended to all the deſires of the Ambaſſadour , having firſt 
as may be ſuppoſed rendred him fully ſatisfied in very many particulars in State po- 
licy , which the meſſenger before had neither learned or underſtood , they took their 
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- leaves of one another; with ſuch an entire embracement, as if their EY) 
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perpetually to be joyned in nature, a8 their ſpuls were combined in tbedeftruRive 
deſigns, to the poor lovers felicities: but now Philos being left alone with a ſtr 


confidence of thewiſhed fucceſs 6f his unhandſomé puoject, he pledſed ſimſeif uf. 


ficiently wich the conſideration, how much he found the Ambaſſadour inferiour to 
his ill, in politicabrules ; for that by. contrary ſtratagem it ſremeit to him eaſie, 
to deſtroy all the Aydian Fleet, if he did not conceive;; that th effeſting of this 
enterpriſe, would be much more adugntageable to his? other: affains; and at the 
worſt he knew , it was in his power hy diſcovering the Heſiꝑr, before it was acted, 
to create ſuch a jealouſie between the cwo common govetaments, as wbuld alwayes 
make them at odds one againſt another, to the commodity and beneſitiof Orſumer 
Kingdom; wbich could not any way beo ver · powred, but by the conjunction of choſe 
two Nat ions at Sea, who onely abounded in multitude of Shipping: which how. 
erer he intended to put in practiſe, when he had compaſſed his an ends upon 
them both: In the mean time he was content; to let the Lydian Ambiſſadour , not 
onely to play with his own thoughts, but co betome inſtrumental for ſome ſeaſon 
to his purpoſes ; that wete upon: che ſurpriſal of the Princeſs ¶ liria; ind the ſo- 
paration of her love to deniarid Euaretur Daughter of the Senate for his Wife; 
not doubting but che ſuit would be: enſily granted}, in regard of :that friendſhip; 
they deſired to maintain with his Uocle Phiioſtror, and then alſo ; to make the 
lice motion to the Duke of Cyprut concerning a Marriage to be made between his 
Son Narciſſus, and his own Siſter Artemeſia, 'which: he conceived might be done 
withoutthe leaſt ſuſpicion that he had any former hand in the deſign; for he knew 
the Ambaſſadour durſt not reveal the ſecret public kly, leſt it might be ſuſpected 
bimſelf to have combined or plotted the diſcourtefie;;” offered to the Iſland of C 7 
pras, in the violence uſed at Sta to Coria and Narciſſas; and at the worſt he ſup- 
, he could deny at his plea ſure any ſueh thing by him contrived; rhongh the 
Ambaſſadour ſhould affirm it. „ 279% „ dne nh 
Philos now having eaſed (as I may ſay) the heavy weight of that burthen, which 

he found lay continually upon his 'confaſed thoughts and working faney, not 
onely by reaſon of his love to Cliria, but his hate to Narciſſus, began ulſo to think, 
that diſſimulation from that time forward, would be a moſt neceſſury companion 
to all che reſt of his actions, ſince as already, h: had bettayed the lovers felicities 
in his own determinations, ſo were they, with others of Orſames Court, to be kept as 
much as might be free, from all fuſpicion and jealouſie, until the grand project con- 
trived between him and the Amba ſſadout, (who undertook to be the Meſſenger bim- 
ſelf) might have a fitting conveniency to be put in execution , which he could not 
yet be certain of, until the return of his deſire ſhoald come from the Senate of 
Lydia: In the interim be had warned the Ambaſfadour, not to uſe his name to 
bis Maſters, in the particalarity of the deſign; but rather to ſeem as if the conſide- 
ration, had onely moved from his own intelligence (being at Mempba) of the 
departure of Cleria and Narciſſus: nevertheleſs to ingratiate bimſelf the more in 
their belief, he wiſhed the Ambaſſadour in the general, to intimate to his Maſters at 
Sardis, how great à friend Phileſtros his Uncle intended to be, not one'y to 
their Nation, but alſo to their proceedings: In ptoſecution of this intention of 
diſſimulation, Phil put on a better countenance in all manner of ſocieties, then be 
was accuſtomed; intermixing himſelf with the moſt delightful company, both of 
the Town and Court; and to this purpoſe'; he would not onely often go a hunt- 
ing of Eſtriges, according to the frequent uſe of the Countrey, inthe wilde deſerts 
bordering upon the Confines of Egypt. attended by many of the ordinary forts of 
people, but perfwaded the King himſelf, to celebrate in an ancient Theatre near 
the Pyramides, the magnificent ſports of fighting with Lions, and other ravendus 
Beaſts of Africa; chiefly with an intention, to entertain the youtbful thoughts of C/c- 
ria and Narciſſus that they might not ſo violently think npon their intended journey 
into Cyprus: Amongſt all theſe projects contrived in his brain, one day when” 
Or/ames was a hunting, be addreſt himfelf to Roroiſſes particularly, intending a 
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lietle to feel hi inclinations, or rather I may ſay, to perſwade his judgement, con.

ration ſtands at amaze, to behold more then tould be thought were poſſible, for 
both art and nature to produce to mans capacity to underſtand: if you look at the 
Court, you ny {ce how riches and honour go hand in hand, to work viſible - mira. 
cles in the eyes f all ſtrangers, imagining during their abode there, they remain 
rather in ſome inchanted palaces, then in earthly dwellings, ſince beauties are ſo nu · 
merous and encellent of both ſenes, that the variety in a manner confounds the ap. 
prehenſion : If the ſtreets of Damaſcus be conſidered in each particular, what can 
be more magnificent to the view, then to ſee guilded and triumphant Chariots , fil. 
led with Nymphs and Ganimedes , ride through multitudes of popular acclamati. 
ons, for great Or/ames continued proſperity ? youth there in Academies, are taught 
ſackcivilicy and — , that they ate readred men in all perfection, whilſt 
ay ſeem ſcarce to be yet borne for their years: there I muſt ſay , ſacrifices flye, 
with ſo much zeal up to the heavens , from the Altars of thoſe Temples ; where re. 
yerend Priefts are ever attending, to diſcharge religiouſly thoſe offices, appointed 
them by the immortal Gods, as cannot but procure proſperity to our Nation: The 
Victories of our Armies diſperſed over all Ma, make not onely Wonder at a ſtand, 
but even Fame it ſelf weary with ſounding: The martial glory of Orſames after his 
conqueſts, is a ſpectacle not more terrifying, then delightful to common ſpeRators, 
that are not able to underſtand the Theory of his greatneſs : In fine, our Ladies 
there in aſſemblies , want not confidence , to make their beauties appear to 


the moſt advantage, and yet all is ſo varniſhed over with a baſhful modeſty, 
as if ngture onely had learned an art to be beſt becoming; in diſcourſing they 


ſeem to be the faireft Syrenes , without any intention at all of deceit, oneſy by a 
noble power, they force men to be their captives, becauſe vertue and honour, 
know not where again tobe ſo well ſatisfied, as in that impriſofiment : if our laws 
and policies be obſerved , they rather teach preventions, by their threatned ſeve- 
rity and wiſe cautions, then have any intention in their conſtitutions , either to de- 
ſtroy or circumvent people; all which being conſidered, I ſee no reaſon why your 
excellent vertues, accompanied with an age not yet exceeding eighteen, ſhould want 
thoſe juſtifiable ambitions, as not violently to covet againſt all obſtacles ſuch ra- 
rities, that can onely beſtow upon you luſtre and greatneſs , when as the contrary 
perhaps, will render you leſs famous then you are, for nothing , but becauſe you 
have not yet taſted perſonally of thoſe pertetions in Hria, though granting in 
your own particular , you are already furniſhed with them , in a large meaſure be- 
yond other people: but perchance you may ſay you have not onely ſeen Damaſcw 
already in paſſing by; but the glory of Or/ames in theſe Wars, which J muſt tell 
you, is no other then to behold beauties in the night, or the King in his eclipſed 
ſplendor : all which my Lord I onely ſay, to give my ſelf the greater happineſs, 
by enjoying ſtill your company, not knowing but theſe motives , might divert your 
preſent intentions from . — , with that excellent Lady the Princeſs Cloria, whom 

ſeem to conduct, which office I cannot deny, but in it ſelf is a moſt ſupreme 
2 but ſince it may be conceived both the Duke your Father, and the 
. Queen your Mother, would be glad of the occaſion, in their own perſons to viſit 
Orſames Court: Methinks you may have reaſon enough to alter your reſolution, 
When he had done Narciſſus anſwered him in this manner. 

O Sir, ſaid he, you are miſtaken, a ſtronger influence a great deal, draws both my 
thoughts and perſon into the Ifland of Cyprus, then all thoſe rarities, you have 
numbred up in the Kingdome of Syria, ſince one perfect carbuncle (by whoſe 
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light 1 muſt ſail) is more worth then, then a thouſand other ſtones of leſs value: 
And if you would behold beauties indeed, look upon the fair Lilli d Roſes in 
Choria's cheeks , whoſe dainty mixtures in the whole, appear to be a ſweet and hea- 
venly Garden, compoſed of ſuch Flowers, that the earth cannot parallel either in 
taſte or colour; whillt her fair eyes are two powerful ſuns of equal brightneſs, that 
can illuminate all places of the world alike , though never. ſo much darkned 
by natures malice , if ſhe but there vouchſaſe her preſence: her perfections I ſay 
are books ſufficiently inſtructive, to teach the world knowledge and ſcience; in 
which are to be daily read, multitudes of ſeveral varieties of that excellency , that 
greateſt Doctors know not how to define chem , but in loves Academy : when ſhe 
moves, you may behold a certain ſhining chrone of ſanity , whereon are pla- 
ced Altars in abundance, whereon are onely Sacrifices offered to her ſelf ,. of wound- 
ed hearts that need compaſſion; whenas in the interim her Muſick, when ſhe plea- 
ſerh, charmeth mortals with a raviſhing delight, to ſuch extaſies of pleaſure and 
content ,- that they ſeem to be ambitious of no other happineſs : you ſpeak of glo- 
rious victories gained by your powerful Armies; when as every look of hers, is able 
to conquer whole Nations without feſiſtance; and Favourites to Kings, muſt of 
neceſſity become ſlaves in thoſe triumphs ; Theſe laſt words could not chuſe but re- 
flect upon Philos, apprebending that either Narciſſus had ſome inckling of his in- 
tentions, or that a Divine Inſpiration had ſecretly inſtructed him in his thoughts 
and defires; wherefore at the inſtant, he began to bluſh-, with a certain kinde of 
inward guilt, that proceeded from his apprehenſion rather then his jadgemenc : 
for the Gods knew, Narci{[ onely ſpake , by the meer inſtigation of his own par- 

tial affection, produced from the flames of his conſtant and vertuous love, hearin 
Philos utter ſuch vanities, in commendation of his own Countrey, to the diſpa-

But how this diſcourſe, or rather Dialogue would have been concluded be- 
tween them, cannot well be determined, ſince a great Panther belonging to 
thoſe deſerts, lying ſecretly in certain ſhrubs by the (ide of a Pool, fot onely for the 
preſent, interrupted them, but violently flew upon Philos, as he rode along with 
Narciſſus; which quickly overturned both him and his horſe , to the apparent dan- 
erand:bazzard of his life, but that Narciſſus having a ſmall hunting Spear in his 
and, quickly ſtroke the Beaſt ſo fortunately in the breaſt; that the blood ſoon 
followed the wound in great abundance; : tiowever the furious, or I may ſay rather 
valiant creature, ſeemed ſo little to be diſcouraged by the ſtroke, that with an ap- 
pearing outward rage, to finde himſelf ſo aſſaulted contrary co his, expectation, 
looking firſt upon Narciſſus , as if he either challenged him with unkindneſs or in- 
— , for having attempted him without any provocation, and then turned 
is eyes again upon Philos, as if yet he made ſome queſtion: in his thoughts, be- 
ther he ſhould releaſe his ſeeming conquered Captive, or be revenged upon his in- 
jurer, at laſt flew at Narciſſ with ſuch à ſpight and violence, as not onely put 
him to his beſt defence, but undoubtedly bad prevailed exceedingly to his prejudice; 
if Philos had not haſtily diſingaged himſelf from the inconveniency of bis fall, 
and made baſte co his a ſſiſtance; as fearing elſe, his own death might fol- 
low, which ſoon obliged them all three to a moſt ſharp and deſperate combat: and 
however the Panther received multitudes of wounds by their indufity;iinfomuct 
as it was unpoſlible for him to eſcape deſtruction, yet with his chwes; ſeiſing 
by change upon the left Arme of Narciſſus, he made in it ſo deep an impreſſion, 
that he tore part of the'fleſh from the bone-,' ſhewing that he was even ambitious 
of revenge in his laſt end; for preſently in à ſtaggering manner (not having 
ſtrength ſufficient remaining, to ſupport any longer his own body, which ohe 
might perceive his courage was loath to confeſs) he fell backward upon his tail, 
and ſo reſted for a great ſpace, panting and blowing with opem mouth hut both 
Narciſſus and Philos, not being very willing to complement with his intentional 
fury, gave him ſo many others ftroaks in all parts, that not long it was before they 
left him for dead, in the interim many of the huntſmen coming into the place:

ly again revivred, but flew violently upon one of the Dogs lying near him, and bit 
him fo , that the blood followed , which in a manner ſtartled the whole company 
thinking him to be dead, wherefore again they ſet upon him, though with a jeaſ. 
ing violence, until at laſt they made him ſure from doing any more hurt to them ot 
any others. | . 

| vn this nnexpeRed wound which Narciſſus had received in his Arme, from 
the ſharp claws.of the Panther, was not eſtcemed by himſelf, either dangerous or 
worth much conſideration ; yet by way of conveniency if not neceſſity ,. both he 
and the Princeſs Claria were forced for ſome time longer, to put off their journey 
to the Iſland of Cyprus, which ſeemed much to comply with the contrived deſign of 
Philos, for their ſurpriſal at Sea by the Lydian Fleet; ſince for ſome dayes, — 
ſu not onely kept his Chamber hut his Bed, which however afforded him many vi 
from all the youthful Nobility of the Court, as I may ſay. in ſome ſort; ſeemingly 
glad of the accident, whereby he might by reaſon of that neceſſity, be fill obliged 
to remain in their company: this cure of his, protracted the time ſo long, that the 
ſeaſon of the year — _ , forthe A — of — of the River of 
Nilw , * e whole Countrey of Egypt might | , toapgment its 
fertility , or rather to take away the natural barrenneſs of the ſoil, which would be

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| day came for ths mighty ceremony (the people being aſſembled up- 
on the banks of the River) the — was ſpent, in pare and ts 
ſtroying of Crocodiles , which with certain baited hooks of Iron, were by their 
buge bodies drawn ont of the water, to the no ſmall amazement of thoſe ftrangers 
that had never ſeen che like before: The men alſo of the Town in new Bar- 
ges maile for that pur poſe, offaed many delightful ſgorts, in a kinde of a rural tri- 
umph before the Caſtle ; where alſo was the great Ceſtern, which hach been farmer» 
ly mentzoned in taking the Fort, marking aut to the Inhabitants the rile and fall 
of the Rwer, by which- conjecture the fercility and ſcarcity of che years appear, 
This Ceftern they not onely adorned wich many Garlands, and preparations for 
Fire-works, but Roxana Dwarf, that hed been ſo great an actor in che ſarprilal 
of the Caſtle, was upon an open Theater preſented to the view of the people, call 
ing out to —— bounty: all which notwithſtanding were de- 
Ggned for no other then preparatives for che nights ceremonies. 
At what time Phil, :according to che aircumſtance of his invitation, conducted 
the Princeſs Cliria io hi Lodgings, in full appoſition to the gather Cal, 
f . wit 
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ich the reſt of the noble company then remaining at Ademphix z and however 
Narciſuefel ſome incommodation, in regard of the wound be had lo lately recei. 
ved, without any great importunity Ane by Fbila to be & the ſame ſoci- 
ety; it being in ſome ſort alſo intended for his entertainment, that be might nor 
onely be an eye · witneſß of the glory of Philſres family, but (as rhe ſequel will te- 
Rice) have & view of bis in Miſtreſs Artemeſig, Philer Siſter, having never 
during his abode at Mewphis beheld her perſon , though for what reaſon was not 
wa by any. x 
e for the Feaſt, was perfectly Oyal , crowned on the 
tap with a brave Cupelo, according to. the antiek EA,, manner , adorned almoſt 
all over, with ancient Fierag/yphicks in eſaich work: the Galleries of each ſide 
far the commodity of muſick, were wrought into ſeveral intricate knots of guilded 
braſs, intermixt with other colours, for the more beauty of the eye: the cable it 
ſelf alſo anſwered exactly to the Qual. praportion of. the rom, leaving à conve- 
dient ſpace from the wall, for the cammadity of gecedary attendantt; it was in 
the middle hollowed in 4 large mealure, 70 take off a pare of its bredch , rhe com- 
any onely being appointed ro ſit, without any,oppoſitipgeto Pre another: however, 
in char ſeeming vacancy of the x WUFIFars PN moſt ſtately 
Fountain, (that at leaſt reached gehe uf of 


- WAIFQSRE per Bare of the cieling) where ap- 
peared, the Goddeſs Diana and her Nymphs bathing themſelves, cut out in moſt 
excellent white Marble; which being ally intermingled with certain; artificial Trees, 
according to the natuye of che Countrey, it afforded a moſt deleable proſpect to 
the beholders, and the rather, far that the Fountain being built in 8 ſeeming Cri- 
tal Lake of clear running water, brought thither by the ancient Kings of gps, 
with infinite charge and admirable skill, not anely proved exceedingly to be a 
commodity to the Feaſt , but a refreſhment to the company: eſpecially for that 
from their ſeeming naked breaſts „ there continually run into ſeveral ſmall 
veſſels appointed for that purpoſe , all ſorts of excellent Wine, both Greek and 
African; where doingy hoyes ood ready to diſpoſe of it to the ſtrangers, when 
any pleaſed to call fat᷑ a tafte of each ſort: the campany at the firſt entrance into 
the 100m, ſeemed to be a little amazed at ſuch a magnificent beauty, which they knew 
not of to be before in Aamplus; though the building had not qngly lang time agg, 
been erected by the greateſt Monarchs of choſe parts, hut the place it (elf had for ma- 
ny years paſt, been reſerved ſuperſtitiouſſy by the inhabitants, for aq other ple , hut 
for the celebration of the day and night, when the banks of Mi were to be 
opened, to let in the water over the Cuntrey. Thus they continued gaſting their 
eyes about at ſeveral varieties, (the Muſick in the interim, 7 the conca- 
vity of the fabrick, to the heſt adygntage to the ear) hileſt of a ſudden , there fle 
open a two leaveddoor, that directed its groſpect, through a large and long Galle- 
ry into another room, at the upper end of which, appeared à Lady ſitting on a 
Throne; however at ſuch a diſtance, that her countengace could not be perfectly 
e bat being ſoon conducted by Pie towards the place, (he was 
quickly diſcovered by his information , to he his ſiſter che moſt 425 „Artemtiia; at 
leaſtwiſe ſo eſteemed in her own opinion: and truly was ſo in effect, if her minde 
bad in every kinde been anſyerableto her body , ſigce any way wanting the inward 
A defect of nereſſity myſt be in the whole; and ſo conſequentiy not 
moſt fair: Upon cheir approach, they found her incompaſled by many Negro 
faves, who with huge Fans in their hands, appeared to giye her breath and refreſh- 
ment: but why onely ſo accompanied, cquld not well be imagined, valeſs it were 
by the blackneſs of her attendants , the better to ſer. forth her own beauty in the 
apprehenſion of the ſpectators ? when. they came at ſomethiog à nearer diſtance, 
— before ſhe would not ſeem to riſe) in a certain kinde of careleſs poſture, 
deſcended from her Throne, whileſt che lovely Princeſs Claris, (with pnother 
kinde of quickneſs in her carriage , made up hetween courteſie and gaod nature, 
wherein pride had not the leaſt intereſſ) addreſt her ſelf to give ber an affable an 
fitting ſalucation, proceeding not onely from the gentleneſs of her diſpoſition , but 
| grati- 
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gratitude in her thoughts, in that her brothers entertainment, was wholly upon the 
matter (as was pretended) intended for her welcome and reception. Nevertheleſs 4r. * 
temeſia met her with ſuch a countenance, as if ſhe yet made ſome queſtion, which 
of both was to be eſteemed the perſon of moſt dignity ; however at laſt Artemeſia 
ave Cloria the better hand, though with that demeanour, that did more divulge 
inſolency, then ſhew her judgement to all the aſſembly : but ſelf· opinion, when 
onely governed by an imperions ſoul , accompanied with paſfion and proſperity, 
can have no other cure, but either by deſtruction in effect, or contrary fortunes in 
poſſeſſion: but all this, as ĩt ſhould ſeem , was to gain a heart from poor Narci/- 
ſms, that was already captivated by a ſtronger influence; who, though he had un- 
der ſtood her meaning, could not have been brought, from ſacrificing to vertue and 
neſs, to have committed idolatry before a painted image; wherein was con- 
rained, as might be thought, nothing but pride and _ To be ſhort , theſe ri. 
diculous paſſages in a ceremonious march, conducted them to take their places. 
The Feaſt it ſelf did not exceed more in ſumptuous magnificence, then in exquiſite 
curioſity : for the fruits ſeemed rather all growing upon natural Trees, then con- 
veighed to their taſte by _— whileſt birds of all ſorts in the interim, flew 
about the room, warbling forth ſuch variety of notes to entertain the company, as 
if they had been taught their skill by excellent maſters. And the more admirable 
it was, in regard the clarity of the place, by reaſon of an artificial ſplendour: newly 
created, proceeding from divers places in the room , rendred their ſeveral colours to 
the view, more beautiful then they were by nature ordained. It were a kinde of 
groſs ſimplicity to talk of abundance, when as the power of Syria, joyned with the 
fertility of 97617 conjoyned with a full, if not (as I may ſay) an omni potent abi. 
lity, to perſwade love, and ſhew greatneſs. | 
- But however this entertainment ſeemed to be the proviſion of many ages, and 
the Feaſt intended for ſome years continuance, yet that nights ceremony (though 
- cuſtomary in it ſelf, yet at the preſent, ordained for the ſight of the greateſt efteem- 
ed Monarch in Afie) could not wait upon any other intention or conveniency 
wherefore the company ing advertiſed , that Orſames with his Favourite in the 
other Caſtle, were already ſeated , expecting the ſhew , in ſomething a confuſed 
manner riſe from the Table, leaving all other ſervices behinde to be recommended 
onely to fancy and imagination; ſince every one haſted to choſe windowes upon 
the River, that were moſt convenient for their purpoſes : for that already the fire 
flying in the air, and the Trumpets ſoundiug upon the Land, appeared to ſenſe, as 
if the Heavens had changed their ſtations: for as the night ſeemed to be day by 
a contrary, though a more illuſtrious reflection, ſo mortals might be though to 
have aſſumed to themſelves the property of gods, in regard of the reſplendent 
ory of the King, who ſate upon the top of the great Caſtle, encompaſſed about 
with ſuch multitudes of lights, and that variety of attendants, that he ſeemed not 
onely to be the conquerour of the earth, by a juſt right, but even to claim an ap: 
pering and divine intereſt, of ſometimg miraculous during his time” here below. In 
fine, nothing could be ſeen more ſplendent for the time; which drew all the eyes 
of the people upon his glory, with ſuch an amazed joy , that ſcarce could they with 
hearts and cries , abſtain from open Idolatry: · but notwithſtanding all theſe en- 
ticements of ſenſe, Arremefia (however more bewitched in her paſſions then any 
other) could not be perſwaded, either by her brother, or thereſt of the company, to 
be at all a ſpectator of thoſe ſports: but whether out of a vain imagination, that 
ſhe ſeemed in her thoughts to contemn every popular ſpectacle, as being a great 
deal below her aims and deſigns > Or whether ſhe could not brook the competition 
of Cloria*s beauty and dignity ? Or indeed was truly melancholy as Philos had in- 
formed the Ambaſſadour, it is not to any great purpoſe to determine: onely it was 
viſible that in a kinde of a diſdainful poſture, ſhe without any manner of ſalutation 
to the company, retired ſaddenly into het Camber. W 0 e 
Notwithſtanding all theſe paſſages, Philos, whoſe heart and thoughts were al- 
ready too violently ſer upon bis own particular concernments, (however he found

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more cauſe of deſpair every day then other,. of parting the young Lovers affecti. 
on, although be might by che ſucceſt of His defiget Nef der perſons, and had 
made his ſiſters prepoſterous paſſions; in part, as a Hale, "the better to compaſs his 
own ends, though he would have been moſt willing alſo, to have rendred her 
entirely ſatisfied, in regard the contrary — — — to 
the diſhonour of the Family) began a little to conſider what be ſhoutd do at the 
preſent's wherefore beacuſe he would leave no way tinattempted , thut might pre- 
tend to probability, and finding the Princeſs C ſoria nt 4 window alone ,” earneſtly 
beholding the fire · wor ka, and other paſtimes, anſwerable xd the ſeaſon, fich ſeem- 
ed ſomething convenient for his purpoſe, he began Giſcburſe to her in this na- 
ture, at he had formerly done a hunting to Narcrſſme ;" alchiough the noiſe of the 
people below upon the banks of the River, ſeemed not very well to comply with 
bis intentions. 2 er a 

Madam, ſaid he, you may here behold in part, che infinite glory ad huppineſt of 
the King your great Unele, in his own proper Sphere, the rich dy of Damaſcus + 
dev 3. tinding ſi could not perfectiy voderſtand What he ſaid; by reaſon of 
the cryes and ſhoutsof che muſticude;, though he perceived an intfinztion in her 
courteous diſpoſition, to hearken to the matter of his diſcourſe, as well as the ſound 
of his word, drew her b ſittle and lixele from the window , until they were both re: 
tired to ſuch a diſtance, that they had free liberty, to underſtand each othet 
would deliver, which made him begin again in this manner. 

Truly, ſaid he, ſince theſe magnificencies now bebeſd, gre no better then meet 
ſhadows,to what brightneſſes Orſames enjoys in his 6ivn Countrey , (of which you 
have already a large ſhare by birth, being ſprung from that flouriſhing tree, of che 
Illaſtrious and Royal Houſe of Syria ànd ought to have more in my opinion by 
poſſeſſion, in regard of thoſe rare perfections, which both art and nature have ſd 
liberally beſtowed upon your ſelf, to the wound of your Sex) I cannot be but ſome- 
thing , if not ſcandalized how your thoughts can carry you into any othet 
Region, - (eſpecially having ſach conveniences) before you had taſted of thoſe excel- 
lencies in Syria, that may not again be ſo well underſtood and apprehended , as by 
ſuc curious fancies as yours, that are able even to adde a new life both to them, and 
to every thing elſe you ſee und hear: I muſt tell you moſt admirable Princeſs , that 
the Nobility of Syria in their own proper Elements; appear rather lixe ſo many So- 
vercign Lords themſelves, crowned with honour and reſpect, then ſubjects to any 
mortal King whatſoever, by reaſon of their commands and dependencies; not any 
way to be equalled, or made leſs by what power ſoevet, (continuing in Orſames 
favour) but as their own retirements, ſometimes give them appetites for private re- 
creations, whereby they become familiar and ſolitary; Alas, dear Madam, ſaid he; 
did you but behold the glorious Palaces of Damaſcm , with other rich buildings of 
leſſer note, (onely appointed to be che halitations of Merchants) you ſhould chink 
this great eſteemed City (ſo much exroll'd by the boaſting e/£gyprians) to be but 
an unfurniſhed Village, in regard of its magnificence and ſplendor : and for the 
the Iſland of Cyprus whicher you are now going, (which I muſt confeſs I admire ; 
ſince the Queen your Mother by your attract: on, would ſuddenly be induced co viſit 
$yria) ought to be eſteemed in your view and apprehenſion, a poor and contempti- 
ble part of the world, onely ordained to breed up a few petty perſons, of no ho- 
nour and birth as common drudges through the world, whereby to maintain the 
better trade and commerce for the benefit of our people; which Countrey not- 
wehſtanding (without Syria's immediate aſſiſtance ) can neither defend it ſelf in 
time of War, or preſerve it ſelf in time of Peace: To this greatneſs and proſperity 
of the Syrian State, as I will not ſay my Uncle Philoſtrot, gives our flouriſhing 
fields greennef$, or cauſeth the earth in due ſeaſon to produce bountifully to the In- 
habitants, yet 1 may boldly affirm , that his faithſul policy hath rendred Orſame: 
great and mighty, and ſo conſequently his ſubjects happy and fortunate; other 
people being over. run by their enemies, whileſt we make War in all Countreys to 
our advantage, though but in part demonſtrated by this City, not onely as you ſee 
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oubt will be ſent for with all expedition, both to acrompany your fortunes and 
eco Cloria having formerly heard by diſcourſes from the Queen and 
others, chat Phileſtrar, Philos Uncle, was not onely-a main obſtructer of her Fa- 
thers deſigns , but was alſo abſolutely againſt her Mothers comming into Syria, 
could not forbear, but plainly co tell him her thoughts in that pattiular ; with 
ſome tears in her eyes, asif her apprehenſions ane, began to work towards the 
affairs of Euarchus her father in Lydia: inſomuch 4s he might calily perceive: 
there reſted in her minde (notwithſtanding other diverſions) certain iſcontented 
motions , concerning his Uncles uſage of the Queen in her diftreſſes, not havin 
ſo much (as ſhe was informed) as ever invited her into Syria; notwithſtanding al 
the misfortunes and oppreſſions of her own Countrey; but rather was a means 
to divert Orſames her brother, from either giving her countentnce- or reception 5 
though grounded principally (as it was conceived) upon his ſpleen , that Anais 
the old Queen of Hyia, had been ſo nobly entertained in Lydia, hiving been ba- 
niſhed from her Sons Court , onely by his power and greatneſs. What tlie ſequell 
of theſe diſcourſes would have produced, cannot well be imagined, for that divers 
of the company being already ſuffifliently tyred with -bebolding the fire. works; 
were retired into that part of the room, where Cliria and Philos were diſcourſing'; 
which for that time not onely ended the diſpute , but took off all occaſion to be⸗ 
gin anew ; neither indeed was there any commodity at all for it , ſinte the whole 
aſſembly one with another, fell into diverſityof pleaſant communications, which 
in truth was a great deal more proper for the ſeaſon then thoſe of another na- 
ture, that had happened onely by accident; though of the other fide ; they might 
be occaſioned by reaſon of Philos paſſions and underhand deſigns: however che 
company continued confuſedly mixt both in perſons and language, until they were 
invited into another room; to taſte the delicacies of a Banquet, provided for their 
nighcs refreſhment, that appeared not more curious then magnificent; as it were 
defined to cloſe uf heir expectations, with the reality of what was again uhpoſſi- 
ble to be parallel d by any other Nation: it might be eſteemed an impertinent ya. 
nity, to dwell here again upon deſcriptions . ſince not 6nely by what hath been 
already ſaid, the reſt in part may be imagined; but the time of the night alſo 
calling the company to their reſt, may very well give a full period to Philos ſum- 
ptuous entertainment, though in them according to his expectation, he found not 
bis wiſhes ſatisfied ; neither in his own violent affections to Cloria ; nor his ſiſters 
prepoſterous paſſions concerning Narciſſks : which was the occaſion , That being re- 
tired into his private Chamber, inſtead of ſleep, he betame incumbred with diverſity 
of troubleſome thoughts. 5 . : er t 
Philos, as I lay, being withdrawn into his own ſolitary lodgings, (in imitation of 
the reſt of the company to the outwardiview , though nbt to the ſarhe intention, 
according his inward difturbances ) Began more ſeriouſly to reflect upon his 
purpoſes Fonlidering not onely the progreſſe he had made in them, but the 
iſſues conſequently were probably to follow : To this effect in the firſt place, he 
found it was unpoſſible to remove the ſettled affections, between the Lovers 
Claria and Narciſſus, as well by the manner of diſcourſes he had made to them 
both, in the commendation of the Syrian excellencies, as by divers other reaſons 
and circumſtances, that he had obſer ved in either; which made him believe, as che 
combinations he had made with the Ambaſſadour , would prove to little effect for 
his benefit, ſo would 1 of moſt deſperate concernments to thoſe ſweet and in- 
nocent creatures : next h laid before his remembrance, not onely the gillint bravery 
of Narciſſus perſon, in man gttempes he had made at the ſiege upon the Egypri- 
ans, having withall in a matiner ſaved the life of his Uncle Philoftros in the fight, as 
at another time his own from the fury of the Lion; but alſo more particularly, be re- 
ffected upon the courteous diſpoſition of the Princeſs Chia , notwithſtanding her 
dignity and quality, accompanied with her excellent beauty and rare perfetions, not 
to be equalled again in all Aſia, ſly. he conſidered with ſome horror, what a 
world of inconvenience his family had brought upon Enurchuu and his Kingdom of 
; Lydia

Lydia; not onely at the firſt, by ſtirring up of the ungratefal- Myſſians to con- 
tend with him, but alſo in diſcountenancing of Hyacinehis the Queen, in her 
ſolicitations witch Orſames her Brother for her Husbands Intereſt ; however there 
ſeemed to appear no other reaſon for theſe latter evils, but that Auaxia the old 
Queen of Syrie , (being in_disfavour with Philoſtros) had been received by the 
Court of Lydia, with ſome more then ordigary affection and ceremony. Theſe 
conſiderations after a long debate privately in his own boſome, made him at laſt ut. 
ter this language. 3 8 

O Heavens, ſaid he, with what a Torrent of impious madneſs, are mortalls 
carried on in their courſes, when they fear their actions onely by ambition, and 
fill the ſails of their intentions, with nothing but violence and pride? O wiſe 
moderation that ſhould temper che heat of all our paſſions, and make us rather 
good then politickp to what Region arc thou flown, to ſeek vertue and quiet? 
What if our endeavours could attain every day to new Conqueſts, until the world 
ſhould become ours by the ſword , accompanied with blood and flaughter? 
What were the purchaſe worth, ſtill living in diftempers and vexation > Doth 
more Titlesany thing elſe, but ſerve to create new appetites , which daily encreaſe 
withont ſatisfactions? What ſerve command and greatneſle , but to inflame de- 
fires , that torment day an night our oyer-indulgent choughts, wich reſtleſſe la- 
bours of ſueh impatiency, as abſolutely deſtroy thoſe felicities , that onely nature 
and reaſon ſhould delight in > Do we eat or ſleep better, becauſe we ate great and 
mighty > Or can all the paſſignate acquiſitions: of the earth, in honour and dig- 
nity, fender us bealchiul if we be diſcaſed , or make us fall back one year from our 
age, either to grant us more vigour or longer being > Will not the faſt comi 
dn of that allotted time by the divine powers, mingled with gray hairs ut 
wrinkles, ſoon put a period to all thoſe vapours of delight, which we rather ima- 
gine then poſſeſſe, though we ſhould live to the uttermoſt date of all mortality? 
Of the contrary, the Gods onely know, by what accident ng hay be cut off, be. 
fore that expeRation can ba performed, to an eternal forgetfulnefs Perbaps „ both 
of us and our actions. O ſacred Truth, if not Religion, ſaid he, let me here in, 
yoke your productions, to accompany hence forward all my intentions, with that 
power and aſſiſtance, may make me at leaſtwiſe to act 1 in what] 
about: with theſe thoughts, though not ſettled determination, within a while h. 
fell aſleep, and ſo continued, until the chearful morning brought unto his cham- 
ber window. the Sun, being the bright Goyernour of the day, that ſoon dif- 
perſed his imagination, all thoſe melancholly vapours of the night, that had 

before his more recollected fancy, the lively repreſentation of bis own condis 
— fafwach as he not onely again flew from his pious thoughts, but was 
cantent to ade at laſt his underſtandjng;, that as the buſineſs in it ſelf was not 
of any wiched nature, in regard of the Iggereſt of Crowus and Ki pes (that 
ſeemed go claim Priviledges and Maximes , above all Morality and Reli ) fo wa 
it impoiſible for him, (ſince the Ambaſſadour of Iydia was himſelf de ted from 
Aemphe Jute frame any probable way for prevention, without endangering his 
Uncles hapour; npon which, as he pretended, depended the whole welfare 
and abſolute proſperity of Syria: Theſe flatteries 1 may ſay, made him reſolve to 
let the young Lovers to run their own hazard, rather then endanger. ſuch an in- 
conveniency to fall upon his Family; ſo apt are men in worldly honours and hap» 
pineſſe. to egtertain all unjuſt Chimerg's, that tickle up thoſe indulgent appre- 
henſions, that onely correſpond with ſenſe and appetites. Thus again was he 
confirmed in his untoward faith, made up onely by. his own deſires, without any 
Counſel at all of vertye: ſo that with the ſame garb ang. greatneſs as be was ac- 
cuſtomed. not onely went ont of his chamber, attended by multitudes of flattering 
ſaitors, but according to the diſſembling cuſtome of that policy, which proper 
belongs to the actions of Stateſ. men, he ſaluted every perſon be met, wich ſev 
voluble complements, that were of force fufficient to have made them believe they 
had abſoluteſy his heart in all their petitions, if experience had not taught them ofs 
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tentimes the validity of favourites words; however they were to comply in counte. 
nances, as he did in language: which continued all things in a ſeeming calm in the 
Court of Orſames, until the two young Lovers Cloria and Narciſſme , could be 
no longer perſwaded to ſtay, by the alluring enticements , magnificencies; and 
pleaſure of the ſame: wherefore, as a couple of gallant ſhips were provided for 
their tranſportation, (ſince for the honour of Syria it was not held convenient, one 
Veſſel ſhould contain both their perſons, though the Lovers themſelves were not 
well pleaſed with the Ceremony) ſo. Orſames himſelf, would needs accompany 
them from Memphis to the ſea.fide: In the way they were met by divers pett 
Triumphs, from thoſe Towns as they paſt down the River of Nilas; which tiow. 
ever protracted the time, longer then Cloria and Narciſſus deſired ; not onely in 
regard of their own paſſionate deſires to be in the Iſland of Cyprus, where they 
might have the oportunity , to proſecute the period of their wiſhes, according to 
the dictates of love and engagements; but for that they both knew alſo, their af- 
ſectionate parents waited for their arrival, with a moſt violent zeal , having been 
a long time beforehand, by themſelves advertiſed of their coming. 
do that after ſomething a long and tedious journey, (becauſe they fo eſteemed it) 
they arrived at the laſt Haven in Egyyt; where the fair and gallant proſpe& upon 
the ſea, gave their eyes no bounds , but what the main Ocean was content to afford 
them; which proved delightful enough, in regard they had been ſo long a time ſhut 
up between other varieties. . | | 3 

As this gave ſome period to their wiſhes , in embarquing ſuddenly for the Iſland 
of Cyprus; ſo the chief Nobility of the Court appeared diſcontented at the re- 
ſolution; for if the men honoured , and took a ſingular contentment in Narciſſus 


ſo 
had the Ladies of Memptis no ſmall delight. and ſatisfaction, in Cloris's affable 
converſation , that had accompanied her in her journey; ſince ſhe had not ſo 
much pride in her diſpoſition, as to be either humorous or neglectful, although ſhe 
never wanted a ſufficient Majeſty in her carriage, to make her ſelf reverenced of all, 
according to the dignity of her perſon : to ſay the plain truth, ſhe hada famili- 
arity that perſwaded love from the meaneſt, however ſhe never failed to procure 
reſpect from the higheft, And however, many croſſes had rendred her thoughts 
inwardly ſomething muſing , nevertheleſs the greatneſſe of ber diſcretion, al- 
wayes ſo tempered the prejudicial properties of it, that thoſe inclinations of melan. 
cholly were never viſible, but to her Governeſs Roxana, in her own private Ca- 
binet, when they entred ſeriouſly into conſideration of their fortunes; which a 
certain kinde of neceſſity ſometimes ſeemed to exact from them both: if at all 
ſhe appeared a little amazed at her frequent diſaſters, it was rather a mark of her 
ertream innocency, then any cohrage ſhe wanted to ſuſtain her loſſes, as it were 
in a manner not believing, that it was poſſible for people to be ſo wicked, and the 
Gods ſtill to continue entirely patient. Theſe are the Attributes (if not much 
more) that all indifferent tongues and pens muſt give her. And the Syrians in the 
general, were loath to ſend away out of their own poſſeſſion , ſuch perfeRions into 
another Counntrey, which they eſteemed far leſs worthy then their on; or rather, 
that ſhe accompanied with thoſe excellencies, ſhould be loſt from their ſociety 
and expectation; which I muſt conſeſſe, made her fair perſon aptly to be like- 
ned to à rich enamelled Caſe, all ſer aver with Diamonds; and other pre- 
cious ſtones, that notwithſtanding within, contained a picture that was not to 
be valued by any eſtimation: onely ſome ſympathy remained by 4 divine de- 
termination between the two Lovers; for as ſhe was pleaſed by her very electi- 
— = — ſelf Narciſſus, fo be could love no other ever, but excel -

In this poſture, I fay, when they came to the ſea fide, (in the interim the King 
— — by the hand) the ſweet Princeſs, with a few beautiful tears in her fair 
eyes (being, at it were, loath to depart, though ſhe deſired nothing more then 
to be gone) fell down preſently upon her knees, with a certain gentle intermix- 
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ture of grief made up between ſorrow and baſhfulneſs: which bowever it for 
forne ſpace hindred her expreſſions, yet at laſt ſhe took her leave of her great Un. 
cle, in theſe words: May all the Gods ſend you Sir, faid ſhe, both Victory in War, 
and Proſperity. in Peace, until the 2 world yew old — your fame: but the 
King quickly ſtopt her imprecations, by two or three loving kiſſes, imprinted upon 
her fair lips - which kept in the other part of her diſcourſe. Whileſt Narciſſm in 
another place, with a ſmiling countenance (as it were beſieged by multitudes of 
embracemento) Ai ſpatched his complements as faſt as he could, ſince he imagined, 
they gave his thoughts ſcarce any thing but trouble and impediment , in that alrea. 
dy all his wiſhes and deſires were directed to another Region, which ſeemed more 
violently to carry his ambition, then the Southern windes , that attended at pre. 
ſent to drive them out of the Haven: onely he appeared yet ſomething unſatis. 
fied; when he remembred that his Love was to be tranſported in one ſhip, and he in 
another, by the rigid rules of honour belonging to the Syrian Nation. When they 
had been conveighed (after all their complements) by many of the Nobility , into 
the gallant veſſels, that lay ſome diſtance from the ſhore , the Trumpets of either 
fide ſounded their departure, as if they intended to ſummon the Gods to beſtow a 
bleſſing upon the Voyage: when preſently the ſails being diſplayed, and the pen. 
dants and colours let flye to the belt advantage, they lanched into the deep, where 
Neprtane again ſeemed moſt willing to take their protection, ſince ſcarce a wave mo- 
ved other then gently, to give them any manner of diſturbance. ä 

Thus in a kinde of a certain ſuppoſed tranquility (by reaſon of the calm) they 
ſailed for at leaſt twelve hours, as it were playing with the windes , and contem. 
plating the warers ; and the more pleaſant and ſatisfactory it was, in regard of the 
Seamens ſometimes caſting out their nets, to catch fiſh , for the delight of the Prin. 
cels, and the reſt of her Attendants. 

Whileſt the company employed their thoughts with theſe entertainments, the 
Marriners began to fear a change of the weather, as well for that many Dolphins 
appeared oftentimes to ſhew: themſelves above the waves, (an indubitable ſigne 
eſteemed of a ſtorm) as alſo. for that the winde of a ſudden had altered its ſtation 
a great deal more Eaſtward, which as they perceived, diverted their courſe from the 
Iſland of Cyprus, and carried them directly towards Crete: the other ſhip in the 

interim, where NMareiſſus was, ſeemed to be at ſome diſtance, having got the ſtart of 
them, by reaſon of thoſe ſports the Marriners had preſented to the Princels. 

Neither were their expectations long deceived, for preſently they might obſerve, 
not onely certain black clouds to unite together ſuddenly in the Eaſt, but the windes 
began already to bluſter, with ſomething an open mouth, As this warned the 
Princeſs Chia to retire into her own Cabinet, ſo the Marriners buſily employ- 
el themſelves, to put their ſhip in a poſture againſt all accidents; being the 

more precipitate in their intention, for that it wanted not much above an hour 
to night. 368! | 

The ſtorm encreafing , Cloria within a ſhort time, not being able longer to 
brook the toſſing and rolling of the ſeas, caſt her ſelf down upon her bed, to 
take off, as ſhe imagined, the diſtempers and incommodities of her indiſpoſition; in 
which poſture notwithſtanding, her fancy proved as well diſturbed. as ber body; ſince 
both the cracks of thunder, with the uncouth whiſtling of the windes in the night 
ſeaſon, becarhe a great deal more unpleaſant to her apprebenſion. Howeyer ſhe 
was tied to thoſe obſervances, until it ſhould pleaſe the Gods, either to calm 
the ſeas, or put them in more fecurity : But it ſhould ſeem neither her prayers 
nor her companies wiſhes, were able at all to prevail with the divine powers, 
ſo ſarre as to make them in opinion confident of their -own. ſafeties. Until 
at laſt it was neceſſary, not onely to take down all the chief Tacklings be- 
longing to the ſhip , but alſo the main Maſt it ſelf: deſiring they might ra- 
ther commit their fortunes and preſervation to the mercy of the ſeas, then any 
more rely upon the windes courteſie and gentleneſs. ſince they could not caſt in their 
Anchors to any effect, by reaſon the water was ſo deep, and their Cables _ 

knew 
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knew) not firong enough to ſuſtain the force of the —— which ſeemed rather 
to increaſe in violence, then to giye them hopes of abatemeni. 1 

In this danger and perplexity they continued many hgars , the gallant Veſſel all 
the while being toſt from one billow to andther., as. if the Waves intended to (hew 
to the heavens by their lofty motion, how much they diſdained and ſcorped any con- 
troul; whilſt the Ship notwithſtanding with a brave kinde of fortitude; ſeemed 
ſtill co contend againſt the rudeneſs of their malice; inſomuch as (however being 
rather deſperately wounded , then abſolutely overcome) ſhe made her way 
through the Seas with incredible celerity , in regard of, the Grength and highneſs of 
the winde, though ſhe wanted both her Sails and Mafsz but the Pilots not being 
able to inform themſelyes , which way ſhe ſteered her courſe, by reaſon a thick miſt, 
had overclouded the ſuperficies of the water, were put again into new doubts, left 
they might fall upon ſome Rocks to their ruine, though there was no remedy ; for 
as all was to be left to the hazzard of the Seas, fo their cruſt in ſupernatural mer. 
cies, was to be their chief comfort: notwithſtandimg this more then deſperate dan- 

„poor Cloria ſeemed in her inward thoughts, to be more ſolicitous for Narciſ- 
ſm ſaſety, then for her own preſervation; as it were invocating privately the pure 
heavens to that purpoſe, whilſt the reſt of the company ſent out their prayers alſo 
to the Gods in their own behalfs. eh : 

It was about noon the next day before the windes abated , when the Marriners 
informed the Maſter , they ſpied ſome land at n good diſtance, the skie having 
ſuddenly cleared much of its darkneſs, and not long aſter they mighe perceive 
many ſhallops upon the :Nas belonging to poor Fiſhermen , caſting their Nets 
into the Water. 3 | 

"As this gave them all ſufficient cauſe of joy and — , ſo did they pre- 
ſently let out the long Boat that they had drawn into the Ship during the Storm, 
with intention to enquire of thoſe people, not onely near what coaſt they remained, 
but how they might by their directions, provide in the heſt manner they could, far 
their conveniency of landing, whereby to repair their Veſlel. Mt 125 

It was not half an hours time, before the Boat again returned with this infor- 
mation, that as the land they were near was part of the Iſland of Crete, ſo not 
above half a dayes fail from that place, was the fair Haven Town of Pergame; 
whoſe Governour at preſent, wasa great Nobleman of the Countrey named De- 
dalus; that notwithſtanding the Iſland was divided into many factions, by reaſon 
of the differences between Euarchus King of Lydia and his Senate, had kept that 
City wholly for the Kings intereſt: This news you may be ſure , had put the Prin- 
ceſs ¶ Ieria in ſuch an extaſie of joy, as would have created an entire felicity in her 
thoughts, if ſhe had not in the interim, called again to her remembrance, Her ſe. 
paration from Narciſſus: but the company, rather flattering her opinion, then aſ- 
ſuring their own thoughts, that undoubtedly he was paſt all bazzard, being in ſo 
good a Ship, ſhe was quickly per ſwaded to go to Pergame, reſolving there to re- 
main, not onely whilſt ſhe beard ſome news of Narciſſus; but during a neceſſary 
conveniency might alſo be had, for the repairing of her own Ship, being as they 
told her abſolutly uncapable (before ſhe was mended) to make any other yoyage 
whatſoever: ſhe condeſcending to this councel and advice, ſome of the [Fiſhermen 
were quickly bired with ſtore of money, to be their guides and:comdudtors/to Per- 
game > So that * tying a ſtrong Cable to the great Veſſel;;; and ſetting 
many Rowers in one of the biggeſt Shallops belonging tothe Fiſhermen; they ha“ 
led her along the Seas towards the Haven, as it were in 4 kinde of pleaſant triumph; 
which they might the more commodiouſly do, for that now the winde being in a 
manner wholly allayed , they ſeemed to enjoy upon the water a ſufficient calm for 
their purpoſe. 5 1% „ nog lifi- on 

But notwithſtanding this commodity , it was almoſt the whole day, before they 
could draw their Ship, near a point of land that bordered upon the Haven; ſo that 
Cloria was forced for one night, to take up her lodging in a poor cottage 3 however, 
this gave her thoughts more ſatisfaction then the ſtately Veſſel belonging = the 
Kingdom 
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Kingdom of Syria, had ber body in the Storm. When the day came, as it was 
determined to continue their reſolutions for the City of Pergame, ſo was it held 
convenient before the Princeſs approach, to give notice to the Governour, of her ac. 
cidental arrival, within the dominion of his juriſdiction. - This was quickly put in 
execution, by ſending a meſſenger before, whilſt they themſelves within-two- hours 
ſpace ; were ſet aſhore upon a promontory not many furlongs from the Town, 
The ſweet Princeſs walked upon a green walk, pleaſantly ſet with Trees, when De. 
.dalus the Governourof — — accompanied with many Gentlemen of the Coun- 
trey, and attended by one Troop of Horſe, preſented himſelf before her; not one. 
ly to give her reception into his Territories, but to undertake in the King her Fa- 
42 half (he being, as he ſaid, his Deputy) all the entertainment that poor 
Kingdom (being lately much beaten with War) could afford, You may be ſure Cloris 
was not backward to give him thanks, aſſuring bim of her kinde acknowledgement 
of his endeavours. This conducted her to her company quickly (for the time was 
not proper for much complements) to take poſſeſſion of a brave, though ancient 
Caſtle, ſeated upon a little riſing at the further end of the Town , whilſt the inha. 
bitants in the interim, being placed in order of each ſide the Streets, gave the Prin. 
ceſs a joyful welcome into that City, which her Father (as they ſaid) had never vi- 
fited : So bethg at laft brought into her Chamber, with other ceremonies, it was not 
long before ſhe went to bed, as well to reſt her minde , as her body; however ſhe 
firſt deſired the Governour , to ſend out ſome ſmall Ship of his own, then lying 
ready furniſhed in the Haven, to hearken out ſome tydings concerning the other 
Veſſel of Syria. | | | | 
But however thus (by the goodneſs of the Gods) the ſweet Princeſs had in a man- 
ner miraculouſly eſcaped the danger of the Seas, that ſeemed in ſome fort even ath. 
bitious of her ruine , coveting perhaps to have entombed fo dainty 'a body within 
their uncouth intrals; yet could ſhe not ſo ſoon ſhake off the malevolent effects of 
thoſe diſtempers that had diſcompoſed her during the tempeſt, which however they 
put her not in any danger of life, yet they did not onely keep her from being viſited 
dy any whatſoever , but for the moſt part continued her in her privateſt Chamber 
for a long time, where onely Roxana and ſome few ſervants more attended upon her 
ſon. 
m This gave the opportunity one day to Roxana (her Lady being aſleep) to enquire 
of Dedalus, concerning the affairs of the Iſland; ſince, as ſhe ſaid, there could 
not chuſe but be many things worth the knowing, in regard of Exarchxs contention 
with the Senate, belonging to the juriſdiction thereof. | | 
Truly Madam, ſaid he, as the paſſages have been lately many and ſtrange, in this 
moſt unhappy Iſland of Crete, fo to give you the better ſcantling of the buſineſſes, | 
that from time to time have bapned , I muſt in ſome ſort begin with the original, 
when the Countrey firſt became under the Lydian power and juriſdiction. And to 
this purpoſe therefore you muſt know, that after the generation of the Gods had 
totally left Crete, to a certain kinde of wilde barbariſme , not onely in the manners 
of the people, but in the rudeneſs of the ſoil, for want of being induftriouſly ma- 
nured, ſome of the ancient Kings of Lydia conceiving ; that the Iſland lay conve- 
nient for the juriſdiction of their own Crown , both by reaſon of the natural ferti- 
lity of the ground, as in regard of the ſafety of the Harbours, began to create ſome 
ambition in their thoughts to be Lords of it; yet knowing; they could have no 
Title to the Countrey in their own Right, but what the Laws of the Sword might 
violently (if not injuriouſly) afford them, made earneſt ſolicitation, to the gręat 
Arch-Flammin of Delphos, that in reſpect of the degenerating of the people, from 
all religious maximes , with the practice of other inhumane cuſtoms , — 
to fall upon it for want of order and government) he would be pleaſed, under 
the facred banner of his holy protection and power, to grant them the principality 
and juriſdiction of the Iſland; upon the condition neverthelefs , that they ſhould 
ſtill be obliged, to obſerve thoſe rites in their ſacrifices to the Gods, as were one- 
ly uſedin the Temple of De/phos : With theſe titles and pretences, many of thoſe 
Princes, 
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inces, taking alwayes advantage of the inhabitants faRions and diſagreement 
vo rhemlelyes,, ſent ſeveral Armies either by force or policy, ot dock to con- 
quer * Conatrey: which, 39 be ſhort, within ſome few. years was totally effect- 
ed, potwithltanding now and tben many contradictions, and difturbances bapned, 
proceeding rather from the inconſtant natures of the people, then that they had 
any great cauſe, to complain of their ſuhection to the Indi Laws and Govern- 
meyt. This gives me occaſion a little to,digreſs from the matter of the Story, with 
ſome explanation of the diſpolitiqn of the ancient Natives; which in part perhaps 


bath cauſed ſo many changes, and cevolutiors in our Iſland, Tia true, they have 
bodies capable of ſuch and activity, as might enrich the Countrey, if their 


mindes were anſwerable to their compaſure and making; but they are ſo extreamly 
lazy and proud by nature, that as they had rather beg or ſteal, then work, or take 
pains; ſo doth the ſoil wholly upon the matter lye unmanured; rather chaſing in 
forreigo parts any ſervile office whatſogyer , then they. will make the belt of their 
on Livings and Eſtates, at home in their own Coungrey: whilſt their Wives and 
Families alfo in the interim, are content to ſeek out new and ſtrange fortunes, with 
whole troops of attendants ; not omitting neverthele eaſt part.of choſe cere- 
monies., that belong to perſons of the greatelt quality, although every night they 
lye in Barns, and in the day feed ſcarce upon any thing that can afford nouriſhment 
to their appetites. The women may he ſaid to be rather chaſte by nature, then that 
they can give any reaſon in their own thoughts, why e honeſt at all; for that 
commonly they ſleep altogether, without any difta ip the general, or the leaſt ſhew 
of jealouſie in the particular ; a laudable property, incident to moſt barbarous Nati- 
ons: however perhaps meerly proceeding, from want of luxurious inticements, 
that uſe to enflame luſts in diſpoſitions, The men are valiant enough in the Warts 
of other Countries; hut whether by conſtraint. or 7 * I will not ſay, ſince at 
home it is moſt apparent they even want courages to defend their Wives and Chil- 
dren, rather truſting to their own craft and ſubtilty in circumventing their enemies, 
then any way deſiring with their Swords in their hands to oppoſe ; perbaps thinking 
it a folly, where they any way can get advantage tg: cor nt about honour , 
for no people in the world hate with a more unrelenting ſpight, or revenge by 4 
more hidden cruelty. When they go to the Wars, whole Troops and Families follow, 
to accompany their friends, out of kindneſs; though their intentions for the moſt 
part are thereby to pillage Camps of either (ide , according to the fortune of the 
day. Concerning their Religion , though they do exatly adhere to the ancient 
rules of Delphos , and that with a ſeeming zeal outwardly , yer ſeldom or never per- 
form they thoſe rites , with an intention co obſerve any moralicy ; inſomuch as it 
may be ſaid, they rather uſe ſuch ceremonies, becauſe they will not change cu- 
ſtoms, then that they hope to receive abſolute benefit by them; in this manner be- 
ing conteng$0-ſuffer themſelves to be flattered , onely with an opinion they do well, 
when th wal not take any care at all to be better ſatisfied. In concluſion , they 
Ik of Lands and Poſſeſſions, withheld injuriguſly from their right, but 
never attempt any means probable to.come to them again. And tis, Lady, being 
as near as I can gueſs, the trueſt Character of our common people, I ſhall again 
return to the proſecution of our ſtory. 4 | 
As I ſaid before, after the Kings of Zydia by many deſeats given to ſome of the 
principal of che Nohility., that eficemed themſelves Princes in Authority and com- 
mand, if not in Titles and Right, had ſettled an abſolure Monarchy in the ifland, 
by degrees, the people were brought into a kinde of flaviſh condition, ſince they 
conceived , they were fitter to be made obey then to command; not onely in regard 
of their lack of kan legs, and conſtancy in the general, bur alſo. for chat che 
Governours perceived, that howerer thay wanted ſufficient induſtry to mannage 
the Councels, as well as their Laws in their own .Countrey , yet they bad ſpight 
enough againft the juriſdiction of rangers; It was ſufficient they did not affect 
other Nations, and therefore could — the Indians, inſomuch as notwith- 
ſtanding the apparent benefit they found, by practiſing and uſing the * cus 
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toms , in any things concerning the ſowing of Corn and the like, they rathee 
choſe A — penalty, ſor their not e execution, then they 
would in any kinde ſubject themſelves, to thoſe ble and profitable obfervari. 
ons; as if cheir pride appeared ſufficiently ſatisfied, in not ſeeming willing to tot. 
low that which certainly was the beſt”, for no reaſon but that it was preſcribed them, 
however I muſt ſay the Noblemen in the general, were not onely for the moſt parc 
very much civilized , but extreamly affected to the Crown of Lydia, as knowing 
from thence were brought learning, riches, and education: th b ſome great 
perſons amongſt them notwithſtanding , rather endeavoured to head many barba- 
rous factions (out of I cannot tell what manner of ſordid ambition) then they would 
either come to Court themſelves, or ſeem to hold any friendly correſpondency with 
hey were of the fame Blood and Kindred with them. 


pute the right of their juſtifications in Lydia, - oftentimes forbore 
> that advantages being made of their fear, rather then 


rences likely to go into ſome defperation, 
between theſe mighty perſons and the Queen „gave cauſes ſufficient of admiration 

| ther for that as they could not well conpre- 
hend, how fuch a maſculine courage could be in a woman; fo did they as little 
know, in what manner ſhe would defend theſe extraordinary breaches : but expe- - 
rience quickly made them fee, ſhe not onely intended, but proſecuted her intenti- 
ons with all vigour : for as ſhe abſolutely aboliſhed within a ſhore ſpace , all the 
juriſdiction of Deiphes out of ber Kingdoms; ſo did ſhe within a while after, give 
the King of Egypt ſuch overthrows by Sea, that ſcarce could he in many years re- 
cover bis loſſes. In the interim, whileſt theſe contentions were acting, with no 
ſmall violence of all ſides, to the contentment (if not amazement) of many other 
Princes, that eſteemed the differences a kinde of ſafety to themſelves. The unwiſe 
Iſland of Crete, believing they might again recover, either all or ſome part of 
their loſt Priviledges, (pretending they were obſtructed in their Religion) not long 
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after entred into open rebellion. To tell you, that the main motives of their riſings, 
proceeded from the inſtigations of Egyyt and Delphos , is not animprobable conje. 
Rure ; ſince as the one in a ceremonious aſſembly of Flamins , declared the Queen 
an accurſed enemy to his Rites and Juriſdiction, ſo did the other ſend Forces into 
Crete, to ſtrengthen the people in their pretenſions; which however theſe aſſiſtances 
ſeemed not to prevail entirely againſt the Queens Governours in the Iſland, yet appa- 
rently they procured her Officers ſo many diſturbances from time to time, that how - 
ever ſhe neither failed them with ſupplies, or was wanting to them in counſels; yet 
for many years together, the Rebels kept a conſiderable Body in the Field, in deſpight 
of all the Queens Forces. Loder ogy 194. 

In this manner theſe contentions continued many years; for as the Queen ſeemed 
with Ma jeſtick Spleen, to be enflamed with her Subjects Diſobedience, ſo were her 
Subjects in their rage animated by Meſſengers ſent from Delphos, to put them al- 
wayes in minde of cheir Religious Obligations : Whereunto being added their hate 
to the Lydian Government, and the confidence they had of Egypt, aſſiſtance, they 
ſeemed oftentimes to have received a new ſpirit of valour, contrary to their nature 
and cuſtom; however for the moſt part, they rather made uſe of theit ſubtilty, in 
ſending out ſmall parties to circumvent and entrap the Enemy, then being willing 
at any time to hazzard in the Field a main Battle, to decide the controverſie; which 
was the reaſon the War was ſo long prolonged, with ſeveral ſucceſſes of either 
ſide: for as the Cretans had the advantage, of perfectly knowing the Countrey, 
amongſt Woods and Bogs, fo had the Lydians a great deal the better in their con- 
duct and reſolution: but which way foever buſineſſes went, as the Rebels were 
conducted by a Nobleman of the Nation, whoſe Family and Name was as great 
a mongſt the people, as his Spleen and Courage was againſt the Queen, ſo became 
the State of Lyaia exceeding wearygpf the War, being moſt certain, the money 
disburſed in the contention , would never by any conqueſt ſhe could make of 
the Mland , be again repayed into her Coffers : Wherefore, after ſome deliberati- 
on it was reſolved , to fend over a principal Favourite of the Queens, whereby to 
put the ſooner an end by his Authority and Fidelity, to thoſe ehargeable and bloody 
differences, that not onely deſtroyed her people in the Ifland of Crete, but dil- 
quieted her own Government inthe Kingdome of India and the rather was it ſo 
determined, for that (he had been periwaded , that the Souldiers of her Army.in 
this Iſland, lengtbened the War on purpoſe , for their own benefit and command: 
knowing when chat ſhould be once abſolutely finiſhed. ,- their eſteem at Court, 
would fall with their want of imployment in the Field: But contrary to her expe- 
Ration, this Favourite of hers having more ambition then foreſight , (ſince he 
was ſent away onely by his enemies, to ſeparate him from the Queens Perſon) as 
alſo being more vain-glorious in his thoughts, then experienced in his years, 
(and ſo conſequently not having much knowledge either of the Countrey, or the 
Enemy) after a moſt vaſt expence of money, and nothing in a, manner acted 
againſt che Rebels, he returned again into Lydia , with diſgrace: and diſnonour; 
which at laſt by reaſon of his ſubtil adverſaries practices, that undermined him in 
the Queens favour , he loſt his head upon a Scaffold, by the common Executioner., 
in whoſe place notwithſtanding ſuch. a brave perſonage was ſent, that in a very 
ſhort ſpace , reduced the Rebels to ſo. much neceſſary reaſon, both in their 
perſons and Eſtates, that they offered quietly to ſubmit ro mercy, without either 

condition or contention. This being entertained , and the people ready. in all pla- 
ces to lay down Arms, the Queen her ſelf ſuddenly changes her own habitation 
here, for a more laſting one in another world; chat made all things at a ſtand 
for a time. But as Euare hus Father met with no oppoſition , in that poſſeſſion 
that belonged unto him with ſo much juſtice , ſo upon his firſt entrance into Lydia, 
he was preſented with an abſolute ſubmiſſion ,. not onely of the great Noblemen 
of our Iſland, that had for — years contended with che Queen, but alſa 
of all his Party, that were neither few in number, or penurious in fortunes; 
Nevertheleſs, although this King was merciful enough in bis diſpoſition , as 
f well 
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well to pardon all fault n to forget former diſaffections; yet the hungry 2757. 
ans his naturaſ'Countreymen , perceiving that the forfeitures of the Iſland of Crete, 
by reaſori of the late rebellions, were not of value, to be returned back again to 
the owners, without ſome profits made thereby; and finding the ſcituation and fer. 
tility of the Countrey able to make full reparation to their greedy ſtomachs for the 
defects andRterifity of their own habitations, not onely perſwaded the King, that 
hisa& of mercy would prove of dangerous conſequence to rebellious diſpoſitions 
' hereafter, but obtained at his hands, ſo many grants of poſſeſſion in this Iſland, 
that gave them ſufficient conveniency and authoricy, to tranſport a great part of 
their own people hither ; where being eſtabliſhed after a while with peace and ſecu- 


rity , by their induſtry joyned together with their power , they ſoon outed moſt of 


the inhabitants of their Eſtates, and at laſt took from all in general both their Li- 
berty and Religion; inſomuch as many ancient Families were either turned a begging 
in their own Countrey, or forced to ſeek ſervile offices in other parts for ſubſiſtance. 
This, 1 muſt ſay, is the common allegation of the natives, and in part true, al. 
though I muſt confeſs much of their mi ſeries proceeded from their lazy diſpoſitions 
as I have formerly faid) that would not permit them to equal other Nations in pain- 
endeavour; rather chuſing in their natures to be wanderers, then become wit. 
ling to ſabmit their perſons under the juriſdiction of better cuſtoms, But be it 
what it will, in this condition they remained without any power at all to act, un- 
til the beginning of theſe differences, between our King Euarctus, and his 
great Senate; when the people, (not having altogether forgot their old hate to 
the Lydians, and now finding ſome opportunity to expreſſe it) began anew. to 
out , however the particular cauſes were theſe : When the AMy/iaxs fitſt 
proclaimed their diſlike , by leading Armies to oppoſe Kingly Authority in their 
own Nation, one Polineæ, once Governgur of this Iſland (though ſince de. 
ſtroyed for his Service) prepared a company of expert Souldiers, to be imployed 
againſt the Myſſiaus, as eſteeming them moſt proper to the purpoſe, in regard of 
their hate to thoſe people. But not to detain you over long by needleſs repetitions, 
and circumſtances of things which are onely conjectural: After that our King 
Emnarchus , in a manner had committed the mannagement of affairs into the hands 
of his great Senate of Lydia, it was not held either needful by way of oppoſiti- 
on, or convenient by reaſon of the expence, to continue afoot thoſe Souldiers, 
that had been leavied and provided by Polinex, in this Iſland of Crete; wherefore 
orders were preſently ſent to disband the Troops; but in ſome ſort nevertheleſs to 
give them fatisfaction, leſt they might prove dangerous and troubleſome to 
the Governmene, they gave them what liberty they pleaſed, to contract with 
other Princes, for their future entertainment in ſome forreign Wars. However the 
My ſſians, when they perceived the Souldiers were thus by bargain to be tranſported; 
elebie foating their rerurn in a Body to their prejudice, or rather (I may ſay) envy- 
ing all felicity of theirs , made earneſt ſuit to the Senate of Lydia, (with whom then 
they held a moſt intimate correſpondency) not to ſuffer them to go out of the 
Kingdome. As theſe perſwaſions prevailed , before the confideration of the con- 
tract made for their tranſportation , ſo the people of this Iſland, being not one. 
ly inflamed with theſe injurious proceedings; as they eſteemed them, but alſo fear. 
ing an'utterextirpation of the Whole Nation, by reaſon of the malice and practi- 
ces of the EMyſians; of a ſudden ( having entred before into many conſultati- 
ons amongſt themſelves) began as well to make uſe of thoſe Arms they were ab 
ready provided of, as to ſeize into their hands many ſtrong Towns in the Coun- 
rey ; howevet'in the interim, they ſet forth many Proclamations in their own de. 
fence; which in effect were to this purpoſe, that in regard the King himſelf had in 
a manner loſt all his own prerogative , whereby he was formerly impowred to go- 
vern, they ir their own hebaffs now were neceſficated to take up Arms for their 
preſer vation, both — As and the Kitighm of Lydia; that ſought not one- 
2 aboliſhing of their Religion, but an extirpation of their perſons : but however 


theſe pretenſions were plauſible enough, and perbaps no otherwiſe meant by them at 
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the firſt, yet the outrageous violence commited of both ſides, ſoon drew many Com- 
manders of Crete from other parts, who inſtead of contributing their endeavours 
in making onely a defenſive War, they violently perſwaded the people to ſtand upon 
their own pretended priviledges before the conqueſt; as having either Kings of their 
roper Nation, or at leaſtwiſe no ſtrangers to command over them; whilſt they 
themſelves alſo began to challenge old Dignities and Titles, with the poſſeſſion of 
moſt of the Lands in the Conntrey , that for many years had belonged to other per- 
ſons and families, that perhaps had bought chem to them and their heirs , at moſt 
valuable and conſiderable rates. This in a very ſhort ſpace ſer the whole Iſland in 
ſuch a burning and outrageous flame , that flaughters of ſuchexecrable natures were 
committed, (to the very horrour , as I may ſay of mankinde) that both my ſelf, 
and ſome other Noblemen of the Countrey , were forced to take up Arms, not 
onely for the defence of our perſons , and eſtates , but to bring the people of 
both ſides to a better temper : for my own part, as1 uſed what moderation I could 
in executions upon my Countreymen, at what time ſoever I gained any Victories 
over them (which truly was not very ſeldom) ſo. by this means their hatred began to 
be augmented towards me as againſt a Myſſian enemy: inſomuch as they began to 
form orderly Councels of their part, as we did entertain with regalarity thoſe ſup- 
plies were ſent us out of Zydia; for however they had the greateſt part of the 
Countrey at their diſpoſe , yet we held the moſt commodious for our purpoſe ; 
things thus reſting in doubtful though bloody conflicts, until the differences between 
our King Euarchus, and the Senate now remaining at Sardis, began to take up 
new conſiderations, in the thoughts and appetites of all ſorts of people, that had 
any relation to the Lyaian Government; wherefore the King having drawn armies 
into the Field for his own pretended defence, as the Senate had raiſed Forces to con- 
tend againſt his intentions, the Souldiers under my command, being more deſirous 
to ſerve in the Lydia Wars, where gain and honour were (as they thought to be 
obtained) then to remain here without either pay or benefit, both they and my ſelf 
in a particular way, endeavoured to ſerve the King againſt his Senate; and of a 
ſudden, ſhuffling up a truce with the Rebels in theſe parts, upon their faithful promi- 
ſes, not onely to ſubmit to their Princes pleaſure, upon reaſonable conditions, but 
further to aſſiſt him in his preſent Wars, both with their Perſons and Eſtates, I 
ſent all the Souldiers preſently to the Kings Armies, keeping in the interim this 
Town, with ſome other under my juriſdiction, to be diſpoſed of as he ſhall at any 
time appoint. In fine, as this is as ſhort a relation as I can make of thoſe accidents, 
that have befallen our unhappy Countrey , from the beginning of the Tydian rule, 
ſo cannot I but eſteem my ſelf extreamly ſatisfied for the preſent, that although it 
hath not yet come within the compaſs of my ability , to do the King any remarkable 
or profitable ſervices , that the Princeſs Cloria is not onely her ſelf in perſon, 
come under the power of that command I hold under her Father, but that her 
diftreſſes and neceſſities at Sea alſo, have been in part reheved by the natural ſcitua- 
tion of this Iſland of Crete, which as a good and lucky Omen, will preſerve it 
hence forward (I hope) from deſtruction, it not grant ic a better bleſſing , then 
lately it hath received from the favour of the Heavens: and with theſe words ac- 
companied by ſuch a look, that was capable enough to win belief, concerning his 
affectionate endeavours to the King, he ended his diſcourſe. | 
Roxana after (he bad returned the Governour thanks, with two or three {ighs to 
expreſs in a ſort her inward forrow for the accidents, as it were both pittying the peo- 
ple, and doubting the event, (ſince as Dedalus himſelf ſeemed not over-confident of 
his power, ſo had ſhe heard of many factions in the 1ſland ) ſhe deſired him, that 
he would be yet pleaſed, to augment ſo far her obligation, as in a few more words, 
added to his further trouble, to let her know, how the common intereſt at p eſent 
ſtood in the Countrey , as well in regard of the King, as the Senate; for that him- 
ſelf appeared not to have (as ſhe ſaid) an abſolute command through the whole 
Iſland. . | 
Dedalus ſoon replyed, that as he could not much brag of the affections of 
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tbe inhabitants concerning his own particular perſon, (not onely in regard he had 
given them, as be ſaid, many deſperate overthrows in their late contentions; but for 
that he was not of the ſame opinions with them in the Worſhip of the Gods; upon 
the which they ſeemed to ground their chief diſlikes againſt both King and Senate) 
ſo could he eaſily reſolve her, that the Countrey in the general was divided into three 
factions: The firſt being for the King intirely , the ſecond enclined to the ancient 
natives, and the third was wholly addicted to the Senates intereſt , but whether in 
the end will prevail (ſaid he) the Gods onely can inform: ſince, however the firſ 
ſeems to have the beſt right, yet the two remaining exceed in power and probabi. 
lity : the one being better furniſhed with Money and Proviſions, as the others are 
accompanied with Numbers and Violence. As he was about to proceed in bis diſ. 
courſe, they were both advertiſed of the return of thoſe Meſſengers, that had been 
ſent to enquire after the ſafety of the other Ship wherein Narciſſus was; who bei 
preſently called into their preſence, one of them gave this ſhort account of their 
Voyage by Sea: Having for many dayes, ſaid he, not onely coaſted ſeveral Iſlands 
belonging to Greece, but much alſo of the continent appertaining to the leſſer 4a, 
we could have no news at all of any ſuch Veſſel , either Shipwrackt, or put into Har. 
bour; until at laſt by chance we met with a Merchant of Rhodes, going for Carthage, 
who informed us, that for certain before his departure from that City, a gallant 
Ship both with Syrian and Egyptian Colours, was arrived in the chief Haven be. 
longing to the Iſland , however much beaten and torn with the Weather: but what 
people or commodities were contained in her, he ſaid he could not inform us, in te. 
ſpect be himſelf was under fail upon his departure , when that Ship came in. 

The Meſſenger alſo added further, that a great Fleet of Lydian Veſſels , that 
were newly come upon the Seas, lay between Rhodes and Cyprus, which hindred 
them for the preſent , for making any further enquiry or experiment, ſince if t 
ſhould have approached the iſland, as he ſaid , it had been almoſt impoſſible to have 
eſcaped, by reaſon they could not but have eaſily been diſcovered to be of King E- 
archus party: It is not to be doubted , but as this intelligence ſufficiently ſatisfied 
them , concerning the ſafety of the other Ship; ſo did they haſte co the Princeſs 
Chamber with the Meſſengers , to give her information of the expedition, which 
for the preſent hindred the period of Dedalus relation, concerning the paſſages of 
the Iſland , according to his intention.

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Is the Princeſs Cloria's thoughts now were reaſonably well ſet- 
tled, concerning the ſafety of MWarciſſus, in regard of the 
Meſſengers relation, ſo Roxana with more alacrity and chear- 
fulneſſe, ſummoned anew Dedalus, to make an end of thoſe * 
paſſages belonging to the Iſland of Crete; whereupon one 
day meeting in the ſne walk that had entertained the Prin- 
ceſſe, upon her firſt arrival in the Countrey, they both ſeated 
| " themſelves together under a Tree, artificially made into an 
Arbour of pleaſure, that had its full proſpe& toward the ſea, whileſt he gave 
her this further account, 

Madam, ſaid he, as for the Intereſts which J formerly mentioned unto you not 
many dayes ſince, you may be pleaſed to khow,that as Euarchus our King in his Wars 
with the Senate of Lydia, muſt be forced upon all occaſions, to court any aſſiſtance 
whatſoever for his beſt advantage; ſo of the other (ide do the Cretaus reſolve to 
make uſe of their preſent power, to gain benefits to themſelves, and party in any 
thing they can procure, either from their Prince or any other: To this purpoſe, 
after the agreement that I told, you of, which I made with the Natives of the 
Countrey, (however many of the moſt rigid fort , would not at all come within 
any manner of communication, whereby to be ſubje& to the Lydian power, there- 
unto encouraged as tis ſuppoſed by a meſſenger from Delphos, that neither under- 
ſands the }ſlands Intereſt, or the peoples good) they deſigned Commiſſioners to be 
ſent to Philadelpha, where the King then remained, to treat upon ſuch conditions, 
as they conceived moſt neceſſary for their commodity and ſecurity : Thus arriving 
at Court, ima ſhort time they were not onely admitted to kiſs the Kings hands, but 
withall permitted to preſent their Petitions and Requeſts; for this ceremony, (and 
ſo I may well call it, ſince it produced but ſmall effects, to the advantage of any 
party) there was appointed a great Hall in the City of Philadelpha, into which place 
the meſſengers were brought with ſome ſtate, as ſoon as the King was ſeated in his 
Throne, becauſe they ſhould not complain of the want of any circumſtance, that 
belonged to the ſolemn entertainment of Ambaſſadours of other Nations, to 
make them the willinger to comply towards the aſſiſtance deſired: After they had 
been in this manner received, as alſo with good language from the Kings own 
mouth cheriſhed, they preſented a paper that contained theſe peremprory demands. 
Firſt, they deſired to have, not onely the free exerciſe of theit Religion through 2 
Wy whole 
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whole Iſland, notwithſtanding the Lydia» Laws to the contrary , according to the 
Rites and Cuſtoms of Delphos; but withal to enjoy the uſe of the beſt Temples, 
alone appropriated to themſelves, with all the Rents and Priviledges that of old 
at any time belonged unto them. Secondly, they expected an abſolute conceſſion 
from his Majeſty, that no Governours whatſoever of any Forreign Nation 
ſhould be appointed over them in Crete, or in any Fort or Iſland belonging 
to the ſame ; beſides they refuſed to admit of thoſe of the very Coun. 
rey it ſelf, unleſs they were confirmed and approved of by the general Councel, 
which they had eſtabliſhed to mannage and ordered all their affairs, both in peace 
and war: And laſtly, they expected (as the writing which they had delivered the 
King expreſt) an abſolute reſtoration of all thoſe Lands to the true owners, that 
had been taken from their poſſeſlion, by reaſon of any former pretended Rebellion, 
and given to the Miſſiuns or Indians, either by the old Queenof Lydia, or ua. 
chu Father. The King, as I was informed, after he had read theſe Propoſitions, 
ſeemed to the outward view of the aſſembly, extreamly troubled in his apprehen. 
ſions, as if he had been exceedingly deceived in. his expeRation , concerning the 
good nature and reality of our Countreymen : notwithſtanding he was by this 
means, ſufficiently enflamed in his thoughts, in regard of theſe proceedings; (not 
onely in ſome ſort diſdaining to be thus handled by his Subjects in his neceſſities, 
but being alſo with ſome reaſon ſuſpitious of their intentions, as fearing that they 
aimed to become Maſters of the whole Iſland, and ſo by conſequence to be poſſel. 
ſors of moſt of the Lands of his beſt friends, who were actually employed now 
with him in his Wars) yet conceiving that he was not at the inſtant, in a capacity 
to ſhew much diſcontent to any party, that could either good or hu:t him in his 
preſent differences with the Senate, he gave their Commiſſioners at leaſtwife fair 
words in the general, promiſing ſpeedily to ſend particular meſſengers of his own 
into Crete, not onely more knowingly to treat with them concerning their de- 
mands; but withal, if it were poſſible, to conclude with them concerning his own 
defires, which he conceived would be for both cheir advantages, apainſt the com- 
mon enemy that had an intention to deſtroy both : in this manner they were dif- 
miſt into their own Countrey, partly pleaſed , and a great deal more unſatisfied , in 
regard no more life remained from their employment, then the expectation of the 
comming of the Kings Officers: But in che interim, whileſt the;e meſſengers were 
lookt for, both the Kingdom of Syria, and the Countrey of e-£gypr put in for 
their ſeveral intereſts, as well concerning the Government it ſelf of the Iſland, as 
to be ſupplied from hence, with Souldiers in their Wars , one againſt another , the 
State of Syria went onely upon the ſcore of Euarchus Right and Titles, though 
Soraſtros challenged their affeRions in his ſervice, by an ancient tye, as he ſaid, they 
owed the Egyptian Nation: neither, as I told you formerly, was the Arch. Flamin 
of Delphos backward, in maintaining to the uttermoſt of his power (by the induſtry 
of ſome inſtruments he employed) his own juriſdiction above either; as pre- 
tending the beſt right to the ſame, by reaſon of thoſe agreements that had been 
made with the Kings of Lydia, who firſt conquered this Iſland. 

Theſe attempts I muſt ſay, extreamly divided the Inhabitants both in their acti- 
ons and opinions; for as the more moderate ſort of people (eſpecially thoſe that 
had any correſpondency with the Zydians, either by extraction or commerce) were 
willing enough to continue the old Government , and retain both their Laws and 
Cuſtoms they had formerly uſed; fo the violenter part of the Natives, that had 
time out of minde conttacted a certain kinde of barbariſme in their manners and 
diſpoſitions, would hear of no agreement, but what was preſcribed them by a few 
Commanders, that were ſent from the Egyptian Wars, who ſeemed onely to com- 
ply with the Religion of Delphos for their own ends: The people I may affirm wich 
-ſomie confidence, were fo far tranſported, and infatuated with this ſpightful ambi- 
tion, (their Governours in the interim, ſuppoſing they ſhould be made petty Prin- 
ces in command, amongſt the more ignorant ſort of Natives) that they did not 
onely decline violently af manner of reaſonable accords, but even were perſwaded 
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to hate with an exact ſpleen and malice, all their own Countreymen, Friends, and 
EKindred, that had any manner of correſpondeney, or almoſt the leaſt communica. 
tion with choſe of the Lydia Race and Intereſt : in the interim the Senate of Lydia, 
finding this violence and diſtractions amongſt us, reſolved to put many of the ſtrong 
Forts of the Countrey, (which from che beginning of the troubles, they had kept 
in their poſſeſſion) abſolutely into the hands of the Miſſians, the better to avoid 
the expence, and inconveniency of the War in their own particulars , having as chey 
thought enough to do with their King in Lydia; and the rather for that they knew, 
that as AMyſſia was moſt proper, to ſend Souldiers of their own Nation into the 
Iſland of Crete, whereby to contend with the Inhabitants, ſo was there ſuch an 
inveterate ſpleen and hatred between the Natives of both Countreys, not one- 
ly in regard of their poſſeſſions, but their Religion, that no reconciliation 
was at any time to be feared : beſides the Myſſians, with others of Lydia of their 
faction and intereſts, ſuppoſed the old Cretans owed them a ſecret revenge, for ha- 
ving injuriouſly outed them of their Lands and Eſtates, in the time of the late King 
Enarchus Father. 8 

Theſe Tranſactions, I ſay, filled the whole Countrey anew with blood and ſlaugh- 
ters; and the more confuſed it proved, (and ſo conſequently the more horrid) in 
regard that for the moſt part, we fought dividedly upon a general ſcore of three 
Intereſts: ſometimes two againſt one, and then again each for it ſelf, as often as any 
oppoſition was found, which not ſeldom happened, in regard of the many jealouſies 
and ſuſpicions, riſing daily out of the variety of apprehenſions, by reaſon of fre- 
quent accidents; ſo that in a ſhort tima, almoſt in every place the Towns were 
fred, the people deſtroyed, and the Countrey depopalated; being no ſafety in any 
place, or ſcarce the leaſt means of ſubſiſtance out of Armies, unleſs it were under 
the walls, and protection of ſome few Garriſons, that ſecured a kinde of ſmall 
circuit, for neceſſary proviſions, to maintain themſelves and the Inhabitants of 
their Juriſdiction: But the King at laſt receiving from me and others intel- 
ligence of theſe lamentable proceedings in the Iſland of Crete, (as truly in 
a manner it was paſt all examples, (ince the intention of all ſides was not alone 
to contend about diſputable rights, occaſioned by ſome former oppreſſion , but 
even to extirpate not onely whole families, but the very remembrance of the 
Nation it ſelf, chat ſhould have the ynhappineſs to be overcome by the other) gave 
order to me if it were poſſible to reconcile theſe bloody differences and horrid con- 
tentions, with all the ſpeed I could, eſpecially amonęſt thoſe of his own party; 
neither was he determined to exclude out of this number the old Cretan them- 
ſelves, however depending upon other intereſts, onely in regard they ſeemed b 
their Declarations formerly in words, to ſtand for his, Title and Authority, again 
the proceedings of the Ayſſians, though publickly they contended violently with 
his Forces in the field. *Tis true I cannot deny, but in ſome things they bad reaſon 
enough for their jealouſies, the King very often being conſtrained ,. ro go even from 
his own reſolutions, to give ſatisfaction to thoſe Councels , that were continually 
about bis perſon ; who perſwaded him he loſt the love of his people in India, by 
ſeeming in any kinde to favour or countenance the. {7eravs in their demands, who 
as they pretended were enemies to their general eſtabliſhed Religion; Of the other 
ſide, & Natives were again by much toe covetous and miſtruſtful, not onely to 
deſire violently other mens poſſeſſions and eſtates from them, but ſo entireſy to 
doubt the Kings performance of his promiſes, when as they knew he did but en- 
deavour for his better advantage, to contract privately with them in moſt parci- 
culars, in ſuch matters as appertained to the Temple of Delpbos, for giving, as I 
ſaid, too general a diſtaſte, to thoſe of his own party, within the Kingdom of L. 
dia. But to be ſhorc, it was not very long, before the King ſent a moſt intimate 
Councellor of his own into the Ifland of Crete, as well to inform me particularly 
of his pleaſure by word of mouth, as alſo to joyn himſelf with me and others in 
Commiſſion, for the better and ſpeedier effecting of His deſigns : preſently as ſoon 


as he arrived, we ſent out our Summons to the whole Countrey in the general, 
either 
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either to meet themſelves, or to appoint Deputies for each Diviſion in the Iſland, to 
attend the Kings orders and direction, upon a certain day at Pergame; not onely ' 
co hear what d be pro d in their Princes behalf, for their future peace 
and advantage but allo we our ſelves would be ready to hear what the people 
would demand, co their further ſatisfaction, whereby their enemies the Myſſians, 
might be oppoſed in their intentions; who endeavoured not onely to beat down 
all Kingly Authority in the Iſland, but to become abſolute Lords over all the In- 
habitants ancient Liberties: I muſt tell you, whilft we expected a joyful iſſue of 
theſe purpoſes, we underſtood another great Lord of Lydia, was newly arrived 
with certain directions as was pretended from the King, independent to that pow. 
er was granted us, whereby as we were informed, onely himſelf was impowred un- 
derhand, to deal more intimately with the inhabitants concerning matters of Re- 
ligion : as this ſomething ſtartled our expeRation , having no ſuch notice from the 
King, ſo did we refolve to ſend for the party upon our authority, who upon his 
appearing neither obeying our commands, nor giving us the ſatisfaction was deſi- 
red, we at that very inſtant, reſtrained his perſon , until the Kings. pleaſure in that 
particular (as we ſaid) ſhould be publickly known: but whether theſe proceedings 
of ours, (which however we eſteemed for the beſt) or that the Natives in truth 
were otherwiſe ſettled in their reſolutions hindred the ſucceſs , when the day came 
according to the appointment for this Aſſembly to meet, there appeared none at 
all of the ancient Inhabitants of the Countrey; ſo that upon ſome concluſion of 
a few things between us and the reſt of the Cretans, who were not altoget her ſo 
ſpiteful againſt the Lydian Cuſtoms as ti athers, we for the preſent diſſolved any 
further Treaty, which in a mafiner is as muchas I can ſay of our preſent ſtate and 
affairs, until I ſhall be better inſtructed , either by the Natives inclinations, or con- 
cerning the Kings fortunes and ſucceſs, it not being yet a moneth ſince the intended 
Treaty was broke up. 

Roxana as {he had been very attentive to all Dedalus diſcourſe, for that ſhe was 
extreamly deſirous to inform her ſelf in what particulars ſhe could, concerning the 
paſſages of the Iſland; ſowhen he had abſolutely made an end of what he would 
foy, the uſed theſe words unto him, Truly, my Lord, ſaid ſhe , I muſt needs confeſs, 

this ſeems to my imagination to be a moſt unfortunate Countrey in the general, if 
not to be threatned by ſome deſperate fate from the Heavens, to its deſtruction: 
however of the other (ide, it ſeems ſomething doubtful as yet to my apprehenſion, 
in what things the Natives are ſo muck to blame according to many mens thougbte, 
ſince it is but reaſonable, as the King is to expect from them their fidelity and aſli- 
ſtance, ſo they ſhould in ſome ſort , be aſſured in their Religion and Poſleiiions; 
eſpecially in a con juncture of times, when there are ſo many enemies of all parts, 
that conſpire their ruine; not onely in reſpect of the Myſſians, that are in open 
hoſtility againſt them, but in regard alſo of thoſe that attend about Euarc hus 
perſon at the Court; who are no way inclinable, as you have already intimated, 
to favour their proceedings or intereſt, Truly Madam, anſwered Dedalus, if there 
were no more in it then thoſe generals you mention, there might be much ſaid in 
their behalfs; but being pleaſed to admit ſo far of a tedious diſcourſe , that I may 
a little take apart the particulars of their demands, I make no queſtion but you 
will calily perceive, that as they were unreaſonable, to exact from the Kings neceſſi. 
cefſities ſuch conditions, fo was it impoſſible tor him to grant them their defires, 
without endangering in a manner the whole frame of his affairs, both in Lydia and 
Crete it ſelf, | 2 03 : 

Dedalus finding, that Roxana was moſt willing to hear all his arguments for her 
better ſatisfaction, be began thus to diſpute : Firſt , ſaid he, for their propoſitions 
mentioned, not onely to ha ve a free liberty to exerciſe their own Countrey Rites, 
in the worſhip of the Gods, according to the uſe of Delphos, but ro have moſt 
of the chief Temples, belonging to the Iſland delivered into their hands, with all 
the Rents and Revenues belonging unto them, it cannot but evidently appeare, 
to all knowing judgements, what a diſtraction it would ſoon have made in Crete, 
when 
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when as in many places moſt of the inhabitants themſelves, are contrary in their 
opinions to thoſe principles, whereupon would follow a moſt deſperate confuſion 
amongſt all ſorts ofſpeople; when ſuch ſhould be of a ſudden, debarred of the uſual 
place of their ſacrificing to the Gods, by thoſe that formerly were ſubje to their 
Laws and Cuſtoms; and much more ſtrange and diſtaſteful it would be, to have the 
maintenance of all their Prieſts and Flamins (being for the moſt part Lydians by 
birth) taken from them, and they turned with their whole Families into the world 
without any ſubſtance at all, after ſo long a time of poſſeſſion and ſettlement: 
beſides it is very well known, many of the Noblemen and Gentry of the Countrey 
it ſelf, upon whoſe fidelity and power the Kings preſent affairs depended, were actu- 
ally veſted in a great part of thoſe Titles and Rents (in a manner beyond any re. 
membrance) eitber by gift or purthaſe: who no doubt upon ſuch a diſadvantageable 
change, meerly out of ſpleen and diſtaſte, would have quickly turned their endeavours 
and affections, to the countenancing adſolutely of the Mui ans proceedings againſt 
Egarchus their Prince: In the next place whereas they demanded , that either no 
ſtrange Governours ſhould be appointed over any part of the Iſland, but meerly Na. 
tives, or at leaſtwiſe ſuch as ſhould be approved by the general Councel inſtituted by 
themſelves, I pray conſider but with indifference (which I know you do) what an 
extraordinary, (and I may ſay) a moſt prepoſterous inconveniency , it would have 
brought upon the Kings deſigns, not onely by reaſon of thoſe contemptible opini- 
ons, it would have created in all mens mindes, concerning his actions and want of 
ſpiric, but alſo have given fo general a diſtaſte ro all his Subjects of beſt quality in 
both Kingdoms, that the effects muſt needs have been of a moſt dangerous con- 
ſequence, when as the principal men of honour ſhould be abſolutely outed, both of 
their preſent command, or future expectation, to give way to the advancement of 
ſach people, that neither knew well how to govern when they ſhould be employed, 
or the King himſelf could be at all certain of their fidelity, when they were in office; 
as well in regard of the fantaſtical inconſtanciesof their own natures and diſpoſiti- 


ons; as alfo in reſpect: of their ſeveral intereſts depending upon other Nations. 


And laſt of all, whereas it is deſired, that all choſe Lands be again reſtored to the 
ancient Natives of the Iſland, which had been at any time forfeited , for what pre- 
tended Rebellion ſoever, either in the Reign of the Father of Zxuarchas, or the old 
Queen of Lidia, and ſo conſequent iy in the poſſeſſion of any Lydians or My ſſians, 
would have proved as dangerous an nconveniency to the Kings affairs; as any other 
thing we have yet mentioned; and in truth would have been a work (beſides the ge- 
neral diſtaſte) of a moſt ſtupendious labour to have effected; not onely in regard of 
the ſeveral intricate Titles, that muſt of neceſſity depend upon the long continuati- 
on of them from one family to another, by reaſon of alienations and bargains of di- 
vers natures and manners, made between man and man, but alſo would be a moſt 
difficult matter for the Natives themſelves, juſtly to diſtribute with an indifferent e- 
quality and content, to each party who ſhould make their demands; ſince as many 
would pretend to what was none of their own, ſo others again being but very young, 
(if at all then born) when their anceſtors loſt the poſſeſſion of their eſtates, (the pro- 
perty of them being alſo ſince that time changed, either by cutting down of woods, 
erecting of building, or peopling of towns and villages) would be deſrauded of their 
dues, for want of certain knowledge, what belonged to their parents: beſides how 
many hundred of families, would be turned to a moſt miſerable begging poſture? who 
as Tenants to their Lords, had laid out their money of a conſiderable value upon 
purchaſes, either for lives or years, and knew not where to ſeek other habitations 
with their wives and children tor their ſubſiſtance; neither truly could the Natives 
make any conſiderable profit of the ſaid Lands, for want of people to manure them, 
ſince it is very well known, they in their-own perſons are not any way husband-men, 
or at all induſtrious without the Lydian aſſiance; wherefore conſequently, this courſe 
and alceration muſt bring a general devaſtation upon the whole Countrey: hut 
put caſe ſome would readily yield to theſe orders and injunctions, by reaſon of qui- 
etneſs and poſſeſſion, yet no doubt but che moſt part would oppoſe, being by birth 
R or 
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or extraction either Myſſians or Lydians, which of neceſſity would procure confu. 


ſion enough, as alſo be a means that £warchw enemies, would dilpoſſeſs all his 
friends under their Juriſdiction in like manner, whereſoever they had gained by their 
ſwords any thing over the Kings fortunes in Lydia, Myſſia, or Crete. Of the 
other ſide, if we do but conſider the ſmall aid and aſſiſtance, theſe people could 
have affordedtheir Prince at the beſt , we: ſhall finde theſe conceſſions (upon the 
matter) would have been wholly loſt, ſince they undertook onely, to procure him 
ten thouſand men to be employed in his Wars, without paying them for any conſi- 
derable time; and the Gods know perhaps, they would not fully have performed 
thoſe promiſes, being as uncertain in their undertakings, as unreaſonable in their de- 
mands : No, no, Madam, ſaid he, cheſe were but meer Chymera's, broached by ſome 
of their eminent commanders for their own ends, to render themſelves great and 
potent amongſt the people, and afterward would have made uſe of their power , as 
their Anceſtors did before them, to no other purpoſe but to exerciſe Tyranny , and 
nouriſh Rebellion: And however I ſay, that che meſſenger ſent from Delphos 'F ay 
ed to concurre in theſe deſigns, though I will ndt ſay be erred , ſo much in will and 
intention, as out of ignorance and want of judgement: nevettheleſs though he 
imagined onely perhaps to reduce the Inhabitants to their ancient obedience to the 
Temple of De/phos, without prejudicing much others rights, yet his complying fo 
much with their rude and barbarous cuſtoms in outward ſhew, according to the old 
Natives humours ; with his publickly diſcountenancing all others of a more civill 
converſation, notwithſtanding they profeſſed the ſame Religion and Worſhip of the 
Gods, gave not onely cauſe of · too much ſuſpition , concerning his deſigns and pur- 
poſes, but occaſioned a great deal of confuſion and diftraRion in the general! , as 
well to the overthrow of the Kings Intereſt, as to the hazard of the Natives ſub- 
ſiſtance in their own Countrey , in regard of the advantages their enemies the 
Myſſians make of their differences. But here a meſſenger ſent from the Princeſſe 
Cloria ſtopt their further diſcourſe, who as he ſaid deſired to ſpeak with Roxana; fo 
that the old woman, onely thanking Dedalus for what was paſt, and promiſing to 
meet him often upon the ſame ſuhject, made haſte to know her Miſtreſſes pleaſure. 

When Roxana came into her Chamber, the Princeſs told her, that ſhe had been 
lately troubled with a moſt untoward and fearful dream, which (however in her 
thoughts ſhe was not at all: ſuperſtitious (as ſhe ſaid) yer ſhe could not abſolutely 
free her apprehenſion from the conſideration of it : ſhe imagined her ſelf and Nar- 
ciſſusto be upon the Sea together in one Veſlel, when of a ſudden an extream dark- 
neſs ſeemed to cover the face of the water, inſomuch as they could not perceive any 
thing at all about them; whereupon both of chem remaining frighted, with a kinde 
of horrour to ſee ſo great an unexpected change in the weather, from a clear ſun- 
ſhine day, to a time almoſt as black as night, they might at laſt behold themſelves 
encompaſſed round about with many ſhips, belonging to the Senate of Lyaia, that 
bid them preſently yield to that power without reſiſtance, unleſs they would hazard 
their own deſtructiom: fo that inſtantly conceiving themſelves no way able to re- 
fiſt ſo peremptory a command, their perſons were preſently not onely ſeized , but ſe- 
parated with a great deal of cruelty one from another, to their no ſmall grief and 
amazement , whilſt in the interim aſſo ſhe heard ſome of the company ſay , that as 
this deſign was put in execution, by the authority of young Philos, Philoſtros Ne- 
phew, ſo was it bis pleaſure to have her ſelf carried priſoner into her Fathers King- 
dom of Lydia, as he was reſolved to diſpoſe of the perſon of Narciſſus, according 
to his own will and intentions in the Kingdom of Syria : pteſently upon the ap- 
prehenſion of the dream (as ſhe ſaid) ſhe wakened , with ſome kinde of ſeeming 
trouble more then ordinary, as the people about her had informed her. 

Rox.na finding her Miſtreſſe, notwithſtanding her profeſſions , to be ſomething 
diſcompoſed, either by reaſon of the diſtempers of her ſickneſs, or in regard of the 
diſtraction of her apprehenſion , having belike before ſhe went to ſleep , filled 
her imagination with ſome unprofitable thoughts proceeding from the diſcourſe of 
former actions or conceptions, told her, that as it was the greateſt folly in = 
worl 
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world (if not a moſt ſupream impiety) to put any manner of confidence or be- 
lief in dreams uopleaſant, that were ingendred onely in the fancy by meer ac- 
cidents, meeting with che indiſpoſition of the body , ſo if the Gods at any time 
had a will, we ſhould be inſtructed in things to come neceſſary. to be known, 
they would certainly ſend us for true information to Oracles , that are not to be 
held fallible in any kinde: of the contrary, the motions that proceed from our 
ſelves, are for the molt part governed by paſſions; and ſo conſequently. not to be 
relyed upon, although ſometimes I cannot deny, ſaid ſhe, but they happen ac- 
cordingly, though no otherwiſe then like as a perſon ſhould caſt a ſtone over a 
houſe, and by meer fortune might kill a bird of the other ſide ; for though the 


| ſtone had but that one place to light in to do the thing, yet by meer fortune it might 


as well light there as any where elſe : But however this ſhort diſcourſe, reaſona- 
bly well quieted the Princeſſes thoughts for rhe preſent; yet both ſhe and Roxana 
fell upon a reſolution, with all poſfible ſpeed co haſte their Journey towards the 
Iſland of Cyprus; as well for that they doubted not, but to meet Narciſſus to 
their exraordinary content and ſatisfaction there; as of the other fide, not con- 
ceiving Crete to be a place of ſufficient ſecurity any long time, in regard of thoſe 
many factions and diſturbances in the Countrey, depending upon ſeveral intereſts, 
according to the relations of Dedalus the Governour ; for beſides the inconſtant 
natures of the people, with the ſmall authority the King ſeemed to have by way 
of Juriſdiction, over the very actions and affairs of his own party, (as they were 
informed) could they be very confident of the fidelity of the City of Pergame, 
where they for the preſenc remained, in regard the Senate of Lydia by occaſion of 


Trade, ſeemed to have a kinde of hidden influence, in the thoughts and affeRions 


of moſt of the Inhabitants: nevertheleſs, although C/oria and her Governeſs might 
have theſe paſſionate deſires, of removing with all expedition, yet neither the di- 
ſtempers of the Princeſs, or the commodity of the Syrian Veſſel that had conveigh- 

ed them thither, as yet afforded them the conveniency. 8 
But whilſt their expectations from day, to day waited the opportunity, Dedalus 
of a ſudden had intelligence, that the old Cretans having newly given the Myſſian: 
in their Countrey a kinde of a deſperate overthrow , eſteeming themſelves thereby 
at more liberty to act as they pleaſed , were marching in all haſte againſt the Walls 
of Pergame, with an intention, as twas faid, to obtain the abſolute Juriſdiction 
both of che Town and Haven. The Governour upon this, after he had made the 
Princeſs Cloria acquainted with the news, aſfembled the chief Magiſtrates of the 
City, whereby not onely to take their advice, but to demand theit aſſiſtance; hows 
ever ail che benefit this Congregation produced towards the end he intended, was 
to break up the meeting in diſtracted Councells, inſtead of more ſettled reſo- 
lations; for he found ſome were for the Senate of Lydia, and the Myſſiant; 
others again declared their affections to be moſt inclinable for the proceedings 
and Religion of the ancient Natives; though the third fort of people, however 
feweſt in number, declared for the Princeſs Cloria and himſelf : but Dedalus 
finding, he could not build his determinations upon theſe uncertainties , where- 
in both che ſafety of the Town and his own honour, might probably ſuffer, by 
reaſon of the protraction; as alſo the perſon of the Princeſs Cloria be endan- 
gered by his ſlowneſs and neglect, he quickly muſtered up all the Souldiers of the 
Caſtle, with ſuch others of the Kings party in the City, that were willing to 
obey his command, with an intention according to Roxana's perſwaſion, onely to 
guard and defend the Walls and the Bullwarks of the Town from any ſudden 
ſurpize of the Rebels; not conceiving himſelf able to contend equally with chem 
in the Field, by reaſon of their numbers and provifion : no ſooner was this reſo- 
lution of his publickly made known in the general to the people, but the moſt part 
of them, began with open mouthes to exclaim againſt his intentions, calling him 
Traytor and Coward , with a thouſand other words of moſt infamous language, 
pretending be durſt not iſſue out into the field to fight with the enemy, for fear of his 
own perſon, though it were thereby co ſecure all their lives and eſtates: As this mad 
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rage in the multitude, -was-kindled by the AyIfanr Faction in the City, as doubt. 
ing if it were not ſpeedily prevented, the old Cretan Natives might probably be. 
come maſters of the place, and ſo by conſequence they ſhould be hindred of their 


Trade and Commerce wit h Smyrna, and other Haven Towns belonging to the Se. 


nate of Lydia; ſo was Dedalus forced to iſſue out into the Field, and venture a 
Battle with the Rebels, which he performed with fo gallant a brayery , that within 
tew hours time he diſlodged moſt of their Troops from about and near the walls 
of Pergame. But three or four 'dayes after, thinking to return again into the 

Town with both honour and anthority, he was ſuddenly (contrary to his expecta- 
tion) violently oppoſed and denyed entrance at the gates of the City, the Inha- 
bitgnts pretending that he onely ſeemed to have put the enemy to flight, when he 
had reſolved to deliver up the Toi into their hands: Dedalus in the interim being 
enflamed with this ungrateful proceedings of his Countreymen, reſolved by power 
and force of arms, to gain a new entrance to his old command; and to this pur. 
poſe, although his Souldiers were not many, he began to make formal Trenches, as il 
be intended a long and continued ſiege, whereby again to bring the people to 


their wonted and ancient obedience, to that juriſdiction he held under the King 
his maſter, as ſuppoſing neither their ſtrength or skill, would long be able to con- 


tend with his right and power: but alas l they had already too craftily prevented 


his purpoſes, by more preventing deſigns; for as ſoon as they fell upon theſe 


reſolutions, to keep him by ſtrong hand out of the Town, they ſent privately to 
thoſe Lydian ſhips that lay diſperſed over the Seas, with a full declaration of their 
intentions, which was to render themſelves obedient to the Senates commands; of 
which a conſiderabſè number was already come into the Haven, to take poſſeſſion 
of the City, whereby to receive the peoples offers in that nature, with a promiſe 
alſo of their parts, to afford them protection both in war and peace, againſt all 


thoſe that ſhould: oppoſe. This being ſoon made known to Dedalus, he had no 


other way, but to endeavour the beſt conditions he could both for himſelf and the 
Princeſs, to which effect Commiſſioners of gach fide were appointed to treat; fince 
as he could not altogether have declined this remedy , ſo with no probable hope, 
could he have expected the gaining of the Town by force, in regard of thoſe 


- 


ſupplies which remained in the ſhips newly come into the Haven, to ſtrengthen the 


Inhahitants endeavours and reſolutions ; of the other ſide, being obliged to lye 
with all his Forces in the Fields before the walls of Pergame, without either ſupplies 
or proviſion , he was in certain danger to be deſtroyed. by the old Natives, who 
not many dayes before by his valour and conduct , he had diſgracefully chaſed from 
the Siege. 8 
— the Princeſs Cloria, when ſhe came to the aſſured knowledge of theſe 
unfortunate paſſages, by which her own liberty ſeeemed again to be circumſcribed, 
2 net though a more inferiour juriſdiction, although ſhe could not be but 
ſufficiently ſenſible of the unhappineſs of ſuch a ſubjection, yet ſhe reſolved to 
meet her captivity with ſuch a majeſty , as either would bring revenge upon her 
perſon, in regard of her Fathers contentions, or procure a reſpectfull com- 


paſſion from her enemies, that miꝑht defend her Dignity from all oppreſſion : 


with theſe thoughts (as if ſhe had been of a ſudden miraculouſly cured of her 
diftempers) (he called for her clothes, whereby the better to put her cou- 
rapeous determinations in execution, when any violence to that purpoſe ſhould 
be attempted : but Roæana upon the inſtant coming into her chamber, and finding 
her body not ina capacity to anſwer to that reſoſution of her minde, not onely 
gave her counſel to lye ſtill , and expect as yet the farther event of things during 
the Treaty, but alſo entred into more neceſſary diſcourſes with her, concerning 
what was to be thought upon and done, in this unlucky conjuncture of affairs; al- 
though ſhe could not apprehend much danger would happen, either to her per- 
ſon or quality by this accident: To this purpoſe ſhe uſed this language unto her as 
ſhe lay in her bed: Madam, ſaid ſhe, put the worſt, which is to de made priſoners 
to this new power, that as you ſee, hath not onely driven out Dedalus from his 
| | command, 
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comma nd, but probably will 'now-cireymyent all out other deligas.; if they can 
finde the opportunity: They mult eicher carry you into L,. or- ſend yay home 
into Cyprus 5 if they conduct vou into Lydia 4 they cannot certainly; be & inhu- 
mane, as to debar you from the ſweet ſociety of your moſt. Honeuted and Noble 
Father, in whoſe converſation you will act onely be delighted, as it may! heimaęgi- 
ned with a moſt fapremefelicity ,, but alſo you will have che commodity to impart 
unto him your ſecret reſolution , concerning the, intended marriage, between my 
Lord Marriſſus and your ſelf ; which perhaps is a convenieacy you would. be molt 
unwilling to miſs; and in ſome ſort requiſite before you abſolutely finiſh thok other 
ceremonies, . which inefſe&as you know, ; muſt have been performed either in per- 
fon or by Deputy, to render you fully ſatisfied in your thoughts; ſince as you may 
temember you made an open profeſſion to that purpoſe: Beſides, how do you know, 
but that you may finde your Father in ſuch a proſperous condition, that by the ab- 
ſolutely ſubjection of his enemies, your Mother the Queen: may again be called 
home to her old honours and felicities in Lydia? which would be che convenienteſt 
and beſt Theatre, whereon to act the happy parts of your moſt glorious Nuptials: 
Of the contrary, if they ſhould ſend you into Cyprus ; certainly you ſhould be in 
the place according to your own wiſhes , ſince all this while you have endeavoured 
the expedition and ſucceſs of that journey, as the laſt ſeeming period of your de- 
ſires, after all your ſtrange and ſeveral adventures; eſteeming it as a full ſatisfacti- 
on from the Gods, in recompence of your ſo many troubles and hazzards :: neither 
let it ever enter into your thoughts, that che Senate of Lyaia will in any kinde, ei- 
ther endanger your perſon or refrain your liberty , for that, as ſuch intentions would 
afford them no manner of benefit whatſoever, in their contentions with the King 
your Father (ſince there are alteady many of the Rgyal Iſſue out of their power and 
poſſeſſion) ſo would it not onely cauſe à more general hate upon their aRtiofs 
throughout all 4 , but highly exaſperate your Uncle Or/amer againſt their pro- 
ceedings; to the endangering certainly, of a new War between Syria and Lydia, 
which no doubt but the Senate will endeavour to prevent, by all means poſſible they 
can invent. 

Yet however Roxana might be of theſe opinions, or that ſhe onely uſed ſuch diſ. 
courſes, the better co encourage the Princeſs; nevertheleſs it was not many dayes 
before the Senates Sea Forces declared their intentions; which was abſolutely to con- 
duct Cloria into Lydia, reftrained in her perſon, until (as they ſaid) the farther plea» 
ſure of the Senate, ſhould be known concerning her particular; withal pretending 
they had a peremptory commiſſion to execute according to this purpoſe; proceed. 
ing belike from che untoward endeavour of that Ambaſſadour at Memphis, that had 
beerfimployed by Philos , to deſtroy the Loves between Cloria and Warciſſus: As 
for Dedalus, all the conditions he could procure for himſelf ; was, upon their un- 
dertaking to pay him thirty Talents for the diſcharge of his Souldiers, and the de- 
fraying of his neceſſary expences , preſently to lay down Arms and quit the Ifland 
of Crete; yet if he pleaſed, being ſo agreed between them, he might viſit che 
Kingdom of Lydia, until ſuch time he ſhould more commodiouſly prepare his oc- 
caſions, for his abſolute tranſportation into fotreign parts. ; 

'Tis true Roxana caſt about many wayes in her working thoughts, how yet to al. 
ter or prevent theſe determinations of carrying the Princeſs Cioria into Lydia a pri- 
ſoner: Firſt ſhe fancies to ſteal out of the Town, to thole Forces which Dedalus 
had in a Body entire without che Walls, and notwithſtanding the agreement, to 
animate their ſpirits to ſtand for the Kings right and thePrincels ſafety : But finding 
they both needed neceſſary proviſions , and were in danger in their perſons hourly to 
be cut off by the old Cretans, that lay every where diſperſed over the whole Coun- 
trey , who hated them as they knew equal with the A aus; ſhe thought that 
would be a project of no great conſequence to their benefit; then again ſhe imagined, 
that perchance they might uſe ſome ſtratagem, to be conveyed ' privately out of the 
Haven, by ſome hired Ship to that purpoſe ; and by that means concealedly get 
into the Iſland of Cyprus, according to their former intentions: However when 
ſhe 
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ſhe remembred ſhe was told, that the Officers of the Senates Forces, had lately 
not onely taken a ſtrict aceount of all the Veſſels that remained in the Harbour, but 
had alſo put in new Commanders of their own in every Ship, ſhe ſuppoſed with no 
probability hatſoever, could they attempt ſuch a deſign without being revealed; 
and then they might come to be worſe uſed in their confinement: Whereas now the 
——— was promiſed all honour, favour, and reſpect according to her Dignity in 
And laſtly ſhe conceited ,, that perchance they might finde not onely reception but 
protection in the Armies of the ancient Natives: But when ſhe conſidered the incon- 
ſtancy of their ——ů— , the rudeneſs of their cuſtoms, with their ſeveral par. 
ticular intereſts , ſhe thought ita vanity , if not a madneſs to put in execution any 
ſuch deſign; and the rather for that the Princes C/ori« her ſelf, was not yet ſo per. 
fectly recovered of her health, that ſhe could poſſibly expoſe her perſon to thoſe un. 
certainties, both in travel, and dyet, with other ineonveniencies, that (he would 
neceſſarily be obliged to ſuffer amongſt thoſe unpoliſht Troops: Wherefore the old 
woman being in her opinion convinced in all theſe particulars, ſhe perſwaded her 
Miſtriſs, with a kinde of a Majeſty mixt with affability and kindneſs , to entertain 
both her fortunes , and thoſe Commanders that ſhould be deſigned to conduct her 
under the- juriſdiction of the Senate, ſince as yet they could not by any means learn, 

what probably might be reſolved of, concerning the farther diſpoſure of their per- 
ſons, upon their arrival in the Kingdom of Lydia. OD 
It was not many dayes when the Princeſs Cloria had declared her ſelf, both fit and 
willing, to undertake a journey, that che Admiral at Sea, (who had been ſent 
out by the direction of the Ambaſſadour, that remained as was formerly related at 
Aemphus) conducted the ſweet Princeſs with her Governeſs, into his own Ship, 
where he bad prepared a magnificent Cabin for her reception; but whether ſo adorn- 
ed out of any intention thereby the better to win her belief, or out of the humanity 
of his own nature I cannot tel] ; Yet ſo it was, in that unwelcome Triumph, that 
both che Fleet and the Seas themſelves received them with a proſperous winde, which 
in two dayes and a night or thereabouts , landed them in the fair and ancient Haven 
of Smyr»a, where they repoſed not much longer, before they were conveyed by 
many gallant Troops of Horſe (by the Senates directions) to a brave Caſtle of the 
Kings, ſeated upon a hill not very far off the great City of Sards , where they 
had not onely time enough to reſt, but to exerciſe abundant ly their own thoughts, 
ſince as they knew they were confined , ſo were they in a manner out of hopes to 

know for how long. £ > 

Some weeks after the faid Princeſs, and her affectionate Governeſs , had remained 
impriſoned in the Caftle, which the Senate had ordered for their confinement, 
ſpending their time for the moſt part in fruitleſs complaints, accompanied with more 
tears, of a ſudden Roxana one day as ſhe was ſitting in a low Parlor , that opened 
a Balcona-window into the Park, where many tame Deer grazed , that all the Win- 
ter were accuſtomed to be fed by the hand, for the pleaſure formerly of the King. 
who upon his retirement from troublefome affairs, would repair thither for the 
better privacy of recreation, was ſaluted by a young Gentleman, of more then 
ordinary beauty and comelineſs of perſon , who after he had with a certain winnnig 
behaviour made up between confidence and humility , beſtowed ſome complements 
upon her, he uttered this language: Madam, ſaid he, not finding the excellent 
Princeſs Cloria fo apt and capable for my diſcourſe at preſent, as I-wiſh ſhe 
were, inregard of thoſe deſpairing ſorrows , that ſeem to cloud ſo many admirable 
perfections, that were wont to give new luſtres to the world, and may again not- 
withſtanding theſe ominous interpoſitions , that ſeem to be governed, not onely 
by a cruel but a moſt preſumptuous and unmannerly fate, if ſhe can but be wrought 
to ſuch a confidence and belief of my intentions, concerning her ſervice, as is not one- 
ly convenient but moſt neceſſary for the ſeaſon : For however the office I now ſeem 
to hold under the Senates juriſdiction, is cauſe ([ muſt confeſs) of ſuſpicion enough, 
to the moſt ſtrongeſt perſwaſions; yet I call all the Gods to witneſs, who belt know 
| my 
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my heart , that I harbour never a thought inwardly , that doth not entirely wiſh a 
moſt ſupream happineſs to every action, that Eu archus can think may again bring 
him to the uttermoſt height, of all his ancient Honours and Dignities, though the 
circumſtances and teaſons of my affections, in regard of my preſent condition, are 
too many and various at this time to be diſputed: But if this belief of my loyalty, ſhall 
take that place with your charity, as I humbly deſire it may, I ſhall then diſcovet 
unto you ſuch paſſages, lately come to my knowledge, that will not onely pro- 
bably ſecure the Princeſs from a Storm coming upon her, which perhaps ſhe would 
moſt willingly avoid, but alſo put her in a way of ſo abſolute a happineſs, that 1 
dare be boldto ſay, neither her hopes nor yours can yet arrive unto, 
Roxana however ſhe knew not (notwithſtanding all his violent profeſſions) how 
to be over confident of his intentions, yet in regard both of che neceſſity of their 
condition, as alſo having ſome kinde of reaſons. given her, by che earneſtneſs of 
his language, and the ingenuity of his countenance, to be ſomething plyable to 
his diſcourſe , ſhe thought it at ſeaſtwiſe the ſafeſt way, to comply with his offer, 
without any ſeeming jealouſie whatſoever : And to this purpoſe, after ſhe had abun- 
dantly thanked him for his extraordinary courteſie, ſhe told him, both her Ladies 
obligations and her own, would be exceedingly augmented, by any information he 
ſhould give of the Senates intentions, ſince as yet, they could finde nothing but 
effects of their cruelty, and much more if by his aſfiftance, they might winde 
themſelves out ot their preſent troubles and future dangers. 
Then Lady, ſaid he, as the ſtory have to tell, concerns Prince Caſſianus for- 
tunes, ſince his departure out of Lydia, wherein the Princeſs Cloris is involv d, fo 
muſt | defire your leave, to proſecute all thoſe circumſtances that belong to the re- 
lation; however perhaps they may not be alcogether judged, ſo neceſſary to the 
matter by your diſcerning judgement, yet in regard the paſſages cannot be but ſome. 
thing deligheful to your fancy, I ſhall make bold to preſume upon your patience; 
ſince truly they are both * almoſt paſt all belief. 

Know then, that ¶ aſſianus at his heing at the Court of Lydia, though his buſi. 
neſs in outward view , ſeemed to pretend to nothing, but the procuring aſſiſtance 
from the King, to regain his loſt Countrey of 1beria ; yer ſecretly I muſt tell you, 
he fell in love with the Princeſs Cloria, which however he durſt not diſcover : In this 
poſture he continued between hope and deſpair, until the arrival of the old Queen 
eAnaxia (as he believed) drowned all his encouragements, in a vaſt Sea of impoſſi- 
bility ; for that ſhe brought with her in her journey, certain propoſitions full of 
hononr and benefit to Euarchus Court, from the King of Egypt, concerning a 
marriage between the fair Princeſs and his Son and Heir Oris; which cauſed Caſſia- 
aus that night , when all the world was imployed about the triumphant ſports, that 
were deſigned for the entertainment of the Queen of Syria, to leave Lydia : Be- 
like being put on to thoſe reſolutions , by his melancholly apprehenſions, which 
however as you very well know, ſo enflamed the whole Kingdom, by the ſpightful 
pra ctiſes of factious Dimogoras , joyned with the crafty inſinuations of others of 
the ſame intereſt ; that it proved a main occaſion , that fince hath diſquieted the 
King in his Government. 

But Caſſianus himſelf , who had left Lydia ingendring certain black Clouds of Ma- 
lignant vapours, that afterwards became furious ſtorms of blood and ſlaughter 
(though I cannot ſay he was any way guilty in their effects, for Princes Titles and 
Intereſts are oftentimes abuſed to ſiniſter ends and purpoles) retired in perſon , under 
the juriſdiction of an ancient Forreſt, not many dayes journey from che Court, 
where ſometimes he privately lived, delighting his ſolitary intentions, with the ex- 
erciſe of hunting, and other rural delights, which thoſe pleaſant Woods, and 
that fruitful Countrey plentifully afforded his nature and fortune: But not long it 
was before Hyacinthia our Queen alſo , by reaſon of the inflamations of Lydia, was 
forced toquit her Husbands Kingdom , by which accident , as you know , ſhe met 
in that place, with the company of her baniſhed Brother Candalus, outed in like man- 
ner of all his happineſs , by the powerful Authority of Philoſtros great Favourite to 
Orſames. As 
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As moſt of theſe paſſages were within the compaſs of your own intelligence, 
which 1 have related onely for my ſtories better method, ſo now I ſhall preſume to 
inform you, of ſuch particulars, as you have not yet heard of; for Caſſians: re. 
maining as I ſaid in the delightful Forreſt , and going under the borrowed and abbre. 
viated name of Caſſa, being diſguiſed in the habit of a young Huntſman, upon the 
Queens arrival preſented himſelf to your view, though not to your knowledge: 
which encounter, he was encouraged , again to proſecute his old love (almoſt laid 
aſleep by time and ſeparation) to the Princeſs Cloria, ſince the conveniency (as he 
thought) could not be bettered; and in that manner reſolved to wait upon the 
Queen undiſcovered into Syria: Nevertheleſs in ——— voyage as you know, 
both himſelf and Eumenes ſuffered ſhipwrack ; however Caſſianxs (though the other 
periſhed) by the propitiouſneſs of the Heavens, eſcaped in a manner miraculouſly 
the deſperate danger of the Sea, and entered into ſuch adventures as ſcarce can be 
parallel'd: for his body being ſupported, upon a flat Cheſt full of Jewels belonging 
to himſelf , by the onely flowing of the water, was carried into certain Nets belong. 
ing to poor Fiſhermen , who finding a young man full of beauty, though almoſt 
dead by the violent agitation of the Waves, after they had recoveted ſome 
life in him, preſented him to a Lords Daughter of the Countrey called Bri/ania; 
as a ſubject worth her beſt compaſſion : But the Lady whether taken with the youth 
and beauty of her patient, or having an inclination to affect that ſhe had once pre. 
ſerved, of a ſudden fell in love with his lovely perſon , fince ſhe had no motives to 
be inticed by the knowledge of his Titles, he having concealed himſelf , the better 
to perform his intended journey into Syria: And this love at laſt from ſmall 
ſparkles , began to encreaſe to a great flame, though for a long time C aſſianus was 
not informed of che Ladies paſſions , for her Virgin modeſty ever ſuppreſt the decla. 
ration of that, which ſhe had much adoe to hide, until the ſecret fire was diſcover. 
ed by the ſharp ſight of another ſuitor , that had already procured the good will of 
her Father for their future marriage; notwithſtanding another rival by a more noble 
love, contended with the former for preheminence: In the interim that theſe intri- 


cate affections ſeemed to act ſeveral parts, the old Lord by his unexpected death, 
left his fair Daughter to inherit rather misfortune, then juriſdiction; for Fridia: 
her hated Lover (being ſo called) N ſeized both upon her Perſon and Coun- 


trey , pretending that her Father in his lat Mill, had inſtituted him the ſole Gover- 
nour of her Minority , leſt ſhe might endanger both her honour and ſafety by ſome 
inconſiderable match; reſolving withal to make C anus a Sacrifice, or a Petitioner 
to compaſs his ends: to which purpoſe, he cauſed him publickly to be accuſed, that 
he intended to have betrayed the Town and Countrey to a Forreign Power; under 
pretence of freeing Briſania from priſon , who ſeemed alſo to have conſented to the 
practiſe, whereby to have procured her own releaſement. And this being fallly laid 
to his charge he was unjuſtly condemned; however Fridius ſuſpended the Execution, 
until he had not onely again attempted the Ladies conſent to his offered Love, but 
procured Cafſianxs , who went by the berrowed name of Caſſa, to be himſelf a 
Sollicitor in his Suit; which opporcunely gave Briſania occaſion , inftead of grant- 
ing Fridius his requeſt , to diſcover her own love; but Cſſianus became rather con- 
ute then pleaſed at this diſcovery , ſince the hazard of his own life could but pur- 
chaſe the acceptance; inſomuch as onely with a ſorrowful courtſhip he entertained 
her diſcourſe, however ſhe gave him leave to depart, and carry her peremptory de- 
nial to the proud Tyrant. Nevertheleſs poor Caſa was to be made the object of 
his fpleen , fince Briſania would not be the ſubject of his love; for ſome few dayes 
after he was brought to a publick Scaffold erected before the Caſtle Window, where 
Briſania remained, that ſhe might be the better witneſs of the bloody Tragedy in- 
tended; Caſſa appeared in a mourning habit, becoming the ſadneſs of his preſent 
condition, but much more clouded in his ſorrowful countenance , that ſnewed bis 
de jected minde; though his beauty had yet fo large a poſſeſſion in his perſon, by the 
opinion of the people, that he ſeemed a Sun ſhaded in a dark Skie , that notwith- 
ſtanding ſhot forth bright beams under the black coverture; and in this manner = 
A | e 
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he lead to the Theatre of death in the view of the people, who accompanied him all 
the way with their liberal lamentation, ſince theſe were the onely ſacrifices they could 
offer in his behalf; for although he was eſteemed amongſt them but a private Gentle- 
man of Iberia, yet could they not chuſe but grieve to ſee, a youth of his natural 

ſections, untimely brought to his deſtruction, by the cruelty of a wicked Ty- 
rant: But in the mean time, poor Briſania ſummoned to the ſpectacle by the noiſe 
of the ſpectators, at the firſt ſight began to feel new paſſions in her gentle boſom, 
not ſo much of love as pitty , ſince the priſoner himſelf, had by diyers meſſages ſo- 
liciced her to yield, rather then to make him the onely object of Fridius his hate: 
Wherefore, firſt ſhe laid before her thoughts the innocency of the priſoner that was 
to ſuffer, onely becauſe ſhe continued wilful. Then ſhe began to think, there was 
nothing but her own miſerable captivity could redeem his life; religion, charity 
and affection pleaded of one ide, as hatred, honour , and courage contended of 
the other, which made her ſometimes reſolve to break through the crowds, and 
fling her ſelf at Fridius his fect to beg his pardon: But then her ſpirit again diſdain: 
ing ſuch a ſubmiſſion, rather chuſing to caft her perſon amongft the people, and by 
her own death incite their revenge. Whilſt theſe conſiderations tormented her gentle 
ſoul , and that his approaching execution ſeemed. to exact from her conſent a ſpeedy 
reſolution , at the further end of the Market-place appeared a confuſed fear amongft 
the common people, which was quickly ſeconded, not onely with cryes of Treaſon, 
but with the noiſe of many warlike inftruments, tending to the ſurprize of the 
Town; ſo that the Scaffold that was ordained to be the Stage where Caſſa was to 
act his laſt part, became ſoon emptied of all thoſe unwelcome aſſiſtances, and be 
left onely to be his own priſoner ; an accident certainly that ſufficiently pleaſed him, 
although his amazed joy, had ſcarce belief enough co-apprehend he was freed, 
which made him longer continue that. poſture the executioner had put him in, then 
his good fortune required at his hands; ſo that he moved not, until one of the 
Souldiers wiſht him to pray for the life of Saxanius, who had delivered him from 
death, By which declaration it was quickly known throughout all the Market- 
place, that Briſania's firſt Suitor, had both ſaved Caſſa from deſtruction, and 
poſſeſt himſelf of the City, who hearing of che. cruel captivity of his dear Mi- 
firiſs by the wicked tyranny of Fridizay bad sfſembled, all his friends to her reſcue, 
and by a neat ſtratagem, had happily brought about the deſign for her delivery, 
and her enemies puniſhment : Fridius ſufficiently apprehenſive of the guilt of his 
own Treaſon, ſtaid not to diſpute the right of his cauſe with his victorious rival, but 
preſently retired under the ſafe protection of the ſtrong Caſtle , where he ſappoſed 
was a Garriſon able to contend, whilft other ſaccours came to his aſſiſtance; be- 
ſides he had Briſania in his power, by whoſe Authority and Title he imagined the 
better to retain the obedience of the people. But Saranius intending neither to 
be ſlothful in his love or hate, after he had given ſome orders for the ſurer obe- 
dience of the Town, ſoon placed a formal Siege before the Fort where his Mi- 
ſtriſs was impriſoned, with ſo great a probability of prevailing , that within ſome 
few dayes be received a Meſſage from wicked Fridius, that if he did not pre- 
ſently retire himſelf and his Troops from before the Caſtle, he vow'd by all the 
Gods, that Bri/ania ſhould act the firſt part in that Tragedy was intended: And 
for the greater aſſurance of his intention, he cauſed the Lady to be broughe 
2 the Leads, where were already prepared the circumſtances of her 

eath. 

Saxanius after he had underſtood this peremptory demand from the proud Ty- 
rant, and beheld with his ſorrowful eyes, the threatned danger of his fair Mi- 
ſtriſs, for whoſe ſafety he had ingaged not onely his own courage, but the valours 

ſo of all his friends and kindred ; became tormented with many thoughts, and 
ivers reſolutions, ſince if he abſolutely. performed the commandingrequeſt of his 
batedrival, he was no more ſecured (as he ſuppoſed) of Bri/ania's preſervation, 
then if he ſhould yield to nothing he deſired, but rather gave Fridius the more 
liberty to be cruel , when he had no oceaſion to fear; and for any promiſe 
8 he 
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he could male, it was to be eſteemed like the reſt of his falſe actions: Wherefore he 
almoſt determined to ſend away the Herald with a threatning denial , inſtead of a 
ſubmiſſi ve conſent. But then reflecting upon the apprehenſions of his dear 
who us he believed, would imagine that he eſteemed much more a little honour then 
the ſaving of her life, it deſtroyed his former half reſolution, and entered him 
again into new and confuſed conſiderations, which were loſt in his deſperate breaſt 
with diverſity of paſſions, until caſting his ſad eyes towards the place where Briſa. 
"ia was, asa pure ſacrifice to be offered according to his imagination, who ſeemed 
in his apprehenſion already to accuſe him of unworthy love, chat could ſo long dif. 
pute in his minde her preſervation; of a ſudden he might fee one caſt headlong from 
che top of the Caſtle into the Diteh; which too ſoon. perſwaded his belief that 
the wicked Tyrant had prevented his judgement, by performing the execution be- 
fore the return of his Meſſenger : So that he remained like one that ſeemed to be 
changed into a Marble Statue, until a Flag of Truce appeared joyfully upon the 
Caſtle, as a teſtimony of future friendſhip : However Saxanius could necks fatisfied 
in the Omen, until a Meſſenger from the Fort affured him, not onely of the Ladies 
ſafety , but alſo of the death of Fri44w-; with this relation, that che Souldiers of 
the Fort, neither being able to endure their Princeſs captivity, nor the Tyrants cruel. 
ty, had by force reſcued their Miſtriſs, and committed a fupream juſtice upon his per. 
fon; who now was ſent from Briſama to know, what conditions the beſiegert en- 
pected, both for her liberty and the Town they had already conquered. But Sa 
nis would make no Articles at all with his Love, for after he had diſpoſed of his 
Troops into ſeveral Quarters, he went to preſent himſelf a ſlave to the fair Captive 
he had redeemed, where he intended to chain his freedom for ever. However C. 
ftanns finding that he was not onely fallen into ſome diſdain ,- by reaſon of thoſe de. 
fires he expreſt for his own preſervation, as alſo Saxaniz likely to take poſſeſſion of 
thoſe favours he might have enjoyed, imagined there was no way to preſerve him 
ſtill in the good will of his Lady, but to diſcover his quality, which he ſappoſed 
would both advance his eſteem , and leſſen bis rivals credit; and by that means be- 
come a publick pretender to Briſania, which notwithſtanding produced no other ef. 
fects then a challenge from S4x4nins , which Caſſianus in honour could not refuſe, 
after he had given ſufficient teſtimonies of his condition to be a Prince and no 
wandring Stranger. Yet however the day wes appointed for the Combat, and every 
ones expeRation attended the final event of che Quarrel, Briſania's Nurſe called 
Rhena promiſed to ſatisfie all parties without danger or blood, provided her Miſtrifg 
would be direRed by her Councels, and become Wife to him whom the Heavens had 
ordained to be her Husband: | | 
This ſtrange intricacy gave curious deſires to multitudes of people to be preſent 
at the wonder, ſince borh e Champions were reſol ved not to be foiled in their Ho- 
nour, ſcarce in their Loves; wherefore they came into the Field armed, to ſupply 
the defect of the old womans performance, according to her bold promiſe: Bay 
when they were prepared to have ended the difference by a bloody encounter, Rhend 
intreated them they would firſt repair to the great Temple to ſacrifice to the immor- 
ral Gods, where ſhe ſaid, ſhe might perhaps relate ſuch a ſtory, that would ſatiſfe 
all their deſires. This propoſition from the old woman, although it carried not with 
it much probability of according the rivals, their quarrel being grounded upon « 
difference, that knew not how to admit of any competition, when gratitude it ſelf 
ſeemed to have no place in Caſſianus diſpoſition, though he enjoyed his life by the 
fortunate favour of Sexavias; yet by the importunate eryes of the people, who 
began to be jeſs curious and more pittiful, they were perſwaded to follow her die- 
ions ; and being before the Altar encompaſſedround about by the expecting mul. 
titude, Rhens after ſhe had called the Heavens to witneſs , of the truth of what 
ſhe intended to utter, delivered this relation, which as ſhe ſaid, ſhe had bound ber 
ſelf by a vow never to declare, until ſome neceſſity not to be avoided forced from her 
the diſcovery. 5. - | | 
When beauteous Elia aua, ſaid ſhe, the vertuous Mother of Prince Ca/7anas here 
preſent,

preſent , was conſtrained with her dear Husband , to flye from the Countrey of 
Meſopotamia by the prevailing power of Artaxes general, in the way being great 
with Childe , ſhe was forced to retire to the houſe of my late Lord, Father to Bri- 
ſania, whoſe Wife was her near Kinſwoman, and at the ſame time great alſo; 
where ſhe had not remained many dayes before ſhe was delivered of a fair — 
as my Lady not long after of another, to the joy of the whole houſe: However; 
the Gods eſteeming my Miſtriſs too good for this liſe, took her out of this world 
before ſhe had finiſhed the moneth of her Child-birth , to the unſpeakable ſadneſs 
both of her Husband , and all her Servants, leaving no iſſue to inherit her ſingular 
vertues but a Daughter onely. Elicana alſo being quickly called away by her own 
troubles, left her little infant unto my education, as my Lord alſo truſted me with 
his Jewel: But accidents and the Wars in Armenia growing every day more hot 
then other, for the better ſecurity and quiet, I was perſwaded with the two Chil- 
dren, to retire to my own houſe, where we remained for ſome years, they con- 
rented to be each others companion, as I happy to be both their Foſter Mother; 
ſince they increaſed not ſo faſt in dayes and nights as in beauty and goodneſs, but 
alas che Fates were envious at our felicity, and cook one of them out of the world; 
and with theſe words the old woman wept, with the remembrance of her dear loſs, 
until her many tears running down her aged cheeks, gave ſome interruption to hee 
diſcourſe :; But finding her grief was ſcarce ſeaſonable to the paſſionate multitude; 
ſhe wiped her eyes, and then proceeded : When the violence of the War, ſaid ſhe, 
became ſo qualified, that Parents had ſome leaſure to enjoy the comfort of their 
Children, I preſented my Lord with a beantifud Daughter; though for the other 
I bad in charge, I deſired his favour to make my excuſe, ſince ic was not in my 
power to prevent the will of the Gods, which gave him ſo much ſatisfaction, that 
he p&rſwaded Elizana by letter to be content that had many more, which conti- 
nued until my Lady Briſania by his late death as you know, became heir to all 
his poſſeſſions , though interrupted ſome time by wicked Fridius, and redeemed by 
valiant $4xanixs, to whom without a great deal of ingratitude ſhe cannot but 
give her ſelf , and all that ſhe hath , ſince ſhe hath: received it from his hands. At 
which words Caſſianus began to muſter up within his breaſt a multitude of paſ- 
ſions, until the old woman turning towards him, told him, that preſently ſhe 
would render him ſatisfied alſo: Wherefore, after the people were a little quieted 
in their confuſed murmur , ſhe thus ended her ſtory : But now ſaid ſhe to unriddle 
this myſtery , and fully to perform my promiſe I muſt let know, that Briſania was 
not.childe to your late deceaſed Governour , but Daughter to worth Elizana , 1 
onely uſing that fallacy upon the death of the other , becauſe I feared the loſs to my 
Lord would have proved a vexation intollerable, ſince he wanted Children 
to inherit his Fortune and Honour; and for Zhzava I ſuppoſed the croſſe 
would not appear ſo great, in reſpect of the bountifulneſſe of the iſſue, which 
the Gods had beſtowed” upon her; however 1 made a private vow to my ſelf, 
as] ſaid , never to diſcover this myſtery , until ſome preſſing occaſion forced from 
me the declaration, as well to retain Briſania in her 1 Fathers poſſeſſions, 
take from their Parents ll jealouſie of my fraud. But ſince the Heavens by 
ower and right of Conqueſt, have now eſtabliſhe my Lord Saxanizs in that

Government, which Briſania did intend innocently to uſurp , and that his noble 
pretenſions to her love, deſerve her beſt entertainment, as if the Gods intended a 
perpetual unity in their hearts againſt all obſtacles , I hope it will be the opinion of 
all here preſent, that the marriage between them be ſolemnized inſtantly in the 
Temple; and the rather for that I cannot doubt, Prince Caſſianus will forbid the 
conjunction, ſince nature denies him the capacity of ſuch a ha 77 This Decla-

ration was quickly warranted by the deſires of all the people with loud acclamations; 
ſo that Bri/ania turning about to Saxanius with a bluſh that more enflamed his joy, 
afcer a little pauſe ſaluted him with this language: My Lord, ſaid ſhe, for ſo it ſhouid 
feem the deſtinies have deſigned you ink all difficulties , though whether I ſhall 
be now eſteemed worthy in your vertuous thoughts, to give you that Title 
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may be ſome queſtion , ſince your noble addreſſes formerly received not thoſe ready 
entertainments they merited: However, I ſhall endeavour to perſwade you to be. 
ſieve, that the Heavens have had a ſecret influence , wheteby the better to unite gur 
ſelves, ſince my prepoſterous affection to my Brother upon ſmall grounds, endea. 
voured ſomething to obſcure your perfections in my apprehenſion, which now ap. 
pear to my knowledge, ina molt full and affectionate proſpect, that abſolutely de. 
lights all my ſenſes. And with that, as if ſhe had been too liberal in her language, 
like a Roſe over-preſt with the nights dew , by little and little caſt down her lovely 
looks upon the ground. Saxanins inftead of delivering his judgement concerning 
Briſania's plea , put in execution his intended decree by a gentle kiſs upon her fair 
lips, which gave the people ſufficient intelligence of his thoughts, ſo that the mar. 
riage became preſently ſolemnized, to the content of all the ſtanders by, but more 
ſpecially to themſelves , whoſe happineſs could not fully be apprehended but inthe 
fruition onely. And this Madam I ſay, is the delightful , though intricate ſtory of 
Caſſiauus adventures, ſince his departure out of Lydia, which be was pleaſed to 
nifie in writing under his own hand; however to none but to his faithful friend and 
chiefeſt counſellour Dimogoras. 

But now that I have entertaĩned your ears with theſe ſtrange though pleaſant pal 
ſages ; as I may ſay, ſeemingly rather miracles , then accidents, I ſhall come 
nearer a great deal to your concernments: This intelligence of the ſafety of .the 
Prince you muſt know, enflamed the thoughts of Dimogoras ; whereupon he be- 
gan to conſider, if a marriage could be compaſſed between Cloria the Kings Daugh- 
ter and Caſſianus, it would undoubtedly, not onely ſtrengthen his own greatneß, 
but exceedingly fortifie all manner of contentions of the Senate, with Exyarch the 
King, fince by this means his Daughter ſhould not be matched to any Forreign 
prince, that might give her Father aſliſtance, but rather by degrees would be 
wrought to be an enemy to his pretenſions and deſires. . | 

With theſe conſiderations he went preſently to the Senate, whereby to make then 
acquainted with the intelligence he had received: And to this purpoſe , being ſac i 
the Councel, he uttered this kinde of ſpeech, with as much eloquence as his naturl 
roughneſs, and want of education could deliver. | 
My Lords, ſaid he, as it is moſt evident, the Gods have hitherunto proſpered 
our attempts in a moſt admirable manner, to the wonder of all Aſia;. ſo of the 
other ſide may we again behold, a kinde of miraculous influence depending upon 
thoſe accidents, ſignified unto me by Prince Caſſiauus Letters: Theſe things being 
conſidered , 1 ſee no reaſon , nay I may boldly affirm there is a great deal of 
piety in the reſolution , both belonging to the ſervice of the Gods, as alſo to- 
wards the eſtabliſbing of our own affairs, to endeayourall wayes poſſible , to unite 
the perſons and affections of Cloria the Kings Daughter, and Caſſianus the adyen 
terous Prince, in ſuch indiffolvable tyes of Love and Marriage, that may not on- 
ly render them happy themſelves, but ſecure us from all fear of a Forreign Cunjus- 
Rion , that undoubtedly would diſorder (if not deſtroy) that work we have 
already wiſely: begun, and hope ſhall fortunately end in this Kingdome. For 
my part I'muſt confeſs;, I do almoſt tremble , yet when I conſider in how gr 
hazzard our affairs ft „ before your Admiral ſurprized the Princeſs ac 
ame; for that the alliance intended between her ſelf and Narciſſus, could not 

ave been other then ominous, when as of the other ſide we are moſt aflured, to 
finde Caſſiauus upon all occaſions, not onely a furtherer of our deſigns, but 4 
lover of our perſons. Perhaps you may be a little ſtartled with the doubts, that 
Cliria will ſcarce be brought to think of ſuch Nuptials; but truly cheſe are meer 
frivolous conſiderations , in compariſon. of benefits of States, and Kingdoms: 
wherefore I ſay , if ſhe cannot be perſwaded to yield her conſent , by the influence 
of his Courtſhip , ſhe muſt be compelled by your power and authority. 80 
that my opinion is, that Caſſianus be preſently ſent for, not onely to put in execu- 
tion, with all expedition, what we ſhall determine for our Qwn happineſs ; and 
the Kingdoms welfare; but alſo to be honoured and maintained by our _ ny 
| affeRi- 
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aſlections, according to our former reſolution. and promiles. Let it ſuffice there 
ſeemeth already 8 ſympathy in their years, beauty, and religion; and what wants of 
Titles and Poſſeſſions, our Authorities muſt make up, to be ſupplied, according to 
accidents and occaſions; for that in point of honour, as I intimated before, we are 
obliged by many promiſes, not onely to ſettle this injured Prince, again in bis loſt 
Dominions, but to render him as happy as we can by our endeayouts, | 

This Otation being delivered with more violence then Rbetorick, he fate down 
in his place expecting the iſſue: which produced not onely ſeveral diſcourſes , but 
much ſeeming contention, in regard of divers and ſundry intereſts: yet Dimogoras, 
with others of che ſame Faction, ſo far prevailed at laſt, that it was abſolutely de- 
ered that Caſſi anus ſhould with all expedition be ſent for, with an aſſurance of the 
intended match between him and the Princeſs C/oria. = 

When Creſes had made an end of thus much of his diſcourſe, he reſted filent, 
asit were expecting ſome kinde of reply from Rexana : but finding the old woman 
at leaſtwiſe troubled, if not ſomething confounded at the relation, he began anew 
wich her in this mannet. 325 52727 | 

Truly, ſaid he, it were a kinde of diſſervice, onely to mention dangers to torment 
your apprehenſion; and got at the ſame time to propound remedies that might 

cure the diſcaſe ; which would turn all my profeſſed courteſies into no- 

thing but cauſes of jealouſie and ſuſpition: Wherefore., Madam, as the time that 
will de given, for the ſolicitations of Caſſi anus cannot be long; his arrival bei 
expected every hour, many weeks being paſt ſince he was ſent for to Sardz: ſo 
muſt you ſpeedily reſolve upon the prevention, unleſs. you are willing to comply 
with the benates intentions. In ſhort, be your thoughts and reſolutions what they 
will, I make bold to aſſure you, if you dare but give ſufficient confidence co my 
promiſes; or doubt not my capacity to perform them, to deliver the Princeſs Cloris 
and your ſelf free from your preſent impriſonment; which being effected, you may 
retire under the protoction of Exerch the King at Philadelphia ; yet I muſt leave 
the particulars to further diſcourſes, when I may be aſſured of your reſolutions : 
but if neither my deſign, or faith pleaſe you; for that perchance I feem to be at 
preſent, what notwithſtanding I intend not to be many dayes, I myſt conjure you 
not to diſcover theſe motions co any, but to your Lady, which is a juſtice I hope 
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vexations of Caſſauus importunity upon his arrival, as Creſes had informed them, 
or hazzard themſelves under the protection of the new Lover, whoſe diſpoſition 
and intention they were not-acquainted withal , nevertheleſs, after long debate 
they fell upon the latter, which was rather abſolutely to truſt his paſſion , then ex- 
-pe the Senates goodneſs ; and to that purpoſe Rexaxa told Creſes in the Princeſſes 
name, that ſhe was reſolved wholly not onely to rely upon his fidelity, but to be di. 
rected in her journey to her Father by his care; which gave Creſes a world of content, 
not alone that he was thought worthy of ſo great a confidence, but by this means 
he ſhould free bis apprehenſion from the danger of Caſſianus Courtſhip , ſo that 
within a weeks ſpace he provided all things neceſſary for their eſcape; whilſt in the 
mean time Cleria pretended a ſickneſs that cauſed her to keep her chamber, where. 
by no ſuſpicion of her flight might remain for ſome dayes after her departure, 
as Creſes did of important buſineſs, which called him to a neceſſary attendance at 
Sardis. a 

When the deſigned night came that they were to begin their journey, which was 
expected with ſome impatience, the Princeſs, Roxana, and their intruſted Dwarf, the 
onely attendants they would uſe for fear of diſcovery, repaired to a place at the 
Foot of the Caſtle hill, where one Sentinel being more curious then the reſt, would 
have interrupted their paſſage , but their ready knowledge of the Word gave hima 
quick diſcharge, and ſo conſquently ſer them free to take their Horſes, that were 
provided not far off by Creſes care, who was there alſo attending himſelf to mount 
the Princeſs, and the other company : Scarce bad the chearful morning appeared 
in the Eaft, after a tedious nights travel in rough and unbeaten wayes, when they 
arrived at an even plain, that not onely afforded them ſome conſolation , to ſweeten 
their paſt inconvenience, but gave opportunity to Creſes, reſſecting upon his own 
truſt, and enflamed by his ſecret love, to uſe this language to the Princeſs, 

Madam, ſaid be, as I envy not the Gods happineſs , in the converſation I haye 
power to enjoy, ſo the truſt that is committed to my care, deſerves a diligence be- 
yond expreſſion, wherein if I had a thouſand lives, they were all too few to be em- 
ployed in ſuch a ſervice , yet give me leave to fay without prophanation of your 
ſacred ſelf that love is the onely price that ought to purchaſe your perſon by an ho- 
nourable pitty, which cannot be wanting, where there are ſo many other admirable 
perfections; for ſinee none can merit your vertues, your goodneſs will appear in 
the greateſt laftre, when it (hall be ſeen you chuſe, becauſe you intend abſolutely to 
oblige, like the heavens that take moſt pleaſure in forgiving higheſt offences. It 
may perhaps be efteemed by ignorant apprehenſions, 4 kinde of an equality in 
worth, when Titles are united; but you know that dark foils are uſed to illuſtrate 
bright Diamonds,  wherefore let not honours be the object of your looks; which 
however, although they cannot out-ſhine yours, yet certainly the clearneſs of your 
beauty will beſt appear, when others are removed, like the fair Moon when the Sun 
is moſt obſcured that offends by his too much violence; Flowers ſeem more de. 
lightful in innocent Fields, then in ſtately Gardens; and Chriſtal ſtreams are-plen- 
rifuller repleniſhed- with variety of watry Inhabitants, when the green Meadows 
give them bounds, rather then where Marble ſtructures enrich their abode; then 
kiſſing her hand with a paſſionate earneſtneſs, he bathed, her white Glove with 3 
few of his own Tears, that quickly gave Cliria Items of his intentions; but ſhe 
would take no notice of his dicourſe, being unwilling to diſquiet her protection, 
fince ſhe could nor condeſcend to his deſire; fo that ſhe was conſtrained -prettilyto 
divert the occaſion, by calling her Governeſs to the communication, pretending That 
/ elſe her rigid gravity might chide them both for their diſreſpect: When Na 
was arrived at a nearer diſtance, the Princeſs perceiving her to be much troubled, if 
not altogether tired with the paſt nights travel, by her often removing hes ſelf up- 
on her Saddle, not being accuſtomed co many ſuch exerciſes, after ſhe bad bid ber 
be of good chear, began to queſtion with her, concerning the practice and em- 
ployment of her youth; and whether or no women in thoſe dayes did uſe to ride 


a hunting, according to the faſhions now of Lydia ? Faith no Madam, ſaid Roxana, 
in 
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in thoſe times maids were more modeſtly bred, then to exerciſe ſuch hoiting recrea- 
tions; for if theit mothers fuffered them to walk a turn or two in the Garden, 
after they had performed a good dayes work upon their Samplers, and of Holy- 
dayes to go eat..meſs of Cream in ſome honeſt neighbours houſe, it was eſteemed 
a large liberty ; belides there was a careful proviſion by their parents, that no men 
of any ſort ſhould accompany them; although they were ſuch as pretended to be 
Suitors, and the conditions. of marriage already agreed upon; but now by my 
truly, there is nothing but private Courtſhip and publick Love, with continual di- 
vertjzements from one pleaſure to another; ſo that young Girls endeavour nothin 
more, then to become bold and ſcandalous: nay, I can aſſure you Princeſs, laid 
ſae. Maids durſt not ſo much as ſmile before their Fathers and Mothers, ſcarce look- 
ing upon their Woers before they were married; in which baſhful poſture on the night 
ol their Nuptials, they entertained their Husbands with tears onely. | 
This diſcourſe, or rather paſſion of the old woman, proceeding as *twas ſuppoſed 
from the hard going of her Horſe, gave ¶ loria occaſion to tell her ina gentle ſmile, 
that the reaſon why they did not practice ſuch paſtimes, was becauſe they wanted 
d borſes for the ſport, and Coaches as ſhe had heard were not then in uſe: Good 
ſes, ſaid Roxana, I cannot tell what you call good; but for my part I was ne- 
ver wor ſe carried then at the preſent, at which the Princeſs began to laugh out- 
righe, ſince ſhe bad ſo directly hit vpon the diſeaſe of her Governeſs. However 


Creſes that he might prevent all quarrels told her, that ſince ſhe found hers not eaſie, 


ſhe ſhould ride on bis, which perhaps would better pleaſe her, although he pro- 
teſted, he had no deſign but to accommodate her before himſelf; whereupon taking 
ber down from her ſaddle, in a quarter of an hours time made the exchange, 
though the labour ſcemed fruitleſs; for the old woman being no whit amended in 
the choice, ſhewed the defect proceeded from her age, and not from her Steed: Ne- 
vertheleſs moſt couragiouſly (though ſhe did ſweat for the buſinceſs) ſhe arrived at 
the Forreſt, where they intended to repoſe themſelves for the noon ſeaſon, that re- 
quired ſome ſhade againſt the ſuns violence: Creſes choſe a flouriſhing Tree for 
the Princeſs accommodation, which contented her thoughts as well, as the richeſt 
Canopy of State in her fathers Court, and the proviſion that the Dwarf had 
brought with him , abundantly ſatisfied inſtead of other curioſities : - theſe ſatiſ- 
factions exacted from C /oria another neceſſary duty, that the night paſt had abſo- 
jutely debarred her of, which was ſhewed by the gentle cloſing of bh fair eyes from 
the dayes light, whilſt in the mean time Rexana had conyeniency, after ſhe had put 
ſomething under her Ladies head, to retire her ſelf under another Tree, to be indul. 
gent alſo to ber own ſenſes. | X a 
But Creſes whoſe love and care cauſed him to be a diligent Sentinel over the 
Princeſſes reſt, afforded. him alſo the happineſs of this contemplation; in which 
fain he would have ſtollen a kiſs, but that he feared che Heavens would have reveal- 
ed the theft: Can the Gods (thought he) be altogether ſtupid, to fuffer fo divine 
acreature upon earth, and leave their own habication barren of ſuch excellence, 
ſince more then a thouſand Cupidi, are ready to offer Sacrfices upon the pure Al- 
tar of her fair Fore-head, perfumed by the Incenſe of her odoriferous breath > Can 
theſe two illuſtrious Cherries, ſaid he, that onely kiſ one another, becauſe they can- 
not meet with the like perfections, be leſs powerful then to inyite Fove from Oli 
to taſte of the dainties? But heholding a preſumptuoys flye, boldly to entertain it 
ſelf in the delicious Garden of her Face, where mixt Roſes and Lillies gave it both 
nouiiſnment and delight, notwithſtanding the 1 gentle prohibitions of her 
white hand, he began paſſionately to exclaim againſt the rudeneſs of the creature; 
yet when he ſaw its black colour and curious ſhape, ſerved inſtead of a ſoyl to be- 
come her beauty, as if put there rather by art then nature, he not onely let the 
ſilly beaſt alone, but commended his induſtry; however finding her ſleepy impor- 
tunit y, deſired ſomething earneſtly to be rid of that troubleſome oroament, he 


could do no leſs then contribute his aſſiſtance, and haſtily endeavoured to chaſe the 


flyefrom that Paradice, where it wanted neither flowers nor exerciſe ; at which the 
Princeſ⸗ 
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Princeſs ſuddenly wakened with a demand, what had difturbed her in her reſt > But 
poor Creſes durſt not own the diſquiet, and ſo ſhe fell aſleep again, in which inno- 
cent calm ſhe remained until Roxana's confident authority, made her know it was 
time to prepare for the afternoons journey; and this injunction was ſufficient to 
render ber obedient againſt the enticements of her wearied ſenſes. 


Many dayes they had not travelled in this large Forreſt , to ſeek out obſcure. 


wayes to prevent ſurprize, ſince they ſuppoſed they ſhould haſtily be purſued , if not 


encountred by ſome of the Senates Forces, lying in a manner every night either

caſion to Creſes, whilſt the Princeſs and Roxana were content to take ſome pleaſure 
in that ſolitude, to preſent himſelf to the aged man, as well to be informed who he 
was, as alſo to receive ſome benefit by his aſſiſtance. | | 

Wherefore , after they had civilly faluted one another; and that Creſe 
had told him, he conducted certain diſtreſſed Ladies towards Philadel. 
phia, where their friends remained in the Kings Wars; and alſo that they 
wanted for the preſent accommodation of lodging for the approaching night, 
the old man ſeemed not onely willing to pleaſure him in any thing, bur of the 
ſudden burſt forth into abundance of Tears and Complaints, as it ſhould ſeem

Sir, ſaid he, ſince you will needs be acquainted with my fortunes, you muſt know 
in my youth I was bred by the careful induſtry of my parents a Scholler, which 


profeſſion brought me firſt in credit with my Prince Euarchus Father, who was 


himſelf not onely learned, but exceedingly loved the converſation of thoſe that 
were poſſeſſed with ſuch qualities, which at the firſt joyned with the ambition of 
of my own nature, made me a Courtier, and that vocation, as Ithought, exacted 
from me a diligence to preferment ; however honours were but moderately conferred 
upon me, during the life of the old King, though after his death his ſon Euarchu, 
whether miſtaking my ability, or being in love with my fidelity, ſhowred down fo 
many favours upon me, that I not onely in a ſhort time became chief Flamin of 
all Lydia, but in a manner governed the whole State under the King, which heap. 
ed on me ſufficient envy ; and the rather, ſince I conferred many offices poſſeſſed 
formerly by. the Nobility upon thoſe of my own profeſſion , whereby the better 


to ſtrengthen my party, and dignifie my condition: in this poſture I remained, 


until the great Senate that now rules in Lydia chaſed me from Court and Common» 
weale, which made me ſeek out this private habitation, until the Fate of Exarchw 
Government ſhall be ſo determined, that I may again return to his ſervice, or re- 
ſolve to end my life in this ſolitude; and with chat wept, which for ſome time 
continued them both in a penſive filence, until Creſes importuned the aged Fa- 
ther to put off his ſorrow ; or at leaftwiſe\; ſuffer him to be a ſharer with him in 
his grief, by letting him know more particularly the cauſes: This gave occaſion 
to the old man to tell him plainly that many Souldiers were newly arrived in the 


Forreſt, to ſhelter themſelves by the protection of the Woods, from the rage of 


their 


* e 
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i cutors, who followed them after a Battle that was lately fought between 
— p61 the Senates Forces, where both he and almoſt his whole Army being 
furprized by an Ambuſcado of the Enemy, had loſt the day to the abſolute de- 
ſtruction of the Kings Affairs, and an utter undoing, as *cwas believed, of all his 
friends, ſince Euarchus expects every hour in perſon to be beſieged in Philadelphia. 

This unexpected news, did more then trouble Creſer, not onely becauſe it did 
in manner dettroy his own hopes, that ſeemed to depend upon the ſucceſs of the 
journey he had in hand, which was to preſent the Princeſſe Cloria an acceptable 
offering to her Father, but in denying them all means to avoid a dangerous con- 
ſequence, ſince they neither could advance cowards their firſt. intention, for doubt 
of interruption inthe paſſage by ſcattering Troops of the Senates Garriſons, nor 
durſt retire back again to the Caſtle for fear of being cruelly puniſhed for the 
eſcape: ſo that he was forced to make the old Father acquainted with the perſonall 
preſence of the Princeſs Cloria; and the rather, ſince he could mo way miſtruſt his 
fidelity , but of the contrary by that knowledge, procure a reception of herin his 
houſe, until his own return from Philadelphia, whither he intended ſecretly to go, 
that he might the better be informed of the Kings condition, and by that direction 
more conveniently ſecure the Princeſs Cloria, either by flight into ſome forreign 
Countrey, or deliver ber perſon into the protection of her own Father, as he had 
promiſed: yet he conjured the Flamin, after be had laid open unto him his 
thoughts, intentions, and deſires, not to diſcover the leaſt ſyllable of theſe diſaſte- 
rous accidents to the Princeſs , for fear of diſquieting her gentle boſome with mis- 
fortunes, no care of hers could remedy; though he determined to perſwade her 
to be contented to diſpence with his own abſence for ſometime, to perform pre- 
rended neceſſary ſervices for her ſaftety. When they had ſufficiently digeſted theſe 
reſolutions and agreements, they both roſe from their ſeats , to preſent themſelves 
to Cloria: The Princeſs at their approach, entertained the Flamine with the ſame 
affection ſhe conceived to be due to one, that had been formerly honoured by her 
Fathers favours; whilſt he with tears in his eyes, preſently conducted her and the 
reſt of the company to his ſmall habiration; excuſing notwithſtanding in a court- 
ly phraſe, the poorneſs of the welcome ſhe was to expect: but long ſbe had not 
enjoyed the pleaſing ſecurity of that retirement, before ſhe was overtaken with a 
molt horrid and infolent Treaſon in this ſort, 

The Souldiers that cowardly were fled from the Battle, as the Flamine had re- 
lated ro Creſes, and were retired within the Fortifications of thoſe Woods, for 
their better ſecurity againſt their purſuers, underſtanding by ſome intelligence that 
the Princeſs Cloria was lodged privately within the old Fathers houſe, began to 
conſider, that if they returned her back again to the Senate at Sardus, from whence 
they underſtood ſhe was eſcaped, it would prove fo acceptable, that they ſhould 
not onely thereby purchaſe all their pardons, but probably many of the chief actors 
might receive conſiderable rewards; This opinion they no ſooner entertained in 
their wicked and diſloyal breaſts, but the exetution followed with ſo much violence, 
that they not onely ſeized Cloria and Roxana, but alſo carried with them the old 
Flamine , as a full period to their ſupteam villany , notwithſtanding all the per- 
ſwaſions could be uſed towards them: But the Gods hating the Traytours, 
though the Senate made uſe of the Treaſon; all they could procure for this ac- 
ceptable ſervice, was to have their lives ſaved, upon condition they ſhould 
within ten dayes depart the Kingdom; or elſe, to ſuffer preſent death where- 
ſoever they could be found after the limited time, which canſed them to curſe the 
very day of their births. | | = 
However this juſt fentence was a deſerving reward for their offences, yet poor 
Chria enjoyed no comfort in her captivity ; but rather her croſſes were augmented 
by thearrival of Caſſianus : fo that one day when ſhe was retired into the inner- 
moſt part of her lodgings; with an intention to contribute a large proportion to 
her ſorrows, eſteeming it the beſt converſation ſhe could poſſeſſe in theſe fad times, 
ſhe was of a ſudden: faluted by the Prince, —_ conceived his power gave — 

| a ſuf. 
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a ſufficient warrant for any intruſion; where, after he had continued his court 
ſhip with a few complemenns, he ſtrived to proteſt his affection, wich all the rez. 
ſons that the ſame Religion, nearneſs of kindred , and his vow'd ſervice to her Fa 
ther could pretend unto ; which pluckt from the Princeſs this ſharp and ſudden reply, 
contrary to her nature. | | 

Couzen, ſaid ius alchougb your own thoughts can beſt witneſs the Religion you 
hold, yet give me leave to tell you, that my knowledge receives no ſatisfaction by 

our profeſlien, ſince you violently ſcem to run along with that current, that ſeeks 

all means poſtible to deſtroy the Lydiay 4 in taking away the Flaming 
out of the Temples, the onely pretended ion now of theſe Wars, between 
my father and his Senate; in which Cuſtomes I have been brought up from my 
Cradle. Again, for your blood, I muſt confefs it is of ſo near kindred with 
mine, that I wonder you do not bluſh to ſec me ſuffer an injurious captivity , without 
revenge or aſſiſtanc; much more, to be a principal cauſe of my impriſoamen, 
fince your prepoſterous affections addes flames to the Senates cruelty; when yy 
my love in all juſtice ſhould rather be. perſwaded then compelled. And laftly, 
concerning the ſervice you profeſs to my Father, as I would be glad to fee ſome 
effects thereof by reall actians, inſtead of aiery, and perbaps of falſe pro- 
ſeſſions; ſo of the other ſide, I muſt deſire you to remember, that Prince Caſſa. 
uus was alwayes entertained, and cheriſhed by King Euarchus, with all huma- 
nity and bounty, when his regal power was not diminiſhed : wherefore in my opi- 
nion, you have no reaſon to ſide with that faction, that ſtrives to pluck the Diadem 
from the brows of him and his poſterity ; in which number I have, or ought to have 
a conſiderable intereſt, | 
Caſſianus, after he had received this bitter reply, with a certain pale, if not guily 
look, reſted for ſame time, as it were frozen ina kinde of deſpair , not being able to 
utter one ſyllable in defence of himſelf, againſt ſuch deſperate language, as he 
thought delivercd by a heavenly Oracle: yet at laſt , leſt he might ſeem altogether 
conquered by the force of her regſons, when it was impoſlible her ſweet words could 
wound, but with the darts of Capid, he fearfully returned this anſwer , which reach. 
ed her ears, but not her belief. = TY” 

Madam, ſaid he, for the differences in Religion beeween your Father and his Senate, 

- Tefteem them no way eſſential; conſiſting onely in matter of Ceremony , which 
with a little labour may eaſily be reconciled to both their advantages: And for 
that bloud of yours, that ſo much honoured my birth, 1 could wiſh to have an oc- 
caſion to let it out from nourifhing my heart, whereby to do you the leaſt ſervice, 
though your releaſe cannot fall within the capacity of my power, ſince it is the 
command of the whole Kingdom, that reſtrains your liberty; nevertheleſs with- 
out any though of injury intended to-your perſon: for, if 1 believed the Senate 
had any determination to diminiſh, much leſs to deprive your Royol Father of 
thoſe Flowers which belong juſtly. to his glorious Crown, I ſhould be fo far from 
countenancing of their endeavours, that I would contend with all difficukies, to 
tear the remembrance of their intentions from the face of the earth; however, 
I cannot deny, but 1 meerly ſubſiſt by their extraordinary bounty, ſince I have lall 
the poſſeſſion of mine own Countrey , that ſhould maintain my condition. At 
which words the Princeſs with a diſdainful ſmile, gave him a diſſembled thanks, at 
companied by ſg ſweet and hecomming a ſcorn, that Caſſauus ſeemed more bitten 
at her ſilence then by the diſpute; though Rowane could not chuſe but take her M. 
Krreſles part, and conſequently made this cholorick anſwer, to that little he had faid 
in his own defence. | pay 8 

My Lord, ſaid he, 1 cannot but wonder if the points in Religion, be of no grea- 
ter difference then yon ſpeak of, that the Senate ſhould diſturb the quiet State of 
dia with fo much blood and ſlaughter, to compell Euarchus to change the Go- 
vernment, when it is evident he deſires but to maintain the profeſſion of his Father 
without alteration ; nay rather methinks it would have been greater marks of 
their piety , to have given way to the Kings. humour, in ſo ſmall a; thing of 
con- 
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ſequence, then to have bought the alteration at ſo dear and dangerous a price,” 
And for the latter part of your diſcourſe, I ſhall onely put you in minde, that as 
Uacles love and bounty never failed you, when he was in a flouriſhing proſpe- 
rity, ſo you may do nobly to pay his actions paſt, and his neceſlities preſent , with 
teſtimonies of gratitude and duty, Caſſianus alchough he vowed to the ut- 
termoſt of his power, he did and would render him his beſt endeavours, yet he quick- 
ly changed che ſubjeR of the diſcourſe, pretending that love at the preſent , was 
more ſuitable to his di ſpoſition then hate, and therefore began again to court the 
Princeſs with freſh complements ; however when he found with a neglectful ſilence, 
ſbe onely ſeemed to hear his words, without a will to underſtand the matter, as if 
ſhe were leſs pleaſed with thoſe ſmiles, then with the Senates frowns, he abrupt. 
quitted the room, with a kinde of a dark cloud in his looks: within two dayes at- 
ter this encounter, the old Flamin was brought before the great Senate to receive 
his trial, not onely for having been in his Court employments a diſturber of the 
State, as *twas pretended by his ill councel to Euarebiuus, but at the preſent for 
no an inſtrument, to conveigh the Princeſs, out of the Senates protection, 
and conceal her perſon in his houſe, whereby to marry her to ſome forreign 
power, that might endanger the proſperity of Lydia. \, Which accuſations were fo 
ſpitefully alledged againſt him, with ſuch prejudicate gęſolutions for his ruine , that 
the old man had not force enough, to ſuſtain the weigW{tof the proſecution, though 
he expreſt a competent courage in his defence, and i{&was condemned publickly to 
loſe his head upon a Scaffold, in the view of all the people, who at leaftwiſe ap- 
peared contented, if not pleaſed at the novelty. . 5 | 
But Cloria when ſhe heard of this ſudden , and as ſhe conceived , horrid deter- 
mination, was poſſeſſed with a noble compaſſion, not onely conſidering the old 
man to have been a moſt faithful ſervant to her Father, but unfortunate by this in- 
tended Tragedy, onely for entertaining her at his houſe, as a teſtimony of his Loy- 
alty to the Royal Family, which wrought in her gentle ſoul divers perturbations : 
Firſt, ſhe conſidered, that if he ſuffered, it would * ſome flain to her honour, ſince 
be appeared rather to be a Martyr for her, then for himſei; which obligation ſhe 
was unwilling to undergo, without ſome teſtimonies of a ſupream gratitude , yet 


then when ſhe reflected upon that ſubmiſſion, ſhe muſt uſe to beg bis life of the 


Senate, ſhe thought the ſacrifice of an old Flamine, who ere long could not chuſe 


but be an offering to the earth, would not prejudice his own happineſs , much leſs tax 


her of ill nature; and therefore became half perſwaded to let him run his laſt pe- 
riod with glory, rather then become a ſuppliant to her Fathers Subjects for mercy ; 
yet after much conteſtation with her ſelf , the vertuous Princeſs fell upon this ap- 
prehenſion, that ſhe in a manner became the author of ill, by omitting that good 
ſhe had power to do, and by that means ſhould deſerve the worlds cenſure; fo 
that picty, gratitude, and religion ſeemed to contend with courage, honour, and 
diſdain, till at laft ſhe flew to this reſolution, to ſend for Caſſianus, and conjure 
him by the hopes of his deſired love, to be ſo far an interceſſour in the poor 
Flamines behalf, as to preſerve him from deſtruction by his power or intereſt; 
though again when ſhe entred into conſideration, what a jealous ſcruple the 
requeſt might raiſe in Narciſſus thoughts, if ever he ſhould come to know of 
the action, it almoſt deliroyed the piouſneſs of her intention: nevertheleſs ſhe 
called Roxana, and wiſht her in her name to fetch Caſſia to ſpeak with her, 
fince her reſolutions were not long to be protracted, if (he had a will they ſhould 
prove effectual; yet as the old woman was going out of the door to perform her 
meſſage, ſhe ſuddenly commanded her back again, labouring as it were in her incon- 
ſtant conſtancy, until Roxana her ſelf being diſpleaſed with her fruitleſs irrelolutions, 

at length went without her leave. | 
When Caſſianus came, he found the Princeſſe feated not onely in a dark chamber, 
but environed with thoſe mourning Curtains about her bed , which ſhe had cauſed 
to be hung up ſince her laſt impriſonment, as teſtimonies of the diſcontented ſtate 
ſhe conceived her ſelf in: When Roxana had informed her of the Princes pre- 
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ſence to attend her pleaſure , after ſhe had with a lo voice deſired him to ſit down 
in a Chair near her, ſheuſed this diſcourſe unto him. ty 
Cotiin, ſaid ſhe, is it poſſibſe you can think, chat the blood of the poor and age 
Flamin may be ſo acceptable an offering to the Gods, as to make them thereby more 
propitious co your deſires? or do you believe, that my love which you ſeem to hope 
for, will be perſwaded eaſily by the cruelxy of ſo horrid a ſactifice? if you mean th 
threaten inſtead bf intreatiog};, perhaps you may pleaſe your own nature, but ney 
Fean aſſure, compel my liking ; ſince I finde in my foul ſo much courage yet left, 
notwithſtanding all my misfortunes, as not to give away my affections to one thit 
hath merited ſo much juſt hate from me. Certainly you are miſtaken to think, cy. 
pres Branches are fit Omaments to become a Marriage Bed, when the many exampiet 
in that linde have been-alwayes prodigious: Can you flatter ſo far your own imäg- 
nation, ' 45 to apprehend the ſlaughter of my friends, and ſlaughtered chiefly for wy 
ſervice , can create leſs effects in me, then a revenge when I ſhall have power to en. 
cute it accotding to my will, upon thoſe that have occaſioned my diſpleaſure?ꝰ I 
ſhould be ſtrange they ſhould expect to beentertained in my boſom, that haye 
ſpightfully procared my diſgraceful diſcontent : No Couſin aſſure your ſelf, theſeyy 
not the wayes to captivate a Virgins gentle heart, whereby to cruſt proteſtationꝭ ol 
fach a Suitor, that wanted not hate in the higheſt profeſſions of his love. 
Caſſianns after he had heard theſe words from the Princeſs , baſtily without 
any reply at all took his leave; which not onely gave occaſion of many conjeRtary 
both to Cloriaand Roxana, but alſo of ſome diſedurſes, that produced hopes and 
fears, until within three hours of his departure, he again returned into the Princek 
Chamber, with a Reprieve for the old mans life, ſigned by the hands of the Senate; 
though with this condition, that ſhe muſt be pleaſed to follow the direction of the 
whole Kingdome in her Marriage: however Cuſſfauur vowed by the Heavens, te 
imployed all his power to have procured it abſolute. POL? ."Yg s 

Cloria notwithſianding ſhe was not well Tatisfied with the reſtriction, yet ſhe was 
pleaſed with the pardon, and preſently ſent it by Roxana to the Officers, that had 
the cuſtody of the old Flamin; whilſt in the mean time ſhe conceived ſome dif. 
ſembled ſatisfaction was neceſſary for Caſſianns, that he might continue ſtill his be. 
gun courteſies to the aged Father; and withal to poſſeſs him with the knowledge o 
the impoſſibilities that hindred the progreſs of his love, whereby he might be lei 
violent, in preſſing the Senate to the accompliſhment of his deſires: The rather ſhe 
fell upon this reſolution, for that Narciſſas abſence , ſecured him from all danget 
by underhand practiſes, though her ſelf could not be confident of his ſafety , (inet 
ſhe had beard nothing from him; which conſideration at the preſent , drew from 
her fair eyes ſome tears before ſhe uſed theſe words to Caſſianns. 

Worthy Couſin; faid ſhe, (for ſo I will now call yon, ſince I finde your words real, 
and your love noble) if the Gods did give me the poſſibility of being your Wiſe, 
I ſhoujd a — deal rather, declare my ſelf perſwaded to the choice by your own 
vertues, then by the Senates wiſdom, ſince the intereſt of Kingdoms is not to be 
put in the ballance with the unity of affection; the one proceeting onely from forced 
reaſons, that laſt no longer then the motives have power by the operation of pu. 
vate ends, when the other arifing from the ſecret influence of the Heavens, en- 
graves a perpetual affeQion in the heart, not to be removed by humane tyranny; 
Wherefore lay, intereſts of Crowns cannot contribute any thing to the felicity6f 
Nuptials , however ſometimes they pretend falſe ſhews to cover hidden diſconcents, 
and ſo by that meats couzens the world into a belief, of what the married 
couple never enjoy; of the contrary enduting millions of concealed rorments, that 
are increaſed in violence, when they burſt forth like impriſoned flames, which by 
accidents procure their own liberty: Therefore I ſay, nay I will boldly profeſs the 
9 the puniſhment of a thouſand deaths, before 1 be ever compelled to 
marry by the preſcription of earthly reſpe&s, much leſs be commanded co take any 
for my Hnsband , that hath not really perſwaded my judgement , or abſolutely 
wrought upon my fancy: Let it ſuffice your petfections, carry with them more 

b power- 
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powerfulneſs in my conſideration „then the Senates defires do weight in my under. 
ſtanding ; though I ſhould be ſorry to chuſe ruſhly, or to be puided wholly by mine 
own opimohs; which is enough to let yu ſee that my2ghconquered, and I hope 
pure love cannot be conſtrained , although my dear life pay the ranſom of my ſeem. 
ing wilfalneſs; for though tyranny may ſhut up my weak body within ftrong Walls, 
until the juſt Gods puniſhthe wickedneſs ,' yet my reſolved foul will be free to make 
election & death , or life, as th#wccalion ſhall be preſented:; ſo that as your acti- 
ons have changed alrexdy my belief of your intentions, do not again change your 
actions, that I become of nter mine , wherein you will but loſe honour inifead 
of gaining love; and that lofs perhaps may make you uncapable of all other for- 
tunes: It is etougb, I value your” blood, I efteem your perſon-, and love your 
vertues; However I cannot be yours in poſſeſſion as long as Neciſſus lives: with 
choſe words wept agen, « ut her former apprebenſions of his ſafety, which continu- 
ed her in à ſilence, until Caſtaum reply gave her choughts new matter to work 
upon. . 5 ay fr gan; K 
— ſaid be , as 1 cannot but be perſwaded, though unwillingly by your 
powerful and excellent Rhetetick, yet tzve me ſeave to tell you, that I underſtand 
bot your toncluſſon, finde yu have been pleaſed to lay in your diſcourſe, that as 
long us Narciſſus lives youcennor be mine; a choice Lmuſt Confeſs, that the Gods 
have never to this hou revealed unto tre; ſince at my leaving of Lydia, a match of 
a far — Digaity in Titles, ſeemed to be the obſtacle that deſtroyed my hopes, 
and fo conſequently all motions I could mabe of my ſecret love: But however, if 
my cars have not much deeei ved my knowledge , I have heatd it generally reported, 
that ſome accident many moneths ſince, hath deprived Naeh not onely of the 
ſhare you pretend he hath im your affection , but alſo of all the claim he can expect 
in this world. If it have, ſaid Ca, your pretenſions are themearer; and with 
that fell a weeping apain ſo bitterly , that _ could not chuſe but accompany 
her in her grief : But after ſome time that tis thoughts bad liberty to enter into 
conſideration, both of the Princeſſes words and of his own concernment , ſcarce 
yet believing her relation, he told her, that he had no reaſon to claim the intereſt

And this caltn having made her diſcontents ſomething tollerable, ſhe was per- 
ſwaded one afternoon by her Governeſs, to take ſome little delight or recreation,

whilſt Roxana was petſwided alſo by het many ſolicitous thoughts, to ſearch out 
folitary walks in the neighbouring Woods , for the exerciſe of her contemplation : 
To this purpoſe Clori⸗ — down dy the Brook ſide, ſupporting in the interim ber 
fair cheeks by her white hand, whilſt her knee underpropped both, as a rich foun- 
dation that nature had created , for the eſtabliſhment of a moſt noble building, her 
fancy was carried as it were with a ſtedfaſt melancholly ro behold the running ftream, 
thar repteſented to her troubled imagination, her own inconſtant fate, that had 
formerly afforded her ſome moments of happineſs, in che converſation of her dear 
Narciſſus, whom now ſhe was not ſareever to enjoy again, which by a quick courſe 
ſeemed to haſten to the Sex , to be drowiied in that vat confuſion, as her paſt de- 
light was buried in ber Fathers misfortunes and her own. And as ſhe was ſending al- 
fo her tears along with the courſe of the River in the main Ocean, to be confound- 
ed in the multitude of thoſe rade Waters, of a ſadden ſhe ſaw a Pilgrim co traverſe 
the Meadow, as if bis ignorance in thoſe parts had rendred him altogether unskilful 
in the wayes : But the Princeſs being yet fuller of charity then forrow , diſpenced 
for the preſent with her grief, to give him ſome inſtruction; and to that — 
poſe 
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poſe calling him to her, began to queſtion with him about his name and buſineg. 
The Pilgrim in a kinde of amazed reply told her, that as his name ſcarce deſeryed 
any remembrance , amghgſt thoſe that 22 happy conditions, by reaſon of his 
many misfortunes, ſo for his buſineſo he ſhould be ſoath to impart it to any, be. 
fore it did reach the ears of the Princeſ Cloris ; to whom it was directed, whoſe 
abode as be was informed was not far off that place.

intention, as to help you to the ſpeech of that Lady you mention, although I mug 
tell you, this paſſage is not open to all travellers, being onely kept for the Princeg 
private recreation, and ſuch company as are confined with her in the Caſtle: At 
which words the poor Pilgrim fell upon his knees to ask pardon for his fault, th. 
he proteſted be was altogether ignorant, that any prohibition had forwarned paſ. 
ſage into thoſe private walks, reſerved-for the Princeſs pleaſure, however his jour. 
ney into Lydia was chiefly intended to her preſence. The Princeſs quickly command. 
ed him to riſe , aſſuring him, that 25 the limitation of. thoſe Fields did not belo 
wholly to her juriſdiction, ſhe being her ſelf a priſoner alſo under authority, ſo if 
ſhe were an abſolute commandreſs (as he did imagine) ſhe. was ſo well acquainted 
with the reverence due to his ſacred habit, that his free abſolution would ſoon have 
been procured at her hands. At which words the Pilgrim began to weep, and not- 
withſtanding her earneſt intreaty, would by no means riſe from the ground where 
he kneeled , which made {ria wonder, though. not more at the buſineſs then at 
his paſſionate carriag##e- Wherefore after ſome few circumſtances , finding no im. 
portunity of ners wtsble to remove him from his ſettled humility , ſhe told him, 
the was the Lady to whom the intention of his travels was directed. When the 
Pilgrim hadreceived this information, he beſeeched her anew to pardon his rudeer- 
rour, ſince as he ſaid, being lately come out of Syria, he could not be informed of 
the dignity of her perſon, not having any attendants about her to inſtruct his know. 
ledge; and then wept again, as if his buſineſs had been nothing elſe, but meer ex. 
preſſions of ſorrow; until at laſt having wiped his eyes with a Handkerchicf hang. 
ing at his Girdle, he entertained the Princeſs with this language. 
Moſt vertuous Princeſs; faid he, be pleaſed to know, that it was my fortune to be 
in the City of Tyre, when young Narciſſus was brought into the Town mortally 
wounded, by a Ship.of the ſame Town, where by the courteſie of the Captain, he 
was ſoon provided of convenient lodgings for his repoſe, and an aſſembly deſired of 
the beſt Phyſicians of the place for his cure, although his name and condition was 
concealed from all, but thoſe that had conveighed him thither: Thus he remained 
with ſome hopes, but moredoubts for many weeks of his recovery, until at laſts 
dangerous Feavor made every one in the houſe deſpair. of his ſafety: Amongſt 
which number it was my chance to be preparing my ſelf for a Voyage to De/pher, 
according to a ſerious vom I had made to the Gods for the expiation of certain of- 
fences, But he underſtanding of my intention, and conceiving my beft way would 
be to paſs by the Kingdom of Lydia in the journey, one day when the violenceof 
his ſickneſs, gave him ſome more eaſe then accuſtomed, and that the Chamber by 
hazzard was freed from all company but my ſelf, by reaſon of a certain Holy day 
near the Town , he deſired me to approach his Bed-ſide, where after I was ſeated, 
and that by many ſighs , he had made me acquainted with your unfortunate love, 
and his own condition, he conjured me by all the charity that ought to accompany 
my thoughts in ſo ſacred a journey, that in my paſſage I would viſit you in Lydia, 
where he underſtood you were newly arrived: And not onely declare unto you, all 
the circumſtances of his untimely death, with the aſſurance of his moſt conſtant 
love to his laſt end, but withal obliged me to deliver this Ring, which he ſaid was 
the dear teſtimony of the contract, that had been between you; and preſently put- 
ting his hand in his boſom, drew out a paper, wherein was contained that unwelcome 
token.

C/oria after ſhe had for ſome time continued in 
ber ſad ſleep, that fain would gently have ſent her without noiſe to a better ho bitati- 
on, ſhe ſoftly again opened her eyes, that ſeemed ſomething eclipſed of their cormer 
brightneſs, and fixing them upon that object, that onely had power to keep chem 
from entertaining an eternal darkneſs, ſhe uſed theſe low words: And is it poſlible 
that Narciſſus ſtill lives? or is it my flattering fancy that ever couzens me intonew 
miſeries> then ſhut them again, as if either yet ſhe was not abſolutely perſwaded 
of his truth, or had a minde to reprove him for his unkinde concealing of himſelf: 
But Roxana's arrival, both afforded Cieria more remedy, and proved a means to beg 
Narciſſus pardon, who was not able by any Rhetorick, to excuſe the ſin he had com- 
mitted, againſt the Laws of Love, in borrowing a diſguiſed ſhape, ro hide that which 
Cliria bad onely a deſire to ſee: However Lovers quarrels although they are violent, 

t never or very ſeldom are laſting ; beſide the ſweet Princeſs had no room left in her 
ſom for revenge, where there was already inſpired ſo much joy; ſo that in a ſhore 
time, a perfeR truce was not onely made between them, though chiefly expreſt in 
contemplation , wherein their hearts ſpake more then their lips; but after they 
bad ſeemed ſufficiently to have ſurfeited of their joy, Narciſſus was perſwaded to 
make a perfect relation of his own adventures: Wherefore taking her fair hand, and 
gently kiſſing it twice or thrice , as a ſworn teſtimony of the truth of his ſtory, he 
began in this manner, whilſt in the mean time the poor Princeſs , read a lecture in his 
looks, that appeared amply to inſtruct her thoughts. 
Moſt ſweet Priqceſs, ſaid he, as I know not what accident, or rather I may call it 
a fate, ſeparated our Ships one from another coming from Egypt, ſo no fooner were 
we out of ſight of your Veſſel, but the Winds, as if they intended again to remem- 
ber us of a meeting, though they ſeemed to deny the opportunity, began molt fu- 
rioully to rage upon the waters; inſomuch, as being toſt from one billow to an- 
other, with a kinde of a rude uncertainty, we became at laſt in a manner deſperate 
of our own ſafeties : But then O you Gods, how were my thoughts tranſported in 
your behalf, knowing you to be in the ſame condition of danger and hazzard > how 
many lives would I have willingly ſacrificed of my own, with what torments ſoever, 
but to have rendred you ſecure in my on thoughts, in ſome haven or harbour of 
quietneſs, free from the inconſtant cruelty of the Winds, aud raging Tempeſt that 
appeared rebellious to all our wiſhes ? what infinite dammages did I conceive the 
whole world would ſuſtain by your loſs, ſince with you went away all vertue, ho- 
nour, and beauty from the face of the earth? ſometimes I would call the Marriners 
from their neceſſary imployments, as to ask their opinions concerning your danger 
and condition, whilſt they, barbarous and ignorant wretches, rather minded their 
own preſent affairs, then gave me any ſatisfactory reply, as if they underſtood not 
the conſequence of my demand, but rather amazedly preferred their own ſafety, 
before 
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before thoſe thoughts appertaining to your particular; which cauſed me equally tg 
beſtow both curſes and prayers in your behalf: The Princeſs finding Narriſſus in 
ſome ſore tranſported with theſe imaginations , whereby probably, ſhe ſhould be 
delayed from hearing the ſtory of his adventures, with a pretty kinde of jeering ſmile, 
wiſh him to leave off now any more care for her particular, ſince as ſhe ſaid, he 
found her ſafe , and rather follow that relation ſhe expected from him, as a more 
neceſſary duty for the preſent , this made him quickly fall to his task with fewer cir. 
cumſtances then formerly, in this manner. 
- Anightand a day, ſaid he, having kept us upon the Seas in this Storm, at laſt 
the Skie cleared it ſelf from its cloudy incumberance, which made us perceive, chat 
we were near the Iſland of Rhodes: Wherefore finding our Ship was much beaten 
with the Tempeſt,” and moſt of our company unable to undergo a farther journey 
without ſome refreſhment , I gave my content to have the Veſſel put into che Ha. 
ven; the rather becauſe I hoped'to hear ſome news of your ſafety in that City. The 
chief Commander of that Iſland for the preſent, is a great Nobleman of Lyaia, who 
however, he keeps a certain correſpondency with the Senate for his own more con. 
venient ſecurity , yet in his heart he is an entire ſervant to the King your Father, 
which not onely made me think my welcome fo much the better in his Countrey , but 
his Wife being my moſt near Kinſwoman, I was perſwaded to make my abode for 
- ſome few dayes lat place, whilſt in the interim we ſent out many ſmall Veſſels, 
to enquire after your condition: But however I could Ifave been very well content, 
to have remained there longer , in regard of the vertuous and noble entertainment 
both of the Lord and Lady; yet upon the Meſſengers return, finding no advertile. 
ment could be given concerning your particular. with a certain kinde of melancholy | 
rage, I retired into my Chamber, where I continued, notwithſtanding any perſve- 
ſion to the contrary , until another Ship was fitted for our tranſportation, in regard 
ours was held for the preſent , altogether uncapable of another voyage, without 
a great deal of mending and reparation : Within two or three dayes I took my leave 
of my Kinſwoman, and her Lord; though the Gods knew in a very blunt manner, 
(my thoughts being overburthened for complements) and preſently directed my 
courſe to the Iſland of Cyprus, where I hoped you were; or at leaſtwiſe by my com- 
ing thither would be arrived; — I could not in my fearful apprehenſ- 
on but doubt the worſt, though thoſe in the Ship, endeavoured by many circumſtan- 
ces, to confirm me in a certain belief of your ſafety , which made the journey ſome- 
thing leſs tedious and diftaſteful : I conjured nevertheleſs the whole company entirely 
to conceal my name, from any perſon whatſoever until you were found: But when 
we landed at Salamine, I underſtood the Queen your Mother and my Father, were 
both lately removed from thence to Paphos; where again ſtrictly enquiring after you, 
and not hearingany news whatſoever, either of your abode or ſafety, after I had ſpent 
ſome time in tearing my hair, and uſing other fruitleſs complaints, I reſolved in a diſ. 
guiſe, to ſeek you out in the Countrey of Pamphylia, whither very probably I conceited 
the winds, and the ſtorm might have driven your Ship; and by that means have com- 
mitted your perſon to a new impriſonment , ſinte that Territory is known to belong 
unto the King of Egypt: To this purpoſe having changed my habit (being onely ac- 
companied by a few of my attendants I could helt truſt) we put Egyptian Colours up. 
onthe top of our Veſſel, as if we had onely belonged to the principality of Pam- | 
phylia : Thus we failed with all poſlible ſpeed towards the Confines of the leſſer Afi, 
in regar we underſtood by certain Merchants of Syria remaining in Salamine , no 
news had been heard of youin that Kingdom, fince your departure from the City of 
Memphu. The Gods perhaps intending by this diverſion ,-to bring about other 
purpoſes, according to their divine and inſcrutable decrees, before we approached 
the Shore of Pamphyiia by ſome hours ſail, we were ſuddenly ſet upon by to 
Veſſels of Tyre, and preſently commanded to yield our perſons to their power and 
diſpoſe, without diſpute or tontradiction, unleſs we would hazzard our ſelves, 
in a contention moſt dangerous and deſperate. This language meeting my dil. 
contents and deſpair, cauſed me to make a greater reſiſtance, then was either

ing to my Chamber, he quickly knew who I was; ſo beſtowing upon me ſome 
few complements (I deſiring him in the interim to conceal my name and quality) he 
preſently gave order, for my reſpectful attendance and neceſſary cure: Alſo he 
appointed me to be removed to the belt lodgings in his Caſtle, with a promiſe ab- 
ſolutely not to diſcover my perſon to any, but his own Siſter eArtemeſia , who, 
as be ſaid to his knowledge, would contribute her beſt aſſiſtance to my recovery: 
In this condition (though extreamly afflicted inwardly by reaſon of your ſelf) I 
remained for at leaſt a weeks ſpace ; when again one day Philos came and ſeated 
himſelf by my Bed-ſide, telling me after ſome few complements , that as his Si- 
ſter had provided ſuch rare ſimples for the practiſe of my Phyſicians, as could not 
otherwiſe be procured , by all che power and art of the great and rich Kingdom of 
Syria ; ſo was ſhe reſolyed ſhortly in perſon, to give me 4 viſit, if not daily ac- 
company me in my diſtempers, when I ſhould be rendred 2s he {aid more proper for 
the converſation of Ladies: Then he made me exactly tell him, the tory or man- 
ner of our unfortunate ſeparation at Sea; ſeeming extraordinary inquiſitive , as well 
in what poſture I left you atparting, as what my opinion was concerning your 
fafety : Although this relation with ſo many particulars , brought to my remem- 
brance by the diſcourſe, encreaſed my torments, like ſo many ſharp daggers pier» 
cing my heart, with a thouſand mortal wounds, yet I could not well deny che ci- 
viliſty, in regard that I was not onely in the Countrey of Syria, where I knew it 
would have been held a kinde of a rude barbariſme in converſation, not to comply 
in all diſcourſes whatſoever, notwithſtanding any diſconteat or paſſion , but that 
for the preſent, I ſeemed to be alſo entertained with the beſt expreſſions of love 
and kindneſs , could be imagined in his houſe : After 1 had made anſwer, to 
what he could poſſible require at my hands in that nature, I both deſired and conju- 
red him, to ſend ſpeedily what Ships the could ſpare out of his Harbours, to en- 
quire after your welfare and abode : Which being promiſed (ſome of the Phyſicians 
at the ſame time coming into the room) he neceſſarily left me to their diſpoſe and 
directions. | | 
. As I began to recover my health, I became every day more then other perſwa- 
ded, and ſatisfied concerning the dertain hopes of your ſafety, in regard we could 
not hear of any (hipwracks, that lat bapned upon any of thoſe coaſts, or Scas near 
Syria, Pamphylia, or Cyprus, how diligent ſoever the Meſſengers had been in their 
enquiry; Which in a ſhort time ſo mended my condition, if not repaired my giſ. 
Ability, that oftentimes I was not onely able, but preſcribed to walk into the Garden, 
and other places of pleaſure for my better recreation: And this was as occaſion, 
that one afternoon , I was ſent for by the Lady Artemeſia, (Philes being for the 
preſent ſomewhere out of the way, attending upon his neceſſary occaſions; ) at my 
arrival, I found the Lady her ſelf ſeated at the upyer end of the room, with a Sam- 
plerin her hand, anda waiting-woman attending by her, that furniſhed her with 
thoſe Silks ſhe had occaſion to uſe , however at my approach ſhe roſe up, to give me 
a reſpectful ſalutation, and that drew from me ſome: complements, in regard of 
the dainty work ſhe bad deſigned, which in truth appeared excellent to my appre- 
henſion, being onely the pretty banquet of the Gods, where uno ſwell'd with over- 
much jealouſie, becauſe Ganymed was ſo near her Husband ; But that which pleaſed 
moſt my opinion, was to ſee the angry looks of Cupid, becauſe his Mother court- 
ed her deformed Vulran in ſuch an aſſembly , whilſt Afars appeared to be our of 
countenance at the action. After I had not onely viewed, but commended the artificial 
hand, that had ſo lively deſcribed the delightful ſtory, Artemeſia made me this reply; 
that it was no wonder, if humane creatures were given ſo much to love, when the

qualities and juſtice, have been ſince eſteemed Gods, This diſcourſe I muſt confeſs 

coming from a Virgin, did ſomething amaze me; yet we continued our diſputation, 

until the time of the day, and Philos coming into the room, prevented any further 

contention , in a ſubject I as much delighted in as her ſelf. At which expreſſion the 

ſweet Princeſs ſmiled, as if ſome cauſe had been given her of jealouſie; however ſhe

bopes. After I had dreſt my ſelf, and was entertaining my thoughts in a retiring 
place belonging to my lodging, I became ſuddenly invited by a Meſſenger ſent by 
Philos, to accompany him to a certain place belonging to his Uncle Phleftros , not 
above four hours voyage in a Coach, here che great favourite had imployed abun- 
dance of wealth, with more induſtry , to render it an habication both curious 
and ftacely , as being the place not onely of bis birth, but bearing the name of his 
family. The firſt object tbat preſenredir ſelf to our eyes , was a beautiful Town, 
though more in che quality then in tbe quantity of the houſes, built in ſuch a 
juſt uniformity, that it became a queſtionto my imagination, whether the order 
or the materials, ſhould have the F preheminence in my opinion; fince the one 
in a pleaſant proſpective pleaſed the fight, as the other in a mature conſiderati - 
on ſatisfied the underſtandiag: For as (pres Trees being mixt with the ſeveral build- 
ings, afforded a moſt delightful variety, ſo the richneſs of the ſtone ſhewed it 
was deſigned to be laſting; both which being joyned together, the whole could 
not chuſe but be admirable; inſomuch as 1 had much adoe, to get my looks off 
thoſe rarities, until greater wonders appeared ready to entertain me; which 
was the Palace it ſelf ſeated in a convenient aſcent, built all of Tuſcan work, with 
ſuch exact skill, that the Architectures of the wonders of the world , might have 
been preſent at the deſign: It was framed into a 1 10s ſquare, each angle ſupport- 
ed by a goodly Pavilion , elevating their guilded heads above the reſt of the Fa- 
brick, whilſt two Galleries of either ſide joyned by a portal of ſeverall coloured 
Marble, incloſed in a large Court, that onely at the further end made a brave Tar- 
ras, paved artificially with Moyſayick work , and bounded by rail and baller of C- 
rinthian Braſs, whereupon both ſides of the ſtairs upon double pedeſtals of Porphir, 
were placed the two Statues of Saturn and Pupiter. The outward. Court round 
about the Walls, ſeemed to be crowned with Urns, mixt with half ſtatues of the 
ancient Grecians, whilft the entrance being open at the top, the architrave freeze 
and cornifh , were cut off in the middle, and finiſhed. with Cartooſes inſtead of 
meeting. The gate of either part was ſupported by Jenick Pillars, two behinde. 
and one before, which made a return in the building; and four guilded Lions upon 
low pedeſtals ſeemed to guard the paſſage. After we had traverſed theſe beautiful 
incloſures, we were let into the Gardens, for the more conveniency of ſhade, ſince 
the day already began to be enflamed by the Suns violence , which for the more 
curioſity were ordered into feveral diſcents, ſupporred by huge Arches of white 
Marble; and in many places ſo covered with excellent Fruit Trees, that they ſeem- 
ed afar off, to be painted over with delightful Landskips of Woods, whilſt the 
Birds and Water-works incloſed in the Vaults ,* ſent forth a pleaſing murmur 
to the air. The firſt Garden although it were leſs then all che reſt, becauſe ic 
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aſe rd better proſpect upon the other, was divided into four ſquares , eath 
contiining a ina ꝑniſicent foumtain, the one B the btozen ſtatue of Hercule 
with his Cub in his hand; ĩnvironed about with a Chriftal lake, wherein were Fiſhg 
ſb gentle by education, that they waited inthe water , to be ſed by thoſe that view 
the curiofities.” The ſupetfite of the pond was ſormed into twelve Angles, and mi. 
ſed three foot high by a certaincalle of cut tone, that reſembled # hedge, whereup. 
on esch point wur put, otic of his labours artificially caſt in mettle. The ſecond 
water work, rer ed the naked figures of Diana and her Nymphs in white Mar. 


ble; however ſo hadowed by a dainty grove planted by art for that purpoſe ; that 
their whole ſhap& could . tbr Yee though there appeared enough 


etipht and admiration ; whilſt poor Adden without the Trees in a green plat of 
and; ſeemed to be tort in pieces by his own Hounds, according to the judgement 
ofven dgainft him, by the revengeful Goddeſs, though bis friends in every place out 
of the buſhes appeared to haſte to his reſeue The third fountain was onelyt 

Perimns and Thi:be, with the tragical event of their loves. And thelaſt figured the 
fates of Hero nid Leander, where her Tower being built in a certain other lake, which 
received its current from the firſt, made a kinde of confuſed, though little Sea, whete. 
in rde campaffionate Nymphs by exact expreſſions, were app to bewail the 
lovely youths death, whilft his diſtracted love, caſt her ſe f-from'the battlementsof 
her own lodgings, to #ccompany him in his burial. But that which moſt delighted 
my ſenſes (becauſe it afforded a pleaſing ptoſpective, between divers tows of evenſet 
Trees) was a certain — oe ey e afar off, buile after the form of a round 
Temple, with large windows of bright glaſs., divided by guilded pillars, notwith. 
fanging it had a portal, to give it entrance of many tranſparent columns, or at leaf 
wiſe they ſo appeared to my view at a diſtarce:” The materiaWthar buile ir, were yel. 
low minerals, enterlaced with ſhells of mother of Pearl, ſo that the ſtructure reſem. 
bled « Tower of Gold garniſhed with Jewels; and being ſhelcred over head, in eve. 
ry place but before, by united Cypreſſes, it repreſented to my imagination, a rich 
Tabernacle in a ſtately Pavillion; ſince the Trees were ſo tall, that they gave it rathet 
4 ſhady luſtre, then a dark coverture. Scarce had I contemplated this pleaſant ob. 
ject, but that Philus invited me to a nearer taſte of the beauty, it being to be paſt 
over by a Bridge ſilver d over, ſince the houſe it ſelf was ſeated in an Iſland made by 
the winding courſe of a natural River, though many artificial ſtreams from ir, ſeem. 
ed to contribute ſome aſſiſtance to the running Brook. 

At our arrival (having ſpent a quarter of an hours time, in deſcending the ſeveril 
ſorts of ſtairs, that carried us into the lower Gardens) we might encounter with but 
eyes, at the firſt opening of the door, the Lady Artemeſia, newly come out of the 
water, ſcarte having covered her modeſty with a Lawn Smock; neither did our ſur- 
priſal, ſeem to haſten the accommodation of that light coverture, to the beſt advan. 
rae, as if ſhe were ſo far from being aſhamed to be taken in that poſture, that (he 

ther expreſt « deſire to have her beauties ſtil! ſeen: Her hair was at full length, 
though curiouſly curled; which pretended to deſign, and not to accident, ſince tuo 
waiting · woman in Nymphs attire, held a great Looking glaſs before her, whilft ſhe 
carefolly dreſt her face with certain black patehes, cut into the forms of Flies, aul 
other ſmall creatures, for the better ornament of her looks: Her legs were bare, one. 
ly ſhe wore upon her feet a pair of rich embroidered pantobles. This as near as! 
can remember, was the ſtate we found her in: And very near certainly you were, ſid 
Cloria, that you could diſcover ſo much. At which words Narciſſus began to bluſh ; 
8 alſo with a pretty violence, that he was fo far from liking her in that po- 

, that he was as much diſpleaſed as aſhamed at her immodeſty. Well, well, 
replied the Princeſs, go on in your ſtory, without theſe impertinencies, fince none 
layes any fault to your charge; which command was too peremptory from his fait 
Miſtriſs to continue him in any longer diſputation: So he proceeded. 2 259 
But however, ſaid he, although ſhe put on no baſhful amazement in her countenance, 
yet with a diſdainful frown ſhe ſeemed to entertain our company, which was a ſuffi. 
cient injunRion to cauſe us ſpeedily to retire, and that gave occaſion to Philor 
(ſince 
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we had already travelled enough over thoſe walks) to command us to de con- 

. into the houſe ; where weight he more cenvenicntly ſhaded: from che 
heat of che day; and that quickly: brongh us into the Galleries, berg excellent 
pictures, not enough to be eſteemed, and rich Cabinets. beyond vaſui non, gave our 
thoughts and eyes an abundance of employments, until à Celicious dinner cailed us 
into another toom, where we found Amemeßa, ſcarqe ſeeming ta bo the. ame wo- 
man we left her in tho Garden; having not onely put off aldogecber hercholler, but 
alſo being trimmed up with ſo exquiſide a neatneß, as if ſhe had been prepared fer 
her Nuptisl Feaſt ; which confirms my opinion, that all choſe poſtures were detiga- 
ed of purpoſe, to make me think ſhe! was admirableyn every ſhape; 40 well when 
nature plaid che careleis wanton, as when art became the curious: painter, But in 
a few Complements ſer us all at table, where lovely Pages like :Ganyweds 
flld our Wine rather in Diamond then Cbriftal Glaſſes, hilſt our Fruit ſeemed to 
be fetcht from the Fliberider, all fo excellent, that could not be nmtated ; much 
eſs equalled ; yet that excellency was clerated, I wil oot ſay augmented by ca 
viſhing Muſick, both of voices and ini ts, that with a gentle harmony, rather 
— burthened the ear, continued until direction vn given to 
take away the cloth, that he room might: beempijzed-of all Attendants, to give ds 
the greater liberty for our private converſation: a cuſtom in that Country for the bet. 
ter recreation, ſince they uſed not to remove preſently after dinner: bowever we all 
continued for ſome timè in a perfect ſilence; they perhaps expecting what I ſhould 


ſay of my noble entertainment, and their Uncles greatneſs and I not being over- 


willing to adminiſter occaſion of diſcourſe, till at laſt Philos himſelf brake out in 
this manner. | | E * 

Siſter, ſaid he, althugh I muſt confeſs we have largely taſted of your bounty, 
though more of your neat curioſity, a property I mult acknowledge that better 
becomes youthful Ladies; yet it ſnould ſeem before dinner, you were too careleſſe

content, that I ſnhould beſhrew any occaſion that might render me ſuſpected in his 
opinion, ſince the intereſt of my blood and converſation I know, muſt alwayes keep

I muſt confeſs this complement, or rather ſtrange expreflion of Artemeſia, pur 


me in ſome confuſion ; conſidering of one ſide, if 1 gave her no anſwer at all, it 


might be interpreted an ungrateful rudeneſs, having received ſuch exquiſite enter- 
tainment, pretended onely for my divertizement, after my long ſickneſs; and of the 
other pare, what reply ſoever I could make, proceeding from accuſtomed rules of 
civility, would of neceſſity engage my words to the acknowledgement of her per- 
fections, which' might encourage ſome other paſſionate progreſs of that love I ſo 
much diſliked : However, at laſt I fell upon this reſolution, to involve my anſwer 
into ſuch a Riddle, that either could not be well underſtood, or being fo, it might 
imply a double ſenſe, which I delivered in this fort: Madam, ſaid I, yout beauties re. 
ſemble the innocency of the firſt ages, that thought vertues were not to be hid from

who having the reins abſolutely in her vn hands, let herypaſſions run with a full 
career; ſor finding that all theſe trials had not wronght at all upon my affection, 
or got the leaſt ground of my conſtaney, ſince the burning coals brought by C 
pidt d from his mothers luxurious Altars, had not yet thaw'd my icie 
thoughts, Artemeſia fell to work new ſtratagems; ſo that one morning, I being in 
private Library belonging to my lodging, where commonly I ſpent ſome hours 
in the day in conferring with thoſe. books I moſt deſired to read, and viewing the 
Maps of ſeveral Countreys for my recreation; of a ſudden I might hear the dole- 
ful voice of a certain perſon, divided from my knowledge by a partition wall at the 
end of the room, which quickly made me curious enough to be informed of 
the nature of the complaint; whereforc approaching nearer, and leaning my head 
cloſe to the diviſion; l berame inſtantly ſatisſied, that the noiſe proceeded from no 
other then from Artameſia, which did not alittle increaſe my wonder, ſince I con.

O unhappy — ſaid ſhe, is it poſſible that thy own beauty is of ſo poor a 
value, that it hath not the power to attract the leaſt regard from a youthful eye, 
which bath been accuſtomed heretofore , to inflame all the bearts of Syria? Ot is 
thy Uncles dignity fallen in che eftimation of all the world, ſince a ſtranger in thy 
power as a Priſoner contemns both > O you Gods of Love and Honour, ſaid ſhe, 
permit not our Family to be ſo diſgraced , though you. be determined I ſhall pe. 
riſh ; for ſince I cannot perſwade him I muſt hate my ſelf, and by conſequence be- 
come a deſtroyer of us both: as I am reſolved not to breathe onely to ſuffer, ſo muſt 
not he live chiefly to triumph; with much other goodly ſtuff of this nature, which! 
leave to repeat, becauſe I will not prophane your moſt chaſte ears, with all the par. 
ticulars of her violent and ridiculous paſſion; however I was forced to dwell with 
my conſideratiom upon two points in her mad expreſſion: the firſt was, that ſhe 
ſeemed to declare me a priſoner, which until then I never underſtood; though 1 
muſt conſeſs, I found my liberty oftentimes reſtrained: under the pretence of a lo- 
ving care of my health: And the other that appeared more terrible, her ſeemi 
reſolution, either to enjoy or to deſtroy; which made me when 1. had heard enou 
to retire to my own chamber: but many dayes I bad not continued there, before 1 
perceived by the apparent neglect of the whole houſe , ¶ Artemeſia not ſending for 
me according to her cuſtome, that I was held for no other then a priſoner, being eve- 
ry night locked into my lodging by an officious Groom. All which was done as I 
underſtood, to bring down my proud and icie heart, to comply with her deſires , her 
nurſe in the interim giving me many items of her intention: beſides, I might be- 
hold every day out of my chamber window, the rich and glorious triumphs of my 
inſolent Miſtreſs; when ſhe mounted her Chariot to take the air for her recreation, 
or performed ſome other viſits for her plea ſure. And that the ſplendor might more 
appear to my —— as intended affronts ; contemning my low condition and 
captivity, ſhe cauſed an ordinary way to be made by my door, where ſhe daily paſt 
with mirth in her countenance, and ſcorn in her language; to ſhew ſhe had not 
onely forgot her oldlove, but the very remembrance I was in the bouſe , whilſt in the 
mean time the foreſaid Nurſe would now and then give me a viſit, as it were covertly

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ittv. to comfort up my thoughts againſt her Ladies rigour ; however I ve- 
me Face ber Daten weekilade better to diſcover my reſolutions : neverthe- 
leſs, with all which humours I, was content to play, to avoid any further incum- 
brance of her Miſtreſs offered affection, not doubting but at her brothers return, 1 
ſhould be able to procure my releaſement, the onely happineſs I aimed at, though 
my endeavours were not of force to prevent this following miſchief: for Artemeſia 
finding that no artitice could make me entertain her love, or adore her perſon, ſince 
the Heavens knew I had a brighter Deity to worſhip, which kept me from all ſuperſti- 
tious Idolatry, began to be enamoured with her own revenge, and ſo reſolved to 
make me become a Martyr before my time: wherefore one day coming into my 
chamber, when I leaſt looked for her company, her own pride as thought having 
forbid ber entrance, bearing in her hand a ſhort dagger, as in her countenance a 
rough tempeſt, ſaluted me with this deſperate language: Villain, ſaid ſhe , doeſt 
thou think to carry the Trophies of my diſhonour into thy own Countrey , ta 
adorn the Chariot of thy Miſtreſſes triumphs, with thoſe ſpoils thy diſdain hath 
purchaſed in this Caſtle, to the diſgrace of our whole family? And with that ſtruck 
at my naked breaſt, being newly unbuttoned by reaſon of the heat of the weather, 
with ſuch a womans violence, that I muſt confeſs, my quick prevention had fortune 
enough to avoid the danger of the ſtroak, though not ſo much power as to hinder 
ber rage; for finding I had not onely defended my {elf againſt her intended and 
malicious fury, but endeavoured to become an abſolute conquerour over her mad 
paſſion, by ſtriving to diſpoſſeſs her alſo of her weapon, with a ſpleen more infer- 
nal then humane, becauſe. (he could not hurt me, ſhe reſolved to wound her ſelf, 
whereby I might be eſteemed the greater criminal, to take off that blemiſh which 
hung upon her reputation by her too violent love; but the ſtroak proved more 
deadly then perhaps ſhe imagined, for it not onely pierced her arm, where ſhe onely 
intended it, but by reaſon of the ſharpneſs of the point, entred a great depth into 
her naked (ide, which with the effuſion of a great deal of blood (that at laſt called 
up moſt part of the houſe to her aſſiſtance) left her dead in the view of all the 
ſpectators This ſad diſaſter, as you may imagine, ſuffigiently enraged the whole 
company, and conceiving me either the actor, or the inſtrument of the Tragedy, 
with all violence haled me to a cloſer priſon in the Caſtle, whilſt according to the 
cuſtom of thoſe parts, my proceſs was to be made the next morning by the Juſtice 
of the Town, before the body could either be buried gr imbalmed, This accident 
gave my confuſed thoughts ſufficient employment; however I made a. great que- 
ſtion whether I ſhould confeſs my name, or conceal my condition, finding by my 
citation, | was onely called the ungrateſpl ranger , which gave me ſome opinion, 
that my quality was not generally known in the City; believing as the one would 
not at all help to leſſen the crime pretended aginſt me, but rather give the more ſuſ- 
pition of a hidden deſigu, in that I durſt attempt a murther of that horrid nature, 
which an ordinary perſon would never have performed; fo the other might in ſome 
ſort help co hide the ſhame to our Family, in being called to a publick defence in a 
caſe of ſuch a wickedneſs; wherefore I determined not to reveal my ſelf, until ſome 
apparent neceſfity procured it. To F zes f 
At my arraignment, there was alledged againſt me, beſides the breach of the rules 
of hoſpitality, how that it was impoſſible any other could commit the murther, 
fince Artemeſia was found alone with me in my chamber; and it was not to be ſup- 
poſed ſhe had killed her ſelf. On the contrary, I pretended that being a meer ſtran- 
ger in thoſe parts, it could not be imagined I ſhould harbour ſo much malice in my 
breaſt, as to become the murtherer of one, that had treated me in my ſickneſs with 
abundance of humanity; beſides I ſaid, the weapon which had given Artemeſia her 
deadly wound, was found by all the company in her own hand: but the buſineſs be- 
ing thus to and fro violently diſputed, A Artemeſia s Nurſe was ſent for, to give fur. 
ther teſtimony of my carriage towards her Miſtreſs, during my abode in the Caſile, 
which could not chuſe but give inthe opinion of all there preſent ; a great deal of 
light in the diſputation ; however, the malicious old woman imagining her De- 
| cla- 
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clarations might afford me ſome aſſiſtance, refuſed to come, pretending ſhe wa 
neceſſarily employed in the funeral of her dead Miſtreis, being locked up with the 


body in her private chamber; though thetruth was, ſhe thirſted after my life, to 


ſave the honour of Artemeſia, and the whole family, ſince by that means 1 ſhould 
not have the opportunity to divulge her prepoſterous love; ſo that at laſt I was not 
onely- found guilty , but condemned privately. to loſe my head within the Caſtle 
Court; fearing belike in my laſt ſpeech, I would publiſh ſome paſſages, that might 
render the people ſatisfied of my innocency, and Artemeſia's laſciviouſneſs.

My Lord, ſaid he, I muſt not onely defire you, to forget all your ill uſage in thi 
Caſtle, but to interpret the reaſons, to have proceeded from a womans unruly paſfi. 
on (for I cannot give it a better Title) without my privity , which my future actiom 
and my preſent diſcourſe ſhall teſtifie, if either you will believe my words, or pus. 
don my intentions. Be pleaſed then in ſhort to know, for my reſolution is to make 
unto you a particular confeſſion, and after commit my ſelf unto your goodneſs an 
mercy ; that when you and the fair Princeſs Cloris were at Memphis with Orſamy, 
it was my fortune to be conquered by the power of love, proceeding not onely fron 
the excellency of her beauty and converſation, but as I may ſay wagghruſt upon ne, 
by ſuch a forceable and precipitate fate, that could not be contradicted by the 
power of any reaſonor temper; inſomuch as I muſt tell you, in regard of thok 
paſſions, I could neither ent, ſleep, nor reſt with convenient ſacisfaRion; 
ſo that I conceived my ſelf obliged for my preſervation, to contrive a project with 
with the Zydia» Ambaſſadour, then remaining at AMempbhu, which was to interrupt 
your paſſage at Sea goinginto Cyprov, whereby the better to make a ſeparation bs 
tween your love, and that which the PrinceG bore you, that both mine, and my ſifter 

Artemeſia t might ſucceed in the places: And however the Gods prevented rather 
the manner of execution, then the effect of our deſigns , by contrary ſtorms and 
accidents at Sea, yet I muſt now inform you, that as your ſeif by fortune were ti- 
ken by our ſhips, which hath ſince produced this late diſmal miſhap concerning my 
ſiſter, ſo the Princeſs Cloria by chance falling upon the Coaſts of the Iſland of Cres, 
is now delivered into the poſſeſſion of the Senate of Zyaia; and they as I am in. 
formed, from thoſe Ambaſſadours of our Countrey that are at Fardis, intend with 
ſome violence to beſtow her in marriage upon her Couzen Cafſianes Prince of Ib. 
ria, whereby the better to fortiſie their pretenſions and titles againſt King Exarchm 
her father; however they ſeemed for a long time to play with my hopes, as if they 
onely intended her for my ſatistaction; belike imagining that ſuch an expectation 
would alwayes be ſufficient to continue our Family faithful to their purpoſes, and ſo 
conſequently make my Uncle Phiioſtros ever willing, to employ his power with Or- 
ſames for their advantages; but he being now dead, (which news they have already 
received in Lydia) they publickly diſclaim from having any ſuch intention, as bs 
lieving now we can no more contribute proficably to their deſigns : wherefore 4s 
my thoughts and reſolutions intend a preſent retirement in ſome place of Religion, 
to ſeek pardon of the Gods for my many violent and unjuſt ambitions, ſo did I very 
well know, their mercies in no kinde were to be obtained, without ſuch a gr 4 
ecla- 
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ation of my own faults, which I have now made unto you: As Ican fio way 
—— of your divicy and com paſſion in my behalf, according to the nobleneſs of 
your nature; ſo may you be pleaſed to take what free liberty you pleaſe for your de- 
parture, with a promiſe alſo on my part, to be ready to aſſiſt you with my belt fervices, 
either in your loves to the faireſt Princeſs, or upon what other occaſion ſoever that may 
make you better honoured and eſteemed in the world. After he had delivered thus 
much, 1 muſt confeſs I was ſo well ſatisfied with this diſcourſe ; not onely in regard of 
r ſafety, but alſo in reſpe& of my own releaſement, that Philos imagined as I then 
ht by my preſent actions and expreſſion, that I meant to run away from him; 
for ſuddenly taking me by the hand, he ſaid he had a few more words to deliver unto 
me, that concerned his Siſters proceedings, ſince he held it moſt neceſſary , his own 
might be cleared to the full; for that in no particular he proteſted, was he 
guilty of my laſt uſage. 5 81 5 
As I cannot deny, ſaid he, but that I kindled the firſt ſparkles by my commendati- 
on of your perſon and worth, that afterward flamed fo violently in my Siſters boſom 
ſo bf the other ſide , I never expected it ſhould have broken out to ſuch an ominous 
paſſion, whereby you were to be injured without meaſure, as my Siſter deftroyed 
beyond example: But as the Gods have their ſecret workings in all humane things, 
we muſt with patience and reverence ſubmit all our endeavours to their pleaſure, 
which will for the moſt part keep us from extravagant and wicked actions; ſince 
however ſometimes we fail by miſpriſion, yet by a ſmall repentance we ſhall again 
be brought into our accuſtomed remper , whea as letting looſe che reins of our de- 
fires without moderation, we are bornintoa vaſt Sea of confuſion, that produceth 
nothing but prodigious deſtructions, as it fared with Artemeſia , who was reſolved 
becauſe ſhe could not obtain ſuddenly what her own thoughts perhaps eſteemed law- 
ſul, to convert that paſſion to ſo ſtrong a hate, that of neceſſity would not onely 
render the object of her wiſhes nothing, but her ſelf miſerable without hope of ever 
being able to enjoy what ſhe ſo much longed for; however her old nurſes counſel}, 
although they did not contribute to her paſſions , yet they produced thoſe projects 
that cauſed your l uſage; for finding you were not by any fair means to be won to 
my Sifters deſires, ſhe adviſed her to aſſay the contrary, to try if that courſe could 
rerritie you to conſent : All which Artemeſia confeſſed before her death, her body 
again reviving after it was brought into ber private Chamber; as-alio with many

ſo may you have both the conveniency now and then to meer in theſe walks with. 
out ſuſpition, untill the confuſion now in the Kingdome afford you a gres- 
ter _ But Narciſſus moſt earneſtly entreated to be entertained. at a 
nearer diſtance; however without fruit, in regard both Chris and Roxana ap. 
prehended, that his paſſion to ſee Caſianns ſometimes received as a Suitor , though 
but with appearing complements, would provoke him to ſome actions, which 
might either prejudice their liberties, or \ diſcover his per ſon,: for that neither 
of them could yet be over-confident, of (aſians intentions and fidelity concerning 
the old Flamin, although he had not ſince their late diſcourſe , either ſhewed any 
manner of diſcontent, or ſo much as troubled them with viſits. Narciſſus, when le 
ſaw he could not by any means prevail in his deſire, as if he had been ac the inftant 
poſſeſt with ſome Poetical fury, began this complaint in Verſe; which the Princels, 
being excellent alſo in that faculty, as quickly anſwered ex tempore.

After the Princeſs had thus perſwaded ' Narciſ[#s to be contented , finding the 
time of the day gave them no more opportunity, ſhe roſe up to return to the Cx 
ſtle; however aſſuring him as often as ſhe could without danger to her ſelf, 
ſhe would frequent thoſe walks for his ſatisfaction: This being the decree, all 
the favours poor Narciſſus could obtain further of the willfull Princeſs was, onely 
one parting kiſs, in recompence of all his travels; which being obtained, ſhe and 
her Governeſs went home joyfully diſcourſing of their good fortune, which con- 
tinued Clorias thought in ſuch a paradiſe all the night following, that ſcarce did her 
fair eyes entertain any reſt at all; Thus, as I ſay, ſhe took pains to pleaſe her imagina- 
tion, whilſt her body wanted that ſleep it neceſſarily required; which was an gccaſion 
that after dinner the next day ſhe caſt her ſelf upon her bed, ſomething co ſupply the 
defect gf the night paſt , but preſently upon her waking , her Dwarf cold h 
that a young handſome Prieſt at the gate, humbly deſired to be admitted to M 
ſpeech of her Highneſs , having, as he ſaid, buſineſs of great conſequence to im.

This ſudden intelligence gave Choria's thoughts ſome trouble, doubting a diſaſte- 
rous adventure, the rather for that her newly being wakened from the Ideas of her 
chief delight, ir ſeemed to interrupt her apprehenſion with a contrary fear, of being 
diſpoſſeſt of what ſhe had enjoyed by her flattering fancy; however ſhe called Roxana 
to accompany her in the expectation, commanding the little meſſer ger not onely to

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oſher in that ranger, that ſeemed ſo importunate, but afterward himlelf to wait in 
the outward room, becauſe ſhe would have none privy to the buſineſs, before ſhe and

But no ſooner did Cliria view this new intruder, but ſhe knew him to be him, 

whom ſhe moſt deſired to ſee, her young ſervant Narciſſus; who had borrowed the 
habit of one of Apollo Prieſts, in a Temple where he lodged the night paſt amongſt 
the Woods, to keep him from every ones knowledge but her own, and her intruſted 
Governels Roxana: Nevertheleſs the rigid old woman began to rail downright at 
his preſumption, - vowing with his roo much paſſion he would deſtroy them all; this 
gave Choria occaſion to laugh heartily , ſeeing her poor ſervant with innocent looks 
ro undergo the cholerick reproof of Roxana, without replying one ſingle word to her 
haſty language; yet bis patience not onely by little and little procured him his peace, 
but after a long conference with his compaſſionate Miſtriſs, by the free conſent of her 
Governeſs, who at laſt became perſwaded, he was entertained for a houſhold ſervant , 
however the ſweet Princeſs ſeemed unwilling , to prophane his ſacred robes with any 
bypocriſie. £44 

Boe one day Caſſianus coming to viſit the Princeſs, the Gods know with what an 
envious jealouſie Narciſſus underwent this ceremony; ſometimes he had a will to 
have interrupted his paſſage at the entrance into her Chamber; other while again, he 
thought to have alledged ſhe was aſleep, and could not be diſquieted in her reſt; and 
laſt of all, he began to have a reſolution to quit his borrowed habit , and challenge 
him for his boldneſs, in pretending in his preſence to his right: And athouſand other 
fancies entertained hifimagination , almoſt in an inſtant, when there was no more 
time left him for theſe conſiderations, but whilft C/oria was advertiſed of Caſſianus 
arrival, and he admitted into her Chamber; whither Narciſſus followed him 
with greedy ſteps to be a curious eyewitneſs of his behaviour: And when he ſaw 
{ loris with a gentle modeſty admit of her Couſins ſalutation, ' ſhe being not willing 
ro give him any diſcontent, by reaſon of the ofd Flamin, that was at his mercy, his 
colour began to change in his face; one while the beautiful red ſeemed to claim an in- 
tereſt in revenge, notwithſtanding all the prohibitions of his ſweet Miſtriſs; then again 
the fair white had the prerogative, and pretended fear to Cloria's commands: So 
that in this manner, they never left combating in his lovely countenance, until he 
was rid of the occaſion of choſe diſorders. | 

Not many dayes after Caſſianus had performed his unwelcome viſit, the Senate be- 
like jealous of the Princeſs ſafety, in regard the King her Father had been ſtrangely 
reſcued from their power, by that Army, that not long before they eſteemed their 
Subjects, ſuddenly commanded, not onely thoſe ſervants to be removed from their 
accuſtomed attendance, that had been about her perſon, but ber ſelf and Roxana, to 
be conducted to a ſtronger Fort, there to remain with better ſecurjty , and more 
honour as they pretended, until the preſent diſtractions of Lydia could in ſome ſort 


be pacified; in which number poor Narciſſus became alſo preſcribed, which convert- 


ed his paſt content into an unexpreſſible rage: ſometime blaming the Heavens for 
not puniſhing the cruelty as he interpreted it, of that unjuſt and barbarous decree ; 
then again he abſolutely fell out with himſelf, that he had not ability beyond hu- 


© Wane force, to prevent the execution of ſuch a pernicious command, But alas, his 


vain paſſions were ſo far from defending the Princeſs {/oria, againſt that violence of- 
tered to her perſon, that he had not fo much liberty, as by one dear kiſs to take leave 
of her white hand, amongſt the reſt of her train, who were admitted to that ſor- 
rowful honour : For the rigid guard finding by his diſtracted looks, and extravagant 
words, that he had nat patience enough in his breaſt, to comply punctually with their 
ſtrict commiſſion, quickly diſcharged him from his ordinary attendance, before they 
diſpoſed of the reſt of the ſervants. This accident ſoon retired Narciſſus into the 


neighbouring woods, there to complain onely to Rocks and Stones, of the greatneſs 


of the Princeſs injury, and his own misfortunes; in which place he remained in his 
wilde pa ſſion. until want of food and lodging, conſtrained him to turn his thoughts 
to conſidet his preſent neceſſity; and to that purpoſe, reſolved to ſeek ſome habi- 
tation.

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tation, where he might receive entertainment, until he could further diſpoſe of his 
determination, ſince he found theſe fruitleſs ſorrows and diſtracted expreſſions, nei 
ther caſed his grief or profited his love. Wherefore after he had travelled three or 
four dayes in the vaſt Forreſt, with ſuch proviſion onely as he could get in poor and 
ible Cottages, as he paſt through a thick Wood, which ſeemed to obſcure 
a certain Plain that lay beyond it, his melancholly ears of a ſudden were ſaluted, with 
à cęrtain kinde of rude Muſick, that appeared alſo more confuſed , for that it was at 
ny periods, accompanied with the loud acclamations of common people. Ag 
this ſeemed:a ſtrange adventure to his imagination, after ſuch an abſolute ſilence, ſot 
ſo many dayes in bis ſolitary perambulation; where doleful ecchoes appeared to 
have been in a manner his onely companions , with the uncouth fall of waters from 
high and unacreſſible precipices, ſo the unexpected newneſs again of probability of 
humane converſation, put on a little his deſire to be curious, though ſcarce u 
he willing to allow himſelf any content at all, ſince (he that was the delight of 
his ſoul, had been forcibly ſeparated from his ſight: Nevertheleſs proſecuting 
his intention, he directed his ſteps towards the place where he heard the noiſe 
through the intangled Bryers, and almoſt impaſſable buſhes, which ſufficiently mo- 
derated his haſte and protracted his march; yet at laft with much pain, he arrived 
near the outfide of the Wood, where he might perceive through the Branches gf 
the Trees in a ſpacious Plain; a great many of Countrey people gathered about a little 
Altar, raiſed fix ſteps above the ground; at which ſtood an old Prieſt offering fact. 
fice to the God Pax, —— by his ſtatue placed upon certain baſes compoſed 
of rough ſtone , and with more unpoliſhed workmanſhip. - Fhis diſcovery invited 
Narciſſus to attend the iſſue with ſilence , and the rather for that at every full point, 
and ſtop of the Prieſt in his devotions, the multitude ſuddenly took hands in a joyful 
agreement one with another, and dance&mahy rounds , about the Image in a rural 
manner, to the onely Muſick of their untunable voices, though a certain Ditty which 
he could not underſtand by any words they uttered , appeared to expreſs the inten- 
tion of their mirth, — — known to themſelves, in reſpect of the rudeneſ 
of the language, and the harſhneſs of the delivery. 

When Narciſſus had a long time entertained his wonder, with the ſight of this 
extraordinary paſtime, deſiring alſo to ſatisfis his underſtanding of the reaſon af 
their aſſembly , he approached nearer the company , with an intention to enquireof 
ſome ſtanding by, not onely what che occaſion might be of that ſolemnity, but how 
he ſhould the readieſt way, finde out the next convenient Town to give him recepti. 
on; andthe opportunity fitted well with his deſire; for the Prieſt having performed 
all the rites and ceremonies belonging to his office, was newly retired ſome diſtance 
from the multitude, to a ſmall riſing bank; as well to repoſe himſelf , as to behold 
with greater eqpveniency the continued ſport, wherein he ſeemed to have more then 

an ordinary intereſt ; which made NMarciſſus quickly addreſs himſelf to him with chis 
courteous language. | 12 c | |

Sir, ſaid he, you mult be pleaſed to know, that our King Evarchus Grandmother 
called Minerva (by whoſe right be came to wear all thoſe Crowns be was once poſ. 
ſeſſor of, and might ſtill have enjoyed in a proſperous meaſure , if his fortunes had 
been equal to his goodneſs, or his Subjects loyalty anſwerable to his own eminent 
worth) was a Princeſs, of ſuch excellent vertues, that it had been a controverſie be- 
tween art and nature, whether had more bountifully contributed, co the adorning of 
her Royal Perſon, however ſhe onely reigned in Aya, a Countrey not onely 
barren in production of the fruits of the earth, but luxurious in the unfaithfulne(s 
of the people, though her birth juftly claimed the inheritance of this rich Kingdom 
of Lydia, after our Queen then reigning here; I fay this admirable Princeſs , had a 
baſe Brother alſo, named Zeovarus , who wanted not ambition enough to deſire the 
Crown of Myſia, though he were got furniſhed with ſufficient vertues to merit ſuch 
a dignity ; and to this purpoſe , left nothing unattempred , that might either ad- 
vance his own eſteem or deprave his Siſters actions; and to that end inſinuated him. 
ſelf by all means poſſible, not onely into the good opinion of the Lords, hut much 
more into the favour of the comon people; in which interim the young Princeſs, be- 
ing furniſhed with youth and beauty, was perſwaded by the cbief Nobility to think 
of a noble Husband, that might accompany her in her converſation , and give the 
Kingdom a hope of poſterity , two eſſential parts as they pretended of her own bap- 
pineſs: in proſecution of this deſire, ther was preſented unto her view, a handſome 
Lord of this our Countrey of Lydia: in concluſion the Nuptials were quickly ſo- 
lemnized, to the appearing content of both parties; and the rather far that the then 
Queen of Lydia, was well ſatisfied with the choice, not doubting to maintain by this 
means a continual and ſtrong intereſt in the Kingdome of Myſia, ſince ſhe bad mar. 
ried to the Princeſs one of her own Subjects. 

But now Leonat«s began to play his part; for finding this conjunction proved a 
bar to his pretenſion for ſucceſſion, he thought it his beſt way, to eſtabliſh himſelf

with his Sword drawn, and there before her amazed eyes, ſlaughtered ber poor Ser- 


vant. However this was an act of ſomehorgour to the great-bellied Quern, and ſo 
conſequently might be thought ſufficient motives of her laſting indignation, co ſee 


her ſelf and Authority ſo affronted, by one ſhe had lately raiſed from being a Subject

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to be her Husband; yet religion and good nature proved ſo powerful in her noble 
diſpoſition, that upon the Kings forrow and ſubmiffion, ſhe was content both to for. 
give the injury, and forget the diſhonour by a perfect reconciliation. But Leonat us 
not weary yet of his own wickedneſs, though deſpairing of his further ability, to re- 
rain his intereſt with the young King, ſince the Queen as he thought had ſo abſolute. 
circumvented him in that project, of a ſadden ſtruck into friendſhip with certain 
factious Prieſts, that had newly brought in a Religion into Myſia, that taught this 
dangerous Doctrins; T hat Princes deſerved no longer to Govern, then whilſt they con- 
tented the people, Which opinion you may very well imagine, took feelingly with the 
multitude, inſomuch as in a ſhort time, rhe Queen had imployment enough to de- 
fend ber perſon from reproaches, as her Kingdom from Civil War: This exceed. 
ingly tormented her thoughts, until the birth of her young Son again revived her ſpi- 
rits. However Leonatus ſtill proſecuting his horrid deſigns, to ſupplant the Queen in 
her juſt right, whereby to bring the Government of the Kingdom under his own juriſ. 
dition, one night ſecretly cayſed, not onely the young King to be cruelly murthered 
in his Bed, in exeeution of his revenge, becauſe he had quitted his party, but alſo laid 
the bloody ſlaughter, by way of private aſperſions, upon the innocent and religious 
Queen, the more to brigg her in hatred with the common people, who ſeemed al. 
ready ſufficiently poiſoned , by the late pernicious doQrine brought into the Coun- 
f 1 the turbulent Prieſts: Alchough theſe crafty practiſes, had not as yet pow. 
er to ale, or rather abſolutely to deſtroy her grounded authority, which had been 
caft upon her by ſo rightful a ſucceſſion , yet by little and little they ſo wounded her 
reputation, that they made her deſire to have a faithful companion, to ailift her in 
her goverament ; which politick Leonatus perceiving , judging it a love paſſion in 
the Queen, put on ſome of the Nobility underband co perſwade her, not onely pre- 
ſently to marry, but to take for her Hu. band a valiant Gentleman his intimate friend 
who a long time had prerended unto her love, however he was not without ſome ſo 
picion, that he had been an actor in the Kings death, with theſe baits, I ſay , Le- 
natus lo far intangled the Queens innocency, that ſhe was won by perſwaſion to 
make this election, being counſelled thereunto by the chief Nobility , ſet upon her 
to that purpoſe, though ſhe firſt cauſed a decree to be paſt by the unanimous conlent 
of all, that this Lord had been no way guilty ; of the falſe aſperſion his enemies had 
caſt upon him, concerning the Kings murther. No ſooner were theſe Nuptials ſo- 
lemnized, which was the thing Leenatn:s defired, but ſecretly he admoniſhed the new 
King to flye, aſſuring bim as his friend, that either he would be ſuddenly ſlain by ma- 
1 had conſpired bis death, or publickly be apprehended and brought to his 
Tryal by the conſent of the whole Kingd tn; fo that he, whether knowing himſelf 
faulty indeed, or fearing the power and injuſtice of his enemies, ſince emulation 
amongſt his equals had procured him a world of envy , quickly followed his advice, 
and privately without the Queens privity , quitted his Countrey and Fortunes. 
Leonatus, conceiving now he had compaſſed the hardeſt part of his projects, ſent 
ſecretly into Lydia to poſſeſs the Queen there, with an aſſurance of cAfizerve's 
guilt, ſince ſhe had married the murtherer of her tirſt Husband; too apparently as he 
8 diſcovered, by bis ſtrange flight: At the ſame time alſo, by the help of 
is factious Priefts, he raiſed tumults againſt her, in her own Kingdom, whereby ſhe 
became impriſoned, becauſe ſhe would not quit her government. This you may be- 
lieve, gave the poor Queen ſufficient imployment;, inſomuch as being wearied by 
continual troubles, and invited to the Court of Lydia by her Kinſwomans promi- 
ſes, for her better and quiet protection, ſhe was content to reſign the Crown to her 
Son, and accept of thoſe offers ſhe eſteemed real. But alas, no ſooner was ſhe at- 
rived within the bounds of this Kingdom of Lydia, but contrary to her expectation, 
(wherefore amazed in the execution) inſtead of being admitted into the Queens pre- 
ſence with Love and Honour, ſhe was commanded as a priſoner to a Caſtle not far 
off; .whilft in the mean time her young Son, was committed to the tuition of Le- 
natus her worſt enemy; however with this pretenſion, that as ſoon as ſhe could clear 
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her ſelf, of thoſe aſperſions and accuſations that her ſubjects brought againſt ber, 
ſhe

ſhe ſhould enjoy thoſe reſpects at a Court, which had been largely promiſed her; 
though in the interim, ſhe muſt be content with her fortune, lince the State of Lydia 
thought it not fit, for one in her condition, beſpotted with the opinion of ſo black a 
crime, ſhould have any correſpondence with their Queen, as *twas pretended, of ſo 
bright a vertue; when the Gods kuow, it was either the too much clearneſs of her 
own good parts, or the rightfulneſs of ber title, being of a contrary Religion, that 
vas the onely obſtacle of her happineſs. But whilſt Minerva under. went for many 
ears a hard impriſonment in Lydia, ſince the Queen her ſelf was ſo far from eaſing 
hoy her bonds, as ſhe would never give ear to her complaints; the King her 
oung Son beggn to approach to mans eftate, and that matureneſs in age gave him a 
feeling of his mothers oppreſſions: but her enemies in Myſia, being alſo backt 
from the States in theſe parts, who had an intention all they could co ſuppreſs his 
greatneſs, that he might have no power to claim his Right in the Kingdom of Lydia, 
ave his thoughts and actions not onely continual interruptions, but at laſt impri- 
joned his very perſon in his own Kingdom. Notwithſtanding all this, the wiſe King 
bore theſe inſolencies with unexampled patience, knowing, that as it was not in 
his power to free himſelf from their tyranny. by any Kingly pretenſion; ſo of the 
other ſide, he hoped that factions amongſt themſelves would at laſt purchaſe bis 
liberty. In this ſtate he continued, until his Guard found, that it might be prejudi- 
cial to his Tiley in Lydia, after the old Queens death, to keep him thus as a priſo- 
ner, whereby they might alſo be debarred, from a plentiſul ſhare of the gain when 
Lydia by ſucceſſion ſhould fall to him: Upon theſe conſiderations they of a ſudden 
not onely releaſed him from his confinement , but every one of theſe men them- 
ſelves ſtrived, who might be moſt in his favour ; when as he not onely as a good 
natured Prince, forgot all his injuries, but became ſufficiently pleaſed to be at liber- 
ty, upon any terms whatſoever. But the old Queen of Lydia , drawing now to her 
laſt period both of life and Kingdom; conceiving it was reaſon ſufficient for a juſt 
jealouſie, to have the Heir apparant fo near her juriſdiction, whom ſhe imagined 
looked upon her continuance like a young bloſſome, that ftrived to thruſt out the 
ancient and withered flower from its ſtalk, began ſuddenly to queſtion the poor 
Princeſs (her ſelf alſo being almoſt worn out by her hard uſage) about her corre- 
ſpondence wich thoſe forreign powers, who were of her kindred ; And not con- 
tent with any anſwer the truth of her proceedings could make, called her to her 
trial before ordinary Commiſſioners. . As theſe might be evident marks of li- 
nerva's ruine, ſo were they not undiſcovered by the ſharp apprehenſion of the wiſe 
Lady, though ber ſpiteful fate would not afford her preſervation , notwithſtanding 
her excellent endowments : yet as ſhe had good cauſe, ſhe excepted againſt thoſe 
partial Judges defigned for her deſtruction, by all the,pretentions that a free Princeſs; 
or an oppreſt woman could alledge , though the Queen ſeemed as deaf to her juſt 
and reaſonable requeſt, as her enemies were violently bent to ſatifie their eruelties; 
until in the end ſhe was forced co deſiſt from her importunities, and Rick wholly to 
the confidence her goodneſs had merited in the Gods mercies. This not onely 
brought her to a Judgement- ſeat, prepared with ſome outward circumſtances fit 
to entertain her dignity, but to a condemnation prepared with ceremony, to be. 
witch the underſtanding of the common people, who rather deſired to behold 
ſtrange ſpeRacles, then to be delighted in juſt actions; and in this May game, as I 
may call it, of the worſt cruelty, when the form of Law was onely made uſe of to 
hide bad intentions, was this brave and religious Queen, as a period to all her for- 
tunes, ſentenced to loſe her head. Notwithſtanding this condemnation, the Queen 
of * Lydia for ſome time deferred the execution, conceiving her own honour 
could not but ſuffer abroad, io the opinion of all other Princes her equals, as her 
Kinſwoman in perſon did at home under her juriſdiction. But ambition, jea- 
louſie , and revenge, at laſt got the victory over all her other vertues, by the 
malicious and crafty perſwaſions of Minerva enemies, who believed, they could 
not be ſafe as long as ſhe lived; ſince it was probable, if ever ſhe came to wear 
the Crown of Lydia , ſhe would alwayes be mindefull of their 3 :

Theſereaſons, I ſay , procured the Queen under- hand, to ſign a warrake for 2G. 
xerva's death, which by the Laws of the Countrey, could not elſe be takenaway 
by any power; and with this Authority a Meſſenger preſently was ſent to the chief 
Officer of the Province , to give Aline va warning of her approaching doom. 
When the ſad Princeſs beheld this bloody character written with the Royal Hand of 
her neareſt Kinſwoman, it was a queſtion, whether amazement or courage governed 
moſt in her noble thoughts; for as of one fide ſhe could ſcarce believe, that the 
Queen had been drawn co an act ſo prejudicial to the honour of her Sex, ſo-ofche 
other ſide, ſhe entertained the news with a gentle ſmile, as a wiſhed period of all hee 
miſeries ; onely with three or four deep ſighs , ſhe deſired theſe requeſis of thoſe 
Commiſſioners that had authority to ſee the ſentence put in execution : Firſt, that ſhe 
might have all her ſervants about her at the time of her death, to bear true teſtimony 
to the world, that ſhe neither ſtaggered in her Religion, nor derogated from her Song 
Honour : Next that the 2 would be ſo charitable, as not onely quietly to ſuffer 
thoſe that attended about her perſon, in oy to quit the Rioglon, but to pay them 
their due wages, if not reward them according to the juſt ſervice ſhe had received; 


And laſtly, chat ſhe might have a Prieft of her own profeſſion , to comfort and in. 
ſtruct her in her laſt ſuffering. Tothefirſt, they — N that as chey could 
not give her leave to have all her attendants about her for fear of tumults, by reaſon 
of their multitudes, ſo were they willing to allow her ſome few to ſatisfie her deſire. 
For the ſecond, they promiſed to be interceſſors to the Queen in her behaſf. Bur for 
the laſt, they abſoluteſy refuſed her requeſt, pretending ic would be a diſhonour to 
the Religion profeſſed in Lydia. With theſe anſwers Minerva retired into her 
Chamber, the better to prepare her religious thoughts againſt the next dayes Com- 
bat, where ſhe remained all that night, with ſo conſtant a zeal to the Worſhip of 
the Gods, and chearful a demeanour in the perſwading of her ſervants co patience, 
by contemning of all worldly proſperity , that it was eaſily to be perceived, ſhe ra- 
ther entertained death as a kinde friend, that intended to put her in poſſeſſion of 8 
better life, then as a fierce enemy, that ſet before her imagination frights of a horrid 
deſtruction: Thus ſhe continued her imployment , until the early morning and 
watchful eruelty, brought to her Chamber door the inſtruments of her deſtruction: 
This warning was ſufficient to make her prepare with Majeſty, to a the laſt ſcene 
that ſhould render her famous to poſterity. Wherefore with a pleaſant look, as if 
ſhe intended to laugh at deaths worſt ſhape, when ſhe came out ſhe bid the company 
good morrow, and then proceeded to the Scaffold, wich all the circumftances be. 
longing to her dignity, that was covered over with black Velyet , where being ſet 
in her diſmal Chair of State, ſhe told the ſpectators, that as they muſt not expect 
many words from her, in regatd her Sifter the Queen of Lydia was not preſent , to 
whom fhe would onely have directed a diſcourſe ; fo of the other fide, the wiſht 
them all to bear witneſs, that ſhe conſtantly expired in that Religion ſhe ever pro- 
felt to the world, for which ſhe both did, and was joyfulto ſhed her beſt Blood; 
which being ſaid, by one and one ſhe took leave of her ſervants, who being over. 
preſt with grief and tears, were ſcarce able to perform their laſt, though conſtrain- 
ed duties, to fit their glorious Miftriſs for her execution: And with another ſweet 
ſmile , holding up her white hands to the Omnipotent Gods for mercy , not long af- 
ter without the leaſt unquiet motion, ſhe received that fatal ſtroke, that ſent her ſoul

When this unexa Tra | pread over Aſia, which gave ſufficient oc- 
caſion of my diſcourſes, it Ly not but with ſpeedier — 5 fliers her Sons Court, 
accompanied with all the particular circumſtances of her death, where it reſted until an 
Ambaſſador from the Queen of Lydia was ſent, in ſome ſort to leſſen the fact, as be- 
ing abſolutely done without her privity as he pretended, to which purpoſe ſme of her 
principal Councellors had been puniſhed : But this Balſom a long time, had not power 
to heal the deep wound this apprehended cruelty, had made in his dutiful boſom, un- 
til his people finding that Acyſſia was not able to contend with Lydia in any revenge, 
and that the ſmalleſt attempt offered by way of force to vindicate his honour, mighs 
inter. 
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inte his quiet and peaceable ſucceſſion to a Crown fo rich and flouriſhi , which 
— he pay not by courſe of nature but expect, ſince the Queen ws, be old 
and decayed, not onely diſſwaded him from any hoſtile eraſion, but alſo counſelled 
him to entertain a firm correſpondency with the State he was to poſſeſs; and the ra- 
ther, for that the Lydian Meſſenger threatned him, with a legal deprivation from 
his Royal Right, by che conſent of the whole Kingdom, in whoſe judgement (as he 
ſaid) his Mother had been condemned, if any way be ſtirred violently to diſturb the 
ceeftabliſhr in both Countreys. PY 7621 wt, E 
- Theſereaſons (I ſay) render'd him as well ſatisfied in ſnew as in effect „ who was 
eſteemed extreamly peaceable, if not ſlochful in his nature; which was the occaſion: 
that as he could never be brought willingly to enter upon any actions of glory, ſo 
did it make him for the moſt part. as it were a captive to the preſſing importunities 
of his covetous and inſolent Countreymen the Myſſians, who ſcarce would be fatis- 
fied with any gain or preferment wharſoever he could beſtow upon them. Bur to be 
ſhorr, at laſt the old Queen of dia dying, he without any contradiction quickly 
took poſſeſſion of her Kingdoms, in which government he continued with all the 
proſperity in the world _ his life: That finiſhed, the Crowns of Lydia, Myſſia; 
and Crete, deſcended by a juſt right upon his hopeful Son and Succeſſor Euarc bus, 
then newly married to Hyacinthia Orſames Siſter, (our now Queen) who enjoyed al- 
ſo thoſe poſſeſſions (I muſt needs ſay) with as much happineſs (until theſe laſt ſtirs) 
as it was poſſible for mortality to expect. | 
But the Myſſiant, who as I ſaid before received golden liberalities in the time of 
the old King, (be being a Prince that knew no way bow to be provident) when they 
found that Euarchus numerous iſſue, and the Queens neceſſary expentes, did in a 
manner drown all their expectation; firſt began to mutter in words againſt the ac- 
cuſtomed vanities of the times; and laſtly they found fault that onely ſmooth-faced 
boyes enjoyed, (as they ſaid) all che Credit of the Court, when Souldiers and men 
of valour wanted both countenance and means to live, the King being ſo bewitched. 
to his own eaſe, and Wives content, that he could not be drawn to help his own 
Brother-in-law, againſt the oppreſſions of the King of Armenia; by which War 
might be imployed that now wanted ſubſiſtance: Nor was there wanting in 
Lydia it ſelf many factious ſpirits, that not onely received encouragement by this 
bold language, who alſo coveted State preferment in the Government of the Com- 
mon. weale: Yet theſe begun diſcontents lay hid in the cinders of ſome duty; until 
new taxations of the Subjects gave more deſperate diſtaſtes; beſides, the accidental 
arrival of Prince Caſſianus in Lydia after his Fathers death, ſtirred up the pride of 
one Dimogoras to a new ſpleen againſt the King, by which means he believed he 
ſhould be the ſooner imployed. But that which ſeemed moſt to contribute to EAar- 
chus prejudice, was the ſudden arrival of an old Myſſian Captain out of the Wats of 
Armenia called Lycias, who having gained in thoſe ſervices good ſtore of wealth, 
ſaed to the King to have himſelf rewarded by Titles of Honour; which being deny- 
ed him by ſome neglect, as alſo Caſſianus requeſt for a competent aſliſtance , a little 
protracted, this inſolent Commander quickly flew from the Court with execrations 
in his mouth, and malice in his heart; and ſo coming into his own Countrey , omit- 
ted no diligence that could withdraw the people from their lawful obedience; which 
he had the better opportunity to effect, ſince he found not onely the Nobility am- 
bitious , but the Prieſts violent. The one he perſwaded with brave ſpirits again to 
look upon the courage of their Anceſtors, who had by force of Atms torn Priyi- 
ledges from their Kings; the other he admoniſhed, to caft their thoughts upon 
the recovery of that Religion now almoſt loſt , that had formerly chaſed their for- 
mer Queen both from her Kingdome and life ; and for the common people it 
was fufficient to plead to their imaginations liberty; by whoſe perſwaſion, the 
Nobility not onely raiſed a power abſolutely to contemn the Kings Authority in 
their own Countrey of Myſſia, but alſo led a great Army preſently into Lydia; 
Cy to compell Earchus to ſummon the great Councel of that Kingdome 
0, + | RE 
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To be ſhort, when this eminent Aſſembly was met, as it was deſigned in the 


City of Sardis , which was alſo aſſured to be made a free Town (as much to ſay, ag 
not to be compelled to any obedience to Euarchus and his poſterity) the chiefeſt dif. 
courſes that were made there, were in diſgrace of the Kings actions, and almoſt all 
the Ads that paſt were to deſtroy his Authority: All which the milde King ſuf. 
fered with a world of patience, hoping that time, after they had waitied (Gow. 
ſelves with their violent paſſions, would let them fee their own miſtakes, or the Gods 
at leaſtwiſe would defend his innocency: However theſe unexpected proceedings not 
onely continued, but their rage grew to ſuch a height againſt his perſon, whereby as 
*rwas thought to bring him into the greater contempt amongſt the common people, 
that by divers tumults countenanced in the multitude, he was at laſt forced from the 
City of Suis, whilſt the Senate in the interim inſtituted a ſtrong guard of Soul. 
diers of the Town Forces, to wait upon their Councels , becauſe they would ſhew 
to the Subjects, greater marks o Sovereignty in their Aſſembly , then in the Kingy 
Dignity. | | 

Bur! whilſt many were brewing their own paſſionate deſigns with uncredible inſo- 
' lency, being chiefly ſupported by the votes of the common people, who were per. 
ſwaded they ſhould recover by the Senates Authority an abſolute liberty, the poor 
King with a very ſmall train retired to the City of — Where however, con. 
trary to the expectation of the Senators, who beli that cheir diſcountenance, 
was ſufficient to render him abandoned by the whole Kingdom , he not onely re. 
ceived better welcome, but was entertained with the general commiſeration of moſt 
of thoſe parts, who bitterly complained of his hard (and as they thought) unjuſt 
' uſage; andthe rather did this pitty prevail, for chat by his eloquent and fluent Pen, 
he ſeemed fully to beat back all the aſperſions , his enemies ſought daily to caſt upon 
bim; which brought (as I ſay) to his Court multitudes of Gentry and Nobility, both 
from the City of Sardis and other parts, who vowed perpetual faithfulneſs to his per. 
ſon , with other eſſential ſervices. _ | 

Theſe encouragements by the perſwaſion of his trufty Councellors, made him im- 
ploy his beſt induftry to raiſe Souldiers, whilft in the interim he ſent to the Queen, 
whom he underftood was in the Iſland of Cyprus, to procure him Arms, by the 
credit ſhe had purchaſed with the Dake of that Countrey , ſince the Senate had al- 
ready ſeized upon all his Magazine and Ships: After which he went from one pro. 
vince to another, to feel the inclination of the people; yet as he found moſt of them 
for him in their words when he was amongſt them; whether out of the inconſtancy 
of their own natures, or unwilling to be at any charge to maintain new troubles, as 
ſoon as he left them perſonally, 1 were for the greateſt number carried from their 
former profeſſions; ſo that he perceived the ſucceſs of his whole fortunes, was 
chiefly to depend upon the gallantry of the better ſort. And truly this expectation 
did not deceive him; for in a ſhort ſpace, beyond all belief, they ſo furniſhed him 
with moneys, beſides their own attendance, that he became maſter of a brave Army 
commanded by his Nephew Prince Tbyaſmiz , who was newly arrived in his Camp 
from the Armenian Wars. 

The Senate, who before had raiſed Forces to contend againſt the Kings intentions, 
according to the intelligence they had received, not to be ſlothful in their affairs, 
quickly created Dimogoras General in the deſign, whom they knew was a man never 
to be reconciled to his Sovereign , by reaſon of the ſpightfulneſs of his own vio- 
lent ambition: no ſooner was he eſtabliſht in his office, but he was commanded to 
march , as they pretended to ſeparate the King from pernicious Councels, and brin 
him ſafe to Sardis, there to be better governed; to which purpoſe that City ha 
plentifully-furniſhed money, conceiving their proſperity depended upon their Princes 
ruine, - 7, | 
This reſolution was quickly known to Ewarchus , and not long after conſidered by 
his Councel, that it was high time to advance with the whole Army, to try the for- 
tune of a Battle with the Senates General, ſince the King wanted proviſion, and could 


not expect ſupplies of money to furniſh out the neceſſary expence: with this de- 
termi- 


! 
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termination, after two or three dayes march, they met the Senates Forces upon an 
ample plain, ſpacious enough to have decided the controverſie for the worlds Empire: 
The Conflict of a ſudden grew ſo deſperate, that it was a queſtion whether they 
fought more to ſatisſie their own ſpleens , or to gain a beneficial Victory; which 
however was proſecuted for ſome hours with doubtful fortune; for although the 
Kings Horſe commanded by Thyaſav in perſon , at the firſt charge defeated their 
Enemies, inſomuch as for many furlongs they had the chace of their Troops, yet the 
Foot Forces in their abſence, that for che moſt part wanted Arms, had ſufficient im- 
ployment to ſuſtain the fury of the Senates Souldiers, being better provided: Which 
however was bravely ſupplied by the noble valour of the King himſelf, inſomuch as 
be ſuſtained the violence of the tempeſt, until his own Horſe again came in to his 
reſcue, though with ſuch a laughter of his poor Subjects, that it created a moſt 
paſſionate compaſſion in his Royal Breaſt, although che determinable fate of his 
Crown might very well have given a full imployment co his thoughts: Upon 74 
uu. — — his victorious Troops, Dimogoras retired with his worſted Forces, 
and the night hindred further proſecution for the preſent, which as I may ſay, envi. 
ouſly ſhadowed the Kings glory, who elſe could not have been defrauded as *twas 
— of a moſt abſolute Conqueſt to his immortal honour , if not to his King- 
s proſperity. 3 
— niadead the next morning early, again to ſet upon his Enemies, who 


ſomuch as his Souldiers became neglected in their diſcipline, as the — eau 
sſor- 


chought it his beſt courſe, rather to fight with chem in the open Fields, then in con- 


tinuing-

tinuing in his Trenches , to hazzardthe danger of being ſtarved for want of provi. 
fion : With theſe purpoſes, after he had quitted the Walls of the Town, he advan. 
ced towards their Quarters with a hope to ſet upon them in the plain Champain, ſince 
he conceived he had much the — of Horſe; though his Foot was of a far leſi 
number. But though the King omitted no induſtry to compaſs his deſign, yet being 
betrayed by the common people in his intelligence, who ever favoured the Senate 
more then their Sovereign, Dimogoras got ſome dayes journey towards the City of 
Sardis, before Exarchus knew of his remove; the deſign of the General being no 
other now he had freed the City from danger , but to get again ſafe with his whole 
Army to the place from whence he came: The King as he was enraged with this ſe- 
cret eſcape, ſo was he reſolved if it were poſſible to fight with him upon any terms, 
ſince the contrary as he imagined, would prove in the opinion of the multitude, of ao 
lefs a conſequence , then a Victory obtained by his adverſaries : To that effect ay 
ſoon as he had overtaken his Enemies by tedious marches, he ſet upon them wich 
deſperate inconveniencies; not onely for that they had locked themſel ves in incloſed 
Countries, but never came out of their Trenches to akirmiſn, by which means the 
Kings Cavalry proved of no ſervice, ſo that as I may lay by reaſon of theſe un- 
fortunate diſadvantages, Euarchus after twelve hours fight could pretend but to 
a very ſmall Victory; which ſucceſs returned Dimogoras to the City of Sardis wich 
ſome honour, in regard, that however he had not beat the Kings Forces, it might 
be ſaid upon the matter he had worſted his deſigns. 
Nevertheleſs, although this gave the Generals party not onely encouragement for 
the preſent, but hopes in abundance in the future; eſpecially for that the Kings Soul. 
diers every where began both to be negligent and treacherous , more ſeeming to 
rely upon the ſuppoſed juſtneſs of the then reſolving conſtantly to defend it 
by any hazzard ; yet the Senate at Sardis doubting ſomething their own fortune or 
ſucceſs, notwithſtanding what policy ſoever they could uſe in the Kings Camp, re- 
| folvedagein to bring in the Ayſſi ans into Lydia with a powerful Army: To this 
purpoſe they made a contract with chem, not onely to pay them a very great ſum of 
money, both to defray their charges and reward their endeavours, but alſo promiſed 
to eſtabliſn in the Kingdom of Lydia it ſelf, the ſame manner of Worſhip of the 
Gods as was practiſed in MAyſſia: As this ſeemed in effect to be the whole agreement 
between them, ſo the My ſſtans wanted not in their meaning undeſhand deſigns, which 
was to bear at leaſtwiſe an equal ſhare in the Government of both Kingdoms, where- 
by the better to fatisfie their pride and avarice, when as for the latter (as twas ſaid) 
they x have ſold the Gods themſelves, if they had been upon the earth 
vendible. | | 
By this means again £xarchns became involved in new troubles; for preſently after 
the Myſſians having made this unhandſome accord to the Kings diſadvantage, not- 
withſtanding their fo many vows and promiles: to the contrary , there was imployed 
at the ſame time an Ambaſſadour from the Kingdom of Syria to Exarchs , not one- 
ly to perſwade him to entertain a new Treaty and friendſhip with his Senate, ſitting 
at Sardis, but alſo abſolutely to break all correſpondency and friendſhip between him- 
ſelf and the State of Egypt; which if condeſcended unto by the King, he under- 
took, as well to keep back the 21y/ians from entring Lydia, asto ſettle an abſolute 
peace in all the reſt of his Dominions : Whether theſe were onely brags or no, is al- 
together uncertain; rather may it be thought, either the Kings Fate or unbap 
Councel, ever thruſt him on upon thoſe wayes, that were moſt prejudicial to his Af. 
fairs: In concluſion he did not onely deny the Ambaſſadour the leaſt entertainment 
of theſe propoſitions, but at the ſame time alſo was perſwaded, to publiſh a Decla- 
tation againſt the City of Sardis, thougb at preſent it ſeemed to contend with the 
Senate, about the payment of that money promiſed to the Ayſſans, in recompence 
for their expedition ihto Lydia. This I muſt needs ſay fo much exaſperated the 
Town, that preſently they went on with their accord by the general conſent. of all: 
When theſe ſamms were received prefently the Ayſſians marched into the Countrey 
with a huge Army, whilſt another was ſent with Dimegeras againſt the Kings own per- 
ſon: 
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ſon: As by this means Euarc ius was conſtrained to divide his Forces, ſo did he ſend 
che greateit part of his Army along under the command of 7hya/mws his Nephew, 
for the neceſlary raiſing of the Siege before tlie City of Theatyra, where the Ax j. 
were already incamped; however their power was increaſed, with ſuch Troops; 
as the Senate had commanded to joyn with them in that ſervice : Prince Thya/mus 
upon bis approach (whether being as I may {ay too precipitate in bis conduct, or that 
he was betrayed abſoluteiy in his intelligence) when he came near ꝓhe Town, think - 
ing eicher to ſurprize of defeat the enemy in an inſtant, of the contrary ſuddenly he 
became involved in a moſt deſperate Ambuſcado, which in a manner deſtroyed che 
perſons or the c of his whole Army , thoꝶgh ia cruth the 241 aus perform- 
ed che leaſt part of the ſervice; But the King followed and furiouſly attempted 
in his march (as I ſaid) by Dimegoras, he kept himielf and Troops (though fewer b 
many in number) upon ſuch ſure and courageous grounds, that the General at la 
was brought into ſo many deſperate inconveniencies, by reaſon of his want of con- 
duct and providence, that although Hauch at that time fought not one ſtroke, he 
forced him to compound for the lives and liberties of all his Souldiers , which was an 
occaſion that preſently che Senate turned Diwogoras out of his office, whillt in the in- 
terim there was put into his one Farezsvs, whoſe melancholly valour in a very 
ſhort time prevailed exceedingly ; for that the A17/ians had cauſed the King to di- 
vide his Forces into ſo many ſeveral commands, that he could not conveniently main- 
tain a conſiderable body together under any Captain, to be able to contend with 
power ſufficient , wherefore after ſome councel taken with his beſt friends, the King 
reſolved himſelf in perſon, to endeavour to ftop the fury of this new and prevailing 
General, that ſcemed like an offtrageous torrent, to carry all before him, whether he 
marched againſt Towns or Armies. 


The King beſides the inflammation of his on naturah courage, was put on to fight 
with Farexius, as twas thought upon theſe reaſons; Firſt to prevent a conjunction 
between him and the Ms ſſians, who were as yet at ſome diſtance: Next to continue 
a life in his own party that ſeemei ſomething᷑ to decline his aſſiſtance in many places 
of the Kingdom, in regard of the others extraordinzry ſucceſs: And laſt of all, for 
that both money and other proviſions failing, he began to contract many neceſſities 
in his Army. It was not long before they both met upon a large plain in an open 
Countrey, that afforded room enough for an equal contention, if the Fates had 
at all proved indifferent in the encounter: The firſt charge was given with fury ſuf- 
ficient by both ſides, however the Kings Horſe without any known cauſe whatſoever; 
of a ſudden gave back, and not long after moſt ſhamefully turned their backs, 
though the Foot with incredible gallantry, ſlill continued the Fight with honour and | 
lafety : Exarchus upon this (however not being ſo much amazed as diſpleaſed) pre- 
ſently rid among the flying Troops; as it were calling both Gods and men to wit- 
neſs, concerning the juſtneſs of his Cauſe , and the unfainedneſs of his intentions; 
withal perſwading them either to ſhew more courage or leſs diſloyalty : Alſo not 
onely in his words, but by his owa unexampled courage, evidently expreſſed before 
their faces, conjured them to fight, or at leaſtwiſe to ftand their ground at ſome di- 
ſtance, . whilſt he and the reſt expoled their lives to the fury of the Enemy; calling 
them ſometimes his Countreymen and Subjects; otherwhile he termed them no bet- 
ter then unworthy ſlaves, that precipitately followed their own deſtruction and cap- 
tivity ; when as they had a fair occaſion offered them to be both glorious and happy: 
but at laſt, ſeeing nothing would prevail, he looked up to Heaven Sith tears 2. 
eyes, beſeeching that the Gods would take pitty on him in his neceſſities; at leaſt- 
wiſe prove propitious to the Monarchy of Lydia, that ſeemed abſolutely to depend 
upon this dayes adventure: Thus between praying; fighting, and perſwading, he con- 
tinued, until he ſaw moſt of his Souldiers either taken or ſlaughtered : ſo that at laſt, 
being conſtrained with a very few number in his company to quit the Field, he left 
his Camp to the courteſie of the Enemies mercy , whilſt by obſcure paſſages he 
got again ſafe in perſon (though much in his thouglits dejected) to the ſtrong 

Town of Phyladelphia ; where not long after by the whole power of , 
a ä e 
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. he was beſieged with the reft of his Court, Friends, and Family. 

As this, ſaid he, was the proceeding of that fatal day, ſo may I ſuppoſe by thy 
diſperſing of the moſt part of the company, it will be alſo time for us to retire: ſo 
taking Narciſſus by the hand, he promiſed he ſhould have the reſt of his diſcourſe 
at home. 2 N N 

His houſe was ſeated at the end of a ſmall Town, onely divided by a pleaſant groye 
of wood, that encompaſſeda round Temple built with Ionick Columns; within 
which was the ſtatue of Apollo: when they had performed ſome few devotions , ac. 
cording to the manner of the Countrey, amongſt other Prieſts of their own order, 
that remained in the place, the old Father led him to his habitation: being entered 
into the Parlour, he preſently ſhetwed him the picture of Euarchus; which for ſome 
time he had kept, as he ſaid, in an obſcure corner of his houſe, though now he ſeemed 
to expect more freedom; and thereupon he began to read a Lecture concerning his 
life and diſpoſition: which gave him an appetite to diſcourſe in this manner. 

The Father of Euarchus Our now King, being a Prince wholly given, as I may 
ſay, to his own pleaſure, onely ſtudied wayes to keep himſelf during his liſe in a qui- 
et ſecurity; and to this purpoſe, he not onely brought up his ſon, after the death of 
his elder brother in learning and domeſtick exerciſes, under the protect of his own eye 
and juriſdiction, but when he came to years of conſent, he endeavoured with ſome 
violence, to marry him to the King of Egypt Daughter , by whoſe greatneſſe he 
thought to eſtabliſh his own Regal Power the better in Lydia, perceiving his Subjects 
were apt enough upon all occaſions, to kick againſt his authority: but finding the 
Treaty was protracted, he ſent his ſon in perſon with an intimate favourite of his, 
into Africa, to court the young Lady. To be ſhort, the journey produced no effect: 
at all anſwerable to his deſires; for the two favourites of each Prince claſhing toge- 
ther, although a certain day was appointed fon the Marriage, yet the match broke, 
though upon what grounds [ neither know, or can well diſpute : After this breach 
Emnarchu made preſently his addreſs to Hyacinthia our now Queen, being ſiſter to 
Orſames King of Syria, eſteemed a tnoft mortall enemy to the greatneſs of the 
Kingdom and Monarchy of Egypt: no ſooner was this match concluded, but the 
old King died, leaving young Euarchus to inherit in outward appearance, as much 
glory and proſperity as was poſſible to be enjoyed by mortality upon earth; and ſo 
continued for many years, until theſe late unhappy differences obſtructed his felicity: 
which truly I muſt the rather bewail, in regard that he is a Prince given to no man- 
ner of vice; however perhaps ſome will ſay, he is more beholding to nature for his 
inclination, then to reſolution for his temperance, unto which I anſwer, that as the 
world ought not to take any notice of the inward thoughts of man, when people 
receive a genera) commodity by the outward expreſſions, of vertues , ſo of the 
other ſide , when good and laudable actions are accompanied with an entire 
juſtice in appearance, it is unpoſlible but either the gods have placed ſuch upon earth, 

to become rare examples for imitation to others, or elſe have ordained them to be 
extreamly beneficial to themſelves ; ſo that both wayes he deſerves ſingular counte- 

nance and preſervation ; and this without any partiality, may be ſaid to be the right 

character of the diſpoſition of Euarchus: for bis active parts, that are and have 

been obvious to all the warld ; rio man canaccuſe him of cruelty, pride, or injuſtice; 

his dear affections to his wife and children, are beyond the pattern of all his prede- 

ceſſors; his activity and ſolicitation almoſt not to be imitated by any: his mode. 

ration in Diet and Apparrel ſcarce equals the pooreſt of his Subjects: if his parci. 

mony can be imputed to him for a fault, let his numerous iſſue , and the ſmall extent 

of his own Revenues, make for him at leaftwiſe a probable, if not a ſufficient excuſe: 

beſides and over and above theſe ſpecified vertues, I muſt commend his diſcreet va- 

Jour, and entire patience, ſince as in the one he never declined any engagement, when 

the neceſſity of his fortune did any way ſtand in need of the demonſtration of his 

courage, ſo did he never yet appear overcome by paſſion, when he ta ſted the great- 

eſt bitterneſs of what affliction ſoever: With theſe words the Prieſt, as if he had 
been tranſported with the very apprehenſion of his ſuffering , ſeemed to end his dif- 
| | courſe 
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ſe in tears and ſighs, and certainly had ſo continued for a long ſpace, in a 
— of extaſie, if an old woman and a little youth (che 2 family with 
himſelf of his private babitation) had not interrupted his ſorrqwful contemplation, 
dy bringing into the Parlor Wine and other junkets to entertain Narciſſus ; who not: 
wichſtanding, after he had taſted ſufficiently of that civility, put him in minde again 
of his promiſed relation, which was to make an end ſo far of his information, con- 
cerning King Enarchus fortunes, that he might be inſtructed, in the, reaſons of the 
joyful aſſembly of che people, dancing about the Altar and Statue of God Pan. 

The Prieft, after he had acknowledged in ſome ſort , his own digreſſions from the 
matter intended, he let him know; that as it was no part of his meaning to deprive 
him of his due, according to his own obligation, ſo he deſired him to excuſe his paſ- 
ſion in the Kings behalf, occaſioned onely by the ſight of the picture, that ſuddenly 
brought into his minde, à certain kinde of repre ion of his heroical vertues, 
proceeding from his nature and education: Whereupon preſently leading Narciſſus 
into bis Garden, furniſhed him with many dainty flowers of all ſorts, in which cu- 
riolity he ſeemed to take an extraordinary delight, at laſt they both ſeated themſelves 
in one of the Arbours, - neatly contrived to defend the inward part of the habitation 
from Phæbus oppreſſion ;' which afforded a ſufficient conveniency for diſcourſe, and 
that joyned with the opportunity, quickly entered him into his new relation after this 
manner. | "2 8 A 

Euarchus, ſaid he, being as I told you retired to Philadelphia after the Battle, as 
ſoon as he came into the Town, he went preſently to his Garden without ſpeaking 
one word to any perſon, although many Troops followed him with paſſion, to know 
ſome particulars concerning his fortunes; the rather for that they conceived them- 
ſelyes alſo to be ſufficiently intereſted in his fate: There he walked with a quick pace 
according to his cuſtom, ſometimes caſting, bis arm abroad, and otherwhiles again 
beating his breaſt with no ſmall violence z2then would he look up to the Heavens, as 
if a lictle he accuſed the Gods determinations, to ſuffer him that intended nothing but 
juſtice and goodneſs, to be ſo cruelly perſceuted by his own Subjects, without any 
known cauſe whatſoever ; ſo that in truth the whole company with tears in their eyes, 
began more to conſider his inward fufferings , then their own outward ſtate and con- 
dition: Thus I ſay he continued, until Prince Thyaſmus his unfortunate Nephew 
(who not long before had retired thither with his beaten and ſcattered Troops) came 
alſo with a few attendants in the Garden: When he had ſaluted the King with a ſad 
look, (walking with him in that manner two or three turns) he at laſt, humbly deſired 
him, to let the company underftanda little of his unfortunate — , ſince they 
could not be worſe (as he ſaid) then they imagined them to be, and for ought they 
knew they might be better then they ſuppoſed : The King went preſently and ſeated 
himſelf upon a Bench, whilſt all the company flockt about bim, though he onely 
made a diſcourſe to them in this nature, 

Gentlemen, ſaid he, you now behold Euarchus tumbled from his Throne: It is 
apparent the Gods are diſpleaſed with our actions; neither do I well know, what 
will become of this unfortunate Kingdom; for however they puniſſi and demon- 
ſtrate their indignation oftentimes by evil and wicked inſtruments, yet they never 
ſhew their diſpleaſure and indignation, but where offences are apparent enough 
to deſerve that chaſtiſement: Whether theſe faults (for which for the preſent we 
ate ſcourged) abound moſt in my own Court , or the poiſon hath too much dilated 
it ſelf over all my dominions , I will not ſay; onely fure we art, that (ins of all 
forts are increaſed in ſuch a meaſure , that it is probable the Gods no longer could 
abſtain from demonſtrating the very height of their fury and wrath: 1 could be 
contented to ſuffer for you all, fo that would be ſufficient to pay the ſcore of our 
obligations, we owe the Heavens juſtice for our crimes ; but I fear me we are 
deſigned to be more generally involved, whereby to ſatisfie the divine exaſperated in- 
dignation,who can be no more couzened in its knowledge then relixgined in its power: 
In my opinion the beſt way is, inſtantly to take aſunder by way of profitable con. 
fideration , all our particular actions and thoughts; - ſo by wholſome and true

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repentanbè. if it be poſſible, do give ſome ſtop to the furious torrent of our misſor.

though muri more when cbuntenanced in oppreſſion: And where infetiour Of 
freets are permitted; thoaph not commanded to be unjuſt, the Prince ought 
to Bear #Tharein the actire part, for that he had the power to havereſtrained the 
miſchief; which pertiaps is the occaſion of my preſent ſuffering with the reſt ofmy 
Subjects, and whar more indignation the Gods have in ſtore, 1 cannot be certain 
16 prevent; onely I am confident , withour's deep examination of our inward 
tboughts , the conſcience will not be ſufficiently underſtood , whereby to be elem 
in any Kinde ta purpoſe, however our principles may be right and good; for with. 
out it, neithier ſorrow nor ſatisfaction can follow of any conſiderable value, to blot 
ont the rememBratice of ſuch evils; and ſo conſequently a continuation of the pe. 
niſniment due to the nature of bur offences, will not be taken away. It is not enough 
To fay — jaſtiee and tegalityintheir proſecution, for that they aß 
be made for the preſent onely divine revengers, though themſelves be reſerved ir 
| Higher and mere exemplary torments ; for however actions of proſperity and the. 
ab be not yes marks of favour und epptobation', yet ought they juſtiy be 
eſteemed reftimonies of diſtaſte againſt thoſt Nations, and ſuch perſons, that un. 
förtubate ly are rendted Subjects of miſery find chaſtiſement, ſince none ever ſuſte 
without a cauſe: When revolutions if we would but ſeriouſly enough 
Jo ok After the teuſon) in the general, we ſhould finde matter ſufficient to convince 
our belief, that we are not totally innocetmt almoſt in any particulat; for the

re juſtly to any thing extraordinary: No my friends, this Kingdom 

Been for ſorhe years paſt , involved in too mueh ſaperfluity , to expect long a 

inudtion bf their felicity; which no doubt made us too unmindful from whence pro- 
'ceeds originally all good and commodity : When peace and tranquility exceeding- 
ly abound'in any region, without being at all bridled and reſtrained by voluntary 
temperance and conſideration , there is nothing to be expeRed ſoon after but 
captivity or deſtruction, to recal again mens thoughts and actions to moders- 
tion, neceſſary for a new ſettlement and preſervation: This world was created 
but as the tryer and touch-ſtone of our diſpoſitions, for the better eſtabliſhment 
of our eternal condition hereafter , ſince otherwiſe certainly it had not been made 
at all: In this conſiſts the onely miſtake of mankinde, that we look at prefent, 
and eſſential acquiſitions belonging properly to our perſons, without any relation 
to the future, hen as they are I ſay intended either as accidental benefits, or 
natural conſolations, neceſſary in ſome ſort for our temporary ſubſiſtance: If we 
be great, mighty , and proſperous, we expect eaſe, pleaſure, and obſervance, as 
meer duties that ſhould attend us, inftead of making our thoughts thereby become 
more grateful, humble, and ſolicitous tn all our endeavours, not onely to augment 
yertue and purchaſe grace, but to diſtribute our endeavours alſo by charity and 
reaſon , to thoſe that are more indigent upon earth: What a King or Commander 
bath in honour and power, fhould be imployed in care and induſtry for the 
general good: And if a begger or inferiour perſon wants in riches and proſperity, it 
ought to be ſupplied by being free from hazzard and perturbation : By which 
meant 
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means all ſorts of people may participate in a kinde of anſequality, actording to thy 


intention of their firſt creation, ſince the Gods certainly intended no abſolute dif- 
ference but what their inſcrutable decrees have determined in the future ;-anſwerable 
to the endeavours of every one in particular: For however the things belonging. «4 
this life, ſometimes may vary by way of accident in the world yet the reaſonable 

and more noble part of. man, ſhould be alike free in every one of us, hy the ſame rule 
of eſtimation and pretenſion, This conſideration makes me at preſent, ook upon 


my ſelf and you in this common miſery, with the ſame. eyes of pitty and commiſe- 


ration: Wherefore being determined to call my own thoughts to a moſt. ſtrict ac- 
count, what I have acted, and how I may ſuffer , ſo would I have you alſo, examine 
your conſciences, wherein you have offended, and in what nature you may. be reme- 
died by this means, if it be yet poſlible, to procure ſome mercy rom the Gods in 
out preſſing neceſſities: and theſe 1 ſay are intentions, not onely moſt pious but ex- 
cream ſafe, With theſe words he inftantly roſe from bis ſeat, and retired into his pri- 
vate Chamber, that not onely forced tears but occaſioned diſcourſe from moſt of the 
company.

ber Cards with any advantage, they began as their laſt refuge , not onely pub- 
to diſpute the Kings Titles, whom as they pretended the Senate had oppreſſed 
beyond their intentions; but imployed the intereſt of a certain Ambaſſadour of Sy- 
ria in their Army, to perſwade Euarchus, if it were poſſible to make an eſcape from 
the City of Philadelphia, whereby to put his perſon into their hands, promiſing in the 
interim his hopes, both preſent ſafety and future proſperity; as people being (as they 
ſaid) } inp native Countreymen, who intended his condition , nothing but good 
and advantage by their aſſiſtance, according to his own deſire, 

The King having received this comfortable meſſage , which pretended a lucky 
Omen as he imagined to the reſt of his occaſions, notwithſtanding Farezixs had new- 
ly beſieged Philadelphia, one day he called me privately into bis Bed- chamber: when 
he had made faſt the door with a certain kinde of extraordinary earneſtneſs in his 
countenance, according to the manner he uſed in any thing he went about (being 
in truth a Prince, that is not onely ſolicitous in his thoughts, but indefatigable in 
bis pains and actions) he told me, that as he had a ſecret of much conſequence to 
impart unto me, ſo was he affraid left it ſhould come to the knowledge of any, that 
were not intended to be imployed in the buſineſs; doubting he had ſo many Traytors 
attending about his perſon , that it was impoſlible almoſt , for any deſign to be puc 
in execution , without the Senates privity and knowledge: Wherefore though he 
were ſufficiently ' confident (as he ſaid ) of my fidelity, by reaſon of the long 
experience he had had of my ſervice, and the tryal he had experimented of 
my Honeſty and Religion ; yet for that one or two more , were neceſſarily to be 

ed in the ſame adventure, he reſolved to exact from me, not onely my faithful 
promiſe, but a Religious Oath , concerning the performance of my truſt tending to 
his commands: After I had aſſured him by verbal proteſtations, chat I would be 
ready to lay down my life, in any thing his Majelty ſhould think me capable, either

proſperity andprotetion : Although I mnſt confeſs I was hot much enamonred of 
the prop, Xttowing the baſe eſteemed falſhood of that people ; yer left the King 
migbt ſuſpect any untvillingneſs in my diſpoſition, to haxzard my perſon in his ſer- 
vice, I durſt neither open my thoughts, or defiver my opinion, although perhaps 
might haveſhewed him ſome reaſons , chat would have' proeured alteration; -how- 
ever I knew of yhe other fide | his ſtraits and neceſſities were "ſufficiently | 
in regard of the Siege, to cauſe him almoſt to — — what deſperate deſign 
whatfoever:. In concluſion I undertook'to-provide within three ſpace, both 
horſes and other conveniencies to that _— , whilſt the King in the interim writ 
a Letter, with ſome fe directions to his Nephew Prince Thya/mmus , whom he had 
lately made Governour of Philadelphia ; which was to render the Town to the Ene- 
my, after ſuch a time mentioned, though with the beſt conditions pe could make for 


himſelf, a conſideration ——_— had both of his Court and Friends: Beſides he di- 
reed other writings to his eldeſt Son Aerhmſius, who remained then in the fartheſt 
part of the Kingdom, attended by ſome few Forces of bis own , withirig him to 
tranſport himſelf with all expedition to his Mother the Queen, to whoſe commands 
he conjured him to be obſequious, in every thing that concerned all their affairs; ſhe 
being in truth not onely a Lady he loves beyond meaſure; but whoſe birth and inte- 
reſt may procure him aſſiſtance out of Syria. n 9 

To be ſhort, within three dayes time I bad provided all things fo neceſſary for the 
Kings journey, that he was clothed after the manner of the Grecian flaves , who 
are accuſtomed to be imployed about ſervile works in the Field , onely he had 
over his under apparel, a blue Mantle with ſhort and large fleeves : He wore upon 
his head a high Bonnet in colour red, with three or four Feathers taken from a Cocks 
tail; upon his legs were faſtned certain black · Buskins of Leather, with Buckles, 
Betimes in the morning, we iſſued out of the Town both on horſeback, my ſervant 
riding before a great bag, that was oyled all over to prevent the prejudice of rain, 
ſince I had put ſome neceſſary accommodations for our voyage therein; however no- 
thing at all that could be any way ſuſpicious, although it might be our fortunes to 
be taken by the Enemy, which in truth ſo fell out aceordingly : For paſſing through 
the firſt watch, we were not onelycommanded to ſtand, the Souldiers preſently de. 
manding of us from whence we came, but alſo as ſuſpicious perſons, were carried be- 
fore an Officer of the Army to be examined: I did not deny but that I came ont of 
the Town of Philadelphia; however I told them, that as 1wasonely there by acci- 
dent, to viſit ſome friends and diſpateh other neceſſary buſineſſes, with certain 
Schollers that lived in the Academy, who meddled with nothing but what concerned 
their Studies, ſo was I again repairing to the City of Sardis , where for the mot part 
I remained ; being by profeſſion a Prieſt, that obſerved the M5 ſiay Rites, in. my 
ordinary ſacrificing to the Gods. This ſmooth tale 1 had hoped would have freed me 
preſently , yet they kept us all that day and the next night, with a pretenſion the 
General was not at leaſure, without whoſe diſcharge and allowance (as they faid) we 
could neither paſs, or be at liberty: Tis true, their chief intention was to get money 
from us; but I muſt confeſs I durſt not over- bountifully offer them any, in regard it 
would have given the more occaſion of jealouſie and ſuſpicion: nevertheſeſs, notwith - 
ſandihg they ſeemed co detain me as a priſoner, yet I got leave for my ſervant, to be 
in ſome ſort free in the Camp, whereby to have the conveniency (as I pretended) to 
provide ſome accommodation, neceſſary for the Horſes , who in that office performed 
his duty ſo diligently , that I muſt tell you he was conftrained all night to lye in the 
open Field, without any coverture whatſoever over his body though in truth it proved 
to be a very tempeſtuous ſeaſon: In this manner we were wes ler betweeen fear 
and ſuffering, however I muſt confeſs I little doubted the Kings diſcovery ; not one-' 


ly 
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fy in reſpet of Ms habit, but that de find alfo-ſhaved hisbeard in a moſt antick fa- 
ſhion; In contſuſton the good humotit of the General the next day, or rather the 
Souldiers finding there was but᷑ little to: de got from us, not onely diſtharged me 
from my further atrendunce, but grre a Paſs for me and my ſervant, to travel free 
to che City of $745, withour an ker or Muderande from any of 'their party ; whi 
proved to be of no ſonull conveniency fred us in aft wür journey: for'although' the 
protection onely mentioned that "Tow, where we let intended to go, yer as ſoon 
257 was ont of the Camp, I ſo finely mended the writing with my own pen, that 1 
mideit moſt aptly ſerve for every place and Negion: Thifomnch,' as by feuſon there: 
of, in our journey we were neither letteFnor troubled ed any purpoſe; having a dif- 
charge preſentlyamongſtall manner of Officers of theirs, as ſoon ag we produced 
the paper; when as withour doubt otherwiſe), we liad been infallibly taken and im- 
bd, fince thoſe parts where we travelled, were become extream ſuſpicious by 
order from che Senate, in regard of the Derlarations of tue Myſſtamt, of purpoſe fo 
commanded, the better as they tliought to prevent all intercourſe and correſponden. 
between the Kings patty and the people of that Nation. | 
Yes tnanner at tft we arrived inthie-2y//ian Camp, and with a great fatisfacłi- 
on (1 muſt needs ſay) to the Kings thoughts \ however his reſolutions were not pres 
ently diſcover his'perfon:ſo'chacretiring into a litele Village nt very fur from the 
Arm fent me (after I had taken ſome ſmall refreſhiment) to enquire for the g/ 
rim Amba ſſadour, upon whoſe ſcore he rather ſeemed to have put his undertuli 
this dangerous adventure, then upon any abſolute confidence he could have in b 
Myſſians fidelity — — that they had already ſo often deceived him, wirhtheir 
Hir promiſes and hälſe actions; it was my part alſo in tothplements to teil him as 
much, when J had made him acquainted with the Kings arrival. As the Ambaſſador 
appeared ſomewhat amazed at the news, ſo did he not ſtick to «ſſare me, that he 
knew his Majeſty would be received by che Army with alf honour and fafety, and 
= went along with me to finde him our, where tlſe King after ſome ſew civi- 
lities, uſed this lauguage to the Ambaſſadoun. | 
Sir, faid he, as you now ſee me in a poſture far below my birth and dignity, ſo the 
Gods, to let us know we are but men, have for the preſent ſuited my perſon accord- 
ing to my misfortunes, whereby to comply the better with my neceſſities ; this 1 
hopeis ſufficient to ſhew, what a defire I have to put my ſelf into the hands of my 
native Countreymen : If either the confideration of my-paſt benefits beſtowed upon 
them in the general, or any compaiſionate reffectton upon my nafortunate ſtate at 
the inſtant, are motives ſufficient to work upon humanity, I ſhall be ſaſe here, and 
may be proſperous hereafter; wherefore, as I would not have them to'work upon 
my miſeries, for poor and contemptiblegain, fo ſhalf not I remembet'them any more 
of their former ingratitude and diſobedience; but rather let us both unite in ſuch a 
conſtant conjunction, that as by their means I may come again to be King, fo will 
they ever by fuch an act of kindeneſs oblige me to govern for their benefit: they 
camot but conſider with what little probability they can hope for any eſtabliſhment 
in Lydia, but by my means, when as already the Senate, doth not onely diſvalue their 
actions and proceedings by moſt diſgraceful and contemptible ſpeeches, but now 
that they have brought (as they believe) their affairs to a proſpetous iſſue, (whereby 
they have no more need of their aſſiſtance, and fo conſequently would be rid of the 
trouble) they not onely diſpute with them, the titles, and reafons of their own Inte. 
reſt, but even deny them the payment of their juſt due, for all thoſe ſervices they 
have performed to their advantages in Lydis. | 
As the Ambaſſadour did not make any preat reply to the Kings diſcourſe, but in a 
few complements, concerning his own ſervices, ſo did he preſently conduct him to 
his houſe for his better accommodation; where he gave preſent order, to have him 
furniſhed with apparel; and other neceſſaries, whilſt in the interim (as it was ſuppo- 
ſed) he acquainted Lycis the General, and the reſt of the Officers of the Army, with 
his arrival in the Camp: After two or three dayes time, the Ambaſſadour nor one- 


ly expoſed the King to the view of the people, but delivered him into the protecti- 
| | on 
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on of the ſouldiers; where however Lyci«s and ſome of the principall of the No- 
bility, entertained his preſence with an extraordinary outward humility; yet never. 
theleſs with certain kinde of ſad and diftruſiful.lopks and countenances, they per. 
formed their duties and reſpects in kiſling his bands, and uſing other ceremonies, as if 
they were not any way emen leſocootentiog to his, journey : The King. not- 
withſtanding he ſeemed not to take apy notice of their actions in publick, but of 
the contrary gave teſtimonies of joy and gladheſs; at the apprebenſion of his hap 
fortune; yet in private, by many words and ſighs, he expreſled his own doubts and 


opinion concerning his future entertainment; the rather, in regard they preſently 
— ſtrict guard — his perſon, though pretending it to be done for no other = 

hut for his greater honour and ſafety; however his hopes became ſomething better 
ſatisfied, for that they admitted freely to his converſations, not onely many of his 
houſhold ſervants that were come from Pb;/ade/phia, after the Town was ſurrendred 
to Farexius, but ſome of thoſe Prieſts alſo of his own faction, that were under the 
juriſdiction of the Flamins. N * . 

In this manner the King remained for divers weeks, delighting his thoughts with 
ſach recreations , as had — almoſt made cuſtomary to his nature, by continuall 
practice from his infancy , which made nat a few wonder, how be could ſeem plea. 
ſed with ſuch eriviahghings in the height of his vexations and diſtontentg. Aggin, i 
was ſpitefully laid tb his charge by his adverſaries, that he had no great prefMicein 
being cumbled from bis Throne, when as he appeared not to bave apprehenſion 
enough, to be ſufficiently ſenſibſe of what conſequence the loſs of a Kingdom was; 
but probably either he had ſo much wiſdom; as to reflect npon the uncertainty of 
all worldly things with a right conſideration, or was endued with ſuch a ſupream 
goodneſs in his diſpoſition, as perſwaded him to bear his afflictions, with no ordina -· 
ry temper and pacification. ', - - 17 BY | f 

In the interim the Myſſtaus were not idle, to play their game to the beſt advan- 
tage, both with the Senate and the King; for as of one ſide they made the Senate 

believe, they had a minde to diſpute the Kings injuries and ſufferings , both out of 
Honour and Religion, ſo did they alwayes tell the King, that he mult give ſatisſacti- 
on to the demands of either Kingdom, before they could become inſtrumentall in 
his eſtabliſnment; which drew on their conſultations to the length of many weeks ex- 
pectation, the Senate urging the delivering of the Kings perſon into their poſſeſſi. 
on, out of right and juſtice, in regard they had been onely hired in the wars and ſer. 
vice of Lydia by their money; wherefore conſequently they were obliged with a 
punctual decorum, to obſerve their commands in every thing. Of the other ſide, 
Enarchus party affirmed; that he being King of Myſſia, as well as Lydia, the Myſſi- 
ans ought to have as particular an intereſt in þis perſon and preſervation , asthe Se. 
nate of Lydia; in proſecution of which they were to ſee him again reſtored to his 
Crown and Dignity, notwithſtanding any deſire to the contrary : but whilſt theſe dif- 
putations laſted, as I my ſay, with ſome ſeeming bitterneſs of either ſide, which as twat 
chought, would inftantly bave cauſed a cruel and bloody war between both Nations, 
one Argiliza a Nobleman of Myſſia came ſuddenly from his own Countrey into the 
camp, who from the very beginning of the ſtirs had been a main oppoſer(by reaſon of 
his own covetouſneſs and ambition) of the Kings intereſt in that Nation; intend- 
ing thereby more abſolutely to govern all the Affairs of that Kingdome himſelf: 
When he arrived he preſently weat to the Councel of the Army, where he made this 
Oration. | 

Gentlemen, ſaid he, I underſtand you are now aſſembled about thoſe conſultations, 
that may belong to the Kings particular concernments; partly proceeding from the 
earneſt ſolicitation of the Syrian Ambaſſador, and partly in regard Exarc hus is now 
preſent amongſt you in the Camp: In my opinion it is more juſt and convenient, in 
the firſt place to look upon the Gods Worſhip, as in the next to minde our own pre- 
ſervations: to this purpoſe it ought to be conſidered, why we took up Arms at all in 
the beginning, to oppoſe our Prince, if now without any other condition whatſo- 
ever we ſhould lay them down, and again reſtore him to his ancient dignity, without 
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conditions ? 1 pray, remember we have made a ſolemn proteſtation to the Gods. 
as of: the other ſide a confederation with our friends; and if we break with boch, 
no doubt but heaven and earth will accuſe us as well of perjurꝝ as indiſcreti 


ever it may be a war of ſome long contention and diſpute, yet the effeRs muſt needs 
be bloody and expenoꝛful; whereas, if we go hand in band with our friends, (I 
mean the great Senate at Sardis) we ſhall not onely preſerve ſuch an amity, as pro- 
bably will make both Nations happy, but for the preſent fill our Coffers with ſuffici- 
ent Gold, to render us in Myſſia. equally rich with other Conntreys of A[i4. . 
By releaſing the King I ſay without their conſent, e give him onely power and 
conveniency, inſtead of being grateful for the benetit, to guniſh us for having been 
at the firſt che chief occaſion that made him at all ftagd, in geed of ſuch a kindneis: 
this diſpoſition of bis hath been ſuſficiently experimented in his ies , when as 
be will not fo far gratiſie us, as to put the Fl/awins ont o the Temples: Theſe reaſons 
being conſidered, I ſay, let us preſently diſpatch meſſengem to the Senate of Lydia, 
with full power and commiſſion from this Amy. nat gnely to area of conditions, 
but to conclude with that Councel, cancerning thoſe conditions and Articles which 
ſhall be thought it to be offered to the King to conſism, either hefore he be xeſto- 
red to his Crown, or releaſed from his impriſanment; ſo. hall we be pious to the 
Gods, juſt to our friends, and beneſicial to our ſelves. | 
Although there was much contradiction, aud wy diſgytes concerning this 
Oration of Argiliu; yet in regard Lyeius the General , with many others of his 
Faction, in the Councel were againſt the Kings deſires, an abſolute determination was 
prefently there taken, to ſend Argilius with ſome other Commiſſioners to the City 
of Sardis, ubereby to conclude ſuch propoſitions, as ſhould be held moſt advantage- 
able as they ſaid for both Nations; though ic was well known the My ſſians had onely 
an intention to good themſelves, not onely in the payment of that money, uhich they 
expected from the Senate, but in regard of their ſecret intentions by Euarc bus ſupprei- 
ſion, to have an equal ſhare in the government of the Kingdom of Lydia: but however 
they concluded, to put in execution their reſolution with all expedition, yet they 
till kept the King in hopes by fair promiſes of his reſtoration, as well to couzen and 
deceive his expectation, that he might not entertain new thoughts or fall upon other 
Counſels, as that he might not be irreconcileably diſtaſted with their actions, if 
they ſhould miſs of «heir agreement with the Senate of Sardis; who they doubted 
might be ſomething unwilling, to part with thoſe vaſte ſummes that were demand- 
ed; which failing, they intended to make uſe both of the Kings titles and coun- 
tenance, to proſecute their other deſigns, either in Iydia it ſelf, or any other part of 
Aſia, as there ſhould be occaſion. | | | 
The Propoſitions they offered to the Senate were theſe: Firſt , that the ſolemn 
proteſtation formerly agreed upon, ſhould be taken by every perſon of both Nati- 
ons wit hout exception, out of which not the King himſelf to be exempted: ſecond- 
ly, not onely the juriſdiction, but the very name of the Flamins, to be abſolutely 


aboliſhed, and no other rites and manner of worſhip of the Gods to be uſed , ba: 
accord- 
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according to the cuſtoms of Myſſia: Thirdly, that both Euarehus and his poſter] 
ty were ſo far to be diſinabled in their authority, that each Senate in both King. 
doms, might be ſufficiently confident of their power, whereby to be freed in ther 
own opinions, from ali danger and ſuſpition in the future: Fourthly, that ſuch ſung 
of money ſhould ſpeedily be paid to the AAyſans as was promiſed for their ſatis. 
faction; and laftly, Commiſſioners to be choſen out of either Countrey , to whom 
the common tranſaction of affairs ſhould be equally committed. | 
Although cheſe two latter Articles were fomerhing diſputed, yer it was not long 
before it vas agreed, that theſe conditions being preſented, and the King refuling 
to ſubſcribe them, he ſhould be detained as a Priſoner, and not acknowledged for a 
prince: Argylius and the reſt returning to the Camp, (whefe the King, to be ſhort, 
refuſing his Fabſcription and copſent) within a very few weeks employed for the cir. 
cumſtances neceſſarily belonging to every performance, Zuarchm was by the con- 
duction of ſome Troops of Horſe, delivered into the cuſtody of Farezizs , who 
preſently conveighed him with his own Souldiers to a fair houſe formerly belonging 
ro the Waver Lydia : Of the other ſide, both Ar gylius and Lycins marched into 
their own Countrey of Myſſia, with money and triumph, as if they had deſerved 
immortal fame, for their diſloyalty, which for the preſent muſt end my doleful ſto- 
ry, ſince the time of the day invites us to take part of a ſlender ſupper , accord- 
ing to the warning of the little Bell I bear; however before you go to bed, 1 
engage my ſelf to furniſh you with another relation, much more pleaſing to my 
thoughts, that occaſioned the late meeting of the people in the Fields, with ſuch ex- 
preſſions of joy as you beheld: fo taking Narciſſus by the hand, he led him into 
a pretty Room, where they found two or three diſhes of meat newly ſet upon the 
Table, attended onely by the old woman and the youth. After they had given 
thanks to the Gods, within an hours ſpace they e their ſupper; the cloth being 
preſently taken away, and ſome few other diſcourſes of delight fitteſt for digeſtion 
paſt over, the Prieſt . this new relation. ; 

Enarchus, ſaid be, being thus encredas I told you into a new captivity, (though 
far more nobly uſed) was conſtrained to attend the coming of the Commiſſioners 
of the Myſſiaus to Sards, for the further diſpoſure of his perſon and affairs: but 
in the interim the Souldiers, whether contrary to their cuſtom and vocation, re- 
flecting principally upon the miſeries and afflictions of the King, or rather being 
willing to make that the ground or pretenſions for their future intentions, whereby 
to quarrel with the Senate about their own diſcontents, in ſeeing the (y an 
eſteemed, and themſelves neglected, not onely by degrees began to uſe the King 

ently, but openly to complain that themſelves were ſo far from receiving rewards 
for their ſervices, as that they had not been juſtly paid their wages; when as the 
Myſſians, as they ſaid, received great ſummes of money, for doing nothing elſe 
but running away, and betraying their King: alſo they ſeemed exaſperated , to 
have them countenanced in ſetting up their manner of worſhip of the Gods, 
throughout all the Kingdom of Ly9ia, to the enſlaving, as was urged, of the Nation 
in the free liberty of their conſciences; when as the people of .Zydia , according as 
had been promiſed them, could not exerciſe their own manner of worſhip :- belides 
they ſeemed extreamly to repine that Myſſian Governours ſhould be joyned with 
thoſe of Lydia it ſelf, in the management of State affairs, that belonged properly 
onelyto the Nation: neither did theſe diſcontented diſcourſes end in this manner; 
for they daily aſſembled in private Counſels, to produce ſomething for their advan- 
rages, though they yet knew not very well what either to demand or act; however 
theſe proceedings were ſoon brought to the knowledge of the Senate, who being 
jealous alſo of their own intentions, were a great deal the more fearful of any dan- 
gerous accidents, ſo that preſently they fent meſſengers to the Army, though as 
*rwas ſaid with intentions to perſwade, yet with authority to command the Souldiers 
to a better obedience: but as theſe Officers were extreamly deceived in their ex- 
peRations, concerning their own power and intereſt in the Camp, fo were they for- 
ced with expedition to return to thoſe that fent them, with ſome terrour in their 
| coun 
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rountenances. As this for many dayes, cauſed ſometimes diſtracted Councels; 
otherwhiles more peremptory diſcourſes, ſo was it not over-long before the Senate, 
was ſaluted with a Declaration from the Souldiers ; wherein they oot onely taxed 
them, with want of juſtice and extream ingratitude, to the Army, that had fought 
ſo many Battles, and ſhed ſo much blood for themſelues and the priviledges of Ly- 
dia, but alſo preſented their conſiderations with theſe following propoſals, wherein 
they wiſht to be ſpeedily ſatisfied : Firſt, chat they might with all expedition, not 
onely be paid their juſt dues, but in a convenient time be farther rewarded accord- 
ing to their deſerts : Secondly, that no part of the Army ſhould be disbanded with- 
but their own conſents : Thirdly, that ſuch Laws and Decrees might preſently be 
eſtabliſhed, to aſſure the people of Lydia of their convenient liberties; and laſtly, 
that the Worſhip of the Gods according to the Myſſian Rites might not be impoſed 
abſolutely upon 1 or condition, Theſe demands being ſent to the Senate 
by meſſengers of their own, that before never expected to be contradicted ; much 
leſs circumſcribed by any power whatſoever , began to think, that it would be now 
their ſafeſt way, rather for the preſent to endeavour to temper the Souldiers paſſion, 
chen further either to tempt or hazzard their fury: To this purpoſe they returned 
back their meſſengers, with faithful or at leaſtwiſe feigned promiſes , that ſpeedily 
they ſhould receive ſatisfaction, according to their hearts content: Nevertheleſs the 
Army finding after ſome weeks expectation, that the Senate endeavoured, rather to 
deceive their expectations by ſowing under-hand and private faRions among the 
Souldiers, then that they intended really to perform in effect, any thing that was 
actually for their good; after they had as it were choſen Farezivs as their Captain 
General for their priviledges, as well as the Senate had choſen him for the Wars, not 
onely ſcized preſently upon moſt of the Magazines of the Kingdome ,; but alſo ſent 
ſome Troops to take the King out of priſon where he remained: Eaurchus being a 
lite le amazed at this new and ſudden attempt, as he could not well interpret their 
meaning, although *cis probable he might like well enough of their actions, ſo at the 
firſt, did he make ſome ſtand at their proceedings; yet at laſt being perſwaded of 
their fair intentions, and having of the other ſide aſſured them of his allein , they 
inſtantly carried bim in a certain kinde of triumph, through moſt part of the King- 
dom'of Lydia, until at laſt th ged himin a brave Caftle of his own, where he 
now remains (as it is believed) with a great deal of ſatisfaction; and the rather for 
that (it being ſo given out) they do not onely in an honourable manner, ſuffer him 
to exerciſe his own Rites concerning the Worſhip of the Gods, with a free admit- 
tance of all companies to beentertained, with what converſation he pleaſeth, but 
have lately invited him to ſend for the Queen and all his Children, who ſhall be as 
they ſay. joyful witneſſes of his being again eſtabliſhed \ bye Throne and Dignity ; 
and however they be ſomething ſuſpitious of the practices of the Commiſſioners of 
Apſſia, and thoſe belonging to that faction, leſt they might perſwade the Kings 

heart from the intereſt of the Souldiers, yet the better to give him ſatisfaction, con- 
cerning the opinion of his own liberty; neither they or any elſe are debarred either 
from his preſence or communication; whilſt of every (ide they have promiſed the 
common people a happineſs according to their expectations, both in their manner of 
worſhipping the gods, as well as belonging to all other priviledges, that can poſſibly 
any way appertain unto their future condition. This in truth I muſt tell you, was 
the onely occaſion of our aſſembly this day, not onely to thank the gods in the gene- 
ral for this appearing happy change, bur alſo a little to exerciſe their ancient deco- 
rums in their Rural ſports, in regard they had been for ſome time debarred from ſuch 
playes, by the rigid ſeverity of the Myſſan cuſtoms; which as I told you bad been 
brought into Lydia, by the Prieſts and others of that Nation, and at laſt was impoſed 
upon the people; as an abſolate,jnjunRion by the authority of the Senate : This being 
what I can ſay for your ſatisfaRion, concerning the preſent affairs of the Kingdom, 
wherein I fear me I have too much offended in the general, by my long diſcourſes, 
though upon the matter I do not ſee how they could have been well omitted, in any 
pargicular, ſo I hope you will now give me leave to end. After that Narciſſus bad

thanked him for the pains he had taken, and the favor himſelf had receiv d, (having pa 
away ſome time longer in other diſcourſes upon the ſame ſubject) the Prieſt calling bis 
boy to take the light, he conducted Narciſſus into his Chamber, where after a white, 
with ſome Court-complements, he left him to take his reſt, promiſing in the morni 
to ſhew him bis Library, as one of the beſt curioſities he could preſent bim withall. 
It was not very early the next morning, that the Prieſt interrupted Narciſſus, con- 
ceiving belike that his travel required ſomething more then ordinary reſt , though in 
that he was much deceived , for he was not accuſtomed to let paſ much time, without 
thinking upon his dear Chi: but at laſt coming into his chamber, he invited hi 
according to bis promiſe, to the fight of his Library. As in that place they 
over mam books of divers kindes, ſo beholding amongꝑſt other things, Maps and 
Spheres of the world, they fell in divers diſcourſes concerning the opinions of ſome 
in the primitive age, that did not believe there were any e Autipides; as alſo others 
again, that thought the Sun ſtood ſtill, and the Earth turned round; beſides, a third 
ſort of people which would not believe, but that there was another world in the 
Moon. This gave occaſion to the old Prieft to ſay, that as he would not much trou. 
ble his thoughts with the diſputation of thoſe queſtions, ſince it could no way con. 
cern, either his preſent or future being, ſo was it an unanſwerable argument for the 
immortality of the ſoul, that the Sun being of ſo vaſte a greatneſs, and of ſo excel. 
lent a clarity, no way to be known or imagined, of what matter it was made of, 
could not in all reaſon but be created for a thing more worthy then it ſelf; and that 
not appearing in this world, of neceſſity it muſt be the reaſonable ſoul ef man, and 
nothing elſe, which was at firſt ordained to be the object of ſuch an intention, in te. 
- gard that onely remaining here pretends to eternity, and ſo conſequently more wor- 
thy then all other things. From this diſcourſe, they fell to a diſputation about the 
priviledge of Arms and Learning, which of both ought to have the greater prero- 
gative in peoples efteem : Narciſſus ſaid , that as action was more noble then con. 
templation, ſinee the one did but think what the other performed, ſo in all probability 
Arms was to be preferred before Letters, in that it created really the ſubject for the 
others employment: befides he ſaid, that action did not onely nouriſh it ſelf, but gave 
life to other things, as namely Hiſtory, the worlds Looking-glaſs, and times Recor- 
der: Again, the undergoing of dangers and difficulties, as he ſaid, was a meaim to 
warm mens apprehenſions, and deſires with noble flames; whilſt Learning in a more 
obſcure way, did but hold it the beſt honour it could merit from poſterity, to remem- 
ber truly what other people did worthy of commendation ; however perhaps it ſelf 
was onely contented to lye drownedin a certain kinde of fenſuality, pleaſed wich an 
imagination, that coveted but to know thoſe things perfectly, which it never intend- 
ed at all to practiſe; ſince the Dignity of Crowns. and Empires depended not upon 
the inſormation of who poſſeſſed them, bur in having the free diſpoſe of fact glo- 
ries themſelves, for the moſt part not to be compaſſed and enjoyed, but by active 
valour ; when as Books did no otherwiſe then make relation of thoſe paſſages, like 
Generals in triumphant Chariots after the Battle, ſhewing to the people what was 
deſerved in the field, or rather repreſenting an excellent Comedian, appareld 
in moſt glorious attire , that playes to the life without wounds, the part of bim 
that acted nobly and dangerouſly againſt bis enemy. Books I muſt confeſs, ſaid be, 
are commodious pictures, to teach preſent times by predeceſſors examples, what mea 
ought to do in their own perſons ; whereas by activity and arms, we are put in pol- 
ſeſſion of the honour it ſelf: The one, as I may ſay, being onely the ſhadow, that 
may in ſome ſort ſatisfie a ſoul not ſufficiently knowing or inflamed ; like old people 
that repeat with delight their old ſtories in their youth, when they have no more pow- 
er or will to act to any purpoſe; whereas the other continues us enjoying our own 
vertues, like a plentiful and flouriſſiing Harveſt, producing variety of new fruit to che 
induſtrious Hus bandman. He further ſaid, that Letters were onely uſeful in ſeaſons 
of quiet, whereas arms could onely ſecure and protect learning at all times, to 
make it become profitable, for that mens unruly and prepoſterous courſes and acti- 


ons, were to be reſtrained and regulated, more by power then perſwaſion. This being 
aid, 
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tid, Narciſſus with a gentle ſmile, gave the Prieſt alſo occaſion to ſhew his reaſons. 
The prieſt told him, as he hoped without offeace he would give him leave to be of 
f contrary opinion, however he honoured ſufficiently the profeſſion of arms, ſo with 
2 courteous ſmile he began the queſtion alſo in this manner: Although I will not 
deny, ſaid he, but my ſelf to have been a ſouldiag in my youth , yet 1 cannot but 
ſand for the priviledge of the pen, according to reaſon and juſtice ; wherefore as 
contemplation doth not deſtroy the exerciſe of the body, ſo of the other fide, 
books render a man more capable to act wich advantage, without which, attempts 
would not be much profitable, ſince mans life is too little a ſpace to learn ſuffici- 
ently, what w-ere beſt to be done in many things: he ſaid further, that Military 
Diſcipline it ſelf, could not ſubſiſt to any prevailing parpoth without thoſe rules 
and orders, which were before thought upon, and learned by method and inſtruction; 
for that it is not onely, the running precipitately into hazzards and dangers, that 
ought to render a perſon deſervedly admired, though ſometimes blindefoſd fortune 
crown the action or attempt with ſucceſs ; but rather, when as by a knowing va- 
Jour, we have either prevented a miſchief, or procured a victory, deſerves eſtima- 
tion: A prudent and valiant General, ſaid he, goeth not ſo much into the field to 
hazzard and deſtroy, as to preſerve and overcome; which certainly cannot be ſq 
well effected, as by leaſt (laughter, and moſt policy; for although Monarchies and 
Countreys are oftentimes conquered by force of arms and power, yet ſeldom with- 
out ſtratagems and prudence can they be long and quietly enjoyed, for want of good 
eſtabliſhed Laws to maintain them in peace and ſecurity; Wars he affirmed reſem- 
bled furious windes and ſtorms chat overthrow buildings, and productions, but or- 
der and quiet like good builders, or provident husbandmen, make up again the 
breaches to fairneſs and commodity , even as a rough and harſh hand may quickly 
diſorder the ſtrings of inſtruments, for want of ſufficient skill, but it muſt be skilful 
Artiſts that make them ſound delightful co the ear: A diſorderly Commonwealth; 
ſaid he, may ſometimes neceſſarily be chaſtized with the ſword , as dangerous pu- 
trifactions, which are to be cut away from the reſt of the members, to ſave the 
whole body from periſhing ; yet good and knowing Government, muſt be alwayes 
applied as a ſalve to render the reſt again whole and ſound : In concluſion , ſaid 
the Prieſt, a State or Kingdom may ftand without war, but without learning it 
cannot poſſibly ſubſiſt; ſince Armies themſelves, that are eſteemed the very in- 
ſtruments of glorious acquiſitions, muſt, to preſerve their own being, much more 
to purchaſe them conſiderable ſucceſs, be obliged punctually to obſerve thoſe rules 
preſcribed chem in times of peace. To this diſcourſe Warciſſus onely replyed, 
ſince be had ſo well defended learning by learning, he had no reaſon any more, 
to endeavour by the ſharp language of his tongue, to deſtroy the excellency of 
the ſubject. . . 3 | 
Theſe and the like diſcourfes at laſt carrying them to dinner, (which being fi- 
niſhed, and the cloth taken away) of a ſudden the Prieſt was whiſpered in the ear 
by the little youth: Narciſſm civilly — his place to give them the more 
freedom of ſpeaking : when he had done the Prieſt told him, that he was ſent for by 
one Creſes, a young Nobleman of Lydia, unto whom he had been formerly be- 
holding, not onely for the ſaving of his Library, but for many other courteſies, du- 
ring his being employed in the Senates ſervice; who was juſt now (being come out 
of Syria) arrived in the Town hard by, from whom he doubted not, as he ſaid, but to 
have ſome relations of conſequence, to which purpoſe he did intend to bring him a- 
long with him co ſupper: He farther informed him, that he had formerly en joyned 
him to write the paſſages of theſe times, which gave his ſtudies ſome daily exerciſe: 
with this he took his leave of Narciſſus; wiſhing him to think upon what employ- 
ment he pleaſed in the interim, either in his Gardens, or amongſt his Books. 5 
Narciſſus after the Prieſt was gone, as he reflected upon Creſes arrival, who might 
bring news out of Syria as he hoped, towards the eſtabliſhing of Euarchus in his 
Throne, by which conſequence he doubted not, but the ſooner to come to the peri- 
6d of his own love; ſo of the other fide did he reſolve, upon his quitting — 
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the Prieſts houſe , to put himſelf under the command of the revolted Army, not 
knowing which other way to do his ſweer-Princeſs any conſiderable ſervice , ef pecially 
for that the King her Father, ſeemed now to be onely under the care and protection 
of the Souldiers : The next conſideration that came into his minde was, by what 
means he migh: with the leaſt ſuſpition , provide himſelf with Horſe and Arms to 
that purpoſe; ſince he durſt not diſcover his intention to the Prieft , for fear of the 
moke notice to be taken of his quality and condition: The whole afternoon in a man. 
ner he ſpent in theſ@&conſiderations, until the old Prieſt returned with Creſes in his 
company, though = he had not enformed him of any news at all concerning his 
Travels, by reaſon they had neither privacy or conveniency, in regard of the many yi. 
fits and other complements they received from the Townſmen : As ſoon as Creſes eu- 
tered the won, the Prieſt made him acquainted with Narciſſus, who was one, as he 
faid; that belonged to the Countrey of Cyra; whereupon Creſes replyed, that ag 
his petfon merited in outward appearance, the beſt reſpect that could be given by all 
civil people of any Nation, ſo was he extream happy inthe encounter, for that his 
Travels perhaps, might furniſh him with ſomething out of his own Countrey , if 
lately be had not heard from thence, of ſome conſequence : After that Narciſſus had 
returned him a furable complement , both the Prieft and himſelf ſeemed ſomewhat 
paſſionateto hear his relation , which quickly carried them all three to a convenient 
ſeat in the Garden, where Creſes without much circumſtance , uſed this diſcourſe un · 
to them, whilſt their ſupper was preparing in the kitchin in the interim. 

As it is ſufficiently known, ſaid he, how unfortunately the Princeſs Cloria (after ſhe 
was delivered out of the Caſtle by my ſelf) was carried back again to the Senate, by 
the Treaſon of certain Souldiers fled from the Battle, which Prince Thyaſmas loſt to 
the 211//ians , ſo will I onely begin my relation from my ownquitting of Lydia up. 
on that occaſion: To which purpoſe you muſt know, that ic being my intention in 
the firſt place to viſit our Queen Hyacinthia , to inform her fully of all occurancesin 
Lydia, finceT-was rendered by reaſon of that accident, altogether uncapable of other 
ſervices any way beneficial , either to the Princeſs or her ſelf, finding upon my arti- 
val in the Iſland of Cyprus, that the Queen was newly parted from thence , I had 
ſome leaſure granted me to be enformed of the late ſtrange news of that Iſland, 
which were delivered me in this manner: The paſſages I am the more willing to te- 
late for the ſatisfaction of this ſtranger. | FT 

The Dukes Daughter of that Countrey named Eretheria, one day walking by 
chance by the Sea-fide with one attendant onely , near a certain kinde of Religious 
Houſe, where ſhe was retired for her Devotions, of a ſudden caſting down her eyes 
towards the bottom of the Rocks-, ſhe might ſee ſomething lye, that however ſo 
far off ſhe could not perfectly diſtinguiſh ; nevertheleſs continuing ber looks fixed for 
ſome time upon the object, which ſhe thought according to the fancies of. her ima- 
gi nation, not onely to be a body that had been caſt up by the Sea, but that it alſo 
appeared to have ſome motion in it: So that there being in that place certain ſteps 
cut in the Stone, that afforded convergency enough for deſcent , ſhe reſolved her ſelf 
in perſon to make the experiment, wherebythe better to ſatisfie her curioſity : Where 
being arrived with her Maid-fervant, ſhe ſoon perceived a handſome young man lying 
upon the Sands, with a piece of round Timber under his body, as it were infolded with - 
in one of his armes, whilſt the other lay at ſome diſtance: This proipect however it 
ſomething ſtartled her thoughts, with a little kinde of horrour, yet her courage more 
prevailing then the natural fearfulneſs of her ſex, as ſhe.approached nearer, the 
youth ſeemed to have ſome motion indeeed, and this gave both her apprehenſion 
and charity a ſubject as ſhe thought to work upon: Wherefore preſently ſending her 
attendant to call ſome Fiſhermen at a pretty diſtance , that were mending their Nets, 
ſhe cauſed them preſently to tranſport the youth to a ſmall houſe by the Water. ſide, 
who in the interim began to recover more and more life. To be ſhort, within awhile ſhe 
applyed ſo many remedies with her fair hands to his diſtempers, that in a few dayes he 
was recovered from the greateſt part of his danger, though not altogether out of the 


erovbleſomneſs of his ſickneſs; which kept him in his bed for a very long — 
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though in a manner daily viſited by the fair and charitable Eretheria; not yet having 

elded an account to any of the accident by Sea, that was the occaſion of his being 
caſt in that ſort upon the ſhore: But finding at laſt, that he not onely had gained a 
competent ſtrength, for what expreſlion ſoever he lifted to make , but alſo that that 


faculty reſtored to him was at preſent neceſſary to be uſed for his advantage, one day 


when Eretheria came according to her cuſtom to viſit her fick patient, the room be- 
ing freed by accident from all company elſe, the youth to her no ſmall amazement 
oſecuted this diſcourſe.” | 
Alas ſweet Eretheria ſaid he, what ſerve theſe outward remedies you apply to my 
weak body, when you leave my heart ſtill ſubject to a dangerous and painful diſcaſe ? 
Theſe words ſeemed ſo ſtrange to the ears of the young Laqy, that with a certain 
kinde of amazed look, ſhe onely entertained his expeRation for ſome time , but at 
laſt apprehending a few ſparkles of love might proceed from her frequent viſitations, 
that had imboldened the youth to higher ambitions, then any way his condition 
could merit, or ſheadmic of, had drawn from him theſe exravagant expreſſions ; 
turning her countenance inſtantly into a frown, ſhe told him, ſhe was of opinion that 
his diſtracted Ipirit, by reaſon of his long ſickneſs, had cauſed him to very ridiculous 
fancies inſtead of uſing fitting reſpects: To which he ſuddenly replyed; No, no, moſt 
dear Eretheria, know that I am not mad by theſe new diſtempers, but long ſince 
wounded by your bewitching beauty; therefore as the guilt juſtly belongs unto you, 
ſo ought you alſo to take upon you the blame: For you may be ſatisfied if you 
pleaſe, that your patient is no other but your unfortunate ſervant Eamenes , pre- 
ſerved (as I may ſay) miraculouſly from the rage and violence of the Seas unkindneſs, 
to be more again tormented and endangered by your cruelty; This was enough to 
have put Erecheria beyond all degrees of wonder and amazement , ſince Hyacinthia 
our Queen had brought news of his and Prince Caſſianus miſcarriage, as (he had been 
informed by an unfortunate ſhipwrack in her company :- But when again ſhe had. 
computed inwardly in her minde the time of the accident, and the finding of his body 
lying upon the Sands, to agree punctually together, it rendered her abſolutely cer. 
rain in her belief, that he was no other then the right Exumexes : Beſides both his 
voice and countenance, though much changed by reaſon of his ſickneſs, at laſt lively 
came into her apprehenſion : So that after (he had a long time reſted Glent , as if her 
conſideration laboured to digeſt her thoughts into a method, or rather ſeeming to 
lahour inwardly by the force of many paſlions , ſhe at laſt broke out into theſe ex- 
preſſions, wherein both her words and her tears were ſufficient witneſſes of her ex- 
traordinary diſtemper: O you Gods, ſaid ſhe, muſt I be an inſtrument to protect 
murther , under the pretence of uſing charity ; much leſs certainly ought it be 
imagined, that I ſhould imbrace ſuch a love without my Fathers conſents, who un- 
doubtedly can never be pleaſea with an election of theſe oppolitions , and with that 
flew out of his Chamber with ſome violence: This gave £-menes conſiderations ſuf. 
ficient imployments, ſince he was not onely in deſpair that Eretheria would never en- 
tertain his affections, but doubted whether or no ſhe might not deliver him up into 
the hands of juſtice for a ſlaughter he had committed: but again reflecting upon the no- 
bleneſs of her nature, accompanied with ſo many rare perſections, he could not believe 
ſo pure a whiteneſs of diſpoſition like the rich Ermin, would ſuffer it ſelf to be defiled 
by any provocation to falſhood : Nevertheleſs the grief to be leſt in that manner by 
the fair Erecheria, as it were confounded in a vaſt Sea of confuſion, when as before 
he had raiſed his hopes to ſome pitch of probability, by reaſor of the opportunities he 
enjoyed, with ſome reſpects he had received from her after a tilting, continued his 
diſtempers a long time upon him; which alſo became extreamly augmented, in re- 
gard that Eretheria abſolutely forbore her accuſtomed viſits: Which cauſed her be- 
like in the interim, more cloſely to retire her ſelf amongſt the Holy Virgins , in the 
place where ſhe then remained; either being ſtruck perhaps wich the ſenſible feeling 
of the youths ſufferings (withal a little jealous of her own hopour) or the more con- 
veniently to avoid the importunity of ſuch ſuitors, that her Father had propoſed 


to her choice: However not to detain me over long in the relation, or you in the 
. hear- 
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hearing, by laying open all the circumſtances, that might appertain to ſo paſſionate 
a ſtory ; Exmenes, after he was in a ſort perfectly recovered of his ſickneſs, found 
means by a certain diſguiſe he borrowed of a young novice belonging to the order 
not onely to procure admittante into the converſation of Ererheria (who not being 
abſolutely profeſt, he might the more conveniently do) but in a ſhort time after he 
had one bay diſcovered himſelf to her knowledge, with tears, ſighs; and other ſervices: 
obtained ſome kinde of entertainment in her favour : Nevertheleſs in the interim 
ſhe conjured him, by all thoſe affections, that he could expect from her condition, 
ſo to conceal his perſon from the knowledge of any, that her Father might never 
ſuſpe& either his pretenſions, or that he was living: Eumenes although he thought 
himſelf ſufficiently honapred, chat his beautiful Miſtriſs, would in this manner allow 
him the freedom of her chaſte converſation, yer conſidering he was not much nearer 
his journeyesend by the favour, then the Suns revolution , that did but riſe and ſet, 
ro proſecute the one courſe without alteration , conceived himſelf to be in a manner 
inthe ſame predicament as tormented Tantalus; her permittance being onely reme. 
dies to Keep his thoughts alwayes in an appetite , without taſting of that fruit which 
he ſo much coveted : However his hopes were ſufficiently encouraged to keep deſpair 
from ſeizing upon his ſoul : Thus I ſay he continued enjoying though he never enjoy. 
ed, until the unexpected death of the Duke her Father, gave Eretheria full liberty (as 


| ſhe thought) to diſpoſe of her ſelf without contradiction: At theſe words Narciſu 


began to grow pale, inſomuch as the Prieſt asked him how he did? but he reflecting 
upon the neceſſity of concealing himſelf, in regard of the Princeſs Cloria's deſires, 
whereas ſhe onely upon thoſe conditions, wgs content to allow him her converſation, 
and beſides conſidering that the demonſtration of any paſſions could not again call his 
Father to a new life, told them, that as a little quame had ſomething overcome his fto. 
mach, ſo was he for the preſent pretty well recovered , wherefore deſired Creſes, with- 
out any more interruption in his behalf, to proſecute his ſtory, which made him quickly 


return to the matter in this manner: Eretheria , ſaid he, being thus the abſolute poſ- 


ſeſſor of her own liberty, as by deſcent the onely heir to her Fathers Fortunes, (ince 
her Brother Narciſſus bad miſcarried unfortunately ſome time before at Sea, as 
was ally conceived throughout the whole, Iſland of Cyprus, was preſently per. 
ſwaded by the States of the Countrey, to make election of ſome noble and worthy - 
Husband, that might be capable to execute that charge and command, that belonged 
formerly to the Duke her Father; for that by reaſon of her ſex, ſhe could not 
entirely of her ſelf enjoy the office; being willing, as they ſaid, if it were poſ- 
fible , to continue the juriſdiction in the ſame blood, in regard of thoſe extra- 
ordinary benefits the Iſland had received by the Goverpment of the late Duke 
her Father, As Eretberia could not but accept of theſe propoſitions , that 
pretended to ſo much love to her ſelf and family, after ſhe had returned them 
a grateful acceptance of their kindneſs, with all the fitting expreſſions ſhe could 
uſe to that-pirpoſe , within a very few dayes , Exmenes was produced to the conſide- 
ration of the people, as the perſon ſhe moſt deſired to affect, which without any great 
oppolition-was approved of in the general, as being a man who had not onely borne 
a long affection to the Princeſs, but upon all occaſions had demonſtrated a ſufficient 
courage and judgement , worthy of any imployment : As in this manner, he way 
created both Prince and Governour at the ſame time, fo I left the Iſland of Cyprus, 
providing not onely for the Nuptials of the young couple, but for the Funeralsof 
the old Duke; whilſt my occaſions and paſſions carried me after the Queen Hy«- 
cinthia into $yria, being thither retired as I heard after the death of Philoſtros, who 
during his life had abſolutely obſtruRed her paſſage and intention: Where being no 
ſooner arrived, but as the world had been turned into nothing but wonders, I found 
alſo Orſames dead, and his Queen newly brought abed of two Sons, which afforded 
the Kingdom of Syria an equal ſhare both of joy and forrow : This notwith- 
ſtanding ſo far protracted my deſigns, that as I had but little conveniency to preſent 
the State of our Lydian affairs to Hyacinthia with all the particulars concerning the 
Princeſs C/oria's fortunes, fo had ſhe le ſs hope her {elf to determine of any thing 
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ſpeedily, in rega id of the unſettlement of buſineſſes and Governments in Syria, by 
reaſon of thoſe new changes that had fo lately happened: So that for ſome time. 
was conſtrained to quit the City of Damaſcus, and to retire my ſelf to a more pri- 
vate place of habitation, finding at Court how unwilling they were to entertain any 
occaſion of charge and expence, the rather for that Prince eArethuſius the Kings el- 
deſt Son, was onely to be furniſhed out of his Mothers penſion and allowance: But 
long I had not continued in my voluntary retirement, but ſudden intelligence was 
ht to Court, not onely of the General revolt of the Senate of Lydia Army 
from their ſervice, but alſo that it was reported they had taken King Exarchxs out of 
priſon into the Souldiers protection. As this gave all our thoughts, freſh hopes of 
ſomething ſpeedily to be acted for his good and reſtoration, ſo am I at preſent ſent to 
him with Letters from the Queen, though to what effectual purpoſe I cannot tell; for 
chat I finde, not onely her ſelf, but the whole State of Syria, to be extreamly addit- 
ed co the My an intereſt, which I ſuppoſe the Army will never willingly conſenc un- 
to, in regard they have already ſo publickly and violently declared to the contrary, as 
having made it the chief occaſion of the quarrel between them and the Senate, which 
in effect is all I can ſay, either of my journey or imployment: Then turning himfelf 
to the Prieſt he told him, that he muſt increat his compagy to Court; and this preſent- 
ly carried them all three to ſupper. 

When they had ended, the Prieſt told Narciſſus, that although he feared his occa- 
ſions, would conſtrain him for the preſent to take a journey to Court, whereby to 
have the happineſs again to ſee his old Maſter the King, and fo by conſequerice.not to 
be longer in a capacity, to do his particular that farther ſervice in his own houſe he de- 
fired ; yer he hoped they ſhould have the honour of his company along with them, 
where he durſt undertake, bis reception ſhould be equal viith either of theirs, in thoſe 
contents they ſhould receive by ſo fortunate an occaſion. - 

Narciſſus after he had thanked him, as well for his paſt favours as his preſent offers, 
aſſured him, that as he could not but be-.extreamly joyful , at the opportunity he 
ſhould have by that voyage, again to behold his great Maſtet in ſome probability of 
being reſtored to his ancient Right and-Dignity , ſo did he wiſh him unfeignedly to 
believe, that notwithſtanding he could moſt willingly participate of his good luck, 
in perſonally accompanying them to Court, whereby to be an eye · witneſs of their en- 
tettainments, yet ſuch were his preſſing occafions (eſpecially in regard of thoſe acci- 
dents that had lately happened in the Iflandþf Cyprus) that he was obliged to make 
what haſte he could poſſible into his own Countrey , where notwithſtanding he 
ſhould ſtudy what requitals he ſhould be any way able to perform, in lieu of thoſe 
civilities he had received by his means in the Kingdom of Lydia: Theſe complements 
with other diſcourſes, continued them in communication, until the time of the night 
cauſed them all co retire into their ſeveral ſodgings; and the rather was the hafte more 
neceſſary , for that the Prieſt was to make ſome convenient prepacation for the next 
dayes journey. | | | | 

When Narciſſus was come into his Chamber, — there onely accompanied by 
his ſolitary thoughts, inſtead of ſleep he fell upon theſe melancholly conſiderations: 
Firſt it came into his minde, that he had not alone loſt a dear and loving Father, whoſe 
wiſdome would have been a continual ſupport unto him in all his difficult affairs, but 
by that unreparable loſs, he was alſo in danger to be deprived of the beſt part of his 
eſteemed hereditary honour and command, by the marriage of his Siſter with Eume- 
ves, ſince in his room he was elected chief Governour of the Countrey , in regard of 
the general opinion was amongſt the people of his own death: Vet again notwith- 
ſtanding this poſſeſſion, he had ſome h by the affection of the Inhabitants to be 
reſtored to his right , when they ſhould by his perſonal appearance, be made fully 
acquainted with the miſtake, without eicher blood or trouble; ſince as he doubted not 
of the natural affection of his Siſter Frerberia, lo would he not ſuſpect the noble 
diſpoſition of Exmenes : But when he teflected upon tlie luſtre and ſweetneſs of 
Crowns and Dignities, being once enjoyed either by ambit ious or high ſpirits, be 
conceived there miglit be more difficulty in the attempt then ordinary, and fo — |

gaencly an occaſion given of contention and ſlaughter, not poſſible to be ended 
between them without deſtruction to one or other : Beſides be doubted for the pre- 
ſent which ſeemed moſt to trouble him, that theſe ſudden changes, might ſo far alie. 
nate the thoughts and aflections of the Princeſs C/oria from his particular, that ſhe 
might be induced in the interim, to entertam the Addreſſes of (aſſiavw , that were 
moſt violently as he knew propoſed to her choice by the powerful Senate of Lydia; 
and as he imagined would be the ſooner entertained, in regard of the King her Fa- 
thers preſent. neceſſities, who by that means might hope the eaſier to come to the poſ- 
ſeſſion of his rights, eſpecially when all opportunities were afforded, either for 
couttſhips or ſolicitation; and probably could not long be reſiſted, by reaſon of her 
conſtrained condition, chat obliged her without prevent ion, to endure all aſſaults 


tbougbts, not knowing well whether he ſhould leave Lydia or not, ſo did he begin to 
think, that there being no Army in the Field that was in action, and not knowing how 
to be admitted to Cloria?*s preſence, it would be to little purpoſe longer to continue 
in the Kingdom, and therefore reſolved preſently to go for — where he ſeem. 
ed not to doubt, but that the people (if not Eumenes bimſelf) finding him alive con- 
trary to their expectation, would ſoon be perſwaded to reaſon in his behalf; and to 
this purpoſe being ſettled in his Fathers command, be ſhould be not onely able to 
bring aſſiſtance to King Euarchus occaſions, but alſo contribute much to his Daugh. 
ters releaſement ; whereas the contrary would both confirme the opinion of his being 
dead, and in ſome ſort accuſe him of too much ſloth in his own nature, for not ap. 
aring aRiver in thoſe concernments of his own, that belonged ſo exceedingly to 
2 hondbur and welfare : With theſe reſolutions he quickly fell aſleep. 

In the morning the old Prieſt came to Narciſſus to take his leave with theſe comple- 
ments, that as he had hitherto been aſhamed, that his own diſability to render him 
thoſe ſervices due to his worth, had made him want he feared ſuch entertainment as was 
fitting in his poor habitation, ſo much more ſinceie was now forced to leave him by 
the accidental journey, he was conſfrained to make to Court in the company of Cre- 

7s; but if he — deſign any longer ſtay in — — of Lydia, he ſhould take 
it for ſome part of ſatisfaction to bis foxtunes, that he would reſolve to make uſe of 
his houſe in his abſence; a place ſhould be alwayes ready he aſſured him, to afford him 
the beſt conveniency it was able for bis ahode: Which he refuſing with the like com- 
plements, they both preſently deſcended into the Hall, whete they found Creſes ready 
prepared to take horſe : After they had eat a bit or two, and performed ſome other 
few ceremonies belonging to their departure, they quickly monnted their Steads. 
The Prieſt and Creſes had not travelled: many furlongs together; ere they met with

Father, ſaid Creſes, as have already made unto you a relation of my voyage into 
Cyprus, with ſome part of my proceedings in Syria, ſo having for the preſent ſo fair 
an opportunity, I ſhall endeavour to let you know my thoughts, in many other par- 
ticulars, that I have not yet mentioned: To this purpoſe you muſt underſtand , that 
however the people of the Iſland of Crete, ſeem to profelsthe ſame Worſhip of the 
Gods with the State of Syria, yet cannot they obtain the free exerciſe of Religion, 
either from King Exarchxs or his Queen Hyacinthia; though Euarchus by the Court 
of Syria bath been preſt, not pnely to ſign all the chief Articles of the 21y/ians; 
but alſo eren to ſubſcribe to their tenents in matter of Doctrine, notwithſtanding

— in n ſo the Commiſſioners of the Aſians as I — ex- 
treamly buſie about the Kings Perſon, to the no ſmall diſcontentment of the Ar- 
my, that hath him now under their juriſdiction : The Queen when I parted from her 
at Damaſcu ave me expreſs order, that however I might complement with the 
Souldiers, and draw from them all the advantages that poſſibly I could, tending to 
her Husbands fervice , yet I muſt be ſure as ſhe told me in the firſt place, to poſſeſs 
the Ayſſtiaus with an opinion,, that Euarchus chief truſt muſt ſtill reſt in their fideli- 
ties and aſſiſtance, though he be forced for the preſent to comply with the Army, that 
delivered him out of the hands of the Senate: But here I make no doubt but you 
will ask me, why the State of Syria, much leſs our Queen Hyacinthia, ſhould be ſo 
wedded to the A4yſſi.uxs particular? when as probably they can never be brought, 
to be bearty in the Kings Affairs, ſince not onely in the beginning of theſe times 
they oppoſed his Authority, with all the eraft and violencethey could poſſibly uſe, 
but at laſt, as I may ſay, delivered him betrayed and bound hand and foot, into the 
hands of thoſe that were eſteemed by himſelf his greateſt enemies, when as he had 
choſen for his protection, rather the Myſſian Army then the Senate of Lydia and 
this expreſſion of ill nature and treachery, was onely to obtain the payment of a 
ſmall ſum of money, not to be valued in regard of a Kings ranſome : So that I ſay it 
may be ſuppoſed, they have ſome other hidden myſtery in their thoughts againſt his 
proſperity, which perhaps the State of Syria will never be able ſufficiently to under- 
ſtand, whilſt it be too late to repair the Kings loſſes onely procured by thoſe people: 
For it is well known, during the time they gave Zxarchus. the beſt hopes concerning 
their affections and fidelity, they were then by their -falle inſtruments, contracting 
wit h the Senate for his ſpeedy impriſonment, . a plain demonſtration of their harſh 
and cruel intentions towards his particular, for that when they moſt betrayed him; 
they profeſt themſelves then his faichfulleſt.ſervants, as it were ſmothering him in a 
Bed of Roſes, and killing him with deceitſul language: Whereas of the other ſide, 
theſe Souldiers that have not onely the Kings Perſon , but his Authority under their 
juriſdiction; and ſo by conſequence may either ſhorten his Life or preſerve his Dig- 
nity ,. notwithſtanding they have heretofore alwayes declared themſelves mortal 
enemies to his intereft , and proceedings, as never having had any dependency upon 
the Court or his Affairs, yet now appear to the outward view of the world, to be 
bis greateſt friends, either being converted and altered in their opinions, or more 
compaſſſonate and juſt in their diſpoſitions: Which certainly cannot but extreamly 
augment the obligations, if they perform any thing remarkable according 
to their profeſſions; but as I will not trouble you with my thoughts, what may 
be the iſſue of their intentions or actions, ſo muſt I a little diſcourſe unto you, 
what may be the ſuppoſitions of the Syrian State, that ſtems ſo much to counte- 
nance the Mi ſſiaus before the Souldiers; and to ſay the plain truth do more fa- 
your them then any other people, that have ſeemed moſt affectionate towards th 
Kings Intereſt. | 825 | * 

TFirſt you may ſuppoſe, that they think the Myſſiaus, not onely in regard that 

moſt of the Gentry and Nobility, have either command or imployment in the Ar- 

my or Wars of Syria, but the common people and inferiour forty have ſuch a 
dependency upon that Nation, by reaſon of certain priviledges granted them time 

out of minde, by way of a free Trade and Commerce amongſt them, that it is unpoſ- 

ible for them to quit their intereſt, for any other benefit that can be propoſed to their 
conſideration : And the rather for that the Court maintains alwayes fome Ambaſſa - 
dour or Agent in their Countrey, both to direct their actions and deſigns, and to in- 
form the State upon all occaſions of their proceedings; which joyned with the large 
penſions are beſtowed amongſt their Rulers, and other eminent perſons of 21yſſia, 
will prove as they believe neceſſary ties and obligations to retain their fidelities con- 
ſtant to the Syrian ends; and ſo conſequently can they never attempt the deſtroying 
or leſſening of Monarchy, but as they ſhall direct and approve of: Beſides moſt of the 
factions now prevailing againſt Euarchus Authority in 3 compoſed either of 
| B b k. ords 
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Lords or Prieſts, who are moſt commonly not ſo envious to royalty (or at leaſtwiſe a 
they may believe more to be per ſwaded by reaſon) then extravagant people, that 
have learned no rules neceſſary to Government and Order, by any manner of fittin 
education; wherefore not ſo much to be feared in their courſes and prevailing juris 
diction, if they ſhould be ſuffered ſomething too much to proſper in either proceed. 
ings againſt their King: Secondly, it cannot be doubted, but that Monarchy in the 
general, is a great deal more conducing to the commodity of the Myſſlant, then a 
common Government, either in Lydia or Myſſia; and therefore not probable 
ſhould joyn in ſuch a ſtrict amity with the Senate, as abſolutely to deſtroy the prero. 
gative, and Kingly juriſdiction of Euarchus, fince by that concluſion, they would 
neither be able to temper their own factions at home, amongf the Nobility and per. 
ſons of greateſtquality, nor have any hope to receive benefit from other Princes 
abroad in their occaſions : And whereas many may be perſwaded to believe, that 
by agreeing in thoſe deſigns, for the abſolute overthrowing of Monarchy in Lydia, 
chey might in time come to be equal ſharers in the Government of both Kingdoms; 
and ſo conſequently participate alike in the profit and gain, being the chief (if not the 
onely) thing their covetous diſpoſitions look after, ſuch thoughts are meer fancies add 
chymeraꝰs: For certainly the Senate underſtanding well the poorneſs of the Countrey 
of Myſſia, and not being ignorant of the ſecret intentions of the people, withal how in- 
ſultiug and encroaching they are in their natures; will be ſure to take order, they ſhall 
have no more intereſt in the Affairs of Lydia, then is intirely neceſſary for their own 
ſervice and commodity : So that when the A) ant ſhall finde their aims to fail in 
theſe particulars, it is to be imagined that they will not onely be perſwaded , upon 
the leaſt endeayour of the State of Syria, to fall off from the Lyaian faction, but 
even to make a War with that Nation it ſelf, for the eſtabliſhing again of their King 
in his ancient glory and command, and to that effect adhere either to Syria or any 
other Nation that may aſſiſt them in thoſe proceedings: Onely this doubt in ſome 
fort may be made, that ¶Argilius and Hyrius, who ſo unworthily have betrayed 
the Kings perſon for a ſumme of money, will never by their good wills truſt them. 
ſelves any more under his power, for fear of revenge anſwerable to their deſerts; 
and they being the moſt principal men of the Countrey, it is to be ſuſpected, they 
will have ſo great power andinfluence, over the actions and determinations of the 
reſt of the Inhabitants in the general, that they can never be brought in any kinde 
to own the Kings Intereſt to purpoſe, notwithitanding all the labour and induſtry 
of the Kingdom of Syria - But to this I ſhall onely make this anſwer , that how. 
ever theſe people prevailed in the Myſſian Army for the ſelling of the Kings Perſon, 
againſt the thoughts and wills of many, yet that very action of theirs, hath pro- 
cured them ſince ſo much hatred in their own Countrey, that it may very probably 
be believed by the State of Syria, there muſt of neceſſity ariſe daily new faction 
among them; neither want they intelligence at the preſent , that aſſures them 
that an Army will ſuddenly march into Zydie from Myſſia, in King Exarchas be- 
half: Which advertiſement I ſuppoſe is ſent them by their Ambaſſadour there re- 
maining : Laſt of all I may adde, that the Court of Syria may imagine, the Soul- 
diers who have now the King in their poſſeſſion , having no otber relation but to 
their own wills and uncertain principles, will prove from time to time as inconſtant 
in their reſolutions, -as they have been heretofore deſperate in their fortunes , and 
be rather in the general, inclinable to affect equality, then continue long contented 
to be governed by Kingly Authority or to ſay the plain truth willing to be under 
any juriſdiction whatſoever , witneſs their falling off from their command, both 
under the Senate and their old General : Beſides it is efteemed a maxime among 
their tenents, to have ſcarce dependency upon any power, neither in thoſe 
things that belong to the Gods Worſhip , or concerning other their humane acti- 
ons, pretending by ſuch conſtraint, an abſolute freedome cannot be enjoyed , either 
in minde or body; ſo that however the King may ſeem a little to revive by 
their proceedings, yet I can affure you in Syria, there is a great doubt made of the 


reality of their actions: But whether theſe opinions be grounded, either * 
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rhe perſwaſions of the Myſſiant, or upon othet more ſolid though ſecret reaſons, 1 
will not take upon me at preſent to determine; but rather ſhall expect both with 
hope and patience the iſſue, in the interim apply my ſelf to my direction and com- 
miſſion, as well in keeping a correſpondency with the Souldiers as with the MAyſſtans: 
By this time again the way began to be ſomething uneven, ſo that they could not well 
proſecute any farther diſcourſe. 1 ; 8 e ; 

At night they took up their lodging, not above half a dayes journey from where 
the King remained, and not much farther diſtant from the City of Sardis, where en- 
countering with a jovial companion maſter of the houſe, as appearing alſo faithful to 
Enare bus in his intentions, after they had accommodated themſelves to their mindes 
in their Chambers, they deſired their Hoaſt with an equal indifference to let them un- 
derſtand, as well the news that concerned the proceedings of the Senate, as that which 
belonged more properly to the Army; ſince as they ſaid, they could not chuſe, but be 
of a nature ſomething more remarkable then ordinary, in regard of the late tranſ- 
actions of both parties, which ſeemed at preſent to put moſt of the Kingdom to a 
kinde of a vaſt conſideration concerning the iſſue: The rather were they curious of 
this information, the better thereby to tafte the inclinationsof the people. | 

Truly Gentlemenyſaid the Hoaſt, as I muſt not take upon me the underſtanding 
of either of their proceedings and determinations, when as perhaps they are not 
very well acquainted with their own intentions themſelves , ſo ſhall I co ſupply that 
defect enform you, if you pleaſe, of thoſe diſcourſes that have lately paſſed in the 
Senate, concerning the Kings Government, notwithſtandigg the Souldiers have 
him perſonally at the preſent under their juriſdiction; who to ſay the plain truth, 
uſe him with that civility and reſpect, that it gives his friends more then ordina- 
ry hopes , of his ſpeedy reſtoration again to the honour of his Crowns and Dig- 
nity ; however the Gods onely know what the iſſue of their determinations may 
be: Some of the Senate would have no King at all, pretending that it would be 
toò miſerable a condition for all ſorts of people, to be ſabje& both in their 
Perſons and Eſtates to an entire Monarch, not ſuffering them ſo, much as to ask a 
reaſon concerning any thing that ſhould be done amiſs, although their purſes and 
pains were forced upon all occaſions to pay for the honour, and the pride belonging 
to the Dignity : Whereas a common Government, as. they ſay, gives a cer- 
rain kinde of encouragement, pleaſing in ſome kinde or other, to all ſorts of peo- 
ple, as having an appropriated ſhare in every action, that concerns the good or 
ill of the Commonwealth: Others again of a contrary ſpirit pretend, they are 
afraid , that if the Government ſhould be abſolutely changed to a popular State, 
though it might ſeem in outward appearance, to have mote freedome, it could 
not nevertheleſs-but be of leſs ſecurity; in that it would be alwayes fubje& to 
faction and confuſion , in regard of the inconftancy of diſpoſitions , and therefore 
are rather of opinion, that the Government remain in tlie ſame nature as it doth, 
with ſome neceſſary reſtrictions to their King: A third ſort make ſome doubt, 
how to finde out wayes to limit a Monarch in any kinde, by what Laws ſoever 
could be eſtabliſhed to that purpoſe ,” it being almoſt impoſſible to take from a 
Prince altogether the Sword of Juſtice and power, and yer ſuffer him till to remain 
in the condition of a Governour ; which in effect would be no other, then a common 
Government varniſhed over, with a glorious Title to no effect, leaving the whole 
as ſubject to faction and confuſion , as if there were no King at all; in that he 
ſhould want the authority, although he were honoured with the name neceſſary 
to that purpoſe : There were others that ſuddenly ſtarted up in the Senate Houſe, 
who imagined they had thought upon a way, toremedy all inconveniencies; which 
was to have onely a King by election, either of Exarchus Family or ſome other: 
But the propoſition was quickly anſwered with theſe doubts. That if the Prince 
intended ſhould be elected out of the ſame Blood, if not according to the direct 
line of ſucceſſion, it would endanger a new ſlaughter and faction, through the 
whole Kingdome, by reaſon of ſeverall ambitious intereſts; of the other ſide, 
if he were abſolutely choſen out of another Family 5 as no doubt but there _— 
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be many oppoſers,in the very election it ſelf,ſo not poſſible to have any of an extracti. 
on illuſtrious enough, to warrant his kindred from being a burthen to the Common. 
wealth in their maintenance and ſupport, which probably would prove a ſufficient 
inconvenience to the people; for that oftentimes juſtice would be ſold, and other 
oppreſſions committed, onely to ſupply a needy and indigent family: In concluſion, 
however many ſeemed willing again to reſtore S nurchus, and his poſterity to their an. 
cient Rights and Dignity , yet fearing in regard of their own proceedings, that they 
might be ſtrictly called in queſtion for their paſt actions, they utterly deſiſted from 
that reſolution: And notwithſtanding theſe ſeveral and violent diſcourſes, they ſet. 
tle upon no determination whatſoever; onely at laſt they ordered, the Government 
ſhould remain as it was at preſent in the Senates power, though bearing ſtill the name 
of Euarc bus, until farther conſideration : I muſt tell you, as theſe have been the dilputa- 
tions in the Councels at Sardis, both before and ſince the revolt of the Army, ſo now 
by their favours as we ſuppoſe, they muſt ask leave of the Souldiers, before they ſet- 
tle either a Government in themſelves, or take it away from others; and the rather 
am I induced to this belief, for that the common people, appear not yet much ſcan. 
dalized at the late revolt; but of the contrary, as tis thought, would be extreamly 
ſafisfied with che Souldiers proceedings, if they ſhould ſpeedilyagain turn the ſtream 
into its right courſe: However in that I ſhall ſay the leaſt that may be, until I be 
more inſtructed in the conſtitution of the world. With theſe words he ended his 
diſcourſe, and preſently took his leave; pretending ſome other company in his houſe, 
needed alſo another part of his entertainment. 
This information of the Hoaſt, gave Creſes and the Prieſt occaſion, to fall into a 
more ſerious diſputation, concerning the nature and property of Monarcy and other 
Governments , according to divers opinions and judgements, with the ſeveral bene- 
fits and inconveniencies belonging to them: The Prieſt would needs take upon him 
the defence of the Kingly part, whilſt Creſet was to be content with the more inſe- 
riour degree: Both notwithſtanding grounding theix diſcourſes, from the hopes they 
had, that the Souldiers would ſhortly again reſtore Euarchus to his Crown and Go. 
vernment: The Prieſt firſt began in this manner. , 

As Monarchy in the general, ſaid he, hath been held by Writers, to be the beſt 
and moſt abſolute way of Government, ſo ought it as well be granted, that a Prince 
by deſcent and inheritance, is the freeſt of all others from burthen and inconve- 
nience to the people; ſince the making up of new families upon every exchange, 
and the many dangerous factions would ariſe by reaſon of elections, would at one 
time or other , cither hazzard or ruine the Commonwealth ; for that all ambitions 
could never be ſuppreſt totally in every perſon , with the onely conſideration of the 
common ſafety : But that I may more particularly make good my argument, I ſhall 
endeavour from certain principles of Divinity, Nature, and Inſtitution, to prove my 
affirmation and opinion : In the firlt place, according to the example of the Di- 
vine Providence, there is but one God that made and now rules the Heavens, ſince 
if there were more, none could be abſolute, much leſs Omnipotent in any kinde, 
and ſo conſequently the Government, ſhould ſtill be ſubjeR to variation, both in 
part and in the whole; for as divers perſOhs muſt have ſeveral wills, ſo that of ne- 
ceſſity would enfound commands and diſtract obedience, whereby executions could 
not chuſe but · be protracted, to the rendering of all actions and endeavours, of no 
conſiderable force and validity to the convenient and orderly rule of the world: 
Wherefore we ſee, ſubordinate offices are appointed in every degree, by this great 
and all powerful God; every diſtinct Orb being ſo involved one within another, until 
they all become governed by the firſt motion, onely to avoid equality and con- 
fuſion: So that we may eaſily perceive by that decorum, that there is an entire ne- 
ceſſity of one Governour: As for example, there is but one Sun that governs the 
day, as another light ſhines in the night, neither of which being accompanied with 
any of equal authority or influence; as it were both pretending, to a certain manner 
of abſolute Monarchy in their ſeveral kindes of motion and luſtre: In the ſecond 
place, by the very rules of nature we have experience, that ſome one in every ſ — 
pretends 
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etends above the reſt to Dominion and Juriſdiction : As for the purpoſe, the in. 
duftrious and painful Commonwealth of the Bees, have alwayes one to go before 
them, whoſe perſon and voice they onely obey and follow, with a ſeeming care and 
extraordinary obedience : The filly Ants in like manner have their Prince amongſt 
them, who ſeems by his abſolute authority, onely to govern: and direct their labours, 
rending to unity and benefit, in their ſmall and innocent Commonwealth: ſo that 
theſe being creatures no way given to exorbitancy of will as men are, if it be neceſ- 
ſary for them to have but one Governour, much more for us who are given in a man- 
ner to nothing but malice and pride, whereby to be kept in order and regulated in 
our diſpoſitions; which certainly cannot long be without the authority of ſome 
ſingle power, that muſt not be equalled or contracted by any other: we ſee if two 
ſtrange Bulls be but turned looſe together in any paſture, their contention one with 
another never ends, whilſt one of the two have gained the abſolute maſtery over the 
other: with what extraordinary hatred and malice will two little Cocks of the 
Game, perſecute one another in blood and wounds, until the one of them have ob- 
tained the victory by the others death and ruine? Nay, example me if you can, 
any two Males of any generous kinde whatſoever , that will.endure the others ſo- 
ciety, without an abſolute ſubjection to his power and courage; as it were never 
but ſtriving till one have procured the entire juriſdiction of the place; as if nature 
by no means could admit of an equality in government; whereas of the contrary, 
the Females, as being not at all ordained for rule and command, are ſe&mingly con- 
rented with the ſociety and company of their fellows : which ſhews in my opinion a 
certain kinde of neceſſity in all governments of one onely Monarch, not onely to 
avoid faction and confuſion, but to unite deſires and induſtry , towards the wellfare 
and benefit of any Commonwealth , ſince without ſuch a known power and com- 
mand, it is almoft impoſſible to bridle and keep in order at all times, the unruly fan- 
cies and exorbitant deſires of mankinde; whoſe very nature or inclination , doth 
ſwell as it were with nothing but appetites of contention : Laſtly , concerning the 
very inftitution of governments upon earth; the firſt certainly was Monarchy ; for 
as in the beginning a man in his own private family, appeared to be the onely abſo. 
Jute Prince to be obeyed, ſo Dominions and Kingdoms became no other way eſta- 
bliſhed in the infancy of the world, but by the uniting together of ſeveral houſholds, 
either by accident or conqueſt : And though ſometimes people meerly out of ne- 
ceſlity, to keep themſelves the better in peace and quietneſs, were forced to chuſe 
and form Commonwealths, yet we ſcarce read of any juriſdiction to be entertained, 
(at leaſtwiſe to be continued for any conſiderable ſpace) but where one ſingle: power 
chiefly, if not abſolutely commanded over the who le; as if the multitude by the 
very light of nature, being led thereunto by the meer dictates of reaſon, without 
any manner of ſcience ox experience, were conſtrained to believe, that no other 
government could be ſafe and laſting , however their Lords not ſeldom proved the 
cruelleſt Tyrants could be imagined : As I cannot deny, but by reaſon of the exor- 
birancy of pernitious and wicked Princes, a State hath, been changed from a private 
to a popular Commonwealth or Government; yet ſcarce did I ever hear of any, but 
that both began and ended in Kingly Authority ; as being ftill by ſome accident or 
other, conſtrained to that election or converſion, either in abſolute power, or mixt 
repreſentation, as if ſome kinde of neceſſity required ſuch an eſtabliſhment to render 
it laſting, and convenient to the people. | 
| Nevertheleſs, ſaid Creſes, it is a moſt miſerable condition for the people, to be ina 
continual ſubjection, under the power and command of either an impotent or ex- 
orbitant Prince; for though he ſhould know what were beſt to be done, yet bis 
perverſe nature and diſpoſition, would not ſuffer him to put it in execution. And if 
he knew not how to govern, he becomes led by the pride and covetouſneſs of others: 
Again, put the caſe Government might fall into the hands of a mad man or a fool, 
what remedy then could be expected, whereby the people might in any kinde bave 
the leaſt hope of redreſs? ſince by the Laws and Rules of Inheritance, he were to 
continue ſtill without prevention and obſtacle ; which of neceſſity ſome time or — - 
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would happen, and conſequently caft the Government into the hands of ſuch as he 
ſnould chuſe, that probably were not far from his own temper in any thing: in like 
manner, it muſt be the ſame — time of the Princes infancy, being by that 
means rendred altogether uncapable either of governing himſelf or others. | 
is true, anſwered the Prieſt, the misfortune to a Kingdom is not ſmall when 
either of theſe happen: but however as no private intereſt can be ſo deſtroying ag 
general confuſion, ſo can it not be but much ſafer for a Commonwealth, to be under 
the juriſdiction of one vicious or impotent Prince, (who tis likely will be glutted 
by his exceſſes, or may be aſfifted in his Councels) then for it to be wholly governed, 
by many diſagreeing heads and factious diſpoſitions , that direct ſeveral wayes in 
their intentions and conſultations ; which of neceſſity muſt diftra& all profitable 
determinations, and at the beſt cannot but protract, if not abſolutely hinder thoſe 
executions tending to peace and proſperity ; being ſcarce to be avoided in a common 
Government, where opinions and intereſts are ſeveral inthe Rulers : beſides it is well 
known that in fuch Councels, ſecrets of the moſt higbeſt nature (for that they are 
committed to many) are ſubject to be revealed if not betrayed. 

But according to my ſenſe and belief, ſaid Creſes, ſuch a Magiſtracy might be cre. 
ated out of the whole, that when good and neceſſary fundamental Laws were agreed 
upon, might eaſily govern with ſecrecy and moderation to the benefit of the people, 
who would he pleaſed ſufficiently ,. in having the name of the election of ſuch Mi- 
niſters. | 

If you mean, ſaid the Prieſt, that this juriſdiction ſhould be eternal, it were a 
great deal worſe and more dangerous in matters of tyranny and injuſtice, then to be 
under one ſingle Prince, by inheritance, ſince he might dye, and by that means, his 
Succeſſor might. again bring eaſe and remedy; but the other aſſembly being once in 
the greater part corrupted, it were impoſſible ever to expect any redreſs at all; for 
that thoſe that ſhould happen to ſucceed, would come to their places but one by one, 
and conſequently could not have voices in number ſufficient, to countervail the opi- 
nions of the reſt, remaining in the Councel of Magiſtracy: beſides if any ſhould 
have received injury, or endured oppreſſion by the caſting voices of the whole aſ. 
ſembly, to whom ſhould he flye for remedy and redreſs? Since every one ſingly 
would put off the blame from himſelf; pretending not to have authority and power 
ſufficient, without the generality of that congregation, to repair the injured per- 
ſon; which ſeldom or never could be procured: whereas being wronged or op- 
preſſed by a Prince, or any of his Officers or Miniſters of State, it would be no great 
difficulty, to make the particular complaint underſtood at one time or another to 
himſelf; and more facile it would be a great deal, for the Monarch or Governout 
ſpeedily to afford the remedy, either in that, that concerned his own perſon , or be- 
longing to any of his Commiſſioners; for elſe he ſhould be forced to take upon him 
the blame, before the face of all the world; whereas the others actions, (that is to 
ſay concerning the particular) would be ſo involved in the dark, that it were almolt 
impoſſible to make it appear, where the fault lay but in the general aſſembly , who 
without an infinite labour could not be brought ta underſtand, much leſs to redreſs 
the grievance: And if you mean this Magiſtracy or ſupream Authority , ſhould be 
onely temporary, and fo conſequently be made ſubje& upon all occaſions to the 
election and queſtioning of the common people, what a world of inconveniencies 
would it bring ? not onely by continual factions and diſorders , in the chuſing theft 
bew Magiſtrates, but inthe very ſpice and heart-burning, would be occaſioned there. 
by amongſt the people, being carried on to this election, by a certain conceived great- 
neſs in their own opinion, that might render their rude ambitions extreamly unſatis- 
fied, if they ſhould be at any time croſt in their choice; with a thouſand other incon - 
veniences that I cannot mention. a | | 

Vet ſaid Cyeſes, although ir ſhould be granted, that in thoſe paxticulars you have 
mentioned, Monarchy were to be eſteemed the moſt convenient Government of all 
others; however it cannot be denied, but that the common people are in that la- 
very under ſuch a juriſdiction, that they cannot poſſibly l ve hearts ſufficiently af. 
| fectionate 
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ſectionate to render them entirely induftrious , towards the profit and good of the 
Commonwealth in the general, in regard that however they toyl and takes pains in 
abundance, they can never attain to any places of dignity or reſpect in the King. 
dom, either to content their thoughts or advance their eſteem; whereas in a popu- 
lar State, the meaneſt is in the ſame capacity of preferment, as the higheſt born perſon 
in the Countrey. : =— 8 | 
Although this be true, ſaid the Prieſt, yet the defect proceeds not from their natu- 
ral unhappineſs, but from their diſability or want of knowledge, in regard of their 
deficiency in education, which inconveniency and defect, they will as well ſuffer in a 
popular Government, as ina Kingly Authority, ſince no worthy perſon whatſoever 
is debarred from preferment in a Monarchy, if his induftry and parts can merit the 
. honour and advancement; and although he ſhould in any kinde miſs of his expecta- 
tion, yet it would not grieve him ſo much to be under the juriſdiction of the No- 
bility, that are by birth and extraction above his condition, as to finde himſelf much 
ſubordinate and inferiour, to thoſe of his own rank and quality; to be efteemed of 
all others moſt irkeſome to humane nature: ſo that you ſee it is but meer fancy, 
that engenders theſe conſiderations and opinions: Beſides there are other inconve- 
niences and omiſſions appertaining to à popular Government; as for example, it 
ſeldom or never prefers or rewards worthy perſons , according-to their deſerts and 
merits; when as for the moſt part ſmalleſt crimes and defects, are puniſhed by moſt 
fearful and horrid ſeverity ; proceeding either from envy or jealouſie, which is the 
occaſion that oftentimes, when Generals, Commanders, -or States-men have procu- 
red a ſufficient intereſt and eſteem amongſt all ſorts of people, whereby to be able to 
contend, doubting their own ſafeties from the Magiſtracy, they enter preſently into 
ſuch rebellions, that either turn the Commonwealth into a Tyrannical Monarchy, 
or occaſion at the beſt ſo much blood and laughter, that every Subject thereof hath 
reaſon enough to fear his own loſs, if not general tion; whereas a Prince 
being of ſo emitient a condition himſelf, not to be equalled by any of what quality 
ſoever, hath no cauſe to be envious or ſuſpicious: Again, the Prince hath a more 
nearer intereſt in his Countreys good, then all his Subjects beſides by way of perſo- 
nal honour, wherefore a greater benefit or loſs attends him in every thing that is 
acted, ſince he creates not onely the Officer that commands or executes; but enjoyes 
the profit or diſprofit of the ſucceſs, whereas the people in a Commonwealth receive 
it but in the general, no one man being able to appropriate any publick action parti- 
cularly to himſelf; which is a principal motive to enduce the Prince, to attend ear- 
neſtly the proſperigy of the Government, becauſe he may be ſaid truly to eſteem it 
his own, which no other perſon can do in what conſtitutions ſoever , if there be 
others in equal authority with him; for joyat intereſts, will never take ſo much 
the "uy and opinion of the owners, as thoſe which are ſingly appertaining but to 
one onely. | | | 
Well (ſaid Cre/es) although I ſee upon any terms, you will needs have a Monarchy 
to be the beſt Government, yet nevertheleſs I muſt not have a Prince altogether un- 
limited, as it were threatning a kinde of a fearful apprehenſion of Tyranny to his 
people; by which means they would be hindred, from endeavouring induſtriouſſy, 
either the common good or their private welfare: but rather I ſhould wiſh a King, 
in ſome ſort bound by Laws Fundamental, eftabliſhed by a laudable conſtitution at 
the firſt ; however not to be ſo ſtrictly chained up, that he were left no power or pre- 
rogative at all, without his Subjects leave, or beſo let looſe to his own will and plea- 
ſure, that he might injure and oppreſs his people as be lift ; that is to ſay, to have 
the Government to enjoy ſuch a mixture in the whole, that the Subjects might not 
be oner. bold, to approach his preſence without an awful reverence, or he to be puf- 
fed up with a vain opinion, (by reaſon of his dignity) that the Kingdom or Common- 
wealth was beſtowed upon his condition, more for his own uſe then the good of his 
people. Nor I neither ſaid the Prieſt: whereupon being called away to ſupper, they 
faddenly broke off the reſt of their diſcourſe. | 
The next day about noon they arrived at Court, or rather was it to be called a

Camp, ſince the Souldiers ſeemed to bear all the ſway, notwithftanding others had a

F When Emnarchu was informed, not onely of their arrival, but that Creſes had 
brought him Letters out of Syria from the Queen, he with a great deal of paſſion ſent 
preſently for them into his preſence : upon their entrance they found him ſeated in 
a kinde of a confined Majeſty, Farf&ixs being on his right hand not far from his 
perſon, and a little below him ſtood one Hercrombrotus his Lieutenant General, a man 
that ſeemed to carry not onely deſign, but policy in his countenance : about them 
were placed many common ſouldiers in the nature of a guard; however expreſſi 
more then ordinary freedom both in their looks and demeanor : Creſes after he had 
performed his wonted reverences, approached the King with a humility , anſwerable 
to his titles, though not his condition, preſenting him with the Queens Letters, 
which Euarchus haſtily taking out of his hands, read them with tears in his eyes; 
and then asked him ſundry queſtions, both of his wife and ſon Prince Arethuſiu; 
wiſhing withal, he might once more have the happineſs to enjoy their company in 
Lydia: whereunto Creſes ſoon replyed, that he did not doubt but that the gods ere 
long, would to that purpoſe be favourable to his pious intentions: Truly, ſaid the 
King, turning at the ſame time to Farezsz , this brave Commander doth give me 
more then probable hopes to this effect: but Farexius made him no other anf et, 
then by a kinde of humble bending of his body, ſeemed to intimate a — in 
any thing to comply with his deſires. 

Having for ſome time thus diſcourſed together in publick, the King (alſo taking 
notice of the old Prieſt with more then ordinary affection) led Creſes into an out- 
window in the ſame room, that was ſheltred from the view of the common people, 
by large Cuttains that reached to the ground, where after they had continued for 
the ſpace of an hour in private conference, the King calling unto him Farexius, uſed 
this language, with ſuch a look, as might procure compaſſion from the cruelleſt tyrant 
in the world. 

Farezins Maid he, as I have ſufficient experience of your civilities , ſince it was my 

fortuneto be abſolutely under your juriſdiction, ſo cannot I but preſume upon 
the continuance of theſe courteſies, finding your nature to be both noble and con- 
ſtant : wherefore to this purpoſe I would have you know, that it is not alone my own 
deſire at this preſent, to have ſome comfort and conſolation by the fight and con- 
verſation of my children, kept ſo long from my poſſeſſion by the power of the Se- 
nate ſitting at Sarda, but alſo have received conjurations by theſe Letters from my 
wife remaining in Syria, if it be poſſible ſo far to procure my own information con- 
cerning their particulars, that I may give her a true account, both of their comport- 
ments and education, whereby the better to ſati: fie her motherly affection and natu- 
ral inclination: when the King had ended this ſupplication, ſo far (as I may ſay) be- 
neath his dignity, though conſonant in ſome ſort to his condition, Fareius aſter a 
ſhort paufe returned him this anſwer, 

Although I muſt confeſs your Ma jeſties deſires, are grounded upon all the princi. 
ples both of nature and morality, yet you muſt be pleaſed likewiſe to know , that at 
preſent, I finde my owt power and intereſt ſo far weakned in Sardis, by the prevail- 
ing faction of the Myſſiaus, that I dare not be over-confident of any requeſt I ſhall 
make in your behalf; eſpecially for that I am neither aſſured to continue Kill the 
Senates General, or can procure thoſe Senators to be puniſhed , that with ſo much 
violence, exclaim hourly at that attempt of ours concerning your releaſement : but 
nevertheleſs if you pleaſe, chat Creſes now in communication with you, may be em- 
ployed as a meſſenger to demand theſe conditions, I ſhall procure him as large a 
commiſſion as poſſibly I can from the whole Army to that effect; and being denied 
by the Senate any of our juſt deſires, we may adde your authorrty to the willingneſs 
of the Souldiers, to force them from the oppoſers: As theſe motions were quick- 
ly embraced by the Kings apprehenſion and conſent, with many thankfoll 
expreſſions , lo Creſes wanted neither courage nor loyalty , to take upon him the 

execu- 
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execution, to the beſt advantage both for Exarchus ſervice, and the Armies profit. 
When Creſes arrived at Sardis, and had with ſome eloquence and more judge- | 
ment, delivered his meſſage, being again retired for about half an hours ſpace, he 
received theſe anſwers to every particular from the Senate: Firſt it was cold him, 
that whereas it was deſired, the Kings Children might not onely perform their na- 
turall duty to their Father by a ſpeedy viſit , but might alſo for ſome conſiderable 
time, remain in his company and converſation , (however they conceived it againſt 
the rules of State policy, to have any (ſingle perſon pleaſured before the publique 
good) yet that Farexius ſhould ſee how much they valued his Requeſt, the Senate 
had determined the children might make a journey to that effect, upon aſſurance 
iven for their ſafe return after ſome few dayes of ſalutation: Again, whereas the 
enerall ſeemed to deſire, a continuation of his power and command under the 
Senates authority, they not onely granted him his own demand, but wiſht Creſes 
to aſſure Farexius, that as they had never any intention to out him of his office, 
contrary to his own conſent, ſo would they ever be moſt ſenſible of his brave and 
allant ſervices: but for the propoſition, that concerned the accufation of ſome of 
their fellow Senators, they conceived it a derogation to the high places thęy held 
in the Commonwealth, to have them ſo much as ſuſpected, much leſs ro ſuffer them 
to be brought as guilty MalefaRors before any other Tribunal) then their own, 
being perſons (as they ſaid) whom they had found moſt true and faithful to the com- 
mon intereſt : Nevertheleſs they condeſcended by way of perſwafion , to cauſe 
them voluntarily to leave the Kingdom for ſome ſmall time, whereby the better to 
allay the rage and diſcontents of the Souldiers, until they could be fully ſatisfied in 
their endeayours and fidelities : Theſe anſwers did but in part give content to Cre/es 
expectation, eſpecially for that the Senate ſeemed, not onely as he conceived, to put 
on a kinde of more then ordinary inſolency in their demeanors , but withal did not 
ſo much as take any notice at all of Euarchus dignity , or that they intended any of 
thoſe reſpeRs for his ſake. | 
Though.Creſes with a great deal of indignation, had attended their delibera- 
tions, yetthe was content with ſome humility , to beg leave to viſit the Princeſſe; 
which being obtained, he found her ſeated in a melancholly Room, that had no more 
light beſtowed upon it, then what was meerly neceſſary , for the performance of 
choſe ſervices due to her condition; her perſon being ſhut up in a black Couch, 
ſo obſcured with divers Curtains, that ſcarce could her rare beauty be otherwiſe 
diſcovered, then as the fair Moon, ſhadowed by too many black clouds; however 
now and then as the Princeſs moved, there appeared bright and gentle rayes of thoſe 
perfections. which could not be altogether hid; in this manner being admitted to 
kiſs her white hand, with many ſighs, and not a few tears, ſhe aked of her fathers 
bealch, with ſome other circumſtances: But the uncompaſſionate guard, would not 
ſuffer her to be ſo punctual in her queſtions as ſhe deſired, until at la} Creſes was ſe- 
parated again from her preſence, by thoſe watchfull ſpies, that had the neareſt cu- 
ſody of her perſon, who belike as guilty men, feared Treaſon in their very looks; 
ſince no words were uttered, but what they underſtood; ſo that he was conducted to 
the Caſtle gate, onely by Roxaya's ample complements, inſtead of her Miſtreſſes 
more full expreſſions. | a 
But however the Senate had made theſe large promiſes during Creſes bis preſence; 
yet afterward upon other conſiderations, they not onely denied the Princeſs Cloria 
acceſs to her Father, being unwilling belike to hazard fo precious a Jewel out of 
their cuſtody, but thoſe Senators accuſed of Treaſon, with the City of Sardus aſſi- 
ſtance, within a very few dayes beſet the Senate Houſe by multitudes of their faction, 
not onely denying to ſtand to the former Orders, of giving Farexius poſſe ſſion of 
the Caſtle of the Ton; but alſo profeſſing, they would not conſent to their own 
baniſhment, alledging that the General rather deſerved to be puniſhed as a Traitor, 
for having made fo unjuſt and inſolent a demand, then themſelves to be judged 
for any crime; who were not onely thus liberal in their language, but cauſed the Se- 
nate to diſannul their former Decrees. | nh 
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The news of this inraged inultitude , was quickly brought unto the knowledge 
of the whole Army, and ſo conſequently to Farezins; who aſter he had for ſome 
hours conſulted with the reſt of the Officers, reſolved to march towards the Walls 
of Sardis, where after a ſhort ſiege, and no great ſlaughter, the proud inhabirangs 
yielded abſolutely-to his mercy, whilſt the chief Magiſtrates of. the City, iſſued ont 
to give him friendly entertainment, finding be had the greater party in the Town; 
In this manner with a moſt magnificent triumph, they brought him to take poſſeſſion 
of that command, that before with ſome obſtinacy they had x&fuſed , and afterwarg 
moſt ceremoniouſlyconduRed him to the very Senate, in which place be was received 
with new honours. 3 i | 

Cloria having notice given her of the Generals intention to viſit her, began 
to conſider with what reception ſhe ſhould entertain his preſence , ſince he ap- 
peared 10 her thoughts not onely one, who had lately conquered the whole 
Kingdome by his proſperity ; but ſeemed at the preſent , to graſp the very fate of 
ber, Father; and therefore believed, ſhe was not to receive him in her accuſtomed 
ſad poſture, leſt he might interpret it, either a contempt of his power, ora ſorrow 
for his fortune: ſo that ſhe commanded her Chamber to be adorned with Hang. 
ings of green Velvet, belonging to the Kings Wardrobe, embroidered with 
compartments of Gold, wherein was wrought the ſeveral Armories of her Ance. 
ſtors of both ſides, divided by certain colours of rich cloth of Tiſſue, interwoyen 
with ſuch vagiety of beautifulflowers, that it ſeemed the Princeſs had placed her 
ſelf in a delicious Garden, to give Farexius the more delightful welcome; which was 
encreaſed by her own ſweet countenance , ſeated upon a Bed of the fame Livery, 
choughtheinſide differed in invention, however it exceeded in curioſity , wherein 
with artificial needlework, was deſigned the ſtory of Venus and Adonis, and with that 
lively art, that the bluſhing anger appeared ia the boyes cheeks, at the laſcivious car- 
riage of the Queen of Love, whilſt in other places he ſeemed to have put on a ſmi- 
ling countenance , that he had broke from her forcible embracements: bur that 
which was admirably expreſſed in death it ſelf, accompanied with a lively ſorrow, 
was the amazed grief of the Goddeſs, when ſhe beheld her flaughtered Servant 
lying in his own blood, torn with the rude Tusks of the ſavage Boar , and his de. 
jected followers, ſeemingly confounded at the object: Nor wasit little leſs pittiful, 
to behold his poor Dogs here and there diſperſed, as if alſo they apprebended their 
own loſs, by their maſters deſtruction. Over the chimney was a large picture of moſt 
encellent workmanſhip, wherein was ſet forth the baniſhment.of proud Tarquin by ' 
his enraged Subjects. * 

As ſooggs Fare æius entred the room, he pauſed a while (being ſurprized with 
an entire amazement) before he approached the Princeſs, as if he apprehended 
ſome fear of Sacriledge in attempting ſuch an appearing Deity; but being invitel 
by a gentle ſmile, that afforded not onely a greater encouragement to him, but 
aka grace to her own Beauty, he advanced with flow ſteps to perform tho 
Reverences due to her Diguity, which at laſt bronght him to that diſtance, that 
gave her conveniency to ac him concerning her Fathers ſtate, in which demand ſhe 
put on ſuch a look, that ſhewed ſne deſired ſomething (though in words ſne begged 
nothing) that eaſily lay within his power to grant. But the Gods ſeemed too 
cruel! to make her a mendicant, 'whoſe perfections deſerved rather to have ſuffi- 
cient authority to command allhearts: However, the General, as if at the preſent 
he underſtood little elſe but admiration, fora long time anſwered: not her queſtions, 
which gave occaſion to Cloris againto redouble her, paſſion, with other interro- 
gations upon the fame ſubject; ſothat Farexiutat laſt breaking through his amaze- 
ment, told her, that he was in as proſperous a condition, as the unfortunate affairs of 
the REY would permit, wherein. he hag employed his beſt ſervice with all 
Loya ry. ; 22 * Th 

This anſwer ſcarce gave ſatisfaction to the Princeſſe, ſince ſhe conceived Fare 
zins had deſigned his whole endeavours for the preſent eſtabliſhment of the 
King in his ancient Dignity , and therefore turn'd away from his ſight with a av 
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ile tears in her fair eyes; which, being perceived by the General, he humbly be- 
Ps to put off all ſadgeſs from ber heart, for chat he did not doubt, but 
proſperity would: ſucceed to her Father, according to his merit, and her own 
wiſhes ; however the iſſae, as he ſaid, muſt be attended yet with ſome patience; ſince 
firſt the Souldiers were to be paid, who had ſpilt their blood freely for the Darcy 
of their -Countrey ; and the common people in like manner . muſt be ſatisfied, 
that had hitherto paid for the purchaſe. But what the ſweet Cloria would have 
anſwered to this diſcourſe could not be known, ſince Faregius occaſions call'd . 
him fuddenly away from her preſence into the City, not ſo+much to receive 
thoſe Triumphs prepared for his further entertainment, as to procure money for 
his Army. + | | 
ThSugh the General continued ſome violence againſt the rich Town of Sards;, 
in impriſoning their chief Officers; as alſo in cauſing thoſe Senators which be 
had formerly accuſed to be ſent into baniſhment, yet the affairs of Euarchus became 
no whit more amended, ſince he was not onely ſtill detained as a Priſoner , thougli 
with ſomeching a greater'liberty and freedom, but the Senate was permitted to 
preſſe his patience , with thoſe former propolicions they had ſent by Argylius 
prejudiciall to his Crown, and in truth to the abſolute taking away of all his. 
Royall Authority, which gave occaſion of many diſcourſes amongſt all ſorts of 
people: ſome ſaid that Farezins was in love with the Princeſle Cori, and by that 
means endeayoured to force the Kings conſent to the Marriage, whom he thoughc 
elſe could not be brought to yield to ſuch unequall Nuptialls; much leſſe would 
his Daughter be won, to give up her perſon to thoſe diſadvantages , who had 
been Courted by all the great Princes of Aſia with multitudes of glorious 
offers. Others; again believed, the contrary faction began to prevail, and had 
by ſome means either bribed Færexius to their party, or out- witted his deſigns: 
Neither wanted there a third Company that imagined , the people grew wea- 
y of their own ſufferings, by reaſon of the Armies free quarter, ſuſpecting the 
Generals power and intentions, onely to make himfelf and his Souldiers mighty, 
without 1 their Liberties and Proſperity; For a teſtimony of which as 
they ſuppoſed, the Nobility carried the chief ſway in the Senate Houſe, contrary to 
their deſires ; however certain Trybunes were choſen in the Army, to prefer the rights 
of the ordinary Souldiers, and common people. | 2 
Whilſt theſe thoughts, or rather fancies| were toſt go and fro, almoſt in every 
mans boſome ; for chat the whole Affairs of the Kingdome were at a ſtand, and 
Euarchas ſeemingly no nearer his enlargement then the firſt day he was impriſon- 
ed, nay, farther off in moſt opinions: Rexana one morning, according to her 
cuſtom (being troubled with more fears then ordinary; for that the Princeſs her 
Miſtreſs, appeared to her imaginations,” not a little concerned in the buſineſs , ſince it 
was not improbable, but ſome ſparkles of loye joyned wich Fare ius ambition might 
be obſtacles againſt the Kings proſperity) came to entertain her ſelf, within certain 
Groves belonging to the Caſtle , which were ordered into many delightfull walks, 
that here and there croſſed one another, for the more conveniency of the Company, 
that ſhould frequent them for recreation ; where long ſhe had not remained, dil. 
puting with her doubts and hopes, but ſhe met accidentally with Cre/es , who ſeemed 
to be there with the ſame intention: they both appeared pleaſed. at the encounter; 
whereupon Creſes quickly asked her after ſome ſhort ſalutation, what (he thought of 
the ſtrahgeneſs of theſe times, ſo much changed contrary to both their expectations, 
when as they looked rather for the King to have been royally received in Sardu, then, 
to have been ſtill continued a priſoner, much leſſe to be preſſed with new pro- 
poſitions diſhonourable to his perſon, and deſtructive to his Authority. Truly 
my Lord, anſwered Roxane; a3 my thoughts are in a Wood about the actions of 
the times; ſo no doubt but ſome myſtery waits upon the iſſue, however I muſt 
confeſſe my fears outgo my faith, in any good they mean the Kings power, 
ſince both the delayes uſed, and much more theſe Articles preſented, are no good 
Omens to Euarc hut proſperity; but take off rather that glory which — 
| Cc 2 hou 
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ſhoald have obtained to himſelf, if he had made the Kings reſtorat ion to his Rights 
his firſt and chiefeſt work; ſince by his power and authority, the reſt of the neceſſary 
affairs of the Kingdom, would in all probability have been better and ſurer ſettled, 
when an have carried with them both Law and Juſtice, You are in the 
right Madam, faid Creſes, wherefore if I may not be thought over tedious to your 
patience, I will diſcourſe to you ſome things which I have not onely heard from 
the Kings own mouth, when T laſt waited upon him; bur other obſervations 
I took when 1 was in Syria, ont of which you may make what conjeRures you 
pleaſe. So taking the old woman by the hand, he led her to a little Banquerti 
houſe, not far off for the more privacy; where, after they were both ſeated, he mai 
unto her this relation. as 
Madam, ſaid he, firſt you muſt underſtand, that Zxarchus the King is oppoked in 
his juſt Government, or rather legal authority, by four factions, that for the pre. 
ſent ſeek to undermine one another, all having abſolutely in their hearts, caſt off 
their obedience to the Kings Perſon and Prerogative. The Senate ſtrives with vid. 
lence to maintain that Juriſdiction, it hath extorted from him ; as the ſian 
endeavour out of a high covetouſneſs, to be ſharers in the Government and Riche 
of this flouriſhing Kingdom, neither wants the Army pretentions, by reaſon of the 
ſervice they have done in the late Wars, to claim reward and ſubſiſtance. And 
laſt of all, the wealthy City of Sardis, in regard it hath for the moſt part. fur. 
niſhed che Souldiers and Councell with money, requires to be made a free Town; 
that is to ſay, to depend upon no ſubjection, but what Magiſtrates created by 
themſelves ſhall preſcribe. This contention of all ſides, is the chief occaſion 
as it is thought, that makes every thing at a ſtand; whilſt in the mean time, tbe 
people ſeem to cry out, being over-burthened with oppreſſions and payments, which 
in the end certainly cannot but turn to an abſolute confuſion, ſince there is ſcarce 
poſſibility left to fatisfie all parties: And thus much ſhall ſuffice for the common 
ſtate of things. Hi tals A. 
[Now concerning the proceedings of Syria, which I have moſt from the Kings 
own mouth, be pleaſed to underſtand , that when he was forced: to aſſem ble this 
great Councell, that hath proved ſo unfortunate to his happineſs; there was ſent 
into Lydia fromPhiloftros an Ambaſſadour, as Euarchus imagined for his conſo. 
lation and aſſiſtance, againſt the violent proceedings of his Senate, but pre- 
fently after his arrival , he was ſo far from complying with the Kings occaſions, 
that he kept a frequent correſpondence, with thoſe" perſons, that ſeemed molt 
to oppoſe his Authority; inſomuch, as the King was conftrained at laſt with ſome 
violence, not onely to forbid him any longer attendance upon his perſon , but cat- 
neſtly to deſire the State of Syria, to recall him home from all further employ- 
ment in Lydia, which ſettled the thoughts of Euarchus in ſome quietneſs, whill 
his own victories over his diſobedient ſubjects, and the death both of Philofror 
and Orſames, gave the King more then probable hopes of à finall and happy 
ſucceſſe ina his enterprize ; which was again in a very ſhore time, to reduce all H. 
dia under his lawfull juriſdiction: But belike che State of Syria following the ſawe 
maximes of Government, under the young ſon Orſames had left behinde him, 
contrary to all humane expeRation, ſent preſently after the death of Orſames a0- 
other Ambaſſadour to Euarchus, not onely anew to invite him ro break the League, 
which he ſtill continued with the King of Egyps, but to allow his conteſting Senate to 
be a lawful and continued Councel, by his abſolute a pprobation; thinking belike, that 
it would better conduce to the affairs of Syria, to have Euarclus power limited, then 
to ſuffer him to remain in his bigh prerogative? But thefe demands the King' moſt 
violently and diſdainfully refuſing, the Ambaffadour not 'onely with ſome ſeeming 
diſcontent took bis leave, but as it was choughtinvited the Myſſians again into Lydu, 
which hath been as you know the reaſon of Euarebur overthrow, ſince the Senates 
ſingle power had never probably prevailed againſt his fortune and ſacceſs;however the 
buligeſs did not yer reſt : for after the King had notwithſtanding ſtruggled withiafi- 
nite difficulties, to make good ſtill his declining Cauſe, (his fon Arerh»/fus Forces alſo 
# being 
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being deſtroyed in many ſer Battles, who after fled into · Syria to the Queen his Mo- 
—— Euarchus was forced to put himſelf under the — of 2 Ar. 
my; yet with ſo little benefit to his affairs, that in a ſhort time after he was delivered 
in per on into his Enemies hands, who created him with all manner of 'hardneſs, until 
che Army cook him violently from that juriſdiction: As this Madam, is the fad par- 
ticulars I can relate unto you of the Kings misfortunes and captivity, ſo may you very 
well make conjecture of the conſequences, bs vi. n 
'- Rexaxa after ſhe had thanked him for his diſcourſe , wherein as ſhe ſaid, he had 
made her acquainted with ſome paſſages, ſhe never underſtood before ; yet he ſhould 
oblige her much more if he would be pleaſed to deliver his opinion, what might be the 
intentions of the Syrian State, in thus deſiring to leſſen, or rather in outward appea- 
rance to overthrow the Monarchy of Lydia, lince the example ſeemed of a danger. 
ous cauſequence for its own Government, for that thoſe Subjects might alſo fall up- 
on the like pretences. | 5 
Truly anſwered Creſes, what I can ſay of that Theam is, that either they think it 
more convenient for the glory of Syria, to reduce all Kingdoms but their own into 
Commonwealths, whereby theirs might appear to Aſia the onely Empire: Or they 
have an intention co make a conqueſt of ours, by reaſon of thoſe multitudes of divi- 
ſions they ſee ariſing amongſt our ſelves ; or perhaps they aim to ſet up Prince Are- 


' thus in his Fathers Kingdom, becauſe he is of the Syrian Blood, whereby they be- 


lieve they ſhall purchaſe both honour and friendſhip, . 

But if I chgught I ſhould not prove over harſh in my unpoliſht language, whereby 
too much to injure your patience by my tedious relation, I would diſcover yet a ſtory, 
though acted long time ſince, that in my opinion, hath been the original of the fad ef- 
fects of this laſt War: It will prove the longer, in regard it roucheth the proceed- 
ings, not onely of the Kingdom of Lydia, but the Countries of Syria and Myſſia, 
that formerly bave been all three inter woven in dangers, ſlaughters, and Civil Broyls, 
by the ſpightful proceedings, and factious maximes , of a certain Prieſt called 
Herenzius. ; | 

Roxana glad to entertain any conveniency that might inſtruct her farther ,. in the 
Myfteries of theſe unlucky times, although many things ſhe had read of Herenxius 
violent ſpiric, told Creſes, that as no language proceeding from his lips, could prove 
tedious to any ear how ignorant ſoever; ſo did ſhe not doubt, but the conſequence 
of the preſent affairs, required rather ample ſtories, then ſhort deſcriptions , which 
gave him a ſufficient warrant to uſe his own pleaſure, both for the manner and matter 
of his diſcourſe, until his endeavours produced this following relation. f 

You muſt know, ſaid he, that this Prieſt Herenx ius ſome years ſince, when all the 


| world ſeemed to yield obedience to the great Flamis of Delphes, as the onely Oracle 


upon earth to preſcribe the manner of the Worſhip of the Gods, ſuddenly ſtarted up 
in the Kingdom of Syria, who by reaſon of an ignominious puniſhment he had under- 
gone (as twas reported for a hainous offence committed againſt Humane and Divine 
Laws) began violently to fall out with Heaven and Earth; inſomuch as in the firſt 
place, be quarrelled with the form of the Ser vice to the Gods then uſed z and in the 
latter, he denyed Kings and Princes Obedience, or rather Loyalty from their natural 
Subjects: To this purpoſe to execute his malice againſt all authority, becauſe he had 
luffered by it; and withal thinking again in ſome ſort to recover his loſt reputation, 
in doing notable actions, how wicked ſoever, of a ſudden flew to a certain Town upon 
the Confines of Arabia, whoſe people had newly, not onely diſobeyed their Flamin, 
but caft off their Government to his Authority, which quickly gave him admittance, 
with his Doctrine, ſince they knew his opinions ſaited with their deſigns : yet being 
father friendly entertained, then perfectly eſtabliſhed by their welcome, his inſolenc y 
and pride in a ſhort time, baniſhed him again from the City, ſeeing he could not thety 
temper in his firſt entrance; and ſo remained until the fear of the Inhabitants, of 
coming once more under their old Government, for that they underſtood their Prince 

pared for a Siege, conſtrained them, not onely a new to defire his company, where- 


y to be aſſiſted by his Councel ; but were forced to binde themſelves by * 
Jath, 
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Oith, to ſabmit abſolutely? their wills to his inſtitutions. With theſe conditions he 

became fully poſſeſſed of that power, that gave bim opportunity, both to govern 

as he pleaſed, and inſtruct as he liſted, until he had fitted all their thoughts, for the 

impreſſions of ge „by che eloquent language and cunning practices he uſed , 
ed 


which in a hort time o proſpered, that many diſciples were found of ſuch toward 
diſpoſitions, inſt by bis principles, that he ſent many of them alſo into other 
Countries, to poiſon the peoples loyalties , ſince obedience is the mot aſſured tye, 
that probably warrants the ſafety and proſperity of Kingdoms.But theſe men having, 
as 1 ſaid, taken their journeyes with theſe intentions, the firſt prevailing progreſs they 
made, was in the Countrey of Myſſia, where finding ſome diſeontents already ingen- 
dering between the young Queen then reigning, Grandmother to Euarc hus, and ſome, 
factious and:atnbitious Nobility , ſoon introduced their new and dangerous opini- 
ons, into the hearts of the common people; by which means the Lords became alſo 
ſo powerful by their aſſiſtance, that the poor Princeſs in a ſhort ſpace, was forced 
to quit both her Kingdom and Life, (a Tragedy too pittiful now to be related) whilſt 
the Rebels took poſſeſſion of her Authority; from which uſurpation proceeds Ly. 
dia*s miſeries, ſince by a continuance of the ſame deſires in thoſe people towards her 
poſterity, they have now filled this Kingdom wich tumults, troubles, and blood, the 
better to make good their on juriſdictions , fo. unlawfully purchaſed in former 
times: But however, theſe opinions of depoſing of Kings, and altering the Wor. 
ſhip of the Gods, prevailed entirely in Myſa, by reaſon of thoſe crafty and faQi- 
ons actors that Here ius bad ſent; yet his Doctrine found not ſo ready acceptance in 
| the Kingdom of Lydia, for that the Queen then reigning , endeavoured againſt the 
* violence of all their endeavours, both to conſerve Monarchy, and maintain their Fla. 
mius, though the State altered many tenents in Doctrine; until the late agreements 
of each Nation to oppoſe Euarchus in the ſame deſign, contrived an accord to extir- 
pate in effect both King and'F/amins : This may paſs my diſcourſe to the Kingdom 
of Syria, that bath not onely formerly borne part in the ſuffering, by reaſon of theſe 
opinions ſowed in the world, but hath been a principal occaſion to give the Aſians + 
protection, by whoſe power uarchus hath been chiefly deſtroyed. | 
To which purpoſe you muſt underftand , that although Herexius other meſſen- 
gers, could not ſo eaſily beat down the ſtrong Walls of Monarchy , eſtabliſhed by ſo 
many ages in Syria, againſt the power of great Armies alwayes kept in pay by that 
Nation, yet oftentimes they filled the whole . — with moſt lamentable ſſaugh- 
ters, to gain entrance for their opinions, and freedom for their Doctrine; inſomuch 
as the Prince himſelf then governing, finding the Temples overthrown, his Countrey 
ſpoiled, and his Subjects deftroyed by the fury of the contention , was forced at laſt, 
ſo far to give way to the Herezians Religion in Syria, that they had not onely grant- 
ed them, a free exerciſe of their Conſciences throughout all his Dominions, but many 
fortified Towns were delivered into their hands; wherein they put their own Garri- 
ſons, to ſecure better this agreement, which both afforded him peace, and ſeemed to 
give them ſatisfaction for — : however; every year almoſt after (notwith- 
ſtanding theſe benefits) produced new ſtirrs by that faction, to the diſquieting of the 
Kingdom; that gave ſufficient cauſe of vexation to many good Princes, ſince they 
could not be aſſured of the nf of their obliged Subjects; nor of the eontinus- 
tion of their own proſperities, when neither graces could win them by reaſon of the 
ſpleen they bore to Monarchy, or power could compel them in regard of thoſe Forts 
they had in their cuftody. Ed 2; 
But to be ſhort, before the great and wiſe Favourite Philoſtros durſt take 
upon him the huge worke he intended, which was to ſuppreſs the gloriouſ- 
neſs of the Egyptian Empire, he imagined he could not be abſolutely ſafe at 
home, and ſo conſequently not fitted for ſo large a Conqueſt , as long as he ſhould 
leave behinde him in his own boſom ſo eminent a danger, as thoſe he eſteemed law- 
leſs Subjects in Or/ames Kingdom, knowing they would upon all occaſions, be ready 
to joyn with Forreign Forces, to overthrow their own Kings Government, there- 
fore reſolved firſt before he undertook any new deſign, to ſubdue their power, — 
| 5 abſolute 
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ſolute obedience of his great Maſters juriſdiction, as in times paſt it had been to 
ne of his predeceſſors ; to which purpoſe he not. onely ſuddenly befieped the ſtrong. 
eſt Town they had in Syria, but within a ſhort ſpace, left them never a Fort in the 
whole Kingdom, that was not conſtrained to deliver pp the Keyes of its Gates, to 
the will and pleaſure of fortunate Orſames, who began to grow great in the opinion 
of the world, by the conqueſt of his own Subjects, that were accuſtomed to give ſuf- 
ficient imploy ment to other Kings. | | 5 
However, after that PHiloſtros had made this ſpeedy progreſs in glory, as well 
as in ſecurity for his Maſters apparent advantage, both in quieting bis Subjects at 
home, and terrifying his Enemies abroad, which proved mighty advantages for 
thoſe deſigns he had contrived in his politick brain, becauſe it was not conyenient, and 
ſcarce ſafe to tontinue deſperate diſcontents info dangerous a body, that had vaſtly 
ſpread it ſelf through molt Countries in Aſia, whilſt his thoughts and endeavours 
were otherwiſe to be imployed , he began by little and little, to ſmooth his brow to- 
wards that Sect, and at laſt not onely aſſured them of his abſolute forgetting all 
faults paſt, but made many of them chief Officers and Commanders in that Army, 
orſames provided to go againſt the Egyptian Forces, wherein be craſtily procured a 
double commodity to his affairs, the one in winning a party he had good cauſe to ſuf- 
pect, and the other in rendering them ingaged in the quarrel he intended againſt $9. 
raſtros; beſides he was moſt aſſured, that they would fight with ſpleen againſt that 
Religion by nature they moſt hated, fince the Egyptian of all others were held moſt 
obſequious to the Rites and Ceremonies of De/phoas , which alſo was a means to binde 
the Myſſians to the Affairs of Syria, ſince no Nation or people in Aſia, profeſſed 
more violently the ſame Worſhip of the Gods introduced by Herengius, and exer- 
ciſed by his followers in Or/ames Dominions; which were not onely reaſons to tye 
Philoftro; to that Sect, by all the fayours he could procure it in his own Countrey, 
whereby to make them ſerviceable in the Wars he had with Sorafros, bur by that 
means gave countenance to the Ay ſſians againſt Euarchus their lawful Prince; which 
by conſequence afforded the Senate of Lydiaconveniency alſo to ſuppreſs his power, 
that they might not ſeem to go leſs in juriſdiction in maſtering their King, then thoſe 
people they had bought with their money, onely to N ſo that by this 
means the Favourite gave work enough at home to Euarchus, that he ſhouſd not 
have the opportunity (although he might have the will) ta aſſiſt the King of Egypt, 
which the policy of every Nation requires according to ſome opinions, when a Prince 
is not able to make good his party againſt another prevailing Monarch. „ 
This Madam, as I ſay, hath been the fate of theſe mighty Kingdoms, onely troubled 
by the cunning induſtry of one factious and ambitious Prieſt, as if the Gods had ſent 
him into the world to let man ſee his own frailty; and the rather for that S arc haus 
not many years ago, appeared ſo glorious and fortunate in his Government, crowned 
with a flouriſhing proſperity, in Wife, Children, Peace, and Power, that be was not 
onely the abſolute envy of all Aſia, but ſeemed to catry in his hand the arbitration of 
the world; being now caſt down into ſo low, and I may call it miſerahle condition 
by alittle faction of his own people, that he is not onely depyed to be a King, but 
deprived of the comfort of all that ever was his, with an addition of a ſharp and 
laſting captivity, according to the diſcretion ſometimes of his meaneſt Subjects; 
whilltin the interim, Honour, Love, Juſtice, and Gratitude ſeem tobe aid aſleep in 
the deep.center of the earth: other Princes qnely watching to their qwn prepoſte· 
rous ſpleen, not conſidering how ſoon it may be their fortunes, to fall under the ſame 
Fate, for that all men naturally covet liberty: With theſe words he reſted ſilent with 
his armes acroſs, as if yet his imagination went higher then his tongue was able to 
expreſs. This diſcourſe gave the old woman alſo ſome leaſure to ſhed a few tears, in 
conſidering the Kings mis fortunes. LE e ee 3 
But as he was proceeding farther, they were both interrupted by the ſadden arrival 
of the little dwarf, who told Roxana, that be had been a long time ſearching her all 
over the Park, to infofm her, that the Princeſs was newly deſcended into the Garden, 
to take fome recreation before dinner, and defired earneſtly her company, to 12 part 
. ome- 


e 
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ſomething of conſequence to her knowledge : This gave Roxana no more opporty. 
nity, then civilly to thank Creſes for thoſe informations he had given her, profeſſin 
again ſhe was inſtructed in many things ſhe had never heard before, that might afford 
light, as ſhe ſaid, to her comportment and converſation, ſince ſhe was daily to diſpute 
with ſome enemy or other in Exarchus quarrel , and withal deſired him he would be 
pleaſed, to put ona reſolution often to accompany her in that place, not onely for 
her better information, but for her Miſtriſſes conſolation, which you may be ſure waz 
a tickling motive to invite Creſes to the ſervice, being perſwaded, the Princeſs ſhould 
partake of his diſcourſe ; and love ſpeaks the moſt effectual language, though it 
want never ſo much probability to enjoy. | : 

Roxana when ſhe came into the Garden, ſhe found the Princeſs retired into a cloſe 
walk, defended by interwoven branches of green leaves from the Suns oppreſſion, 
which alſo obſcured her in ſome ſort from the ſight of her attendants, fo that the 
old woman had occaſion given her by that retirement , to believe new accidents had 
cauſed the ſolitude: Wherefore approaching at a nearer diſtance, ſhe might perceive a 
paper in Cloria's hand, whilſt ſhe ſtood (till lifting up her fair eyes to the Heavens, 
then again caft them down upon the ground,and in this poſture advanced two or three 
ſteps, with a kinde of a violent motion: This continued Roxane the longer before 
ſhe diſcovered her being there, until the Princeſs turning that way, ſhe was neceſſarily 
invited to preſent her ſelf; however ſhe had not come near her by a few paces , but 
Cloria with a deep ſigh, inſtead of other expreſſions, caſt her the paper ſhe held, 
which the old woman preſently reading, found it ſpake this matter, 


Madam, as 1 ſhould not for a long ſeaſon , have omitted thoſe ſervices due to your per.

Roxana after ſhe had read the Letter, ſtood ſtill ſometime in a Muſe, until at laſt 
232 ſhe broke ont into theſe words: Truly Madam, ſaid ſhe, as I cannot but 
ſmile at the former part of the writing, ſo muſt I needs wonder at the latter, ſince it 
ſeemeth as prepoſterous, Prince ¶ aſſiamuu ſhould after a long ſilence, attempt your 
love, when he remained quiet during the Generals ſuppoſed greatneſs, as it appears 
ſtranger to my choughtꝭ, the King bath now removed his Quarters , when he was 
ſoppoſed ſecure in Farecius protection. But alas, ſaid Cloris, I rather marvel whither 
my Father can poſſibly be fled to purchaſe more hopes, for that all the Kingdom is 
probably our of his juriſdiction; therefore I ſhould be glad to flatter my ſelf with 
ſome opinions, that the deſign was undertaken upon good grounds. As I cannot pro- 
miſe that anſwered Roxana, yet certainly the King being ſo wiſe, would never have ven- 
tured upon ſuch a dangerous attempt, without long conſideration, and aſſured friends 
to conduct him to his journeyes end; yet if I may rove according to my wilde imagi- 
nation, either he is gone into Syria, ſince I cannot believe he would any more truſt 
his perſon with the Myſſiant, who have divers times deceived him; or is invited into 
Crete by his Subjects there in Arms againſt the Senate, the better to make. good their 
cauſe againſt the new dias Forces, preparing to bring them ſpeedily under ſubjecti 
on. The Gods will be done, ſaid the poor Princeſs, but I fear the worſt: Theſe diſ- 
courſes brought them to the reſt of the company in the Garden, to make them alſo 
ſharers of the unexpected news. OR AY T

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Foraua the next morning had ſcarce lea ſure given her ts welcome the day, wheti 
ſhe was advertiſed by a meſſenger ſent from Creſes, that within two hours "bas he 
would attend her if ſhe pleaſed at the B. gs amongſt the Woods, not 
onely to finiſh out the reſt of their diſcourſe, but allo to let her know other paſſages 
worth her acceptance. The old Matron conceiving , it was ſome intelligence more 
particular concerning the Kings departure, ſent him thanks, and promiſed with all di- 
ligence to wait upon the ſummons, which ſhe performed a pretty while before {recs 
arrival, that gave her opportunity to examine her own imagination; hut it was not 
long before ſhe was interrupted by his appearance, which with a few ceremonies ſeat- 
ed them both together as the day before, whilſt Creſes uſed this language. | 

Though I may ſuppoſe (ſaid he) you have heard ſomething of che Kings departure 
from under the protection of the Army; yet perhaps you have not as yet been en- 
formed of the reaſons and particulars of his retirement; or rather I may call it an 
eſcape”, ſince he was perſwaded it would be for his better ſafety : Roxana confeſſing, 
ſhe knew nothing of the manner much leſs the cauſe , though common fame had 
brought rhe report to her ears: C reſes gave her this farther account of the paſſage; 
according to the relation he had from an officer intruſted in the ſervice as he ſaid. 

The King, ſaid he, (being not onely ſuſpicious of the ſecurity of his perſon, by rea- 
ſon of the many diviſions of opinion in the Camp; ſome defiring a Prince, others 
none; eſpecially conſidering the diverſity of humours amongſt the common Soul- 
ders, who generally laboured for an univerſal equality; as alſo being credibly en- 
formed, that unleſs he would preſently condeſcend to thoſe propoſitions formerly 
ſent unto him, with the addition of ſome priviledges demanded, that were more de- 
ſtructi ve to his Crown and Dignity, he ſhould infallibly be murthered) was conſtrain- 
ed to this ſadden retirement; however I muſt tell you theſe rumours were given out 
as *rwas believed, onely to fright him to ſeek another ſtation, where he might be 
again impriſoned with ſome colour and. better ſecurity , as pretending his intention 
was to eſcape out of the Armies juriſdiction and power: So that the poor King 
finding cauſes enough for a ſuſpicion , acquainted two. of his ſervants, both with 
his fears and intentions, who to be ſhort, perſwaded him to fly to an iſland upon 
the borders of Caria, where remains as Governour a valiant Commander, though 
formerly imployed by the Senate, yet at the preſent was conceived to be wholly at 
the diſpoſe of Farexius aud the Army: This Captain they aſſured him — be 
entirely faithful to his deſigns , though upon what grounds I can neither inform 
you or ſatisfie my ſelf, ſince the conſequence proved otherwiſe ; for no ſooner 
was the King arrived under his juri ſdiction, but he entertained him, not onely 
with a ſad and ſowre countenance , but after be had ſecured his perſon in the Caſtle, 
and ſent away his two Officers, he preſently gave information to the Senate of 
all the proceedings, deſiring further directions in what manner he ſhould be treat- 
ed, though he carries ſtill in his demeanour, a kinde of a reverence to his dig- 
nity : All theſe paſſages as I told you before, I have from one of thoſe perſons 
newly returned, that accompanied him in the journey; with this advertiſement 
alſo, that before the Kings departure from the Camp, he left in his Chamber 
under his own hand, the reaſon of his fears and his eſcape : All which Madam I 
may ſay is in ſuch a miſt, that no leſs a knowledge then ſome Divine Oracle, can 
inform us concerning the certainty of the myſtery; onely we may be confident, 
that Euarc hus hath imploy ment enough for his courage and patience. At theſe 
words Roxana wept again, with the very ſenſe of the Kings dangers and miſeries: 
Nay faid Creſes, his ſufferings of all fides are ſo extream , that notwithſtanding be 
hath ſent to Farexius, and offered to accord every difference and intereſt in the 
Kingdome, being heard; yet neither the General nor Senate will entertain the mo- 
tion, or allow him that priviledge, fearing belike he ſhould ſpeak too much rea- 
ſon to render his Subjects ſatisfied, whereby they might be endangered, to loſe that 
authority, which now they poſſeſs without contradiction. Bur ſaid Rox4va , why 
do the common people defire violently no King, ſince uarchus ſhews ſuch teſtimo- 
nies of his goodneſs ? Truly ſaid Creſes , as that opinion in - General is — 

| | iD ince 
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ſince all be not of that faction, ſo of the other fide, there be too many that wiſh 
an univerſal equality, not — the confuſion it would bring upon the whole 
Kingdom, being as it were bewirched with an ignorant pride; for moſt of them by 
ſuch a parity , would be in more ſlavery then they are now, ſince they could never be 
capable of any command, and neceſſarily muſt obey thoſe , that would govern with 
more rigour , though elected from among themſelves: Beſides they are now fo 
weary of the Senates rule in the ſame poſture , having had ſome experience of their 
managing affairs hicherto, that they believe their own cure, can proceed from nothing 
but deſperate change, which is incident to all diſtempered mindes ; ſince they, that 
could not be well under Ex«rchs peaceable Government, wherein they enjoyed all 
wealth and proſperity (though no doubt but there was ſome abuſes) certainly now 
will not reft ſatisfied , when they fhall feel nothing but want, oppreſſion, aud 
inſtability; beſides many fear, that things are not yet at the worſt , when ſo many 
contrary intereſts with violence ſeem to contend. - Theſe diſcourſes brought them 
both at laſt in diſpute , whether active valour , or paſſive courage, were the greater 
vertue, in that uarc hus ſeemed to poſſeſs them both in a high kinde. But Creſes who 
had a dainty wit, defended the latter with theſe arguments: Firſt ſaid he, before we 
can well conſider with what hath been the Kings ſufferances, we muſt right ly ftate 
his misfortunes, which will appear to be the greater, when it is well known to the 
world, he hath alwayes ſhewed courage in the Wars, by venturing boldly his perſon 
upon all occaſions, as alſo cloquence and judgement. both by his Pen and Language, 
when thoſe faculties of Art and Nature were thought neceſſary and uſeful , a plain 
demonſtration that he wants not ſenſe and knowledge, fully to apprehend his 
own oppreſſions; and the rather may it be ſo thought, for that thoſe who have moſt 
gained by his favours, the ungrateful Mypſſians, with ſome others of his own Court, 
have been the chief inftruments , or rather I may ſay the onely cauſe that have depri. 
ved him, not onely of the priviledge of his Royal Crown, but of all the perſom 
happineſſes he enjoyed in his proſperity ; beſides his want of liberty now at laſt to 
make up the full Cataſtrophe of his mifery ,. none almoſt giving ear to his complaints, 
or pittying his captivity , though they have ſeparated him from his beloved Queen, 
in whoſe beauty and vertues he took an unſpeakable felicity , as alſo the comfort of 
beholding his ſweet Children, being a real part of himielf , which the Gods and na- 
ture have ordained to man, as a humane right; accompanied with the detention of 
his revenues, that ſhould maintain him and them] beſides proſecuting him with as 
many ſanders as they can invent. 

This Madam as it may be ſuppoſed, being the true condition of Euarc bus misfor- 
tune, it may eaſily be conjectured, his ſufferings are equal, if not go beyond exam- 
ple; and yet his noble heart holds out ſtill to endure as you ſee, what malice can 
invent without breaking; who notwithſtanding offers love, mercy and patience to 
his whole Kingdom and worſt injurers: things being in this poſture, I ſhall proceed 
to the making good of my promiſed argument; which is, that paſſive courage is a 
greater vertue then active valour, if my diſcourſes do not ſeem too tedious for your 
more neceſſary imployment. 

As J muſt call the Kings conſtancy a noble Fortitude, ſince he hath neither ſubject 
of hope, nor object of diverſion, ſo certainly is it the higheſt magnanimity for a 
Prince, to ſuffer patiently and without confuſion from his own Subjects, that owe 
bim duty and gratitude , for thoſe men that hazzard their lives freely in deſperate 
ſervices, either aim at Victory or Conqueſt, by which they intend to purchaſe gain 
or glory which enflames their bloods with continual agitation, that ſcarce gives 
leaſure to reflect upon the dangers, much leſs time for cold and apprehbenfive conſide- 
ration ; and yet we ſee, ſuch have for the moſt part need of noiſe of Drums and ſound 
of Trumpets, to waken their courages, or lay aſſeep their fears, to continue them the 
better in action; whereas ſuffering hath nothing to help or comfort it, ſince the minde 
is ſtill prepared to entertain the miſery it ſuſtaineth, with a pale expeRation of the 
ſameor worſe, when as I ſay, it is known it muſt be endured without hope, having 


no diverſion : like a perſon ſick in the night, wanting objects of variety, _ 
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| that ſeaſon longer and his torment greater by much then in the day time; for where 
the minde is kept bigh by ambition to compaſs ſomet hing it coveteth, ic hath power 
enough in — to hold up the body from falling to its e center the earth, 
where naturally it inclines: But being without comfort, ff a man do not make 
ong uſe of his noble part his ſoul, to maintain his courage and reſolution, the 
ſuffering or captivating of fleſh and blood, will render a man quickly totally over- 
come; and that is the reaſon, that long and tedious perſecutions ; have deſtroyed 
more competent ſpirits , then ſharp and violent tortures , ſince they were prepared 
for the one with expeQation , and onely wearied by the other with continuance. 
We know that old men ſtrive more greedily , to preſerve their lives that ſhort time 
they are to live, then young men in their moſt flouriſhing years; becauſe diverſity 
of proſpects operates ſo much in youthful boſoms, by reaſon of continual activity 
tending that way, that they have not leaſure to ſettle their imaginations upon 
horrid apprehenſion ; when old people have ſo much time to think ( wanting 
power of action) that the object which. is natural, appears often before their 
to fright them; and ſo fares it with a perſon that onely ſuffers , in com- 
pariſon of him that doth both ſuffer and act together: Wherefore that per- 
ſon hath need of a double courage, becauſe there is nothing to accompany his 
thoughts of variety or diverſion ; for certainly ic pleaſeth a man rather to contend 
for his life, though he know he ſhall be deprived of it, then co loſe it without any 
ſtrife at all; which ſeems to be the caſe of Euarchus, fince they will not ſo much as 
permit him with reaſon to diſpute his rights, but force him unheard to deliver up his 
Crown; and more grievous a great deal is his condition, in that he appears to be 
leſt of all choſe friends, that have been moſt obliged to his goodneſs. What is the 
reaſon that a Delinquent upon the Scaffold, is accuſtomed to have his eyes banded be. 
fore the ſtroak of death, but to take away from him the apprehenſion of the blow, 
which he knows he ſhall receive? When a valiant Souldier in the Field without ſha- 
dow, will charge againſt a thouſand Weapons, with as much certainty of deſtructi- 
on, becauſe the ones actions frees him from the others terrour : All which ſhew, that 
a ſad expectation of an ill, augments the ſuffering ; when a diverſion by imployment 
of the body, or buſying the ſenſes by diverſity of objects, take away that apprehen- 
ſion that makes any danger or miſery exceſſively horrid ; as for example, men for 
the moſt part are put to torture in uncouth places, where there is nothing but ſilence, 
or low whiſperers, to render the ſufferer more ſenſible of the pain, by the quieting of 
the imagination; and ſo it fares with ſuch as paſs through dark places, being afraid 
of every ſmall ruſtle, when in the day time, the ſame way perhaps is pleaſant : So 
that as without doubt, all ſmart, grief, and diſcontents, is encreaſed by want of action 
and too much leaſure for conſideration ; ſo I muſt conclude, that it is a great deal 
eaſier for a perſon to dye fighting in the Field, though he ſhould be cut aſſander ina 
thouſand pieces, then to endure a long and tedious captivity, which is C uarc hus pre- 
ſent condition; inſomuch as at laſt, if he ſhould in ſome ſort yield to this cruelty, I 
muſt not finde fault with his courage, but if he gain the Victory, I ſhall eſteem him a 
miracle of nature, 1 5 
As I will not, ſaid Roxana, go about to diſprove your arguments, grounded upon 
ſuch reaſons, and more, delivered by the known authority of your excellent judge- 
ment, ſo of the other ſide I could wiſh, the King had ſome Counſel to aſſiſt him 
in theſe difficulties, beſides his own capacity and courage, (ſince it is impoſſible, 
but humane nature at the length will be tired with over-much ſuffering ; and by con- 
ſequence fail for want of true information: I am of your opinion ſaid Creſes ; but 
ſuch is the crafty ſpight of ſome, that they will permit none to be about the Kings 
Perſon, that dares loyally afford him any profitable conſolation , becauſe they may 
the ſooner bring him to conſent to their defires: Yet replyed Roxana, it is not well 
known what thoſe deſires are, ſince they never durſt for all 1 could ever learn, pub. 
lickly declare their intentions, but do as ic were in a dark miſt, | endeavour to 
. Poſſeſs the people, that the King refuſeth ſomething he is obliged to grant for the 
good of his Subjects; by which means they ſtrive __ maintain their * 
|, 2 an 
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and opinions amonglt the common ſott. It is ſo Madam ſaid -Creſes ; however, ſince 
you ate fallen upon that point, I ſhall let yoa know how far the King hath yvt con- 
diſcended co their duns, whereby the better to diſpoſſeſs the people of that belief, 
they are petſwaded to have in the Senates integrity; though I verily think, they now 
more feat their power, then truſt their intentions; for whereas not many dayes ago, 
they propoſed to Emarchw, to have the power of the force of the Kinghom for ten. 
ry years, both by Sea and Land, the King bath yielded to grant them that juriſ. 
Aion during his life, though not for that term; which appears now to be the great. 
eſt difference between them, ſirſte the Senate ſeems not content with this offer 4 
Whereupon the M). aus have lately put out a furious declaration againſt the Senate 
ng the King to ſuch unreaſonable conditions: In good earneſt anſwered Roxane, 
I cannot tell, whether I have more cauſe to ſmile at the ſeeming tidiculouſheſs of theſe 
proceedings; or be amazed to ſee men grown lo fooliſhly untea ſonable, ſince Baar. 
chas appears to my undetſtanding, to be willing to part with more from his own 
hopes, then what che Senate requires; fot that if he grant the power of che King. 
dom out of his hands during his life, it gives more aſſurance to the Senate, that he 
intends no more to reign, thea if he bad quitted his power, for ſo many years onely, 
fince he might have ſome thought ro over - live that preſcribed term; again for the 
Ay ane, I wondet moſt of all at their new loyalty to their Prince, when they have 
been, as 1 may ſay, the onely cauſe that bath made him no King, chough now aney, 
they ſeem to deſite to re-eſtabliſh him in his ancient Authority; which certainly can 
not be but upon other deſigns of advantage to themſelves, more then for Care bur 
proſperity. | | ds 
Truly Madam ſaid Creſes, in the general it is as you ſay , but yet there are ſo many 
myſteries hid under theſe proceedings, that they are capable to deceive the ſharpeſt 
judgement, if ſome light be not given by information; wherefore you muſt know, 
chat both Eumchut and che Senate know very well, that the conſequence of all the 
affairs chiefly depend upon the aſſurance of the ſafety of the Kings Perſon , ſince he 
can never hope to be again re-eſtabliſhed in his riphtful Authority, but either by the 
humours and inconſtancy of the common people, who when they finde the Kings 
abſolute oppreſſion brings no proſperity to them, will probably become exaſpera. 
ted againſt the Senates proceedings and power, or by an unreconcilable difference be. 
tween the Senators themſelves , who may moſt command, when they ſhall finde no 
other juriſdiction to oppoſe chem : both which in all likelibood will conduce to che 
Kings benefit, if he ſit quiet ſometime under his injuries, which I conceive to be the 
reaſon, that he hath in out ward appearance yielded ſo much to their demands. And 
for the Myſſi aus perhaps by this oppoſition , they would perſwade the world to a be. 
lief of their integrities, as if at the firſt they conſented not to the Rings hard uſage, 
whereby to obtain a greater patty, not onely in the Kingdom of Lydia, if they have 
an intention to diſpute their own profit, but in other Countries if they mean to make 
War upon our people, becauſe they cannot be ſharers in the Govetnment as they ho- 
ped, the onely caule certainly of the now ſeeming quatrel: So that in my opinion, 
Euarchus hath done like a wiſe and politic Prince, in ſeeming not to contend, where 
he was ſure not to prevail; eſpecially ſince by the diſpute, he might have endanger- 
ed thoſe hearts chat will now be of his ſide if the occaſion be offered, either out 
of pitty to his ſufferings, or out of hate to the Senates Goverument: And beſides, 
i is to be conſidered, that no Act be ſhall paſs in this condition of conſtraint, can 
- binde either himſelf or poſterity by all humane and Divine Laws, if his Sword ever 
become more powerful. In the mean time, the Senate will ſeek to preſerve the Kings 
Life and Perſon with their beſt care, ſince their own authority falls entirety by bis 
death, which as I ſay is the reaſon, they deſire more a term of years in the cotitinus- 
tion of their required Government, then the *deretminable fate of the Princes life, 
- becauſe they may have alwayes the liberty to preſs him to new conditions, if they 
finde by experience, they have not yet obtained ſufficient , ſince they ſhall not-needto 
fear the vectations of his perſon, may bring any hazzard upon him, 
-Teannot deny, ſaid Roxana, but cheſe reaſons are ſuffitient to render the 8

But the Princeſs after ſhe had made an end of her Muſick, began with many com- 
plaints and more ſighs, to blame abſent N zrciſſns for his too much negligence in his 
Love, ſince, in all this time of her laſt reſtraint, he had not found as ſhe ſaid ſome 
dilguiſe to viſit her perſon, though he might want the power to procure her liberty: 
which ſhe continued with a certain paſſion ,. until Roxana not onely chid her for 
thoſe fad expreſſions, that as ſhe told her had deſtroyed in part the raviſhing delight 
of her Song, but ſeemed unjuſt in accuſig her ſervant, that had ittſo many dangerous 
adventures; ſhewed alwayes the entire conſtaney of his affection; Who was no 
doubt at the preſent retired into ſome Region, where he might beſt advantage her 
ſervice. However Cloria was willing up any hopes, to be ſatisfied with the proceed- 
inge of Narciſſus , and much more with his intentions; yet could ſhe not but 
tell Roxana, that although ſhe was pleaſed to be his advocate, that ſeemed to have 
4 powWer- 
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a powerful per ſwaſion in her belief, yet were the loves ſhe feared from Farexius, and 
the importunities ſhe expected of Caſſianus, in her apprehenſion, arguments ſuffici. 
ent to make her think Marciſſus wanted much diligence, at leaſtwiſe violence, that 
he did not endeavour to ſcale the very walls, where ſhe. remained a priſoner , rather 
then to endure her to be ſo injured. Truly Madam, anſwered Roxana, as I cannot tell 
why you ſhould expect miracles inſtead of ſervices , ſo have you no cauſe to doubt 
the importunities you mention, ſince I am not certain Farexius love was ever pre- 
ſented to your liking, either from himſelf, or any of his inſtruments: And for the Ad- 
dreſſes of Caſſianus, you have been already ſo accuſtomed to refuſals, that I conceiye 
you have not any other hard part to play, then to continue the ſame courſe ſtill; Be. 
' fides, you may well remember by Caſſianus own Letter, that his affections are not 
ſo hot, as to preſs you upon over-great inconveniences ; and therefore in my opinion, 
you may very well quiet your thoughts concerning his Courtſhips. 

O Roxana, {aid the Princeſs, you are much deceived in both theſe particulars; for 
as to my knowledge (which I have underſtood fince I ſaw you laſt) Farexius hath 
already intimated his deſire to = father, whom you may be ſure will comply, al- 
moſt in any thing that concerns the General, ſo doth Caſſiauus labour the Senate 
underhand, to be propitious to his love; ſince as he ſayes, their own honours are en. 
gaged inthe iſſue, for that the world takes notice of their proteſtations , which are 
to ſee him eſtabliſhed in a proſperous condition both in power and affection: And 
the rather as he pretends, for that they formerly ſent for him, according to their pro- 
feſſions, to ſee them put in execution. Roxana replyed, as there be many reaſons of 
ſufficient force to make me give way to your opinions, ſince your own beauty, ho- 
nour, and vertues, are loadſtones attractive enough to intangle all the world in an 
intricate labyrinth of love and deſire, notwithſtanding what difficulties ſoever, yet 
it cannot but ſeem moſt ſtrange to my thoughts, that Farexius low condition, 
though his fortune hath been eminent ,. ſhould aſpire to ſuch a ſupream excellency 
with any hope to enjoy. Hold your ſelf content woman, faid the Princeſs , there is 
no limitation of felf. love and ambition, when they have once taken poſſeſſion of a 
proud heart, though covered with never ſo mean an extraction; and you know that 
Farezias is a Gentleman, which joyned with his former ſucceſs in the Wars, and his 
preſent command now in the Army, cannot want perſwaſions, to make him attempt 
any enterprize for his own glory; eſpecially ſince the King ſeems meerly to depend 
upon his aſſiſtance, or allowance, for his future proſperity ; and being ſo , what 
counſel can you give me, either to prevent his violence, or inſtruct his paſſion; ſince - 
I dare not be too bold, in hazzarding my fathers fortunes by provoking the Generals 

ſpleen by a harſh and diſdainful denial, 

In good ſooth, ſaid Roxana, I am very glad to ſee, you have learned ſome tem- 
per ſince you were in the poſſeſſion of Ofiris, where, as you may remember, I had 
much ado to perſwade you to entertain reaſon, or continue in patience , wiſhing 
then, you had hazzarded a thouſand deaths, rather then have diſſembled your love 
in any kinde : But perhaps Narciſſ#s is now farther from your remembrance, though 

. nearer your perſon : No by all the immortal Gods, anſwered the ſweet Princeſs, my 
affection is as pure and conſtant as it was in Oſiris Court, if not encreaſed by the ef- 
feds of more trials, to render it abſolutely judicious ; onely the conſideration of 
my fathers preſent captivity, and future danger, makes meſo far willing to diſpence 
with my own dear love, as to mask it over with ſome hypocriſie, for his ſake, which 
formerly I was unwilling to purchaie with the aſſurance of my own life, when J re- 
mained in the City of Memphis; onely the conſideration , of a neceſſary jealouſie 
in Narciſſus breaſt, when rumours ſhall bring ſuch reports to his abſent ears, 1 muſt 
confeſs ſomething deters my reſolution, from any diſſimulation at all in love, though 
no way en to his right or my on honouunr. : 

Indeed Madam, ſaid Roxana, I do not now onely begin to love you for your wiſ- 
dom, but will endeavour to put a project into your head, that may both keep your 
father ſafe, and perhaps deſtroy your enemies; at leaſtwiſe it will protract if not di- 
vert your violent proſecution: Certainly Governeſs, anſwered the Princeſſe, if you

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proveas good as your word, I ſhall eſteem it the greateſt piece of ſervice, that ever

ment, as well as ſatisfie your own fancy: Cleria told Roxana , that her injunction 
was ſo reaſonable, that it was not to be contradicted by any that had common ſenſe; 
or was not deſperate againſt their own good; promiſing withal to be punctual in her

For theſe two Suitors, ſaid ſhe, that ſeem likely to trouble your patience ; and the 
Kingdoms quiet, ſince the one commands the Army, as the other is poſſeſt of the 
hearts of the Senate, I make no doubt, but you may oppoſe their own intereſt one 
inſt the other, if you can diſſemblingly but entertain the love of either; by 
which jealouhe certainly there muſt needs riſe diſcontents and factions, towards your 
ſafety and fathers advantage; for if you entertain the addrgfſes of Caſſianus, the 
Souldiers will think their General undervalued , who appears now to the publick 
view, to carry upon the point of his Sword, the abſolute power and ftrength of the 
whole Kingdom; and if you accept of Farezizs Courtſhips, no doubt but the 
Senate will eſteem their own authorities diſhonoured, ſince they have propoſed 
Prince Caſſianus to be the ſubject of their chief care: Beſides, if Farexius ſhould 
fail in any thing he attempts, many of the common people would conceive with 
ſome violence, that the Senate hath an intention to couzen them out of thoſe privi- 
ledges, they have been promiſed, when their greateſt patron ſhall be debarred of his 
own deſires, and if Caſſianus ſhould miſs of what he hath hitherro expected, by 
the denates liberal offers, the Nobility might very well imagine, that the people and 
Army endeavoured to become their maſters; which would not be leſſened by other 
jealouſies already growing between the two factions, ſince the Nobility doth not 
onely with all the ſecret policy they can, ſeek to curb the inſolency of the common 
ſort, who ſtrive for nothing more, then to bring down all dignity to an univerſall 
equality, but the multitude have already ſo far declared their diſlike of the Lords 
proceedings, that publickly they have required to have the authority of their juriſ- 
diction taken away, and made lyable to the peoples allowance ; who now enjoy 
their priviledges, by inheritance from their Anceſtors, purchaſed either by their 
own merits, or the Princes grace. And laſt of all, though the factions of the two Ri- 
vals ſhould not enflame at the particular diſgrace of either Caſſianus or Fare xiat, yet 
certainly their own ſwords in a private combat, would be very likely to decide the 
quarrel ; which would give you a fair pretence to refuſe the Survivor, that ſhould co- 
vet to embrace you with hands imbrued in blood. | 3 
Governeſs, anſwered the Princeſs, although I ſhould be very glad, to be an occa- 
ſion to raiſe any faction for my own preſent advantage, and my fathers future pro- 
ſperity, yet I cannot deny but I am moſt extream ſorry to hear of new troubles, 
whereby the Kingdom ſhould be engaged in more ſlaughters. You are very pittiful, 
replyed Roxana, but I pray conſider, whether it be not better, to procure the diſcom- 
poſure of thoſe, that have ſought all this time by their authority to eſtabliſh another 
Government, deſtructive to Monarchy , whereby of neceſlicy a general confuſion 
muſt follow; for that it is not probable ſo many intereſts can be ſatisfied , or give 
occaſion to prepare Lydia for the conqueſt of forreign Forces, ſince it is impoſſible 
your Fathers many Children would be content to fit down quietly with the perperual 
loſs of their own Birth-rights, extorted from the King by his unruly Subjects, du- 
ring their minorities; and able enough certainly they will be to contend for their 
dues, ſeeing all the Princes of 4ſia, are intereſted as well in the example as in their 


blood. No no Madam, faid ſhe, rather diſpence with your unprofitable commiſe- 
ration; 
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ration then be careleſs of future ſafety ; for it will be much better now, to deftro 
theſe unlawful deſigns, by a little civil Wars amongſt themſelves , that would but 
purge the Kingdom of its corrupt humours, ingendred by exceſs in pride and pro. 
| ſperity, then in the times to come to expoſe all conditions to a perpetual ſlavery, un. 
der a tyrannical Government, gained by the power of lawleſs Souldiers, brought in 
other Princes, not acquainted with the natures of our people; much leſs ſenſible 
of their ſufferings, ſince — will onely conſider their faults paſt, and not look upon 
their miſeries preſent ; for they would rather judge them by the mannner of ſub- 
jection of their own Countrey then by the ſweetneſs of the Lydian Laws: where. 
fore I ſay you muſt think, whether of the two Suitors you will make the object of 
your choice, to render the other jealous of his actions and your favours, whereh 
ſome ſudden difference may ariſs between the factions, to bring the ſooner confuſion 
into the Kingdom; which certainly is the readieſt way again to "eſtabliſh your Fa- 
ther in his right, ſince the noiſe of forreign power at preſent, will not onely be an 
occaſion the better to unite them together to the Kings diſadvantage, but at the beſt 
hazzard the deſtruction of all płoperty and Government, ſince the Sword will be 
the principal Arbitrator of every mans Right, and the victory a change of his 
condition.

Truly Roxane, ſaid dhe Princeſs, as I cannot in my own reaſon eſteem your diſ- 
courſe apocryphal, ſo of the other fide you cannot deny, but that I have been ever 
willing in all my neceſlities; to follow your Counſel , and therefore ſince you have 
preſcribed the Law, certainly the election will be eaſie; for conſidering that Fare.

Why then Princeſs, ſaid Roxaxa, if you be ſo reſolved, I muſt give you your leſſon, 
Bur firſt I will tell you of a third Suitor , who alſo as beſt deſerving muſt have ſome 
employment, and that is Creſes ; one whoſe affeRtion might merit a requical with 
our love, if your other engagements, and his own diſproportion were not obſtacles 
yond removal: however, it is your part to truſt his fidelity, and reward his truſt, 
eſpecially ſince his endeavours may bring you advantage as well as himſelf prefer- 
ment.

ties to our purpoſe; beſides his intire love to your ſacred ſelf, will be alwayes ſure to 
continue him abſolutely faithful, which afterward muſt be rewarded , either by your 
Fathers fortunes, or the Queens intereſt in Syria. 
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Without doubt Governeſs, ſaid Cloris, you have hit upon a right plot, and the 
rather for that I hear by a late edit ſent from the Senage, (as it ſhould ſeem upon the 
Kings flight) they have not onely baniſhed out of the City of Sardu, all my Fathers 
friends in general, but Creſes in particular ; as conceiving him extraordinarily inte- 
reſted in the Kings counſel and affairs, for. that he brought as you know to the Sehate 
the firſt propoſitions of his and the: Armies deſires. . * 
hen Madam, ſaid Roxana, your next work muſt be; anew to invite Prince Caſſi- 
«aur, by ſome hopes of your acceptance of his offered Love, which may conveni- 
ently be grounded upon the late Letter he ſent you, that you have not yet anſwered; 
as alſo upon yous diſcourſe to him, when he ſhewed both affection and diligence in 
ſaving the old Flamins life at your requeſt, in which ſervice you expreſt ſo much li- 
king to his perſon and vertues, that you profeſt him the next perſon in your thoughts 
to Narciſſus engagement, whom he will not be perſwaded is living; and I ſhall be 
very glad (till co continue him in that errour, until the deſigns we have in hand may 
bappily be brought to ſome fortunate iſſue, by which means Farezius may be ſpoil- 
ed of the peoples affections, and bereaved of the power of the Army, that now 
ſeems to carry him up beyond all other authorities, and ſo conſequently enflames his

When Roxana had read the Letter, ſhe told the Princeſs, that as ſhe did approve 
the manner of her writing, ſince it wanted not force to ſtir up the coldeſt courage, to 
that violence which was neceſſary for their purpoſe, ſo did it not give much advan- 
tage for future engagement: But however Cloria was not able to hear her words, 
without letting fall a few gentle tears, not onely to ſnew, that her heart conſented

The Princeſs could nat chuſe but read this Letter with a little kinde of trembling, 
as if ſhe feared what ſhe did not doubt, ſince the worſt ſhe was to expect, as ſhe 
thought from Caſſfauus, was to comply with her deſire ; but it is the nature of all 
paſſion, to produce new violences, whether in thoſe things we wiſh or others we 
would not ha ve. And ſo it fared with ſweet Claria, who in a manner dreaded what 
ſhe had deſigned to be, becauſe it came. But after a lovely ſmile had taken poſſeſſi. 
on of that countenance, that for a while put on ſome —_— ſhe told her Go- 
verneſs, that although their plot in all appearance had thus far well ſucceeded , ſince 
ſhe perceived her Couzen was won to be ſufficiently valiant y yet ſhe made ſome 
eſtion, how ſhe was to entertain his preſence, when he ſhould make his addreſſes, 
r if ſhe ſhould as ſhe ſaid give him but ordinary welcome, he might again fall 
back from his ſeeming fury againſt Farecius; and if too well, he might expect ſome 
greater engagement, then was convenient for her to grant.

ed Countrey of Iberia, detained from me by Tygranet Duke of Colghis. Orſames 
alſa at the time, began his Wars againſt our oppreſſor, witch the ſame preten- 
tions, ſince Philoſtros his powerful Favourite, judged it a work full of piety and ju- 
ice; however he knew there would be much blood ſpilt in the quarrel ; ſince as his 
maſter was mighty, Artaxet was obſtinate; and both ambitious : And to this pur- 
poſe, not onely proſecuted his deſign with much violence againſt the King of Armes-

xa, but in a ſhort time Or/ames gained many Countreys, ſo that at laſt, he-brought 
Artaxes.to be willing to accept, if not to demand a: publique Treaty; whereby as 
"was pretended, Aſia again might be reduced to its former happy condition, by the 
effects of a general peace, ſince the diſcompoſure of; ſuch mighty intereſts, ſeemed 
to threaten the whole world with a fatal deſtruction; and to this effeR , all the in- 
jared Princes were called to ſhew forth their accuſtomed priviledges, in a City upon 
che Confines of Syria and.

Truly Madam; anſwered Caſſianus, as it is impoſſible for me, to ſever in all reſpects 
the intereſts of other Princes from my own, ſo I will endeavour to avoid what unne- 
ceſſary diſcourſe may prove either tedions or impertinent; after that Roxana had ac- 
knowledged the favour by a few complements, he related theſe particulars, _ . 
Although Iam confident, ſaid he, that you. are competently informed, that my 
dead Father was diſpoſſeſſed of his fruitfult Countrey of Iberia for taking up of 
Arms againſt the power of Artaxes. King of Armenia, yet may not be perhaps 
ſufficiently inſtructed how 7 ygraves became poſſeſſor of our Countreys , Titles, 
and Honours : Wherefore be pleaſed to know, that after my ſaid Father was dri- 
yen forceably from the poſſeſſion of the Crown of Meſopotamia; (which he had re- 
ceived by the free election of that people, who found themſelves oppreſſed by the 
Laws: Artaxes bad impoſed upon their Conſciences; as well as many of the No- 
bility deprived of ſuch Lands belonging to the Temples, in their poſſeſſions, 
which their predeceſſors had left them, though formerly taken away I muſt con- 
feſſe by violence fromi the Flamines) and my mother forced to flye to her friends 
charity for ſuccour and ſafety, the King of Armenia with the aſſiſtance of Tygranes 
riches , proſecuted ſo far his begun good fortune, that in a ſhort ſpace he aot onely 
quieted the ſtirs in his own Dominions , but advanced his power into Iberia; which 
being without any ſupport, but what few Forces Euarchus his Father, then King of 
Lydia, had ſent to defend his Daughters Right, quickly became maſter of what ſtrong 
places he pleaſed, until at laſt he was Lord of the whole, and being in poſſeſſion he 
Ee 2 nor 
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got onely paid that debt he -owed to Tygraues, with part-of my Lands, but be. 
ſtowed upon bim in tequital of his other good ſervices, all our titles and -bonours, 
which for many laſting ages had remained in our family, as being the next of kinne. 
As this cruel injuſtice killed my father with grief, ſo after ſome s, it brought to 
our aſſiſtance che forenanied dq an Prince, as one ſent from the Gods in our ap. 
prehenſion, to teach Arta xti a new law of obedience, to the: fortunes of ſo great 
a coutage; bowever his date of life betanie determined by the envious deſtinies, 
and we ſeft onely to demand nid of Orſames power, to finiſh:that work that we 
thought ſo happily begun to the advantage of the injured Princes; in which num- 
ber I was to be reckoned the chief; ſince moſt eminent both in wrongs and honours, 
as I may ſay my particular cauſe bearing the very name of all the reft : In this de. 
ſign, the Cyli, continued a large progreſs within Artaxes Countreys , until 
the King hiniſelf was forced in a manner by the conſent alſo of Soraſtros King of 
Egypt, to that generall Treaty I formerly mentioned: which notwithſtanding all 
the while, hath onely produced diſputations inſtead of concluſions; for that the 
War continues ſtill with violence to the ruine of the whole Kingdom, without the 
benefit of any particular intereſt, onely began at firſt by the obſtinate pride of Ty. 
granes, that would not reſtore thoſe rights belonging to my ſelf; which probably 
might have given ſatisfaction to the other Princes of our faction: however 
lately Tygræues being oppreſſed by the burthen of war in. his own Dominions , be. 
Sins to be more plyant to our deſires, and to this purpoſe many arguments are al- 
ledged of either fide, to give colour to the unfortunate actions of Souldiers; who 
are maintained more to ſatisfie the ambition of the two mighty Kings, then to put 
us in poſſeſſiom of our 4 Tygraues aſfirmeth, that as the King of Armenia 
gratitude beſtowed upon him in tecompence of his ſervices done the Crown , thoſe 
Honours and Lands that belonged to our Emi ſo the money he hath laid out in 
the Wars, makes him a lawfull purchaſer of#thatbenefic, and therefore in all equity 
cannot bedeprived of them, without a fulHfarigfation, according to the dammage 
he hach ſuſtained by thoſe actions. The State of Syria again pretends, that unleſs 
my ſelf be reſtored to my former dignities the combination which is made with 
the injared princes, muſt of neceſſity be broken; and ſo conſequently their Kingdom 
of Syria diſnonoured in their agreement; and we further adde, that although Ar 
taxes might have ſome colour of diſpleaſure againſt my Father, for taking upon 
him the Crown of Meſepotamia, and defending the poſſeſſion in bis life time by force 
of Arms, which however is a Title diſputable, yet = ſelf ought not co be eſteem- 
ed any way guilty of the fault being an infant; and therefore too much injured by 
fach a loſs, when inſtead of enjoying the greateſt principality of all Armenia for 
dignity, I am left naked of honour and ſubirftance, whilſt others of leſs quality, tri- 
umph with thoſe ſpoils that ſhould adorn my perſon. In concluſion, not to detain 
your expectation over long with diverſity of relations, although che Kingdome of 
$yria-vows never to lay down Arms, wi a full reftoration of the Princes rights, 
yet many Miniſters of that State, did underhand conclude a League with 75 grants 
to my prejudice; which ſhews particular intereſt hath the chief preheminency in this 
War: But fince, upon new breaches, the Duke again is fallen off from chat agree. 
ment; inſomuch, as the difference may produce beiter effects; and the rather do 1 
hope it, for that 7ygraves bach lately offered to procure the King of Armenia, to 
grant me equal honours to thoſe my father hath loſt, as himſelf will be content to de- 
liver up the poſſeſſion of the Countreys belonging to my right, if a general peace in 
all Aſa, may by that. means ſucceed , provided he be competently ſatisfied by the 
State, for thoſe damages he hath ſuſtained by the Wars, in which poiture continue 
our preſent affairs, without either moving backward or forward , to the amazement 
of the whole world. 0 
Truly my Lord, anſwered Roxana, it ſeems to me, nothing more is demanded in 
the Kingdom of Armenia, then what you have been pleaſed to mention, ſince your 
intereſts is the baſes, upon which the onely occaſion of the War hath been builded. 
It is true ſaid Caſſi anus, however ſome differences in points of Religion that the Sy. 
thians 
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thiess ſtand upon, is 4 kinde of an obſtagle alſo; yet it is thought, the State of y- 
nia can when ic pleaſeth, moderate that particular: But che truth is, that thoſe con- 
tentions that depend upon Egypt and Syria, ate of ſo much conſequence to this 
Treaty, that it abſolutely hinders not onely the progreſs , but ſucceſs of all the reſt, 
whoſe ambitions as tis thought can never be ſatisfied, until one of thoſe States periſh 
from its appearing greatneſs; by which means the other may appearto the world

By this cime the Princeſs Cloria came into the room, which for the preſent not one- 
ly broke off their diſcourſe, but gave warning to Caſ/iau to preſent himſelf to his 
moſt glorious Miſtriſs , as the chiefeſt deity his heart pretended to adore , however 
ſhe, as if nature as well as art had taught a more beſeeming quickneſs then ordinary, 
fortified with thoſe inſtructions ſhe had received from her Governeſs that gave her 
confidence, prevented her Kinſmans Addreſſes with theſe words. © | 
Couſin, ſaid (he, if my neceſſary imployment bath made me ſeem rude in that en- 
tertainment your kinde viſit merited from me, I muſt deſite you, rather to interpret my 
emiſſion to the preſumption I had in thoſe tyes that have united us in blood, then any 
fault my Governeſs hath committed in my education, upon which ſcore I am bold to 
ask your pardon, for your over-long ſtay in expecting my company. Caſſianus find- 
ing himſelf ſaluted in this manner, not onely contrary to cuſtom, but his own expecta- 
tion, ſince formerly all her diſcourſes were rather marks of civility, then teſtimonies 
of affection, ſtood ſome time amazed, as if his imagination could not be ſatisfied, 
in that truth which his ears heard uttered : But after he had a little put off that plea- 
fing diſtraction, that anew captivated his ſenſes, though in a trembling poſture, he re- 
turned her this anſwer. | 
Truly Madam, ſaid he, if the greateſt Emperour in the world, had been ſo boun- 
tifully repayed, for whole ages of attendance upon ſo beautiful a Goddeſs, certain- 
ly he would have made no queſtion of his ſatisfaction, but rather have given his whole 
domination of the earth for ſuch a purchaſe ; much leſs muſt I elteem my ſelf injured 
that onely live by your pleaſure. O my Lord, anſwered the Princeſs, ſince your ex- 
preſſions flye ſo high a pitch, I ſhall begin to think it neceſſary to defend my reputa- 
tion againſt your complements , but yet upon better conſideration, I am of opinion 
ic is much ſafer to confeſs my ſelf overcome by your courteſie, then venture more 
blows in ſo unequal a Combat, where your wit will be ſure co have the Victory. 
And with theſe wogds taking him by the hand , ſhe led him into a fair Balcony that 
had a large proſpect over the goodly River of Pactole, where long they had not re- 
mained (the Princeſs in the mean time caſting her eyes down the River, upon whoſe 
Banks was ſeated that pleaſant houſe of her Fathers, that firſt gave Caſſianus enter- 
tainment when he came into Lydia) before ſhe uſed this language, though a ſweet 
ſhowre of tears opened the paſſage for words: I cannot, ſaid ſhe, but with ſome 
grief, remember the innocent times, that gave both yon and me mecting in yonder 
place, when my Father ſeemed to triumph in glory, that is now unfortunately meta- 
morphoſed into a Garriſonof Souldiers, who perchance neither honour Dignity, nor 
know Goodneſs, much lefs practiſe Vertue. | | f 
Indeed ſaid Caſſiauus, as I muſt confeſs thoſe reſpects I then received from your 
moſt noble Father, and my affectionate Uncle, were far beyond my poor deſerts, 
which gives me more occaſion at preſent to lament his condition, in being ſubject to 
ſuch a cruelty, that no power of mine is able to redeem ; yet I cannot alſo but re- 
member my own loſſes at that time, ſince even then I quitted the liberty of my ſoul, 
that until this preſent I could never recover again; though I have ſought all wayes of 
redemption: and unleſs you prove more merciful then the Kings oppreſſors, I ſhall 
not onely remain in as great a captivity , but have cauſe to accuſe you of the ſike ty- 
ranny, though I dare not be ſo bold in my complaints. 
But yet Couſin, ſaid Cloria, I muſt make a great deal of difference inthe nature of 
your ſufferings , though I ſhould grant the quality; for as the King hath by all 
means poſſible ftrived to give his oppreſſors ſatisfaction, provided it may not be

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violently aim atyour own content, to thainjuring perhaps of anothers Title. Alas 
Madam, anſwered Caſſianus, was J not your firſt and laſt lover ꝰ the ſilent Rocks can 
give ſufficient teſtimonies of the one, when at that famous hunting, I retired under 
their protections, onely to make my complaints, and the whole Senate can witneſs the 
other , by my importunities : Whereſore no iutereſt is to be eſteemed equal to my 
pretenſions, either in affection or right. e n 1 8 2 1 

Alas, alas, anſwered the Princeſs , you never let me know thoſe powerful affeQions; 
before other reſpects had taken full poſſeſſion of that heart, *which · became alſo in 
ſome ſort a priſoner not to be releaſed, who perhaps might as well have been your 
captive, if your omiſſions had not proved moſt unfortunate to your purpoſes. And 
whereas you ſay, you are my laſt lover, I beſeech you do but oonſider Fareius inten- 
tions, and look upon his actions, and you will finde both violence and power bath 
diſcovered a latter ſcene, then what you moved in, when you: ſaved the old Flamia: 
life; ſo chat I muſt tell you, that unleſs punctually you obſerve the condition accord. 
ing to your former agreement, which was never to preſs my love to any concluſion, 
if Narciſſus were living, to whoſe memory I muſt ſtill obſerve that decorum, I vow 
by the Gods never to entertain any motions from your addreſſes , much leſs give any 
conſent to a future marriage : Beſides you muſt perform thoſe actions that may ren. 
der you capable of ſatisfaction, as my ſelf freedom in granting; which can never be 
as long as the General hath opportunity to prevent, and power to conſtrain. Where. 
fore in brief, you are to ſtudy ſome oppoſition anſwerable to his greatneſs for both 
our advantages, whereby the better to merit my love, as to ſhew your ſelf worthy the 
name of a Prince of ſo great an extraction. 

Theſe diſcourſes of Cloria, could not chuſe but nettle the ears of Caſſianus, to- 
wards the reſolution of ſufficient ambitions; ſince hitherto he conceived himſelf to 
have been over ſlothful, as well in herJove as his own honour, ſo that ſtanding 
ſometime in a deep muſe, as if he intended to fetch his determinations from his ve- 

ry ſobl; at laſt he broke out into this language: Moſt fair and wiſe Princeſs, ſaid he; 
as already I have promiſed my beſt endeavours with che expence of my dear blood (in 
which you have the deareſt intereſt) in your ſervice, againſt the proud General; fo 
I muſt be preſcribed by your directions, to ſuch limitations and performances as | am 
to obſerve, for fear that elſe my action may either endanger your ſafety to be more 
valued then the worlds Empire, or ruine your Fathers hopes, whoſe ſufferings cannot 
be exampled. Therefore I beſeech you let me know, how far your pleaſure may tra- 
vel, in that journey I intend to make againſt the pride of ambitions Farexius. 

Coulin, ſaid Cloria, as I ſhall leave my Governeſſes experience, to treat with you 
about the particulars, ſo of the other ſide , I am content to give you theſe aſſurances 
of my affections, that after Narciſſus you ſhall have the next place in my conſide- 
ration, provided you think of my Fathers ſufferings, and be mindful of your own ho- 
nour, ſince without him I cannot give away my ſelf, and without your reputation you 
are but half a Prince. Upon theſe conditions, you ſhall finde my lodgings ever ready 
to entertain your viſits, ſo they may be ſeaſonable and not ſcandalous; which I be- 
lieve are favours ſufficient to nouriſh your hopes, according to thoſe expreſſions you 
received under my hand in that Letter, your ſeeming neglect of my condition forced 
from me; which is all for the preſent I have to ſay upon this theam , unleſs it be to 
adde to your conſideration ; how is it poſſible you can either reap fruits from my af. 
fection, if Farezizs continue great? or what probability have you again to recover 
your loſt Countrey of Iberia, if all regallity be ſuppreſt? ſince in the one, his great- 
neſs may perhaps conſtrain me to an — conſent for my own preſervation, as 
the other by this means, may ſo fill Lydia with popular deſires, that your birth and 
blood, much leſs dignity (hall finde no entertainment in their conſiderations; 
Wherefore, I ſay, joyn your thoughts onely to ſuch deſigns , as ſhall be contrived by 
the Nobility with the State of Syria; wherein the Hy ans ſeem alſo to have a ſhare, 
in regard the Lords governall in their Countrey , and by that means you will beſt 

pleaſe my deſires. | 
though Caſianns eouid not diſprove the Princeſs Rhetotick ; for that it taught 
| him 
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him a daty belonging to his quality, which he had not hitherto altogether followed, 
ſince he more looked upon his own private concernments, in complying with his Uncles 
enemies, then thoſe rights that belonged to the dignity and honour of Princes; of, 
which number himſelf was gminent by blood and alliance: yet in regard of iS 
hopes that C lorigave him fair language, and good entertainment, he was ſuf- 
ficiently pleaſed with her diſcourſe, for that it ſpake at leaſtwiſe liking, if not love to his 
ears however, it ſeemed mixt with ſome reſerved conditions, which he was content one- 
ly ta interpret baſhtul aſſurances , though the Gods were privy to other intentions, 

Auld not be altered; wherefore as if joyfully aſſured by the Princeſſes words, and 
intpatient of more delay to put in execution what he was enjoyned , aſter he had re- 
turned humble thanks, not onely for her free expreſſions, but the confidence ſhe had 
in his ſervices, with ſome other complements belonging to his love, and fit for the ſea- 
ſon, kiſſing her fair hands he took his leave , vowing the abſolute performance of all 
her commands to the uttermoſt of his power: But Bing gone, the Princeſs uſed - 
| theſe words to Roxana , fearing belike her own diſfimulation was too great a 


Do you believe, ſaid ſhe, that the Gods will be content with my hypocriſie, in ma- 
king this poor Princes affections, a ſtale to our other purpoſes, ſince = know my ver- 
tuous engagements are ſo far from ſuffering me to become his wife, that my heart dares 
ſcarce think of ſuch a perſwaſion in any Kinde; and as little ſhould I be willing ſuch 
a report ſhould reach the ears of abſent Marciſſus, who perhaps vill accuſe my con- 
ſtancy for having onely deceived, in that nature for his better advantage: No, no, 
Roxana, be confident, as plain dealing is beſt in all moral actions, ſo certainly ip love 
the contrary procures either hate, jealouſie, or deſpair , which may produce effects 
dangerous, if not deſtructive. After the old woman with à kinde of ſmile had heard 
out her Miſtriſſes diſcourſe, ſhe returned her this anſwer: | . 

As I cannot deny, ſaid ſhe, but diſſimulation ir it ſelf, is a flattering vice, that ſteals 
upon many diſpoſitionswith certain poſſible if not — of lawfulneſs, be- 
cauſe they are contented to be perſwaded by their imaginations, they mean no hurt in 
their intentions, which notwithſtanding I muſt confeſs, deſtroyes all nioral converſati- 
on; yet in all reſpects of the contrary, for a perſon to uncover his breaſt upon every oc- 
caſion, without leaving himſelf a defence againſt his crafty enemy, were a madneſs ca- 
pable to ruine his fortunes, as often as the opportunity preſented the means.  Where- 
fote, Madam in the general I canonely give this rule; when a body is left at liberty 
whether he will ſpeak'or no, let him rather hold his peace, then ſo much as intimate a 
failhood by his words, or in friendly converſation appear not candid and ſatisfactory: 
But if in deep examinations, that may produte great conſequences either of good or 
hurt, for my part I am of opinion, all art poſſible may be uſed to avoid the determina- 
tion, provided a direct untruth be not admitted; or the dammage of a third party ſu. 
ſtained by the concealment. 8 e ZE 

But Roxana, ſaid the Princeſs, for that you intehd this diſcourſe for my ſatisfaction, 
I pray let us apply it to my caſe with my Couſin, whom you ſee 1 have won into a 
belief of whatIneverintend. is true, ſaid Roxana, however it doth not appear 
yon have engaged your ſelf either by words or actions; and therefore it is not any 
thing you have done hath conſtrained or perſwaded his belief; wherefore ãt ought 
onely to reſt upon the fault of his on fancy, if he prove deceived in his expectation 
hereafter. Beſides, it may be conſidered, that as he hath been ſome part of the oc- 
caſion of your ſuffering unjuſtly, ſo is it fit he ſhould endure a little penance for that 
offence; and put caſe it may be granted, that you have after a manner deluded his 
thoughts by the letter you wrote him, wherein you ſeem to invite his Addreſſes to a 
new Courtſhip, yet it cannot be eſteemed falſe, for that you may have a reſolution to 
entertain his affection, if my Lord Narciſſus (whom the Gods defend) ſhonld miſcar- 
ry. I but there Governeſs, replyed Cloria, lyes hidden the deceit, ſince my reſoluti- 
ons are fixed never to make any other choice in life or death: Why then, anſwered 
Roxana, at the worſt you do but like an honeſt perſon in danger to be robbed, that 


takes ſome liberty to make Thieves fall our, whereby to be rhe better ſecured f And 
eeing 
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ſeeing that Cſſianz cannot be prejudiced by the practice, but on the contrary reap 
elit, for that his fortunes ſeem to depend upon regality and nobility, which the 
de multitude would deſtroy; I ſee no reaſon why you ſhould poſſeſs your thoughts 
th ſuch ſeruples. Well well, ſaid the Princeſs, aggou are my Governeſs, in this 
doubt 1 will perſwade my conſcience to obſerve your oY les; however , the Gods 
may puniſh us both for our over-much boldneſs, thus to play too freely with thoſe 
in junctions that concern Religion, or at leaſtwiſe may bave ſome relation to it; yet 
I canpot deny, but that there is a necęſſity in my diſſimulation at this preſent 5, and 
the rather am I content a little to practiſe the faculty, for that I know Caſſian ll can 
ſuſtain no prejudice by my intentions. q 
Notwichſtanding theſe and other reaſons which Roxana uſed at divers times, pro. 
ved ſufficient motives to retain her Miſtriſs firm in proſecuting their deſigns , yet un- 
derftanding by Creſes amongſt other diſcourſes, that the Dake of Cyprus was dead, 
ſhe could not in ſome ſort buÞbe doubtful of the ſafety of: Narciſſus, for that they 
had heard nothing from him fince his ſeparation ; however ſhe was extreamly careful 
to keep theſe thoughts, from entring into the boſom of the already too much 
troubled Princeſs, though in the interim ſhe omitted no opportunity, whereby to in. 
ſtruct Caſſianus in that part he was to play by their appointment againſt Farezixs. 
But Caſſi anus, as I ſaid, baving received both commands from C loria, and inſtru. 
Rions by Roxana, conſulted oftentimes with;himſelf as well as with them how he 
might belt put them in execution, until at laſt he fell upon this reſolution ; that s 
Dimogeras his truſty friend, had been moſt injur'd by the preferment of Farezins, ha. 
ving guted him of his place and command in the Army, ſo would he be the fitteſt 
ls. to be communicated withal, concerning the likelieſt way to proſecute his de. 
ſigns, according to the directions he had received. To this effect he intended to make 
him acquainted, with the hopes he had lately received co obtain the favour of the 
Princeſs Cloris in his pretended love; the rather for that he knew he was not onely 
a man», who had a m—_— intereſt among the Nobility and chief Senators, but 
was alſo 1 beloved in the Army ; by moſt of the common Souldiers, that 
were not a e creatures of Fareius: Wherefore one morning before Dimogira 
was gone out of his Chamber, Caſſianus cameunto him with a ſmilingcauntenance; 
and this language in his mouth. a 5 Fro bg” 
Dimogor as, laid he, as it were ſomething impertinent again for me, to reiterate the 
multitude of my obligations to your endeavours, ſince they are not onely generally 
known to all the world, but divers times have been acknowledged by my expreſſions 
in particular; ſo my buſineſs at preſent is to make you acquainted anew , both with 
my thoughts and intentions, concerning ſome late paſſages : I came into..Lygia as you 
know by your prbcurement, to proſecute my affections to the fair Prineeſs the Kings 
Daughter, when ſhe was taken priſoner by the Senates Fleet in Pergame. Tis true 
my courtſhips in that nature were ſomething retarded, if not abſolutely laid aſide un- 
til the preſent, by reaſon of a certain correſpondency between her, and Narciſſus the 
Duke of Cyprus Son. This gives me occaſion to tell you, that however I- found het 
then backward to my wiſhes; either proceeding fiom her flattering fancy that Nar- 
ciſſus was living, or conceiving her own condition was much more ſecure in the Se- 
nates cuſtody, then at preſent under the juriſdiction of the Army and Souldiers ; or 
rather I may ſay, being violently preft to ſome inconveniences, by ra ſon of the ex- 
traorghpary greatneſs, (both in command and authority) of Farexius, who as it 
ſhouldſeem pretends ſomething violently to her love and affection; yer now ſhe is 
become more tractable, and willing to entertain thoſe proteſtations of mine, whoſe 
effects I have ever conſecrated to her ſervice, ſince I had the honour to be entertained 
by the good will of the Zydian people: I need not trouble you much with the repe- 
titions of your own received injuries, by reaſon of the Generals greatneſs, notwith- 
ſtanding all choſe gallant ſervices which you have performed, in the defence and fafe- 
N. of the Commonwealth; neither ſhall I mention the conſequences thereby , that 
threaten a kind of deſtruction, to all the Nobility of the Kingdom, for that | know 
your judgement, and their apprebenſions , cannot poſſibly be wanting in this _ 
DIM culat 
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ficular : Onely 1 muſt needs tell you that the Princeſſe Claia her ſelf; extream- 

wonders how it is poſſible, you ſhould diſpence ſo much with your honour 
and reputation, as to bear thoſe indignities that have caſt you from your au- 
chority and command, with ſuch an extream quiet pacification? Are the No- 
bility (ſaid ſhe) of Lydia, ſo much degenerated in their ſouls and ſpirits, as 
eaſily in this manner co quit their honour, to the loweſt conditions the people 
ſhall direct? what is become of the magnanimity of minde, once ſo frequently 
reigning in the breaſts of the better ſort of men in this Kingdome, that is now 
loſt in achoas of confuſion, with the rabble or common multitude ? doth a little 
ſenſual fear, bury all conſiderations of valour and gallantry in this Nation? people 
being onely given to eat and drink, without affectation of greatneſs br appre- 
henſion of diſgrace : If this be ſo my Lord in the general, my words will be as 
much in vain to be uttered, as your life in effect will be miſerable in the future: 
But I have more confidence in the courage of Dimogoras, both for his own ſake 
and my good. This being ſaid, Caſſianus reſted ſilent, ro hear what reply Dimogor 
would make, ; | 

Dimogor as, 1 may ſay, continued altogetlier mute for ſomething a long ſpace ; his 
eyes ſparkling out in the interim nevertheleſs, a certaimkinde of ſeeming deſire 
of revenge, though his body overgrown with fleſh and humour, appeared not 
to be much inclinable to action: But being wakened to ſome determinate anſwer, 
by the importunities of Caſſianus (who belike himſelf had been ſtrongly urged by 
Roxana, to be ſpeedy inghe execution of her deſign )' at laſt he-blutrer'd out this 


reply. 

My Lord, ſaid he, J muſt confeſs, that both my ſelf and the reft of the Nobility 
of Lydia according to the Princeſſes apprehenſion , (whoſe Father however J love 
not, nor ever ſhall) have wound their Dignities and Honours, into ſuch a laby- 
rinth of inconvenience; by complying ſo much with the violent, and confuſed 
humours of the common people, that we have in a manner ſuffered Farexius 
with the reſt of his faction, to overthrow already the moſt eſſential part of our 
heredirary honours and priviledges ; and by that means are become leſs powerful 
to act any thing with advantage either to our ſelves or others; nevertheleſs perhaps 
I may yer ſet on foot ſomething of faction amongſt the Souldiers, (if they have 
not wholly Joſt the remembrance, that I once commanded amongſt them) that 
may perchance produce effects, tending to thoſe purpoſes you have deſigned. 
With theſe words he entered into ſome rage and paſſion; as it were out of the very 
apprehenſion of his own loſs of reputation, in being ſo diſgracefully turned out of 
his command, and preſently after this he took his leave of Caſſiauus, as pretend- 
ing he would go to the Senate, to try his friends conſtitutions concerning thoſe de- 
ſigns he intended. | | =y | 

Caſſianus was glad he had got thus much from his reſolutions (for notwithſtand- 
ing he did not at all doubt his affection, yet he might have ſome cauſe to fuſpe his 
activity) ſo that he determined himſelf alſo,” to uſe the beſt intereſt he had, both with 
thoſe Lords and the reſt of the Senators; whom he knew to be of a contrary faction 
to Farexim; and withal had upon all occaſions free admittance into the Princeſſes 
lodgings, aecording to her own allowance and Roxana's directions; which as it may 
be thought ſufficiently contented his apprehenſion. ogy ©; hogs 
lt was not long before Dimogoras and the reſt of the Nobility ;/ taifed conſider. 
able factions and mutinies in the Army amongſt the Souldiers, being enflamed by 
Their want of pay, and not performance of other conditions promiſed them, upon 
their firſt taking up arms againſt the King, ſince renewed again to their hopes, when 
be was delivered out of priſon, by ſome Troops ſent to that purpoſe , which ſud- 
1 away both Farexiu and Hercrombrotus to the appealing of the 
ſtirs. 


Though Fareziui did with fair language, and promiſing words in a ſhort ſpeech, 


ſeemingly paciſie moſt of their diſcontents , yet Hercrombretus, who was of a more 
violenx and active nature, finding many of the Troops — ſtill their _— 
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and inſolencies againſt their command, ſuddenly flew in amongft thoſe Souldiers 
with fury in bis looks, and terrour in his countenance, where preſently ſeizing upon 
two or three of thoſe that appeared moſt refractory and diſobedient , he delivered 
them inſtantly over to Officers to be executed and puniſhed : * After this, he not 
onely offered a free pardon to the reſt, but alſo promiſed thenr a real performance of 
all their juſt expectations, provided that from thence forward, they would continue 
obedient and conftant in their affeions. * ? 
When both Farezins und Hercrombrotas were on their way again towards the Ci. 
ty of Saru, an Officer of the — began this diſcourſe to his General: Sir, ſaid 
he, by this late mutiny you may fee the danger not onely of Dimogoras intereſt 
amongſt che Souldiers , but the power he hath with choſe of the better fort of Sena 
tors: from which original I ſuppoſe , hath proceeded in part theſe now appeaſed 
troubles in the Camp. Of the other ſide , can you poſſibly conceive , that after fo 
many. teſtimonies of diſaffection from Exarchas the King, be will be ever brought, 
to be either entire for the Souldiers advantage, or be weaned from that affeRion 
without reaſon, he hath alwayes expreſſed to be in his nature, for his falſe and un. 
grateful Countreymen the Myſſiaus? in like manner, with what confidence can we 
any more truſt the action of the wealthy City of Sardis , when as they did not one- 
ly refuſe to open their purſes to our occaſions in our greateſt neceſſities, but denyed 
us entrance into their Town, by the perſwaſion of thoſe Senators that we have now 
ſent to baniſhment. Theſe things being granted to be true, the next conſideration 
ht to be had of the remedy for future preventioh: Inge firſt place to compaſs 

our deſigns, and procure our ſecurity , we muſt endeavour to joyn with a prevailing 
party in the Senate, or at leaſtwiſe make them ſo by the Souldiers power, who may 
paſs an abſolate decree, to have no more Treaties with the King, in regard that 
thoſe hopes and fears, do not a ſittle diſtract the whole Kingdom, from relying abſo. 
lutely upon our commands and juriſdicti on, as you know moſt neceſlary for the peo- 
ples ſafety :* In the next place we are totally to ſuppreſs the intereſt of Dimogoras for 
the preſent, and the Nobilities priviledges in the future; which as I muſt cell you, 
keep up ſuch an opinion am all ſorts of people, concerning their greatneſs and 
ſtability, that it will be a very difficult matter, to act any thing either for the King- 
doms good or the Armies advantage: Laſtly, we muſt not onely drive the Ay 
Commiſſioners out of our Countrey, who onely wait occaſions to ſuck up all the be- 
nefit to themſelves, which the Zydians at any time (hall either fight or toyl for, but in 
ſome terrifyiug way or other procure money from the Citizens of Sardis, whereby to 
give juſt and fitting content to thoſe faithful and loving Souldiers, that have fought ſo 
many bloody Battles, and obtained multitudes of ſignal Victories in their Countreys | 
behalf, againſt their numerous enemies. | 

Though Fare ius by reaſon of his melancholly and filent nature, made no great 
reply at the preſent, to thoſe reaſons that had been delivered, yet it was not many 
dayes after their arrival at Sardu, before an abſolute decree paſſed the Senate, that 
not onely there ſhould be no more Treaties or Addreſſes made unto Euarcbis, con- 
cerning any agreement cither in the general or particular , but it was alſo ordered, 
that it ſhould be eſteemed a crime of a moſt high-conſequence;for any perſon ſo much 
as to make tender of any propoſition to that effect, to the reſt of the Senators there 
aſſembled : which reſolution was quickly publiſhed over the whole Kingdom of Zy- - 
dia by a formal Proclamation. | 

Of the other fide Dimogoras finding, both his intereſt in the Army, and his 
credit with the Senators, did not any way fait with his ambition and expeRa- 
tion, upon the very apprehenſion (as *rwas thought) of theſe apparent diſgraces, 
in a very few dayes ended his life in this world; however there were ſome that 
not onely gave it out, but believed, that he had been poiſoned , to prevent a far- 
ther trouble and danger to the Kingdom. This alſo gave occaſion to Prince Caſſia- 
nu, within a very ſhort time after, to quit perſonally the Countrey of Lydia; W 
perhaps ſuppoſing, now his chief friend and favourite Dimogoras was gone, and the 


reſt ofthe Lords not being in a capacity to ſupport his honour and deſigns, againſt we 
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Souldiers, in the Princeſs Cloria's behalf, it was to little purpoſe any longer to proſe- 
cute his pretended love. ie | 
Nevertheleſs che Nobility, with many other of the Senators of the ſame faction, 
prepared themſelves to give the body of Dimogoras, moſt ſtately and glorious Fune- 
rals; To this intent when the day came, all attired in black, they met the Corpſe 
with a world of Ceremony, and ſo conducted it through a multitude of people, to 
the place ordained for that purpoſe , where being placed according to the cuftom of 
other Generals, the flames quickly conſumed the py les, whilft that which was immor- 
tal had a farther account to give, concerning his actions and thoughts during his 
When the Princeſs Claria underftood of this ſtrange and unexpected law, not one- 
ly pronounced in the Senate, but publiſhed all over the Kingdom, ſhe began now to 
repent her of her too much belief given to the Kings enemies, notwithſtanding any 
perſwaſion whatſoever ſhe had entertained in her thoughts; and conſequently had 
morecauſe a great deal to doubt her own ſecurity, ehen hope of her Fathers releaſe- 
ment, having no other defence left her, but what ſhe could gather from the faithful 
and wiſe counſels of her intrufted Governeſs Roxana, which was the occaſion, that 
one day having for the moſt-part ſpent her whole ſtore of paſſion, ſhe uſed this kinde 
of deſpairing diſcourſe unto her. 1 | 
Truly Roxaxa, ſaid ſhe, as there might be noted at firſt, a ſtrong jealouſie amongſt 
the Souldiers, by the ſtrict guard ſet upon the Kings Perſon, ſo this laſt action makes 
me fear, that there is ſome prevailing deſign, as well againſt our Liberties as his Do- 
minion, which we ſhall be ſcarce able to prevent by any induſtry or aſſiſtance; for as 
Icannot rely much upon the Lords Power, by reaſon ow have altogecher loſt their 
Authority, by ſevering their Intereſts at the firſt from their Princes Prerogative, no- 
5 187 to comply with their o ambition and ſpleen; ſo is there. as little to be ho- 
d for, from the endeavours of N and rich City of Sardi, conſidering their 
Fe Wenger, when Fare xius with his triumphant Army, not onely entered their 
Walls without reſiftagce , hut were content to receive his abſolute commands, with- 
out the leaſt diſpute, belonging to their long enjoyed priviledges,never as yet queſtion- 
ed by any former Prince or Power. Theſe repreſentations, being known and granted to 
be tlie effects of the late tranſactions, what probabilities remain, for the recovery of 
my Fathers Rigbts, though it ſhould be opinionated, that we our ſelves were out of 
all danger perſonally 2 ſince the Kings Party appears, not to have either ability or 
will to do him good; and Lydia being ſtrongly: united under the preſent juriſdicti- 
on, what forreign induſtey and endeavour ſoever, can work any conſidetable effects 
to his advantage? conſidering the thany brave Veſſels and Shipping, that are alwayes 
ready for defence and reſiſtance, upon the Carian and ſunian ſhores , to oppoſe either 
en invaſion or continued Milicy. e 2 | | | 
When Roxana had for ſome time refted ſilent with tears in her eyes, ſhe 
returned her this agſwer : Lady, ſaid. ſhe , you muſt then give me leave to blame 
your. ſuperſtitio lefty (as I. call it) in not ſuffering your Uncle Orſa- 
„ to hav ormed- thoſe ceremonies belonging to your Nuptials at Mem- 
pb; which perhaps in part, if not totally, would have prevented theſe inconve: 


withſtanding any perſwaſion to the contrary. | 


Truly, ſaid Roxana, as I muſt needs confeſs, as thing it ſelf bs ſomething dim̃cult 
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to bring about, and the wayes more uncertain to know how; ſo of the other fide,-1 
am ſo far from believing the impoſſibility of che Kings reſtoration to his anciene gig. 
nity, that according to my own thoughts I ſhall give you very probabſe reaſons, 


whereby to perfivade yon to it, if my fancy dorh-not much outgoe my judge. 


For alchongh I cannot deny, baut that the Countrey of Lydia; being throughly 
united under a well ſettled Government, with the addition of 7nia and Caria, thar 
afford ſo many confiderable Havens , furniſhed with multirude of Shipping, is 2 
condition ſcurce to be attempted by any power; yet conſidering the impatience of 

Op peoples natures, with the daily oppreſſions of them by the heavy weight of Taxa- 
tons, a quick divion will be wrought in the hearts of thoſe, that muſt of neceſſity be 
won to the change of Laws, and Government, before che ancient conſtitutions 
whick the Subjects have formerly lived happily for ſo many ages) can be totally

, when they had a gallant Army in the Field to have redeemed both his Perſon 
and his Crown: And for the Cretans, beſides that they are of a diffeftnt profeſſion 
to ours concerniug the worſhip of the Gods; there are alſo ſo many factions a- 
mongſt them by way of private ambition , that they rather go back daily in their 
own affairs, then ſhew any probability of helping others; and for the diſcon-

Madam, anſwered Rox4x4; your opinion I muſt confeſs is grounded upon a great 
deal of probability, conſidering how the ¶ Miſſians not onely ſold the King to the 
power of the Senate, but at che firft beginning of theſe troubles came into Lydia to 
diſpute your Fathers Rights : But yet if you pleaſe to conſider, that rhe reaſon of 
their actions then proceeded from the extream coverouſneſs of ſome eminent per» 
ſons amongſt them, who finde now they can expect no more gain, (the Senate having

| _ Yetnot totrouble you with long repetitions, where the ſucceſs proved unfortunate, 
I was to my intollerable grief taken in my eſcape , though more perplexed I muſt 
confeſs, to be foyled in my firſt enterprize, then ſorrowful at the conſequence of the 
lofs , being apprehended, I was by order of the Senate, exactly examined before 
ſuch Commiſſioners, as their gravities ordained to be Judges of my actions; how- 
ever the Gods ſo far favoured my weak conftancy, that neither tyranny nor flattery, 
was able to ſhake my dutiful reſolution, which ſo inraged their froward ſpleens, that 
they not onely cauſed me to be ſhut up in a dark room, hut: commanded ſome flight 
puniſhment to be inflicted upon my perſon, as a ſmall combatant in my fathers quar- 
rel, at which I rather laughed than ſeemed to feel: But not finding theſe petty ſuf- 
ferings could prevail againſt my ſpirit, they ordered a great part of my dyet to be 
8 taken 
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taken from mo, as ſuppoſing belike my belly was eaſieſt to be conquered, when trul 
I never eſteemed meat the chief part of my conſideration ; eſpecially when 1 — 
aſſured for their own ſakes, they would afford me ſufficient to ſuſtain nature; yet at 
lat having tryed all other wayes to compaſs their ends, without receiving any fruit 
from their labours, they withdrew from me thoſe accuſtomed reſpects belonging to 
my birth and quality, which I cannot deny, but moſt wrought upon my diſpolition; 
for that I conceived the dignity of my parents, as alſo your ſelf ſweet Siſter ſuffered 
in the omiſſion. 
Io be ſhort, finding themſelves wholly overcome by the goodneſs of my cauſe, 
rather then by my courage, they began of a ſudden to change (though not the 
Theatre) yet the manner of their action; which was not onely to ſweeten their car- 
riages towards me, but alſo ta tickle up my young ambicion , with hopes of being - 
their elected King. For as they ſaid, my Father having totally abuſed his Truft, and 
my eldeft Brother Arethuſius being unkindely fled from their protection, they could 
finde none other ſo fit a perſon, to undertake the Government of the whole Ki 
dom as my ſelf, if I would but expreſs love in my nature, and be ruled by their 
Counſels ; for their intentions as they proteſted , were never to deſtroy Monarchy : 
But I being enflamed with a new rage, to hear them to ſcandalize my Fathers good- 
neſs, and go about to withdraw my duty by their intentions, I anſwered, That as my 
Father had been much too gentle a Prince for ſuch people; fo was their diſſimulation 
no more to be believed concerning my ſelf in theſe offers, then when they pro- 
teſted to the world, to make Euarchus the greateſt _ of Alia; and in the 
mean time had to the uttermoſt of their power , deprived him of his Crown and 
nity. 

This blunt and reſolute reply of mine, belike gave them no further encourage- 
ment to proceed; for telling me, I was a peeviſh childe, and could not be brought to 
underſtand my own good, they not onely quitted my company, but by degrees ſuffer- 
ed again the tream to return into its right courſe , to my ſingular content; which 
however continued me till a Priſoner, | 

Having paſt over ſo great a ſtorm without ſhipwrack either of my own honour, 
or danger to my Fathers Affairs, I began to conceive good opinions of my judge- 
ment; and beginning likewiſe to be extream weary of my captivity , ſince my years 
now required activity, I fell into many conſiderations of another eſcape; and had 
encouragement to put it in execution, not onely by daily rumours I heard of the dif- 
contents of the people, for that they found no inclination of the Senate to agree 
with the King; bur alſo, for that I underſtood many of the Kings ſhips had lately 
revolted from their ſervice : All which I ſay enflamed my thoughts to a new de- 
12 and theſe inflamations of hope, deſire, and paſſion, made me diligent to procure 
the good opinion of thoſe, that were intruſted with my perſon, as a neceſſary con- 
ſequence to my intention. I oftentimes demanded of them to what end was it to 
uſe tigour in my impriſonment, when it might turn to their peefudice , if our ſide 
ſhould hereafter prevail; neither could it at all benefit them for che preſent with 
their maſters by any rewards, if they continued ſtill in authority? 

Theſe perſwaſions with other circumſtances, took them off from the fierceneſs of 
their ſpeed, eſpecially when they had heard that Farezis was forced to ſend many 
of dis Troops abroad, to reduce ſome Provinces again to his obedience , that ra-

ployment of curioſity, or paſt conſideration by reaſon of their over liberal diet, I 
more ſecretly retired into my Cabinet, where I had appointed my ſervant 
to attend with womans apparel; which Robes being ſoon fitted to my perſon, 
they ſo well ſuited with my imagination, that I carried my ſelf with much confidence 
amongſt the multitudes ot. company in every room: When I came into the com. 
mon hall, my ſervant uſhered me as ſome Maſquer to the door ; where the Porter 
made no difficulty to give us paſlage, as believing it was a neceſſary duty belonging 
to his office, not to be at all jealous in ſuch joviality, leſt his fellows might have deri.

But however, I got thus proſperouſly from the danger of all the Courts of guard, 

yet the laſt Centinel, either bitten with his ſervil attendance in the open air, whilſt

When the sky began again to be obſcuted for our advantage, after the going down 
of the Sun, we thought it beſt to take a new journey towards the City of Sardi, 
where confuſion we ſuppoſed would ſecure: us, until we could finde a convenient 
tranſportation for Syria, however our wearineſs, and want of food, compelled 
me the next day about noon, to take up my habitation in à ſmall Cottage under a 
hill fide, in whoſe dwelling there onely remained an old man with his wife, having 
between them as the fruits of their long marriage one daughter, which by the wiy 
muſt occaſion a pretty ſhort ſtory: We no ſooner entred the houſe , bur being pro- 
voked by a ſufficieft appetite, we called for ſuch proviſion as they had, promiſing a 
large payment, and they as willingly condeſcended to our deſires; in which office the - 
Maid ſeemed moſt diligent; notonely in regard of her own good huſwifery, but be 
ing exceedingly delighted, as might be gathered by her ſmiling countenance at my 
ſtrange attire; in the houſe there was but two beds, the one where the old people 
lay, and the other for the young wench; ſo that I wat to take up my reſt neceſſari- 
Jy in the Girls bed, where I mult confeſs, 1 ſlept to my content, whilſt my attendant 
made uſe of a bundle of ſtraw in an out- houſe for his lodging; but in · the morning 
I might feel, not onely one in bed with me, hut the party to have her hand over my 
breaſt, whom by more conſideration I found: to be the young Damſel of the Cot- 
tage; this I muſt confeſs put me to ſome conſuſion, until by à ſtrict examination of 
her intention, I perceived it was onely - het own innocent curioſity, becauſe ſhe 
thought me a fine young Gentlewoman a t which relation the Princeſs could not 
chuſe but laugh; the rather for that Aſcanim did with ſomething a conftrained ear- 
neſtneſs, ſtrive to defend the wenches chaſtity, as if he had been jealous alſo of his own 
honour , yet nevertheleſs he was forced to confeſs, the Maid did much queſtion — 
8 becaule 
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becauſe he had no greater breaſts , but having ſufficiently cleared his reputation, and 
ted out the reſt, he again continued his diſcourſe. 

Although, ſaid he, I had ſufficiently ſatisfied her in all queſtions concerning my tra- 
yels, yet I had much ado to perſwade her to riſe from me; ſo much was ſhe in love 
with my company, neither would ſhe condiſcend to my requeſt until ſhe had again

with an honeſt Countrey affection; ſo that preſently according tò our direction we 
repaired to the Banks of the River Pactolus, where we quickly hireda Bark, that 
without any ſuſpicion at all brought us to Sardis, which Town ſheltered us without 
diſcovery, until we found another conveniency, to convey us to your Caſtle; where 
being arrived, we are confident you will not betray your gueſts , but rather adviſe us 
by your counſel, how to proſecute further our affairs; fince it is to be thought, they 
will make a ſudden and diligent inquiry ar my eſcape. At which words with a

power, as to be able again to recover your own dignities, - .& 

Theſe words and reproof of the Princeſs almoſt put the Noblenian out of his tale; 
bur ſhe finding him ſomething out of countenance; encouraged him to the proſecuti- 
on of his relation. | : 

Madam, ſaid he, when we had thanked them for their prudent admonition, (as we 
termed it) whar-our own duties ſhould have remembred,we preſently diſmiſſed them, 
with other ſpeeches and promiſes, that ſufficiently contented chem for the inftant:: 
After they were gone, I muſt tell you, we ſent to the other part of the Senate, ſitting 
in another room diſtin from ours; intimating we deſired ſome conference with them; 
whereby the people might be rendred ſatisfied in their juſt ſeeming demands: upon our 
meeting, many things were propounded to that purpoſe, as well concerning our ſelves, 
as the ſouldiers; but what will be the iſſue of theſe proceedings, for my part I am 
not able to divine? onely we are informed, that the multithde will not depart from 
the City of Sardu, until they have received ſuch anſwer , as may in ſome ſott give 
content to their thoughts: which either muſt ſettle the Kingdom in a probable po- 
ſture for peace andquierneſs, or fo enflame the Armies reſolutions, that they will en. 
deavour to become maſters of the whole. With theſe words he abruptly took his leave, 
asif his apprehenſions had been tranſported onely by imaginary cohceits. 

As ſoon as the Lord had quitted the Garden, and che reſt of the attendance being 
alſo removed ſome diſtance from them, the Princeſs, Aſcanius, and Roxana began to 
fall upon conſiderations and difcourſes of the Kings Affairs: ſometimes their hopes 
were carried to aſſure themſelves, that it was unpoſſible, but theſe confuſions muſt 
| heeds produce effects to that purpoſe, ſince, as they believed, the Souldiers of the 
Senate could not long agree, and then the common peoples deſires of neceſſity would 
again bring him into his Throne; for they imagined, that however there might be 
obRacles and contentions for the preſent, in regard of the extraordinary power of 
the Army, yet the Souldiers at the laſt could not but àdmit of a King, more willing- 
ly then any other General of their own rank, to command over them: Beſides they 
doubted not, but the-Nobility and the City of Sards, would joyn together to eſta- 
bliſn Ex arc hus, in the ſame honour and dignity, as he was in before theſe late trou- 
bies; ſince the conſequences had already not a little ĩmpoveriſhed the whole, King- 
dom, and what it wonld do further if it ſhould continue, might very well be feared, 
though as yet not certainly known: In that the dignity of a' Court probably 
would as well confirm the one in their hereditary priviledges, as enrich the others by 
Traffick and Commerce; ſeeing it was chiefly the better fort of perſons, that took 
off the commodities of the Merchants. a” | g 

Theſe pleaſant apprehenſions invited them all three to take ſome delight, in a cer- 
tain beautiful and refreſhing Grove, encompaſſed round about by an intricate; Laby- 
rinth, or Wilderneſs of flouriſhing Trees, that ſhaded it ſufficiently from the eyes 
of people: In the midft thereof there was a Fountain, upon the borders of which 
was contrived many forts of Chaces by Dogs and Huntſmen ; who by the turning 
of ſeveral artificial Cocks, ſeemed not onely to move in proſecution of their prey, 
but the Hounds with open months barked and made a noife. The prettineſs of the 
conceit, for a long ſpace gave young Aſcanius ſufficient content: When they were 
weary of beholding of this invention, they went to the viewing 6f other rarities : 
There they might behold Andromeda, with the Sea Monſter coming out of the wa- 
ter to devour her, whilſt her ſorrowfu! parents ſtood upon the bordering ſhore, to 
behold that-woefal and lamentable Tragedy, occaſioned as they thought; by the 
too much ſeverity and cruelty of the Gods; until Perſeus the fon of Danè, 
that was Courted in « ſhower of Gold by Pupiter, deſcended from the skies upon 
his flying horſe, and ſeemed to refcue the diſtreſſed Lady. There were alſo to be 


ſeen in that plate, divers Artificers working in their Trades, onely by the = 
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and current of the water: in like manner others playing upon ſeveral kindes of In- 
ſtruments, both delightful to the ear, and pleaſing to the apprehenſion, Beſides, 
Birds of all ſpecies, made of Glaſs and other materials, that ſeemed to chirp in a 
natural way, though onely ſo contrived by the meer invention of men, to give the 
greater ſatisfaction to luxurious ſenſe. After they had as it were glutted their 
contemplation with theſe delight ful vanities, the Princeſs Claria being better skill d 
then her brother in the uſe of ſuch devices, ſuddenly turned one of the pipes, 
which quickly over- ſpread young A ſcanius with a large Canopy of Water, that re- 
ſembled a plentiful, though ſweet ſhower from the heavens, inſomuch as he knew 
not at the inſtant, how to winde himſelf out of the inconveniency, until be was for. 
ced to entreat his ſiſters favour for his redemption ;, neither did ſhe altogether afford 
him that grace, (ince he. became a little wet to purchaſe à convenient experience 
againſt another time, But Roxane, asif ſhe thought her Miſtreſs had uſed ſome- 
thing too wo 64k towards her young Brother , began a needleſs apology for 
the action, when ſhe might have known, A/cavixs could not be diſpleaſed at any 
thing bis ſiſter did. When they bad as it were dwelt long enough upon theſe watry 
pleaſures, they again returned into their own lodgings, in which place the metamor. 
Phoſed maid; was moſt careful to obſerve thoſe decorums that belonged to her offfke 
and attendance, leſt the contrary might have occaſioned the endangering of his diſ- 
coyery : where-they remained, I may ſay, entertaining themſelves ſometimes wich 
hopes, and ſometimes with fears, until the Dwarfs return brought them more certain 
intelligence, of many paſſages both from Sard# and other Regions: however be. 
cauſe they deſired to underftand his information, in the moſt methodical way, in re- 
gard the circumſtances as they apprehended, would give a great light to the intenti- 
ons on foot, they wiſht him to tell his tory and adventures in order, which he per- 
formed in this manner. 5 | n 
Aſter, ſaid he, I parted from this Caſtle, according to your command, I went to 
the very door of the Senate houſe, the beſt place as I thought for intelligence; where 
finding all choſe that ſtood without in a moſt confuſed diftraRion, both in their words 
and looks, it was not long heſore many of the chief Senators, of a ſudden came 
out of the room; when preſently they went with a great deal of haſte towards zu- 
other chamber, where I underſtood by the diſcourſes of the multitude, they were de- 
ſigned to meet ſome of the Lords about a conference concerning the ſettlements of 
the diſorders of the Kingdom. I being both bold, and little, and ſo conſequently as 
Ithought not much to be ſuſpected, in the confuſed crowd thruſt in along with them, 
where placing my ſelf in a nogk of the chamber under a hanging, it was my chance 
to hear theſe ſeveral diſcourſes from them. 1 
Ihe firſt ſort of Senators that ſpa ke, thought it convenient, if not altogether ne- 
ceſſary, again to ſettle the King in his ancient dignity, not onely in regard of the ex- 
traordinary cries of the common people to that purpoſe, but alſo for that there were 
ſo many ſeveral. factions within themſelves in the Senate, not probable to be reconci- 
led, with any advantage to the Nation: Others nocwithſtanding were of a contrary 
opinion, alledging that it were better to hazzard the ruine of the whole Countrey 
in a general confuſion, then to come any more under the juriſdiction of that Tyrar- 
nical Government, as they faid they had with ſo much blood already endeavoured 
to deſtroy: A third number of that aſſembly, ſeemed in ſome ſort to be willing, to 
reſtore again Egarchus to his Crown in full luftre ; but they doubted left his un- 
relenting ſpleen might put bim on, to call the Senate to a ſtrict account far their 
paſt actions, and ſeverity uſed both againſt his authority and perſon , wherefore 
wiſht rather to haue ſome of his poſterity Crowned in his place, whom for ſuch 2 
benefit as they believed, would eaſily be perſwaded to forgive and forget bis Fathers 
injuries: This propoſition a longtime entertained their fancies , until they conlider- 
ed, that not onely Prince Ar ethuſius was in the Kingdom of Syria, proſecuting the 
Queen his Motbers deſigns, and my Lord Aſcanias his brother had lately by 
flight procured his own liberty without their conſents, which abſolutely beat 
back any more diſcourſe upon that ſubject; however they thought it convenient, 
; i 
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if not extreamly neceſſary for the preſent, to give what ſatisfaction they could to 
the diſcontented people; who belike attended in great numbers, about the City of 
S$4rdis to that purpoſe : yet it was conſidered withal, that if they ſhould endeavour 
alcogether to pleaſe the multitude, wichour Goring 199 Swords ready drawn in their 
0s 4 whereby to be. able to chaſtize them, if they ſhould prove too unreaſonable 

in their demands, they muſt expect dangerous and inſolent affronts, inſtead of quiet- 
neſs and obedience to their commands: Inſomuch as they thought it convenient in 
the interim whilſt they entertained the peoples expectations, with good words and 
fair promiſes, to ſend privately to Fare ita, wiſhing him to be ready co match wich 
his Souldiers, to keep the multitude in due obedience to the Senates Authority, if 
they ſhould continue theſe extravagant 2 of their deſigns; which in effect 

being fully reſolved upon by them all, they quekly broke up the Aſſembly. 

So that when they were in this manner diſperſed, and I had freed my fe undjſto- 
vered from their companies, I thought it my duty, to gain what other intelligence 
could amongſt the common people, ſince I conceived, much conſiſted in their con- 
ſtant and brave reſolutions, co which purpoſe they ſeemed in ſome ſort to have aſ- 
ſembled themſelves, with an intention to contend againſt the preſent Government, 
by ſome violent manner of proſecution , though for the better colour of their acti- 
ous and intentions, they appeared onely with petitions in their hands, inſtead of 


other weapons of danger. With theſe thoughts, I held it my beſt courſe to retire 


into the very heart or body of the City of Sardy, as well to feel the pulſe and con- 
ſtitution of the Inhabitants, as the likelier to he informed by their intelligence, con- 
cerning all other proceedings of the Kingdom: Neither in this deſign, was I much de- 
ceived in my expectation, for ſorting my converſation with watermen and other in- 
feriour people, I underſtood, that as the rich Citizens of the Town , although they 
defire again to have their King to govern over them, though with ſame reſtriction 
in his power, becauſethey fear his revenge, ſince otherwiſe as they belieys, they 
could probably expect nothing but a al confuſion , ſo of the other (ide it is ap- 
parent the multitude for the moſt part deſire a change hot onely in regard of the envy 
they bear to the Senate, who more abſolutely command over cheir.perſons and 
eſtates, then the King ever did in his greateſt glory, but alſo in regard, they doubt 
the Souldiers at the laſt, will come to be Maſters of every mans fortune q which: jn- 
riſdiction of all others, they moſt deteſt in their natures and diſpoſitiogs. As I was 
ſofficiently ſatisfied in cheſe inclinations of the people, I repaited t the publick place 
of commerce for the whole City, where (in ſhort) amongſt che Merchants I under- 
ſtood, that not onely a great part of the Navy was reyolced to the King (the Mar- 
riners being encouraged thereunto, by ſome Senators which Faxeajys the General 
bad . ſent into baniſhment) but that the Ay ſſians were alſo preparing a great 
Army, by the directions of the Kingdom of Syria, ſuddenly to invade India, on che 
Kings behalf. Theſe news giving my endeavours ſufficient encouragemept , till 
to proſecute my deſign for other intelligences, within three or four dayes afterward, 
pry certainly informed, that the Senate being not able, or at leaſtwiſe not wil- 
ling to give the multitude ſatisfaction, according to the defire of their Petitions, they 
had in great numbers not onely taken up arms for their own defence, in regard they 
vnderſtood that Farezius had directions, notwithſtanding the oppoſkion of, the 
Lords, to march towards their aſſemblies with all his power, but they had alſo ſeized 
upon many Caſtles and Towns, towards their enterpriſe and aſſiſtance in the Kings 
name; with whom in like manner many of che Nobility joyn with conſiderahle For- 
ces, Laſt of all, you may he pleaſed to know, that Herexombrotys, Licgtenant Ge- 
neral to. Farexius, is of a ſudden called away.with a great part of the Army, towards 
the Confines of Lydia, near the City of Ai, occaſioned by reaſon of the revolt 
of ſome of his own Commanders, who are joyned with the power and force of the 
Countrey to oppaſe the Senates proceeding ; which in effect is the full information 
I can give concerning my imployment. 

When the Dwarf had madg an end of this relation, the Princeſs Cleris ſmiled up- 
on her Brother, not onely to ſee how well the boy had performed his office, accord- 
mg 
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ing to the confidence her Governeſs Roæ aua had in his wit and fidelity; but withal in 
regard of the inward joy ſhe felt concerning the King her Fathers affairs, that ſeem. 
ed now to be in a better poſture then they were, almoſt ſince the beginning of his 
troubles: for ſhe imagined by the conſequences , his Subjects would be conſtrained 
for their own advantages, to place him again in his Throne, in a higher capacity of 
power then before. ¶Aſcanius of the other ſide, expreſſed alſo by his countenance 
the like gladneſs, inſomuch as after a little ſpace, as if he had been in a manner tranſ. 
ported yyith thoughts of delight and ſatisfaction, according to his youthful concep- 
tions, Ca were apt enough to entertain all Ideas of content and felicity, preſent- 
ly run to his Siſter, and whilſt both his armes were caſt about ber neck, he ſcaled, as 
well his affection as his joy upon her ruby lips, by a multitude of ſweet, though more 
kiſſes : But ſhe at laſt, either ſomethiug apprehending the coo much importunity 
of ſuch affections, or elſe deſirous to infortn her ſeſf better of other particulars, told 
her Brother in a jeſting way, that as ſhe could ſcarce diſpence with che rigid rules of 
her own modeſty, to have her virgin lips ſo aſſaulted, although it were from an affe. 
Rionate Brother, whoſe innocent vertue was beyond all poſſibility of ſcandal, ſo did 
ſhe of the other ſide exceedingly wonder, that his own change of condition, which 
onely procured his ſafety, under the protection of the Caſtle, where for the preſent 
they remained, had not wrought in his diſpoſition contrary effects, to that quality 
wherein he was born, lince not he was do eſteem himſelf rather a ſervant to fortune, 
then a Prince by extraction: Not a Prince, replyed Aſcanus? the Gods defend, I 
ſhould ever harbour in my breaſt ſuch poor and unworchy thoughts, notwithſtand- 
ing the injuſtice or malice of any fortune whatſoever : No Siſter, be you aſſured, that 
both for your ſake and my own , 1 ſhall alwayes endeavour by my actions, to ſhew 
that I am Son to Exarchns and Hyacinthia; and I doubt not but you will do the like 
concerning your own particular: But yet, replyed the ſweet Princeſs, we are obliged 
in ſome ſort to yield to our fates, when we have not means ſufficient left us to pte. 
vent them; for if the Senate, by a certain kinde of a tyrannical power gtanted them 
by the heavens (perhaps onely i correction of our offences) do impriſon and circum- 
ſcribe our perſons, what matters of conſequence can our mindes afford us to our ad. 
vantage in ſuch exigencies? O ſay not ſo, anſwered Aſcanius; for the tninde is able 
to be a noble conquerour over all unfortunate diſafters ; ſince in my yourhful ſtudies 
I have read of many brave perſons, that in the higheſt expreſſions of tyranny , and 
afflictions impoſed upon their bodies, by their worſt and greateſt enemies, have at 
laſt in deſpight of all their cruelty, born away the onely Palm and Lawrel of Victo- 
ry ; as it were confounding their very perſecutors, with the extraordinary conſtancy 
of their own ſufferings. Theſe , ſaid Cloria, I muſt confeſs are brave reſolutions in 
words, if they can be as well practiſed by actions: For I muſt tell vou, that fleſh and 
blood cannot eaſily put off all natural inclinations, though I will not deny, but the 
ſoul may do miracles, being aided by divine conſiderations; and oftentimes hath de- 
monſtrated wonderful effects, meerly out of ſome extraordinary ſenſe, or inflama- 
tion of hononr, both by Souldiers and Philoſophers, Truly, ſaid Aſcanius, then it 
were very hatd, being Kings Children, if we ſhould not in our proceedifigs meet with 
ſome of theſe faculties to our benefit; when as perhaps contemptible flaves in for- 
mm have abundantly exampled to our knowledge and edification, ſuch heroi- 
cal ſuffering. | 
As they were thus diſcourſing, Roxana, who had for a long ſpace kept a moſt for- 
mal and grave ſilence, thought it alſo convenient to ſne her own wiſdome; the ra- 
ther, ſince her years and experience, pretended to a certain kinde of prerogative 
amongſt thoſe of the younger ſort of people. Truly, ſaid ſhe, as I cannot deny, but 
that this extraordinary courage you mention, is of a ſingular benefit to many ſorts of 
IP. in their preffing and difficult occaſions, yet when with a wiſe (though not a 
ſe) complyance, we can avoid both the inconvenience and hazzard to our ſelves, 
with more caſe and no diſhonour, I ſee no reaſon, why we ſhould go about to ſtrain 
nature to no putpoſe ? eſpecially if we be not well affared to gain a beneticial victory 
by the contention ; and if we fail in that we ſeem to undertake, we contract there- 
| by 
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by a further miſchief and diſreputation to our ſelves, then if we had not at all of. 
fered to contend againſt power and oppreſſion at chic firſt ; Beſides oftentimes thoſe 
reſiſtances in the dark ſhall never come truly to the knowledge of the world; ſo that 
conſequently we fail then of that glory, our fooliſh and prepoſterous ambition aim- 
edat by ſuch reſolutions ; by which means we (hall be rather interpreted to be blown 
up with vain: plorious fumes, then ſeaſoned with true fortitude : In fine, the beſt mix. 
ture muſt be ſo to moderate our actions, that as precipitately we put not our ſelves 
upon vain and needleſs ſufferings, without neceſſity, ſo ought not we too much to 
yield to the inconſtant ſtrokes of fortune and oppreſſion, when either Honour or 
Religion, calls us to à publick demonſtration of our bravery and courage. But 
however theſe diſputations might either confirm Cloria, or convert her Brother, yet 
Aſcanius finding the opportunity, for his own deſired imployment in the Kings af- 
fairs, he reſolyed as ſoon as poſſible he could, to ſeek occaſion for his own ſpeedy de- 
ture; which did not a little afflict the conſiderations of his ſweet Siſter the Princeſs 
Chria, who began to contract a moſt ſingular delight in the witty cdnverſation of 
her dear Brother. Nevertheleſs ſhe reſolved not to be fo great a friend to her own 
paſſions, as to become thereby an enemy to his honour, and her Fathers proſperity ; 
So that this being after ſome conſultation determined on all ſides, Aſcaniui — e 
in ſome new diſguiſe, like a boy belonging to the Navy, to ſteal privately away to 
Sea, the protection of thoſe officers , that might afford him the conveniency, 
and repair to thoſe Ships that had revolted from the Senates ſervice. | 
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( though Prince Aſcauius youthful ambition, was extream violent 
to be imployed in the revolted Ships, yet the Senates ſuſpicion; 

by reaſon of thoſe peremptory petitions they had received from 
the people in the Kings behalf, made them more cautious to ſe- 
cure Cloria in her confinement : To this purpoſe, whilſt Aſcanius 
vas providing the beſt conveniency he could for his departure, of 

a ſudden a new guard was ſet upon the Caſtle, as it was pretend 


— d onely to keep a ſtricter eye over all the priſoners within that 
jariſdiion, who were to deny entrance to every ſtranger whatſoever, without an ex- 
act examination both of his quality and buſineſs.. The execution of this determinati- 
on, troubled the thoughts extreamly of Cloria, Aſcauiu, and Roxana, as well for that 
it hindred their deligns, in many. particulars concerning their own reſolutions; as that 
by tlis means, they were probably debatred from thoſe intelligences that might prove 
beneficial to the Kings affairs : For however the. Princeſs Cloris , ſeemed oftentimes 
teafpnably well pacified , in regard ſhe enjoyed the ſweet converſation of ber dear 
Brother; yet he being enflamed with the deſire of action, not ſeldom with a great deal 
of violence, complained concerning the injuſtice. and ctuelty of the Senates decrees ; 
as1 may fay, quarrelling with his own Fates, that ſo ſpitefully circumſcribed him con- 
trary'to his nature: Nevertheleſs he was perſwaded by Roxana to a competent pati- 
ence; for fear of ſome prejudiceto his own perſon , ſince it was to be ſuppoſed, the 
ſtrictneſs of the watch proceeded chiefly from the grounds ariſing from his eſcape : But 
teaſons for the moſt part that belong to moderation , are not at all times prevalent 
with youthful diſpofition, where either ambition or other paſlions predominate; yer 
in regard the young couple enjoyed a ſupreme felicity in each others company, anc 
that they doubted not but that their Fathers affairs went on in a moſt happy conditi- 
on, they were petſwaded at laſt, to attend both with patience and ignorance the event 
of thinps for a little time longer: notwithſtanding the Princeſs Cloris could ſcarce be 
inwardly ſatisfied in her thoughts; in that ſince bis departure, ſhe had not beard one 
word from Narciſſus; and the rather was ſhe troubled , in reſpeR this new guard as 
| ſhebelieved,' could not chuſe but contribute much tothe obſtructing of all future in- 
telligence : Although Roxaxa, upon every occaſion by diſcourſes, endeavoured to ſet- 
tle her minde both to hopes and aſſurances, nevertheleſs ſhe knew very well the old 
Dake was dead; and that withal Exmenes and Eretheria were in poſſeſſion of the Iſland 
of Cyprus, which ſecret however ſhe never durſt in any kinde reveal to her Miftriſs. 
As one day Roxana was at a window in the Caſtle, that had its view directed to- 
Fardsche River Pactolus, which lay under it at no far _ „that affords a large 
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e Wharf, or borders of the Stream, to thoſe that either had bu- 


commodity upon th 
ſineſs in the pho or were in their diſpoſitions delighted with the recreation of 


walking; in üg poſture ſhe obſerved a man habited like an Outlandiſb Sailor, 
who with a ceitin kinde of ſolicitous diligence , looked up at the window where ſhe 
ſtood, as if he either wondered at her confinement, or a deſire to entertain ſome 
correſpondency-with her concernments. Theſe actions or demeanours of the party 
buſied ſomething her conſideration for the preſent , yet not knowing well what to 
think either of , ſelf or him, for that ſhe ſuppoſed very probably, he might 
be onely a ſpy to betray her to a more ſtrict impriſonment, for that time withdrew 
her ſelf from any manner of obſervation : Nevertheleſs the next day ſhe came to 
the ſame window again, not ſo much for the like recreation, as that ſhe had retain- 
ed in her fancy all the night, ſome Idea's of the fellow actions, and countenance, ag 
it were being perſwaded by the ſtrength of her imagination, char if ſhe ſhould hap- 
pen to ſee him any more, ſhe might either know his perſon , or be informed of his 
buſineſs, which ſhe began to believe, abſolutely was intended to her in particular, 
in that he ſeemed not onely to have been intentive to ſome purpoſes in his minde, but 
alſo in regard he was a ſtranger, and in that manner appeared habited, though ma. 
ny Seamen of other Countries, by reaſon of merchandize and trade belonging to 
the rich City of Sardis, were accuſtomed to repair to that place, as well as to other 
reat Towns in Lydia: Roxana, as I ſay, was ſcarce ſeated again in the window, but 
he might ſee the very ſame perſon to walk, as the day before, upon the Banks of the 
River, oftentimescaſting up his eyes towards the place where ſhe was. This gave 
the old woman, after ſome more conſideration, as well an appetite of curioſity , as 
a hope to be informed by himſelf ; wherefore at laſt putting off both her fear and 
doubt, of bringing any inconveniency upon their preſent condition, notwithſtanding 
what in junction or prohibition ſoever, beckened with her hand to the fellow to come 
nearer the window; which ſhe might the better do without danger, by reaſon * 
noon ſeaſon had well high freed the Wharf, from all the accuſtomed com panyt 
daily frequented the Water. ſide: He approaching at this ſummons , ſhe let fall a lit 
tle piere of paper, whereinſhe had writ with the point of her bodkin theſe intimi- 
tions : That if he had any thing in commiſſion neteſſary to be delivered to her know- 
ledge; he ſhould particularly write his minde to that purpoſe, and that night late re. 
pair to the ſame place again, where ſhe would be ready attending with a long ſtring, 
unto which he might faſten his writing. As ſoon as the fellow had read this ſmall 
note, with a ſeeming joyful countenance, holding his finger to his mouth, as a ſigu of 
ſecrecy and conſent, he went away. - --- TE” « S443 
Roxana implayed moſt of the aſternoon in confiderations, what might be the 
event, as well as the occaſion of this ſtrange adventure; withal reſolving to be moſt 
diligent and punctual in the time; though in the interim, ſhe determined not to make 
either Cloris or any other acquainted with her ſummons: According to her hour ſhe 
cameto the window, where already ſhe found' her — * waiting for her pre- 
ſence; and preſently after that Rax ana had let down the ſtring, he faſtened a paper 
unto it, that contained this information: It i enough to ſay, ibat I am; the miſfſer- 
ger that was ſent by you not many moneths ſince into Syria, from whence I aminenlt - 
rived, under the Seiter of this diſguiſe , for fear of diſcovery , underſtanding the firii 
guard that is lately ſet upon the Caſtle : Wherefore if you pleaſe tomorrow night, about 
one of the clock, to be at the matir . gate belonging to the Fort, Ĩ have found out ſaich an 
invention, that at the out ſide I can wait upon ya, with what conveniency you pleaſe, 
whereby to impart unto your {elf many remarkable and beneficial paſſages , belonging a 
well to the Kingdom of Syria, as to the Iſland of Cyprus, with other places, that mJ 
both content the Princeſs, and contribute tothe Kings affairs. | 
Roxana, when (he had read this Letter, as it may be thought, with a ſufficient con- 
tent, not uſing any other circumſtance in returning an anſwer , then again with the 
point of ber bodkin ſignifying her conſent, ſhe reſolved, that however ſhe was not al- 
together ignorant of the place he mentioned; yet for her better inſtruction, ſhewould 
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The firſt journey I made, ſaid he, after I parted from ihe Kingdom of Lydia, was 
into the Iſland of Cypras, in regard of. thoſe Ipecial commands I had been enjoyned 
fromthe Princeſs Cloris, to enquire aſter the affairs and comportment of the young 
Lord Narciſſus ; for that, as ſhe told me, ſhe was extreatnly beholding both 
to him and his Father, for the many eourteſies ſhe-and: the Qyeen her Mother had 
received from the Cpgatrey , and other places under their jutiſdiction and com- 
mand : but upon my arrivatia that Iſlaud, I found not onely the old Duke dead, 
but che Poſſeſſion and Government of the Countrey enjoyed by Zamenes , who 
had then newly married he Lady Zrecheria, the Dukes Daughter, in regard, as 
it was ſuppoſed dy all che people, het Brgther the Lord Narciſſus, had by ſome un- 
fortunate accident ot other miſcarried, ſinet no news had been heard of bis welfare 
for a long ſeaſon: Nevertheleſs as it ſhoald ſeem, the Gods determined other 
wiſe of the buſineſi, for within ſome few tnoueths after the Dukes death, Nciſ- 
ſu hiamſelf in a certain diſpuiſe coming into the Countrey, it was not long before 
he found conveniency privately to ſpeak with his Siſter Eretheria, ſhe being one day, 
according to her cuſtom, retired into pleaſant walks belonging to the Court, for 
the exerciſing and recreation of her poctical-fancy, in which faculty ſhe ſeems to take 
a moſt ſingular delight. This by the way, would occaſion a pretty ſtory , concern- 
ing the loves between Eumenes and her ſelf, if the ſeaſon at preſent could any way 
aflord the t onvenieney: But the troubleſomepoſture wherein we both now remain, 
ſhalleonfine me rather to matters neceſſaryto be related, then to thoſe circumſtan- 
| eſs; ſo that onely be pleaſed to know, 
that Narniſſus having thus encountered his Siſter in his diſguiſe, told her he was a 
meſſenger ſent by her Brother Narciſſus into Cyprus, though being retarded by the 
way, by reaſon of an unfortunate ſarprize by Pyrates ; withal finding the old Duke 
dead, unto whom was chiefly directed his intention, he thought it moſt conve- 
nient (ſhe being the onely heir of the Houſe and Family) as a neceſſary duty be- 
longing to his Commiſſion, to make her acquainted wich her Brothers fortunes : 
Thefe words continued Eretheria a long time in a trembling muſe, as it were la- 
bouring within ber ſelf, between ſorrow and amazement , fearing to hear the man- 
ner of that repeated, which for many moneths paſt ſhe had been made already 
moſt aſſured of in her own opinion: In concluſion he told her a ſtory of his being

After he had interrogated the meſſenger with ſomething an exact curioſity, asit 

ſhould ſeem, not being willing to be couzened either out of command or bonour, 
notwithſtanding Eretheria bis Wife appeared a little violent in her belief, proceeding 
from the precipitate inclinations of her natural affection, at laſt he became in a man- 
ner alſo abſolutely ſatisfied" in all choſe particulars he could demand: But in the in- 
terim nevertheleſs, diverſity of paſſions might be obſerved in the countenance of . 
menes , combating with his noble thoughts, whether juſtice or ambition ſhould get 
the maſtery over his determinations , ſince the continuance of his own: preſent gl, 
ry, could not well be maintained, without a great deal of apparent injury doneto 
the rightful inheritance of brave Narciſms , who had performed ſuch remarkable 
and gallant ſervices at the Siege of CMemphy in Egjps, to the admiration almoſt of 
all Fj. In concluſion, after theſe conſiderations , had for ſomething a long ſea. 
ſon ſtruggled in his Heroical breaſt at aft with ſome ſeeming paſſion he brokeout 
into theſe expreſſions: The Gods defend, ſuid he, that I ſhould deprive my Brother Nur. 
ciſſus, i he be alive, of that rigbi which ſo juſtly belongs both to his deſcent and merits, 
ſiuce not onely the dead Duke , but living Fame, intended him the purchaſe: Tet that 
the world may not too much tax my credulity,” upon over-light andimprobable grounds, I 
muſt in the interim ſtudy ſome way for the more aſſuredueſs of the relation , and the rather 
for that no leſs then the power of our wholt Connivey can be certain to releaſe him from bk 
confinement ( as you ſeem to intimate; ) wherefore I ſhall make the States of the Iſlandif 
Cyprus acquainted with the intelligence, from whoſe purſes , if not allowangg ,, do move 
fer the moſt part all great actions that cqncern the people; and we being nom in Treaty 
with the Egyptians, towards the concluding of ſome happy Peace between Cyprus and 
Pamiphylia, 4 more fertwnate occaſion ſeemeth to be offered for bis ſervice then ordinary: 
which notwithſtanding failing in any particular, that may either appertain to his Honour 
or Liberty, I ſhall not be ſparing of my own blood, to redeem that gallant Captive Narcil. 
ſus, from any ſub jection at preſent, or hereafter, to what Prince or Nation ſoever. 

Theſe expreſſions, as he thought, both from his Siſter and Eumenes, being motives 
ſufficient to cauſe him to diſcover himſelf, he preſently took from the fide of his face 
a long black patch, that did not a little obſcure him from common knowledge, which 
had been artificially contrived to that purpoſe ; then deſired Eretheria to look well 
upon his countenance, and conſider whether according to her remembrance, ſhe 
knew his perſon, or could call to minde ſhe had ever ſeen the fame before: But his 
words rather procuring amazement then ſatisfaction to her thoughts (for that the 
Wars and his other travels had much changed his looks ſince their laft parting , who 
was then a great deal more effeminate both in his complexion and aſpect) he preſent- 
ly putting his hand, into a ſmall pocket he had of the one ſide of his garment, quick- 


ly plucked out a curious enamelled Caſe , which formerly had been the gift of Ere- 
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theria her ſelf; and that being opened, he ſhewed her his own picture and hers ſo liye- 
ly repreſented, that there was now no more queſtion to be made of the meſſenger i 
his confirmation of his ſafety, ſhewed the way as I may ſay, to a thouſand embrace. 
ments, as full of joy as love, which in a ſhort time rendred che whole Iſland perfectly 
contented, in that as the people expected wonders from their new recovered Prince; 
ſo Eretheria and Enmenes held it a ſufficient honour and happineſs to their conditi- 
on, to ſee their gallant Brother, in poſſeſſion of hat they had unknowingly for ſome . 
ſpace uſurped from his right. 5 | 
It wasnot long after the finiſhing of theſe notable Congratulations, when my 
ſelf before my paſſage into Syria, hearing that the young Duke Narciſſus was at his 
Court at Paphos; expecting ſome Meſſengers or Ambaſſadours from the King of 
Egypt, whereby to conclude the Treaty of Peace with the Countrey of Pampbilia, 
went unto him, not onely to inform him concerning the ſtate of the Princeſs Clin, 
but alſo to receive his direction touching my employment to the City of Damaſcus, 
where our Queen, as I was told, for that preſent remained. I muſt confeſs I am not 
able ro expreſs the joy he conceived to hear of the Princeſs ; and vowed by all the 
Gods, that after he had ſettled his own affairs in ſuch poſture, that he could abſo- 
tatelyommand the Countrey, he would tranſport, a gallant Army into the King- 
dom of Lydia for her relief; withal he told me, he intended to make a journey bim- 
ſelf in perſon to Dawaſtw, to confer with that State concerning particulars to that 
effect: Theſe inſtructions and intimations were enough as I thought for the pre- 
ſent, to carry with me in my journey, that quickly landed me at 7 yre - But he being 
come to this point, having paſt over the principal part of that period Roxana deſi- 
red, which was the ſafety and proſperous condition of young NMarciſſus, ſhe wiſhe 
the meſſenger to keep the finiſhing of hi relation ſor the next nights conference; 
not onely in regard of the inconvenient poſture wherein they both ſtood at the in- 
ſtant, but alſo for that ſhe knew, her Miſtreſs che Princeſs with a great deal of impa- 


| -tiency attended her coming, who had*teſolved not to go to bed before her return. 


This ſoon parted them both, with an agreement the next night to meet at that very 
place, however with what better commodity: they could in the interim invent, for 
either of their particulars, in regard the highneſs of the water being ſo near their 
ſtation, did render the conference cold and inconvenient. 

It is not to be doubted, but that this relation did ſufficiently ſatisfie the Princeſſe 
Cloris, who after Roxana had delivered all the particulars, wich as many delight- 
full circumſtances as her tongue and could with any probability invent, not de- 
ſtroying the truth of the ſtory, ſhe called up her Brother Aſcanius to be again anew 
informed by her ſelf, being a little before faln aſleep upon a Pallet in her chamber: nei- 
ther of them almoſt could be gottento bed the reſt of the night,notwithſtanding any 
perſwaſion of Roxana; both as it were filled with ſo much joy, that they ſeemed 
to entertain a belief, as if ſleep were of too dull a nature and property, to be wel- 
com'd with ſuch Ideas of felicity, as they for the preſent entertained in their fancies 
and imaginations: For as the Princeſs Cloria efteemed ber impriſonment nothing, 
now her dear Narciſſus was ſafe, and Duke of Cyprus, from whoſe aſſiſtance in a 
manner ſhe preſumed, if need were, upon a mitaculous redemption, ſo of the other 
fide, were Aſcaniuts thoughts ſo tranſported with the deſite of action arid employ- 
ment, that but onely hearing that Narciſſut meant to land a ſtrong Army in the 
Kingdom of Lydia, towards the King his Fathers reſtoration, he appeared to be as it 
were already in poſſeſſion of his wiſhes, though yet a concealed priſoner in his Si- 
ſters Chamber. 

Hut however this youthful couple fed themſelves with delight enough, upon the 
very ſcore of their own fancies, yet better experienced Roxana, was both cautious 
and certain in her determinations ; to which purpoſe the next night following, ſhe 
was reſolved to keep her appointment, hoping by the other part of the intelligence 
that was behinde, to ger out ſomething more for their advantages. 

When ſhe and Mercuris met, (for ſo was the intruſted ſervant to Prince Aſcanius 


 Glled) they placed themſelves for their conference, at the other end of the 7ron-grate;

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where by chance they found out a commodity anſwerable to theirdeſires; and that was 
two ſeats cut out in che wall of either ſide, belike ordained in time of War, for the 
detter conveniency of Sentinels; which being alſo elevated three or four ſteps above 

the water, they were freed from the incumbrancę of noiſe and cold 5 After they were 
both ſeated, Rax ana to her neceſſary attentiveneſa, as Mercuri to his particular rela. 
tions, this diſcourſe was the ſubject of their endeavours, 5 | 

Being landed at Tyre, ſaid Aercuris, as I told yon before, I was quickly informed 
of many ſtirs (if not * — — plain 5 that — already be. 
gun ia the Kingdom of Syria, and more particujarl great and mighty Cit 
- fs, > that preſent had drawn moſt of all — 41 
kinde of a formal ſiege round about the Town; an accident that ſeemed ſomething 
to obſtruct my deſigns, in regard I knew not well where to finde Hy«cinthia our 
Queen; much ſeſs could I be confident; to have a ſufficient opportunity to proſetute 
with any conſiderable effect, the ſending of Souldiers into Lydia, towards King Es. 
arc hus aſſiſtance : To let you know the true cauſes of this War, were a work of too 
much preſumption for my experience, ſince diverſity of Intereſts forthe moſt part, 
uſe to be the occaſion of ſuch alterations; onely according to common report it 
was given out, that che people being over-burthened with Taxations, by — 
continued Hoſtility between Seraftros King of Egypt, and the State of Syria, is the 
cauſe : But if I may adde to cheſe conjectures, my own thoughts and opinion, In. 
ther believe the obſtinacy proceeds from ſome innate ambition in divers of the Nobi. 
lity, and eſpecially in the Houle of one Condrs , whoſe Anceſtors oppoſed their 
. Kings with the like, if not greater violence in all times: Nevertheleſs it is conceived 
by moſt; that Queen . Andromida, who hath the young King under her jnriſdictian, 
by reaſon of his few years, together with a certain Favourite of hers called Aazu 
744 , is extreamly to blame concerning the preſent troubles , for fear of letting 
the abſolute management of affairs, which as (he is perſwaded , (he can better main 
rain by 4 War then a ſettled Peace; wherefore will not by any means, make 
an accord of friendſhip, though it be with her own Brother Soraſtros — Egypt, 
notwithſtanding the general cries of the common people to that purpoſe : Yet for 
her excuſe (he preteads, ſhe cannot ſafely conclude the Peace deſired , until che youn 
King comes of years, in regard her late Husband Or/ames , and his Councel — 
his death, preſcribed her the conditions, which the Egyptian will not condeſcend un- 
to. As theſe are the diverſities of ſayings andallegations of all ſides; ſo ſhall I not 
need to trouble you with any more particulars of chis nature, but will leave the reſt 
22 iſſue and ſucceſs, and onely let you know what moſt concerns our own 
affairs. | 

Although theſe accidental troubles at Damaſcus (as I thought) would not onely 
ſomething hinder my journey, but obſtruct your deſigns, yet it was my good fortuge 
to ſpeak wich our Queen Hyacinchia , at a houſe el her by the State for her 
abode, during the heat of the Wars in hand : I-ſhall not need to expreſs , with what 
extraordinary joy, (he entertained from my relation the news of her Daughters wel- 
fare, and my Lord her Sons eſcape: however ſhe ſeemed a little afflicted, that theſe 
unfortunate differences, newly begun in the Kingdom of Syria, did in ſome ſort un- 
happily croſs the reſolutions, and affeRionate intendments of Nerciſns Duke of 
Cyprus, in regard that the Court of Oris was for the preſent, deſperately employ- 
ed in occaſions of their own; nevertheleſs ſhe aſſured me, that as ſoon as the 
Queen Andromida had quieted theſe ſtirs, and ſettled a more quiet Government in 
her own Dominions, for her Sons honour and Syria's ſafety, King Euarchut her 
Hus band ſhould not fail of what aſſiſtance ſhe could poſſibly afford him, whereby 
again to ſettle him in his now almaſt loſt Dominion. Withal ſhe let me know, as 4 
ſecret of a more ſpecial nature, chat before many moneths were ended, the A5. 
fi aus would lead a gallant and well provided Army into Lydia, not onely to releaſe 
the King from bis impriſonment, but to eſtabliſh him in bis Throne. As I was ſome- 
thing unmannerly, to ſeem in this particular doubtful of the Queens intelligence , for 
that I conceived both Argylius and Lycius, with their faction, would as _ as

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they could oppoſe the deſign; ſo of the other fide, finding my diffidence as well b 
my counteriance as by my expreſſion, ſhe became ſo good and gracious towards _ 
ſatisfaction, as to make me acquainted with the information, which as ſhe ſaid; the * 
had lately received out of  dyfſia. | | 

You muſt know, ſaid ſhe, that although. Argyliut and Zycins , have endeavored 
all they could, to obſtruct and hinder the proceedings of the Kings affairs in the 
Countrey of Myſſia, yet by the powerful, agitation of a great Nobleman, named 
Aranus in the ſame Kingdom, the deſign is ſo far advanced already, that not onely 
a brave Army, under his conduct and command, ſhall be prepared co march ſpeedi- 
ly into Lydie, 2 the power of the. Senate, who for the preſent detains Emar- 
chus in priſon, but alſo many ſtrong frontier Towns have promiſed to yield to the 
obedience and juriſdiction of the King; which being joyned to other Factions, and 
violent motions of the common people of Zyava, it is impoſſible, but ſuch effects 
will be produced thereby, that the ancient prerogative of the Crown, in all proba- 
bility muſt quickly be reſtored again to himſelt and poſterity ; eſpecially. conſider. 
ing the late revolt of a great part of the Navy. | 

beſe reaſons I muſt confeſs, being delivered with confidence from: ſo- diſcreet a 

Ma jeſty, could not but convert my thoughts to an abſolute belief, and that belief in 
a manner aſſured me of the ſucceſs according to my wiſhes; which made me lefs 
troubled with the preſent unfortunate accidents of Hris e ſo chat I reſolved with 
what conveniency I cqpld, to return again into Lydia, as 4: willing bearer of theſe 
joyful tidings: As I deſired the Queen to know what ſervice ſhe would command 


me to that purpoſe ; ſo ſhe, after ſome few dayes of conſideration. told me, that 


ſhe durſt not commit any thing to paper of theſe Tranſactions, for fear of inter- 
ceptiqn in my voyage; yet would ſhe haye me by ward of. mouth, to liguiſie unto 
ber Son Aſcanius, that as ſhe was extream Joyful at his happy eſcape from his Keep- 
ers, under the juriſdiction of the Senate, ha ving been ſo long a time conſined by that 
wer; ſo did ſhe think it convenient for the preſents, 40/puc him in wiride both of 
is own honour and his Fathers concernments; hich:as ſhe ſaid, required a ſpeedy 
expedition into ede of Syria, here no doubt but he would meet with no- 
ble employments, anſwerable co his youth and dignity. To be ſhort, having recei- 
ved cheſe injunction from the Queen, when I bad alſo falured Prince Art han, 1 
embargued for this Kingdom of Lydia, where being arrived; I met with an Army 
newly raiſed by the people of the Countrey of Caria, towards the making good of 
their priviledges, according to a late Petition they had preſented the Semare to chat 
2 7 e My ſelf alſo being by accident 7 ins this company, I went along 
with their Troops towards the making good of a certain paſſage over a bridge; and 
the rather was I conſenting to this employment, for that I-became certainly informed, 
how it was impoſſible for any perſon; whagſpever , to have any admittance to the 
ſpeech of the Princeſs C/pr54, by reaſon of a new reſtriction impoſed upon this Ca- 
le, proceeding, as was ſaid, from the fears and jes lonſies of the Senape,/ conceiving 
their condition was in ſome danger and hazzard; not onely in regard of theſe con- 
junctures of affairs, but alſo for that my Lord Aſcavin-: had ſtrangely broke from 
their cuſtody, by reaſon of too much neglect (it not treaſon) in lis Keepers;

Io be ſhort, in proſecution of our deſign, we were no ſooner placed upon the bridge, 
whereby the better tg. defend and ſecure the paſſage into our on Couſitrey; or to be 
e he ſerved, to advance towards the City of Sardus, but we might ſee 
Fatæitu with the belt part of bis Army, in a moſt fietee and violent march, to haſten 
again gur Forces: This, I muſt confeſs, made many af our great, though fearful 
Ä mmane oF, prefently.with ſome Troops deſert the ſtrvice, which you may be ſure 
put us in no mall difiraRion ; and the rather, for that moſt of out power conſiſted 
in S who were not at all practiſed in the ſtratagems of War: upon 
theſe ſudden affrights, our Souldiers being at the ſame inſtant furiouſly charged by 
many of the beſt Companies in Farsi Army, we wert conſtrained with a on 
| | ea 
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deal of ſlaughter of both ſides, and ſome diſorder onely on ours, to quit the pal 
ſage, until a brave Commander named Leonides, joyning with two or three other 
* Captains of equal courage, not onely ane began to head our flying and diſtract- 
ed Companies, but with a world of prudence, as well as valour, made good unto ont 
Army, a ſafe retreat, by the cutting down of another bridge; until at laft both him. 
ſelf and moſt of our beſt Troops (I being alſo involved in the ſame number) were 
ſecured in an old Town named Cleeſa, which had been formerly famed. for her anti. 
quity, asar preſent in her pleaſant and delightful ſcituation. Mercuris would have 
made ſome ſtop here of his diſcourſe, deſiring to refer the reſt to another confe. 
rence, for that as he doubted, the inconvenience of the ſeaſon mighe elſe prejudice 
Roxanain her health; bur belike rhe old woman conceiving ber ſelf to be of a 
ſtronger temper, or at leaſtwiſe her paſſion to underſtand farther of his relation, 
( ſince their late reftraint debarred them in a manner from all intelligence) gave her a 
confident opinion to the contrary : ſo that Mercuris was invited to a continuation 
of hisrelation, | 
It was not long (ſaid lie) after we had fortified the place, before Farezim appear. 
ed with bis whole Army to beſiege the City, at which time he ſent up alſo, as we 
underſtood, to the Senate at Sarde, to have a larger Authotity.for his actions: ne. 
 vertheleſs he kept ſtill at ſome diſtance, as it were rather frighting us with an 
opinion of his intentions, whereby to make us the ſooner yield to a willing compli- 
-ance with his purpoles, then that he was very forward to ſet upon our fortifications; 
ronceiving belike that the deſperateneſs of our condition, might coo much endanger 
his Fqrees upon any reſolute attempt he ſhould make, ſuppoſing he ſhould have 
— the beſt, to encounter with many other difficulties, ſince he knew 
multirudes of fa ctions, began daily to ariſe in the Kingdom againſt his proceedings: 
But we, whether more provoked by our conrages or our hopes, finding he made 1 
ſtand with his Troops, quickly iſſued out of the Town with ſuch a violence, as if no- 
thing but ſlaughter and deſtruction could ſatisfie the raging ſpleen, that ſeemed to be 
created in our enflamed boſoms : This brought on (though 1 fay it) an encounter 
worth fames beſt obſervation; forthe General not to appear any way backward in 
his reſolution, though policy bad for ſome ſpace made him conſider what was to be 
done, of moſt advantage to thoſe other ends be had in his minde, perceiving owr it- 
tentiom were to give him battel, led on himſelf in perſon, thoſe Souldiers he had or- 
dered for thefirft charge; and with ſo much fury, that as he loſt multirades out of 
his own Army by our valours, ſo not a few of our brave Commanders ſacrificed theit 


lives by reaſon of his numbers: And ervly this ſerved, but to ſharpen the points of 

our ſwordeto more devaſiations, (inde in ati inſtant on both ſides, our Troops and 

Companies began to be divided, onely by beaps of dead bodies, that appeared in 

ſome ſort to be circumſcribed b - or rather Rivers of blood, whilft the living 
or 


were forced to ſeck out new pat ration, wherein friends were no more piti 
afrer their fall, then enemies ſpared in the fighe: I muſt confeſs, the very God of 
War himſelf might have entertained thoughts of compaſſion in his unrelenting 
breaft, if he bad been but preſent at thoſe ſlaughters: This for a long ſeaſon con- 
tinued the diſpute fo equal in all our opinions, that every man in the 2469 „ ſeemed 
to expect for bis reward no leſs a prize then Huarebus Crown: But Paretias, whe- 
— A that his men Fw inclination to retire , by SES means as 8 
th , thoſe other ſupplies he ſpeedily expeRed from che reft of his party, mighc 
be difincourdfed to haſten to his aid; or 2 had ſome other eh 7 ſtrat. 
in his imegination, ſince his valour and courage were never yet ſuſpected by 
is greateſt enemies, of a ſudden, when almoſt every Souldier #trended with imps- 
— 2 — ſueceſs of the batele, as if the iſſue oneſy had been to lead 
and direct their eternal fates hereaſter, as well as their/ptelent fortune aid ſelicity 
upon Earth, -cauſed the retreat to be ſounded : But this reſolution, However it 
ſuited well. enongh with the time of the day, for that the evening began _—_ to 
approach; yet we of the Town were ſcarce ſatisfied with the execution, fince 
dur heated paſſions, if not invincible hopes, were carried on with violence, to — 
pa 


— 
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daſs ſomething that might utterly diſcqurage Fare iu, from continuing any longer 
— — the City: Nevertheleſs he had other determinations, which — Ay > 
grounds, rather to maiatain the power and force of his Army entire, (ſince he knew 
many, it nos moſt of the Kingdom were utterly againſt his proſperity) then to 
bazzard thoſe Souldiers any farcher, who were abſolutely true as he believed to bis 
purpoſes, in a doubtful and deſperate contention ; eſpecially, for that he might make 
uſe of fortified Trenches, (which already in that place he found in a. manner made 
to his band by ſome former encampment) to keep us within our bounds , although 
be very much apprehended the tediouſneis of the ſiege, with the uncertainty of ſue- 
ceſs ol his other Forces, he had ſent into many parts of the Kingdom, to ſuppreſs 
and keep down other peremptory Aſſemblies that ſeemed at that inſtant to contend 
both wich his and the Senates Juriſdiction. | Nevertheleſs; as I told you, although we 
wers extream ſorry thus to ſuffer our enemies to part away, as it were upon equall 
terms, from thoſe harſh and unwelcome entertainments we intended them; yet per- 
ceiving that the moſt part of the Army had already ſecured them ſelves within thoſe 
Trenches I mentioned, and that a great Squadron or reſerve of Horſe (which untill 
then we had not diſcovered , being ſheltred behinde a dark coverture of a thick 
wood) ſeemed to intend, as if they aimed to get between us and the Town, we 
thought it beſt alſo to retire into the City, with what orderly ſpeed we could poſſibly 
make, whereby the Enemy might have no advantage at all of our haſte, either in ef- 
ſect or opinion. .

Faretius being taught by the experience of this dayes conflict, that the contenders 
were not onely tortified with brave reſolutions, but led alſo by gallant Commanders, 
began to think it bis beſt way, rather to endeavour the reducement of the place to 
his obedience, by ſome gentle Treaty of Peace, then ſtill to continue his reſolutions 
to become Maſter of the Town by force of. Arms, for by the one he thought be 
might obtain bis deſires with lefs prejudice t@ his affairs, when as by the other he was 
moſt certain to pay dear enough for the purchaſe { beſides he feared, that if the ſiege 
ſhould laſt for any conſiderable time, boch his power and fortunes that bad hither. 
unto been held in ſome veneration by cha common multitude , would become con- 
temptible and deſpiſed; which joyned with the diſcontents of the people, and the 
general repbrt that had already ſpread it ſelf abroad concerning the Myſians . inten: 
tions of invading of Lydia, enflamed more his deſires upon this ſcore to bring about 
his pur poſes; the rather, for that he knew he had not a few enemies, both in the Se- 
aate, and the rich City of Sardis; who, however they did not in any kinde affect 
the Kings proſperity, yet were they inclinable enough to ſuppreſſe his overmuch 


— and eſteem, that they might be able, when they pleaſed, either to controul 


power, or ſecure their own eſtats e tat Ot 
Upon theſe conſiderations, I ſay, Farexius reſolved to try, if fair perſwaſions could 
bring about chat with expedition, which he knew with hard labour and hazzardable 
adventures, he could but compaſs in many moneths; ſo that the next morning after 
this determination, he diſpatched a Herauld of his own privately into the Town; the 
Meſſenger being brought before Leoxides with his eyes banded , he delivered his em- 
baſſie in this manner: Sir, ſaid he, 7 am ſent from. Farezius with Mercy inſtead of 
Slaughter; if you willingly entertain ſuch offers he ſhall make, you may hecome his lo- 
ving friends, in lieu of being eſteemed obſtinate enemies to the State: Thu not onely 
wil put you again in your fortunes and poſſeſſions, but render you abſolutely happy, by en- 
joning freely thoſe Priviledges that belong to the Senates party; when as the Tenders, in 
the general being refuſed, what the power of his conquering Sword can purchaſe, you muſt 
expect in full rigour. Leonides not being willing to hear more of this language, he 
wiſht the Herauld in ſhort to deliver his Propoſals, ſince, as he ſaid, they ſhould be ve- 
ry well able to judge of the conſequences of his demands, without being either terri- 
fied by his threats, or perſwaded by his flatteries: This anſwer made che meſſenger 
quickly pull out of his pocket, that which contained theſe demandes. 
Firſt, it vas required that Leonides ſhould within three days ſpace deliver theT own un- 
der hk juriſdiction into the abſolute poſſeſſion of the Generals command without any farther 
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contention : Next, that all the Souldiers under his directions ſhould forthwith lay dewy 
their Arms, again to receive them if they pleaſed from the Senates Authority: Aug 
laftly, by ſome formal expreſſions, they were to acknowledge their miſprifions, in under 
raking a defiyn of ſuch a dangerous conſequence to the Kingdom of Lydia: Of the other 
fade they were promiſed a large pardon for what was paſt , a preſent and entire reftoration © 
of all cheir poſſeſſions ; and to be put not oxely into the favour of the Senate, in the [amt 
nature and equality of other Subject, but to be preferred upon all occaſions , both in the 
Wars and Offices of the Commonwealth. 1 
When Leonides had fully underſtood theſe Propoſitions, with a certain kinde of 
grave, though ſcornful ſmile, he CH Meſſenger to be there detained , un. 
til he bad conferred with his chief Officers about ſome anſwer to be returned to the 
General; without whoſe advice, as he ſaid, he would not undertake to proceed in any 
thing that belonged to his Government: After he had aſſembled together his prin- 
cipal Commanders, he made unto them this Speech. a ſ 
Gentlemen ſuid he, you ſee we are invited by this Meſſengers endeavours , to au al. 
ſolure compliance with the Gtneral of the Senates Forces; whether this be dowe onely-to 
corrupt our fidelities, or betray our Honoxrs, I will not diſpute ; neverthelefs-with-ton. 
fidence enough I may affirm, that theſe Propoſitrons are ſent, rather for their advaptages 
from whence they come, then for our good to whom they are rendrex, fince you muſt give 
me leave more to ſuſpect their intentions, then to believe their natures can be convertel 
by any Rules q Maximes of pitty, to ſave us or the Town from violence, if à graue 
benefit to their Canſe,may at all be procured by the contrary. Theſe Reaſond, 1 ſup 
Poſe, are weighty enough to make us cautions, if not ſuſpicious, in our proceedings; eſpe. 
cially not having many examples of mercy laid before our eyes, to render us abſolutely con 
fident in buſmeſſes of this nature, when fince the beginning of the Wars, where power 
and opportunity had the upper band, what one proof have we had of their lenity ? It i 
apparent, thut condeſcending to this Subihiſſion, we ſhall be no more our own in wil, 
but theirs in ſubjettion ; and ſo conſequently by that means be deveſted of all probable 
defence, if we be afterward injured : Whertfore let us at leaft well confider , before we 
Field to that we can never after recall ; nay, pwt the caſe the General ſhould be as nebltis 
his performances, 4s he bath ſhewed himſelf chwrageou: in his employment, yet moſt certain 
it i, our conditions muſt receive an ample confirmation from Sardis, to make them binding 
and beneficial on our behalfs : For many Preſidents we have, where Articles have lem 
often broken, when no other ſeal was fi xt to their validity, but what was formed bythe 
Souldiers without the $tadteKtonſent and approbation ; and ſcarce thoſe or any tyes at al, 
have been ſufficient to defend ſqered Accords from violence, whey either profit or other 
ends came in place, to diſpute both public and private intereſt : No, my friends, and 
dear fellows and companions in Arms, ſaid he, let us either . purchaſe an abſolute freedas 
and ſecurity'by our ſwords, whereby we may. gain our own conditions , without the ca 
troul of other Maſters but our King, for whom we have profeſſed onely to take up Arms, 
or let our blood and honours be buried together in one grave, to teach worth and truth to 
poſterity, who may thereby after aur deaths be inſtructed towards the forming of ſuch Ge- 
vernments, as may make both them and us famous in the world to fome convenient eterni- 
ty: Doing the contr ary, we ſhall continually diſcontent our own imaginations , within 
purchaſing any thing but a certain ſlavery, made up between opinion and poſſeſſing liberty, 
let their promiſes and aſſurantes be what they will in our behalfs ; for however they ma) 
keep their words awhile with us, which is better then we can expett at their hands , yet in 
our own thoughts we ſhall never eſteem our condition other then as perſons conquert, 
theugh pardoned in ſome meaſure ; from whence theſe effects will neceſſarily ariſe, 
That as by our friends we ſhall be alwayes contemned in a high meaſure , ſo by eur 
enemies we can never be truſted in any kinde , when as either dying, or performing what 
we undertook, at the beſt we ſhall become Vittors, and at the worſt leave behinde us 4 glt- 
rious charatter, | | 
Theſe words being ſaid, without any other diſpute whatſoever, they all yielded 
both to his reaſons and reſolution, adding this farther Decree, That the Meſſen- 
ger ſhould be ſent away, though without affront or injury, yet with a — 
| rl 
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hci admonition, chat neither he or any other ſhould preſume to come any more 
upon the'ſame meſſage, leſt any of che Inhabirarits fidelities might be endangered to

poets you may be ſure, was not well ſatisfied with che ſucceſs of this employ- 
ment; andthe rather, for that as he was afraid to venture upon any dangerous and 
deſperate attempt, in regard he had already ſufficiently tryed the valour and reſolu- 
tions of his Enemies; ſo was he not able, before he ſhould receive new ſupplies 
from the Senate, to beſiege the Town round about, whereby to hinder us from all 
proviſion : Theſe conſjderations cauſed him for ſome time to labour the invention of 
many deſigns, as well in his own private thoughts, as by the advice and counſel of his 
friends: one while he had a minde abſolutely to give over the fiege , as conceiving it 
not onely to be a work of extraordinary difficulty, but in a manner appeared to be 
deſtructive to his other purpoſes, both in the ſettling of the affairs of the King- 
dom; according to his own imaginary deſire, as alſo in regard of the protraction and 
tediouſneſs of the War, that probably would, as he apprehended, weary the expecta- 
tions of all his friends: beſides, he conſidered the dangerous conſequences it might 
produce in the belief of the multjtude, who formerly ſeemed to be carried on to 
his aſſiſtance by the opinion of bidfortone and valour , that never yet failed to the 
dutwatd view of the people, either againſt the King himſelf, or any of his greateſt 

Generals: Of the other fide he doubted, if he ſhould now deſiſt from his already 
undertaken attempt, he might thereby, not onely render his enemies much more ia- 
ſolent in their thoughts and proceedings, (by whoſe example the other parts of Ly- 
4, now as it were ſtanding at a gaze, would be encouraged) but alſo would bring 
him in leſſe eſtimation with che Senate, where he was aſſured many were ve- 

inclinable ro deftroy his cy, Theſe perplexities, I ſay, detained the 
woughes of Farezixs for many dayes, ftill expecting thoſe ſupplies which had 
been ſo long promiſed him, without any certain reſolution, untill at laſt he be- 
came informed of a project, that ſeemed to appear probable enough in bis ap- 
predenſion.

* was advertiſed, that not far from bis Camp Leonides had a brave Caſtle, not 
more ſtrongly ſeared by Nature, then fortified by the entire aflections of his Friends 
and Tennants, that had their habitations within the circumference of that commo- 
dious juriſdiction; thither were retired, for their ſuppoſed better ſecurity, his Wife 
and her onely Son, attended by ſome few ſervants of their numerous family: The 

Childe exceeded not the age of thirteen, whoſe years gave him not ſufficient ſtrength 
ind conveniency, in his mothers opinion, as yet to accompany his Father in the wars; 
wherefore being directed by a commiſſion from Leonides, before he entred upon his 
preſent employment, to remain under the tuition of his vertuous and indulgent La- 
dy, they both were kept there ſafe, by theftrong guard of their own innocency , as 
they thought, ſince almoſt no tyranny ever prejudiced the right of women and chil- 
dren, notwithſtanding any actions of their parents and husbands : But ic ſhould ſeem 
that Maxime could not be a ſufficient protection againſt ends and intereſt : For the 
General finding, that neither his power or violence were able yer to work any thing 
upon the courage and conftancy of Leoxides, was induced to try another ſtratagem, 
which was forthwich co ſeize upon the perſon of the Boy; and when he had him in 
his power, either to make him a ſacrifice to his own ſpleen, or a means to reduce his 
Fathers ſpirit, whereby co entertain ſach conditions, as were moſt convenient for his 
« Purpoſes: To this effect, he called unto him a Troop of Horſe, upon whoſe valours 
and fidelity he chiefly relyed, in all matters of greateſt cruſt and difficulty, unto whom 
be gave a ſtrict charge, preſently to put in execution this deſign, with as much pri- 
vacy and induſtry as poſſibly they coul. 


The Souldiers, when they had received theſe orders and commands, from the 
mouth and directions of their almoſt never contradicted General, they haſted in the 
night ſeaſon to the mentioned Caſtle, where firſt placing a convenient guard round 
about the walls, when it was morning, the chief Commander with half a ſcore of 
his beſt Troopers well armed, entred the Houſe , the Lady her ſelf at that _ 
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being emplgyed, according to her cuſtom, in her early Devotions: after he þy 
ſet MOI. the door where the wife of Leonides remained, becauſe he = 
not be interrupted, either by her cries or reſiſtance, he made a ſtrict ſearch himſelf in 
perſon forthe childe ; at laft he found him in his bed, ſleeping with ſo ſweet an in. 
ngcency, as might have in ſome ſort deterred the execution, if the peremptorineſi 
of his injuuction, had ngt over-awed both his nature and his pitty : But that being 
belike a more powerful ſpell to his thoughts and 8 then any other appre. 
benſion, he cauſed him quickly to be clothed, which being performed, as if haſte 
had been his buſineſs though cruelty was the deſign, he iſſued out of the Caſlle, who 
as followed by the loud exclamations of many of the inferiour ſervants, as be- 
ing the beſt defence , their Loyalties could for that time afford their abſeat Lord

Faresiut, as bags ſay, thus preſented with this moſt acceptable rape, after he had 
with ſomething a chearfyl countenance, well conſidered the beauty of the Boy, 
lifting up his eyes to the Heavens, as if a little be demanded pardon for his at- 
' tempt , and by ſome diſcourſes had a while pleaſed his apprebenſion with the childes 
itty replies, be gave preſent order, to have a Scaffold erected upon a Mount, in the 
fall view and ſigbt of the City: whilſt eyery one ſeemed in a manner to be con- 
founded, with che expectation of the intention and event, he called a gertain Soul. 
dier of e ugto him, whom he ſent preſently to Leonides his Father, not onely 
to ſignifie unto his conſideration , the dolefulneſs of that ſpectacle ready prepared 
for a ſacrifice, but to wiſh him to take it into his choice, whether he would behold 
the death of his dear and onely Son, or willingly deliver the Town under his com- 
mand, upon reaſonable and honograble conditions: And afterward if he pleaſed, 
either go home, and enjoy the poſſeſſions quietly of his own eſtate and fortunes, with 
the comfort and conſolation of his beloved wife and family, or obtain what employ. 
ment he ſhould deſire in the Senates Army. 

Before this diſmal meſſenger could make his return, the Lady Salina, wife to Lt 
»ides, (as it were tranſported even to diſtraction, with all the ſeveral paſſjons, that 
are accuſtomed to wait upon love, grigf, compaſſion , and the ſenſe of ſo great x 
loſs) her ſelf in perſon arrived in the Camp; where being no ſooner come, but ſhe 
was preſently. informed , of the unfortunate face almoſt determined of her moſt 
beloved Son: ſo that ſhe flew, rather then went, with violence to the feet of the 
General, accompanied by ſuch circumſtances of tears, ſighs, and ſuch other acclama- 
tions, as her lamentable condition conceived neceſſary, for the obtaining of her re. 

veſt : Farexiu, wboſe Decrees for the moſt part were irrevocable, eſteeming it a 
kinde of a fin againſt his Honour, to appear perſwaded fn matters of conſequence, 
either by pity or importunity, after ſhe had made her deſire known, though more by 
her pale looks and diſtempered languge, then by her words or diſcourſes, the Gene- 
ral told her, that as her ſuit remained in her own Hus bands breaft to determine, fo 
could not he himſelf give any poſitive'anſwer to her demand, untill the meſſenger - 
he had ſent to know her Lords minde, were returned with his determinate reply: In 
the interim, he wiſhed her to repoſe her ſelf, with as much patience and quiet as ſhe 
could to her trembling thoughts, ſince the contrary, as he ſaid, would be of no vi- 
ue at all to her cauſe. Within an hours time, or thereabouts, che Meſſenger return- 
ed, not onely with the Governours flat and peremptory denial , but alſo told his 
Lord and Maſter, that Leonides, ſaid he, bad rather be his own childs executioner, then 
ſuffer him to live, either to be a ſtain to his honour, or much leſs a means to break | 
thoſe ſacred tyes of fidelity, he had contracted with his Friends and Countreymen, in 
that ſervice of Loyalty to his Prince. : 

This reſolute Anſwer of Leonides you may imagine, did neither pleaſe or fatisfie 
the greedy expectation of Farezixs: Of the _— fide,, poor Salona was wholly 
overcome by her own preyailing paſſions; for as ſhe knew her Husband to be molt 

ilfully conſtant in all the decorums, that belonged to thoſe points of Honour he 

ad once conceived in his thoughts, ſo did ſhe very probably ſuppoſe, that Fare- 

ius could not by what means ſoever , be withdrawn from putting in *

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thoſe determinations he had at any time abſolutely reſolved in his minde. With theſe 
apprehenſions ſhe quickly ſank down to the ground before the company, giving out 
ſuch a ſcreek, as if the whole world had been concerned in the occaſions of her grief: 
This cauſed ſome of the aſſembly preſently to bafte to her relief; but however the 
aſſiſtance brought her again out of ber ſwoon, yet when ſhe was come to her ſelf, 
and had reſted in a chair for lome ſhort time, ſhe began to make a new. War with her

to remember that he hath a Wife living, with whom he bad ſo much wealth, beauty, and 
bonowr) 1 ſhall for one day longer reprieve the life of your belpyed Glilde , ta try if theſe 
ſerremful tears of yours, can jet work any effett upan his harſh aud uftgompaſſionate nature, 
when as for a few circumſtances of Haſte honour (called the reſtoration of hu King) he 
can ſuffer his Son, to be caſt away in the flower (or I may [ay rather ) iy the wery bloſſom of 
hi years : To this purpoſe I grant ou @ Commiſſion, not onely to go into rhe Town , but 
do moſt religiouſly promiſe, not to ſuffer that doleful, Tragedy ta he acted, until you either 
ing or ſend his determination; provided the time be no longer than 19 mirram at neon 
protratted, left the omiſſion prove uo leſs 22 then your Chilges life. 
Although this rigorous mercy, ſeemed little leſs tamany then an ungxampled cru- 
27 yet Jalona, when (he rather expected a preſent execution, then any favour at all,

things that either concerned the Kings affairs, or her own loves: After ſhe entered 
the room, and with ſomething a chearful though grave countenance had ſaluted 
them both, the reſted ſilent, knowing they would be both eager enough to enquire 
after her adventures: C/oria and eFſcanixs lookt one upon another, as if they ex- 
pected who ſhould begin to put her into her diſcourſe; In fine, Roxana quickly in- 
formed them of theſe particulars Mercuris had delivered. When ſhe hed abſelute- 
ly finiſhed her relation, ſhe found ſuch paſſions in the young Prince, for his ſuddain - 
departure, whereby to be in perſon the ſooner in the Wars, or other imployments 
that ſcarce did he allow himſelf patience enough, any way to conſider the . beſt way 
and means for his eſcape : Sometimes he ſeemed as if he would preſently leap vio- 
lently from the leads into the Caſtle ditch for the more haſte, other whiles again, he 
made reſemblance, as if in that habit, he could eaſily paſs through the guard un- 
diſcovered, without either trouble or danger to himſelf or others: And laſtly, he 
thought upon his former intention, which was as a watermans youth, to free his per- 
ſon abſolutely from his confinement. Theſe are the paſlions , that for the moſt 
part belong to the thoughts and actions of unexperienced age, before the ir 
appetites are a little bridled by counſel and ſubjection: Wherefore Roxana , as 
ſhe had by her often preſcribed rules, brought her own. Miſtriſſe the Prin- 
ceſſe Cloria, into a convenient temper , of hearing her advice upon all oe- 
tafiom; or at leaſtwife her many uncertain changes and deſperate ** 
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had rendred her nature and diſpoſition pliable in that kinde; for that tedious ſuffer. 
ings not ſeldom overcome the greateſt inflamations, either of youth or courage; ſo 
began ſhe with ſomething a ſad gravity, to reprove Aſcaniu over haſty precipitation 
before they had (as ſhe ſaid) not onely conſidered of the means, but of the thing it 
ſelf which was to be effected; and the rather did ſhe urge this, becauſe he ſeemed 
now to go from his former reſolutions, which was to ſeck imployment in the revolt. 
ed Ships, that immediately and properly belonged to the King his Fathers affairs; 
whereas the Wars of Syria onely appertained to the right and intereſt of firangery 
that appeared for the preſent to have little affinity with the concernments of the 
Kingdom of Lydia: Her admonition, or rather may I call it a wiſe and judicious 
warning, in regaed it ſeemed g little below the condition of a great Prince, baving 
alſo a probable ſhare in the inheritance of the Crown, to venture his perſon as a Vo. 
luntier in another Countrey; where at the beſt, onely ſome ſmall perſonal honour 
might be got, eſpecially when as his own Fathers quarrel being in queſtion, was tg 
be maintained by the power and valour of the whole Royal Family, gave ſome flop 
at the inſtant to thoſe bot imaginations , that upon the report without other con- 
ſideration, had inflamed his thoughts and deſires to this new - enterprize : Vet con- 
ſidering that as it would be ſome ſhame to his youth, to lie till in any place with 
out action, whilſt the world was in trouble, ſhe held it-convenient enough in the ge. 
neral , he ſhould think upon his departure; leaving notwithſtanding in the inte. 
rim his future imployment, to the advice and diſpoſe: of *his Mother ' 
when he Chould himſelf be arrived in the Kingdom of Syria ; and the rather for 
that that ſpeedy journey was preſcribed him, by her own particular command and 
direction: Although theſe reſolut ions were quickly agreed upon, yet poor Cl. 
ria could not be but ſomething diſcontented at the neceſſity that cauſed them, 
fince by this means ere long ſhe was affured., to be deprived of her chief com. 
fort · and beſt delight, the ſweet converſation of her moſt dear Brother, who was 
made much more dearer, by reaſon of their {aft particular and familiar acquiits 
rance > but yet wiſdom and” obedience: after a few tears in the Princeſs ; over- 
came all thoſe unruly though natural paſſions., that are accuſtomed oftentimes in 
other people, to deftroy honour and hinder opportunity; ſo that her ſelf at laft, 
was won alſo abſolutely to the complyance : In the next place therefore it was to be 
conſidered, how that young Aſcauius might free his perſon conveniently from the do. 
minion of the Caftle : Roxane as {he had the prerogative in age ,. ſo moſt commonly 
had ſhe it in advice. # ; 
Either (ſaid ſhe) we muſt aſe ſome means to corrupt the Sentinels, that are ap- 
pointed day and night to attend about our lodgings , under whoſe conduct by ſome 
neat and convenient — — the Prince may eaſily paſs through the other guards of 
the Caſtle, and by conſequence get out of the farthermoſt gates without any ſuſ- 
picion at all, or elſe we muſt endeavour by ſome ſtratagem or other, to make paſ- 
ſage for him out of the windows of our Chambers, or elſe deſcend him down gently, 
from the battlements of the high Tower, that belongs to our lodgings , by an artifi- 
cial ladder made of cords, contrived together to that purpoſe; onely the greateſt 
difficulty will be, by what induſtry we ſhall be able to procure theſe materials, fince 
you know no ſtranger whatſoever , is admitted to have the leaſt conference with any 
of our faction and intereſt , unleſs ſome eminent Commander or Officer of the Ca- 
ſtle be preſent : This neceſſity would deſtroy the principal part of our project, if we 
had not another remedy in ſtore to mend up this defect, which is to make uſe of the 
aſſiſtance of my Lord Aſcanius his ſervant, who may wit hout any difficulty provide 
thoſe things we want, either in habit, diſguiſe, or other materials, according as I 
(hall give him from time to time inſtructions in our nightly communications at the 
water- gate, the place deſigned as you know for our rendezvouz and meetings upon 
all occaſions. | ; | 
As it was not to be doubted ,. but that Aſcanias and his Siſter were ſufficiently 
ſatisfied in their opinions, concerning the weight of her projects, agreeing ſo 
aptly with their reaſons and apprehenſion ; ſo of the other fide they * 
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peſt, to make election of the laſt deſign, ſince the corrhpting of their guards ſeem- 
ed to be anenterprize of much more hazzard and difficulty to bring about: And fail 
ing therein the perſon of the Princeſs Cloria , was not onely in danger to be much 
harder uſed in her confinement, being ſuffered now to walk in the Gardens „and 
other places of pleaſure within the Caſtle; but her Brother Aſcanius might alſo 
thereby come to be diſcovered, whereby his life very probably might be brought in 
veſtion : After the whole plot was agreed upon in the general, the managing of: 
che buſineſs being onely left to the diſcreet care of Rexane,, who that night, as had 
been appointed between them, was to meet Mercuris in the old place; Aſcanius with 
a great deal of ſeeming joy in his countenance , took his leave of his Siſters Cham. 
uur. according to hi cuſtome, to follow ſome yourhtul recreations that delighted his 
nature, although Nis habit and womans attire gave him ſcarce any conveniency an- 
ſwerable to bis wiſheg ; for that he found himſelf not onely confined to a Gallery or 
a Garden at the moſt , but durſt not for fear of diſcovery by the ſuſpicious appre- 
henſion of the Souldiers, uſe thaſe manly exerciſes his thoughts deſired, or might have 
done, if he had been abſolutely freed from thoſe impediments. The Princeſs Clo- 
ia the other ſide, remaining behinde , onely, with her Governeſs in the Cham- 
ber began a little to rae upon the loſs of her Brothers company; and this 
brought again into her remembrance thoughts of her abſent Narciſſus, which Aſca- 
«in; converſation had hitherunto ¶ little diverted from her ſettled imagination, in re- 
gerd of that content ſhe poſſeſſed by the continual company of him, in whoſe per- 
ſon was alſo a world of innocency and beauty: From remembrance ſhe went to con. 
fiderations , and from conſiderations , ſhe proceeded to diſcourſe ; and none being 
preſent but Roæ ana, to her alone ſhe uſed this language. dh 1 2 ah 
Roxana, (aid ſhe, I pretheetell me, what is the reaſon, ſince Narciſſus hath ſo. 
fortunately ſercled his affairs in the Iſland of Cyprus, according to the relation of 
Merauris, he neither ſeeks to imploy his power. and proſperity , towards the redem- 
piion of my Fathers cron, or ſo much as ſends any meſſenger, particularly to en- 
quireof my concernments ? which perhaps jealous lovers (though I am none of the 
number) would be apt to interpret after ſomething ag evil and untoward ſenſe: 
Nevercheleſs, I muſt conclude, the leaſt obligation he owes me for this charica- 
ble favour, in the conſtruction of his actions and intentions, is, that he, or ſome 
body for him , ought to render me as fatisfied as may be in theſe mentioned particu- 
lats: Roxaza quickly found what apprehenſions the Princeſs began to ingender in 
her boſom , which ſhe doubted would increaſe ugon her Brothers departure; 
ſince impriſonment and melancholly , are proper and fit inſtruments to produce 
and nouriſh diſcontents? Wherefore in the firſt place ſhe reproved her diſcourſes, as 
if they tended to the ſame injuſtice concerning Narciſſus , and his proceedings, as 
formerly ſhe had forewarned her of in particnlar, ſince Mercuris their meſſenger (as, 
ſne ſaid) had not onely lately been with him in the Iſland of Cyprus, but had received 
a ſpecial Commiſſion from his own mouth, to treat with the Queen Hyacinthia in. 

the Kingdom of Syria, about her ſelf and the affairs of Lydia In the next place, 
ſhe anſwered all her ſhort and un valuable arguments with theſe reaſons; As it is moſt 
erroneous, ſaid ſhe, and utterly againſt the honour and dignity of your loves 
( chat ſhould be pure and without ſufpicion) to ground conſequences, upon not 
performing thoſe things onely, your: fancy perſwades you might eaſily be done, 
firiceit is very probable Narciſſus preſent ocaſions, in the grand · Treaty between 
the State of Cyprus and the King of Egypt, joyned with the cloſe. reſtriction of 
your own new confinement, within the narrower circumference of chis Caſtle, be- 
ing debarred from all acceſs without the privity of the Senate, are arguments ſuf- 
ficient in t hat nature, to confound all your doubts and fears , if you retain ſtill with 
your unfortunate impriſonment, your wonted goodneſs and wiſdome : Be- 
fides., you may very well believe that the preſent fiſtempets, if not rebellions, 
newly riſen, and now in hot agitation in the Kingdom of Syria, muſt of neceſ- 
firy protract all his deſigus to that purpoſe, ſince you know he muſt tun hand in 
hand wirb chat State, to work any conſiderable 2 to the affairs 1 you 
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Father or your ſelf, for that'as-you cannot imagine his power to be omnipotent 
and the leis for ought I know may it be with his own people, if the peace intended 
ſucceed between the King of Egypt and the Countrey of Cyprus, fo the Subjects no 
doubt upon all occaſions will be apt enough, to raiſe and maintain factions againſt his 
power and juriſdiction, knowing him to be abſolutely. addicted to the intereſt and 
proſperity of the Syrian Nation, in regard of the courteſies his Noble Family hath 
reecived from that State: All theſe things being confidered, ſaid ſhe, I muſt conjure 
vou in your Brothers abſence, to leave off all theſe melancholly and unprofitable ap- 
enſions, in thinking that the Duke of Cyprus will not upon all occaſions, do 
what he can for your ſervice , — it be to the ſacrificing his Life and Eſtate freely 
to that eflect; however for the preſent , he may be imployed beygnd his power, 
put them in execution as he would: For the contrary of this reſoMion in your par- 
ticular, will ſo diſtract our Councels, as well for the future as in che preſent,” that we 
all neither have hearts nor courages , to expect the event of thoſe things we haye 
Theſe words pretty well ſatisfied the Princeſs, ſince as ſhe conceived it was unpoſ. 
fible according to the nature and ſtrictneſs of her confinement, either for Narciſav to 
ſend to her, or ſhe to underſtand what he intended, but mifeerly bY ſuch accidents as 
had made Roxana and Mercuris finde out a new way. for their private and concealed 
conference; ſo did ſhe reſolve in the future as muchas lay in her power, to qualiſie her 
own diſcontent, whereby ſhe might upon all occaſions, be rendred more ca pable to 
work her ſelf ont of thoſe inconveniencies, that at preſent detained her, not onehj a 
captive to her own Fortunes; but to her Fathers Subjects; which notwithſtanding ſhe 
was the better able to bear, in regard of the continuance of her croſſes, that a 
manner had made them cuftomary to her nature; amongſt which number at the 
ſtant, ſhe eſteemed the departure of her young Brother to be one of the greateſt, 
whoſe delightful converſation lately, as I ſaid, had much revived her tired ſpirits, 
In the interim, Roxana was not unmindful , at the appoirited time again to repair 
to the grate, where meeting with Mercuris, ſhe made him acquainted with their de- 
rerminations; in every neceſſary particular for the deſigns intended by Aſcauim: 
Mercuris told her, that the occaſion and opportunity at the preſent , preſented 
themſelves very happily for their purpoſe; for being that day in the afternoon, 
walking alone upon the Wharf before the Caſtle, a Boat-· man belonging to the Gity 
of Sardu, finding him in Mariners apparel , deſired to know whether or no he want - 
ed any imployment in that manner of ſervice, ſince, as he ſaid, ſome of his people in 
his own Veſſel being uewly dead, and he of neceſſity was ſpeedily to go into the Iſland 
of Cyprus, to fetch home ſore commodities, that were lately come from the King - 
dom of Syria, becauſe the Lydians durſt nat freely traffick in that Countrey, he as 
alrogether at the inſtant unprovided of people to govern his Boat: and the rather, 
as he intimated, for that the revolted Ships from under the Senates juriſdiction, bad 
Erried away with chem many able Sea- men. | 
As I'was very glad, ſaid Aerruris of this occaſion for two reaſons ; the one fot 
my own convenient tranſportation, if need ſhall require; the other, leſt being. uned- 
tertainedin ſome imployment, 1 might probably become a ſuſpected perſon, ſo have 
I ina ſort made a bargain with the Boat-man, to be ready for his ſervice-within a weeks 
warning: If you be pleafed to impart thus much to my Lord Aſoanius, and the 
Princeſs his Siſter; I ſhall not fail to provide thoſe commodities you mention for his 
eſcape, which joyned with the opportunity I have related, of being tranſported into 
the Iſland of {yprus, from-whence he may conveniently take his journey to any other 
place he ſhall pleaſe, I hope may give ſufficient ſatisfaction to his youthful thoughts. 


Roxana took not much more time to complement with Mercuris, ſince ſhe conceived 


the chief part of her buſineſs was already diſpatched to her contentment : ſo that 
preſenrly taking her leave of him, ſhe went to her own Chamber, with an intention 
the next day to make the young couple acquainted with that nights imployment. 
In the morning ſhe came into the Chamber of the Princeſs, where preſently be- 
gianing to tell her ſtory, ſhe became interrupted a little hy Aſcanius entuy , _— 
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ir ſhould ſeem ſomething impatient of the old womans expeRed intelligence, was 
come to viſit his Siſter before his accuſtomed time. This occaſion forced her anew to 
begin her relation: She had no ſooner ended her diſcourſe, but 4/camims, as if he had 
deen tranſported with another joy at the very apprehenſion of the ſucceſs , before 
any thing at all towards it was effected, that of a ſudden he began to leap about the 
room; Which gave ſome encouragement to that ſmall company, to ſpend a few hours 
in jovialty, and other pretty impertinencies: Aſcanius in regard of his journey, and 
the Princeſs , for that ſhe doubted not but her young Brother, would in the Iſland of 
Cyprus enquire. after the concernments of her dear love Narciſſue : Neither was 
Roxana her ſelf wanting in the paſtime , the better to content them both. Theſe 
contented a pprehonſions at laſt carried them all into the Garden, for their better re- 
creation, where they remained until the time of the day alſo called them to dinner, 
where in the interim, the old woman attended her Miſtriſs, with a countenance, that 
ſhewed her minde was (agtwichſtanding thoſe outward ſervices) ſeriouſly buſied 
about the * and deſigns were then in agitation. | 
In a weeks ſpace all things were fitted for the execution of the project. Aſcanius 
ready to be apparelled in his Ship- youths habit, the cords for ladders provided, and 
Roxana had prepared the window in her Chamber, out of which by her induſtry ſhe 
had newly taken an iron har, whereby the better to give the Prince paſſage towards 
lis eſcage: notwithſtanding the worſt part yet reſted behinde , which was the laſt 
parting ind ſeparation of the young couple: Poor Cloria offered for two or three 
dayes together ſacrifices in her private Cabinet, for the proſperous ſucceſs of her 
Brother in is journey; neither did Narri ſſus want a moſt ample ſhare in her Devo- 
tions: When the hour about midnight came, that they muſt needs take thi; leaves, 
then, and neut before, were the height of paſſions diſcovered; ſince Cloria had 
neither words in her mouth to bid Aſcanius farewell, ot eyes almoſt in her head to 
behold che ſeparation: Nevertheleſs the young Prince, with a certain kinde of quick 
haſte; after he had once or twice kiſt his Siſter, and ſaluted alſo Noæaua with ſome 
few ſhort complements, in a nimble manner went out uf the window upon the lad- 
der; the end thereof being faſtned to a ſtrong hook in the Chamber ; and ſo by de- 
grees without overmuch difficulty deſcended into the Caſtle Ditch, where he found 
his truſty ſervant Mercuris, ali᷑ady wich ſome impatiency expecting his arrival; in 
whoſe armes being received, and notice given by a ſigu to Cloria and Roxana, of the 
ſucceſs of the enterprize, both A ſcanius and Mercuris took t heir way inſtantly to- 
wards a private lodging in the outtermoſt part of the City: howerer that night 
they implo yed their time onely in watching, for fear of ſome unfortunate diſ- 
covery. | Wt \'» 
The text day, early in the morning, 3ereurs went to enquite out the Boat- 
man, and finding him according to his expectation upon the Wharf,, he told him, 
Be not onely come himſelt co fulfil his promiſe, whereby to render him the beſt 
ice both his perſon and ability would give him leave, but alſo imended to pre 
ſent him with a ſmall youth of the ſame profeſſion, for whoſe truth and diligence 
he would venture his credit, if he liked his gfowth and countenance, being a near 
Kinſman of his on: Nevertheleſs he let him know alſo, if his occaſions could not 
afford the conveniency for the youths admittance, he ſhould oncly;defire the 
- commodity for his tranſportation into the Iſland of Cyprus, becauſe he was reſolved 
otherwiſe there to binde him prentice to the trade, who in the interim ſhould be rea- 
dy to perform ſuch ſervices, ag would be neceſſary to the Veſſel in lieu of his paſſage: 
The Sea · man preſently told him, that not onely himſelf; but his companion or young 
Kinſman, ſhould be heartily welcome to any accommodation his poor Ship could at- 
ford them; but more eſpecially if they would reſolve to be ſerviceable upon reaſon- 
able terms, ih that expedition be was obliged to make to the Iſland of Cypras. Mer 
curis was not backward to promiſe him any thing for the better advantage of A/caxi- 
u, ſince he was certain upon their atrival, to winde themſelves well enough out of 
what engagement ſoever he ſhould make with him to that purpoſe: The news of 
this contract, Mercuris quickly brought to his young Lord, who moſt joyfully 
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prepared his thoughts forthe time appointed: But after they bad been toſt upon 


the Seas at leaſt half a weeks ſpace, the windes not proving very proſperous for their 
purpoſe, they were ſet upon by a ſhip of much greater ſtrength then their on, not 
many hours ſail off che Iſland of Cyprus: And being not well able to contend, 
(chough Aſcanius ſtrived by all his power, to give ſome teſtimonies of his youthful 
valour) they were at laſt forced to yield to fortune, and the mercy of their ſubduers; 
when preſently being put under Hatches, there remained in ſome perplexity, untill 
they Perceived they were put into ſome Haven Town, though as yet they could 
neither be certain of the place, or of the Nation; and ſo conſequently knew not 


any way how to judge of their fate. 


It was not long before they were advertiſed, that they were arrived in the gallant 
Haven of Sidon, belonging only to the juriſdiction of Syria: Within a while after 
they were landed to their no ſmall contentment, ſince now they aſſured themſelves, 
they had abſolutely eſcaped all dangers and hazzards, that appertained to the voy- 
age: notwithſtanding by theſe accidents, Afcanins was deprived from performing 
the deſires of his ſweet Siſter, who at bis departure, had obliged him by many pro. 
tnifes, to viſit her dear Narciſſus within the land of Cyprus; yet upon this know. 
ledge, they reſolved preſently before they diſcovered themſel ves, to give ſpeedy no. 
tice to the Queen Hyacint hia, both of their adventures and abode; which t 
might the more conveniently do, in regard there parted every day a meſſenger from 
that Town to the City of Damaſcus: Whilſt they expected a return of their Let- 
ters, there grew a queſtion and debate before the Magiſtrates of the Haven, between 
the Boat · man of Lydia, that had brought them from Sardis, and the Captain of the 
ſhip, ui had taken them priſoners in the paſſage: Young Aſcanius was ſomething 
pleaſed the controverſie, who not being detained a ſtrict priſonergnotwithſtand. 
ing his ſurprize at Sea, would needs be at the hearing of the Cauſe in the Court of 
Juſtice, which particularly belonged to Sea affairs. The Captain alledged, vot ons- 
ly the Ship but the Goods, with the perſons of the people, were by the common Ia 
of Nations lawful Prizes to his induſtry and fortune, and therefore deſired not to be 
deprived of the benefit in regard of the expente and charge, which he had been at 
in the proſecution; eſpecially having Letters of * from that Town; to ſeize 
any Ly dian Goods and Veſſels, in reſpect the Merchants had lately received con- 
ſiderable loſſes, by the Inhabitants of Sha in the like manner: The Boat- man 
of the other ſide made anſwer, that as by no rule of juſtice he ought to be accompt- 
able for other actions then his own , who had been never an injurer of any in the 
Town, fo of the other fide, in regard there yet continued g correſpondency berween 
the two Nations, he in particular ſhould not be the ſufferer , whereby to make up 
the defects of other loſſes; and the rather; for that he could not take any notice of 
private difference, being there was no publick Decree or Proclamaton to that pur- 
poſe; the Syrian Officer again to theſe reaſons replied, that however there was ap 
hoſtality as ver: of one Kingdom againſt the other, whereby all booty whatſoever 
would be lauful to every ſubject of either Nation, yet the tranſportation of many 
commodities of both, had been forbid by the ſound of Trumpet, which had been 
partly as he ſaid the cauſe, that gave the firſt occaſion of the Robberies at Sea, 
from whence-proceeded the grounds of thoſe Warrants of Repriſal , himſelf for the 
preſent had; by whoſe:juſtifiabte authority, he was poſſeſſed rightfully of the Lydia 
Veſſel; ax a forſeiture belonging to the juriſdiction of the State and Priviledges 
the Kingdom of S ria, unto which he was a faithful and obedient ſubject: The other 
again anſwered, that he had none of thoſe forbidden commodities in his ſhip; menti- 
oned in the Proclamation, wherefore in all jaſtice, he was not lyable to incur any 
forfeiture of ' his own Goods in that nature: The. Srian upon this anſwer cold the 
Court, that by all the Rules of right and rea ſon, his adverſary had committed: a dou- 
ble forfeiture, the one way in regard of the injury his Countrey had done the Mer- 
chants of Sides: The other, for that however he was a natural ſubject to Euarchus 
the King, yet he apparently Traded into other Countreys by the Senates authority, 
who had taken upon them the power of their Kings Right and Prerogative, 2 
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his will and pleaſure: To theſe taxations the dan Ship · man made this reply, that 
as he conceived other Nations and Las ought not to take any notice, much leſſe to 
meddle wich Titles and differences of other Kingdoms amongſt themſelves; fo for 
his part, he did onely endeavour to live peaceable under the power and juriſdiQtion 
of them, that bad the preſent Dominion, over both his perſon and fortunes; and 
therefore muſt lea ye thoſe Rulers to anſwer for their own actions. | 

eAlcavivs appeared to be extreamly taken wich this curious controverſie, having 
never as it ſhould ſeem; been preſent at the like before; he would have been glad alſo 
to hoye 55 the judgement given, upon thoſe points in difference that were in dif. 
pu e: But the Mapiftrates not being willing to determine. a buſineſs of this nature, 
without ſome e from Damaſcus, in regard it might perhaps touch in 

the general, the whole Trade and Entercourſe of both Nations, they for the preſent 
told che parties, e as a matter of ſome weight, to tale a little longer 
time to conſider of the buſin es. = 

But whilſt che Judges and the Towpſmen were thus baſied in their daily conſulta- 
tion concerning this National Right, in the interim both Aſcanius and Mercaris ha- 
vigg liberty enough to delight themſelves with the beſt curioſities, nature and indu- 
ſtry had beſtowed upon Sidow, wherein the Temples of the City had a principal ſhare, 
the chief Governour himſelf ſent unexpeRedly for them both: As ſoon as they 
came to lis preſence, he charged chem with a ſuſpition;-thac as they were ſtrangers 
ind ſomething too diligent in obſer ving the fortification of the Town as he under- 
ſtood, ſo did he think it. convenient for the better ſervice of his Maſter young 
Orontes, great King of, Aria, to examine them — — names: Aſcanius 
and Mercuris lookt on nn another, with ſomething diſtracted countenances , at 
the ſuddenneſs of the ne however upon more recollection they might very 
well conceive, there could be n danger co their perſons by that accident, fince they 
remained under ſo good a protection: it was not long, before the Governour with 
a gentle ſmile told them, that he had the Warrant already ſigned in his pocket for 
their better imprifonment, and thereupon giving it to Mercuru to read, the paper 


ſpake this language. h

We underſtand by our Siſter the Queen of Lydia, that aur Couxen her Son the young 
Prince Aſcanius, i newly arrived under your juriſdiction, in a diſguiſed babit , Where- 
fore our pleaſure is, that with what expedition you can, you not onely preſently take notice 
of his perſon, but perform ſuch other ſervices for his better entertainment, as may ſtand 
with our bguour and the dignity of his quality ; which being performed according to his 
conveniency, conveigh him with ſome- Troops of Horſe, and other Companies of Foot te 
our preſence , where he may receive farther reſpects by our ſelves, as much 4s the pre- 
ſent troubles of the times will permit: Withall take care, to have him furniſhed with 
ſuch neceſſaries for his journey, as become the perſon of ſo great a Prince: In the interim 
ſuffer the party that tranſported him over the Seas into our Kingdom of Syria, to depart 
freely with his ſoip out of our ' Dominions, diſchgrged frem all moleſtation whatſoever :

Aſcanius after this advertiſment, had no more colour to conceal his perſon; where- 
fore making a ſhort relation to the Governour of all his adventures with ſome ex- 
cuſe for his concealment, he was preſently with all the honour that might be, con- 
ducted to the beſt Lodgings in the Caſtle, where he remained notwithſtanding. ſome 
dayes privately in his Chamber without viſits, until new Robes and other conveni- 
ences were provided for his accommodation: But one day as the Governour was 
waiting upon him in his Lodging, he was entreated by him, to make ſome relation, as 


well of the paſſages and Government of the Kingdom of Syria, as alſo of — 
chie 
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chief occaſion according to his opinion, that produced the preſent troubles at Ds 
maſc us, and elſewhere in the Countrey: although the Goyernour was ſomethi 
unwilling to enter upon a ſubject of this nature, for that he conceived ſuch poing; 
mighe prove dangerous in the general, to perſons that held places of command un. 
der the State, yet having received ſo ltrict an injunction from the Court, whereby 
the Prince might receive ſatisfaRion in every thing, he — * it tür duty alſo in ch; 
particular, to comply with bis youthfal ambition : to which pure, after ſome few 
Complements; that for the moſt part precede all Diſcourſes df the Syrian Nobility, 
accompanied by a kinde of natural eloquence incident to that Nition, he delivered 
himſelf after this manner. 2 my: . ; TN 
Sir, ſaid he, ee Princes muſt be obeyed, and happy it is both for them and, if 
they deſite noble things, as well ns command juſt actions: This injunction being of 
that nature, I ſhall neither ſlubber my Relation with impertinencies,or prophane yon: 
innocency with untruths; onely for the more brevity, give me leave to take the riſe 
of my diſcourſe} but from the death of ourlate King Orſamer, who ended his Reign 
almoſt with his great Favourite P hiloſtros expiration , at which time all ¶Aſia ſeemed 
to be involved in a confuſed War: In this poſture our now Queen Andromida tobk 
upon her the Government, during the infancy and non- age of her young fon Om. 
tet, however to be directed in her affairs by the councel and advice (according to the 
appointment of her Husband) of Oreſtes, Brother to Orſames + Condris, another 
Prince of the Bld, and one Afazariw & ſtranger, born in the Iſland of Sycanis, 
whoſe extraction was not thought at all to equal his wit and experience in State- 
affairs; yet was the man appointed by wiſe Phi/eftros, to ſucceed bimſelf in his Ma. 
ſters Councels: I cannot well inform you how he came fifff-$0 his abilities, onely re- 
port tells us, that being of no great family in his own Countrey, ambition made hin 
ſeek preferment in other Nations, and his fortunate Fate caſing him upon this King. 
dom, where he hath not onely arrived to the higheſt period of command, this ſlate 
can afford him, but hath alſo matched all his female kindred, meerly by the opinion of 
his own greatneſs, to the beſt marriages in Syria, both for Riches and Dignity : This 
in all probability, will give him proſperity and continuance , until the preſent Go. 
vernment either alter to a new method, or more powerful intereſts with our 
King, work him out of favour; . which I am of belief, may very well happen, not 
onely in regard that Orontes hoy now, by reaſon of his years, to take upon hin 
more actual juriſdiction within bis flouriſhing and vaſte Dominions, being a means, 
as tis thought, to raiſe his young Companions and Favourites to places of truſt and 
power; bat alſo for that both Oreſtet and Condrus, with many others of the prime 
Nobility of Syria, bave lately declared themſelves mortal enemies to the proceed- 
ings and greatneſs of Mazarims, though e Fngromids our Queen on the contrary, 
ſeeks with all violence to maintain his intereſt and power with her Son. This being 
the condition of our State, I ſhall endeavour by degrees, to come unto the proſecuti- 
on of my ſtory for your better ſatisfation ; however I ſhould be willing never 
theleſs, to have as much as may be, theſe opinions concealed from any but your ſelf, 
ſince all prejudgements are dangerous, that are declared by diſcourſe, concerning ei. 
ther the facts or deportments of Favourites. | 4. 
As young Aſcaniu was violent ＋ to have the Relation, ſo of the other ſide, 
he appeared not any way backward Mgive teſtimonies of his own ſecreſie, cbncern 
ing what ſhould be delivered for his ſatisfaction and entertainment; which was a 
Commiſſion and Warranty of a ſufficient extent, to render the Governour both 
confident and willing to a further proſecution , and this affurance after a few more 
Complements;brought forth chis large diſcourſe. =; 
Our Queen Aadromida, ſaid he, being as I told you, ſettled in her abſolute (though 
new) Juri ſdiction, according to the will and direction of her moſt glorious Husband, 
ſhe began diſcreetly to conſider, not onely how ſhe might beſt advance the great af- 
fairs of the Kingdom, but in what kinde ſhe could moſt maintain her own power 
without difturbance; and the rather, for that ſhe well knew, as ſhe was by birth an 
Egyptian, being that Kings fiſter, a nation of all others moſt hated by the * 
+ 
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ſo were the Nobility of this Countrey in the general extreamly given both to faction 
and inconſtancy ; the effects of which as ſhe feared would become upon all occaſions 
increaſed, in regard of the infancy of her ſon Oronter, by whoſe right he. onely en- 
joyed her own poſſeſſion. To this purpoſe in the firſt place ſhe caſt in her minde the 
natures and intereſts of her Companions; or to ſay more properly, Over- ſeers 
in Government, of which number ſhe found: onely Mararii could be abſolutely 
truſted, as an intimate Councellor in her affairs, in that his birth and forreign extracti- 
on afforded ſcarce any other means for his eſtabliſument, but what the entire conti- 
ncy of her authority was able to procure, ſince as his perſon was ſubject to be 
deſpiſed by the Nobility and Gentry of our Nation, ſo in reſpect of his being an- 
other Countrey-man, probably upon all caſual accidents he ſhould be very much ſuſ- 
peed by the Subjects: And truly I muſt ſay, ſhe had no hard labour to compaſſe 
tbis deſign, for as Oreſtes was eſteemed both inconſtant and ſlothful in his diſpoſition, 
without almoſt any ambition whatſoever, either to be employed or govern, ſo of the 
other fide was C ondris aged and covetous; wherefore preſent eaſe and continual ſup- 
plies as ſhe thought, would ſufficiently from time to time content them both: Thus 
degrees did the Queen, with her new Favourite Mazarius, work the whole man- 
naging of affairs into their own ſecret breaſts, or at the fartheſt did but commit them 
to 4 Cabinet-councel of ſuch creatures, which they had abſolutely made theirs, by rich 
benefits or dependency : The rather might they effect theſe purpoſes, in regard not 
anely of the preſent diſtempers and troubles of che world, that none knew ſo well as 
Maxarius how to compole, by reaſon of his employmenes during the life of Philo- 
fires, but alſo, for that moſt of the Nobility themſelves were ſo envious one againſt 
another, that they were not willing any but a meer ſtranger ſhould have any abſolute 
Intereſt and Juriſdiction: This the rather, in regard they ſuppoſed when they pleaſed 
ay cone eaſily deſtroy the power both of Ma arius and the Queen, as not having 
ether, ſafficiencskill or kindred, to maintain their Authority againſt the leaſt combi. 
| nation of the Kingdom, time enough as they thought, when 070vres the King ſhould 
approach nearer to his years of Command; which as tis ſaid, the Laws of Syria 
allow him, when his ſtature may ariſe in growth, to the heighth of the Royal Sword 
of rhe Nation, carried before our Kings commonly in Triumphs : In the next place 
it was held, not onely convenient, but neceſſarꝝ for the better eſtabliſhing of the 
Queens Government, to continue afoot thoſe Wars already begun, although it were 
apainſt her own Brother, unleſs he would yield in a manner to contemptible condi- 
tions: Her pretence howſoever was, that Orſames before his death had directed the 
terms of agreement, which could not be well altered (as they ſaid) until our young 
King Orontes ſhould come to his full years of conſent; an obſtacle as cwas ſuppo- 
led, onely put in by ſuch as have the diſpoſe of the Treaſure of the Kingdom, where. 
by they colourably may lay what Taxations they pleaſe. upon the people for their 

own advantages: But nevertheleſs, however the wars went on ſtill with a continued, 
violence, both againſt Soraſt ros King of Egypt, and Artaxes great Prince of Arme- 
nia, yet a general Treaty was agreed to be upon the Confines of eithers Territory, 
where every concerned party was to appear in perſon, or by his Deputies, with ſuch 
claims as his own confidence could any way challenge in particular; there as twas 
given out to be righted if it were poſſible, by ſome hopeful and peaceable agreement: 
But whether this was onely to amuſe the people, with thoughts of that which was 
never intended > Or that the true deſiꝑn was, for the intentional and actual good and 
ſettlement of Aſia, I cannot ſay, or will diſpute > But ſo it was, that the wars not- 
withſtanding continuing, the ſon of Prince Condris was ordained by the Queen(know- 
ing bis ſpirits to be both violent and reſtleſs, and therefore not held fit to be too much 
intereſted in private Councels at Court) to be great General of all our Armies, that 
were to be employed either within or without the Kingdom: It cannot be denied, bur 
that he carried himſelf in theſe ſervices during bis Fathers life, with ſuch judgement, 
courage, and fidelity, that as his many viRories gainedas well dominion as honor to 
the Kingdom of Syria, ſo did it give (as it ſhould ſeem) ſo many cauſes of jealovuſie ro 
the Iſland of Cyprus, concerning the future greatneſs of our Nation, that notwith- 
| | Li ſtanding 
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ſtanding all the powerful perſwaſions of the Duke of Cyyras to the contrary, the pec 
ple would needs make a peace with the King of Egypt, without the conſent — —— 
ance of our ſuate, that until then kept a moſt firm and ſtrict correſpondency with us; 
as well in matters of peace as war; inſomuch, as preſently we were conſtrained to 
ſhuMe up another accord with the Countrey of Armenia, not ſo advantageable for 
C afſianns, and other pretended injured Princes, as we both promiſed and intended: 
But truly Sir, howſoever young Conderoſus, the fon of old Candris, had purchaſt as 
much fame in the hither parts of A ſia, as his merits joyned with ſo few years could 
poſſibly expect, yet of a ſudden not long after his Fathers death, whoſe wiſdom and 
temper belike had kept his ambition in ſome order, he began publickly to quarrel, not 
onely with the Government of the State, but with the very faſhions and converſati. 
on of the Court; however for no other reaſon as it was ſuppoſed, but for that A 
z4riss, ſeemed to be more eminent by the Queens favour , in ſteering all affairs of 
conſequence then himſelf: his common diſcourſes amongſt his Companions, be 
pretended, that as azarins and the Queen were too nearly united in their affecti- 
ons, for the good and proſperity of the Kingdom of Syria, ſo were their proceed. 
ing in that particular extreamly diſhonourable to themſelves, if pot apparantly ſcan- 
dalous to the world, ſince thereby the birth of the young King after ſo long « bar- 
renneſs might come in future times to be both ſuſpected and queſtioned , perhaps as 
*cwas ſaid, to the involving of the Kingdom of Syria ina dangerous and laſting cj. 
vil war; but the wiſer ſort of people, rather feared his violent ambition, joyned © 
with his nearer pretention to the Crown, (if the Iſſue Royal now being ſhould fail) 
were the chief cauſes of. his diſtempers and preſumption ; beſides be intimated that 
the Queen and Ma rarius being both ſtrangers by birth, might have ſome deſigns in 
their intentions, of ſome da and peraitious conſequences, to the Nobility and 
Government of Syria, whereby the State in time might come to be betrayed to 3 
forreign power and juriſdiction: And laſt of all he ſeemed to complain exceedinply, 
that the Court- practices —— =. to ſports and luxury, the diſpoſicion of the 
young King, was in apparant hazzard co be ſo adulterated with the enticements of 
flattery and pleaſure, that he would ſoon caft off from his thoughts, all deſire either 
of action or glory, that in former ages made his noble Anceftors famous in the world; 
the rather as they ſaid, were theſe fears to be prevented by the judicious conſiderati- 
onof the Princes of the blood, in that Awdromida the Queen, endeavoured to place 
no perſons about her Son, but a few ignorant and fantaſtical women, or ſuch of her 
ownabſolute Creatures, that neither underſtood honour , or were willing to fee the 
King practiſe vertue. As I muſt needs affirm, that theſe extravagant diſcourſes procee- 
ded onely from the private and ambitious ends of young Conderoſus, for his own par- 
ticular advantage, whereby the better to mounc himſelf into the principal places of 
Government and Command, (if his thoughts and deſigns tended not to a worle 
end, by reaſon of his blood and extraction) ſo will I not deny altogether , but that 
the Queen and Aſazarixs ftrived to detain Orontes ſo much within their own power, 
and juriſdiction, that ſcarce could he come to the competent knowledge of any thing 
within the compaſs of his own Kingdom, much leſs the tranſactions of forreign Prin- 
ces, but whatſhould be meetly derived from their authority and intereſt. I muſt con- 
fels bis youth is continually to be inſtructed by gallant and knowing men, is 
all forts of Sciences and noble actions, that pretend either to honour or piety; 
eſpecially for that his natural endowments are capable of the higheſt perfeRions 
art can beſtow upon mortality, according to the beſt knowing judgements of 
Syria; however I cannot ſay, but that he hath ſufficient already of theſe for any 
Prince living , but certainly he might have much more, if theſe private maximes 
State. policy did not ſomething obſtruct the Queens endeavours , being put in the 
head perhaps, that as in the time of Philoſtros ſhe was kept rather as a guarded 
priſoner, then as Wife or Queen to great Orſames King of Syria, ſo loſing her autho- 
rity over her fon, (he might quickly return to the ſame condition again, by the ſpigbt 
and craft of her adverſaries : neither wants ſhe the warning example of the old Queen 
Anaxia, to give her a ſufficient taſte of her own fate, if ſhe ſhould loſe her preſent 


Dominion; who in our dayes was fo circumvented by her own ſervant f at | 
inſtea 
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:nſtead of remaining intruſted, and eſteemed by her Son Orſamet, ſhe was conſtrain- 
ed to live a baniſhed perſon all che dayes of her life; and in her death was not allow- 
ed any thing at all to perform convenient Funerals, belonging to the birth and qua- 
liry of ſo great a Princeſs, who was Mother to the mightieſt King of all Aſia: As 
this Sir may be thought ſome digreſſion from my ſtory, io will I now inform you more 
to our purpoſes : Our Queen Andromida conceiving theſe intimations , if not reall 
diſcourſes of Conderoſus, would in time prove ſomething dangerous to her own quiet, 
and her ſons proſperity, if not carefully prevented, bethought her ſelf , (ſince as yet 
ſhe bad not ground enough as ſhe believed, to fall out openly with the violent ambi- 
tion of that young Prince) if poſſible ſhe could divert the inconveniency and hazzard 
by ſome forreign employment anſwerable to his dignity and quality: To this effect, 
Lay, both ſhe and AMararius remembred, that much of the Kingdom of Egypt 
had been lately conquered, either by Orſames fortune, or Philoſtros policy, with che 
great and rich City of Memphis, which now again in part began to be recovered by 
Soraftros, ſince he was freed in ſome ſort from his Carthaginian troubles ; thither ſhe 
reſolved to ſend Conderoſus, both to conquer and command, hoping his Honouticould 


hardly refuſe the employment without ſome diſgrace ; however, ſhe intended to play 


with him at that diſtance, as well oncerning the ſupplies that were neceſſarily to be 
ſent after him for his better proviſion, as for that being perſonally far from Court,ſhe 
might have opportunity upon every occaſion, to leſſen his growing eſteem in her own 
Kingdom : But whether Conderoſus before his departure, perceived this ftratagem 


or no, I cannot certainly tell; yet ſure 1am, that after his arrival upon the contines 


of Egypt, pretending to act great matters for the Kings ſervice, he found his Forces 
much too weak, (at leaſtwiſe ſo given out by his own friends and ſervants) to cope 
with ſo great and powerful an Enemy as his Adverſary: That when he had remained 
there for ſome moneths, per petually ſending in the interim to Court for freſh ſup- 
plies, at laſt extreamly diſcontented to the outward vie of the world, he returned 
before he was called for to the Regal City of Damaſcus, leaving bekinde him with 
his Army onely one Sinus as General. Although at Court he received not that 
welcome he ſeemed t expect; neither were the Citizens much noted to adore his 
fortunes, yet both he and all his faction, began to double, if not treble his former 
exclamations againſt the Government of the State, which for ſome time ſeemed to 
have lain aſleep, by reaſon of his forreign employment, that obliged him to a ne- 
teſſary abſence : Thele inſolencies of Conderoſus; (as they were interpreted by the 
Queens creatures and favourites) were held inconſiſtent with the peaceable quiet of 


the Syrian affairs, if not moſt diſhonourable to the perſons both of Orontes and his 


* 


mother; whexefore in a private Councel , wherein none were admitted but Oreſtes, 
Maxarius, and ſome few others of the ſame intereſt, it was decreed, that Conderoſus 
ſhould be forthwith ſecur'd with may of his kindred, leſt from his particular (though 
bold) diſcontent, might ariſe publick and dangerous troubles to the whole Kingdom; 
and the better as they believed, might they put in execution this deſign, for that Con- 
deroſus, by reaſon of fome actions of pride, had lately much offended a great part of 
the Inhabitants of the rich and potent City of Damaſtus: To this purpoſe, one 
morning very early, the ſupream Councel of the Court pretending ſome weighty buſi- 


elt of an extraordinary conſcquente, that had aſſembled them together, in which 


number as the moſt neceſſarieſt inſtruments belonging both to war and peace, Prince 
Conderoſus could not poſſibly be ſpared, he was invited in all haſte : Upon his arrival 
(the guards of the Kings houſe in the interim being doubled) his followers were deſi- 
red by ſome of the Captains to ſtay below, becauſe as they ſaid, the Councel it ſelf was 
held in the firſt Chamber above ſtairs, where were preſent both the King and the 
Queen ; notwithſtanding they preſſed violently after their Lord, until he wiſht chem 
to retire into the Garden, where he would as he ſaid , when the Councel ſhould be 
ended, repair unto them by a back way through the privy Lodgings; whiſſt he was de- 
livering thus-much to his followers, there was one of the company told him in his 
ear, that he feared his perſon might be betrayed to ſome ſpeedy confinement, in re- 
gard as they paſt along the ſouldiers, they she many ſpeeches and whiſſ pers to 
ö 2 2 : thar 
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that effect : Conderoſus rather diſdaining the thought of ſuch an attempt, then appte⸗ 


8 hending any danger intended to his particular, haſtily replyed, that he would fain 


encounter with the boldneſs of that perſon, which durſt put in execution ſuch an en- 
terprize, ſince the power of the whole Court could not protect him from his in- 
dignation, if at all from the peoples hates and fury: With theſe words he paſſed 
up the ſtairs, where he had not remained many minutes, in an outtward Room bel 


ing to the Kings private Cabinet with two of his friends, before they were all three 


ſeized upon by half a ſcore Officers, who belike had been appointed by the Queens 
direction to that ſervice : Although Condereſus with a violent rage and impatiency 
ſeemed to call the aſſiſtance of all the Gods to revenge his injuries; yet his two 
Brothers (who were alſo in the ſame condition of reſtraint as himſelf) not one 
moderately began to expoſtulate with their Keepers, the reaſons and cauſes of their 
impriſonment, but humbly deſired to have ſome conference with the Queen about 
the buſineſs ; but ſhe, whether apprehending that they might prevail too much up. 
on her nature, or fearing the company preſent would receive overmuch ſatisfaction 
by their Diſcourſes, to the prejudice of her intentions and deſigns, being confident 
that Conderoſus and his faction, could never be wrought abſolutely to lay down their 
ambition, which ſhe knew to be of a moſt dangerous conſequence to the Crown 


and Affairs of Syria, pretended for the inftant an indiſpoſition in her health, and 


therefore could neither ftir out of her chamber, or 'admit any diſpute of a violene 
nature, which as ſhe ſaid the matter and theſe accidents muſt needs produce; onely 
ſhe wiſht the priſoners to reſt patient and ſatisfied with their fortune, untill a more 
convenient ſeaſon might produce their releaſe : This Anſwer and Reſolution quickly 
diſpoſed of the Princes to their ſeveral lodgings within the, Kings Palace, whilſt in 
the interim, ſhe, by the advice and directions chiefly of Maxarius, not onely ſet 
forth a Proclamation, towards the further ſatisfaction of the people and Citizens of 
Dama ſcus, that contained in brief all the cauſes and reaſons of Conderoſus confine. 
ment, but underhand endeavonred to perſwade Oreſtes the Kings Uncle, that the 
ſucceſſion and proſperity of himſelf, would have been in danger co be defiroy. 
ed, by the ambition and pride of young Conderoſas, as well as the preſent Go- 
vernment of her Son, if either he were or ſhould be ar liberty: But however for 
that inſtant the City ſeemed not much enflamed at the buſineſs, being in ſome fort 
kept in order by the power of the Kings perſonal Guard, the Princes were ſecretly in 
the dead of the night, removed to a ſtrong Caſtle without the Town: After this, 
both Maxarius and the Queen for their better ſecurity, in a general Aſſembly in the 
Town-houſe of Damaſcus, where moſt of the Nobility within the City, accompi- 
nied by ſome principal Flamins of the Kingdom, were met together, not onely 
agreed but declared, that within a few moneths all the. States of Syria ſhould be 
called together, whereby the more indifferently to hear and determine the juſt prie- 
vances of the Nation, according to the ancient cuſtom of the Kingdom, provided 
young Orontes ſome dayes before by the general allowance of themſelves and people, 


might be proclaimed of full years to govern. This ſeemed both to content and 


pleaſe all ſorts of intereſts, however it was thought by many wiſe men, that Ms 
z4rius and his faction, had in this particular out-yitted the Aſſembly , when as fot 
the preſent, he had not onely laid afleep all endeavours of the people , which might 
any way riſe for the releaſement of the Princes, but it would be abſolutely inthe 
Kings power , being acknowledged of full years to rule before the time appointed, 
either to diſpoſe of the Aſſemblies actions and proceedings, according to his own 
and Mothers deſigns, or to break it up withont doing any thing at all, as being 
a thing reſolved on, whilſt he was under years: The rather might it be ſo intended, 
in regard it was generally given out, that Maxarius, if not the Queen her ſelf, 
ſhould be queſtioned by that Authority: Neverthelefſe to the outward view 
of the world, things went on for ſome time in a kinde of a fair progreſs, all peo- 
ple believing this expected great Aſſembly, would prove an abſolute cure for the 
wounds, the Kingdom had received by miſgovernment , during the non. age of the 
King; yet there might be noted amongſt che common people, a certain bittet — 
again 
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againſt the Queens power, and Maxarius proceedings ; Or rather the favour MH 
darius had wich Andromiaa : Beſides the Princes releaſements, from day to day were 
hotly purſued by Petitions and Requeſts, crafcily put in by the procurement of ſome 
of their party, as conceiving without their liberty, it was unpoſſible, (wanting ſucti 
' a countenance) to oppoſe the Queens intereſt , by reaſon of the Kings years and au- 
thoricy : As theſe intendments and diſputes were interrupted for ſome ſeaſon, by rea- 
ſon that Soraſtros King of Egypt (taking advantage of our diſcontents and troubles 
at home) invaded of a ſudden the Syrian Territories with a powerful Army, ſo was 
Mazarigs as was thought by many, glad of this occaſion, whereby he might (by 
expoſing his own perſon in the Battle, that was neceſſarily to be fought between the 
two Ngtions) gain ſome opinion, concerning his fidelity and valour, amongſt the 
common people of our Countrey : To ſay the plain truth, he carried himſelf fo gal- 
lantly and wiſely in that adventure, that not onely the General of Soraſtros was beat- 
en, and the whole Army routed, but many conſiderable Towns were preſently ren- 
dred to his mercy and diſcretion. This however it returned him to Court, with a 
reat deal of honour and ſatisfaction to thoſe perſons, that were altogether of the 
Queens faction, yet it neither cook much with the deſires of the multitude, or ſeem- 
ed one jot ro leſſen their deſires, if not violence, to have the Princes forthwith 
releaſed. : a 
Although both Aaxarius and the Queen were ſomething troubled, that neither of 
their endeavours could advance their own credits amongſt the common people, or de- 
ſtroy the opinion of Conderoſus with the multitude, ſince they believed it was ground- 
ed upon an ambition, that onely aimed to take away their authority; yet having 
confidence ſufficient in the Kings power and their own intereſt, they reſolved hy ſome 
plauſible attonement or other, to deliver the Princes, not onely free from their bonds, 
but co reſtore them again to all their ancient honours and dignities: Oreſtes the Kings 
Uncle, was ſomething at the firſt apprehenſion troubled at this determination, in re- 
gard; that as in the beginning he had been poſſeſt with an opinion, how that Conde. 
roſus intended his deſtruction; as well as the leſſening of Maxarius power, fo was 
he to the outward appearance of the Councel, more violent then all the reſt, to have 
both Conderaſus and his friends reſtrained ſtill for fear of future danger; his nature 
being ſomething rinferous as well as inconſtant: But at laſt he was alſo abſolutely con- 
yerted, if not throughly pleaſed with. the action; and to that purpoſe ſent ſome 
complements to the Princes before they came ont of Briſon : Of the other ſide A4. 
⁊arius to be beforehand with all the world, in reſpect, for that he imagined himſelf 
moſt ſuſpected of all others; ſince conceived injuries are ſcarce ever forgotten by 
high ſpirits, when they mount to perſonal diſgraces , made preſently a journey 
himſelf to the Princes, where be not onely excuſed his own thoughts in particular 
concerning them, but laid the fault for the moſt part of their confinement upon 
Oreſtes ; whom they anſwered with the like complements, though by what thoughts 
of belief, it was not very well known, however much ſuſpected: It was not 
many dayes after this, before Conderoſus and his company came to Court, as it were 
to preſent the firſt fruits of their delivery to the King and Queen, who received them 
in outward appearance with all courteſie and favour could be imagined , that might 
either give ſatisfaction to the people, or content to themſelves; notwithſtanding 
within a while after, Conderoſus not onely abſented himſelf from Court, dut in a 
manner kept his perſon continually in his own houſe , however viſited daily by many 
friends, as it were onely attending the approaching time, both for the King to be de- 
clared of age, and the great Aſſembly to meet: Many opinions there were in the in- 
tetim concerning bis intentions : Some thought he abſtained from the Kings Palace, 
. whereby to be the ſooner ſent for , and pur into eminent commands, according to 
his dignity and ambition; others again believed, that craftily he avoided all manneÞ# 
of ſaſpicion, whereby upon the meeting of the great Councel , he might the like- 
lier be put in truſtwith the whole affairs of the Kingdom unlookt for. But it was 
not very long ere his Actions and carriage diſcovered evidently his intentions to the 


world , for the time arriving of the King coming to years, whereupon he was _ | 
| a te

red ſole and abſolute Governour of all his Dominions, the firſt thing he did was tg 
conſtitute and publiſh his Mother the ſupream and onely Preſident of his Councel. g 
This quickly enflamed both the thonghts and ſpleen of Conderoſus, in being thus, ag 

he ſuppoſed, circumvented in all his aims; inſomuch, as from thenceforward , he not 

onely forbore totally any correſpondency with the Court affairs, but in a moſt diſ. 

dainful manner, oftentimes would paſs moſt ſcornfully by the Kings houſe,accompani. 

ed by multitudes of followers, without either ſalutation or reſpe given to his Princes 

dignity : Nor did he end his proceedings in this manner; for within a very few weeks 

after, he flew out of the City of Damaſcus into his own Countrey , with. violence 

and execrations , both againſt Maæarius and the Queen: Where being arrived 

when he had made his Brother Governour for him in the chief City of the Province, 

which Town had been a long time diſaffected to the Kings Party, he began nat one. 

ly to fartifie bimſelf for his defence, but endeayoured to raiſe Souldiers as faſt as he 

could, whereby to form an Army , that he might with all expedition contend with 

the Kings Forces : To this purpoſe he firſt ſent for his Lieutenat General , whom he 

had left upon the Confines of Egypt, who quickly came to his aſſiſtance, with thoſe 

Troops under the Kings pay, that had been formerly deſigned to defend the City of 
Memphis; by which means that Town, after ſomething a long ſiege, was again loft 

to the prevailing power of Soraſtros theirglawful King: In the next place he diſpatch- 

ed a meſſenger to the Court, with theſe Propoſitions to be preſented in the names of 

the Princes, both to Orontes and the Queen Mother, who ſeemed yet to bear a kinde 

of equal ſhare of Government with her Son; they contained in effect theſe deſires, 

or rather might they be eſteemed commands, for the peremptorineſs of their ſtile 

and matter: Firſt, they required to have Mazarizs baniſhed the Kingdom of 5y- 

ria: Next, they intimated, not — to have a general pardon granted for all miſ. 
demeanours whatſoever, committed by any of their party and faction, but alſo 

ſpeedily to have the injured Princes, as chey called themſelves, with the reſt of the 
Nobility, reſtored to their ancient priviledges and offices; beſides the addition of 

ſome new honours and commands to be beſtowed upon them: And laſtly, they re- 

quired to have a general peace concluded between the two Crowns of Egypt and Sy. 

ria. To theſe demands this anſwer was quickly returned; That Macarius reſolved 

within a very few dayes, to wichddraw himſelf from the Court and Kingdom to 

ſome forreign parts, whereby to give better ſatisfaction to that unity pretended; 

however as he ſaid, it ſtood both with the honour and juſtice of the Kingdom, to fuf- 

fer him firſt to come to a legal tryal before competent Judges, where he refuſed not to 

anſwer, whereby the better to clear his own actions from ſlander , fince he conceived 
hicheranto, he was ſo far from having commited crimes againſt the good of the King 

and his people, that he had performed many eminent : ſervices towards the honour 

and proſperity of the Kingdom of Syria: To the ſecond, which concerned the Princes, 

and other of the Nobility , this farther reply was made; That however they ſeemed 

now to be in open rebellion againſt the Kings undoubted authority, yet was his Maje- 

ſty willing by the advice of his Councel , whereby a laſting friendſhip and obedience, 

might in the general be ſettled amongft his people, not onely to pardon, but to reſtore 

the Princes to his favour, with an additition alſo of ſuch offices beſtowed upon them, 

as he could conveniently grant, and they in reaſon require: And laft of all, concerning 

the peace deſired between the two Crowns, as the King would not be failing in any 

kinde to entertain the motion, ſo ſhould the judgement of the particulars be left to 

the opinions of the great Aſſembly, that ſhortly were to meet about the principal 

affiirs of the Nation; provided that all theſe things being performed, both Conde- 
roſut, and the reſt of his faction, ſhould preſently lay down Arms, and fairly return 

to their wonted obedience : Although theſe determinations were not onely ſent to 
TCondereſus, but preſently put in execution, accordingly ; yet he began, inſtead of 
diſmiſſing of his Souldiers as he had promiſed, to make new quarrels againſt the 
Queens domeſtick ſervants, pretending, that however Mazarigs was really in perſon 
departed tlie Kingdom of Syria, nevertheleſs, he had left behinde him in the Queens 
Cabinet his ſpirit, with choſe creatures of his that would have till a ſupream influ- 
ence 
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ence in all che Councels of State, that ſhould be agitated in any kindez wherefore 
onleſs they or any others that might be named, were alſo baniſhed with their Lord 
and Maſter, as it was impoſſible to procure ſecurity for himſelf or the other Princes, 
that ſeemed to be in Arms againſt his power and proceedings. Thefe inſolencies 
withal became fortified, not onely by the countenance of Oreſſes the Kings Uncle, 
who had cqpceived ſome new diſlike againſt Mar urius and the Queen, but more 
eſpecially was increaſed by the aRtive endeavours of a young Lady called Peutheſelta, 
Siſter to Cvnderoſus; Whoſe fortunes that belonged unto her by deſcent from her 
Mother, had been kept from her paſſeſſion for ſome time by the power of the Court: 
Sq that in effect, the proceedings that had been already begun towards a good ſettle- 
ment of affairs, ſeemed now to be vaniſhed into nothing but ſmoak and air: and the 
rather; for that the Prince Qreſtes himſelf, contracted ſome more then ordinary hatred 
againſt the Queen and her Councel, in regard that Aararius bad declated to C unde. 

15, that he had been the chief, if not onely means af the Princes confinements ; 
Beſides it was thought, that Oreſtes had a deſign to bring in one of his on favourites, 
to ſupply the places of baniſht Maxarius: All theſe reaſons, 1 ſay, being put toge- 
ther, were no doubt occaſions ſtill to continue the differences; inſomuch as the Queen 
was conſtrained to provide, not onely for the Kings ſupport , but ber own defence, 
in regard as ſhe very well perceived (by thoſe propoſitions Canderoſus had made, to 
have ſolne of her ſervants of truſt baniſhed with J4azarizs) her own juriſdiction 
and power amongſt other things, was alſo aimed to be deſtroyed, if not with it the 
abſolnte authority of her Son. As this occaſioned new and violent leavies of all ſides, 
ſo was it not long before Andromida and the King quitted the great City of Damaſ- 
cut, to the abſolute diſpoſe of Oreftes, who as they found, was neither to be won to 
their party, or the Townſmen long to be ſecured by them, where the intereſt of the 
Princes had ſo great an influence; beſides they were aſſa informed, that moſt part of 
the Citizens, had a deſign privately to have ſeparated the King from his Mother: After 
the King and the Queen had thus freed themſelves from theſe dangers, they preſently 
repaired to their Army in the Field; between which and the Souldiers of {ondereſus, 
there had been already many encounters of various ſucceſs. Andramida and Orontes 
finding their affairs in this perpiexity, the Princes pawers increaſing , retired into a 
ſtrong Town well fortified for their defence, having neither many Troops to contend 
with their Adverſaries Forces, or much money left them to pay ſuch as they had al- 
ready raiſed, in regard moſt of the Royal Revenues were abſolutely obſtructed 
throughone the whole Kingdom: When they had remained for ſome weeks in that 
place, in the interim underſtanding daily of the various ſucceſs of their ſwall Army, 
whilſt their ears were continually tormented with new Petitions from other Cities, 
all in a manner perſwading the King, rather to yield to the deſires and demands of the 
Printes, then to continue a dangerous and hazzardable War, with the blood and 
wes of his poor Subjects; of a ſudden Mararius himſelf appeared with a moſt 
powerful and gallant Army, that had been procured by his money and induſtry in 
other Conntries, though now led by himfelf in perſon , fox the aſſiſtance and defence 
of Kingly power, to be imployed as he vleaſed „either againſt Conderoſus or any 
other that ſhould oppoſe : As J ſhall not need to ſay that this brought comfort, and 
conſequently gave encouragement to the Kings drooping Party, ſo was it reſolve 
reſently to march towards their enemies: Conderoſus of the other ſide finding by this 
ncreaſe of the Court Army, he ſhould not be able probably long to contend in the 
Field, preſently ſent a truſty meſſenger to Soraſtros King of Egyp , with whom be- 

like he had made a former accord', whereby to diſpatch — to his aſſiſtance, 
what Troops were needful for his preſent ſupport: Withal he invited into Syria à 
Prince named Auſtratius, Brother to the vertuous and unfortunate Lady Alciana, 
whoſe memorable ftory is ſomething too tedious in this place to relate, however with 
apromiſe, that if he would ſpeedily march to his aid, be ſhould not onely be a means 
to procure a general and happy peace, between the two Crowns of Syria and Egypt, 
whereby he would again be put in poſſeſſion of his own Countrey, ſolong detained 


unjuſtly from him, by the violent oppreffions of Masarius and Phileftros , pn 
nder- 
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undertake alſo to deliver many conſiderable Towns upon the Frontiers into his hand 
the better to aſſure him of his real intentions: In this manner I may ſay, he fer all 
wheels a going at once, that might in any kinde prejudice, and diſturb his own King 
Orontes; imploying at the ſame time, certain Commiſſioners, into the Kingdom of 
Lydia, to the Senate ſitting at Sardis, to deſire either Money, Souldiers, or Ships, 
againſt both the Queen and Maxariut, who as he ſaid, intended to become mortal 
enemies to their proceedings, in the right and quarrel of Prince. Arethuſius your molt 
noble Brother; whenſoe ver their own troubleſome affairs ſhould be either ended or 
in ſome ſort qualified: I cannot well inform your Highneſs particularly, concerning 
his meſſengers imployment to the State of Lydia, in regard that however they are in. 
vited to a correſpondency of Trade, with ſome Cities now under the juriſdiction of 
Conderoſut, yet perhaps the Senate remaining at Sardis, cannot ſpare thoſe ſupplies 
demanded,” wherefore will be unviilling to entertain any correſpondency , that may 
prove prejudicial to them hereafter, in that ſuch an inclination demonſtrated , is ofa 
dangerous conſequence to all their affairs and deſigns, 

But however as I ſay, thoſe Councellours at Sardis, may be cautious enough in this 
particular; yet not onely Soraſtros King of Egypt ſent Conderoſus preſently ſupplies 
co his Army; but alſo Prince A»ftraſius himſelf wich a certain kinde of flying For. 
ces (which he had alwayes kept on foot ſince the loſs of his Countrey) came ſpeedily 
into the Kingdom of Syria: Oar Queen Andromida having received certain intellj. 
gence of this deſign, the Souldiers marching with ſome violence towards the ſtub- 
born, if not rebellious City of Damaſcus, whereby the better to unite all the power 
of {ongereſus 1 7 moe Prince Arethuſius as an intereſſed Kinſman to 4y- 
ftraſins, to imploy part of his noble endea vours and perſwaſions with his valiant 


Couſin, to divert if it were poſſible his intentions from joyning his Forces with tbe 


rebellions, as ſhe termed them of Conderoſus; withal giving him full commiſſion, 
not onely to treat, but to aſſure that Prince, as well of a great ſum of money to- 
wards his return back again to his old quarters, but alſo to have his Countrey to be 
fully reſtored to his poſſeſſion, upon the happy concluding of a general peace; which 
as ſhe ſaid, was really intended by the King and State of Syria. 

In ſhort, the young Prince your Brother quickly undertook the im ployment, (as 
much in regard of his noble diſpoſition, as for that he hoped the Cataſtrophe would 
produce profitable conſequences towards his own affairs.) And this indeavour as it 
ſhoold feem, after many journeyes made by him between the Court and Auſtraſiur's 
Camp, he coneluded ſome agreement; however as yet the particular points are not 
come to the knowledge of vulgar intelligence: For that, as Auſtraſius preſently de- 
clared himſelf, he entered into the Kingdom of Syria, not ſo much to fight and 
deſtroy, as to bring peace and benefit to the people; ſo upon the approach of the 
Kings Soul diers, and the Army of Conderoſut near the City of Damaſcns , Auſtraſ- 
us openly proteſted his reſolutions to ſet upon either party, that ſhould enter upon 
actions of blood, without allowing thoſe good purpoſes he had, at his firſt entrance 


into the Kingdom to make peace. As (on4eroſus ſeemed ſomething amazed at theſe , 


3 ſo received he preſently theſe anſwers from Auſtraſius to his on vio» 


lent expoſtulations : That himſelf had not performed the agreement, in delivering 


the Towns promiſed into his hands; wherefore he not being any way his oblige 
ſervant, had no reaſon but to look to thoſe obligations, that belonged'to the gene- 
ral good of all _4/;a before his particular; which he hoped, as he faid , his own in- 
tentions and endeavours would ere it were long produce to the world: Condereſus 
having not much to anſwer to theſe objections, and fearing leſt ſome farther defi 
might be to entrap his Army to the Kings Forces, - preſently retired himſelf with his 
Company towards the City of Damaſcus , whilft as conveniently as he could, he 
quartered his Souldiers round about the walls of the Town, not onely for his own 
better ſafety; but the more probably ſtill to retain the hearts of the Inhabitants firm 
to his purpoſes: In concluſion, Auſtraſius bath now withdrawn all his Troops out 


of our Kingdom of Sria, and the Kings Army hath beſieged the City, however at 


ſuch a diſtance that it produceth variable ſucceſſes betwen their Forces: In eſſect this 
: is

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Aas much as I can ſay of our affairs; wherein I have been the larger in my expreſ.

by the will and pleaſure of Maxzarins. . e e ene N 
As young Aſcanins aſſured the Governour „that his own thoughts ſhould be 
ſcarce acquainted with any thing to bis prejudice, ſo upon the conſideration of thoſe 
particulars he had delivered, bis natural courage again became excreamly inflamed to 
de in perſonal action in the Wars: With this reſolution preſently after the Officer 
yras departed, he made Mercuris privy to his intentions and deſires : although his 
ſervant commended for the preſent his gallant and brave inſpirations, yet he could 
not reſolve what imployments would beſt ſuit wich his dignity and condition: Of the 
other ſide he doubted left the fewneſi of his years were not yet of a ſufficient capaci- 
ty, to entertain thoſe toils and inconveniencies, that appertained to the ſtrict rules of 
a Souldiers life; ſo that he wiſht him a little to bridle choſe thoughts, uptil his arri- 
val at the Queen his Mother, whoſe love, experience, and knowledge (as he ſaid) 
would direct his reſolutions, to the beſt advantage both for his benefit and honour : 
This intimation he gave him, for fear he might precipitately run into hazzards, be- 
fore he ſhould have the full conſent of his friends, and that himfelf might be ſuſpect- 
eq to have given him ſuch counſel , without their privity and allowance ; eſpecially 
the Queens conſent wanting, whom he knew had ambition enough in her own nature; 
to preſcribe her Children wayes concerning the King ber Husbands affairs; when as 
his chief aſſiſtance, as ſhe believed, was to be procured by her intereſt in the King. 
dom of Syria: The opportunity happened well enough for theſe diverſions, in re- 
rd the Governour of Sid , having received fo ſtrict a command for both the 
ourable and delightful entertainment of Prince Aſcanius, gave his minde but 
ſmall ſpace for any reſolution whatſoever :. To this purpoſe, after he had feaſted him 
Id a magnificent manner, by all the chief Magiſtrates of the City, he ſhewed him the 
fortifications of the Town, and then accompanied him to behold one of the richeſt 
and faireſt Temples in Syria or the world. | | | | | 
The Fabrick was round, being ſupported by an hundred and odd Pillars , each con- 
raining in length threeſcore and one foot, (beſides the Capital and Baſes) all of one 
— 2. The middle part of the building was crowned with a brave Cupelo of 
fifty yards in Diameter, moſt curiouſly guilded on the out fide, which by reaſon of 
the Suns reflection, gave a certain kinde of an amazed delight to the ſpectators: 
Before the entrance of the Temple in a large Plain, was erected a high Obeliske of 
an incredible greatneſs, to be raiſed by the labour and induſtry of man; it was placed 
upon a pedeſtal eighteen foot from the ground : The Gates were wrought through 
tothe day, with artificial knots of Braſs, however they had double coverings to keep 
them from the view and prejudice of the people: Upon their entring there appeared 
in the midſt, the high Altar with ſeveral fteps for the Flamiut to mount, whereby 
with conveniency to perform their Hecatombes, and other Ceremonies belonging to 
their Office: As from the four ſquares of the great Altar, ſtood in oppoſition as 
many Gates, which belonged to the entrance of the Temple, ſo from the four 
corners at the ſame diſtance obliquely , were as many leſſer Altars, where other in- 
feriour Prieſts were accuſtomed to ſacrifice : fo that at one inſtant, rhe beauty of the 
whole building was to be beheld for che more grace and delight: This alſo became 
Etreamly increaſed, for that the roof overhead , was enriched with Azure and 
Gold, that onely made the neceſſary diſtinction and circumference of many rare paint- 
ings, that were neatly deſigned into almoſt all the remarkable ſtories of. the Gods, 
whilſt the windows on the ſides , gave clarity ſufficient to behold them with the belt 
advantage: at length they mounted a winding pair of ſtairs to the top of the Temple 
where a large and even gallery, encompaſſed round about the Cupelo from whence of 
one ſide they had the vaſt proſpect of the main Oceans, as of the other, a brave cham. 
pion Countrey, dreſt as I may ſay, all over witfi ſeyeral varieties both of nature and _ 
Mm 
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Of each hand was cunningly placed groves of wood, which were artificial, interchan. 
ged one wich another, that it hecame a diffienlt queſtion: to the apprehenſion of the 
earneſt ſpectator, whether-induſtry , or chance, had moſt plaid che maſter in that 
beautiful overage; for that the many fountains of divers kindes, ſome making a noiſe, 
and others running on gently in their courſe Sr both delight and wonder at the 
ſame time, as not to be eaſily comprehended, that element could be ſo prevalent 
in that place, when no River at all appeared to the outward view: The Temple it 
ſelf was ſeated upon a riſing Plain, ſome furlongs out of the City, yet not alcogethe 
ſo far from the Sea · ſide as from the Town; upon the Banks whereof was built, 3 
certain fair and convenient Watch- Tower; not onely for the conveniency of ſuch 
Ships as enter the Haven hy night, but alſo in time of need, to ſerve for a ſurer 
Guard o the Temple; where remained to that purpoſe many Souldiers continually 
inpay: When Aſeanius bad ſufficiently viewed all theſe beauties , they deſcended 
again into the body of the Temple , where they found gathered together many 
Prieſts, according to the daily cuſtome of the place, apparelled in white Veſt. 
ments, to perform their wonted Ceremonies, for the peace and proſperity of 5. 
: Firſt they marched two by two round about the high Altar, with golden Cen- 
fore in their hands, ſinging Hymnes and caſting Incenſe ; Laſt of all they offered 
Sacrifice in ſuch Robes as were appointed for the Office: No ſooner were all theſe 
Deyotions performed, (firſt to Z«pirer the great Deity of Olhimpus, next to every 
inferiour God and Goddeſs, as they were called in particular) but the chief Prieſts 
themſelves, addreſt themſelves to Prince Aſcanius, not onely to afford him the te- 
ſpects and complements of the Temple, but underſtanding he was of another belief, 
according to the practice of the Flamixs of Cydia, to ſatisſie him in thoſe points 
concerning the Worſhip of the Gods, which ſeemed to differ in either Kingdom: 
In the firſt place they told him, that as themſelves obſerved their ancient obedience, 
belonging to the Arch-Fleamin of Delplus, by which means they retained a certgin 
kinde of unity in all their Ceremonies, ſo did they not (however it might otherwiſe 
appear, to the outward view of ſuch as were not acquainted with their faith, of 
which number they ſuppoſed him to be one in his education) give any Divine Wor- 
ſhip, but to one God onely, whom they eſteemed the great Creatour both of Hes. 
ven and Earth; however the reſt in ſpecial manner, had their remembrances by way 
of relative honour, derived from his power, who was willing to have them reſpeR- 
ed as his friends: Neither as they ſaid, were they under the juriſdiction of their Arch 
Flamin, but in thoſe. things that belonged onely to matters of Religion; but were 
obliged in Temporal actions, to obey their Princes and Magiſtrates, unleſs they com- 
manded them contrary to their principles, appertaining to the real Worſhip of the 
Gods; which no humane power, as they ſaid, had power to abſolve, though it were 
to preſerve either life or eſtate: When they had made an end of this ſhort diſcourle, 
they intimated to the Prince, that as they hoped in time he would come to be of the 
fame opinion, ſo ſhould they not fail daily, to pray to the Gods for his greater ho- 
nour and proſperity, as well as for his more aſſured happineſs in the world to come, 
where he muſt expect to live for all eternity. 3 
As A ſcaniau ſeemed to be extreamly ſatisfied with theſe entertainments, ſo would 
he no otherwiſe anſwer their arguments then by a gentle ſmile; onely he told them, 
he wanted ſome of his own Prieſts to give them better ſolutions, which for the preſent 
his little learning was not able to perform: and with theſe words took his leave both 
of them and the Temple. 15 ws 
It was not many dayes after this diſcourſe; that Aſcanius with many gallant Troops 
of Horſe, attended by ſome of the principal Nobility, and Gentry of the Counttey 
of Sidonia, was conducted to the Queen his Mothers Court, then remaining a quar- 
ter of a dayes journey from the great City of Damaſcus: As ſoon as he came to her 
preſence, he kneeled down to kiſs her hands, though ſhe had ſcarce opportunity given 
her, by rea her affectionate tears, ta afford him other expreſſions, then what 
proceeded from a certain kinde of lamenting joy, made up between her gladneſsto 


ſee him, and ſorrow that ſhe had not ability ſufficient to receive him as Hynes 
on, 
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con, ſince her own preſent condition, was conſtrained, to be in a ſort beholding td 
- others for tier own perſonal ſubſiſtance: Aſcauius preſently replyed, that however 
doch ſhe and all her children, had been competently injured by the ſpiteful and un- 
relenting ſtrokes of fortune, yet he hoped the Gods would not be ſo cruel, as to de- 
ive them of the courage and vertues of their mindes , that he doubted not, but 
would tontinue the family ſtill in ſuch a poſture, that might make them able, to con- 
tend againſt what —.— ſoever; in the interim he intended; ache ſaid, not 
onely to live by the glory of his own Sword, but by his noble endegvours, to pro- 
cure both honour and profit for his friends, if need required: What anſwer this de- 
claration of young Aſcanius, would have produced from the Queen; could not be 
known, for that her eldeſt Son Prince Arethuſius (hearing of the arrival of his Bro- 
ther) came preſently into the Chamber: After he had with ſuch afſectionate im- 
bracements, as became the nearneſs of their blood, and their long ſeparation; held 4/- 
rams incloſed within his armes for a great ſpace, he turned himſelf to the Queen with 
theſe words: Madam, ſaid he, as your deſires and wiſhes; are now partly ſatisfied, in 
beholding my Brother free from thoſe unjuſt incumbrances, that have withheld him all 
this while from your ſight, ſo now I mult beſeech your goodneſs, being you have him 
ſo abſolutely in your poſſeſſion, both by nature and fortune, to grant. me alſo ſuch an 
intereſt in your right, that at leaſtwiſe, ſometimes I may enjoy his company and con- 
verſation, in thoſe noble exerciſes, that moſt properly belong to the Syrian Nation; 
and rather do I preſume upon my requeſt , for that, as it will render me extreamly 
contented in my thoughts, ſo will it afford my Brother ſuch graces, to beautifie all his 
other natural perfections, that he cannot chuſe, as I hope, but hecome admirable to 
the worlds eye : Truly Son, replyed the Queen, as I ſhall never be wanting in my af- 
ſections to any of my Children, ſo of the other ſide, I do implore the immortal Gods, 
that I may never become ſo. over indulgent, by reaſon of any kinde of natural ſenſua- 
lty, that they thereby, may be either injur'd in their education, or blaſted in their re- 
puration : To this purpoſe take your Brother to your. ſelf, and as you have gained 
more experience by your travels for the preſent , and muſt be in the future his Prince, 
diſpoſe of my right in him for the moſt benefit to his honour , and your own advan-. 
tage: Aſcaniu ſeemed at theſe words to be ſomething diſcontented, that in any kinde 
whatſoever he ſhould be directed, much leſs preſcribed in his thoughts and reſoluti- 
ons: Nevertheleſs, after he had a little time reſted with his eyes caſt upon the ground 
(apprehending belike it was ſome ſhame to his courage before the company, as it were 
in a manner to be committed to the juriſdiction of his elder Brother) be told the 
Queen that however he hoped, his actions ſhould never give her any juſt cauſe to com- 
plain of his diſobedience, yet ſince ſhe was willing, to beſtow.her own intereſt ſo ab- 
ſolutely upon another, he doubted not, but ſhe would alſo think ic moſt reaſonable, 
that himſelf in the firſt place, ſhould make election of the courſe he was to take, pro- 
vided it were not any way diſhonourable to the Royal Family : This being granted 
him, as he ſaid, he would chuſe ſome preſent imployment in the wars, if ſhe or his Bro- 
ther, would contribute ſome endeavours to purchaſe him Arms and Knighthood , he 
was confident enough, that his own courage would quickly gain himſelf both Fortune 
and Honour: as it waseafily to be perceived by this diſcourſe, at what deſigns young 
Aſcanius aimed at in his thoughts, ſo was it to no purpoſe in the opinion of the Queen 
and Arethuſius, to go about to divert him from his reſolutions : Wherefore they both 
promiſed him their beſt aſſiſtance; withal telling him, that the moſt propereſt ſeaſon 
to motion ſuch deſires, was, when he ſhould go to Court, and preſent his reſpeRs to 
the King; whither as they ſaid , they alſo intended to accompany him. The next 
day they went to Court; as ſoon as they were alighted out of their. Chariots , at 
the innermoſt Gate of the Palace, wherenone were ſuffered to enter but Sovereign 
es, Hyacinthia the Queen took Aſcanius by the hand, whillt Aretbiſius in 
the interim , marched before them, with a gajlant Plume of Feathers upon his 
bead, which for the more grace hung down upon his back, with three or four 
falls. In this order they went up into the preſence , where the young King was 
newly ſeated; encompaſſed aboyt by many Noblemen of the Syrian Nation; belides 
| : | Mm 3 Creles 
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Ereſes that had been formerly ſent out of the Kingdom of - Lydia. by Roxane, attend. 
ed near Orontes for the preſent, to acquaint him more particularly , with thoſe dif. 
courſes that ſhguld proceed from Aſcanius, by reaſon as tas thought, he might be 
yet ſomet hing Ignorant of the Countrey cuſtoms,” if not language : When they ap. 
proached at a certain diſtance, Hyacintiua uttered this language to the King: Sir, 
ſaid ſhe, I am come at this time; not onely to preſent this — to your view, 
bur for your ſervice : Tis true, his fates have hitherunto made him a priſoner by rea- 
ſon of my fortuges; but the Gods have at laſt — him for his own hondur, 
which I am the rather confident of, in regard his minde ſuits with your occaſions ; If 
be can prove profitable to you in the Wars, I have my wiſhes, as he hath his deſire: 
As I ſhould: be glad to ſee you attended by none but Princes, ſo muſt I tell you, 
that this young man, claims a juſt right in theimployment by inheritance, for all ſto- 
ries of the Kingdom of Syria inform us, that the ſecond Son to the King of 46ſ. 
fa, may duly challenge the command of all thoſe forces about your perſon, which 
joyned together with the intereſt of his blood, I hope you may be ſure both of his 
endeavours and fidelity; ſince as the one muſt honour himfelf., ſo the other I hope 
will ſecure you. There yet remains this requeſt behirde, that the firſt favour you be. 
ſtow upon his youth, may be the honour of Knighthood, which will be a neceſſary 
ſep, ro thoſe actions he deſires to perform in the ſervice of Syria, leaving the reſt 
to the Gods and Fortune, as my ſelf to be a continual wiſher of your eternal hap. 
ineſs. 27 vt; | 
: All the company about the King, were à little tranſported with delight and ad. 
miration, to behold this new and unexpected repreſentation ; however Orontes him. 
ſelf by reaſon of the fewneſs of his years was ſomething out of countenance, until 
a grave Nobleman of the Court told him, that as it wonld be a ſhame for a great 
King to deny any Lady, much leſs a fair Queen her requeſt; ſo was it his duty, pre. 
ſently to draw out his own Sword, and Knight his young Couſin: This was directions 
ſufficient, not onely to cauſe him to honour ¶Aſcanius with his own perſonal order, 
but to let the Quen his Aunt alſo know with ſome youthful expreſſions , that he in. 
tended aſwayes to obey her intimations, not as deſires onely but for commands a- 
ther: When many imbracements and other teſtimonies of love, had paſt of both 
ſides, the King himſelf accompanied them to make alſo another viſit to Andromida: 
Their entertainments there were after another manner; for Andromida imployed 
her ſelf in outward appearance, to behold the beauty of Aſcanius, as well as 
to enquire after his education; at laſt ſhe askt him concerning his own adventures, 
with the Senate of Lydia during his impriſonment , and what he ſappoſed they in- 
tended to do with the King his Father, with their ſtrength and power both by Land 
Sea? to all which ſhe received ſuch ample ſatisfactions by his diſcreet and ſolid an- 
ſwers, that ſhe became rather an admirer, then a commender of his wit. In con- 
cluſion, underſtanding what the King her Son had already done concerning bis 
Knighthood, ſhe inſtantly took off a rich Scarfe, which (he had then about her, and 
wiſht Aſcanius to wear it for a Ladies ſake, that not onely deſired he might gain, 
as much honour in the defence of Syria, as ever any Prince of his Nation had done 
by invading it. As this gave encouragement to his thoughts, ſo had hethe op- 
portunity within a few dayes to ſhew his courage, though he wanted experience in 
the Wars; for the Army which Condereſus had left bebinde him, under the com- 
mand of his Lieutenant General Sinus, came in à violent march towards the City 
of Damaſcus, where they underſtood their Prince and Maſter was ſtraitly beſieged: 
To prevent this deſign ſome Troops were imployed from Court, with all expedition to 
hinder his intention; amongſt whom Aſcanius to begin his Prenticeſhip would needs 
be active: both the Armies encountered one another, not far diſtant from a ſmall 
Town, that had onely fortifications to defend it ſelf from a ſuddain ſurprize: I 
ly I may ſay the encounter ſeemed ſomething deſperate at the firſt charge; for both 
ſides being enflamed, either with ſpite or courage, ſeemed for ſome time to give way 
to neithers valour or violence; yet the Kings Forces being fewer in number, and 
having withal the diſadvantage of the ground, at laſt began a little to give 1 
ut 
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Bur preſently «Aſcavim» , who commanded that day the Kings own guard of 
Horle;, attended by Crefes his. Lieutenant, perceiving not onely the danger but 
the dilgrace , told the Souldiers in the Syrian language, that he never believed, 
to finde ſuch want of courage in people of that Nation, whoſe fame had been 
formerly: ſpread through the world: With cheſe words he adranced before his 
Troops with ſo much ſary, chat he quickly made a 1. path, not onely 
for bis own paſſage, but for his followers to commit almoſt what ſlaughter they 
pleaſed; till at laſt, beartived at Sins the General, with whom he began a ſin- 
gie combat, that might have deſerved more room and leſs confuſed ſpecta- 
tors; Ia concluſion, after that Sinus had received many wounds by the hand of the 
wag Prince, (finding not onely that his fortunes bega to decline, but that his For- 
ces were likely to be circumvented) he retired, (wich as many Souldiers as he had re- 
maining) into the fortifications of the Town, whitber notwithſtanding , they were 
purſued with violence enough, to have been totally overthrown , if by the ſudden 
pulling up of a draw-btidge, part of the Forces had not been ſaved and ſecured. 
This-was no fmall diſcontent to gallant Aſcanius, whoſeambitious courage was yet 
impatient of a greater victory: Before the Town he continued himſelf in perſon, 
lying every night inthe field amongſt the common Souſdiers, where he performed 
alſo fuck other memorable acts, as were rather to be admired, then imitated by others 
of his youth and quality; Orotes hearing at Court of his fame, ſent preſently 
meſſengers, as well to cohgratulate his bravery, as to call him back again to his pre- 
ſence; As Aſcanixs could not well diſobey the Kings commands , ſo at his arrival at 
Court, what praiſes could poſſibly be beſtowed upon youth and valout;was not onely 
afforded him from all the Nobility inthe General, but alſo Queen Axaromida's La- 
desftrived, who ſhould moſt enrich him with their favouts:” fe 

Notwithſtanding all theſe extraordinary indulgencies, 4fcanizs appeared to the 
whole Court to be out of his proper element: But the King a little to divert his 
appetites from thoſe dangerous employments of the war; wherein he deſired to ha- 
zard people of a far meaner condition, ſince he knew he had more profitable deſigns 
to undertake, for the good of Lydia, eauſed a day to be appointed for the hunting 
of the Wilde Boar, whilſt in the imerim he recommended the care of the ſiege, unto 
a circumfſpe& General, that neither wanted valour in bis perſon, or skilfulneſs in his 
conduct: As this entertainment for ſome few dayes, gave a great deal of employ- 
ment to Aſcanius thoughts, in regard the Ladies of the Queen for the moſt part, 
accompanied the King in that generous exerciſe; fo one day by chance, the Dogs 
having the chafed and enraged beaſt at the bay, under an old Oak, where he had the 
advantage of the company, by ſetting his hinder parts againſt the body of the tree, 
he kept, not onely the Hunſmen, but the very Hoands themſelves at a far diſtance : 
Nevertheleſs when Orontes came in to the ſport, the youthful Nobility of the Court, 
thinking it a kinde of diſhonour to their Miſtreſſes, (according to the practice of the 
Syrian Nation) not to perform ſome gallant and brave actions in the Chaſe, eſpe- 
cially ſeeing the King was preſent, and would be a Royal eye. witneſs of their glori- 
ous endeavours, with their Spears in their hands, ſet upon that ugly though reſolute 
creature, whom had onely nature to teach him both valour and skill: however with- 
ina quarter of an hours ſpace, three or four of the braveft youths of the Court, 
were dangerouſly wounded, whilſt in the interim the Boar ſeemed in a meſancholly 
though furious way, to triumph exceedingly in his new purchafed victory, beholding 
the Trophies of his cruelty, to lye before him upon the ground, beſmeared all over 
with their own blood; and the rather, for that none approached as he could per- 
cave, to do him any more injury for the preſent: This gave ſome occaſton to the 
King, to lament the ſad diſaſter of ſo many of his ſervants; wherefore he com- 
manded the Huntſmen to employ all their engines, without any more hazzard to his 
followers, to bring that horrid if not inferna] creature, by what means ſoever they 
could poſſibly uſe, to his ſpeedy deſtruction: Bur whilſt they were gone with all the 
haſte they could to their ſeveral lodges, the ſpeedier to effect the Kings pleaſure, 
Aſcanius, when every body almoſt inthe company, was onely difcourſing of the wy 
0

of the beaſt, and the unfortunate accident that befell thoſe young men, that had 
attempted his flaughter, he caſt his ſpear at ſome diſtance at the Boar , which ftick. 
ing upright in his breaſt, he preſently cloſed with him, and happily catching hold of 
the ſtaff, he not onely thruſt it farther into his body, but ſtruggled ſo long with him, 
until at laſt bis much loſs of blood made him begin to faint, and fo conſequently 
reſting with his tail upon the ground; the reſt of the company had opportunity 
enough, not onely to draw out their ſwords, but to give him his deaths wound, which 
filled thewhole-Court with wonder and amazement: The yonng King preſently 
embraced his valiant Couzen, both with joy and affection, yet there was an old officer 
of the Court, that not onely reproved him for his bold and raſh attempt, as he ſaid in 
needleſs expoſing his perſon to ſo great a danger, but told him, that ſuch enterprizes 
were no means, to purchaſe again the Crowns of Lydia and Ay ſſia for his Fathers 
Intereſt ,” rather it would be eſteemed by all the world, a greater part of wiſdom , if 
not magnanimity ,. to reſerve himſelf for the ſervices neceſſary to that. purpoſe: 
Aſcanius gave him no anſwer but with a ſmile , as it might be thought rather con- 
temning his cold providence, then any way ſhewed that he intended to be converted 
by his counſel: of the other ſide, all the Ladies were ſo much tranſported with bis 
youthful cquirage and reſolution, that ſome of them caſt him fancies from their own 
boſomes, others ſtuck many Ribonds, bedecked with flowers upon the ont-ſide of his 
garments as he paſt by; and a third ſort, that at che inſtant were not furniſhed with 
other favours, pulled off their Gloves from their white hands, to make him a pte- 
ſent of their affections, in the general all coveted to doſomething that might ho. 
nour his merit; or rather as I may ſay endeavoured to grace themſelves, whilſt 
in a kinde of a Triumph, he was conducted to Audromida the Queen, there 
again from her approbation , to receive a new confirmation of his worth and 
valour. | 
But during the time that theſe congratulations, with other delights employed the 
thoughts andaQions of many of the Court, Conderoſus was not idle in the preat 
City of Damaſcus, not onely to animate the Inhabitants againſt the proceedings of 
Mazarim, but ſent certain Troops of bis choiceft Souldiers, that ſurprized a little 
Town belonging to the Kings quarters, which being underſtood by Printe Aſcaniui, 
and ſome other of the Nobility belonging to the Army, they haſted at leaſtwiſe to 
the attempting of ſome defign, that _ either again. recover the loſs, or wipe 
away the diſhonour from themſelves ; which ſo fortunately ſacceeded according to 
their intentions, that upon the firſt charge, they not onely defeated thoſe Forces, 
that were appointed without to guard the Fort, but alſo within a while after, by the 
entire ſlaughter almoſt of all the Garriſons, they poſſeſſed themſelves abſolutely 
both of the Caſtle and the Town: The news of this unexpected conflict, quickly 
called Conderoſus with all his power out of the City of Damaſcus, with an intention 
to give ſome relief to his worſted Forces, which alfo invited a great part of the Kings 
Army to advance: fo that within half an hours ſpace, the Souldiers in entire bodies 
met of both ſides, between the City and the Camp. The King in perſon for that 
preſent remained near that place, out of a youthful and courageous deſire, not one- 
ly to behold the determinable iſſue of thoſe encounters, but alſo to give the beſt en- 
couragement was poſſible, to ſuch Troops as were engaged in the ſervice, *Tis true 
Conderoſus came on with the furious countenance of a Lion, neither were his actions 
improperly to be compared to the courage and nature of that beaſt , when either he 
is inflamed by bis choller, or diſappointed of what he doth moſt deſire ; for when the 
Armies were joyned, he cut down lives all the way he went with that haſte, as if his 
intentions had onely been, to remove obſtacles, that hindred the deſtruction of the 
huge Syrian Monarchy ; in this confuſion coming near Aſcanius, he ſalutes him in 
this language: Sir, ſaid he, as I cannot without ſome ſpiteful injuſtice, but give you 
commendation, as well for your fortune and gallantry in defeating my Forces, as that 
at preſent I finde heroical thoughts are ſtill continued in your youthful boſome , ſo of 
the other {ide I do more then wonder, how ſuch a valour can be employed in the de- 
fence of him, (I mean Mararius) that occaſions the injury of all the whole _ 
| on 
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dom of Syria : Although there was nat much time for any expoſtulation, where 
weapons points were to be hoth the Judges and Executioners, yet Prince 
A ſcanius thought good to return him this anſwer, As you muſt give me leave, ſaid 
he, to deny thoſe principles of yours, which beliks entertain you with contrary. opi- 
nions ; ſo on the other ſide I muſt tel] you, in as good Syrian lapguage as I can ut- 
ter) that my endeavours in this martial exerciſe, depend onely upon wy own duty, 
in the promiſe I have made to the uttermoſt of my power, to defend the Crown and 
Dignity of young Orontes; which as I am informed, you have an intention to de- 
ſtroy contrary to your fidelity and allegiance: Conderoſus was ſo bitten with theſe 
laſt words, that inſtead of any reply at all, he flew at Aſcanius, with ſuch violence 
and fury, that the beſt valour in Syria, would have eſteemed it honour enough, to 
haye oppoſed his blows; but the yong Prince did not only for a long time defend him- 
ſelf with an equal if not a prevailing fortitude, but by the example of his courage and 
bravery, tho®Troops that were already engaged in the fight, came on with ſo much 
reſolution, that preſently Conderoſus, Forces began to give back; which be ſeeing, 
and conceiving withal that any ſeeming fear or diſadvantage, would a little prejudice 
his cauſe in the City of Damaſcus, made a blow at the head-peece of Aſcanius; with- 
all telling him to accompany his ſtroke, that this he hoped would be ſufficient to end 
the preſent diſpute between them; however the ſword lighting upon the (ide of his 
arms, not onely broke with the force, but the piece remaining in his hand by chance 
killed his Horſe ; inſomuch as Aſcanius was conſtrained at that. inſtant to aligbe, 
without having the opportunity at the preſent to revenge himſelf: Of the other 
fide, Conderoſus made what haſte he could with his compapy towards the City : 
Aſcauius earneſtly 8 and the reſt of his friends, to furniſh bim with an- 
other Horſe, but they ſuppoſing he had done already in that dayes action enough, 
both for the Kings ſervice and his own honour, all bloody and dirty as he was, they 
conducted him into the Kings preſence : There will be no need to ſpecific Oroxtes 
. congratulations ; onely I mutt ſay, that often did Aſcanius attempt with much vio- 
lence and importunity, to be again engaged in the company of thoſe Troops, that 
were directed by the Kings command, to follow Conderoſus to the Walls of Damaſ- 
cus; though by no means could be he admitted to that enterprize, for fear of further 
danger to his perſon , for the Kings peremprory injunction proved an entire obſtacle 
to Aſcanius's deſires; Nevertheleſs, the whole Army followed the other Troops to 
the Gates of Damaſcus; ſo that Condetyſus remained as it were beſieged for ſome 
hours, in regard the Magiſtrates of the City ſeemed to deny him entrance: Yet the 
Souldiers were detained at ſome diſtance, by reaſon the Garriſon upon the Battlement 
within the Town, defended the Prince agyl his Company with their Darts and 
Arrows. , 2 

But Peutheſelea bearing of her Brothers dangerous condition, like another Ama- 
7 Lady, not onely endeavoured, by her earneſt periwaſions and threatning Retho- 
Mek, to ſtir up the compaſſion, if not the love of the common people, to the ready 
aſſiſtance of Conderoſws, but went preſently her ſelf to the chief Magiſtrate of the 
City, where after ſhe had demonſtrated ſufficient diſcontent in her looks at his pro- 
ceedings, holding a Dagger ready drawnin her hand, ſhe ſwore by the the immortal 
Gods, thatif he did not inftantly give entrance to her Brother, ſhe would quay 
make that weapon (which ſhe had brought to no other purpoſe) finde a ready pal- 
ſage through his heart: The Officer being amazed at the daring boldneſs of the 
young Lady, conceiying withall, that the ſame ſpirit that had led her on to ſuch a 
reſolution, would cauſe her to be as certain in the executing of her deſign, made in a 
tnagner as much haſte to give her content, as ſhe had appeared to be violent in the 
ſatisfaction: ſo that in an humble poſture, craving pardon for any offence he had 
1 — her, either at preſent or any other time, he beſought her, that he might have 
iberty to fe:ch the keyes out of his Cabinet: In his paſſage, he ſaw the whole houſe 
was newly beſet round about, with multitudes of the inferior ſort of people, who 
with loud voices in the ſtreet, cryed out for the ſpeedy ſatisfaction of the Princeſle ; 
Wherefore perceiving for the preſent there was no protraRion , much leſs denial in 


any 
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any thing that ſhould be deſired, after his return, he delivered the keyes , with a; 
humble and fearfol countenance into her hands; when he had ſatisfied her in this 
manner, ſhe bid him in ſomething a milder way then ſhe uſed in her firſt entrance, to 
put off all his diſtraRions, for now he had granted her requeſt as ſhe ſaid, ſhe aſſured 


bien, his perſon for the future ſhould be ſafe, both from her own diſpleaſure , or the 


peoples fury: When ſhe was deſcended the ſtairs, ſhe went preſently towards thi 
Gates of the Town, being guarded and followed by whole Troops of the baſer kinde 
of Citizens, where inſtantly giving ber Brother entrance, he quartered his Souldiers 
all over the City. 6 | 8 

The richer ſort of people found by this ſtrange and violent enterprize , that nei. 
ther their goods or lives could be long in a ſecure condition, if ſome agreement were 
not preſently made with their King, ſince they were moſt certain, their purſes ſhould 
be made pay for the contention, as the Kings Forces without the wally, would keep 
them from all proviſions neceſſary for their ſubſiſtance; the rather asThey conceived, 
for that the Souldiers of ¶ onderoſus began already to be ſomerhing diſorderly within 
the City: Wherefore privately they conſulted amongſt themſelves , what was beſt 


to be done to prevent the growing miſchief; at laſt they reſolved to ſend under. hand 


to Court, whereby if t. were poſſible by ſome fair Treaty of Peace, to compaſs 
their own pardons: Upon the arrival of their Meſſengers within the Kings Camp, 
they had not onely — free admittance to his preſence, who was at that inſtanc 
accompanied by the Queen his Mother, but they found ſuch a gracious inclination of 
agreement in the Kings words and countenance, that they returned that night back 
again to the City, exgreamly well ſatisfied in their thoughts: The next morning 1 
general Aſſembly was appointed in the Town-houſe, where there met the Nobilicy 
the Lawyers, and the Citizens: After thoſe Deputies that were ſent to Court, h 
made an ample report of their whole proceedings; as alſo intimated their kinde and 
honourable reception both by the King and Councel, all the company preſently cry. 


ed out, Peace, peace, peace: Conderoſiu, who until then had not ſpoken one word 


in the meeting, finding their reſolutions were — tending violently againit 
his ends, in a | Se roſe up and told the Aſſembly, that although they had baſe mindes 
to be couzened into a perpetual ſlavery , by the tyrannical and cunning policy of 
Maxzarins, yet himſelf was reſolved to live and die a free Subject of the Kingdom 
of Syria; and therefore deſired to be quietly diſmiſſed with his Troops from theit 
farther protection, whereby to ſeek better adventures in ſome other Regions; t 

moſt part of the Company were inwardly joyful, to be ſecurely rid of ſuch a flamiag 
firebrand, (to which purpoſe they gave him fair words to forward his deſign) yet 
ſome being more addicted to his Factionhalledged, that twas no way fit and reaſon- 
ble, that a gallant Prince of ſuch a high extraction, who had onely taken up Arms 
for the juſtifiable Right of his Countreys Priviledges, ſhould depart from their Ci. 


ty, and enter into new and uncertain fortunes , without convenient ſatisfaction, ii 


what he ſhould deſire both of themſelves and the King: Whilſt theſe conſiderations 
cameto ſome height in diſputation, the Town-houſe was ſuddenly beſet with a great 
Rabble of common people, whom Condereſ#s's Siſter Pentheſelea bad incited, to di- 
ſturb rhe reſolutions of peace; neither did they long continue. in a quiet poRure, but 
with violent words, that reproached many of the Aſſembly, they began to ſet fire 
to the Gate of the Fort: As the Guard of the place were commanded preſently 
with their offenſive Arms, to defend the Nobility and the Citizens there aſſembled, ſo 
all in the general, who were not armed, betook themſelves to their own ſecurity; 
ſome flying one way, others hiding them ſeverally in divers corners of the Caſtſe, 
and a third ſort being more confident of their ſafety amongſt the multiude, i 

out into the Market-place, rather chuſing ſome hazzard in that nature, then to en- 
danger their perſons in conſuming flames, which they knew could not be taught mer- 
cy or compaſſion in any kinde; but the Souldiers being ſufficiently expert and active 


in their profeſſion, not onely wounded many of the people with their weapons, but 


after an hours time, diſperſed the reſt home to their houſes : Conderoſus finding, that 
this laſt and deſperate attempr, had nothing at all prevailed to his ad vantage, _ 
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the contrary had procured him g great deal of move hatred and jealouſie in the 
28 — almoſt any — with hisdefigns, he ſuddenly retired his 
Forces out of the Town, and marched directly towards the King of Egypt Army: 
This fortunate concluſion of the ſtirsin Damaſcus, afforded the young King Orontes © 
conveniency enough, to make what conditions he pleaſed with the people, fince the 
long abſence of the Court, gave them no means to vent their commodities, as they 
had been accuftomed,, ſo that within a very few dayes it was agreed upon, that the 
ing ſetting aſide all other controverſies, hould march into je City in an orderly tri- 
umph: Although the Princeſs Pantheſelea, knew ſhe had ext ly exaſperated the 
Court, by reaſon of her violent proceedings, being elſe a Lady of excellent beauty, 
and admirable endowments, yet ſhe was relolved privately to behold the Kings entry, 
in regard her ſpirit was too high to ſeek for a ſubmiſſion, ſcarce to accept of any 
when it ſhould be freely offered to her choice: To this purpoſe ſhe put her ſelf in a 
ſecret window in a friends houſe : In this poſture, when ſhe looked ſteadfaſtly at the 
pallacit Troops bravely mounted as they paſt in ranks, at laſt ſhe ſaw young Aſcaui- 
#5 in ſuch a becomming manner upon a cole black Horſe, being the onely perſon, 
that had contended equally with her Brother in the field, that her proud heart began 
at the inſtant, a little to deſcend to the contemplation of his perfeckions: As his 
beauty. was more manly then feminate, ſo was his apparel ſo well ſuited to his body, 
a5if nature had contrived it for the beſt advantage to youth and greacneſs ; he wore 
alarge plume of white feathers on his head according to the Syrian manner, which 
gently waving with the winde, added more grace to what was ſufficiently graced al- 
ready : His ſword was faſtened to his fide by a ſhort hanger, all ſer over wich pearle 
and other precious ſtones: his ſhoulders were covered with the ſcarf that Queen An- 
tomida had given him before the Battle: Another 'plume alſo adorned bis Horſe in 
his fqre-top, which with other Ornaments ſuitable to his pride and courage, made 
bim ſeem to the beholders, as if he knew how to uſe his trapping to the beſt protic 
of his Maſter and himſelf: It was thought ſtrange by many, how Aſcanius could have 
ſo perte& a Courtly breeding, having never before his journey into Syria, been out 
of the Kingdom of Lydia; but as his youth never wanted the education of a Prince, 
ſo ſince his confinement, he 1 — the defect, by the continual reading of gallant 
Hiſtories, wherein the trueſt behaviour and molalicy was to be learned: I ſay, as Pen- 
theſelea beheld Aſcanius with a certain kinde of delightful envy, ſeeing him yet but a 
far off, ſo when he approached near the place where ſhe ſtood, as if the Gods intend- 
ed a tonverſion of her thoughts from a ſpiteful malice to a gentle conſideration of 
his vertues, it was his fortune to make a ſtand juſt againſt her window; when his 
Amber Hair playing at that inſtant gently with the winde, gave her time enough to 
contemplate, what now ſhe began to affect, if not violently to deſire: This leaſure 
alſo gave him conveniency — in the view of the people, to command his horſe 
to ſome actions, that might moſt take the multitude ; ſo that his Hotſes handſome 
toxvets, with his moving of his body from one fide of the ſtreet to the other, in a 
graceful obedience to Aſcanius directions, more and more til} enflamed the Ladies 
thoughts towards the young prince; inſomuch as at laft, ſhe was forced to cry out, 
that ſhe feared the Heavens had an intention to do her Honour ſome injury , fince 
they not onely brought to her view but her conſideration, that very perſon that had 
been the greateſt obſtacle to her Brothers proſperity : I will not call theſe expoſtula- 
tions love, yet properly they were to be eſteemed likings in a high nature; inſomuch, 
as though the ſhew began to paſs away, Pextheſelea deſired yet to be better ſatisfied. 
The King preſently went to the great Temple of the City, to offer ſacrifice to the 
Gods, for the proſperous ſucceſs of his affairs, not onely in being received with tri- 
umph into the Town of Damaſcus, contrary to his expeRation , but alſo in regard 
be found the peoples joyful'acclamations accompanied him freely all the way that he 
went: Upon his arrival (after ſome few ceremonies performed according to the cu- 
ſtom in offering his chief Standard as a Trophee of his victory) he commanded the

ſame inftant: Preſently he gave order, not onely to have his-Court furniſhed with 
all youthful and noble recreations, for his own delight and the Ladies belonging 
to the Queen his Mother, but alſo commanded a Statue to be erected, in me.

Whilſt the glorious Court of Orontes was employed in thoſe Triumphs that be- 
longed to his conceived proſperity, Conderoſus made not onely conditions with the 
King of . Egypt, to become General of his Army, in the Countrey of Pampbilia, but 
with thoſe Forces preſently marched towards the frontiers of Syria: When he 
was encamped, he ſent defiances to Maxarius, and the Queen Andromida, and alſo 
gave intimation to Damaſcus, to caft out many Libels and Papers, ſcandalous to the 
Government of the Kings Councel: Although Conderoſus appeared yet at too far a di- 
ſtance, to do much hurt to their perſons and proceedings, nevertheleſſe it was thought 
convenient, to give as much ſtop to his inſolency as was poſlible : To this pur poſe it 
was decreed, that the Kings General called Turinus, ſhould with all the Royal Ar- 
my advance towards the quarters of Conderoſus: In theſe Troops young Aſcanins 
would needs march alſo, whoſe nature was much more addicted to Martial Diſcipline, 
as I ſaid, then to Court dalliancies, however his Beauty claimed the greateſt preroga- 
tive could be imagined, in the Academy of Love: After this, both Oreſtes the Kings 
Uncle, and Pencheſelea, the Siſter of Conderoſus, were ſtrictly charged within a few 
dayes to avoid the Town, 5 | 

The greatneſs of Pentheſelea's heart would not at all ſuffer her to ask pardon for 
her raſhneſs, much leſs own any manner of love to the Prince Aſcanius, though her 
private diſcourſes would oftentimes acknowledge his perfections; however it was 
thought ſhe was ſorry to be baniſhed the Town, as much for that particular, as 
any other of what nature ſoeyer : *Tis true it cannot be denied, but that her for- 
tunes, and other excellencies of nature, merited the addreſſes of any Prince of Aſia 
to her perſon, : | 

Thus I fay, the affairs of Syria remained ; Orontes gallantly triumphing in his brave 

City of Damaſcus , whilſt of the other ſide. {onderoſus made his compacts with the 


King of Egypt in his Country of Pamphilia, to vex and undermine the Syrian _

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chy : Theſe Tranſactions gave ſufficient conveniency to Hyacinthia the Queen of Ly- 
444, not only to conſider her own particular concernments, but tobethink her ſelf alſo 
of thoſe promiſes ſhe had made her baſe Brother C andalus, when ſhe was entertain- 
ed at his Houſe in the Forreſt, whereby he might be again eſtabliſhed in his poſſeſſi- 
ons: To which effe& , ſhe became an earneſt interceſſour co her Royal Nephew 
Oramter, to recal Candalus into the Countrey , and by her powerful perſwaſion, ſhe 
not onely obtained his reſtoration, but upon his arrival, he was made one of the chief 
Commanders of Syria, notwithſtanding he had been for many years baniſhed, by the 
wer ful endeavours of his mortal Enemy hor + 
Although theſe ſucceſſes and proſperities raiſed the great Syrian Court, to the 
tigheſt period of glory could be imagined, in the wavering opinions of the uncertain 
multitude, yet many of the better ſort of perſons, were till ſomething fearful of the 
oceedings and intereſt of Condereſas; as well in regard of, his own alliance within 
the Kingdom of Syria, as for that he had made a moft ſtrict accord with Soraſtros 
King of Egypt, that no general peace ſhould be made without his particular ſatis- 
faction: To prevent all cheſe threatning dangers #0roxtes and Andromida, not onely 
commanded their general 7T*rizu , with a brave my to guard all thoſe frontier 
places, that bordered upon the Countrey of Pampiilia, but gave order alſo, to have 
the people in Damaſcus that were any way ſuſpeRed to be of the ſame faction with 
Conderoſus, to be ſecured according to occaſion, by ſeveral guards of Souldiers belong - 
ing to the Court. | | ö 
Whilſt the State of Syria made theſe proviſions, for the better defence both of 
the King and Kingdom, one Meleander a valiant Myſſian Commander, came ſudden- 
ly to che Palace, that was deſigned for the particular accommodation of Hyacinthia; 
n notice given of his arrival, he was preſently brought to her preſence : After he 
had kiſſed her hands with ſomething a ſorrowful countenance, and performed other 
ceremonies belonging to his own duty and her dignity gpich tears in his eyes he deli- 
vered himſelf in this manner: Madam, ſaid he, as I mt needs blame my own want 
of courage, to appear before ſo wiſe a Majeſty as your ſelf, with ſuch humane ſor- 
rows and diſtractious, that you now ſee meexpreſs, which I would have onely attri- 
buted to the weakneſs of my natural imperfections, rather then prove diſheartnings 
to any of your company; ſo of the other ſide, knowing your vertuous minde, to be 
fully furniſhed with every heroical faculty, needful for your Eſtate and Dignity, 
I rather chuſe my ſelf to be the relater of the unfortunate ſtory I am to tell, then 
2 any perſon (how near your truſt ſoever) to be my Deputy in this unwilling 
office. 
The Queen, however ſhe ſeemed to entertain the expectation of the relation, with 
a kinde of a pale and trembling countenance, not knowing what his words any way 
intended, yet conſidering the company that was about her, eſpecially thoſe of the 
Syrian Nation, whom ſhe was unwilling ſhould be teſtimonies of her troubled fear, 
told him, that as ſhe knew ſhe was born a great Kings Daughter, and married to an- 
other of the ſame rank and quality, which were ſufficient motives to keep her from 
all de jection and poonneſs of ſpirit, ſo did ſhe hope the immortal Gods would com- 
ply ſo far with her truſt and confidence in their mercies, as not to ſuffer her to fall in- 
to thoſe inconveniences (by what diſaſters ſoever) that might either prejudice her 
own faith, or deſtroy their Worſhip in her reſolutions: wherefore ſhe bad him go 
on according to his intention, in letting her know the worſt truth he could tell in any 
— either concerning her ſelf or Husband, if at all it was neceſſary to be related, 
for the benefit of Lydia or Myſſia; and the rather, as ſhe ſaid, in regard ſhe knew 
him to be a Souldier, that was acquainted as well with profitable counſels in times 
of peace, as with eminent dangers in accidents of war: Meleander having received 
theſe encouragements from the Queen reſolutions, which appeared alwayes to be 
mingled with a conſtant and noble fortitude, after he had for ſome ſpace wiped 
his eyes, to give the freer paſſage to his words, and alſo pauſed a time for the bet- 
ter recollection of his memory, in thoſe paſſages that were to be related, he ut- 
tered this diſcourſe, that ſeemed to taſte more of a ſad gravity, then to affect any

If the conſideration of our Princes captivity, with the miſerable ſeparation of his 
family from his preſence : If the injuries done to Gods and men by his oppreſſion 
be not motives of ſufficient force, to perſwade our allegiance to his ſervice and affi. 
ſtance, yet let the very honour of our Countrey at preſent call us to action: Shall 
our Records in after tinges ſpeak the ſhame of our Nobility, becauſe ſome would be 
over-rich, and powerful amongſt us? Is it not already too great a blemiſh to our 
Kingdom, that Exarchs for a ſum of money hath been fold to his Enemies, without 
any attempt of his friends, to ſet him free from his reſtraint and confinement > Wha 
may the glorious people of Syria think of our courages and fidelities , who hither. 
unto with confidence have employ'd us in their Wars, if we. ſhall ſuffer our Ki 
to live a Captive without drawing one ſword in his defence and vindication? If we 
loſe Syria, we forego our beſt gain and Tupport ; and wanting a Prince amongſt us, 
where is che luſtre of our ſelves? The barren mountains of 27y/;a you know can- 
not ſuſtain the people, without conſtant relief from more fruitful Countreys; if we 
ſuffer Euarcbus to be deprived of his Crown , whoſe poſterity claims an intereſt 
in the Blood of mighty Oronte King of Syria, what hopes ſhall we have more to be 
entertained either in his Court, or by his Kingdom? Without which of neceſſity we 
muſt alſo be loſt in the opinion of other Princes : May we not remember what plen. 
tiful benefits this poor trey received, during the glorious Reign of Euurciur, 
and what — ape have ſüſtained, ſince his hogour and dignity have been eclipſed 
by other powers and authority: Ah curſed be the time I ſay, when firft the X15/ja: 
people gave ear to the enchantments of our factious Prieſts, ſupported by the ear 
ous and covetous ambition of thoſe few One , that onely for their own private 
intereſt , would enthrall all our Liberties; render us contemptible ſlaves to 
thoſe, that will never truſt our fidelity, or value our actions: Or ſhall our own faRions, 
4 a head to govern us, make way for a general Conqueſt of the whole? 'Tis 
true, ſome fools among us are perſwaded, to become equal ſharers in the 
ment of the rich Kingdom of Lydia; but how that crafty Senate can be ſo comem 
ed by our fancies, having neither the power to compel them, or wiſdom to protect our 
ſelves, 1 do not underftand > Countrey-men, I fay, let us firſt redeem our loſt credits, 
before we we flatter our hopes of governing others. To this purpoſe the readieſt 
way is, preſently to raiſe an Army in all Ayſſia, either to redeem Euarchus liberty, 
or gloriouſly to end our lives in the vindication. As this Madam, I may fay, was the 
ſubſtance, if not the particulars of Arrauus ſpeech; fo did mot of the Company 
without any contradiction approve of his advice; but in the interim Argylius, whole 
endeavours had ever been to contend with all violence, againſt the proſperity of the 
Royal Family, went preſently to the factious Prieſts of our Nation, and told them, 
that if the My ſſians did GEES war with the Senate of Lydia, upon any pre- 
tentiohs whatſoever,the whole Countrey would not onely be endangered by the con- 
tention, but themſelves of neceſſity muſt forgo part of their new juriſdiction : Aﬀer 
they had received theſe impreſſions from the information of crafty Argylius, they be- 
gan publickly to vent both their ſpleens and ſuſpicions, againſt the endeayours and in- 
tentions of Arranus, inſomuch as he was conſtrained , not onely in the generall to 
forbid their frequent declaration to that purpoſe, but finding the heat of their paſſion 
as no way to be cempered by mild ordinary admonitions, he cauſed two or three of 
heir principal Agents, to be openly puniſhed for their contempt and want of fidelity, 
both to himſelf and their King, although this ſomething allayed the fury of the reſt, yet 


Argylius and Lycins, who as it ſhould ſeem, were not to be perfwaded, to any confor- 
| mity 
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mity with thoſe, that intended any good to the King your husband, ſo underhand con» 
trived their deſigus with many Officers in the new Army. that as they got their chief 
creatures to be put in places of command ſo not a few of thereſt of the Captains, 
that weree neceſſarily to be imployedin the ſervice, for want of others in our Na- 
tion of their profeſſion , either by money or inſinuations were corrupted, to prove 
unfaichſul in their cruſt. As with theſe uncertain, though numerous Forces, we 
were conſtrained haſtily to march unto dia, leaving our other Souldiers to follow, 
as they ſhould be leavied , in regard we were expected to raiſe the Siege from before 
Cleoſa, where Farezias remained; ſo had not Arranws made many dayes journey 
into the Countrey of Lydia; (being alſo in every place betrayed by the common 
people, whoſe affections notwithſtanding at our entrance we eſteemed ours) before 
— was encountered by Hercrombrotas, Lieutenant General to Farexius, and in that 
Conflict with a far le number routed and overthrown; inſomuch as the whole Ar- 
my was left to the mercy of the enemy, ſince thoſe traytors that had been put in 
command by the power and perſwaſion of Lycius and Argilius, were ſo far from 
looking upon their own honours, or Euarc hus impriſonment, that they baſely yield - 
ed up their perſons to the hatred and contempt of the Iydian people; who in a moſt 
cruel and diſgraceful manner, led tlem with the General in triumph into the great 
City of Sardis; whore for the preſa they are to expect ſuch other uſage, as the 
Senate of Lydia ſhall decree, towaffds their further puniſhment: But my ſelf and 
ſome few others, ding that both Fortune and Treaſon bad been againſt our pro- 
ceedings, retyred with all expedition again into the Kingdom of Ayſſa, either to 
bring a new ſupply to the reſcueof our Countrey-men, (many of them being yet diſ- 
perſed over the Territory of Lydia, ) or elſe to make ſome head in our own Countrey, 
whereby the better to withſtand the practices of the contrary faction, that we ſup- 
' poſed would be over-prevalent after this anexpected overthrow : here Melcander

Although the Queen ſeemed very much troubled, by her walking up and dowifkhe 
room, many turns without ſpeaking one word; yet at laſt looking up at the Hea- 
vens, as if ſhe ſomething reproved the Gods concerning her misfortunes, or rather 
as it might be thought implored their aſliſtance for the future, ſhe bid Aeleander 
again 7 on in his diſcourſe. Meleander being thus enjoyned, added this relation 
to hi; former. After my retirement into the Kingdom of Myſſia. ſaid he, with thoſe 
51 Troops, that had freed themſelves from the ſurpriſe and purſuit of the ene- 
my we encamped beyond the great River, that gives rather ſecurity then bounds to 
our chief City of Lampſacus, with intentions not onely to gather more Forces, to 
march again into the rich Kingdom of Lydia, but alſo to be able to contend if there 
mould be occaſion, with the deceitful practices of Tycius and Argylius, who we 
knew would be ready to take all advantages to deſtroy our power and the Kings in- 
tereſt: Thus we ſtood armed for ſome few dayes as well to expect the event of things, 
and to try the conſtitution and affections of the people; in the interim ſending our 
deſires to Argylius, which was to have his aſſiſtance for a new expedition. 

However our meſſengers quickly brought back this return, that as they found the 
multicade were wholly governed by the actions and diſcourſes of ſome factious Prieſts, 
that onely aimed at the continuance of their own authority; ſo were they aſſured 
from good information, that Hercrombrotus with the beſt part of his Army, was al- 
ready marched into MAyſſia, intending within a very few dayes to be perſonally at the 
City of Lampſacus. Hercrombrotus was no ſooner. entered the Countrey , but A g- 
lius met him on the ve. y with ſuch a humility, that aſſured him of his own fidelity to 
thoſe deſigns he interyded, concerning the abſolute. peace 8nd quietneſs of both Na- 
tions; and to this pu rpoſe, the general Aſſembly of the whole Kingdom was pre- 
{ently appointed to :. ppear at Lampſetxs, where not long after ſuch decrees paſſed, 
as not only anal d all the proceedings of Arranus, but command was ſent unto 
us, and our Forces, either to lay down arms and ſtand to the agreements of each 
Kingdom, or elſe; indergo the hazzard of another overthrow, by thoſe Troops that 
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tions were ſignified to our ſmall and inconſtant Army, many varieties of OPini. 
ons in an inſtant-appeared amongſt uy; ſome deſired rather to dye fighti 
then any way yield to terms of this diſhonourable nature, ſince we had not o 
much as the choice, to diſpute our own conditions in what kinde ſoever, but 
were rather implicitely to truſt the agitation of our mortal enemy Argiliu 
whom we knew intended no way to pleaſure any of the Kings party; others 
again by degrees withdrew themſelves from our company and aſſiance, as belieyin 
we would prove ſo obſtinate in our reſolutions, that they might accidentally be in- 
vol ved in the deſperateneſs of our affairs, ere they had ſecured their perſons and 
eſtates, by ſome treaties of ſubmiſſion and agreement: I perceiving theſe laſt 
thoughts to poſſeſs the moſt, and not having ſufficient confidence of the reft , Argy- 
lius faction over-powering the greater part of the Army, ſuddenly retired from the 
Camp with a few other of my friends, fearing ſome plot elſe might betray us un- 
awares, before we could in any kinde provide for our own ſafeties: To this purpoſe 
we ſheltred our perſons in the more hilly parts of our Countrey, until we ſhould 
finde a better opportunity to raiſe new Forces, whereby again to contend with the 
Kings enemies; in the interim we underſtood that Hercrombrotus and Argylins meet. 
ing daily in ſecret conferences, it was in the end xb ncluded between them, that how- 
ever Hercrombrotus was perſwaded to withdraWhis Forces out of the Kingdom of 
Myſſia; yet it was deſired by Argylius, that uld leave ſome, few of his Troops 
behinde him, the better to enable both himſelf and his faction to contend againſt the 
Kings party in the Countrey ; however it. was much doubted , with what inward 
thoughts and intentions he made this requeſt : But now Madam, that I have made 
your moſt pious and ſacred ears acquainted with this fatal and moſt unfortunate fto- 
ry, I muſt again preſume upon the invincibleneſs of your heroick courage, ſo far a 
to ſhut up the whole diſcourſe with the relation of a Tragedy not to be paralle!'d. 
ough again the Queen put on ſome kinde of amazement in her looks, at this 
dmonition, as not being able to make the leaſt conjecture what it ſhould be; 
yet after a little ſilence ſhe let him know, that as for ſome years paſt , ſhe had been 
pon nay FP with nothing but misfortunes, that differed not much from the worſt tra- 
edies, in which the Gods had, as ſhe ſaid, given her alwayes a competent courage; 
10 did ſhe hope ftill by their aſſiſtance, to be able to ſuſtain what worldly croſſes ſo- 
ever, with ſuch a patience, that might not overmuch offend them; wherefore 
bo 


him to go on boldly, ſince ſhe would be prepared for his relation. | 
Prince Arethuſius drew nearer to Meleauder, by reaſon of this expectation, 
being thus anew encouraged by the Queens words and demeanonr, with a more con- 
fident countenance, he began in this manner. As Princes of noble extractions can- 
not, I ſee, be overcome with worldly accidents , they being onely intended by the 
Gods for trials of more inferiour people; ſo muſt your Majeſty be pleaſed to know, 
that the ſtory I have now to tell, concerns the braveſt perfon of our Nation , whole 
vertues however were not more eminent, then his death deplorable, fince as he fuf- 
fered for the maihtenance of Euarchus Crown and Dignity ; ſo was the ſpleen of his 
enemies the more exaſperated againſt him, becauſe he not onely proved faithful but 
valiant in deipighr of all malice and cruelty : Gallant Moureroſus, ſaid he, muſt be the 
ſubiect of my diſcourſe, and with that taking a Handkerchief out of his pocket, he 
humbly deſired pardon of, the Queen, in that the interpretation of his tears of neceſſi- 
ty gave ſome.ſtopto — When he had wiped his eyes, and alſo pawſed a 
| ſhort ſpace, being asit were a little out of countenance at his own paſſion , he proſe- 
cuted this diſcourſe. | | 
It hath not been I ſuppoſe, unknown to the world by ſome written relations, that 
this brave man for ſome time, kept the Field in the Kingdom of Miſſia, againſt your 
enemies, rather by his undaunted courage, then with conſiderable Forces. In all 
which, how many acts of ſingular valour and true fortitude he performed in his own 
perſon, ought rather to be admired then any way diſputed , by his greateſt oppo- 
ſers ; neither did he deſiſt from the proſecution of his ſucceſs and fortunes , until che 
Kings expreſs Commands (his Royal Perſon being then under the abſoldte juriſdicti- 
on 
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on of the A) an Army,, for the better progreſs of his own affairs)-cauſed him un- 
willingly not onely to lay Lown Arms, bur to retire himſelf into Forreign parts, 
where he remained for ſome ſpace in obſcurity, expecting ſtill new imployment from 
the various accidents happening daily both in. Lydia and Myſſia: At laſt the over- 
throw of our great Army, under the conduct of Arranus coming to his cars, he ha- 
ſted from the Countries of Scythia , with ſuch ſmall Forces as he could tuadeny 
make: After his arrival in 34/714, finding not onely all our hopes loſt by the pre- 
vailing powers of Argylius, againſt the Kings party and intereſt , he was conftrain- | 
ed with ſome few of his friends, to enter. upon rather deſperate then probable at- 
rempts, to keep life in our cauſe, whilſt. other aſſiſtances could be procured from 
more powerful Nations: However he did not prevail in his endeavours according to 
his defire, yet he marched in deſpight of all his enemies, unto the ſight if not very 
walls of our chief Town of Lampſacus; and near that place, whether ſo decreed 
by the Gods, for the more glory of bis ſufferings, or whether the coo much preci- 
pitation of his own valour, cauſed him to be too forward in the attempt, of a ſud- 
den he not onely fell into an unfortunate Ambuſcado of the enemy , whereby his 
whole Forces were diſperſed and overthrown; but himſelf after he bad endeavour- 
ed ſome honourable eſcape , whereby to perform more fortunate actions for the 
Kings ſervice, was unhappily taken priſoner with ſome other of his neareſt friends: 
When Argyliugand Lycius were informed, both of the encounter and the ſucceſs, 
they preſently gave order for his ſpeedy conduction to the City of Lampſacus; where 
allo he was orderded to be brought in a contemptible and diſgraceful triumph: 
Againſt his entrance into the Town at noon day, they cauſed a numerous company 
of people to be aſſembled together, as it wergonely-to behold, and deride the ſpecta- 
cle: When the common executioner had bound both his hands behinde his back, and 
placed him without any ornament or covering at all upon his head, in a vile Cha- 
riot ordained for that purpoſe, (the Hangman in the interim, riding in a ridiculous 
manner upon the fore horſe) they brought him through the ſtreets of Lampſacus, as 
far as the Town-houſe: The great Councel of our Countrey being there aſſembled 
to behold his miſeries, with the higheſt indignation their pride could put on for his 
diſgrace and affliction: As ſoon as be came before theſe uncompaſſionate Judges of 
his life, they not onely called him Traytor to his Countrey, and pernicious to the 
Gods}, but preſently commanded the Executioner to put him to death in the face of 
the multitude, with what ſhame could be deviſed, notwithſtanding his birth, quality, 
and courage, merited at leaſt, thoſe cirumſtances and reſpects, which before that 
preſent, had never been denyed any of the Nobility of the moſt ififeriour rank. 

To this purpoſe after he was conducted through the market. place, to a Gibbit of 
of ſo extraordinary a height, as if they intended him a ſpectacle of wonder, as well 
to the birds of the aire, as to the people upon the earth, they inſtantly ſpoiled him 
of his apparel, and then drew him up by the neck, to the uppermoſt part of the Gal- 
lowes, where he remained to the amazement and horrour of the people for many 
bours, until ſome few of his friends, with the aſliſtan@of the multitude, as it were 
oyer-glutted by the cruelty, in deſpight of that guard, which. was appointed to be 
the ſurveyors of his execution, took down his body from the diſgraceful Theatre of 
death, committing it preſently to the funeral piles, notwithſtanding the prohibitions 
of, his mortal and inveterate enemies: And this Madam, is the full period of what! 
have to relate, concerning the ſtrange, if not unhappy fate of this excellent and al- 
moſt unparallel'd man. . | EE 

Meleander having thus made an end of his relation, the Queen in a certain kinde 
of melancholly ſmil'd, demanded of Meleander, what was more to be done for her 
Husbands ſafety and deliverance, ſince neither tears nor dejection at the preſent, 
could further their affairs, much leſs remedy Monteroſus in the future. | 
Truly Madam, replyed Melander, the beſt counſel I can give is, either to ſolicit 
the State of Syria for new ſupplies, whereby to vindicate the Honour and Dignity of 
the King your Husband, as a neceſſary conſequence alſo belonging to the proſperity 


of the Syriaz Government, or elſe that my Lord Arethuſius your moſt * and 
ope- 
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hopeful Son, may with his Fathers permiſfion ,- take upon him the Crown and pre- 
ſent Government of Myſſia, by whoſe perfonal countenance (I make no doubt) but 
all the Nobility, if not moſt of our common people, being inclinahle as you know 
to have a King amongſt them, will contribute their beſt endeavours for the eſtabliſh 
ing again of Monarchy, both in the Kingdom of 2 and Myſſia. : 
The Queen made no anſwer at all to Meleander, but being informed at the inſtant; 
that Orantes the King with Andromida his Mother, were newly deſcended into a Gar- 
den, to take their uſual recreations, commanded Meleander to wait upon her ſelf 
and her Son thither : whereupon preſently opening a large Belcone that directed a 
paſſageinto thoſe walks, where they met with the Royal Troop, the Queen of H. 
dia, with a few majeſtick tears that accompanied her expreſſions , uſed this language 
to Orontes and Andromida. 1 5 
If the Gods be determined ſaid ſhe, that all monarchy ſhall periſh in popular 
ruines : nay, if vertue it ſelf muſt be aboliſhed from the face of the earth, by the pre. 
dominate power of injuſtice and cruelty, I can ”_ ſcarce be perſwaded , that the wiſe 
maximes of the Syrian Government, grounded upon the deep councels formerly of 
great Philoſtros, can be ſo ſoon blown away from the remembrance of this moſt glo- 
rious and yet fortunate Court; and the rather am Jof this opinion, for that the lat 
actions of Conderoſus are freſh till in the memory of all the people: certainly his 
tranſactions afford ſufficient conſideration to avoid the like dangers ,” when the ſpar. 
kles themſelves, that proceeded from that fire, are not yet totally quenched in this 
horizon: It may eaſily be conjectured, from whence the ſtirs and combuſtions in this 
great City of Damaſcus, have had their original, ſeeing the Rebels of the Kingdom 
of Myſſia, have had ſuch proſperous ſucceſs: can it be thought, that the private en- 
deavours of winning of one Town after another, is of that conſequence tothe 
eſtabliſhment of this great Monarchy, as thoſe more ſolid Councels, that prevent 
afar off the dangers that belong to Royalty in the general, when popular faRions are 
ſuffered to increaſe in neighbouring Kingdoms, without ſtop or prevention? Isi 
poſlible that Euarchus ſhould loſe his Crown, by the endeavours of his own Sub. 
jects, and not Oronter be concerned in the fate of ſuch prodigies > Can it be imagi. 
ned that Conderoſus doth harbour lower intentions in his ambitious boſom (being i- 
flamed with ſo high a courage) as not to attempt the fame period of affairs in nas, 
as the leſs valiant and powerful Argylius hath already actually compaſſed in the 
Kingdom of M ? as I may ſay without any fear to be ſappreſſed , ſince as yet 
Orontes bath ſcarce declared his diflike of his aRions, either concerning the injuries of 
King Exavebus, dr Hyacinthia his neareſt Kinſwoman. | 
As the Lydian Queen was farther proſecuting her diſcourſe in this violent manner, 
Maxarius finding her complaints moſt touched his own proceedings, as being the 
chief perſon in authority, began (however accompanied with ſome complements) to 
reprove her intentions, not onely for her overmuch paſſion in the delivery of her ſor- 
rows, but that ſhedid open her ſpleen in too publick an aſſembly , which might, 2 
he ſaid , preoccupate the options of the people of Syria, to the Kings prejudice, 
when as their miqdes were not yet ſufficiently ſettled towards peace and quietnehs, 
neither in the great City of Damaſcus, or in the other Dominions belonging to 
Orontes's Government. : . 

This admonition was ſo far from allaying the juſt diftempers of the Queen, that 
ſhe told Mazarins boldly, as ſhe obſerved in his diſpoſition, a certain inclination to 
favour her enemies, ſo was it apparently evident to all the Kingdom of Syria, in 
whoſe good and welfare ſhe had a principal intereſt, that his principles were the one- 

ly reaſon, that continued the War between Soraſtros and Orontes , which for the pre- 
ſent diſtaſted and grieved almoſt all the Countries of the leſſer Aa, onely to main- 
tain the intereſt and juriſdiction of his own family and faction: This language and 
diſcourſe beginning to heat in this furious nature, Andromida the Queen, not onely 
gave a ſpeedy ſtop to their farther diſputation , but after ſhe had underſtood the re- 
lation of Myſſia, taking Hyacinthia preſently apart from the reft of the company, 
endeavoured to perſwade and pacifie her the beſt ſhe could: Moſt dear Siſter, - 


bl 
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e. as I cannot ſufficiently expreſs my own grief for yout misfortunes, in which not 
onely I and the King my Son, but the whole State of Syria are involved; ſo of che 
other ſide I muſt delire you to conſider, how at preſent all. our affairs are in ſo uncer- 
tain a condition, that it is not poſſible as yet to afford you that aſſiſtance we intend, 
which che Gods 1 hope within a ſhort ſpace will grant in ſome convenient meaſure : 
to this purpoſe you may remember, to take away every ſuſpicion from your thoughts, 
how that we have not onely the great Soraſtros for our mortal enemy, but the fadion 
of Conderoſus within the bowels of our very Kingdom, as a vigilant adverſary, both 
to oppoſe our proceedings, and ſet up his own intereſt; and the rather is his ambiti- 
on to be feared, becauſe Orontes is not yet abſolutely in a capacity to govern, by rea- 

ſon of his age; wherefore little aſſurance can be had of his Subjects fidelity and obe: 
dience to his Title and Commands: Beſides you cannot but think, as the Kingdom of 
Hria, was never yet ſufficiently furniſhed with Shipping for its own defence, there- 
fore leſs able to contribute to your deſigus, that needs as you know a naval power of 
gteat ſtrength, ſince your enemies are plentifully provided in that particular; ſo muſt 
we endeavour before we can build upon any attempts of invaſion, to contract ſuch an 
amity with the people of Cyprus, that may render our endeavours proſperous, which 
I muſt tell you cannot yet with any probability be effected, in regard of thoſe ſtirs 
that haye lately, fo much incombered and weakened the Forces and Power of our 
State, in that they will not be made confident of our eſtabliſhment, without ſome 
better conjecture of affairs within our own Dominion; who are people that muſt be 
bought to the King your Husbands aſſiſtance, meerly by the force, either of money 
or intereſt, neither of which defects we can any way ſupply, in regard not onely moſt 
part of our revenue, have been obſtructed, and in a manner all our treaſure ſpent, 
but theſe late unhappy differences between us and our people, occaſioned by reaſon 
of the Kings want of years, have made his Subjects di ſobedient to moſt of, his Com- 
mands, Laſt of all I pray be perſwadeg, that if we ſhould exaſperate the Lydia 
Senate, before we are either better provided , or other Princes are reſolved to joyn 
firmly in the intention, of ſettling Exarehs again in his ancient right, we might endan- 
ger their taking part with our preſent enemies, -perhaps to the fatal overthrow both 
of your and our deligns ; when as of the contrary; if your Son Arethuſius, whilſt 
we baye leaſure better to pacifie our affairs, take upon him the pretention of the 
Kingdom of Myſſia, as your meſſenger from thence Meleander ſeems to intimate, 
during his Fathers impriſonment, he will be able fully to taſte the affeRions of the 
people of that Nation, whilſt we in the interim ſhall underhand, endeavour to con- 
tribute to his advantage, without any prejudice thereby contracted to our ſelves or 
aftairs. | | | „ | 
This advice I give you as a Siſter and a Queen, without any fict ion or diſſimulation 
in my own thoughts, as I expect the favour and aſſiſtance of the immortal Gods, 
concerning the proſperity of my own Son Oroxtes. , 4 5 
Hyacinthia after ſhe had remained ſome time in a deep muſe, as it were conſidering. 
and weighing Andromida's words and ſeeming affection, at laſt with a certain kinde 
of gratitude, that appeared to have been perſwaded by Andromida's expreſſions and 
her own reafons, ſhe returned her this anſwer. | | 
Moſt noble and vertuous Quten (laid ſhe) although the Gods ſhouldintend an abſolute 
end of the Lydian Monarchy, and in that period ſhould intirely bury all the glory due unto 
the living Family of Euarchus, yet maſt my ſelf ever acknowledge thoſe juſt obligations, 
which your bountiful favours have beſtowed upon my condition , ſince I came into this 
Court, the place once of my birth, and more real being: And for my unfortunate ¶ hildren, 
whoſe crimes notwithſtanding do not render them deſervedly unhappy, 1 can but vow them 
ſacrifices to death, rather then any way prove deficient in courage or fidelity to the Syrian 
Empire. As theſe ſhort Declarations ] hope, may ſufficiently perſwade your wiſdome nnd 
goodneſs to an entire belief of our intentions; ſo of the other ſide, I can no way doubt of pour 
performance, when a convenient occaſion ſpall be offered to that purpoſe , in which poſture I 
— conſtantly remain both confirmed by your promiſes, and praying for Andromida's 
Proſperity. 
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Theſe expreſſions on each fide, ſoon parted the two Queens to their ſeveral 
lodgings: Hyacint hia with her Son, preſently after (adviſing with Meleauder) af. 
ſembled togexber their chief friends, not onely of the Kingdom of Myſſia, but al. 
ſo of the Lydian Nation, where after a long and various conſultation, it was at laſt 
reſolved, that Prince Arethuſius with all expedition ſhould make a journey into Af. 
ſa, as well to try the affefions of that people, as withal to take upon him the 
Crown and Government of that Territory, if the Nobility ſhould prove any way 
deſirous to entertain the deſign ; the rather for that as he doubted not, but that his 
Father would be willing enough to the enterprize, being fully perſwaded by Melray- 
— that ſuch a reſolution, was the ſole means left to redeem both the Kings Crowng 
and Dignity. 

Abad to this determination, within a very few weeks the young Prince , ac- 
companied by AMeleander, Dedalus, (who had been Governour in the Iſland of 
Crete) and gallant Creſes, took their leaves of the Court of Syria: In proſecution 
of which journey, as they travelled through the Territory of Sidonia, having ſent 
the other company belonging to the Princes train, to finde out more commoditious 
paſſages, both for their horſes and luggage with Dedalus , and Meleander, Aretha. 
ſius and Creſes would needs viſita delightful Valley, that was fam'd by the people 
of the Countrey, to exceed in beauty, the conſecrated vale of Tempe in Greece: 
They arrived near the place, about the hour of nine in the morning, when Phæbu 
had not yet enflamed the Firmament, with the furious agitation of his golden Cha. 
riot, when turning about upon a hill , ro contemplate the rarity of the Countrey, 
between two equal though barren Mopntains , they might behold a winding Plain, 
as it were circumſcribed by natural Rocks of either (ide : This delicious Meadow, was 
not onely adorned in ſeveral parts, with dainty groves of wood, that appeared both 
luxurious and even, but a moſt clear river Serpent-like , ſeemed to entangple all thoſe 
delights, that the eye could poſſibly take notice of; however I may ſay in ſuch : 
modeſt manner, that convenient plains were left of either ſide, of ſufficient capaci- 
ty, either for building of Altars to the Gods ſervice, or to perform other rural ex. 
erciſes towards the recreation of the Inhabitants: It was a long ſpace that they 
dwelt upon theſe beauties, or rather remained in them, by the ſtrength of their 
wiſhes and imaginations, until at length 1 both hear and ſee, a company 
of brave Hounds chaſe a fearful Tyger , off the tops of the neighbouring 
Mountains, followed by many Huntimen all in green: As this gave, as well cauſe of 
further expectation, as preſent delight to the young Prince, ſo was it not long, be. 
fore his eyes were entertained at a nearer diſtance, with the proſpect of a Lady in 
Nymphs attire ; her fair hair partly flowing about her ſhoulders , by reaſon of her 
neglectful though becoming dreſs, accompanied alſo by many others of the fame 
ſex, with guilded ſpears in their hands, who made haſte cowards a paſſage , as they 
imagined, with an intention to give the beaſt interruption : But at laſt the Savage 
Creature, being es "7 parſued i hang Dogs, and not able any way to avoid chat 
beautiful Ambuſcado, he was conſtrained to yield his life, as a ſacrifice, both to their 
pleaſure and triumph; and this ending the ſport, they all went to an ancient and 
brave Caſtle ſeated upon another hill, which ſeemed to view, if not abſolutely com. 
mand, the whole Valley of delight. 

As the Prince and Creſes kept themſelves ſilent, whilſt their thoughts were buſied 
in contemplating this pleaſant proceſſion, which continued until the whole company 
was incloſed in the Caſtle, fo afterwards ſmiling one upon the other, at the ſtrange- 
neſs of ſuch an unexpected adventure, they reſolved as Knights Errant to deſcendin- 
to the Valley, to enquire after ſome intelligence, that might give their curioſities 6 
competent ſatisfaction: Upon their diſcent they wondered to fee , how the natural 
Rocks in many places, being furniſhed with clear and ſweet Fountains , could con- 
tribute ſo much pleaſure for ſo long a ſpace, without hindering at all, either the beau - 
ty or the commodity of chat green paſturage, lying upon the Banks of the winding 
River; beſides the water was bordered with flouriſhing Trees of that nature 


and growth, that notwithſtanding they ſhaded , yet they troubled = the 
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fiream in any kinde; at the bottom whereof was eaſily to be perceived the yellow 
rel, that appeared like ſome | golden mineral, to enchaſe the criſtalline element, 
racher by art then nature , whilſt che two ſides ſeemed to be inriched by green Eme- 
rauds: The many Altars in thoſe Groves, confuſedly diſperſed in a manner every 
where, ſmoked with perfumes and ſacrifices, that gave alſo, a charming content to 
the ſcent, as well as the reſt did to the eyes: But the Prince, however his youth 
had reaſon to be taken enough with theſe delights of the earth, yet his curioſity be- 
ing more ambitions of ſatisfaction, he made haſte towards the end of the Valley, 
expecting to meet with ſome perſon, that would inform him to his minde of all par- 
ticulars: He and (reſes had not travelled many furlongs, but they beheld a fair 
Temple ſtanding by the River fide, which at a nearer diſtance, appeared to be built 
of ſundry coloured ſtones, however ſupported on the outward fide, onely wich pil- 
lars of Marble, the portico being framed of Porphire: When they came to the 
place, the Prieſts were performing their noon ſacrifices; ſo that fear of being too 
great interruptions of their devotions, they entered into a certain Grove adjoyning 
to the Temple, expecting the finiſhing of their religious exerciſe ; In the midſt of 
the Wood, there was erected an Altar, to be aſcended by many ſteps, and conſe. 
crated as it ſhould ſeem th the Goddeſs Diana, for that her Statue was placed upon 
the Table: They had not Fpent much time in viewing ſome things belonging to the 
Altar, before they might perceive an aged perſon in a certain kinde of religious ha- 
bit with a handſome youth, who came on a flow pace, in regard the old Prieft was 
reading in a book with much attentiveneſs, whilſt the boy carried in his hand a lighted 
Torch: As the Prince and Creſes deſired anew, to be ſatisfied in this other adyen- 
ture, ſo did they conceive the beſt way to have the full knowledge of what they in- 
tended, was to give them no manner of impediment for a while , either by diſcourſe 
or otherwiſe, until they ſhould have abſolutely finiſhed all their deyotions : To this 
purpoſe with their horſes, they retired at ſome diſtance bebinde a large Tree, that 
had compaſs enough in its bulk, to ſhelter them from diſcovery : When the Prieſt 
came near to the Altar, be prepared with a moſt grave modeſty, all the neceſſary 
materials belonging to the ſacrifice , after which he kneeled down before the Statue 
of Diana ; then made his prayer to her and the reſt of the Gods; in a low and ſilent 
manner: which finiſhed, he took the lighted Torch out of the boyes hand, and ſec 
fire to the victims, his eyes being all the while attentively fixed, as if not onely his 
actions, but his very thoughts were purely intended to no other period then the 
Heavens. 367 3 f 
This ended, with ſome other Ceremony belonging to his function; he was by the 
youths aſſiſtance diveſted again of thoſe Ornaments uſed in the ſacriſice; when going 
a little aſide, he made a few other ſhort ſupplications, and then prepared himſelf for 
his return, which cauſed ¶Arethuſius and Creſes ſuddenly. to ſtep out from their pri- 
vate ſtation, and meeting him on the way, the Prince ſaluted him with this lan- 
guage, whilſt he in the interim appeared ſomething amazed at the unexpected en- 
counter. - i 1 28 
Father, ſaid he, although I hope my intruſion at this time, hath not been much 
prejudice to your devotions, nevertheleſs by the rules of morality and civility, I con- 
ceive my ſelf obliged to make ſome apology for my ioteotion; and that is coming by 
the accident of travel into this delightfal and heavenly vale, I muſt deſire your aſſi- 
ſtance, that I may again be ſer right in my way, if not be further inſtructed by your 
knowledge and courteſie, in thoſe rarities I have ſeen ſince my arrival: Tis true, I 
muſt confeſs I have been formerly made acquainted, with the natural plea ſantneſs of 
this Counttey of Sidinia, to whoſe printipal Town and Haven I am preſently going, 
to embark my ſelf fora ſpeedy tranſportation to other parts ; ſo that if my curio- 
ſity may not ſeem too great an impertinency to your better conſideration , I ſhould 
be moſt willing alſo to carry along with me, not onely the true underſtanding of this 
delicious habitation, but who might be the many young ladies we ſaw inthe morning, 
chaſing of a wilde Tyger over theſe bordering Mountains, with their intentions for 
this courſe of life they ſeem to proſequte) ; 8 TTY 
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The Prieſt after he had returned the like ſalutations to the Prince, with other ci. 
vil and fitting complements, be told him, that as he would firſt lead him to a more 
convenient place of repoſe, before he began any ſtory at all, ſince the noon ſeaſon at 
preſent ſeemed to afford ſmall conveniency in the open air for diſcourſe, ſo would 
he without any difficulty, according to his deſire, furniſh him with bis beſt knowledge 
both concerning the Countrey, an the parties he mentioned. 

They had not gone together much above two furlongs through the Woods 
whilfttheyouth in the interim lead the Princes horſe, but that they beheld the de- 
lightfal proſpect of a moſt ſubſtantial building, the ſtructure being of white one 
ſmoothly wrought in every part, however more pretending to conveniency and ex. 
tent, then to magnificency and richneſs ; the whole Fabrick incompaſſed a large 
Court paved with flat ſtone, in the midſt of which was rather a pool then a fountain 
for that neither ſtatues, or ſcarce any workmanſhip of curioſity were to be ſeen, onely 
certain pipes of lead ſeemed to convey the clear water therein contained, to the feve. 
ral offices of the houſe, whereby the more commodiouſly to over- flow the whole, for 
the betterrefreſhment of the inhabitants. At the gate the Prieſt informed Arerbuſn, 
of all this, ſince it was prohibited for any man as he ſaid ro enter further into the 
place; in that onely profeſt veſtal Virgins kept the poſſeſſion to themſelves upon 
ſtrict rules: He told him further, that himſelf was the chief Prieſt that offered to the 
Gods the common ſacrifice in the view of thoſe holy women, who at ſuch times gave 
their perſonal attendance, performing their devotions through an Iron-grate. 

After this he conveyed him to his own appartament a little diftant from the gate, 
where being entered, the old Father prefently called for wine and ſome fruits, which 
in truth were excellent in quality, though not abounding in quantity; which were 
onely provided for the Prieſts private collation. | 

When they had made an end of this refreſhment , Arethuſius being as deſirous of 
his promiſed information, as bafty to be going towards his intended journey, the 
Prieft began his relation to this purpoſe. 


Sir, ſaid he, I muſt not detain you too long with many circumſtances concerning 
- what you have deſired, fince they might perhaps too much prejudice your deſigns of 
haſte and expedition; wherefore you may be pleaſed to know, as ſhortly as I can 
well deliver my thoughts unto you, that the chief Lady and Miſtriſs of thoſe young 
women you mention, was named at her birth Pentheſelea, however ſhe hath now 
taken upon hex the denomination of Athalanta, a Lady in like manner once accompa - 
nied by other Virgins of the ſame years, as a Huntreſs inthe pleaſant Valley of 
Tempe, and other places of the fruitful Countrey of Greece: As Pentheſelea's Mo- 
ther dyed in bringing her into the world, being the ſecond Wife to the Father of 
one Cendrroſus, and Siſter to Oreßes our now Kings Uncle, fo did ſhe leave her the - 
ſole inheritrix (according to the laws and cuftoms of Syria of a moſt plentiful for- 
tune in theſe parts. | 
This Athalanta or. Pentheſelea no ſooner was made capable by her years of Court. 
breeding and entertainments, but our Queen Andromida ſent for her to her own pa- 
lace, as well in regard of her fortune as her quality; there ſhe remained, as I may 
ſay, rather under protection both for her perſon and eſtate, then any way at her 
own diſpoſe, until her ſpirit inereaſing with her age, not onely made her thoughts 
covet ſometminent match, belonging to Sovereignty , but ini the interim to deſire 
violently the juriſdiction of her own Lands and Endowments , though the Laws of 
our Kingdom did not yet ſcem to grant her the priviledge: She received an anſwer 
to theſe two particulars, that as the King and the Queen did reſolve upon thefirit 
occaſion , to provide her the moſt nobleſt Hysband in Af, fo for her fortune 
(which could not be diſpoſed of by ber ſelf, until ſhe ſhould come to ſome competent 
years) they would put it into the hands of Prince Oreſtes her neareſt Kinſman, to be by 
is care and affection, preſerved in all things for her advantage : Although theſe an- 
ſwers for the preſenc ſeemed rather to quiet her ambition, then fully to ſacisfic her 
minde, yet finding that neither of theſe promiſes were performed according to her ex- 


peRation, ſhe began by little and little (as ſhWgrew into more years) to quarrel = 
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the Court proceedings - infomuch as at laſt ſhe received from Andromida, ſome appa- 
rant reprovements, if not otherwhiles many underliand afftonts. Nevertheleſs all 
theſe petty inflammations lay buried upon the matter, in a kinde of ſuppoſed obſcu- 
rity between perſwaſion and other divertizements, until Conderaſus her half Brother, 

an to caſt about flames of Rebellion, throughout the whole Kingdom of Syria; 
wherefore Athalauta having received double inſtigations (if not encouragements) to 
proſecute her exaſperated diſcontent, both againſt the Queen and her Favourite; of a 
ſudden flew from the Court to the City of Damaſcus. 4 

In this poſture ſhe remained for ſo long time, as Canderaſus endeavours prevailed 
againſt the Kings party; bur he being driven out of his Countrey , however ſhe 
bath dives times ſince been earneſtly invited to Court, with an ablolute promiſe of 
the abſalute forgiveneſs of all her diſaffections; yet finding her Uncle Orefes will 
not be won, neither to any manner of obedience or compliance, as long as Maxariu: 
Queen Andromida s Favourite governs the whole affairs of the Kingdom ,- ſhe hath 
choſen rather to live in ber own Territories like a Huntreſs, amongſt other Damſels 
of che Countrey , then to bead her thoughts to any manner of agreement with the 
Court; which was the occaſion and onely reaſon you found her in that poſture this 
morning, chaſiog a wilde Tyger over the mountains, and the ſport being finiſhed, 
belike ſhe is retited into her own Caſtle chat you ſaw ſeated upon the Hill, having a 
pleaſant proſpect over this delicious Valley, not to be parallel'd again, I believe, 
chrough the whole Countrey of the leſſer 4%; ſometimes notwithſtanding ſhe 
uſeth to deſcend into theſe lower parts, to viſit this Cloiſter of velial Virgins , that 
was firſt built by her Mother before her death, as the Temple without the Grove by 
her Father, for che entertainment of certain holy Prieſts, who are obliged daily to 
offer Sacrifices to the immortal Gods for the founders; And this, gentle Sir, is the 
beſt and trueſt relation I can make. 

Truly Father, ſaid Arethuſius, as I cannot but acknowledge my obligation to your 
favours, for the courteſies I have already received; yet I muſt again upon the ſame 
: core of humanity, deſire a further information, concerning the cauſes of Oreſtes 
preſent diſtaſtes, whereby he came at the firſt to contradict the Conrt proceed - 
ing. | 193 7 
What I can ſay of that ſubject, replied the Prieſt, is, that two reafons-are given 
for the diſcontents of that Prince the Kings Uncle; the one proceeds from that Aa- 
24rius the Queens Favourite, laid the impriſonment of Conderoſus upon the procure- 
meat of Oreſtes, after that by order of Court he was again releaſed; the other for 
that the Queen would not entertain a friend of his eſpecial cecommendation , to 
{acceed in the places and employments of Maæarius, when he ſeemed to the publick 
viewof the world, to be baniſhed out of the Kingdom of Syria during his life; 
though for my part, I rather attribute his retirement, to à certain kinde of wilfull 
uncertainty in his own nature, ſince as I have heatd, Maxarius ever endeavoured to 
give him as much reſpectful content as was poſſible, though now being i\pre-occupas» 
ted with a contrary opinion concerning his actions, (meerly by the -perſwaſions of 
ſome perſons about him) he becomes inflamed againſt his perſon, wit bra: certain kinde 
of obſtinate conſtancy, not to be temo ved in his nature, by any manner of endea. 
your whatſoever. | | % 

Theſe diſcourſes being ended, Prince Arethuſius underſtanding alſo that the Pa- 
lace of Oreſtes was in his way to the City of Sidun, without many circumſtances, but 
onely a civil and ſhort thanks for his entertainment. took his leave of the Prieſt, as if 
his bafte diſpenſed with all otber uſual Complements: The Prince and Creſes being 
both mounted again upon their Horſes, having not trayelled above a quarter of an 
hours time, towards the beaten Rode way, ere ¶Arethuſius told Creſes , that not- 
withſtanding his Attendants might with ſome impatiency, expect his arrivall that 
night, where he had appointed to lodge, yet he had ſo far changed his teſolutions for 
the preſent, by reaſon of the Prieſts relations, that he was determined co viſit his 
Uncle 0reſtes Houſe, to try whether or no he could perſwade him to any Court · com- 


pliance; if not, at leaſtwiſę, to forget in part thoſe affronts he conceived he had — 
; ; cCelYeC 
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ceived at — — by the Queens diſaffections, or her Favonrites greatneſs + 
Tt was not much above an hour before ſun-ſer, when Aret huſius arrived at his Uncles 
Caſtle, where preſently mounting the ftairs, (becauſe he had a deſire the better to ſur. 
prize him in his retirement) he found him ſeated in his Dining Room, one leg over 
another, with a Book in his hand, on which he ſeemed to read — attentively; ſo that 
he was almoſt upon him before he perceived any body: Although Oreſtes were a little 
confounded-, when he beheld his Nephew, yet at laſt being better recollected in 
his thoughts, he not onely gave him thoſe kinde and loving reſpects, belonging 
to his quality and his own affections, but in a more particular manner then 
ordinary, enquired after his affairs, with the occaſion of his preſent journey into 
Truly ſaid Arethaſius, as a vilit to your ſelf, (whom I fo much honour and efteem) 
had been a ſufficient cauſe, to have perſwaded my reaſon to the voyage, without a 
other deſign whatſoever, ſo of the other fide, not to lay all upon the ſcore of my ob- 


ligations to your perſons and vertues, I am ar preſent making a ſpeedy- journey into 


the mountainous Countrey of Myſſia, where I am promiſed by the aſſiſtance of the 
Nobility, and many others of the ſa:ne intereſt, to be elected King amongft them, by 
my Fathers conſent, or at leaſtwiſe ſhall be able to procure the raifing of an Army, 
for my Fathers advantage, if not releaſement out of priſon, where he is now detain. 
ed by the power and tyranny of the Senate of Zydia : At theſe words Oreſtes ſmiled, 
which being over he told him, that he wondred how he could be perſwaded fo far as 
to think, Mat arius deſigns in putting him at preſent upon this enterprize, was for 
any other end, then to remove his perſon out of the Kingdom of Syria, whereby 
both himſelf aud Queen Andromida bis Miſtreſs, might be the more conveniently 
freed from his importunitie#, Arethuſius was ſomething troubled at this reply, in 
regard it took off ſome confidence from his thoughts, concerning his preſent expedi- 
tion: Notwithſtanding it was not long before he returned him this anſwer, Uncle, 
ſaid he, although the malicious practiſes of the world, ſhould never ſo much conſpire 
againſt my fortunes, as the cruel deſtinies have hitherunto done in my Fathers quar- 
— who elſe could not have been deſtroyed, by the improbable endeavours of a few 
of his moſt contemptible Subjects; yet I am determined till, to proſecute my fates, 
until] either compel them to become more favourable, or my ſelf prove the laſt fa. 
crifice can be offered to their malice. a | 
Oreſtes being much taken with his Nephews reply, preſently took him in his arms 
with theſe expreſſions; I muſt confeſs, ſaid he, the Gods do more then injure bra- 
very and juſtice, if they prove not altogether propitious to ſuch attempts, wherein 
I promiſe for the now diſgraced Oreſtes, if he ever come again into anthority , tobe 
powerfully aſſiſting in thoſe deſigns : this gave occaſion to Prince ¶rethuſius to be 
tore particular with his Uncle, concerning the chief reaſons of his diſcontents. 
Truly Nephew, ſaid he, the extraordinary favour of Maxarius, (by whoſe means 


not onely all the Princes of the blood in Syria are deſpiſed, but our young King Or- 


te: 5 adulterated, both in his education and converſation, when as ſcarce 
any perſon of worth and quality, is ſuffered to come near his preſence) is the prin- 
* cipal cauſe of my diſtaſte, who in the interim keeps the world in troubles and com- 
buſtion, whereby his Faction may be eſteemed the more conſiderable , towards the 
advancement of the women of his Houſe and Family, that are daily preferred in 
marriage; to the greateſt matches of the Kingdom of Syria: For if once a general 
peace were made throughout all the Countreys of A ſia, there is no Prince but wonld 
hold it a ſupream diſhonour to his condition alſo, not to draw his ſword in your Fa- 
thersquarrel, being now onely hindred in that particular, by the preſſing neceſſity of 
their own affairs and concernment. | 
As many ſuch like diſcourſes paſſed that night between Arethuſius and his Uncle, 
ſo the next — very eatly, both himfelf and Creſes parted from the Caſtle, with 
an intention again ſpeedily to finde out the reſt of the Company; but in the way 
the Prince began this diſputation with Creſes. - 
Creſes, laid he, although 1 am determined to proſecute my purpoſes, for the 2 
demptior 
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demption of my Fathers liberty, with what violence and ſucceſs the Gods will give 
me leave; yet conſidering thole relations that have been made onto me, both by my 
Uacle Oreſtes and others, I cannot but ſomething doubt the real affections of Maca 
nia, and io conſquently thoſe of Queen Audramida, which if not eſſectual, mult of 
neceſſity deſtroy my deſigns e the MAyſſian Nation, whither we are now 
going ; the people for the moſt part having as we ſuppoſe, their chief dependency 
upon the Court and State of Syria: WhereforeT muft cell you Creſes, ſaid he, that 
either the world is extreamly miſtaken in this particular, or thoſe meſſengers that 
have been formerly imployed from the Countreys of Myſſia into Syria, did not 
faithfully execute the pretentions, for chat in the very height of all ſuch tranſacti- 
ons, my Father was not onely betrayed by Argylius and Lycius, when he was made 
believe che contrary ; but ſince this act of treachery and diſhonour, (what hopes ſo- 
erer have been given us) we have found moſt of the Nobility till averſe to our good: 
Witneſs the late unparallel'd act of cruelty, ſhewed ia the death and deſtruction of 
brave AMAonteroſus, who of all others belonging to that Nation, hath ſhewed himſelf 
moſt faithful to my Fathers ſervice ; which being well conſidered in every circum- 
ſtance, I cannot but conclude, there is cauſe enough of jealouſie, concerning both the 
intentions and proceedings of fazarizs with the Court of Syria, notwithſtanding 
thoſe glorious expreſſions they have continually offered to our ears, however never 
performed to our benefit in any kinde; but as you ſee I muſt till be forced as a moſt 
unfortunate Prince, to depend upon this miſerable uncertainty , having little or no 
other refuge in the world, capable of entertaining my hopes, much leſs ſubſiſtance 
to maintain my perſon; which ia the reaſon onely, that now we are about to under- 
takes voyage, as deſperate in the execution, as hazzardable in the event, ſince we 
ſhall fight againſt aſſured enemies, withõut being aſſured to be aſſiſted by conſtant 
friends. When Arethuſius had delivered thus much of his inward thoughts, pro- 
ceeding from thoſe diſcourſes, he had had the night before with his Uncle Oreſtes, Cre- 
ſes returned him this anſwer: Truly, my Lord, ſaid he, as it is ſomething a difficult 
matter to reſolve what were beſt ro be done in theſe dangerous enterprizes, when 
you are to put your Royal Perſon totally into the hands of people, who have alrea- 
dy proved both falſe and unkinde to ſuch a King as your Father, that cannot well be 
parallel'd for his conſtant love to his own Countrey- men; ſo of the other fide, if I 
ſhould ſay nothing at all for your farther fatisfaction, you might perhaps interpret 
my intentions not real enough for your ſervice : having weighed the conſequences, I 
ſhall rather chuſe to kazzard my opinions in the cenſure of others, (who perchance 
may not be of the ſame belief) then hold my peace, when perhaps I have moſt reaſon 
to ſpeak, ſince actions once performed cannot again be recalled by any induſtry, 
and at the greateſt advantage may be hoped for, can but fall out competently co 
our mindes. 

To this purpoſe I muſt ſay, that nothing can be eſteemed at preſent more pretious 
to be conſerved then your own ſafety, ſince upon it depends both your Fathers ſecu- 
tity, and you Friends fortunes; and hat certainty will be had of either, if you pre- 
cipitately expoſe your own perſon, not onely in ſome ſort to the known malice and 
power of your worſt enemies, but to the inſtability of an inconftant multitude, who 
for the moſt part do but act according to the dictates of a few factious Prieſts , that 
as you know muſt have their own ends and ambition, to be in the firſt place conſider- 
ed, before either your right, or their Countreys honour : Beſides the difficulty of the 
work we are to undertake for the Kings advantage, having yet no Prince or State to 
joyn with us in the attempt, we are to make upon the Zydian'power, that hitherunts 
bath been ever too hard for the Ay ſſian Forces, when beſt thited in an offenſive or 
defenſive war: Nevertheleſs, I will not deny, but if you be aſſured of the fidelity of 
all the Nobility in the general, the prieſts depending upon them, and the people upon 
the Prieſts, ſome ſuccels may be hoped for according to your deſire, in regard of the 
many diſcontents in the Kingdom of Lydia, by reaſon of the Kings oppteſſions, and 
the Subjects ſufferings : However my opinion is, before you abſolutely reſolve to 


80 in perſon into the Kingdom of Myſſta, (eſpecially for that yon ſeem ſomething 
to 
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to ſuſpect the reality of Max ariu) you fitſt make a voyage into the Iſland of cy. 
pris, where young and valiant Narciſſus nom governs, whoſe affeRion to 
cauſe you cannot doubt. in regard of the love he bears that unparallel'd Lady you 
moſt fair and v ertuous Siſter, by whoſe Councel arid aſſiſtance, you may better pr. 
ſecute your affairs; not onely for that by his — may be furniſhed with con. 
venient ſhipping for your purpoſe, but alſo in regard that place is moſt proper, both 
to confer and agree, upon ſome terms and conditions of certainty, with the Gent 
and Nobility of Myſſia, that have a minde to venture their lives and eſtates in 
ſervice; whilſt in the interim, Dedalus may be ſent to endeavour fome enterprize 
upon the affections and undertakings of the people of Crete, who in the general 
(as we are informed) ſeem to be much diſcontented (if not exaſperated) apainſt the 
fortunes and proſperity of the Senate of Zydia; neither in that Iſland want there 
many Myſſiant, both by birth and deſires, that will be ready to engage with your 
ſelf, and their own natural Countrey-men, in any probable way of gain or advan. 
tage. Creſes, ſaid the Prince, after he had made an end of his counſel, I thank' you 
for this afteQionate advice, ſince I know the motives proceed from a ſoul inflamed to 
do both my ſelf and Father ſervice ; yet I muſt tell you, however we cannot reſolye 
any thing abſolutely in theſe particulars at preſent , for that neither Dedalus nor 
Meleander are at this accidental conference: Beſides we muſt leave in part as you 
ſay, the direction of our affairs, to young Narciſſus in the Iſland of Crete, whoſe 
love to my Siſter ¶ loria (as you think) is a ſufficient engagement, to render him our 
as well in intereſt as power; withal his aſſiſtanee muſt be ſought of neceſſity, in re- 
gard the Kingdom of Syria is at this time (for ought we can ſee) engaged in a laſting 
war with the Egyprians ; which Kingdoms ſeem not now to contend , ſo much for 
glory and Empire, as whether Mararius or Conderoſus ſhall govern in the Court of 
Orontes: Although Creſes were well enough pleaſed at theſe expreſſions of Areths- 
ſius, becauſe they ſeemed to have a ſufficient confidence of his own fidelity; yet he 
could not chuſe, but fetch two or three ſighs at the remembrance of the Princeſſe 
Cloria's beauty, which inwardly he adored exceedingly in his thoughts; however his 
diſcretion taught him better rules, then either to ſtrain his ambition after fuch chime- 
ra*s, or diſcover his paſſion to any, whereby to advance his own love, or deſtroy hers 
to Narciſſus, by any endeavour whatſoever. 

Theſe manner of diſcourſes, made them for fome time take no notice of the mi. 
ned and diſpeopled Countrey, through which they paſt, until at laſt the Prince wich 
more obſervation, asked Creſes, what were the reaſons of ſo much devaſtation, dif. 
fering as he ſaid;ſo exceedingly from the other fruitful Countreys and places of Sy- 
ria? What elſe, replyed Creſes, but the cruel and-unfortunate effects of the conti. 
nued war, between Orontes and Soraſtros? in regard theſe patrs lie upon the Con- 
finesof both cheig Dominions, that renders it ſubject upon all occafions , to the 
mercileſs Laws and incurſions of barbarous and inhumane Souldiers, who often make 
inrodes from Lycia and Pamphlia, belonging to the King of Egypt, into this part of 
Syria; as of the other ſide the Syrians not feldom viſit thoſe Territories, and ſo inter- 
eba take Fowns one from another, according to accidents and opportunity; 
whilſt in the interim the Countrey people are not onely made miſerable by theſe 
contentions, but their very Landlords (by reaſon of extraordinary Taxations) can- 
not receive their Rents, whereby to be able to maintain a Port anſwerable co theis 
births and callings. | 1 | 

The Prince anſwered him, that the condition was very unfortunate, when neither 
fide in the end could gain by the bargain. 3 | | | 

And this, ſaid he, at the preſent, renews to my memory, the confideration of the 
Kingdom of Lydia, brought into the ſame ſtate and condition by the unruly ambiti- 
on of a few perſons, whoſe intollerable covetouſneſs at the firſt, joyned wich their 
violent deſires, to come in places of office and command, envying the proſperity of 
my Father and his Kingly Dignity, have broken all the Laws both of God and man, 
onely to change that manner of Government, which could never be mended ; ſcarce 
equalled chrough che world in its conſtitution, 2 
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And yet replied Creſes, the people are ſtill ſo blinded with their extravaganc 
conceptions, that however they are fure to be brought into the moſt abſolute ſlavery 
can be imagined, (be who will Conquerours) they teed their fancies and hopes with 
obtainingin the end ſuch a liberty, as ſhall render their thoughts and-imaginations 
fully ſatisfied : Certainly ſaid Arethuſius, as the .vulgar muſt needs have ſome 
other hidden aims in their intentions, then barely the envy and hate of Monarchy 
in the general, ſo of the other fide it is moſt probable , that their Counſellors and 
Directors cannot alſo be without other particular defigns, concerning their own 
profit and advancement , ſince it is likely their ſenſe and deſire onely of the com- 
mon good, (as they pretend) carries not their actions and thoughts to ſuch vio-

os replyed Creſes, I do not finde them ſuch mortified people, as the firſt Heroes 
were in the beginning of the world, ſince there may be noted in their diſpoſitions, 
not onely extream avarice almoſt paſt all example, but alſo ſuch a melancholly pride 
to predominate in their natures, that they in a manner ſpight all eminency in others, 
that are not of the ſame quality and faction, which renders them for the moſt part 
cruel and unjuſt beyond meaſure: And it I may deſcend to more particulars, I ſhall 
ſay, that as the common people of Lyaia at the firſt took part wich the Senate, in 
oppoſition to the Kings authority, onely to be poſſeſſors of their Landlords Eſtates, 
without paying any Rents or duties for them, being made believe they ſhould be- 
come of equal eſteem and power — greateſt perſons; ſo now thoſe Rulers 
themſelves, having ſufficiently made uſe of the peoples aſſiſtance, towards the com- 
, paſſiog of their on ends; which was abſolutely to govern as they pleaſed, begin 
abſolutely, not onely to calt off che vulgar importunities, but endeavour by all the 
violent wayes can be imagined, to lep into other mens fortunes how unjuſtly ſoever : 
And this in ſumme is the whole ſcope oft their deſigns; let their pretentions of Reli- 
gion and Reformation he what theyawill” 5 ele 2: { 39 7 
Although I am eafily: perſwadedi,nfagd: Aret huſius, that theſe are the principal 
ends and deſigns of. moſt of the Senate at. Car dis , yet my youth and experience have 
never yet (to my remembrance) been made/acquainted fully with the cauſes, that ei- 
ther loſt my Father his authority amodgſt the vulgar, or made ſo many of the Nobi - 
lity and Gentry take part at the firſt wich the Senate, withour which it had been un- 
poſſibſe in ſo ſhort a ſpace; to haue parted him from his juriidictio: h 
Truly Sir, replyed Grafts", as I muſt impute a great canſe of the ills, to a certain 
zinde of untoward predomination of the faces, by which the actions of men may be 
ſometimes governed, beyorid any power of reſiſtance; ſince if the King your Father 
had ever got the lenſt intire vidtory over his enemies, during all the time of his con- 
tention, he had not been now a priſoner; ſo if I may ſpeak either my thoughts free · 
ly, or deliver without ſmoothing the opinions of other perſons, ſome other reaſons in 
part may be given alſo for his reſtraint and misfortunes: for when the Court of 
Lydia. enjoyed a profperity' almoſt beyond all example, the Nobility. and Gen- 
try of the Countrey; were 10 far from receiving ſatisfaction for theit ſervices and 
duty ; that many of the petty Courtiers, not onely apparently contemned and 
derided their attendance } both in a ridiculous and uncivil manner, but in their 
own particulars, were ſo/ given to cheating and covetouſneſs, that ſcarce any ſute 
of Law could be proceeded without their ſolicitation or ſatisfaction: This 1 mult 
needs ſay, extreamly alienated the hearts of the better ſort from the Kings parti- 
cular, however himfelf ,. was no way guilty or privy to theſe corrupt and inſolent. 
practices: And yet thefe ungrateful men in a manner were the firſt , that quitted 
the Kings ſervice and intereſt , upon bis declining condition: The next overſight 
committed in the Government it ſelf was, that the King was put on to lay new im- 
poſitions upon the people, without being prepared with a Royal Army; or at leaſtwiſe 
furniſhed with competent Troops of Souldiers, to be ready in all occaſions, to ſup-. 
preſs their diſorders and inſolencies; fince it is unpoſſible but by ſuch means, either to 
make them pay what may be demanded, or to reſtrain their violences in the gathering 
oͤl rhe money: beſides, fometbing of theſe late diſaffections, were conceived to = 
P p ce 
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ceed from the pride and indiſcretion of the Flamines, with other arbitrary Judges, who 
rather went about to determine cauſes, in a high way of Court. Prerogative, then 
according to right and indifferency, concerning every mans due and condition, ac. 
cording to the Cuſtoms, and Fundamental Laws of the Nation. 

By this time it being almoſt ſun· ſet, and the Prince finding it not probable they 
could overtake the reſt of the Company, ſince the Town where they were appointed 
to lodge, was at ſomething a far diſtance, as they had been informed by the old prieſt, 
he reſolved to retire into a ſmall Village not many furlongs from the place where 
they then were: being entred into one of the houſes of that ſcattered habitation, 
and finding it very barely furniſhed with all manner of commodities , towards his. 
entertainment, notwithſtanding he pretended: himſelf to be but onely a private - 
Gentleman, travelling towards his own Countrey , whilſt Creſes was providing 
meat for the Horſes in an out-building , he asked the people many queſtions con- 
cerning their preſent poverty and apparant miſery : Truly Sir, ſaid one of them, as 
in the general we may thank the Gods, and our own fates, that have placed our ha- 
bitations under ſo unfortunate a Region, ſo in the particular, muſt we impute our 
ſufferings to two cauſes : The one to the war ſo unhappily begun between Orſames 
and Soraſtros: The other, in that not many years ago, ſome of our Countrey , not 
being either able or willing, to ſupport the burthen of our continual taxations, ga- 
thered the people together in a warlike maner to reſiſt thoſe officers, that were ſent to 
raiſe and collect the money; which not proving ſucceſsful according to our intentions, 
we were not onely quickly diſperſed by multitudes of Souldiers, but other new im- 
- Poſitions laid on our Perſons and Eſtates; inſomuch as our fmall Revenues, will 
ſcarce defray the neceſſary expence and charge of our ſlaviſh condition, and to 
that purpoſe cannot keep our own children in out houſes, but muſt be forced to turn 
them into the world at a competent age, to feek better fortunes, in that a certain 
proportion of payment is alſo laid upon each head in the family, which doth 2. 
mount to mare, then any one of us can well gaiſ hy any labour or induſtry at home. 
But ſaid the Prince, we hear theſe payments vil now quickly ceaſe, in regard of the 
abſolute intention of a general peace, between theſe two mighty Kings of Syria and 
Egypt: The Gods ſend it, ſaid the maſter of the houſe, however this hath been the 
common talk for this many years, without any effects at all according to our hopes, 
and deſires, whilſt in the interim we do not onely ſuffer as you ha ve been already told, 
but in regard our Countrey ly es upon the Confines and Borders of both the Princes 
Territories, we are in a manner cantinually troubled with the quartering of ugruly 
Souldiers, that not ſeldom upon their parting from our habitations, deprive us of all 
we have, or can procure for many years afterward, which is the occaſion , that keeps 
us ſo ill furniſned of any kinde of commodity, that may give entertainment to 
ſtrangers and travellers: Furthermore, by the very Laws of this Nation, the Boon 
are not permitted to eat any Fowl; and no Grapes in a. manner being planted in 
theſe parts, we cannot give that ſatis faction to thoſe of the better ſort as we deſite: 
Theſe were items ſufficient, to perſwade the Prince, to be contented with what pro» 
viſions they could ſuddenly provide; which was a few Eggs fryed together in a pan 
over the fire; and for their drink, either they were to be ſatiiſied with clear running 
water from the next Fountain, or elſe with a certain kinde of ſweet liquor preſt from 
excellent apples, abundantly growing in all the Countrey of Sidonia: After Crefes 
and himſelf, had made an end of their delicious ſupper, they were willing to be made 
acquainted with theit places of repoſe, that as they imagined, would be nothing in- 
feriour to all the reſt of their entertainment; and truly it proved fo indeed, for the 
room where they were to lodge, was as near the earth as poiſible nature could place 
it, whilſt the open windows received the freſh air from the pare heavens, without any 
oppoſition at all, I 

In the morning, after they had rewarded the Countrey people according to their 
own bounty, they took their leaves of the poor Cottage, and within two dayes ſpace 
arrived at the ancient Town of Sidon, where again they met with their company, who 
could not but ſomething wonder at the occaſion of ſo long a ſeparation, * 
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they thought it not manners, particularly to enquire after thoſe adventures, which 
che Prince had deſigned and commanded. for his own pleaſure ,, nevertheleſs it was 
not many hours, before he himſelf made both Dedalus and. Meltander acquainted 
with the diſcourſes he had had with Cre/zs in the journey, proceeding (as he ſaid) 
from the intimations, he had received from his Uncle Oreſtes, which had made him 
fall back a little from thoſe reſolutions he formerly intended, when he parted from his 
Mother the Queen at the City of Damaſcus, until he could by better demonſtrations 
be aſſured of the affections of the Nobility of Myſſia; upon whom of neceſſity 
would depend the ſucceſs and proſperity of that journey; they could not chuſe but 
approve. of the reaſons, and ſo conſequently it was concluded, that the Prince 
ſhould firſt viſit the Hland of ¶Oyprus, unto which place preſently might be ſummon- 
ed, many principal perſons of the Myſſian Nation, not onely to confer about bis 
reception into their Countrey, but to pravide carefully, being there, for his ſecurity : 
as it was determined in the firſt place, that Meleander was the fitteſt man to be ſent 
into the Kingdom of ©3Hy/ia to this effect, ſo was it again held abſolutely conve- 
nient, that the Queen Hyacinthia, ſhould be preſently advertiſed of the reaſons of 
the alteration ; which Meleander himſelf. undertook in perſon to perform, and af. 
terward by Land to proſecute his journey into Myſſia, whilſt in the interim, eAve- 
thuſius, with his two ſervants Creſes and Dedalus, took ſhippping at Sidon for the 

Iſland Cyprus. . hea] -, | 
Upon Aret haſius's arrival at Paphos in that Iſland, he underſtood that Narciſſus 
the young Duke, was at the-preſent employed in a dangerous ſiege, before the ſtrong 
and rich Town of Salamnis, that ſeemed in ſome ſort to rebel againſt his Authority 
and Iuriſdiction. As this unexpected intelligence gave his thoughts ſome trouble, in 
regard of his own occaſions, that ſeemed in a manner to depend upon the fortunate 
ſucceſs and proſperity of that Prince; ſo after he had diſpatched Creſes, with Letters 
to Narciſſus, to give him notice of his arrival in the Iſland, one day as he was 
walking for his delight by the Sea · ſide, accompanied by many Magiſtrates of the 
Town, he was informed by one of them in this manner, concerning the rea- 
ſons that cauſed the preſent differences between the ſaid Town and their young 
Duke. W | 
My Lord, ſaid he, as I ſhall not need to trouble you; with the relation of that ad- 
mirable ſtory belonging to the loves, between Eumenes and the Lady Eretheria, 
our late Dukes Daughter, which may appear rather a Romance then reall in every, 
particular, ſo ſhall I give you as near as l can a true account of our affairs, ſince the 
death of the old Duke her Father, and conſequently the occaſion of our preſenc 
troubles and diſcontents. | | | 
To this purpoſe your Highneſs muſt give me leave to ſay , that Narcs[ns being 
ſettled in the Offices and Commands of his Father, by the ſeeming willing conſeng, 
of the people of this Iſland, it was not long before they began notwithſtanding in 
ſome ſort, to change their thoughts concerning his perſon or authority, (but whether 
proceeding from the inconſtancy of their own diſpoſitions, or being incited thereun- 
to by the late unhappy changes in the Kingdom of Lydia, I will not fay : ) fo that 
after a peace was made with Soraſtros King of Egypt, by which means, a free 
and flouriſhing Trade, was beſtowed upon the Iſland of Cyprus, almoſt through 
all the known parts of the world; the Subjects were perſwaded wantonly to be- 
think themſelves of a greater liberty of Government, then was any way convenient 
for the good and welfare of the Countrey, either in the general or particular. To 
this purpoſe the great and rich City of Salamnit being belt able, and ſo conſequently 
moſt proud, was the firſt place that made queſtion of. our young Dukes Authority 
and Juriſdiction ; inſomuch, as firſt privately, and after opeoly in moſt. things they 
contradicted his will and commands, pretending that as now the Egyptian wars were 
abſolutely at an end, and therefore no more need of a ſupream. Governour over 
their Perſons and Eſtates, ſo might ir be feared, that their Duke Narciſſus.in procels 
of time, with the help and aſſiſtance of the Souldiers being wholly under his power, 
(though paid intirely by their purſes and induſtry) might be ſo far perſwaded at laſt 
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to their diſadyantage, as to convert their endeavours towards the creating of Ng. 
ciſſus ſole Monarch of all Cyur, which was never enjoyed in effect by any of his 
predeceſſors : Beſides they alledged, that already many of their ancient Rights and 
Priviledges had been lately detained from them, by the extraordinary intereſt and 
uſurpation of their new Dake, whereas his Father had ever ſhewed himſelf onely ob- 
ſequious to their Command and direction, which made them again deſire to be 
verned by the known Laws of the Countrey, or elſe ſome general Aſſembly to be 
choſen, and appointed co that purpoſe from amongſt the people. | 

Although theſe things for ſome time proceeded but to diſputes, without any adi. 
on at altof hoftility ; yet Nareiſſas our young Duke, finding to what end tended 
their diſcourſes, privately gave order to have moſt of the Troops belonging to the 
Army, ready prepared for a ſudden march, whilſt in the interim he cauſed divers pro- 
poſitions to be ſent by Commiſſioners to that great and rich City, with ſome kinde of 
probability notwithſtanding of a perfect reconciliation, ſince their chief objection 
was, that either Marciſſus intended to be abſolute Monarch of the whole Iſland, or 
elſe would ſpeedily deliver over the Government, to the power and juriſdiction of 
Orontes, great King of Syria, whom the people as much hated as their. own natural 
Lord Soraſtros. 11 a 

In fine, Sir, not to detain you over long with impertigent and tedious diſcourſa, 
our Prince finding that he could not make or procure to himſelf juſt obedience from 
them, by reaſon of their turbulent endeavours and under. hand practices, ſuddenly 
with moſt of his Army, that he had for the preſent cauſed to be in a martial readi. 
nels, ſurrounded their Walls, to their no ſmall ama zement ; as ic ſhould ſeem with an 
intention to recover that by force of arms, which he could not perſwade them unto 
by any fair means or entreaty. _— | 

But he had ſcarce time given him for this diſcourſe , much leſs to proceed farther, 
before they were both advertized, that Narciſſ#s the Dake, accompanied by many of 
the Nobility of the Countrey, was not onely come from the ſiege of Salamnis, hy 
ving left the Army, under the Command of his Brother-in-law Zxmencs , but was 
at the preſent marching upon the Sands, to give Prince Arethuſius meeting and eu- 
tertainment ; when Narciſſus was within fight of the Prince, as if nature had in- 
ſtructed him in that reverence he was to pay bis dignity , he caft himſelf from his 
Horſe with ſuch a hafte, as cafily demonſtrated what an humble heart, his intire affe- 
ctions to the fair Princeſs Cloria bad created in bis boſome : Arethuſius of the other 
ſideobſerving every rule of civility, as well as conſidering the extraordinary need he 
- ſhould have of Cyprus aſſiſtance, met him in the half way, where they both preſent- 
ly embraced, with ſuch ſeeming ties of love and friendſhip, as if a long continued 
acquaintance were but again to be renewed in their intentions, although never before 
they had ſeen each other. - | | 

Thus I ſay in circling one another with their moſt noble Arms, at laſt Narciſſut, u 
if violently inſpired by other divine conſiderations, again ſeparated himſelf from the 
Princes Courtſhips; where at ſome diſtance looking him full in the face, be uttered 
theſe words: Is it poſſible, ſaid he, that more then heavenly Cloria ſhould be thus 
metamorphoſed into another humane ſhape, onely differing in the ſex and perſon: 
*Tis true, Arethuſius differed in reſemblance from his fair Siſter , no more then what 
prerogative ' a womans beauty might juſtly challenge above a manly proporti- 
on and complexion : he was tall, ſtreight, and graceful in all his actions, and (he 
was lovely ſweet, and raviſhing in every demeanor; ſo that the diſparity appear- 
ed but in thoſe excellencies, that God and nature intended neceſſarily, to make as 
diſtinctions of their kindes, not giving much advantage to either over the other, 
whether in che true ſymmetry of parts, or the well beautitying of them, to 
render the whole not onely admirable, but perfect: Nevertheleſſe, his Hair was 
entirely blaek, when as her dainty Curles were of a more declining condition, as 
if the predomination of heat more governed in him, as g. milder and con- 
venienter conſtitution in her: Arethuſius was apparalled for the greater lu- 


fire of his perſon (in that bis profeſſion, for the future ſecemed to be _ 
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ther martial according to his intention) in a plain Buff. Coat, neatly fitted to 
his body, which rendered his ſhape excellent to all the company, who beheld it with 
no ſmall admiration. The habit was mixed between the Syrian and Lydias faſhions, 
whilſt he carried upon his head a brave Plume of white Feathers, that fo correſpond. 
ed with the black natural colour of his hair, which made the oppoſite tinctures ap- 
pear, to be ſurpaſſing graces to one another. 

As his Sword was hung by his (ide , onely in a ſhort hanger, ſo wore he ban- 
drick-wiſe a watchet Ribband athwart his ſhoulders, whereunto was faſtned at the 
lowerenda rich Jewel, containing the marks and enſigus of his order of Knight- 
hood: Inſtead of a ſpear he carried in his hand a (hore Truncheon, that repreſented 
him to be a General of fome Army, either in effect or deſire. 

*Tis true, this large deſcription need not have been, if the glory of a youthful Ma- 
jeſty, were not a ſubjeR convenient for any pen or fancy ? In fine, aſter ſufficient 
complements paſt of all ſides, the whole company marched to Paphos , where many 
dayes were ſpent in tripmphs and entertainments, until Arethuſius himſelf being wea 
ried as*twas thought with ſhewes , when realities were abſolutely neceſſary for his 
condition, deſired Narciſſus, they might without any more impediments enter into 
confultations; neither was the Duke againſt the motion, for that his own Army be- 
fore the City of Salamnie, in ſome ſort needed his overſight. 

To this purpoſe , after they had ſpent ſome few dayes in private councels, with 
thoſe friends they could moſt truſt, either of the Kingdom of Lydia, or Iſland of Cy- 
prus, it was concluded, that as Dedalus ſhould again be ſent into Crete, ro try what 
party he could raiſe in that Countrey, in the behalf of King Ewarchar, either amongſt 
the {rerans or Lydiens, to joyn with Melcander, that was gone for Ag, to the 
ſame effect; ſo yas italſa determined, that Narciſſus ſhould preſently diſpatch two 
Ambaſſadours from the Iſland of Crus to the great Senate of Lydia, to expoſtu- 
late with that Councel the cauſes, not onely of the Kings pretended injuries; but 
why alſo the Princeſs Cleria his fair and moſt vertuous Daugbter, was in like manner 
detained under reſtraint, notwithſtanding her innocency , could not any way be ſuſ- 
pected of what crime ſoever. | | 

The two meſſengers that were ſent, were called Cratus and Zutphmion , who be- 
ing upon the Sea together, for their cranſportation into the Kingdom of Lydia, the 
water being calm enough for the convgniency of diſcourſe, Cratus who was wholly 
for Narciſſus, and ſo conſequently extreamly violent in King Euarchus's behalf, en- 
tertained the time with this manner of language: I muſt confeſs ſaid he, I cannot 
but wonder, why the great and now prevailing Senate of Zydia , ſhould not be wil- 
ling to yield co the propoſitions we are to make unto them, for the reſtoration of 
King Euarchus to his liberty and ancient dignity > when as the contrary probably, 
will not onely bring upon the whole Nation at the beſt a miſerable confuſion, in re- 
gard of their many factions and diverſity of opinions, but in time to come, muſt cer- 
tainly involve the people, in a laſting and continued War, ſince all Princes of the 
like heredicary command and juri ſdiction, cannot ſuffen the now King and his Poſteri- 
ty, to be thus ſhamefvully outed of his poſſeſſions, by the unruly endeavours of his 
natural Subjects, though now their own troubleſom Wars, do not give them liberty 
and conveniency, for ſuch an expedition, as I may ſay, tending to the ſafety and 
proſperity in the general of themſelves: for otherwiſe the example will prove too 
dangerous a preſident in particular, to their preſent and future Governments and 
Dominions, Zutpbnion with a ſmiling countenance, quickly returned him this an- 
ſwer. I do much more wonder, ſaid he, that your conſideration ſhould want preſi- 
dents in this nature, when as your own Countrey the Iſland of Cyprus, not long ago 
ina manner did the like, with their natural Lord the King of Egypt; who contended 
ſo many years againſt his power and authority, (by the aſſiſtance of other Princes) 
until they forced him, not onely to quit all his Title and Intereſt within thoſe Terri- 
tories, but even conſtrained bim to condeſcend to ſuch conditions, the people would 
beſtow upon him for his future quiet, leſt the contrary might have turned him out of 


more of his Right and Poſſeſſions: Wherefore ſay , it is rather to be conſidered on 
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our parts, | whether the converting of the Lydian State to a popular Common- 
wealth, would not better advantage our Iſland and Trading, then to ſuffer it fill 
to remain an abſolute Monarchy and Kingdom? for that as by that means, it would 
not be ſubject to look over us, with too much ſplendour and ma jeſty, ſo ſhould ſuch 
a Government upon all occaſions afford us a double ſecurity ; the one in lending us 
aid when we ſhould ſtand in need of aſſiſtance, againſt any invading enemy, as in the 
other part; in correſponding friendly with our Merchants, by way of Trading and 
Commerce. 02 . ene * 

In my opinion, ſaid Cratui, yon are extreamly deceived in both theſe particular: 
concerning the firſt, in regard that the equality of honour, when each ſhould be 
deemed an intire Commonwealth, would oceaſion many differences, and contentions 
over all the world, about place and preheminency in trading and the like; for that 
as we ſhould eſteem our ſelves the more ancient popular State, ſo would the Lydlau- 
ſill value their Nation, to be of more dignity and luſtre, not onely in reſpect of 
their vaſtneſs in Dominion, but alſo for that the people had been formerly governed 
by a King, not inferiour whilſt he ruled, to the greateſt Prince of eſſa, which pre. 
rogative by way of honour and eſteem , they would never certainly be willing to 
— however for their own advantages, they had altered the name of the ju. 
riſdiction. 5 5h als | 

The ſecond concerns commerce, either one with another, or both with other Na- 
tions; in which faculty, as we now of the Ifland of Cyprus, are reckoned too hard 
for all other Countries whatſoever, and at preſent furniſh the Kingdom of Indi, 
with many of their Commodities, at better rates, then they can procure them other. 
wiſe, by reaſon they have ſuch multicudes of Gentry and Nobility , not at all given 
to trading, either by Sea or by Land, but rather live upon their Eſtates, and take their 
pleaſures in the Countrey : ſo if that Nation ſhould be changed to an abſolute po. 
pular Governmeur, all ſorts of conditions for the moſt part, would remain in Towns 
as we do, and ſo by conſequence give themſelves to trading, to our apparent loſs and 
hinderance; eſpecially, ſeeing they are better furniſhed with commodious Havens 
then the Iſland of Cyprus, for the ſafety and conveniency of their Shipping: 80 
that at laſt by this means, we ſhould come to make but equal benefit with them of the 
Seas, that in a manner now remains whole at our diſpoſe ; or be outed wholly pet- 
haps of that prerogative, by their new increaſing induſtry in that particular yocati- 
on: Whereas I ſay, if they retain ſtill a King àmongſt them, we ſhall not need to 
fear ſuch a deprivation and obſtruction ; for that all the Nobility, and moſt of peo- 
ple, will give themſelves to other imployments, in regard of ſo many different inte- 
reſts and conditions, incident to Monarchy and Kingly dignity, ſince the perſon of 
the Prince, muſt be attended and obſerved , rather in recreations and courtly deſigns 
of a more noble nature, then in trading and traffick , either amongſt themſelves or 
with other Nations. 

A ſecond reaſon may be given, how that all Princes our neighbours, would become 
quickly jealous of the ſtrict amity and combination, between Lydia and the Iſland of 
Cyprus, not onely in regard of the multitude. of ſhipping in either; but alſo for that 
ſuch flouriſhing ꝑroſperity, might endanger peoples obediencies in moſt Monarchies in 
Aſia. with the hope of the ſame pretended liberty, and by that means be incited ei- 
ther to invade us with joynt and powerful Forces, or elſe abſolutely deny ns the bene- 
fit of trading in all their Dominions, without which, we of the Tſland of Cypru: 
could not poſſibly ſubſiſt, ſeeing that it is very well known, we are but the common 
porters of other Nations: But ſaid Z utphnion, although your arguments are very 
ſtrong, to perſwade my belief to be of your opinion, yet I cannot but think, the 
Iſland of Cyprus being united in one Common. wealth, with the large and rich Coun- 


trey of Lydia, we might not onely become ſuch prevailing maſters at Sea, that all 


other Nations would be conſtrained, even to beg trading, if not aſſiſtance at our 
hands ; but alſo would not know elſe, how to vent their own native commodities: 
Beſides, we ſhould by this means procure to our ſelves , the liberty of fiſhing upon 
the Zy4ian Coaſts ; which benefit we can ſcarce be without, as well to feed, as to ſet 
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on work our people of the inferiour rank and quality: Well replyed Cratus, not- 
withſtanding theſe may be ſome motives, to perſwade a firm union between both Na- 
tions, yet the inconveniency that would happen to our Iſland thereby, cannot be well 

conceived ; and the rather, for that it was never ſeen, that two Commonwealths of 

al power and greatneſs, continued many years in a certain friendſhip and amity, 

ſince not a few accidents would happen daily to ſet us at odds: Beſides the continual 
endeavours of all other Princes to that purpoſe, which probably muſt render the quar- 
rel ſo unreparable at the laft , that of neceſſity one of the two Countries, it not 
both, ſhould periſh by the violence of the contention: But however ſaid he, you 
know our imployment at preſent, is grounded upon other deſigns, which is to treat 
about the redemption of the King of Lydia; ſo that let us not any way frame our 
thoughts and endeavours to any other purpoſes, much leſs to comply with his enemies 
deſires. | 3 

After this ſhort diſputation between the Ambaſſadours, it was not many dayes be- 
fore they landed in Caria, and ſo by conſequence were ſoon conveyed to the great and 
rich City of Sardis, where the Senate of Lydia kept their Aſſembly: Within a weeks 
time they were admitted to a publick audience, at what time Cratus in the Grecian 
language made this oration. 2 181 

Although we bring health and recommendation from the people of the Ifland of 
cyrus, to the Aſſembly of this Kingdom of Lydia; nevertheleſs, we cannot but 
complain to ſee your Councels, not onely authorized without a King, but the mildeſt 
of thoſe Princes that ever ruled your Countrey, at the preſent to be detained a priſon- 
er, when as almoſt all the Nations of Af, ſeem to remain ſcandalized, if not enra- 
ged at the ſtrange example: Perhaps you will tell us, that it is againſt the laws of cor- 
reſpondency , for neighbouring juriſdictions, to meddle with the actions and pro- 
ceedings of each other; eſpecially when themſelves are no way concerned therein. 

*Tis true, I muſt confeſs, it hath not been the cuſtome of former times; yet of the 
other (ide, when we conſider what prejudice this preſident cauſeth amongſt your own 
people, and the general diſtraction it hath made in the world, by way of commerce 
and trading, give me leave to perſwade you to other conſiderations, or elſe to declare 
our own diſſatisfaction; for as in the firſt place it is to be doubted , what power you 
have over your King, ſo in the next it is to be enquired after, whether you can pro- 
perly be his Judges, be his pretended crimes never ſo obvious to mankinde, ſince no 
ſuch conditions ſeem to be annexed to the nature of any Government: If his faults 
be doubtful, his Tryal ought to be before an unintereſſed auditory ; and if he be in- 
nocent in the ſight of the immortal Gods, what prejudice have you done his perſon 2 
whefefore if our endeavours may procure belief, and our words perſwade reaſon ; 
you ſhall endeavour ta compound differences by ſome gentle Treaty, whereby he 
may be won again to have confidence in your intentions, by which means you iball | 
more juſtly obtain your deſires , to the perpetual felicity , perhaps of your Nation; 
when as of the contrary, if you proſecute this rigorous courſe with your King , you 
hall diſtaſte, if not amaze all the other Princes of Aſia, of the like intereſt and dig- 
nity, who however for the preſent, they may in ſome ſort ſeem to wink at your pro- 
. ceedings, in regard of their own preiling occaſions, yet in after times, when the oc- 
caſion ſhall prove more opportune, they will not onely hate you for your injuſtice , 
but be afraid of your intentions, concerning their own particulars. Ifay , be your 
pretenſions what they will, yet it is better to perſwade love and compliance from your 
King, then to compel and extort conditions from his prerogative , ſince the one may 
win his heart towards your particulars , when as the other will but force his perſon 
and not his minde to your ſatisfaction, at laſt perhaps to the prejudicing of your 
whole Nation, both by forreign invaſions and domeſtick troubles. When Cratus 
had made an end of this ſpeech, they told him, that as they had no deſire to have any 
difference with the Iſland of Cyprus, but rather were ambitious to keep a friendly 
correſpondency wich their Government, ſo of the other fide, not at all were they 
to be inſtructed in their duty, by any other Countrey or power whatſoever : Beſides, 


they wiſnt him to remember, but the proceedings of the Iſland of Cyprus not many 
years 
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years ſince, with their natural Lord and Maſter the King of E opt, which perhayl 
might render them better ſatisfied”, concerning their preſent tranſactions with their 
Prince Euarehus : but however, Cratus offered to make ſome reply, they not onely 


refuſed any more diſputatiom upon that ſubject, but told him, that their own Cong. | 


cels, and not any words of another , were to direct the reſolutions of the Ly 


| TT When the Ambaſſadours in this manner, were parted from the Senate, theſe fol. 
lowing diſcourſes and orations paſſed in the Aſſembly , the firſt that ſpake was one

| ”Although the Gods, ſaid he, have given us innumerable victories, againſt thoſe that 


would have oppoſed our deſigns, by reaſon of which in ſome ſort , we may preſume 


upon a future proſperity , yet if we ſhould now continue our Syilieds drawn in de. 
fiance of the peoples liberty, when no enemy ſeems to appear to contradiR our adi. 
ons, we might not onely be eſteemed tyrants to the whole Kingdom, but divulge our 
ſelves to have falſe intentions to all the world, in having at the firſt pretended to bare 
taken up Arms for our own defence, and the Subjects rights, and now when we hare 
overcome all thoſe difficulties, whereby every ſuſpicion is laid aſleep, we ſhould fil 


proſecute wayes of contention and hoſtility, which certainly cannot be excuſed in 


any kinde, fince our King is now a priſoner amongſt us: Wherefore ſeeing that the 
ancient and laudible conttitution of this Nation, will admit of no binding and jak 
laws to be made, without the free conſent of our natural Prince, whoſe misfortane 
probably at preſent muſt make him agree to any thing we ſhall deſire, my opinion is 
according to the propoſitions of the Ambaſſadours of Cyprus, we make new Addreſ. 
ſes to Cuarc hus, whereby our actions may become the more juſtifiable to forreign 
States, as well as the better ta ſa tisſie our own people at home, by which meant we 
may not onely be a great deal quieter in dur thoughts, but che Souldiers bya wel 
ſetrled peace, being disbanded, who begin already to be too inſolent in preſctibing us 
rules to govern by, the Subjects ſhall be altogether freed from their fears and 
taxations. ee e | A 3 .DGR, 

Scarce had he made an end of this oration 5 but another' perfon of the contrary 
ſa ction in the Senate, roſe up from his ſeat in great fury, and uſed this language. 

If this Senator, ſaid he, chat laſt ſpoke, had either honour in his diſpoſition, or 
conſideration in his thoughts, he would never have made motions ſo much to the Ar: 
mies loſs, and the peoples diſadvantage ,; for we that have nom Euarchus in our pow- 
er by a juſt Conqueſt, ſhould again voluntarily become ſubject to bis juriſdiction, we 
might again hazzard Lydia s liberty to another deſtruction, and ruther by that fogli 
pitty, ſtir up his cruelty, to ſome fatal revenge againſt our perſons and poſterity, then 
any way convert his will, whereby to aſſure us from further miſchief: No Gentle- 
man, ſaid he, let Exarch inſtead of being again placed in his old Throne and Dig - 
nity , to recover a new tyranny over our lives and fortunes , be brought ſuddenly be- 
fore ſome tribunal, there without partiality to give a juſt account, for thoſe offences 
he hath committed, againſt the truſt that was commended to his charge, whilſt in the 
interim, the poor Souldiers may be rewarded out of his Eſtate, who have merited the 
greateſt trophies that any glory can produce. ey 

After that this bold ſpeech was delivered in the Senate, which ſhewed there was in 


the compauy, not a few of the ſame intereſt , they for a pretty ſpace beheld one an- 


other, with ſueh diſtracted countenances, as if they were ſo far from ſpeaking their 
mindes, that they durſt ſcarce think their own thoughts, till at laſt one more valiant 
or leſs conſiderate then the reſt, made this ſharp reply. 

Truly, ſaid he, as I cannot but note an unworthy terrour in moſt of this Aſſembly ; 
however for no other cauſe as I conceive , then for that Violence rather ſpake , then 
Reaſon dictated, fo on the other ſide, if I ſhould be now ſilent, when not onely Ho- 
nour but Religion ſeems to ſuffer in a high nature, I could never fatisfie my ſelf with 


the omiſſion: Wherefore in thefirſt place, I do conjure the immortal Gods, to give 


me at preſent ſome powerful eloquence, to perſwade your hearts to thoſe actions, 


that are brave and honeſt ; and after that, I muſt alſo implore their aſſtance to

7670 this purpoſe, Gentlemen conſider I pray, if your wills be not altogether corrupt- 

ed. or your ſenſes out of their right ſtations, that a new treaty with the King, -=_ 


| onely means to keep us from a miſerable confuſion , ſince without it, neither the 


damental conſtitutions of this Kingdom can be maintained, or we lacking thoſe juſt 
rights, can claim any certain property in what we have: Why ſhould we now be 
drawn from our former reſolutions , (at leaſtwiſe profeitions) by any new intereſt 
whatſoever 2 which was rather to convert Euarchus, then to deſtroy our ſelves as 
well as him, fince by ſuch an inconſtancy, we not onely proclaim our own falſhood 
through all the tries of Aſia, but even lay open this very Kingdom of Lydia, 
to a probable inVifion by other Princes, who could no more truſt our intentions after 
this, then be in love with our actions for the preſent, in that there would be left no 
hope to all people, any longer to be confident of our purpoſes, when as they finde we 
keep no manner of faith with our own King : Let it ſuffice I ſay that we have already 
too much injured the Gods, by that ſtrong violence we have uſed againſt that autho- 
rity, char firſt gave vs power to aſſemble in this place, without further prejudiciog the 
kingdom, by wanting the approbation of him, that bath in his perſon ſufficient 


right, not onely to pardon us for all thoſe things we have done amiſs, but may eaſily 


by his willing aſcent, crown both our deſires and endeavours with a full andample ju- 
fication, whereby to render our poſterity happy in after ages, as our own perſons 
for the inſtant : It is true, we pretended at the firſt, a certain kinde of neceſſity for 
our taking up Arms againſt our Prince, which however, being fully granted, accord- 
ing to thoſe pretentions, yet nevertheleſs, when we ſhall now refuſe him to come un- 
to us, Naving abſolutely conquered his obſtinacy in that particular, we not but too 
much divulge our own typocrilieto the world, if that motion ſhall not᷑ be entertain. 
ed, ſince the late ſlaughters that have on both ſides been committed, were built · apon 
no other ground and baſis, correſpondent to our many profeſſions, as well private as 
publick, which I conceive, if not prevented by more moderate proceedings, may in 
after ages riſe up againſt our actions to all eternity. * „ . 4 

Ns ſoòner had he made an end of this general well efteemed ſpeech , but many of 
the contrary faction cryed him down with & kinde of furious xiolence: Some ſaid be 
ſhewed himſelf a traytor to the liberty of his Countrey: that he was inward- 


| ly an enemy to the benefit of the Souldiers, who had ſo courageouſly ventured their 


perſons, in the defence of the Senate of Lydia; neither wanted there a third ſorc 
that affirmed, that Exarchas had already bribed his intentions to his party and con- 
cernments : which continued the whole aſſembly for ſome ſpace in a miſerable confy- 
ſion: But at laſt the noiſe being ſomething appeaſed , one of the company with a fad 
—_—_ anda cholerick brow, roſe up from his ſeat , and made this ſharp oration 
inſt him. © 

5 Jox Gods, ſaid he, do the rights of Euarchus now again come, not onely in queſtion, 
but in competition with our religious endeavoars, in which conteſtation ; we have made as 
many deep pools of innocent and guiltleſs bluad , as would have drowned in a manner, 
mercy upon the face of the ehth , from the very thoughts , much leſs hopes of men: for 
my part I conceive , the breath of our complaints hitherunto, ſhould rather have driven 
our injuries into ſome remote place, to canverſe onely with Tygers and Monſters, then to 
be any more renewed to our diſadvantage, muth leſs to be countenanced in this Honſe , by 
thoſe that until now, we deemed to bi vñ our own party and intereſt, Muſt the expetiing 
people after all their labour and expence , fall back, another time under the loathſome yoke 
of their former bondage ? did we not alwayes aſſure thtir confidence; when they fought with 
ſears and wounds upon our ſrore', that the ſupreme juriſdiction of this Kingdoms Govern- 
ment, rightly appertained to their ancient inheritance , and now ſoall we unſay (when alt 
thiſe dangers art paſt) that no ſuch priviledge belongs either to their perſons or condition? 
If needs we will have the ſame King and Laws, let us alſo put on other reſolutions, and ſtill 
keep on foot with a laviſh patience, our old miſeries and oppreſſions, ſince it is unpoſſible the 
luture of Euarchus can be changed into more gentleneſs, * the thong hts of his preſent

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puniſoment, ſoall alwayes whet an hu ſpleen to greater revenge, as his power doth Wereaſe 
in his own opinion and imagination. | 

For my own particular, I ſhall wifh, nay I implire all the Deitis of Heaven, that he Way 
Hill te kept anchainea in this captivity, if not. encompaſſed round about with greater ſaruri. 
ties rather then gain more ftreugth, left he berume fatal to all, that either we or ours, can 
call happineſs in this wor id. | | 

Ne, noGentleenen, laid be, to make 4 full and perfect Cataſtrophe of the higheſt inju. 
ſtice can he defored, or we be in any capacity to grant to aur future prejudice, let us berg de. 
clare our ſelves guilty of all the innocent bload., that hath been lit herunto ſpilt in thy 
quarrel, rather then by the conſtquevce of clearing Enarchus by a new Treaty, the worli 
aui be peſſeſt, we have neither wit to preſerve our own advantages, or goodneſs ſufſicien 
to be conſtant , and juſt in aur executions, ſince thoſe crimes that have been ſo obvious te al 
the earth, muſt needs be directed to ſame object, either in us or. bim : And certainly nba

Truly, laid he, 7 ni vith much more reaſun, wonder at this mans paſſions, then aw 
ſwer his arguments, ſince there are few here accerdiug to my apprebenſions, that ſeem mt in 
their very countenances to blame his proceedings, jet becanſeit bath been ever the cuſtame 

of this great Aſſembly, to make objeftions againſt motions how ridiculous ſoe ver; I ſpall a- 
deavour to ſay ſomething, goncernng thoſe falſe principles he hath brought , as well far the 
| diſcharge of my own conſcience, 4 75 the farther ſatisfaction of this judicious Court. 

To this purpoſe in tha firſt place, I muſt ſay ; whereas he puts no difference between 
the total ſuppreſſion of the Kings juriſdictian, and gaining to our ſelves thoſe Rights and 
Priviledges, we have all this while fought for, I Hall deſire him but ſeriouſly toremem- 
ber, that upon the undertaking thu bloody War in the beginning, we did net pretend to 
have no King at all, but onely to make the K ing we had ours, and ſo by conſequence ty 
reduce him to thoſe neceſſities by powerful oppoſition , that leumighit willingby or conſtrain-

or at home from continua fattion : Beſides jou may remember, with what ſolemn. conju- 
vations never to deſtroy Monarchy, you envited the Myſſians into Lydia to your aſſiſtance, 
when the Kings victories ſeemed totally, both to prevail and triumph over all your endea- 
voure, which again was renewed by many proteſtations , when after a long contention they 
were perſwaded , to deliver the perſon of their Prince into pour hands and cuſtody , being 
overcome onely by the double power of both Nations; all which being conſidered, let us ei- 
ther entertain thu new treaty propounded with the King, or reſolve to become greater 
ſlaves to ſome other juriſdiction, then ever he could have made us by any pretended tyran- 
uf + Sg ſpall we not onely correſpond with the Ambaſſadowrs of Cyprus in unity and friend- 
id, but convert our Prince Euarchus to be confident of our intentions, whereby the King-

It was not many dayes aſter this conference, befote the Ambaſſadours, with the 
Senates Commiſſioners arrived at the place, where Euarebus kept rather the bounds 
of his own impriſonnient, then any ſtately or Royal Court: For however the guards 
of Souldiers, were for the preſent removed from bis perſon, yet being ſtill kept with- 
inthe circumference of the Iſland, it ſhewed, titre was an intention to give that li- 
berty a name of freedom onely, whereby bis conceſſtons might ſeem ro the com- 
mon view legal; for be had not any ꝑower at all, to winde himſelf out of his con- 
figefnent, and às little to ꝑſuſe the uttermoſt of what ſhould be required from his 
prerogative: In this poſture I ſay the Commiſſionets made their firſt*addreſſes ; 
within a while after they demanded, that as he was to take upon him the fats of all 
the blood; that had been ſpilt in tie late wars of Lydia, ſo was he abſolutely to quit 
the general protection of the Flamius, either in name or authority : Neither did 
they here reſt, ſince they expected he ſhould deliver up to the juriſdiction of the Hate, 
the chief mannagement of affairs in the Kingdom. The K ing atich# nm made 
them no other reply, but that he would take ſome ſhore ſpace of conſiderãtion, and 
then return them ſuch an anſwer, ag*fhould beſt become the thoughts of .a pious 
Prince, that more ſought and deſired the good of his people, then his 6wr proſperity 
and Government. | T6 JAS . 
When they were parted from him, after forme ceremonies uſed, ht entred into com- 
munication with the Ambaſſadors of Cyra, what might be the ſafeſt way, not to 
prejudice his own conſcience, and yer give that ſatisfaction to the Senateiwhich- was 
required : To this with à grave countenance, and ſomething a ſhort pitſe; Z»phy- 
von made unto him this Oration: Truly Sir, ſaid he, as che Gods mult be onely the 
Judges between your conſcience, and inward thoughts, ſince opinions in matters of 
Religion, ought not to be perſwaded by intereſt and worldly: ends ;'{6 of the other 
ide muſt-Ecake liberty to ſay; that fincè the neceſſity of your condirion; (which is

The contrary, as it would be u 
means the more to diſcover to their apprehenſions, your own weakneſs , as yout 
_ friends diſabilities, ſo would it probably keep together thoſe ſeveral intereſts , both in 
the Kingdom and Senate, (now in a manaer encreaſing to huge flames of diſconeent 
and confuſion) that may be ſo united in the defence of the common cauſeꝭ depending 
upon the genaral ſafety of their party, that all the Princes in Aſia ji 175 together

The King whilſt Z A delivering thus much, caſt down his eyes npon the 
ground; and with ſuch a ſtedſaſt look, as if he onely ſought conſideration of the 
earth, ſince the Heavens had afforded him fo little comfort: However when Z r- 
phyzen had made in end of his ſpeech, he ſeemed to give him thanks, with a bend of 
his body; and preſently taking Cratuhe other Ambaſſadour by the hand, he reti. 
red with him into his Bed. chamber, wbere being alone without other company, after 
the King had demonſtrated ſome paſſion in his heart, by a ſew Kingly tears, he uſed 
this diſcourſe unto him. 6 | 59 | | 
Cratus, ſaid he, as I know I may preſume abſolutely upon your affection and fide. 
lity, being ſent out of the Iſland of Cyprus, from my Son Arethuſius, and your own 
Duke Narciſſus, whom Teſteem in the ſame rank and quality, ſince his long preten. 
tions to the love of my unfortunate hter Cloria, are teſtimonies ſufficient, not 
onely of his noble nature, but of his conſtant diſpoſition, whereby my confidence in 
his aſſiſtance, becomes aſcertained : ſo of the other ſide, ben I have delivered unto 
you my abſolute conſent, which I do at the preſentgo thoſe future Nuptials, to beſo; 
lemnized as the Gods ſhall afford the conveniency ; 1 muſt conjure you by all the 
former tyes of friendſhip, between me and the Family of your Duke, with as many 
more, as both Gods and Men can beſtow upon mortality, not onely to give me your 
advice in theſe difficulties, wherein you ſinde me and my Kingdoms at the inſtant in- 
volyed , but to lead me out without any flattery, from all thoſe fond opinions, that 
may any way deceive my hopes, to my farther prejudice, left] be compeljedat laftto 
yield, to gyery thing diſhonourable that will be demanded. TED” 
- Cratwd\gith ſome little kinde of amazement, heard out the Kings defires to the 
laſt — any reply at all, untill at laſt, being invited to ſome an. 
ſwer by che importunity of his looks, he uſed this Language towards his ſatis-

| MON qertainic is, Sir, ſaid he, that it is no eaſie matter for a perſon of what ability 
ſoever, to give counſel in the tranſactions of forreign Affairs, that concern not his 
own Nation; but much more difficult, to perſwade without jealouſie between a 
Prince and his people, already grown deſperate in actions of contention , and acci- 
dents of War; however, rather then fail of that duty which belongs to your Ma. 
jeſties Commands; I am̃ reſolved, either to ſacrifice my judgement or opinion, in 
performing what is deſired, to the beſt advantage I am able towards your ſervice. 

To this purpoſe, I conceive, in the firſt place you are to conſider, your own now 
condition, and the little ability of other Princes to afford you aſſiſtance; for if I 
ſhould eftcem you at preſent, other then a priſoner to the Senate of Lydia, though 
Kill bearing the Name of a King; however that too more by fufferance then pow- 
er, as I ſhould ſcarce be thought worthy of my employment, as an Ambaſſadour; is 
that we are as well to look into the ſoul of things belonging to any Government, as 
onely to view the ſuperficies of the Countrey and State, fs might I betray your ex- 
peRations ?Tis true, there ſeems at preſent ſome deſire of the people, to reſtore you 


again to your ancient dignity z but of the other fide, the Senate are not onely Com- 


manders of that prevailing Arm that hath ſo often beaten and ſubdued your Forces 
in every Province within your Dominion but are really poſſefſed of all! the ſtrong 
places of your Kingdom, that probably ſhonld give your party, either reception 
or countenance; which conſequently denies you both Arms and Ammunition, 
* defeni your ſelf, or oſſend others; fo that of neceſſity you will be left to

And laſtly we may be certainly affured, that the people of the Iſland of Cyprus, 
begius to eavy the authority of Maroiſſus their young Duke; inſomuch, as if be 
ſhould but move a ſtone, towards the entring into a new war, although grounded 
upon never ſo great juſtice and right in your behalf, it were enough to otcaſion the

Theſe things being conſidered, with many others that might be mentioned to the 
ſame purpoſe, undoubtedly the ſafeſt way you can take, is at the preſent to comply 
in a manner entirely with your Senate, uatil the Gods ſhall better enable you to re- 

in, what you have already loſt of thoſe dues that belong to your Royat Crown 
and Dignity ; and bravely or piouſly in the interim, coment your thoughts, not 
onely with the juſtneſs of your caule, but with the hopes of thoſe continual faRions, 
that will daily ariſe in the Kingdom of Lydia for your advantage; the rather, fot 
that if Hercrambrotius ſhould again return to the City of Sards, with bis triumphant 
Army, before the finiſhing of the Treaty between you and theſe Commiſſioners, 
(which the Senate hath ſent to that effect) he might eaſily give Laws to both your 
endeavours ; and not onely chuſe whether you ſhould be King or no, but whether 
the Senators themſelves ſhould fit in their places: Beſides I muſt tell you, I cannot 
perfectly truſt my own Companion Zxtphytor in your behalf, ſince by many diſcour- 
{es I finde him inclinable, to ſettle a Trade between theſe people of Lydia , and out 
own Countrey- men, notwithſtnnding any contention: of you and your Subjects; 
which would in after times, much obſtruct all proceedings intended for your parti- 
cular concernment: ſince States for he moſt part, look more after the commodity 
they may obtain, then into the right of the cauſe they diſpute. 9. 

The King when the Ambaſſador had made an end of ſpeaking, told him with his 
eyes lifted up to heaven, that as he hoped the Gods would protect his innocent po- 
ſterity, in their juſt rights after his death, ſo muſt he have a care of his own conſci- 
ence, whereby not any further to exaſperate the Heavens indignation againſt his per- 
ſon, with theſe words, be went out with Cratus into the other room, where he had 
left the reſt of the company, leſt too much ſuſpicion might be gathered from their 
communication. 

As ſome time was ſpent in ordinary diſcourſes, before the Ambaſſadours took their 
leaves of the King, ſo when they were departed, he retired again into his private Ca- 
binet, where after a few tears dropping down from his eyes, as the greater teſtimo- 
"et bis ſad and afflited heart, he diſputed theſe conſiderations within his own 

ome. | 

Why ſhould my unkinde Sub jects, thought he, put me upon theſe ſtraights, that 
either I muſt confeſs my ſelf guilty of thoſe crimes ] never intended to commit, of 
quit my intereſt to thoſe Crowns, that bave for ſo many laſting ages, been worn by 
7 * predeceſſors? who perhaps were far more rigorous in their actions then my 


O you Gods, ſaid he, where are thoſe faults for which I am ſo deeply puniſnhed by 
your indignation, as well as my peoples diſobedience > If they be viſible to be known 
to the world, why are they not in ſome meaſure made apparant to my underſtand- 
ing, that either knowingly I might ſuffer, or Aſia be ſatisfied in my obſtinacy ? ſince 
the contrary doth but diſhonour other Princes, without affording me the comfort to 
ask Pardon, in that I know not who or wherein I have offended: If 1 follow not the 
tract of my Anceſtors, conſerving thoſe priviledges belongiog co my Crowns, with- 
out demanding more of my Subjects, or that I intended not to rule according to 
thoſe principles, I confeſs they might have cauſe to quarrel with my proceedingF; but 


when my Reign hath been gentler then former Kings and Princes of the ſame — 
that 
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that could challenge by right no greater oa then my ſelf , why ſhould ther 
continue ſo cruel to my purpoſes? Is it not ſufficient for the quieting of the hearts 
of my people, that I willingly transfer part of my powerto the Senate, whereby 
they may be able to make what Laws they pleaſe, both againſt them and me; but! 
muſt alſo accuſe my own innocency, to give both honour and belief to their action 
whereby poſterity might curſe my very name and being to all eternity? a 
- When the King in this manner, had ſpent all the ſtore of his inward paſſions, he 
went into the Garden to take his ordinary recreations; and after that to ſupper, 
where he uſed without any ſeeming trouble of minde, choſe common diſcourſe; 
among his followers, which education and cuſtom had enured both his nature and 
converſation unto, until the time of the night invited him to ſome neceſſary reſt 
againſtthe next mornings diſpute, which he ſuppoſed he was to have with thoſe Com. 
miſſioners, the Senate had ſent for his final anſwer to their demands. 

The next day according to expectation, the Commiſſioners appeared before EA. 
archus, unto whom he made this ſhortSpeech + My Lords and Gentlemen, ſaid he, 
if I ſhould again redouble my many proteſtations, concerning my pure and unfeign- 
ed intentions, perhaps that prepoſterous violence, would create in your apprehenſi- 
ons, rather ſuſpicion then belief of my future intentions; wherefore I ſhall onely 
leave the Gods to be ſearchers of my breaſt , as the perſwaders of your opinions; 
and however I have been heretofore moſt unfortunate in that particular, (ſince ſo 
much innocent blood hath been ſpilt, for want of ſufficient credulity) I am refoved 
now by other means, if it be poſſible, to ſatisfie the Senate, whereby unhappy LA 
may once more be ſettled in a quiet poſture, for the good and proſperity of my peo- 
ple: With theſe words he let fall a few ma jeſtick tears, as the ſtrongeſt proof either 
of his integrity or forrow : when he had pauſed fot. ſome pretty ſpace, in à certain 
kinde of ſeeming extaſie, he continued his diſcourſe after this manner. The propo- 
ſitions, faid be, ſent me by your powerful and prevailing Senate, if I be not deceived, 
conſiſt of two natures : the one in a perfect reſignation of all my. legal juriſdiction, 

into their hands, for that it is pretended they both can and will govern better. then my 
ſelf: The other ſeems to challenge a greater prerogative over me, then I have any way 
power to beſtow upon them, ſince they would have me confeſs a guilt in thoſe crimes; 
my inward thoughts never as yet gave conſent unto, which puts me upon theſe diffi. 
culties, that either I muſt hypocritically accuſe my own innocency , to the outward 
face of the world, or be abſolutely deprivedof that happineſs, we all hope for and 
expect by this Treaty; nevertheleſs to let both Gods and men ſee, how willing I am 
to any compliance, that may again reſtore peace and tranquility. to this unhappy 
Nation; in the firſt place ( for elſe as it ſhould ſeem the Senate cannot be ſatisfied) 
I am content to admit, I was in the beginning, the chief occafion of the late Wars: 
In the next place, for a farther confirmation of that ſatisfaction, (the chief thing de- 
fired) I will lay down my own Kingly Authority, for fo long a feaſon as the Senate 
ſhall chink convenient, towards the abſolute ſettling of private and publick differen- 
ces of the Kingdom ; proyided no a& of mine may any way hereafter, do prejudice 
either to my Sons right, or exclude the Fl/amirs from thoſe effential dues, that ap- 
pertain to the real worſhip of the Gods; whicti being ſaid}, he ſate down in his 
chair, with two or three melancholly ſighs, as if he were conſtrained like 2 ſad 
Pelican, in a wilderneſs of diſcontents, to ſacrifice the very life - of all his happineſſe, 
for his Subjects future proſperity, | 
| The Commiſſioners of the Senate, after the King had made an end of ſpeaking, 
drew together in a little nook of the room, there as it ſhould ſeem the bet- 
ter to conſult among themſelves , what anſwer was fitteſt to be returned, whilft 
in the interim Euarchus held a private conference with Cratus in another part of 
the Chamber. | | ; 

The people that were about the Kings perſon, might note in his countenance , ma- 
ny ſeveral changes as he difcourſed with the. Ambaſſadour : ſometimes he would

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ceeding onely ſrom the envious ſuſpicion of his own people, without any known

O yon Gods, ſaid he, what impieties now have" influence over this inferior world, 
when as men go about to uſurp your authority, and by a certain hidden pride and 
cruelty, eyrannize over the vety conſciences;, as well as the actions ot Princes If 
nt, how is it peffible, but chax the Senate ſnould be contented, (if not to ſuſſer the 
Flumins to temuĩn ill in che Temples) at leaſtwiſe to let thoſe that would, mae uſe 
of their function in private for their own ſatisfaction, to enjoy the priviledge ꝰ Ide.

inftantly to gd for Cyatas, one of the Ambaitidours of Cyprus , whilſt himſelf, 4 
he ſaid, wonld expect him in the Ante-Chamber, belonging to his own privy 
Lodgings. No ſooner was {rurss atrived according to the Kings deſires, but with 8 
great deal of paſſion (after he had embraced him) roid him, that as he had moſt cun- 
tidence in his integrity, being fent from his dear friend aud Son-in-faw Marciſſas; f 
was it now full time, to make uſe both of his wiſdom and kindneſs, fince the Senateof 
Lydia not onely violently preſt him to the reſignation of all his honour and authority, 
but challenged a new prerogative dver his inward conſcience , which was not in his 
power, as he ſaid, ro deliver up into their poſſeſſion, without the conſent and appro- 
bation of the immortal Gods: wherefore as it was not within the compaſs of any 
juriſdiction, to diſpoſe of ſacred —— then by heavenly Laws and Ordi- 
nances, ſo would he be content, for the pretended ſatiefu cbion of his people, to ſuſ- 
pend that point of difference, concerning theraking away, both the authority and 
the names of the F/amins out of the Temples; however no longer then until by a 
farther diſputation, either himſelf or the Senate, might reſt faticfied concerning the 
truth, and the legality of their function. W e | fl 
O Cratus, laid the King, thas have I preſumed upon your trouble, at this unſes- 
ſonable time of the night, in regard that tomorrow being che laſt day of our meet- 
ing, you might'employ yourbeft induſtry with the Commiſſioners to joyn in ſuch a 
compliance, as might prevent all ſadden accidents , that might occaſion either the 
breach or diſturbance of this intended Treaty, either by the Army, or others of 4

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This being ſaid, the King again taking the Ambaſſadour by the hand, with tears in 
his eyes, aſſured him all his deſires were, more to do good to his people then to ſatisfie 
his own paſſions, wherefore wiſht him forthwith to repair to the denates Commiſſi- 
oners, and try what effects his perſwaſions could work upon their natures to that 
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L Cratus could not but admire the Kings goodneſs, as well as pitty his condition, 
ſo did he promiſe to employ the utmoſt of his endeavours, to bring about the rigid 
Commiſſioners, to comply in this reaſonable requeſt with his deſires, to which. ef- 
ſect be preſently took his leave, as conceiving it a kinde of a reſpectiul charity, not 
any longer to keep the King from his bed, ſince he found his diſtracted and tor- 
menting thoughts, had too much creſpaſſed already, upon his reſt and quiet all the 
former part of the night.

In the morning very early, Cratus viſited the Commiſſioners, with a paſſion that 
merited ſuch an employment, as from ſuch a perſon. Gentlemen, ſaid he, have ꝓou 
loſt your wits as well as your ſeeming goodneſs? Have you got ſo much already 
from-your King, that you o about now to loſe that, and all you have in being over 
coverous? Is it not ſufficient that you obtain without any labour, the very eſſential 
and real points of your demands, but that you muſt now ſeek to play wantonly with 
his misfortunes ? As it were deſtroying. both your own and the peoples liberties , b 
ſuffering the Souldiers to come between you and thoſe happineſſes, which you expe 
from this Treaty and Conceſſions : Can you be ſo blinded in your opinions, as to 
think all the other Princes of Aſia will ſuffer you thus to. deprive Euarchus of his 
Crown, without calling your actions to an account? Eſpecially finding you ſo un- 
reaſonable in your proceedings, that no grants or offers from your King, will ſatisfie 
either your covetouſneſs or ambition, Truly, although you could be poſſeſſed with 
ſuch Hopes, by reaſon of the backwardneſs of other States, to intereſt themſelves 
in the affairs of your Kingdom, being as you believe involved into too many troubles 
of their own; yet certainly according to my opinion, the Gods will ſcarce ſuffer 
jon to intrench overmuch upon their proper priviledges, ſince Euarchus deſires, but 
onely the ſuſpenſion of that, which belongs to the Juriſdiction of the Flamins, until 
by further diſpute his conſcience may be better ſatisfied, touching the right and lega - 
lity of their names and function within his Dominion: Laſt of all, give me leave to 
tell you, that although our Countrey, the Iſland of Cyprus, have ever entertained in 
their boſoms, extraordigary and moſt affectionate deſires, to conſerve an intire friend- 
ſhipand commerce with your Kingdom of Lydia, yet when they ſhall finde your 
natures ſo much changed from your ancient principles, as neither ta entertaip wiſdom 
in your Councels, nor juſtice in your actions, whilſt you thus refuſe your Kings love 
and poodneſs, they may at laſt turn the points of cheir. weapons, both at Sea and 
Land, (which for this many years they have employed with ſo proſperous ſucceſs 
igainſt the great Monarch of Egypt) to piuck down that proſperity. you now enjoy 
byyour fortunate Victories. Although this language may ſeem a little too perem- 
prory, onely from an Ambaſſadour of Cyprus, yet tis that affection that we deſire to 
continue with your people, that makes me both bold and confident, to tell you what 
lought, as well as to perſwade you as 1 can, rather by truth and reaſon , then with

Although the Senates Commiſſioners appeared, not onely ſomething ſurprized, 
bot much more diſturbed, in regard they eſteemed it rather a bold reproof, then an 
ordinary admonition of Cratus, yet conſidering his reaſons of conſequence, as well 
2s being unwilling to have any difference with the Iſland of Cyprus, that had been 
for ſo many years eſteemed a conſtant friend to the Kingdom of Lydia; they held it 
at leaſtwife a better piece of policy, either to convert his judgement ,. or to comply 
with his deſires, rather then abruptly to appear inclinable, to break violently. or 
paſſionately with that ancient amity; wherefore one of them, dreſſing bis counte- 
nance in a certain kinde of diſſembling ſmile, as if the whole Company had cauſe e- 
nough to be angry with hys diſcourſe, if not with his paſſion, told him, that however, 
they were not acctftomed , to hear ſuch language, from any other nei bbouring 
— i Rr 2 ountrey ; 
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Countrey; yet in regard they believed his words, proceeded from an inward and 
hearty affection, towards a well ſettled peace between Euarchus and bis people, with. 
out any other deſign or diſaffection to this Nation or Senate, they were reſolved once 
more to conſult among them ſelves, how be might be fullier ſatisfied concerning their 
intentions: To which purpoſe they wiſht him to have ſome competent patience, 
- whilſt they retired for an hour or thereabouts amongſt themſelves , after which they 
promiſed him to return, with anample reſolution to his demands, either by argy. 
ments or conſent, that could not any way be contradicted without precipitation or 
obſtinacy : ſcarce was the time of an hour expired, but the Commiſſioners of the 
Senate returned co Cratus. who would not ſtir from the place without their full de. 
terminations; conſidering the deep engagement he had undertaken to the King, 
which was to try the uttermoſt of his power, whereby to bring the Treaty to a good 
and ſpeedy iſſue; the rather for that according to many rumours ſpread a 
the geople, the Army that was under Farezixs*s command, intended to interrupt the 
conclufion of the peace, at leaſtwiſe the effect of any agreement; ſince it was wholly 
deſigned without the Souldiers conſents., and as *twas prggended, to deſtroy all mi- 
litary intereſt within the Kingdom of Lydia, whereby to caſt the whole Government 
of the Nation, meerly upon the Senates authority : When the Commiſſioners were 
feated in their places, the chief of them uſed this language. 

My Lord Ambaſſadour of Cyprus, ſaid he; as we ſhall never be willing to remem. 
ber any unkindneſs offered us by the people of your Countrey, and as little thoſe 
paſſionate words that proceeded from your ſelf bat even now, ſo are we at preſent 
ready to let you know the reaſons, why we appear ſo rigorous (according to your ap- 
prehenſion) in our tranſactions with Euarc uu the King. , 

In the firſt place therefore I muſt tell you, that we have no larger a Commiſion - 
from the Senate to treat; much leſs to conclude, but what we have ſignified in our 
diſcourſe and propoſitions, neither concerning the Flamins, nor in any other par- 
ticulars: In the next place it is as certain; and we believe ſufficiently known to all the 
world, that the Senate of Lydia have bound themſelves by an oath, (ſolemnly taken 
before the Deputies of the Myſſian Nation) never to allow of the Flamin: in 
our Temples, nor any other cuſtoms belonging to the Worſhip of the God, 
but what they uſe aud practite in their own Countrey ; ſo that without their appro- 
bation, our Governours cannot diſpence with that Article; however to let you ſee, 
how willing we ate to comply both with your defires, and tha Kings gentleneſs , we 
will for the reſent iipend. © far with the rigour of our Commiſſion , occaſiohed 
partly bythe rigid ſeverity of the MAyſſian people, that that particular onely of 

the Lydian Flamins, ſhall be referred to the Senate fitting at Sardis, and in the inte- 
rim both the King and our ſelves, if he pleaſe, will equally ſubſcribe the reſt of the 
concluded agreement. | | 

To be ſhort, Cratut was not much diſpleaſed at this reſolution, and went preſent- 

ly with the Commiſſioners into the Kings chamber, where Exarchw had attended 
with much impatiency, what hopes bis endeavours would produce, towards the ſet- 
_ tlement of the diſtracted affairs of Lydia, according to his wiſhes and deſire ; when 
they firſt entered the room. the King beheld them with ſuch a look, as if he had ex- 
pected either life or death from their determinations, concerning the controverlie 
now in queſtion.” As it was not long before Cratzs acquainted him with their pro- 
ceedings, (which he entertained with joy enough) ſo the next day, they all took their 
journey towards the great City of Sardis, whereby either to receive a confirmation, 
or a condemnation of their endeavours. | 

Upon their arrivalat Sardis. the Deputies of Myſſia were preſently ſent for to the 

Senate, to be made privy to all thoſe tranſactions, that had paſſed between the King 
and the Commiſſioners, in the Iſland, where he remained confined : The chief de- 
bate in the Councel was, whether Euarchus had given ſufficient ſatisfaction to the 
people of Lydia or no, concerning the Flamiut, and their juriſdiction in the Tewples: 
After a long diſputation and much contradiction, it was to the queſtion , how 


far the Kings conceſſion ſhould be allowed: The Deputies of the Myſian Nation 
were 
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were demanded , either to give their conſents, or deliver their opinions : Thoſe per- 
ſons belike fearing, chat if they ſhould ſeem at the preſent over rigid in that particu- 
lar, the agreement with Euarchus would be ilangered or protracted to their diſad- 
vantage, = onely by a ſettlement of affairs between the King and the Senate, they 
might hope for a new. intereſt in the Kingdom of Lydia, wherefore ſpeedily gave 
their conſents, with the reſt of their faction; however to the diſcontent of the other 
Senators, though fewer in number of the contrary opinion: Neither did Far ezixs 
himſelf, at that time, ſeem to diſcent from the agreement and reſolution , being Ge- 
neral of the Army and protector of the Souldiers; inſomuch as preſently with ſome 
acclamations of joy, they publiſhed through all che principal treers of $ardis, a de- 
| e of their happineſs by this accord, ready to be made as twas pretended 
with their King. 0 1 
However a ſeeming peace, appeared already to be ſpread throughout all the Ter. 
ritories of the — Monarchy, yet two Senators named Gyges and Scixox , that 
had received as they thought affronts, in thoſe diſputations and decrees that had paſ- 
ſed, went inſtantly to one Iris a chief Commander in the Senates Army: and after 
they hade made this Officer, particularly acquainted with the cauſes of their com- 
plaints, pretending the Ayſſian Deputies abſolutely governed all the Councels and 
reſolucions of the Senate, by which means that Nation intended to become new ru- 
lers in the Kingdom of Lydia, to the enriching of themſelves and enſlaving of the 
people; intimating what loſs and prejudice the Souldiers would receive by this agree- 
ment, when as already it was propounded to have many of their Troops disbanded, 
without rewards or ſatisfaction, deſired him, he would endeavour ſome obſtruction 
with Farezixs and the Army in this particular, or elſe they feared as they ſaid , the 
Gods would ſend down plagues from the Heavens, to puniſh the injuſtice that was of · 
fered to the people and Nation. ; | 
Although Iris at the firſt, was ſomething amazed at this ſeeming fury and diſtracti- 
on, yet knowing many of the Souldiers and common people to be of the ſame faction 
and intereſt; he went the next morning to Fare ius the General accompanied by ma- 
ny Officers of the Army, to whom he uſed theſe words: My Lord, ſaid he, I begin 
now to perceive, that not onely the power and intereſt of the Souldiers, are fallen in 
the opinion of the world, when the Senate dares again boldly act without our autho- 
ity, but alſo may as it is to be ſuppoſed within a ſhort time, inſtead of being reward- 
2 thoſe gallant ſervices we have performed, in the redemption of the Kingdom 
of Jydia, from her preſent and future miſeries, be entirely disbanded into the world, 
without pay or other recompence, onely to converſe with ſcorn and contempt, 
among the common people, who perhaps neither love our perſons , or will alwayes 
relieve our wants, if we ſhould be in this manner neceſſited to rely wholly upon their 
charity: ſhall it be thought, that when we expect to enjoy the fruits of our labours, 
after our ſo many ſcars and wounds , weſhould be fruſtrated of thoſe conſcionable 
daes belonging to our deſerts, for no other reaſon , but that the Xdyſſian Deputies 
would enrich themſelves, with the Trophies and ſpoils of our Nation? who knows 
not that Euarchus is yet more inclinable to their ſatisfaction, then to his Kingdoms 
food, ſince all our endeavours to win his affection, both by his releaſement from pri- 
when he was abſolutely under the Senates juriſdiction, and bis civil uſage from 
time to time. by the whole Army, have not been ſufficient motives as we ſee, either to 
perſwade bis belief towards our particular, or ſo much as to procure any manner of 
approbation, much leſs confidence in the Souldiers behalf, from his ungrateful Queen : 
No, no General, ſaid he, it is unpoſſible to withdraw the Syrian Nation from the un- 
worthy My ſſiaus, ſince as that State conceives to have a particular predomination 
over thoſe people, ſo muſt we never expect to come in competition with their inte- 
reſt, by what good office ſoever we ſhall either offer or do for Esarchus; and ſo con- 
ſequently he nor none of his family, can be won to us or our poſterity , having ſo 
great and large an intereſt in the Syrian blood and name: wherefore I ſay, if we fuf- 
er this treaty to go on, between the King, Senate, and Myſſiaus, let the Army pre- 


lently lay down their weapons, as a wiſhed facrifice to this intended . ; 
| . - i1nce. 
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ſince never more will there be need of our aſſiſtance: Aſter which the Senate may 
govern, the Ay ſſians triumph; notwichſtanding Euarchus may ſtill be kept a great: 
er priſoner to boch their ends and pu oſes, then now he undergoes under our For- 
ces and Authority : So that let us either make him ours, as beſt deſerving his truſt and 
affetion; or abſolutely ſever that intereſt and power, that reſolves not ſo much tg 
help him, as to deſtroy us. In ſhort it may be conſidered, that whilſt the Souldiers 
keep together in one entire affection , they will appear to all Lydia, to have ſuch 3 
ſtrong and powerful body; as muſt not onely terrifievur enemies, but procure us re. 
compence, reſembling ſo many ſmall wands bound up together in one bundle, which 
in the whole make up a force of ſome conſideration, whereas one by one, or diſtrad. 
ed in our reſolutions, we ſhall eaſily be broken in pieces, by every popular or violent 
ſtorm of ſpight and diſaffeRion : The rather may I urge this wiſe and neceſſary con- 
junction, there being ho face of power for the preſent , that dares contend , either 
with our valour or fortune; which I muſt tell you, we cannot long promiſe to our 
hopes, if we go not about to prevent future miſchiefs, whilſt the Gods have beftoy. 
ed upon us both the means and the opportunity; for that we have not onely over: 
come the King, but threatned the Senate, who certainly will remember thoſe concei. 
ved affronts, when they ſhall be rendred any way capable, either to reſtrain our pow: 
er, or diveſt us of that authority, which they ſuppoſe we now enjoy contrary to their 
wills and intentions, nor may we hope to obtain the like opportunity again, by any 
induſtry we can uſe, ſince we have not onely loft much of the affections of the peo. 
ple, in having quartered freely upon their Eſtates without interruption, but have alſo 
diſtaſted the rich City of Sardis, in a moſt high meaſure by our attempts, in having 
ſo lately outed them of many of their priviledges: ſo that it will be unpoſfible again, 
co form a new Army, this being once broken, ſince from the multitude muſt come the 
ſupplies, as from the Town muſt iſſue the money, to make good ſuch an aſſembly. 
This being conſidered in — particular, give me leave to conjure you, by thoſe 
burning flames yet remaining I hope in your heroical boſom , that deſervedly once 
made you the juſt owner oi ſo many noble and gallant vict ories, by which the peo- 
ple of Lydia, had almoſt purchaſed to themſelves and poſterity a new liberty, n. 
ther to tear up the root of thoſe” ancient Laws, that hath for ſo may ages detained 
the poor Subjects in a continued captivity , then ſuffer ſuch deceits again to pro 
under the name of a well ſettled Monarchy ; which in effect threatens not ing elſe 
but tyranny and oppreſſions to all forts of conditions: whilſt we ſuffer what bath 
been formerly gained by the Sword , with the dear expence of ſo much precious 
blood, to be loft from our poſſeſſion, by the onely practice of a few ignorant, though 
crafty Councels, made up in haſte, between fear and deſperation ? muſt our gallant 
Army become humble fuitors to the Mſſian Deputies, after all their unexampled 
ſervices, to be ſtill continued in thoſe offices, that made both them and the Senate 
what they are ? ſhall we with our Petitions in our hands be ſeen , daily to attend the 
proud Cirizens of Sardis, for nothing but to be paid our juſt dues, when as we fought 
chiefly to maintain them in a luxurious proſperity, which renders them now rich and 
reſpected before other people > what may our yet remaining party in the Senate 
think of our courages, or the Gods judge of our conſciences ; when as we ſhall ſuf- 
fer the one to be loſt, as the other to be contemned, by thoſe that appear to hate the 
firſt, and deſpiſe the latter, ſeeking no other thing but ro couzen us our of our rights 
and priviledges , whereby themſelves onely under the borrowed name of a King, 
would uſurp dominion and juriſdiction over the eſtates and perſons of the deceived 
and afflicted Subjects? No no, my Lord General, ſaid he, let us whilſt we may, pre- 
vent theſe threatning miſchiefs, leſt when we would, we want the capacity to doit, 
and then as our own people would perpetually curſe us for the omiſſion , ſo all the 
world beſides might very well deride us, for having neither hearts nor brains, to con- 
tend againſt ſo contemptible and weak a power, that never as yet fought for theit 
own intereſt, however by craft and ſubtilty they have had the fortune to deſtroy

The Caſtle deſigned far the Kings new impriſonment, was ſeated upon a Rocky 
mus, that afforded it almoR no more ground, then was neceſſary for the building 
thereof; ſo that the continual beating of the waves of the Sea, upon the ragged 
fides of the. Cliffs in the night ſeaſon , gave a moſt melancbolly horruur to che 
te and apprehenſion of people, which allowed the King ſcarce any other re- 
Creation, then what proceeded from the daily exerciſe of his own pen, that in a man- 
dor he imployed continually, in ſetting downall the unfortunate paſſages of his life; 
thangh ſometimes he mixed his ſtudies, with divers contemplations of the uncertainty 
of worldly affairs; Thus I may ſay for che moſt part, he ſpent the tedious hours of 
bi impriſonment for ſame weeks , until the Oovernour as it ſhould ſeem, being of 
ſomething a noble nature, and ſo conſequently pittying his captivity, not onely af- 
forded-him oftentimes the canveniencyof bis own converſation, but would now and 
then ſofter him to walk in a ſmali Alley belonging tothe Caſtle, bounded onely by the 
Walls af the one ſide, as by the Sea of the other; which notwithſtanding, gave a 
more then ordinary delight to his ſenſes, in that it not onely allouied him the liberty 
of ſtirting in the frefhgire ;-a benefit that nature and euſtom had enured him 2 
rom 
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from his infancy; but alſo laid open to his view, the large and delighful oſpeck br 
the main Ocean, as well as otherwhiles, brought to his ſignt and confderatin many 
brave Ships coming and going out of the neigbouring Haven.

Truly Sir, ſaid he, as I profeſs before the immortal Gods, I was not any wa privy, 
much leſs conſenting to your new reſtraint, ſince my intentions are more to thriye b 
a ſettled unity, according to the ancient and known Laws of the Kingdom of Ly 
then to fiſh in troubled waters, whereby to become rich from other mens labours, in 
nothing bur tumults and diſorders; ſo muſt your Ma jeſty give me leave to tell you, 
without any manner of flattery, that the fears and jealouſies the Souldiers have, to 
be outwitted by the M45 fſiavs Deputies, and by that conſequence to be deprived of all 
their juriſdiction and preſerit command, which they conceive they have dearly 
bought, with the much expence of their blood, is the greateſt occaſion of yourill 
uſage at this time; ſo until they can be aſſured of the total ſuppreſſion of that fad. 
on, that aims at an accord with your ſelf, onely thereby to govern the more abſo- 
lutely, I do not ſee how probably you can expect a releaſement from your continued 
miſeries: and the rather, for that they finde the State and — * of Syria, i no 
way poſſible to be wrought, either to forſake the Mylan intereſt, or to put any con-

themſelves in the height of ambition and imployment. | 
To the other part of your queſtion , what might be the farther intention of the 
Souldiers concerning your particular perſon? as I cannot but hope well of their 
meaning, ſince it is not to be expected, that they have the leaſt determination to of- 
fer force, where they may probably hope to perſwade; ſo of the other ſide, I am of 
opinion, that they put on countenances of ſome terrour and cruelty, whereby the 
better to bring you about to their purpoſes, and by conſequence , would work the 
Syrian (and _— your own Queen Hyacinthia) not onely to an abſolute comply-

condition with his many misfortunes ; and this cauſed him wich ſome few deep ſighs,

Being informed by certain ſpies, we have ever kept about the Iſland , ſince your new 
impriſonment , that you were accuſtomed , to walk often upon the Rock, without the 
Caſtle Wall, we thought it our duties by this. ſtratagem , to deſign ſome intelligence, 
that might bring you both comfort and relief: wherefore be pleaſedro know , that as the

ſelf, in complying with the occaſion , without other conſiderations , he ſhould 
not onely win Myſſia, but pleaſe Syria; infomuch , as inftantly making uſe of the 
_ pen; which was incloſed in the letter; he writ an anſwer to the paper after

. Traks this advertiſement rather ſent from the Gods , then any way reſt doubtful of the 
Myſſians intentions; wherefore as I am reſolved , no way to make any agreement with 
the Souldiers ; without the conſent of the Court of Syria, ſo am I reſolved to morrow 
about the ſame hour, to repair again totheſe walks , at what time, if the preparations 
jun ſhall make may be convenient any way to anſwer my expettation , as 1 ſhall eſteem my 
ſelf happy in my own liberty; ſo may you be ever confident of my affection: unto which I 
willingly ſubſcribe my name. We; "HY OO

The King when he had writ thus much, he ſtept tothe border of the Rock , and 
(aft. down the paper into the Boat; after which he preſently, retired into his own 
Lodgings, with a ſufficient contentment as it might be imagined, both in his heart 
and countenance , though he was far from diſcovering his thoughts, either to the 
Captain of the Caſtle, or any of hig attendants ;. nevertheleſs to colour the better 
his intended deſign, all the afternoon he imployed his time, in the converſation of 
the common Souldiers, performing ſuch paſtimes and exerciſes in their companies, 

as moſt ſuited with their natures and breeding, however done onely on pur-

pole. the better to diſguiſe his intentions from their ſuſpicions. Thus, I ſay, did 
good Exarchu pleaſe onely his fancy, with the hopes of thoſe aſſurances, that were 
either of themſelves, or doubtful in the execution; ſince to this day it refts 
moſt in, whether the King were more unfortunate by bis fates, or betrayed 
in bis Councels , notwithſtanding theſe thoughts kept him imployed all the former 
part of the night, for that the Idea's of a new proſperity, ſeemed to entertain his 
minde, though they deſtroyed his teſt: but about the hour of one in the morni 
when his ſenſes neceſſarily were entered into their own quiet, by reaſon of his long 
watching (or rather violent motion) of a ſudden he being aſleep, there entered into 
his Chamber, half a ſcore of armed Souldiers, who coming to his Bed-fide without 
any ceremony, (he being already wakened by the noiſe) told him, that as he had 
broke the bonds of confidence, which the Army might have in his truth and inte. 
grity , not onely in treating with other intereſts , without their privity and conſent. 
but alſo in practiſing an eſcape, contrary to their expectation; ſo muſt he not ex- 
pect from their uſage, ſuch civilities, as heretofore he had enjoyed, from the Soul. 
diers preſent power and juriſdiction. - 5 SER 
As the King had not boldneſs enough in his own nature, to deny in the gene- 
ral his intentions: ſo had he not fo much opinion of any ſatisfaction they intend. 
ed to afford him, as to enquire further after the particulars of bis misfortunes; 
Wherefore he told them, he was ready prepared to expect their worſt crueky, 
without troubling bimfelf or them with any defence, or juſtitication of his actions 
whatſoever ; Although che Souldiers ſpent not much more time in expoſtulation 
with him; yet they let him know, with ſomething a ſowre demeanour , that as 
they brought with them an abſolute Commiſſion , to remove the Captain of the 
Caftle from his place and command., in regard he had been too remiſs in his office, 
by giving his perſon a larger liberty then was intended, ſo were they alſo impoy. 
red thereby to diſpoſe of him, to ſtraiter lodgings in the Fort, to prevent 
hereafter other ſtratagems of eſcape , prejudicial both to the Army and the King. 
dom of Lydia: Exarchws with a kinde of a ſmiling countenance told them, as 
they bad freedom and authority enough, to uſe their own pleaſure concerning his 
particular, ſince he wanted both friends and means, any way to contradict their 
reſolutions , ſo was he determined without any reſiſtance at all, to obey perſonally 
their purpoſes, and with that preſently called for his clothes: When he was ready, 
they conducted him to upper rooms in the Caſtle, that a him at the mot, 
a few uneven leads to walk upon, for his health and daily Mereation: Beſides, as 
they placed certain Centinels, to wait continually at the outward door of his lodg- 
ings , fo would they permit but their own creatures, more intimately to attend his 
erſon. 
, As ſoon as the King was put (as I may ſay) in this ſorrowful poſture , he began 
more inwardly to reflect, not onely npgn the cauſes of his new reſtraint, but upon 
che occaſion of the difcovery of the lat? deſign : In the firſt place he conſidered, that 
as the jealoufie of the Souldiers might be diftaſted , to ſee him retain ſo much confi- 
dence in the Myſſian undertakings , by the means and procurement of the Syria» 
Monarchy , fo was it not in his power as he believed, totally to forſake that intereſt 
as yet, in regard he could not build certainly upon the Armies intentions, not know- 
ing very well whether they deſired a King or no, wherefore if he ſhould appear in 
that nature, inconſtant to his own many profeſſions, joyned with the perfwalion of 
his Queen Hyacisthia, wholly governed as he ſuppoſed by the influence of the 
Court of Syria, he ſhould not onely incur thereby an unrepairable loſs to his po- 
ſterity, wanting upon all occaſions the aſſiſtance of that Nation; but alſo pro- 
cufetohimſelt a perpetual captivity , in not having any other conſiderable friends 
to truſt : In the next place he could not well determine in his minde, whether the new 
ſtratagem of his eſcape, was either deviſed in that manner by his enemies, w 
to have the better ground for his ſurer impriſonment, or that ſome unfortunate 
accident had revealed the deſign , before it was put in execution, but however theſe 
were but onely ſurmiſes, that gave the Kings thoughts imployment , for _ 
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of better recreations; yet when he did reflect upon theſe conſiderations, he would 
often call upon the Gods goodneis for his own relief, 

O you immortal powers would he ſay, whoſe inſcrutable decrees are beyond the 
reach of all humanity to comprehend, although we may not at all doubt the juſtice 
of your proceedings in every moral action, much leſs in thoſe Sacred things, that 
belong more particularly to your own Divine Worſhip; yet give me leave in a hum- 
ble way to expoſtulate with your goodneſs , what at the preſent may be the chief 
reaſons of my ſuffering; ſince my ignorance of knowing in ſome ſort your intenti- 
ons, renders me often, rather deſperate in my thoughts, then better prepared to call 
my ſelf in queſtion for thoſe offences [ have committed: was it the greatneſs of my 
digniry, when I was gloriouſly enthroned in my Kingdom of Lydia, that ſo far daz. 
led the eyes of my ſoul, that I could not perfectly call to minde, from whoſe mer- 

I received ſo. great a benefit? Were thoſe continual pleaſures, I enjoyed with ſo 
liberal a freedome for many years together, ſeat me as deſtroying poiſons , either 
to corrupt my inward parts, or to overthrow all my proſperity in this world? If 
they were, certainly I thall more willingly entertain the latter. with an humble pati- 

, then again return to the other, whereby you might become perpetually exaſ- 
red againſt my duty, or want of conſideration. | 

Jet O you Gods, lay not the faults of my whole Kingdom upon me, leſt I too 
evelly periſh, wich the weight of my own miſery, when as many perhaps are more 
guilty then my ſelf, (thodgh'inexcuſable) in thoſe particulars that are onely called 

actions. Wherefore I moſt humbly beſeech your mercies , not to deliver me to 
them to be puniſhed, who can as little claim an intereſt in the true principles of your 

ſervice, as any of my own family, who have moſt taſted the bitterneſs of your dif. 
Pleaſure : Muſt I, and none but I, anſwer for the crimes of the whole Nation? with- 
out ſo much as being declared a Martyr for my ſuffering , whilſt others are eſteemed 
good, hecauſe they continue their proſperity, and my ſelf held a criminal onely, be- 
cauſe I am unfortunate. #* 31 22855 . 

O you heavenly powers, miſtake not my intentions, or diſdain my ſupplications; 
fince as I d not any way preſumptuouſly preſcribe you rules, or as little doubt your 
- indifferency in judgement, ſo ſhall I be ever moſt paſſionate to ſee ;: the world con- 
verted rather then puniſhed, wherein my ſelf may hope alſo to be numbred. 

Whilſt che King had liberty enough, both for theſe complaints and other devoti- 
ons, (ſince for the moſt part his converſations, were onely the ſolitary whiſling of 
the winds from the vaſt body of the Sea, that in a manner incompaſſed the meſan- 
cholly Caftle round about, and the violent beating of. the Waves upon the ſides of 
the Rocks, that lay under his Chamber windowy, which often afforded his ſorrowful 
ears unwelcome noiſes) Gyges, Scinon , and Iris, conceiving theſe late violences they 
had uſed in the City of Sardis, without farther proceedings, might either endanger 
their perſons, or fruſtrate their deſigns , wherefore met one night with others of che 
fame faction in the Temple of Dis, not many furlongs without the walls of the 
Town , where after they had taken each other by the hands, with faithful promiſes 
of their future conſtancy , Scinon being the moſt violent and active in the company, 
began to declare his thoughts and opinion in theſe words. = 
Fellows either in happineſs, or miſery, ſaid he, can it be thought that Zxarchus 
life, will ever warrant our condition, much leſs juſtifie our actions, whoſe bewitch- 
ed affection to higfungrateful Countreymen (the unworthy AH aut) hath made 
him more rely upon their promiſes, notwithſtanding they have ſo often deceived his 
happineſs, then upon our juſtdeſerts , that not onely delivered him at the firſt from 
his harſh impriſonment , but gave bis condition new hopes of proſperity in the fu- 
ture? If theſe proceedings are viſible, not onely to our ſelves, but to the whole 

Kingdom of Lydia, and fo conſequently the principles to be confeſt by all knowing 
judgements, whar hopes can we have (if ever he again recover any manner of au- 
thority) but ſharply to caſt the heavy weight of his exaſperated malice, according 
to thoſe dictates our worſt enemies hall infuſe into his belief, as being the prejudi- 
dated objects of all his paſt conceived miſeries _ misfortunes > For put = 
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he ſhould for his wiſhed liberty, confent to give us a diſſembling perdon for the pre. 
ſent, how can we any more cruſt his hy e in after times, then now be ſures. 
ther of his affection, or his-fecurity ; witneſs his late endeavours to eſcape from our 
jurifdition, notwithſtanding his captivity was bor gentle and milde > And truly, if 
he were poſſeſſed with fach low thoughts, as cafily to pardon with fear and trem- 
bling, ll choſe lofſes which de bech faftained by the Armies victories, I ſhould be 
ſcarce willing to live under ſuch a Prince, that could fo indifferently carry bimlelf 
between his friends and enemies; but far am I from believing that Arethaſius (how. 
ever Exarcha might be'brought by our endeavours, to yield to ſomè poor and con- 
temptible terms, abſolutely neceſfary for the Soufdiers preſent condition) being 
ſprung from che root of ſo many Monarchs, would ever be perſwaded, to ſeal i 
confirmation of thoſe conditions, onely extorted (as will be pretended) from his ha. 
ther, bound hand and foot in chams, without which you know we cannot poſſibiy 
be ſafe in the future; ſince the change of the perſon (by way of orderly ſucceſſionj 
muſt of neceffity put usto the ſeeking of new pardons, that perhaps may cone ty 
be diſputed , when we ſhall have no power at all to defend our intereſt : Wherefore 
I ſay, there is but two things leſt to our conſideration , either to detain Euarchus fill 
in priſon, or to take from him his life, chere being no mean left between gove 
and being deſtroyed; for now we have ↄnce drawn our Swords againſt his authority, 
we cannot with any ſafety put them up gain, whilſt we are ſure there is any poner 
left to hurt us; for proſperity and opportunity in the greateſt part being joyned to- 
gether, never forget injuries without requitals. 

If we fall upon the firſt, and ſo conſequently keep the King in priſon , without 
any further puniſhment inflicted upon his perſon; we know the Kingdom will never 
reſt fatisfied with our intentions, ſince we neither perform the peoples defires, accord. 
ing to their many Petitions , which was to have the old Govergment reftored agen, 
nor yet _ proceed againſt thoſe we pronounce guilty of thoſe crimes, for which 
we keep the juriſdiction in our ſelves: Beſides , it is not probable , that thoſe Seng. 
tors we have lately onted from their places, will ever reſt quiet in theix active de- 
figos, without atrempting ſome new — — ſince by Yhat means 
onely , they ſhall hope to get ſome ſtronger anthoritey then they have loſt , whereby 
to be rendered as well nablein Exarchus chovghts ; as alſo thereby gain a. 
pacity to frame fuch faws, that of neceſfity muſt make us ſlaves or nothing: For 
as the violent attempt of the Army upon thoſe people ſieting in the Senate (which 
aſſembly they would have us eſteem more then ſacred) can never be forgotten by them 
and their poſterity fo muft we alſo conſider how loath the-whole Kingdom wouldbe, 
to eſteem the Souldiers judges of their fortunes , according to the determination of 
the Sword, notwithftanding the Armies courage hath hitherunto onely kept chem 
ſecure in their proſperity: If Euarchis dye by à jult and open condemnation , and 
the Government, upon his fall, be preſently changed into the right, though not pow- 
er of the people, we ſhall not onely be ſafe in our lives and liberties, but may eaſily 
give fatisfaction to all ſorts of conditions; in that we have not until now fought 

to many deſperate Battles, either wiłrhout a cauſe or a determination; and the ra- 
ther will all our pretences ſeem reaſonable to the multitude , ſince ᷑uarchus hath 
confeſt himſelf to be guilty of all that blood , that hath been ſhed in Lydia, 
not onely by the perſwafion , but inftigation of thoſe enemies of ours, that 
would now paffionately maintain both his perſon and juriſdiction againſt our pro- 
ceedings. | | 

By this means we ſhall gain all the revenues of the Crown to the Armies pay, 
heretofore ſpent in nothing but in tyrannical ſuperfluities , to the enſſaving of the 
poor Subject; and be in a better poſture thereby, to defend our ſelves againſt for- 
reign invaſion , and domeſtick troubles : After which, ſuch laws may be inftituted, 
that ſhall render the Conntrey of Lydia famous to after ages: Give me leave fur- 
ther to ſay, O you glorious companions in fortunes, that all the mighty Monarchs of 
Aſia, ſhall not be able to prevent our purpoſes, ſince Egypt and Syria are ſo outrage- 


ouſly involved, in their own ſpleenative fory one againft the other, upon whom = 
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ſanly exery other leſſer Prince depends, that we ſhall (being perfectly united among 
1 ;) be able to overcame al ſceming disnulties, that rather appear trightfull 
dreams t weak cboughts, then ominous Comets to ſtrong reſolutions , concerning 
choſe revolutions we intend: Laſt of all, te ſaſſer no objection uniatisſied, that may 
either procure cerraur, er cauſe doubt, as we mut endeavnur to make che peoples 
pretended right, the onaty beſis upon which.chis Tragedy muft be added , ſo tp ſatisfie 
lor at leaſtwiſe co perſade) che Iſland of Cam d be contented, if not pleaſed 
with our actions in che general, whoſe conjunction alone we dleſine in our aire, I 
ſhall endea vour to win Zapbyne the Amhaſſadonr to our party, whoſe: opinions 
we know, are not much nclinabie to any nion, that carries not wah it a 
practice of Trade. or a freedom ãn cannerſation, hereby all people maybe equal in 
birth, though not by office; and this will be the eaſier effected, for that che great

zeſe deſigns, I Jay, being put in execution with wildom and confidence, as ye + 
(hall gain to our ſelves thereby an immontal game to all exerpity, thelides a bleſt ſecu- 
rity to our perſons during our lives; ſo will other Nations not onely magaifie our 
proceedings, but probably ſhall e re long follow our examples, to the better eſta- 
bliſhiag of us and our affairs: However the Gods will be fully ſatisfied of our acti- 
ons, accordiog to thoſe Tenents we hold concerning their Worſhip; though we 
moſt not long protract our purpoſe, ſince the peaple at preſent ſtand ata maze, to 
ſee and underſtand what may be our further intentions: Wherefore let dome a- 
mongſt us with expedition, gain what ãnteraſt they can, either in the Senate, Camp, 
or City; whilſt we all labour an univerſal equality amangſt every ſort of conditi- 
ans, whereby the better to win the multicude to our party; and for the (Crerans , as 


they ate a comtemptible Nation, ſo (hall we either chribe · orcheat the Myſſiaus to our 


It was not many weeks after this conſultation (or rather might ice eſteemed a 
fore-chought reſolution, governed by ſome determinable fate of the Heavens , ſince 
the ſtrongeſt judgements af the times, could not well underſtand , either the manger 
or the cauſe of ſueh unuſua] proceedings) before Exarchw was removed by a guard of 
Horſe, from his confinement in the iſland, to a galiant Caſtle of his own, ſeated upon 
a hill uit h ſuch a delightful magnificency, that it appeared rather to be choſen for a 
theatre of pleaſure and recreation, then a defigned priſon fordhis diſcontent and con- 
demnat ion, if the ſequel had not proved more ominous then mas expected, both by 
himſelf, or almoſt any other, ſince the place pretended not ſo much to ſtrength as 

The circutaferenee of the Fort took up in meaſure near eight furlongs in 
ground, divided by many partitions of ſtately buildings, which made notwithſtand- 
ang divers Cours of different largeneſs, wherein was erected a goodly Temple, be- 
longing to the Knights of the Lydia» Order, whoſe ſupream Governour was onely 
the King himſelf : As ſundry Parks at a convenient diſtance, furniſhed with orderly 
Groves of Woad, for the more delight of exerciſe and hunting, added another grace 
io the Ma jeſtick Caſtle, ſo did the great River.of Paclalus with ſerpentine turnings, 
anrieh chaſe green Meadows , that nature had placed not very far from the foot of 
dhe Hill, wherein alſo for the pleaſure of the eye, and the commodity of the Coun- 
trey people, chere continually grazed multitudes of Cattle of all forts, that could 
afford a convenient benefic-to:the induſtrious Farmer: This was encreaſed, by thoſe 
luxurions Fields. of Corn and Vines, that bordered every where the verdant paſtu- 
Tages ; and the more aſſurance did it give of content to the painſul Husbandman, in 
that the River all the way to the populous City of Sarda , was capable of bearing 
ſuch Barks for tranſportation of the fruits and other productions of the Countrey, 
that the Owners could never deſpair of a. fitting or ſpeedy return: Certainly thęſe 
enticements of nature (which formerly the King bad enjoyed wich ſo much freedom 
aud ſatisfaction) would extreamly have augmented his vexations, if ſomething more 
chen an ordinary courage and reſolution in his heart, had not continually heat down | 
all the vain operations of ſuch diſorderly and humane paſſions: Being there, 1 ly, 
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he was not ſeldom tempted by many inſolenties of ſuch , that had not been often 
accuſtomed to the uſe and converſation of Majeſty, whereby the better to bring him 
g little from his own-dignity and determination; ſometimes the Common Souldiers 
alſo, would in their diſcourſes affirm before his preſence, that the Gods and nature 
intended no difference between perſons, in that all were alike endued with the ſame 
pririſedge of, ſoul, not to be circumſcribed initheir profeſſiohs of divine Worſhip ; 

yhiles his Keepers wouldrudely.eaterinto his Chamber at Unſeaſonable hours 
to diftaxb-bim in his teſt, or other accuſtomed employments, then again would they 
fit down by him, with fuch a kinde of demeanor, both in their words and actions, as 
ſnewed they were not willing to afford his Kiogly Titles any reyerence or reſpect at 
all j heſides often was his diet, or the ny of it leſſened in a high meaſure, wich many 
other impertinencies, rather to be wondered at then mentioned. | 

One day whilft Exarchug was fitting ſadly alone in bis ownLodgings, as it might 
be thought contemplating the uncertainty of all worldly concernments, ſince him- 
- ſelf in a very few years had taſted fo abundantly of felicities and croſſes, Cratus the 
Ambaſſadour of Cyprus, came ſudenly into his preſence, having as it ſhould ſeem 

ten leave to viſit him. | % , | 

After he had ſaluted the King with a few chearful complements, accuſtomed inthe 
like caſes, (all the Guard being retired out of the room) he told him, that it was his 
fortune not many dayes fince, being privately in a ſecret place contrary to the par- 
ties expectation, to bear a diſcourſe that paſſed between Zarphynoy bis own fellow 
Ambaſſadour, and one Scinon, lately as he ſaid, or at the preſent à Senator of the 
great Senate of Lydia, which as he remembred, was much to this effect. 

My Lord Z «tphynon, ſaid Scinon, as the great and vaſte Territory of Aſia may 
bleſs the wiſdom of your rich and fruitful Iſland of Cyprw, for having framed the 
firſt grounds of a Commonwealth, whereby the. Tyranny of a hereditary Monarchy 
might be cangeniently oppoſed, ſol hope the world, and you your ſelves e're long 
will be ſat with our intentions, in endea vouring the ſame thing by the like rules 


of practice, to confound all oppreſſions of that nature, in an orderly courſe of ju. 


ſtice, which being done, we in Lydia may alſo purchaſe a happy liberty to us and our 
poſterity. If the conſideration of a free peoples felicity, with the earneſt deſires of 
thoſe that wiſh to be at liberty, may take place in your thoughts, before the uſurped 
power of a wilful Tyrant in cruelty, we ſhall joyfully go hand in hand, to the finiſh- 
ing of this laudable work, whereby both Countreys may not onely poſſeſs a ſecure 
freedom, but a beneficial Trade to each people; whilſt in the interim the mediterra- 
nean Seas, ſhall be continually covered with our gallant Fleets, to the no ſmall ter- 
rour of thoſe enemies, 'who will no doubt endeavour to oppoſe our proceedings: 
But of the contrary, if your people ſhall be carried away; with an unſeaſonable 
(and I may ſay) a prepoſterous love to your now Duke, onely becauſe his Fathers 
actions, are as yet freſh in your memory, my words will be as vainly employed in 
the preſent, as undoubtedly your ſufferance will bring repentance in the future: Bo 
you not ſee apparantly how the inſolencies of young Narciſſs encreaſe with his au- 
thority > Witneſs his now carriage againſt your Town of Sa/amiye ? Can it be 
otherwiſe thought, but that his youth and ambition, precepitately will ſtill hope by 
the affeQions of that Army, paid onely with your money, to become maſter in ef. 
fe& of the whole Iſland; of which hitherunto both he and his Anceſtors bore no- 
thing elſe but the name and Title? Wherefore | ſay, baniſh Arethuſius out of your 
Dominions, and ſuppreſs Narciſſus greatneſs amongſt you , whereby we may live 
happily, according to thoſe ancient rules of friendſhip , that bave formerly been 
practiſed between both Nations; which cannot be continued by ſuffering a Monarch 

in either Countrey. . | 
+ Thefe words, ſaid he, I heard delivered to my Companion by this Scinon; but what 
anſwer was again returned by Z ui phynon, I cannot well inform your Majefty,in regard 
he ſpoke ſomething low; onely in the concluſion (as I underſtood him) he aſſured the 
Senator, that as he knew many of the Inhabitants of the Iſland of Cyprus, would 
thank him for his advice, concerning their own Duke Narciſs, ſo of the other = 
or 
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for bis part he was reſolved, not to meddle with the affairs of the Kingdom of Lydia, 
either belonging co your ſelf or the people, otherwife then what might ſtand with 
the good liking of the Senate and the Army, | 
The King as he had been very attentive to this relation of Cratus, ſo after he had 
made an end of his diſcourſe, with two or three deep ſighs he ſeemed to lament his 
own condition, in that he had neither power to govern by his own authority , (that 
the people might become happy in preſent) nor would they believe his intentions,that 
they might in che future be freed from ſlavery, | 
After the King had refted ſome pretty ſpace in a muſe, he deſired Cratus to adde 
another humanity to his former courteſies, which was, if it were poſſible, to procure 
leave of the Senate, that an old F/amis, named Hepheſtion, moſt perfectly known to 
themſelves, both for the holineſs of his life, and his contempt of worldly concern- 
ments, might be permitred to accompany him in his daily devotions , during the 
ſtrict time of his impriſonment, which was an obligation (as he ſaid) his greateſt 
enemies owed to the immortal Gods, as well as himſelf, Cratus with tears in his 
for ſome certain time, as it were, ſtood in a maze, conſidering that ſo great and 


mighty a Prince as Euarchus had been not many years ſince, ſhould now be forced to 


make uſe of the intereſts of ſtrangers, to procure him thoſe liberties from his own 
dubjects, chat the meaneſt ſort of people in Lydia freely enjoyed: But the Gods 
however they are alwayes juſt, yet are they inſcrutable in their decrees. 

In fine, Cratus took his leave of the King, and ꝓithin two or three dayes after, 
Hepheſtion the religious Flamin was ſuffered, as 1 maß ſay „to remain hiFcontinuall 
Companion, both in divine and moral exerciſes: But the old Father, inſtead of gi- 
ring him worldly conſolations belonging to earthly Crowns and Dignities, perſwa- 
led him to thoſe entire patiencies, that might place him ſecurely amongſt the Gods, 
where he ſhould not need co fear, as he ſaid, either the uncertainty of his own con- 
dition, or the perſecutions of other perſons, for every thought would be calm and 
ſweet td all eternity: Nevertheleſs, what aſſurances (ſaid the King) have we of theſe 
poſſeſſions, when every one pretends to be in the right, both in his belief and pro- 
ceedings ; and conſequently, expects the enjoying the benefits progniſed , notwith- 
ſanding they differ as much in their outward comportment, as light doth from 
darkneſs; for ſome are gentle, milde, and merciful, when as others are cruel, proud, 
and covetous : Perhaps Sir, anſwered the Flamin, there may be ſome of that opini- 
on; yet to take off all indulgent conceits from our wavering fancies, that would 
willingly incline us onely to thoſe appetites we moſt deſire, without ſeriouſly con- 
ſulting with the Principles of Right and Religion, in that for the moſt part, we co- 
covet naturally ſelf. ſatisfaction without looking upon others with indifferency ; we 
muſt remember there is a puniſhment and a reward appointed for good and evil: 
Although I muſt neceſſarily grant, replyed the King, what you affirm , in that there 
s no reaſon to expect accompliſhments, withont overcoming difficulties, yet how 
ſhould we come certainly to know what thoſe principles are which we are obliged. to 
follow, in regard peoples opinions are as various, as their apprehenſions are fallacious, 
and thoſe alſo being governed by diverſity of accidents , make this knowledge of 
what we are to practiſe, confuſedly, if not entirely uncertain ? 

Truly ſaid the Flamin, I can give but this general rule fox inſtruction, fitſt to obſerve 
punctually what the Gods have commanded : Next to conſerve an entire charity 
with all ſorts of conditions : But replyed the King, as the firſt may be very difficult 
to be underftood, wanting an infallible inſtruction, ſo the other is of that nature, 
that it will not be eaſily put in execution, ſince provocations mult daily ariſe from 
wicked people, to deſtroy in any mortal Creature, that miraculous vertue which you 
mention: However, I may confeſs, ſaid the F/amin, that theſe obligations are ſome- 
thing difficult to be uſed, by ſuch as carry about with them, nothing but fleſhy cogitati- 
ons and worldly deſires, yet others again that have a true apprehenſion of their eternal 
being. and have taſted really by way of mental contemplation , any part of thoſe 

e are to expect after this life, may eaſily be inſtructed, both what they are in 


joyes w 
and how they may be obtained, ſince they will onely conſiſt in theſe two 
parts - 
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particufars, in ſearching the Divine Oracles that have delivered unto us theſe princi. 
ples, not onely with a humble ſpirit, but by the means of thoſe inſtructors, that are 
appointed by the immortal Powers to be our teachers : The other to do unto others 
in all things, as we could wiſh ſhould be done unto us again; which in effect, is al 
the ſubſtance of the Laws we are enjoyned in this mortal habitation; that is to ſay: 
to ſacrifice to the Gods with a pure intention, and abſolutely reſolve never to wrong 
a third perſon. | | 
O you immortal and heavenly powers, ſaid the King, what injuſtice have I offer: 
ed to others, whereby to deſerve theſe affliftions > Or what injuries have 1 notre. 
ceived to procure mercy ? And yet ſaid the Flamin, notwithſtanding you endure my; 
ny more croſſes of what nature ſoever, you are notwithſtanding to obſerve in a man. 
ner continually, both a perfect charity, and an entire patience, ſince as the one be- 
longs wholly to the better Worſhip of that true God of Heaven, that created fir 
all things for his own pleaſure, that expects to have his will obeyed without the leaſt 
contradiction, ſo the other according to the Rules of morality , appertains to the 
conſeryation of his Creatures upon earth, for his more ample ſervice; neither in 
this particular, is there any difference between a King and his Subjects; for howeyer 
by way of accident and conveniency, the one was ordained to command , and the 
other to obey; yet in the inner parts, the ſame intentional humility and vertue is tg 
be obſerved by all manner of perſons whether great or ſmall , in regard of the in- 
comprehenſible benefit we are tp hope for to all eternity, after this ſhort life of ours 
ſhall be ended. Wherefore, Sr, as your heroical vertues will be apparant to all the 
world, by a majeſtick patience in your outward ſuffering , ſince the contraty canng 
way prevent your oppreſlion, but rather encreaſe the misfortune, fo let not any in. 
ward paſſion of — or hatred, deprive your ſoul of thoſe everlaſting joyes, that 
will eſtabliſh you a moſt glorious King for ever, in recompence of that contemptible 
Crown, you may perhaps loſe here upon earth a little before your time; which I muſt 
needs call it, in regard that your meaneſt Subjects have ſuch power and juriſdiction 
over it. | 
As the King gave a moſt attentive ear to all the old Flamin ſaid , which he intend- 
ed in his ſecret tMughts co employ to the better ſervice of the Gods: ſo was it not 
many dayes after this diſcourſe, e re he was conveighed to another Fort near the City 
of Sardis, where he ſoon received ſummons to appear before certain Judges,appointed 
as*cwas ſaid for his Trial. l 
To this pugpoſe there was deſigned a large Hall in the = City; at the upper end 
whereof was erected a new Tribunal, to be fenced on all ſides with divers Companies 
of Foot, whilſt Rails on either part made a convenient paſſage to the very gate, where. 
by to keep out both the perſons Ind diſorders of the multitude ; whole curioſity. 
more then their pitty, as twas ſuppoſed, made them deſire to be earneſt ſpeRators, 
of ard 2 no Preſident ever until then, had or would again make chem capable 
to . | | . | 
Euarchus one whole night before this intended appearance, (bis private devoti- 
ons being finiſhed) conſulted with himſelf what was beſt to be done, both in regard 
of his own dignity , which he believed was not to be queſtioned by any Authority 
upon earth, much leſs by the people of his proper Nation, that were accuſtomed to 
derive their priviledges from his grace and allowance, and alſo what ſhould be the na- 
ture of his accuſation ; ſince he conceived his actions free, as well as his intention 
from thoſe crimes, that uſually condemn other perſons ? Of the other fide , when 
he began toconſider, what Cratus the Ambaſſadour of Cyprus had delivered unto 
him, concerniug the communication between bis fellow and Scinos , he doubted 
there was ſome ill meant to his perfon, that probably could not be avoided by any 
induſtry of his: Nevertheleſs, oftentimes would he be contented to perſwade him- 
ſelf, that it was impoſſible for humanity, to uſe him with too much rigour, ſince he 
knew his own reſolutions were alwayes, to ſhew what mercy and forgiveneſſe 
could be deſired to his greateſt enemies, both in the general and the particular, then 
would he pray earneſtly to the immortal Gods, that if it were abſolutely their wo 
| venly 
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beavenly determinations, he ſhould Juffer indignities, contrary to the Rules of 
Morality and Civility , that they would not onely grant him a convenient pati- 
ence , whereby he might the better carry himfelf like a King in his afflictions, 
dut that they would alſo notwithſtanding, preſerve the rights of his Wife and 
Children to after ages for the good of Lydia Monarchy : As the Kings fates 
ſeemed; in the eyes of many people, to draw him on to his laſt period, however there 
were not a few of another opinion, ſince by what reaſons or policy ſuch proceedings 
could be, none could well judge; ſo one morning after che ſummons was brought to 
his knowledge, there came an Officer ofthe Army into the Kings Chamber, wich a 
large commiſſion to conduct him (as he ſaid) before thoſe perſons who were appoint: 
el dy the authority of the Senate (repreſeating all the people of Lydia) to hear his 
auſe, belonging to thoſe many crimes that would be laid to his charge, as well for the 
much innocent blood, that had been ſhed in the late wars, as alſo in regard of other 
offences committed by himſelf during the time of his Government. Notwith- 
tanding Euarchus might be ſufficiently troubled at this unexpected information, 
wherein both bis life and honour ſeemed to be queſtioned, by thoſe he ſuppoſed could 
have no juriſdiction, either over his dignity or perſon, yer was he conſtrained (in a 
manner without any diſpute) to yield to their Commands, in that the Officer appear- 
ed haſty enough to diſcharge his duty, concerning the Injanction. EN | 
Jo which purpoſe the Souldiers of the Guard, preſently marſhalled themſelves 
two by two before the King, with ſome others alſo of the ſame Company co bring 
upthe Rear. Thus I ſay, they marched towards the place deſigned for bis Trial, 
whilſt in the interim he ſaluted the admiring people of either ſide, all the way he paſ- 
ſed by, as twas obſerved with ſuch a majeſtick humbleneſs., that it might eaſily be 
conjectured, he till conceived bimſelf to be King, notwithſtanding his captivity and 
misfortanes : When he came into the Court; he fixedly beheld choſe that were to be 
bis Judges, though with ſuch a countenance, wherein appeared neither hate nor con- 
tempt to their perſons, as having never before been acquainted with their qualities or- 
converſations; which being done, he ſate down in a Chair there prepared for him, 
with a look that taſted more of ſorrow then fear, whereby to expect a further iſſue 
of the proceedings: In ſhort, after his many accuſations were read , they wiſht him 
inthe behalf of the people of Lydia, to confeſs or deny the truth of theallegations, 
that they might proceed to his Trial. Euarchus a little ſmiling at ſuch a demand, 
told them, that as he eſteemed his perſon free from any queſtioning of the people, ſo 
was he reſolved to make them no other anſwer, then that he was their King, and could 
jan ode Ae FE RR ig oo 8 EE > - 
The Judges when they had a ſhort ſpace conſulted one with another, the chief in 
aithority amongft them made this reply; That if he continued obſtinate in that 
reſolution , they would without any further expoſtulation proceed to his con- 
demnation ; however, to let the world ſee, as he ſaid, how much mercy and juſtice 
they intended in their proceedings, they would for ſome dayes longer reſpite the 
ſentence, hoping in the interim he might be converted to more reaſon, or leſſe ob- 


This brought the King back again to his Lodgings, where being entered into his 
private Chamber, he caſt himſelf preſently down upon his bed, accompanied by ma- 
ny of thoſe humane paſſions, that are accuſtomed to be uſed in actions and troubles 
of this nature, unto all which the old Flamin applied the beſt remedies he could by 
religious perſwaſions, that conſiſted for the moſt part of contempt of worldly 
things, in compariſon of ſuch as ſhewed the way to a perfect and eternal, bleſſedneſs: 
When he had done, leaving the King in ſome ſettled quietneſs in his thoughts, he re- 
tired for the conſolation of his own melancholly apprehenſions, into a private walk 
between thre priſon and the wall of the Caſtle, where of a ſudden having ſcarce made 
two turns in his ſolitary perambulation, but he heard his name called upon, by a per- 
ſon in a lower room be onging to the Fort; wherefore approaching to the place (to 
better reſolved) out of a ſtrong Iron Grate, he might perceive acountenance, and 
ar countenance was ſoon brought into his remembrance, to be the ſame (howevex, 
T C now 
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now much decayed) of Arraui the Myſia General , taken priſoner by Hercrom. 
brorts in the late Battle that was fought between both their Forces, whoſe acquain- 
trance and converſation, the Flamin had much uſed in his Court employments, as a 
perſon who had been in extraordinary favour with Euarchus, during the time of his 
proſperous Government in his Kingdom of Lydia. i . 110 

This ſad eneounter between thefe two eminent perſons, both having known' their 
Princely ———— and glory, who was now caſt down into fo 
much miſery and afiQion, proctired from either of their eyes tears, as the beft con- 
gratulation they could uſe to each other; at leaſtwiſe moſt proper for the ſeaſon. 
dis for a long time kept them in ſo ſill a ſilence, that nothing ſeemed to fpeak but 

ighs and weeping, as a ſacrifice intended to his Tragedy, until at laſt Aram being 
as it ſhonld ſeem firſt weary of his grief, ox father conceived he had fome matter of 
more corſequerice to utter, began this diſcourſe to Hepheſtionthe old Flamin. 

Hepbeſtion, (aid he, 48I/know I muſt die ſhottly, as well as E cu, and the Gods 
cannot pardon my offences, without the trueacknowledgenient of my crimes, fo will 
they not be ſufficiently acknowledged to my benefit, without an-ample declaration 
what they wete, whereby tliofe that have been moſt concerned in them, may either 
receive ſome ſatsifaction, or ut leaſtwiſe be deſited pardon and forgiveneſs: In pro. 
ſecution of which, give me leave to ſay, that as I hold you molt proper of all others, 
for this work of reconciliation, not onely in regard of your function and intereſt 
but alſo in tegard our good, and ſometimes great Maſter Euarc hus, bath choſen you 
for his fitteſt Companion in his affliẽtions; ſo in reſpect my own offences have moſt 
conduted to his diſadvantage, for which principally I expect to ſuffer, I think my ſelf 
ſomething happy in this conveniency, whereby 1 ſhall conveigh to the Kings know- 
ledge by your means, thoſe paſſages that may concern either his honour or his poſteri 
ty; if not at lenſtwiſe, I ſhall go to my grave with better ſatisfaction and content. 

In the firſt plice therefore you may know, that as my birth gave me the moſt emi. 
nent eſtimation amongſt my Countreymen in the Kingdom of Myſſia, ſo was my 
youth ambition both to know my on fate, and to attempt the greateſt, 
could be obtained in that barren Region: In proſecution of which , as ſoon as my 
years almoſt a fforded me a capacity to underſtand what I deſired, hearing of a famons 
Oracle in our Countrey, I went preſently and conſulted it: Within two or three days 
by the chief Prieſt of the Temple, whom had moſt bountifully rewarded, I wasre- 
turned this anſwer, 


A bloay ftroke ſhall ſure deſtroy your King, 
But you muſt him ſucceed in every thing : 
Wherefore go on, and fear not for to ſee, 

The laſt period of the Gods Decree. 


No ſooner had I received this determination of the Heavens, but I went home ſuf. 
ficiently fatisfied in my minde, that however King Euarchus might periſh, yet my ſelf 
was as believed, certain to ſucceed him in all his honours and dignity ; though I 
reſolved to communicate my thoughts to none, but to thoſe intimate friends, that! 
conceived neceſſary to make parties to my intereſt and fortunes. 

After this reſolution of the Oracle, I remained not long in the unfruͤitful Countrey 
of Myſſia, fince Euarchus having newly married his fair . Hyacinthia , there 
waited continually in the glorious Court of Lydia, multitudes of Nobility of both 
ſexes, amongſt whom onely riches and honour, as I thought, was to be purchaſed by 
youthful endeavours, nevertheſs upon my arrival there, although IT found my {elf 
by reaſon of my birth, ſufficiently eſteemed and favoured in the Kings inclinations, 
yet in regard he had then an intimate Minion named Vilerius, who in a manner go- 
verned all his actions and determinations, I found it was impoſſible for me, foriſe 
to any eminency in that Kingdom, without the Favourites more then ordinary ap- 
probation, wherefore I reſolved, not onely to court his affections in a moſt high 
meaſure, but alſo addicted my thoughts (according to ſome intimations were gi- 


given me) to fall in love with one of his near kinſwomen, who I muſt confeſs, — 
0 
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ol ſufficient youth and beauty, both for my deſires and condition? But yet however 


1 made my addreſſes in all Complements, according to decorums of that nature, ne- 
vertheleſs I would not make any agreements without beficting conditions, anſwer. 
able to my quality and expeRation; and that was upon my marrying the Lady, to 
have places of benefit, and honour in Court conferred on me, equivalent to a con- 
fiderable portion: In fine, as theſe conditions at laſt were agreed between Vilerius 
and my ſelf, ſo were the nuptial Ceremonies in the City of Sardis, performed with 

magnificence; and the rather, for that the King (in the behalf of his favou- 


rite) ſeemed to confirm all promiſes that were made, r to my birth and ex- 


pectation, as well as vouchſafed to be preſent perſonally, at the Marriage Feaſt and 
Entertainment. is true, after this, we lived for ſome moneths with competent 
content, as of the other ſide, in much glory, until my ambition, and the Favourites 
flow performance, cauſed me at firſt to quarrel with his promiſes, and then began to 
expreſs diſtaſtes to my wife; inſomuch, as from one private diſcontent to another, 
we began at laſt, openly to defame one another with moſt exaſperated language; he 
preſuming upon the ſtreogth of the Kings favour, and I building upon my greatneſs 
inthe CoLntrey of Myſſia, by the opinion of the Oracle, which I alwayes kept, 
though reſervedly in my minde : But finding after ſome moneths time of experience, 
Iwas notable to make my party good with Vilerius in the Court of Lydia (for which 
I began extreamly to diſdain the Kings perſon, in that I held my ſelf near allied to 
him in blood, and therefore could not but expect it in friendſhip) privately, without 
taking leave of Euarc bus or the Court, I conveighed my ſelf into the Kingdom of 
Myſſia, whereas I knew I had not onely friends enough, to guard my perſon from 
ill danger and oppreſſion; but alſo a convenient opportunity to raiſe what factions 


- Ipleaſed, againſt the Favourites Government and Authority; and the rather, for 


— 


that the people already began in that Countrey, to be extreamly diſtafted, as well at 
the juriſdiction of the Flamius, as for that themſelves and Nobility had loft much 
of their power in Lydia, ſinee the death of the old King, Exarchws's Father: With 
theſe thoughts and reſolutions, I fay;-I went to the City of Lampſacws in Myſſia, 
where being arrived, and coming as twas ſuppoſed out of Lydia, with ſufficient 
diſtaſtes and diſcontents both in my minde and countenance, againſt the incontrolable 
power and greatneſs of Vilerius the Kings chief Favorite, I was ſoon ſaluted with the 
outward beſt affections of moſt of the Nobility, which in a manner was as quick- 
ly accompanied by the loud acclamations of the people, wholly directed and go- 
rerned by thoſe Prieſts that hated the Flamins, in the ſame equality as they deſpiſed 
Monarchical Authority; inſomuch, as finding how much my deſigris were likely to 


take with all ſorts of conditions, if I could but heap aſperſions enough upon Court 


proceedings ; In this manner I proceeded, 3 
I firſt began to tell the Lords, what loſſes their intereſt and dignity had in the 


indulgent to the Myſſian Nation; ſo that it would be high time, as 1 ſaid, for 
theo, not onely to look after their ancient priviledges, but either to make ſuit to 
Exarchus, ſometime himſelf in perſon, to come and live amongſt them, or elſe to 
| ary another Governour, however of che ſame Family or Kindred , that would af- 
d them both countenance and profit, in regard elſe the barren Mountains of Ay 
were not able, to ſuſtain the charges and expences of the encreaſing people, having 
neither ſuſtenance at home, or employment abroad; and the rather as I intimated, 
for that thoſe Nobility, that were obliged to give their attendance in the Court of 
Lydia, wanted Revenues to defray their loſſes abroad, as thoſe that remained yer 
in the Countrey of Myſſia, would be in a manner ſtarved, ſince ſcarce any money at 
all was to be found, — no means whatſoever to augment their fortunes, un- 
leſs they could procure ſome native director, to put them in a way of glory or ad- 
vincement : I poſſeſſed next the Prieſts with an opinion, that as onely Yilerins and 
the Flamins in Lydia, commanded rather then obſerved the Kings reſolutions; 
ſo would both their Religion and Authority in QAtyſſia come to nothing in time, 
if they (hould not moſt induftriouſly labour the _ „to complain * the 
N t 2 ayorites 
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favourites intentions; which were to out the Nobility of their priviledges, as the 
Gods of their true Worſhip ;. ſince nothing but Luxury and Atheiſm were practiſed 
(for the moſt part) in the Court of Lydia ; where onely proud V ilerius and his diſho- 
nourable Family, ruled every delign with power, freedom, and liberty, to the dif. 
orace of the King himſelf, and all his dominions : Neither did the people want 
other inſtigations of envy , to ſet them a fire againſt the proſperity of the Ty 
Court; and ſo by conſequence were perſwaded in a manner to hate their King en- 
tirely, whereby another perſon more convenientſy.mighe beghoſen in his place, to 
render them happier in their condition; however in this Office, I muſt tell you 51 
onely meant to inſmuate my ſelf, although obliquely I pointed at Arethuſiu the 
Kings Son, becauſe I knew neither Euarc bus his Father, or Hyaciutbhia the Queen bis 
Mother, would be content to truſt his education, in the rude and unpoliſned Coun 

of Myſſia, where they could not be aſſured, either of the ſafety.of his perſon , or 
the continuation of his affection: But as I was framing to my own advantage, theſe 
ſecret and particular deſigns; firſt to poſſeſs my interelt with the Kingdoms affecti. 
ons underhand, whereby the better to circumvent my Prince, inthe general duty of 
his Subjects, then to make my ſelf the eaſier King, according to thoſe ambitious bopes 
the Oracle had more violently infuſed into my nature and intention, ſudden news was 
brought me to the City of Lampſacus, of the untimely death of Vilerius, the Ki 
intimate Favourite, onely by one ſtroke of a ſhort Dagger, attended by many of his 
friends and ſervants, in the very midſt of all his hononr and glory, to the no ſmall 
amazement of the whole Kingdom of Zyasa. 

This intelligence I muſt acknowledge, gave my thoughts many troubles, as my re. 
ſolution ſome ſtop, ſince I could not chuſe but reflect a little upon my underhand 
practices, which of one fide I might very well ſuppoſe deſerved, as great a judge. 
ment from the immortal Gods, as of the other (ide, I did again begin to conſider, 
whether it would not be more for my advantage, to return into Lydia with probahi. 
lity, wholly to be poſſeſſed of my Maſters Favour ; for that now the chief obſtacle 
of my preferment, (as I verily believed) was removed, then to wade further in my 
new and dangerous attempts, wherein appeared no other certainty , then what pro. 
ceeded from a fallible Oracle, that perhaps was neither well underſtood by the Prieſt, 
or rightly interpreted by my ſelf. | 

As I diſputed within my own breaſt for many dayes, whether I ſhould till remain 
in Myſſia, amongſt my intimate friends and companions, or return again to Court, 
and proſecute my old fortunes, there came ſuddenly a Meſſenger from Exarchus, to 
invite me into Lydia, with many fair promiſes of preferment and ſatisfaction. This 
quickly concluded all my doubts and fears, with an aſſured opinion, that I ſhould not 
onely work all my enemies from the Kings favour, but in a little time, mount into 
their places and command; at leaſtwiſe be poſſeſſed of the chief intereſt in his af. 
fection, ſince there was now none left of a conſiderable power but the Queen, to op- 
poſe my greatneſs and deſigns. | 

When 1 arrived at Court, as I was entertained with a great deal of reſpect, by all 
manner of conditions, in regard of the opinion was had of my birth , and alliance 
in the Kingdom of Myſſia, from whence they doubted might come ſome troubles to 
the quiet ſtate of Euarchus's Government, ſo was I preſently admitted to be one of 
the Kings Bed-Chamber, where I began quickly to play my Cards to the beſt advan- 
tage, not onely in enriching of my ſelf and Countreymen, but in winning all thoſe 
of the Myſſian Nation about the Kings perſon, to depend abſolutely upon me or my 
Faction; inſomuch, as this oftentimes occaſioned many ſmall quarrels between 
me and the Queens party, as well in matters of Religion, as in opportunities of 
profit; whilſt in the interim (I having got more then an ordinary intereſt in the 
Kings diſpoſition, by reaſon I accompanied him daily in his exerciſes, as nightly - 
in a more intimate converſation) 1 encreaſed my benefit, by many ſuits that 
peared both burthenſome and prejudicial to the Commonwealth; however t 
diſadvantage thereby rather fell upon the perſon of Fnurchus in the generall, 
then to my ſelf in particular, fince I alwayes put on people underhand , to be inftru- 


mental 
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mental in the procurement, whereby I compaſſed a double end; the one in laying an 
aſperſion upon the Government; the other in procuring ſtill a greater relation to 


my ſelf, as well in regard of the imployment as the gain. a 

In this manner I ſay I lived in Court for ſome years, courting my Countreymen, 
and enriching my own Coffers to the Kings loſs, and the Kingdoms diſtaſte, until 
hearing that the valiant Prince of Scythia, was newly entered into Armenia, with 
a powerful Army in defence of the Subjects rights, againſt Arraxes their King, I 

n to think, it would be my beſt way (having got almoſt what I could in the 
Court of Lydia) to conduct ſome Souldiers out of Aa, towards his aſſiſtance in 
thoſe Wars, being the readieſt means as I thought, both to ſtrengthen my party at 
home, and to give me an opinion abroad, whereby to be nearer the Crown, accord- 
ing to my aims, whenſoever the occaſion ſhould happen, as I had been perſwaded by 
the flattering interpretation of the Oracle. 

'Tis true, I accompanied that gallant Prince in many of his ViRories and Battles, 
until the Gods were pleaſed to put a determinable iſſue to his glory, which gave me 
opportunity to conſult often with my own Officers and Commanders, concerning my 

own fate and intentions, inſomuch , as one day above the reſt (finding the Scyrhiar 
Army could not continue long ea by reaſon of diverſity of faction, after the 
death of their prevailing General, and lo conſequently my Souldiers alſo, that ha d 
followed me out of the Kingdom of Myſſa, of neceſſity were to be diſmiſt, unleſs 
Icould aſſure them of other imployments, — to maintain their perſons, and 
entertain their hopes) I called unto me a favourite of mine; named Ramuſfus, and af- 
ſome communication of more then ordinary friendſhip and affection, I began this 
a diſcourſe unto him. 2 
Ramuſius, ſaid I, as of all others in my Army, I moſt t ruſt your fidelity, fo at pre- 
ſent, muſt I impart a ſecret of great importance to your knowledge. This is not the 
fuſt time , that I have acquainted you with the prediction of the Oracle, concerning 
the fortunes of Cuarchas and my ſelf; neither are you ignorant of my ambition in 
chat nature; grounded upon theſe reaſons , that as I am negreſt of deſcent to the 
Crown of Myſſia, ſo the King for the preſent not living in the Countrey, it cannot 
be held much injurious to his benefit, for me to govern, inſtead of ſuch Deputies he 
ſends as his ſubſtitutes, to rule the people in thoſe parts: You ſee. alſo the Souldiers 
of our Army muſt of neceſſity be disbanded, without much pay or long ſubſiſtance; 
there being no means left for their future rewards, but what muſt come from my own 
fortunes; and that at the inſtant not appearing of a conſiderable value, in regard of 
the late untimely death, of our great General the Prince of Scythia; I ſhould be 
willing for your ſakes onely , to take upon me ſome new authority, which as you ſee, 
the Gods have already in effect deſigned me, after the expiration of Euarchus: 
Wherefore if it may ſtand with the good liking of the chief Officers of my Troops, 
I ſhall preſently ſeize upon the Kingdom of Myſſia for your advantages, as well as my 
own ſafety : and this certainly may be the eaſier effected, for that we want not many 
conſiderable friends of both Nations, that would be very well content, if not aſſi. 
ſtant to the enterprize, in regard our King is ſo much addicted to his own pleaſure, 
and the Qgeens ſatisfaction, that he cannot be brought to be active in the Wars, ei- 
ther for his owrſhonour, or his Subjects benefit; which hath in a manner rendred 
bim deſpiſed, in reſpect of his cold nutrality, by all the noble and brave Princes of 
che leſſer Aſia : As Ihave thus freely uttered unto you my private thonghts, which! 
defire ſhould ſpeedily be converted into publick actions, ſo would I have you im- 
part theſe reſolutions, to whom you pleaſe amongſt the Souldiers, whereby we may 
the better come to know their minds in this particular. 

Theſe were my words (honeſt and religious Hepheſtion ſaid he,) I uſed to my friend 
Rewaſins, for which I humbly now implore the Gods merey, as my Kings forgive- 
neſs: but however Rumuſius uſed his beſt induſtry , with the reſt of the Officers of 
the Army (who belike were ſomething diſcontent for want of pay, in that they ſup- 
poſed I had taken much of their money to the enriching of my own private Coffers) 


be found very few or none at all, were willing to engage in the enterprize; inſomuch 
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as I was confirained, inſtead of enjoying preſently a Crown, arcorging tomy ho 
and expectation, to return again into the Kingdom of Lydia, wh dae * ber. 
mer cuſtome, I betook my ſelt to flatter the King, onely ſeeking wayes for my dn 
particular benefit. | 

In theſe imployments I continued, whilſt another Officer of my Army, coming al. 
ſo out of Armenia, began to accuſe Ramuſius, concerning ſome ſpeeches he had uſed 
in thoſe Wars, to my advancement, and the Kings diſgrace. - The words and allega- 
tions were hrought to a publick examination, and diſpute for many dayes together 
until at laft, according to the cuſtom in ſuch caſes , a formal challenge paſſed between 
the two parties, in regard that no witneſſes appeared of either ſide, whereby to ex- 
plain the truth. But my ſelf (as you know Hepheſtion) being abſolutely powerful 
with the King, not onely procured the violent proſecution to be laid aſide, but obtain- 
ed of Euarchus, that inſtead of the Combat allowed by the Law of Nations, in ac: 
cuſations of this nature to be performed, as a final determination of the Gods, 
both the perſons were judged to be ſent into My ſia, there to remain as cloſe priſon. 
ers during the King pleaſure... 

This I chought gave me a new ſecurity , to proſecute my affairs again with whit 
induſtry I could, either in ſuppreſſing my enemies, or advancing my friends, where. 
in I muſt tell you, I ſtudied with a certain kinde of crafty induſtry, as well to detain 
the Kings opinion in a kinde of blinde belief, concerning all thoſe things I both ſaid 
and did, as alſo by other inſinuations and ſubtil aſperſions, to blaſt all thoſe (eſpeci- 
ally the Queen) that gave me fear, they might. any way circumvent or binder my in. 
tentions, . in Myſſia or Lydia. I thys continued my thoughts imployed in 
gain, as moſt of the reſt of the Courtiers buſied either in profit or luxury, until out 
Countreymen of themſelves began to be mutinous , if not troubleſome in a moſt 
high nature, not onely againſt the juriſdiction of their own Flamins, but alſoap. 
peared exaſperated at the Prieſts power in the Court of Lydia, which as you know 
very well, ſoon cauſed the Aſſembly of the great Senate at Lampſacus, whither the 
King preſently ſent me to appeaſe the ſtirs : It would be too great a ſhame for me to 
tell you; that in that imploymeat, I rather added fuel to the fire, then caſt any milk 
upon the flame, which made me return, rather with complaints in my mouth concern- 
ing the danger, then remedies in my diſcourſes, whereby to render the King pleaſed, 
thinking I could beſt colour my actions in broils and troubles , ſince knew my own 
covetouſneſs already, had procured me a world of hate in both Countries: there 
will be no need to diſcourſe unto you, how that ſhortly after this, the Myſſian 
came into Eydia with an Army, when as all thoſe proceedings are already too well 
known both to you and others: onely thus much I muſt ſay, that however Pollinex 
adviſed the King, to contend with thoſe Forces come out of Myſſia, and not yield 
to their demands; ſo much as he ſaid, againſt and contradictory to his dignity and 
prerogative, yet my ſelf alwayes prevailed ſo far in the contrary to thoſe Councels, 
that Exarch not onely condeſcended to the calling of the great Senate of the King- 
dom, by which authority he hath been ſince deſtroyed in his power; but alſo was the 
occaſion the King gave way to the ſlaughter of his faithful friend and ſervant Puli- 
»ex, with the perpetual eſtabliſhment of that Aſſembly, by which kg hath been ſince 
depoſed, becauſe I feared elſe, that Councel would ftrily call i to an account, 

concerning my ownaRions in Court - proceedings: In this poſture affairs remained, 
whilſt the King and the Senate, contended with violence, one againſt the other in ma- 
my Battles; inſomuch as at laſt the Myſſiant were again invited into Lydia with a 
new Army: whereupon Exarch putting ftill his wonted confidence in my integti- 
ty, ſent me once more into the Countrey of Myſſa, to try whether or no I could 
divert my Countreymen from their reſolutions, of giving aſſiſtance to his eſteemed 
enemies in the Kingdom of dia; wherein 1 muſt tell you, I gave him ſuch ſtrong 
aſſurances of my fidelity and power in that particular, that he reſted more then con- 
ident of the ſucceſs of my endeavours: however, contrary to his expectation, when 
he thought himſelf moſt aſſured, that no Forces would be fent out of Myſſia to bis 
prejudice, he was advertiſed by many, that not onely an Army was already march · 
| ing 
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iog into Lyas from thoſe parts, notwithſtanding I had given him no notice thereof, 
bat alſo that I had ſo far complied in the deſign, with thoſe of the contrary faction, 
that from my own mouth in many ſpeeches, his reputation was exceedingly blaſted 
the common people. N 20 | 
' Ewerchi could not along time be perſwaded of this truth; yet at faſt finding 
ſuch evidient teſtimonies, which were not to be contradicted, with any probability 
by all competent judgements, upon my arrival in the City of Philadelphia, where he 
then kept his Court, (whither I muſt confeſs, I repaired-with diſſembling intentions, 
as ſoon as I had perfected my deſigns in A he commanded me preſently to be 
ureſted for high Treaſon, in order to a future Tryal, aceording to thoſe evident ac- 
cuſations, that were brought againſt me by perſons of quality out of my own 


Notwithſtanding all theſe proceedings, the King was yet fo far bewitehed in bis 
affections towards my particular, that I had by my Agents almoſt prevailed with 
him, to be admitted to a new conference , wherein I doubted not by my fubritty and 
language, but to have prevailed in my excuſes : but they being at laſt contradicted, 
by ſome more powerful influences, I was quickly ſent as a guarded prifoner , to a 
frong fortified Caſtle in the uttermoſt Contines of Cæria, where the Kings Forces 
moſt remained; whilſt of the other (ide, the Senate by ſome inſtraments, uſed all the 
means they could to retain me alwayes about his perſon , finding me ſtiff as they be- 
lieved conducing to their benefit and advantage. ; 

In that place I ſay, I was conſtrained to endure ſome moneths of clofe impriſon- 
ment, whilſt Zxarchi ſeemed in an indifferent way, to contend againſt the double 
power, both of the Ayſſiaus and the Senate: but when he fo far declined in his for- 
tunes, that he was no longer able to bear the weight of his on oppreſfions , being 
of every {ide beſet with multitudes of difficulties, he was perſwaded again to try my 
inclinations towards his aſſiſtance, intending to make uſe of my induſtry another 
time, to attempt a new diverſion in the Kingdom of Atyſſa, ſince he very well 
knew, I was ſomething jealous of Argy/i% prevailing greatneſs in that Countrey : 
with theſe thoughts and my own faithful promiſes, I was fuddainſy delivered from 
my confinement, aſſuring the King, as I ever intended him my beſt ſervices, fo thoſe 
words that 1 had formerly uttered to his diſgrace, I was at that time conſtrained to 
deliver, whereby to be the freer from ſaſpicion amongſt his enemies: Neither could 
I (as I proteſted before the immortal Gods) hinder the marching of the Myſſian Ar- 
my into Lydia. As theſe things were partly true, ſo was our eredulous King, foon 
ſatisfied with my reaſons: In this particular, I muſt needs confeſs my ſeli higheſt to 
have injured Exarchus, for that all the world conceived him weaker in his nature, 
for the precipitated indulgency he alwayes (hewed me, then for any other miſſes ei- 
ther in his actions or Government, ſince in moſt things he appeared even matchleſs, 
both for his judgemene and apprehenſion : But again to the matter, after I had anew 
received his inſtructions, I haſted my journey into the Kingdom of Myſſia, where 
we heard Monteroſus was actually in Arms for the King right againſt the intereſt and 
authority of Argylius and Lycius : There in a ſhort time we performed conſiderable 
ſervices, until my own envy to that gallant Lord, and Euarchus commands to us 
| both, to put up our Swords in his quarrel , as conceiving himſelf now ſafe in the 
protection of the Myſſian Army, quickly ſevered us, either from farther conten- 
tion or more performances, which ſoon ſettled me quiet at home in my own poſſefſi- 
ons, near our chief City of Lampſacus, as of the contrary, it carried Moenteroſus, 
whoſe ſpirits and courage was invincible, into the Kingdom of Syria, ; 
Ii true, as he made there many complaints againſt my proceedings, ſo that 

Court being formerly poſſeſt with a contrary opinion of my intentions, he had not 
countenance enough given him by that State, (by reaſon 1 had circumvented him in 
his deſign) ſo that he was induced quickly to take his leave of Queen Hyacinthia, and 
not long after tranſported himſelf into the Countrey of Scythia, whereby to pro- 
cure new Forces that might releaſe our King of that impriſonment, which he under- 


Rood was lately caſt upon him, by the ingratitude and treachery of Avgy/ins : = 
the 


the other fide my ſelf finding \ that not onely Exarchys was delivered a caps 
tive, contrary to my expectation into the hands of the Zydian Senate 
but alſo by reaſon of that unnatural defigne ; how much Argylius would de 
able to out-power me in the Kingdome of A., (if not ſpeedily prevented) 
I ſent a meſſenger of my own. haſtily into Syria, as well to offer my ſervice to 
Byacintbia in the Kings behalf ; as to aſſure that State, L ſhould be capable in 
a ſhort time to raiſe a gallant Army, which in deſpite both of Argylius and Lycius 
would be led into the very heart of the Lydias Territory, whereby again to redeem 
the King from bis eaptivity. Theſe proffers and aſſurances tere extreamly well te- 


ceived in the Court of Syria, inſomuch as within ſome few moneths, our Souldiers 


were raiſed, money was provided, and all other equipages were ſo conveniently con. 
trived for a march, that we ſcarce apprehended any difficulty at all, to compaſt 
what victories we pleaſed towards the Kings veleaſement; and the rather, in regard 
alſo we underſtood ; many dangerous factibns were already ingendered in Lydia, to 
our advantage as well as to the Kings benefic :- But here I muſt take leave to ſay, that 

however many that have been over willing to augment my crimes , have alledged I 

onely intended this preparation, the better to have the opportunity, to ſer the 

Crown of 45ſſia upon my own head; I here ſwear before the Immortal Gods, x 

had then in my intention ao ſuch deſign: Nevertheleſs in the way I cannot deny, but 

I was tickled up by ſome part of my old ambition, ſeeing my ſelf Commander of 

ſuch an Army, and accompanied with ſo many brave Officers, to conſult again with 
a certain Oracle which was diſcovered lately as I was told, in a Temple upon 

a hill, whereby the likelier as I imagined, not onely to know the ſucceſs of my pte 
ſent imployment, but to be aſſured of the Kings future fortunes. 

I arrived at the Temple about the ſhutting in of the evening, inſomuch as I found 
all the Prieſts at their laſt devotions; when they had done, they every one come un- 
to me, to give me ſome kinde of fitting and civil ſalutations: After I had a little con. 
verſed with them in the general, at laſt I ſingled out the chief Governour am 
them, unto whom I not onely delivered a large quantity of Gold, but told him, 1 
was induced to viſit that place, in regard of the fame that was lately ſgread abroad 
of the holineſs thereof, concerning the Revelation of Divine Myſteries; wherefore l 
deſired him, that I might be farther inſtructed in thoſe wayes, that might lead me to 
ſome knowledge of future things, as well in reſpe of the King as of my ſelf: He 
ving ended this ſhort diſcourſe, he ſtood for ſome pretty ſpace in a kinde of a mare, 
as if he yet made a queſtion, whether it were fit or no to tempt the Gods, before 
they were pleaſed of themſelves, to deliver voluntarily their own Oracles: and to 
that purpoſe ſeemed by his reply to make ſome doubt; yet conſidering how much the 
affairs I had in hand, concerned the good of both Kingdoms, he promiſed the next 
morning, to do ſacrifice to that effect to the Gods, provided 1 would as he ſaid, all 
the night watch in the Temple according to cuſtoms of that nature and conſe. 

uence. 5 | 
A To this intention he brought me preſently a ſtool and a cuſhion , for my better 
commodity and eaſe in my prayers: After he was retired , I addicted my ſelf to my 
devotions, with what fervour could proceed from my weak faith, (having little confi- 
dence in holy things) conſidering how much my actions had been hitherunto, ta- 


ken up with worldly appetites, as my thoughts imployed for the moſt part in nothing, 


but in vain and weak ambitions, belonging alone to my own greatneſs , without re- 
flecting at all upon other perſons particulars : In the morning ſomething early, af- 


ter a large ſacrifice was firſt performed to the Gods, however without thoſe ceremo- 


nies uſed in the Lydian rites, the Prieſt carried me into a dark Chappel, where the 
Otaele was moſt accuſtomed to ſpeak, in choſe difficult matters belonging properly to 


my purpoſes; where I had not remained for any long time, before a ſuddain and 


whiſtling winde was beard all over the room, with two or three loud cracks of thun- 


der, not onely to the aſtoniſhment of my ſelf, but in ſome fort to the amazement of 


moſt of the company; however, the Prieſt told me, that ſuch ſigns were infallible 


predictions, that the Gods would give ſpeedy anſwers to all our demands: We had 


not 
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2 remained much longer in expectation, before the Oracle upon the Altar pro- 


nounced this ſentence, though firſt all the company but my ſelf and the chiefeſt Prieſt, 
werecommanded out of the Chappel. | 


The words of the Oracle. 


. In Triampbs great thau ſhall conducted be, 
To meet the Kings unhappy deſtiny , 
Whoſe Hauſe, and Guards, and Fortunes all along, 
Thon ſpalt poſſeſs , or feel by right or wrong; 
Whilft Arethuſius maſt in Forreign State, 
Avoid by Baniſhment his Father Fate; 
Tet ſhall with hopes come back to us again, 
Though forc t. by Flight from thence before be Reign; 
And ſcaping Treaſon, the Gods have ſomething more, 
Which I for after times will keep in flore. 


Although I muſt confeſs, I was ſomething terrified, in the manner of the pro- 
nouncing of this Oracle, notwithſtanding I was told it was the cuſtom of the place; 
yet when again I conſidered the ſubſtance of the Prophecy, that not onely anſwer- 
ed my expectation in the former Oracle, but plainly advertiſed my ambition, that 
however Euarchus appeared to be threatned with a dangerous and deſperate fate, 
yet my ſelf in all probability, was to ſucceed him in his honours and dignity , I be- 
came lufficiently pleaſed , if not abſolutely fortified in that imployment I had un- 
dertaken for the Kings ſervice , by leading the Army out of Mia into Lydia, 
which now I intended co convert to my own advantage, ſince I thought Enarchus's 
misfortunes, were no way to be prevented by any humane induſtry : wherefore 
preſently taking my leave of the chief Prieſt , having firſt given him thanks, and 
bettowed other large recompences upon the Temple, I followed as faſt as 1 could 
my marching Army, hoping ere long by ſome glorious victory, in triumph to be 
conducted through the ſtreets of Sardis, and by the willing conſent of the peo- 
ple, I might be forced to take upon me all, or ſome part of che Kings Authority, 
until as I chought his unhappy death (according to the words of the Oracle) 
might put me in poſſeſſion of the reſt, whilſt in the interim his Son Arethuſius 
was to ſeek other fortunes in ſtrange Countries, both with hazzard to his perſon, 
and ill ſucceſs in the proſecution : Thus Hepheſtson ſaid Arranus , were my flat- 
tering fancies, carried up in the air to my perdition, ſince ambition to my own 
particular, far outwent, either my good nature or obligation , to my Prince, which 
as the Gods have puniſhed ſufficiently, ſo I hope the Heavens will no more remems- . 
ber, ſince I now make unto you this ample confeſſion to that purpoſe, and the ra- 
ther am I more confident iff being truly converted in my thoughts: Wherefore as 
I inde the King muſt infallibly die, according to the predictions; ſo can J alſo 
ckarly interpret, as I believe, moſt of the Prophecies, of both Oracles concerning 
my ſelf: You know I quickly loſt the Battle to Hercrombrotus, Lieutenant General 
to Farezixz, and was ſhortly after with moſt of my Souldiery , conducted in a cer- 
tan kinde of diſgraceful triumph, to this houſe where we are now both priſoners, 
which was once a glorious Palace of the Royal Family: So that by a ſeeming fatal 
encounter, both my ſelf and the King are met, onely to act the like Tragedy one 
aſter another, attended by the ſame Guards and Fortunes, wherein, as it is to be 
' ſuppoſed , I ſhall ſucceed my great and good Maſter : To ſhut up this ſorrowful and 
unhappy ſtory, with the confidence have in your charity and the Kings mercy , I 
muſt conjure you by every thing that is to be eſteemed holy in your profeſſion, 
2s alſo by all the hopes we have of Aretbuſius being proſperous hereafter , that 
you will not onely ſignifie theſe paſſages to Euarchus, but obtain of him 
forgiveneſs for my offences: I muſt confeſs I have made the rather this m_ 2 
Vu eſſion 
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feffion anto you, that my name after my death, may not be too much blaſted in the 
worlds opinior, ſinee I had no intention in all my laſt endeavours , either to betray 
the Kings concernments , or to advance my own particular, any more then to be 
able to contend with the greatneſs of Argylius in Myſſia, whom I was aſſured, hated 
the King as much as my ſelf: With theſe words he ended his diſcourſe , accompani» 
ed by many ſighs and tears, which kept them both for a long time in ſuch an extaſie of 
ſadneſs, as if neither of them any more intended to return to any manner of joy or 
comfort; until — — conſidering at haſt as à more netxer duty to his profeſſion, 
the King might have ſome preſent need: of his aſſiſtance, towards his eternal end, 
which he perſwaded himfelf, could not now be long prevented, fince he had been fo 
largely made acquainted by Arran of the Gods decrees, with a kinde of an over. 
flowing diſcontent in his eyes and countenance, he took his leave, after he had pro. 
miſed to fulfil his requeſt , in every particular that was required at his hands, need. 
ful to be related. IE y 

Hepheſtion, as ſoonas he was parted from Arramu, began more ſeriouſly to con. 
ſider, how much of this relation he ſhould impart unto the King; for as he believed 
the whole diſcourſe , would extreamly trouble the neceſſary ſettlement of his 
thoughts, againſt that Combat he was ſhortly to make with death and the world, 
two inveterate enemies to the quiet ſtate and felicity of mankinde ; ſo was it of the 
other fide, as he ſuppoſed, alittle needful, to reconcile Euarchus to all thoſe inge. 
neral, that had moſt injured him in the tranſaction of affairs, during his Proſperioy 
and Government : Beſides he efteemed it convenient, to let him know ſomething 
concerning Arrthuſius fortunes hereafter , whereby the better to prevent thoſe tree. 
ſons, that might be intended to his perſon; if not by letters and other meſſages, to 
ſignitie to Hyarinthia his Queen in Syria, how much he was aſſured he had been he. 
— * by the Ayſſian Nation, and eſpecially by Arranus, whom he moſt truſted of 
all others. EN 

To this purpoſe, I ſay, he reſolved to inform Zxarchus concerning the prediction 
of the Oracles ; which diſcourſes notwithſtanding , he deſigned to mannage cauti- 
ouſly according to his beſt diſcretion, when he ſhould finde how his inclinations were 
addicted: With this determination he preſently entered his Bed- chamber, who 
being newly wakened from a ſound ſleep , the King prevented him with this hn 


guage: O Hepheftion , faid he, 1 have lately had a moſt profitable dream tony 


preſent condition; and therefore as I know I muſt ſhortly dye, which J could ne- 
ver believe until this hour, I ſhall as near as I can impart the contents thereof unto 
your knowledge, as my beſt and chief director in my afflictions; which was after 
this manner. 

Methought (faid he) being extreamly incumbered by my many aMiRions in my 
minde, I reſolved after divers contentions, what courſe I ſhould take for my beſt ad- 
vantage, to repair to the Phrygian Sybil, dwelling as I underſtood in a Cave upon 
Mount 14 : I found the Propheteſs at my arrival fitting upon a ſtone, at the entrance 
ol her melancholly habitation, when ſhe ſaw me approach, ſhe preſently entered the 

innermoſt part of her lodgings, whither notwithſtandinglI followed her with a haſte, 
that ſhewed I was greedy enough to be ſatisfied concerning my future fate: Aſtet 
my entrance, I paſſed through a long Gallery, cut out of the main Rock as I conceived 
with a ſtupendious skill and labour; where going through multitudes of intricate 
windings, I perceived her at laſt placed againſt a wall, which was to be mounted b) 
four or five ſteps : As ſoon as ſhe ſaw me, with a fearful and horrid countenance, the 
prevented me with this language. 

I know thee (faid ſhe) ro be Exarchus King of Lydia, wherefore enquire no 
farther of me concerning thy fortuͤnes, onely I will inform thee, that thy Son 
Arethuſius, with thy other Children, if they can efcape ſome treaſons , ſhall en- 
ter in the ſuture upon moſt admirable adventures: I perceived by this prediction, 
that my own fates drew me on to the laft period of my life, yet I earneſtly importu- 
ned her to a fuller ſatisfaction: notwithſtanding ſhe was reſolved to ſpeak no more 


in my particular, nevertheleſs the next morning ſhe promiſed to ſhew me _—

wyſteries belonging to Mount Ida 1 ſpent chat night with no ſleep, though much 
trouble, until che Propheteſs having clothed her ſelf in a white veſtment, with ber 
hair abaut her ears, ſtriking me a little with a wand ſhe carried in her hand, com- 
manded me to follow her preſently up the hill from the mouth of her Cave, at the 
very bottom of the Mountain: We had not made a journey of many furlongs to. 
gecher ; before the skie became intirely obſcured by a dark miſt , from whence 
proceeded within a ſhore ſpace many flaſhes of lightning, that afforded us cla- 
rity and conveniency enough, to behold a deep Valley, wherein were contained 
many miſerable perſons tormented by furies, that ſeemed to have neither com paſ- 
ſion of their afflictions, or conſideration to their cries; but rather added new tor. 
ments to their mindes by telling them, that whilſt they lived upon earth, in their 
covetouſneſs and ambition, they had little pitty and regard of thoſe ; that ſuffered 
injuriouſly by their falſhood and oppreſſion: No ſooner were theſe words ſpoken, 
bot the furies with a certain new violence, caſt their bodies from one flame to 
another in ſo terrible a manner, that my own heart alſo began to faint with the 
very apprehenſion , however, I felt neither their pain nor deſpair : As I was quickly 
weary of beholding theſe horrid ſpectacles, ſo the old Propheteſs, finding my fear 
and terrour, told me, that ſhe intended to ſhew me upon the top of. the Mountain, 
objects of a more delightful and pleaſing nature: As we aſcendedthe hill, by lit- 
tle and little, the miſt vaniſhed, until at laſt our ſights being abſolutely cleared from 
all incumbrances whatſoever , we beheld at no great diſtance, a moſt beautiful and 
admirable Countrey , that ſeemed co be illuſtrated by the clarity of a thouſand 
bright ſhining Suns; ſuch as no mortal eyes were ever accuſtomed to behold : From 
this delicious habitation ; there alſo iſſued forth moſt raviſhing · muſick, that ap- 
peared at the inſtant to charm my ſenſes in ſuch a nature, that for the preſent I muſt 
confeſs it took from my deſires , all appetites of this inferiour world: The build- 
ings were intermixt with nothing but gold and precious ſtones ; whilſt winding 
Rivers of pure Chriſtal , = the flourithing Trees and green Meadows a new fer- 
tility ; not to be deſcribed by any humane art or memory: It was about a quarter 
of an hours time (remaining all that while. in an extaſie, and tranſported with a 
perfe& delight) that I continued my looks fixed upon thoſe heavenly miracles, un: 
til it laſt che Propheteſs taking me by the left arm, ſhe let me know, that as the 
place was onely reſerved, for ſuch as were no injurers, who with a quiet patience 
were content to forego this life, and the fond vanities of the id; ſo for the 
preſent, could ſhe not any longer ſuffer me to behold, that abſolute manſion. of 
wonderful rarities, chat were alone inſtituted for the reward of the bleſſed when 
they were dead, though not at all for the living, either wedded or in love with 
worldly things: When we deſcended again the hill, ſhe farther informed me of 
the youth and beauty of the inhabitants, being ſuch as ſhe ſaid, who had moſt vi- 
Roriouſly ſtrived with fleſh and blood, againft all the ambitious and ſenſual paſ- 
ſions of mortality; who were deſigned in a moſt entire unity, for ever and ever to 
remain in that glotious habitation, praiſing and giving thanks to the great God 
that had created thoſe excellencies, as a perpetual reward for their ſufferings and af- 


- fictions in this world; either laid upon their perſons by their cruel enemies, or wil- 


lingly undertaken by themſelyes , as greater marks of their gratitudes, and conſtant 
affection towards his ſervices : Having delivered thus much to my apprehenſion, the 
Propheteſs vaniſhed inſtantly from my fight , which ſaddainly wakened me from my 
dreath, And now I muſt tell you Hepbeſtian, this hath not onely (whether it. were a 
revelation or a fancy) aſſured me, that I muſt die within a very ſhort ſpace, but hath 
alſo ſo far quieted my thoughts of all worldly conſiderations, that I finde my ſelf in a 
manner prepared for the hour, whenſoever, either the Gods or my enemies ſhall call 


me to the Combat. — 


Hepheſtion finding by this manner of diſcourſe, that the Kings thoughts were 
ſufficiently ſettled towards his final deſtruction, ſuppoſed it would not be unprofit- 
able to that purpoſe, to make him acquainted alſo with the relation of Arranns., 
fo chat uſing ſome circumſtances neceſfary to the * „inſtead of a preamble, —

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let him know in a manner, all that had paſſed between them in their conference, 
Suurt has cryed out ſuddenly, O-you Gods, is it poſſible, that my credulity and 
2 have been ſo much abuſed by thoſe, I not onely molt truſted in my affairs 
- but were beſt rewarded by my benefits: For ever let the Myſſian Nation be aſhameg 
of their ingratitude, as my ſelf guiltleſs of their crimes. | 
The Flamin preſently added, that notwithſtanding his ſufferings had been into]. 
lerable, occafioned priccipally by the underhand practices of that people, yet ic was 
his duty towards the ſervice of the Gods, to pardon them with all others, who bad 
done him moſt injury: Ido, I do (replyed the King) and ſince I finde not onely by 
your intelligehce, but alſo by my own dream, that I muſt ſhortly leave this unto, 
ward and troubleſome world, Ido conjure you by the holineſs of your function, ac. 
companied by the integrity of your diſpoſition, to inform me concerning the nature 
and property of that great God, that firſt created the world for his ſervice , as to the 
benefit of mankinde; for that by the very rules of reaſon, it ſeemeth unpoſſible that 
numerous Deities can be omnipotent: Your:Majefty, ſaid the Flamin, hath made x 
moſt profitable objection , for however we number up in our daily devotions fere. 
ral Gods, yet were they no other at the firſt then ſuch perſons, that lived upon earth 
with fame and renown, by whoſe valours and heroical actions, the people in the in- 
fancy of the world received notorious benefits ,, however by corruption of the times, 
they became at laft deified in their opinions: Why then (ſaid the King) it ſhould 
ſeem, we have been hitherunto continued in moſt groſs and dangerous errour 2 It is 
true (replyed the Flamin)) many cannot be excuſed in that particular, without the 
pretenſions of an invincible ignorance : But I pray (ſaid the King) what may be che 
Attributes of this omnipotent God, that onely we are to ſerve and worſhip wich 
our beſt thoughts? This great God (ſaid the Flamin) is all powerful in his works, 
pure in his intentions, and unalterable in bis decrees, whoſe Goodneſs, Majeſty, and 
Divinity, muſt be worſhipped with victims and ſacrifices , not given or belonging to 
any of his creatures, how great and excellent ſoever: What is the reaſon then (i 
the King) that we honour ſo many other Gods of an inſeriour nature? we do not 
(replyed the Flawis ) beftow upon any of them, thoſe Attributes that belong pro- 
perly to his Eſſence; onely ſometimes, we ſerve and call upon them perhaps in ou 
extremiries, at vertuous people that lived once upon earth, who now enjoy a pe- 
fect fruit ion in his favour, wherefote more apt to procure for us, thoſe benefits we 
defire (according to ſome opinions) in regard of our own unworthineſs, although 
that practice is not approved on, generally in the cuſtoms of Lydia; much leſs are 
we to watſhip many Gods, being an enormous crime crept into the world, bythe 
wickedneſs andignoranceof mankinde , for want of true knowledge and fitting in. 
ſtruction; however all agree in theſe two principles, that this God is to be honour- 
ed with a Divine Worſhip; as alſo that we onght to forgive thoſe that have injured 
os, in an intite manner; without either of which , it is impoſſible to ſecure our pre- 
fent or future condition. : | 

As the Kiog preſently after this communication , entered into his own private 
Cabinet, whereby the better to male uſe of this wholeſome inſtruction, which ſet 
before his imagination a more lively way, to know the vain uncertainties of this in- 
feriour worid; ſo when he was ſeated in his ſolitary retirement for contemplation, be 
fell upon the conſiderations of his own troubleſome reign, that ſcarce had given him 
in the latter part of his life one hour free from vezation and diſcontents. 

Firſt he reflected upon the extream ingratitude of bis own natural Countreymen 
the Ayſſiau; a people of all others, that had been moſt beholding unto him for his 
bountiful favours. ': e's 2002 ( P 
- Next he entered into examination of bis proper actions, with his more in- 
ward intentions, concerning his Subjects of the Kingdom of Lydia; as it were 
imagining , why they ſhould now ſeek a new way of Government to their own 
prejudice, when as his reign had been · ever ſo. gentle and eaſie unto them? And 
here a little he began to ſtumble at the Gods goodneſs ; but then when he conſider- 


ed how inſerutable and juſt were all their decrees, notwithſtanding the various ima- 
ginati- 
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:nations of man that were onely accompanied by indulgent fancies, inſtead of true 
incerpretations , be thought himſelf as faulty in many of his comportments, as 
Crowns and Dignities were uncertain to be continued; and when beſt and longeſt 
to be enjoyed, nor be compared in any kinde whatſoever, to thoſe heavenly plea- 
ſures, which in his dream he had beheld upon Mount Ida: But however by little and 
little; he endeavoured to wean himſelf in this manner from worldly conſiderations, 
yet he could not altogether put off from his thoughts, the defire of carthly proſpe- 
rity for his dear Wife and lovely Children, which for a ſeaſon, cauſed him to ſhed ma- 
ny tears, as offered ſacrifices of ſorrow to their love and remembrance. This alſo 
cauſed him in a kinde of excafi of paſſion, to fall down upon his knees, and earneſt- 
ly beleech the Gods in their behalfs. 7 

In this diverſity of paſſions, though ſtill milde and temperate in outward appea- 
rance, he continued for ſome few dayes, until he was another time ſent for before his 

udges, to make his laſt and final anſwer, to thoſe accuſations that had been formerly 
2 to his charge , where being again demanded, what reply he intended to re- 
turn, he told them once more, that as he conceived they had no juſt authority, either 
from Heaven or Earth, to be the diſpoſers of his perſon, much leſs the takers away 
of his life, ſo was he fully reſolved, never to yield to that juriſdiction, which not 
onely intended to deſtroy him, but to captivate his people: After his condemnation 
was pronounced, many Ladies of the City with diſhevelled hair, and diſtracted 
looks , a in amongſt the armed Guard wich violence, to be heard plead for this 
Kings life. — 4 

| \Fhen the noiſe was ſomething appeaſed, and the women by force ſent out of the 
Court, as eſteemed too impertinent diſturbers of the proceedings, Emarchus with 
a certain gentle admonition of his hand to be beard (which being at laſt granted him) 
with a conftant grave countenance, though the ſweetneſs of his fa vour was much de- 
cayed, by his many miſeries and continual afflictions, made this manner of ſpeech to 
the Aſſembly. , 

1 hope there are ſome here, aid he) that are rather ſorry for my misfortunes, then 
contemners of my dignity, wherefore leſs perſwaded of theſe my crimes then others, 
to whom I ſhall onely addreſs thoſe few words I have to ſay, ſince I neither can or 
ever will, acknowledge this juriſdiction, that ſeems to claim an unheard of authori- 

over my perſon : You fee your King, not onely brought before I know not what 
Lcibunal as a Malefactor, but condemned to die, by a Law never yet put in practice 


dy any power, however grounded upon no other cauſe, but that he deſires ſatisfacti- 


on in the true conſtitution of the Iydian Government, which ought to be the rules 
of comportment, both for the Prince and the Subject: You may behold allo, à liber- 

extraordinary given to theſe men, rather by violence to execute what they pleaſe, 
* juſtly to proceed in what they ſhould, ſince the Senate is now no more what it 
was, then my ſelf wl:en I was Head thereof: If Preſidents were to be produced for 


| theſe actioas, certainly they would adde much to the advantage of the cauſe in the 


opinion of the people; if none have been in former times, yet at leaſtwiſe let them 
derive their power from ſome viſible Authority, which may appear to have been ſu- 
pream in paſt ages: If they challenge their Juriſdiction, from the ancient and here- 
ditary Priviledges of the Nobilitꝝ, where are they themſelves to make good the claim? 
If by the natural right of the people, why are not their conſents demanded to ju- 
ſlifie the proceedings > But O you Gods, it is the Sword onely (that never was or- 
dained for Government but Execution) by which Exarchus muſt fall: Alas, alas, 
my friends, (ſaid he) to what a paſs are your Rights come, when the Father of them 
all muſt periſh, becauſe he deſires ill to make them good to your poſterity? The 
Judges being unwilling to hear any more of this language; for that the Kings dif. 
courſes ſeemed to draw from the Aſſembly, not onely tears, but conſideration even 
from the Souldierg themſelves, who began to be a little ſoſtned in their hearts, com- 
manded them inſtantly, to lead away the priſoner from the Bar, fince they perceived 


bis obſtinacy was not at all to be reformed. | 
+ But when this doleful news, was firſt brought to the ears, of the more then ama- 


zed 
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zed Princeſs Cloria, of her Fathers death, it was not a grief that po ſſeſt her ſad 
ſoul, like unto a humane miſery; but ſhe entertained the diſaſter, as a fatal doom 
executed againſt her eternal happineſs, inſomuch, as preſently with a look that prog. 
nolticated ſome ſtrange alteration in her ſenſes, ſhe rowled her fair eyes in her head 
as if they ſought nothing but the cruelleſt effefts of deſperation ; till at laſt wholly 
overcome by the violence of her diſtemper, ſhe ſunk down to the ground before the 
Company, whilſt thoſe about her (who had been alſo for the inftant , entertainin; 
their own thoughts, with the like ſorrow in ſome meaſure) were conſtrained to f 
with fearful ſhreeks to her neceſſary aſſiſtance: They continued a long time rubbin 
her beautiful Temples, and uſing other means for her recovery, until in the end, the 
Gods as it ſhould ſeem, not willing to permit a Creature to periſh of ſuch excel. 
lency, by reaſon of any misfortune, ſhe was again brought to a new life, however 
much more loathed to her ſelf chen death of what nature ſoever: When (he had 
been for a pretty ſpace ſeated in'a Chair, though rather by the violence and induf 
of her ſervants, then by her own conſent and ſufferance; after ſhe was in that kinds 
throughly come to her underſtanding , according to their apprehenſions , ſhe had 
made —— another war with her lovely face, if the ſtanders by had not fud. 
denly interpoſed, whereby to prevent the reſolution ; and by force preſently carried 
her to her bed, where being laid, it was not long before ſhe uttered theſe complain, 
with ſo much paſlion, as very well ſhewed what were her inward cogitations, occafi- 
oned by the cauſes of her exceſſive grief. | | 
Alas, alas Clria (ſaid ſhe) is it fit thou ſhouldſt longer preſerve this miſerable 
life, ſince he that was authour both of that and all thou canſt pretend unto, of 
and happineſs, ſhould be deprived of his by fo ſtrange a fate; Will thy molt dearand 
noble Mother, (who cannot but die with ſorrow upon the hearing of this horrid 
news) ever own thee for her Childe in the next world, when ſhe ſhall finde, thou 
wanteſt duty fufficient to accompany thy vertuous Father in his death? What a d,. 
pleaſant encounter will there be, in the E/yzias Fields between our fad fouls , attend. 
ing onely natural expirations, inſtead of revenge u ur ſelves or enemies? O dear 
Narciſſus, (faid ſhe) ſeek not now, the contracting of new marriages, with thy moſt 
unfortunate Cloria, when as thou art rather obliged , to raiſe numerous Armies to 
vindicate her injuries, and preſerve thy own condition, left the example give encon- 
ragement to all other Subjects to do the like. After ſhe had uttered thus much, ſhe 
again reſted ſilent for a pretty ſpace until the tears trickling down her lovely Cheeks 
in abundance, made another forcible paſſage for her words in this manner. 
. You Gods, (faid ſhe) the bleſſed Authors of all goodneſs, and therefore not to 
be blamed for any of our miſeries, give me 1 beſeech you a competent patience, not 
overmuch to offend your Deities, by my unruly and prepoſterous paſſions; never- 
theleſs I muſt beg leave to declare to the world ſuch a neceſſary grief, that neither n 
heart can conceal, or my duty avoid, without a ſtain to my honour , or an injury to 
juſtice it ſelf, with thefe thoughts and confiderations, I cannot but reflect upon the 
apprehenſions of poor Aſcanius, who at our laſt parting never imagined, ſo ſudden- 
ly to be ſaluted with the tad and diſaſterous tydings of our Fathers fatal deſtruction 
by his own people, ſince he haſted more from my company, to be a glorious inſtru- 
ment of Euarc hus proſperity, then out of any feat. he had of his own ſafety : Is it 
poſſible that all Princes of Aſia will ſtill ſleep in a falſe ſecurity, when ſuch examples 
are permitted to threaten new dangers to their Dignities ? If you be chaſtiſed for yout 
blinde ſtupidity, and froward ſpleens one againſt another, the puniſhment is but juſt- 
ly inflicted by the all ſeeing Heavens, for your follies and want of conſideration, in 
being inienſible both of honour and goodneſs, in your own and others particulars: 
No may the Zydian people for ever repent their unfaithful diſobedience to that 
Majeſty, that had nothing but ſweerneſs in bis Commands, and juſtneſs in his intenti- 
ons, ſince vulgar pride and covetous fancies, have in a manner deſtzoyed at one blow 
all property in the Subject: with what deriſion may the uncircumſpe& Nobility be- 
moan their own loſſes, in not being able ſo much as to contribute the leaft aſſiſtance 
to their King in his extremities ;- and as little to conſerve their own priviledges in the 


Senate? 
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Senate > O moſt dear Mother (ſaid ſhe) once the honour of beauty, and delight of 
Majeſty, with what torments will your noble ſoul be afflicted, (if you ſhould over. 
live the firſt news of this ſtrange flaughcer) when you ſhall not onely conſider your 
ſelf deprived of all perſonal happinefs and content in this world, but finde your 
thoughts continually perturbated by the cryes and exclamations of your injured, if 
not wanting Children? She would fill have proceeded after this extravagant man- 
ner, in beating of the fruicleſs air with her pure and innocent breath, if Raxana (con- 
ſdering that her complaints were neither profitable for the: ſeaſon , or beneficial to 
15 had not ſuddenly put a gentle bridle to her preſent paſſions, by ſome kinde 

of diſcreet perſwaſion | LT 
Alas, Madam, (ſaid ſhe) did you think to enjoy your Father for ever in this frail 
Tabernacle of Mortality, when death is the certain period and reward of all mens 
actions, how great or good ſoever > Wherefore he, by paying a few years ranſome 
before hand, hath prevented abſolutely thoſe hazzards, that might have either diſho- 
noured him here, or deſtroyed him hereafter, whereas he now by a glorious end, 
hath avoided both, for the ſecurity of ' hunſelf, and the reputation of his poſterity : 
In full confirmation of which truth, I pray remember, with what noble and conſtant 
courage, be alwayes defended the juſt Rights and Priviledges of his Crown, againſt 
his powerful and moſt exaſperated oppolers, as well by private encounters as in pub- 
lick battles; inſomuch (as it is ſufficiently known) he earneſtly provoked the late Ge- 
neral Dimogoras to give him perſonal meeting, if he durſt in a ſingle combat, where- 
by the differences between himſelf and the Senate, might be ended without more 

blood and ſlaughter of his innocent people. | 

Again I ſay, with what excellent eloquence, both with his tongue and pen, did he 
ever perſwade his enemies to peace and obedience , not onely for the welfare of his 
Dominions, but the aſſurance of their own juſt rights to all perpetuity? And when 
neither his admonitions could finde entertainment in the Senates refolutions , or his 


- challenge be accpted by the Generals courage, he gave Dimogoras ſuch teſtimonies of 


his policy, and skill in Martiall Affairs, by circumventing his whole Army, that it 
was thought convenient by his Maſters ſitting at Sardis, to turn him ſuddenly out of 
his place of Command, whereby to make a freer paſſage for Farexim the now Ge- 
neral, whom belike they eſteemed either more fortunate in the Wars, or leſs diſobe- 
dient to their Commands: Laſt of all, the King being as you know overborn by a 
double power, he was both perſwaded and conſtrained, to put himſelf into the pro- 
tection of the Myſſian Army, where by the endeavours of Eycius and. Argyhus , he 
was ſold for a ſum of money to his deſtruction, which probably no foreſight could 
have prevented, ſince he wanted means any more, to defend his own Rights and Ju- 
riſdiction, both by reaſon of his Commanders corruption, and the Senates circum- 
ſpection: Yet however, O you Gods, with what a conſtant patience, did he ever 
fince undergo the diverſity of proceedings of his cruelleſt enemies? Who as I may 
ſay, toſt him from one priſon to another, until they brought him to his laſt ſcene, 
wherein he appeared by all confeſſions, rather a miracle of nature, then a perſon 
ſubject co thoſe paſſions belonging to humanity ; which for ever will give him a moſt 
glorious and laſting Character. 

Wherefore moſt dear Lady (ſaid ſhe) dry up thoſe forrowful and waſting tears 


from your fair eyes, being now 2s I may ſay, the onely lights that are left yer thining, 


within the obſcured horizon of unfortunate Lydia, and by the help of theſe benefici- 
al conſiderations, I beſeech you think, that you have nor at all loft a worthy and lo- 
ving Father, but for ſome ſhort time onely are deprived of his preſence , whereby 
the better hereafterto enjoy his company for ever, with the more ſplendour and glo- 
ry; neither be doubtful in any meaſure, but that your youthful and gallant Brother 
Prince Arethuſius, will procure ſo much friendſhip, and power from the greateſt Po- 
tentates of the world, ( who cannot but eſteem themſelves ſufferers with him 
in honour , though not in territory) as to be able to regain thoſe Kingdoms in- 
to his poſſeſſion, as are rightfully deſcended by way of ſucceſſion to him and his 


poſterity, 
Governeſs; 
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' Governels, (faid the Princeſs) after a fad ſigh or two had made the way, it i; 
much eaſier for one to give counſel in health, then for ro-take phyſick being fick. 
eſpecially when as all ſceming remedies whatſoever, according to a deſpairing appre. 
henſion, are botly unpleaſant and diftifteful : *Tis true, I cannot deny, but your 
powerful and difcreet perſwaſions, are E upon ſo many probable (and 1 may 
ſay) profitable reaſons, that I do not ſee, how my inward malady can poſſibly be 
cured, without thoſe punctual obſervations; yet by the way, give me leave to 
tell you Rarans, that notwithſtanding by the very ſtrength of judgement ; yon 
ſcem powerfully to have convinced my underſtanding , almoſt in every particular 
nevertheleſs I finde humane nature (upon what conſideration ſoever) cannot be ſo 
ſoon brought, to put off that frailty that accompanies all our natural actions and 
conceptions: For although -Iknow the immortal Gods, have created us for better 
uſes, then to place our hearts attentively upon tranſitory affections, yet as lon 
as we carry about with us the. cloathing of fleſh and blood, we ſhall be a. 
wayes inclinable to ſatisfie (in a high kinde) our outward ſenſes, more then c 
up our hopes, upon the wings of Piety and Religion, that pretend onely to di- 
vine fruitions, that conſiſt onely in ſpeculation of thoſe contents, we can ſcarce in 
any manner comprehend , unleſs it be after ſuch a dark manner, as Children are 
made to believe thoſe ſtories, that are told of Giants and enchanted Caftles in the 
air; for that we have nothing to aſſiſt our mortality, but bare faith, and the meer 
conſidence we have grounded upon ſuch principles; however I- muſt confeſs, the 


little ſtability we finde in any worldly concernments, affords reaſons ſufficient to 


perſwade our fancies, that ſomething of a higher nature, then what we enjoy here, 
muſt needs be ordained by the pure Heavens, for mans ſatisfaction in the future; 
eſpecially when we conſider our ſelves created in a more excellent manner, then all 
other Creatures whatſoever, by the faculties of our mindes and underſtanding; 
Wherefore-I ſay , my dear friend, be not over ſcandalized at my deportment, 


if my grief tranſcend ordinary paſſions, ſince the cquſe appears ſo much beyond all 


example. i 

Nevetheleſs replyed Roxana, I hope e re long, your own reaſon grounded upon the 
laſt part of your diſcourſe (you being the moſt excellent of your ſex, and ſo conſe. 
quently in a higher degree above other Creatures) will be of ſufficient force, without 
overmuch difficulty, to deſtroy thoſe unprofitable paſſions, that do not onely ex- 
ceedingly derogate from your own being; but may alſo perhaps afford greater encou- 
ragements to your enemies, as well to proſecute other attempts againſt your perſon, 
as to be leſs taken with your vertues; when ſeeing it is in their power at any time 
ro 8 they will never deſiſt from attempting till, to render you their captive 
intirely. x | | 

Notwithſtanding theſe, and the like diſcourſes, within ſome few dayes, abated ma- 
ny of thoſe violent ſtorms, that at the firſt raged ſo exceedingly in the Princeſs bo- 
ſom, yet could ſhe not chuſe often in her dreams, but entertain her fancy with theſe 
— imaginations: ſometimes her Fathers ſpirit ſeemed to ſpeak to her aſtet 

is ſort. | 

O ſweet and moſt dear Daughter, (ſaid he) where are now thoſe flouriſhing times, 
that equally made thee delightful to my eyes, as my own power and greatneſs, that 
was al moſt adored by all forreign Princes, as well as abſolutely obeyed by the Zydian 
people? However I conjure thee, to calm thoſe misbecoming tempeſts for my death, 
which cloud and obſcure the faculties of thy innocent foul, when as there is no doubt 
but thy own fortunes, will render thee glorious hereafter, by the happy marriage 
with brave Narciſſus, who will ſecure thee, as revenge me, if once thou couldſt break 
the ſtrong bonds of thy confinement, Then again Hyacinthia her vertuous Mo- 
ther, would ſeem to ſtand before her ſight, uttering theſe lamentable words and 
complaints: 

Oh Cloria, is Euarchus dead? Or is it ſome horrid apparition that ſuggeſts ſucli 
, terrour to my imagination, inftead of ſweet and delightfoll objects after all 


my Sufferings ? Could ſo loving a Husband , and ſo dear a Father quit this infe- - 


rior 
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kor world, without taking his laſt leave of thee and me? For. otherwiſe per. 
chance, both of us ſhould have been willingly perſwaded, to have you along with 
bim into a new Habitation, ſince for ſome years laſt paſt, we have enjoyed neither fe- 
licity or content in this: But is it poſlible ſweet Daughter, (faid ſhe) that the juſt, 
wile, and eloquent Ewarchxs, could lo eaſily be ſuppreſt by his own people, without 
the Gods deſcending from the higheſt Heavens, to defend his perſon, and maintain 
our Rights? O but Hyacineie, would ſhe ſay again, this is true, and much more, 

et thou ſtill liveſt, not onely to be a ſpectacle of misfortune to other Princes, that 
were once an object of envy to all the Queens of A/, but a burthen to thy very 
friends and kindred, accuſtomed to oblige multitudes of other Nations and Coun- 
treys? What are become of ſo many glories, that daily attended thy perſon in thy 
Husbands Court > Where are thoſe Troops of Nobility, who thought it a ſupream 
fayour, but to obtain employment from thy peremptory Commands? What meſ- 
ſenger ſent from the mightieſt Prince of the world, did not eſteem himſelf honoured 
to receive ſmiles from thy countenance, or diſcour ſes from thy lips? This and much 
more did the afflicted Princeſs imagine to hear from her ſorrowful Mother, untill her 
Brother Arethuſius appeared before her fancy in a ſeeming brave poſture, as if he had 
come out of 417 ſſia, attended by a gallant Army, ready to give Battle to the King 
mies: But when her Lord Narciſſ#s was repreſented to her thoughts, with 
yers loving vows, and a thouſand faithful promiſes , not onely concerning her 
affe&tions, but his intentions of aſſiſtance , ſhe appeared ſomething confident in 
thoſe hopes; and with it by little and little, began to take neceſſary reſt and 
inietneſs. \ | | 
. Thus I ſay ſhe continued between grief and and conſolation, accompanied with 
other entertainments, that her careful Governeſs Roxane daily prepared for her di- 
vertiſement, until Cratus the Cyprian Ambaſſadour, one day obtained leave of the 
Officezs of che Caſtle co viſit her Lodgirgs;; where notwithſtanding , hearing that 
lia was not any in humour, either for entertainment or diſcourſe; deſired to have 
ſome private conference with Roxane; who preſently coming to him, after a few ſor- 
rowful Complements, he entertained her with this unexpected diſcourſe. 

Lady, (ſad he) 1 have by a warrant from Farezizsthe-General, procured leave to 
viſit your Lodgings; yet ſuppoſing the Princeſs (oria, is not at preſent much in- 
clinable co communication of any ſort, I ſhall make bold to let you know ſome 
paſſages, that lately happened between me and the ſajd perſon ; which after- 
ward I ſhall give you leave to judge of, according to your own apprehenſion and 
diſcretion. As I was one day walking in the Park belonging to the Kings Houſe, 
of a ſudden Farexius interrupted my fad contemplations, with this manner of 
diſcourſe ; who belike had noted my melancholly poſture, out of his own Chamber 
windows, that adjoyned upon the place: Sir ( ſaid he) as I doubt not but you 
are ſufficiently ſorrowful for the late accident that befell the King; ſo of the other 
fide, you muſt give me leave to tell you, that my deſires no way went along 
with the action, however my command may appear ſomething in the eyes of the 
world, to contribute to his deſtruction: Wherefore, that I may the better ſatis- 
he you in this particular, I ſhall by a ſhort relation make you acquainted wich my life 
and intentions. e 5 

Scarce had I arrived to competent years of ſtrength and dicretion , but my Fa- 
ther (a Countrey Gentleman near the City of Thyatyra) intending to give me 
ſome breeding, ſent me into your Iſland of Cyprus, there to be trained up in the 
Wars againſt the King of Egypt: There I muſt confeſs, I ſo far ſuckt in the poi- 
ſon of diſtaſte againſt Monarchy, by reaſon of thoſe contentions between the peo- 
ple and their King, that I brought home with me thoughts, (I cannot deny) of ſome 
dilloyalty to my own Prince, as conceiving all Governments confined to a ſingle per- 
ſon, taſted a great deal more of tyranny then liberty: However by « certain kinde 
of retired life, and no opportunity afforded me for actions, whereby I might conve- 
niently put in practice what I held, agreeing with the tenents of my thoughts 
aud Religion, I was for fome years quiet both in my minde and body, untill 
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Euarc hus and his great Councel began to contend, not onely in words and diſputati. 
ons, but with Swords and Arms, which latter as I thought being part of my pro- 
feſſion, and my opinions alſo running along with the lawfulneſs of the cauſe, I ſoon 
took up weapons in my own perſon, for the defence and juſtification of the Senate 
which from one ſervice to another, hath brought me — you ſee) to this degree of 
preferment. But now to my concluſion: As I was abſolutely confident of the Se. 
nates right and intentions, in their differences they haÞ with their King, fo did! 
never believe, that things would have come to ſo bad a period, which 1 muſt tell 
you, no power of mine in the Army, (notwithſtanding I was their deſigned General) 
could by any induſtry prevent, inſomuch, as finding my intereſt — 4 the Souldi- 
ers, not ſo great, as that which Hercrombrotus and others had purchaſed by their late 
victories againſt the Myſſians, I ſhall be as willing to lay down my Command, 48 
perhaps the Senate hath an intention to take it from me: The reaſon however, v 

I have delivered thus much unto you is, not onely to clear my intentions concern. 
ing Euarchus fortunes, but to aſſure you during my time of being in office, I ſhall uſe 
all manner of civilities to that declining party, which is as much as for the preſent | 
have to ſay. . | | 

I muſt — I did not well know what to make of this diſcourſe , and therefore 
gave him no other anſwer ,-buethar he might do well according to my opinion, tg 
continue what civilities he could to Euarchuss remaining Family: Of one fide 3s | 
tinde he hath ſome doubt of Hercrombrotus growing greatneſs and eſtimation, ſo per. 
- chancedoth ita little repent him, that by his own prevailing endeavours, the Ki 
was at firſt reduced to thoſe hard conditions, that brought him to his finall deſtructi- 
en inthe end; however the better to try his inclinations, I defired at that inſtant, the 
favour which l have obtained, to viſit your Lodgings, and you may make what ue 
you pleaſe of the information. LET 

Roxana thanked extreamly Cratus for bis intelligence; withall telling him, that 
within a day or two perchance, (he might contrive out of it ſome advantage to the 
Princeſs Clorias condition: Wher they had ſpent a little more time in other com. 
munications, the Ambaſſadour took his leave of the old woman, both doubting left 
the watchful Guard about the Caſtle, ſhould conceive the preſent meeting was intend- 
ed, for another end then for a meer civil and reſpectful viſit , whereby the Kings 
Daughter might be ſomething comforted, after the loſs of her Father. 

Cratus the Ambaſſadour being departed, Roxana more particularly began to 
conſider, not onely the conſequences of the intelligence, but the fruits of that 
might probably be reaped, from the aſſiſtance and good will of Farezixs the Ge. 
neral; eſpecially if he were either doubtful of his own continuance im honour, 
or that he emulated in any kinde the growing greatneſs of Hercrombrotus, 1 
being a perſon of a far more active, if not ambitious nature then himſelf ; To this 
purpoſe in the firſt place, ſhe reflected upon hef Miſtreſſes ſad and almoſt deſperate 
condition, ſince as the Senate with the Souldiers had already deſtroyed the King, ſo 
might it be ſuppoſed in a ſhort time, they would do the like to the Princeſs, at leaſt- 
wiſe conſtrain her to ſome marriage contrary to her liking , in that it could not be 
thought, either convenient or ſafe for their purpoſes, to ſuffer her to be matched to 
Narciſſus Duke of Cyprus, which probably would give more power to any intenti- 
ons of revenge againſt their proceedings, when a title ſhould go along with the 
opportunity. | 

This made her blame Cloria exceedingly in her minde, to be ſo over ſuperſtitious 
in her baſhful modeſty, that ſhe did not conſummate the marriage with Narciſm, 
when ſhe had the occaſion offered, ſetting aſide all needleſs Ceremonies belonging 
to her honour and duty: Nevertheleſs conſidering it was to no purpoſe, to look 
back upon paſt accidents and omiſſions, that could prevent neither future miſchieſt, 
or afford conſolations in preſent exigencies, ſhe began more ſeriouſly to tax het 
own impertinencies, rather conſidering effectually what was now to be under- 
taken for the Princes fafery, Amongſt which thoughts, after ſhe had imagined 


many things ( Rtill controverted by her wavering fancy) at laſt ſhe fell to this 
con- 


* 
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Moſt ſweet Lady and Miſtreſs , (ſaid ſhe) as you cannot but be of opinion, that 
courage and reſolution inimitation of your brave Father, befirs your birth and qua- 
lity, ſo ought you to make molt uſe of thoſe vertues: in greateſt extremities, with- 
out which you cannot be ſaid truly to poſſeſs the faculties in your ſoul; and leſſe 
will they be of any benefit to your princely condition, though bearing never ſo 
many Titles in your denomination ; what difference is there elſe between your 
Nobility and people of a baſer extraction? ſince fleſh and blood by .nature are the 
ſame, onely altering in the reſolutions of the minde, gained by a mote refined edu: 
cation from one generation to another; which is the reaſon, 1 ſay, why extractions 
from Kings and Princes, claim ſo great a prerogative in the: thoughts of ſuch, above 
thoſe of the more inferior ſort, whether it be ia valour, juſtice, patience, or the like; 
berauſe illuſtrious families have been continually brought up in the practice and love 
of thoſe excellent qualities, whereas the multitude for the moſt part, are more carried 
on by ſenſe and appetite, then by fame and opinion, that ſeldom or never ſuffer them 
to be owners of high exploits: But this J do not alledge, either to inſtruct your 
Xx 2 nature, 
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nature, or doubt your education, but the more to inflame your minde, towards the 


execution of ſuch heroicall vertues, when there is an apparant occaſion to make uſe 
of them for your advantage, if not ſaſety; which as yet perhaps, you may not con- 


ceive ſo abſolutely threatning as I wiſh you did: IT ſhall deſire you but co conſider 


at leaſtwiſe my fidelity, (I will not call it good fortune, ſince we are not yet at the 
end of our la bours) when you were fo happily freed contrary to expectation, from 
the dangerous importunities of Oſiris Courtſhip, in the City of Memphis, which 
might have produced fortunate effects in your love to my Lord Narciſſus, if your 
overmuch ſuperſtition had not hindred the Nuptials ; and by that eſtimate, I pray 
judge of my preſent perſwafions : I do not fay this co upbraid in any kinde your 
actions paſt, but the better to inſtruct your proceedings to come; ſo that I conjure 
you to give a willing ear to what 1 ſhall now propound. 

As you havea determination you know, if you can procure the liberty , to ſend 
ſome Meſſenger or other into the Kingdom of Syria, not onely to condole the la. 
mentable death of your Father, but to enquire after the languiſhing condition of 
your Mother; ſo in the interim, whilſt we have obtained a paſs for your Page, the 
perſon as I conceive moſt proper to be deſigned for the buſineſs) you muſt tor three 
or four dayes before bis N departure, diſſemble ſome ſickneſs that cauſes youto 
keep your bed, whereby the better to prevent all manner of pretended viſits. Afer 
this, you may without ſuſpicion, either apparel your ſelf in the boyes habit, or pro. 
vide others to the ſame likeneſs, (who however he be not handſome according to your 
excellent ſhape, yet he is of competent beauty and ſtature for our defign ) which be. 
ing done, you may eaſily make an eſcape from this Caftle, whilſt he dreſt in yourclothes 
keeps the Chamber,and ſo by conſequence conveigh your ſelf to what region you ſhall 
ſee moſt convenient; eſpecially being warranted by a paſs from the General Fare. 
dium, who will not deny ſuch a courteſie it is to be ſuppoſed , after his late profeſſions 
to Cratus the Ambaſſadour of Cyprus; who may be the petſon employed to pro. 
cure the writing, however he need not at all be made acquainted with the project, leſt 
upon future examination he ſuſſer thereby ; which an Officer of his employment to 
a forreign State, would perhaps be unwilling to undergo , without ſome direction 
from his Maſters that ſent him; if you like my invention, I ſhall this night frame a 
Letter to Cratw, deſiring him to move the General for a Paſs, according to this pur- 
poſe, that you may diſpatch your little Meſſenger — Looby to the Queen your 
Mother: Truly in my opinion, this project may — effected, if you have reſo- 
— ae to put it in execution; and at the worſt; none can ſuffer but my ſelf for 

either the eſcape or the miſs ; which being omitted, we are likely both to ſuffer a cruel 
death, or at the beſt a perpetual impriſonment , ſince it is not to be ſuppoſed you 
will quit your love to the Duke of Cyprus, to marry with ſome baſe Groom, accord. 
ing to the diretionof the Senate. 
C loria after ſhe had with a dolefull look entertained this unwelcome moti- 
on; (which as ſhe thought, was onely to be received as poyſon to expell an 
infection, conſidering ſhe was without Company, to undertake inconvenient and 
dangerous journeys over Seas, and through deſert Countreys, ſcarce known 
unto her by report; and alſo to leave her Governels (alwayes the Counſellor of 
her youth) to be expoſed to the fury of the Senate, when they ſhould finde chem- 
ſelves deceivedin their expeRation) ſhe could not chuſe but ſend up to the Hea- 
vens, two or three deep ſighs; fetcht as 1 may fay, from the very bottom of her 
— 8 ſpirit; which perturbation after a long ſilence, at laſt brought forth theſe 
words. | a | 
And are you deſirous now Roxana (ſaid (he) to quit the company of your poor 


Foſter-childe, that for ſo many years you have directed, both in proſperous and ad- 


verſe fortunes Are — — now weary of her company, that takes no felicity 
but in yours? Or is it , that you are not onely become careleſs of her preſer- 
vation, but even weary of your own life, for that you ſeem deſirous to expoſe us 

to ſuch eminent hazzards, as in a manner cannot be parallel'd > When ſhe had 


uttered this ſyperfiuous and diftraed diſcourſe, thar onely ſerved as fuell to 
| er 
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her grief, and trouble to Roxane's deligns , ſhe began with a little better temper, 
more ſeriouſly to reflect upon the preſſing neceſſity of her affairs. 

In this conſideration , in the firſt place ſhe bechought her ſelf of her own condi- 
tion, not poſſible to be amended, without undertaking of hazzardable enterprizes : 
Next ſhe began to entertain her minde with Idea's,of what a happineſs ſhe might en- 
joy by an eſcape, not onely in the future for being freed from all perſonal danger, but 
in poſſeſſing ber ſelf alſo of the company of her dear ſervant Narciſns, with all the 
reſt of hesfriends and kingred : Laſt of all ſue conceived entirely, that it was much 
better to ſuffer her Governeſs, to remain ſtill in the Caſtle behinde her, who as ſhe. 
imagined, could not receive much injury by reaſon of her age, notwithſtanding what 
cruel diſpoſitions ſoever, then daily for them boch to be tormented, with new frights, 
if not more real ſufferings, grounded upon jealouſies and envy: Beſides, that it 
was probable as ſhe thought, the Senate would endeavour the marrying of her to 
ſome contemprible fortune, rather then ſuffer the alliance between her and the 
Duke of _ to go forward, as Roxana had already intimated: So that at laſt 
(though with many tears ſtanding in her ſorrowful eyes, at the very apprehenſion of 
purting) ſhe gave her ſad conſent , as I may ſay to this grievous determination; 
which however, ſhe allowed her lips ſcarce time to utter, for haſte to retire into her 
Chamber , leaving the whole mannagement of the plot to her Governeſſes will and 
diſcretion, bs, | 

This conſent (chough darkly pronounced) notwithſtanding was liberty enough for 
ran, ſpeedily to put in execution what ſhe had determined; and to that purpoſe 
quickly framed a Letter to Cratus the Ambaſſadour in this ſort. | | 


My Lord Ambaſſadenr of Cyprus, preſamiug upon our late diſcourſe , wherein oa 
mmſarwed me of ſome humane profeſſions ofthe General, my Lady and Miſtriſs having a 
defire to difpatch ſome Meſſenger ,* to the Quern her Mother in Sytia , ſhe wonld gladly 
dais a paſs from his Authorigy, only to conduct ſafely her little Page to that purpoſe 5 
who elſe perhaps, might be interrupted in hi paſſage euher by Sea or Land: I hope this 
requeſt will ſeem neit her impudent, or imprrtinent to you or him; however, the obtaining 
of this ſmall ſuit , ſhall oblige me in her name; to ſubſcribe my ſelf your moſs faithful

Within two dayes ſhe received the Paſs according to her deſire, which made her 
preſently provide clothes and other things neceffary for the Princeſs journey, whilſt in 
the interim the better to delude the Guard of the Caſtle, ſhe cauſed Cloria to feign 
ber ſelf lick, as it were with meer grief for her Fathers misfortunes, whereby ſhe 
might not at all be importun'd by viſits : ſhe alſo uſed eſpecial diligence in inſtructing 
the Page, concerning what part he was to play, for ſome time after the Princes was 
departed, both in keeping her bed and ſtate; hoping by that means, the fallacy 
would not be perceived, until the Princeſs had freed her felf from the Zydian juriſdicti- 
on. and ſo by conſequence got ſafe either into Syria or Cyprus. 

When the time came for this unwilling flight , ' C/oria being accommodated after 
a9artificial manner, though for a worſer reſemblance (however the boy notwith-

ſettled times, uſed to enquire after all manner of perſons and their buſineſs: Bein

Having thus made two or three dayes journey with ſufficient ſucceſs ; and that ſuc- 
ceſs having ſomethiug aſſured her confidence, which confidence ſtill increaſed her 
hopes, towards the Sea-fide in Caria, where ſhe intended to take ſhipping , at la 
ſhe cameto a great Forreſt in the way; anſwerable to thoſe direRions ſhe had recei.

ſecute your journey, yet farther towards Deorcas, upon the Confines of Pamphylia, 
ich 15 a good Hayen Town, newly taken from the juriſdiction of Egypt by the Sy- 
faust; where you may obtain what benefit of paſſage you pleaſe, to any part of the 
world: and for your accommodation, you ſhall not need to trouble your thoughts 
with the care of this nights lodging; ſince I muſt hold it a favour to me, rather then 
an obligation from you, that you will be pleaſed to make uſe of my own little habi- 
tation within the compaſs of theſe Woods: as in theſe two particulars I have fulfil- 
led your deſire , ſo muſt I take the boldneſs to make you alſo acquainted with my re- 
queſt. After that Cloria had thanked him for his courteſie, and promiſed to be a 
taichful ſervant in any thing within her power, the old Father told her in ſhort, that 
the kindneſs he intended to demand, was onely to convey the ſmall book he carried in 
his hand into Cyprus, written by Euarchus, beirfy a dying Legacy, left to his Chil- 
dren by the King at his death, which was a ſtory he made no doubt, but he had heard 
of; and the convenience himſelf had not, both by reaſon of his age and other im- 
pediments ; Upon this Cori a askt him his name; whereupon he anſwered he was cal- 
led Hepheſt ion. „ 

In times paſt (ſaid he) an unworthy Flamin intruſted by Euarcbus, though now a 
baniſhed perſon into deſerts, perhaps for his over much fi lay to-Lis Prince; at theſe 
words Cloria had much ado to abſtain from weeping : but vonſidering the unpro- 
perneſs of the ſeaſon, and being invited by the Flamin towards his little habitation, 
forthe better accommodaxion to either, ſhe was at the preſent ſomething diverted 
from ber ſor rowful reſolutions : They went all the way together conferring about 
particular actions, —— to the Kingdom of Lydia, amongſt which number, 

Exarchas's death had no ſmall remembrance , notwithſtanding the Princeſs all ſhe 
could, endeavoured to put off the occaſion, whereby her journey ſhould not be over. 
much mixed with ſad conſiderations: As ſoon as they entered into his houſe, not 

many furlongs from the place where they firſt met, Cloria perceived a Picture drawn 
do the life, wherein was repreſented her Father and Mother in a beautiful Garden, 
holding a Garland of Flowers between them, with many young C-pids playing about 

«Fountain ; whilſt in the interim their Royal Crowns lay at their feet upon two Vel- 
vet Cuſhions. This ſight however againſt her will, made her again reflect upon her 
Parents proſperity, which brought her at laſt ſo far to conſider the uncertainty of 
this inferiour world, that ſhe almoſt put on a reſolution to leave her journey, with the 
dear love to her Lord Narciſſus, and in her diſguiſe remain ſtill in the Forreſt with 
the old F/amin, onely to exerciſe fuch rules of Devotion, as he ſhould from time to 
time preſcribe her. OE SL I'S | 
Long ſhe had not continued in this extaſie of contemplation ; before he ſhewed 
her alſo her own Picture, that hung in another part of the room: Aſtet which, he 

read ſuch a lecture of commendation upon the ſubject, that Cloria could not chule 

but g little delight her ſelf, in apprehending how much the old Flamin was miſtaken, 
not thinking ſhe was ſo near him, whom at preſent he highly praiſed ; however the 
poor Princeſs, could not glory much in her own fortunes , ſince the remembrance of 
her Fathers death, took from her deſires, in a manner all felicity whatſoever : She be - 
gan alſo to diſpute with him concerning her condition, and when he laſt ſaw her; 
whereupon he told her, that as at this time, ſhe remained under the Senates juriſdicti- 
on, confined to a ſtrong Caſtle formerly belonging to the King, ſo had ſhein ber 


lie run through multitudes of admirable adventures, both in the Kingdom of Lydia 
an 
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and elſewhere: From this diſcourſe Hepheſtion fell again violently upon the Kingy - 
vertues, with the conſtant courage he ſhewed ar his death , notwithſtanding all the 
ſcornful attempts were uſed, to bring down his ſpirit, whereby co make him ſo far 
deſcend in bis thoughts, as contemptibly to yield, and comply with popular pride: 
Then he let her know, that his laſt words were directed to his Son Prince Arethuſins 
whom dhe wiſh'd rather to endeavour the mage! his own Kingdoms, then the 
revenging of his Fathers injuries: From one diſcourſe to another, they paſt away 
the time, until they were called into the Parlor to ſupper , which was attended onely 
by a Prieſt of a neighbouring Temple, whoſe ſervice as it ſhould ſeem , the Flamis 
made uſe of upon all neceſſary occaſions : Within an hours ſpace after their meal, 
Hepheſtion brought Cloria into her Chamber, where inſtead of much ſleep, ſhe il 
upon many conliderations concerning her on & and whether or no, it were 
beſt to follow her former directions, in attempting co take ſhipping at ſome Haven 
Town in the Province of Caria? or elſe to rule her ſelf in her journey, by the advice 
of the old Father, whom ſhe imagined could not be miſtaken in his information, of 
all the Ports of the Kingdom being ſtopt, which. as ſhe thought, might prove of a 
moſt dangerous conſequence to her perſon, in regard ſhe could not chuſe ac the bef;, 
but be moſt ſtrictly examined in her paſſage, notwithſtanding her warrant from the 
General; where being diſcovered, ſhe was ſure either to ſuffer death, or a perpetual 
and moſt ſharp impriſonment ; Of the contrary taking her courſe towards the City 
of Deorcas in Pamphylia, ſhe might with indultry by obſcure paſſages , tree her ſelf 
from the interruption of the Souldiers of all the Garriſons ; eſpecially, reſolving io 
avoid the Towns lying upon the Confines of each Countrey , which in her paſſage 
by Sea out of Caria, ſhe could not poſſibly do, in regard that upon her very im- 
barking particular notice would be taken both of her and others in the company; 
and ſo by conſequence her name and pretentions were to be inrolled according to the 
cuſtom in ſuch caſes uſed : As theſe reaſons made her fully reſolve to ſteer her courle 
towards Deorcas, where ſhe ſuppoſed her arrival would put her into an abſoluteſs 
curity, ſince the Town was become under the juriſdiction of the Hyrians, gained 
from the Egyptians by a late ſtratagem of War: ſo having ſpent the night between 
ſleep and conſideration, in the morning early, with many chankful complements, ſhe 
parted from the houſe of the old Flamin, well ſatisñed in her minde ; not onely ſot 
that ſhe had received the beſt directions, to comfort up her hopes in her journey, but 
that ſhe was alſo the poſſeſſor of her Fathers book, which ſhe could never obtain 
during her long impriſonment, notwithſtanding ſhe had heard* much of the contents 
thereof; being hindred from that conceived happineſs by the vigilant guard, that 
continually attended about her perſon , with over careful, if not too ſpighth

"The Princeſs having made many dayes journey, after ſhe parted from the Flamins 
houſe, through a Countrey that began ſomething to taſte of devaſtation , by rea- 
ſon of the late Wars between the King and the Senate, at laſt arrived upon the Con- 
fines of Lydia and Pamphylia, where ſhe took up her lodging in a ſmall cortage, not 
far from the high way ſide, in regard ſhe durſt not well venture her perſon, in any 
Town of remark, notwithſtanding the Paſs ſhe had from the General : but being 
entered, ſhe found onely an old man and an aged woman ſitting by the fire; for that 
the time of the year at preſent, ſeemed to pretend rather tor froſt and ſnow, then to 
open and fair weather, Curia had ſcarce ſaluted them with a few courteous ſpeeches, 
with an excuſe for her bold intruſion, conſidering ſhe claimed as ſhe ſaid, no intereſt 
in their habitation; but by way of return they let her know., ſuppoſing ber to be 4 
youth according to her diſguiſe , that as they were, not accuſtomed ſince the diſtra- 
ctions of the times, that gave not property ſcarce to any in their own dwellings, to 
meet with ſuch civil viſits; ſo ſhould both himſelf and his neceflities be heartily wel- 
come to what commodity that poor place would afford. 

The Princeſs being extreamly taken with the good nature of the people, beſides 
the gentleneſs of her own diſpoſition, returned them many thanks for their kindneſs, 
and withal aſſured them, they ſhould be well payed as well for their — as 
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-heir courteſie : whereupon the old man deſired her to ſit down, ſaying, that as ſoon 
as his Son came from the Market, he ſhould alſo take care for her horſe: It was not 
Jong before he enquired from whence ſhe came, and what might be her buſineſs in 
theſe parts, being as he ſaid in appearance, a youth of ſuch beauty, and excellent 
haviour. , ly 
* at theſe words could not chuſe but ſmile, apprehending witn ſome con- 
tent, how much her diſguiſe, accompanied by that confidence , ſhe had rather pro- 
cured out of neceſſity in travels, then enjoyed any way by nature, ſeemed to de- 
ceire the world; ſhe told him at laſt, that as ſhe could not pretend to thoſe attri- 
butes he beftowed upon her condition, ſo of the other (ide, ſhe had no other account 
to give of her affairs, but chat ſhe was a young perſon , that onely intended for the 
ent a voyage into the Iſland of Cyprus, when by chance having made her paſ. 
fage through Kingdom of Lydia, it was her fortune being weary to take up an 
Inne in that houſe: Scarce had ſhe delivered thus much, but the Springal his Son, 
entered the room, whiſtling for want of better education, he wore alſo his Cap of 
one ſide, as if he had been fole Maſter of the Farm; or at leaſtwiſe born the chief 
prerogative therein, "by the too much indulgency of his Parents, for he began al- 
ready with commanding words ta ask for victuals: hut ſuddenly eſpying the new 
come ſtranger, he ſeemed to ſtartle a little back, as if it had been ſome object of 
wonder, that deſerved beth reſpect and conſideration.

In concluſion, having ſpent two hours time in eating, and other pretty diſcourſes 
concerning the paſſages of the age, wherein Euarc bus memory had the largeſt pro- 
portion, poor (/oria ſufficiently weaty by reaſon of her tedious travel, began a lit- 
tle to cloſe her fair eyes in the ſight of the company; and this gave them occaſion 
ickly to put her in minde of her lodging, wherein they appointed their Son to be 
Bed · fellow: But O ye Gods, with what inward bluſhes did the ſweet Princeſs at 
the firſt apprehenſion entertain the motion, though at laſt ſhe fell upon this witty in- 
vention, whereby to prevent without any diſtaſte, the determination; which in truth 
ſerved as well for a complement, as for avoidance: She told them, as ſhe was not ſo 
ill bred after all her kinde entertainment, as to inconvenient any of them intheir or- 
dinary reſt, ſo had (he made a certain promiſe (if not a vow) to her ſelf , that often- 
times ſhe would lie in no bed within the compaſs of her travels , wherefore if they 
pleaſed onely to accommodate her, with a little freſh ſtraw inſtead of the other cour- 
teſie, ſhe ſhould efteem it favour enough in her thoughts. 8 
Notwithſtanding this, the young clown would need have Cloria for the greater 
complement, to be provided in his own Chamber; for that as he ſaid, it was both 
warmer and freer from ſmoke, then the room where they remained. 8 
This bargain being at laſt agreed upon of all ſides, the Princeſs being loath to

This accident ſeemed to put C/oriain-ſome danger, however at aſt putting on

Gon,/leſt her ſelf might ha ve been diſcovered in the contention, ſhe reſolyed alſo be- 
fore day in that City hurly-burly; (taking advantage of the conveniency granted her) 
to paſs by the next Town , out of the Confines of Lydia; which ſhe happily by this 
means effected, without any adventure of a remarkable nature; and fo by conſe- 

vence within a few dayes journey, arrived at che Haven Town in the Countrey of 
Pawphylia, under the juriſdiction of the Syrian Monarch y. 

| The Princeſs in this manner being come ſafely (as I ſay) to the City of Deorcar, 
ſhe began preſently to entet into conſideration , whether or no ſhe ſhould diſcoyer 
ber perſon, ſince ſhe ſuppoſed ſhe was now ſecure within the Dominions and Com- 
mand of Oronte, King of Syria? many reaſons (he diſputed within her ſelf both 
wayes: Of one ſide ſhe conceived it would be ſomething prepoſterous, for her to 
appear befare the Queen her Mother, in the likeneſs of her Page, when (be had con- 


- yeniency enough, without danger to change her apparel, ſo on the other (ide did 


ſhe imagine, it might prove too great a trouble and charge to the inhabitants, not 
odely to entertain her, but to conduct her to the Syrian Court, in the nature and 
quality of a Princeſs : notwithſtanding ſhe put off the abſolute determination 
thereof for ſome few dayes; intending in the interim, to viſit in her diſguiſe, thoſe 
places of remark worthy the ſeeing, within the compaſs both of the Town and 
Haven. | 

But whilſt ſhe ſpent her time in this ſort , without any certain reſolution, con- 


| trary to the thoughts of the Governour and Garriſon, the City was ſuddenly and 


ſtrongly beſieged, by a mighty Army of the Zgyprians, and the reſt of the neigh- 
pouring people of the Countrey of Pamplyiie: This accident (or rather might it 
be called a deſign) gave Cloria's thoughts ſome trouble, in _ ſhe intended to, 
have paſſed by Land into the Kingdom of Syria; which determination became 
abſolutely obſtructed by this means: yet that which diſcompoſed moſt the poor Prin- 
cels was, a new intelligence that came-into the Town., how that the Zgyprians had 
made a late combination with the Senate of Lydia, by a conſiderable number of 
Ships to block up the Haven by Sea, as their Forces had all the paſſages by Land: 
Chria finding her affairs in this trait , became more then ordinary afflicted in her 
minde; ſince ſhe ſeemed to be in the condition of thoſe perſons, that appeared to be 
ſomething near many felicities, and yet could not arrive to the enjoying of any 
one; however, after ſome ſhort time of conſideration , having entertained in her 


+ minde in the interim, many fancies concerning her eſcape, at laſt ſhe reſolved 
to try, notwithſtanding any threatning danger, whether or no ſome ſmall Barks 


lying in the Haven, would undertake for a good ſumme of money, to tranſport. 
ber either into Syria or Cypras : Although ſhe quickly attempted this deſign, yet 
ſhe found none would venture upon the buſineſs ; not onely for that they were 
unwilling to experiment the hazzard , knowing how many Ships of all ſorts, 
lay continually ſcattered upon the Seas, of the enemy, but alſo in regard the 
Governour of the Town, had abſolutely forbid all Veſſels to depart without a 
ſpecial licence from himſelf or the State: Nevertheleſs as the ſweet Princeſs had re- 
mained many dayes ſomething deſperate in her choughts , one afcernoon of: a ſud- 
den, ſhe heard a great noiſe and acclamation in the Haven , and not long after was 
informed by the people of the honſe , that a competent number of Ships were 
newly entered the Town, with all manner of proviſions neceſſary for the ſiege, ſent 
to that effect, by the provident care of Candalus the Syrian Admiral : However the 
knew not how to make any advantage to her own particular, concerning this eſteem- 
ed good fortune to the City, notwithſtanding ſhe reſolved with the reſt of the com- 
pany, to rejoyce at the accident; and to that purpoſe in the crowd, went down to 
the Haven where the Veſſels lay, both to congratulate and be a ſpeRator, of what 


nt eſteemed to be ſo luckily an omen by all the inhabitants; though rather they 


might have judged it a ſpecial providence of the Syrian Officer: within a day ox 
two, it was determined by a Councel of Warre, as well of Sea —— —

Land Commanders, that not wichſtanding the proviſions that had been ſent, were 

held competent to continue the City a long time in a defenſive poſture, yet was it re.

able inhabitants; as could be ſpared from the Towns defence, the better to provide the 
remaining party, of ſuch neceſſaries as were fit to hold out a long ſiege ; and this the 
rather, in regard they expected in a manner hour iy to be blockt up upon the water, by 
the affiftance of the Ly&,»Fleet, according to the former intelligence the Town had 
received, of the late league made between the Zy yptians and the Senate: (/oria way 
not a little tranſported with this news , ſince by the means ſhe doubted not within a 
ſhort time in that compatiy, but to be landed according to her deſire, in ſome Haven 
belonging to the Syrian Monarchy. | | 

Within a ſhort ſpace, all the inhabitants neceſſary to quit the ſtrong City of Dev. 
cas, were imbarked in thoſe Veſſels of Syria, either for Tyre, or ſome other conve- 
nient place npon the continent, in which number the fair Princeſs (as I ſaid) would by 
no means ſtay behinde. | : 

Vet as they were upon the Seas, having ſcarce ſailed fix hours, but they perceived 
half a ſcore Ships at ſome diſtance, to make up towards them, however they could 
not perceive by any means, what colours they bore upon their tops, notwirhſtagd. 
ing they apprehended _—_ danger to their voyage; neither might they poſſible 
again get into the Haven, by reaſon of the contrary windes : About an hour after 
this diſcovery, they too well perceived, they were a brave ſquadron of Ships belong. 
ing to the Lydia» juriſdiction, as they approached ftill neater and nearer to them 
with a ftrong guſt. =O Oo : ; 

Upon this the Admiral, with the reſt of the Officers entered into conſultation, 
what was to be done if they ſhould bein any kindeattempted? It was reſoſ ved after 
a ſharp diſpute, that however they determiued te make ſome ſhew to the company, u 
if they meant to fight, yet they concluded, nifebey were attempted, rather to yield, 
then hazzardthe Syrian Veſſelsinſo uneqdal a conteftation ; eſpecially when they 
doubted not at the worſt, but to be fetcht off by ſome treaty , ſince the two Nations 
yet held a kinde of a correſpondency one with another. 

In the interim nevertheleſs, they pave private order to one of their ſwifteſt Veſſels, 
to put up Egyptian Colours upon her Maſt , and in that poſture to hafte to the Town 
of Salama in Cyprus, whereby to inform that State of their condition, if there 
ſhould be any need of their affiftance : Scarce had they time to put in execution theſe 
orders, but the Admiral of the Lydia Fleet, ſent out in the long Boat from his 
own Ship, a peremptory meſſenger, not onely to receive information from whence 
they came, and ho they carried in their Ships, but commanded them withour far- 
ther tion, to do homage to the Commonwealth of Lydia , by admitting a 
particular ſearch of their burthens , that they carried no perſons of any ſuſpicious 
nature, contrary to that dominion or : juriſdiction, which they claimed upon the 


as. 
The Princeſs Cloria thinking it full time now to diſcover her ſolf, (not onely in te- 
gard that all the company feared , they were preſently to be delivered up priſoners to 
the Zydiay power; but alſo, for that ſhe had caſt away her paſs, that might ha ve freed 
her perſon at the worſt) preſently came to the Syrian Admiral, and cold him who ſhe 

was. | 

As the Sea Commander was exceedingly ſtartled at this unexpected diſcovery , and 
by conſequence put to ſome diſtractidn, ſo at laſt he reſolved, rather to hazzard his 
Maſters Ships in a fight, then baſely to deliver the Princeſs Choria up into the hands of 

her conceived enemies. 8 A e 
In proſecution of this new reſolution, the Admiral returned this anſwer, that as 
he did not know by what Laws, much leſs any authority derived from the Senate of 
Lyaia, the Officer of the Ships, could juſtly interrupt the free paſſage of the Seas; fo 
he wiſht the meſſenger to let his Maſter know, that himſelf was a Commander to 
— great King of Syria, from whom no power, was able to exact the 

. leaft obedience either by Sea or Land. ä Th 
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This return quickly heated their diſputes of both ſide, __ by other Meſſen- 
gers ſent from either Fleet; and the diſputes at laſt warmed their bloods; which ſoon 
inſlamed their chollet: Infomuch, à within a half hours ſpace, from words they 
went to blows, firſt flinging their darti over the hatches at a diſtante, then fell in a 
confuſed way to grapple. one with another, until ſome Veſſels of each fide were 
fred and ſunk, though the Syrians. appeared to have much the worſe of the 
gf this gave occaſion, both to the unfortunate Princeſs, and the reſt of the diſtreſ- 
ſed company within the Syrian Fleet, not onely paſſionately to call to the Gods for 
their beſt aſſiſtance, ſo. many of thoſe that felt already the ſcorching flames near 
them, cryed out with all the violence that could be, rather to yield preſently to the 
enemies mercy, then to undergo any farther hazzard, onely upon points of ceremo- 
ny and priviledge on the Seas: Others _ being bulie in the contention, neither 
felt wounds, or apprehended danger, and therefore continued ſtill paſſionately their 
endeayours, both to fight and deſtroy: At laſt by fortune, the two Admirals meet- 
ing together, there began a new and moſt ſharp encounter, not onely by reaſon the 
Princeſs C /oria was diſcovered to the chief Commander, to be in his ſhip, but for 
that there were in her alſo many revolted Marriners, that formerly had belonged to 
the Juriſdiction of the Senate of Lydia, which rendred them altogether deſperate in 
their expectation, if they ſhould either yield or be taken priſoners ; wherefore they 
reſolved to fight it out to the laſt man: But on the otheefit the L745an Fleet being 
a great deal better provided, with all materials and provitbns of War; as alſo their 
Veſſels being of a far braver making, the advantage ſeemed to be eminent, if not 
deſperate againſt the Syrians, which cauſed at the preſent in many of them, ſome 
conſiderations of a parley; however whilſt they prepared themſelves to ſet up a 
Flag of Truce, and were ſending Meſſengers to that purpoſe, of a ſudden the Ly- 
dias Admiral boarded the Ship where Cleria was: the reſiſtance that was made, had 
not power ſufficient to repell the force and courage of the enemy, though many fa- 
crificed their lives to prevent the miſchief; wherefore the Princeſs finding her own 
condition to be in a manner deſperate, began to complain exceedingly in her 
thoughts, that ſhe had fooliſhly caſt away her paſs , that might now have done her 
moſt principal ſervice : Yet ſhegeſolved as her onely refuge and deſence, with a cer- 
tain kinde of bold confidence, to make uſe of her diſguize, whereby to deny her qua- 
lity; the rarher did ſhe preſume upon theſe hopes, for that ſhe had not revealed her 
ſelf to any, but to the chief Admiral, who had promiſed her with the hazzard of his 
life, to be moſt ſecret in that knowledge: With theſe determinations ſhe expected 
in ber Cabin, the final iſſue of the fight, until at laſt the ſhip being wholly overcome, 
by the ſlaughter of moſt of the company, a Lydian Commander ſuddenly entered 
the Room where ſhe was: Where preſently finding her Fathers Book about her, 
which her diſtractions bad not ſufficiently provided for, he delivered her to fafe cuſto- 
dy, whilſt he ſhould have more conveniency to examine Her farther. | 

As ſoon as the Captain had diſpoſed of all the priſoners; and ſettled the other af. 
fairs of the Ship, he undertook anew to interrogate Cleria, both of her condition 
ud buſineſs: Hedemanded likewiſe; why ſhe had that Book in her poſſeſfion, which 
as he ſaid, had been forbid by a publick decree of the Senate of Lydia: Although 
the courageous Princeſs, with a conſtant reſolution for a long ſeaſon , difpated with 
the Officer about the Kings writings, pretending ſhe was a ſtranger belonging to 
the Countrey of Syria, and in her Travels had met with it by chance; yet the Ad- 
miral, who had perfectly known her favour, when ſhe was conducted from Pergame 
out of Creet, into the Kingdom of Lydia, reflecting at the preſent in his fancy, upon 
the ſame ſeeming countenance, her Perrewig being pulled off, by a few more queſti- 
ons added to the ſuſpition', which belike the Princeſs could not very well anſwer, 
ſhe was at laſt diſcovered, with no leſs joy to the company, then grief to her felf : 
Upon this abſolute knowledge, ſhe was conducted with a kinde of a Triumph, into 
the Lydia» Admirals own ſhip, whilſt the fight ſhould be totally finiſhed ; where ſhe 


remained as it may be thought afflicted enough, until the night parted the wy 8 
whic 
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which in a manner gave an entite victory to the Tydianc cithet by ſinking their ene. 
mies Ship, or putting moſt of them to flight. Sonic] 5s ; 1 
| Scarce had the Sun the next morning notwithſtanding; ſaluted the Seas above the 
Horizon; with more glorious beams then accuſtomed, the whole Fleet endeavouring 
to draw up their Anchors, to hafte their Veſſels to the Ionian and Carian ſhore, with 
their rich booty; as they were at their work; they became advertiſed by a Boy upon 
one of the maſts, that within the reach of his eye, might be diſcerned a great Fleet: 
which as far as he could diftinguiſh, ſailed towards theirs. g 

This intelligence gave the Admiral ſome trouble, in regard he knew thoſe Ships 
could not poſſibly belong to their party; ſince his own number was the full propor. 
tion, the Senate for the preſent were well able to ſet out, inſomuch, as commending 

the youth to deſcend from bis Ration, he himſelf quickly mounted into his place „to 
be the better aſſured both of their colours and ſtrength: Where being arrived, bis 
thoughts were ſoon ſatisfied , that they were ſuddenly to enter into a new fight, 
for by the Flags tha: bore the Arms of Narciſſus, Duke of Cyprus (who was 
wholly addicted to the Syrian intereſt) they had no hope to be confident of their 
friendſhip. : | 

The Captain having communicated to his Councel, the quantity and quality of 
thoſe Ships he bad ſeen; after they bad conſulted a while, both bimſelf and the chief 
Officers, came to fortifie che courages of the Marriners and common Souldiers, 
againſt che approgching cd nter. N . 

This gave ſufficient empleyment to the whole company, not onely in diſpoſing 
thoſe priſoners, they had formerly in ſeveral holds under the decks, (however the 
Princeſs C/oria was till detained in the Admirals Cabin) but alſo to order every.thing 
in the Ships, to the beſt advantage: Some armed themſelves in the ſureſt manner 
they could, others thought a lighter way of defence would be more proper to fight, 
wichthe better conveniency. and liberty. A third ſort. of people, brought darts 
and other weapons to their fellows, with materials to ſtop. breaches ; in concluſion 
none was idle or wanted induftry, which continued. them all in action, untill the 
whole Fleet approached : Nevertheleſs, they made a ftand, and preſently ſent x 
Meſſenger, who came as he ſaid to know, why contrary.to common Right and the 
Law of Nations, they had not onely ſet upon, but deſtroyed the Syrian Veſſels, with 
out any offence, going into their own Countrey. | 

The Admiral of Zydi« quickly made this reply, That as they came upon the Seas 
to help their friends and neighbours the Egyptians, (over which they claimed a ſpecial 
Prerogative ) ſo had the Syrians in their Ships, the perſon of the Princeſs Cloria, 
King 1 Daugbter; who more rightly belonged to the Senate of Lydia, the 

other, 

No ſooner was this Meſſagereturned, but the sky began to be ſuddenly darkened 
with multitudes of Darts and Arrows; after which artificial fire flew in the air, as if 
the Souldiers by that light onely intended to fight: for many hours the encounter 
ſeemed equal, in regard they yet kept at ſome diſtance, for one while the Lydia 
Fleet chaſed part of thoſe Veſſels of Cyprus, otherwhiles thoſe of Cyprus appeared 
to have the better; now and then Ships of either fide from the main body, would 

apple one with another: which as I may ſay kept them continually fighting, 
t ough neither as yet ſeemed beaten or overcome, though thoſe of Cyprus appear- 
ed to have ſomething the better of che encounter, till about an hour before night; 
when many Veſſels from the Confines of Pamphylia, ſuddenly ſtruck in to the aſſi- 
ſtance of the Lydians. This gave occaſion to thoſe of -Cypras a little to retire, as it 
ſhould ſeem to make uſe of the approaching darkneſs of the ſeaſon, (tinding them- 
ſelves likely to be over numbred) whilſt in the interim both Fleets at ſome diſtance 
ankored, during the coverture of the firmament, one by another, 

The Admirall of the Ifland of Cyprus ( they being as 1 ſaid, not far off 
that ſhore) diſpatched preſently another ſmall Bark to the City of Salami, 
where the Duke then continued his Court ſince the reducement of the Town , not 
onely to deſire ſpeedy ſupplies before morning, when again they intended to _

O you Gods, with what a tranſported fury did Narciſſus entertain this unexpected 
news? In a certain kinde of rage he commanded the Ships in the Haven preſently to 
be made ready: Then he gave order to have not onely all the Garrifon Sonldiers of 
the Town to be muſtered, but every Burger and Inhabitant able to bear Arms, to 
prepare their beſt endeavours, whereby to redeem as he ſaid, his dear C/oria from her 
captivity, as if he imagined they ſhould walk upon the waters to do her ſervice : 
When hz had endeavoured what becould to fer out Veſſels to Sea, there being at that 
inſtant but a very few in the Harbour, in regard the Merchants of the City bad late- 
ly ſent out a great Fleet, and their Convoy was already in fight with the enemy , he 
lanched himſelf in perſon, with about a.douzen gallant Ships: Before noon he could 
not by reaſon of contrary windes, reach the ſight of the two Fleets, who all the 
morning had been in another cruel and deſperate engagement; however with his 
Sword drawn in his hand, he threatned the toyling Marriners to make haſte to the 
reſcue of his Love, though they were to ask leave both of Nepture and Eolus for 
their ſpeed : All the way they ſailed, in a manner the waves ſeemed to be mingled 
with blood, and the face of the water to be covered with dead bodies: In this hor. 
rid confli& notwithſtanding, the people of Cyprus appeared to have the worſt, and 
their whole Fleet was in danger to be overthrown + But as theſe ſupplies being per- 
ceived, gave many of their torn Veſſels new courage, ſo the Marriners and Souldiers, 
preſently with loud cries, began not onely again to fall upon their enemies, but per- 
formed many actions of a remarkable nature. | 

Narciſſus having enquired of ſome priſoners, in what part of the Fleet the Prin- 
ceſs Cloria remained, being advertized ſhe was in the Admirals own Ship, it was not 
loch a violence he uſed as was accuſtomed to accompany his former victories, but a fu- 
ry that might haye reacht the Conqueſt of the world, that drove on his hopes to her 
redemption. | me 

In — having for many hours ſought out the Admiral, at laſt he met him 
a little diſtant from his other Ships. 3 | 

The fight then I may ſay, began to be renewed, if not rather doubled with advan- 
tage, ſince their Guards of either (ide ſtrived both for their honours and ſafeties; nei - 
ther was it long before they approached at ſuch a diſtance, that the Souldiers had 
conveniency with their Iron Hooks, to catch hold of each others Veſſel: As theſe 
kept chem together, they fought of either (ide upon the Hatches , with blood and 
ſlaughter enough, as it may be thought: But as it ſhould ſeem Narciſ impatient 
of all manner of delay, and perceiving the Lydian Admiral, performed actions ra- 
ther of wonder, then of ordinary courage, attempted with violence to enter his 
ſhip : Twice he was hindred, if not repulſed by the chief Captain himſelf, which 
made thoſe Souldiers about him to preſs on with ſo much fury, that the Admiral be. 
ing at laſt ſlain, they preſently boarded the Veſſel. | 

Narciſſu as ſoon as he was in poſſeſſion of theſhip, he inſtantly ſought out the 
Princeſs Cloria. 1 

As the joyful meeting of thoſe two Lovers, cannot be expreſt but in the imagina- 
tion onely; ſo would not the time then admit of much diſcourſe, ſince the victory 
as yet was diſputing with moſt extraordinary violence; and certainly would have

is true, the beautifull Bride could not well obſcure her own Luſtre, ſince 
nature ſeemed to diſdain any coverture of her perfections, though invited there- 
unto by Lydia's diſaſters: Nevertheleſs the Roſes of her cheeks, appeared to 
have gotten the maſtery over that excellent oppoſite colouring in her face, as it 
were by a predaminate power of modeſty, whilſt her fair hand did baſhfully but 
execute, what her heart had long ago conſented unto, hogever now cowardly 
it ſeemed a little to retreat from the bargain: In a word, the multitude al- 
moſt miſtook the Deicy , and adored C/ria more then prayed to Hymen. But 
after that two or three dayes time, had pat an end to theſe ſeeming ſuper- 
fluities, that rather created fancies of delight, then gave fruition to the Lo-

courſe, being the chief original of all thoſe paſſages, ſo cannot I but believe, a thou- 
ſand tongues will ſcaree be ſufficient, to expreſs the lamentation due to that unparal. 
ers Langer But the immortal Gods are onely to be obeyed and not to be 

ſtioned in the diſpoſute of 14 things, wirh which thoughts 1 ſhall proceed ; No 
ſooner was the news, ſaid ſhe, brought to Euarchus of his a pproaching. death, 
(though Cratus the Ambaſſadour of Cyprus had in the interim endeavoured with mo. 
ney, threats, and prayers, to divert or ſuſpend the execution of the fentence) butthe 
King, whether or no not believing the Meſlage, or rather out of the greatneſs of his 
ſpirit, would not ſeem to be apprehenſive of Mortality, that generally belonged to 
mankinde, with a mile at the firſt onely appeared to deride the 4{(vertiſement , uiii 
the Officer aſſuring him, that what he delivered was not alone true, but alſo unreyo. 
cable; the King preſently let him know, that as he was determintii to obey the God 
decrees, notwithſtanding they were to be executed by the meaneſt of the people, ſo 
could he have wiſhed that his ungratefull Subjects, had been endued with let 
power from the Heavens, or he with mort authority to have reſiſted their di. 
ons; ſince he feared thereby would determine Lydia's felicity ; with theſe words be 
retired into his Chamber, as conceiving it more neceſſary for the recollection of his 
thoughts, then any farther to expoſtulate with a -perſon , that perbaps had neithet 
ability or will, to give bim ſatisſaction in any of his diſcourſes: I ſhall not need to trow 
ble you, ſaid ſhe, with many particulars concerning theſe paſſages ; gnely let it ſuffice 
you know,that the glace deſigned for this tragedy, was at the gate of his chief Palace in 
Sardis, where the rude multitude aſſembled in great numbers, to behold what char 
amazements could ſcarce diſtinguiſh or apprehend, ſince as the ſouldiers of one ſide 


were there ranged, to keep both their thoughts and actions in quiet, ſo were their own | 


fears and diſtractions of ſufficient force, to hinder them from all mutinies and publick 
complaints: In this poſture I ſay about the ningh hour in the morning was Exarchu: 
prepared for his execution, whilſt the world ſeemed (in the mindes of men) to be near 
falling with his fate, the Sun not giving that light as was accuſtomed : To his diſmal 
Throne of Death he went, as if rather he thought upon his uſual Exercifes, than of 
his extirpation for ever, taking his leave of the people, (however with ſuch a winning 
Majeſty) as if he ſtill eſteemed himſelf both their King and friend, though his misfor- 
tunes had leſſened his power, to act what he would both for his own and their advan» 
rages: The fatal blow being given at laſt by an-unknown if not ugly Executioner, 
ſome few of the Kings friends ( ſince many of them wanted courages, to ap- 
pear active, in dangers of this hazzardable nature) between money and other per- 
ſwaſions amongſt the Souldiers, obtgined the body after the ſlaughter, to be commit- 
ted to the Funeral Piles, which however they performed with no- ceremonies: Not 
many dayes from this doleful ſolemnity; or rather may I call it neceſſary Rites, 
the Senate triumphing and glorying in their purchaſe, whilſt yet the amazed 
people were diſtracted in their imaginations between fear and expeRation , cau- 


fed a general Proclamation to be made, throughout all the chief Streets of — 
that 
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chat none ſhould preſume, either to name another King to ſucceed , or to talk of 
any other Government, then what themſelves were to inſtitute. And in the in- 
rerim , decreed moſt of the Royal party to be diſinherited , for the former fidelity 
they had ſhewed to their Prince; wherein ſuch cruelties were uſed by their Miniſters, 
chat neither ſtory could example, or pardons could protect; ſince as for the moſt 
part , they broke their own contracts and promiſes , ſo did they put in execution 
choſe rigours, rather by their wills and ſuſpitions, then by the proof and teſtimony of 
mens actions and ſuppoſed crimes: This alſo uſhered in as I may ſay, the condemnation 
three eminent perſons, to wait upon their. Royal Maſter : Arrauus the General of 
the Myſſian Army; Leonides the gallant Commander of the Forces within the City 
of Cleeſa ; and one Paridenus ſometime a Courtier, whoſe ſtory I muſt particularly 
mention, before I come to the relation of my own adventures; for that perhaps the 
paſſages may afford ſome delight to your thoughts, to ſweeten a little our paſt 
diſcour ſes. = 
You muſt know, ſaid ſhe, that in the time of the flouriſhing Court of Lydia, there 
lived a yong Lady in the palace, called Elucina (fromwhoſe relations during the ſpace 
of both our impriſonments, I have had many of theſe paſſages) as this beautiful La- 
dy attended upon the Queen in her Bed- Chamber, ſo had nature beſtowed upon 
her, as many perfeRions, as well could be received by any humane creature; 
appearing to the outward view of the world, like ſo many rich Jewels worn with 
the beſt advantage, to be uſed when ſhe pleaſed: infomuch, as whether ſhe ſpoke 
ot moved, her very looks demonſtrated, that ſhe could alwayes command her elf, 
wichout taking the pains to ſtady the decorums or formalities of other people: In a 
word, if any thing can be ſaid to adde to her luſtre , ſhe was deſcended from ſuch a 
houſe,as could not be ſurpaſſed (ſcarce equalled) in all the Countreys of the leſſer 
Ala, either for antiquity or eminency : Theſe admirable endowments of wit, beau- 
ty, birth, and breeding, made every body caſt their looks upon her perſon, rather 
wich thoughts of divine adoration, then ordinary paſſion, ſince as love was too high 
a preſumprion, whereby to attempt her Majeſtick chaſtity , ſo were Courtly Com- 
plements,but ſmall and ſimple entertainments for her worth and education: When ſhe 
; appeared in publick, people gazed upon her like ſome new riſen Star in the firma- 
ment, not perceived before by vulgar eyes, and if ſhe kept her ſelf privately in her. 
Chamber, every body waited her coming forth with a ſupream impatiency, as if their 
own happineſs depended neceſſarily upon her preſence : Let I muſt ſay however, 
Paridenur (whom I formerly mentioned to be a ſufferer for the Kings cauſe) being 
more eminent then the reft of Courtiers , both in regard of the Queens favour 
ud his own handſomeneſs, not onely pretended to her love, but was converſant in 
her retitements: When ſhe walked abroad he alwayes attended her perſon : When 
ſhe continued in her Lodgings, none but this young Nobleman had freedom in her 
privacy : In fine, at all publick meetings, who but Paridenus was ſuffered perpetually 
to gaze upon the beauty of her eyes, without any contradiction , whilſt others in a 
manner ſtarved their thoughts at a farther diſtance : Notwithſtanding this eſteemed 
happy party, had the opportunity of theſe earthly bleſſings, yet could not all his 
eavours ever reach a pitch high enough, to make her either in love with his de- 
fires, or gain ſo much as an opinion that ſhe eſteemed his vertues : For whether by 
conſtraint or election, Polinex ſuddenly mounting into thoſe places, of command, 
that had not onely the power of the Kings Revenue, but of his private Councels; 
by which means Elucina might be pleaſur d in her affairs, ſhe by degrees waved the 
converſation of Pari denus, the more frequently to uſe the company of Poline v; but 
this handſome Lord, not being able belike to brook either his Ladies. neglect, or his 
own conceived diſgrace, inftead of wiſely tempering his paſſions, whereby to win a. 
gainthe loſt love of Elucina, who perhaps had but an intention, to try and make uſe 
of both their ſervices, one day ina furious manner, entred her Chamber, and began 
thus to expoſtulate. | | Wt $6: 
How is it poſſible, ſaid he, moſt glorious Elucina, that thoſe eyes that onely give 
light and luſtre to the Lydiax Court can look upon the deformitiesof Polinex, but wick

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marks of contempt and diſdain, eſpecially when other objects of more worth and 
eſteem, preſent themſelves to your conſideration, not onely with affection but hy. 
. mility ? Shall a few painted words, falſly eſteemed eloquence by unskilful people 
that rather are taken by vulgar opinion then true knowledge, make you go incon. 
ſtantly from your firſt principles, accompanied by thoſe ſervices, which my heart for 
ſo many years continuance, hath ſacrificed to your beauty > Can the Nobility of 
our ſoul be ſtained withſignorance, in making ſo unproportionable an election, not 
worthy the leaſt thought of one deriving their extraction, from ſo pure a birth > 
Muſt Honour and Youth ſuffer by your injuſtice, when ſhapeleſs Polinex ſhall be com. 
pared with thoſe decorums, that nature hath beſtowed upon Paridenrs ? Or ſhall the 
craft and ſubtleties of that diſſembling Monſter, who can love nothing but himſelf 
and his own ambition, prove the diſgraces of my ſelf and Family , onely becauſe 
you are pleaſed, to give Polinex a ſeeming creation, which the Gods never intend. 
ed to one of his form and diſpoſition > No, no, beauteous Elucina, ſaid he, never 
think that Paridenus will thus calmly be diſpoſſeſt of his undoubted right, but rather 
is reſolved, whole kindreds ſhall ſuffer for the injury, if yon become not more juſt 
and conſtant in your affections. . * - | 
Elucina was ſomething amazed at the firſt breaking out of theſe paſſions: Ye 
conſidering the youth and ſeeming vanity of Paridenus, whoſe chiefeſt perfection 
onely conſiſted in the well wearing of bis apparel ; and withal reflecting upon the ſo. 
lid worth and magnanimity of her new favourite, beſides the need ſhe might have of 
his continual aſſiſtance, in thoſe affairs belonging to her penſions, which as ſhe kney, 
would give her both ſupport and luftre , amongf thoſe of her own profeſſion it 
Court, made him quickly this ſhort and ſharp reply. | 
Paridenus, (aid ſhe, I wonder not ſo much at your paſſion as at your miſtake, ſince 
you ſeem in your vain fancy, to deny me thoſe priviledges,that belong to every ordin- 
ry woman, and yet can pretend no right at all in me, either by purchaſe or conqueſt, 
eſpecially when you might know very well, that what your ſelf hath of moſt eſteen, 
isderived principally unto your particular, from the bounty of my favours and 
countenance : Truly I would not have you ſo much over-value your perſon , as bot 
to ſee when all the world elſe doth, how much thoſe high parts and abilities in - 
lizex, that make him admired, if not adored by almoſt all the Lydian people, fur 
paſs your ſuperficial Courtſhips : You tell me of youth and beauty, as. attributes ap. 
pertaining onely as you believe, to thoſe of your profeſſion, which I prize at a vey 
low rate, in compariſon of thoſe endowments of the ſoul, made up in him for fate 
and eternity: Neither do I ſay this, for that there is any cauſe to tax my proceed 
ings, concerning either of your entertainments, ſince I am not yet chuſing a ſervant, 
much leſs a husband, but to advertiſe you, that you more diſparage your ſelf, in 
ſpeaking ill of Polinex, then you gain credit with my thoughts by the attempt, fince 
I can interpret it nothing elſe but vain glorious malice : In fine, I am determined, for 
all your indiſcreet mutterings, to love, reſpect, and favour whom I pleaſe, andif at 
that rate you be weary of your attendance, I grant you more liberty, then it ſhould 
ſeem you are willing to allow me; that is to make what other election you like fot 
your future addreſſes. ; | 
As it was thought theſe paſſages cauſed Paridenus to put off his Loyalty 
to his Prince, ſince after them, he not onely publickly ſided with Dimogera, 
and his Faction, but the great Senate of the Kingdom then fitting at Sardis, (which 
Dimogoras at that time ſeemed in a manner to command) preſently ſummoned Pob- 
»vex to appear before that aſſembly, to make ſpeedy anſwers to all the accuſations, 
that ſhould be brought againſt him, as they pretended by the injur'd people: What 
his defences were, I ſhall not need to repeat; for that the world * 
their conſequences; onely as you know, they brought him at laſt to loſe his by 
the common executioner. | 
It may eaſily be imagined what thoughts, theſe actions created in the afflicted bo- 
ſome of gallant minded E lucina, whoſe nature was as full of honour as compaſii- 


on; being alike grateful to worthy Polinex, for thoſe courtefies he. had performed 
| | concern- 
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roncetning ber penſions , as ſorrowful fo brave a man ſhould periſh without am 
ilt. Firſt ſhe called all the Gods to revenge the fact: Next ſhe vow'd her ſelf a 
ual enemy to Paridenuu, until either he ſhould clear the a ſperſion, that was caſt 
him by the whole Court, or perform ſome acts worthy of his honour in that 
rticular. *Tis true by many endeavours he ſought to regain her opinion, concei- 
ving now the chief object of his ſpight was removed by the death of Pollinex - but 
he found ſtill the ears of Elucina ſo cloſed to his profeſſions , that by the perſwaſion 
of no friends would ſhe be brought to own his company; believing though he denied 
the combination, be had not done enough to her ſatisfaRion either concerning Poli- 
ner or the K ing. Thus I may ſay, for a long time reſted theſe private affairs, until other 
difference of greater conſequence, began co grow deſperate between Exarchs and 
the Senate; when as he was for his more quiet and better ſafety, in a manner forced 
to forſake bis royal and wealthy City of Sardis, whilſt in the interim Hyacinthia the 
Queen ſought alſo adyentures in other regions , both for her own content and her 
Husbands aſſiſtance, Theſe paſſages however I might beſt recount , as waiting up- 
on the Queen in thoſe journeyes , yet they not much relating to our preſent deſign, 
and being too tedious for particulars, I ſhall for the preſent forbear their repetition, 
and fall upon the proceedings onely of Elucina and Paridenu. To this purpoſe 
whether Pariden as I faid after theſe paſſages, and other confuſions, were perſwaded 
the power and greatneſs of Dimogoras, or indeed knew himſelf to be ſomething 
guilty of the late deſtruction and death of Pollinex , not onely ſtayed fill after the 
King and the Queen in the City of Sardis, bur viſibly within a very ſhort ſpace to- 
tally quitted Ewarchas party: Elucina in like manner not being provided for the 
travels, or rather not willing to leave her large penſions in the hands of 

thoſe ſhe knew not how to truſt, was conſtrained in ſome ſort alſo to remain in the 
Town : As within the ſpace of ſome few moneths (differences and war increaſing be- 
tween the King and the Senate) Eluciua ſeemed to be much darkned in her former 
luſtre (ſince a Court knows beſt how to value birth and beauty) ſo by degrees her 
ns began to be taken from her by the directions of the Senate, pretending they 

could better uſe ſuch large revenues. Theſe misfortunes falling upon Elxcina as I 
have been informed, not onely extreamly X.. her high ſpirit, but oftentimes 
filled her breſt with paſſionate and melanchofly thoughts, if not otherwliiles forced 
from her, deſpairing expreſſions , inſomuch as ſhe would fit a whole day together in 
her Chamber without any company, that neither fitted with her nature, nor was 
ing to her education, which notwithſtanding: a kinde of neceſſity caſt upon 
her, fince as the Senate were not willing to comply, or ſhew any reſpe to thoſe of 
the Kings party; ſo had ſhe by her own voluntaty act, abſolutely banifhied Paride- 
in from her ſociety and converſation : Paridenw finding belike he had now this La- 
dy at his mercy, cloſing in the interim more ſtrictly with Dimoger as and his prevailing 
faction, knowing withal that Elucina had both need of ſupport, and could not well 
brook any neglect, either in addreſſes or converſation , again attempted a new re- 
conciliation : This I ſay being offered her with a kinde of a ſeeming Courtly humili- 
ty, accompanied by many earneſt proteſtations of love and affection, which he had 
ſcarce ever done to the Queen in all her proſperity and glory, at laſt ſo wtought up- 
onthe heart or fancy of Eluciua, that ſhe admitted him within a few moneths to 
his wonted familiarity : It may be thought ſhe allowed his new addreſs out of theſe 
conſiderations, ſince her ſuperlative wit, was apt enough to penitrate fufficiently into 
the nature and comportments of Paridenus: Firſt ſhe might refle& upon her own 
eſtate, and uncertain condition, the Court being diſſolved, and the Senate bearing 
rule, whilft her ſelf wanting for the preſent both friends' and means to ſupport her 
ticles, neither did ſhe know how ſoon ſhe might be reſtrained in her perſon, baving 
no advocates to plead for her ſafety, being of a faction that was not apt to finde fa- 
your in the City of Sardis: In the next place ſhe could not but think, it was to lit- 
tle purpoſe, any longer to bewail publickly the death and flaughter of brave Polli- 
nex, ſince neither tears or commendation, could bring him to a new life, or make bis 


memory any more uſeful to her particular: Theſe reaſons I ſuppoſe cauſed her not 


onely 
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onely to become more friendly to Paridenw than formerly, but even to reſolve of 
ſome compliance with the current of the times: So that Elucina by this means, ha. 
ving wrought her perſon ſome kinde of credit with the Senate, by Paridenus endea. 
vours and ſolicitation, hoping till to compaſs more real courteſies concerning there. 
gaining, or continuation of her Court penſions , by degrees between her wit and 
beauty, began to contract intimate friendſhips with the wiſeſt and moſt powerful 
men in the Senate, until at laſt ſhe was admitted ſo into their private communieati. 
ons, that nothing could be well done, without the advice or direction of Elucing : 
but nevertheleſs of a ſudden the Sword prevailing above the Gown, and the Army 
againſt the Senates authority, thoſe people whom ſhe chiefly truſted , and who moſt 
favoured her concernments , were by the commandment of Farezixs the General 
ſent into baniſhment ; and bowever Dimogor as was not preſcribed with the reſt, yet 
was he diſgracefully turned out of his place, as a perſon not ſufficiently fortunate in 
his conduction : Theſe new vexations coming upon Elucina, made her perhaps too 
paſſionate in her diſcourſes, againſt thoſe that were either the contrivers of theſe de- 
ſigns, or the executioners of the Souldiers purpoſes ; and not being able belike to 
contain her thoughts within her own boſom, without ſuch expreſſions as men in pow- 
er are not willing to hear, ſhe was oftentimes ſent for before certain Commiſſioners 
to be examined, who reproved her for her ſuppoſed inſolencies, and miſcairiage con. 
cerning the preſent Government: *Tis true ſhe bore her ſelf with ſo much maj 
and ſubtilty in all her anſwers , chat they were conſtrained divers times to let het de 
part, rather with flouts to their aſſembly , than ſatisfaction concerning her in- 
tentions. 

Elucina, although by her beauty and other excellent parts, had in this manner (in 
ſome ſort) freed her ſelf from the proſecution , intended both her perſon and qu. 
liry, yet in her minde ſhe could not be very well ſatisfied , in that ſhe had loſt all her 
power and intereſt in the Senate, by the late baniſhment of her friends, with the dif. 
grace caſt upon Dimogoras ; wherefore began every day more and more, to contriſt 
diſcontents in her reſtleſs and haughty boſom : ſo that one time by chance Paridens 
coming into her Chamber, according to his cuſtom, to give her a viſit, with a kinde 
of a wilde paſſion ſhe thus ſpake unto him. 

Is it poſſible ſaid ſhe, that we can with a moſt ſervile patience , fit ſtill and fee E.. 
archus loſe his Crown, and Dimogoras to be turned out of his place, accompanied by 
the diſgraceful uſage of all the Nobility in the general? cannot the remembranceof 
all our former glories, when the Court flouriſhed, ſtir up in our reſolutions a com. 
petent courage, towards the vindication of ſuch affronts, as are daily caſt upoo u 
and the Kings remaining party, by thoſe now ſitting in the Senate? Do not theſe 
thingscreate in our ſouls, ſome deſire of action, to ſtop the currant of our inſolency; 
encreafing hourly upon our condition by overmuch giving way to theſe proceedings? 
Is it enough think you for young Paridenws, to court the unfortunate El«cingin her 
private lodgings, without attempting nobler deſigns, either to render us more hap- 
py, or leſs deſpiſed in the eyes of the common people? ſhall the A445 ians who are 
now with ſome honour in the Field, be the ſole reſtorers of the King to his ancient 
dignity, without one Sword drawn by any of his friends in Lydia towards the aQt- 
on? O you Gods, ſaid ſhe, what is become of the old heroical glory of the Lords of 
this Kingdom, who were accuſtomed to purchaſe to themſelves and poſterity, ſo 
much fame and renown, almoſt now buried in the ruines of popular ignorance and 
confuſion? No, no Paridenus, either ſpeak leſs or do more, for your own honour 
and my ſatisfaction, quitting theſe vain profeilions of love, that ſerve to no other 
purpoſe, but to adulterate your ſpirit, and weary me in impertenencies. 

Although at the inftant , Paridenus ſeemed not overmuch touched with the words 
of Elucina, thinking them rather paſſionate fancies , proceeding from her diſcon- 
rents, which would again quickly vaniſh in her minde, than real conſiderations, 
grounded upon more mature thoughts and intention, at the preſent onely endea- 
voured to pacifie her ſpleen and choller: But finding by degrees, that they were ſet- 
tled in her imagination, his frequent viſits procuring him nothing but ſcorn inſtead of 
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aſaction, bein often denyed admittance into her preſence, by thoſe | 
—— — Servants, that attended in her — es bor — 


dat there was ſomething engrafted in her nature, which his endeavours had not ar- 
ned unte, that belonged either to his conrage, or loyalty to perform: ſo that 
bearing Arraus- began to advance with his Army towardsthe City of C/eoſa, where 
Landes was then belieged by Farezing , and finding alſo other diſturbances to in- 
gesſe, all che Kingdom of Lydia, he —— aſſembled together ma- 
oy young Lords formerly of the Court , and with them y (however ina raſh 
faſhion) took the Field, againſt both the power and authority of the Senate. As 1 
cams much commend the proceedings of Paridenws , in quitting ſo ſlightly his Ma- 
ters ſervices, either out of envy to Polinex , or ſome natural ingratitude in his dif- 
pelition, being perſwaded by ſpleenful Dimegores and his prevailing faction, that 
begun to decline in the eye of the world, ſo muſt I not much more praiſe in 
ius action the Noblemans foreſight, ſince no ſooner was he entered upon his deſign (if 
it were any at all) but that his Troops were as quickly ſcattered , and himfelf raken 
priſoner without almoſt one blow firuck in the quarrel, though ſome youths of emi- 
nent hopes unfortunately periſhed in the attempr. | | 
After that Paridenws was ſurpriſed in this manner, in a moſt difgracefol proceſ- 
fon was he carried to a ſtrong Caftle, where he remained as I told you until he fuf- 
fared likewiſe with ¶ Trranus and Leowaes, it being in my opinion the beſt part of 
his bonour, both in regard of the cauſe, and the company, | | 
The news being brought to Eluciua of her ſetvants ſlaughter, which both her ſelf, 
and ſome other of his friends had endeavoured: to prevent, by delivering many pe- 
N Senate in his behalſ, new diſcontents and rages began to be kindled in 
het breaft ; far however ſhe might ſalpeR the courage or conduct of Paridenus, 
becauſe the Nobleman had been moved to action, as ſhe might very well be- 
we, chiefly by her inducement, ſhe ſeemed more then ordinary troubled at bis miſ- 
adyencure ; however as I ſaid, it was much doubted what eſteem ſhe had of his per- 
ſon, ſince his principal fame in the world was, that he knew beft of all the Courtiers, 
how to wear his clothes handſomely; though in truth it cannot be denyed , but he 
2 enough : Theſe troubles and procur d diſtempers of Elacina, meet - 


ng aſlo wich the greatneſs of her birth, and the highneſs of her ſpirit, which for- 
merly had made her oppoſe the Queen her ſelf in many petty contentions, could not 
chaſe hut ſo inflame her ſpleen, that too boldly (for her then preſent condition) ſhe 
caſt out moſt violent imprecations, with much diſgraceful language againſt many ſit- 
ting in the Senate; inſomuch as one day when Elacina leaſt thought of a ſurprize, 
the was ſuddenly ſeized upon, by a Troop of unmannerly and rude Souldiers as ſhe 
termed them, who preſently carried her to priſon : The Caftle where ſhe was com- 
ſhitted, was eſteemed to be ſtrong enough, to circumſeribe any Ladies ambition how 
turbulent ſoever, notwithſtanding her wit, might be deemed beyond the rule of or- 
diary Forces: From this place was ſhe oftentimes ſent for by the Senates Commif- 
 froners, to give an account, not onely of her actions, but ber intentions: neverthe- 

les not finding after many examinations, they could work any thing at all upon her 
ſettled reſolutions, to give them any ſatisfaction in their demands, either concerning 
ber ſelf or others, at laſt they put on a determination, to uſe the worſt of threats to 
lupply that defect, as believing belike her nature was more to be terrified than per- 
ſuaded: But this alſo in words not proving anſwerable to their expectations, they 
upon a time carried her under a dark Vault of the Caſtle , where they ſet before her 
eyes and imagination, all the ſeveral ſorts of tortures they could deviſe, whereby the 
better to fright and diſmay her feminine courage ; telling her that unleſs ſhe would 
reſolve to confeſs, that which could not be long concealed , by any obſtinacy what ſo- 
ever, they had both Commiſſion and a Command, to make her dainty and pampered 
fleſh taſte of that bitterneſs , which could nor be reſiſted long by humane power: 
E lacing firſt looking up to the Heavens, as if ſhe apprehended the Gods injurious, 
then caſting her eyes again upon her prepared torments, at laſt with a deep ſigh let 


them know, that notwithſtanding they might be fo cruel ; as co torment * 
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without any guilt, yet ſie hoped the immortal Powers, who beheld all the actions or 
men, would ſtill ſo far defend her innocency, as to give her a perfect victory over all 
their intended endeavours : Upon this they demanded of her, whether or no ſhe had 
kept any correſpondency with Arranut the Myſſian General in his late invadi 
of their Countrey of Lydia? If I have ſaid the , according to the known Laws of 
Nations, I am rather to be convinced by probable teſtimonies, than by violence to be 
conſtrained to accuſe my ſelf, eſpecially when as yet pavictly there appears no cauſe 
for the ſaſpicion : They intimated unto her, that as ſhe ſubſiſted under the proteQi. 
onof the Lydian Laws, ſo was ſhe not to briog for her defence the cuſtoms of other 
places, but rather in all things co obey the Senates peremptory orders, in regard they 
had power to force her to what they pleaſed without any more expoſtulations: She 
replyed, as ſhe was not ſatisfied in her minde , how they could pretend unto any au- 
thority, when as the Family of Euarchus was not yet extinct; ſo on the other ſide, 
could ſhe not be perſwaded to thoſe obſervations they challenged from her, ſince the 
ſame pretenſions may be made, by any power how unlawful ſoever got and obtained: 
But ſaid they, we command nothing but what is good and juſt , being warrantedby 
the principles of the Gods Worſhip : Either then ſaid Elucina, you worſhip 
Gods, or have your ſelves no right underſtandings, After they had in this manner 
for about an hours ſpace , endeavoured between threats and perſwaſions, todraw 
from her diſcourſes , ſome conſequences belonging to their affairs (however many 
thought, they rather aimed at a vain glorious victory over her ſpirit , than 
any need they had of her confeſſions) they at laft again returned her into her wonted 
lodgings; nevertheleſs before parting m_—_ told her, that as for the preſent, they one. 
ly intended to make the Senate acquainted with her obſtinacy, ſo muſt ſhe not expet 
upon their next meeting, ſo many friendly complements, though perhaps her indif. 
creet fancy, might perſwade her of the like uſage : Elucina gave them no anſwer at 
all, as conceiving whatſoever ſhe could fay , would not any way fatisfie their 
expectations, however perhaps it might exaſperate their ſpleens to her further 
trouble. 

When the Commiſſioners had made the Senate acquainted with the deportments 
of this gallant Lady , the whole day was taken up almoſt in diſputes; ſome would 
have had her tortured in — earneſt; others again thought it beſt to put ber to 
death privately : but at laſt conſidering that ſuch rigour could ſerve to no other pur- 
poſe, than to derogate from the gravity of their aſſembly, for the preſent let ful 
the diſpute, as pretending other matters of greater conſequence came in the way fot 
diverſion ; yet however the buſineſs appeared to reſt in this manner, between ſuſpen- 
ſion and reſolution , concerning a ſubject that was inconſiderable in their thoughts, 
within a few dayes (as it ſhould ſeem not having forgot their ſpleen) they ſent ſudden- 
ly to her lodgings, certain Officers of their aſſembly. Elucina being then a bed, 
after they had enquired of ſome circumſtances of her ſervants, attending in the out- 
ward room, with a kinde of reſolute and rude behaviour , joyned with ſome terrible 
looks, they ruſhed altogether into her Chamber: ſhe entertaining a little _ 
amazement in her countenance at theſe unexpected proceedings, it was not long be- 
fore they told her, they came with the Senates authority, to fearch for ſuch letters, 
which as they underftood ſhe had received from their enemies, to the diſadvantage of 
the State and Commonwealth of Hadia: however ſhe uſed many arguments both to 
excuſe her ſelf and divert their intentions, yet adding ſtill more fierceneſs to their for- 
mer bebaviour, as they would not ſeem at all to be ſatisfied either with her language 


or her tears (notwithſtanding they proceeded more from her apprehenſion of their 


diſreſpects to her perſon, than out of any ſenſe ſhe had of ber own preſent danger) 
fo did they preſently make a ſtrict ſcrutiny according to their Commiſſion, both in- 
to her actions and about her head, until at laſt they even removed the clothes that co- 
vered her dainty limbs, ſcarce ever yet beheld by her own modeſt eyes: *Tis true, 
Elucina took this uſage, for che greateſt indignity could poſlibly be inflicted upon ber 
condition, ſince ſhe valued in her nature, thoſe decorums belonging to her honour, 
much above life or any puniſhments the malice of her enemies could invent: _

2 from the Senates General Farezi e When I had it this manner , aſter ſume 
ew.weeks time of conſideration, conveyed the Princeſs ſafely out of the Cafite, 
the youth, and. I in che interim ſtaying dehinde, not onely the better to obſenꝶe her 
flighc., but to expoſe our ſelves to the hazzard of the diſcovery; I loſt no whileti. 
ther to inſtruct him how be ſhould carry himſelf in the Princeſs Chamber and apps» 
rel, or omitted any opportunity the better to muſter up my own inventions, for both 
our ſecurities, when the matter ſhould come to be revealed, if before by ſome ſ - 
tagem, we could not alſo free our ſelyes from our confinement: I cannot deny, but 
the boy play d his part ſo well within the Curulins of her Bed, whereby to prevent 
or entertgin neceſſary vilits, until my Lady ſhould be got far enough out of the I 
dian Territory, that for ſame dayes there was not any lirict enquiry made aſter ou 
actions, under a pretenſion of an indiſpoſition contraſted: as we gave it out both in 
her minde and body, by reaſon of her Fathers death.

there a fourth company, tii#rdeſired to ſeem more merciful than che'reſt ; and gave 
advice to make me onely the common drudge of the City, to be imployedin all the 
ile offices could beimagined, in regard of my contempt and want of fidelity to the 
gute which they ſuppoſed would be a ſufficient increaſe of my affliction and miſery: 
Br in concluſion, after all theſe numerous diſputes , it was at laſt fully determined, 
in ſelf wich the Page, ſhould be put into a ſmall Bark, without either Meat, Sails, or 
Oars,: and in that manner to be committed to the uncertainty of the Seas, where- 
5 to fall upon ſame deſperate fortune or other, ſince as they ſaid, we had per- 
ſmaded the Princeſs out of her own Countrey, from their loving protection, to ſeek 
hazzardable adventures ſhe knew not where. „ 78 Balef's 1 
Within a weeks time this intended though uncertain voyage was to be put in ex- 
ecution; by certain officers appointed to that purpoſe : wherefore, as ſoon as all che 
materials belonging to the cruelty was prepared, both the boy and my ſelf were con- 
duſted to a Haven in the Province of Caria (a Proclamation being firſt made, that 
no petſon under the pain of death within the Lydian Government, ſhould give us any 
manner of telief, if by chance our Bark happened to arrive upon any of the Coaſts.) 
Aud there one lowering evening, when the windes ſeemed to be in a contention 
among themſelves, we were drawn by another Ship, many furlongs from the Land in- 
to the dea, to be left to the diſpoſure of the mercileſs or inſenſible Waves; however 
appearing to our apprehenſions much more pirtiful , than thoſe proſecutors that had 
by their power and authority, deſigned us to ſuch a deſperate adventure, which caſted 
ofnothing bur cruelty and horrour : As inthis ſtate and condition , we remained in- 
compaſſed about with all the hazzards , that could belong both to a boiſterous Sea 
ind a dark element, ſo were our thoughts filled with thoſe imaginations that afforded 
not the leaſt comfort to our hopes; ſince however the Suns light, and more propiti- 
ous chance, might by fortune conduct our Boat to ſome Harbour of ſafety, yet in re- 
gard of the ſtrict in junction, that none ſhould relieve us in our wants, we were in our 
minds as far to ſeek concerning our preſervation, as if the ſtorms ſhould continue ſtill, 
without any relaxation or abatement; for that we could not poſſible reach (having 
ho proviſion) any other ſhore , but what belonged to the immediate: juriſdiction of 
the Lydian Government: ſo that turning my ſelf wholly to the thoughts of another 
world, I attended the coming on of a ſpeedy death, with that patience was neceſſary 
for my preſent condition; nevertheleſs, 1 could not chuſe but be a little comforted, 
when I reflected upon theſafety and eſcape of my dear Lady and Miſtreſs the Princeſs 
Cloris; for whoſe ſake and preſervation , I had been willing to offer my ſelf a ſacri- 
fice, notwithſtanding I muſt cofifeſs, I was much afflicted at the hard fate of her poor 
Page, who however he was by birth a ſtranger , yet he had moſt conſtantly ſnew- 
ed a faithful diligence in all our fervices and concernments, to this very ume 
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of both our misfortunes; and the rather was I troubled at his miſery , in regard be 
had been onely commanded thereunto by my deſigns: but as my pitty ſerved either 
of us to little purpaſe, ſince neither the winds ceaſed their violence, nor eould we be 
confident we were near any land within many dayes ſail, ſo were we forced „to put 
our whole confidence in the ſupernatural pomer of the immortal Gods, as the beg 
refuge we could expect; for notwithſtanding we might hope the morning woulg 
bring ſome comfort to our more than tired ſenſes, yet the raging weather had alreg- 
dy driven our beaten Bark upon the Seas in that ſort, that the Suns chearful counte. 
nance, would contribute nothing at all to our ſafety, having no materials conveni 
to guide our Ship, to any Haven of ſecurity or repoſe; Theſe imaginations 7 
may lay created a certain kinde of new horrour in our thoughts, chat Ae not 
much 3 the worſt of deſpairs; which as it ſhould ſeem che boy apprehending to 
be fired in my minde, after ſome circumſtance with watery eyes he uſed this language 
unto me. 

Lady and Miftriſs faid he, as J have been alwayes inſtructed in my youth by your 
documents, that the all-powerful Gods, will neither impoſe or can ſuffer injuries to 
be inflicted upon innocents, without a competent revenge, anſwerable to the tranſ. 
greſſion of ſuch as do them, ſo muſt you again give me leave to demand in this ne- 
ceſſity, how it comes to paſs at preſent , that we and others apparently endure mul. 
titudes of miſeries, without any manner of ſeeming redreſs or relaxation , whilſt in 
the interim our enemies and wrong-doers inſult over our calamities, not onely with a 
quiet ſecurity, but a moſt flouriſhing proſperity in all their actions, which ſheivs in my 
opinion, that the Gods, are either deaf to our complaints, and fo by conſequence not 
immortal as they are taken to be, or elſe thoſe very principles are deficient of them. 
ſelves, that have all this while taught us the belief. After I had ſtudied for ſome while 
for an anſwer, at laſt I made him this reply: Tis true faidI , as thoſe documents ia 
the general are to be held, by all perſons that profeſs Piety and Religion, fince with. 
out it we muſt deem the Gods either unjuſt or defeRive in their power ; ſoof the 
other fide ought we to conſider, that however we and others ſometimes ſuffer by their 
permiſſion, what perhaps immediately doth not belong particularly unto the ſeem- 
ing offences committed, yet have we ftill a certain hidden frailty in our natures, that 
muſt neceſſarily be puniſhed in ſome fort or other by the purity of the Heavens, left it 
increaſe to that inordinacy, that will bring us in the end to eternal perdition , ; where- 
in appears the greater mercy of that omaipotent God, who created fublunary 
things, rather for our uſe and benefit, to bring us to a better life, than whereby to 
give us pleaſure and content in this world; which perhaps we having abuſed contrs- 

ry to his inſtitution, therefore he returns them upon us as convenient chaſtiſements; 
however the inſtruments themſelves, after a time, may be caſt into the fire to buraſoe 
doing of the office, accompanied with other their offences, ſince it is not to be doubt- 
ed, but the beſt of us have often anger d that majeſty mentioned, either in pride, am- 
bition, or ſenſuality, which bis juſtice could not ſuffer , without impoſing ſome tem- 
poral afflictions upon our perſons, to purifie the droſs of our imperfections, that elſe 
would remain to our deſtruction; for that his all-ſeeing and purifying eyes cannot be- 
hold blemiſhes of any nature to be admitted to his preſence : 1 mul confeſs ſaid the 
boy, that however I have heard it reported, that the nature of the Gods, is thus to be 
reverenced and worſhipped upon earth, by the generation of mankinde, yet I cannot 
chuſe but alſo a little to wonder, that for the better demonſtration of their own pow« 
er and majeſty to the inferiour world, they do not ſpeedily and viſibly puniſh wicked 
offenders, when as the contrary perhaps, doth detain ſome people with opinions, as 
if there were no deities at all, at leaſtwiſe who had any regard or conſideration of bu- 
mane actions, by which means the wicked are encouraged in their oppreſſion, and 
thoſe that are more pious and innocent, ſometimes become leſs confident, or ra- 
ther very doubtful in ſuch grinciples, as have been taught them in their infancy : fot 
however there might be a power thac firſt made and created all things, ſince probably 
they could not proceed from nothing, in that we ſee by experience that every gene- 
ration is procured out of cauſes conducing to the effect, which Philoſophy , I — 
tell 
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tell you learned from my Maſter, when J went to School, before I came to your 
ſervice, yet it may be very well ſaſpected, whether this power have any conliderati- 
dor regard to our actions, otherwiſe then to maintain a ſucceſſion and encreaſe 
——.— onely for the continuation of the world, as it fareth wich Birds, Beaſts, 
and the like? I could not be ſaid Roxana) but a little ftartled at theſe ob- 
tions of the Boy, us well at che (ſharpneſs of his wit, as where he ſhould come to 
ar of ſuch arguments? Neyercheleſs I thought it ſomething neceſſary to rectifie 
opinions, in many things by ſuch 1 Fan as I had heard in this particular, ſo that 
preſently, I returned him this anſwer for his farther ſatisfaction, being a time proper 
ul thought for both of us, to reflect upon the Gods mercy tending to eternity, ſince 
we had ſmall hopes of longer ſubſiſtance here: *Tis true, ſaid I, ſome fools or other 
jous perſons, may be of thoſe opinions you have mentioned, but ſuch fancies will 
| qu vaniſh, when it ſhall be conſidered, that as this great God that created the 
orſd by his omnipotency, muſt conſequently be perfect in every kinde concerning 
his £ , knowledge and intentions, ſo woyld he never have made a world to no 
pole, (which conſequetitly muſt follow) if ſome end conducing to. eternity were 
dot intended therein; ſo that if we, for whom as it appears the world was made, 
ſhould but onely live to produce others and then dye, what priviledge had we above 
the vileſt creatures > Or what end had God inthe making of man, if for nothing 
de but to come upon a ſtage for a time, whereby to play a part, and then go out, 
iid never be feen more? Which were an impertinency, that ſcarce any perſon in his 
wits would commit in humane actions, ſince for the moſt part we our ſelves do 
arintend4#trly work, but with intention that the effects ſhould laſt longer then our 
dn tima r And God being not onely omnipotent but immortal, and ſo conſe- 
ntly eternity it ſelf, would never have begun a deſigu that could eyer have an end, 
h can be no other then the Creation of Mankinde ; fox that it is apparant , all 
tinge Uſe upon earth are but intended for him and his profit; being uſed as inſtru- 
afents onely by this God to that pur ofe ; So that it is. a meer vanity to think, that 
there is not ſome eternal reward ordained for our baten if we do well in this life, 
which others (hall not enjoy of che comrary demeaappr and fortune. | 
Truly Miftreſs, anſwered the Boy, as I have alwayes been of this opinion in my 
hugs, and doubt not ſtill to continue it in my actions, by the favour of the im- 
fall Gods, (it being now the greateſt comfort we can have in our preſent afflicti- 
fo muſt I not deny, but your pious and wiſe inſtructions , bave much confirmed 
glief in many particulars, which gave me alſo theſe hopes, that either we ſhall 
rome accident or other, be preſerved from theſe deſperate dangers, that ſeem to

In this poſture I ſay we continued for all that tay and forthe moſt part of the _ 
night enſving/which however'it did not much fortihe our hopes, in regard we did 
not well know-whither we ſailed, and leſs could we be aſſured co arrive at any Haven 
of ſafety, yet for that the weathec'was fair and the Seas calm, bur ſenſes ſeemed to be 
ſomething pleafed until that about two hours before morning, our Bark began apai 
ro be aſſanicedbyaiiother ſtorm. Thus were we again toft upon the enraged. wares, - 
inſomuch as ſome while they ſeemed to elevate our ſhip near to the heaves, and thenin 
an inſtant appeared to bury us under ground;and not ſeldom breaking in theirencoun- 
ters one againſt another with ſuch noife and horrour , that we caſt off not onelz our 
former ſatis faction, but contracted every minute in our mindes new deſpairs; never- 
theleſs in all theſe agitations by the Gods goodneſs, we had the fortune t Ive 
ed without prejudice from all the ſplitting Rocks, that every where were 
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eg in 
thoſe Seas : After we had been thus as I ſay beaten for many hours together in theſe 
dangers, by degrees the skies cleared to our apprehenſions, until viſibly the Sun ap- 
peared to our view; inſomuch, as in the end of all our expectation, we rather found 
our Bark becalmed, then agſtated in any kinde backward or forward: By this time 
our appetites, whether ſharpned by the ſtormy weather or not, being much queſt.

ſuſtenance, we cannot at laſt do otherwiſe then dye miſerably, being near no Haven 
probably, that will afford us any relief by many dayes journey: If that be all, ſaid 
he, we ſhall do well enough, and with that preſently informed me with a kinde of a 
fmiling countenance, that however the crafty malice of our enemies, had endeavour- 
| e 
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ed to deprive us of that benefit, yet himſelf by a provident fort caſt of the hea- 
vens; rather then of his own induſiry, had put it into his minde tobe farniſhed witli 
ſame nexeſſaries to that purpoſe : With theſe woads he drew oue from under his gar- 
ment, a certain little Satchel full of that meat, which was moft portable; hing leaſt to 
be ſulpettrd by the Searchers, for upoh the embarkmeht he had pretended that the 
Badger contained but ſoine youthful triftes of his d. which belike the curioſity of 
| thoſe Miniſters no farther looked intb at the preſent: I corctution,, we both fell 
to the ſatisfying of our appetites ;-with ſome gfeedineſs of natute, leaving our 
ether diſcourſes of divinity and morality, until a more proper ſeaſdn, When our dan- 
| gers ſhould appear more horrid to our apprehenfions © After we had doe, — 
uſe ſor our drink of i liat water, that had fallen in the Boat from the Skies) we reſte 

a litzle contented, concerning that particular, in regard we believe& we ſhovld either 
periſh ons lie Seas by ſtorms, or happily finde out a) totivenient harbour of repoſe, 
before we ſhould need any other refrethment : As by cliis means we became pleaſed; 
though not abſolutely ſatisfied, ſince our imaginations wrouphe us ſtill to conſider; 
the deſperateneſs of that voyage we had in hand, ſo within an hours time ot there- 
about, caſting our eyes oſten in the-iritetim. the working waves 'afid-vaſt wa- 
tem we at laſt perceived though at a' far diſtaner us we thobght, ſome appeat- 
ance of Land: This ſight (or rather probably might it have beet n fancy, ſince 
deſpdirs not ſeldome create CH inflead of realities) gave us a certain 
bopeſul content, for that we had never enjoyed the like, ſinte out departure from 
the ſhores of Caria, however upon more mature cbiſideration t did not ſeem much 
io mend out condition, for that preſently we temem brd we had neither ſails to make 
uſe of the windes ; or Oars to contutt our Batk to ung Haven or Landing place 
| whatloever; beſides at the beſt, we had not ckill enouſi ad we thought! xd make uſe 
of ſuch inſtruments, if we had had t luck to be pofſeſſors of the benefit, never 
bav ing been practiſed in the trade: Theſe were —— „ although the 
Boy contrary to my knowledge, before h carte te n ſeſ vue had lived in à ſhip; but 
whilt our imaginations and view together were thizeamployed, (humane nature be- 
iog notwithſtanding ſomething delighted at the very 13 of poſſibilities) 
the youth of a ſuddem perceived one of the Boards © Veſſel that lay in the bot- 
tom, to be looſened by ſome accident from the teſt; wherefore removing a little 
the plantk out of its place, underneath he found wing a convement Hatchet, for- 
merly uſed as it ſhoald feem by ſome Workmar in thi Stup: His apprehenſion here- 
vponquickly brought to his conſideration , that a cmmodity and profit might be 
reaped thereby, towards the better conducting of the Barx upon the Seas : So that 
at laſt he reſolved if it were poſſible to hew out ſomecfiing reſembling Oars from 
the materials: To this purpoſe inſtantly taking the Tron Inſtrumet in his hand, 
Within an hour and a halfs time, he had formed eweobandfome- things like Oars, from 
the longeſt and thinneſt boards he could finde in the Veſſel ; With theſe ſtrange in- 
firuments, that both neceſticy and g fortune had contrived, both my ſelf and 
the Boy quickly went to work, which the more conveniently I muſt confeſs we might 
do, in regard the Seas were at that time very calm; in this manner as I may ſay, di- 
tocting our courſe fill towards the Land we had perceived , though & i great di- 
ſtance , until ac laſt ſomething befote night, we arrived within d few farlongs of 
i certain Craggy Iſland, reſembling rather many compaRed Rocks in the Sea, then 
any place fit for habitation or relief: Although this happy progreſs extfeamly com- 
| forted up our hopes for the preſent, yet the darkneſs coming on apace, and the windes 
again beginning to bluſter, we were put to new exigencies , as how te conduct out 
Bark to ſome convenient landing place, norwithRtanding we diſcerned the ſhore be- 
fore our faces : But the Moon appearing by good fortune at that inſtant a little 
above the Horizon, the ſight afforded us no ſmall probability of ſafety , which gave 
us new encobragement in our work; nevertheleſs approaching nearer and nearer 
the land, with intentions to land, of a ſudden when we looked leaſt for the vio- 
lence, there came a ſtormy blaſt, that not onely drove us againſt a fharp Rock, which 
lay concealed in the Sex from our ſight, but ſplit ttie ſide of the Veſſel in ſuch man- 
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ner, that the ce try an inſtant covered the bottom — at —— three foot deep” 
which you may think again in our opinions put us beyon poſſibility of eſcape i 
nd A I — oe the period of our laft. expeRation , became periſhing in 
— — for the Boat being full of water, and we not knowing where we 
were, or poſſible to be relieved as we thought by any accident, we turned ſuddenly 
all our thoughts and cryes, towards the mercy of the Gods in another world, more 
violently then formerly, having no manner of hope in this: But the Heavens as it 
ſhould ſeem beholding our cauſe though not our fins, ſent us a preſent aid 
almoſt a miracle; for many Fiſhermen at the inſtant being upon the Seas, ſetting their 
nets in the Moon-ſhine hearing our pittiful acclamations,fuddenly came with all taſte 
to our aſſiſtagce, and within half an hours time, by the help of their ſmall Coricles, 
not onely reſie ved. our neceſſities in that extremity, but conveigh'd us all wet as we 
were to the ſirm land upon the Iſland : After we bad given the Gods a ſhort thanks 
for our deliverance, they made a great fire in one of their poor Cottages, whilſt in 
the interim they enquired of us the adventures of our fortunatẽ eſcape, as well asby 
what diſmal accident we came into thoſe parts: we were ſomething ſcrupulous to 
let them know, either our qualities or the occaſion of our it journey, though 
we ſtrived to give them otherwiſe what ſatisfaction we could in requital of their 
courtelies: After in this fort we had refreſhed us, we endeavoured to reſt our 
Limbs that night, with what commodities we found in the houſe, being reſolved the 
next morning to ſeek ſome conveniency, to carry us from that place: To this effec, 
when day came they told us, that the liland of Rhodes was not many furlongs di- 
ſtant from their barren babitation, whither if we pleaſed they would uſe ſome 
means or other to conveigh ns ſafely ; from whence; as they ſaid, we might finde eon- 
venieney enough, to be trapſported either into Greece, or what part of «4/4 we 
would ; fo that — gur Bark was not capable of a farther journey ; and 
knowing the Governour ol the Iſland himſelf had ſhewed alwayes an affection to 
King Euarchis concernments, thangh he kept nevertheleſs a certain kinde of neutra- 
lity, with the Senates procesdin gs, for his better ſecurity , we ſoon determined to put 
that propoſition in executions Notwithſtanding we found within a day or two « 
paſſage convenient for the Iſland of Rhodes, yet ſeeing the peqple were unwilling by 
any long entertainment of ours, to draw upon themſelves the danger of a war from 
the Senates ſpleen, when I had ſaluted the Governour with his vercuous and gallant 
Lady, being provided by them with ſome neceſſary conveniencies for another voyape, 
we again took the Seas for our tranſportation into Cyprus, where I doubted not but 
to finde my Lady the Princeſs Claria ſafely arrived: But whether the Senate had been 
advertized by any of their ſpies, which for the moſt part they keep in every Coun- 
trey, or whether our ſpiteful deſtinies had a minde again to croſs us in our deſign? 
we were in a manner no ſooner out of the Haven, but were purſued by two fo 
Barks belonging to the Lydia» Government: I muſt confeſs we had much a do to 
quit us of the ſurprize; inſomuch as for a day and a night they chaſed us with vio- 
lence, like a couple of ſwift and gourgeous Greyhounds, ſame fearful and timorous 
Hare, who ſtill by windings and 197 yp to avoid a deſtruction near at hand: 
One while the Maſter of the ſhip had a minde voluntarily to yield to the mercy of 
the purſuers, rather then expoſe himſelf and his Veſſel to the danger of being over- 
taken, when as he ſuppoſed he ſhould obtain noquarter : But we prevailing with 
earneſt entreaty, joyned with other conjurations, accompanied by faithful promiſes 
alſo of reward and ſatisfaction upon his arrival at Oyprus, he was content at laſt to 
bide it out to the uttermoſt hazzard : In this poſture notwithſtanding we remained 
for ſome 7 5 and dayes, now and then hiding our ſelves in Creeks and by Rocks, 
to deceive if it were poſſible our enemies by ſtratagems, when our Marrineis ſeemed 
weary both of working and rowing ; and for the better encouragement of the Sea- 
men in their care ang labour, I would ſometimes take an Oar in my hand, though the 
Gods know to little purpoſe, but onely to let them ſee , how much I eſteemed the 
conſequence of the — In concluſion, after we had wrought thus for our 
lives, for many hours together; one dark and miſty night above the reſt, we had not 
onely 
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.t- che happineſs totally to avoid their purſuit, but within a very ſcnall ſpace to be 
pod fey (though weather · beaten is we were) in a great Haven Town of the 
E 
Wben that Rox4x4 had thus made an end of her diſcourſes, Creſel preſently taking 
her in bis arms told her, chat as theſe ſtrange paſſages of her eſcape, were almoſt be- 
che conſideration of the greateſt miracles, ſo did he wiſh with all his heart, that 
ide heavens would'crown future events (belonging to the affairs and fortunes of 
Prince Arathafins) with the like ſucceſs : from this they returned again to talk ſome- 
thing of the Boyes tonſtancy and affection ſhewed in his ſervice, with other commu- 
ations of variable natures , until the day being a little ſpent, they both roſe from 
ie ſeats, and walked about the Tomb for their better recreation; The monument 
ix ſelf was built four ſquare, at the upper end of it, was curiouſly cut out in white 
Marble, the ſtatue of Fame ſounding a Trumpet, with this inſcription at the feet in 
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To thee the Father of our liberty, ; 
We freely dedicate (that all thereby 
May know onr gratitude) theſe lines of praiſe, 
Not onely to continue in our dayes, ; 
Bat whilſt that Fame ſo much deſir d by men, 
Hath worn her ſelf with age to duſt again, 
And in the interim, let other Countreys learn 
By our example, tobe freed from ſcorn;

_ Theſe Verſes being writ in Arabick Characters, and expounded by Creſes to Rox 
aua, (he deſired him to let her know ſomething more particular of the Dukes ftory ; 
the rather as ſhe ſaid, for that Varciſwe her Lord was deſcended from that original, 
in whom ſhe hoped to have more then an ordinary intereſt? by the late marriage of 
her dear Lady and Miſtreſs the Princeſs Cloris : Creſes complyance quickly ſeat- 
ed them both again in their former places, which after a while btought forth this new 
diſcourſe; from the eloquent eſteemed tongue of Creſes. BY 
It was in the time Madam, ſaid he, when as Hereziss (as I formerly told you) had caſt 
about his dangerous opinions both of rebellion, and other ſeparations from the Gods 
Worſhip then generally practiſed in the world, that this Duke lived in the Conntrey 
of Cyprot, whoſe wit, titles, and extraction, ſeemed to be parallels one to another, 
though neither of them again to be equalled by any of the reſt of the Nobility : 
Wherher theſe benefits of nature and fortune, raiſed his minde or no above his duty 
Lwill not ſay, but thus ftories ſpeak as I have read: Not being able to brook the Go- 
yerament of the Kings Deputies in theſe parts, he was obſerved for ſome years, 
not much to favour his prerogative, ſo that after a while, finding the doQrine of 
Herezius began to fruQifie amongſt the Subjects of theſe Nations, in regard it ſeemed 
to intimate to all perſons (deſiring ſenſuality, and not affecting ſubjection) a certain 
wilde kinde of liberty, in what they pleaſed both to Gods or Men; however for the 
the moſt part guilded with Hypocriſie and diſſimulation in outward carriage, of 
a ſudden not .onely retir'd himſelf into the Kingdom of Armenia, as it ſeemed 
from under the protection and juriſdiction of bis own Prince, but withal to the 
wonder of the Governours took him a wife, that openly profeſt the opinions of He- 
rexius, fo much deſtructire to Monarchy and obedience, as they conceived, though 
bimſelf as yer outwardly ſeemed to maintain other principles: Nevertheleſs this 

ickly gave him a very ill character at Court; for as the Egyptians are by nature 
== ſo are they in command inſolent, wherefore fearing none in theſe Coun- 
were able to croſs the Kings Government but this _ and doubting he 1 
B b Ve 
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have both the MUS abilicy,to.do.jt in time if not prevented. never ſuffered him to en- 
joy any places of abſolute authority, without putting either a reſtriction upon his pow- 
er, or a jealouſie upon his actions: Whether the Kings Deputies for their over · much 
ſuſpition concerning this Prince, were in the fault or no I will not ſay, but ſo it fell out 
that he not onely retired himſelf, by degrees from all Court. employment, in the inte. 
rim ſorting his converſation. mom equa acgording to the cuſtoms of the com. 
mon people. for that no Nation love better an equality then themſęlves) but within a 
very ſhort ſpace, by an Army he had raiſed in Armenia, with tig ſixength of bis wives 
friends, and Herex5 opinions, he invaded, ſaddenly the Countreys of Pawphyiia, 
where the Gurt ben remained: After theſe breaches you may think nothing could 
poſſible be piered again of confidence, for that the Egyptian were proud, and could 
not endure to ſeem leſs in the eyes of other Princes, then they formerly had been, and 
the people were reſolved (being ſo violently poſſeſt with theſe new opinions, that 
Here ius had lately broached to the diſadvantage and danger of all States and their 
Governments) never to come again under the ſame Juriſdiction, without thoſe con- 
ditions, that might in a manner make them maſters of the Countrey : inſomuch., 18 
within a very few years a general flame of diſcontent and violence, was kindled both 
in Pamphylia and Cyprus; and neceſſity conſtraining either party to form conyeni. 
ent Armies, for the better compaſſing of their deſigns, the Duke was choſen gene. 
ral of one fide, as a brave. Zg ypries Commander of the other: - Theſe proceedi 
occaſioned divers Battles and. Sieges of ſeveral fates conſequences; In all which the 
Dukes wiſdom and valour,were held the only obſtacles tothe King Progreſs and Con- 
queſt, which the Court at the firſt thought to have performed in ſome moneths with. 
out much troubles or loſs : As things remained in this 22 moving amy 
whit ſeemingly forward to the Kings honour or profit, there was a Souldier of 
the Army, that one day ſuddenly came into the Councell Chamber, and told 
them, that he was determined if they approved his enterprize, by a ſtratagem 
newly contrived by himſelf to ſlaughter the Generall : However this became not 
onely entertained after ſome expoſtulation, but executed afterward with much de- 
ſperation, yet before the time it was effected, the Duke was ſent to by the Go. 
vernour of Pamphylia , to return to his former obedience , otherwiſe all his Lands 
and Goods as be ſaid within the Dominions and Juriſdiction of the King, wouli be 
ſeized and forfeited for eyer :. The politick Nobleman ſuſpecting rather a fraud 
in the intention, then a reality in the meaning, returned quickly this anſwer, that 
notwithſtanding he conceived it no ſmall misfortune, for a perſon of quality tobe 
without a houſe for his accommodation, yet he conceived the miſchief would be far 
greater, if a Duke ſhould chance to want his bead: In the interim he diſpatched « 
Meſſenger to the old Queen of Lydia, who had then newly ſallen out with the Eg 
tians, not onely to make her acquainted with all theſe paſſages, but to ſhew the wi. 
lingneſs of the people of Cyprus, to ſubmit themſelves under her Juriſdiction and Go- 
vernment, ſince ſhe had formerly both quitted the Religion of Delphos, and was be- 
come an enemy to the King of Egypt; rather chuſing any new ſubjeRion, then to be 
longer under the old tyranny, either for their eſtates or conſciences: In fine, many 
monet hs had not paſſed before the Souldier as 1 told you put in practice, what had 
been determined againſt the Dukes life; and perform d this action with ſuch proſpe- 
rous ſucceſs accorc ing to his deſign, that meeting him in an entry when he came from 
dinner, accompanied by many of his friends and ſervants, he forthwith ſtabb d him to 
the heart with a ſhort weapon, which he had provided to that purpoſe : The Souldier 
having committed the fact had eſcaped from being taken, if by fortune one had not 
diſcovered him amongſt the croud, ſince the people were in ſo confuſed an amaze it 
the accident, that they rather minded their lamentstions for the ſlaughtered Duke 
before their eyes, then any way made ſearch for the offender that had committed che 
fact: No ſooner was the Souldier notwithſtanding apprehended, but all the exquiſite 
tortures that could be deviſed, were inflicted upon his ſuffering perſon, not onely to 
ſatisſie the malice of his enemies (the people in the interim crying out with unrelenting 


exclamation for revenge) but alſo with an intention to extort other confeſſions 15 
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bis mouth, towards as was pretended the ſaving of the Iſland of Cyprus from ruine ; 
However nothing could be extracted from his diſcourſes, but that he conceived the 
Duke to be diſloyal to his Princes, and a hinderer of the true worſhip of the Gods, in 
whoſe ſervice as he killed him, ſo was he willing to dye himſelf, | #64 
The Inhabitants I muſt tell you, gentle Lady, were ſo outrageouſly diſpleaſed at 
this unexpeRed ſlaughter of their Dake, whom they eſteemed not onely a Saint in 
his Religion, but a ſufferer for his Conntreys good, beſides the eſtimation they had 
both of his wiſdom and valour, that notwithſtanding the many propoſitions they 
tad from other Nations, as namely out of Syria and Lydia concerning the offer of a 
new General, yet would they pitch upon no Commander but his eldeſt Son; a man 
in truth that gave little way to his Father, either for prudence, judgement, or con- 
duct of an Army: After they had eſtabliſhed him in all his places and command, 
chey preſently erected this magnificent monument to his Fathers fame, to be conti- 
ned in after ages, for his eternal glory, accompanied with the inſcription I have al- 
ready explained to you in the Zydian language. But my Lord, ſaid Roxaxa, after he 
had fniſhed bis diſcourſe, however I muſt confeſs I have heard ſufficiently, of the old 
Dukes worth, fortune, and policy, during the time of his life, though che Cataſtro- 
and period of his laſt end, ſeems to my apprehenſion ſomething ominous, never- 
cheleſs I cannot underſtand in my weak reaſon, by what lawful right, he was firſt veſt- 
ed in the jariſdi&ion of this Iſland, and ſo by conſequence how his predeceſſors or 
poſterity, can claim a juſt inheritance in the Government: For it appears to me, the 
Countrey formerly belonged to the Kings of Egypt, being taken from his poſſeſſion 
onely by the power of the Sword; or at the beſt by the willing conſent of the peo- 
ple, who were that Princes natural Subjects: Truly Madam, replyed Creſes, as this 
Title hath been much diſputed by all ſorts of pens and diſcourſes, during the compaſs 
of very many years, ſo can I onely ſay thus much for the claim in queſtion, that the 
wſſeſtion hath been now ſettled in divers deſcents, which at the firſt was diſpu- 
ted by force of Arms, and the King of Egypt bimſelf having lately confirmed the 
nieht, both with his creaty and conſent, in my opinion this of neceſficy muſt con- 
clude all diſputes to the contrary, ſinge never a Kingdom or State in the world is en- 
joyed upon other terms; however I cannot deny, ſaid he, but the combuſtions of the 
Iſland of Cyprus, have occaſioned for this latter age all the diſtempers of 4a, nei- 
ther did the Senate of Lydia take the riſe of their proceedings, as I believe, from more 
pregnant examples, concerning the Gods Worſhip, or for matter of Rule and Go- 
yerament, then what were derived from the opinions of Farexius, which upon the 
matter taught nothing more then diſobediency and ſenſuality, two inclinations fa- 
youred and cryed up moſt, by the rude and unlearned multitude, though many of re- 
fined wits, have thereby fiſh'd in troubled waters, for their own ends, and advantages, 
or elſe it had been unpoſſible for this work to have proſpered in ſo many Countreys of 
a ſudden, utterly againſt the Philoſophy of Government, in regard every popular State 
(however at the beginning it got footing never ſo much by violence and craft) in the 
end again turns for the moſt part into an abſoluter way of Afonarchy , but ſaid Roxa- 
x4, you ſeem to intimate to my apprehenſion by your diſcourſe, as if the Iſland of 
Cyprus yet retains rather the face of common Government, then that of a King or 
an abſolute Prince: Truly Madam, replyed Creſes, as that cannot be denyed without 
partiality, ſince the Duke cannot ſo much as go to the wars, by the conſtitutions of 
theſe Countreys, without beiag accompanied by ſuch as (hall be alotted him to over- 
ke his actions, ſo do I wiſh with all.my heart, that my Lord Narciſſus may ſo order the 
matter in his affairs, concerning che natures and diſpoſitions of theſe people he now 
ſeems to govern , that he may not need the aſſiſtance of other parts, to keep him 
alwayes in his preſent poſſeſſion , as it fared lately with King Euarchus our own 
Prince in the Kingdom of Lydia, ſince no doubt but the ſame ſpirit of pride and diſobe- 
diency predominate in both Countreys alike among the common people, whole pro- 


perty was ever to ſpight or envy the better ſort, and worthieſt perſons, either in 


fortunes, titles, or glory; neither can it be denyed, but that the Hereditary Monar- 
thy of Lydia, was as well eſtabliſhed before theſe troubles, as any other Government 
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through all the hither parts of Aa, both for ſucceſſion: and conſtitution, however 
as you ſec it is now fallen to nothing, or at the beſt to a miſerable uncertainty: But 
as Creſes was proceeding farther in his diſcourſes of this nature, they might ſee the 
hunted Stag followed again by the Hounds, and many of the Royal Company; who 
. took the ſame pool for bis refuge, which he had formerly done in the morning; and 
not long after the Princeſs Cloria, with her Brother ¶Arethuſiu came alſo towards 
the place in a gentle handigallop; as it were to be the more nobſe witneſſes both of his 
tears and —— himſelf being (if not an embleme) at leaſtwiſe a creature or. 
dained more particularly for the delight of Ma jeſty then any other: Upon this Rv 
and Creſes roſe from their ſeats, only promiſing to one another, that notwithſtanding 
theſe diverſions; they would endeavour ere long to meet with ſome more covenien 
again, hereby to finiſh out the reſt of their diſcourſes: C loria aſſoon as ſhe ſaw Creſc, 
and Roxana coming towards her from the Mount, ſhe began prettily to jeaſt with the 
old woman in this miner: Governeſs, ſaid ſhe, I perceive now acebrding to your former 
maximes, declared as you may remember when we travelled together in Cres 
company , after our eſcape from the Caſtle, where we were impriſoned by the Se. 
nate of Lydia, that the practice of hunting was not uſed by women of the ancient 
world, in that you have as it ſhould ſeem perſwaded Creſes to be of the ſame be. 
lief, who no doubt elſe would have been at the preſent of our ſociety : Jet better 
refleting upon the matter, ſaid ſhe, I may have ſome cauſe to fear, you go about to 
bereave me of the intereſt, Ideſire ever to have in his thoughts and affectiom, by 
coveting a more near relation to your own particular; nevertheleſs I do profel it 
can no way be my fault, ſince I ſhall omit neither induſtry , nor power to continue 
me in his opinion, if either my Brother Arethuſius, or my Lord Narciſſus will con- 
tribute effectually at my requeſt to his ſatisfaction: Moſt admirable Princeſs, pre. 
ſently replied Creſes, the Gods could not be but plentifully ſatisfied, with the tender 
of ſach an intereſt, as ſpeaks your favour in any meaſure ; neither can more happi- 
neſs and honour be deſired, then to have the heavenly reward, as alwayes to behold 
thoſe eyes, that ſparkle forth nothing but Ma jeſty and delight co humble hearts, with 
a kinde of an awful reverence, to the conſiderations of the beſt and greateſt of men that 
live upon earth: And yet I muſt tell you Creſes, replied C/oria, that your bold exprel. 
ſions at my marriage, though in poetical ſtrains, could not chuſe but have given occa. 
ſion of ſome jealouſie in the thoughts of my Lord and Husband, if his nature and ex. 
perience had not been more then enough ſatisfied with confidence, both of my truth 
and intentions: Madam, ſaid Creſes, it is not for mortals to contain themſelves within 
the compaſs of ordinary paſſions, when deities ſuch as you are appear in their full lo- 
ſtre; O Creſes, replyed the Princeſs, theſe feigned and flattering pretentions, are got 
of force ſufficient to wipe away the forfeitures of your crime, if both my husband and 
my ſelf were not entirely gentle and merciful on your behalf: If reverend love, or 
rather may I call it a due adoration, be an offence, ſaid Creſes, not to be pardonedin 
me, look upon your own over- maſtering perfections, that gave the firſt occaſion, why 
ſuch a ſacriledge was committed; but if you think it either juſt or convenient, I ſuffer 
without a willing cauſe, I ſhall not refuſe any puniſhment , whereby the (in of your 
own miſpriſion may be expiated, and by that means become a ſacrifice inſtead of ad 
offender, ſince my nature or loyalty could not avoid, what hath hath been acted in 
that particular: Well well, replyed Cloria, to put off all farther diſputes, for that I 
ſee your wilfulneſs is no more to be corrected, then the perfect eJoquence of your lan- 
guage to be equalled, I here call my Governeſs for, a witneſs to this agreement, that 
ince you pretend to ſome ſhews of repentance, though in a dark manner, ſtil] retaining 
in your thoughts a certain intention to continue your crime, I do publickly forgive 
what is paſt, hoping in time you may upon better conſiderations mend altogether; 
which at leaſtwiſe will demonſtrate my mercy to all kinds of people, not infected with 
your intemperancy: With theſe words the Princeſs, (whilſt the other company were 
buſily employed in ſeveral diſcourſes concerning thoſe accidents that had happened in 
the chaſe) commanding both Roxana and Creſes to follow her, preſently went and 


ſate down in one of the ſhady arbors belonging to the woods, though at ſome 1 
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ſrom the clutter of the people; where after a while Roxana in the interim placing her 
ſelf at her feet upon a ſmall hillock, Claria more ſeriouſly began this communication 
with Creſes,,whbo ſtood by her in a reſpectful obedience, whoſe nature and affection 
(as it ſhould ſeem) could never do otherwiſe from the time he firſt knew her perſon in 
the Caſtle, where ſhe had been a priſoner under his juriſdiction. : 
Creſes ſaid ſhe, as I hope you are ſufficiently ſatisfied, both with my pardon and af- 
fection, ſa muſt we now fall upon more neceſſary and conſiderable diſcourſes , con- 
cerving my Brothers affairs: To this purpoſe you may know, that the Commiſſioners 
of Ania now remaining at Paphos, are come from the Nobility of that Countrey, to 
make tender as they prerend of their beſt ſervices, in ſetting the Crown upon the 
head of Prince Arethuſius: what their proceedings formerly were to my Father, is 
not unknown to all the world? and what they may be yet to his Son the Gods onely 
aan diſtinguiſnꝰ with theſe words the ſweet Princeſs began to weep , yet in ſuch a 
manner, as her tears neither expreſſed a violent paſſion, or her preſent demonſtration 
of ſorrow, too much diminiſhed the grace and beauty of her countenance; after a 
while ſhe returned again to her diſcourſe in this manner ; The confidence neverthe- 
lef that Me liander bath in theſe peoples intentions, makes both my Brother and 
Narciſſus my Lord, preſume more then ordinary upon the ſucceſs : In ſhort, a jour- 
ney \ way he mult take towards the Countrey of MAyſſia, where however the place 
hath been ſufficiently fatal to the proſperity. and life of good Exarchus , yet the 
people now generally (as Iam told) confeſling their own errours , have promiſed a 
new loyalty and fidelity: Beſides I muſt let you know, that both Argyiizs and Ly- 
dius, ſeem as forward as any others now to receive him as King, if tbeir hearts go 
aloog with their profeſſions. When the Princeſs had made an end of this ſhore diſ- 
e, Creſes a little ſmiling upon Roxana, intimating as if Cloriæ were ſomethin 
too confident of the truth and honefty of thoſe people, eſpecially of the Lords la 
mentioned, deſired her Highneſs , ſincę ſne had already done him the favour to truft 
| bis breaſt with thoſe ſecrets, which before he was not made acquainted withal , for 
that he had been as he ſaid particularly debarred from thoſe Councels, by the expreſs 
deſires of the Deputies themſelves remaining at Paphos, ſhe would be pleaſed yer far- 
ther to let him know , ſomething of the conditions that were propounded to het 
Brother Prince Arethuſius; for that as he ſaid, he conceived the Countrey of A.- 
þ4, at leaſt wiſe the contrary faction, would never willingly admit him to be King, 
whereby in any convenient way, to return the Government or juriſdiction over into 
his hands, without reſtrictions and limitations prejudicial to his prerogative : Upon 
this demand, the Princeſs entered in a little kinde of muſe, and then made him this re- 
ply, with a certain vermillion bluſh in her fair cheeks, as if ſhe apprehended, that 
Creſes taxed in ſome ſort her overmuch credulity : *Tis true Creſes, ſaid ſhe, I muſt 
confeſs your jealouſies in ſome manner meet with my own apprehenſions; but as 
neceſſities muſt for the moſt part put people upon deſperate reſolutions, . ſo can I 
not deny , but that the conditions propounded to my Brother, in many things are 
ſcarce to be entertained in the thoughts of a free Prince, ſince he is obliged thereby 
to put much of his juriſdiction into the hands of his eſteemed enemies; beſides he is 
preſſed to take a ſolemn Oath, before he enters upon the priviledges and dignity of 
the Crown, not onely to profeſs publickly their Religion, now generally practiſed in 
the Kingdom of Myſſia, but alſo to maintain the factious Prieſts in their pretended 
rights, if not uſurped commands: and that which is worſt of all is, his attendants 
are to be limited according to their denomination, leſt as they alledge, ſiniſter Coun- 
cels might in time, divert him from thoſe good inclinations , which his own nature 
would have for the Countreys welfare: O you Gods Madam, ſaid Cre/es, what condi- 
tions are theſe to be put upon a Prince, whoſe worth, extraction, and education can 
ſcarce be parallel'd> deſerving rather the ſole Government of the world, than to be 
thus limited, both in his command and honour, by a people, who have neither truth 
in their meaning, or ever had loyalty in their actions: The Princeſs finding, that 
Creſes was apt to be tranſported by his own paſſion in her Brothers behalf, told him, 


that as both her ſelf and others, were reaſonably well ſatisfied with the intentions of 
many 
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many of the It an Nobility, ſo muſt ſhe deſire him wich a little more patience; tg 
underſtand from her, thoſe reaſons, which perhaps he had not yet beard of to be al. 
jedged, for a certain kinde of complyance at the preſent, with the people of that Na. 
tion, whereby the better to ſettle the Government thereof: In proſecution of which 
point ſaid ſhe, it muſt be weighed in all competent underſtandings, that the Countrey 
of Myſſa cannot long ſubſilt without a King, not onely in regard of its conſtitution, 
by way of fundamental Laws, but alſo by reaſon of i thoſe factions, that would ariſe 
from their wanting one head to govern, neceſſarily required to over-rule all the 
growing diſputes , that daily could not but be ingendred amongſt the Nobility and 
better ſort of people, every perſon ſtriving with violence to be uppermoſt in autho- 
rity and command: And who is fitter for this office, than he whom ſucceſſion hath 
placed in the Throne? Next it may be alſo conſidered, that whereas the Senate of 
Lydia hath turned by their decrees and reſolutions, that Government already into a 
popular Commonwealth, without the ſeeming deſires, if not contrary to the wills of 
My ſſia, ſo they will be ſure as near as they can, to keep their own Countrey from fil. 
ling into the ſame fate; wherefore by conſequence, muſt ſuffer their preſent King 
(notwithſtanding any conditions they ſhall now make with him to the contrary) to 
re· aſſume to himſelf again his rightfal juriſdiction, and ancient prerogative ; for that 
it is to be ſuppoſed, their reſtrictions are onely gtounded upon ſome ſmall wiſlruſt 
they have of his actions, leſt thoſe at che inſtant he ſeems moſt to favour, ſhould come 
in time to be chief Commanders of the Nation to their diſadvantage, which their 
ambition cannot by any means brook, as it may be preſumed after ſuch a long and 
bloody contention; ſo that they will be ſure of his intentions and diſpoſition, before 
they abſolutely let go the reins of the bridle out of their own hands, to be governed 
and commanded onely, by their Princes variation or inconſtancy. Thirdly, it is well 
known, that che Religions now moſt prevalent in both Countries, are clearly oppo. 
fite one to another, us well for the opinions as in the practice, which mult ever hold 
Lydia and MAyſſia at odds, without any hopes of reconciliation , and therefore pro. 
bably , no fear of a combination to my Brothers prejudice in that nature, fince the 
chief doubt that can remain is, leſt the My ſſians like the Lydians, ſhould alſo en- 
deavour to turn alſo their own Government into a popular ſtate, which nothing but 
meer deſperation ( Arethuſiui not complying with their offers and deſires) can en- 
vite them to do. Laſtly we muſt refſect upon the unfortunate differences amongſall 
the Princes of Aſia, inſomuch as it is unpoſſible, that my Brother as yet, can expeſt 
any ſuccour from their aſſiſtance or power; and leſs will they be ever willing to lend 
him, if be make not to himſelf firſt ſome foundation to work upon, concerning the 
inclinations of his own People and Subjects; in that it is no eaſie matter to conquer 
any Countrey entirely, without particular factions to be raiſed of the natives; 
wherefore Myſſia joyning with Lydia as it now ſtands, that benefit could not poſſibly 
be procur*d, whereas of the contrary being at difference, the acceſſion will not be 
difficult, co be brought about in a ſhort time with the Gods favour : Thus Creſes, 
ſaid the Princeſs you have my arguments, concerning a preſent and a politick compli- 
ance with the My ſſian Nobility, rather then for Arei buſius, to continue any longer 
toſt in uncertain Seas of diſcontent and trouble, without either action ot Kingdom, 
and more eſpecially when my own Husband Narciſſzs , is ſo far as yon fee at preſent, 
in being able to afford him that aſſiſtance, which may be neceſſary for the ſpeedy 
conqueſt of the whole, without the vigorous compliance of other Princes, that he 
hath more than enough to do, to keep down the faRions in Cyprus it ſelf, already 
raiſed againſt his own proceedings; the natures of the people as it ſhould ſeem, be- 
ing either alike in both Countries, or ſome equal ſpirit, if not perſwaſion grounded 
upon the Lydian ſucceſs, governs each with the ſame deſires and ambition: Theſe were 
the arguments that C/orir uſed, to perſwade the opinion of (* reſes to an agreement; 
or at leaſtwiſe to be contented with the complyance intended concerning the Ay 
fians : but as he was ready to reply ſomething to Cleria's reaſons, they were both in- 
terrupted by Ar etbhuſius and Narciſſus, who coming to the Arbour, where the Princeſs 
had ſet her ſelf, the communication became ſuddenly altered, ſinee they preſently fell 
to 
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to diſcourſes belonging to the chace ;5 which however it ſeemed more proper for the 
ſeaſon, yet Creſes, whoſe thoughts were not inclinable to that profeſſion, was not a 
little ſorry for the occaſion; ſo that he and; Roxas in the interim, taking a turn or 
twoin the n Woods, he began to tell her, that he feared, notwithſtanding 
the probable hopes and ſtrong arguments, both the Princeſs and her Brother, had of 
the Myſſiaus fidelity, they would in ſome ſort or other be deceived by the treachery of 
the Nation, who were a people obſerved, ſcarce to keep faith with any perſon, when 
either their covetouſneſs, or ambition came in the way to be ſatisfied ; witneſs as he 
faid, their proceedings with Exarchus the late King, having alwayes beſtowed on 
them mulcitudes of favours of all kindes from his very Cradle, as well in the parti- 
cular as in the general. Although I cangot deny what you ſay, replyed Roxana, ne- 
vertheleſs deſperate diſeaſes muſt have ſharp and dangerous cures; and therefore as 
ou ſee no Prince or State at the preſent is willing, or rather in plain truth able to aſ- 
bk Aret hu ſius in his title, rights, and pretenſions, it were a very hazzardable madneſs 
in him, not to comply with the MAyſſias offers: Beſides I muſt tell you, that it is now 
commonly reported, that Argy/i himſelſ, doth not onely make tender to take an 
Oath for his future fidelity to the Crown, provided the Prince ſubſcribe the conditi- 
ons that ſhall be agreed upon, but alſo voweth before the immortal Gods, that he 
had no hand at all in his Fathers death, of which he hath been formerly accuſed: So 
that theſe things being publiſhed to the world, the MAyſſians will not onely ſeem to 
be excuſed in the thoughts of moſt people, if they ſhould afterward enter upon de- 
ſigns to Arethuſius prejudice, either with the Lydians or any other Nation, but alſo 
perhaps, he will be held a Prince of ſome ſlothful diſpoſition, wanting courage neceſ- 
ſary to perform actions, meriting a Kingdom; wherein both his youth and honour, 
if not his valour alſo, cannot but extreamly ſuffer in the opinion of all ſorts of con- 
ditions, which you know are the attributes chiefly to be preſerved, either for con- 
ſs or ſubmiſſions : Many ſuch diſcourſes paſſed between them in their communi- 
cation, that ſeemingly rendred Creſes better ſatisfied than in the beginning; however 
his earneſt affeRion to Arethuſius and bis cauſe , continued him ſtill doubtful of the 
Myſfizns pur poſes; and the rather, for that he was informed the Commiſſioners re- 
maining at Paphos, had in expreſs terms debarred both himſelf and others, from 
waiting upon the Prince into their Countrey: When Roxana and Creſts had thus 
ended their ſhort expoſtulation , they returned again to the reſt of the company; 
where after the finiſhing of a ſmall collation, provided for the entertainment of the 
2 loria in her hunting exerciſe, all the Court repaired again to the Caſtle of 
Papbos, 

Whit Arethuſius, with his Sifter and Narciſſus the Duke, endeavoured to divert 
fill their melancholly thoughts, for the late untimely death of Euarchus, which of 
a fudden they could not put out of their mindes; ſometimes by conferences, and ear- 
geſt diſputations with the Myſian Commiſſioners, hoping to draw them by degrees 
from the ſeeming rigour of thoſe propoſitions they had offered; otherwhiles again 
for their better divertiſement, ſpending their times in eatertginments and bunting, of 
a ſudden the Ambaſſadour of Cyprus Crates, came to the Court at Paphos, where 
' having firſt preſented his duty to all the noble company in a general way, at laſt he 
More particularly let the Duke his Maſter know the effects of his imployment. In 

is relation, he not onely told him all the paſſages concerning the Kings deſtructi- 
on, but in like manner of the carriage and diſaffections of Zuiphynon his own fel- 
low Ambaſſadour, as well belonging to the Lydian State, as to himſelf and Govern- 
ment in particular: He informed him alſo, as a thing of moſt conſequence, that he 
had brought over the Seas with him (although in another Ship for the more colour) 
a perſon nearly active in Euarchus death, who intended if he could procure the in- 
tereſt, to raiſe ſactions and ſtirs in the Iſland of Cyprus, againſt his own power and 
prerogative , ſince the Commiſſion was to treat with the States of the Countrey 
about Trade, and other leagues of friendſhip, both without his privity, and againſt 
his authority: Narciſſus became ſo much enraged at this intelligence at the firſt hear- 


ing, that he ſwore by the immortal Gods (though be hazzarded an open rebellion 
| amongſt 
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amongſt the people, whom he knew to be ſufficiently addicted in their nature: 
both to equality and envy) he would have as well the one, as the other openly py. 
niſhed for their contempt and preſumption: But however the courage of the Duke 
for the preſent, ſeemed to be exceſſively exaſperated, yet Cratat by good reaſons and 

ntle perſwaſions, brought his thoughts to conſider, the inconveniency that miphe 
happen thereby, ſince the people as he ſaid, were violent in their diſpoſitions, to main- 
tain the priviledge of ſuch ftrangers, that came any way to treat, or propound bene. 
ficial things for the Commonwealth; an#fo by conſequence , would ſcarce ſuffer a 
violence to be done without an orderly proſecution of juſtice, therefore rather conn. 
ſelled him, to bring Z xtphyzon to ſome examination, before the chiet Councel of the 
Countrey, where bimſelf would be ready, to make good the particulars of a formal 
proceſs: As theſe reaſons a little qualified the Dukes paſſions, ſo did he reſolve ſhort- 
ly as he was adviſed , to call Z utphinon ro an account, for his unfaithful and diſobe- 
dient proceedings in the Kingdom of Haia; in the interim reſolved to ſuffer the 
other perſon, who had been ſo ſpightful againſt the Kings life, to live freely notwith. 
ſtanding, without any moleſtation, being as he believed the better way, to try the af. 
fections of his Subjects, concerning his own deſires, 

But in the mean time valiant Creſes ; whether being inflamed by his own natural 
courage, or enraged with the ſenſe of the juſtice of his cauſe (the apprehenſion of 
the cruel death of Euarchus coming into his minde) went preſently to Salawinethat 
rich City, where he underſtood the foreſaid meſſenger from the Senate of Lydiawas 
newly arrived : Long he had not remained in that place, before he was fully reſolved 
with what inſolencies, he not onely ſeemed to contemn the authority of Naraſſus 
Duke of Cyprus, but by many demonſtrations: both in his words and actiom, de- 
lighted exceedingly in the late execution of the King; as if the fact had been plea. 
bing and acceptable as well to Gods as men: Scarce could Creſes contain his ſpleen 
within the bounds of any moderation, until he ſhould finde out the beſt conveniency, 
to bring about his purpoſes, with moſt ſecurity to his own perſon; knowing how 
many people were in the Iſland of {pres (eſpecially of the City of Salamine] that 
neither affected the Lydian Monarchy , nor could well brook the preſent juriſdiction 
of young Narciſns: So that meeting the party one day, as he was walking with 
ſome other company upon the wharf ,. either for his better recreation, or more ples- 
ſure, ſaluted him ſuddenly with this fierce language: Villain ſaid he, was it not enough 
for chee to continue thy triumphs in thy own Countrey, for that ſacred blood of the 
King, which hath been ſpilt with ſo much inſolency, but the ſame impiety or a 
worſe, muſt carry thee into other parts, by an intention to raiſe the like ſpiritsof 
miſchief and ſeditions > With theſe words, uſing no other circumſtances , be wiſhe 
him inſtantly to draw out his Sword, either to juſtifie his proceedings , or defend his 
life, if his courage, or confidence, would diſpute either in a noble way of tryal: 'Tis 
true the party took his weapon in his hand, whilſt the people like frighted ſheep every 
where accompanied onely by amazed countenances, thought upon their own ſecuri- 
ties; but he whether ovgrcome by his fear, or tranſported with his apprehenſion, in- 
ſtead of encountering Creſes in an equal way of contention, retired as faſt back as 

he could, towards the Sea-fide, until at laſt as it were compelled thereunto, by his deſ. 
perate and unhappy fate, without any defence at all tumbled into the water; where 
after ſtruggling with the waves for a long ſeaſon, he at laſt yielded his ſoul, either to 
the mercy of the Gods, or the puniſhment of the furies; notwithſtanding many of 
their Boats ſtrived to have ſaved his life: It was not needful in this confuſion of the 
people, to bid Creſes to ſhift for himſelf , ſince he knew the ſtrict Laws of Cyprus, 
were accuſtomed with ſeverity, to proſecute both perſons and acts of this nature: 
Wherefore taking advantage of the amazement of the multitude, he quickly retreat- 
ed to a private houſe of bisacquaintance, and afterward in the dead of the night, re- 
paired again to the Town of Paphos : But ſcarce had he time given him, to make a 
particular relation of the fact, and in ſome ſortyby diſcourſes and counſels of his belt 
friends, to digeſt his own conveniencies, either for an eſcape or to provide for fome de- 
_ „ before he was followed with exclamations and violence to the place * his 
abode. ot- 
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Notwithſtanding the rage of the people ſeemed not to be very great, in regard of 
the deſtruction of this meſſenger of che Senates of Lydia, yet Zutpbynen having raiſed 
ſome faction in the Haven Town of Salamine, by reaſon of his power and intereſt, 
amongſt the Magiſtrates #nd chief Merchants, pretending their Laws would be 
broken; and their priviledges obſtructed, if juſtice ſhould not be ſpeedily done upon 
the offender, whereby not onely trading might be endangered, but a bloody War 
would neceſſarily follow; between the Nations of Cyprus and Lydia, both the Duke 
and the Councel thought it convenient, to publiſh a decree , that whoſoever againſt 
the Laws, had committed that fact of violence upon the Ambaſſadour, ſhould in no 
caſe be freed from his puniſhment; and more eſpecially for that the party flaughter.. 
ed; had been a Native of their own Countrey, although moſt of the time of his edu- 
cation, had been in the Kingdom of Tydia, by which means he came to be a principle 
inſtrutment in the death of the King Euarchus: Theſe proceediugs were intimations 
ſufficient; to perſwade Creſes to quit the Iſland, with what convenient expedition he 
could, ſince otherwiſe he was ſure, either to expoſe his perſon to the hazzard of a 
tryal, or be an occaſion to bring the Dukes Government into ſome troubles, and 
therefore rather choſe to be himſelf a wanderer in other Countries, to ſeek his for- 
tunes (which his excellent parts gave him encouragement enough to hope for) than to 
undergo a ſhameful or deſperate convention before people, who he ſuppoled would 
not reſpe& much, either his vertue or his cauſe ; however. many ſeemed to exclaim ex- 
ceedingly _=_ the untimely and cruel death of King Exarchus. | 
The baniſhment in this nature of Creſes from. their converſation, retired both 
Chris and her Brother Prince Arethuſius, to a certain houſe of pleaſure belonging 
to Nurciſſas, not many furlongs diſtant from the City of Paphos, not onely the bet- 
ter there to have the liberty, to recreate themſelves in that ſollitude, but alſo more 
conveniently to conſider, and digeſt the propoſitions ſent out of Myſſia, whilſt Com- 
niſfioners on both ſides, were diſputing in other places of their validity: The Palace 
it ſelf was ſeated upon an entire plaip, no more than one ſtory high, being ſupport 
el on the out-fide, with huge Pillars of Ceder-wood: Ic, ſtood as it were in a certain 
ſanding lake, though continual fed with divers ſprings of running wier, inſomuch 
every night ſeveral Draw-bridges about the houſe , were pulled up for the greater 
ſecurity of the place: There belonged alſo unto the habitation, a ſmall Forreſt re- 
ſembling a Park, where in the compaſs of a wall; were encloſed many brave horſes 
belonging to the Duke, with other-cattle of ſeveral forts, both wilde and tame, that 
appeared either fit for the chace, or delightfyl to the eye: The Frontice-piece repre- 
ſented a large Tarras , where on the top were ſome Turrets deſigned into pleaſant 
Banquetting-houſes for repoſe, ſo to be eſteemed, in regard that art ſeemed to have be- 
raved, or at leaſtwiſe couzened nature of her skill, in placing a beautiful Garden in 
the air, whereas uſually it ought co be upon the earth : Neither wanted there flow- 
2 of all ſorts to adorn the rarity, though preſerved in that manner wich much pains 
and care. | 
One day the Princeſs ¶ loria brought her Brother into a private Gallery, appertain- 
ing more particularly to her own appartiment, than toany other of the lodgings : 
Itwas furniſhed with many excellent Pictures, almoſt of all the great Monarchs of 
Afia, with ſome others of other Countries: The firſt portraictuꝶę they beheld, was 
that of Orſames King of Syria, who ſeemed repreſented with ſuch a countenance, as 
if a Souldier had put on the reſolution of a Saint, being both black and lean, yet 
wore he his hair long and curled, according to the manner of the Court: His dreſs was 
alſo mixed, having a Royal Mantle caſt over his Armour, wearing upon his head 
onely a wreath of Lawrel, that notwithſtanding ſignified conquering in his diſpoſition, 
though he nevertheleſs carried a Book of Devotion in bighand, on which he appeared 
earneſtly to meditate : Both his Crown and his Scepter lay at his feet, in ſome ſort neg- 
lected by himſelf, though his Page held his horſe of War ready ſaddled by his (ide, as if 
be had been ready to mount upon his back, for ſome ſudden piece of ſervice, to be per- 
formed for his more honour. The next Picture to him, was that of the King of Egypt 
plainly habiced in black, with no other ornaments about his perſon, but a rich c —

of Diamonds, at the lower end of which hung 74ſons golden Fleece, known onely 
by the inſcription: As many of his great Titles, were writ over his head in large Ca- 
pital Letters, ſo was the room where he remained, adorned.chiefly with divers Palters 
and Cuſhions'of Crimſon Velvet, whereon ſeemed to ſiſſeveral young Damiejs of 
variable beauties, which be ſmilingly beheld: his own complexion was between füir 
and ſanꝑuine; in ſo much oppoſition to the former draught, that therhair of his bead 
was cut as ſhort as nature could well allow : ſo that it might be ſaid , the one bac s 
Souldiers habit, the other an amorous aſpect, which perhaps ſufficiently painted fofth 
their diſpoſitions, dividing in # mfnner equally their thoughts and inclinations to 
Mars and Venus: The third portraicture ſer out to the liſe, the ſhape and eompſexion 
of Artaxes great King of Armeuia, who rather held his dominion over many Princes 
by a voluntary ſubmiſſion to his power, then that he was able to compel them to any 
obedience, either by ſacceſfion or force, ſince as in his own perſon he was onelyele. 
Rive, ſo had his Subjects divers privileges anriexedto their ſeveral States, which of. 
tentimes they uſed to his diſadvantage and prejudice, fo that not ſeldom he ws in. 
duced rather to beg their aid, than to endeavour to compel it: but that which key 
him in moſt ſafety, was fear of faction amongſt themſ&ves, and a kinde of ambitions 
deſire they had, to have him in denomination aceounted the ſupreme Prince of 45, . 
Beſides their Countrey lying neareſt to the Emperour of Perſia, with whom they 
were accuſtomed alwayes to have War, had continued the ſucceſſion in his line for 
ſome ages paſt. Fourthly, there was there to be ſeen, the lively repreſencation of the 
Arch-Flamin of Delphos, fitting in a Chair of State, crowned with a Golden 211. 
ter, whoſe grave and venerable aſpect, ſeemed to become his place, as his di nity 
his perſon, wherein he appeared to deſerve the ſpiritual Monarchy of the world; which 
he challenged in a manner without contradiction, from all the Potentates of the 
earth: His habit differed nothing at all, cicher from the antiquity of his looks, or the 
honour of his calling. Many pictures there were in the Gallery of moreinlei- 
our people, as namely that of Phs/oſtrof great Favourite to Orſames, with the Prince 
of Arabia riding a gallant horſe in warlike accoutrements : Queen Andromidi wn 
there alſo painlid in her beſt youth and beauty, playing with other Damfels in x 
Garden by a Fountain ſide, however one might perceive in her countenance, a cettain 
air between ſolemn and merrily diſpoſed, demonſtrating as well ber extraction a: 
breeding; and the rather, for that two religious women ſeemed with careful (if not) 
over-awing looks to behold the exerciſe then uſed , neither to exceed to lightneſs, or 
proceed to paſſion : Maarius had in like manner his portraicture with Prince Cad. 
roſus, accompanied by divers others of the Syrian and Armenian Nobility of both 
ſexes, for the better luſtre of the place. After they had competently viewed theſers- 
rities, in regard of the excellent workmanſhip of them all; at laſt they came to a 
piece, wherein was deſcribed a young Lady, whoſe years ſeemed not to exceed the 
time of fifteen at the moſt; her beauty might be ſaid, rather to reſemble Ainervs 
and Diana, then the Goddeſs Venus, or her Son Cupid , however ignorant youth of. 
tentimes beſtowed in their opinions the prize upon the latter: Her imployment as ap- 
peared by that draught, moſt delighted in ſtudy and contemplation, ſince ſhe was one- 
ly accompanied there by her Books, with her eyes attentively fixed upon them: Her 
hair and complexion inclined altogether to white, participating much of the North- 
ern climate, wherein ſhe was bred: however her looks appeared ſomething grave and 
ſerious, yet were they mixed with a certain kinde of joveality in ſhew, as if notwith- 
ſtanding, it proceeded more from her deſire of friendly compliance, than out of na- 
ture and inclination: ſhehad a Crown lay upon a table near her; covered with a Vel. 
vet Carpet, with a chair placed at her back for her convenient repoſe, though ſhe 
made no uſe of it , by reaſan of the ſeeming activity of her thoughts, that aimed al 
wayes to be imployed: When Arethuſius bad ſufficiently beheld this picture, as won- 
dering a little at the dreſs, if not at the beauty, he demanded of his Siſter, who it might 
be that it preſented; the Princeſs ſmiling upon her Brother told him, that perhaps ſhe 
might prove to be ſome new Miſtriſs of his own: he not being perfectly ſatisfied with 
that anſwer , ſhe added this relation to her former words: I do not doubt ſaid = 
| a ut 
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bir youtiaye heard of thoſe firange viftories gained by the King of "$eythie®, not 


thany years ago in the Kingdom of Armenia againſt Arraxes; inſomuch ut it was 


thought then by many, that he would have outed that mighty Prince”, in that con-

t Commanders glory, or that he was ſent onely by a heavenly power for 
time into the Conntrey, to puniſh the peoples ſealualicies, of a ſadden chete was 

a period put to his fate; for in the laſh Battle thar wasfough beeweetrthe rioo Prin- 
ces, in which was deſigned che abſolute determination of the quarrel, bh the one or 
others final overthrow; the King of Scythix uncxpeRtedly loft his life, by ſome 2 
cate band, never yet knoten to the world: However, nevercheleſs his prevailing Ge- 
erat pot the Field, vrhich continued ſtill the differences on for, until the late peace; 
thit was made between che two Nations, that ever ſince hatli ſett led this young Lady, 
Daughter of that great King of Scythia, in the quiet poffefſion of all her Fathers here- 
<tory'territories: This young Queen im uſt tell you, f ever ſhe hath been much ſo- 
licited to marry, both by her own Subjects, as well as by fnany other Forreign Princes; 
whereby ta continue a ſucceſſion in the ſame blood, by which ſhe is poſfeſfhur of ſuch 
large Territories, yet hitherto ſhe ſeems to give no car at all to the motions, but rathet 
retires her ſelf from company, delighting ber thoughts onely with contemplations; 
ſometimes notwithſtanding hunting of ſeveral wilde Beaſts in pleaſant Fotreſts, be. 
longing to her Lands and Revenues of the Crown: Neither can any er judge 
of her future intentions, though often (he is hard to complain, of the cruel uſage 
of King Euarchus our Father, with the reſt of his poſterity: Theſe prenoftications 
Brother, ſaid the Princeſs, make not a few believe, that ſhe bath ſome ſecret affection 
to your perſon, as well out of the gallantry of her diſpoſition, as the intimations and 
motions of love: and the rather am I induced to the conjeRure, for that in both 
your infancies, this match hath been propoundegby a Scythian Ambaſſadour, when 
the Court of. Lydia appeared to all 4a, in the moſt proſperonsand floutifhing con- 
dition : What Arethuſiur would have anſwered to theſe intimations? or what ef- 
fe&s this diſcourſe might have produced cannot be known ? in regard a meſſenger in 
theinterim advertiſed Chia, that her oi Lord the Duke of Cyprus, was newly ar- 
rived in the Palace- yard, from the City of Paphos, which made both her ſelf and her 


9. of all his Dominions: But the Gods, whecher en 
ſome 


' Brother, to deſcend with ſome haſte EW bim the meeting: After he had ſaluted 
0 


Aret huſius, and kiſſed twice or thrice his lovely and moſt beloved Wife, they all three 
aſcended preſently the ſtairs, where after a while, being all retired into a ſmall with. 
drawing room belonging to their lodgings , Narciſſus told Prince Aretbuſius, that 
for the week paſt, he had been diſ — very fiercely, about ſome conditions with 
the Commiſſioners of My ſia, towards his further ſafety and advantage, concerning 
his intended journey and reception into their Countrey : Areihuſius deſiring to know 
more particularly, what bad been concluded to that purpoſe, the Duke gave him this 
account. * 

As I cannot ſaid he, much commend my own induftry in your behalf, and leſs the 
rigorous dea ling of the Deputies, who are as they pretend limited by the ſtrictneſs of 
theit Commiſſion, ſo muſt I rather perſwade you to a compliance, with their ſeem- 
ing dffire, to have you amongſt them as their King, than any longer to depend upon 
the uncertainties of Forreign aſſiſtance, ſince you ſee Syria and Egypt are fo exaſpe- 
titely engaged one againſt the other, that it is unpoſſible as yer to hope for any 
manner of reconciliation towards your aid and benefit; in that they each of them 
Hrive, rather whether ſhall make the Lydiang their friends, than expreſs the leaſt in- 
tention to declare War with them: What the Gods have determined in that nature, 
is not yet revealed to the inferiotir world > wherefore if you ſhould any longer contĩ- 
nue without action, when theſe propoſitions are preſented to your conſideration, (al- 


; though ſomething diſadvantageable for yo ſtate and dignity) perhaps moſt people 


might believe, you aim more at ſecurity than dominion, however the contray we know 

wellenough ; and this no doubt would exceedingly hinder your future proceedings, 

v ben tlie heavens might appear propitious to your purpoſes : for ſome wheels muſt al- 
hayes be kept a going, to put your party in _— of your intentions and — 
e 2 elſe 
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voyage into My ſia, where they have promiſed, you ſhall not onely be received gith 
all honour and fidelity, but u 0 yp" ealing the articles, to maintain the priviledges 
of their Senate, which your Father formerly refuſed , as alſo take an oath to beob- 
ſervant tot Worthip of the Gods according to their cuſtoms, be Crowned King of 
the Countrey without contradiction; when, as they ſay , both, Argylius and aur 
with all the Prieſts, and other Nobility of their faction, ſhall become your moſt hun- 
ble and obedient Subjects: Nevertheleſs they further expect, that you make ſome 
publick demonſtration before the people, declaring your ſorrow ; for that neither 
your ſelf or King Euarchus FO Father, have fo readily yielded in times paſt to theſe 
conditions, which omiſſion hath cauſed ſo much blood and ſlaughter in each King- 
dom. When. Narciſſis had delivered thus much to his Brother · in. law in the hearing 
of Cloria, Arethuſius caſt his eyes upon the ground preſently ; where fixedly he. 
ſtood for a pretty ſpace, and then lifting them up again towards heaven, he uttered 
theſe words: Is it poſſible ſaid he, O you Gods, that the power and juſtice of your 
Majeſties ſhquld be thus derided by a rebellious Nation, that hath no regard, either 
to the gratitude they owe to the memory of my dead and glorious Father, ſince they 
£0 about to traduce the very faculties of his noble ſoul , that remains now.enthroned 
amongſt the immortal deities , or can yet look upon his living though unfortunate 
poſterity. with conſiderations of compaſſion or juſtice > O. Brother Narciſſ: laid 
the Prince, be not you an inſtrument of this unworthy ſubmiſſion of mine, when as 
beſides all theſe required contracts, as I am informed, I muſt not carry along with me 
ſo much as any ſervant, that will be either faithful to my purpoſes, or not be abſo- 
lately army enemies diſpoſe, witneſs their exception both of Creſes, and many others, 
governed by the ſame principles: Narciſſus finding tbe paſſions of the young Prince, 
were likely rather to encreaſe by more diſcourſes, than to become perſwaded by his 
rhetorick, until ſuch time as his apprehenſion could be better tempered, told him, that 
as for bf they would leave off farther diſputations, (ſince his own journey 
was intended chiefly for recreation and divertiſement, in the company of himſelf aud 


- 


his ſweet Sifter,) ſo had be commanded ſome of his Falconers, if he pleaſed to attend 
in the Park, to ſhew them a ſtately flight at the Hearn, which perhaps would afford 
ent 4 ſingular content, ſor that the ſeaſon as well as the place, was proper to 
chat eftect. 


Though 
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Though the troubleſomeneſs of Arethaſias thoughts and great neſs of his ſpiric 
4 ſearce ſuffer him to admit of ;trifles , when his apprehenſion was violently 
p — che care and ſolicitation of bis own affairs, yet being confident of the 
od intendments of his brother-in-law towards his particular, and withall moſt 
willing to give contentment to his deat Siſter the Princeſs Cloria, who ſeemed to car · 
ry the lame ſoul in her boſome as himſelf; was quickly, wanto the compliance. con · 
cerning that noble and delightful exerciſe: ſo that after ſome time, in which their 
Horſes were preparing :propereft for che ſport, they all. iſſued. ont into the ſmall, 
though moſt delicious Forteſt, where being no ſooner axriyed, but rhefowl was pre- 
ſentif put to the Mount, who within 8 Auarrer of an hours ſpace, having in the in- 
terim almoſt hid her hody in the clouds, 8 dainty caſt off Ferfauleuns were looſed to 
dhe chale: It was a deſectable ſight to ſee, with what's conragęous induſtty, the two 
Royal Birds ſought : tn get the winde, hereby to beoome the better maſters of their 
prey; Whilſt the poor Hearn on the other ſide, with as moch labour aad craft as na- 
ture had beſtowed upon her, ſtrived to. gyoid her on deſtruction: But as ſoon as 
the Hawks. had fully attained to theit pitch, then was the combate 46 be admired in 
perfection, ſince w henſoeyer the H und her ſelf, ready to be atlailed , by her 
deadly thongb gallant enemies, (he : turn her body in the air ſudtdenly upon her 
back, and with her long beak, and both her fret defend her life to the beſt advan- 
ugs, ſeeing thoſe ppinted weapons were more then dangerous to be attempted: 
Then again having in this manner proteſted her ſelf for a long ſpace; however not 
being alwayes able to tontend in chat nature for want of breath, ſhe would take a 
new flight, wherein as her proſecutors followed her with violence, ſhe would ſlice out 
behinde, whereby to blind their eyes with her excrement, that they might be the m ore 
diſcouraged to purſue; Then the gallant Falcons finding her ſtratagem, endea vour ed 
by dent of wing to get above her, that in their ſeverał ſtoopings, they might have 
e more power to become victorious; until at laſt: the poor Bird, having altoge- 
theo loſt her ſtrength by. often combatiog , was made an intire Tropbey of their 
conqueſt, falling with her enemies half. dead at the feet ofrthe Royal ſpeRators, as n 
facritice both to cruelty and delight: This ſport being finiſhed, in the companies return 
it ſo happened, that as Arethuſius was galloping his Horſe, out of a youthful bravery, 
oyer the neighbouring plain with ſome of his followers; not careful ſufficient as it 
ſhould ſeem of his way, of a ſudden he got a moſt dangerous fall; for however bis 
attendants came ſpeedily to his reſcue, yet the violence of the ſhock, had ſo far di- 
ſturbed his outward ſenſes, that notwithſtanding all their endeavours employed in- 
daſtriouſly to his remedy, yet he remained a long time in a ſwound : In the interim, 
both Cloria and Marei made haſte to the place, as doubting ſome diſaſter had 
chanced, though a far off they could not diſtinguiſh of particulars: The Princeſſe 
when ſhe found her Brother to be the onely object of her fright, not alone the gen- 
tle tears trickled down her fair cheeks, but many other expreſſions of paſſion re- 
belled againſt her reaſon, inſomuch as a new labour was to be uſed for her neceſſary 
pacification, ſince ſhe tore her hair, and beat her breaſt with ſuch violence, as if the 
delight of the day had been ſuddenly turned into a diſmal night of deſpair ; which 
continued ſtill working upon ber fearful apprehenſion, until. the Prince not onely 
came again to himſelf, but appear'd before her eyes, (although ſomething diſtemper- 
ed in his looks) abſolutely freed in outward ſhew from all danger: Nevertheleſs a 
Coach quickly carrying him accompanied by the reſt of the Court to the Dukes Pa- 
lace, where Phyſicians being ſent for after a while, aſſured themſelves he had received 
no inward bruiſe, and therefore the accident leſs to be regarded: But upon better 
ſearch they found, that one of the bones in his left arm was diſplaced , which cauſed 
him for ſome time, to keep both his Chamber and his Bed: And this by conſequence 
not onely deferred his journey into Myſſia as was intended, but put off all far- 
ther conferences with the Commiſſioners, about his reception, and entertainment in 
their Countrey; they not being willing to diſturb his reſt, either with thoughts or 
care: Tis true this accident ſeemed as it was imagined , not much diſpleaſing to 


Arethuſius, for that it appeared to be a colour ſufficient for his longer ſtay — = 
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Ifland of Cyprus, wichout any blemiſh to bis hononr or activity, when as the Gods 
pleaſures and his inſirmity hight be eſteemed the onely tauſes of the interruption: 
But whilſt affairs remained in this manner, betweem the hope of his cure, and the 
Commiſſioners receiving ſomething out of Ay ſſia, that might moderate the condi. 
tions, Dedalus Eainie out of Crete, whither hs bad been formerly ſent by Prince Are. 
thaſtius to raiſe Forces, whereby to contend in eli Conntrey with the Senates power: 
After two or three dayes of repoſe, in the preſence of C loria aud Narciſſus, he paye . 
his accompt of his employment in that unfortunate Iſland however ſome ing 
chereof they had heard already'by orherigrettiyences, +100 ee 
As the Gods, ſaid he, have no doubra'ſpiepfat intentionforthe-ruine of our Nati. 
on, (whether occaſioned byrealon df xtie barbarous ſenſuaſities of the people or 
eding from ſome othet bidde cabfe ," not revealed to- mortality, 1 ſhall not 
need to diſpute) ſo am 1 pet ſectiy aſſured on the other ſide, thatthole Subjects will 
neither fight in defence of their dn liberties; (although if the enemy totally pre- 
vail they are certain to be made the greateſt ſaves in the world) or cruſt the Nobiſ 
that have engaged thir lives and fortunes in juſtification of your Rights: This ſer. 
ving for the preamble of my diſcourſe, I ſhi — to let you know more particu- 
larly, thoſe paſſages ſince my departure from iſland of Cyprus, that have hip. 
pened in that unfortunate Countrey + Upon iny arrival, as1 8 in Crete, fortiſed 
with your Authority, and enjoyned by your commands, I firſt ſummoned the whole 
generality ef the people, to give their appeurunee on à day prefixe appointet'for 
that purpoſe : Tis true Iunuſt confeſs, many not onely appeared, eſpecially af the 
better ſort but were ready to give me aſſiſtance in what they could, according to theit 
abilities; with this complyance; we preſently formed a competent Army tor 
ſervice, which'together with,other intereſts; I uſed of my own friends, that upon 
my ſcore revolted from the enemy, we ſoon made our ſelves maſters of 
the beſt, part of the Countrey: Thie happy ſucceſs (all the chief Towns in a 
2 ares $5 your obedience) made us not onely ſeck out our adverſaries, where- 
ſoever we could finde them, but inſtantly beſieged the City of Pergame, and another 
Haven Town at ſome diſtante but by reaſon of this deſign, we were conſtrained to 
divide our Forces, which as yet we could not very well ſpare from the main body of 
the Army, wanting materials, and not being aſſured of all: In the interim, the old 
Natives, jealous of every thing, but their own goodneſs, being malicious againſt 
any — that ſpoke not to their imaginations, the rude ridiculous cuſtoms of 
their pretended antiquity, began a Treaty underhand with the Senate of Lydia, bo- 
ping thereby to gain benefit; however they became by their ſubtlety and craft, (out 
Nation — bo wiſe enough-for preventions, though alwayes ſuſpicious of thoſe 
perſons that have the righceſt meaning) ſo undermined that building upon their pro- 
miſes, and poſſeſſed with an opinion of their own ſafety, inſtead of aſlifting , or at 
leaſt giving your affairs a free paſſage , they fell upon part of our Army unexpe&- 
ed with all their Forces; inſomuch as we were not onely conſtrained preſently ; to 
quit the places again to the enemies power, but in the way were ſo ſcattered and di 
ordered; that we could not poſſible arrive at the City of Pergame, where our 
other Army lay: After this overthrow, (and thereby hindred to re-inforce 
the Siege before the Town ). the Garriſon perceiving our diſadvantages, and 
encouraged with certain reports of new ſupplies comming out of Lydia, of a ſud- 
den when we leaſt looked for the attempt, (fince they had lain ſo long without doing 
of any memorable thing of that nature) ſer upon our Trenches, with a moſt prevail- 
ing violence: Truly I ſhould be glad here to make an end of my relation, but that 
I know your Royal expectation, doth otherwiſe command my duty, although it be to 
my own loſs, and my Countreys ſhame ; wherefore I ſhall beg leave onely to tell 
you, that as we were aſſaulted with greater fury, then could well be imagined from 
thoſe people, that had been a long ſpace ſhut up between their walls and fortificati- 
ons, without attempting any thing worth the leaſt conſideration , ſo did the ſucceſs 
prove contrary to all belief, concerning our particulars : For what by the coward- 
lineſs, or treaſon of ſome of our own Soldiers, rather Natives by Birth, then . of 
their 
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their Liberties? Or whether the immortal Gods were too much diſpleaſed, it the 
eneral licentiouſneſs of our Army; and therefore brought a kinde of a deſtroy- 
ing face and fear amongſt us: Scarce was the Alarum given; but wo ſserificed 
both our lives and honour, t6 that preſent ſucceſs of the enemy; inſomuch in- 
ſtantly raiſing our Camp, as che other Town had done before, we ute compelled to 
retire at fo far a diſtance, that Hercrombrotas the Senate General, being tlie upon 
the Seas, with a gallant and well provided Army, brought out of Lydia, had liberty, 
not onely freely to land his Forces, but became in thie manner in poſſeſſton of 
much of Countrey as ſerved him conveniently , to quarter his Souldiers, until he 
could fit them entirely for a March upon new deſigns; alt which as Ema ſuy, was 
effected by the means of an unprovident inconſtancy of thoſe old Native Cretans, be- 
ing entertained and deluded by the Lydian Promiſes, thut never was intended ſhould 
be performed : For it we had ſpeedily taken the firſt Town beſieged, which had not 
been hindred without their interpoſition; thoſe ſupplies Mthout doubt, would quick- 
ly have made us poſſeſſors of Pe gamt; and ſo by conſequence ,  Herorombrotus 
could never have put bis Souldiers in any conſiderable/pofture, whereby to have pre- 
wiled to our diſadvantage, without being cut off upon every occaſion : by ſmall par- 
ties of our Forces : With theſe words Dedalus would have held his peace, but the 
company deſiring to be better ſatisfied, of the farther proceedings of Hercrombro- 
nu, he again re- aſſumed his diſcourſe. TENT of; 
Aſter that Hercrombrotus had, as I ſid, conveniently refeſhed his Army for a 
march, and a farther progreſs into the Countrey, he came and ſate down betore a 
firong Haven Town, not very many furlongs from the City of Yer game; which 
place as I had lately taken out of the enemies hands by aſſault, ſo had I furniſhed the 
fame with a competent Garriſon of my beſt Souldiers; nevertheleſs,” I mixed them 
alſ#with many of the Natives, whom I eſteemed would be moſt careſul of their li- 
berties; deſigning over them a Commander, whoſe va lour, conduct, and experience, 
could ſcarce de paralleFd in other Nations: When Hercrombrot is had lain ſome 
weeks before the Fort, with ſmall or no advancemeneę at all in bis affaits, he reſolved 
to give a general attempt upon the walls, as his laſt refuge and expectation; where- 
fore after a ſhort ſpeech, (firſt having encouraged the Souidiers to the enter prize, 
letting them ſee the tnconveniency that would follow, if their enemies ſhould pre- 
nt them in the very infancy of their endeavours, and of the contrary the profits 
that would ariſe to the Senate of Lydia by the ſucceſs) with a bold courage himſelf 
in per ſon, went before his Troops to the aſſaulting the Bulwarks: But however he 
thus encouraged all, and threatned ſome, whom he conceived moſt backward in their 
valours, yet twice were they beaten from the walls by the inhabitants, with extraor- 
dinary ſlaughters; ſo that Hercrombrotus being extreamly enraged with this affront, 
as doubting this oppoſition, if not cured in time, either by courage or policy, might 
prove a deſperate prejudice to his deſigns, furioully taking a ſpear in his hand, by that 
act obraiding their cowardlineſs, with his own ſeeming intention of reſolution, be- 
an again in that poſture, to march towards the Town; vowing he would either 
rifice his life, as a teſtimony of his Armies diſhonour, or carry the place for his 
Countreys advantage: Whether this action or no, animated the Souldiers to a high- 
er expreſſion of courage? Or whether the deſtinies had put an abſolute period in 
their hidden decrees, concerning all the future proſperity of the Cretan Nation? 
Upon this third and laſt aſſault, they entred part of the walls: In the interim, this 
unexpected and much more then unlookt for ſucceſs that followed it, put the Inha- 
dirants into an extraordinary confuſion and amazement; inſomuch, as notwith- 
ſtanding the brave and reſolute deportment of the Governour, who endeavoured” by 
all wayes poſſible again, to recollect the fearful and diſmaying ſpirits of the Souldi- 
ers of the Garriſon, whereby to make ſome head and refiftance, againſt the proſpe- 
rous enterprize of the prevailing enemy, yet thoſe many old Natives that were in 
— Town, (which in truth comprebended the greater number) choſe rather to yield 
to the mercy of their half conquerours, then any longer fight , whereby to maintain 


your right, or their own poſſeſſions; ſo that after the Town was taken, the _ 
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diers being ul diſarmed, the next day with their Captain, they were brought into the 
Marker, place, there to expect a farther ſentence, either of life or death, according to 
the will aod pleaſure of the Zydian power: The concluſion was onely this, when t ey 
expected ſome lepity, or rather a forbearance of the worſt cruelty, in an inſtant. 1 
may ey he Command was given to put them all to the Sword i The horrid ſpecta. 
cle thacthen appeared to the view of the people, after that the Souldiers of the 
8 manner ſlaughtered, reſerved their deſerving Commander, in 
the laſt place for the uttermoſt period of misfortune and pitty, being in the end made 
alſo a ſacrifice to their ſpleen; however with a little more circumſtance and deco. 
rum then the teſt: This being performed; the Towns plunder and many of the In- 
habitants lives followed of both Sexes, to make up this doleful Cataſtrophe compleat, 
and perfect in every kinde and mature, that could be eſteemed almoſt ſtrange and un- 
exampled: And yet I ſhall adde one ſhort ſtory, though hut performed in the per. 
ſons of ſome few, that may ſerve for an · enample to future: ages : There was hear 
the place, a certain gallant habitation, not yet totally deſtroyed by the violence of 
this war, from hence as it ſhould ſeem, all the ancient and noble Family, for fearof 
the preſent danger were Hed ; notwithſtanding by chance, there was leſt bebinde 
one little childe, who appeared of ſo ſweet an aſpect, that by reaſon thereof he might 
have challenged all ſecurity and protection: This Boy comming out from a 

the woods, that there belike for ſome time had lain bid, he was preſently ſeized by 
one of the Officers of the Army, no doubt with an intention to preſerve him from 
ruine : Nevertheleſs two or three of the common Souldiers, grown inſolent byge. 
ſon of their proſperity, and being hardened in cruelty with overmuch blood tbr 
they had ſhed, not onely in a peremptory way demanded of him that led the childe, - 
whether or no he intended to conſerve the life of that youth, (who in after times might 
be a means to revenge their Parents quarrel to their deſtruction) but with theſe 
words, truck out the brains of the childe, with thoſe weapons they carried in their 
hands, as well to the pity, as the amazement of their own Officers? Whether or 10 
theſe perſons were puniſhed for this inhumane fact I cannot ſay ? But upon theſe ad- 
vertiſemenits, I ſent a meſſenger to the chief Commander of the old Natives, lyingthen 
with his Army, ſome diſtance from the Town; not onely to let him know all theſe 
particulars, in which as I ſaid, conſiſted the ruine of their Countrey, and the intend- 
ed extirpation of the Nation, but deſired his whole company, as well for the loye of 
their own honours, as in regard of the right and title of their King, they would 
think upon ſome uniting way, that might procure a ſpeedy reſiſtance to the over- 
prevailing enemy; whoſe proſperity (as themſelves were thus disjoyned ) could 
but but preſage a deſtruction to both our endeavours. The anſwer he ſent me was 
onely this; that as he hoped the Gods would protect their Countrey and Religion 
to all eternity ;- ſo,was he unwilling to joyn with thoſe perſons, that had an inten- 
tion in their hearts to love neither, which the ſeeming enemy now in proſperity, 
could but eſſect at the worſt, by a deſtruction to the whole in the general; however 
his thoughts had a confidence, no power ſhould be able to compaſs it from the Gods 
permiſſion; and therefore if I tendred ſo much the ſervice of my King, I might go 
on in my wayes apart, wbilt he wonld defend himſelf and his own Army as well 
as he could; either from — Ar or Treaſon. O you Gods, Sir, ſaid Dedalus, with 
what reluctancy did I bear this harſh unſatisfying reply from that rude and ill nur- 


tur'd General? Sometimes my paſſions, would have challenged him to a ſingle com- 


bat, for his want of fideliy ſhewed as I conceived in your ſervice ; but I conſidered 
the act might have taſted more of raſhneſs then of benefit, although the offer ſhould 
have been willingly entertained : Other whiles I thought to have fought with his 
whole Forces, and by that means perchance compell bim to a ready complyance; 
which alſo ſeemed after a while to my apprehenſion ; to be of a dangerous conſe- 
quence, ſince the iſſue mult needs have weakened both ſides, to the onely advantage of 

the Lydians. | | 
To be ſhort, Sir, things remaining in this poſture, when Hercrombrotus had ſuffici- 
ently both refreſhed and encouraged his Army, towards proſecution of new _ 
| e 
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be marched farther into the Countrey, againſt another chief Town of ours, wherein 
was a Garriſon of Souldiers, compoſed as well of the Natives as of Cydians; but 
however they lay before it many weeks without prevailing (in the interim our Forces 
lying ſcattered about the Iſland, more tending to ſuſpitions and diviſions amongſt 
our ſelves, then endeavouring to give aſſiſtance to the place) he at laſt, rather by 
fraragem then force, alſo entered this unfortunate City, where again were per- 
formed ſuch acts of Hoſtility, as I ſhall not need to call cruelties in ſome high mea- 
ſure; for as the Souldiers ſpared neither ſexes nor ages, ſo did they with a kinde of 
deriding violence, put to death all the Prieſts, as they ſtood at the Altars, ſacrificing 
to the Gods; eſpecially if they were known to be Natives of the Iſland of Crete, or 

any way addicted to the opinions of the Temple of Delphos, as being the moſt hate- 
wraitinction they could poſſibly uſe, whereby to encourage the Atmy, with hopes 
to be poſſeſſors of their Lands and Eſtates: I muſt confeſs, I thought that the new- 
neſs of theſe ſlaughters, would have animated both the people of the Countrey, and 
the General in particular of the old Cretans,; (who ſeemed to pretend to ſtand for 
their Rights and Religion) to ſome complyance with our Forces: To which pur- 
poſe, I ſent again to that ancient, though obſtinate Commander, as well to lay be- 
fore his conſideration, the intentions of the enemy, as the danger to the whole bo- 
dy of the people, if ſome more ſpeedy agreement were not made, to ſtop this furi- 
ous torrent, that preſaged the deſtruction of all their lives and liberties, belong- 
ing rather as I ſaid to them then to us, when as the enemy already, had demonſtrated 
ſuch marks of ſpite and indignity, to thoſe that were onely addicted to their belief; he 
ſent me word again, that as he had confidence enough yet left him, to be able to 
defend his own company, as well in regard of their valour as affection, againſt what 
power ſoever. ſo was he reſolved, to hazzard all the deſperate adventures could be 
imagined, rather then ſubject his Souldiers under the Commagd of any General, that 
did not punctually in every point agree with the worſhip of the Gods, according to 
their ancient Countrey manner; ſince they had as he ſaid, in their Army a meſſenger 
from the Arch-Flamin of Delphos, who had ſufficiently inſtructed them in their duty 
to that purpoſe, and whoſe affection to the Ifland they had abundantly tried: I ſhall 

t need to relate any more concerning the ſpirit of theſg men, that cauſed theſe jea- 
loafies and ſuſpitions amongſt us; rather putting their confidence (as I have been cer- 
tainly informed) in thoſe promiſes they had received from the Senate, notwithſtand- 
ing they found effects alwayes clean contrary to their expectation, then in your right 
and titles, accompanied by thoſe advantageable conditions, divers times offered by my 
ſelf to their conſideration and acceptance; other paſſages of the ſame and ſeveral o- 
ther natures, might be added to this diſcourſe, but that I ſhall no longer trouble your 
Highneſs, with the particulars of all our misfortunes, if I may not call them more 
properly treaſons, acted in that Iſland againſt your right and dignity ; though rather 
perhaps contracted, by the fooliſh ambitions of that ſenſual and inconſtant people, 
who cannot be brought from believing the old and feigned ſtories of their commanders, 
then by reaſon of any malice ingraſted in their natures towards your particular; onely 
I muſt let you know, the better to diſcharge my duty in your Royal opinion, (which 
bath been my uttermoſt labour to conſerve) that finding in a manner all the Countrey 
averſe to my farther employment, and being denied perſonal enterante into mary 
Garriſon Towns, yet left unconquered by the enemy, giving up my Commiſſion, to 
thoſe 1 eſteemed beſt addicted to your Intereſt, I reſolved entirely to leave the place: 
which being effected, I retired to a private friends houſe of my own, whereby the more 
conveniently to be tranſported over the ſeas again into Cyrus, with theſe relations: 
Nevertheleſs during my neceſſary abode, I underſtood that Hercrombrotus in a ſet 
Battle, had not onely overthrown the old Natives and their General, who pretended 
after my departure, they would encounter him with ſucceſs , but had put the moft 
part of theſe unwiſe people to the ſword , which I muſt confeſs, I eſteemed a juſt 
judgement, ſent by the immortal Gods upon their condition, for thoſe many aſperſions 
they had unworthily caſt at my proceedings, in the defence of their own difloyal- 
ties, and want of courage; not onely at the firſt in entting into a certain league * 
. the 
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the Senates Forces, whereby your ſervice became abſolutely obſtructed, as afterward 
in refuſing to joyn with me upon any terms: This I ſay, muſt make up the ſad Ca. 
taſtrophe of all I can relate, concerning the Tranſactions of the Iſland at preſent 
until yon may be again informed, what better fortunes ſhall betide your other Com. 
mangers left, to proſecute the remaining affairs that belong to your Intereſt, After 
that Dedalus had made an end of his diſcourſe, Arethuſius with a certain kinde of 
quiet though inward paſſion, that might have beficted a Prince of the moſt 

aveſt temper,, caſting his eyes firſt upon Cloria and Narciſſus , and then lifting 
them up towards the skies, uttered theſe words: Is it poſſible, O you ſpiteful deſſi. 
nies, ſaid he, that your malice doth not yet ceaſe, from perſecuting the poſteric 
of glorious Euare hu whoſe blood I bad thought, bad already pacified all the 
rage of the infernal furies: No no, the Gods as it ſhould ſeem, are as unmindefy!! 
of that memorable ſacrifice (ſince they continue ſtill the miſchief) as men living yp. 
on the earth, areungrateful co ſo good à Prince, who elſe would have endeavoured 
either a revenge for his loſs, or ſome reparations by being truer to thoſe , that in all 
right and juſtice, ought to ſucceed him in his poſſeſſions, though not in his fame, but 
Narciſſus and his Siſter, quickly ſtopt the current of his dow ſtirred up paſſions , by 
leading him preſently into another room. | 

The relations of Dedalus, concerniug theſe unfortunate paſſages of the Iſlaad of 
Crete, were ſoon diſperſed over all the Court, and fo by conſequence , not long kept 
from the knowledge of the Commiſſioners of Myſſia. who however were ſo far 
from commiſerating the condition of that Countrey, having likewiſe received new 
intelligence from their own Kingdom of the ſucceſs, and finding that young Areths- 
fins could probably now, relye upon no other aſſiſtance, began rather to heighten in 
| their already propounded Articles of agreement, then ſhewed any inclination, to be. 
come more milde and temperate in their acceptance and execution: Theſe Troubles 
ſo much afflicted the thoughts of the Prince, and his vertuous Siſter, that ſcarce did 
they give entertainment for ſome dayes, to their neareſt friends and acquaintance, al. 
though Narciſſus the Duke uſed bis beſt endeavours to qualifie thoſe paſſions in them 
both : Sometimes he put them in hope of the integrity of the My ſſian Nation, not. 
withſtanding the ſeeming rigidneſs of their carriage and demeanour, with the afſu- 
rance likewiſe, that Argylius would be moſt ſerviceable in the expedition intended, 
when as he ſhould be throughly perſwaded, there was both truſt and confidence to be 
had in their Princes actions, thoſe former jealouſies being abſolutely baniſhed from 
the apprehenſion of all the Royal Family, which could not better, as he ſaid, be de- 
monſtrated, then by peforming quickly that journey, that was not onely deſired, but 
deſigned by the whole Nobility of the Kingdom of My ſſia in the general, and moſt 
of all by himſelf in particular, according to thoſe often proteſtations, he had made 
both to Me liauder and the Commiſſioners: Then again be aſſured Aretheſiut, that 
in his abſence, be would continually labour the Syrian State, whoſe creatures the 
Myſſians were, to ſupply his occaſions as neceſſity ſhould require, according. to the 
promiſes made by Andromida to Hyacinthia the Queen bis Mother, upon his leaving 
of the great City of Damaſc: : Beſides he would not be wanting as be ſaid, with 
his own. people, to procure both ſhipping and Arms, with other proviſions , towards 
the better fut᷑niſhing of thoſe Souldiers, that ſhould be employed in the wars, which 
was intended againſt the Senate of Zy44, to revenge Euarchus death, and to reſtore 
the Rights of Succeſſion to his poſterity, with many other aſſiſtances of divers na- 
rures, whereby more fully to encourage the thoughts of young Arethæſius to a neteſ- 
fary belief, that his journey would be luckily and proſperous, without which it bad 
been unpoſſible, to have wrought his diſpoſition to a ſufficient confidence of the 
Myſſians actions and intention, ſinee many bad engrafted in his apprehenſion deſpair- 
ing fancies, concerning that Nations want of fidelity to his ſervice, as it was thought 
onely, becauſe themſelves were not permitted to attend him in the voyage. 

Theſe and ſuch like perſwaſions at laft, not onely brought Aretbuſius to 2 poſitive 
reſolution, of putting his perſon and fortunes into the Ayſſans hands, (ſince in truth 
there appeared no other hopes at the preſent, for that the affairs of Crete ſeemed 
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in a manner to be deſtroyed, or at the beſt remaining in a moſt deſperate condition) 
hut alſo prefixed a certain ſeaſon for his taking the Seas to that purpoſe, at whicti 
time all the Alcars and Temples of Cyprus ſmoaked with incenſe by the conimand- 
ment of the Duke for the proſperity and good ſucceſs of the Princes journey: So 
that the day comming for his departue, in the interim being accompanied by his ſweet 
cifter, though with many gentle tears appearing in her fair eyes, he was conducted to 
his ſhips lying on the ſhore, long it was notwithſtanding, before he would take his 
laſt leave of Cloria, endeavouring a while as it were to ſmother her with his paſſio- 
nate though moſt chaſte kiſſes ; Neither was he yet left by his kinde and loving 
Brother Nareiſſus, who according to the cuſtom, would not quit his company, un- 
til he ſaw the gallant Veſſels under ſail , and then taking a ſmall Boat for his own 
tranſportation back again, he committed him to the protection of the great God 
Neptune, being the onely eſteemed patron of the Iſland of Cyprus. 

Aretbuſius after he had ſailed for many dayes, along the Coaſts of the leſſer 
4 with a ſeeming proſperous winde, he with his whole fleet at laſt arrived at the 
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of Tenedos, which for the preſent belonged to the juriſdiction of the Kingdom 
of s) ſſia, not having had in the way any conſiderable adventures worth the menti- 
oning ; only once they were purſued with part of the Zydian Navy: As ſoon as it was 
known, that the Prince had there taken up his ſtation , whilft preparation could be 
made for his farther voyage, Argylius himſelf not onely gave order for his reception 
into their chief City Lampſacus, attended by ſome moderate, or rather accuſtomed 
Triumphs, but cauſed him alſo to be preſented with a rich Chariot for his better 
tranſportation to the place, drawn with ſix beautiful Horſes of the Scythian breed: 
At the Town Argylius met him, accompanied with many of the Nobility of his 
Faction, amongſt whom alſo were ſome of the Prieſts, who had ſhewed themſelves 
moſt oppoſite to the proceedings of King Exarchs his Father, however with ſuch 
tountenances appearing, according to his apprehenſion, as if they meant to keep yet 
their own authority, notwithſtanding all the complements were uſed co his perſon ; 
Tis true the ſalutes of Argylius appeated fo humble and ſatisfactory to the outward 
view, that every one believed no leſs then a ſupream confidence, was to be given both 
to his fidelity and intention, which did not a little content, and pleaſe the opinion of 
the young Prince, whoſe diſpoſition was ſo good and uncorrupted, that he ſcarce be- 
heved the art of diſſimulation could be in another, ſince he found his own thoughts 
pure without fiction: Theſe ſeeming correſpondences called alſo to his preſence, di- 
vers other Prieſts of the Nation, from almoſt every part of the Conutrey ; who not 
onely before the people prayed continually for their Kings proſperity and ſucceſs, 
but alſo ſacrificed in his own view, to the Gods with chearful countenances ; however 
at the latter end of their Offices, they intimated alwayes, ſome need of his re- 
formation in many particulars, in regard as they ſaid , he had been from, his youth 
bred up, not onely in the Lydian Rites, but alſo inſtructed as they ſaid by the ac- 
curſed F/amins, in oppoſition to their doctrine and principles, which had occaſioned 
all the difference between his Father and chemſelves, as well to his own ruine, as his 
Kingdoms diſquiet: So that an Oath was required from his particular, to aſſure the 
Nation, both of his forrow for what was paſt, concerning the actions of King Eu- 
archur;and his own amendment in the time to come, belonging to the things deſired ; 
without which conditions, he could not be admitted as they affirmed, to the Govern- 
ment in the Countrey of Myſſia. | 
———— day was appointed for the Coronation of Arerhuſius, yet were 
his noble and youthful thoughts, more then troubled at theſe reſtrictions; but being 
perſwaded by ſome friends to an abſolute complyance, rather then diſtract᷑ buſineſs, 
when they were already brought to this iſſue in the opinion of the people, who 
might elſe fall off from his aſſiſtance as they alledged, by the perſwaſion of theit 
Prieſts, that watched nothing but occaſions for their own advantage, he was content 
at laſt to yield fully to their propoſitions, although the conſideration of his honour, 
oftentimes invited him to a new breach: when the time came for the Inaugura- 
tion of the young King , whoſe perſon and 9 merited more reall _ 
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then bare titles of ſo barren and factious a Countrey; Argyliui ſeemed the readieſt 
of any other, to ſer the Crown upon his youtbfal Brows : Many notwithſtanding no. 
ting bis extraordinary diligence in that ſervice, and knowing of old his unlimited co- 
vetouſneſs and ambition, could not but inwardly ſmile, gither at his convertion or 
hypocriſie , ſome accounted him a very Fox, habited in ſheeps clothing; others a- 
gain imagined him to carry the poyſon of Aſpes, under the fluentneſs of his pro- 
feſſions; a third ſort thought, he was meerly compelled to this ſeeming compliance, 
by the onely tear of being too much ſuſpected by the common people, who had 
been ſo long a time deluded by the main ſtrength of his diſſimulation, joyned toge. 
ther with the power of the Prieſts of the Nation, that had for many years wound 
themſelves inſenſibly into the hearts of the multitude; being delighted rather with 
the ſtrange and wonderful ſtories they told them, then with the ſoundneſs of their 
doctrine and reaſon , yet there was not a few, that believed charitably of the intenti- 
ons of Ar gylius in the future, in ſeeing now brave young man, being the right heir 
of the Kingdom, to become the poſſeſſor of that by his means, which he could not 
well hold from him any longer, but by the force of oppreſſion and hazard; which at 
laſt might fall heavy, both upon him and his poſterity. | 
But whatſoever were his thoughts and practices, yet the vigilant Senate of Ida, 
having quick intelligence of all theſe proceedings, and knowing how dangergus a 
conſequence it would be, to have the eldeſt Son of Exarchw, whom they had put to 
death, to be admitted peaceably to the poſſeſſion of the Kingdom of Myſſia, that 
could not as they ſuppoſed in time to come, but revenge his Fathers injuries, if his 
power ſhould any way be made equal with his will, diſpatched ſpeedily meſſengers to 
their General Hercrombrotus, then proſecuting their affairs in the Iſland of Cree, 
not onely to wiſh bim to make haſte into dia, but alſo to bring with him, what for- 
ces he could-conveniently ſpare, from thoſe employments he had in hand, whereby 
the better to put a ſtop to thoſe threatning dangers, that ſeemed to be ominous tothe 
Senates ſafety ; ſince ay they ſaid, the Myſſian Nation had reſolved, not onely to have 
a King, contrary tothe preſent conſtitution of Haia, but alſo to make choice of no 

other then that perſon they moſt bated and feared of all the world. 
Whilſ the triumphs and entertainments continued in the City of Zampſacus ; as 
well to ſhew forth the Myſſias glory, as to make their new King believe, how much 
they intended his honour, whereby to render his thoughts lefs ſuſpicious of their aRi- 
ons; for that they meant he ſhould onely rule according to their impreſſions , their 
great Councel became ſuddenly ſaluted, with a Meſſage from the Senate of Lydia, in 
this manner: In regard they perceived the Myſſians want of fidelity, concerning 
the unity and correſpondency promiſed between both Countreys, in the beginning 
of the wars with Euarchus, by chuſing themſelves a King without their approbation, 
it was now full time to look ts their own preſervation, when as the Son of the chief 
enemy to the people of each Nation, was at preſent dignified with the ſupreameſt 
title; fo that unleſs they would again depoſe him from that Royalty, and begin 
a new agreement with themſelves, they did aflurethe people, they would ſoon vilit 
their habitations with ſuch an Army, as ſhould not be reſiſted by all the firengtts 
and erdeavours of the 21y/ian Nation: This peremptory demand, was quickly 
brought to be argued before the Supream Aſſembly of the whole Kingdom; many 
would have had the inſolent meſſenger, ſent back to Sardis with nothing but marks 
of difgrace, inſtead of any ſatisfa ction or expoſtulation; in that his maſters ſeemed, 
as they ſaid, ſo far to derogate from the honour of their Countrey, as not to be wil- 
ling to allow the people a liberty, to elect a King without their permiſſion, or would 
fo much as afford the Nation in their thoughts, competent courages and power, to be 
able to contend for their own rights and priviledges; others again were leſs furious, 
& thought it beſt to have the meſſenger at leaſtwiſe ſatisfied with fair words, and good 
entertainment, which hindred not the Myſſians as they ſaid,to ſtand upon their rights, 
and proſecute their own determinations; but Argylius, whoſe covetous diſpoſition had 
mage him in a maner a ſlave to the fear of anydiſturbance, either by arms or other con- 
tentions, was of opinion. not only to uſe their meſſenger, with all poſſible _ -1 
reſpect, 
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reſpect, but even to ſtudy to the uttermoſt of their power, a continuagce of friendſhip 
with the Zydian peoplezand thereupon by conſequence to aſlure them in their anſwer, 
that as they had no intention at all to invade, or make War with their neighbouring 
Countrey, upon what title or pretence ſoever, ſo would they (however it was not 
to be diſputed, but that it was an indubitable right to have a King of their owh chu- . 
fing in M714) deſire their Prince to confirm every agreement between both Nations, 
before he took upon him the Government of the Kingdom. N . 
O Gods, with what indignation, did Prince Arethuſiu reſent this baſe and unwor- 
thy motion, when as the chief intention, and hopes of his journey into Myſſia, was 
onely to have by that means, a better conveniency to revenge his Fathers death; for 
that he eſteemed not the Countries Government, worth his youthful imployment: 
But whilſt buſineſſes were in theſe diſputes, which had like to have kindled new flames 
among ſt the MAyſſiant themſelves, Hercrombritus, (whether enraged by his own 
ſpleen, in regard that diſſembling Lycius and Argylius, as he might imagine, had not 
faithfully enough kept thoſe compacts, made between them at bis laſt being in their 
Countrey; or whether or no he was anew invited into My ſſia by that ſaction, where. 
by the better to obſtruct theſe paſſages, that tended to the more abſolute eſtabliſn- 
ment of Prince Arethuſius, in all his Fathers poſſeſſions, and total hereditory power 
and authority; by which means in time, neither Argylius or the turbulent Prieſts, 
would be of any eſteem, or reputation with the common people,) of a ſudden ap- 
peated not many dayes journey from the very walls of the City of Lampſacus, with 
2 moſt terrible and gallant prepared Army , whereby as he ſaid, to ask an account of 
their late proceedings, as well for the election of their new King, contrary to for- 
mer promiſes, as concerning ſome other things more privately to be diſputed, when 
the Sword and the fortune of the Wars, had deeided the quarrel between the two 
Nations: however the whole Countrey of 45//ia, and chiefly the City of Lampſa- 
cus were extreamly amazed, at this ſudden ſurprize and invaſion of Hercrombrotus, 
with the Lydia» Army, yet Arethuſius appeared inwardly glad in his minde, not 
onely for that he thought, he ſhould have the better oceaſion thereby, to demon- 
ſtrate to the world bis own youthful courage, whieh for a long ſeaſon he had wanted 
in his defires, but alſo in that he ſappoſed, by this attempt of the Senate, all means of 
reconciliation of both Nations, would be abſolutely taken away from thoſe enemies 
of bis, that laboured moſt in the buſineſt co his prejudice undet hand: wherefore to 
this purpoſe, at the next aſſembly of the great Councel of the Kingdom, he requi- 
red ſpeedily to be furniſhed with ſome Troops of Horſe, as well to give a taſte to 
the people of his own intended valour, as he ſaid, in his Countries cauſe, as alſo there- 
by, to have the opportunity in part, to revenge. his Fathers death. 3 
Argylias after he had with a certain kinde of ſober and formal gravity, attended to 
the full p@iod of the young Princes deſires; began in expreſs terms, to oppoſe his in- 
tentions with theſe words: As it doth not appear as yet, ſaid he-, that our young 
King bath ſufficiently given teſtimony, either of his affection or integrity towards the 
a and the Gods Worſbip in ſo abſolute a way, as is neceſſary to ſatisſie the peo- 
ples expeRation; ſo according to my opinion, it is not fit to truſt the ſafety of his 
perſon, in the firſt conflict with the enemy, but rather recommend the whole care 
thereof, to our old experienced Captain and General Lycius, who beſt knows, both 
how to conduct an Army, and when to fight for the Countreyes advantage: It was 
fearce to be imagined , with what an enraged apprehenſion , accompanied with no 
ſmall amazement , did Prince — entertain this unexpected contradiction, 
from the falſe · hearted (and as he thought) traiterous Argylius: Sometime his youth- 
ful choller ſtirred up his natural courage, to revenge his conceived inſolency preſently 
before the aſſembly : yet at laſt his diſcretion tempered his paſſions , hoping the 
Councel it ſelf would act that piece of juſtice for him; but finding them for the moſt 
part rather inclinable to the motion, than to do him right in that particular, he ut- 
tered this language: If our Countrey Gods had an intention, ſaid he, to defend our 
Nation from ruine and ſlavery, it were impoſſible that cowards and traytorꝶ could 
have ſuch power and prerogative in your thoughts, as to ſuffer my honour, an your 
80⁰ 
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good to be thus captivated, onely by the underhand combinations of a few , that 
have apparently ſold your liberties , to buy their own covetous and ambitious ends. 
which perhaps you will ſufficiently perceive , when all is loft , or gone from your po. 
ſeſſion: Wigh theſe words he preſently turned his back, and retired half diſtracted 
with his own'choller to his lodgings. 

When he came into his Chamber, accompanied by Meliander and ſome few other 
of his moſt truſted ſervants : You Gods he cryed out, what injuries ſuffer you to be 
done to the right and honour of Princes, when cowardly traytors are permitted in 
this manner, to prevail in greateſt and wiſeſt aſſemblies : Have I been- won ſaid he, 
from the company of my ſweet Siſter in the Iſland of Cyprus, whereat leaſtyiſe i 
enjoyed ſecurity and reſpect, to tranſport my ſelf into a barbarous Countrey, where 
remains nothing but multitudes of infernal creatures, that onely with falſe pretenſions 
and poiſonous language, ſeek to betray that little content which was left me, inre. 
gard of my yet unblemiſhed reputation, ſpigbtfully conferring upon me onely a 
few vain titles, inftead of thoſe eſſential realities promiſed before this unlucky jour- 
ney was undertaken ? No, no ſaid he, tis proud and ambitious Argylius that wens 
the Myſſian diadem, and not Prince Arethuſius the true heir of Exarchas, whilſt his 
falſe. inftrument Lycixs, hath more than opportunity given him, to betray as he plez. 
ſeth all the Nobility of this unfortunate Countrey; then caſting his eyes upon Ae 
liander that attended next to his perſon: You ſee ſaid he, to what a paſs your perſna- 
fion hath bropght my affairs, when inſtead of being King to a noble and faithful 
Nation, with an honour and command, equal to my title and birth, I muſt not be 
allowed ſo much as the priviledge, of being a ſimple Captain in their Army: Accir- 
ſed be the time I ſay, when deluded by many expectations, I firſt ſet ſail from the pal. 
lant Haven of Salamine, where nature at leaſt afforded me a liberty (though no ju- 
riſdiction) in the love and ſecurity of my friends, which was a content compared with 
this captivity, not to be loſt with toil, pains, and hazzard. Meliander finding that 
the Prince, betrayed his ſecret thoughts, to the knowledge of his hidden enemies, by 
his paſſionate expreſſions; or perhaps would be a means, to make any become ſo, 
that as yet were otherwiſe reſolved in their determinations , rather than gained an 
neceſſary conſolation to his inward grief, by little and little without either expoſtu- 
latioff or anſwer, drew him into a more retired place for conference; where after he 
had with ſome reaſons, endeavoured to ſettle his temper, to a convenient pacification 
for audience and conſideration, he thus ſpoke unto him. | 

Sir ſaid he, as it becomes not a Prince to ſeem dejected by any accidents , ſo ought 
you to be perſwaded, that intemperate paſſions, are of neareſt neighbourhood to 
expreſſions : Beſides you muſt conſider, that in the open devulging of any diſtaſtes, 
or intention of revenge againſt what perſons ſoever , before you have thoſe enemies 
in your power, ſerve but to ſtrengthen them and weaken your ſelf, in arihing thoſe 
people by a forewarning admonition, of what they ſhall expect, when opportunity 
complies with your deſire; for if again in your minde, you ſhould chance to change 
your determination, by reaſon of other informations; or themſelves could be con- 
tented to be converted in their hearts towards your ſervice , ſcarce would the cauſes 
of their former ſuſpicions, be taken away from their thoughts and apprehenſion, 
whereby to ſuffer you alwayes to live in fafety by their permiſſion; and how eafily 
the effects of either hatred or fear, may be put in execution in Myſſia, not onely 
your own reaſon may guide you to conceive, when as you are ſcarcely yet admitted to 
be King, but alſo the many examples, that of the ſame nature have- preceded theſe 
times, - aro ſufficient inſtructions without farther delating upon the Text: *Tis true, 
I cannot deny, but I was one of the firſt that invited you to this journey (a crime if 
it were one, proceeding onely from my integrity) yet withal you may be pleaſed to 
conſider, that that very Councel was alſo accompanied with the thoughts and opini- 
nion of brave Narciſſ Duke of Cyprus, whole fidelity to your particular, is no 
more to be ſuſpected, then his wiſdome to be doubted in the general, in that no 
eee would have been done to your youth, if you ſhould have let {lip an op- 
portMity offered, whereby not onely to become the revenger of your Fathers * 

ut 
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but to be the poſſeſſour of your own Kingdoms ; for that the world would have be- 
lieved, and your enemies given out every where to your diſhonour, that you want. 
ed a competent courage for action; eſpecially you being deſtituted of all other 
means, by the unhappy differences continuing between the Syrian and Egyptian 
States, in which quarrel as you know, all other Princes almoſt in Aſa are involved; 
$o that Sir, rather then entertain theſe unprofitable (if not dangerous mutinies in 
your minde , obſerve I beſeech you the wiſe maximes of your Grandfather , who 
thereby overcame all his difficulties, and at the end reigned moſt gloriouſly , accord- 
ing to his own will and pleaſure in Zydia, which was to let none ſee his ſpleen, but 
every one his pleaſant countenance ; I muſt tell you, however he was contradicted for 
lome time by the Nobility, contemned in like manner by his Subjects; and laſt of all 
impriſoned by the Prieſts, yet by yielding much in many particulars, he in the length 

t all to his own poſſeſſion ; not onely in the barren Mountains of the AMyſſian 
Territory, but even in che fruicful plains of the Lydian Kingdom as I ſaid , in which 
poſture he left his Dominions to your moſt vertuous Father, who certainly might 
bave better proſpered in bis affairs, if too many of his enemies had not been made 
acquainted with his expreſſions ; whereby oftentimes was noted either his love, or 
hacred to his own prejudice: for diſſimulation is as neceſſary in Princes actions, as 
the Sword of Juſtice to be drawn whea there is occaſion, fince the one doth but bet. 

ter try and examine the vertue or guile of men, as the other doth give them their 
rewards or puniſhment, according to their deſerts: In concluſion I can ſay nor think 
no more; if Lycius get the day againſt the Iydiant in this National quarrel , your 
Honour and Government muſt needs be the better eftabliſhed, for that it is unpoſſi. 
ble alwayes to live both a King, and a Captive amongſt the people; and if he loſe the 
victory, it will be imputed either to his want of valour or fidelity, by which means, 
you will come to new poſſeiſions of power, having already offered your perſon to 
dangers freely in your Countries cauſe; beſides continue ſuch a ſuſpicion upon your 
enemies actions and intentions, as neceſſarily muſt make them and their faction, be- 
come entirely hateful to the people, by whoſe onely power they ticherunto have op- 
poſed all your ©; Ins. CH: Bo as” ; - 

After that Arec huſias had ſtudied a while; be made this reply ; As I will not diſpa- 
rage the capacity ſaid he of my Grandfather , of governing and complying with the 
AMyſſian people, in his neceſſities and oppreſſions, believing that be brought about 
many things meerly by his extraordinary art in diſſimulation, fo muſt you know alſo 
(asI have been informed) he loft a great deal of reputation with Forreign States and 
Kingdoms, in not declaring upon occaſion a competent courage, both when his Mo- 
ther ſuffered by meer oppreſſion in Lydia, and himſelf was impriſoned by the inſo- 
lent Priefts of this Nation: for a ſeeming fear, or want of valour ina Prince (whoſe 
thoughts ſhould alwayes be heroical, and full of magnanimity) is a miſcrable unhap- 
pinels, and diſhonour to bis fame and future memory; which is the chiefeſt benefit 
lefe to poſterity in after ages: for ſenſual and preſent contentments, —_——_ 
eaſe and ſecurity, are properties rather appertaining to unreaſonable creatures, than 
tothoſe who ought to be endued with great and immortal ſouls, fit for dominion, 
rule, and example; ſo that he that ſhall not deſire to dye once, rather than be diſ- 
eſteemed ever, ſhall dye often and live never: Truly I muſt compare my Fathers in- 
duftry, pains, and ſuffering, not onely to my Grandfathers policy, bat with all the 
Kings that have been before him in Lydia, who never wanted a ſufficient courage to 
contend to the uttermoſt with his powerfulleft enemies, or lacked any fortitude, when 
he found himſelf overcome by fortune, to ſaſtain gallantly his greateſt croſſes and 
oppreſſions, though a certain kinde of heavenly fate, denyed him both proſperity 
and ſucceſs, which notwithſtanding can never leſſen his fame to all eternity : I muſt 
tell you Aeliander ſaid he, that craft is hut an unprofitable, and tyrannical mafter to 
fear, and both together can but maintain any condition for a while, when as courage 
and wiſdome (the to oppoſites) will probably continue a Prince happy, either in 
honour or fortune for laſting ages, if not alwayes in himſelf to be enjoyed, yet to 
his ſucceſſours; which latter although my Father wanted, yet the other — he

poſſeſt; ſince his Father ſtrived by a certain kinde of timorous ſubtilty , but to de. 
fend his Government from invaſi6n during his own life, rather by pleaſing than act. 
ing, and complying than contradicting ; whereas the other was forced to become al- 
together diſtaſteful to the people, in ſeeking to uphold that right to his Crown for 
poſterity, which his predeceſſor had ſo much neglected; onely to procure a little 
eaſe for a time to his perſon, taking pleaſure in his ordinary imployments , as if he 
ſhunned all pains to his body, or trouble to his minde; and to this purpoſe never de. 
nyed any that asked him a benefit, or puniſhed thoſe that intended him moſt mif. 
chief; at leaſtwiſe diſſembled his choller and diſlike towards his worſt enemies. 

'Tis true, replyed Meliander, that King Euarchus Father, and your Grandfather, 
was not altogether free from theſe imperfections, which for the molt part notwith. 
ſtanding were attributed to him, rather as effects of his good nature, than defects 
ariſing from his ſenſuality, ſo willing was the world, to make uſe of the benefits 
they received, either by bis mercy, or from his liberality ; however I muſt not den 
alſo, but in all accidents of Government, natural means ought to be uſed for pro- 
ſperous iſſues, and by conſequence neither a fitting compliance to be negleRed when 
there is occaſion, or a reſerved ſecreſie to be preſerved alwayes in a Princes boſom : 
for ſometime we muſt diſſemble towards people, or to enemies both at home and 
abroad: I cannot deny it, replyed Arethuſius, fo it be done notwithſtanding with 
that vertue, and magnanimity of ſoul, befitting a Princes condition, whereby his 
honour may neither be blaſted in the future, or his courage be ſuſpeRed in thepre- 
ſent; for all the actions of Princes, ſhould be looked upon as benefits to their people, 
concerning their peaceable Government; or as examples to poſterity , to do thelike 
for the more honour of themſelves, which can never be procured by a timerons 
kinde of trembling in all our actions: for how is it poſſible other States can fear to of- 
fend us abroad, if they finde our natures apt to be terrified at home? In that forthe 
moſt part, our ſafety ſhaſl ſtill become more beholding to our neighbours want of 
power and opportunity, than to our own courage and induſtry, if we be not invaded 
in our rights; ſince they will not ſuppoſe our fortitude will oppoſe, whenſoever they 
ſhall have a daſire, or convenient means to attempt: Beſides, fame is the life and be- 
ing of a Printe, and that cannot be ruled-and governed either by the appetites, or 
the power of others, but by thoſe demonſtrations, that mnſt make us appear as we 
ought to be, Gods upon earth, never to be terrified, or diſobeyed; in which poſture, 
our graces ſhall ſtill ſeem benefits and not dues. 

I muſt confeſs Sir, ſaid Meliander, that theſe are moſt glorious attributes, fit to 
adorn a Princes dignity, but how they can be well attained; without a politic com- 
portment in difficulties, : I know not, ſince a flouriſhipg proſperity in fortune is not 
alwayes to be expected; eſpecially being in a manner out of poſſeſſion as you ate ſot 
for the preſent; wherefore neceſſary to get entrance by friendſhip or the Sword, 
againſt thoſe multitudes of factions now reigning in both Kingdoms: But Sir, to 
avoid many other diſputes, I beſeech you to let me know , what you call chat vertue 
ſo much to be eſteemed, which ought not to be wanting in a Prince, though for it he 
loſe both life and dominion? I call nothing ſaid Arethuſius vertue, that is mixed any 
way, either with diſſimulation, or indirect dealing, which as 1 intimated before, 
argues fear and not courage; ſo that I would have a Prince alwayes to proſecute his 
deſigns *. with ſecreſie, yet without hypoctiſie; as not laughing in his enemies 
face, whilſt he hath an intention to deſtroy his perſon; but rather plainly to let him 
underftand his crimes, that he may either confeſs his faulc ,; or be thought at leaſt 
wiſe to deſerve puniſhment, who eſſe cannot but continue, if not glory in his own 
wickedneſs ;'(ince he will think he is not perceived; or which is worſe, too much 
feared, to be diſcovered by any power; and ſo conſequently. ſhall inftead of repen- 
rance be incouraged in vice, bringing a kinde of appetite more dangerous upon the 
world, by reaſon of the example, when people ſhall finde that rather benefit ghan 
puniſhment depends on the iſſue; this connivancy I ſay becomes not a Prince in any 
ſort to ſuffer, much leſs to practiſe in his own: perſon , it he intend to purchaſe by his 
vertue an eternal fame to continue in after ages. 9 

ruly 
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Truly Sir in my opinion replyed Meliander, it is unpoſſible for any mortal dignity, 
to light upon this even calm in proſperity , without ſometimes hiding his thoughts 
from others; ſince elſe traitors would too well be provided againſt ſurprizes, who of- 
ten have thoſe advantages by fortune, that unleſs their actions be diſſembled, circum - 
ſtances ſhall be wanting, that mult bring them to condign puniſhment: As for ex- 
ample, when men are to be apprehended, accuſed , and detected, it ought to be to 
the ſatisfaction of others, left what is juſt in it ſelf appear but meer ſuſpicions to the 
multitude, and ſo by conſequence will be thought to be rather acts of raſhneſs and ty- 
ranny, then indifferency governed by reaſon , which often may draw on moreill cha- 
raters towards a Prince, then gain him the fame coveted to poſterity ; which J ſup- 
poſe the King your Grandfather rather aimed at, than determined to be alwayes a 
ſufferer, in regard of his ſeeming ſloth and puſilanimity; and to this purpoſe gave 
benefits ſomerimes where he did not love, to make his enemies think they were ſtill 
in his favour, when perhaps he intended them his worſt revenge; which policy, I muſt 
ſay was wanting in your Father, by reaſon whereof came all his diſturbances ; ſince 
he diſcovered too much his affections, when he could not puniſh , and too little pu- 
niſhed, when he had occaſion , it being much better not to take notice at all, then 
after knowledge to be remiſs in the proſecution ; for however your Grandfather ſel- 
dome — yet he ſcarge ever took outwardly offence in any deſperate manner, 
which made him continue in peace and proſperity during his life. But Afeliander ſaid 
ret huſius, not too much to detract in appearance, from my Grandfathers wiſdome 
and judgement, or rather may I call it fortune in governing, you may alſo remember, 
that notwithſtanding he overcame by his — — , ſome difficulties 
in this Countrey of Myſſia, and by that means as it Was thought reigned proſpe- 
rouſlyduring his life, yet no doubt but much thereof, rather ought to be attributed 
to accident, then to any providence or foreſight, ſince the rich booties which your 
Countreymen expected from his careleſs bounty, being poſſeſſed of the vaſt reve. 
nues of the old Queen of L1dia, whom he ſucceeded in the. Kingdom, onely kept 
both their thoughts and actions in ſome order, until they found thoſe expectations 
fruſtrated, by the more ſparing band of my Father, who was not able to contribute 
ſo largely to their greedy and covetous diſpoſitions , in regard that all the treaſure 
was already ſpent by themſelves, as alſo for that his own charge daily encreaſed , by 
reaſon of his numerous iſſue, which failing they began the expreſſion of their own 
natural paſſions, as it were putting in practice their former intention of rebellion and 
diſturbances, as you Know with too much ſucceſs ; both here and in Lydia it ſelf : A 
thing could not he prevented by any humane induſtry ; for that the matter was want- 
ing to take away the cauſe, ſince the Kingdom was no more able to ſuſtain the charge 
or expences neceſſary for ſuch bounty; at leaſtwiſe the people were not willing, to 
afford my Father convenient ſupplies to that purpoſe; having not other wiſe ſufficient 
of his own, 
I cannot deny ſaid Meliander your reaſons : However, methinks a little diffimn- 
lation at preſent to be uſed, whereby to prevent farther miſchiefs , both to your per- 
ſon and affairs, will be neither improvident or diſhonourable , the better to diſcover 
the falſe intentions of your enemies, whoſe natures I fear me, cannot be converted 
by the conſideration of any gratitude, ſo far as to remember, the benefits formerly 
received {gpm your predeceſſours by the whole Nation, both in the general or parti- 
cular : Ad therefore ſince it is in the power of your Subjects to injure your pro- 
ceedings, not deſtroy your deſigus, ( Argylius being the chief man in authority 
in this region, and ſomething may be hidden in his breaft not yet compaſſed by his 
ambition) at leaſtwiſe give me leave, a little to play the hypocrite for your advan- 
tage; wherein yon need bear no other part, then what you ſhall be pleaſed your ſelf 
to take or own, Fo 
Notwithſtandiug that Arethuſius after this diſcourſe, continued ſtill extreamly diſ- 
content, that he had neither power in his own commands to be a King, whereby co 
govern with more honour, or any liberty was afforded him as a private perſon, to 
ſnew his courage in the defence of the Countrey; yet was he perfwaded at laft to let 
| Eee Melian- 
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Me liander uſe his wits and diſcretion as he had deſired, in ſifting out thoſe ſecret my. 
ſeries, that appertained to his better ſervice, 5 

In the interim the General Zycio, not onely with all crafty decorums, uſed mo$ 
formally ali choſe outward — which were due to his youthful Majeſty, but con. 
fidently promiſed the whole Nation, ſpeedy effects of his conduct againſt Hercrom. 
byotus and the Lydian Army; wbilſt of the other fide, Argylius with a learing eye, 
ind a ſmiling countenance, ſeemed inwardly to rejoyce in the victory, he had got 
over the young Princes intentions in the great aſſembly, concerning the chuſing of his 
own creature, chief Captain of the Myſſian Forces, contrary to the violence of thoſe, 
that bad oppoſed bim and his faction therein. 

In this poſture it may be ſaid things remained, until Hercrombrotus began with his 
whole Army to march towards the City of Lampſacss : *Tis true, many attempts 
were made of either ſide by youthful courages, whereby to hinder each other in their 
deſigns; however as it had been decreed, Prince Arethuſias could not be admitted to 
any encounters in his own perſon, which not onely made him inwardly ſtorm as often 
as it came into his minde, at choſe pretended complements of his enemies, that would 
not ſuffer him to venture upon any hazzards of. chat deſperate nature, wherewith to 
gain a deſired eſtimation amongſt the Souldiers ; bur alſo kept Me liander from put- 
ting himſelf into imployment, not eſteeming the command and juriſdiction of old 
eiu, ſince the King was not to be his onely General, and the rather for that a he 
thought, he could gain no honour inthe ſervice : Of the other ſide he was willing, 
that the contrary faction might be diſgraced in the miſcarriage of the buſines, if they 
ſhould any way be put to thg wort by the Zydias Forces, which he thought not im. 
probable, in that daily it was perceived, the My ſſtaus rather retired before the Army 
of Hercrombrotus, than either repulſed them, or kept their own ground in the defence 
of the Countrey; however it was conceived more proceeding from their own tres 
ſon, or want of valour, then for lack of numbers or proviſion : whilſt in the end chey 
fuffered themſelves to · become even beſieged within the circumference of the City 
walls, as it were truſting onely to that ſecurity, as the laſt refuge they hoped for from 
the Gods protection, notwithſtanding they bad many times hypocritically called to 
the Heavens for their aſſiſtance, belike building in their mindes upon this maxine 
proceeding from the barrenneis of their Countrey; that if they were aſſaulted by 
many enemies at once, they could ftarve them out of their attempts, by thoſe want 
of proviſions neceſſary to ſuſtain nature, and if but by a few being ſet upon, they 
could eaſily defeat their purpoſes, by ſuch Forces they could procure , which either it 

the laſt made Lycius confident of the ſucceſs, or his own covetouſneſs aſfured him, of 
that recompenee he deſired at any time, whenſoever he ſhould betray the Army to 
the enemies power; this as appeared by the ſequel , was indiffer equal to his 
thoughts: but during the time, that all mens eyes were upon the d inable fate of 
theſe two Generals, neither of both wanting either skill, or proviſion as was concti- 
ved, the one to invade, and the other to defend, Meliander whoſe ſolicitous fidelity 
to the young King , made him alſo reſtleſs and laborious in his conſiderations , one 
day by chance walking near a River ſide, for his more privacy, where the Court then 
remained, he might perceive unexpeRedly a Lady walking in a Grove on the oppoſed 
border, being as it ſhould ſeem part of a juriſdiction belonging to a houſe of Ag 
lius, not fat off the City of Zampſacus + This cauſed AMeliangrr out . to 

falute her with this manner of language, the water being no great enemy fo the con- 
veniency of diſcourſe, although ic appeared to be an abſolute hindQ@hnce of their 
nearer meeting. | | 

Lady ſaid he, as this unkinde and diſcourteous element, is ſomething envious to- 
wards my farcher deſires, that would willingly be admitted to the honour of your 
converſation at a nearer diſtance; ſo of the other ſide, give me leave (without offence

ing to the King in the general: Meliander imagining that her words and action 
rended to the erpreſſion of ſome love paſſions, or at leaftwiſe the way to them, re. 
turned her this anſwer: Madam ſaid he, as the honour yoũ have done me at preſent 
cannot eaſily be parallel d, much leſs ever requited, ſo have you cauſe to be contident 
enough of yur on vertues and beauty, whereby to perſwade the King, or any other 
of his followers, to thoſe ſervices that may raiſe your degree, to the higheſt titles 
can be expected in the Kingdom of Myſſia: Alas alas, ſaid ſhe, I perceive you abſo- 
lutely miſtake my meaning, ſince as I know our words are onely intended as comple. 
ments if not flatteries, for that diſparities of this nature are not to be coupled in our 


perſons, to give me leave once more to let you know, which you may be aſcertait'q 


of better before we part, that my breaſt harbours other thoughts and opinions, of a 


far nobler making, though leſs ambitious then it ſhould ſeem you imagine them to be: 


Meliander after he had upon theſe expreſſions told her his name with his profeſſion, 
and whilſt he was wondering at her intentions the Lady took him by the hand, and 
led him to a convenient ſeat bythe water fide , whereas it ſhould ſeem ſhe was acct. 
ſtomed oftentimes, to repoſe her ſelf in her ſolitary preambulations; it being cover- 
ed over head, by the large boughs of a ſhady tree, which defended it from the violence 
either of ſtorms or heat : When ſhe had reſted a while by reaſon of many panſe, 
and ſome other circumſtances expreſſed as well in her eyes as actions, ſhe beganthis 
diſcourſe. | 85 | | 
Sir ſaid ſhe, you may firſt know, that as the people of this Countrey from myin- 
fancy have given me the name of Peyela, ſo am lin my extraction deſcended out of 
Lydian-Parents, being Daughter to the Father of Argylius by a ſecond Wife, andſo 
conſlequentlyTthe half Siſter of that unfortunate eſteemed enemy to ExarchusFamis 
ly; whoſe pride andcovetouſneſs, I cannot alrogether excuſe (and retain my own 
loyalty to my Prince) yet muſt I a little beg leave of your goodneſs , though notof 
your juſtice, to make what apology I am able in his behalf, according to thoſe 
appetites of nature, that have fo nearly united us in blood; nevertheleſs, I ſhull 
afterward let you know ſomething more, that may perhaps be of validity to your 
deſigus: With theſe words ſhe wept-, out of the apprehenfion, as it might be 
thought of her Brothers diſloyalties in the Countrey of Myſſia, whilſt in the interim 
Meliander ſeemed to wonder, both at her diſcourſe and her intention, until after a 
while each of them became ſettled in a reſolution, the one to relate, and the other to 
hear theſe paſſages without interruption. 457 
Jou muſt underftand ſaid eyela, that my Brother Argylius was in his childehood 
taken from his Parents, and committed to the tuition of the factious Prieſts of our 
Nation, upon the occaſion which I ſhall relate unto you: In the time of the old 
King Exzarchus Father, or rather may I call it during his proſperous Reign, there 
happened notwithſtanding ſome differences amongſt the people of 25/ia;; in their 
due and ordinary obedience to his Government ; whereupon my Father being efteem- 
ed the moſt powerfulleſt of all the Nobility, was imployed to quiet thoſe ttirs , oc- 
calioned by reaſon of ſome Iſlands lying neartiè Heliſpont, claim'd by the inhabi- 
tants of Crete, to be under the juriſdiction of that Countrey, and fo by conſequence 
to belong to other great Lords of that Nation, though our family pretended alſo 
fome intereſt to them.. Tis true, after an unexpenceful War mannaged by my Fa- 
thers induſtry and revenue, he both quieted the troubles, and ſettled the right, as he 
thought, both co the Kings honour, and his own advantage, but nevertheleſs con- 
trary to his expectation, when he thought to have received a reward anſwerable to 
his deſerts, or at leaſtwiſe ſome ſacisfation for his disburſement, having contracted 
to himſelf and friends a huge debt. not any way to be born by his Eſtate, he was if 


not denyed reparation from the Kings Coffers, yet protracted in his demands, _ 
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that this freedom of my invitation, doth tafte too much of boldneſs or impudence. 
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much as not being longer abſe to continye in his own Conntrey , by reaſon of thoſe 
obligations, at laſt he was conſtrained to ſeek imployments in forreigh parts, under 
che King of Egypt. Armies, meerly for his ſupport and maintenance: To this pur- 
poſe, he was forced not onely in ſome forrto change his ſubjection but his religion, 
ſincr as he knew otherwiſe it was unpoſſible for him to ſerve. that State: Never- 
theleſs he had not long continued in theſe imployments, before his enemies in our 
Countrey, procured rather by his greatneſs than his fault, repreſented his condition 
and intentions to the old King, with what deformed ſhapes they could deviſe for his 
difadyantage ; inſomuch as preſently-Commiſſions were ſent into thoſe parts, not 
onely to take my Brother Argylius than an infant, from under his Fathers juriſdicti- 
on, and commit his future education to ſome of the moſt. factious Prieſts of the Na- 
tion (as I have already intimated) but alſo to ſeize upon all his Eſtate, both perſonal 
and real, to be detained as was pretended for my Brothers uſe , againſt he ſhould 
come at full age, whereby to be capable of the profits and mannagement thereof; 
ſo that by this cruelty, they left my Father and Mother, with all the Children of the 
ſecond venture, either to live upon nothing at all, or to be maintained out of his 
ſtipends, procured him from the Wars of Egypt: In this manner as I may ſay , my 
parents for ſomeyears ſubſiſted, ſo my ſeif with other of his Children (that are ſince 
dead or otherwiſe diſpoſed) received our education, according to the cuſtoms of thoſe 
Countries where we then remained, under the profeſſion of that faith taught and 
praiſed in the Temple of De/phos : *Tisrrue I might particularly tell you; that ſome 
{mall inheritance hath deſcended unto me from my Mother, upon which I now ſubſiſt, 
but that not being the ſcope of my intentions, I ſhall proceed in my other deſign for 
your information, concerning the cſtcemed diſloyalties and treaſons of Argylizs. 
Here again the fair eyes of lovely eyela began to melt into tears, at'the remem- 
brance of her Brothers actions, which running down her beautiful cheeks, made 
NMeliander more compaſſionate the Ladies ſorrow, than continue his own hate to Ar- 
Oli: but there being no time for contemplation , ſcarce any for a ſettled grief, 
without ſome complements or reply, ſhe aſſumed to her ſelf this diſcourſe, concern- 
ing the life and paſſages of her Brother. | 
Argylius ſaid ſhe, thus taken in his infancy, by violence from the tuition and pro- 
tection of his indulgent Father, was preſently committed as I ſaid, to the care and 
education of certain Prieſts in the Countrey of Myſſia, who had been chiefly the oc- 
caſion by reaſon of their turbulent complaints, of this unnatural, if not inhumane ſe- 
peration, pretending, as my Father had both impiouſſy and indiſereetly left the true 
Worſhip of the Gods, ſo was it no more than a ſupreme juſtice, to deprive him as well 
of his Children as his Eſtate, according to the Laws of the Nation, either made or in- 
tended as they ſaid for that purpoſe: Having my eldeſt Brother thus in their power, and 
under their juri ſdiction, by the abſolute authority of the King, whoſe nature was apt 
enough to be terrified , towards any compliance that promiſed reſt and eaſe to his 
thoughts , whereby be might the more freely follow his pleaſures and contentments, 
either in hunting or other delights, as his appetite paſſionately deſired , they inſen- 
ibly began to inſtruct Argylius in their chief principles and doctrine, which was to 
hate Kings and qbſerve Hereſian commands, as indubitable ſervices and rites belong- 
ing tothe Worſhip of the immortal Gods: However to make their perſwaſion the 
more plauſible to his apprehenſion , they told him withal , that as their documents 
were onely to be taught and obeyed by all manner of people, both wit hout, and 
within the Temples, ſo was himſelf in regard of bis birth and quality, the man to be 
looked upon concerning the future Government of Myſſia, ſince they found the old 
King intended not any more to come into the Countrey , having purchaſed a richer 
Kingdom, for the uſe of himſelf and poſterity : They alſo intimated, that as his 
Father had loſt both his power and fortunes, by flying from his Religion , and not 
conforming his deportments, to their wayes and inſtruction, in the ſame manner his 
ownparticular would be uſed by their congregation, if he ſhould fail co obſerve their 
directions, in every circumſtance belonging to his demeanour, ſince their Juriſdicti- 
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diſputed , much teſs contradicted either by the King or any of the Nobility: 
With theſe and the like intimations, they ſent my Brother Argylius preſently to 
travel, towards a certain Town upon the borders of Arabia, where Herenzins had 
planted firſt his factious doctrine, accompanied onely by. thoſe Governours of his 
youth, who were poſſeſſed with the ſame ſpirit of oppoſition, againſt the proſperity 
and quiet Dominion of all lawful Kings, that would not abſolutely yield themſelves * 
to be ordered, by their tyrannical and fantaſtical Tenents; made up between ex- 
ceffive pride, and intollerable covetouſneſs: In this Town you need not doubt, but 
that my young Brother was ſufficiently inſtructed in thoſe principles, which taught 
him ſuch a ſtrange and new; diſſoyalty; eſpecially being accompanied as I ſaid with 
people of his own Countrey, who upon the firſt opportunity, were reſolved to fer a 
fire through the wholg Kingdom of My ſſia, as well for that they had in poſſeſſion 
already my Fathers Eſtate, under the colour of having changed his Religion, from the 
true worſhip of the Gods, as alſo in regard the old King had newly brought in the 
Government of the Flamins , a cauſe great enough as they ſuppoſed , either toraiſe 
Rebellion, or commit what other injuſtices they pleaſed : But in the interim whilſt 
Argylin continued for ſome years under this untoward Juriſdiction, hearing ſcarce 
any thing in their Orations but Treaſons, my Mother oppreſſed by wants, and in a 
manner worn out with cares, paid nature her due, leaving this inconſtant and unkinde 
world, as the certain inheritance of her young ſurviving Children: But King E 
archns — to the Crown, after the deceaſe of the old King of Lydia, Ai gli 
alſo began ta think of his return into his on Countrey , as ic might be thoupht, 
not well kndwing what would become either of his fortunes, or his power in the 
Kingdom of Mzſſia, by the change of the Prince, in regard Evarchus had mariied 
one of a contrary opinion to himſelf in matters of Religion. 

Nevertheleſs I muſteell you, before he intended to put in execution his reſolution 
for his journey, he was perſwaded in his way to viſit the principality of Pamphylis, 
where a young Brother and my ſelf remained; as well co withdraw us from thoſe 
opioions concerning the worſhip of the Gods, contrary to his practice, as to get 
us both if it were poſſible, into his power and poſſeſſion , for that he knew much 
of his inheritance , was intended to be bequeathed -unto us by our Father, in pur- 
ſuance of certain agreements at my Mothers marriage : However in theſe defires he 
could not prevail; for as he was not ſuffered by the Laws of the Countrey , tout 

' tempt any thing upon us by force, ſo were we ſufficiently prepared not to be wrought 
upon in our Religion, by the arguments of any of his company or followers, ſo 
that he was conſtrained to depart without effecting in that nature his deſigns ; But 
to be ſhore, notwithſtanding my Brother Argylius failed of his intention, yet after 
his arriving in the Kingdom of Myſſia, and finding the affairs of Ewarchw ſome- 
thing imbroiled, for the advantage of himſelf, he not onely by his power and folici- 
tation, procured from the King an abſolute judgement concerning my Fethers 
Iſlands he claimed, but alſo a decree of the Councel, that unleſs my young Brother 
remaining, and educated in Pampbylia under the Juriſdiction of. the King of Eg, 
did not preſently return into the Kingdom of Myſſia, he ſhould for ever loſe all 
that right of inheritance appertaining to him, either from his Father or any other : 
Theſe motives or rather compulſions I may ſay, you may eaſily believe, were of ſuffi- 
cient force to work upon the nature and inconſtant appetites of ſo young a diſpoſiti- 
on; eſpecially when they were recommended to his ears and apprehenſion, by all the 
terrours of wart and diſgrace, that could be repreſented , either by craft or malice 
againſt the truth: Beſides they told him in Myſſia, be ſhould live like a Prince up- 
on his own fortunes, being ſupported by his Brothers greatneſs, whereas in Pamphy 
lia he ſubſiſted onely, by the grace and favour of ftrangers, to the diſhonour of bim- 
ſelf and extraRion.; which alſo perhaps as they ſaid, would no longer laſt, then the 
affections and opinions continued of thoſe , who were now in preſent authority, 
ſince their ſucceſſors probably would not be ſo charitable, as no way having been ac- 
quainted formerly, either with him or his education, | 


"Tis true, I ſhould have told you withal, that as my Mother dyed before my — 
ther, 
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ther, ſo was be enduced during her life to make a journey in perſon into Zydia, to try 
what part of his means he could get towards his ſupport, in which interim the Agents 
of Argylius as I related, took the opportunity to ſolicite our return. TI 

My Father being now dead by reaſon of his exceſſive cares, and my young Bro- 
ther named ¶ aterinus, in the abſolute power of the Factious Prieſts of the Myſſian 
Nation, his education and reſtraint confirmed alſo by the Kings authority, as they 

d according to the Laws of Lydia, it was not long before Argyline, the bet: 
ter to'pleaſe his youth, towards his own advantage, procured him from Court ſome 
titles of honour; however he enjoyed them not long, for being ſuddenly taken 
with a violent burning Feaver, his death within a very few dayes after followed, lea- 
ving his poſſeſſions in the hands of our half Brother ¶Argylius, as my ſelf his true 
and rightful Heir, according to the cuſtoms of the Countrey, though I was ne- 
ver able any way to contend for my own, but as the contrary worſhip of the Gods, 
with che natural diſability of our ſexes, made me incapable of a prevailing power, 
ſo.have I been conſtrained for ſome years, to be rather a ſuppliant to my Brothers 
bounty for my lawful Inheritance, then ſufficiehtly emboldened to challenge any 
tight in what I poſſeſs or enjoy; beſides that I dare not publickly own my Religion, 
ſince an old woman called my Nurſe, is ſer over me as a continual ſpy to all my em- 
ployments, notwithſtanding that formerly ſhe belonged to my Mother: In this 
manner I may ſay, I now live, ſometimes delighting my felf amoygſt theſe ſolitary 

Woods, other whiles again removing to another habication for my better recreati- 
on, where I ſpend my time innocently, inſtead of that liberty, both my birth and in- 
bericance (deſcended unto me by a juſt right) requireth, if oppreſſion were not too 

much befriended in theſe parts, which makes me daily pray the immortal Gods, the 

more earneſtly for the Kings proſperity: Here again 7oye/a made another pawſe, ac- 
companied with two or three deep ſighs, until in the end ſhe returned anew to her 

di ſcourſe in this manner. ä 

As perhaps I ha ve already ſufficiently tired your patience, with thoſe circumftan- 
ces I ha ve uſed in my relation, fo will J now more briefly come to the period of my 
intentions, which is as well to let you ſee, how my. half Brother Argylias, was 
brought more particularly to his oppoſition of Kingly Authority in this Nation, 

(and fo conſequently in the Kingdom of Lydia it felf) as a)fs what may be the chief 
motives, that detain him ſtill in thoſe actions and opinions. | 

Although, ſaid ſhe, Argylius were bred up * lince his firſt infancy, (at leaſt. 

wiſe from the time he was unnaturally taken from the protection of our now dead 

Father) in the pernitious Maximes of our factious and ſpightful Prieſts, yet not with- 

ſtanding, were they a long time both contraverted in bis thoughts, and moderated in 

his practices, until the coming into the Countrey of old Lyrius, (our now General) 

from the Armenian Wars, who gave the greateſt attempt to his Loyalty, being a 
perſon famed both for his integrity in Religion, and skill in Martial Diſcipline : It 

would be needleſs to give you the true Character of his perſon, any more then to 
lay, he is both diſſembling and covetous in the higheſt degree; onely 1 ſhall relate 
tato you the chief reaſons, that cauſed him to contract his inveterate malice and 
envy againſt Euarc bus, by which means Argylius bath bern induced to become an 
enemy to his Prince, if not ſome diſhonour to his own poſterity : Lycius by birth 
was fo far from being of quality in the Kingdom of Myſſia, that in other Coun- 
treys, be was forced to feek his living from ordinary profeſſions: More I will not 
diſpute, ſince who hath not the generoſity of ſpul needtul to a gallant perſon , what 
attributes ſoever nature could elſe beſtow upon him, are too little, to render him 
worthy of a juſt eſtimation amongſt vertuous people; however I cannot deny, but 
his extraordinary induſtry made him a competent (if not a fortunate) Souldier in 
the Wars, under that great Captain the prince of Scythia in Armenia, where having 
alſo performed ſome ſervices in the behalf of the Father of Caſſianus, Brother in law 
to King Euarchus, made him preſume ſo far of his deſerts, (a ſtory- perhaps better 
known to your ſelf then to me) that after all employments were ended in that Coun- 


tey, he returned into Lydia in hope of ſome gratification, according to the * 
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of his own ambition and opinion: But being more neglected then he expected 
Exarchus as it ſhould ſeem, not fully at leaſure to attend then the ſuit of any 
Souldier; or rather I may ſay accuſtomed to beſtow honours and benefits with ſome 
ceremony, he with an extraordinary violence flew, not onely from the great City of 
Sardis, where the King remained, but ſoon quitted all the Territories of the Lydia 
Government, vowing to the Court a revenge, and deſtruction to the people: 
With theſe thoughts and exclamations , he quickly arrived at our chief Town 
of Lampſacus. 
ITis true his former famein the Armenian Wars (which encreaſed a long tine 
by his abſence, and ſome moneys he had got in thoſe employments , that for the 
preſent rendred him a little beneficial to our poor Countrey of Myſſia) gave him a 
great eſtimation amongf all ſorts of conditions, which his ſpight to the Kings fami- 
ly, improved after this manner: He asked the Nobleman what was become of their 
native honour, to ſuffer themſelves and long enjoyed priviledges , to be not onel 
overthrown, but trampled upon by the contemptible Minifters of their abſent King, 
whoſe pleaſures as he ſaid in the luxurious Kingdom of Lydia, would not ſuffer him 
either to viſit their dwellings, or rectifie their Grievances: To the Prieſts he talked 
of their Religion, now almoſt worn out of date, by the uſurped power of the proud 
and impious Flamins, that in a manner governed all the Kings actions: And for the 
common 1 A ſufficient to let them wonder at his profeſſions, joyned with 
the enchanting words of a Commander abroad, whoſe opinion at leaſtwiſe was mi 
in their apprehenſions, by the noiſe of continual reports, before they ſaw his perſon: 
Theſe and the like practices I ſay, gained him in a ſhort ſpace a moſt prevailing in. 
tereſt, both within and over the whole Nation, until the deſtinies had prepared other 
* accidents for his advantage; amongſt which number this was one, which I ſhall now 
tell you: The Arch-Flamin of Lydia (whoſe greatneſs with Euarchus made him 
preſume upon any attempt within his Dominions, that might render his orders more 
eſteemed) being a man fuller of wit then judgement , and better learned in divine 
principles, then experienced in matters of State policy, thinking that Myſſia was to be 
governed in the ſame manner as Lydia, without the danger either of Inſurrectiom 
or Tumults, procured an abſolute decree from the King, that the like conformity 
ſhould be uſed concerning the Worſhip of the Gods in our Countrey , as in all the 
reſt of the Territories belonging to his ſeveral Kingdoms, which being endeavoured 
to be put in execution at jour grey Town of Zampſacxs, by ſome over officious 
Priefts of his own Faction, of a ſudden they found ſuch reſiſtance among the mul- 
titude, that preſently tearing all the writings that were ſent with thoſe Inſtructions, 
they forced the Officers themſelves to flye out of the Temples, for fear of their 
lives: You cannot doubt, but that this new beginning of ſtirs thus unexpeRedly 
(if not indiſcreetly) raiſed, gave encouragement ſufficient for Lycius to proſecute 
his intended malice , inſomuch as preſently, he invited my. Brother Argylius, (is 
being eſteemed the moſt powerfulleſt perſon of all the Nobility) not onely in a pub- 
lick way, to countenance the action, but alſo to ſeize upon the Kings Crown and 
other ornaments, then remaining in the Ceftle, either to his own'uſe , or to be ſafely 
kept at his diſpoſe, until ſuch ſatisfaction ſhould be given to the people, as might be 
juſtly required: As I doubt not, but you are better acquainted with many of theſe 
paſſages then my ſelf, (I making more particularly the relations for the order and 
method of my ſtory) ſo muſt I let you know, that my Brother upon this motion be- 
ing ſcandalized, entertained the bold Inſtigation of Lycizs,, not onely with a pale 
and trembling countenance; but reproved him for his language; and inſtantly with 
_ violence, withdrew hiqſelf from the reft of the company towards his own 
ome. 5. | 
Two or three dayes Argg/ius kept himſelf in his own honſe , retired from the 
crics and importunities of the common people, until Lyciu- either enflamed in bis 
rage, or carried up by his preſumption, entred his dwelling with this threatning lan- 
guage: My Lord, ſaid he, if the Gods worſhip and the honour of our Nation, be 
to be preſerved at this inſtant from utter deſtruction, why ſhould you, being — 
| greate 
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greateſt of the Nobility flye cowardly from the occaſion, when it is offered 
into your hands? Will you ſhew your ſelf now fearful in the face of the mul- 
titude, being ſo willing either to make you their King, or raiſe your dignity 
to be the chief Governour of the MAyſſian State? Is it poſſible, you ſhould thus 
falfifie all the hopes, thoſe vertuous and wiſe Prieſts have had, both in your education 
and promiſed piety ? Muſt it be expected, we ſhould now fall back, without bringing 
upon our ſelves, ſuch a ſlavery as can never be redeemed , without the forfeitture of 
our lives and fortunes ? Shall the inſulting Flamins in the Countrey of Lydia, tri- 
umph and trample upon our liberties , without diſputing the leaſt Article of our 
Rights or Religion? No no, my Lord, ſaid he, if you continue ſtill in this minde, I 
here vow by the goodneſs and power of the immortall Gods , that as the people 
have already choſen me, to be their Commander over the Souldiers, you ſhall be 
the firſt perſon that muſt taſte the fury of their ſpleens, ſince you refuſe ro be a Prote- 
Ror in ſo great and glorious a cauſe, that ſpeaks honour to your Family, and ſafety 
to all the Countrey. Argglius whether or no convinced by theſe reaſons being indu- 
ced thereunto by the corruption of his former education? Or whether the featfulneſs 
of his own nature, made him condeſcend to his perſwaſion, as doubting elſe he might 
finde ſome troubles in the poſſeſſion of his eſtate? at laſt yielded his conſent, to per- 
form thoſe actions, which he and the Souldiers ſhould judge moſt conveniently , for 
the good of the whole Kingdom: Here perhaps you will tell me, that no threatning 
language whatſoever ſhould have prevailed againſt either a noble courage, or a juſt 
diſpoſition, ſo far as to have forced a party, to have quit that intereſt and loyalty, up- 
on which depended both honour and religion, ſince without the exact obſervance of 
fidelity, confirmed by the ſolemnity of ſacred oaths between a King and his people, the 
certainty of humane accords cannot be hoped for or expected: To which I ſhall make 
no other anſwer, ſaid ſhe, then what excuſes may be gathered from my former rela- 
tion, my Brother being taken young with violence; out of the protection of his wor- 
thy and religious Father, and committed to the cuſtody of them, who ever ſince have 
endeavoured to pervert his thoughts, towards their ſiniſter purpoſes againſt all Kingly 
Government; or followed by a mercy that may refemble the Gods goodneſs : With 
theſe ſayings another gentle ſhower of tears diſtilled from her eyes, yet in ſuch a man- 
ner, as ſeemed to expreſs more of ſorrow in her minde of what was paſt, then any hope 
in her apprehenſion, concerning that which was to come; either doubting her bro- 
thers repentance, or fearing Arethuſius forgiveneſs : Nevertheleſs within a while after, 
ſhe returned anew to her diſcourſe, the rather for that ſhEperceived the earneſt looksof 
Meliander, attended the end of her relations, with ſome more then ordinary paſſion. 

When (ſaid ſhe) my unfortunate Brother Argylius, was thus won to a certain kind 
of diſloyalty, by the perſwaſion of ſpiteful Zyci , to begin his firſt difobedient at. 
tempt to his Prince, he vras carried with thoſe Royal Ornaments belonging to the 
King, by many of the common people, in a kinde of a ceremonial triumph, to a Ca» 


ſtle of his own, not far from the City cf Lampſacus. 
From this day forward, I muſt tell you, that Argylius became mote violent in his 
wayes ; whether grown deſperate of the Kings mercy, after he had ſhewed his own in- 
gratitude in this _ nature, in recompence of thoſe many favours he had received; 
or as L told you before, being abſolutely terrified hy the inſulting and threatening 
words which Tycius had delivered, inſomuch as 'preſently joyning with ſuch Coun- 
dels, as ſeemed moſt diſadvantageable for the Kings affairs, he gave his conſent to the 
raiſing of a ſpeedy Army for the Countreys defence, 'as — pretended, although in 
truth it was onely intended to take away all Monarchieal Power and Government in 
Myſſia: Here if I ſhould ſay, that Enarchus was puniſhed by the Gods ſeverity, for 
that inhumane in juſtice was done my dead Father, in not oneſy taking from him the 
protection of his children, but the uſe of his eſtate, againſt the common right of na- 
tute und morality, I think I ſhould not much erre, before the eyes of any judgement, 
that carried with it an equal conſideration in matters of equity and religion. This Ar- 
my maſt tell you, was no ſooner raiſed, and put under the command of preſumptuous 
Heins, but the whole Commonalty were 9 | 7 the better to _ 
| tribute 
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tribute towards theebarge, whilſ in the interim many of the moſt factious prieſls 
of the Nation, were deſigned by their pernitious Rhetorick, as well to perſwade 
the peoples belief, toward the commodity and profit of the action, as concerning 
the lawſulneſi of ſuch attempts in the Gods Worſhip, which within a while after 
became fortified, by the conſtrained, Oaths of every one in particular to that Pur. 
poſe, left in the interim any perſon ſhould refuſe his voluntary ſubſcription. It was 
not poſſible but that Exarchus ſhould come to the bearing of theſe proceedings, 
whereupon preſently diſpatching ſome Meſſengers to Lampfacts, he defired as well 
to be ſatisfied in their meanings, as to be better irformed of their Grievances but 
withal wiſht thoſe employed, that if they could not finde bis enemies in the 

trey any way inclined co accord differences, to uſe their beft endeavours, whereby 
his own party might be encreaſed amongſt the people: Both theſe deſigns failing 
either by the want of fidelity of his Ambaſſadours, or the powerfulneſs of his ad. 
verſaries, he reſolved preſently to provide an Army in Lydia „ to compel his diſobe. 
dient Subjects of Myſſia to ſome reaſon : *Tis true, the quick march of the Kings 
Souldiers, made us ſee our own folly and weakneſs, to provoke a Princes goodneſſe 
to that rigour, which his too gentle nature neither expected or deſired , inſomuch ag 
although we had then a flying Army in the field, under the conduct and command of 
our proud Generall Lyeius, yet ina manner were we forced without one blow gi. 
yen, to yield our ſelves up to the mercy and Jenity of Euarchus, who being more 
pittiful in his diſpoſition', then miſtruſtfull of our diſloyalties , gave us peace in. 
ſtead of taking revenge, in which circumſtance Zycixs made a ſolemn proteſtation, 
never after that day to draw his ſword againſt the Kings perſon or right; pretending 
however, that his goodneſs had more conquered his reſolutions, then the power of his 
weapons or people: This action I the ampler mention, though perhaps you better 
know it then my ſelf, that you may behold the falſnood of Licius, who at firſt, not 
onely brought the misfortune upon my Brother, but ſince a fatal miſery to the 
whole Nation; ſince no ſooner was he made certain of the Kings departure out of 
the Countrey, but forgetting his Oaths, and renuil his infidelicy, he perſwadedthe 
Nobility to an abſolute breach of. all thoſe Articles that had been agreed upoy 
between themſelves and their Prince, upon pretences that they had yielded up ther 
Countreys liberty, to the Kings onely will and pleaſure, either by reaſon of their 
Commiſſioners fraud, or their own fear, not onely to the enſlaving of all the com- 
mon peoples liberties, but the deſtruction of the Gods Worſhip : To fortiſie which 
allegation, he alſo ſtirr d up many turbulent Priefts, by frequent Orations amongſt the 
multitude, to exclaim violently againſt the proceedings, threatning an abſolute rujne 
to all ſuch, that did not by their future endeayours, demonſtrate themſelves and Fa- 
mily to be of the lame opinion. | | 
Many dayes had not been ſpent in theſe furies, with other conſultations of the 
ſame nature, before Lycias by the Souldiers power under his command, ſet upon the 
ſtrong Caſtle of Lampſacus, wherein the King had newly (according to the agree- 
ment) placed a formal Garriſon; however not as yet ſufficiently fortified for a de. 
fence, by reaſon that time was wanting to che expedition: ?Tis true the Captain be- 
ing thus ſurprixed contrary to his thoughts and imegination, and before be had pro- 
vided materials for his purpoſe, notwithſtending he was eſteemed a Commander of 
moſt excellent skill and knowledge inthe wars, was forced to yield the place aſter a 
ſhort ſiege, to the will and metcy of thoſe, which had trayterouſiy encompaſſed him 
round abont to his exceſlive grief. ow 1 | 

You may very well think that-theſe breaches of faith, could not be maintain d, but 

by the endeavours of greaterialolencies; and my Brother being in the number of 
thoſe Noblemen, that had apparantly addiſted them ſel ves to the Faction of Eycius, 
he ſuppoſed the favour of the King, was not again to be purchaſed in his particular; 
beſides many other perſons having lofi their ich penſions at Court, being willing to 
joyn in the lame belief, they became within a ſhort ſpace, deſperate both in their 
diſloyalty and ſpite; inſomuch as preſently diſpetching Meſſengers to the great 
City of Sandis, (which they ue to be infected with ſome: diſconcents concerning 
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Zuarchus Government, or rather grown ſick with their own proſperity). to ſee how 
many of their inhabitants, they could corrupt cowards their party; I muſt confeſs 
(ſaid Fajela) you may judge wy folly ſomething too impertineat , thus to make re. 
lation of choſe things, which you cannot be ignorant of, but in regard divers paſla-. 
ges will be mixed with the information, (not altogether as I conceive ſo Pablick), for 
the order of my diſcourſe, I mult deſixe your patience, until I ſhall come to the peri- 
od of my intention, concerning what I have to ſay. Lady, replied: Meliander, 
though nothing were related, that could be uſeful to the Kings deſigns, yet diſcourſes 
proceeding from ſuch beautiful and vertuous lips, were of themſelves informations of 
ſufficient. conſequence ; but being alſo accompanied with thoſe eſſential knowledges 
you have already declared, cannot but eſteem my ſelf extream happy in this incoun- 
ter, as well for my own particular ſatisfaction as: the Princes affairs; ſo that I do 
moft humbly beſeech you, to continue till the honour you have hitherunto done 
me, by this moſt fortunate accident: 7ozela ſmiling a little, proceeded again in this 


When theſe Meſſengers or Ambaſſadours (for I know not which to call them, ſince 
their entertainments proved extraordinary) were cometo the great andrich City of 
$ards, they preſently addicted themſelyes to the Kings preſence, in a ceremonious 
viſit, as pretending nothing but the occaſion of their many grievances, had drawn 
them out of their own Countrey of Myſſia, to offer their complaints to bis Ma je- 
ſy for redreſs; however in che interim, they onely kept company with ſuch people, 

om they knew to be moſt diſaffected towards his government and proſperity; And 
notwithſtanding Euurchus aſſured them that they ſhould be willingly heard, if not 
rectified in all their deſires, yet would they not be ſatisfied , without alſo demanding 
the conſent of his people, in which conſiſted as they ſaid, both his good and their 
own ſafeties. As this anſwer did wholly diſpleaſe the King, ſince he very well percei- 
ved, they intended to make ſome combinatian contrary to his liking with other faRi- 
ons, as well of the Court as in the City, ſo was it not long before their intentions 
appear d in the full view of all the Kingdom; for being invited to continual feaſts. 
and meetings in Sardis, they told the multitude, it was impoſſible to render them for- 
tunate and happy in after ages, unleſs che great Senate of Lydia were preſently called 
together: How much this was againſt the deſigns and proſperity of the King, you 
may very well imagine, when as a conſtrained duty put upon the Prince, for the moſt 
part is ominous to him or his Subjects; however our Countreymen the My ſſiaus in 
this plot, had a double benefit to expect; an aſſurance of their own conditions, and 
a plentiful recompence for their endeavours: In fine, when they found Euarc hus not 
onely perceived their intentions, but diſtaſted the enter prize, as deſtructive both to 
his honour and prerogative; ay privately made an agreement with ſome principall 
perſons of their own faction, that if the King could not he perſwaded to aſſemble 
this general Councel, they would endeavour the raiſing of an Army in Myſa, and 
lead them inſtantly into the very heart of the Jydian Territories; whereby (as they 
ſaid) Euarchus might be compelled ,. ro grant his people thoſe priviledges, 
that neither bis nature, nor his goodneſs, was willing to afford them voluntarily, 
provided chat in lieu of this extraordinary ſervice, the Lydia» people would be con- 
tent to defray the expence, and grant the Myſſians an equal Government in all man- 
ner of affairs with themſelves in each Kingdom; in which deſign, as my Brother and 
Lycius were principal inſtruments, ſo would they probably receive moſt benefit by 
the enterprize, as perſons that were much more eminent then any of. the reſt. of the 
Nobility , the one commanding our Army, as the other ruled the Countrey; all 
others in a manner being out of the Kingdom, or bred. up at the Court: Not 
to hold you much longer in expeRation of my diſcourſes, as this agreement was 
quickly (though privately) made, ſo was an Army under the actuall conduct of 
ſſembling Lycius ſoon brought into Lydia, to the wonderful amazement of the 
King and all his party; inſomuch as being thus ſurprized of a ſudden .contrary to 
his thoughts, and finding many traytors of the Myſſian Faction about his perſon, he 
was conſtrained. preſently to aſſemble together mn great Councel , which ſince hath 
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been ſo fatal to him and his Family, as your ſelf can better apprehend then I: But 
now to the concluſion, that I may ſay hath chiefly octaſioned this tedious diſcourſe 
doubting the information will fearce counter vail the expectations, when as hitherunto 
it hath been racher governed by the im perfection of a young womans fancy , then 
any way ſatisfactory to a knowing judgement ſuch as yours is : Here again Melia. 
der would have interrupted her by ſome new complements : but Peyela perceiving his 
meaning told im, t hat as ſhe had but a very few words more towards the finiſhing 
of her purpoſe, ſo muſt ſhe earneſtly defire his patience until that ſhould be ended, in 
that ſhe feared, the like conveniency would not be again afforded to them both, 
reaſon of ber own privacy from the converſation of all thoſe of the Royal Parties 
Intereſt. ws has" K SY eds 7 
By theſe relations, ſaid ſhe; that I have made unto you (in which 1 have been the 
more large, in regard no circumſtance might be omitted tending to my purpole) you: 
may fee, how my Brother Argylius came involved by degrees in his difloyalties to- 
wards his Prince; firſt by his education, next by accident, and laſtly by the perſwafion, 
or rather threatnings of ſpleenitive and inſolent Lycius: Tis true, I cannot deny, 
but his own nature is ſufficiently addicted to covetouſneſs and ambition, which per. 
haps keep ſtill his diſpoſition, incumbred with thoſe thoughts and appetites , not 
poſſible as I fear to be bridled and reformed ; without ſome aſſurances of his 
continuall governing of the Myſſian Nation: For who hath once taſted the ſweer 
of Sovereignty, although but in imagination onely , can ſcarce be brought agen 
within the compaſs of any manner of obedience, or ſubjeAtibn to higher power, 
however grounded upon never ſo juſt a title; which is the reaſon that both himſelf 
and Lycias, have oppoſed the Kings coming into the Countrey at preſent, by all 
the intereſt they could make, rendring their perſons utter enemies to all his glory 
and proſperity underhand, notwithſtanding in'words and outward complements, they 
ſeem to comply with the reſt of the people; ſo that unleſs out young King Aretha. 
ſius, would be content to marry with the Daughter of Argylius (though the myſte- 
ry be not yet revealed, which they believe would give them both an aſſurance and 
perpetuity in command) he will finde from their particulars alwayes , nothing but 
Treaſons inftead of ſervices : As I have been thus free with your particular, in de. 
claring theſe ſecrets, however they may ſeem ſomething againſt my own intereſt, it 
being almoſt a miraculous vertue in theſe dayes to prefer loyalty before profit; ſo muſt 
I conjure you by all the ties of honour and religion, that my name may not any way be 
uſed in the diſcovery ; nevertheleſs you may make what uſe you pleaſe of that I have 
declared: and for the better truth and confirmation of what I have related, you muſt 
know I have this certainty from the converſation I enjoy amonęſt the women in the 
houſe and family of Argyiizs; neither as I ſuppoſe, will it be long before you are. 
made acquainted with this motion by other means: In the interim take heed left J- 
cius betray not the Army under his command to the Lydian power; ſince money mill 
make him ſell, not onely the perſon, and bonour of the King, but the very worſtip of 
the Gods to any enemy whatſoever : if what I have dUlivered cannot contribute to my 
Brothers benefit, at leaſtwiſe, I wiſh it may to the Kings ſafety , for deſigns being 
known, are eaſier made uſe of for prevention, onely without offence (for ſuſpition 
J hope you have none, ſince you perceive my duty is above my blood) give me leave to 
ſay for Argylius; that I have often heard him proteſt, as his heart never went along 
with the Kings ſuppreſſion, ſo had he no other intentions in his thoughts at firſt, then 
to have the Gods worſhipped, according to the M) ian manner in both Kingdoms; 
however I cannot — oe lately his imaginations and deſigns, ha ve been buried from 
the knowledge of his beſt and neareſt friends, which in the future, I hope the heavens 
will reveal for the good and proſperity of Arethuſius: If theſe apologies may ſerve 
any way to leſſen I ſay, my Brothers crimes, 1 ſhall be glad, if not, I am confident 
notwithſtanding of my own duty, both to my houſe, and towards my Prince, in 
which two particulars the integrity of my Religion, can ſufficiently bear witneſs to 
the world: With theſe words accompanied by pauſes, ſighs, and tears, ſhe finiſhed 
totally her diſcourſe, leaving Meliander in ſome perplexity what to reply; ſince * 
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of one ſide he could not but a little doubt, left ſhe had borrowed a great deal of 
diſſimulation, to colour a hidden ambition toward her own preferment, either in 
marriage or otherwiſe, not thinking ſuch a vertue could proceed from foilla mixture 
of kindred , ſo on the other part conlidering , the ſweet innocency of her counte- 
nance, with the multitude of tears ſhe had ſhed during ber relations; joyned with all 
the circumſtances belonging to her Fathers oppreſſions, and her own education, 
coming into Ayſſia onely to claim her right of inheritance, or at the fartheſt to 
obtain a competent ſubſiſtance from her Eftate, at laſt tefolved to make her this

Madam ſaid he, the Gods defend me from ſuch an impiety, as any. way to ſuſpect 
{o abſolute a beauty as you poſſeſs, joyned with ſo wgh appearing vertue;; that if it 
were in the election of Prince Arethaſius to make freely , and without partiality his 
own choice, I do not ſee here the heayens could grant him a greater bappineſs, 
then by caſting his whole and entire aſſection upon your admired perſod 4 But if the 
Gods have determined otherwiſc of your purpoſes, as you have already been pleaſed 
co intimate by your diſcourſe, what can be more for his advantage and honour, then 
ro marry the daughter of A4rgy/ias ? ſuppoſing ſhe wants not any perfections befit- 
ting her years, birth, and breeding, ſince by that conjunction, her Fathers ambition 
will not onely be fully ſatisfied , and the aſſurance of his preſent Government the 
better eſtabliſhed to his contentment, but a general reconciliation of all appearing 
differences, will undoubtedly follow, to the perpetual proſperity of this yet unfortu- 
nate Kingdom; by reaſon of choſe unnatural miſtruſts eogender'd between the King, 
Noblemen, and People; beſides a terrible and threatning Army ready to deftroy all 
our remaining fortunes and liberty: ſo that your reſolation continuing as I ſay in 
this poſture, having abſolutely placed your thoughts in a higher region, and by that 
diverſion you are content to caſt this lot of conjunction upon your Neece, Arethuſius 
our now King muſt finde out ſome other way, to diſcharge the ſcore of his obligati- 
ons towards your ſelf, whoſe misfortunes I hope ſhall never take from him the ver- 
tues of his minde, beſtowed upon him both by nature and education. Sir ſaid ſhe, 
(cutting bim off in the half of his profeſſions) as in civility I cannot but thank you 
for theſe expreſſions (which, whether onely complements or no, I hold my ſelf tyed 
to acknowledge) ſo of the other ſide, I do deſire you to believe, that a higher duty 
hath poſſeſſed my ſoul for theſe diſcoveries, then any way my own particular ends do 
aim at, being the preſervation of the Kings perſon; however if my Neece can obtain 
the honour coveted , and our poor Countrey by that means be preſerved from ruine, 
asI ſhall not envy the ones happineſs , ſo ſhall I intirely rejoyce for the others for- 
runes. Meliander more and more admiring oje/a's vertues and goodneſs, taking ber 
white hand in his, he ſealed with his lips a ſeeming confirmation of her opinion and 
defire , uſing withal theſe words in the ceremony: Lady ſaid he, as upon this pure 
Altar, I witneſs both your worth and my own ſacrifice, ſo do I vow never willingly to 
attend any of the occaſions of Prince Arethuſius, without continually putting him 
—— , Of thoſe high obligatious he owes to your ſupream goodneſs and af. 
ion. | 
Much time more was not ſpent in communication, between the Lady 7oye/a and 
Meliander, before he took his leave, and went preſently to the Boat, which being un- 
looſed from the Bank fide, quickly conveyed him over the River towards the place of 
his abode : In the interim many ſeveral thoughts imployed his minde : Some while 
he imagined, that eyela notwithſtanding her fair ſhews and pretences, might yet dil- 
lemble in her intentions, being carried with ſome ſecret paſſions of love to the young 
Prince, or be tranſported by the natural ambition of her Brother Argylius, to ſec 
on work ſome pernicious deſign in his behalf tending to that purpoſe: But when he 
conſidered the innocency of her looks, with the multitude of tears the had ſhed 
inthe diſcourſe, beſides the circumſtances of her life and intereſt, which ſhe had ſo 
particularly related unto him, he eſteemed it an impoſſibility, ſhe ſhould. falſifie in 
that manner, and in thoſe reflections began to conſider, whether or no it might not be 
an advantage to the preſent affairs of the King, either to contract a marriage _ 
Argylius 
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Argylia, Daughter, who wanted nothing in birth or breedingworthy of ſuch a con- 
— ms the leaſt to feign ſurh a willingneſs in him, until his eſtabliſhment in 
rhe Kingdom of Ania, were better grounded, both to his perſon and poſterity: 
With 2 ſealed; or endeavoured io per ſwade his reſolution, whilſt he 
could ſinde a fit opportunity to communicate hit thoughts to the Prince his Maſter 
which within a very few dayes ſpace he found a conveniency to do. : 
Nevertheleſs the King, after he had with a kinde of attentive patience, heard out 
the full period of all that aiumer had a minde to ſay, he lifted up his eyes to Hea- 
ven, with theſe words in his mouth: Is it poſſible ſaid he, that any vertue or honour 
can remain in that trayterous family? No, no AMieliander, theſe feeming compliances 
are nothing bud running baits guided over with deadly poiſon, the more eaſily to bes 
tray my yduth and innocency,” however i am-confident enough that Argylius ambi- 
tion, maꝝ carry him high enough in his imaginations, whereby to think that his un- 
worthy daugiter,is a match fit tor: the uofortunate Son of ſlaughtered Euac bur bo 
2 muſt ſtand in need of his aſſiſtance, to renew that quarrel, now almoſt 
laid aſleep by the inſenſibility of all other Princes and Monarchs of the leſſer Aja: 
But O you Gods defend {aid he, my yet unblemiſht honour and courage, from giving 
ear to theſe euchantments, either of ſenſuality or falſhood;whereby I may keep my ſelf 
ſill a Prince, .meriting at leaſtwiſe a noblepirty from my equal though I'dyeprofe. 
cuted by my inferiours, hoping that my ſpightſul fates, ſhall never be able ſo fur to 
prevail with the Heavens, as to debar me of a monument worthy the memory of a 
King, however fortune never ſmiled upon my proſperity: neither ſhall a traytors 
Daughter be ever ſaid, to be the companion of my diſaſters or vertues, though Ire- 
turn to new baniſnments; which death can finiſſi when the Gods pleaſe, notwith. 
ſtanding hat power or malice ſoever. * | 
Meliauder perceiving the Prince (as he thought) to be tranſported with the 
ſpleenitive ſuſpicion, he had contracted in bis imagination, againſt the paſt proceed- 
ings of Argylins, which made him in a manner loath alf gorreſpondency with his 
affairs, much leſs any inclination to become his Son- in law, notwithſtanding any 
terms of conveniency or benefit could be offered to his preſent condition, his courage 
being as I may ſay, much greater than his concernment, ſince the value of a Crown, 
could not weigh down in his opinion, the onely denomination of vertue and honour, 
humbly beſought him, that however his youthful paſſions, could not be for the pre. 
ſent, abſolutely converted, into a real belief of the Ladies integrity; at leaſtwiſe be 
would be pleaſed in ſome ſort for charities ſake, to ſuſpend his judgement towards 
Virgin Lady, until ſome more trials could be had concerning the truth of her infor- 
mations : This as he ſaid was not long to beconcealed, either in the fortune, or pro- 
ceeding of the War, no more then what belonged to the intended marrh of the 
Daughter of Argylius, which no doubt would afford him a double benefit; the one 
in more fully diſcovering his enemies intentions, and laying open thereby Argylius in- 
tollerable ambition to the reſt of the Nobility; the other in letting the world pet- 
ceive by plain demonſtration, how a few perſons for their own ends and covetoul- 
neſs, had appetites if not deſigns to betray the Army; and by conſequence the 
whole Countrey to the Lydian power and juriſdiction , whilſt himſelf nor one of his 
party, could be admitted to any imployment or command amongſt the Souldiets: 
Wherefore he deſired him to bury all his thoughts and ſuſpicions from the eyes of 
vulgar knowledge, ſince it would be a great deal better for the pꝛople to finde their 
own errours, by the loſs, then by;his information; which perhaps elſe they would in- 
rerpret but as a prophetical ſpight in him, before the iſſue was determined either by 
action or probability; and to this purpoſe if he pleaſed, he might retire to ſome 
place convenient for the recreation of hunting, there to ſpend his time free from any 
danger of plots, or the leaſt ſuſpicion of jealonſie, either concerning his own perſon, 
or the contrivements of his followers. 
As at laſt Arethuſius became entirely perſwaded by Melianders councel, ſo the con- 
veniency of the allidonian Forreſt (ſome diſtance from the City of Lampſacut) in- 
vited both the Princes courage and endeavours, to put in execution ſuch a reſolution, 
accom- 
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accompanied onely by Meli ander and ſome few of his moſt truſty ſervants, where 
they intended not onely to ſport themſel res for a ſeaſon , but alſo further to conſult 
as there ſhould be occaſion: The Forreſt was divided equally between Mountains and 
Plains, however in many places over · ſnadowed with mighty trees of ſuch an incre. 
dible height, that they ſeemed proudly to threaten the lofry beavens in ambition ; 
whilſt the inhabitants of thoſe Woods, gere a certain kinde of wilde Cattle reſem- 
bling white Bulls, their manes heing long and curled like Lions of the greateſt ſize, 
and cheir roarings not much differing from ſuch creatures, when moſt fierce and enra- 
ged after their prey : Many dayes Arethuſus the Prince had not ſpent in theſe recrea- 
tions, having oftentimes in the interim, ſhewed both his courage and dexterity in the 
purſuit, when one afternoon being ſomething tired, either with the fulneſs of his plea- 
ſure,or by the troubleſomneſs of his thoughts, he remained ſome ſpace behinde all the 
company; inſomuch as at laſt being altogether out of ſight, and a little entangled in 
his paſſage, with the rude and thick buſhes, he was put to no ſmall conſideration, how 
to redeem himſelf from that impriſonment; at leaſtwiſe without inconveniency, to 
come again before night to the place of his abode: but the more he ſtrived by divers 
careful turnings, to winde his horſes ſteps in thoſe thickets, towards the right way, he 
procured thereby more and more his own confuſion; until at laſt being ina little de- 
ſpair, by reaſon the Sun as he perceived was almoſt ſer (however he had recovered 
ſomething an even and large path for his better ſatisfaction) he might behold a cer- 
tain image coming againſt him, reſembling a man; Upon his nearer approach he very 
well ſaw, that nothing covered his naked body, but a Panthers skin, cut rudely into 
the faſhion of a ſhort coat, the onely defence he had, whereby to reſiſt either heat or 
cold: The eyes in the head of. this ſeeming Monſter, ſtared with ſuch appearing ter- 

rour, that if the Princes courage had not been much greater than his apprehenſion, 
he would n have fled from ſo horrid a ſpectacle: When he came at ſo conve- 
nient a diſtance, that his words might . as he thonght by this appearing ſpi- 
rit, Arethuſius with confidence enough demgnded whom he was, whoſe diſaſters or 
| fates had driven as he ſaid, to ſuch a miſerable condition, that it was a queſtion , whe- 
ther he was ta he accounted amongſt the living ox the dead, ſince however his 
motion ſeemed ta make him of one opinion, yet his aſpeR in a manner confirmed his 
thoughts towards another? e ie bak him alone in thoſe deſerts, where no-

thing as he believed inhabited, Beaſts and infernal Ghoſts: Scarce had Are- 
thuſitus made an end of aer thus much, when the Savage creature without other 
circumſtances, begag to laugh ſo loud, that the Woods appeared to tremble with the 
outrageouſneſs of the noiſe, until at laſt he bellowed out theſe ſtrange predictions to 
his apprehenſion, though in the interim he winked with both his eyes, as if he feared 
what himſelf intended to utter. | |

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much celerity, that he could not poſſible be eſteemed of humane generation; but ra- 


ther produced from ſome infernal conjunction: It cannot be doubted but this unex. 


cted encounter, accompanied by ſuch paſſages in that deſert habitation, when alſo 
the chearful light of the heavens became ſomething obſcured , by the natural deſcent 
of the Sun, could not chuſe but move a young mans thoughts to many apprehenſi- 
ons of fear and terrour; which kept Arer M/s a long time as it were frozen ina 
ſtupid amazement, until at the length having a little better recollected his ſpirits, con- 
ſidering the neceſſity of his preſent condition, being altogether loſt in the Foreſt by 
his company, he began again to put himſelf into a new poſture of travel, to try whe.

vpon my thoughts more then a ſufficiene —— to treat you with all thoſe cur- 
teſies and civilities, that either this ha hitation ſhall afford, or my cn nature and edu- 
cation can perform: And with theſe words conducted him to the upper end of the 
room, vhilſt in the interim the King made both glad of hir accommodation, and con- 
fident of his friendſhip, by reaſon of theſe free expreſſions, quickly returned him this 
anſwer: As the tryals of noble diſpoſitions are moſt apparent, when demonſtrated 
in ſtraits and neceſſities; ſo of the other ſide can Ino way doubt, but that Prince 
you are plegſed co mention, though hitherunto ſomething unfortunate, either in the 
power or ¶MPity of his ſuppoſed friends, will not prove at all ungrateful for my 
entertainment, much leſs for his own obligations, if his fates hereafter any 


way become propitious to his purpoſes: A few other complements onely paſſing be- 
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tween them, they both ſate down together in a large chair, ſpending the time in the 
interim, with many ſeveral diſcourſes of divers natures, which increaſed more and 
more the opinion, the old Nobleman had conceived of his new gueſt ; whilſt at la 
a ſupper was ſerved upon the table, though plentiful enough to content the family, 
yet taſted ſomething of the want of curioſities in the Aiyſſtan Countrey, which pre. 
tended rather to groſsneſs in diet, then neatneſs of accommodation; however the 
Wine was excellent, as the Sweet-meats abounding; by which circumſtances the King 
might gather, that his entertainer was of the beſt quality of his Nation, though his 
own baſhfulneſs as yet forbore all enquiries to that effect, imagining before his depar. 
ture, he ſhould not want a convenient ſeaſon to that purpoſe : When they had ſup. 
ped, accompanied by ſome women of the family, who preſently again retired after

Truly Sir replied the Steward, although I could wiſh you now ſome reſt, in te 
gard of your troubleſome and weary journey, the night being far ſpent, and ay 
ſtory perhaps may not much ſuit with your concernments, yet in regard you ſeem 
pleaſed to impoſe the injunction upon me at preſent, knowing that my Lord and Ms. 
ſer intends really your ſatisfaction, in all things within this poor Dominion, as a fer- 
ſon that hath ſo nears relation to the King, 1 ſhall moſt willingly apply my ſelf tothe 
fulfilling of your commands in this particular, as in any other thing may affordyou 
content.

Io this purpoſe then be pleaſed to know ſaid he, that my old Lord and moſt boun 
tiful Maſter by birth, claimed the firſt titleinbonour, of this ancient, though now 
unfortunate Kingdom of Myſia; and the Nobility for the moſt part being incl- 
nable in their natures, to ſeek breeding or ſubſiſtance in forreign regions, rather then 
do be fed with the productions of their own barren Countrey , which I may ſay hath 
brought forth in all times, rather troubles and want of fidelity to their Kings, then 
ſatisfaction to themſelves, until at laſt new opinions concerning the Worſhip of the 
Gods, that thwarted the obedience formerly given to the Temple of Delphos, ſeem- 
ed to afford ſufficient imployment to the thoughts and mindes of all ſorts of people; 
not onely with violence contending one ogaioft another, but ſometimes. even 
driving out their Kings and Queens from the peaceable Government of their 
own Rights and Dominions, made him a traveller; however Suarc bus Father by 
his much "wiſdom though more policy, made a ſhift during his reign (eſpecially 
in the latter part thereof) to keep all things in quiet poſtures ; prerending that 
elſe his ſucceffion'to the rich Kingdome of Lydia would be obſtructed , as well 
to his loſs ns their detrement , which maintained us in peace as I faid , until Eu- 
archus our late King came to the Crown of both Dominions : In the inte- 
rim as I told you at the firſt, my Lord being induced by the cuſtome of the 
Countrey , and his own generous nature co travel , according to the r of the 
Nobility in the general, whether by chance or deſign proſecuting of his Mention, be 


arrivedat the great and famous City of Delphos; where either taken with the aur 
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ind gloties of the Temple, or abſolutely convinced as he thought in his former er- 
roars, trot onely in minde ſeemed to quit his opinions, but openly profeſſed to the 

Id bis change of Religion, as well for that he found his Countreymen became re- 

lious in holding the e as that the appearing faith and practice of Delpbos, 
bad onely continued conſtant during many ages without diſobedience to their ſupe- 
fours and governouts, which perhaps kept him longer abroad then he determined: 
But at laſt Fencing S uarrhus Father tiad ſettled a quiet felicity in the Kingdom of 
Myſf, contrary to all mens expectations, both with the peoples actions and their 
conſciences, and that he had altogether ſuppreſſed the factions apainlt bimſelf and 
Government, he ventared once more to ſee his own patrimony , notwithſtanding he 
had been offered very fair preferments abroad, as well in the Wars of other Princes, 


s concerning imployments belonging to Religion and. Learning: With theſe hopes 


as I ſay of a peaceable eontinuance; within a year or thefe about after his reſolution, 
becamero the City of Lampſacus, where yet he hath a dwelling anſwerable to his de- 
gree, if any quality whatſoever, could keep him from the miſerable oppreſſion of 
che times, where he intended for the moſt part to remain, contenting himſelf, that he 
had not'ohely as he thought made choice of the beſt Worſhip of the Gods; free from 
faction and the leaſt ſeeming diſloyalty to his Prince, but had alſo furniſhed both his 
eyes and knowledge, with the greateſt curioſities in nature or arts, that the world could 


produce : In this poſturæ you muſt know , he ſoon took a Wife equal unto him both 


in birth and fortunes; many years they lived together moſt happily, as well for that 
they agreed in all religious duties, as the Gods beſtowed upon their chaſte endeavours 
a plentiful iſſue, ſome of 'which you ſaw this night at ſupper; the reſt being either 
dead or diſperſed through the world, according to the diverſity of their ſeveral fares ; 
though my Lady in the interim, was taken into the heavens, for her-own-goodneſs 
ind unexampled charity uſed amongſt people, _ her life here in this earthly ba- 
bitatign : Whilſt the Steward was continding this diſcourſe ; the ſervant formerly 
mentioned came again into the Chamber; inlomuch as being warned by the offi- 
cers direction another time to depart, be inſtantly retired ; leaving them to their 
private communication, which returned the diſcreet Gentleman to this new proſecu-

, that however ty Lord being a moſt ſolitary Widower in 


regard of his dear loſs, yet did he live with ſplendor enough in his Countrey; ſome- 


times at Lampſac us and other houſes belonging to himſelf and family; other whiles 
again he took a pleaſure to retire both his perſon and thoughts, within the compaſs 
of theſe melancholly Woods, either for the benefit of contemplation , or the ber- 
ter to refrefh his ſpirits in this Forreſt of Caledonia, who is by birth and inberi- 
tance the chief Ranger thereof under the King, until the Father of Exarchw dy- 
ing, the Son came into the Kingdom of Myſſia to be Crowned: So that my 
Maſter with the reſt of the Nobility of the Countrey entertaining him, according to 
the dignity of thoſe ceremonies then uſed, himſelf was created by his Royal - 
rogarive , into ſome of the higheſt and moſt emiffent Titles of Honour, as being a 
perſon belike noted of principal fidelity to his Prince, whereas many others ſeemed to 


contradict his proceedings, in divers matters that belonged to his future command 


and juriſdiction: Whether this ſpecial favour or no procuted my Lord more eavy 


I will not ſay? but ſoit was, Exarchus dur King ſoon again returning into Lydia, 


it happened not long after his departure, that many of the Prieſts: of our Nation, 
with ſome of the diſcontented Nobility, began 1 not onely of 
their ambition, but their ſpight, demonſtrated as well by their actions as their diſ- 
courſes: The firſt pretenc@ of their diſlike was , that their King neither at the pre- 
ſent remained in che Countrey, or intended to live amongft them ever after, which 
as they ſaid in time would impoveriſn the whole generality, without the leaſt hope of 
advancing either their eſteems, or continuing their fortunes; in chat bis Deputies did 
hothing elſe but ſell Juſtice to the People, and diſhonour the Nobility, whereby the 
better to be able to procure favour from the Lydian Court, uhich at that diſtance one- 
ly endeavoured to command every perſons ations, of * degree or fidelity —_ z, 
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The next ſubject of their complaints ſeemed to be, that therites belonging to the 
Worſhip of the Gods, for the moſt part was deſtroyed, by introducing of che new 
cuſtoms of Lydia in their common ſacrifices, with eſtabliſhing of the power and ju. 
riſdiction of the Flemins, over both the. perſons and priviledges. of the Subjects of 
the Nation : From theſe diſcourſes onely atthetirft, they came at laſt to * 
ſomuch as within a ſhort time, ſmall e ſparkles of diſtaſte, produced huge 
flames of diſcontent and rebellion , until in the end our Countreymen (as I may 
bewicched with the perſwafion of the now General Zjciw) not onely combi 
wich ſome fa ctious ſpirics inthe Kingdom of Eydis it ſelf, but led an Army into thoſe 
parts under his command (moſt of the Nobility in the interim marching in ſome of 
| his Troops) not alone to compel the King violently to condeſcend, to what canditi. 
ons ſoever they ſhould ask , but withal to force him preſeatly to call together the 
t Senate, whereby as it was then pretended, the better ta ſettle and compoſe dif- 
rences between him and his Subjects, by which power it is well known to the world, 
he hath been ſince deſtroyed ; accompanied by all his poſtericy,, if. it doth not pleaſe 
the Gods, again to reſtore them to their ancient right and titles: Upon this ſubje&7 
might longer dilate, if the time of the night did not ſamething prohibit my endes 
vouts, although petha ps ſufficiently known to you already: But if yon pleaſe, | 
ſhall onely finich briefly the relation: of what concerns this Noble Family : to which 
purpoſe our now Lord, finding in the general, multitudes of rebellions began daily 
to inerea ſe, as well here, as in other parts of the Kings Dominions, as alſo in parti 
ticular, that his own Religion was proclaimed, to be moſt hateful to that new Go. 
vernment, which ſome Prieſts every where intended to form , and ſet upthroughthe 
circumfetences of both Netions ( ſeemingly now united in the ſame intention) ſend 
ing his eldeſt Son with a few other of his Children abroad, for the better ſecurity of 
their perſons intended himſelf to be expoſed to the worſt dangers could fall hon 
him, eit her for his manner. of Worſhipping the Gods, or in the Loyalty be had con- 
ſevedinwerilyto his Prince: But whilſt my Maſter was conſidering the beſt gay, 
ho to put theſe worthy deſigns in execution, for the good of the King Euarchu, 
bimſelf being perſwaded, his perſonal preſence might either ſomething allay _ 
of the people, or at leaſtwiſe win many of the Nobility to his party, came fadden 
to Lampſac us, hoping as he ſaid by that expedition, to render them ſatisfied in „5 
fection: But the furies again (not being contented with thoſe former differences aud 
paſt di ſcords of the Nation) cauſed many factious ſpirits to create new diſorders, 
amongſt the people of rhis Kingdom; inſomuch as preſently confuſions of all ſorts 
lem abroad througli the Territories of our Prince; the Temples. were aſſaulted, the 
Worſhip of the Gods depraved, and every diſſolute perſon left to his own will to act 
what he pleaſed, either according to his ſenſual inclination, or his fantaſtical concepti- 
om: Oyou Gods, with what a trembling reluctancy were theſe proceedings, en- 
ter tained by all ſorts of diſpoſitione, that had not abſolutely fold themſel ves to wick. 
edneſs and deſt ructianꝰ This I muſt 77 many, if not moſt of the Kings 
friends, who ſeemed to exclaim againſt theſe tranſactions and ingratitude, to be pro- 
ceeded withal as enemies to the State: So that a Nobleman of greateſt birth and au- 
thority in the Countrey:, was publickly ſacrificed as a hainous offender , onely for 
ſpeaking ſome few words in the Kings defence; others again for their appeari 
good willconcerning his rights and incereſt, were violently deprived of all their la 
and fubſiſtance :: To be ſhott my Maſter amongſt the reſt (whoſe religion and opini- 
ons belonging to the real Worſhip of the Gods, being a crime eſteemed of the 
highelt nature) was conſtrained to baniſh himſelf into this ſolitary deſert , to avoid 
the better the diſtemper of the times; where he hath lived ever ſince with ſome ſecu- 
tity, notwithſtanding he hath been oſten threatned for his fidelity: So that he not 
being able to perforta thoſe ſervices he deſireth, here he intends to remain, until he 
ſhall ſee either a change of affairs, or an expirstion of his own life ; contenting bis 
thoughts, with the onely neighbourhood of ſome few of his poor tenants, who now 
and (as far as they dare for fear of the anger of the factious Prieſts) aſſiſt him 


with thoſe ordinary duties, belonging to the tenure of their ſeveral Farms; the —

Aret buſius after he had thanked the Steward for his relation, he let him know, that 
the King had no ſuch ill opinion of thoſe: perſons, that profeſſed the ſame Worſtip 
of the Gods with his henoured Lord and Maſter, although he was forced for the pre- 
ſcat to comply in that particular, with many things eiſe with choſe, as he knew nei. 
ther loved him nor his cauſe; however be did not remember, as he ſaid that the King 
had ever yielded to the publiſbing of any ſuch decree: Some other diſcourſes pa 
between them of ſeveral natures, until the Candles waxing ſuort, the Offider found 
it high tims to recommend Arethufixs to His neceſſary reſt; wherefore calling in the 
ſeryant (who had attended all that while in the next room) with ſome few comple- 
ments took his leave, promiſing in the morning to be more ſerviceebleto-his defires,in 
what things he ſhould be pleaſed farthet ta command. TL Ld 
tince Arethufns however he had had a ſubject given him for conſideration; with 
. thoſe other adventures he had paſſed the day before; yet wrariſomeneſs joyned with 
bis youth, made him take his repoſe during the night ſeaſon, without many — 
tions either of minde or body; in whih ꝓoſture he continued until the early fan 
the next morning ſaluted his Chamber: window, and being awake he called to remeni- 
brance, where be had left his Horſe the evening before, chat a8 it ſhould ſeem till 
then, had been buried in the confuſion both of his thoughts and entertainments: The 
ſudden apprehenſion of this omiſſion cauſed him preſently to riſe, and by chance 
fiading one of the feryants of the houſe in the Hall, he deſired him to fend ſome of 
the ordinary people of the Family in ſearch of his Steed, which the night before, as 
he ſaid, he had left eyed to an old ſhrub in the Woods belonging to the Forreſt : The 
man promiſing him to be diligent in bis purſuit , — returned again into his 
Chamber; intending there to remain, until the morning ſhould be yet further ſpent, 
conceiying it ſome kinde of diſcourteſie, any way to diſquiet the repoſe of the anci- 
ent Lord before his accuſtomed hour: But whilſt his thoughts were in a manner ſet- 
tled, to the conſideration of many things belonging to his own affairr, and more e 
Ipecially reflecting upon the ſtrange ſight he bad ſeen before in the woods, the Noble- 
man himſelf not unmindeful (according to his cuſtom) to prevent the Suns riſing in 
his timely devotions, hearing that Arethuſius had been already out of his Lodging, 
came with courteous language,and a ſmiling countenance to his Chamber door, where 
. knocking with a key he had in his hand, he not only gave him a kind and friend- 
iy good morrow, but within a while after asked him, whether his inclination were 
lo given to walking or recreation, that he would accompany him two or three turns 
in his Garden, which perhaps might bring them either profit or delight”; fince how- 
ever he ſhould not finde pleaſure enough therein to pleaſe his eye, wanting thoſe 
ftately curioſities belonging to other magnificent habitations; yet he doubted not, but 
that the air was ſo pure and ſearching, that it would mend their ſtomacks, towards 
the ſlender entertainment was to be expected in the Parlour at their dinner: Are ibu. 
— not be diſpleaſed at any divertiſement, that took up time, for that his horſe 
ing yet miſſing, he could not think of his departure, and therefore was the wil- 
linger to accept of the occaſion, that might (almoſt upon what terms ſoever) procure 
a protraction. I, | PRI 8 
The Gardens themſelves were cut out of the main Rock, into many deſcents one 
above the other, for that nature had not afforded a ſufficient quantity of grouud, (as 
ie 
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it ſhould cem) whereby to make any conſiderable plain for that purpoſe, which hw: 
ever; although it appeared for that reaſon, not much pleaſing and delightful to the 
eye, yet it gale a; certain commodity to the expectation, whereby to ſeek nen vari- 
eties vpom cvery winding and turning, as they by degrees mounted the ſteps; and 
that whicli gave the greateſt beauty to the place was, many runlets of water diſtilling 
from the or rather between them, being all received in one ſmall Ciftern , and 
ſo conveighed in a plentifut tneaſure ip divers parts ff ' thoſe folitary walks; as it were 
onely to cteate Fountains of ſeveral forts, though rude arid unpoliſhed in the work- 
manſhin; beſides trees here and there placed in knots aud groves without order, 
that made the Garden in the whole, ſeem to be a kinde of a ſittle though arcificiall 
Forreſt, ordained for the recreation of ſome Goddeſs, in her private retirements 
and contemplation: At the upper end of all the walks, near the top of the Hill, 
was a flat piece f 'grodnd: of a reaſonable capacity to Exerciſe ſports of ſundry 
kindes, finely turfed with the fruitfulleſt ſoyl of the Forreſt, the hue appearing both 
green and flouriſhing ; which'thewed that ordinary feet were not accuſtomed to 
wample(wlienthey pleaſed)upon the verdufe of that natura! Carpet, however at 
the extremity thereof was raiſed a Bank, or rather a Taras of four foot in height, 
ſupportediby a low wall, compoſed of flint and brick together, and deſigned into ſe. 
veral works: aecording to the pleaſure, and unskilful fancy of thoſe workmen , thac 
either acted: in part, or contrived the building, beſides at each end thereof 
erected i ſmall Banqueting houſe, covered with blew Slait,-cut into the form of Teal: 
lop ſhells : In the middle there. was another Arbour, chongh differing in ſhape, yet 
much more cititt to the view, appearing (as indeed it was) ſome Oratory br Temple 
belonging to the Gods particular Worſhip: To the firſt of theſe Banqueting . bos. 
ſes (being neareſt thoſe ſtairs they afcended): Arethuſius the unknown King, was 
ſoon invited by the old Lord, who wich chat key he carried in his hand opened the 
door, when preſently was diſcovered to his ſigbt, many Bowes and Arrows, with 
other Engines belonging to — and a Forreſters life, which weapons he told the 
Prince in bis youth, he had made uſe of wit more then ordinary paſſion , but now 
his years would not give him leave ſo frequently to enjoy that commodity, and there 
fore was content onely, to keep the Monuments of his actise delights, inſtead of 
any longer putting them in much practice: from this place they went to the link 
Chappel, in which there ſtood an Altar furniſhed with many ſmall ſtatues of ſeveral) 
Gods and Goddeſſes: After that Arethuſius bad ſufficiently viewed thoſe curioſities, 
(for curioſities they might be very well called by his apprehenſion, ſince the uſe of 
Images had been a long time ago prohibited in all the Temples of the Lydia 
Government) he gras told by Auguiſius, (the Lord being ſo called) that this was the 
private Oratory., whereunto he daily reſorted to perform his ordinary devotions, 
the pictures being a means to retain his minde attentive in his holy exerciſe, which a- 
om was uſed in the Temple of Delphos. 
eAretbuſius being ſomething taken with cheſe obſervations, to which bimſelt from 
his very infancy-had never been brought up, and ſcarce heard of the practice before 
his journey into the Kingdom of Syria, began a little to queſtion with the Lord con- 
cerning his opinions in Religion, differing ſo much as he ſaid from the Myſien 
Rites; and more principally, for that he ſeemed to adore thoſe ſtatues as Gods, at 
leaſtwiſe ſo pretended by many Prieſts of the Nation: At this demand of the young 
Prince, Aug uiſius ſeemed to ſmile, believing that his information came either from 
ignorance or malice, and within a ſhort while afcer made him this anfwer ; As theſe 
allegations and objections, ſaid he, are not the firſt deluſions, with which the «crafty 
and'diſſembling Prieſts of our Countrey, have couzened the thoughts and apprehen- 
| fion of the common people, whereby the better to work their own ends upon them, 
for their greater advantage, which hath partly outed the King from all his privi- 
ledges and Juriſdiction, ſo of the other (ide, give me leave to ſay, (as I told you at 
the firſt) that we uſe Images onely but to keep in our mindes and thoughts more at- 
tentiye, and better fixed to our devotions, ſince the repreſentation of perſons. and 
actions by figures and ſimilitudes, cannot but recollect our memories to thoſe "—_— 
| they 
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they did in their lives, withall to ſhew, what they were in goodneſs and ſanctity, and 
ſo by conſequence will be a means to enflame the more our deſires, not onely to their 
— — but to their imitation; the one pious concerning the Gods honour, the 
bother profitable towards our own happineſs: However replied the Prince, this may 
be che intention of moſt, yet methinks the beſt attentiveneſs ſhould be a certain 
ſtrong inward apprehenſion, when as diverſity of repreſentations, do but inſtead of 
recollection, diſtract and perturbate the minde to ſeveral fancies, that carry people 
oftentimes from the very matter they intend, whereby to conſider onely the cir- 
cumſtances, which perhaps are moſt delightfal to nature, and better agreeing with 
humane appetices : As for example, if we deſire to conſider any thing deeply, we 
uſe to ſhut our eyes, for fear of beholding over many objects, that might be an oc- 
caſion to unfix our thoughts from off the ſubje& aimed at: *Tis true, ſaid the Lord, 
{ muſt confeſs if once we had arrived to that period of ſanctity, that we needed no 
helps to our frailty, we ſhould perhaps enjoy ſuch a forceable apprehenſion inwardly, 
that might be attentive enough in matters of devotion, meerly by fixing our 
s upon the principal object; but as every perſon is not ſo recollected in ſpi- 
rit, but muſt be led chereunto by degrees and ordinary means, until a perfection be 
attained, ſo it is convenient, if not neceſſary to prevent diſtractions before they 
come, to ſet before our eyes ſomething that may preſent unto our mindes , thoſe ex- 
amples we deſire and intend to follow, which elſe might be giverted from our 
thoughts by multitudes of worldly fancies, moſt agreeing to nature and appetite; for 
the purpoſe, we are accuſtomed to put the heads of Traytors and Offenders , in 
ſome publick and remarkable place of hotrrour, whereby people might be deterred 
by ſuch ſpeRacles, to commit the likecrimes, as it were continually renewing to their 
memories, the facts for which they ſuffered their puniſhments : Of che contrary, 
again you ſee Statues are erected to the honour of brave and worthy perſons, where- 
by the vulgar may be animated co their imication, beholding ſo lively the objects of 
thei? rewards, whoſc actions and deſervings, would elſe in time y de utterly 
forgotten amongſt men, to the prejudice of vertue and example : Beſides, why do we 
place Images upon the Tombs of our dead Anceſtors and Friends, keeping their Pi- 
ctures as long as we can in our houſes from age to age? But to conſerve alwayes 
their ſimilitudes and repreſencations in the Family; and ſhall we be lefs juſt to thoſe 
' admirable perſons, whom the Gods have not onely taken to themſelves, in a perfe& 
way of felieity and honour, but in ſome ſort deſigned them in the world, whilſt they 
here lived for our patterns and inftrution > Wherefore more neceſſary ſtill; to re- 
tain their memories in our company: So that I muſt conclude; thoſe arguments to 
be moſt impertinent, if not altogether frivolous, that would deſtroy ſo beneficial a 
cuſtom , at leaſtwiſe for the ignorant people, who cannot but ſuffer oftentimes mul- 
titudes of diſtractions in their ordinary devotions ; when as we ſee triumphs are grant- 
edto brave and courageous Generals after Battles, as well to honour themſelves, as 
to let the vulgar more plainly apprehend thereby, what was acted for the good and 
glory of a Commonwealth; books and tories are onely written, to keep noble pro- 
ceedings freſher in memory for fature ages, as the contrary to be in deteftation with 
the world, they being no other then certain Images to the minde, as Pictures are to 
the eyes, both ſetting forth to the imagination as may be ſuppoſed, examples to be 
followed or avoided. However replied Arethiſius, notwithitanding I might grant 
it to be true what you have alledged, that Images in ſome ſore were à means to put 
people in remembrance of vertuous actions, and ſo by conſequence do inflame mens 
mindes to the like imitation ; yet you cannot deny, but when you adore them as that 
vertue it ſelf, or as — them very Gods indeed, it is an impiety of the 
higheſt nature can be thought upon, to the derogation of all Divinity, with the real 
diſhonour of the great God of Heaven, who is no doubt moſt preciſe and jeaſous 
of his own Worſhip upon earth: O you Gods, ſaid eAvgnifns , who bath poſſeſt 
you with the ſtrange and falſe opinions concerning our actions? When there is no 
capacity ſo groſs and fimple of our Religion, but being demanded the queſtion, what 
they hold of Statues and pictures, will readily return this anſwer, that they uu 
worſhip 
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worſhip to the image, but in reference and relation to whatit doth repreſent accordin 
to the nature thereof?inſomuch as for ſatisfaction they will be content to break or de. 
face the Image, ſo it be not done with a ſpightful intention againſt the perſon rep: 
ſenteth; for in ſo doing, we cannot injure the Kings ſtatue, without ſubjectibg our 
ſelves to the penalties belonging to Treaſon, anſwerable to the Laws of moſt Na. 
tions; beſides we are accuſtomed to give particular honour to his Chair of State, 
although himſelf be not inthe Room, but abſent at ſome far diſtance , which is the 
ſame worſhip we give to the Pictures of the Gods, however ſomething in a higher 
degree, in tegard they are more divine and venerable, having put off altogether the 
clothing of their hamanity to all eternity. 

Many ſuch like diſcourſes and controverſies brought them to the laſt building of 
the three: The place was arched underneath in the manner of a rude Grotto, the 
water iſſuing from the main Rock in divers ſmall currents, with a kinde of a pleaſant 
murmur, proper for contemplation and ſtudy, whilſt the upper part of that ſolitude, 
was contrived into a convenient Library well furniſhed with Books and other mate. 
rials belonging to Learning and Sciences, with ſundry ſorts, as Maps, and Globes, al. 
moſt of all Countreys and Horizons: There was alſo a Couch. chair for repoſe, 
when either the heat of the weather procured the appetite, or the labour of the 
minde could not well ſuffer it ſelf to be longer tyred , with the force and agitation 
of imagination: When they were entred into the room, Auguiſius told the Prince, 
that theſe were his principal Recreations in his declining age, 2 in his youth. 
ful times, his exerciſes had been a great deal more active: But as he ſaid, nature 
now could not be altogether reſiſted, and a certain kinde of neceſfity (being outed 
of every honourable employment in his Countrey, by reaſon of his Religion) made 
him think his condition yet ſomething happy, that he could enjoy ſo innocent a li. 
berty, notwithſtanding the malice of many of his enemies, which ſcarce wiſht bim 
what content ſoever. Arethuſius replied, that man was a world within himſelf, be- 
ing not ko be deprived of an inward felicity by any power or tyranny, if he proved 
not the deſtroyer thereof by his own paſſions ; for the Gods gave ſufficient for eve- 
ry perſons content; either by a paſſive patience, or an active induſtry , to furniſh 
out his dayes with honour and varieties: Some half an hours time, they continged 
viewing of petty rarities, and turning over many papers and books, until at laſt, 
ready to come away, the King eſpyed an old parchment writing, which taken in his 
hand, (the Lord in the interim being gone out of doors to perform ſome neceflary 
office) the thing ſpoke this language in Meetre. 


Acurſt ſpall be the Miſſian fate, that loft

Since ftrangers here muſt reigs with blood and ſpoil,

Arethuſius in his minde, comparing this writing, to thoſe words delivered the day 

before in the Forreſt by the wilde man, not onely made him ſomething earneſtiy 
for the preſent ſtudy upon the buſineſs, but became abſolutely confirmed in his 
thoughts, that the predictions concerned moſt his own particular, and therefore had 
a great deſire to have remained longer upon the conſideration ; but in the *

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the old Lord Auguiſius again entring the room, with an intention to invite him to 
ſome othgr divertiſement ; he was ſomething diverted from his reſolutions; the Prince 
ending having che parchment in his hand, with a kinde of a merry counte- 
nance, bi gan to make this apology for himſelf. . WELD * 

Sir, ſaid he, pre ſuming upon your goodneſs and courteſie, ſeeing I have made bold 
in your abſence, with ſome of your writings, which however I malt confeſs, leaves me 
as little ſatisfied, as if I had read nothing ac all, rather perhaps proceeding from the 
weakneſs of my own underftanding, then from the difficulty of che matter it relates; 
I muſt become a ſuppliant to you for the further expounding of the Text. Auguiſius 
firſt ſmiling upon the King, and then taking him by the band; deſired him they might 
fit down together in the Couck-chair, in regard of his age, for that he had already 
as he ſaid, paſt che uttermoſt bounds of his morning exerciſe , which being done, the 
Lord in a moſt ſerious manner uſed this diſcourſe to Arethuſiun. | 

Moſt gentle and noble Gueſt, ſaid he, as perhaps writings of this nature, may ſeem 

to molt perſons but impertinent and frivolous ſtuff, in regard of their uncertainty 
in ſome kindes. yet conſidering both their antiquity when they were writ, (looking 
upon the character) and the many things that are already come to paſs, not poſſible 
then to be forerhqught, we cannot but very well imagine the predictions themſelyes 
to have proceeded from ſome divine power, either acting or permitting ; and ſo by 
conſequence led us to a veneration or admiration of the intention; nay, put caſe 
they ſhould be contrived or pronounced, but by the violence of infernal ſpirits, yet 
when they fall out to be true in the effects, we ought without queſtion believe, they 
were ſo conſtrained to deliver the knowledge that was infuſed into them , or at leaſt 
permitted to reveal what themſelves have a minde ſhould be divulged to the world, 
for the further ſatisfaction of mankinde, concerning the revolution of humane af- 
fairs: Of the coutrary what can be gathered from-che meer rules of Aſtrology, is 
altogether uncertain, as depending onely upon thoſe conjunRions, that may fail in 
their operation, by ſome interpoſing accidents, if not in the punctual calculation of 
the time, by reaſon of miſinformatior in any part; for if Aſtronomers cannot alwayes 
hit right of the weather, that moſt depends upon natural cauſes, how is it poſſible 
Aſtrologers ſhould be ſare of future things, as I may ſay wholly belonging to Di- 
vinity ? Since they may be altered and changed, both by accidents and heavenly de- 
crees, according to the ſeveral ſubjects they are to work upon. But predictions pro- 
nounced by Oracles , are more ſettled and extraordinary, as intended to ſhew forth 
ſome matter neceſſary to be known, either for amendment of lives, or the puniſiment 
of crimes, whereby the like may be avoided or followed in other ages: This being 
nted, I may ſay, the writing that you have in your hand, hath not been onely re- 
— by my Anceſtors and my ſelf for many years, but the firſt part of it is evidently 
ſeen to be fulfilled, in the death and deſtruction of Euarchus our late King, with the 
preſent invaſion of our Country, which is to be feared, may prove a ruine in the general 
of all Ayſſia, ſo that not etherwiſe to be preſumed. but that the reſt will follow in time 
and order; onely the defects of predictions are, leſt they be either corrupted in the 
often tranſcribing them, (wherefore uncertain) or the zerminatjon of their effects, 
ſeldom to be underſtood before they come to paſs, and fo oftentimes prove of little or 
no benefit at all to the Reader. *Tis true, with a ſmall fearch I might produce, 
laid he, many other old Papers of the like kinde.; but as this will be more then 
ſufficient for your preſent entertainment, ſince Vouth is not accuſtomed to be de- 
lighted with difficult conjectures of this nature, ſo ſhall Tend my diſcourſe of this 
ſubject at the preſent, however with this aſſurance, that there is at this very time, ma- 
ny other things delivered concerning the fate of this Nation, by a certain kinde of 
wilde man; or rather a ſpirit living amongſt theſe Woods, who ſeldom or never en- 
countreth any perſon, but in the night ſeaſon, yet lea veth his Propheſies written in 
green leaves, or upon the bark of old trees, as it ſhould ſeem when the occaſion or 
opportunity is offered: Theſe words made the Prince not onely a little ſtartle, at 
the ſudden apprehenſion of his own adventure, but began exceedingly to bluſn with 
the very conſideration, whether he ſhould 3 1 what himſelf had

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met withall coming to bis houſe ? Yet at laſt he reſolved to be entirely ſilent in that 
particular; as well for that his youth was unwilling then to be more troulſed with 
conjeQurabimaginations, as that the time of the day would ſcarce clowjry lon- 
ger diſcourſes, when rather his care was upon the finding of his horſe, and his ge. 
parture : So that both rifing from their ſeats, they went preſently towards the 
houſe, through the other part of the walks, which made it in a manner ſeem buried 
to che eye, being entred on the top by the onely conveyance of a pretty Gallery: 
Being there arrived, and ſo by conſequence ſoon deſcending into the Parlour, it was. 
not long before dinner was ſerved upon the Table, where the ſame company as the 
night before attended the ſeaſon: The chief difcourſeat meat being concerning the 
unexpected return of thoſe perſons, which had been employed in the ſearch of the 
Kings Horſe, he not knowing until then by the Stewards information, (having as it 
ſhould ſeem broken bis bridle, unwilling” belike any farther to be captivated in his 
Maſters abſence) had firayed no body knew whither, amongſt the uncertain paſſage;

Scarce was the Table taken away, and the womans company retired out of the

ſhieldafcer him, in the nature of one of his Eſquires, he ſhould hold it for an obli. 
gation not to be forgotten by all the Family: ¶rethuſius when he had ſaluted the | 
young Gentleman, with ſufficient expreſſions of love and courteſie, he told 
the Father, that ſuch a perſon might merit the beſt preferment , any Prinee of 
the world could beſtow upon him, and therefore he durſt ſo far preſume upon his 
ownititereſt with his Mafter , that ſuch a requeſt ſhould not be denied his pati. 
cular.” . | 
Theſe and ſuch like Complements paſt away the time, until a Meſſenger from the 
Ladies of the houſe the Lords Daughters, invited Pariſmenus (for ſo was 
their Brother called) to a new viſit of his Sifters in their appartment, ſince they 
were unwilling their Father (eſpecially being accompanied by a ſtranger) ſhould be a

liauder was preſently uſhered up into the Kings Lodging: A few. congratulations 
being paſt, Meliander putting the reſt out of the Chamber, with ſome baſte-pre- 
ſently related this to the King; that the wicked Rebel Lycius, had both-traicerouſly 
and cowardly loft the whole 415 /;an Army, to the power and forces of Hercrombrotuu, 
before or near the walls of the City of Lampſacu: Areibhuſius however he ſeemed 
at the firft amazed at this news, yet at the laſt raiſing himſelf. from his bed, and hold- 
ing his hands up to heaven, he thanked the Gods that by this defeat, his own integrity 
appeared as well as his enemies treaſons: When Meliander had a little quieted the 
| Kings paſſion, be advertiſed him alſo of the dircumſtances belonging to this deſtructi- 
on; and withal intimated, that as ĩt would be neceſſary now for him, to take poſſeſſion 


of that command, which Lycius had noworthily quitted, not having a heart, 1 he 
ſaid, 
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Rid, farther to proſecute the war; ſo ſhould he endeavour himſelf with all expedi- 
tion to rdiſe new Troops, as well within that Forreſt, as in other parts of the Coun- 
trey, adgicted to th Royal Intereſt: This councel pleaſed well the Prince; whoſe 
youthful eourage an hopes elevated his thoughes almoft to miracles: But the eo- 
ming into the Chamber of the old Nobleman, and his Son Parhhen, for tlie 
Nut put off their communication, the Lord being extreamly violent to make 
ſore” Apology, for the- not knowing the Kings perſon ; in his entertainment 
within that habitation: Aretbuſius whoſe nature was both courteous ànd affeRi- 
odate; not onely ſoon excuſed all his proceedings in that nature, taking the fault 
wiisly upon himſelf; as being altogetber unwilling to be diſcovered by any in that 
poſtür, but aſſured him, he would receive Pariſenus luſtantly into his neareſt ſer- 
nice and truſt, and continue for ever his love and chankfulneſs to all the Family : Ma- 
f uayes did not paſs after theſe congratulacions, before the Prince took his journey 
re te City of Lumpſacus, a Aeliander did to the other parts of the King - 
dom; whereby with more conveniency to leavy new Forces; although the King found 
choſe Troops belonging to Hias Army; (chat had eſcàped the flaughrer) much 
ſeartered ovet the whole Countreyi bywhich' mean fomedifticulty was co. get them 
| 3 yer ty bis on courage and. induſtry, with the augmentation of thoſe ſup. 
' plies which Melianier after ſome weeks, brought to his ſervice , he began at laſt to 
ſorm 4 competent number of Souldiers, fit as he thought to encountet te whole Zy-" 
I Fortes: Nevertheleſs Hercrombrotun puſſing over the great River; that divides' 
_ rhe: Teriitory of Lampſucus, from the Northern parts of the reſt of the Kingdom 
of Myſſia, and marching farther amongſt che hilts, though upon what deſign not 
well underſtood, Arethuſius doubting, leſt ſome trea ſon might incompaſs him of a 
fudden àmongſt the mountains, where neither his own courage, nor his Souldiers fide- 
lit y Mould uppear; reſolved to try his fortunes in Dada it ſeſt; hoping withal in the 
ablence of Hercrombrorivs, (that fortunate and eſteemed victorious General) the peo 
ple would be more-inclitiable to his affiſtance : Belides he conſidered, that as his own? 
Army conſiſting of ſeveral people, and ſo conſequently fubject to divers" intereſts and 
affecttons, would probably better belave themſelves in a ſtrange Countrey of wealth 
and plenty, then in their own habitation, furniſhed generally with nothing but want 
and barrenneſs. Theſe ſuppoſitions I ſay, made the young King of a ſudden, leave 
Myſiu, the Lydian Army being as he thought ſufficiently ingaged, within the com- 
paſs of Rocks and Rivers, not capable to do him much prejudice at his back, before 
he tad taken poſſeſſion of tlie greateſt part of that Kingdom, he had moſt deſire 
and appetite to enjoy: Bat as the Senate of Lydia fitring at Fardis, having quick 
intelligence of the Princes march, prepared in an inſtant, multitudes of armed troops 
to encounter his deſign; ſo the wealth of the great City of the Nation, ſeeming 
loath to be ſurprized by a barbarous Army of Myſſf ans, ſent out other Forces; be- 
fides Hercrombrotus himſelf, underſtanding by ſome hired Spies amongſt the Souldi- 
ers, that Arethuſius was undoubredly gone into Lydia, of a ſudden either changed 
lis purpoſe of proceeding farther inthe Countrey, or diſſemblingly appeared to al- 
ter what he never intended at the firſt ; inſomuch as within a few des time, be fol- 
lowed the Prince cloſe at the heels, whereby poor Arethaſius found his Troops quick - 
j in a manner encompaſſed about by many well furniſhed Armies : But however the 
aſſent Prince was in this poſture, not onely an object of misfortune, but à very ſub- 
ck prepared ready for deſtruction, and ſo conſequently could not but entertain per- 
plexicies enough in his minde, yet his courage (which notwithſtanding appeared in- 
vincible) after the aſſembling of his Souldiers together, cauſed him to make this un- 
daunted ſpeech to his whole Army: e Dee! 
Though neceſſity, if not deſperation, ſaid he, may ſeem at preſent, to withhold our 
hopes from every part of this ungrateful Kingdom of Lydia, ſince the people ap- 
pear as backward towards our aſſiſtance, as our enemies are numerous in oppoſition, 
yer let” our fortitude and courage redeem us from the misfortune, with this ap- 
prehenſion and certainty , that if we had ſtill ſtaid in Ayſſia, we ſhould have been 
imprifoned among Rocks and Mountains, where as 3 the worſt we have liberty 
tt Hh 2 ro 
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to ſell our lives in the open fields, at the beſt rate honour une If we gain the 
day, Crowns and Triumphs will attend both you and me , and loſing that wha we 
never had in a yertuous way, ve do but ſometbing anticipate es, for an eternal 
memory of what we endeayoured to — — multitudes be 
ſer before our eyes, to hinder our paſſage to victory, yet have we Hearts and hangs 
if not to deficoy, at leaſtwiſe to encounter with diſaſters, ſince there cannot be a bra. 
ver period expected in this world, then either to conquer with your King, or die ſor 
your honour; or what viler Character can be ſet upon a Nation, then to leaye him 
in the field, or not to help your ſelves in your dapgers > eſpecially when your. (a- 
ptain offers to mix bis blood with yours, towards the redemption of the whole Ar. 
my now engaged, whereby again ta recover that loft reputation. which the Ayſſun- 
have forfeted of late by cowardlineſs and tranſan: Fear I muſt tell you, is a, dying 
before death comes; andreſfolution doth feance taſte of it when it is preſents, No 
man is a ſlave but in his own apprehenſions, for true ,valour-cannot. be conquered, 
though pot never ſo much to the worſt: Let; not the prevailing fortunes of Hy. 
crow brat us (grounded chiefly upon opinion) deprive us of-thoſe rights, which ag. 
ture owes us as well by diſpoition as birth; fince:: if w cannat obtsin dominion: in 
regard of the perverieneſs of our fates, we will deſpiſe tho poſſeſſion for a mars 
glorious acquilition : The enjoyment of carthly thingy, is rather a Jenſualitychen 
an eſſence, when es the hope of eternal fame, onghe ill to continue the worlds an, 
hicion, This being faid, the Souldiers with one voice, ſeemed to try up his brave, 
which encoyraged moſt of the Commanders to lead on their Troops, towards a for. = 
tified Town, the better there to attend the comming of the enemy. e 
But however the youthful and gallant Oration of Arethuſius, appeared to hu 
raiſed the thoughts and courages of moſt of his Army, yet his. friends: perceived 4- 
mongſt the Troops, many malevolent aſpects, tending either to treaſon or deſpair; 
ich notwithſtanding the Prince would not endure to underſtand, much leſß un 
there any time convenient to examine particulars of that nature, fince Hererombroty 
the Lydien General came on with ſuch a violent fury, as that Meliander bad farce 
ſpace given him to range bis ſouldiers, in a convenient order for reſiſtance; nevenbe - 
leſs not to be backward either in his duty or diligence, with; all poſſible haſte be 
thus diſpoſed of the Kings Army. 4 7811 e 25 omni 
The Town it ſelf was ſeated upon the banksof à fair River, the Meadows and 
flowery fields of the one fide, giving it beauty and commodity,: as of the other pan, 
the walls afforded the houſes ſuſſicient ſpace; for Souldiers to wall the rounds, where- 
by the better to keep the place in a poſture of defence, againſt the attempts and ab 
ſault of the enemy: As Aeli ander gave the command of the City to one Zy/ander, 
a near Kinſman to old Lycias the Myſſian General; vrho had ſworn a perfect fidelity 
to the Kings ſervice, ſo had he deſigned certain Troops, under his own direction, of 
the other fide of the water, to keep the numerable leavies of the Senates forces ſtam 
coming too near the buildings, whereby to prejudiee their defence in any kinde; in 
the interim alſo giving order to Lyſander upon occaſion, to ſupply him with ſouldiers 
in boats, if he ſhould ſee the enemy, any way prevail againſt that part of the Ar- 
my under his Command: But Aret hu ſi us cox domme could not be circumſctibed, 
although his fortune might prove defeRive, choſe with ſelected bands himſelf in per- 
ſon, to give the firſt charge to Hercrombrotus camp, ſome furlongs then diſtant from 
the Town. The gallant bravery that the Prince ſhewed in this reſolution, cannot be 
expreſt by the Language of an ordinary Pen, onely let it ſuffice to ſay, that at 
by Pari/menus, and ſome other of his truſty ſervants, with a violence that rather re- 
ſembled a ſtorm deftinated for ruine and . deſtruction, then any humane, much . lefs 
paſſive valour for ſlaughter, he drove the Lydian Souldiers up to the very Walls 
and Ditches of their fortifications: Which Hercrombrotwe perceiving with eyes, 48 
it might be thought that ſparkled out both ſhame and revenge at the fame time, 
not onely upbraided bis Troops cowardlineſs, that a young man almoſt already 
buried in his misfortunes, ſhould by their baſeneſſe overthrow that honour, (at 


he ſaid) which for ſo many years they had got in the wars, to the hazzard of all the

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Senates felicicy., bat took preſently a ſpear in his hand, mounting on borſe-back, at

the oli of -his o] life; fidee be knew, however the young King was made dip as well 
of hopour.as courage\iyet he- doubted there would he found few complements of 
courteſie in his breaſt, . as well in regarg of bis Father as [rimfelf: In this poſture they 
continued, caci ſtriving co wound one nnothet, the prinee with violence and paſſion,

no time to give him more formal Funerals, feeing himſelf, and | fo many other ga 
lant perſons were deſperately engaged ima moſt unequs} encounter; for: multitudes 
bad beſieged all their appearing hopes and fortunes : Whilſt the King was making 
ſome pauſe, whereby the better to rehem his intention of aſſault, he became ſuddenly

Prince Aret hoſias grown 
almoſt deſperate; with his omn misfortunes and other trea ſons, haſted with his Sword 
drawn towards the port mentioned, where inſtead of being able to bring a profitable 
relief to his fighting Souldiers that had been appointed for the Garriſon, he found 
moſt of — — by the enemy in the ſtreets, or defending their lives 
out of the windows of the honſes, nothing being to be ſecn, but blood, conſufon, 
and de ſtruction on the Myſſiau part, having neither people to ſupply their Troops, 
or officers to command thoſe that were fighting: The King notwithſtanding would 
not give over his intention of encountering with the enemy ſo that at faft wexting 
with Hererowbrotas attended by his own proper guard, be gave bim ſuch a daring 
charge, that as the General himſelf was heard to ſay , the young man deſerved an 
Empire for his courage, ſo did be once more put him and bis company to ſuch a re 
treat, that fates might have been perſwaded to ſome favour in his behalf if the 
Gods and they being alike cruel | had not oppoſed his reſolurion: After his horſe an- 
other time was killed under him, and himſelf. ſlightly wounded , many of his truſty 
friends had the good fortune, to convey bim out of the Town, notwithſtanding the

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Aretbuſius 1 ſay, onely attended by Pariſinenus, in regard his youth was not at 
all known in the Kingdom of Lydia, and not much more in the Countrey of 22 
ſa, came ut laſt after e whole dayes travel, to take up his lodging within an obſcure 
thick et, where he doubted not but to be ſafe for the night ſeaſon , not daring asyet 
to venture upon any Village or Town, until he ſhould be better diſguiſed for the pur- 
poſe : The Prince in this ſolitary habication, having caſt his body under the ſhelter of 
a large tree, began more feelingly to reflect upon thoſe misfortunate paſſages, which 
the heat of action, and the variety of conſideration, had hitherunto ſomething taken 
away from his apprehenſion: In theſe thoughts he called again to remembrance , as 
well the encounter he had with the wilde man in the Forreſt, as the predictions the 
old Lord Auguiſus had ſhewed him in his houſe, now as he verily believed, belonging 
to his own fate: This imagination, or rather migixt it be ſaid a truth foretold, made 
him though in a ſoft language, utter theſe complaints to himſelf, git £4] 
O Arethaſius, Arethuſius ſaid he, moſt unworthy and unfortunate Aret huſius, 
what though the fates had determined thy ruine, not to be contradicted by humane 
power, wherein conſiſted all thy hopes and proſperity, yet ſhouldeſt thou not have 
fled from the Battle, after having loſt the day, without either thy own death, or thy 
enemies ſuppreſſion, ſince honour ought to be eſteemed of more value amongſt Prin- 
ces, then all the conſiderations of wordly dangers put together But of the other 
ide, to ſee thy friends ſlaughtered, and ſſaughtered near thy perſon without attempt- 
ing their relief, is a ſin the heavens can never pardon, unleſs they mean thereby, to 
reproach their own juſtice, goddneſs, and glory: With theſe words he began to lay 
violent hands upon his newly bound up wounds, being in a manner overcome by 
4 kinde of deſperate (though falſe) apprebenſion, which made him think in his ne- 
ceſſary flight, he had committed ſome enormious crime, againſt both his honour and 
condition. Theſe extravagancies made  Pariſmenss (though a ſtranger in ſome ſort 
to his perſon) by reaſon of his own youthful and baſnful modeſty, finding it full 
time to put ſome ſtop to theſe exaſperated and deſperate paſſions, riſe ſuddenſy from 
the place, where alſo he was laid under another tuft of trees; and with as much hu- 
mility asefitted the diſtance of their qualites, uſed theſe perſwaſions towards his far- 
ther conſolation and reproof.

As the greateſt magnanimity to he chewed, ſaid he, moſt excellent Prince, is to 
bear well the adverſe chances of fortune, victories and loſſes for the moſt part ra- 
ther being accidentsthen certainties, though accompanied with never ſo high a cou- 
rage and-endeavour : So of the other part to reſiſt the Gods decrees , by ſeeming to 
undertake impoſſible attempts, ought rather to be eſteemed a madneſs in the general, 
if not in ſome ſort an impious lunacy of humanity, then any vertue or true fortitude 
at all in what perſon ſoever Upon theſe conſiderations, I beſeech you Sir, but call to 
minde in your wonted and noble judgement , that if you. had ſtayed. longer in the 
conflict without hopes or probability, accompanied by infinite hazzard to-your ſacred 
perſon, either to be ſlaughtered or taken priſoner by your enemies, whoſe triumphs 
would have been your ſcorn, how the world would have blamed your raſhneſs, where- 
as nothing now can be reproved; but the malignity of your Stars, that provided not 
better fortunes for your worth and dignity , however may perhaps yet reſerve your 
condition for more glorious and profitable victories : wherefore with ſuch an humili- 
ty as becomes the duty of 'a Subject and Servant, let me beg of your wiſdome , that 
inftantly you put from your thoughts; theſe dangerous and deſperate apprehenſions, 
that ſerve for no other purpoſe, but to deſtroy thoſe deſigns, that in time will make 
you both proſperous and famous by the Gods aſſiſtance; and rather adviſe with the 
help of this dark conveniency , how farther to proſecute our courſe, yet for your 
more lafting and intire ſafety, in which conſiſts the happineſs of fo many people and 
Kingdoms, ſince the heavens no doubt if it be not your own fault, will keep that 
which is ſo precious in their fight, having already in a manner ſhewed a miracle, that 
you are eſcaped wichout being ſurprized , from thoſe who ſought your life or capti- 
vity, more violently then Lions or Typers do either their prey or revenge. Theſe

died for ſome ſmall ſpace, he returned this anſwer to the King: Truly Sir, ſaid be, al. 
tough I finde my thoughts extreamly comforted , that you have been pleaſed0 


| conſider theſe neceſſary remedies, (profitable and honourable both for your ſelf and 
© others) yet perceiving your wounds, no way dangerous, however needing 


ſomething for the preſent of care ii not indulgency, I conceive it not amiſs for me 
to make firſt ſome trayel amongſt theſe Woods, as well to procure means for their 
commodity, as to learn better the coaft of the Countrey, ſince otherwiſe, inſtead of 
an eſcape, you might fall into ſome ambuſcado of the enemy, when you leaſt ſaſpe& 
the peril. Thig counſel pleaſed well the King, he intending in the interim to walk 
the Forreſt, whereby to finde a more convenient habitation for himſelf, and by ſome 
mark or other to return to the ſame place again, that Pariſmeuus might be ſtill cer. 
tain of his abode. When it was morning, Pari/menw having fully underſtood the 
Kings pleaſure, and thereupon alſo both of them agreeing of names, ſigns, and other 
circumſtances belonging to the journey, and their encountering again, he quickly ſad. 
dled his horſe, and began that voyage of enquiry, for furt her ſatisfaction, which he 
had propoſed, leaving the Prince allo to his own reſolutions and adventures. Par 
menu having travelled half the day, and not finding in that time the commodities. 
be expected, reſolved notwithſtanding the agreement between himſelf and the King, 
no means to go out of the compals of thoſe Woods, for fear of diſcovery, 
little to break that determination , whereby to try what favour or aſſiſtance, ſome 
neighbouring Villlage, might afford both his hopes and endeavours. To this pur- 
— perceiving a gap fit to convey him into the high- way; he ſoon fell upon a path

you proſpect, put the young man into ſome amazement, finding fault now with 
is own raſhneſs, that had ſo unadviſedly left the quiet ſecurity of che Woods, to 
ſeek out perhaps, not onely his own ruine, but in ſome ſort thereby the danger of the 
Princes ſafety ; however he reſolved with himſelf, that no tbrments whatſoever, 
ſhould make him confeſs one ſyllable of his maſters perſon or concernments, not 
2 but they were certain Troopers, which were commanded after the King 
from the Battle, to ſearch and ſurpriſe him where they could: As it is not to be que- 
ſtioned, but that this accident gave perplexities ſufficient, to the thoughts and appre- 
henſions of poor Pariſmenns, fo the Gods whether favouring his youth or Aretlu- 
fius cauſe, made him quickly eſpy a certain hollow place in a Rock not far from him, 
reſembling the mouth of ſome natural Cave: Wherefore preſently apprebending 
the advantage, he ſoon alighted from his horſe, pulling off both his Bridle and Saddle, 
and turned him looſe into the open Fields to ſhift for himſelf, whilſt he with his fur- 
niture made haſte to that den, which he thought might preſerve his perſon ſafe with- 
out any bazzard, ſince he ſuppoſed, what enemies — they could be, would not 
be long paſſing by the hole. The Vault was alſo covered with ſome ſmall rubbiſh of 
wood, which made it as it ſhould ſeem, oſtentimes a receptacle for Shepheards, and 
ſuch like people dwelling there abouts at no great diſtance , the better to watch their 
Beaſts, and other herds of Cattle, of ſeveral natures feeding: Not long after Pe- 
riſinenus was entered into the Cave, he found by reaſon of the darkneſs thereof, 8 
brave conveniency anſwerable to his deſires, where he intended to expect the farther 
| event 
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2yent of the Troopers, without any danger towards his own diſcovery : About a 
rter of an hours time brought che Souldiers, not onely to that Ration, but bein 
either weary of travelling , or fiading the commodity to anſwer with the hot ſeaſon 
of the gay, they forthwith in char very place made a ſtand, and preſeritly deſcending 
from their horſes, reſolved there co cake up their noon quarters: This being done; 
they fell to ſuch proviſions they had in their ſatchels, every one taking his ſeat accord- 
ing to his pleaſure round about the Rock, during which ſpace, Pariſmeuus might here 
theſe and the like diſcourſes , to proceed from both their laviſh mirth and their vol- 
ible congues. * | | 7 
. Some 5 them recounted many memorable paſſages that had hapned in the Bat- 
tle, wherein they were not backward to commend and extoll their own valours ; and 
not a few would needs be as valiant and induſtrious as their General himſelf , which 
now and then raiſed words againſt them , in the nature or next degree to quarrels; 
though all their ſeeming paſſions became quickly _— by the conſideration of 
their officers, being preſent. In concluſion they ſaid , if they could now take the 
young Prince, they would make him another example, like his Father co poſterity, 
and afterward the Army ſhould rule Lydia as it pleaſed; for neither the Gentry or 
Nobility, as they intimated, were to be truſted in either Kingdom, however they in- 
tended to continue ſtill the authority of the Senate, but yet no longer then they com- 
plied alſo with the profit, and intentions of the Souldiers : But for crafty and cun- 
ning 47 gylius, they ſaid, whoſe diſſimulation had kept him fafe as he thought in 
their opinions, they truſted him no more then the reſt, which be ſhould finde, when 
they had abſolutely ſubdued all Ayſſia to their purpoſes, whither they were now 
going to that purpoſe : So that if he had the good fortune, to eſcape with ſome part 
of his eſtate and fortune, it might be eſteemed a principal favour and indulgency, 
however they could not deny (as they confeſſed) but by his continual oppoſing of 
the King, they had more pro ſperouſſy ſucceeded in their enterprizes; accompanied 
by much other ſtuff of this nature, which they uttered during the time of their ſhort 
repaſt; until all of them falling aſleep, they continued in that poſture for almoſt an 
hours ſpace. 22 | ; 
However during the interim of this ſlumber , one above tlie reſt , being awake; 
ſomething ſooner then his fellows, liad ſo far an appetite. of curioſity , as walking 
round about the hill, at laſt he entered point blank into the very mouth of the Cave? 
it may be believed that this accident, did more then trouble the apprehenſions of 
poor Pariſinenas, having before been an ear · witneſs of all their goodly diſcourſe, 
rending ſo much to the honour and benefit of the King His Maſter, and thoſe of 
his party and intereſt: Nevertheleſs he reſolved to make uſe of his courage, ſince any 
kinde of fear as he thought, would ſooneſt betray his yr wherefore retirihg haſti- 
ly into the innermoſt part of that natural-Yault, he drew our the ſhort Sword, hang- 
ing by his ſide, with an intention if he ſhould perceive himſelf diſcovered, by the 
Souldiers intruſion, to make his life pay for the forfeiture, and afterward to defend 
the mouth of the Cave, with his beſt power againſt the reſt, rather then to be ta- 
ken priſoner in that blinde and narrow obſcurity ; baſely without any reſiſtance at 
all: But the Gods as it ſhould ſeem, determined better of his pur poſes, for with- 
drawing himſelf, as I ſaid, towards the fartheſt end of the Cave, he found a hollow 
place in the Rock, which abſolutely defended him from being perceived by the 
Trooper; inſomuch as the fellow again preſently retiring, hearing without the chief 
Officer calling to Horſe, Pariſinenus by this occaſion, eſcaped that | bu danger, that 
might have hapned to his prejud ce: Notwithſtanding Pariſmenus had thus bappily 
as he thought, freed himſelf from that defperate hazzard , yet he was content to re- 
main quiet in the Cave, for a quarter of an bours ſpace cowards his bettet ſecutity, 
hoping that in that interim the Souldiers would be at a diſtance far enough]; ſo that 
the time being expired, he ſoftly ſtole out of the hole, however caſting his eyes 
ſeveral wayes about him (the Troopers then appearing all out of fight) he might 
fee, that one of them had left behinde him a certain wallet full of ſome proviſion : 
This accident quickly put ot his curioſity , to know the particulats a in — 
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bundle, which being unfolded, he found both proviſions af meat, and materials fit 
for apparel ;- Theſe things belike had been either gained in the Battle, or ſtoln from 
the poſſeſſion of ſome haneſt Countrey people; nevertheleſs he reſolved to male a 
little uſe of the accident, either for the Princes ſerviee-, or his own aUvantagy, ſince 
his preſent journey tended to nothing but to che like purpoſes : WherefolF again 
binding up the fardle, he began to ſearch carneſtiy, hat was become of his borſe, 
whom'by no means he could diſcover, notwichſtanding the Countrey of the one ſide 
was altogether champion for a very far diſtance, this put Pari/men in ſome perplexi, 
ty again, however finding no remedy for the prefent, and not as yet daring totravel the 
Countrey, for that he ſuppoſed many Troopers would be abroad of the Senates party, 
almoſt in every Village, be reſolved with all che ſpeed he could, to return to the Prince, 
whereby not onely to make him acquainted with thoſe adventures, he had paſſed, but 
in the night ſeaſon, by the help of the Kings Horſe, (having loſt his own) he would 
fetch away the wallet, being well ſtared with proviſion, a thing they extreanly 
wanted towards their relief in their neceſſities: No ſooner in this ſort had Pe. 
riſwenzs laid bold of this occaſion ; but carrying the Sack into the ſurthermoſt 
part of the Cave, he began his journey through the Woods, not at any great di- 
ſtance from the plain, towards the Prince whom he ſuppoſed , with ſome impati 
would expect his return: All that he could do being on foot, was to attain the place 
of his Maſters abode an hour before night, where notwithſtanding contrary to his 
expectation, he found him ſo changed in outward appearance, that ſcarce could his 
memory call to minde, that he had ever ſeen the ſame face before: for howerer 
Pariſmenns had himſelf cut off the Princes hair for his better diſguiſe , which wis 
moſt excellent beauty, that nature had from his infancy beſtowed upon him, yet be- 
ſides the King had ſo disfigured his countenance, with many ſeveral patches, and an 
old perriwig he had got upon his head, that the alteration appeared much more then 
ordinary to his apprehenſion : Nevertheleſs after ſome time of admiration , where. 
in Prince Arethuſius was pleaſed to jeaſt ſmiling at his own diſguiſe, (though it wa 
unpoflible any way to obſcure the goodlineſs of his ſtature) they fell to the recount- 
ing of their ſeveral adventures: When the King had heard from Pari/ſmenw , what 
had paſſed in the Cave, as alſo the intention and reſolutions of the Souldiers, con- 
cerning his own particular, accompanied by the fates of the reſt of the Nobility 
and Geatrey of both Kingdoms, which he imagined came from the opinion and 
diſcourſes of their ſuperiours, he told Pars/werm allo , that himſelf traverſing the 
Woods, had met by chance with certain Milk-maids , belonging to an old Forieſter, 
ſometime a truſted ſervant to the King his Father: This title I muſt confeſs ſaid he, 
ave me ſo much aſſurance in my thoughts of his fidelity, that preſently baviogre- 
reſhed my ſelf a little with their courteſies, 1 not onely enquired after bis houſe, but 
quickly found it out; where inſtantly meeting with the party, I let him know, in 8 
manner the hole truth of my fortunes, but what I was my ſelf, deſiring him that if 
any wbit of his ancient loyalty remained in his breaſt, that he would aſſiſt me, and a 
certain other companion with his beſt help, both for the curing of ſome few wounds 
we had received in the Battle, as alſo to give us directions, how we might get out of 
the Countrey, to the neareſt Haven Town, having an intention to quit this unfortu- 
nate region, with the ſaſety (if it were poſlihle) of our lives, ſince we expected no 
mercy: much leſs ſubſiſta nee from our exaſperated enemies: However if this requeſt 
ſaid I. ſeemany thing dangerous to your apprehenſion, I hope all the rules of gra- 
titude and humanity in the world, will forbid yon to betray us in our neceſſity: The 
good old wan making u ſhore pauſe, whillt the tears abundantly trickled down 
is aged cheeks, at laſt aſſured me, that however the ruine of his poor family might 
depend upon the fucceſs , yet was his faithful love to Exarcbes and his poſtetity 
ſuch, that we ſhould not onely be welcome with all ſecutity in his houſe, during 
the curing of our wounds , but afterward: he would uſe what means he could, to 
convey us over the Seas to ſome other place, whereby we might have ſubſiſtance, 
and be freed from the hazzard, and trouble of any perſecution , for the preſent in 
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both to our ſelves, and the Royal Party, and had alſo received other entertaiaments. 
of refreſhment, I let him know we would be ready, either that night or the next 
morning, to make uſe of his noble courteſie, ſince as yet my companion being abſent, 
until 1 could finde him ont in the Woods, here I had left him, I could not be certain 
of the time of my return, whereby to be made happy by the effects of that charity, 
which he had ſo kindely offered in our behalf. e 
. To be ſhorr, ſome weeks Arethuſius remained in the Forreſters lodge, which time 
for the moſt part was imployed, in providing neceſſaries towards his further journey; 
Pariſmenu alſo cauſed new habits to be made of thoſe materials, which he had found 
inthe Troopers fardal, the Prince being himſelf unwilling to be ſeen much abroad, for 
fear of any unfortunate diſcovery, though his perſon was altogether unknown to his 
| old Landlord, and ſo by conſequence to all, thoſe of the family, however the old 
Huntſman, would often entertain him with diſcourſes belonging to the King his Fa. 
ther: And after this manner , ſome whiles with extraordinary affection, he would 
ſeem to commend the nature and vertues of Cuarchus, telling him in his hunting 
progreſſes, with what familiarity, be would talk with all ſorts of people; but more 
eſpecially, with thoſe officers that appertained to his ſports: Then again he ſhewed 
him many places near his houſe, where the King would ſit and reſt himſelf, after his 
bard labour, and coil in his recreations: He alſo told him, he was moſt excellently di- 
ligent and expert, in the chuſing of his game, bein ** in the morning of all his 
followers, to go out into the Forreſt : Then would he Turn his diſcourſes into paſſi- 
ons, concerning the Kings death, and the unnatural and ungrateful treaſons and di. 
loyalty of his own Subjects, both of the Kingdom of Lydia and Ayſſia; curling with 
deep.imprecations, the authors of his deſtruction, when as at the ſame time almoſt, 
he would ſend up to heaven as many Prayers and affectionate wiſhes for Arethuſins 
proſperity, not ſuſpecting he was ſo near himſelf, to be an ear witneſs of his love 
and good will co his particular. + | i 
But when Prince Aret huſius conceived he was ſufficiently cured of the ſmall hurts 
he had received in the Battle, and that Pariſmenus had provided thoſe diſguizes, and 
other neceſſaries fit for their journey, being perſwaded that all che Troopers who were 
ſent to interrupt the paſſages, or to look after perſons ſuſpected were at better quiet, 
they began then to think of their departure, notwithſtanding they had been enter - 
tained at the Forreſters houſe , with all the humanity and. kindneſs could be devi- 
ſed : ſp that both of them being apparelled, the one aker the nature of a young 
Huntſman, the other of à Schoſler, one morning leading a couple of dainty Grey- 
hounds in their hands, whereby the likelier to avoid all ſuſpicion, they departed from 
the Lodge on foot, intending by eaſie journeyes to reach to ſome Haven upon the 
Egæan Sea, with what conveniency they could, ſince their int ntions, pretended more 
to ſafety then to haſte, hoping ere loop to finde ſome. paſſage over into Grece, 
the neareſt cut as they thought for tranſportation , becauſe leſs ſubje& to rovers, 
or to any of the Senates Forces: In this manner having .trayelled. ſome. dayes with. 
out either interruption or conſiderable; adventures, ar, laſt they came to a large 
plain, in a manner environed with mountains, as one might ſay , equally. divided be. 
tween both Kingdoms by a running water, that was rather to be eſteemed a Brook 
then a River; being there arrived, they perceived many Shepbeards;bere and there, 
graſing their ſmall, though innocent flocks, for want either of more means, or 
better breeding: To them at leaſtwiſe to one company, they went, where y to ſpend 
ſome few hours in communication, as well to enquire out other news , chat might in- 
ſtruct them ia their journey, as a little ro reſt wirhal their wearied ſteps, during the 
time that Pbæbus ſeemed overmuch to tyrannize over the earth: As ſoon as they ap- 
proached to one of the Troops, having given them 4. courteous and gentle ſalurg, 
Eariſmenus (whom for amol part the Prince put on to be ſpokes.man) told the 
Aſlenthly, that as they had no intention to be farther troubſeſome to theit ſo- 
ciety, then what ſhould ſtand with their own convenieney, ſo of the other ſide, he 
ped they could not think it amiſs, to let them know that themfelves were of the 
untrey or Kingdom of Pontus, travelling at the preſent towards the Sea ſide, with 
ii 2 an 
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an intention to finde a convenient paſſuge into Greece, the better there as he faid ; to 
ptacttiſe tljelr faculcies of Hunting and Phyſiek, for that their own Countrey being 
lately over: fun by neighbouring Nations, they could promiſe no ſecurity to them. 
ſelves, and leſs quiet in their ſeveral vocations: Truly replyed che ſeeming maſter of 
the company, afrer having ſtared upon them a while , yon have then made an ill 
choice, ſince no region I think of Aſia, hach taſted more lately of the misfortune of 
War, then this poor Kingdom of Myſſia, whiere you now ate; but yet nevertheleſ; 
that we may not be thought altogether diſcourte ous in out ebAverſation, though ne. 
ver ſo unhappy in our fortunes, we do not onely deſire you to fit down among us, a 
little to repoſe your ſelves, after (as we ſuppoſe) your tedious travels, but withal, we 
ſhall deſire you to take a ſhare of ſuch fare as we have, it being now almoſt time fox 
dinner: they preſently thanked him for his courteous invitation; arid when they hag 
ſufficiently taſted of ſuch proviſions as were antiongit them, Arethuſius being ai well 
paſſionate to know ſomething more of the Countrey, as to be directed in the way to- 
wards their future journey, began to ask him many queſtions concerning both; how. 
ever more eſpecially, of the Ports and Paſſages at Sea: As the fellow was loath torn. 
ter upon any diſcourſes of this nature, whilſt his other people were about hity, either 
in regard of the hinderance of their ſervices , or for fear of being held too gteat in 
intelligencer, ſo when all the Shepheards were diſperſed into their ſeveral offices and 
imployments, ſtaying ine” > with Ayerhu/ius and Pariſmenns, he entered up- 
on this manner 1 their further ſatisfaction. 

Gentlemen ſaid he, your countenances and comportments ſhewiffþ you to be ſuch, 
and of the beſt education alſo; according to my fancy and apprehenſion, in the fie 
place you mult know, that by reaſon of our late Wars in the Countrey, and the mu- 
ny accidents that have hapned, which hath bred more then ſuſpicion enough among 
all ſorts of people, all the Havens and Ports belonging to the Seas, are at preſent, 
ſtrictly guarded by a vigilant watch, inſomuch as ic will be difficult for any man, to 
get paſſage without a particular examination, both of his perſon and his buſine6: 
Next you may be informed, that however we are a people of a mean converſation, by 
reaſon of the trade we ſeem to drive, inthe open Fields, feeding and paſturing ontly 
Cattle, as well for a great Lord named Aryyiivs,as for our ſelyes, yet before the invili. 
on of our Countrey by the Lydian Forces, we had not much'cauſe to complain of om 
fortunes, ſince we had alwayes mote then enough to keep us from neteſſities; and ſu- 
perfluities rather ſerve to neuriſh unquiet ambitions _ thoughts, then contti- 
bute to the contented ſtate of any condition: But aFthe Gods have been ever pes. 
ſed to allow 4 competency, as the beſt portion towards humane ſatisfaction, {6 have 
che Souldiers taken part of that out of our expeRation, for that not onely our pos- 
ſeſſions, but our very liberties ſeem to be at our enemies mercy : Tis true we ty 
blame our Lord Argy/ixs, who at firſt oppoſed his King with a needlefs reſiſtance, 
for theſethreatning evils,that now invade our Countrey (a ſtory too long at the pre- 
ſent to phrticularize) but yet we hope his endea vours hereafter, may contribute, if 
not to an abſolute redreſs, however to more loyalty ; whereby in time things indy be 
ſomething amended: This great perſon I ſay, hath a Half Siſter near this place, 
whoſe flocks, upon the inatter we feed and tend, who being either out of love witl 
her Brothers ations, or minding a more abſolute retirement in theſe times, hath con- 
fined het ſelf to the circnitifertace of certait'Woods, for ber pleaſure or ſtudies, to 
whom now and then we repair for her better recreation. The Lady ad it is reported, 
hath ſdietefire to viſit the Countries of Greece, but whether to ſatisſie her curio- 
fity, or to prevent further miſchiefe, that miglit befall her perſon I cannot tell, onely 
that coaVetiſency I think, might be moſt proper for your tranſportation, ſince it is to 
be ſappoſed, the ports will not be denyed to any of het ele, 2 

Arer hu pus being fomething itiflamed at this mtelligenc>, as well for that it ſeem- 
ed to bis apprehenſton, that the Lidy chic be no other then pcyela, fotmerſ men- 
tioned by Meliunier, as that by het means (as he thouphe) be might come to 
cobvey bithſelf fafely over the Sea, began' tiew to be inquiſitive after ber name and 
employment: To this the Herdſanan preſently anſwered, that as ſhe was called hon 
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her birch the fair 7oye/e, ſo was her time for the moſt part ſpent in retirement, how. 
now and then the m_ = the —— of N as he ſaid, in her own 
oods belonging to her dwelling, with the company o Countrey people as 
—— thither, for the delight of the exerciſe, whereunto were ap- 
pointed certain prizes to che Victots: This intelligence fitting well with Arethuſius 
purpoſes, the Prince demanded, whether ſtrangets were admitted into the ſociety ? 
And what were the rewards given to them, that any way exceeded in dexterity or 
canning > The Fellow quickly perceived, at what period Arethuſius aimed; where- 
fore with a kinde of an affectionate, or rather a courteous ſmile , made him this re- 
ply; conceiving him to be a young man, as well of a yourhful ambition, as of a 
handſome perſonage : Gentleman, ſaid he, I muſt confeſs, your Youth and Beauty 
cannot but expect entertainment in any aſſembly, and much more, where fair Ladies 
have goßernment and influence: So that, the better to fatisfie you in this particular, 
not onely all perſons of what quality ſoever (being of any inclination to vertue an 
adwity) are admitted to theſe general huntings, wherein he that firſt ſtrikes the Beaſt, 
expoſed to the Chaſe with his Spear, is to be principal Commander of the Woods 
for a certain time; bur for the moſt part, every thirty dayes, there is a meeting ap- 
pointed for this general Aſſembly, at which the Lady Feyela ber ſelf is ſeldom ab- 
ſent: I pray, ſaid Arethuſius, if my 2 (or rather perhaps to be interpreted 
impertinency) may not ſeem too much to offend, after all the welcome of our kinde 
entertaintnent, when will be the next aſſembly of this nature? Truly replied the 
Officer, as I know not whether or no the croubles of our Countrey, will divert the 
intention, becauſe concourſes of people for the moſt part, breed unuſual jealouſies 
and ſuſpitions, in the apprehenſions of injurers and oppreſſours, ſo according to 
thoſe intelligencies I have reteĩved, another day will be appointed within this fort- 
night, of which I ſhall give yon more particular notice, if either you have a minde 
to try your skill, or that your occaſions may permit you ſo long to remain in theſe 
parts. As Arethuſus gave him much thanks for the kindneſs of his offer, with ac- 
knowledgement of his other courteſies and favour, ſo was he reſolved (as he ſaid) to 
ſeek out a convenient lodging with his companion, in ſome neighbouring Village 
thereabour, until the day mentioned for the general hunting ſhould be paſt, ſince as 
—— little probability of paſſage into Greece, by reaſon of the late trou- 
of the Countrey; from whence as often as he could, he promiſed again to re- 
pair to the ſame ſtation, where he now was, to be better iuformed upon all occaffon 
by his worthy and knowing converſation , intimating wirhalf, that his own ffiend 
and companion in travels, would in the interim employ bis time in the practice of 
Phyfick, it being a ſcience, that he ever much delighted in from his infancy , concern- 
ingwhich art, both he and his fellow ſhepheards, ſhould participate of freely, with- 
out either coſt or trouble to themſelves and purſes. 
As Aretha ſius quickly found out an abode, in an obſcure Village between two aſpi- 
nig Mountains, within the circumference of that Territory, little frequented either 
by Souldiers, or neighbouring people, ſo Pariſmenus reſolved once again to viſit his 
Fathers habitation diſguized as he was; there as well to enquire farther after the af. 
fairs of che Countrey, after the loſs of the Battle, as the better by that means to in- 
ſorm the Prince bis Maſter, whoſe active ſpirit could not yo be ſufficiently ' ſatisfied 
to leave Myſſia, without ſome action in his own perſon, if any probability or hopes 
tenmined for refiſtance » Theſe intentions Tay, carried away within a few dayes Pa- 
riſers from his Lords company, though not out of his ſervice, whilſt in the inte- 
tim Aret huſius attended with ſome impatiency, they day of ſummons, for che gene- 
ral meeting of youthful Huntſmen, to ſhew their dexterities before their fair eyela, 
whither the chief Paſtour promiſed to conduct him; upon the time appointed for the 
' Etterciſe, The day being come, the noble ſtranper apparelled in green, according to 
ide euſtom of ſuch —— with a convenient and a handſome Spear in his 
hand, appeared amongſt the reſt of the ſociety , upon an even plain, encompaſſed 
on every ſide for the moſt part with ſmall riſing hills, covered here and there witli 
Copſerand other Woods, wherein the wilde Beaſts and other Cattle deſigned bog 
b t 
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the Chaſe uſually lodged: At laſt the toyls were ſer, and ſeveral Engines prepared 
for their ſurprize, when the Lady 7«ye/a her ſelf ſoon appeared: She was allo clo- 
rhed in green, however over that colour ſhe wote a Mantle of white Satten, fringed 
with Gold, and tyed on the top of her ſhoulder in a knot, after the manner of the 
ancient Nymphe: She had Buskins upon her lege, ſeamed with rowes of ſmall pearl. 
intermixt with divers ſeveral ſilks, her hair was breaded behinde her, with many Rib. 


bands of the ſame livery, whilſt che other part of it, flowed here and there, in a care: 


leſs manner about her face, according to the pleaſure of the inconſtant winde, which 
nevertheleſs did no way ſeem to diſparage her natural beauty; All this treaſure was 
onely covered with a ſtraw hat, anſwerable to the habits of other Countrey Maids 
of * Nation, though in many places for diſtinction, it was curiouſly wrought to. 
gether by other materials, after the reſemblance of Birds and pretty flowers: In this 
poſtare with a Bowe in her hand, and a Quiver hanging behinde her back, the ap. 
proached the company, where with a countenance made up between a grave cheat. 
fulneſs, and a modeſt activity in her deſires , ſhe gave them all the good time of the 
day, wiſhing when they pleaſed to begin the ſporc, ſince ſhe was reſolved , as ſhe 
ſaid, onely with one Page, and an old Forreſter , to attend the comming out of the 
game, upon that Plain where ſhe then remained. 
No ſooner was this direction given, but the Woods began to ring with ſeveral ſorts 
ſeen, the wilde Beaſts fly for , ſuccour tothe neigh- 
bouring Copſes, though ſuch as were more valiant — as it were, to oppoſe the 
fury of the Hounds, who appeared in many places to beſiege them onely with their 
loud cries, inſtead of daring to adventure upon the combat: Others again that had 
got an abſolute Victory over the fear of the leſſer proye, were violent and preti 
pitate in the purſuit, until they had brought them into the lawn, to be a delightiull 
object to the fair, though more diſcreet Fojela, who expected a convenient encounter 
for her own dexterity, as they paſſed by her ſtation, until at laſt a white Bull, belike 
more furious then the reſt, as it ſhould ſeem inraged by the confuſed cries of the mul. 
ritude ; however forced to fly by reaſon of the Dogs eagerneſs, not onely trayer. 
ſed the field with a ſwift pace, but bent his courſe directly towards the Lady , who 
nevertheleſs being therewith nothing difmayed , diſcharged , though in vain many | 
Darts and Arrows againſt his approach, ſince the diſcourteous, or rather inconſide - 
rate beaſt nothing abated ſeemingly, either of his ſpeed or intention, inſomuch 
as Arcthuſins 8 ſufficiently. heated with the ſport, and no way 
backward of ſhewing his aQivity, amongſt that rural company, (for true Courage 
never wants the effects, when the ſubjeR is preſent for demonſtration) quickly on 
foot as he was, croſſed as well his deſign as the field, when the Bull not being diſtant 
from the Lady about twenty paces, ready as it were to give her expectation a da 
tous ſalute, the Prince of a ſudden not onely interpoſed his perſon, but with hi 
Spear ſo fortunately ftruck him in the breaſt, that his blood, if not his life, ſeemed 
to be at Foyela*s mercy , ſo that preſently tumbling with the encounter, he fell up- 
on his knees, as it were to beg pardon for his intended offence, againſt ſo much beauty 
and honour ; whilſt in the interim Arethuſius drawing out of his ſword , (many o- 
ther Huntſmen coming alſo into the Quarry) after a quarter of an hours time, they 
ſoon beres ved him of what power he formerly had to do more miſchief , to the no 
ſmall commendation of the young ſtranger, that for the preſent gave him an eſtims- 
tion, whereby not onely to make himſelf known to the Lady , but to be preſented 
with the office (according to the cuſtom) of the chief government of the Woods, 
for the next moneth enſuing : But Aretbuſius, whoſe intended period drived at other 
ends, refuled the offer, con erring bis right upon the old Forreſter, belonging to 75

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to admire his courage, underftanding alſo upon farther enquiry, that her own Herdſ- 
man had brought him along with him to that dayes ſport, ſhe called ber Servant un- 

to her, and began to ask more particulars concerning his Name, Condition, and place 
of abode : The Herdſman told her, that his Name was Thaſius, which the Prince 
belike had in that manner abreviated for his better concealment: And being a Gen- 
tleman of Pontus, was retired from his Countrey, by reaſon of the wars, with one 
other Companion, to finde more quiet and leſs oppreſſion in the fruitful habitations 
of Greece, where they intended both, not onely in. ſome ſort to pleaſe their curio- 

ſities, but exerciſe their ſeveral vocations, without hinderance and diſturbance: Not- 

withſtanding the diſguized King, in this manner obtained a reception in the old 

Huntſman houſe, the rather for that the Forreſters Son was lately dead, and he un- 
provided of an Officer, the better to diſcharge his place and duty towards his Ladies 

ſervice; yet circumſpect and witty poyela, conceived there was more nobleneſs con ·

vertue, both in my defence, and to the Aſſemblies content towards which Mcro- 
duction, thus much I muſt tell you, that my Heardſman hath already informed me; 
that your deſires are to paſs into Greece, being a Native of the Countrey of Pont us, 
and from thence driven by the violence of war, which h Wever makes me the more 
marvel, ſince according to my apprehenſion, your Youth and naturall activity, 
ſhould rather have ſought employments in thoſe generous encounters, then have fled 
from the dangers at any rate; for that it is unpoſſible, but many of your friends, if 
not all your intereſt, cannot be but engaged in the ſeverall fares of that unhappy 
Kingdom. Beſides I muſt let you know, if my intruſions are not too great upon 
your concernments, I ſhould be glad to be informed, what is become of your Com- 
panion in travels, which my ſervant ſaid was with you, when you firſt appeared a- 
mongſt the Shepheards of this Countrey; his abletice being an occaſion, which cre- 
ates jealouſies in our thoughts, that you are not what you ſeem to be indeed, bur 
ſome ſpies ſent to diſcoyer the weakneſs of our Nation, in theſe times of trouble and 
confuſion, whereby to lay it open to more diſaſters and misfortunes; then as yet it 
hath any way ſuffered, by all thoſe invaſions our enemies the Lydiaus have made 7 
But if you pleaſe to confeſs to me the truth of all theſe things, with the farther in- 
tention of your thoughts, I ſhall endeavour with all my power, in requital of that 
ſervice, the other day I received at your hands, to free you from the danger of any 

Prize, during the time you ſhall remain in theſe parts, under the protection of the 
Orreit. : . 
Arethuſius the concealed King of Myſſia, being in a manner confounded by thi 

ſadden ſurprize, contrary to his expectation, did not know well what anſwer to re- 

turn; ſometimes his bluſhes ſeemed to accuſe his innocency of too much guilt, in 

ſecking to deny both his Titles and his Perſon : Then again his pale countenance — 
: raye 
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trayed a kinde of a fear in his apprehenſion, left he might become diſcovered to hi 
enemies knowledge and cruelty, being at the mercy of one of ¶Argyliu, Kindred 
though the Ladies vertues had been formerly preſented to him by Meliander, in x 
confiding poſture ; until at laſt he reſolved (finding he chuld not be long ſilent with. 
out more ſuſpition) to deliver himſelf in a doubtful way, feigning in this manner 4 
ſtory like his own. | 

Moft vertuons Lady, ſaid he, not to conceal from you what I had a deſire to hide 
ſince I finde you have an inclination to be my confeſſor; you muſt know then, that 
in the Kingdoms of Pontas and Bythinia , not many years ago, there reigned 1 
Prince, whoſe mildneſs and goodneſs was bis own ruine , as his peoples misfortunes. 
proceeding from the ingratitude of their natures : ſince by the firſt he ſuffered, when 
he ſhould have puniſhed ; and for the latter they are now become Captives, inſtead 
of continuing free: Tis true, this Prince a long time enjoyed a proſperous Govern. 
ment, appearingly bleft from the Heavens, both in Wife and Poſterity, until the 
Gods as it ſhould ſeem anger'd at ſomething, not known to Mortality, changed of x 
ſudden the Scene, not onely to his diſadvantage, but to the worlds wonder , forthe 
multitude quarrelling with their own happineſs, began tumults of diſquiet without 
any known cauſe, when as their neighbouring principalities, underwent nothing but 
war and oppreſſion : Neither can I ſay, that the Gentry er Nobility , were aſtoge- 
ther free from this ſin of inconſtancy, againſt their own good, which now they re. 
pent bitterly, when the cure ſeems irreparable, having no power left either to redeem 
that loſs, or continue what is remaining: This pernitions frailty , or rather 1 muy 
ſay, madneſs of 'difpoſition, pr notwithſtanding from ſome private ambiti- 
ons, that put many on more to deſire rewards, then to deſerve preferments, when as it 
was well known he ſeldom refuſed advancement ,- (whether in place or honour) to 
thoſe that had patience and worth ſufficient, to merit favours at his hands, without 
the apparant injury of ſuch, as had held Offices from himſelf or Father, by a long de. 
ſcent , purchaſed at firſt, with the experience of their truſt and fidelity, to the ſervice 
of the Commonwealth: But tis true, as covetouſneſs and ſelf-love have no bounds 
whereby to be limited, ſo paſſions or want of temper in ſeeking Fottunes, prove of- 
tentimes the greateſt impediments to Court acquiſitions : 1 ſhall not trouble yout 
ears With conjectural reaſons of his misforcunes with bis Subjects miſeries, 
ſince a bare relation of truths, will be ſufficient to diſcharge my intention, and obey 
your comands: wherefore I ſhall deſire you will be pleaſed to reft ſatisfied onely 
with the knowledge, that (We firſt flaming tire of diſcontent, broke out publickly in 
in the Kingdom of Pontus, a Countrey as fruitful in rebellions , as in many places 
barren of productions; being fartheſt from Court, and ſo by conſequence leſs warm- 
ed by the ſun-ſhine of benefits, ſince the King onely lived in Bythinia; a Territory 
that could beſt defend it ſelf from ſurprize, wherefore more prepared for expoſinl:- 
tion, and ſo began openly diſorders to the view of the world: The Prieſts complain- 
ed that the Gods ſervices were adulterated; the people cried out, though by theit 
procurements, that they enjoyed not thoſe ancient priviledges , left them rightfully 
to inherit, by their long deceaſed predeceſſors : And the Nobility whoſe authority 
was then in moſ eſteem alledged, their Princes abſence in a manner rendred them all 
ſlaves, ſince Deputies did but couzen right, and enrich their own particulars , which 
were onely pretences, that rather ſhewed a way to their future intentions, then con- 
liſted either with truth or obedience, however I muſt needs ſay, they ought ra- 
ther to have been prevented by quick execution, then by tedious and complying diſ- 
Putations, that onely encouraged thoſe that had no minde to be pacified, and made 
op who were more real in their Loyalty, become doubtful in the ſucceſs; inſo- 
much, as it gave them more cauſe to fear for being too officious, then any way heart- 
ned their thoughts, to reſiſt inſurrections, newly now appearing in the Courtrey, to- 
wards a fatal aſpect: This ſeeming lenity with want of provident foreſight, or ra- 
ther as many wiſe men ſaſpeRed, traitorous counſels being too prevalent, ſince a cer- 
tain kinde of correſpondency was noted at that time between the Court and the Re- 
bels, cauſed the King to defer the bringing of an Army into the field, until — 

| them- 
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themſelves were better provided then was expected, Hot onely to diſpute with him 
at a diſtance, almoſt upon what tearms they pleaſed, but to bid him battle in the 
open campania, if he ſhould chance to deny them any of thoſe requeſts; they pre- 
tended to claim from his Royal Prerogative: At laſt their inſoleney flew to ſo 
high a pitch, whether grounding theix confidence upon what they had already got 
iu doch Kingdoms, by reaſon of theunneceſſary protraction, or the facility of the 
ings nature towards their particular, that whilſt he was even deviſing wayes in the 
— manner to pardon chem for their diſuffections; they of Punta. 
brought numerous Souldiers to Bythinia it ſelf, there to diſpute their wills rather then 
their rights: Inſomuch, as the poor King, being rather amazed at their ingratitude, 
then well provided to reſiſt the Rebellion, finding alſtꝰ he was betrayed in moſt of tis 
couticels, not onely quickly gave them their own condition, but allowed them their 
demands alſo for all choſe of their party, and faction, in the Countrey of ibinia; 
that until bis very death he could never repair that breach which was made, but was 
forced to reign and govern after their wills and pleaſure; as I may ſay, ſacrificing ac 
cording to their fancies, his greateſt favourites and beſt ſervants ; nevertheleſs this 
uſurped liberty in time ingendred ſo much ſpleen and confuſion in both Nations be- 
tween ſeveral intereſts, ſome deſiring a Prince, others none, that at laſt the unfortu- 
nate Kingdom of Pontus, being out-witted in their purpoſes, or over- powered in 
their ſtrength, hath been lately invaded, and if not in a manner, utterly conquered by 
the Bythinians ; which makes us now ſee, the anger and juſtice of the immortall 
Gods, towards our indirect and pernitious proceedings, contracted by reaſon of our 
falſhood and ill nature, ſhewed in the behalf of that Prince, whoſe vertues were un- 
parallel'd, by Kings and Governours in former ages, which I may ſay are the mo- 
tives, that have induced my Brother and my ſelf to leave our Countrey, wherein at 
preſent remains ſcarce any thing, but the appearances of confuſions, miſeries, and 
famine, with a hope to finde either ſafer ſtations, or better employments in other 
Countreys,according to our ſeveral profeſſions; where we are informed. is to be found 
aplentiful harveſt of all arts and curioſities, that can any way delight or ſatisfie humane 
nature. He was not gone much beyond this period, when the old Woodman, ap- 
pearing upon them before they were aware, abſolutely for that preſent; broke off the 

diſcourſe, inſomuch as every one — betook themſelys to other employments. 
Although the Lady 7oyela,began to ſuſpect the myſtgf Thaſius diſcourſe, how- 
ever as yet he had not finiſhed the uttermoſt deſign of ion, as the believed, 
nevertheleſs ſome weeks paſſed before ſhe endeavoured agi to finde out the like 
conveniency ; onely ſhe continued towards him her wonted courteſie, until at laft 
chuſing one waiting Maid for her attendant, ſhe took the occaſion to repair to the 
ſame place in the Grove, about the time of the day, when Phebus declined ſome- 
thing in his courſe towards the Weſt, where ſending for young / Thuſius, whilſt her 
Gentlewoman took her recreation alſo in the neighbouring Copſes, upon his arri- 
val ſhe wiſhe him, for her farther ſatisfaction, to make an end of that ſtory , which 
he had formerly begun; however inſtead of any farther relation, he onely made het 

this anſwer. | | | 
As I very well remember, ſaid Thuſius, the relations I made unto of the misfor- 
tunes of our Countrey, and the intentions of my ſelf and Brother to travell into 
Greece, bleſt with the happineſs of peace and ſecurity as we think; ſo may you be 
pleaſed to know, that thoſe diſcourſes if we had not been otherwiſe interrupted, could 
not have extended themſelves to much farther periods, unleſs I ſhould have tteſpaſ- 
ſed too far upon your patience to my own diſgrace, ſince there remained then no- 
thing behinde, but ſome few trivial paſſages, not worth either my expedition or 
your attention, unleſs any thing were otnitted, that the peeviſhneſs ofmy memory will 
not now ſuffer me to call to minde, for which I ſhall humbly beg your excuſe : oyela 
finding the young Prince, was loath to enter upon more particulars , although

chat nothing but a certain recolleſted confidence, could diſguine rather then gol] 
bark, mat he had already delivered, told her ãt was true; hut the King mentioned, 
had left a Sop, but what the defkinies gither had dune by his perſon , or how tbey 
would yer comply with his fortunes , was nat known when he parted ſrom chat 
Conntreys tothe people Lo what an iſſue theſe diſcourſes would have proceeded, 
_ -capnot well he determined, ſince a great out : cry in the approaching Woods, called 
both Peyela and T haſus to other attentians; who preſently making haſte toward; 
the place, from whence che noiſe came, at laſt they might ſee, not onely 8 woman 
lying flat upon the ground, in a large path, that had been cut out for ſome neceſſary 
paſſage, through che under Wood, but at a pretty diſtance a man combating with 
great Beer: However 7 baſins made hafte to take part of the fight , whereby the 
better to ſecure feyela in her flight, towards her Keepers Lodge, yet being in bis peſ- 
ſage, intecrppted by the party lying upon the earth, taking ber up, he found it was 
no other then the Maid, that had waited upan the Lady 7oyela, from the Caſtle, who 
as it ſnould ſeem in ber ſolitary perambulation, bad been either aſſaulted, or onely 
affrighted by the Bear; notwithſtanding he was forced to conduct ber to her. Ms 
ſtreſs, that then had taken up her ſtand behinde the body of an ald Tree, the Lodge 
belike appearing at too for diſtant for her retreat: When 7 huſius again was upon ia 
way towards the combat, and coming near to the encounter, he might ſee the Bear, 
not only after a while much wounded by the combatant, but being arrived where they 
firy together, he was diſtinct iy advertiſed, that he who fonght wich the Beil, 
was his Servant and Eſquire young Pariſmenus, newly returned from his progreſi of 
diſcovery, according to the appointment and directions of his Lord: This ſigbt made 
the Prince quickly haſten ais aſſiſtance, the rather for that he found Pariſmemm, 
was both much tired hing hurt, in many places of his Body, as appeared hj 
the blood upon his gar ; In conc laſion, the contention continued not long, for 
each of them aſſaulting the ugly creature, with a dexterous courage, not conceivingit 
any point of honour, to ſtand upon complements with that rude enemy, that knew 
no courteſie, and practiſed onely cruelty, he was ſoon diſpatched to his laſt gaſp, and 
afterward his head ſevered from the reſt of his body, by thoſe weapons they carried by 
their ſides beſides their Spears, as a certain kinde of Tropbey of their intire victory. 
Aſter they had a little accommodated t hemſelves, from this violent diſcompoſure, 
the Prince deſired ſomething to be ſatisfied by Pariſmenus, concerning the particulars 
of his journey, unto which he anſwered, that as he had pretermitted no diligence ne- 
ceſſary belonging to his ſervice, though he could not find any opportunity convenient 
to viſit his Father as he had determined, by reaſon of multitudes of Souldiers , dif. 
perſed over the whole Countrey, ſo had he been certainly advertiſed in his voyage, 
that either moſt, or all the principal Nobility of the Kingdom of Myſſia, were alrea- 
dy bythe Zydias Army ſecured in their own dwellings, or committed ſtrictly to other 
Priſons, inſomuch as no ſafety whatſoever was for the preſent to be expected in the 
Nation, for himſelf, or any of his party: Scarce bad he delivered theſe words, but 
his own wounds, which he had received from the barſh embracements of the foul 
Bear, operated ſo far upon his youth and conſtitutions, that in the place he was ready 
to faint : However ¶ Arethuſius was exceedingly troubled at the ſuddenneſs of the

Bur as che Prince was much perturbated, between theſe conſideratious and his own 
diligence, of a ſudden there appeared the old Huntſman , whom the Lady Peyela 
asit ſhould ſeem not well ſatisfied in her minde; had ſent from his own Lodge, more 
particularly, to enquire after the ſucceſs of the adventure, after the fight that hap- 
d with the Bear:? This good fortune (or rather might it be interpreted the wiſe

Jo this purpoſe they led Pari/men between them, Thuſius carrying withall the 
Bears head under his arm, whilſt they arrived at the Keepers Lodge, where they 
found 7oye/a attending, not willing belike to depart towards her own home, untill 
ſach time ſhe had received ſome intelligence concerning the fight: But being ſatisfied 
in her feartal curioſity, and underſtanding alſo who had been the inſtrument, that had 
probably ſaved her Maid from ſlaughter, commanding that Pariſmenus ſhould want 
nothing belonging to the cure of his wounds, which appeared rather trouble. 
ſome then dangerous, with a certain kinde of joy in her countenance for the 
eſcape , ſhe returned to her own Caſtle, leaving the reſt to be performed by 
the Officers of the Houſe , however daily ſhe intended to viſit the ſick Pati- 
ent. 85 
When oyela came into her owi Lodgings; ſhe could not chuſe being alone, but 
a little to reflect upon the young Forreſters diſcourſe, .wbich in a manner according 
to her apprehenſion, agreed with the preſent fate and fortunes, both of the old and 
new King of AHyſſia: Theſe conſiderations fortified, by comparing 7 huſtusd per- 
ſons and actions with what had been told her of the Beauty and Courage of Prince 
Arethuſtus, though now ſomething obſcured by his Huntſmans diſguize, made her 
the more confident, ſhe had him in her poſſeſſion, eſpecially when ſhe looked back at 
the time of the loſs of the Battle, and the comming of the two ſtrangers into the 
Countrey, with their earneſt deſire of having the Ports opened, that they might have 
the opportunity, of ſpeedily conveying themſelves into tiſe neighbouring Countrey

therein concerned of ſo high a conſequence, both in regard of his own perſon, and his 
friends intereſt, ſhe utterly deſiſted from the entertainment of ſo hazzardable a fancy: 
In fine, reflecting upon what had been told her, that the young Prince from his Cradle 
was marked on his breaſt with a red impreſfion of a natural Lion; ſhe would yet 
prove that certainty by ſome means or other, before ſhe either diſcovered het 
thoughts to any, or troubled her minde with more chymera*s in that particular; and 
afterward conſider better what was to be acted for his further ſervice, ſince ſhe found 
dangers of all ſorts would belong to both their conditions, if either he ſhould be 
interrupted in his paſſage, or to be taken by his enemies in his diſpuize, | 
It was ndt many dayes after this reſolution, (oyrla having been one afternoon, to 
viſit her wounded Patient Pariſmenus, who alſo had changed his name ro ſever, 
and by reaſon of thoſe frequent viſies, had ſuckt the poyſon of a dangerous love, 
into his youthful boſome, proceeding trom the enchanted eyes of the fair Lady) that 
paſſing into the Woods according to her cuſtom , for her more private and ſolitary 
recreation, ſhe might behold {ying under a tree faſt aſſeep Thuſius, the ſuppoſed 
young King of Myſſia, and in ſo careleſs a poſture, that in regard of his garment be- 
fore being unbuttoned, for a little refreſhment againſt the heat of the day, ſhe had 
the opportunity eafily if ſhe pleaſed ,, without any diſcovery , to ſatisfie her own

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curioſity, in ſearching out the truth of the mark ppon his breaſt, according to her 
former determinations. | : 
Tis true a little natural fear, or rather (might it be called) ſome kinde of reve. 


' rence to his quality, cauſed her at the firſt with trembling ſteps , to approach the 


place where be lay, until her paſſions at laſt overcoming all her other conſiders. 
tions, kneeling down upon the ground, ſhe gently removed from his breaſt the in. 
terpolition, and as ſoon found what ſhe either expected or looked for: O you Gods 
with what a countenance did ſhe then entertain this verity : Sometimes ſhe conſider. 
ed his perſon, and thought it now much more beautiful then before, being cloatheq 
with glorious titles and attributes in her working imagination; which ſhewy that 
opinion for the moſt part governs the thoughts and fancy of men, ſince the yh. 
ſtance, nor the form, were changed, but onely a kinde of inward apprehenſion no 
way viſible to be diſtinguiſhed, made or created onely the alteration : Then did ſhe 
refle& again upon his fortunes, and diſaſters, wherein ſhe ſeemed to blame the Hes. 
vens, both for their injuſtice, and cruelty, to ſuffer a Prince of fuch worth and of ſo 
high an extraction, to wander about the world thus in neceſſity, whilſt others of 
meaneſt condition, poſſeſt all his rights and poſſeſſions ,, when as none of his own 
rank, ſeemed to lend a hand towards his aſſiſtance: With theſe thoughts ſhe let fall 
a fewof her own tears, as offered ſacrifices to his injuries and misfortunes : But whe 
ther or no theſe inward expoſtulations of the fair 7oye/a, proceeded moſt from the 
effects of love or duty at that time, cannot well be determined > Since it was mof 
certain, new inſpirations began to ſeize the ſoul of that excellent Creature; inſo. 
much, as preſently returning home to her own Caſtle , without diſturbing the acci. 
dental reft of the young Prince, ſhe ſpent the whole night after , in nothing but di. 
traced and violent conſiderations, tending either to her private affections, or char 
table commiſerations, belonging to Arethuſius fortunes : Nevertheleſs ſo it happen. 


ed, that Rhea her old Nurſe (whether noting any thing from her Miſtreſſes paſſions 
or being over envious at the — — viſits; accompanied with the more particular 
ar 


converſation fojela uſed towards her young Huntſman, ſince age for the moſt partis 
ever jealous, not to loſe that intereſt they have with youth, whether gained by auto- 
rity or love) one day finding an opportunity, thus uttered her minde to her Lady, e. 


ther out of ſpight,or providence. 

The world hitherunto, aid ſhe, hath been ſo far perſwaded of your vertues, (0 
moſt indiſcreet Foyela,) thãt ſcarce was there a match in all Aſia, but would have been 
offered to your choice: Wherefore can it be thought a young ſtrangers handſome- 
neſs, with a little fluentneſs in his tongue, ſhould enchant totally your converſation 
from thoſe former principles, given you by your truſty and long experienced Nurſe? 
What may your great Brother think of our comportments, when he ſhall hear al 
moſt by every Shepheard, that your delights are either grown.common, or your paſ- 
ſions not to be ſuppreſt by any temper > If needs now you will marry contrary to 
your paſt profeſſions, at leaft make ſuch an election, as may ftand with your ho- 
nour and diſcretion, whereby neither your ſelf or friends may ſuffer in reputation: 
Whilſt Rhea was delivering of this prepoſterous and mad Rhetorick, that taſted ra- 
ther of her jealous ſpleen, then of any circumſpection which ſhould have belonged 
to her age, however at other times ſhe had often made 7oyel/a weary of her inſolent 
reprovements, grounded upon no better reaſon and conſideration , many — 
bluſhes with ſome tears of anger, might be ſeen ſtrongly to combat in her m 
and lovely countenance, inſomuch as a. long ſpace it was before ſhe returned her 
any anſwer at all, until at laſt (finding it was neceſſary to ſay ſomething , as well in 
her own defence, as the better to ſhadow ¶Arethuſius diſguiſe , ſince ſhe could not 
deny in her own thoughts, but that a common Forreſters frequent converſation, was ⁊ 
great deal below her own birch and calling) in ſome ſeeming paſſſon, putting on in 
= looks a new purchaſte authority, ſhe uttered with a kinde of a ſharp tone this 

anguage. 

Rhea, ſaid ſhe, although in this prepoſterous (if not malicious) diſcourſe , your 


preſumption hath far out- gone, either your diſcretion or affection, yet that you 
may 
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may be the better inſtructed in my intentions, and ſo by conſequence judge of my 
actions, I will firſt put to your conſideration, whether the youthful bravery of our 
ſtrange Forreſter, when he fixed his Javelin in the Bull, at the common hunting, 
by which means I became ſecured from the Beaſts violence, and the ready courage 
both himſelf and his companion ſhewed ,- againſt the Bear teady to deſtroy my vo- 
man, be not motives ſufficient to render me grateful to their worths and fortunes, 
alchough my own diſpoſition ſhould not be good enough, in ſome meaſure to requite 
them with my countenance ꝰ which arguments, when you have well weighed in your 
ud; t, though your nature be never ſo defeRive,, in that particular, I 
farther tell you, that theſe young men who ſeems to be your ſpight , and per- 
haps the Countries envy, are not meer Vagabonds as you apprehend them to be, but 
t Lords of the Countrey of Pontus, driven out of their rightful poſſeſſions, by 
. violence of their prevailing enemies (that x Arg fortune of the Wars, and their 
own conquering Swords, keep now by force, what their lawful titles could not chal- 
lenge) who are now travelling into Greece, but underſtanding all the Ports upon the 
Egean Seas to be ſtopped, are conſtrained under this * to take up their ſhelter 
within our Quarters and Dominions : Now if gratitude, pitty, and good nature, 
would not contribute to ſuch a charitable” affiſtance , let the world judge, and the 
Gods puniſh? So that henceforth hold your peace, or ſpeak with more reaſon , ſince 
] have revealed unto you a ſecret, which perhaps will be accounted a kinde of a falſe 
crime in me, to have diſcovered to any; with theſe words the anger'd 7oye/a flew out 
of the place, as if her youthful ſpleen , intended to get an abſolute juriſdiction over 
her Governeſſes ſeverity, ſince her choller and indignation feemed not again any way 
to be pacified, either by her endeavour or perſwaſion. | 
Although Rhea might be a little frightned by this neceſſary paſſion of her Ladies, 
towards leſs malice, or more temper, yet Peyela finding it was almoſt impoſlible, 
long to conceal the Prince in her poſſeſſion, fince not onely the Countrey already en- 
quired both after his perſon and vertues, but her own eſteem and protect ion as ſhe 
thought, would quickly become of no force, by the ſeruring and impriſonment of 
the Nobility of Myſſia, wherein her Brother Argylius bore a ſhare in the diſgrace, 
though not as yet altogether in the misfortune, 12 his manner was alwayes, to 
comply with the ſtrongeſt party in appearance; wherefore began as well to conſider 
the means of Arethaſius eſcape , as her ſelf alſo to be weary of her own habitation, 
in that ſhe conceived, neither honour nor ſecurity would long depend, either upon her 
power, or her will in the place where ſhe now remained, exerciſing her innocent 
ſports and contemplation : Nevertheleſs ſhe found ſome difficulty in removing; for 
that as the ſervant of Arethuſius, was not yet recovered of thoſe wounds, which he 
had lately received from the Bear in her maids defence, ſo was not her old nurſe 
Rhea, in a capacity to be made acquainted with the reaſons and intention of their eſ. 
cape, much leſs in perſon (in regard of her age) any way fit for a journey of that na- 
ture; anda kinde of an inhumanity it would ſeem to be, to leave ber behinde, with- 
out either her conſent or privity : On the other ſide, the young King himſelf, enter- 
tained no fewer diſtractions in his thoughts and imaginations , concerning his own 
deſperate condition; conſidering that not onely all the Ports in the Kingdom of 
Myſſia, were ſtopt againſt his flight, but Pariſinenus was now laid up for ought 
he knew, by a moſt tedious and laſting fickneſs ; beſides that he had lately revealed 
bis adventures (though in ſomething obſcure terms)to the young Ladies apprehenſion, 
not knowing how far he could be confident of her — ſince either her own pri- 
vate intereſt, or her Brothers power and ambition, might cauſe her in theſe extream 
times, to do things contrary to her nature and practice: Pariſmeuus alſo though ly- 
ing in his Bed, was as deſperately afflicted in his minde, having received both outward 
and inward wonders : The one from the rude imbracements of the ugly Bear , the 
other from the modeſt and beautiful countenance of a fair Lady; which however of 
the two, according to his deſpairing apprehenſion, was the harder to be cured, be- 
ing the chiefeſt cauſe (though none as yet ſuſpected his thoughts) why his hurts, 
that appeared to the outward view no way dangerous, made ſo flow a progreſs 
in 
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in their amendment, however no skill or pains was omitted for his benefit. 
-- Whilſt many diſturbances poſſeſt the breaſts of theſe: three ſeveral perſons, al. 
though in divers kindes, the old Governeſ Rhea, whether taking too deeply to heart 
tlie late unkinde checks of her Lady and Miſtreſs, the vertuous 55%, or that rather 
nature began of a ſudden to lay a forcible claim, to what could not be long kept from 
her ri 4 * any induſtry, fell extream ſick of à violent burning Feaver: This unex. 
peckel accident put the Lady 7ojela into another diſtraction, by reaſon as well ſhe 
thought it would prove an.1mpediment to her deſigns, as that t muſt neceſſarily draw 
together a dangerous concourſe of people to that place, where it was convenient to 
be molt priyate, in regard the old woman had been a long inhabitant of thoſe parts 
in belonging to her Brothers family: Beſides ſhe could not be but ſomething ſenſible 
of ———4 ha ving continued with her a great ſpace of her time, having been 
formerly a ſervant to her Mother, though lately as ſhe knew, put over her concern. 
ments by Argylius; wherein notwithlianding ſhe had in ſome ſort demeaned her 
ſelf, more like a Miſtreſs. then an Obſerver; inſomuch as ſhe began to think, ſhe 
ſhould be forced either to leave her behinde, in what journey ſoever to be taken with 
the Prince, or he conſtrained to long a, ſpace to wait for her recovery, ſince ſhe 
ſuppoſed at the beſt, her age would require protraction in her amendment; but the 
Gods within ſome few weeks, made end of theſe conſiderations, for the old Nurſeat 
laſt growing deſperate in her diſeaſe , one night when Foye/a was inclinable to ſome 
reſt, and to that purpoſe in her Bed fallen a ſleep, ſhe was ſuddenly called up by ber 
Maid-ſervant, to take her final farewell of Rhea, who alſo in her flumbers bad been 
frighted with ſome uncontroulable viſions : This intelligence not onely renewed the 
perplexities of oyela, whoſe nature was both pittiful and apprehenſive, but made 
her haſte quickly, either to perform her laſt office of kindneſs to her diſtreſſed Nurſe, 
or elſe to make her ſelf more certain of her condition, by her own perſonal and cha: 
ritable viſit ; In this manner being arrived, and ſeated upon her Bed-ſide, after a few 
interchangeable tears between them both, at laſt this unexpected diſcourſe proceeded 
from the old and diſtreſſed woman. I | | 
The Gods ſaid ſhe, muſt be obeyed, and their inſcrutable decrees will be obſerved. 
notwithſtanding the frailty of mortality, contracted either into ignorance or ſtub- 
bornneſs : Theſe conſiderations and my own declining condition, makes me utter it 
preſent, what perhaps might be concealed to future prejudice : Know then ſaid ſhe, 
that as] am not ignorant, how Arethu/izs the young King of Myſſia, is in a diſ- 
guized ſhape entertained within your Keepers houſe , ſo is it neceſſary you provide 
uickly for his departure, . leſt che ſame ſharpneſs of (ight from others, prove a de. 
Aruckon to her perſon and affairs: This language did more then amaze the already 
too much diſtracted oyela, who between her grief to finde her Nurſe in ſo deſperate 
a plight, and the ſuddenneſs of the furprize ,.to be called out of her Bed in the midft 
of her quiet, could not well know what to ſay, and as little how to think; eſpecially 
when as the ſtory now began ſo nearly to concern both her ſelf and Arethuſius: Ne- 
vertheleſs after a while, being better ſettled in her thoughts and apprehenſions, 
whereby to attend a farther iſſue, Rhea again (though bathed in tears, and ſomething 
interrupted by her ſighs) in this manner proceeded. s 
As I have already let you know (which it ſhould ſeem you would not do me) that 
our neighbouring Woods contained this rich treaſure, of ſo much conſequence to be 
preſerved, by all ſorts of people within the Nation , ſo hath it been. my endeavour 
privately, to keep you from ſetting your minde upon his love, noting a more then or- 
dinary affecdion to his converſation ; as well for that I knew the ambitious intenti- 
ons of my Lord Argylius, to marry him to his own Daughter, whereby he might

tenance; which the vertuous + os perceiving, with pretty ſmiles apprehending bis 
confuſion, thus continued her diſcourſe. It is ſufficient ſaid ſhe, that I know youto

Moſt icellent 7ojela ſaid he, as well the worlds wonder as my preſervation; if 
an unfortunate Prince ſhall never be able to repay the obligations, due to ſo high and 
faithful a magnanimity, the Gods 1 hope, both for their own goodneſs and _ 
ſatisfaRion, will not ſuffer the example to be loſt to poſterity. The heat oft 
complements-being paſt, they began more nearly to conſider, the way and mannerof 
their eſcape, which however, without any determinate reſolutions parted them again, 
to avoid too much ſuſpicion to their ſeveral affaits, intending another meeting 
ere it were long, whereby abſolutely to contrive the reſt, for notwithſtanding 
the death of Rhea had taken off ſome part of the impediment, in that ſhe was by that 
means eternally diſpoſed of, yet the ſickneſs that ſtill continued upon young Parſe 
menus Aret huſius ſervant, whom be was very loath to leave behinde him, put ſome 
diſtractions in the reſolutions of the Prince: but within a few dayes that obſtruction 
was alſo removed; for Arethuſius finding with ſome more diligent enquiry, that the 
youths diſtempers proceeded moſt from the darts diſcharged, by the bright and lovely 
eyes of the fair eyelu, Although the Lady was never made acquainted with the my- 
ſtery, told Pariſmenus not onely of the journey, which ſhortly he intended to make, 
for the procuring his own ſafety, the whole Countrey being now in the poſſeſſion of 
their enemy, but that 7oye/a her ſelf alſo was reſolved to go along with them, as8

malice of the Senate and its patty, who now ſo violently proſecute both my life and 
deſtruction. | 

Truly replyed cela, it is apparent to my apprehenſion, by that little reading 1 
have had in Hiftory , that thoſe points of Religion now 23 practiſed in the 
Countrey of Lydia, were firſt invented, at leaſtwiſe impoſed upon the unwilling obe- 
dience of the Subjects, onely to keep the Crown ſure to the poſſeſſion of the old 
Queen that then reigned, who as it was ſuppoſed more doubted the right of her Ii. 


+ tle, then was any way convinced in her opinions, in matters of Religious Duties 


and more evident, that in this latter age, both your Father and your ſelf have ff. 
fered all your injuries and oppreſſions, by ſomeof thoſe violent profeſſours, where. 
in ſcarce any cruelties, or extortions have been omitted , either co compaſs fortune, 
or revenge ſpleens ; inſomuch as I begin to doubt, whether the Gods any longer wil 
protect theſe Nations from utter ruine , unleſs a timely repentance prevent future 
judgements : Beſides it is to be obſerved, that the common people every where, arc 
ſo given to their own appetites and ſenſuality, with a certain kinde of general con- 
fuſion in the practice of their formal Religion, that it is unpoſſible any obſervation 
at — can be long uſed, when Prieſts as well as people, are alike wicked and pte. 
poſterous. | 

I cannot deny replyed Aretbhuſius, but that the times are carried on with a mok 
violent precipitation of pride and covetouſneſs , not onely towards the proſperity of 
our family, but even againſt the very Fundamental Principles of all Divinity and Mo. 
rality, which are the chief ties to piece together Government and Obedience, yet ne. 
vertheleſs, the fooliſh wickedneſs of men cannot make void, what is rightly eſta- 
bliſhed for the Gods ſervice, and therefore their actions ought not alter our belief: 
In this, faid ye la conſiſts the myftery of the diſpute, between the Temple of Del- 
phos, and thoſe that profeſs the contrary opinions: For the firſt pretends to maintain 
inviolably, the ſame practice was inſtituted without any alteration, in the beginning; 
witneſs ſo many Records and Books written in all ages to that purpoſe, neitherto 
be denied for their antiquity , or to be queſtioned in their interpretation, whereas 


of the contrary your people, onely believe and put in praiſe, either what the 


late Prieſt Herenxius (being diſcontented with his ſhame and puniſhment) hath told 
them, or their own fancies (grounded upon nothing but covetous and wordly prin- 
ciples) dictates to their appetites, whereby thoſe of that Religion, become diſobe- 
dient to their ſuperiours, and extort from other people what goods they pleaſe, 
to their own uſe and commodity ; not obſerving the leaſt .juſtice or charity in 
their proceedings: whereas the chiefeſt Law the Gods have ordained to be obſerved 
is, to do to another in all things, what they could wiſh ſhould be done to them- 
ſelves in particular: Beſides it is to be conſidered, as an evident and indoubtable 


truth ſince the firſt appearing of Herenxius, in the Confines of · Arabia, the world 


hath been filled in a manner with nothing but Slaughters, Rebellions, and 


Impiety, altering their opinions (at leaſtwiſe the exerciſe of their Rites) as of-

ten as the Moon doth her Garment, ,” which want of conſtancy ſhews , that it 
ib impoſſible the Gods have ever eftabtithed a Religion ſo wavering , being by nature 
both certain and eternal in their inſtitutions: Thele arguments of 7ope/a appeared to 
the young Prince, of more then ordinary conſequence z-. yet not being willing to give 
over. entertainment to their Na regard us he believed his concernments, 
2 ſomething upon people of hole principles in Religion, in whoſe àſſiſtauce 
fic hoped probably to regain his loſt Crowns, which his owneſftabliſliment in Govern- 
ment, endeavoured for the preſent, to put off any further diſputation of this nature: 


For as he was unable to anſwer her reaſons , ſo was he loath altogether to. be con- 


founded by her diſcourſes, and therefore deſired to convert the communication, into 
200. * and familiar talk; telling her to that purpoſe, that he feared her Religi- 
ous Philoſophy ,had partly made het fofyet their deſrgn, it giving him ſo often names 
of refpe&, whereas now he was onely co be eſteemed her moſt hachble and obſequi- 
ous ſervant, for the better ſafety and advantage of them, both : But 7oye/a notwith- 
fading the Princes craft, was determined not ſo egſiſy to quit the Gods intereſt, 
as well as his converſion if it were poſſible; and cherefore again added this ſpeech, 
and ſome examples to her former diſcourſe : Homever ſuid ſhe, my Lord, or Thus, 
(whether of both you ate beſt pleaſed to be named by) I finde you partly aſhamed, to 


| interchange too many words with a womans arguments, fince perhaps you think it 


no maſtery to become viRorious againſt ſuch an enemy, yet you tnuſt give me leave 
before I make an end, to. ſay this to your conlideration , That it is improbable 
the reformation pretended of the Delphi abuſes, can be right from thoſe of your 
Religion, who apparently have put the others oat of their ancient poſſeſſion, when 
as the world hath ever ſince grown worſe and worſe , infteagpof mending in their 
ra ctices; whereby it appears, the effects have not followed conducing to the Gods 
onour, in that neither Temples have been builded, or charity increaſed , but rather 
thoſe that were, ate utterly deſtroyed and pulled down, with, ſuch 4. general current 
uſed df extortion, malice and injaſtice., that it is unpoſſible almoſt the natural ſuc- 
ceſſion of mankinde can ſubſiſt, unleſs there be ſpeedily ſome altetatiqns in the pro- 
ceeding: Beſides let me tell you ſaid (he, that however you may be opinionated, that 
many people of thoſe opinions in Religion, remain till conſtant and firm to your 
party, both in the Kingdom of Lydia and Myſſia, yet am I confident, your * 
rity ſhall never arrive to you according to your wiſhes, unleſs the Princes of a con- 
trary faith (by an united Forces) endeavour alſo ſtrongly yout ſatizfaction in the fu. 
ture: So that in the interim, it were not amiſs for you to conſult with the ſacred Ora- 
cle of Delphos, what might be the event of your after proceedings, ſince that 
Arch-Flamin hath the beſt opporthaicy, both to perſwade and joyn other States to- 
gether for your advantage: If this advice ſaid ſhe, be too boldly offered to your 
conſideration, I humbly beg your pardon, as a duty I conceived neceſſary in ſome 
ſort, to be propoſed to your thoughts , wherefore I may challenge. a little forgive- 
neſs: but if you ſhall judge my intentions any way creaſonable, I will not refuſe 
what puniſhment you may preſcribe, either in my ſex or condition, in expiation of 
my ignorant offence ; who cannot inwardly wiſh yon what inconveniency ſoever, 
although I may appear of a contrary opinion to your thoughts in theſe particulars : 
however Arethuſius wondered how foyela could come to this knowledge of his 
affairs, as well inthe Kingdom of Lydia, as of her own Countrey of Mjſſia, for 
that moſt certain it was, ſcarce any of his party, appeared ready willing to aſſiſt him, 
upon his laſt expedition, yet nevertheleſs (in his thoughits) he reſolved not to viſic the 
Temple of Delphos as ſhe had propounded , although he intended not to make any 
acquainted with his purpoſes; onely for the preſent (being deſirous to put off this 
manner of genie) he returned her this anſwer of his acknowledgement and 
oratitude. OF 
O moſt vertuous and gentle 7oye/a ſaid he, whoſe wiſdom is equal to thy good- 
neſs, and thy goodneſs not to be parallel'd by any other creature upon the face of 
the earth, what a ſupream mercy did the immortal Gods ſhew in my behalf, 


when they firſt made me happy, not onely wich the protection, but the affedtiors 
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'of beautiful and diſcregt 7o3els, I not thinking it was poſſible, that the bur.

tle, but was eſcape 1 IL ed difficulty , from the violent proſecution of 


No ſooner was this deſign mentioned by the moſt fair and diſcreet 7ope/a , but it 
was readily entertained by the Princes apprehenſion , as the likelieſt means to get 
aſſage into the neighbouring Countrey of Greece: Neither was Pariſmenw 
ckward jn contributing of his beſt ſervice z for however his body might be 
ſomething tired (as be thought in the proſecuting of ſo tedious a journey on foot) 
et could his inward hopes be never wearied , concerning his lovely and beauteous 
liftreſs, though his affections were altogether concealed from her knowledge and 
ſuſpicion : When the time came for their departure, not above two dayes from the 
teſolution, they all three began to trayel towards Smyrna: *Tis true, no adventures 
happened in the voyage, but that often they were interrupted by inguübe Souldiers, 
or other magiſtrates whoſe deſire to be in employment, rather made them officiow, 
then that any pale appeared to their jydgements to render them ſo buſie: All 
which notwithſtanding was quickly anſwered, by their telling them confidently, 
they were onely people, of the leſſer Phrygia, going towards the Iſland of Chios, 
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had for ſome time proſpered in their inſolency and tyranny : Yet for all this content, 
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which tet huſias todk an the very contemplation of the iteident, and che ho pes 05 
a bene hereby ,/ nevertheleſs whein bexonfdered (and confderation often ech 
cech deubte) chat Fierrinsörvtue] being quierty"fertedif the Governnient:

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during their neceſſary oy Lydia, not todhquire more of any perſon whatſoeret 


after other particulars, leſt it might bring a needleſs ſuſpition upon their perſons, d. 
ther of having ſome intereſt — in the quarrel, ox being now concerned in the 
change, notwirhſtanding they profeſſecd themſelves to be of another Countrey, 
being withaſl reſolved to take ſea upon the ſirſt opportunity, leſt any unfortunate 
ſtop ſhould come contrary to their expectations, which they ſuppoſed might eaſily 
happen; and the rather in regard of the late alterations, ſo that having in thi 
manner determined of their thoughts, Arethuſius retired to his own appartment, not 
far off the place where the horſes remained. eee nene 
Not many dayes alter this reſolution ; did they continue in the City of Smyrac, 
when agreeing with 5 Chis, to tranſport them into that Iſland, where 
they doubted not within a time, but to finde out another paſſage for what place 
they pleaſed to be carried unto, though the party himſelf was onely a Lydia by 
birth, yet in the evening appointed, for the putting to Sea, the ſeaſon appeating 
both fair and calm, they were ſuddenly ſtopped by the ſearchers of the Town; 
however they quickly bought off the ſtrictneſs of their enquiry , by a large propor- 
tion of Gold,, yet upon Arethuſius entering into the Bark, the owner of the Veſſel 
privately whiſpering Pari/mepss in the ear, gave bim to underſtand , that he knew 
the Prince, and could not as he ſaid without the danger and hazzard of his life, but 
reveal the ſecret to ſome Officer or other: It cannot be doubted, but theſe words 
put Pari/menns into a great deal of confuſion and amazement , as ſuſpecting his 
truth of the ſhipman, and fearing tiſe event of the accident, when as the Kings bo- 
nour, if not his life, became thus unexpeRedly engaged: Nevertheleſs the Gods a it 
ſhould ſeem, inſpiring him with mare then an ordinary courage and re ſolution, it the 


preſent he returned this anſwer to the Boat - man. 6 
*Tis true, ſaid he, as I will not diſpute the probability of your ſdſpition , ſince the 
interruption of the journey onely, will be a ſufficient misfortune to ours affairs, 
ſo of the other fide, give me leave to deliver theſe thoughts to your conſideration: 
Whether ſuppoſing the certainty of what you have faid > it be not better for your 
particular, to paſs us thus undiſcovered with the gain almoſt of any preferment _ 
ſhall deſire, in recompence of the ſervice in forreipn parts, our qualities not poſſible 
to be known to any but your ſelf , ſince the ſearchers are already parted from the 
Bark, or loſe —— hopes of ſuch a reward, by performing the moſt baſeſt 
Treaſon, can any way be committed by mankinde, againſt a Prince who notwith- 
ſtanding might live to puniſh you for the perfidiouſneſs: Beſides, can you think, af- 
ter ſuch an act of wickedneſs committed againſt innocency , either to be bountifully 
rewarded by whoſoever in theſe confuſed changes, ſince none will fo much own - 
| | | treaſon 
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treaſon as hate the Traytor, or be able again to put to ſea, with what commodities 
ſoever of 4 conſiderable value, without the endangering both of them in your com- 
pany, and your own perſon by forreign States; over and above the many private plots 
and deſigns, to take away your life by ſuch of the Kings party, as are at preſent and 
will be continually living in other Countreys. mats 
I! be fellow after theſe words of Pariſmeuus, food for ſome pretty ſpace in ſome 
ſeeming muſe, until at laſt turning from him with a violence, as if his conſideration 
had brought forth a determinate reſolution, though at all he uttered not his minde 
unto him, he commanded his Marriners preſently co hoyſe up their ſails, which quick- 
ly carried the Veſſel with a proſperous blaſt, two or three furlongs from the ſhore 
into the ſea, where ſhe appeared co be paſt danger, either of the Town of Smyrna, 
or the Countrey of Lydia. . 8 | 
As this eſcape well pleaſed that youthful and innocent Company, the whole paſ- 
ſage being related at large by faithful though love. ſick Pariſmenus, ſo for almoſt a 
night and a day they ſeemed exceedingly to be favoured by Neptunes beſt indulgency, 
ſince the waves rather played gently with the ſides of the ſhip , then either made war 
againſt her tacklings, or drove her over haſtily from the ſight of the Afian Coaſt: 
Nevertheleſs determining to land upon that part which looks to the Countrey of 
Greece, as being more commodiouſly furniſhed with Havens to that purpoſe, they 
again anchored in that Road, by reaſon the night drew on apace, intending in the 
morning to be ſurer of their entrance: But whether the Gods of the ſea being an- 
gry with their chief Maſter, or that Arethuſius fates had a minde yet to lead him in- 
to other adventures, as not being fully ſatisfied with his paſt troubles, the windes 
in the middle of the night turned & contrary and boiſterous, that the Ship- 
man not having time to weigh up his Anchors, was forced for the ſecuri- 
ty of his Bark, and the ſafety of the Goods and Paſſengers to cut all his Ca- 
bles , letting her take her fortune, notwithſtanding the danger of ſo many ſmall 
Iſlands, diſperſed every where in thoſe ſeas : As this unexpected ſtorm put them all 
into a new combuſtion, ſo foyela who had not been much accuſtomed ro thoſe chur.- 
liſh toſſings of the water, began after a while to be extream ſick, inſomuch as the 
violence of the windes ſtill increaſing, which carried the Veſſel they knew not whi- 
ther, gave Arethuſius as well as the reſt more then ordinary trouble; until at laſt the 
young Lady being in a mannner overcome by her diftemper, began to vomit blood 
in the place of other ſuperfluities, that had for ſome hours defended her from dan- 
ger : *Tis true, the Prince became outrageous at theſe chances, as well for the hin- 
. derance of their deſigns, as more eſpecially in regard of 7ojela's (as he believed) de- 
ſperate malady, finding no relaxation in the effects of her diſtempers, though the 
' Preſident was not ordinary, for any perſon of what conſtitution ſoever to ſuffer in 
that kind; but it ſhould ſeem ſome inward vein in her body was broke by her exceſſive 
ſtraining. The perplexities of Pariſmenus on the other fide were not to be expreſſed, 
for love now began to be laid open in a full proſpect, deſpair encreaſing the flame to 
a high violence, of tearing his hair, and beating his breaſt without any compaſſion ; 
Yet the Gods as it ſhould ſeem more favourable then they expeRed, after ſome hours 
time it being now perfect day, quieted the windes to the extraordinary content of 
moſt of the ſhip, though oze/a ſtill laboured in her diſtempers, however ſomething 
abated from their firſt fury. In concluſion Phebus beginning now to appear in his 
wonted glory and ſplendour, the Pilot quickly found they were within the fight of 
the Grecian ſhore ; So that the Barks courſe ſtill lying that way, as if reſolute for 
thoſe Coafts, having alſo loſt all her Anchors, and moſt of her tackling , the Maſter 
determined to put into a Haven, not far from the great and glorious City of Athens, 
over againſt which they then were, where he intended to ſtay, until he had fitted his 
Veſſel for a further Voyage, being now utterly unabled to that purpoſe, 

After this reſolution was taken, they made what haſte they could to the Grecian 
ſtore , ſometimes by the meer force of rowing with their Oars; other whiles again 
they labored with broken fails to mend their Veſſels ſpeed, leſt night once more ſhould 
prevent their defign, and fo conſequently indanger all their fateries : In this — 
: Tween 
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between rowing, working, and ſteering, they arrived at Pirea the Haven of the great 
City, toward the ſhutting in of. the evening, where being at laſt landed, though with 
ſome trouble, but more circumſtance, the firſt thing that Aretbaſius and ' Pariſmeyy 
did, was to provide a convenient lodging for the fair though too much diſtempered 
2ojela, which being effected, and ſhe laid in her bed, by the help of the woman. ſer. 
vants of the houſe, the Prince went to the Shipman, to give him a full recompence 
not onely for his own tranſportation, but in regard of his particular fidelity, in ha. 
ving his King at his mercy, as be ſaid, yet notwithſtanding had kept him ſaſe from 
his enemies, when as extraordinary gain might ſeem to have invited him to ſuch a de. 
termination: However the- fellow was abundantly ſatisfied with his reward, and 
more that it had been his fate in this manner, to preſerve both the life and honour of 
the King of Myſſia, yet he humbly intreated the ſecret might not be revealed, a, 
well in that the diſcovery would for everhinder all his employments, upon any coaſts 
belonging to the Lydian Power, as alſo in regard it would indanger the ſervants and 
friends he had, yet remaining within thoſe Territories and Juriſdictions : Arerbuſa. 
did faithfully promiſe him the performance of what he ſo diſcreetly required, as al. 
ſo reſolved himſelf in like manner to diſguiſe his own perſon, during the time he 
ſhould continue in the Countreys of Greece, which as he believed, depended much up- 
on the perfect recovery of the vertuous Foze/a + *Tis true the young Lady, however 
ſhe wanted neither Courage to ſupport her own malady, or lacked skilful Artifts 
from Athens to cure her diſtempers, yet finding her ſickneſs made but a ſmall progreſs 
towards amendment, in the place where the now remained, was perſwaded to retire 
unto a Cloiſter of Religious Nuns, belonging to the famous Goddeſs Miner va, who 
were accuſtomed (as twas ſaid beſides their buſie devotions) to take care of diſeaſed 
perſons , eſpecially of thoſe of the better fort of people, which by accident were 
fallen into any manner of diſorders, as a moſt laudable property appertaining to 
their order, in regard of the Miſtreſs they ſerved, being not onely Patroneſs of the 
City, but the heavenly inſpirer of Arts and Skill into moſt profeſſions. 
This deſign being propoſed, as a conveniency well ſuiting with all their occaſions, 
it was ſoon cntertained by the willing conſent of the young Lady , which alſo gave 
a further liberty to the Prince and Pariſmenus, to follow what recreations they pla. 
ſed, towards their divertiſements, ſince as Arethuſius was reſolved not to part from 
Greece, until he ſaw the determination of Foyela's ſickneſs, ſo could not he or any man 
Elſe be admitted in the Cloiſter to make a viht to her. | | 

The Prince being thus (as I ſaid) freed in ſome ſort from his attendance, though ſtil 
tied to a voluntary obſervance, upon the preſent indiſpoſitions of his dear ojels, 
whom as he was perſwaded had left both friends and Countrey , onely to wait the 
conveniencies of his ſafety, began as well to conſider how he ſhould diſpoſe of him- 
ſelf, during the time of her recovery, as in what poſture he ſhould put his perſon for 
the better diſguile, ſince he was reſolved not to be known to any whoſoever, that 

he was the unfortunate King of the Myſſi ans, not onely in regard he wanted in par- 
ticular both means and attendance, but alſo for that he had promiſed the Lydia 
Shipman, abſolutely to. conceal bis quality, during his abode in the Countrey of 
Greece: To this purpoſe inthe firſt place, he determined to pleaſe his curiofity in 
viewing moſt of the famous Towns in Peloponenſes; as allo to that effect, to tale 
upon him the habit of one of the Prieſts, belonging to ſome Temple of Hercules, 
for his better diſguiſe, ſuppoſing it was the propereſt veſtment, as well in reſpect of 
his youtbful determinations, as for that the chiefeſt Juriſdiction appertaining to the 
Arch Flamin of Delphos, under whoſe command ſuch garments did moſt ſuit , both 
with the reſpect of the people, and his own travels, would give him more conveni- 
ent entrance into all the places of note within the whole Countrey. It is not to be 
doubted, but that poor Pariſmenus, could well have been content of any occaſion 
to have diverted his own journey, whereby to have attended the onely expectation 
of Peyela's recovery: But duty and honour would not agree to ſo unneceſſary a va- 
nity, wherefore he followed his Royal Maſter in his expedition, until they arrived at 
the Town of Corinth, a Town whoſe greatneis ( alchough the firſt in uur

did not ſeem any way to their view to exceed ics beauty. The ſtreets were large and 
even,the Temples ſo fair and magniticently adorned every where with high Cupell , 
chat as the Heavens appeared in a manner frighted with their ambition, ſo did the 
earth enjoy a commodity by their richgeſs ; wherein the people adored che Gods, as 
if they had been placed-upon their Thrones, not by mental ſpeculation onely, asin 
other Cities: Thoſe gallant fountains,*that poured. out continually.co..the Inhabi- 
rants whole Rivers of cleareſt water, were deſigned in ſtately and large Market pla- 
ces, as well for the conveniency of the multitudes approach, as that their excellent 
and admirable ſtructure might be the better viewed, and wondred at by all, though 
ſcagce underſtood by any, but ſuch as exceeded in the art of building: All the Sta- 
tes were made either of white Marble or golden braſs, which being intermixt with 
Cypreſs Groves ox running Fountains; were elevated upon artificial, Mounts for their 
er ſplendour, being paved under foot with Moſaick work, giving ſuch a grace 

and majeſty unto the whole City, that the like could not again be parallel'd, accord- 
ing to the apprehenſion of the raviſhed Prince. It was. not long before he had 
the opportunity to ſee the Dukes particular riches , when notwithſtanding the cun- 
ning of the workmen, ſeemed to have-out-done the natural value of the materials, 
as well in portraiture as carving, although the like Diamonds were not elſewhere 
to be found through the world, mixed alſo with ſome Pearls and Stones of leſs worth; 
when he had in a manner ſurfeited his eyes with all ſorts of earthly varieties could 
be imagined, belonginging unto greatneſs, and a noble City, where the Duke him- 
ſelf ruled bis people by a moſt abſolute Prerogative, howſoever his ordinary State 
ſeemed rather retired and private, then common and ſplendid, as if by his wealth and 
abundance, he intended to let his neighbouring Princes onely ſee what he could do, 
if he pleaſed ; Arethuſius thought upon removing farther into Greece, as well to de- 
light his fancy, with the natural ſolitudes of the Countrey, inhabited by Rural peo- 
ple, as with ſtately buildings, and curious Artiſts : In this poſture he travelled, ſome- 
times between Trees, even placed in rows, with ſo juſt a Geometrical proportion and 
diſtance, as if che Countrey had not been cteated, but made by mans wit, rather 
then natures power: Nevertheleſs again in other parts, the. barren hills appeared 
enviouſly to obſcure the green and pregnant vales, that had put on their Beſt apparel 
to entertain the ſuns heat, tending towards production of ſeveral varieties in Corn, 
Vines, or Fruits of the moſt rareſt kindes; whilſt in the interim on their laps plaid 
gently for their better refreſhment, moſt ſweet and clear Chryftal ſtreams, that nei- 
ther ſtaid too long, or fled away over faſt, from their delight of ſo beneficial a con- 
verſation ; Erom thence Arerhaſius paſſed to the Plains of Arcadia, on the Yeuks of 
the beautiful River of Ladon; there he took a fingular content, to behold the plea- 
fant and innocent lives of the Countrey Shepherds, whoſe ambition onely ſeemed to 
bein their Pipes mufick, with ſuch an art in compoſing of homely Verſes, however in 
ſome ſort both natural and witty , which made him a little wonder at their faculty 
and diſpoſitions; that appeared to make that part of the Territory a kinde of a Rural 
Academy, capable to give content to the moſt knowingeſt amongſt people: . Alſo be 
beheld the groves of wood fo conveniently placed for delight , and ſatisfactions of 
the outward ſenſes, that he admired not now that the Goddeſs Diana, had formerly 
taken therein a principal felicity in her ordinary recreations, as well in waſhing her 
ſelf in thoſe clear ſtreams, as in chaſing the wilde beaſts through the woods. Longer he 
would have ſtaid with thoſe inhabitants, but the thoughts of bis returning to his ſick 
7ojela, cauſed him ſomething to bridle his own paſſions in that particular, inſomuch as 
within two or three dayes ſpace, leaving thoſe parts intirely, at laſt he arrived at the 
more ancient then magnificent Town of Argos, unto which the ſea notwithſtanding 
ſeemed to contribute a willing commodity of tranſportation , although at no very 
near diſtance, ſince Rivers and cut paſſages were to help what nature had denied to 
that purpoſe. No ſooner was the Prince entred the City, but as if a day of Jubite had 
deen'proclaimed. through the ftreets (though for what cauſe he knew not) every 
place ſeemed to have put on its beſt ornaments, many Trumpets loudly ſounding at 
it every corner, with divers Altars Teated at the Tem ple Gates, before which 
N m mi the 
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the Priefts appeared to offer Incenſe in ſueh a profuſe mannner, as if all the God 
had been there affembled prefently to be adored: But that which more-encrey. 
ſed his wonder, was after he had taken up his Inn near the chief Market-place, (the 
night now appearing with her ſable livery) be bebeld in every window of the Town 
a light burning, beſides divers others fires of joy kindled in the ſtreets; theſe: extra. 
* appearances in ſome ſott ſet the youthful deſires of Artihuſius on a flame 
to be ſatisfied of the prodigy ; ſo that getting ſome intimate acquaintance: of the 
Maſter of the houſe, being as it ſhonld ſeem both courteous and able in his convert. 
tion. he was at laſt won to make this ample relation by degrees, for his further ſatis. 
faction, having to that purpoſe retired themſelves into a low Parſour from the refigy 
the company).

Sir, bald he” perceiving as well by your countenance, as your words, that yon de. 
ſire ſome particular accompt of our preſent actions, with the ſeeming Triumphs in 
the City, ſince it is my place to give content to all per ſons whatſoever, but more eſpe. 
cially to thoſe of your Robe, though as J ſuppoſe a ſtranger of ſome other parts of 
Greece, I ſhall etideavour therein your convenient ſatisfaction, however I muſt re- 
tire your pardon, if my ſtory prove of a longer extent then may be expected; le 
He chief luſtre thereof — — be ſpoiled, by reaſon of deficiency in the relation the 
rather for that it concerns the religious magnanimity of a Lady, not again as I be. 
lieve to be parallePd by any example; ſo that no circumſtance neceſſary to het ho. 
nour, ought to be omitted by any tongue or language: To this purpoſe you muſt 
know briefly, that the name of her that is to be the ſubje& of my diſcourſe, as will 
as already the admiration of the world, is no other But Philogenia, though notone- 
ly Daughter, but ſole Heir to 7 hyargos great King of Scythia now deceaſed , whoin 
lis time made all the mighty Territory of Armenia tremble by bis conquering arms, 
accompanied by the force of his dexterity and courage: Tis true, I cannot ſay the 
Titles to his owi Crowns were of the beſt making, according to the opinion of moſt 
of our learned Prieſts ; but I ſhall meddle alone with his gallantry, no way diſputing 
his poſſeſſions, in that he was natural father of the young Lady, at preſent enter. 
tained within the Walls of this ancient City, not onely by the directions of all the 
chiefeſt Princes of Peloponenſes, but alſo by the ſpecial command of the great Arch. 
Flamin of De/phos. Arethuſius hearing the Lady Philogenia named by the Maſter 
of the honſe, whom he had formerly known, yet no otherwiſe then by the meer te 
{ations of his dear ſiſter the Princeſs Cloria, he began a little to ftartle at the intell. 
| gence, as if his concernment (though not his nature) might have ſome more then or- 
inary intereſt in her proceedings; ſo that he appeared more then uſual , to gives 
willinger ear to the enſuing ſtory. But the director of the Inn, being ſuddenly cal. 
led away upon ſome neceſſary employment belonging to his place, for the enter- 
tainment of other ſtrangers, they were forced for the preſent to break off their fur- 
ther diſcourſe : Nevertheleſs the next morning the Prince finding a conveniency, 
when the ſame party was by chance walking in his Garden, he again put him in minde 
of the paſt nights interruptioo, until they both ſeated themſelves near a running foun- 
tain, which gave occaſion for the renewing of his former intended diſcourſe , after 
this manner. | ; | 
As I told you the laſt night, ſaid he, that I would not meddte with the diſputable 
Titles of that brave and victorious Prince Thyargas, ſo ſhall I onely let you know, 
he being ſuddenly deprived of his life after all his conqueſts, however he had before 
ſettled the inheritance of his Crowns upon his fair (though Infant) Daughter Philo- 
genia, yet notwithſtanding thoſe Commanders that had accompanied him in the 
Wars of Armenia, leſt the glory of their great Maſter ſhould die for want of their 
ſarviving induſtry, not onely preſently ſwore obedience and fidelity to his hopefull 
8 young) Daughter, but reſolved without any relaxation in courage, to pro- 
ecute till their fortunes againſt the King of Armenia, determining to Ray in that 
Countrey, where they had got ſo many advantages; inſomuch as not long after, the 
great Monarch himſelf in the end of the contention was forced in a manner, even 


to beg a certain peace at his enemies hands, as not being able without _ - 
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frieadly agreement, to expulſe the Scyhians out of his Countrey and Territories; 
Philgenia by this means having ſettled to her right, as well che Conquelts of ber 
Father, as her own Crowns and Inheritances, and being at laſt come in proceſſe of 
time, to a certain maturity of age fit for rule, having in her minority been educated 
in Learning and all the liberal Sciences, her Subjects whether put on by their own 
care and affection towards their Countreys good, or were induced thereunto by the 
ements of one Dogalpluu, a Prince of the blood and of the ſame extraction, 
began daily co make Petitions unto her Majeſty co marry, whereby as they ſaid, not 
onely to ſettle a poſterity according to their hopes, for a future ſucceſſion of her 
raſte Kingdoms, but alſo in the interim to be a companion to her ſelf - and Govern. 
ment, whereby her youth might be delighted as her. State better ſecured : The ra- 
ther did they ſeem to make theſe motions unto her, for that her Father in his pre- 
ſcriptions had limited her, to a choice onely in her own Kingdom of Scythia: The 
young Queen, whoſe wit. and ſpirit do ſeem at the leaſt to parallel both her 
th and beauty, which made her more in love with generous huntings,accompanied 
— ſound of warlike Inſtruments, then with ſofc and amorous complements, ac- 
cording to the cuſtom of other Ladies of her years, was rather content for the pre- 
ſent, to let the propoſitions of her people ſleep in ſome quiet obſcurity, then either 
to trouble hier ſelf with a reply, or give any ſeeming diſtaſte to her Subjects in that 
particular; eſpecially when ſhe conſidered, not onely as ſhe thought, that many of 
the Commanders of the Army were of that party, but alſo how peremptory were 
the directions of her dead Father to that purpoſe, In proſecution of this reſoluti- 
on (ſince as it ſhould ſeem, ſhe had either no inclination to marry at all, or at the 
molt not to be contented with the Spouſals of her own Subject) ſhe retired into the 
Countrey; where for the moſt part ſhe ſpent her time in ſtudy , unleſs it were when 
ſhe uſed the ſport of ſeveral ſorts of huntings, for her better delight and more re- 
creation, however at other ſeaſons ſhe would behold armed Troops to exerciſe their 
vocation ; in all which employments there appeared in her thoughts and nature ſuch 
a maſculine ſpirit, as not onely ſhewed from what ſtock ſhe was deſcended, but even 
did preſage ſhe was not born in the world, but for ſome magnanimous deſigns, either 
towards the Gods worſhip, or mens -perſwaſion , for that her employments were al- 
wayes directed to noble and extraordinary ends. at | 25 5 
Again when ſhe found her ſelf any thing weary of theſe retirements ; ſhe would 
make progreſſes through her whole Countrey, ſometimes viewing the places from 
whence were digged Gold and other Mettals, belonging to the Revenues of ber 
Crown. FER be 1 
Other whiles receiving as ſhe went Petitions from thoſe diſtreſſed ſubjects, that 
needed more particularly her goodneſs and juſtice, in their ſeveral cauſes and injuries: 
Neither did ſhe ever fail in her journeys to viſit Temples with other remarkable Aca- 
demies of Learning and Piety, whereas ſhe uſed to diſpute in perſon with the greateſt 
Philoſophers ſhe could meet withall ; ſometimes contending with her own Prieſts, as 
concerning the truth and reality of their Doctrine, ſince as ſhe ſaid, they had left the 
ancient Worſhip of the Gods, according to the manner and cuſtoms of Delphos. 
But whilſt che young Princeſs Philogenia, ſpent her time in the Countrey in this man- 
ner, however looking afar off alſo at her affairs in her Court, and great City of the 
Kingdom, where thoſe Councellors and Miniſters of State ſhe had appointed alwayes 
remained, both to receive her commands and directions, of a ſudden came to Court 
the young Lord Dogalphus, from the wars and employments of Armenia, where as 
chief General of the Armies in thoſe parts, he had ſpent a few years, rather becauſe 
his place and quality ſeemed to exact the preferment from the State, then that his 
experience and dexterity in the Wars, could merit much above any of the ordinary 
Commanders. - o» 7 Sn I TRIS TS 
No ſooner was he artived in his own Countrey, and the Queen again returned to 
her Palace in the City, but this young Prince, whether or no put on by his own opini- 
ons, or more likely ſent for by ſome of the Nobility to that purpoſe , for fear leſt a 
fitanger might in time come to be their Sovereign, ſince Phi/ogenia ſeemed to hold 
| | Mmm 2 intimate 
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intimate correſpondency, with Ambaſſadours belonging to other Princes, began of 
a ſudden extreamly to court the affections of this young Lady; inſomuch as of. 
tentimes ſhe was forced before the face of the multitude, ſomething abruptly to re- 

tire from bis diſcourſes ; in regard as ſhe was unwilling to give him any encourage. 
ments, in what ſhe never intended to let him enjoy, fo of other ſide, ſhe reſolved not 
to put am affront publickly upon his perſon, for that he was ſo near both to her Fa- 
ther and her ſelf in blood; wherefore hoped rather to weary his expectation inſen. 
ſibly, by not giving countenance and hearing to his expreſſions, then by a down-righe 

denial, to exaſperate his ſpleen, towards ſome dangerous factions, to the diſturbing 
of her peaceable Government, and Tranquility of ber people; ſince as ſhe knew 
he had got ſome more then ordinary intereſt amongſt the Souldiers , ſo did ſhe pro- 
bably believe, he wanted not many friends in her own Court of the ſame ſtamp, that 
might eaſie enough prejudice her affairs: ' Beſides ſhe conſidered, that her Father de. 
figning her a Husband onely out of her own Countrey of Scyrhia, could poſſiby 
mean no other to meet with her years and galley; then Prince Doga/ph : As thele 

2 and conſiderations, extreamly troubled the minde of Philogenia, who ci. 

ther had other deſigns in her love, or elſe meant not to love at all; wherefore one 

day ſending for the Syrian Ambaſſadonr, (a perſon whoſe abilities not onely ren. 
derd him deſervedly worthy of his employment, in regard of his excellent 'skill in 

State Affairs, but one alſo whom ſhe was accuſtomed to make of her counſel, in 
very many things belonging to her preſent Government) and made this Speech unto 


im. 
My Lord ſaid, ſaid ſhe, as it is well known my noble and moſt dear Father, under. 
took the conqueſt of the vaſte Territory of Armenia, principally by the inftigation 
and procurement of your great and wiſe Favourite Philoſtros, with the authority gf 
Orſames, though both buried now to the worlds eye, however their actions ſtill ap. 
pear in a full proſpect to be admired, by all peapic of the ſurviving age, ſo bath ny 
ſelf ever ſince endeavoured, to keep on foot the ſame intereſt and correſpondeney; 
notwithſtanding I have been earneſtly ſolicited to the contrary, by all the wayestha 
ever faction or ſpite could invent, whereby to diſſolve that honourable tye , which 
was firſt contracted by thoſe two invincible and heroical ſpirits and Monarchs: To 
this purpoſe I ſhall not need much to dilate upon that limitation, which it pleaſed my 
dead Father to put upon my condition, in the choice of my future Husband, beings 
it is ſaid onely within che Confines of my own Kingdom, ſince nature cannot poſſi- 
bly admit of any ſuch obligation, when the leaſt quality amongſt the pooreſt and bs. 
ſeſt of my Subjects, will no doubt pretend to a greater freedom, grounded upon ſo 
ſacred and binding an election, accompanied by all the reaſons that either Gods ot 
men have uſed in the preſcription of their Laws, given here upon earth for mortality 
to obſerve : Nevertheleſs ſo it is, that whether by the crafty practices of ſome of 
the Nobility, who either are not ſatisfied with my Juriſdiction, or are willing to fee 
the Syrian Power ſo much floutiſh within the compaſs of my Court, have of late put 
on the inconſiderate multitude, not onely to deſire me with ſome exclamations ſpecs 
dily to marry, whereby as they feign to ſecure the Kingdom from all treachery, but 
alſo to chaſe one of my own Subjects, for a companion in my converſation and go- 
yernment : As I ſhall not be obliged at the preſent, to diſpute any way the worth 
of his perſon, ſince if I marry at all I am reſolved, not to be circumſcribed but by 
the Suns circumference, which probably can bring heat and honour to theſe Nor- 
thern Climates, fo muſt I deſire you, to impart unto me your faithful advice in this 
particular, not only for the better quieting of my peoples affeRions but for the greater 
dignity of chat fortunate State which you now ſerve, in whoſe power and magaiti- 
cence, I put my chief truſt and confidence; notwithſtanding thoſe preſcriptions en- 
joyned me, by theſe unreaſonable Laws of this Nation: For howſoever it may be ſaid, 
that my father impoſed this in junction from my female condition, in regard ofthe ſu- 
rer eſtabliſhment of his new conquered Dominions, as perhaps fearing too much the 
weaknels of my ſex, to bear the weight of ſuch a heavy burthen, wichour ſome more 


probable and active aſſiſtanee, yet I ſuppoſe, he did not intend his decrees 2 — 
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v hen other conſiderations of more conſequence might govern my affections, to a 
more noble and proper choice, belonging to mine own honour , if not his Empires 
good and eſtabliſhment. Crowns are not worth I ſay enjoying, when to be worn 
with ſuch baſe limitation; ſo that che world muſt be the Stage, whereon I am re- 
ſolved to play my part where greateſt Kings may be tlievnely judges of my acti- 
ons: With theſe words ſhe gently wept; yet with ſuch a graceful Majeſty: did the 
tears trickle down ber fair cheeks, as if The had ſomething more in het heart, that as 
yet ſhe had not expreſt by her diſcourſe, - which gave the Ambaſſadour as much cauſe 
of wonder as pitty: nevertheleſs finding by her ſilent though ſtedfaſt looks, that ſhe 
expected ſome reply; after a ſhort ſpace of conſideration , he made her this 
anſwer. 3 = Ln 

Moſt great and vertuous Queen ſaid he, as mighty Orontes the Son of that victori- 

ous Prince you named Orſames, who gave the firſt original to your Fathers conqueſt 
in Armenia, muſt needs acknowledge the obligations of your favours, in preferring 

his friendſhip before other Kings, fo will he never. fail to give that aſſiſtance 
to your commands, as Aſia ſhall rather tremble at your proſperity , then any power 
compel you to what choice ſoever, without your own liking and election: Yet that 
I may not proceed lacking an honourable command, or you want choſe circumſtances 

belonging to your dignity, ſince a Syrian Husband can onely match you both in dig- 

nity and profit, | ſhall ſuſpend my counſel, as you may your reſolution, until my return 

from Damaſcus, whither you know I am now going for your ſervice , as well as upon 
my Maſters buſineſs : In the interim you cannot miſs of excuſes, as well to ſatisfie 
the greedy multitudes expectation, concerning your future marriage, as the prevent. 
ing of the Noblemens deſigns to that purpoſe, for that the day of your ſolemn Co- 
ronation is near at hand, to which erinmphs = people, -are rather co be obedient 
and attentive, then any way before that time to expe& determinations , when you 

are yet ſcarce arrived to a competency of years, belonging to the Government of 
| Kingdom; and cherefore not fit before a better experierice to think of a tye, 
which never again tan be unlooſed, but with the diſſolutior of your ſelf or Husband; 

which otherwiſe might turn to t he endangering of your peoples liberties, by the gene- 
ral combination of other Princes againſt your inconfiderate choice, wherein the great 

Monarch of Syria ought to have the firſt place for advice. When the Ambaſſadour 

had delivered thus much in hef hearing, ſhe told him, that as ſhe liked very well his 

counſel, ſince foreign States were to participate, not onely in the election of her 
Husbahd, but alſo in thoſe cirtumſtances and decorums appertaining to her ſpeedy 
inauguration, which onght to be performed , with all ceremonies poſſibly belonging 

to — her royalty; ſoon the other fide was ſhe determined, inriolably 
to conſerve the ancient friendſhip contracted between the two Crowns: however for 

her affections, ſhe reſolved to diſpoſe of them as ſhe pleaſed, notwithſtanding her Fa- 
thers direction ſeemed as yer, to hold fome prerogative over the whole Kingdom of 
Seytbia;. for however as ſhe ſaid, ſhe received from him her Government, by a law- 

ful deſcent in nature, nevertheleſs ſhe conceived the right of fancy and liking concern- 

ing her marriage, onely belonged to her ſelf in particular, by a more tranſcendent 

obligation: Wherefore as ſhe would have all Kings to judge charitably of her 

thoughts, yet could ſhe not promiſe , but that her * might ſometimes be miſ- 

conſtrued, if not wondered at by many, for that ſhe had in her opinion a difficult 

part to play, between her duty and her honour, however ſhe would to the beſt of her 

power endeavour to preſerve both. 

After the Ambaſſadour was parted from her with this reſolution, to take his jour- 
ney ſuddenly for the great City of Damaſtut, whither he intended to carry the news 
of ber ſtately deſigned Coronation, Philogemiabegarra little ro ponder upon what he 
hadſaidiunto. her, apprehending the Kingdom of Syria, expected ſome more then 
ordinary power over both her actions and Government, and more eſpecially in ap- 
pointing her a Husband of the Syrian intereſt, though not of the ſame blood, in 
which particular her ſpirits, as well as her fancy, had no minde to be limited, in re- 
gerd as her nature coveted a freedom in all her actions, ſo more directly 1 
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high election, where ſhe was not onely by all the rules of reaſon and juſtice to pleaſe 
(in an ample manner) her own 2 but alſo in ſome meaſure to give ſatisfadti- 
on to other Princes, who would as ſhe thought either honour or deſpiſe her actiom 
according to the weakneſs or fortitude ſhe ſhould ſhew , deeming ber thereby either 
worthy of Government or not; ſince parting her ſelf — —_— another juriſ. 
diction, in the infancy of her Reign, make the world believe, her capa. 
city knew not how to command, though blinde fortune bad caſt the lot undeſerved. 
ly upon her condition: What other things might be in ber apprebenſions I will not 
y, ſince as for certain in her childehood , (he had the tender of many a young and 
oallant Prince of ſeveral Nations for a Husband ; ſo was her minde alwayes addicted 
to view the world, with the rarities of other Countreyes beſides her own; as it 
might be thought, being not well ſatisſied either with that cold climate where ſhe 
remained, or was able to procure from her Prieſts a convincing anſwer tothoſe 
points, concerning the Worſhip of the Gods, practiſed in Scythia, contrary to the 
cuſtoms uſed in che Temple of Delphos z but be it what it will, the time drawing on 
for the ceremonies of her perfect inſtallment in her dignicy , put off for the preſent, 
her further conſideration in theſe particulars, onely it was obſerved that after the 
departure of the Syrian Ambaſſadour, ſhe began to entertain a more nearer intimacy 
with an officer of State, that the Egan King bad allo ſent to reſide in her 
Court; which in time ſo augmented in outward ſhew, that as her opinions ſeemedto 
decreaſe from her wonted confidence of Orontes power, ſo did ſhe beſtow her fre. 
quenteſt converſacion, in the company of this new favourite, whom as it was _ 
not onely advanced his Maſters efteem with the young Queen, but fortified: 
doubts concerning her N wan. : 8 the — — divers ſorts of 
Triumphs were preparing for the magnificent ſolemnity of Philogenia's Coronation: 
there arrived —— Ambaſſadours from ſeveral Princes, ſome to — the feaſt with 
their preſence, as others to confirm leagues from her Dominions; and all to congys. 
tulate her happineſs, as well in the intire obedience of her own Subjects, as inthe 
powerfulneſs of her intereſt in Forreign States: To every one of whom; (he te- 
turned alwayes moſt 1 FT exquiſite complements, not alone in her own lau- 
guage, but in thoſe tongues which beſt ſuited with their practices, inſomuch as wich 
in a ſhort time ſhe became the wonder of choſe that were preſent ; and the talk of 
ſuch as were abſent, when as her diſcourſes and entertainments were not according 
to the cuſtoms of other Ladies of her years and beauty, but for the moſt part im- 
ployed in viewing and correctiug the exerciſes of her armed Souldiers, drawn out of- 
ten in the Field to give her content and ſatisfaRion : Other whiles again, ſhe ſpent 
her time by Councels, in making — and Contracts with all Torts of Nations, 
that deſired either her friendſhip or aſſiſtance; wherein ſhe alwayes ſtrived to pro- 
cure the beſt advantage for her own people, however ſhe never broke her word ot 
promiſe with any Prince, after the agreement was once ſealed between them: Not- 
withſtanding that Philogenia in this manner, ſcemed to graſp in her poſſeſſion all the 
felicities of the earth, yet in her countenance there was ſtil] obſerved , a kinde of 4 
ſad reſervedneſs, not differing much from melancholly or diſcontent , ſhewing that 
inwardly, either ſhe was not very well pleaſed with ſomething , or that her minde 
agitated deſigns of extraordinary great conſequence, her thoughts being in a manner 
alwayes taken up, and imployed with penſiveneſs. | . 
In the interim, that the Temples were preparing to offer the moſt magnificent ſa- 
crifices could be deviſed, for the Queens future proſperity , and moſt of the Mer- 
chants building ſundry Triumphant Arches , for the paſſage of thoſe goodly Troops 
that ſhould accompany her in the ſtately proceſſion, was to be beheld upon the more 
ſolemn day of her Coronation, ſome dayes before Prince Dogalphus thought it an 
obligation in a ſort belonging to his honour, as well as his profeſſion , to dedicate 
in his own perſon a Turnament to the fair Phi/ogenia, whom his inward fancy eſteem- 
ed not much leſs then his eſpouſed Wife, for that he found as he thought, her car- 
tiage nom to be altered towards his particular, though alwayes diſcreet in the face of 
the multitude, ſince ſhe never ſeemed to decline from that Majeſty , that appertained 
to 
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do ber dignity and calling; which opinion of bis became entreamlꝝ fortified, by the 
pane of 2 — joynad with the direction her Father had 
eſt to ſome of his ancient councellouts, ta ſee his. Daughter marrieũ according to 
thole preſcribed rules of Government, helanꝑing to the Scyehian Nation; they he- 
ing no way backward to repreſent unta her conſideration, thoſe memories upon all 
{ting occaſions, 8s well to keep her frain entertaining too near a cotreſpondency 
with ftrange Princes, as the better to aſſure the State, io be ordered by rhe ſame 
Laws and Cuſtoms, wherein themſelves as they knew would ſtill be kept in authori- 
cy; eſpecially when as both the King and ehe Queen were young, and not probably 
to be diverced from lending a willing ear :alwayes to their counſels and direRions : 
When the time of tilting came, unto'wbich meeting, many Princes of forreign parts 
had been invited; ſome to be ſpectatori of: that gallant exerciſe, and others if they 
ples ſed , to try the force of their lance —— — and courageous challen. 
ger; Dogelphw himſelf appeared in the Field maſt-richly-'apparelied:. His Armour 
was painted over with the reſemblances of Snow; whereas his Baſes figured the like- 
neſs of Icy Rocks of unequal height, whilſt his Capariſon made a kinde of an artificial 
Sea, being ſo neatly contrived in the work, that each ſeemed to bean ornament to 
the other, for the better repreſentation: of a Countrey, belonging wholly to the 
Northern Region, where his Lady and Miſtteſs the great Queen of Scythiq reigned : 
In his Shield was painted a young Courtier like hümſelf, all armed but the head, whoſe 
intention was expreſt by this Motto: No Climate can freeze the effects of violent 
love: His horſe was likewiſe milk white, whom he mannaged with ſo good a grace 
before the Throne of the beautiful Queen, that the people with a loud acclamation 
of joy, ſeemed in a kinde to congratulate their future Nuptials, although in the in- 
terim Philegenia was noted. onely to caſt down her countenance upon the ground, 
with nothing but a melancholly look, inſtead of other expreſſions: Here Ciitaphos, 
for ſo was the Hoaſt called, made ſome apology for the tediouſneſs of bis diſtourſe, in 
relating ſo many circumſtances: He told Arethuſius withal, that as he boped he 
would ggcuſe him for ſome impertinences, belonging to a grent Ladies adventures, ſo 
did he not intend to trouble his cars any more, but as near as he could with the very 
things, that an Egyptian Prieſt now in the Iowa, appertaining to the Queens train, 
had particularly informed him of: The diſguiſed Prince was ſo far from being any 
way wearied with the length of his relation, that as he thanked him for the pains he 
had taken already in his ſatis faction, ſo could he wiſh, as he ſaid, the ſtory might ne- 
ver have any end, ſince both the teller and the tale proved ſo beyond meaſure delight - 
wy his apprehenſion , which again put C/:raphon to the continuation of his 
Hiſtory. * - 

As ſoon as Dogalphus, as I ſaid had thus performed his firſt reverences, before the 
ſtately Tribunal of the Queen Philogenia, however with what thoughts it was not 
well known, he went preſently and repoſed himſelf in a moſt rich Pavilion of yellow 
Damask, ſet up at one end of the liſt, there to attend the approach of any Knight or 
Champion, who intended to encounter his reſolution, or defend bis own honour. 
'Tis rrue, the young Prince carried himſelf with ſo much bravery and courage allthe 
day, that notwithſtanding many oppoſed him and his company, yet he bore away 
the chief prize of the Field from the reſt, till the dark night (the peremptory decider 
of ſuch differences) made them retreat again into the Town, to ſeek more milde 
converſation amongſt the Ladies of the Court, intending next morning to begin a 
new exerciſe of honour, towards a farther trial of their vertues; Pbabus had ſcarce 
given a glorious light to the day, but Dogalpbus either heated by his love, or warmed 
in his ambition, iſſued out into the Liſts, ſhining with Arms and armed in confidence, 
where no ſooner was he arrived, but he was encountered (accompanied by his Troop) 
with divers perſonsof ſeveral fortunes, ſome leaving themſelves, and others their 
' horſes in teſtimony they were all overcome, either by his proſperity, or the Lances of 
his followers ; inſomuch as at laſt none appeared for a long ſpace, that intended to 
contend, much leſs to overcome ; which cauſed the multitude with many exclama- 
tions of joy to celebrate his praiſes, as if the whole tilting had been already fi- 


niſhed 
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niſhed, whilft in the interm Doga/phas himſelf for his berger repole, retired abi inte 


his gallant Pavilion; for however: none came to encount viQorious 
Champion, yet by the Laws of the Turnament, another day was deſigned to try, or 
erpect the final iflac of the ſport: So that again Doga/phnr appearing in the Field 
Philogenia contrary. to ber former reſolutions, ſent word to the Judges, that ſhe could 
not be at concluſion of thoſe Triumphs, wherefore gave thei commiſſion, to begin 
when they pleaſed in her abſen ge. 

Thi ; or rather the alteration of the Queens former determination, made 
mafy variable interpretations among the common people: Some thought an indiſ. 
poſition onely of health had cauſed ber to forbear her preſence in that general aſſem- 
bly, ſince ſhe ſeemed for the two firſt dayes, to be a moſt earneſt ſpectatbr of all the 
brave aQions, that had been there —— — the — of — Kingdom of 
Scythia': Others again imagined, that rather ſome weighty affairs belonging to het 
Comet which held bevtrom the preſent aſſembly , whereby to — — 
dance upon the finiſhing of thoſe noble exerciſes, which they knew in the ge- 
neral moſt delighted her nature; eſpecially it being now near the time of her own 
Coronation: Neither was there wanting a third ſort of conjecturing ſpirits , who 
ſuppoſed, however Philogenia appeared in outward ſhew to congratulate the Princes 
victories, yet in ber heart ſhe neither affected his perſon, or was willing overmuch 
to advance his eſteem in publick, wherefore-abſtained ſrom coming to the liſts, leſt 
ſhe might be obliged with her own hands; to beſtow the Crown of Honour appoint- 
ed for the Conquerour; in regard of which, the peoples affection might come to be 
more increaſed towards his particular: But thoſe notwithſtanding , that were bettet 
acquainted with her vertuous thoughts and heroical determinations , knew that no 
motions of baſe enyy, could poſſibly enter into her breaſt and conſiderations, and 
therefore attributed her abſence meerly to accident, or neceſſary imployments: 
However, much of the Triumphs ſeemed in this manner to be darkned , by wantin 
their chief luſtre, the Queens preſence ; yet the Prince continued in his own perſon, - 
thole gallantries before the face of the multitude , as not onely won their cummen- 
dation in a moſt violent expreſſion (who ſor the moſt part are guided with exceſsof 
paſſions) but alſo merited much commendation in the very thoughts and opinions of 
thoſe, that in their judgements could beſt diſtinguiſh without partiality , until abour 
noon (being again repoſed in his Tent) he was nly ſaluted by a young Page of 
extraordinary beauty, who kneeled without many circumſtances, and uſed this lan. 
guage unto him. WERE i | 

Sir, ſaid he, my Lord and Mafter underſtanding of theſe generous ſports, by i ge- 
neral ſummons, wherein no ſtranger of qufflity (as he bach been informed) ſhall be 
excluded from trying the force of his Lance againſt the fortunes of the Challenger 
(which in effect renders the deſign more noble) hath upon that ſcore of confidence, 
taken a journey out of his own Countrey into this great Kingdom of Scyibia, 
whereby in a youthful way (without any malice) to venter a fall with the glorious 
Prince Dogalphus in a ſinꝑle encounter, who as he underſtands hath purchaſed an im- 
mortal fame by his brave and gallant at chievements, in this noble exerciſe of bonour 
and l valour; being aſſured, as he can loſe nothing by any diſaſter can befal him in ſuch 
a Combat, ſo {ball he get an incomparable reputation by carrying of himſelf in any 
manner equal, to ſo deſerving a courage and dexterity. Dogalphus, however he ap- 
peared ſomething confounded at this ſudden and . — ſalutation, yet conſider- 
ing the nature of the tilting, and the bravery of the offer, without examining fur- 
ther the dignity of the perſon (ſince worth conſiſted more in action then in Heraul- 
dry) not onely freely actepted of the challenge, but cauſed the Page with an extra- 
ordinary reſpect, to be uſhered out of his Pavilion: Although the prince prepared 
his thoughts with courage and aſſurance, to entertain this new and bold ſtranger with 
the point of his Lance, yet conſidering all particulars, he could not in his minde, but 
much wonder who the party ſhould be, that in the very purcloſe of his victories, 
would needs attempt new adventures, either to the hazzarding of his own diſgrace, 
or the obſtructing of his proſperity; but the warning did not give him any — 

| | | pace 
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ce for conſideration, in regard within half an hours time at the moſt , the Cham. 
pion himſelf appeared in perſon at the other end of the liſts, ready armed to male 
ood the entertained quarrel, which ſeemed notwithſtanding to conſiſt more in the 
yertue of their Lances, then in the malice of their hearts, however it might be ſup- 
ſed, that emulation not to be termed envy, had ſomething enflamed their ſpleens 
one againſt the other, ſince as they both aimed at victory, ſo was it likely their 
pretenſions were a little different in nature; the ſtranger deſiring to get what 
the other had already in poſſeſſion, as Doga/ghw unwilling that any ſhould be ſo 
in jurious, as to go about to deprive him of what he had moſt juſtly merited, by the 
common opinion of all the ſpectators. I muſt a little (ſaid ¶ Iytaphon) dwell upon 
the deſcription of the accommodation of the new Champion, before I come to the 
encounter it ſelf, ſince to the view of the preſent aſſembly, his accoutrement ſeem- 
ed almoſt as ſtrange to their fancies, as the quality and condition of the party did 
to their — ; for he was mounted upon a coal black horſe, that pretended in 
appearance to a ſettled ſtrength, more governed by age or uſe, then inclinable to any 
hot firerineſs in ſhew, as if the deſtinies had intended a kinde of a fatal difference in 
the Champions deſigns, ſeeing they had made an oppoſition , both in the colours 
and deportments of their horſes, his Arms notwithſtanding the perfect ground- 
work was perfect ſteel, of a ruſty hue, yet was it all over imbelliſhed wich the re- 
ſemblances of womens hair, when beſt curled for advantage or ornament of the fair- 
eſt complexion : His Baſes repreſented female garments, ſuch as the warlike Ama- 
zons are deſcribed to wear in hunting, whilſt che Capariſon was onely made into the 
ſimilitude of a Couch of Crimſon Velvet: In his Shield was pictured a Pentheſelea 
with this Motto: As education hath changed my nature, ſo may vertue again alter 
my being to a better form: Half a dozen of ſmall Pages carried fix ſtaves, which 


| * belike he intended to imploy in the encounter. In fine, not to render my tory over 


long, ſince already I fear me I have too much injured your patience, after that 
all fitting circumſtances were performed according to the preſcribed Laws of rhe 
Turnament, tlie Champions being placed at a convenient diſtance one from an- 
other, at laſt met with ſo graceful and even an encounter, that ſcarce cduld the 
Judges themſelves determine by their opinions, wif6 had the better of the juſt. 
In this equality of tilting they continued for four courſes; tie people all the while 
wondering who the ſtranger ſhould be, that in ſo equal a meaſure, had been able to 
match their Prince, whom they eſteemed in a manner invincible; in regard of 
his former dayes fortunes and performances: But however the variable multi- 
tude were carried away with ſeveral imaginations, wiſhing alwayes the final 
victory to Dogalphus; yet the fifth courſe plainly decided the coritfoverſies, for 
the ſtranger Knight, whether by his own skill and dexterity in that Rinde of ex- 
exciſe , or being rather at the preſent (as twas thought) favoured by'hisextreamly 
complying fates, bore down the horſeof Dogalphus to the earth, with ſome more then 
ordinary violence, inſomuch as he had. ſomething to do again for a long ſpace, to re- 
cover his footing before the eyes of the people, by which means the Prince himſelf 
was put into no ſmall diſorder , viſible to the apparent diſcontent of the whole 
multitude , that doubted not in his perſon, but the Countrey of Scythia, would 
have carried away the chief prize of honour, from all the reſt of the world beſides: 
Fain would Dogalphus ha ve revenged his honour, by the power of his naked Sword 
in a ſingle duel, ſince the yourhfol deficiency of his horſe, as he pretended, bad 
onely given him accidentally the foil: Bur the laws of the Turnamett would in no 
kinde admit of the trial; wherefore it was ordered by the Judges h notwith- 
ſtanding were willing enough to become ſomething partial in the Princes behalf) 
that the ſtranger ſhould now diſcover both his perſon and quality, ſince his glory 
could not be diminiſhed, but rather augmented thereby: which not long after procu- 
red another wonder; for however the party a great while d ſputed ſtrongly againſt 
the reſolution, yet at laſt being wholly overcome; as well by the cryes of the people, 
u the obligations of the tilting, the Knights Helmet being plucked off; there appear 
ed to the view of all the ſpectators, the lovely countenance of the fair n 
; h Non l 
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the admirable Queen of the Scyrhiay Nation, her golden hair in a moſt plentiful and 
becoming manner, flowing abundantly about her armed ſhoulders: What amaze. 
ment, love, and reverend apprehenſions, this ſight brought to the whole aſſembly, 
may rather be imagined then expreſſed: In che interim nothing but acclamations of 
oy, were heard through the whole Field, being alſo ſuddenly ſeconded with the 
ſound: of Trumpets, and other noiſes of warlike inftruments , tending to the im. 
mortal praiſes of the youthful and gallant Queen. As Philogenia quickly in a ſhore 
oration gave the multitude a particular account, as well of the action, as of her in- 
tentions, with many other circumſtances in defence and excuſe of her Couſins for. 
tunes, wherein modeſtly ſhe wa ved her own glory, though ſhe confeſt her natural 
inclinations, to be more given to martial exerciſes, then to court delights, co to 
her ſex and calling: So the company again of the other ſide, thought — 
pretended to a moſt lucky Omen, as well concerning their future marriage, as in her 
gallant government, preſaging her diſpoſition, to be like ber brave Fathers, who from 
his congueſt had bequeathed ſo many Crowns to her diſpoſe : Wherefore after all 
theſe congratulations , turning her ſelf to the Prince with a ſmile, that rather exprei- 
| ſed love then demanded honour, ſhe let him know, that however fortune had 
given her ſomething the better of the day, or rather the partiality of the people, to 
ſhew that Ladies were to be victorious — a kinde of a ſecret determination 
of the Fates, yet to demonſtrate that it proc from a blinde inſtinct onely, ſhe 
was more beholding to his horſe for it (being altogether an unreaſonable creature) 
then to ber own worth or diſcretion , that might very well have loſt her co diſgrace 
and confuſion in the enterpriae, inſtead of giving any ſatisfaction to her own am. 
bition. | 


Although the Queens bravery, and affable diſpoſition , ſufficiently delighted the 


whole company, yet there might be perceived in Degel b countenance , a cettain 
ſhame mixed with anger, however bis ſmiles and r ecke language, deſired to ſhew 
the contrary to the multitude, inſomuch as his diſcretion quickly tempered al 
his paſſions: Wherefore telling Pbilagenia, that as her excellent vertyes had but 
publickly before the face ↄf the people, purchaſed more viſibly that due, which 
privately in her own Court ſhe had alwayes merited, ſo might (he be aſſured , that 
a principal obligation belonged to all her actions, over his thoughts and affectiom, 
22 performed or in ſecret intended; onely he deſired, if ſhe pleaſed at 
any time to ſeek adventures in forreign parts, chat he at leaftwiſe might have the ho. 
nour to-carry.ber Shield after her, as ber moſt humble Eſquire and Servant during 
life: With theſe words the Queen again ſmiled , — preſently conducted to ber 
Caſtle, with all the ceremonious triumph could poſſibly be imagined, belonging to 
ſuch an exploit : But notwitbſtanding this brave act of chiyalry in the young Queen, 
might have raiſed ber thoughts to vain glorious comportment , amonglt all ſorts of 
people, both without and within her ſpacious and large Dominions , yet on the con- 
trary was ſhe obſerved, to be much more reticed then before, ſcarce ever appearing in 
publick, but upon extraordinary occaſions , or when neceſſary audience was required 
by Ambaſſadours from other Princes, or her Subjects of the moſt eminent quality; 
when alſo ſhe put on in her countenance and apparel, a kinde of a ſad, though not a 
diſcontented gravity : Whether or no this was done as many ſuppoſed , to avoid all 
manner of familiarity with Dogalphus courtſhips, or out of a deſire to be more pri- 
vate in ber ſdies without any interruption , could not be well underſtood by the 
common ſort of people, ſaving in her diſcourſes ſhe wonld very often mention, not 
onely the faſhions and behaviours of other Courts and Countries, but alſo diſpute 
and - IST} about her perſon, by what Titles her Father held as well his pro- 
per Territories of the Kingdom of Scythia, as thoſe others which he had ſo newly 
conquered before his death; fince as ſhe ſaid , it was apparent, that the lawful Heir, 
had been outed and difinberited by the violence of the people for no other cauſe, but 
in "3 7 ws would not change the Worſhip of the Gods from the Delphine Rites. 
Beſides ſhe would divers times aver, that Kings and Princes loſt much of their know- 
ledge and luſtre , by not converſing indifferently among ſtrange Nations, fince

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books and reading did in the general but relate, what a worthy and brave courage 


ſhould perſonally put in practice, for the beſt advantage bo:b of himſelf nd ot bers. 


In theſe kindes of entertainmens the time was paſſed away, until the more neceſ- 
ſolemnity of Philogenia s Coronation; called in a manner every expectation, 


to à moſt diligent and ſtrict attendance; which was to be performed for the great- 


er ſtate, — the chief City of the Kingdom , where no condition of any ſort failed 
The day — the Triumph, all the ſtreets were adorned according to the capa- 
city of each houſholder in particular, with their moſt exacteſt furniture and beſt in- 
duftry. The morning gave the Trumpets of the Court an early warning, to be rea- 
dy in their new Liveries, for the ſummoning of all thoſe that were to be actors in 
the ſhew, whereby to conduct their young Queen joyfully to take poſſeſſion of her 
Throne, with what Majeſty was convenient for her Dignity. WE 
In this poſture they arrived at the Palace Gates, where many guards of Souldiers 
ſtood to keep the heady and rude multitude , either from diſorders , or approaching 
with too much inſolency her Sacred Royal Preſence: Atiaſt Philogenia ber ſelf iſſued 
forth, clad all in white, onely wearing upon her head a Coronet of Gold beſet 
with Pearl, whilſt in the interim her fair hair in negligent curles, ſeemed in a decent 
manner to cover her ſhoulders, which were clothed with a watcher Mantle reaching 


to the ground, clean through lined by the pureſt Ermine, though powdered here and 


there with black: She was preſently. placed in an Ivory Chariot drawn with ſix hor- 
ſes of the Arabian breed: Before her ſtood a Chriſta]: Table ſtudded all over in every 
joynt, with moſt rare and curious workmanſhip , whereon lay her Regal Crown 


ani Scepter , enriched with Diamonds of ineftimable values: Of either fide of 


her moving Throne, went four and twenty Pages habited after the Perſian man- 
ner, bearing guilded Darts or Poleaxes in their hands: Prince Dogalphus aſſiſted 
by all the prime Nobility of the Nation, carried the Sword of Honour before the 
Queen, whilſt her Train behinde was born up by many choice Virgins of the City; 
which company alſo was followed by the great Ladies on horſeback, guarded with 
divers Troops of the Court Souldiers. Io conclude , after that Philogenia with. all 
this gallant Train had been at the Temple, according to the cuſtome, paying her 
Devotions to the Gods of her Countrey , ſhe received her Crown with Cere- 
mony by the hands of the high Flamin of Scythia, from whence being pre- 


ently attended to the common Hall of the ſame Town, in the ſame manner 


and order, ſhe left her Palace , wearing the other Diadem upon her head, where 
having ſeated her ſelt upon a tranſparent Throne, newly prepared in the place for 
that purpoſe, after the Nobility and Magiſtrates had performed their due reverence, 
acknowledging her by oath to be their onely lawful Queen and Sovereign; when 
Dogalphus came alſo in like manner to perform the laſt Ceremony belonging to the 
ſolemnity, ſhe bid him riſe from the ground, until ſhe had by a few words (as ſhe ſaid) 
delivered her minde to the people: So that pauſing for half a quarter of an hours 
ſpace, ſometimes looking ſtedfaſtly upon the earth, and then again caſting ber eyes up 
towards the Heavens, ſhe at laſt uttered this language. | 

If Princes be Gods, ſaid ſhe, as you would have them to be in your common flat- 
teries, why are you unwilling to allow them thoſe priviledges that belong to ordina- 
ry perſons? If they be limited in their power by Kingdoms preſcriptions, how is it, 
that ſome aſcribe Divinity to their calling? Either make them leſs I ſay; in your 
words, or to all opinions, which perhaps may bring the dignity to an even proporti- 


on, whereby to Reign by a juſt and known Right, or be conducted in all their 


actions, onely to pleaſe popular fancy; in which condition I ſay, it is better to be a 
Subject then a King, ſince the one without care poſſeſſes what he bath, whereas 
the other appears no better then a flave Crowned for every, ones profit but his own: 


Tris true this day with much Triumph and more Ceremonies you have with one 


voice proclaimed me to be your Queen, yet lacking the nature of juriſdiction, how 
can I govern as I ought, fince contradictions in command, and diſtractions in 
execution, will neceſſarily hinder the effects, let my endeavours be what they will

to that purpole> beſides the fallifying of your own oaths newly taken, when as the 
Scythian Nation challengeth as great a prerogative to their Princes, as any other 
Countrey inthe world, and why I ſhould be leſs in eſteem then my Predeceſſours. | 
know nor, ſeeing I finde my heart as big with noble thoughts, as any of my Ance. 
ftors, though adorned in their times with never ſo many gallant victories ? If you 
have held me at the firſt worthy to be your Ruler, no reaſon I ſhauld be denied now 
that which pleaſeth my ſelf for your good, bur if you intended not methe com. 
mand, when you ſolemnly proſeſt it before the face of Heaven; you have diſſembled 
both with the Gods and your Prince, wherefore you deſerve not the faith of 
other Nation: If this be the condition of my hereditary titles, let it not be th, ght 
thoſe ſurmiſed laws can circumſcride me either in my glory or greatneſs: inſo. 
much as ſay not, that Philogenia was appointed onely to marry in the Countrey 
of Seythia, when that confinement would take from her what perhaps ſhe moſt de. 
ſires, and in the opinion of other States all Regalities, ſince ſo ſhe wears not her 
Crowns by tight, but by benevolence, wherefore = may be no Queen, when her 
Subjects pleaſe to diſlike her actions: By any of conditions, as I am deter- 
mined not to hold a Scepter in mine hand, ſo would I not have you tor your own ho. 
noyrs, pretend to ſuch baſe and unworthy cuſtoms, ſeeing other Kings would be ſcan. 
dalized at the offer: Although it may be ſaid, that my Father impoſed the injuncti- 
on upon the Nation, yet it will be no plea for your fidelities, ſince however he gave me 
life to enjoy that dignity wherein I am placed, yet had he no power to alter the foun. 
dation of the Government, which the fates have now caſt upon me, without any un- 
rea ſonable limitations, that neither correſpond with Nature or Divinity, ſeeing mean. 
eſt people of the earth will not be thus confined. I am ſo far from ſaying thus auch 
to leſſen the opinion of myown Countrey, when as I rather urge it to animate your 
fouls, whereby not to keep your fame bounded, onely by the Scythian Regions, for 
that heretofore even women have appeared miracles in other parts, as well for valour 
as fortune; and why onely ſhould Philogenia be hindred , from ſhewing like ſpirit 
in other places beyond her own Dominions, as it were waving that honour to her 
{elf both at home and abroad, ſeeing ſo many Queens of the Nation have enjoyed 
the liberty? Let it ſuffice, free I am, and unbound I intend to remain; yet becauſe 
my dear and ever glorious Father, as it is thought, hath defired, though not com- 
manded this obſervation, whoſe appetites as well as acts, I would have alwayes ſacred, 
I do here in this general aſſembly , make and conſtitute my Couſin , Prince Ds 
galphus, preſent King of Scythia, expecting he ſhould either govern well or conquer 
bravely, according to the example of our gallant Anceſtors , from whence both be 
and I bad our firſt original; whilſt my ambition ſhall be content onely, with thoſe 
Territories purchaſed with the life and courage of your late King , until my future 
endeavours ſhall compaſs larger Dominions, or diſpoſe of my perſon to other ſeryi- 
ces, more glorious and worthy, which yet remains undetermined privately in my own 
breaſt, With theſe words, ſhe roſe ſuddenly from her Throne, accompanied by ſuch 
a frown, as ſnewed, however duty had cauſed her to make this election, yet ſhe was 
not well pleaſed with her Subjects preſumption , that had. put her thoughts to ſuch a 
determination, before her own voluntary pleaſure had been attended to the iſſue. 
Here again Clitaphon was called away by reaſon of ſome neceſſary buſineſs belong - 
ingto the houſe, but promiſed in the afternoon, both to continue and make an end 
of his relation, whilſt in the interim, diſguiſed Aret ba ſius had leafure enough, 8s 
well to contemplate the ſtory, as more particularly to reflect upon what his Siſter had 
told him, belonging to hisown perſon ; however his hopes, at leaſtwiſe his intenti- 
ons, became altogether fruſtrated to that effect, ſince his own fortunes needed now, 
rather Kingdoms to aſſiſt him, then Crowns to be deſpiſed, and caſt away out of any 
whatſoever :. When they had dined amongſt other company, Clirephonto 
make good his promiſed relation , finding his young gueſt with his eyes began to ex- 
act the obligation, led him into another convenient place, both of repoſe, and free 
from interruption , where beginning where he had ended in the morning, he thus 


proceeded. . 
Gentle 
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Gentle Sir, ſaid he, as the paſſages I have already related, concerning the actions 
of this great Lady, merit I muſt confeſs, as much wonder as belief, ſo are you fur. 
ther to know by my diſcourſes, that after Philegenia had quitted the Government of 
her Kingdoms, in this manner to her Couzen Prince Dogalphus, ſhe thought upon 
ber on ſpeedy retirement into other parts, not being willing as it hould ſeem to 
remain a Subject where ſhe had been a Queen, it being incomparible with Heroical 
ogtores, to be under that Dominion they once commanded, inſomuch as within a 
Hort time (all things being prepared to the purpoſe) by a gallant Fleet ſhe was 
conveyed over the Sea from Scythia,intothe further Territories of Armenia, where 
thoſe Juriſdictions lay, which her Father had conquered from «Frtaxes : Beſides, 
there was alſo ſent with her an Army of Land Souldiers, in regard chat ſome Towns 
ſtood out in Rebellion againſt the Seyrhiay Crown, which notwithftanding belong- 
ed to that agreement, ſhe had made with her Conzen Dogalpbis, to be continued 
ſtill as Revenues, appertaining to her ſupport and maintenance: Many other things 
alſo had relation to this accord, which for brevity ſake, I will for the preſent omit, 
fince they do not much either augment the truth of the ſtory, or at all decreaſe the 
ſtrangeneſs of theſe actions and adventures themſelves : Nevertheleſs, Philagenia af- 
ter her arrival, remained ſome time in Armenia, as well to viſit ſome kindred and 
friends he had in thoſe parts, as to ſee a better ſertſemenc of thoſe Countreys and for- 
tunes, between her Couſin and her particalar, which continued her according to her 
former cuſtom chiefly imployed, either in ſtudy or hunting, accompanied in the inte- 
rim for the moſt part, by the Egyptian Ambaſſadour, who was noted of all others to 
have the greateſt influence, both over her Councels and o_— - infomuch as being 
frequently ſaluted by divers of the Princes of ¶Aſia with Ambaſſadours; alone a —. 
from the State and Kingdom of Syria came to expoſtulate, not onely with 
her near and intimate correſpondency, belonging to the "Egyprians , being eſteemed 
mortal enemies to that State; but moſt peremptorily 'required to be made acquaint- 
ed, particularly with her intentions and deſigns in the future; unto which ſhe made 
— any other reply, then the world ſhould Tee them very ſhortly as well as 
himſelf. n e ee 
I dis gave rather cauſe of diſpleaſure then ſatisfaction to the Officer; ſo that 
from the Countrey of Syria, not long after came many publick aſperſions againſt her 
perſon, that as it is thought hindred her intentions from viſiting the great City and 
Court of Damaſcus ; wherefore of a ſudden altering her courſe contrary to all mens 
expeQation, ſhe deſcended into the pleaſant Valleys of Daphere, where ſhe continu- 
ed among(t thoſe delightful Groves, upon the Confines of both Countreys , viſiting 
the Temples of Religious People, and entertaining her time with other privacies, 
until ſhe was invited into the Countrey of Pampbilia, by the King of Zgyprs ſpeci- 
al directions; where notwithſtarding ſhe arrived not but ina diſguiſe, as well to 
put off all occaſion of State belonging to the Dignity, as to avoid in ſome ſort the 
neceſſary expence of her Reception, not onely in regard her own Revenues were not 
perfectly ſett led from the Kingdom of Scythia, but alſo for that the Principality of 
Pamphilia, being in war with the Syrians, had neither leaſure to perform fitting and 
convenient Ceremonies, or much treaſure co ſpend in ſuperfluities. There I may ſay 
ſhe remained for ſome moneths undiſcovered, at leaftwiſe in a poſture not deſirous to 
appear what ſhe was, although often ſeen by the common people, and viſited pri- 
vately by thoſe of the better; inſomuch that many ſuſpected not onely her intenti- 
ons, but queſtioned her capacities, as well for that ſhe aimed at nothing but a few 
ſmall impertinencies, ſeeing ſhe would ſcarce admit women to her converſation , in 
any manner to do her publick ſervice; until at laſt her Revenues comming in ſome 
meaſure from Scythia, ſhe then began to take ſtate upon her perſon, according to the 
Dignity of a Queen, wherein ſhe alwayes carried her ſelf beyond admiration, as well 
for thoſe excellent diſcourſes ſhe held in all ceremonious audiences, as in the ſeveral 
decorums ſhe uſed to every Prince and perſon of quality, according to the nathre of 
their degrees and converſation : But above all ſhe was noted to frequent the Tem- 


ples (although not then of her profeſt Religion) with no ſmall reverence , ſome- 
times 
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times diſputing with the Prieſis concerning their Rites and Cuſtoms, and then gent- 
ly informing chem, ſhe was not very tar from their opinions, although the rigid Laws 
of Scythia.(as ſhe ſaid) had entirely baniſhed that exerciſe from the practice of the 
vulgar. * TIS 8. 3 
2 this manner ſhe continued, ſhewing her parts and winning affeQions , inter- 
mixed notwithſtanding with a certain kinde of Majeſtick gravity, loſing nothing of 
her State, however in effect ſhe had given it away to her Couzen, until ſhe was adyer. 
tiſed that Dogalphus the new King, had newly with a moſt potent Army, inva- 
ded the Territories of Trapaſus, whoſe Prince rather claimed to be King of Scy- 
thia, then that his own Dominions ſhould be moleſted, as he pretended, by a ſecond 
wrong. 1 10 1 | 
"=Y wal not here, ſaid C/yraphoy, entertain you with the expoſtulation of Titles, ſince 
Princes for the moſt part now adayes, make their Swords rather diſpute their preten- 
ſions, then Lawyets plead their cauſes ; onely io it was, that Dgalphus being called in 
by the many Rebellions and diſcontents of the Countrey, taking advantage of and 
other powerful neighbour invading alſo the ſame, within a very ſhort ſpace over · ran 
in a manner the whole, without almoſt any contradiction: But what may be the 
iſſue, time will ſhew, and people muſt expect, ſince as it is given out in another part 
of Scythia, not under Dogalpbus Juriſdiction, a Prince threatens to make a ſpeedy re- 
ſiſtance, againſt all his conquering though injurious victories, purchaſed as they ſay, 
by reaſon of the infidelity of the Subjects of Trapaſis, towards their own lawful 
King: Whatſoever may be the pretenſions, or the ſucceſs of :Dogalphus in this expe 
dition, Queen Philogenia intending notwithſtanding to ſatisfie her own youthful cu. 
rioſities, or being put on by ſome other determinations, onely known then as it was 
thought to her own private fancies, though now more fully — to the world, 
reſolved to make a {peegy Journey to the Temple of De/phos, in Achaia, either to 
conſult that Oracle, or falute the great Flamin : But. in this interim the old Prieft 
dying, her voyage intended became protracted fora time, until there ſhould be a new 
Governour elected in his place; for that there wanted a conveniency for her purpoles, 
all the Temples and Rarities ofthe City, being not to be ſeen or viſited by any perſon 
of what quality ſoever : Wherefore by reaſon of this accident, ſhe was conſtrain 
ed to ſpend ſome time longer inthe lower parts of Armenia, fince the Countrey of 
Pamphilia, happening to be furiouſly aſſaulted by the Syrian Forces, ſhe thoughtit 
fit to remove her ſtation under the Egyptian Juriſdition : In ſhort, Sir, not to tro 
ble you longer with too many ſuperfluities, more then needs for your neceſſary in- 
formation, this great and excellent Lady is now come to Argos, with an intention, 
not onely to repair to the new choſen Arch. Flamin, at the admirable and famous 
Town of Delphos, but hath declared herſelf ſince her coming hither, to be of the 
ſame opinion concerning the Worſhip of the Gods, and to that purpoſe was ſome 
few dayes fince, received with wonderful Ceremony and magnificence, under this Ju- 
riſdiction and obedience, the relation of which particulars, I ſuppoſe will alſo be 
worth your knowledge: This being done, I ſhall take leave to finiſh my Rory to 
your no further trouble, becauſe it was the onely reaſon of- our preſent Triumphs in 
this City: The Ceremonies were performed the day before yeſterday in our great 
Temple. The Queen being prepared in the morning for her Religious Reception, 
ſhe was attended co the place by all the chief Magiſtrates of the City, where at the 
outermoſt gate,ſhe was encountered, by the whole body of their Clergy, clothed in 
their Robes of Prieſthood , who in publick there demanded of her what her intentions 
were: She preſently anſwered, that as hitherunto during her life, ſhe had not been 
in the true way of ſerving the Gods; ſo was ſhe now come into Greece, with a full 
and poſitive intention, not onely to be better inſtructed in her private Devotions and 
common Sacrifices, but to put her perſon and obedience from this time forward, ab- 
ſolutely under the Juriſdition of the great Flamin of De/phor ; whom as ſhe now 
believed, had the Supreme Authority over all Temples and Congregations to that 
purpoſe : Upon this Reply, inſtantly they conducted her with certain Hymns , to a 
Throne incloſed by many Curtains, that in ſome ſort obſcured her from the view — 
the 
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the Common People, until at laſt being ea lled to the bigh Alxar by one of the chief 
prieſts, that was ſent by the Arch-Flamin to perform that Office, ſhe kneeling down 
took an oath containing the ſeveral Articles of her Faith, which being ended, with 
a geſture both Ma jeſtick and Religious, ſhe again returned to her ſeat, between two 
Princes of the Couutrey, (who had alſo accompanied her in her voyage) there con- 
tinuing until ſhe ſaw performed a great Sacrifice, whilſt in the interima white Dove 
deſcended from the top of the Temple; which Ceremony was uſed , to expreſſe in 
ſome ſort a ſupernatural converſion from her former errors and opinions. When all 
chis was finiſhed, no Street 8nd Market place, but was filled with acclamations and 
Triumphs, according to that poſture you found it in yeſterday upon your arrival, ha- 
ying ſo continued ever ſince the Ceremonies I have related were performed: In con- 
cluſion, this morning Phi/ogen;a hath taken her further journey towards the ſtately 
City of Corinth, in purſuance of that more deſigned voyage of Delphos ; however 
in ber way, ſhe intends religiouſly to viſit a certain famous Temple belonging to the 
Goddeſs Veſta, of all others molt honourcd in theſe parts, where alſo ſhe determines 
to offer both her rich Crown and Scepter, employed at her late Coronation in the 
Scythian Kingdom, not being able to make a greater - preſent , then in the abſolute 
negation of what are held moſt precious by other worldly Monarchs, meerly for the 
thoughts and conſiderations of Religious Duties. This, Sir, is the full all (yet no- 
thing but the truth) of what I can ſay, concerning this great and glorious Queen, 
who hath left to poſterity, by this heroical act of piety, memorable examples to be 
followed by all future ages and people. With theſe words as Ciytapbon finiſhed bis 
diſcourſe, ſo did he put on two or three ſighs with ſome appearing vehemency, as if 
he contemplated through her perfeRions, the decay of vertue in other perſons, who 
onely for trivial loſſes, were afraid to demonſtrate the ſame ſpirits in the Gods be- 
half. On the other fide Arerh»/ius ſate for ſome ſpace of time, as though he had 
been totally loſt in a vaſte ſea of amazement, conſidering the particalars which had 
been related unto bim, as well in regard of his own affairs, that ſeemed in ſome ſort 
formerly co depend upon the power and pretentions of this great Queen, (ſince 
ſome Treaties of Marriage had paſſed between their Parents, according to the infor. 
mations of his moſt dear Siſter the Princeſs C/oria) as alſo for that Philogenia , had 
not now left her ſelf a capacity (according to his apprehenſion) any way to good his 
condition, either in her own power, or in her Countreys aſſiſtance, yet at laſt having 
belike ſpent che whole ſtock of his ſertled contemplation, he ſaddenly broke out into 
theſe expreſſions. F IO 
Is it poſſible, ſaid he, that all this can be done for Religion, when the world ſeems 
to be ſo ſtupiſied in that particular, that ſcarce can it be believed, there are any Gods 
in Heaven, or at the moſt that minde our actions upon earth > When Crowns and 
Scepters are purchaſed by 1 injuries and oppreſſion never again to be re- 
ſtored to the right owners, but through ſeas of blood, or mountains of ſlaughtered 


os long after theſe diſcourſes, did they continue any communications, ſince the 
approaching night, ſeemed to invite them both to their moſt neceſſary employments, 
one to his houſhold affairs, the other to bethink himſelf of viewing the next day 
the curioſities of the City,and afterward to provide for his ſudden departure, for that 
the remembrance of his ſick Peyela, called his thoughts to a new conſideration of 
her ftate and condition, which out of a noble gratitude in her behalf, he could not 
chaſe but entertain, ſhe having been a principal inſtrument to free him from the dan- 
ger and hazzard of his life. | 8. „„ 
As the great City of Argos appeared to Arethuſius eyes, rather ſtately and anci- 
dan then effeminate and luxurious, ſo was it eſteemed by all Greece, to be the chief 
of Temperance and Morality, for the inſtruction of people of other Na- 

fiogs: This gave him more then ordinary contentment, in that his own diſpoſition 
naturally, ſeemed very much to comply in thoſe particulars ; who as I my ſay, ra- 
ther was ſad in his diſpoſition, then over lightſome in his ordinary converſation, but 
Whether occaſioned by his cares and troubles, or proceeding out of the —— 
0 
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of his birth and breeding, remained a queſtion in the opinions of thoſe , that beſt 
knew him by any familiarity... +0 
A few dayes had onely paſt, ꝓhen the Prince after he had fully beheld, what he could 
of rare and excellent in Argos, (with his Squire and Servant Pariſmenus) reſolved 
to take his journey again towards Athens, however another way then by which he 
came, in regard he had a deſire, to avoid ſomething the trouble of travel, intending 
to that purpoſe to paſs a part thereof by ſea : But in the interim, before he commu- 
nicated his thoughts to Pariſmenxs, it came into his minde, very often the ſtran 
paſſages of Philogenia the Scythian Queen, with all her admirable and unexampled 
adventures, concerning both her voyage and change of her Religion; wherein him. 
ſelf as he conceived had ſome part to play for his future advantage, as well for that 
which his Siſter had cold him, of the former motions of marriage between them þ 
their Parents, as that he had alſo underſtood by Clyraphon, how ſhe profeſt her acti. 
ons to be intended towards the relief of diſtreſſed Princes: Theſe reflections made 
him think it ſomet hing neceſſary, however he intended not to viſit the City of Del. 
phos in his own perſon, not knowing bow ſuch a Pilgrimage contrary to the Lydiay 
Faith, might be reſented by divers of his followers and friends in other Countreys, 
when they ſhould come to hear of an attempt to that effect, yet he thought it more 
then convenient, to employ Pariſmenus in the ſervice, as well to finde out the prin- 
cipal intentions of her journey, as upon occaſion to endear his concernments in the 
general, with that gallant Lady, ſince it was impoſſible as he believed, but that ſhe 
muſt needs come to the underſtanding of his misfortunes, by divers relations from 
other people beſides , he began alſo to conſider, that ſome clearer light might be pi. 
ven, to thoſe ſmall Oracles he had already received, belonging to his own fate in 
Myſſia, before that more powerful and famous God remaining at De/phos,which none 
was ſo fit to enquire after as a perſon of the ſame Religion, ſuch as Pari/menu was 
by his profeſt and open Declaration; inſomuch as he determined without any obſtacle, 
that not onely Pari/menne ſhould inftantly take his journey by Land after the Queen, 
but for his better diſguiſe and reception, he would change habits with him, being a 
a Robe appertaining to one of the Prieſts of the Temple of Hercules, that himſelf 
had made uſe of in his voyage of curiolity : Whilſt in the mean time, according as 
he had formerly reſolyed, he intended alone to proſecute his own paſſage by ſea to 
the City of Arhens, where he had left diſtempered Fojelain- a Cloyſter of Nuns be- 
longing to Minerva's Order; as within a day or two, Arethuſius propounded hi 
reſolutions to the apprehenſion of his faithful ſervant Pariſinenus; ſo was it not 
much longer before he undertook ( being provided with ſome .neceſſaties for 
that purpoſe) the execution of his commands; deſiring alſo to be an eye-witneſs of 
the ſtately reception of the young Queen of Scythia, with her ſubmiſſions to the 
mighty and moſt ſacred Arch-Flamin of Delphos ; which fight could not again be 
paralle!'d-in the whole world, as be thought. "Th 
When Prince Arethuſius bad in this manner diſpatched away his ſervant Pwiſ- 
menus, again to meet hich afcer ſome weeks reſpite at Athens, he loſt no time to rake 
order about the conveniencies of his own departure, according as he had formerly 
determined To this purpoſe he hired a Ship belonging to the Town of Corinth, 
then riding in the Haven neereſt to Argos, loaden with certain Goods, which were to 
be tranſported to other parts of Greece: Within a very few dayes, that this oppor- 
tunity vas found, the Prince. mounted the Veſſel, when a very proſperous winde 
ſeemed to carry her on in her intended voyage; but ſcarce was ſhe come to the half 
way of her journey, having by reaſon of the fairneſs of the ſeaſon, put her fetf- to 
competent diſtance from Land, in regard thoſe Waters were much troubled-with 
many ſcatzering and dangerous Iſlands, of the ſudden they might perceive a gallunt 
Fleet failing directly towards them from the North, as if they had paſſed the Helle- 
ſpont, for the commodities of Traffick in ſome part of the 4% Continent: How. 
ever this did not at all ſeem to fright their confident expectation, yet for that the 
windes appeared now to be ſomething contrary to their purpoſes, ſo that in a manner 
they could make uſe of nothing but their Oars, they preſently laid aſide for = 
cau 


. 
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there appeared no ſuch correſpondency of the Nations,

cauſe their induſtry and labour, intending to let the ſhips paſs away before they would 
again fall to their work, whilſt in the interim they all came uponthe hatches to behold 
the ſight. It was not much above an hours time, before the whole Fleet conſiſting of 
twenty Veſſels arrived ſo near them, that they might eaſily perceive they were not 
onely belonging to the Iuriſdiction of the Iſland of Cyprus, but more particularly 
appertained to the Town of Salamine, that belike were newly returned from their 
Trade of fiſhing in the black Sea, from whence yearly they were accuſtomed about 
this ſea ſon, to repair homewards again with the profit and commodities they had 


| procured in thoſe parts: Tis true, when the Maſter of the Corinthian Veſſel, be- 


came advertiſed of theſe particulars, he was was in ſome little confuſion in his own 
thoughts, knowing there was no very good correſpondency between his quarters of 
Greece, andthe Ifland of Cyprus; However a long ſpace was not given him for 
theſe conſiderations before a meſſaÞBe was ſent from the Fleet, to let him underſtand 
were all to come aboard their Admiral Veſſel, and in the interim to hale their 
Bark to the ſide of their ſhips, ſince they very well perceiv'd, as they ſaid, they were 
of the Countrey of Peloponenſes, which was a place that had heretofore prejudiced 
their Native Iſland of Cyprus, and more particularly the Haven Town of Salamine: 
though this peremptory command, ſeemed not at all to pleaſe any of the Paſſengers, 
much leſs che Maſter of the Boar; who had a good quantity of Merchandizes deli- 
yered to his Charge, to be cranſported from the parts about Arg; to the City of 
Athens, yet were they forced ſpeedily to yield to the injunRion, for fear of a worſe 
inconveniency by exaſperating their ſpleen; wherefore without any delayes they 
performed what was required at their hands, ſince the power of any reſiſtance was 
abſolutely taken from all their hope, as to be able to eſcape in what ſort ſoever from 
their purſuit, they having Veſſels as they knew in their Fleet, purpoſely fitted for the 
fortune or opportunities of every manner of chaſe upon their enemies: When the 
Paſſengers arrived at the Ships, and the Admiral had cauſed the ſmall Bark to be ſei. 
zed, they were preſently examined one by one, of what Nation or Countrey they be- 
longed unto : As ſoon as they came to Prince Aret huſius, he told them, that as he 
had no affinity or relation to any Territory appertaining to the Grecian Govern- 
ment; ſo was it his own fortune onely by accident to be taken in the Veſſel, amongſt 
other perſons going to Athens: He further let them know, thinking it would be his 


beſt defence and protection, that be was of Myſſia by birth, and in his affections who- 


ly addicted to the intereſt of King Euarcbhus, and his poſterity : But contrary to 
his expectation, when he had named Euarchus; the Captain as if he had been con- 
verted to a new ſpleen againſt his perſon for that very word, in naming the King, in 
ſome choller let him know, that he was reſolved to put him on the Land, upon the 


Carian ſhore (in his further paſſage towards Cyprus) there to be puniſhed by that 


State, according to thoſe late agreements had been made between the Lydians, and 
the City of Salamine : As Prince Aretbhuſius could not but much wonder at this 
ſtrange language of che Admiral, when at his laft parting from the Iſland of Cyprus, 
Tar of the contrary rather 

an open war in the view of the world, ſo did he not hear until the preſent of the new 
accord, that had been publiſhed in the behalf of both the States, which had ſucceeded 
fince his own departure from Paphos. *Tis true, this intelligence did extreamly amaze 
the thoughts of the young Prince, but his courage and underſtanding, aſſiſting where 
neither his fortune or his power could prevail, at laſt with much earneſtneſs and ſolici- 
tation he obtained of the Captain, to be carried a Priſoner into the Countrey of Cy- 
prus, rather then to be landed in any of the Dominions belonging to the Iydias Com- 
monwealth: However he effected thus much of his deſire, by his behaviour and im- 
portuniries, yet being after a while put under the hatches amongſt the reſt of the pri- 
ſoners that were taken, ſomething oppreſt by bis own melancholly apprebenſions, in 
a ſilent manner uttered, or more properly thought theſe complaints to himſelf, | 
Is it poſſible Arethuſius, thought he, that thy ſpicefal fares will never be weary of 
tormenting thy particular, with diverſity 6f all manner of diſaſters? Was it not 
enough to have loſt a father in the unhappy 1 of Lyaia , at whoſe all 
0 0 che 
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the very Heavens ſeemed to be at a ſtand, and the Sun to lofe his light, but his ſurvi- 
ying Children, ould be turned into the world, as prodigies to be wondred at by all 
ſorts of people, for their new misfortunes? Can the unrelenting deſtinies be yet per- 
ſwaded to us pitty or conſideration, ſince the once moſt glorious Hiacinthia is onely 
conſtrained without fruit, to become a ſuppliant to other Princes, whilſt in the inte. 
rim, both treaſons and diſaſters, conſpire violently together to make thy ſelf the prime 
object of all thediſgraces, that mortality can nndergo upon earth? Not onely being 
overcome by thy greateſt enemies, but forced for ſafety to ſeek ſhelters in ſtrange 
Countreys, where ſcarce remains the leaſt ſhew either of relief or entertainment, 
when as diſguiſes have rather protected thy. perſon from total ruine, then procured 
courteſies of an ordinary nature amongſt other States? | | 

O the accurſed Son I may ſay, thou art of great Euarchus, into how many ſhapes 
have a few moneths turned thy condition, alone & maintain a loathed life, that bet- 
ter had been loſt in that fatal and ominous Battle, where thou wert a miſerable ſpe- 
ctator, of ſo many of thy friends ſacrificed for the intereſt onely of thy hopes and 
proſperity, whilſt thy ſelf became a fugitive to conſerve that, which no other then a 
ſimple Virgin hath protected in obſcurity > What now may the vertuous 7oye/a think 
of thy fidelity, when after ſo much travel, and hazzard undertaken for thy preſerva- 
tion, ſhe is abandoned in unknown Countreys, there, as ſhe will think, to be left for- 
ſaken by thy ingratitude or negligence? Can Pariſinenus thoughts be leſs ſcandali- 
zed at my intentions, when returning again from De/phos to Athens, he ſhall not 
onely finde me miſſing contrary to bis expeQation , but no intelligence to be had 
there, gr in any other part of Greece, further of my purpoſes. Theſe and the like 
mutinies in his minde, did the Prince ſilently utter to him ſelf, whilſt in the interim, 
after a e rough voyage at Sea, the whole Fleet ar laſt put in at the Haven of 
Salamine, belonging to the Iſſand of Cyprus. 


In that place, although Prince Aret huſius was not detained a Priſoner in ſo firit a 
manner, as the: reſt of the perſons taken in the Ship, being of the Countrey of 
Greece, in regard he had profeſt himſelf upon examination, to be a Zyaien by birth, 
he procured ſome conveniency to diſcourſe with the people of the Town, who told 
bim that Narciſſus their great General, and Duke of Cyprus, was lately dead at P- 
phes in the ſame Iſland. 25 | | 

This ſeemed again to ſeize his youthful boſome with new diſcontent , inſomuch 23 
tearing his hair, and beating his breaſt, he thought bis own condition to be the moſt 
unfortunate, that could any way be found on earth; adding to bis imagination, the 
other ſeveral paſſages of his life formerly complained of, as conceiving he had now 
ſcarce a friend in A/#4, that either conſidered bis wrongs, or would venture a conſider. 
able loſs for his advantage: With theſe troubleſome thoughts for many dayes to- 
gether (however he diſcovered his minde particularly to no man) he would walk a- 
lone in the moſt obſcureſt places of the Haven, without ſpeaking to any, as if the 
cauſes of his grief had enjoyned him a penance of perpetuall ſilence, until at laſt ei- 
ther being utterly tired with the hard effects of his ſeeming reſolutions , or rather 
ſomething enlightened out of that horrid Chaos of deſpair and confuſion, he be- 
thought himſelf of being yet better ſatisfied, both of the death of his Brother, and 
the condition of his Siſter ; to which purpoſe after a while, be ſingled out a certain 

Prieſt of the Town, who gave him this ſhore account of the paſſages of Cy- 
prus, ſince the death of King Euarchus, although he was not at all any way ſuſ- 
pitious , that the Relations he made, were co any follower of his ſurviving 
Sonne. ä | | 

Although, ſaid he, this Iſland in the general, ſeemed very much to reſent at the 
firft the King of Zyadia's death, eſpecially for that he was deſtroyed by his own peo- 
ple in ſo ſtrange a manner, ſince the Subjects had taken upon them in a legal way to 
judge their Prince, whereby all Magiſtracy appeared to be in danger, of the like in- 
ſolent example; yet this great Town of Salemine, alwayes moſt given to po- 
pularity , and therefore leſſe affected to any peculiar Dignity , by the procure- 


ment of one Zurphyucy, kept ſtill a ſtrict correſpondency with the then Senate of 
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Lydia, ſitting at Sardy, which -our late Duke Narciſzs in the inteſim perceiving, 
conceiving belike that his Juriſdiction alſo might come in time to be queſtioned by 
the ſame rules of ſuppoſed and pretended Authority, began on a ſudden, not onely 
to take upon him more power then formerly, but again very narrowly endeavour- 
ed to look into the actions of his enemies and oppoſers; but Zutphynen as he 
found of all others, ſhewing himſelf molt forward to raiſe factions, he command- 
ed to be impriſoned, untill a fit opportunity could be had, as well to puniſh him 
for his contempts, as to examine him concerning his Treaſons : However our 
Prince had ground enough for theſe proceedings, and wanted not in his own perſon 
g ſufficient power to make them good, yet many of this City which payes more of 
contribution to the State, then almoſt all che reſt of the Countrey of Cyprus, began 
operly. to exclaim againſt the Duke, as one (as they ſaid) who had a deſign to over- 
throw the priviledges of the Nation, and bring an hereditary Monarchy upon the 
people, onely to continue in his own houſe and family, without either a general con- 
ſent, or any particular election; and the better to fortifie their intentions, not 
onely ſent again into Lydia, to renew their ancient amity belonging to Trade, and 
other compliances, but in a manner declared, that the people of Lydia had done 
well, ſo providently to call their King to an account for his actions and intentions, 
before he had altogether overwhelmed them and their liberties, by the pretenſions 
of his vaſte and unknown Prerogatives: Nevertheleſs for all theſe inward mutinies, 
no viſible inflammations, appeared amongſt the vulgar", but of the contrary , they 
ſeemed rather to take part with their Prince, as well in the revenge that was intend- 
ed againſt the Lydian Nation, for the death of King Euarchus, as in regard of his 
own Juriſdiction and Command, which occaſioned many differences and contentions 
ac ſea between the two Countreys of Lydia and Cyprus, moſt bloody and effectuall 
to the outward view of the world; inſomuch as it was believed, no poſſibility re- 
mained of any reconciliation, to be had more between the people , fince both ſeemed 
willful, obſtinate, and exaſperated; however this Town, with others of the ſame 
Faction (being oppoſite to the Prince in their hearts) laboured a peace underhand as 
much as they could; neither ſeldom betraying the ſecrets of our deligns to the 
enemy for that effect. This I mult needs ſay, not onely hindred our expected victo- 
ries, but oftentimes procured us infinite loſſes, to the diſhonour of the whole Na- 
tion in the general, chuſing rather to hazzard the ruine of their Countrey , then 
they would put up their malice conceived againſt Narciſſus, and his Houle , not. 
withſtanding in former ages, his Family and Predeceſſors had been the onely means, 
whereby we had gained ſo much from the King of Egypt: But whether or no, 
whilſt our whole Countrey ſeemed to be involved in theſe diſputes, the Gods being 
angry with our ingratitude, and therefore intended to bring a generall confuſion up- 
on the Iſland of Cyprus, or whether Za:phynin, with thoſe of his particular faction, 
had contrived ſome underhand practice, whereby to be the ſooner rid of the Juriſ- 
diction of the Prince? of a ſudden out young Duke Narciſtes in the very flower of 
his age and greatneſs, was taken out of the world by no violent appearing Feaver in 
the beginning though ar laſt it encreaſed to huge flames of diſtemper; which 
in truth hath Been the occaſion ever ſince of divers paſſions in ſeveral forts of 
people, however he left an Infant ſon after him, bearing his own Name; for as 
ſome ſeemed not onely exceedingly to grieve his loſs, but ſtrived with all their power 
preſently to Confer his Dignity and Royalties upon his ſucceeding Heir, notwithſtand- 
ing he was not yet capable of Government in his minority , ſo others were more 
then induſtrious, to have aſſembled together the chief State of the Nation, whereby 
as they ſaid, to order affairs in this unexpected change; neither wanted there a third 
ſort amongſt the Souldiers, who put them in minde of their former priviledges, which 
now being neglected, as they intimated would ſcarce ever be regained to their uſe and 
benefit. During theſe appearing Controverſies, the fair Princeſs C/oria (whoſe tears 
and paſſions could not be almoſt parallel'd by any example in precedent times, 
Dough her new born Son gave ſome relaxation to her exceſſive grief continued 
her ſadneſs in a quiet demeanour, without reproving the one, or taking part 
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with the other, as well for that the Funeral Triumphsof her dearly beloved Lord, 
were not yet ſolemnized, according to the Cuſtoms of the Countrey, as that fhe was 
perſwaded the great aſſembly of the Iſland meeting, without any difficulty at all, 
would be ſurè to put her childe into the ſame places of command, which his father 
enjoyed, to be executed in his particular, onely by ſuch perſons ſhe ſhould nominate 
and appoint in the future: Inſomuch, as within a moneths time, all materials neceſ. 
ſary being before prepared, the body of the dead Duke, with every circumſtance be. 
longing to greatneſs and Majeſty, was brought out of his own Palace at Paphos, 

moſt of the Nobility of Cyprus, to be committed to the Funeral Piles in the ſight 
of all the people; in which proceſſion no eyes were ſeen, but did pay a liberal cri, 
bute to his worth and remembrance, as well confidering the brave actions he had 
performed, as their own loſs which they had received, until it being at laſt ſtaid as 7 
may ſay, upon a Mountain of Wood and Spices, in a moment the artificial flames 
catching hold of that ſweet though combuſtible matter, all that was mortal in an 
inftant ſeemed to be conſumed with fire, whilſt of a ſadden from the perfumed 
ſmoak, an artificial Eagle was ſeen by the multitude, to direct her flight towards the 
Heavens, bearing in her Tallons a lovely Capid with gilded wings: *Tis true,as 

of his courageous Horſes, were there according to the cuſtom ſacrificed to the ho- 
nour of the Prince, ſo not a few of his ſervants and friends, paid their laſt love and 
duty to his remembrance, by their own voluntary deaths in the ſame place, to the 
amazement of the numerous people, that were here aſſembled to behold the final 
Ceremonies belonging to his Burial : Alſo within a very (hort time, another Monu. 
ment was raiſed to his glory, compoſed of Grannet ſtones, fetcht from the neigh. 
bouring Countrey of Egypt, which to the beholders ſpoke this Epitaph in Capitall 
Letters of Gold. 


T hough,Cyprus fates do look with dire aſpelis, 
In loſsof ſuch a Prince, yet fame erefts 
Monument ſo great and wondrous high, 

Ie toncheth Jove, and claims eternity: 
Tis ſo the Gods have made the purchaſe even, 

* They would have him that he ſhould fit in heaven. 
But if the peoples Rule be at a land, ' © 
Chuſe but bis infant ſon, be will command 
By ſome bleſt power; his Fathers foul 

Can help his years in fuſtice to controul, 
Aud conquer too; that ſo the world may ſee 
Fair Cloria's Blood muſt not re ſiſted be. 


Notwithftanding theſe glorious Triumphs I muſt tell you, and many plentiful 
promiſes from all ſorts of conditions in the Iſland of Cyprus, yet when this long 
expected aſſembly were met together in the City of Papbos, inſtead of preſently 
creating the young Prince, their general Commander over the headlgfg Souldiers, they 
began not onely to diſpute his fathers actions and authority, but cook upon them a 
Prerogative over his eftate and perſon : In the one alledging, that Duke Narciſſus 
had no lawful Juriſdiction, but what proceeded from the grants of the people; and in 
the other, they ſeemed to have a care of his minority, and to that purpoſe intended 
to diſpoſe of his youth, according to their pleaſures. You need not doubt, but that 
theſe appearing inſolencies, did more then afflict the already too much prieved Prin- 
ceſs Clria, who had not onely undergone an unrepairable loſs, by the late death of 
her gallant husband, but was now likely to be deprived anew of her chief comfort 
young Narci/#s; and the rather were her troubles encreaſed, in regard her Lords mo- 
ther (who was yet living) being a woman of more envy and paſſion, then of birth and 
quality, to equal her pretences, laboured with the Senate, as well to raiſe factions a- 
gainſt the Princeſs Cloria's deſires, as to have the ſole Juriſdiction over the yong Duke: 


Is true, theſe differences after a while ſeemed to be laid aſleep, for that = now 
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became a main queſtion in this general, if not ungrateful aſſembly , whether or no 
they would have any more Princes of the family to ſucceed in after ages? ſince they 
had bappily as they ſaid, freed themſelves from a dangerous bondage, as the people 
in their own Rights, ought to claim a freedom of all elections of this nature, for that 
their purſes maintained both the glory and the ſafety of the Iſland : Some moneths 
paſt in theſe contentions, when as the forementioned Zuiphynon, being not onely a 

incipal inſtrument in the Councel, but an underhand enemy to the houſe of Nar- 
ciſzs, endeavoured by all means poſſible, to make a- reconciliation between our 
Countrey , and the Government of Lydia, which as he ſuppoſed, would both 
ſtrengthen his particular pretenſion, and weaken very probably his adverſaries pow- 
er; inſomuch as by that ſtratagem (continuing ſtil! the Iſland of Cyprus in à com- 
mon Government) himſelf ſtood alwayes to be the chief perſon to fit at the ſtern: 
However the multitude who favoured exceedingly the titles of the young Duke (con- 
ſidering the benefits they had for many years received, both by the induſtry and va- 
. lour of his noble anceſtors) with ſome fury oftentimes ſeemed to contend, as well 
againſt che Councel as the intention, yet being out-craftied by thoſe of Zutphynons 
faction and intereſt, were at laſt either perſwadedor compelled to yield to the ad- 
vice; fo that preſently Ambaſſadours were diſpatched into Lydia to that effect: I 
cannot ſay, notwithſtanding theſe meſſengers imployed , that inſtantly any agree- 
ment was made between the two Nations; for ours not willing to truſt the power, 
and leſs the proceedings of the great Senate ſitting at Sardis, in regard of their in- 
conſtant cruelty and friendſhip uſed to all ſorts of people whatſoever, were deſirous 
to finde out ſome way for their beſt ſecurity and advantage, before they ſhould con- 
clude of any accord certain and laſting; but whilſt the Treaty continued, (every 
one expecting either a final end, ora farther breach, between the Countrey of Ly- 
dia, and che iſland of Cyprus) Hercrombrotus the fortunate General of the Lydian 
Forces and that ample Territory, was elected the chief Governour of all thoſe 
Countries, aſter having by the power and intereſt of the Army , diſſolved that long 
and tedious Aſſembly, which in all the time of their ſitting, as twas ſaid, had ſcarce 
procured the good word of any man (according as I have been informed by ſome of 
of our Countreymen , who had remained at Sardis for many years together) and 
much lelg had they performed what acts ſoever , either of goodneſs or indifferency 
to the people, notwithſtanding they had undone all their Kings party after his de- 
ſtruction. To be ſhort, within a very ſmall ſpace of this new eftabliſhment, Articles 
of Peace were alſo concluded by our Ambaſſadours , with certain Commiſſioners ap- 
pointed by Hercrombrotus; however as I may ſay to the extream diſadvantage of 
Prince Arethuſius, the eldeſt Son to your late King; which make many not onely 
to wonder in theſe parts, but a few to be very ſad and diſcontented at the agreement, 
ſince by thoſe contracts we of the Iſland of Cyprus, are ſtrictly obliged to have no 
correſpondency with his affairs, uch ſeſs to give any entertainment to his perſon 
in our Countrey ; all which I might ſuppoſe you have heard of before, if you had 
not told me at the beginning of my diſcourſe, that notwithſtanding yon are a Lydian 
by birth, yet you have been imployed in forreign parts for ſomething a ſong ſeaſon, 
and ſo conſequently could not come conveniently to intelligences from your own na- 
tive Countrey, which hath made my relations longer then they ſhould bave been, as 

mixing them more particularly with your affairs. | 
When the Prieſt had made an end of his diſcourſe , all the anſwer that Arethuſſluas 
gave him, was onely in two or three deep ſighs , accompanied with ſome few tears 
gently dropping down from his Princely eyes, until at laft better remembring 
himſelf (as being the beſt ſubject he could now treat upon) he ſuddenly asked 
him what was become of the Princeſs Cloria in theſe tranſactions? ſince it was not 
to be doubted, as be ſaid, but that ſhe was a well. willer both to ber Fathers Family: 
and her Brothers Succeſſion : Truly replyed the Prieſt, as that great and good Lady, 
bore all theſe tranſcendent croſſes and oppoſitions, with no ſmall conrage and for- 
titude, yet it cannot be denyed, but her paſſions, with the occaſions of them, princi- 
pally coming from thoſe ſhe had moſt honoured with her perſon and — 
| ave 
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have for the preſent put upon her condition ſuch an apparent ſadneſs , as makes many 
believe ſhe will hardly undergo the effects without ſome deſperate change, either in 
her health or ſenſes, and the rather for that her old Governeſs Roxana is lately dead 
who was accuſtomed, ever to be a moſt intimate councellour of her youth; however 
the birth of her late Son gives her a great relaxation in her many diſtempers, and 
would do much more, if che unkinde and ungrateful people of Cyprus, were incli- 
nable to remember thoſe extraordinary benefits they have from time to time received 
both of his Father, and his Anceſtors. In concluſion, the Princeſs her ſelf, with her 
Childe, for the inſtant, remains at a Caſtle of her own, not far from the City of 
Paphos, expecting ſtill what may be the further determination of the general Aſſem- 
bly, as well concerning their particular eſtabliſhment , as the Government of the 
whole Countrey, upon which alſo many other eyes are attentively fixed ; but more 
eſpecially thoſe of our profeſſion, (who for the moſt part are addicted to the pro- 
ſperity of the Royal and Illuſtrious Houſe of Narciſſus , fince by that means onely 
the Iſland (as we believe) will be kept either from popular factions, or particular uſur. - 
pations ; beſides the former order of Prieſthood may be preſerved from contempt, 
if not deſtruction, occaſioned by-reaſon of the many new opinions, and forrei 
intereſts , daily ariſing amongſt our very Rulers themſelves, in the mannaging of 
State Affairs; although I cannot deny, but this Town where I now remain, of all 
others is moſt ſubject, both to oppoſe theſPrinces proceedings, and make a rupture in 
the eſtabliſhed Government belonging to their former Dukes, as knowing beſt their 
great ſtrength, and riches, which makes them preſume of carrying a ſway over the 
reſt of the Cities and Provinces in Cyprus; to which purpoſe, they entertain the 
ſtricter correſpondency with the Territories of Lydia, that have lately not onely ta. 
ken away the juriſdiction, but deſtroyed their King. 

This communication and diſcourſe being ended, they ſoon parted one from an- 
other. Arethuſius whoſe thoughts could not be but very ſolicitouſly entertained, 
concerning theſe paſſages , reſolved without any delay (if he by what means ſoever, 
was able to free himſelf of his preſent engagement) to ſeek out the Princeſs Cloris 
his Siſter, in ber obſcurity and retirement, Mo 

To this effect, as at Sea coming from Argos, he had been taken a priſoner amongſt 
the reft, by the people of Salamine, where he now remained; ſo within a while, in 
regard he was eſteemed to be a Lydian Subject, and the compoſition and agreement 
lately made between the two Countries , he became quickly diſcharged from his con- 
finement ; inſomuch as again diſguiſing his perſon in the habit of a Prieſt belonging 
to his own Nation, he took his journey towards the Territory of Paphos, where the 
Caſtle ſtood, in which lived both the Princeſs and her Son: *Tis true, the place 
however guarded by ſome Souldiers, yet the privateneſs of the dwelling , ſeemed to 
put on a certain kinde of melancholly aſpe&t , by reaſon of the death of its former 
Lord the Duke of Cyprus: Many dayes it was before Prince Arethuſius could ame 
to the fight of his ſorrowful Siſter; yet at laſt meeting with the Page (who had been 
the inſtrument of her eſcape out of Lydia) he told him, that he was a Chaplain of 
her Brothers, who could certifie her both of his welfare and abode, however the 
late agreement made between the people of Cyprus and the Lydian State, had hin- 
dred him in perſon to enter into the Iſland, for fear of being delivered up according 
to thoſe contracts into his enemies power and poſſeſſion. There needed no other 
- motives to carry the youth with haſte into the Princeſs Chamber, who commanded 
him not long after to conduct Arethuſius thither in his diſguiſe ; ſince Cloria by any 
means could hear tiding of his ſafety and eſcape, fince the loſs of that unfortunate 
Battle in the Countrey of Lydia, fought between himſelf and Hercrombrotus, now 
chief Lord and Governour eſtabliſhed in thoſe Territories. Upon his entring into 
the Princeſs preſence, he found her ſeated in a moſt mourning poſture, the room ha- 
ving ſcarce light. for the perſons that neceſſarily attended her ſervice , to perform 
their ſeveral offices with any manner of conveniency; onely ber,ſelf was retired into 
a ſmall nook thereof, with-a kinde of an obſcure Lamp, that did but afford her the 
benefit continually, to behold a Picture drawn to the life of her dear, and dead — 
i an 
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band Narciſſus, which procured front her fair eyes ſach plentiful ſhowers of tears, as 
ſafficiently demonſtrated the inward forrow and paſſions of her heute; 4yhich her at- 
tendants notwithſtanding eadeavoured , as often as they -could to remove from her 
fight, on purpoſe to divert if poſſibbe, tlie object of her grief; however many times 
of the day, ſhe would call for the ſame Portraicture again, as if the view of her af- 
fliction, had been the likelieſt means to cure — nothing ſhewing more 
the frailty of mortality, then to hope to ꝓroture the beſt᷑ xemedy of evils, by enter- 
raining the chiefelt ſubject of our ſmurt; in a continual remembrance; as if the feel. 
ing ol our grief, were a means to tate away the pain / onely becauſe we too much 
loved, what we can never more enjoy fox however We may ha ve no tonfidence at all 
io miracles, yet the ſtrength of our deſires; makes ud ſtill hope in ſomething, that 
poſſibly in our nature or our reaſon ure cannot believe; *wherevs reſolved patience is 
alone the cure, and that of all other things we are fartheſt off from putting in pra- 
Aice to our perpetual torment; ſo it fared wich this ſdeet Prineeſs, who having loft 
her chiefeſt comfort, endeavoured to get it again by #lwayes remem bring what ſhe 
had unfortunately been deprived of: In concluſion, when Arethiſius approached the 
fight of his thus afflicted and dear Siſter, ſhe preſent ly fixed her eyes upon him (though 
in ſuch a manner) as if her thoughts expected no more conſolation in earthly ſatisfa- 
Rion ; notwitbſtanding ſhe could not but expreſe in her countenance, ſome joy to 
behold any perſon that came with aſſurance of her Brothers ſafety , and in that ſort 
after a while ſaluted him: But Arerhuſus beginning but to ſpeak , as if ſome kinde 
of a beavenly influende had flowed from his words ; whereby the better to inſtruct 
her knowledge, ſhe ſuddenly cryed out, and are you indeed then, the tuch loved 
and the long deſired Arethuſius? O Gods ſaid ſhe, I thunk you for your mercies, 
which in part may take off from my deſpairs, the heavy weight that; lrath lain up- 
on my imagination, ſince Marciſſas death: The Prince perceiving that his Siſter 
knew him, notwithſtanding his — ——ẽ preſently and kiſt her 
with a thouſand affections, bug as he was uſing r Congratulations towards her 
ſatisfaction, he might ſtill behold a ſad ſhowre of rents; that proceeded by violence 
from the beauty of her eyes, that-gently running don her lovely cheeks, made ma- 
ny fair paths, whereon bleſſed ſouls might have walked to the Celeſtial Court of oꝰ , 
until at laſt (although not wearied with grieving , yet ceaſing for a time to grieve the 
better) complying with his entertainment, ſhe invited him into another room more 
commodious; however in the way they both agreed, not to make his perſon yet pub- 
lickly known: The communication that paſt between them that night , was of each 
of their adventures ſince their laſt parting; and the concluſion conſequently , that 
Cloria would receive her Brother into her Caſtle, onely as a Prieft of Lydia, former. 
ly belonging to the Court of Aret haſius; who having loſt his Lord and Maſter he 
knew not where , was conſtrained to ſeek this relief for his ſubſiſtance; which the 
better to cover from others knowledge, that evening they deviſed ſome new alterati- 
on of his perſon, with other pretty inventions fit for the purpoſe, in regard the 
land of Cyprus had lately made that diſhonourable accord with the State of Lydia, 
to give no reception to any of the Royal Family into their Countrey, without ſome 
general licence granted them to that effect: Although Prince Arethaſius lived in this 
manner for ſome time with ſecurity enough , under the protection of the Caſtle of 
his ſweet Sifter, who in the interim brought her a world of conſolation, by his fre- 
quent and diſcreet counſels and converſation , yet being perſwaded , that it would 
not be alwayes for his honour , thus to continue without entering into acti- 
on, hereſolyed as ſoon as he could to leave Cypres ; the rather, for that he under- 
ſtood the new King of Scythia, performed admirable conqueſt in the Territories of 
Trapaſus, by the reaſon of their willing revolt, from the juriſdiction of their for- 
mer prince; however the Town it ſelf ſeemed to retain ſtill an inclination of obedi- 
ence, which in a kinde drew the Scyrhians to the intentions of a formal Siege: From 
this Princes aſſiance, I ſay, Arethuſius hoped to procure ſome relief, concerning his pre- 
ſent neceſſities, either by ſolicitation or intereſt, ſince it was well knowhi Philogevia 
their late Queen, had oftentimes declared affections in his behalf : But —

ſtanding theſe might be bis inward imaginations yet be reſolved not yet, to mal 
known his,determinations to his mol dear Siſter , who however ſhe was dessen 


ſomething better tempered in her grief, by reaſon of his preſence, nevertheleſs he 
found ſhe was not abſolutely cored of her diſeaſe; for that not ſeldom in melanchol- 


ly fits, ſhe would retire fot many hours nee hes ſome private and obſcure Ca. 

the language of fighs and tears, with the 
dead Picture of her for everloſt Narciſſus, until at laſt there hapned an occaſion 
contrary to his expeRation; which was this: Upon the ſudden and proſperous con. 
queſt of Degalphus King of Soytlia, the people of the Iſland of (Cyprus, concei. 
ved not onely a jealouſic, that he would utter depri ve them of their trading upon 
the Pontick Seas, but was alſo ſent by the inhabitants of the City of Trapaſus, to 


lend them (OE aſſiſtance ſor the maintenance of their Town; againſt all hoſtj. 


lity ſhould heuſed, which as they ſaid, was but a neceſſary providence to be thouphe 


upon by both Nations, ſince their intercourſe with one another, might probably 


come to be hindred by the proſperous progreſſes, the Scy:hians had already made in 


thoſe parts, and other Dominions belonging to the Armenian Crown: As this intel 


ligence adminiftred new diſcourſes, throughout the whole Ifland of Cyprus, ſo did 
Arethuſius make it, not onely ſome advantage towards his own departure, doubting 
a few hopes were remaining tor him in the Iſland of Cyprus, now Narciſſus was dead, 
and the Subjects having made ſo ſtrict an accord with the St ate of Lyaia , but alſb 
became an occaſion, for him to perſwade his Siſter C loria in like manner to leave the 
Countrey : *Tis true, upon the fitſt overture of the buſineſs, this ſeemed to be a de- 
ſperate advice, but conſidering her young ſon in her abſence, would receive a'careful 
protection under the power and juriſdiction of his Grandmother , and that herown 
perſonal preſence, rather procured faction and jealouſie, then any aſſiſtance what. 
ſoever, ſhe reſolved to accompany her Brother in his travels and other fortunet, 
whereby to obtain ſome powerful relief, from the King of Scytbia, again to eſia- 
bliſh young Narciſſus in his Fathers honours or command, againſt he ſhould artive to 
thoſe years, that might render him capable of the Dignity by practice, as well as by 
name, which hitherunto her enemies in the Iſland of Cyprus had hindered him 
om. bs 
Notwithſtanding in the general, both Chhria and Arethuſius, had determined be- 


tween themſelves ſome particulars, yet they kept it private from others knowledge, 


eſpecially that to leave Cyprus with all expedition; neither bad they fully digeſted 
the manner how, ſince as they wanted convenient ſupplies for the journey, ſo would 
it breed (as they thought) ſome jealouſie amongſt the Countrey people, in te- 
gard of thoſe differences that were likely to ariſe from the Scythians, concerning 
their late conqueſts about the City of Trapaſus, in which place the inhabitants of 
the Iſland, had long enjoyed a plentiful and beneficial trade, which now they were 
likely to be debarred of, by reaſon Doga/phys the King exacted new cuſtoms from 
all perſons traffiquing into thoſe parts, Nevertheleſs within a while they ſolved theſe 
doubts in this manner; for the firſt they reſolved to engage their Jewels, to ſome 
rich Merchants of the Countrey, whereby to furniſh themſelves with neceſſary ſup- 
Plies for the intended voyage; and for the other, they intended to pretend, that the 
Princeſs Cleria, by the occaſion of her exceſſive grief, had contracted many deſpe- 
rate imperfections and diſtempers in her health, which could not any way be ſo con- 
veniently cured, as by the means of travel and diverſions, with the help of thoſe 
waters, which flowed from a clear fountain in the pleafant Valleys of Dapbane, 
ween the Territories of Qria and Armenia, conſecrated as was ſaid to the God 
Pan, for their excellency and operation. | 
A theſe motives appeared ſufficient ſatisfactions, to the willing apprehenſions of 
Arethuſius and his Siſter, ſo did not Cloria's defires in this particular, want proba- 
ble entertainments in the thoughts of the Majeſtrates of Oprus; but more eſpeci- 
ally were they welcomed in the minde of the Grandmother of young Narciſſus, 


who imagined by this voluntary abſence, not onely to allay all factions in the Iſland, 


concerning the education and Government of the Infant Puke, bur alſo —_ 
ore 
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ſhort ſpace after the departure of her Daughter-in-law, to be able her ſelf alone, to 
bear what juriſdiction ſhe pleaſed over the whole Countrey, ſince the believed it was 
onely the Lydian intereſt, that hindred the Narciſſan Family from making a proſpe- 
rous progreſs in thoſe deſigns, that tended again to the eſtabliſhment of che young 
Duke in his predeceſſours ancient dignity and command amongf the people; inſo- 
much as within a few moneths, Cloria and Arethuſius having fitted all their convenien- 
for the journey, the Princeſs was conducted with Ceremony enough (accompanied 
by all her train) towards the Sea fide, where waited already a couple of gallant Ships; 
for her tranſportation, into the neighbouring ſhores of the leſſer Aſia, intending al- 
rerwards to paſs by Land to the Groves and delicious places of Dapbene, near unto 
which Territory, were the famed Wells in certain craggy Mountains, belonging to a 
| Forreſt called Ardanw, where inhabited many wilde and Savage Beaſts of divers ſorts 
and kindes. When they were upon the Waves, the God Neptune ſeemed pleaſed to 
have the dominion over their journey; for as the windes continued proſperous for 
their purpoſe, ſo ſcarce did a billow move below to give them any manner of incom- 
modity or diſturbance, until they arrived upon the ſhores of Pamphylia, where the 
Egyptian, had made great preparation to give the Princeſs Cloria entertainment; and 
the rather, for that lately there had happened a quarrel between thoſe Countries and 
the Lydian intereſt, however young Arethuſius went yet diſguiſed under the nature, 
and quality of his Siſters ſervant: Tis true, notwithſtanding. the Magiſtrates of 
thoſe Towns, as they paſſed, attended with Ceremony to conduct them in their jour- 
ney, yer Cluria her ſelf, was more reſerved in her carriage to the inhabitants , then 
ocherwite ſhe would have been, (though ſhe never failed of her civilities) leſt the 
Kingdom of Syria ſhould in any ſort thereby, become over jealous of ber affections, 
demonſtrated towards their enemies, which was the reaſon as it was though, why 
ſhe made no more ſtay under the Egyptian Dominions, then was meerly neceſſary, 
either for her repoſe or proviſion ; however for the more commodity of the Fleet, 
they were compelled to land in thoſe Territories: This was the misfortune of Are- 
thuſias, and his Sifters condition, tliat as neutralities could bring them no conſiderable 
aſſiſtance, ſo more then ordinary applications, afforded too many cauſes of ſuſpici- 
on from other Princes; eſpecially in thoſe unreconcilable differences between Orontes 
and his eſteemed adverſaries of Egypt. | | ; 
But the pleaſant Vallies and Woods of Daphene, were held moft indifferent for 
their abode, as well to avoid future jealouſies concerning other States, as to procure 
preſent conveniency for the ſubſiſtence of themſelves; not onely in regard the Ter- 
titory belonged to the juriſdiction of an Arch. Flamin of Armenia, but that the place 
was near a Principality, which appertained to PMlogenia Queen of Scythia , and 
therefore proper upon all occaſions, either for meetings or other addreſſes. To de- 
ſcribe thoſe Groves and Fountains in each particular, were a labour difficult for any 
pen; onely it muſt ſuffice , that the Goddeſs Diana might there have taken up her 
delightful habitation, either for her ſports or retirement, as Veſta had furniſhed it 
with many ftately Temples, and Cloyſters for her own ſervice; beſides thoſe wa- 
ters formerly mentioned were at no great diſtance : Thither at laſt the noble couple 
came, attended with ſuch a train, as rather complyed with their conveniency , then 
pretended to any oſtentation, for that they deſired the world ſhould onely take no- 
tice of their neceſſities, and no wayes become admirers of their State and Dignity, 
ſince envy was not to be procured upon any condition: Before their arrival Prince 
Arethuſius did not reveal himſelf, and then alſo by little and little he withdrew the 
mask from before his perſon , as if chance had brought him to his Siſters company 
by accidental adventures, and no deſigns hitherunto had continued him for any time 
in the Ifland of Cyprus; yet had they not long remained in this ſolicude , expecting 
a return from ſome meſſengers, they had ſent to Dogalphus the new King of Scythia, 
who was buſily imployed about the confirmation of his late conqueſts., before they 
were ſaddenly ſaluted by the perſonal preſence of Creſes, as it ſhould ſeem diſpatch. 
ed many moneths ſince by the Queen Hyacinthia from Damaſcus, as well to con- 
gratulate che election of the great Flamin of Delphos, being an eſſential point as ſhe 
| Ppp | thought 
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thought belonging to her Religion, as more particularly to enquire of the Oracle 
concerning the fortunes and ſafety of her Son Arethuſius, for that (he had heard no- 
thing of him or his affairs, ſince the defeat of his Army by Hercrombrotys in the 
Kingdom of Zy4ia, and now was returning again from De/phos by Land into Syria, 
through the Countries of the leſſer Aſia: Prince Arethuſius being extream paſ. 
ſionate to underſtand from {reſes, the preſent paſſages of that famous City, the ra. 
ther in reſpeR of the account he expected concerning Pariſmenas and foyela , the 
next morning, when bis Siſter C/oria was retired amongf the Veſtal Virgins, to 
perform ſome uſual devotions, and ſacrifices belonging to her dead Lord NVarciſſus, he 
walked with Creſes by a fair River ſide, that beautified exceedingly thoſe delicious 
Plains and Vallies, where at laſt coming to a Grove of Trees, that nature ſeemed to 
have framed for a principal place of delight to entertain mortality, having ſeated 
himſelf for the pur poſe in a certain leavy ſhade , which covered them entirely from 
Phoebus oppreſſion, Creſes began in order to recount the progreſſes he had made in 
this manner. | | | | | | 
Sir, ſaid he, as the Queen your Mother being out of all patience , that ſhe could 
hear nothing of your abode, aſter that unfortunate defeat was given to your Forces 
by Hercrombrotus the Lydian General, in the end reſolved, to ſend me from Dama. 
cus by Sea into Greece, as well to ſalute the great Flamin there newly elected, as to 
enquire more particularly of that Oracle, not onely what was become of your per. 
ſon, but how the Gods would diſpoſe of your fortunes : *Tis true upon my arrival 
I found the time taken up wholly in the reception and entertainment of the young 
Queen of. Scyihia, which becauſe it was more rare and magniticent then ordinary, | 
ſhall make you a kinde of exact relation thereof, before I proceed to other particu- 
lars: Upon her entering the City of Delphos, the chief Flamins and beſt Magiſtrates 
of the Town were commanded to conduct her to the great Temple; (a Fabrick of ſo 
rare a ſtructure, that it appears to be a work of ſuch wonder, both for its beauty 
and extent, that the world cannot again parallel the ſame) which they performed 
with ſo exact a Decorum, that the order of the ſhew pleaſed the ſpectators more 
then the State: When ſhe arrived at the gate of the Temple, being deſcended from 
her horſe, the onely poſture ſhe was adviſed to uſe , making her firſt entrance for het 
better applications both to the people and company, ſhe might behold the great Fla. 
min himſelf fitting on a Throne, however it pretended not fo much to Majeſty and 
Glory, as to Reverence and Devotion; wherefore approaching to his preſence with 
an bumility anſwerable to his venerable aſpect, ſhe kiſt the ground twice or thrice, 
before ſhe could either reach his perſon or his ſpeech, until at laſt coming ſo near, that 
conveniently ſhe might perform her adorations , ſhe humbly proſtrating her ſelf in 
his ſight delivered this language; As the Gods, ſaid ſhe, have recalled me from my er- 
rours, to be ſanctified by your fatherly benedictions, ſo do I vow for ever to be obedi- 
ent to your commands, according to that power and with thoſe rules given you from 
Olimpus: At the words he preſently imbraced her in his armes, and gently lifting 
her from off che earth whereon ſhe kneeled, thus ſpake unto her; Daughter ſaid he, 
as the great God Apollo hath been pleaſed to place me in this dignity for his ſervice, 
ſo would 1 have you to know, that nothing of my protection ſhall be wanting, either 
for your future happineſs, or preſent honour, ſince your piety hath forſaken Crowns 
and Scepters, whereby the better to purchaſe eternity: Theſe Ceremonies being finiih- 
ed, the Arch-Flamin went inftantly and offered an Hecatomb to all the Gods, both 
for her ſafety and proſperity , whilſt in the interim the admiring people ſent up to 
heaven with loud acclamations, as well their joy, as their ſupplications. In this man- 
ner for that time ended the religious triumphs, accompanied with ſound of Trumpets 
and other paſtimes belonging to the, multitude : After all the performance of theſe 
more ſolemn Ceremonies, there was provided for her entertainment, and other diver- 
tiſements, ſuch as were moſt correſpondent to her youth, dignity, and education. To 
this purpoſe ſometimes ſhe was preſented with ſeveral ſhews of ſundry natures, whcre- 
in were ſet forth, not onely the manner and worth of her converſion , as if ſhe bad 


been thereunto inſpired , meerly by the Gods power, and the „ of the 
jeavens; 
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heavens; other whiles again ſhe was obleryed to retire her ſelf for two or three 
dayes together, onely to converſe with her own private devotions; then was ſhe vi- 
ſited by all che Ladies and great perſonages of che City, with whom ſhe communica. 
ted with that freedom, though reſervedly in what belonged to her dignity, that eaſi- 
ly it might be perceiyed, however ſhe knew her own quality, when ſhe had a minde 
any way to value it, notwithſtanding ſhe was willing, out of her natural goodneſs al- 
wayes to be courteous and loving. E 

Laſt of all, after ſhe had viewed all the Temples and antiquities of the Town, ſhe 
appeared publickly in many Schools among the Philoſophers, ro hear and under. 
ſtand their diſputations, with whom alſo oftentimes, would ſhe argue of things Moral 
and Divine. | : 5 

Theſe Sir, I may ſay, were the chief imployments of Philagenia at my being at 
Delphos, whilſt in the interim it was my fortune to meet with Fariſmenus, the young 
meſſenger, which you had ſent from Argus, to acquaint you with the paſſages of 
the Queens reception. O Gods, with what a tranſcendent joy, did my heart enter. 
tain the news of your ſafety and eſcape, imagining then you would bequickly poſ- 
ſeſſour of all your Kingdoms and Royalty, lince the deſtinies had been already fo 
favourable to your particular, concerning your preſervation inthe Battle, eſteem- 
ing my own travels nothing now, being I had by accident met with ſo fortunate and 
bleſſed a knowledge: Tis true, I asked Pariſmenus many impertinent queſtions, 
proceeding rather from the abundance of my joy, then out of any need at all I had 
of further ſatisfaction; however we concluded hoth notwithſtanding, to be very 
punctual in ſearching the Oracle, in thoſe things, that belonged to your future pro- 
ſperity, as alſo what might be the fates of your Royal Siſter, with the reſt of the 
Family : nevertheleſs ſome weeks paſſed before we could meet with the opportunity, 
not onely in regard the time generally was ſpent in many other Ceremonies, apper- 
raining to the entertainment of the Queen of Scythia; in that he Prieſts belonging 
to the Temple were not at leaſure, but alſo for that the great concourſe of people to 
obtain the new Jubile, obſtructed in a manner all private and particular deſigns to that 
purpoſe , however at laſt by the help of a tew ſpecial friends, and a compe:ent ſumme 
or Gold we offered upon the Altars, we procured means to receive theſe Preditiofls 
from the ſacred Oracle. h 


The Predictions. 


Though Myſſian falſbood ſball their King deſtroy, 
And all the Land ſoon after made a prey; 
Tet Fates decree, there muſt again ariſe 
Another Vertue of a greater prize : 

The Syrian Wife in time hath born a Son, 
Whoſe Victories through every place ſbal run, 
Till he have conquered new unto bis Crown 
The Aſian Government, and got renown : 
But for a while he muſt be forc*t to lie. 

E xpetting help, deſcending from the Skze. 
And when thoſe mighty Kings in peace agree, 
Cyprus may hope anot her Lord to ſee, 

Which ſhall ag ain his Fathers Honour raiſe, 
By his ſole Monarchy for after dayes. 


Theſe Sir, I fay, were the Prophecies, as near as I can remember, which the God 
of Delphos pronounced with an audible voice, although accompanied by a certain 
kinde of murmuring winde, according to the cuſtom of the place, proceeding from 
' thehollowneſs of the ground, in that vaſte Cave upon the Mountain, where the 
Image of Apollo ſtands ſupported by a great 17 of Corinthian Braſs; In 2 
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firſt of the prediction (as I conceive) you may look upon your own happy fate, as in 
the latter part, no doubt what concerns the proſperity of your dear Siſter, and her 
little Son , however according to my interpretation, much conſiſts in compoling 
thoſe mighty differences between Oronres and the Egyptian King, that ſeem at pre- 
ſent to make all the world at a gaze; to which purpoſe notwithſtanding the great 
Flamin, (as I was informed when I was in Greece) intends to ſend two principal meſ- 
ſengers from his own Court, with full authority to propoſe to each Prince particular 
terms of agreement; for not onely both their quiets and advantage, bur for the 
better ſettling of unity and peace within alf the Territories of tlie leſſer Af: 
When we had performed theſe offices, and received other intelligences. moſt proper 
as we thought for your ſervice, I more particularly addreſſed my ſelf to Queen P. 
Logenia, as well to deſire her in her private conferences with the Arch. Flamin, to 
remonſtrance unto him, the injuries you had received by your own people, in being 
kept ſoywrongfully out of your hereditary Dominions, as that ſhe would be a means 
to procure your affairs, ſome aſſiſtance from her fortunate and prevailing Kinſman 
the new King of Scythia. | | 
To which ſhe quickly returned me this anſwer : That as ſhe did much condole 
our loſſes, and would endeavour you all the ſatisfaction ſhe could procure , either 
om her Kinſman or other Princes, ſo was ſhe in her heart ſo much in love with your 
excellent vertues, that ſhe not onely defired extreamly to be acquainted with your 
perſon, but kept alwayes in a Cabinet a certain Picture of yours, which an Ambaſ. 
ſadour of her Countrey ſome years ago, had brought her out of Lydia, when he was 
imployed in thoſe parts to the King your Father, remaining then in the very height of 
all his proſperities : Theſe incouragements I muſt confeſs, made me haſten my jour. 
ney towards the City of Athens, where I was told by Pariſmenus you would he un. 
doubtedly arrived, before we could poſſibly repair to the place: But contrary to 
our expectations, when we thought to have enjoyed the happineſs of your preſence 
in that goodly and famous Town, we could not hear the leaſt news of your abode, 
inſomuch as preſently with ſadneſs enough, we diſpatched a meſſenger to the City 
of Argos, whereby to be better informed, as well of your ſafety as determi- 
nations. 
But in the interim, whilſt we were attending the return of the perſon we had ſent 
_ . enquiry, there fell out another accident, which I ſhall relate unto your 
ighneſs. a a 
One day as we were making our melancholly perambulations about the City, by 
reaſon of your abſence, there came of a ſudden to Pariſmenus, a certain woman clo. 
thed in a Veſtal habit, who accompanied by ſome circumſtances told him, that after a 
tedious and troubleſome ſickneſs, the Lady 7oye/a (the ſame perſon that had ſecu. 
red your paſſage out of the Countrey of yſis) was now dead to the world, where- 
in ſhe conceived the immortal Gods had done her a ſpecial favour , ſince ſhe ſeemed 
to expire moſt happily under the protection of the great Goddeſs Minerva: So that 
if we pleaſed the next morning, we might repair to the Cloyſter, whereby to be ſome 
aſſiſtants to her intended Funerals: With theſe words ſhe quickly took her leave, 
as if ſhe had had other. buſineſs that required her haſte: It is not to be imagined, 
with what a crembling confuſion poor Pariſmenu entertained this unexpected intel - 
ligence, for that ſince his coming to Athens, he was advertiſed (however he could not 
be admitted to her fight) that in a manner ſhe had been perfectly recovered of her 
former diſtempers, who belike was (though then I knew it not) moſt deeply engaged 
to her perſon by his affections, which made me at the preſent I muſt confeſs, as well 
to pitty his condition, as to wonder at his paſſions; but however, after a while with 
fome labour and perſwaſions of mine own, having again recovered part of his wont- 
ed temper, we reſolved both on the morrow, to be, not onely ſpectators, but agita- 
tors in thoſe holy Ceremonies, that were to be uſed in her behalf; my ſelf in regard of 
my obliged charity to all perſons of that nature and profeſſion, and P ari/menwe, out 
of -the ſecret fove which he bad ſo long a time concealed in his heart , rowards the 
perfections of that young and moſt vertuous Lady. 1 
: Jot- 
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Notwithſtanding Pariſmenus laboured that night extreamly under his paſſions, yet 
in the morning ſomething early, according to our determination, we went together 
to the Temple of Minerva, (ſeated for the more ſtate, if not better commodity) 
upon the very top of a hill, which ſo over · looks the Town, that it takes alſo a moſt 
perfect view of the ſea, though at afar greater diſtance : The place it ſelf was en- 
compaſſed round about (onely leaving a delightful entrance) with thick and ſhady 
Tides compoſed arcificially into many Groves, whicir pretended to recollection of 
ſpirit, as moſt proper forthe devour intentions of thoſe inhabitants, who had dedi- 
cated their lives wholly to the Gods ſervice. For the ſtructure in the general, ic was 
for the moſt part built of white Theban Marble, ſo neatly framed with imagery, that 
ſcarce was there a Deity in Ohmpus, that was not there very lively repreſented to 
the ſight and apprehenſion. A gallant Portico gave the firſt acceſs to the Temple, 
ſupported with ſundry ſtately Pillars of Corinthian work, all which together intirely 
covered the reſt of the building, belonging to the private lodgings of the Religious 
Women: Upon our nearer approach, we found the gates wide open, not onely for 
us, but all others that had a minde to be partakers of thoſe ſuppoſed laſt Ceremo- 
nies, belonging to a ſtranger Lady, which was imagined vyould be entertained with 
the more curioſity. We had not long employed our time in beholding the Altars 
and other rich furnitures of the Temple, but the Religious Women themſelves iſſued 
out two by two from behinde the great Sanctuary, where the common ſacrifices were 
uſually performed, modeſtly marching, as I may ſay, in a ſolemnand orderly pro- 
ceſſion, carrying each one a ſilver Cenſer in their hands, whilſt many of them offer- 
ed perfumes all the way as they went, finging Hymns to their preat Goddeſs and Pa- 
tron Minerva. The becomming Garments of theſe Religious Virgins were white 
Linnen, which they wore, covered with Veils of black Cypreſs; inſomuch, as both 
their habits and their countenances repreſented to the ſpeRators, not onely Devoti- 
on, but Majeſty. 

After this holy proceſſion followed one cloathed after the modern faſhions, her 
face being entirely obſcured from the view of the people, by a certain Scarf neatly 
tied about her neck in a pretty knot, her hair was combed to the full length, which 
being dreſt with flowers and rows of ſmall Pearl, reached down her back almoſt to 
the ground, here and there united together by Ribbands of divers colours. When 
they had fully performed thoſe convenient Ceremonies belonging to the ſeaſon, they 
all made a ſtand, and with it preſently caſting themſelves into a ring, the young 
Damſel was ſuddenly placed in the midſt of all the company, where putting her bo- 
dy into a modeſt poſture upon her knees, ſhe made towards the high Altar with her 
looks, ſome ſilent prayers to the Goddeſs Minerva their chief patroneſs: This alſo 
being finiſhed, the old Governeſs, after having delivered a few words before the com- 
pany for her future inſtruction, with a paic of ſhears, which ſhe had there ready pre- 
pared for that purpoſe, cut off t he fair Treſſes of her hair, to the apparent reſent- 
ment of moſt of the ſtanders by, who eſteemed thoſe treaſures of more value to be 
preſerved for natures ornament; when each Nunn, as it were, carried by a haſty vio- 
lence, made ſpeed to deſpoil her of her apparel, as if they envied her former living 
ſo long a time in beauty, to the worlds glory, until at laſt being thus totally diſman- 
tled of all ber chief riches, and cloathed in other Robes, ſhe caſt her ſelf again upon 
the earth, whilſt a large mourning Coverture was flung over her perſon, that pre- 
tended to bury her from the thoughts and deſires of what concernment ſoever, that 
ſpoke any thing to her apprehenfion, but penance and retirement. | 

Theſe doleful Circumſtances made the ſpectators ſhed many tears, feeling not be- 
like within their breaſt thoſe flames, which are accuſtomed to kindle new devotions in 
ſuch Religious People; however Pariſmenus, who expected more lamentable tri- 
umphs, ſtood ſtill fixed without much alteration; when the ſappoſed buried Virgin 
of a ſudden, riling from that ſeeming bed of death, wich her face now wholly diſco- 
vered, wherein appeared a countenance wholly divided between the beauty of Venus, 
andthe chaſtity of Diana, in a demure and graceful march went towards the lower 
end of the Temple, where my ſelf and Pariſmenus were placed, which being _ 
| ve 
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ved by him, (coming ſo near, that eaſily ſhe might be known by him, to his no fmall 
amazement) he was advertiſed, the Lady was no other then his living 7oze/a, now ha- 
ving taken upon her the abſolute profeſſion of that holy Order, wherein many o- 
ther noble and young Maids remained, who had during their lives conſecrated their 
chaſtity to the intire ſervice of the great Goddeſs Minerva; but yet to make the 
repreſentation a little more certain, whilſt Pariſmenxs in a trembling poſture, be. 
held as he thought, this ſtrange viſion, ſhe ſaluted him with this language, break- 
ing "_— the Ruby of her Lips, the people in the interim earneltly attending 
the iſſue. 

Sir, ſaid ſhe, being obliged by the ſtrictneſs of my vow, and commanded by my 
ſuperiours, to give ſatisfaction to all that have formerly been acquainted with my 
converſation, (Prince Arethuſius not now preſent in this City to honour our Cere- 
monies, whoſe perſon I have deſired to ſerve, ſince he firſt ſer footing in the unfaithſul 
and unfortunate Countrey of Myſſia) I have made choice of your ſelf upon your 
next conveniency, to carry with you to his knowledge the relation of this my ſud. 
den converſion, as yell by reaſon he ſeems to be of a contrary belief, as that in our 
travels to this place he had ſome taſte of my carriage and fidelity; which if you 
pleaſe (beſides what you have ſeen with your own eyes) you may recount after this 
manner: As the Gods decrees are not to be underſtood, much leſs, ſaid ſhe, can they 
be contradicted by any power, ſo muſt I deſire, that neither himſelf or any other, ſo 
much to injure my election, as to repine at this my unexpected change from the world 
to hea ven, eſpecially ſince theſe inclinations have laſted in my breaſt, almoſt ever ſince 
my very infancy; but whether growing up with education, or proceeding from 
ſome ſupernatural inſpiration, I ſlall not need at preſent any way to go about to de- 
termine; onely let it ſuffice, that the holy and venerable Governeſs of theſe Cloi- 
ſters, dedicated to the · great Goddeſs Minerva, expounding to me during my fick. 
neſs, a certain Propheſie, which I brought wich me out of Myſſia, accompanied by 
the example of ſo many vertuous lives I ſaw led in this Sanctuary, have ſo far per- 
ſwaded my reaſon, and prevailed againſt my paſſions, that as you ſee, I am wholly 
converted from any more worldly reſolutions other then thoſe, that may meerly and 
ſolely conſiſt with the orders and decorum of this ſacred Temple, where a Virgin 1 
intend to remain all the dayes of my life, in ſuch exerciſes and contemplations, as 
ſhall be beR pleaſing to the immortal Gods; however more particular to our preat 
and glorious Patroneſs, the holy and powerful Goddeſs Minerva, whole protect. 
on we eſteem to be the ſafety and guard of this ancient and learned Town of 
' Athens, 

When ſhe had delivered thus much, ſhe parted from Pariſmenus , with a counte- 
nance, that ſeemed equally mixed between compaſſion and reſolution, however ſhe 
ſmiled with ſo ſweet a grace, as if her confidence in the Gods ſervice concerning the 
choice ſhe had made, was ſufficient to render her happy againſt all obftacles, not one- 
ly for the preſent, but during the remainder of her years ſhe was to fpend in this 
world. Then inſtantly mingling her ſelf again with her company, ſhe left him 
without any opportunity for Reply; and in that manner after the proceſſion was 
finiſhed, entred the Cloyſters with the reſt of her Religious Sifters : Pariſ menus, 
when he had ſtood, as it were, wholly confounded in his imaginations with the ap- 
prehenſion of this ſtrange converſion, at laſt looking upon me, though with a kinde 
ol a forced ſmile, he broke out ſuddenly into theſe expreſſions. Well, moſt ſweet 

and gallant 7ozela, ſaid he, although I have not been at all deceived in thy vertues, 
yet 1 mult confeſs my ſelf to have been much miſtaken in thy determinations ; never- 
theleſs, the world ſhall ſee, that however I was not worthy of thy love, yet chat 
love was worthy to make me a Convert to the beſt affections can be produced from 
the Heavens: After this, without ſpeaking one word more, he accompanied me to our 
lodging in a filent way and moſt melancholly poſture, where alſo I could not perſwade 
him long to remain, in regard his inward grief ſeemed paſſionately to require a more 
ſolitary habitation. To be ſhort, Sir, within a day or two, I again encountred him in 
the City, clothed inthe habit of one of Apollos Prieſts, which profeſſion, as he 2 
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he had newly undertaken, as well to eaſe the diſturbances of his own minde, as part! y 
the better in the future to ſecure his ſtate and condition, that every hour elſe might 
be ſubject to many variable and dangerous diſturbances; ſo that earneſtly wiſhing 
me not onely to ſignifie all theſe paſſages to your Highneſs, but humbly to aſſure you 
withall, that he entertained no other thoughts in his breaſt, then what ſhould ever de- 
monſtrate an entire Loyalty and affection to your ſeryice. | 
O Hercules, cried out Are thuſius, what prodigies of reſolution are theſe 2 that 
ſhe who was my onely guide and conductor in my.-greateſt dangers and neceſſi- 
ties, ſhould now loſe her ſelf with thoſe accidents in a Religion, which ſcarce any of 
her kindred or Counttey, would fancy and acknowledge to the world; beſides a per- 
ſon, (whoſe youth and courage meriting the higheſt advancement in earthly ho- 
pours) ſhould thus caſt off his preferment, when his years and vertues invited him to 
action? But as the Gods irrevocable Decrees are inſcrutable to all humane judge- 
ments, fo ſince there is no fetching back this wortby couple, (as I conceive by your re- 
lation) let me know further what new Omens in your journey, have ſucceeded to 
theſe you have already told: Which being ſaid, Creſes began again in this manner. 
Sir, ſaid he, not to trouble you with too many impertinencies, or to render thoſe I 
have already related over burthenſome to your ſacred. ears, when I found my ſelf 
thus deſtituted of my companion, and the meſſenger we ſent to Argos, being returned 
without the intelligence of the place of your abode, onely he ſaid you parted from 
thence in a Grecian ſhip; I reſolved with what poſſible _— could to quit 
the Councrey aud Territories of Greece, ſince I doubt not, but that although (as I 
heard) you had imbarked your ſelf in a Veſſel of that Nation, yet ſome accident 
might have altered your former determinations, which-had tranſported your perſon, 
to other parts, either in the leſſer Aſig, or other where for your better advantage: 
With theſe reſolutions after I had — altered and changed my habit and 
countenance, not to be known and diſcovered in thoſe places where I intended to 
paſs, I:quickly hired for my ſea travel a ſmall Bark belonging to the Iſland of Chi- 
cs, from whence, as I had more minde to a journey by Land then by Water, ſo was I 
perſwaded in mine own fancy to take the Kingdom of Lidia in my way towards Sy. 
ria, where I know the Queen your Mother attended my return with ſome impati- 
ency: Not many dayes from my arrival and landing in ¶ hios, I imbarked in another 
ſhip that brought me to Smyrna, where I remained until I could furniſh my ſelf with 
borſes, and ſome commodities for my further voyage: There I muſt tell your High- 
neſs during my ſtay, I was informed of theſe particulars : Notwithſtanding Her- 
crombrotus the Lydian General had ſeized upon all the Dominions and Juriſdiction 
formerly belonging, not onely to your Fathers Right, but actually under his Royal 
Command,yet thereby he had contracted ſo much envy to his perſon, that many facti- 
ons began daily to riſe againſt his Government, (however the horrid actions of the late 
Aſſembly and Senate of Sardis remained yer freſh in the memory and thoughts of 
moſt people) wherefore be was conftrained for his greater ſafety with better obedi- 
ence to his authority, not onely to conſtitute a new guard to ſecure his quiet, but had 
alſo appointed certain Commanders in every Province, to look ſtrictly to the demea- 
nours of all ſorts of conditions, where amongſt the reſt, thoſe of the Nobility and 
Gentry (who were in any kinde ſuſpected to favour the Kingly Intereſt ) had their 
liberties reſtrained, if not their goods in part taken from them, as was pretended one. 
ly to keep their mindes and abilities leſs ſubject, to contrive thoſe plots that might 
occaſion new diſturbantes in the Lydian Commonwealth, to the endangering of the 
whole Government: But as] ſhall not need to dilate much upon this ſubject, ſince 
it hath been ever held a principal Maxime of policy, that what hath received its be- 
ginning from violence and oppreſſion , muſt be ſecured and continued by the like 
means, to keep thoſe under who have moſt reaſon to complain, leſt deſperation make 
them attempt, when any opportunity is offered; ſo muſt I of the other ſide make 
you acquainted, not onely with a late peace made between the Syriavs and the Ly- 
dian Dominions, but of an entire breach contracted againſt the King of Egypt, to 


the wonder of moſt Nations, for that the Egyptians were noted by all Aſia to be 
the 
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the firſt people, that acknowledged and correſponded with the alteration of the Ju. 
riſdiction, from your noble houſe and family to the Senates power, having had ever 
ſince their Ambaſſadours in Lydia, to confirm more ſtrongly an unity between both 
Governments, as aneſſential and neceſſary decorum, (as they believe to maintain in a 
better poſture their affairs concerning the great contentions, that daily ariſe by reaſon 
of the wars that Orontes makes againſt all che Egyptian Countreys and Territories, as 
well in Aſia. as in Africa )wherefore as I have ſomething briefly made known unto you 
this breach that hath ſo lately happened, ſo will I if you pleaſe (in as ſhort a manner as 
I can) declare not onely the cauſes of it according to my judgement and a pprehenſi. 
on, but the very tranſactions that have paſſed fince upon the occaſion. 

*Tis moſt certain, Sir, that for ſome years paſt, both the Kingdoms of Syria and 
Egypt, have attempted for each of their advantages, to nite with any powerfull 
State they could, * — to become the ſtronger fortified in their own affairs, one 
againlt the other: To which purpoſe, as the Syria»; found the Ex yptians had endea. 
voured by their firft addreſs to the Zydiex Senate, to gain a poſſeſſion in the hearts 
and opinion of the people, the better to continue a flouriſhing Trade between them, 
(if not an abſolute defenſive and offenſive League) fo did the Court and Councell at 
Damaſcnx not long after ſend a witty and able Ambaſſadour, as well to croſs all the 
deſigns of the enemy, as to remonſtrance to their conſiderations, how much more 
beneficial their correſpondency , would be to the Commonwealth of Lydia, then 
that of their adverſary, ſince the Egyptian neighbourhood was neither to be feared 
or loved, in regard of the diſtance of the one, and the former enmity of the other; 
whereas the State and Kingdom of Syria, had ſcarce ever warred in latter times with 
the Lydian Nation; or was ſo contrary and averſe to the people in their ordina 
practice, concerning the Worſhip of the Gods, ſeeing they allowed the exerciſe 
of their own Religion in all their Dominions, when as in Egypt and other Tertito- 
ries belonging to that King, the ſame indulgency was denied to all manner of conditi. 
ons: Beſides, the Iſland of Cypriu, having lately not onely ended all their conten- 
tions at ſea with the Lydian Subjects, but alſo contracted with them ſuch a new ami- 
ty and friendſhip that rendred moſt Countreys afraid of their joynt greatneſs upon 
the Mediterranean waters, it was thought more then convenient for the Ambaſſador 
to preſs what agreement he could with Hercrombrotus, whereby to keep them at 
diſtance, that they might not ftrike in as a third intereſt between thoſe two Comme 
wealths, which as they thought would abſolutely deſtroy all their defigns , conceri- 
ing thoſe Conqueſts they intended againſt the King of Egyprs Dominions, as well in 
Africa as Aſia : Long I muſt ſay, nevertheleſs theſe endeavours continued before 
they arrived at any maturity; for that Hercrombrotu eſteemed it a better piece of 
policy to keep both theſe weighty Nations in a hopeful ſuſpence, concerning the ob- 
taining of the Tydian friendſhip, (ſince he ſuppoſed they never would accord be. 
tween themſelves, whilſt they remained any way capable of — then to ren- 
der the one or the other abſolutely deſperate, by his taking part with the contrary 
Faction, until at laſt the Kingdom of Syria prevailing exceedingly againft the Eyyp- 
tian State in many advantages, which they daily obtained in the Countreys of Pam- 
philia, and other places; and withal Lydia it ſelf not being able to ſupply the greedy 
appetites of the Souldiers, in regard our Nation wanted the Golden Mines of other 
Princes, which could not be ſo well ſupplied, as from ſome Territories under the Do- 
minions of the King of Egypt, the whole body of his Commanders, with the reſt 
of the Councel, that then governed the affairs in the great City of Sardis, not one- 
ly ſhuffled up a ſpeedy peace, (both of the defenſive and offenſive nature) with the 
cunning Ambaſſadour of the Syrian Kingdom, but preſently diſpatched a Fleet of 
Lydian (hips (by his perſwaſion) through the Channel of the Mid-land Sea, toward 
the fortunate Iſlands, abounding in all manner of riches belonging to that great 
Monarch, whereby to poſſeſs themſelves if ic be poſſible of thoſe places fo much 
famed over all the world, not onely for Mines, but other rareties and excellencies of 
the world: but however the ſucceſs thereof be not yet known to what a perfection 
it will arrive unto, by reaſon of the difficukneſs of the journey, and the — 
chances 
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chances and hazzards that belong to ſuch a voyage, nevertheleſſe this attempt 
hath abſolutely deſtroyed all hope of any future agreement; between the King of 
Egypt, and the Lydian people; which perhaps in time with the powerfull afliſt- 
ance of the immortall Gods, may produce ſudden effects for your advantage; 
in regaining thoſe Crowns that ſo rightfully belong to your Family and Inhe- 
Stay here a little Creſes, ſaid the Prince, ſince you ſeem to prognoſticate by your diſ- 
courſe, as if the amendment of my fortunes, depended much upon theſe late tranſ- 
actions in the Kingdom of Lydia, whereas I conceive by the new peace you have 
mentioned, my hopes concerning any aſliftance from the State of Syria, appears al- 
together void and fruſtrate to that effect; and forthe Egyptian power, as I appre- 
bend it, exceedingly leſſened and diminiſhed in theſe latter times, by reaſon of their 
mulciplicity of wars and contentions, ſo hath it ever ſince been eſteemed at too great 
adiftance to work any conſiderable matter, belonging either to the good or hurt of 
the Zy4ian Nation; wherefore conſequently cannot poſſibly afford me or my friends 
much benefit. | , * ves 
'Tis true, replied Creſes, ſome outward appearances are in theſe objections; but 
when it may be conſidered withall, that the Syrian endeavour was onely colourably 
to work the Lydians from the Egyptiæn Intereſt, whilſt themſelves become thereby 
more eaſily maſters of their own deſigns, and that by this ugrepairable breach, che 
King of Egypt is likely to be made your entire friend (atleafftwiſe againſt your mor- 
tal enemies, that elſe of the contrary might have united with chat power to your 
diſadvantage, notwithſtanding what agreement ſoever, could have been made between 
the two Crowgs of Syria and Egypr) I ſuppoſe your Highneſs may be wholly con, 
verted in your opinions, ſo far as to think that this accord was but onely a State-poli- 
cy contrived as well for your benefit, as the Syrian ends; ſince you cannot doubt, but 
a5 Oronees affections by reaſon of your blood, muſt needs continue real towards your 
particular, ſo it is a great deal mareadvantageable for any Monarch, to fee another 
righted againſt the Rebellions of his own people, then to have his Subjects prevail 
in any contention powerfully againſt his hereditary Titles and Prerogative, ſince ma- 
ny examples of that nature, might ſhake the foundation of any Government in 
time; beſides, the Syrian Kingdom, wanting neither greatneſs or ambition, cannot 
chuſe but be as ſenſible of ſuch dangerous Preſidents, as any prher Dominion within 
the worlds circumference, | 
Here their diſcourſe became ſuddenly interrapted , by the unexpected appear- 
ance of the Princeſs Cloria, who belike having finiſhed her ordinary Sacrifices and 
Devotions , was willing a little to eaſe the grief of her minde, by ſome content- 
ed Recreations, within the limits of thoſe Woods, and fo by accident had found 
out her Brother, and Creſes, as they were diſcourſing together of the Lydiax 
paſſages. | % 5 
'Tis true, Prince Arethuſius upon the arrival of his ſiſter, quickly roſe from his 
ſhady ſeat, with ſomething a ſmiling countenance, whereby to give her the more 
chearful entertainment, ſince he knew her continual ſorrow required rather occaſions 
of pacification to ſweeten her ſettled apprehenſiom, then new diſturbances, whereby 
again co make her minde diſquieted : Wherefore, however he intended not to con- 
ceal from her Knowledge, any of his own affairs or intention, yet he was teſolyed to 
relate them unto her, in the beſt ſenſe he could deviſe for her better ſatisfaction: To 
which purpoſe after he had merrily told her, that notwithſtanding ſhe had in her own 
particular, been ſerving the Gods formally in the Temple. yet he aſſured her, that 
both himſelf and Creſes in the interim, were alſo religiouſly not onely diſpoſed, but 
employed; ſince they had been reading and underſtanding the Predictions of the 
great God Apollo of Delphos, which concerned as well the furure fate of Cyprus as 
Lyaia. (loria having now put her chief comfort in the fortunes of her little Son 
young Narciſſus, in that his gallant Father could not again be recalled by any of hes 
forrowful endeavours, with a kinde of an earneſt, thongh ſad countenance, deſired 
her Brother if he pleaſed to make her acquainted with thoſe Propheſies, which 
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as ſhe ſaid, ſhe hoped at lea ſtwiſe would inſtruct her actions, how to proſecute her 
courſe hereafter, cither for her ſons benefir, or the Gods ſervice, and in the interim 
to bear her croſſes with convenient patience 2 to the will and pleaſure of 


the immortal Gods: With theſe words, ſhe diſtilled o from her fair eyes a few 
rears, yet in ſuch a manner, as if ſhe retained in her minde ſome inward intention, 


not to Publiſh to the world more then ſhe muſt needs, the occaſions of her exceſtive

— Arethaſins endeavouring all be could, from time to time to take away his 
ſiſters diſcontents, from the ſtrength of her imagination, was glad that at preſent ſhe 
had of her own accord, propoſed ſome divertiſement to her thoughts : Wherefore 
after he bad made a ſhort repetition of all thoſe paſſages, both of eyela and the 
Scythian Queen, according as they had been related unto him by Creſes; for her fur- 
ther ſatisfaction he alſo wiſhed him, to deliver into her hands the written Propheſies, 
which he had brought out of Greece from the Oracle of Apo, | 

The ſweet though fad Princeſs, went over the papers aften with her beaurifull 
eyes, ſometimes alſo Wpuld ſhe gently move her lips, with a kinde of a ſtedfaſt ear. 


neſtneſs, when ſhe came to thoſe lines, that concerned the Iſland of Cyprus, and her 


ſons future fortunes : In all which poſtures, however her Brother attentively obſer- 
ved her motions, yet he was reſolved not to interrupt her employment, expecting at 
the latter end, to have ſufficient diſcourſes with her upon the ſubject, not onely in 
what belonged to her ou and her ſons particular, bur alſo in thoſe things that ap. 
pertained to his affairs: When Cloris had made an end of reading thoſe Prophe. 
tical Verſes, with a certain lovely ſmile made up between ber ſadneſs, and the excel 
lency of her countenance, ſhe deſired Creſes, to explain to her better underſtanding, 
as well the validity, as the meaning of theſe written Predictions; lince , as ſhe laid, 
their authority, as well as their interpretation, _— require ſome more then ordi. 
nary confirmation, to give her variable thoughts ſatisfaction in both the. particulars, 

Moſt excellent Lady, ſaid Creſes, as the Gods cannot be.falſe in uttering any 
thing of future events to the world for humane information, ſo have I truly deliver- 
ed into your Brothers poſſeſſion, as I received them from thoſe very Prieſts , that 
then attended the Temple of Delphot, onely for thoſe purpoſes; inſomuch, as if they 
ſhould any way fail of their duty, by performing untruly their Offices in that nature, 
towards the expecting pegple, that make their journeys into Greece to be confirmed 
in their doubts and Devotions, they might fear to be puniſhed, either by divine or 
ſecular cbaſtiſements ; which labour and truſt being enjoyned me by the Queen your 


| moſt noble and vertuous Mother, I have made bold firft to open the ſecret to you, 


and your Brother; as not fearing but that the conſequence exceedingly concerns, 
both the King of Lydia, and che and of Cyprus: Well Creſes, replied the Princels, 
though I ſhall be egtirely unwilling to ſuſpect the integrity of you, or thoſe Prieſts 
you have mene Ae muſt neither deem you a falſity, or them ſacrilegious per- 
ſons, yet may I doubt very much, whether they procead abſolutely from the Gods 
power or revelations, for that oftentimes many deluſions and miſinterpretations fol- 
low the beſt actions and enquiries of this nature, to the diſſatisfaRion of thoſe, which 
are over curious and ſaperſtitiousin theſe particulars. , | 

Truly Madam, replied Creſes, all that I canfay to confirm your belief touching 
theſe Predictions is, that as the firſt part of the Propheſie related, having already hap- 
pened right concerning the unbappy. diſaſters of your moſt glorious father, in his be- 
ing unwortluly betrayed by the My ſſian Nation, ſo probably it may be ſuppoſed, that 
the reſt which is behinde of better fates to your ſelf and Brother, wherein I preſume 
all the Royal Family will be included, muſt alſo by the ſame Rules of Conjecture and 
Reaſon, follow both in order and certainty : Farther they would have diſputed 
about this intricate buſineſs (however Cloria, as well as her Brother, had already 
received in their apprehenſions ſome ſatisfaction) but that the time afforded them 
no conveniency, ſince Phebus began to be over violent in proſecuting his journey 
towards the middle period, (though the ſhady Groves of the place contributed to 


their perſons a certain gentle and convenient defence) and the hour called them 
away, 
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away, according to their wonted cuſtom, both to dinner and repoſe; inſomuch ag 
preſently without any more argument, they walked ſoftly towards the Lodge, not 
at any great diſtance from the ſide of that moſt beautiful and goodly River; How:

There was a. young man called Dolan, newly entertained to wait upon the King in 
his chamber, who belike having contracted ſome deſpair in his minde, concerning his 
Maſters fortunes, or perhaps over ainbitious to be maintained in his pride and luxu- 
ries at any rate, from the then as he conceived rich and powerful State of Lydia, kept 
in a continual correſpondency with the Commanders of that State, and the reſt of 
the Councel, inſomuch as no ſecrets he could learn, either of the Princes intentions, 


or his ſiſter Cloria's affeRions, but preſently he conveighed the knowledge thereof to 


the wealthy City of Sardis: It fortuned alſo that one Diophates, being employed by 


Arethuſius into the Countrey and Territories of Lydia; during his abode within 


thoſe ſolitary Woods, as well to inform himſelf of all the paſſages belonging to the 
new Government of Hercrombrotws , as alſo to nouriſh ſuch diſcontents as he 
ſhould finde ſtirring, by reaſon of the many factions then reigning in the Kingdom, 
as had been ſignified by Cre{zs , which Dolax not onely diſcovered to the State of 
Lyaia, but alſo gave a ſpeedy information of the Meſſenger ſent with the particulars 
of his commiſſionʒ ſo that by this means Diophates being ac laſt taken in his cloſe walks, 
was inſtantly brought before the Councel, then fitting at Sards,to be examined; where 
however with a great deal of confidence and courage he denied his charge and accuſa- 
tions, becauſe he would not afford any cauſes of ſuſpition concerning his Mafters other 
deſigns, (which he hoped notwithſtanding his own ſurprize , might proſper to- 
wards his benefit and advantage) yet being at length convinced by ſuck pregnant te- 


- ſtimonies, as could no further be denied or withſtood, in regard he perceived the in- 


formation had come from ſome Treaſon in the Princes own Family, he was forced to 
yield himſelf and cauſe to the pleaſure. of his exaſperated enemies, who inſtantly 
with ſome few circumſtances commanded him to execution; yet not being conduct- 
ed with ſo ſtrict and watchful a guard to his death, e foiind out an opportunity by let- 
ter, not onely to ſignifie all theſe paſſages to Arethuſius, and his Siſter ; but alſo to 
advertiſe them, that the young man Dolan, as he remembred, was concealed in the 
Princes Chamber, upon their finall conference to this purpoſe, when bimſelf 
was to take his journey. into the Lydian Territories; whereſore ſuppoſed none 
probably could be the Traytour of his Mafters fecrets, but that very per ſon 
— t, and ſeen, ſince thoſe privacies were diſcovered; which no perſon elſe could 
y do. „„ oo, Joy :

When as neither the conſideration 
of the Gods Worſhip, nor any mortal obligation, are of any force to binder miſer- 
able man, from perpetrating ſuch diſſoyalties, as are not in what kinde ſoever to 
be exampled in former ages: Bur whilſt Aretbuſius was in this mannen bemoagin 
his own misfortunes in the general, and as generally complaining againſt thole 
few ſervants of the Zydian Nation, which he had entertained more for neceſſi 
then oſtentation, ſince his comming into the Countrey of Daphene; in that he could 
not promiſe to his uncertain condition thoſe ſupplies , that would contribute much 
to their advantage, his ſiſter the Princeſs Cloria ſtanding by, during the time her bro- 
ther uttered many of his paſſionate diſcourſes, after a while told told him , with a 
certain kinde of countenance, that ſeemed to put on both fear and ſeriouſneſs, that as 
the expreſſion of his own private paſſions, did but ſerve to vent his own ſpleen with- 
out fruit, ſo was it more neceſſary to ſend preſently and apprehend the Traytour, 
whoſe ſudden eſcape elſe might, as ſhe ſaid, not onely prevent his perſonal puniſh- 
ment, to the encouragement of other people, joyned perhaps with him in the ſame 
league of combination, but alſo would hinder the knowledge of many ſecrets not 
yet divulged, or made apparent by any confeſſion, 

This counſel was no ſooner given by the diſcreet Princeſs, but inſtantly a ſmall 
guard was employed to ſecure Dolan, who belike had ſo encreaſed his confidence by 
his wickedneſs, that they found him quietly ſleeping, with almoſt an unparallel'd ref 
under thoſe ſhades,where the King his Maſter was accuſtomed moſt to content himſelf 
with ſports and delights, as if he rather built his thoughts upon ſome power extra- 
ordinary, that could keep him from all puniſhment , notwithſtanding any difcoy 
of his treaſons, then doubted, that either the Gods or men would detect or chaſti 
him for his enormous erimes: After that Dolan was in this manner contrary to his 
expectation apprehended, he was quickly brought before certain Commiſſioners to 
be examined, where having a long ſpace juſtified his innocency, with many per jaries, 
and other aſſeverations of a ſtrange nature, notwithſtanding invincible arguments 
were alledged, both for his conviction and condemnation, at laft there were produced 
ſome papers under his own hand- writing concerning his practices, which had been 
found upon ſearch in his private Cabinet. 

- As theſe pregnant and more then palpable proofs might have been ſufficient, not 
onely to give judgement, but to convert the priſoner to the conſideration of ſome 
goodneſs and repentance ; ſo was it thought of the other fide convenient, according 
to the Laws and Cuſtoms of other Nations, to have Dolan put to the torture, as 
well to render him abſolutely convicted by his own Confeſſion, as by that means 
more directly to extort from him divers practices of the ſame nature perhaps yet 
concealed, that might threaten a further deſtruction to the affairs of both the Prin. 
ces: But Dolan however his obſtinacy had appeared ſufficiently, as well in his acti- 
ons as in his denial, yet when he ſaw before his eyes ready prepared thoſe torments 
ordained for his puniſhment, bis apprehenſion then began to fail towards his advan- 
rape, inſomuch as preſently he confeſſed himſelf, not onely guilty of thoſe crimes of 
— * and treaſon that had been laid to his cha 7 but alſo declared particularly 
how he had been bfibed by a certain continued penſion, from ſome Miniſters of State 
in the Kingdom of Lydia, to reveal all the ſecrets he could poſſibly come to know 
belonging to the Prince his Maſter: This being enough for his condemnation, Aretha- 
ſius fent preſently to a neighbouring Duke his friend, to deſire the execution of the 
Traytor, might be performed within his Territories, ſince the Law of Nations (he 
being not in poſſeſſion of any of his own Dominions) gave him no ſufficient autho- 
rity to put in practice Juſtices of this nature, though againſt his own proper ſervants 
and followery/ | | 6 
As this requeſt was ſoon entertained in the breaſt of that Noble Prince, ſo was 
Dolan inſtantly, with a competent guard of Souldiers conducted to a certain Plain, 
where being bound to a ſtake, he was ſhot to death by many Darts and Arrows, 
where afterwards his Members hung upon a Gibbet prepared for that purpoſe, 
to 
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to be a ſpectacle to all paſſengers, until the fowls of the air, had intombed his whole 
carcaſe within cheir hungry and devouring intrails, 

But notwithſtanding, Prince Arethuſius had thus happily freed himſelf from the fu. 
ture danger of this pernicious enemy(that neither could be won to a competent fideli- 
ty in his Maſters behalf, by thoſe benefits he had received from bis bounty, or had the 
leaſt conſideration or fear of the Gods judgements in his own particular) yet being 
alone one day with his Siſter Curia in her Chamber, he began to renew his former 
complaints of his diſaſters and misfortune after this manner: Is it poſlible moſt dear 
Cloria, ſaid be, that my ſpiteful and cruel faces , ſhould thus ſtill perſecute me in all 
Countries and Regions wit hout any relaxation? cannot the calms and private retire- 
ments of the Daphrnine-Groves , afford ſo much ſecure content to the thoughts of a 
baniſhed Prince, as to ſuffer him to reſt free from the dangers and treaſons of his own 
private Family and Servants > Who ſhould be efteemed willing companions to him in 
all his unfortunate injuries, with other loſſes both of Countrey and Friends? what ſeas, 
dangers, and battles have I paſſed, ſaid he, to finde out again (O ſweet Siſter) your ſo 
much wiſhed for and deſired converſation, thinking to enjoy it in ſome meaſure, whilſt 
in the interim each of us ſhould be bazzarded by the machinations and treaſons of our 
own people, that we ſuppoſed had rather fled to us for protection and ſubliſtence; 
then for any deceits or pernicious ends whatſoever > O Lydia Lydia, ſaid he, the Na- 
tion of the Indians, once the very flower of glory and gallantry , is now not onely 
become baſe and moſt unworthy in her productions, but the ſole centre of all falſe- 

hood, corruption, and atheiſm, betraying their Princes for a little gain, and gaining ig- 
nominy for their reward : Theſe 1 may ſay, loſt my Noble Father to enjoy their own 

luxuries, and afterwards ſold his Crown and Proſperity , to conſerve the purchaſe; 
that at laſt notwithſtanding made them ſlaves to their enemies, and now alſo they 
would betray me to the ſame diſnonour. The Lydia» Court J muſt confeſs, ſaid he, 
firſt nouriſhed theſe Vipers, that lived to nothing but their own pride, and converſed 
no where but by deceit: who cheated the King in his affairs, and would undermine 
mein my purpoſes. Much more of thele paſſionate expreſſions , Prince Arethuſius 
uttered in the preſence of his dear Siſter, and would farther have proceed in diſcour- 
ſes of this nature, but that {lor54 her ſelf told him, it was to no purpoſe thus to beat 
the air with remembrances of paſt accidents; but rather to conſider of wayes how to 
prevent future miſchiefs, ſince by experience they found the Lydian Nation incon- 
ftant and falſe to their deſigns, and their cortuptions and luxuries not to be prevented 
either by Gratitude or Religion: Here Arethuſius could not chuſe but ſmile a little, 
to ſee how his Siſter gravely urged a neceſſity of temper in his actions and expreſſions, 
and yet in all the long journey they had made together, his chief endeavours had been 
to perſwade ſome relaxations concerning her own violent paſſions , for the loſs of 
her dear Husband Narciſſus, though no more to be remedied then were thoſe paſt ac- 
cidents, that had rendred (as he thought) both the Kingdom of Lydia and himſelf 
miſerable : however they reſolved, not onely more narrowly hereafter to look to 
the particular actions of their own Family, but alſo in time to be rid of moſt of the 

Lydian and Myſſian people about their perſons; yet in the interim that their ſolicita- 
tions were continually buſted with an intention to put theſe. deſigns in execution, 
Meliander the Myſſian Commander (who had been taken priſoner in the laſt Battle 
by Hercrombrotus Forces) ſuddenly artived at their ſmall Court; where having ſalu- 
ted Arethuſius and his fair Siſter, he was induced to make a relation of his own adven- 
tures, ſince the time of that unfortunate accident, which be performed in this ſorr, 
both of them being preſent. | | 

Moſt vertuous Princes, and the more vertuous and' great, ſaid he, that no miſhaps 
ſeem powerfully to work againſt the invincibleneſs of your courages and goodneſs, 

(humane oppoſitions being onely motives to diſhearten thoſe of the inferiour rank 
and quality, and not ſuch as participate with the Gods in a kinde of elevation of the 
minde, proceeding from the clearneſs of your extraction and education) as it was my 

misfortune, to be made ſubjeR to your enemies for a while, and ſo by conſequence 

kept a priſoner in the ſtrong Caſtle of Sardis , among others of the ſame — -_ 
| aft 
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laſt it was my luck (I will not call ic a happineſs) in this manner to be delivered: Be. 
ing thus as I ſaid captivated, and knowing by ſuch a poſture I could neither prove 
ſerviceable to your affairs, or pleaſing to my own thoughts, after ſome conſideration 
Lreſolved, to break through my preſent continement , or elſe to hazzard that loathed 
life, which J eſteemed not at all worthy, but to be imployed ina more active freedom 
for my Countries beneſit: Amongſt many projects that my working fancy brought 
forth, in the end I found a means to let my ſelf down into the Caſtle ditch, by a conti. 
nued tie of ſuch materials, as were in my Ohamber , having the opportunity (in re. 
gard the cloſeneſs of my impriſonment , ſcarce admitted any perſon in three dayes 
time to viſit the place where I was, onely ſuch proviſion as was allowed for my ſimple 
and ſlender diet, became conveyed to my poſſeſſion by a cord from a lower room, 
through a little hole opened at that inſtant underneath) by putting back a great and 
ſtrong bar of iron for the purpoſe: Tis true it might be thought ſome omiſſion in 
my Keepers concerning my ſecurity, that any meats for my eſcape was ſuffered from 
above; but the ſtupendious height of. the Tower where I remained, and the ſuppo- 
ſed want of all conveniency for ſuch an exploit, I preſume gave them a ſufficient con. 
fidence : For in truth, if I had not in my deſcent met with an unexpected ſo 
that bindered me from falling, I had in the midſt of the way undoubtedly ventured 
upon ſuch a leap, as muſt of neceſſity have more then hazzarded my life : but being 
there by accident placed, I had both the fortune and the opportunity, in winding a 
little about the Tower to finde out a concealed paſſage, that conveyed me by Moon 
ſhine over the tops of certain other buildings, until by degrees I entirely got to the 
bottom of the dirch, where notwithſtanding I continued in ſome perplexity allthe 
next night following, how to get ſafe out of the furthermoſt gate, alwayes kept as 
ö I knew ſecurely guarded by ſeveral Officers and Souldiers , that uſed to be moſt in- 
Fa quiſitive after any paſſengers of what nature ſoever they were : When I wasin this 
; obſcure trench, I made my perambulation about it for ſome hours, as not knowing 
elſe what to do with my ſelf, until at laſt viewing and obſerving every private nook 
of the wall, by chance it was my fortune to finde certain Arms, which either a Soyl- 
dier had loſt oghidin that place: As my _—_— upon the firſt ſight of them, 
imagined that one uſe or other might be made thereof, I took them up preſently in my 
hand, and after a while conſidering that ſuch a diſguiſe would be moſt proper to con- 
vey me out of the Faxt undiſcovered, I * bag... the wrong (ide of my ha- 
bir outward, adorned my perſon with thoſe Trophies, intending upon the next oppor. 
tunity to put in practice ſome further project for my fecurity, which continued my ex- 
pectation until the following night, might be a coverture to my deſign, though 
knew not well to what effect my deſire would tend, fince ſcarce appearances of fafe- 
ty and eſcape were viſible to my judgement and reaſon : But as if the Gods bad a 
minde to flatter mein theſe hopes, when I ſeaſt looked for any relief (for that having 
no proviſion I could not long ſtay in thoſe quarters) of a ſudden there appeared at 
ſome diſtance from me (it being now dark night) a certain kinde of dim light ſtill ap- 
proaching nearer and nearer to me: the deſperateneſs of my condition rendred me 
more confident , and that confidence (when 1 perceived it was a company of freſh 
Souldiers that were appointed at ane of the gates to relieve the watch) preſently 
made me without any fear to ſtrike into the Troop, and in that manner boldly-march- 
ed with the reſt to their appointed ſtation; where being arrived, and neither noted 
nor obſerved by any, it was no difficult matter from thence to take my flight to what 
other part of the Town I pleaſed, which ſecured me for a few dayes after in the great 
City of Sardis, amongſt multitudes of people; however I heard in the interim much 
enquiry was made in divers places about my eſcape, inſomuch as I bad no deſire long 
to remain in that dangerous region, when as in a manner my own ſhadow ſometimes 
was terrible to my frighted imagination; ſo that to be ſhort in my relation to your 
Highneſſes, as ſoon as I found the firſt conveniency for my departure without ſuſpi- 
cion, I took my journey towards mine own Countrey of Myſſia, where I hoped, al- 
though I could not prevail powerfully againſt thoſe Forces, which the General had 
left there to ſubdue the people, yet at leaſtwiſe I ſhould probably obſcure my = 
perſon 
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erſon under the ſhelter of ſome of my friends and kindred , until I could: better 
provide for my ſafety and tranſportation: to ſome other. Kingdom or Principality in 
the leſſer 4%; for I knew it was impoſſible to undertake any voyage by Sea, with- 
out eminent hazzard of being diſcovered, in that all the Ports were moſt ſtrictly 
guarded through the whole Territories belonging to the Lydia Government: Up- 
on my arrival in Myſſia I muſt tell you, that I found the people more inclinable to 
riſe then I expected, and moſt of all in thoſe parts belonging to Alius juriſdicti- 
on, by reaſon of the diſcontents which hi eldeſt Son had contracted, _ the too 
much proſperity of the Lydian Nation within his Fathers Dominion; though I muſt 
confeſs, the old fox himſelf kept ſtill ſuch a decorum between his neceſſary obedience 
to the preſent power, and his inward forrow to ſee both his fortunes; and his party ſo 
much deceived, as notwithſtanding he was known oftentimes to complain of his un- 
happineſs, and much more of his difloyalty, in deſerting at the firſt che King your Fa- 
thers ſervice, whereby onely to maintain his own covetouſneſs and ambition, yet 
durſt he never ſeem outwardly , either to repine at Hererombrotus conqueſts, or ſo 
much as once diſobey any of his Officers orders; however oftentimes they were ex- 
acted of him and his people, with many jears and large affronts , which no courage 
elſe in the world could have ſuffered, without ſome apparent reyenge ſhewed npon 
himſelf or his enemies: But what the Fathers poorngls of ſpirit ſeemed to feagand 
decline, the Sons youth and exaſperation appeared to entertain; inſomuch as pre- 
ſently raiſing ſome Forces within thoſe hilly: Territories, and conceiving me by reaſon 
of that experience, I had gained in the Wars abroad in forreign parts, to be moſt fit 
to command the Troops, with the conſent of all the reſt of the ſame intereſt, I was 
created forthwith Commander of the Army. N 
'Tis true, the Gods ſeemed for ſometime to play with our appearing proſperity, 
not onely by gaining many victories in ſeveral places of the Countrey, but alſo in 
bringigg to our aid moſt of all the common people, who in general are carried on 
to be active and aſſiſting, rather by the ſucceſſes they apprehend, then by either che 
probability or the juſtneſs of that cauſe they are deſired to maintain: In this manner 
I muſt ſay, we continued for ſome moneths confidently reſiſting, if not fighting with 
ſucceſs againſt our enemies; however ftill for the better ſafety of our new raiſed 
Souldiers (not being ſo well practiſed in Warlike Diſcipline) we were content for the 
moſt part, to make uſe of Bogs and Mountains for our defence and retirements, until 
they became wearied both in their purſuit and expectation, and ſo returned again in- 
to their own quarters: But whether Hercrombrotus (who poſſeſſes now the chief 
place in authority, by that Councel that is eſtabliſhed for his aſſiſtance concerning the 
Lydian Government) finding theſe flow tranſactions of his Souldiers did ſerve for 
no other effects, but to conſume his treaſure and waſte his Army, not onely preſently 
ſent more Forces into Myſſia, but dealt underhand with cowardly or covetous Ar- 
72100. to take off his Son from proſecuting his former purpoſes, by propoſing to 
is conſideration many profitable and advantageable conditions, both for himſelf 
and his poſterity ; withal intimating , that as theſe continued contentions would ac 
laſt totally deſtroy and deſolate the whole Countrey, fo was it unpoſſible without 
money and other aſſiſtance, for the Kingdom of Myſa alwayes to defend its parti- 
cular againſt the growing ſupplies, that would be diſpatched daily from the care and 
induſtry of the Lydian Governours ; infomuch as it was better for him to yield in 
time, when mercy and honourable terms might be procured, then to hazzard by pro- 
traction, the abſolute ruine of his friends and whole Family for ever: Certain it was, 
that the young man long contended with bis Fathers intimations, knowing him to be 
in bis thoughts a perſon, that onely looked at His particular preſervation and com- 
modity, above either the Gods ſervice or his Countries good : Beſides the Priefts who 
were made belieye, they ſhould ſtill continue their juriſdiction over the peoples acti- 
ons, were allo induced to a complyance to that purpoſe , in whoſe rhetorick and per- 
ſwaſions Ar gylius alwayes relyed, as upon ſome holy and infallible Oracle: So that 
after a kinde of long conteſtation in this nature, the Son of Argyliu being either 


ineonſtant in his diſpoſition , or over - powered by eontinual ſolicitations, was at laſf

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No ſooner had Meliunder made an end of this diſcourſe, but Prince Arethuſius by 
bis looks , ſeemed as if again he intended to return to his old way of complaining 
againſt his fates: yet preſently caſting his eyes upon bis Sifter, as if that lovely conn- 
tenance had been a charming ſpell to overthrow all difaſters , that could in any kinde 
touch bis fortunes or humane condition, he ſaluted her with a ſmile , which not long 
after was followed with theſe expreſſions. | | 
When the Gods, ſaid he, have ſufficiently taken their pleaſure, in tormenting niy 
particular, by a continuation of diſgraces and infidelities, proceeding from other 
people, I hope they may have at the laſt ſome compaſſion of Euarchus's Family, 
whoſe vertues I am confident merited their beſt conſideration: In the interim 1 ſhall 
endeavour, as well to pleaſe them with my actions as to fatisfie the world, both in 
my courage and induſtry, until I either compaſs my rights by victories over my ene- 
mies, or ſacrifice my life to the laſt period that honour can claim of a Prince: Then 
turning again to Meliander, he uſed to him this language. Well Meliander, ſuid 
he, I ſee now all is entirely in the poſſeſſion of fortunate Hercrewbrotus , as well in 
AMyſſia, as in the Kingdom of Lydia, the unlucky and diſloyal Senate being, asI 
hear, abſolutely diſſolved by the prevailing power of the Souldiers in the Army, in 
whoſeplace, as it (ould ſeem , they intend their gallant General ſhall ſucceed to be 
King in my ſtead, of all thoſe large Dominions-which Euarc bus Heir and Hyacin- 
tbia*s Son by hir birth, ſhould have enjoyed. 
Truly Sir, replyed Meliander, as yet the deſtinies appear to favour his cauſe : but 
as be hath by a moſt remarkable act of requital put down that power, which firſt 
. took upon it ſo ſtrange an authority over their King and Nobility , againſt the fun- 
damental conſtitutions of the Nation, ſo is it more for your advantage, that one 
govern by the favour of the Sword, (he being in appearance the more noble enemy) 
then that the multicude ſhould have ſtill reigned, who never yet knew what belonged 
to prey or pitty, as all their actions can teſtifie, from the very beginning to the laſt 
end of their Government: Beſides this manner of rule carries yet with it the face of 
the old Monarchy, whereas the Senates uſurpation was nothing elſe, but a moſt cruel 
Monſter of many heads, that diſtaſted all the world, onely to continue their own 
pride and covetouſneſs, in the higheſt meaſure could be thought vpon by mortal 
people, Many ſuch diſcourſes as theſe paſt between Arethuſim, Cloria, and Me- 


liander, 
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ander, until at laſt they concluded, that according to Melianders firſt reſolution of 
viſiting Dꝛgalphus the new King of Scyebia, he ſhould ſhortly take his journey to 
that purpoſe, however further to be accompanied with theſe inſtructions , that as 
Prince Arethuſius by misfortunes, had been forcibly driven out of his own Countreys 
and Dominions, by the power and malice of his unreconcilable enemies and ſubjects; 
ſo was he confident to be relieved, not onely by the victories, but the goodneſs 
of ſuch a King, that Aſia already began to look upon with ſome eyes of ad- 
miration. 
After tlie departure of Meliander , both Arethuſius and bis Siſter, thought it 
ſomething convenient for their better recreation, to viſit many Towns ſtanding up- 
on the Borders of the great River Euphrates, in which paſſage their Barges being 
drawn up the ſtream by che force of horſes, they had the conveniency , not onely to 
fee the Countrey with the belt advantage, but alſo in their way to receive ſuch en- 
tertainments from other Princes, that made them confident, when the firſt occa- 
fion preſented it ſelf , they ſhould each of them be aſfiſted in a high meaſure; 
in all their affairs and contentions, againſt choſe that oppoſed their fortunes and 
proſperities. | 2 
But whilſt they were thus welcomed by all ſorts of conditions, with a certain kinde 
of unparallel'd magnificency and reſpect; ſome honouring their perſons in regard 
of their birth and qualities, others again ſeemed more to look upon their vertues 
and beauty, joyned with ſuch an innocent and — youth, as appeared not to 
have as yet ſufficient time to contemplate the malice of the world, and therefore the 
rather to be pittied for their oppreſſions and misfortunes, news was brought them by 
an expreſs meſſenger from their Court, remaining behinde in the Daphenine Groves; 
that young Aſcanius Brother to them both, was newly arrived from the great City of 
Damaſcus in Syria, being ſent equally from Orontes and Andromida , to give them a 
ſalutation in that private place of retirement, which they had made choice of for their 
own pteſent ſatisfaction. 
As Cloria and Arethaſius were extreamly joyful by this unexpected occaſion, to 
have the ſweet converſation of their moſt dear Brother Prince Aſcanius; ſo on the 
other ſide, could they not chuſe but exceedingly to wonder, that the State and Coun- 
cel of Syria, ſhould now think it fit to uſe any complements towards their particular, 
when as it was apparent, that at the preſent, Mararius was violently contracting a 
friendſhip with Hercrombrotus in Lydia: But however theſe tranſactions might ſuf- 
ficiently have buſied their thoughts for a long ſeaſon; yet the haſte they made to give 
their young Brother the meeting, would not ſuffer theta much to dwell upon the con- 
ſideration: Inſomuch as inſtantly commanding their Barges to be prepared, they 
again made haſte down the River of Euphrates, towards the Valley of Daphene, where 
he was adviſed to ftay until their return, - © os 
The affeRionate congratulations that paſt between this noble company at their 
firſt meeting, may very well be imagined by the nearneſs of their blood and intereſt, 
after ſo long a time of ſeparation : wherein however their hearts ſpoke more then 
their lips, and their eyes then their tongues, ſince the greateſt paſſions are beſt enter- 
tained in contemplation, when as words for the moſt part confuſe the object to a 
leſs degree of perfection; nevertheleſsI muſt ſay, when they had as it wereplenti- 
fully ſurfeiced upon their content, retiring for more convenient: repoſe into the Prin- 
ceſs Cloria*s Chamber, curioſity alſo coming in play to be ſatisfied , eſpecially when 
valuable conſequences depended thereupon, Arethuſias deſired his Brother to let him 
know, how it came to paſs, that when the Councel of Syria by the directions of Ma. 
z4rius, as it was generally reported, had made ſuch an accord with Hercrombrotus, 
that all the Royal Family of Euarchus were to be baniſhed from the Court of Da- 
maſcus, of a ſudden both himſelf and his Siſter, ſhould, be ſaluted with new favours 
from Orontes and his Mother? eſpecially when they efteemed their condition to be 
abſolutely forſaken by that agreement, according to Rules of State-Policy , that 
they could not as yet very well comprehend : unto which Aſcanius quickly replied in 
this manner. | | 8 2 
Rrr Brother, 
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Brother ſaid he, as it is moſt certain, that the ſpitefulneſs of our deſtinies, contrived 
ſuch an accord to your diſadvantage, and Syrie's diſhonour, ſince no time will be laſt- 
ing enough, to blot out the memory of the Record, ſo was there more then com- 
mon Ceremonies uſed to make me, not onely acquainted with the reality of the thing, 
but 10 per ſwade me to a willing compliance in my own particular; inſomuch as di. 
vers ialtruments belonging to the great Favourite Mazarins , uſed many endeavours 
to intangle my youth, in a kinde of inſenſibility of what was purpoſed againſt 
the good of our whole Family, who were as they knew now chiefly to ſubſiſt 

e countenance and reſpects of other Princes; and Orontes being the moſt emi- 
nent in the Aſan world, what State of a leſſer quality would venture themſelves 
any more to engage in our quarrel 2 ſo far as to oppoſe the proceedings of fortunate 
Hererombrotus, that bad not onely from a private perſon ſeized upon all the Terri. 
rories belonging to the Lydian Government, but alſo won the Syrian King, to 
become his intimate friend, in deſpite of that intereſt and blood, which apper- 
rained to Hyaciuthia, Siſter to his deceaſed Father: But as my heart was full of 
juſt indignations at theſe proceedings, ſo was I not much unwilling to depart from 
ſuch a Court, that neither knew, as I then believed, how to value honour and ver- 
tue, or could be grateful for any acts 1 bed performed in the Wars againſt thoſe 
oppoſite to Orentes's greatnels and proſperity. I cannot deny, but that I called di. 
vers times in my ſlambers , upon Condereſus for his aſſiſtance and revenge , both in 
regard of his and my enemies; however I reſolved notwithſtandfng with a quiet 
ſeeming pacification to take my leave, as well of the Queen, as the King, and in that 

e ordained a feaſt to be made to 7 arivus the Syrigns principal Commander, in 
whoſe friendſhip I did entirely conſide, ſince under no banner elſe would I have fo 
often foughe for Orontes intereſt. Iis true, we ſpent moſt part of the night in 
thoſe jovialities , that were accuſtomed more properly to belong unto the ſeaſon, 
wherein I neither complained againſt the unkinde uſage of the Court, or appeared to 
repine at all, at the manner of my departure, although I was reſolved in my minde 
upon my quitting of the Kingdom of Syria, to enter preſently into the ſervice of 
the Egypman Wars in the Countrey of Pawphy/ia, as well to give my ſelf another 
imployment, according to the inclingtions of my nature and diſpoſition , as to be 
the more conyeniently re venged concerning the proceedings of Mazariv;: whom 
ſuppaſed had been the onely contriver of my baniſhment, to compaſs 8 few, though 
diſhonourable ends with Hercrambrotus, and the Lydian State; but 7 wines, being ys 
it ſhould ſeem, inflamed with my abuſe, or rather I may ſay, provoked to a reſent- 
ment of the ingratitude uſed towards my particular, the next morning very ear- 
ly, and without my knowledge, or privity, entering the Kings Chamber, began to ex- 
poſtulate with him in this language. 

Sir, ſaid he, if the deſerts of my ſelf and your brave Kinſman young A ſraniu 

{theſe being his very words, as I haye been informed) Son to Eauarchns , once 
great Commander of all the Zydign Territory, and Queen Hyacinthia your own 
Aunt, now remaining within your Court, and Dominions, cannot prevail ſo far 
with your coſideration, as to reflect upon thoſe valiant actions he hath performed 
lately, for the maintenance of your Glory and Crown ; yet I think it my duty, be- 
ing the chief Commander of your Arms, to let yon know , that I do not onely ap- 
prehend the diſhonour tu your perſon and dignity, by giving way to this unparallel'd 
act of injuſtice, againſt a Prince, whoſe worth, as well as bis blood, may challenge 
more then an ordinary intereſt, within your vaſte Dominions, but allo fear a general 
rerolt of your Sonldiets from your ſervice will ſucceed , by reaſon of theſe proceed- 
ings, ſince thereby, it may very well be conſidered, how that we fight not now, under 
your Majeſties ——_— for glory. and regard, hut to ſacrifice our lives at any rate, 
to compals ſome poor defigns that beſt ſtand with the a ppetites of ſuch, as neither 
know your honour, or others vertues : $0 that if you pleaſe ſtil] to continue the deſign 
of baniſhing Aſcanius from your preſence, and protection, let me in like manner 
follow the ſame fate; for that as I have been often aſſiſted by his valour in many 


Battles, ſo can I never forget my own gratitude, and your ſafety , in which mine 
| | allo 
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alſÞ are (as I believe) moſt of your other Commanders: As: theſe were the words; 
that Turinus, was pleaſed to ſpeak to Orontes in my behalf, ſo did he gather by the 
jogs countenance, an extraordinary inward trouble in his thoughts, in regard of 
what he had ſo boldly, and reſolutely ſpoken ; however for the inſtant. he might 
perceive, that either his youth, or want of experience in matters of State, was mot un- 
willing to determine any thing without further conference to be had with Maxuriu⸗ 
his principal Favourite, or Andrumida the Queen his Mother; yet for a reply, he told 
bim, within a day or two he would ſo far conſider of his advice, that ſome ſatisfacti- 
on ſhould be given to the Souldiers in that particular, 

In. concluſion, not to detain you over long with ſtories of my ſelf, by the time ap- 
inted for an ſwer , not onely this determination concerning my baniſhment was 
recalled, but I became alſo violently ſolicited, to make a ſpeedy journey into theſe 
Daphenian Vallies, where the whole Court underſtood upon the arrival of Cveſes, 
that both you, and my Sifter , for the preſent remained, whereby to defire each of 
you, to repair to the great City of Damaſcus, promiſing you ſhould receive ſuch en- 
tertainments, as were m oſt agreeing with your dignities, and Orontes affections; 
neither was Ma xarius in his own particular, backward, to beſtow upon me alſo many 
exquiſite complements,. with theſe excuſes and proteſtations, that however ſome Rules 
of State, had cauſed the King to give way to his Councels perſwaſion, yet were the 
thoughts of all the Syrian Nation, addicted extreamly to the ſervice of Euarchus 
Family, which would be expreſſed, as he (aid, in the firſt occaſion offered to that pur- 
poſe, the Wars of Egypt having an ent. n | 
I being won in ſome ſort, 1 mult ſay with theſe intimations, and withal command. 
ed by the importunities of Andremidathe Queen, I conld do no leſs, then make you 
acquainted with the Kings deſires ; whoſe intention is prepared for your affeRionate 
and honourable reception, withia all. his Territories and Dominions, notwithſtand- 
ing any miſtakes heretofore concerning thoſe opinions: which is all I have to ſay, 
belonging to my own Embaſſic. O heavens cried out Arethuſius, when Aſca- 
nius had made an end of this relation, to what a miſerable condition is become the 
ancient, and famous Kingdom of $yria, when for the conſideration of ſome: few 
advantages againſt the Egyptian Empire, ſhe dares neither protect vertues in others, 
or kindred belonging to her ſelf, before the face of him, that cannot claim juſtly. 
to be a King or a friend: No, no, Maxarius, triumph ſtill ſecurely in thy conquelt 
over that unworthy people, ſince Arethuſius preſence ſhall give thee no jealoulte at 
all, whilſt time and fortune ſhall become more apparently his favourers : O moſt 
dear and honeſt Uncle Oreſtes, ſaid he, as I cannot now but reflect upon thoſe 
ſpeeches; which laſt parted us at thy own Caſtle, ſo will I ever commend that conſtan- 
cy ſhewed, which hitherunꝭo hath ſevered thee both from the Courts inticements, and 
the Favourites deceits, | | ff bl 
But however Prince Arethaſius, could not be won by any perſwaſion or importu- 
nity, to return again to the glorious and flouriſhing Court of Syria, rather intend- 
ing to take ſome imploy ment under the King of Egypt, in his Countreys and Domini- 
ons of Pamphylia, ſince that Monarch was lately become a moſt irreconcilable enemy 
to the proceedings of Hercrombrotus, as well for thefriendſhip he had made with Aa- 
zgrius, the King of Syria's Councellour; as more eſpecially, inthat he had attempt- 
ed to ſurprize by the Lydian Fleet, his rich and fortunate Iſlands in the main Ocean, 
yet was it thought moſt convenient, that the fair Princeſs ¶ loria, with her Brother A/ 
canius, ſhould yield to the deſires of Oronte- and his Mother, in regard the proſperity 
ol her young Son Narciſſus in the Iſland of Cyprus, ſeemed to depend much upon 
the countenance and favour of that great and powerful State, as alſo in reſpect, that 
ſome of thoſe Territories left him by his dead, though gallant Father, were ſituated 
within the heart and bowels of the Kingdom of Syria: Beſides they very well knew, 
there was no way fo probable to compoſe the factions againſt her and her childe in 
own Countrey, as to contract ſome particular ſeeming friendſhip with Maxariut. 
the fortunate and mighty Favourite of the time, ſince he could if he pleaſed, both:de- 
troy the trading of Salamine; by denying the people a commerce with thoſe Sabres;

aid. tõ her occafibas, when any open War ſhould break out between the Princes party

þ The Princes Cle3s notwithſtanding theſe reaſons , was extream ſorry to leave her 
Brother Arerbmſius in his ſolitary perambulations, whoſe diſcreet Councels, had hi- 
cherunto taken off much of that grief, which appertained to che cruel loſs he had 
retrived, by the dearh of her dear Lord Narciſmcin the Iſland of Cypro : Beſi 
ſhe knew as his fortune, and deſigns were very uncertain, ſo was his nature and diſpo- 
ſition fomething melancholly, elpecially when perturbated by ſeveral occaſions , ind 
not poſſibly to be ſtrengthened ſufficiently by the watchful induſtry and fidelity of 
friends. Theſe conſiderations I ſay, before her journey, oftentimes cauſed her to ſheg 
many tears in her retirements, with a reflection alfo upon her own condition, now 
a Widow and ſubje& to the ſeveral events of the world , that for the moſt part were 
governed more by malice and opinion, then by juſtice and goodoels : Tis true, ſhe 
reſolved to apply her thoughts and actions to the compaſſing a ſettlement, and ome 
future proſperity for her Son; but what would be the faction — 4 — her in 
Cyprus, or the aſſiſtances ſhe might have in Synia, the could not tell, face prince 
ends, as ſhe believed, carried onely the ſtate of things in all Countries. Another re. 
flection the had alſo in her minde, that Ma arius the powerful and great Favourite 
of Orontes, uſed extraordinary expreſſions concerning her invitation to the City of 
Damaſcus, becauſe his ambition might covet a marriage between her {elf and ſome 
of his numerous family; for that his practice in other caſes of the like nature, give 
her ſaſpicion more then probable grounds, to be cautious and cirrumſpect in her pto- 
ceedings, between her honour and her neceſſities; in that as ſhe could not poſlible 
be hey his aſſiſtance, fo again was ſhe reſolved to continue ſtill a Princeſs : From 
theſe choughts ſhe flew again to the conſideration of her Brothers affairs, imagininp 
which way by her intended journey, ſhe could either good his caſe or tris perſon; 
however his own diſcontented courage ſcorned to make any means tothe Favourites 
power, ſcarce to accept of offered courteſies, until he were publickly righted in his 
own opinion, concerning that agreement which had been made with Hercrombroatm 
to his diſadvantage : But all theſe particulars, were left in her reſolutions to the long 
ed for converſation, ſhe hoped to have ſhortly with her moſt dear and loving Me- 
ther Queen Hyaciuthia, unto whom many years abſence had made ber an unwilling 
ſtranger, though now joyfally to be renewed by this occaſion; to which purpoſe the 
ſweet Cloria every day ſacrificed her many ſupplications unto the immortal God, 
until all neceſſaries being prepared for the journey, and a kinde of a ſad parting bad 
between her ſelf and Prince Arethuſus, both the and 4/canins one early, however a 
fair morning, ſet forward in their ſeveral Chariots, attended by ſome Troops of 
Horſe, towards the Borders of the Syrian Monarchy. | | 
The honours that were done to the Princeſs Cloris, in her paſſage throuph every 
Town, would take up too much time to relate, ſince the King Orontes had command» 
ed all his officers to omit no ceremony, that either might dignifie her reception ot 
content her thoughts; ſometimes appearing before her with Military Triumphs; 
and otherivhiles again ſaluting her by eloquent Orations , which as well ſer forththe 
former friendfhips and correſpondencies, between the Syrian State, and the people 
of {prus , us the greatneſs and glory of the majeſtick Court kept at Damaſcus, 
until þy ſlow travel and ſmall journeys, ſhe at laſt arrived within the walls of that 
ſplendid City, that appeared to her view, rather a world for multitudes, und a hen- 
ven for beauty, then a habitation for mortal creatures; where being met by a new 
guard, ſhe was conducted to Audromida's own Palace: No ſooner was ſhe deſcend- 
ed from her Chariot, but ſhe became advertiſed, that Hyaoiuthia the Queen hor Mo- 
ther, expected her in a lower room belonging to the Kings Lodgings: O vou Gods, 
with what timerous and dutiful bluſhes, did the ſweet Princeſs perform the firſt De- 
corums of her obedience, and natural affections to her moſt dear Mother , which 
many years by the misfortune of her ſeveral adventures, had ſeparated from her 
| | pre- 
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preſence, all the while kneeling wich multiplieity of becoming tears , diftilling from 
fair eyes? Of the other fide the Queen, as if altogether tranſported between her 
joy and her nature, had not one word co ſay for her welcome, onely laying both her 
hands upon her two ſhoulders, ſhe ſeemed in that poſture ſo entirely to embrace her 
wich her arms of affection, as if ſhe never more intended to have her ſeen by any 
other body, whilſt in the interim, her countenance ſpoke as it were a mixture o grief 
and compaſlion ; conſidering as well rhe uncertain condition of her Son Arethuſius, 
as the lamentable death of her dear Husband Fsarebus, that now began again as 
freſhly to bleed in her wakened apprehenſion, as when ſhe firſt received the news of 
chat fatal and tormenting blow: But the company preſent, expecting rather demon- 
ſtrations of welcome and Jubilees, then remembrances of thoſe Tragedies and mis- 
fortunes, which could not be redreſſed by the expreſſion of any paſſion, how natural 
and violent ſoeyer, quickly deſired the Queen, to have ſome compaſſion towards her 
Daughters travels, who in all probability, had wearied both her thoughts and her 
body, in making ſo long a journey, to have the happineſs of her bleſſing and con- 
verſation , conceiving it, as they ſaid, much more convenient, ro bring lier into the 
Bed-chamber, for her better eaſe and repoſe, then to entertain her in that manner, 
with nothing but the worſt eflects of ſadneſs and melancholly, which in a young La- 
dies breaſt, might procure too great a habit of ſuch ills, contrary to the intentions 
of the glorious Court of Syria, that was prepared by the Kings command, with all 
divertiſements to render her Daughter beſt pleaſed, and ſatisfied in every particular 
thing, that the great and famous Nation of Syria could afford: However, the Queen 
preſeatly rerollected her ſelf upon theſe intimations, yet there bein ſoch ſettled 
troubles in her imagination, by reaſon of the unſettledneſs of her Childrens fortunes, 
as it were before her face appearing baniſhed from their Royalties and Habitations, 
though Cloria in per ſon was now again once more in her wiſhed poſſeſſion, that ſhe 
could not chaſe, notwithſtanding ſhe conducted her into her innermoſt lodgings , for 
their more privacy of communication, but ſhed abundance of tears all che way 
ſhe wear. | | | 
Scarce had Hyacinthia entertained her Daughter any time, but Meſſengers were 
ſent from Orontes to congratulate her ſafe arrival at Damaſcus : Queen Andromida 
alſo diſpatched Officers with ſuch ſa lutatious, as were uſual between great Princeſſes 
of quality, neither was the mighty Favourite Maxarius backward, to afford her his 
complementing reſpects; whether being induced thereunto by the courteſie and affa- 
bility of his own nature and breeding, or rather moved by other deſigns hidden for 
his own advantage, did prove ſome queſtion to the then beſt underſtandings in State 
Affairs, ſince it was generally believed, he was no intimate friend to Hyaciuthia, or 
any of the Royal Family of Exarchxs , as either holding them over burthenſome for 
his other affairs, or the Kingdom of Syria, being nor' ſufficiently capable to afford 
them aſſiſtance, according to their defires, and feared importunities, whoſe thoughts 
appeared altogether buſied, in the contentions between the Egyprians, and his young 
Maſter the King of Syria, which unity he was ſuppoſed to hinder, in regard chat upon 
a general peace, both Conderoſus and the other diſcontented Princes would be inclu- 
ded, though enemies not to be reconciled to his greatneſs and particular intereſt, for 
that many of chem being as he knew, incompatible with his Government and favour, 
not onely in reſpect he was a ſtranger born, but had got ſuch a prevailing maſtery over 
Orontes a ffections, by his own induſtry, and Audromida's ſolicitation, that ſcarce could 
any perſon elſe be admitted ro any Councel. But ſome time after all theſe ceremoni- 
ons viſits were paſt, Hyacinthia uſed theſe words to the Princeſs Cloris. 
Daughter, ſaid ſhe, by theſe Complements you may ſee the effects of youth and 
beauty, joyned perhaps with ſome other politick reſpects, which as yet we do not ve. 
ry well underſtand, ſince of a ſudden we are come from the low and contemptible 
condition of baniſhed perſons, to be entertained in the degree of people of quality; 
atleaſtwiſe in ſome more them ordinary eſtimation: As I muſt confeſs, 1 am not 
throughly acquainted with the ſeveral windings and turnings of the Syrian Court, 
notwithſtanding my birth and continuance in the place, yet nevertheleſs, I * = 
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ſhall ſtill have a principal reſpect towards the preſervation of the ſurvivin Family 
of great and good Exarchuy, whole injuries were rather the diſnonour of other Prin. 
ces, then any diminution of his glory in future ages; for as fortunes onely ought not 
to be eſteemed vertues, ſo are beroical ſufferings the higheft marks of magnanimiry 
and courage, with which his noble ſoul was plentifully farniſned. To this the ſweet 
Cloria made no other Reply, but by certain enflanied bluſhes, mixed with ſome tears 
that expreſſed notwithſtanding an inward paſſion, at the remembrance of her Fathers 
diſaſters ; which however ſhe had formerly moſt abundantly bewailed: From theſe 
diſcourſes the Queen entred into many particulars, concerning her young Son XN arciſ- 
ſus, and ber own adventures, both before and ſince ſhe left the Iſland of Cyprus: In 
all cheſe communications C {ria gave ſuch anſwers, as neither ſhewed her partiality in 
thoſe things that belonged to her private affairs, or wanted moſt ſolid reaſons to for- 
tifie her opinion of what appertained to the publick actions of others: Inſomuch as 
Hjacinthia believed that her Daughter ſince her marriage, had not leſs encreaſed her 
knowledge and underſtanding in the Tranſactions of the times, then augmented the 
beauty and graces of her countenance, by a certain kinde of repreſentiug Majeſty in 
her behaviour, and language, differing from her. childehood, and fewneſs of years, 
when ſhe was firſt taken away by the Pyrats at the City of Salamine. 

The next day being ſo belike deſigned by the Court, both Hyacinthia and her 

Daughter were conducted to a place without the walls of Damaſcut, where Orontes, 
and his mother were accuſtomed to make oftentimes their perambulations, as well for 
their more delightful Recreation, as to ſhew their glory and ſplendour to the ad. 
miring people, who to that purpoſe gazed afar off, as if Jupiter, and the other Gods, 
had determined there to make a round for the ſatisfaction of the inferiour world: 
Upon the firſt meeting Hyaciuthia apd the Princeſs C loria deſcended from the Chati- 
ots, which being perceived by the Syrian King, both he and Andromida made haſte to 
embrace the new ſtranger; the Ceremonies of either ſide. were performed with fo 
much ſeeming affection, as if onely this interview had broke all accords lately made 
with Hercrombrotus the Lydian Governour, though ſealed with never ſo much aſſu- 
rance by the Syriax State; neither was Max arius himſelf in perſon , wanting to 
compleat the Triumphs, in which poſture with a moſt magnificent Train of Courti- 
ers, the young * accompanied his fair Couzen, and her Mother, to a gallant Pi. 
lace near his own, deſigned for their abode, and entertainment, whilſt the Princeſſe 
C loria ſhould make the City of Damaſcus her abode, where they both remained, un- 
til a moſt exquiſite Mask was prepared at Court, as well for Orontes exerciſe, as the La. 
dies delight; which for the excellency of the invention, and the richneſs of the ha- 
bits, deſerves this particulardeſcription. | | 
 Thefirſt Repreſentation was onely a large Curtain at the further end of a great 
Room, which being ſuddenly withdrawn, there appeared a moſt beautiful Temple, in 
a delicious Iſland; dedicated to God Apollo, as was demonſtrated by many outward 
Inſcriptions upon the Portico, | 

It was not long before there iſſued out of the adjoyning Groves to that Sanctu- 
ary ſeveral Prieſts, where they ſeemed to have their Habitations; who at laſt made 
ſuch an Aſſembly, that they prepared not onely for an orderly proceſſion, in which 
poſture they entred upon tho ſtage, with muſick, and performed the firſt Anti. Mask, 
but alſo went afterwards, and facrificed to their Patron, upon a little Mount beyond 
the Temple, whereon ſtood an Altar of white Marble fixed to that purpoſe , out of 
which proceeded divers Currents of water, diſperſed here and there into the neigh- 
bouring Sea. Scarce were their Devotions finiſhed, when the Clouds over the Tem- 
ple breaking in an inftant, there appeared a clear and bright Heaven, where God 
Apollo himſelf fate in Majeſty, upon his golden Chariot, drawn with flame. coloured 
Horſes, wearing upon his Brows certain refulgent Rayes; which being extreamly il- 
luſtrated by the cunning application of lighted Torches, (though not perceived viſi- 
bly by the induſtry of any of the ſpectators) not onely magnified the skill and excel- 
lent invention of the Artift, but gave a ſingular delight and fatisfaRion to all the 
Company. |

When Apollo again had entred the sky, of a ſudden the whole Heavens in a higher 
Sphere began to move, and then the clouds ſeyering at an inſtant, there appeared all 
the Gods, ſitting upon their majeftick Thrones, ſhining in mighty ſplendour , being 
carried about gently in a circular motion, until upiter taking bis own Diadem, pla. 
ced it upon the head of deceaſed Or/ames, whilſt his young Son Orontes kneeling near 
his Father, ſeemed to caſt incenſe and perfume before the other Gods: Theſe Cere. 
monies being ended, and another time the Heavens cloſed with the alteration of a new 
Scene, Orontes accompanied by.a Troop of beautiful youths, was perceived from a 
delightful Mountain to deſcend towards the ſtage, where he performed the chief 
Mask-dance, with ſuch a graceful activity, that made the whole Court equally to re. 
joyce and admire, which afterward was turned to the entertainment of the Ladies, 
according to their ſeveral degrees and — wherein notwithſtanding the Princeſs 
Cloria, had the prime place, as beſt deſerving both for houour and beauty, yet would 
ſhe not dance at all. 

As theſe magnificent Triumphs were deſigned to give the fair C/oria the more de. 
lightful welcome, being figured in love paſſages for her greater ſatisfaction; ſo con- 
trary to her deſire, wanton Cupid in the interim forgot not to play ſeveral parts,as be 
thought, to the advantage of his Mothers Dominion; inſomuch as one Aſanchinu 
Nepew to the mighty Favourite Mazarim, being a youthful Masker in the Kings 
Troop, noting her beauty. with all. her excellent graces, became of a ſudden extream- 
ly taken, if not inflamed with her love; *Tis true, the dignity of her quality,and the 
richneſs of her poſſeſſions, in others eyes ſeemed to be ſome obſtacle to his preten- 
tions; but on the other (ide, thoſe flames kindled by a proſperous ambition, looked 
upon nothing but his own violent paſſions, joyned with the preſent commanding 
power of the Syrian Territories, when Orontes thoughts and actions appeared onely 
governed by the never contradicted councels of rhe wiſe and politick Marin, 
which made the youth (having by nature, a competency both of. courage and pro- 
portion) when he was upon a time tetired into his Chamber for his more privacy, to 
utter theſe expoſtulations to himſelf. oe ee 

Is it now Manchinus, faid he, that the world muſt take notice of thy combats with 
a womans perfections? when Aſia as yet was never able to contend againſt thy Un- 
cles forces: Hath not hitherunto thy fortunate Family ſtill prevailed, over all thoſe 
Rebellions raiſed by powerful ¶ undoroſus and bis whole Fa ction, Oreſtes himſelf being 
included in the number? As alſo hath conſtrained even the greateſt Princes to match 
with thy ſiſters, whereby to procure their Dominions either ſafety, or more proſpe- 
rity, and doſt thou fear to attempt a Ladies liking, as it were driven out of her Coun- 
trey, becauſe ſhe had not countenance enough from the aſſiſtances of the Syrian Mo- 
narchy ? What if her birth and blood claim never ſo near an inteteſt in Orontes ho- 
nour and dignity, hath not the power of Maxarius a higher influence in matter of 
State-proceedings, when all the affairs both of war and peace, ſeem to be directed 
and fteered by his onely command and preſcription? As Orontes cannot govern with- 
out thy Uncles advice, ſo muſt the King render him powerfulleft; whereby the better 

to adviſe for his advantage, which will not be effected without adding ſuch an emi- 
nenty to our Family, as may make it not onely equal to others of the Nobility, but 
in ſome ſort incorporate it with his own, whereby the machinations of proud Con- 
doreſus, may not too much preſume upon that kindred and deſcent , that until now 
hath given him a title to the Crown, which continues his ambition at ſo great a rate, 
that all Syria can ſearce bear the burthen of his diſtempers upon every occaſion.

T ten did love - ſick auc hinus attempt to deliver his minde to 
2 N -| the moſt fair Widow; nevertheleſs a certain kinde of daz- 
ER ung reſpeR due to the majeſty of her beauty , did alwayes 
n deterre bim from that reſolution, as if ſome commanding 
\S = IK deity ſhined in her eyes, the which for the moſt part ſeque- 
i dtered him from bis uſual company: however ſometimes be- 
ing obſcured by the night ſeaſon, his hopes were raiſed to a 
| BSACTESPSS| further attempt; eve the light appearing 
"hy au, contrary to the beſt effect of valour, that ſhould in- 

flame by varieties, made him quickly lay down (though not his love) yet the moſt 
probable means to obtain it; like to ſome baſhful and cowardly Oratour , thad had 
well ſtudied his leſſon in his Chamber, though when he was to pronounceit before a 
rave and learned auditory, was forced to deſiſt from his purpoſe , not having con- 
23 enough to utter any language at all.

amongſt the many of his friends , but become the moſt palpable ſubject of bis 
wrath; for his cruſt proving once ſuſpe&ed , his condition at the beſt could not be 
but contemned, and at the work abſolutely deſtroyed; however what moſt refleRed 
upon his thoughts, were the tickliſh conditions of 'Hyacinrhia the Queen , that now 
again beginning to mount into ſome ſtation of favour in the Syrian Court, by this 
omiſſion would undoubtedly be thrown back to her fotmer centre of diſeſteem; be- 
ſides the deſtruction of all the hopes and deſigns of her Son Arethuſius: Neither 
wanted the Princeſs Cloria's affairs a large part in his fear, whoſe well doing — 

| : prolpe- 
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proſperity inthe Iſland of Cyprus, depended much if not wholly upon the great 
Favourites grace and compliance, that neceſſarily could not be but obſtructed, when 
(his Nephew being affronted in his intended Addreſſes) there would be kindled new 
fires of hatred and revenge. As theſe were the realities that exceedingly troubled 
Creſes minde, ſo was his fancy if not tormented, yet ſomething tranſported with 
other Chimera's, as that his own love and affection rather ought to be entertained 
then any others pretenſion, not reflecting at all upon the conſtant reſolutions of the 
fair Widow, whoſe foul lay yet buried in the aſhes. of her dead Lord, unpoſſible to 
be revived by other objects, though promiſing never ſo much benefit to her preſent 
condition: But alas, love and'fear are paſſions of too tranſcendent naturęs, to be 
altogether tempered by the meer force of reaſon; and this made him doubt what to 
do in his heavy imployment : Of one ſide conſidering if be moved not the ſuit ,- EA. 
archuss whole Family would be ruined, and on the other, if he propounded. the 
match, conſiderations of benefit might make it received, though he wanted not 
ſome flatteries to accompany his thoughts; how that as Aaxarius extraction was of 
too mean a blood to be coupled with ſuch excellencies of nature and deſcent, ſo the 
wheel of fortune might again turn to his diſadvantage , Orontes now approaching to 
riper years: Nevertheleſs one day in ſome ſort to perform his truſt, finding Queen 
Hyjacinthia retired into a ſhady walk, either for the performance of her devotion, or 
the nouriſhing of her contemplations (though all company for that time was forbid- 
den entrance, conceiving the authority of his commiſſion to be powerful enough to 
bear out any petty Court regularity) of a ſadden appeared before her light, intend- 
ing firſt to feel the mothers pulſe, before what motion ſoever to this purpoſe ſhould 
reach the daughters ears, and by that ſcantling be better able co carry himſelf in the 
reſt of the imployment, wherein he was reſolved to mannage his affairs wich ſome 
faith, but more love: Honour as well as Paſſion having a principal intereſt both in 
his nature and actions. Much diſcourſe had not been between them before he ſaluted 
che Queen with this Rey according tohis conceived injunQion : Madam, ſaid 
he, motions are but rendred effectual by their entertainment, and at the worſt ſerve 
for admonitions , how diſhonourable ſoever they be eſteemed; whether of both 
mine at the preſent ſhall be interpreted, your own knowing judgement muſt be the 
arbitratour ; for as by any means 1am not willing to betaxed. of fraud, ſo of the 
other ſide, preſume not to be a councellour, when as the determination ought ra- 
ther to be governed by ſome heavenly influence, then fortified by a humane and weak 
capacity: * [is true, the great Favourite of Syria that ſeems to graſp the very face of 
all the world, hath deſigned me inſtrumental in that, wherein others might have 
been more willingly imployed, a hazzard too dangerous for any of our Nati- 
on to have refuſed, when as ſo mighty an intereſt lieth at the ſtake, of no leſs a 
value then the Zydian Crown; however the loyalty that ſhall ſtill govern all my 
thoughts towards your Royal Family, will. ever keep me from doing but what your 
commands muſt entirely direct. To intimate diſparities by way of information, were 
in ſome ſort a ſeeming preſumption to teach you determinations, when as lights and 
colours can better be diſtinguiſhed open by fair and clear eyes, then through deceit- 
ful opticks and artificial glaſſes; as I cannot deny my ownſin in undertaking any 
thing at all without your privity, yet muſt expect a pardon, when the whole was un- 
avoidable, in that. you could not know but by my Commiſſion, and in not knowing, 
ſome ſurprize might have been to your diſadvantage ; wherefore at the worſt you 
have now leaſure, either to deny with better conſideration, or to grant to more ef- 
ficacy. In fine Madam, the ſhort ] have more to ſay is, that AMA anc hinu would mar- 
ty the moſt ſacred Princeſs Cluria your fair and vertuous Daughter: To ſuch a height 
is ambicion flown inthis unworthy age, char ſcarce can the Gods maintain their own 
Dignities in purity, without the prophanation of the inferiour world, which period 
muſt and (hall end my Commiſſion, The Queen (whether over. much ſurprized by 
ſuch an unexpected diſcourſe, or ſomething doubting the never before ſuſpected in- 
_  reprity of Creſes intentions) gave him no anſwer at all, but with her eyes ftedfaftly 
fixed upon the earth, remained for a pretty ſpace in f _ muſe; until at laſt caſting 
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up her looks towards the Heavens, ſhe cried out aloud, you immortal Gods defend at 
lealberiſe, the Rights of Sovereign Princes from ſhame and ignominy, though you 
have deſtroyed — — Juriſdiction in Euarr has Family; with theſe words in 
baſty Reps be departed from thoſe ſolitary walks: It was not many dayes after 
this Qrerture (Mar arius being already gone to the Army) that Hyacinthia one 
afternoonaccompanied by her Daughter, and attended by many of her ſervants, 
with a kinde of ſeeming paſſion ; uttered this language in all tbeir bearings, 

ls poſſible, faid ſhe; that nothing can content the Favourites ambition, (Cong. 
roſits being driven both from his Countrey and poſſeſſions) but thoſe preſumprions, 
that muſt either mix his blood with the Syrian Royalty, or deftroy for ever our 
bopeful tions to the Lydian Crowns ? Was it not ſufficient for his pernicious 
policy to have onted our pronabilities by that baſe accord he bath made with Her- 
— 2 (wherein in effect we remain baniſhed perſons) but muſt impoſe upon us 
new difhenours by fach:an intended conjunction, that after _ will tearm ominous 
to all honeſt glories Where are the high extractions of that eminent Politician, 
that after ſo many affronts, ſhould make us willing to entertain an alliance, where. 
by to confirm all our noparalle!'d diſgraces >- Perhaps he thinks the infamy may be 
coloured over with ſome falſe ſhews of Complements ; when as realitics are as lit- 
cle to be expected from him, as the diſadvantages to us litheruato, could have been 
believed by perſons of common ſenſe and underſtanding: No, no, the Titular Dei. 
ties of Euarebus —— — never protect the juſtneſ of our Titles, yielding up- 
on what hopes ſoever to ſuch low and poor propoſitions; how muſt I value the 
courage of Arethaſius, who could not be won by diſſembling proteſtations, to en- 
tertain.correſpondency, — — the dignity of bis Birth, with a man, that makes 
his words to comply onely with his ends, and his. ends nothing but Panders for his 
profic : No C loria, tis you onely that are deſigned the footſtool for the proud Fa. 
vourites ambition, to mount up to O/y»mpus, whilſt in the mean time he treads down 
the honour of Princes, whereby to tendis his aſcent the eaſier, however not by or- 
derly and fair courſes of vertue, but by contrary effects of -craft and deceit, ax if 
the world were to be changed by his power , from the nature and intention of its 
firſt creation. Algs | alas I beardleſs Manchinut, and more naked of all Royalty, 


muſt not ſycceed tochatgallant bravery of immortal Narciſns,whole bigh extraction 


and ample worth, eternity can onely Crown with a Diadem belitting ſuch a fame, 
Whilſt the Queen was delivering theſe appearing extravagancies, (in ſome ſort ſo to 
be interpreted, being uttered in too greit an aſſembly, ſince her preſent conditionra- 
ther required diſſimulation then provocation) the ſweet Princeſs fate by her Mother, 
like fome curious ſtatue wanting any appearing motion, but what ber plentiſull 
tears by degrees demonſtrated to the company, which ſufficiently ſnewed forth her 
inward forcible apprehenſions, though her own modeſt duty durſt not at the inſtant 
venture upon a reply; but within a while ſhe retired into ber own proper apparta- 
ment, having there a great deal better leaſure, and much more time, not onely to 
imagine but to conſider, both what ſhe was a in the honour of her. perſon, and 
what others would have ber to be for their own advantage: Whilſt Cleria was thus, 
for ſome days ſhut up in ber voluntary folicude, though under pretences of indiſpoliti- 
on tather then diſcontent, ſome of the Queens own Court, fearing too much the Fa- 
| vourites ſpleen, if he ſhould finde himſelf croſt in this intended match; doubting 

more particularly, thoſe Penſions of Syria, that belonged to their Miſtreſs ,. might 
ſuddenly be reftrained to all their loſſes, not onely by diſcourſes among themſelves 
entertained Mar arius offers; but one of the chiefeſt about Hyacinrhia's per- 
fon, (when the was private in her lodging) expoſtulated with her theſe con- 
Madam, faid he, as Reaſons ought to be given in donbtful opinions, by any 

condition whatſoever, when ſafety and benefits are required, ; of the other 
fide, you muſt afford me that liberty (having alwayes run along with your fortunes 
and concernments) to demand ſome ſatisfaction of your particular , why you ſeem 
ſo violent againſt the Favourites propoſitions, eſpecially coming accompanied with 
| | more 
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more then his ordinary deſire, when as ſcarce dwells there a Prince in 4Afa's continent 
ho powerful ſoever in riches, of ſtrongly ſettled in Iuriſdictions, but rather covers 
. then refuſes his alliance; knowing the greatneſs of his command, and the ſharpneſs 
of his ſpleen, to which purpoſe I beſgech you conſider, the deſperate condition of all 
your Family, not onely your ſelf depending wholly for neceſſary ſubſiſtance upon 
the Syrian benevolence, which he rules at his pleaſure, but your very Son and Daugh- 
ter that claim inheritance in a juſt Right, are forced at preſent to quit their own 
Countreys, no way again to be reRified but by bis Intereſt, _ JORGE 
Is it his birth that renders you averſe to his aims ? If ſo, its a ſcruple, that rather 
belongs to the glorious Nation from whence you are deſcended, that ſhould princi- 
pally provide for the diſhonour, ſince no time eau blot out the remembrance of your 
extraction, then to your ſelf, in yielding to ſuch Nuptials , when as not onely your 
preſſing occaſions needs the ſtrongeſt a ſſiſtance, hut the approbation comes from the 
reateſt authority now in the world: But if it be your revenge to the Favourites 
ormer proceedings, in not gooding Exarchus cauſe to the uttermoſt of his power, 
as you may be very well deceived in your apprehenſions, (State Affairs being to be 
ordered by policy and temper) ſo. of the other fide, you muſt not. ſeek à requital, 
that at the laſt will leave you abſolutely overcome, and he never the worſe, either in 
fortune or command; ſmoothered injuries not ſeldom gain ſtrength , to become 
powerful, when aß flames of diſcontent breaking forth, for the moſt part do but 
conſume and deſtroy with greater violence : Experience may very well teach you, 
no blood or pretence can long contend againſt bis power in this Region, if at all in 
any Territory of 4/ia : When Princes of other Countreys beſtow their Children 
upon his Family, and thoſe of the higheſt rank in this Kingdom myſt not live ſecure- 
ly bere, becauſe they will not readily obey bis deſires: However methinks I hear 
_ whiſperedin my ears, that this ſuperlative favour cannot laſt long, the Queen grow- 
ing old, and the King coming to riper years; the one leaving her employment, as 
the orfier changing his minĩion. To which I myſt reply, neither of which can briog 
you advantage; for though Azdrewids ſhould: Joſe ber intereſt with her ſon, yet 
could not 0roxres withdraw his favour from Mararius perſon , in regard all neceſ- 
ſary affairs, are inclaſed in the vaſte compals of his ſecret knowledge, if not execu- 
ted onely by the conſtant endeavours of his meerly obliged creatures; for how. 
ever_the King ſhould alter the appetites of his youth, by the contracting of other 
affections, yet the fabrick of the affairs of Syria muſt fall to the ground, if that great 
Ingeneer (hould not lend his helping hand to the violence of the motion: Beſides T 
muſt ſay, new Miniſters of State probably would caft off old objects; and conſe- 
quently your concernments could not be but neglected; eſpecially when expence 
and trouble muſt infallibly accompany the enterprize , being at the beſt hazzardable, 
ra the 2 . ur for me Movin : Wherefore, dear Madam, baniſh 
from your thoughts thele unhappy paſſions, that lay you open to a further revenge, 
< poſſibly reſiſt with any ſafety; when of Too contrary , by a wiſe com- 
pliance in the Favourites purpoſe, you may fortunately break the knot of the alli- 
ance with Hercrombretas, that in a manner now deters all other Princes, from giving 
your wrongs, either aſſiſtance or countenance. Although theſe and ſuch like diſ- 
.courſes ſeemed in ſome fort to work upon the Queens conſtancy.) looking on one 
fide upon her own wants, and on the other fide beholding her Childrens diſtractions, 
yet noble minded Cloria (doubring a little her Mothers fortitude, her thoughts being 
made up between a reſolved ſadneſs for her Husbands loſs, and ſolicitous care for the 
honour of her Fathers Family) in no kinde could bring her heart to allow of the pro- 
poſitions; though again the condition of her young Son, made her oftentimes with 
a certain kinde of pale doubt, tremhje at the very apprehenſion of her fate; this 
cauſed her not ſeldom to ſhed multitudes of tears, as tributes not onely to her ſor- 
row but to her conſideration, until as it ſhould feem overmuch preſt by the feare 
authority of a Mothers priviledge to a final reſolution, at leaſtwile ſo interpreted by 
r wayering fancy, ſhe determined ſecretly to leave Syria: However not to ſeem 
over precipitate in her opinions, ſhe deſigned to make Greſes acquainted with her 
pur- 
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purpoſe, by whoſe faithful counſel as ſhe believed , ſhe might tread forth paths of 
ſome ſecurity, in the dark Labyrinth of her fortunes , wherefore one day early in the 
morning, meeting him by accident in certain Walks belonging to the Court, where 
ſhe was accuſtomed often to make her own recreations, after a very ſhort ſalute, ſhe 
began in this manner to utter her minde, (paſſion having then the greareſt pre. 
dominancy in appearance in her reſolution) but ſcarce had ſhe delivered three words, 
as it were a little cowardly falling from her firſt determination, ſhe ſtopt again 
with ſome pawſes, which were quickly followed by many tears, and thoſe at laſt 
opening the paſſages of her courage, ſhe more boldly delivered her rhoughts unto 
him. | 
Creſes, aid ſhe, the confidence I have ever had in your integriey, makes me now de. 
mand counſel of your wiſdom , in that which I could with might never be remem- 
bred; ſince as it muſt needs be an infamy to the glory of the Royal Family, ſo can- 
not the iſſue be eſteemed other wiſe then deſperate, when weak honour is to contend 
agaitiſt powerful violence: You fee how ſtrongly I am preſt to this ſecond match, 
not onely by the great Favourites ambition, that appears in a manner to ſtear the 
worlds fate, but alſo by a Mother preſſing neceſſities, that cries out for my compli. 
ance: If I yield to the deſire, I muſt quit that faith which with many proteſtations l 
intended to carry along with me ro my grave; and if I do not cogdeſcend to a new 
love, I am told young Aretbuſius pretenſions muff periſh by reaſon of my obſtinacy; 
ſince Mazarixs is as unremoveable in his aims, as uncontroulable in his power; ſo 
that a furious revenge muſt be expected, inſtead of the leaſt pacification for out reme- 
dy; followed no doubt as they pretend, by an entire obſtruction of the Queens pen- 
ſions, if not a quick baniſhment of her Perſon out of all the Kings Dominions, ac- 
cording to thoſe accords lately made with Hercrombrotus fortunes ; beſides as not 
the leaſt terrour to my thoughts, you know my little Son, doth not onely depend up- 
on this State for his future juriſdiction over the Iſland of Cyprus, but a great part of 
his hereditary Territories, lies within the heart of the Syrian Kingdom : Theſe per- 
plexities dear Creſes do accompany Narciſſuss unhappy Widow, who notwithſtand- 
ing is reſolved, to pay the laſt tribute of her life to his love and memory, rather then 
ever joyn again with what greatneſs ſoever , notwichftanding any advantages can be 
offered to my preſent condition: wherefore all I have to ſay more is, that if I remain 
ſtill in this Court without ſatisfying the Favourites deſire, I muſt not onely ſubject my 
ſelf to all the affronts can poſſibly be invented to my diſgrace and vexation , but re- 
turning again to my own Countrey , my Mother. in. law will proſecute my intereſt 
with a new power and ſpleen ; nothing having hitherunto kept her thoughts in any 
decorum of temper, but the meer opinion of my near deſcent from the Syrian blood; 
to all theſe difficulties as a councellour I require your advice, and as a friend, expect 
it ſhould be faithful, which obligation I promiſe ſhall never be forgotten, if Cloris, 
if ſhe mount again into any degree of conſideration , whereby to pleaſure thoſe that 
have been ſerviceable to het parcicular : With theſe words the ſweet Princeſs diſtilled 
a plentiful ſhowre of her own tears, as if the Gods intended a new refreſhment of 
thoſe walks, by ſo delicate and heavenly a moifture , proceeding from the hard occa- 
ſion of ſuch conceived injuries: But Creſes ſeemingly ſtruck alſo with an ent. 
ſible ſorrow, for a long time reſted ſilent with, water in his eyes; though on the 
bother ſide he was taken with ſome gladneſs, that in no kinde ſhe intended to enter- 
tain the motion , however he was forced to return her this onely anſwer , becauſe he 
would ſay ſomething, fearing belike too much the conſequence of the point he was 
to diſcourſe upon, without a more longer premeditation : Moſt excellent Princeſs, 
ſaid he, as the difficulties you have mentioned, ſeem to be of a nature beyond the 
reach of my capacity to reſolve, when not ongly Crowns, but your own ſacred per- 
ſon (to be valued more then they) are in queſtion, ſo the ſervices that I have vowed 
to your ſelf and Royal Family are ſufficient teſtimonies , that I ſhall ever eſteem my 
- ſelf, but a baſe and contemptible ſacrifice, to be offered upon the altar of your plea- 
ſure, when you ſhall command any thing to be obeyed : Notwithanding in theſe 
exipencies your nobleagd? wiſe Mother (according to my apptehenſion) * — 
| | tte 
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ſitteſt Oracle to be conſulted, before you derettnitie any courſe or reſolution , as a 
od to the action: Cloria howevet flit could not much finde fault, with the dif. 
cttet and reſerved precaution , of the moſt faithful and ever eſteemed affeRionite 
Creſes, yet by thoſe conſequences ſhe might very well perceive his opinion, concern- 
ing che dungerous condition of het affairs , ſo that when (he had walked ſome few 
rites more in the Garden (in the interim not entertaining him with diſcourſes) ſhe 
made ſome haſte towards her own lodgings , where after a while, being retired into 
che moſt ſolitary part of her chamber, having firſt commanded all her fervants to ſe- 
veral imployments, her melancholly apprehenſion, ftamed theſe fanties in her imagi- 
nation, which broke out alſo into — expteſſions. | | 
{loria, C1714, faid ſhe, the moſt unfortunate creature of all thy generation, ſince 
no region tan bring ſettlement to thy thoughts, or pretended friendfhips true enougli 
to ſecure thy actions; Mothers being won by ends from their natural indulgencies; 
and Servants never fo much obliged to be ttuſted in refoltitions : You Gods, faid ſhe, 
whit her (hall innocent intentions flye for ſuctour, ot a religious faith purchaſe eſta- 
bliſhment: Then taking a fmabf pow ſe had in het boſome, belonging co her dear 
Lord, after fore tears had paid rhe firſt ſacrifice to that lively repreſencation, ths 
added theſe ſayings to her former diſcotirſe : With hat eyes of pitty and compaſſſon 
can thy noble ſoat (aid ſhe, look do- from the higheſt heavens , at thy [loria's paſt 
ſotrow, if ſhe ſhould now entertain ne Nuptials, with a man that is as far ſhort of 
thy admirable worch', as his birth is below thy glorious extractions? Shall choſe 
bleſt ſympathies (ac out fitſt inceryiew) created in our mindes by ſome powerful in- 
ftaence, onely intended for eternity, be thus violentiy ſevered for nothinp but to 
compaſs ſome few humatie reſpects? which notwithſtanding either envy or jealouſie 
may deftroy , thougli gteatneſs atidaurhority thould continue; when promiſes and 
conditions would be as little regarded, as confent and compliance in the deginaitig 
was eaſily obtained; No, no, Clia, as vertue and conſideration made thee in the 
beginning, the beloved Wife of brave and heroical Varciſſus, 16 let tlie ſame fotti- 
rude and affection, continue thee ill victoriots à gainſt all malicious a ſlaults tõ the 
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contrary, leaving Jia to its glory, as thy ſelf co adverfe fortune; in which adven- 
ture thou ſnalt but accottipatly thy Brocher Aretha in bis fatè, whole blood and 
worth hath not yet gained him a competent reſpeck ia the Cotiticels of Damaſc us, 
either to render him powerful to contend againſt His entity Hererombrorys, or to 
ftee his perſon from the ignominy of an unkinde baniffitnietr, Gr of that very place, 
were be deſerved to have moſt inteteſt. Although the Princeſs C loria after cheſe 
paſſions utrered, determined ſpeedily to put in execution, what her fancy rather coli- 
 ttived, then her judgement premeditated, ſince a ſecret flight without her Mothers ap. 
probation, would Have tauſed a danger, if not a wonder ; yer the ſudden arrival of 
Pbilogenia the Scythian Queen, at che great City of Damaſewus, gave neteſſatily ſome 
inretruption to her determination; not onely for that it was imagined he was ſent 
from the Arch. Flamin of Delphos, to ſolicit the r peace, but alſo in tegard all 
per ſons of quality were to give her reception: The triumphs belonging to this Lady 
were performed with extraordinary ceremony, until at laſt they brought her reſolu- 
tion to give a viſit to Hyacinthia the Queen, ſwett C ria being then in her company: 
When many diſcourſes had paſt between them of trivial natutes, at leaſtwiſe ſo 
eſteemed by choſe whoſe thoughts were buſied alwayes about other ſolicicationg,, at 
laſt in a more ſerious manner, ſhe uttered this language to Philopenia ; Madam, ſaid 
ſhe, as the greatneſs of your fame, makes all the World cat their eyes upon your per- 
ſon, thinking to finde out miracles inſtead of ordinary commendations, in thoſe 
rertues you have purchaſed both by birth and education; yet nothing in my opinion 
ſeems more to contribute to your honour , then the long journey at preſent you 
have taken 0 it is conceived) to make ſome union between che two exaſperated Prin- 
ces, whoſe long contention hach ſo much diſturbed and impoveriſhed all Aſia; in 


which work I muſt cell you, you ſhall not onely render the immortal Gods moſt emi- 
nent fervice, by mee, current to ſo much blood and ſlaughter, bur procure 
the prayers of many dilc 


onſolated Princes, whoſe oppreſſions continue in a high 
mea- 
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meaſure, by reaſon of theſe differences: Philogenia belike not expecting ſuch a pub. 
lick overture, ſtood for ſome time without any Reply, but her wit being eſteemed ex- 
cellent, and her ambition too great to ſtudy any thing long for an anſwer, made hafte 
to return this language. ; 

Moſt mighty Queen, ſaid ſhe, if by the reflection of your beauty and merits, 1 


| can gain ſome eſteem among the common people, it is a favour I ſhall onely covert to 


enjoy, when as my own endowments both in perſon and underſtanding, are ſo poor 
and barren, that I muſt beſeech your authority onely, to keep me from reproach and 
ignominy amongſt the better ſort, who I fear without ſuch a powerful help, will 
carce be perſwaded to that indulgent charity in. my behalf: But for. my employ. 
ment, although I cannot brag of any large Commiſſion from the holy Flamis of 
Delþhos, as perhaps not judging me capable of ſuch a ſervice , wherein is concerned 
both the Gods honour, and moſt Princes ſafety, yet have 1 vowed all my endeavours 
co ſo bleſt a purpoſe, wherein the ſurviving Family of good and great Euarchus, muſt 
have a principal ſhare in my thoughts and induſtry. | 1 8 
As theſe Complements ſoon parted the two Queens, Hyacinthia to a larger conſi- 
derationof her encreaſing troubles, and chan Wage the further proſecution of her 
journey, ſo began Cloria anew to reflect upon her own condition, which cauſed ber 
for ſome weeks to tols over many uncertainties in her unquiet boſome and although 
in the beginning, her paſſionate apprehenſions made her ſomething violent, to quit 
Syriain a diſguized poſture, unknowa to all her friends; yet upon better recolledi. 
on, (he thought it a ſafer way, both for her voyage and reputation, to contrive ſome 
feigned Letter from her Brother Arethuſius, now remaining, as ſhe heard, in the 
Countrey of Pamphilia, as if his indiſpolition in health, had conjured her perſonall 
preſence with all expedition, whereby to render him ſatisfied in many things belong- 
ing to them both: In this adventure ſhe deſigned Creſes for her Companion, t 
no man living had a harder part to act, between his unwilling truſt and her feared 
jealouſie; for if he waved Mararius Intereſt, he doubted Arethuſius ruine; and if 
he loſt (loria's favour, all the world beſides was nothing to his thoughts; howerer 
he determined to deceive neither; for as his admiration of the princeſſe per- 
fections, withheld him inwardly from wiſhing ſucceſs to his obligation, ſo was it 
ſufficient in his opinion, that he had once moved the bufineſs ; therefore from hence 
forward intended to be onely paſſive: This reſolution in ſome ſort quieted Creſes 
imagination, until a few Ceremonies with a ſmall train had fet them both free from 
the City of Damaſcus, whilſt the reſt of Cloria's company were commanded in her 
abſence to other employments ; but although the importunity of their journey, bad 
ſufficiently diverted many troubleſome thoughts, from the now more ſettled minde 
of faithful Creſes, yet in the way he held it not amiſs, to entertain the Princeſs with 
this manner of diſcourſe, and the rather for that he was not fully ſatisfied , that be 
had formerly contented ber expeRation, concerning thoſe complaints ſhe had made 
unto him, belonging to the propounded match of young Manchinus the Favourites 
Nephew : Madam, ſaid he, as it ſhould ſeem ſome bleſſed fate hath now provided for 
your Councels, which your moſt fairhful ſervant durſt not well adventure to offer, 
lieving the higheſt Heavens would alwayes have a ſpecial care over your laudable 
purpoſes, ſo much tending to the immortal Gods honour ; yet now if mortals. may 
take leave to judge of things meerly divine, in that they concern the ſafety of your 


noble Family, the courſe you have taken for your own advantage, cannot be better- 


ed by any alteration, ſince as accident, or rather may it be termed neceſſity, ſeemeth 
at preſent to call you from the Syrian Court, ſo cannot the great Favourite finde 
fault with deſign, but chance, coneerning your abſence; in which interim you have 
leaſure and commodity ſufficient by your dear Brothers advice, to contrive not one- 
ly your own ſafety and your ſons welfare, but alſo his and your Mothers future pro- 
ſperity, not being ſubje& to be preſt beyond conveniency, whereby to fall upon pre- 
cipitations, nor forced in your perſon to become diſtaſteful to mighty powers; for 
liberty (no doubt) is the moſt eſſential part of worldly felicity. The Princeſs a little 
ſmiling at Creſes complements, (not otherwiſe to be elteemed as ſhe thought, ſince 

| it 
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in the — he appeared ſo cautious in his advice, when her thoughts were more 
burthened then at the preſent) after a ſhort pauſe made him this reply, ſavouring 
ſomething of reproof, though much of confidence. C veſes, ſaid ſhe, you do well 
co varniſh over your preſent truſt with quaint language, ſeeing the time was once, 
when either your courage or your fidelity gave cauſe ſufficient of ſuſpicion; if nor 
of condemnation to jealous natures, yet that you may plainly ſee I am none of that 
number, let it ſuffice you receive pardon concerning your laſt fears, accompanied alſo 
with theſe reaſons, that as gratitude to the Favourites benefits is a vertue you ought 
alwayes to preſerve in your intentions, eſpecially when you might think my words 
and apprehenſions, were more governed by paſſion then conſideration ; ſo have you 
now an abſolute confirmation of my forgiveneſs by this journey: Creſes though he 
ſeemed extream joyful to be ſo probably aſſured of her opinion, (for that love can- 
not be ſatisfied with any doubts) yer nevertheleſs to render her ſtill more confident of 
his faith, he caſt forth a world of other proteſtations; but the Princeſs being rather 
wearied by his abundant expreſſions, then chat his words could have altered her be- 
lief, if her own judgement had not approved the teſtimony, willed him to leave off 
thoſe impertinencies, ſince her declared ſatisfaction in point of honour, was ſufficient 
to quiet his minde in that particular, although ſhe had not brought him out of Sy. 
ria1n her Company, as the ſtrongeſt argument of her continued favour : Cloria was 
deſirous to put off this manner of diſcourſe for the preſent, yet having the main 
matter of her Brothers Affairs, more ſollicitous in her minde, (nature ever pointing 
at what moſt it covets either to obtain or prevent) ſhe wiſht Creſes to inform her, 
concerning the Favourites chief purpoſes, according to any knowledge himſelf hath 
procured by attendance ; however ſhe did not believe, as ſhe ſaid, he was accuſtomed 
to acquaint many with his moſt ſecret deſigns, 

Truly Madam, ſaid he, as you are abſolutely in the right, to think that very few 
are intruſted with the deep myſteries of his boſome, ſince Stateſmen for the moſt 
part fear ſiniſter interpretations upon their beſt intentions, ſo ſhall I according to 
your commands by my own little skill, make you acquainted with ſomething, though 
perhaps more what I fancy, then what I can read of him by any certain learning; 
for natures being various, conjectures muſt be uncertain ; bur: if I may judge, the 

higheſt flames in the world of ambition, predominant in his diſpoſition , though 
ſcarce co be eſteemed a fault, as he believes, by ſuch ſpirits as are worthy of eminenc - 
employments; which I cannot deny but carries him on often, to thoſe actions that 
appears not authentical enough to common underſtandings, at leaſtwiſe to men 
eſteemed more juſt then wiſe, who know better the ſtrict rules of right, then take the 
pains to examine the reaſon of things, that are not to be known but by the inward 
conſcience of the parties tranſacting; ſot as what is done however good and not 
well meant, cannot in any kinde be meritorious, ſo the contrary perhaps with a 
perſwaded integrity, may ſometimes defend people from the guilt of errour, and at 
the worſt makes them leſs criminal, ſince ambition is not alwayes a fin, but comming 
 actomparnied with too much violence, or ſome premeditated injury: *Tis certainly 
ſeen, that Mararius bath continued a war to the exceſſive prejudice of all ef, 
whereby Countreys are impoveriſhed, and Families ruined ,” befides the hazzard of 
the D-/phin Religion: But whether his motives are chiefly to maintain bis Maſters 
Rights, or advance his on glory, the queſtion muſt reſt undetermined, ſince Titles 
are often pretended to procure other ends, with onely a better ſeeming face of Ju- 
ſtice to ſatisfie other appetites not altogether lawful in themſelves, though in my 
opinion, where the dammage doth much exceed the benefit, the extremity cannot 
well be juſtified by a religious obligation. f 3 

*Tis true, replied C/oria, if it ſhould be lawful for a little gain, to diſturb multi- 
tudes of people, the cure would be much worſe then the diſeaſe; eſpecially when 
innocents of both ſides were ſure infinitely to ſuffer , let the right or the occaſion be 
what it will; and conſequently of a moſt dangerous nature to diſturb ancient poſſeſ- 
fions upon light grounds: But I ſhould be glad, ſaid ſhe, to underſtand more parti- 
tularly rhe differences between our great King of 1 and the mighty of 
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Egypt, ſince various conjectuses are made concerning each of their proceedings; 
however in nature there can be but one right; and though ignorance I muſt confeſs 
oftentimes may be a ſufficient plea, yet never but where the circumſtances are either 
well — or elſe poſſible to be underſtood, | 

Madam, replyed Creſes, the beſt way to underſtand the pretentions of both theſe 
Kiogs, is tolay down methodically what each Countrey ſayes for it ſelf; in the firſt 
place the Egyptian: affirm, that notwithſtanding Orontes might have a good title in 
the War (which however they will in no caſe grant) yet in diſturbing the general 
peace of Aſia with blood and ſlaughters, againſt a States long poſſeſſion alſo united 
with him in one alliance, and the ſame Religion, is a crime ſufficient , to render the 
Gods diſpleaſed with the action; eſpecially when a friendſhip is required on the 
other fide, by all the demonſtrations of love and affeRion , can be deſired by free 
and abſolute Princes ; and furthermore ro make good the difference in ſucceſs, as 
well as in contention, it is alledged, that the great Favourite Maxarius, not ſeldom 
makes uſe of the greateſt enemies to the faith and practice of the Arch. Flamin of 
Delphes, whereby to become more powerful in his deſigns , in the interim delivering 
over to their juriſdiction, the beſt Towns and Territories he conquers in the Coun. 
trey of Pamphylia, whereby as the Zgyprians lay , the true Worſhip of the Gods is 
in apparent danger to be Joſt, and deſtroyed in that Region, where never before any 
of that practice had being or ſubſiſtance; ſo that neceſſarily in time the Subjects of 
Pamphylia, muſt either be perverted in their belief, or tormented in their perſons, - 
being not able to endure ſubjeRion under a Government, that would have alwayes 
when they pleaſed, ſtrength enough to compel them to their opinions, though never 
underſtanding or will ſafficient in themſelves to be converted, notwithſtanding any 
perſwaſion, or reaſon could be offered to their conſideratipn; in that both the ma- 
ximes and benefits belonging to misbelievers, will alwayes thruſt them on to be as 
well cruel as obſtinate: On the other ſide, the Syrian maintain, that as the Zgyprias 
Kings have alwayes aimed at the ſole Empire of the world, to the endangering, if 
not ſubyerſion of leſſer Principalities and Juriſdictions, ſo do they nouriſh at preſent; 
nothing but rebellions and factions within the very heart of Oronres Kingdom, reſu- 
ling any accord at all, unleſs obſtinate Condoroſas be abſolutely reſtored, to bis offices 

dignities within the Countrey and Dominions of Syria; notwithſtanding his 

ſtubborn and violent contentions 2 his King, wants both ſubmiſſion and aſſu. 
rance, neceſſary ſor ſo great a truſt and confidence, belonging to his future obedi- 
ence ; which as it is thought moſt ſtartles the Favourites fears, doubting that Princes 
friends, and knowing his ſpirit, two eſſential points to. be conſidered for his own 
proper ſafety ; for if hy admittance without any reſtriction be ſhould. get power, 
tis known he is irreconcilable by the unrelenting condition of his nature. being a man 
ſo full of honour in bis own perſon, that he cannot poſſibly forget injuries done to 
himſelf by another: Theſe Madam 1 may ſay, are either the pretences, or realitics 
of both Nations, whereupon depends the. main differences of their contention, 
The Princeſs little ſmiling at this diſcourſe told him, that ſhe believed he had yet 
omitted the greateſt cauſe of the continued War, though at the beginning peshaps = 
other reaſons made the breach: Creſes ſeeming willing to underſtand any thing of 
information that ſhould proceed from ſuch dainty lips, Cloria quickly Ane 
particulars, however with a pretty kinde of careleſs expreſſion, that although it want- 
ed the formalities of Method, yet ſhewed by the manner of her language, that ſhe 
22 knew both the conſequence of the matter, and an order ſufficient for the 
relation. | 

Creſes, ſaid ſhe, as I will not challenge to my ſelf the learning, or knowledge of 
political rules, which for the moſt part are framed in the working brains of ambi- 
rious Satefmen, though oftentimes ſet in action more by craſt then boneſty , yet give 
me leave to inform you of two other principal matters, that perchance carry as great 
an influence in the continued differences , as thoſe things you have already named : 
The one is thoſe promiſes and tyes of honour, which the Syrian. State pretends to 


have made with the Prince of Carthage, when he poſſeſt himſelf at firſt of that Ter- 
| | ritory, 
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titory; belonging to his pretended right, that the former Kings of Egypt may years 
. byſtrong he: withheld from his juriſdiction, which Oroxres dar, err Þ. ron 
ended within the Treaty of Peace, or elſe to be at liberty himſelf nottvithſtand · 
g any agreement, to aſſiſt that Countrey in matters of War and Contention : 
other of a more ſecret and conjectural nature, ſince the Councel of. Syria will 
' ſcarce ſeem to own the intention; and that is, Oris now King of Egypt, having no 
children , but one onely Daughter, that in all probability muſt be his Kingdo 
Heir, both the Queen and MAatarius would procure the match for the young King 
of Syria, which the pride of the Egypriass will not hear of; in regard that if their 
own Prince ſhould dye without more iſſue, their Dominion neceſſarily muſt come 
under the Syrian power and ſubjection; a Government that neither their diſpoſiti. 
ons, nor their ſpirits can indure, in reſpect of thoſe high Antipathies in bumours 
and education between the two Nations. Moſt excellent Princeſs, replyed Creſes, 
41 will not brag much of my own intelligence, to have as yet reached this laft my- 
ſtery of State, ſo cannot my ſaney otherwiſe then meet with the ſame reaſon , more 
eſpecially coming from your admired ſelf; ſince the ambitions of the great Fa- 
vourite are known, alwayes to aim at extraordinary periods: ſo that I muſt con- 
clude; the intended match is an occaſion, likelier to fortifie the pretentions of War; 
then to procure « laſting friendſhip; ſince it cannot be but a very difficult work, to 
bring the Egyptian thoughts to undergo what ſub jection ſoever to the Syrian Nati- 
on; being a people of all others molt enflamed with appetites of honour, and ſo 
conlequently will rather chuſe to marry the young Lady to one of Artaxis family, 
then to Orontes, whereby ſtill to rexain an unity between the two Countries of S gypt 
and Armenia, the convenienter to oppoſe alwayes the growing greatneſs of the 
Kingdom of Syria, that lieth between both Dominions, envy being the moſt pre- 
dominate humour, that for the moſt part goverm the actions of Princes, in matter 
of equality of power; neither at all times doth contracted marriages, hinder jealou- 
ſies procuted by reaſon of National quarrels, and ſeldom make friendſhips of a con- 
fiqent nature, when ſubjection thereby are feared q eſpecially where the reputation 
of the party that undergoes the hazzard, is ſure to be leſſeged in opinion: But 
' - the aſſurance either given or expeRed, replyed Cloris, will conſiſt, iu that the 
Syrians muſt diſavow all title to the Crown of Egypt, though accident Thould 
caſt the ſucceſſion by iniſsitance to their right, though not into their power. 
O Madam ſaid Creſes, theſe conditions will alwayes be diſputable, if Prince: 
linde their power at any time ſufficient to contend ; Swords being likelier to plead 
the cauſe then Piper : Beſides it is in ſome ſort a maxime belonging to the La of 
Nations; that fundamentals of States and Empires cannot be given away, or altered 
. from the uſual courſe of ſucceſſion, by any preſent Governours in poſſeſſion, ſince 
the people as well as the Prince, have a right and intereſt in the change, being not to 
be transferred in their ſubjection; for that the promiſe of obedience upon the firſt in- 
Kicution of any Commonwealth or Dominion, was upon ſuch condition then agreed 
opon; therefore not juſtly alterable but by conſent, not onely of the whole body, 
but of the ſucceeding heirs of each party: *Tis true, ſometimes Countries gained by 
conqueſt, are forced from thoſe priviledges, where oppreſſions and tyranny prevails; 
homever in ſuch caſes alſo, for che molt part, either old contracts are confirmed, of 
new' agreements made, before the Subjects can be brought to any willing and quiet 
obedience ; towards the ſatisfaction of their new Lord. But what anſwer faid the 
Vrinceſs, can you give to the other obſtacle I mentioned concerning the King of Car- 
:thagez Title or Intereſt: Verily m, replyed Creſes, I conceive it to be almoſt 
of as difficult a nature to be compoſed as the former, ſince as that Prince would be 
extreamly unwilling to fall again under his old maſters juriſdiction, having already to 
the uttermoſt of his power, exaſperated his ſpleen, by many hoſtile contentions, which 
probably cannot be forgotten, when the means and the opportunity for a revenge is 
offered; ſo of the other fide continual jealouſies will alwayes ſtir up the reſolution 
of him in command, either by the envy or ftattery'of others to quit himſelf totally 
of his fears ; beſides it muſt be remembred , __ dominion is ſeldome quitted my

As they drew nearer to the place from ence: it ſeemed to proceed , they might 
behold a natural Grotto, made up without any art at all, by the oppoſition onely-of

ny Complementscomn the excellency of her inuſick, leaving the myſtery of 
her expreſſions to other interpretations: This with other variety of diſcourſe em- 
ploes the time, until the coolneſs of the evening invited them to take a more c. 
modiom entertainment at the Caſtle, according to the nature of the Ladies coutteſie:

remained, until by the Lady again ſhe was invited to ſupper, that appeared to be ſer- 
ved up with greater ſtate and plenty, then riches or curioſity ; ſince delicacies belong 
more to Courts and Cities, then to Charity and Hoſpitality ; however the whole ap- 
peared ſo well ordered, chat the Cooks had art enough to render the diſhes good and 
wholeſome, though neither exquiſite nor affected; rather pretending to ſuffice na- 
ture then to compel it, (according to the bereditary cuſtome of that family) more 
proper for heroical thoughts and noble actions: Nevertheleſs the Wine appeared to 
the taſte both excellent and ſpiritful, being a creature moderately uſed, of moſt ca.

My Ladies, name ſaid he, is Amarilia, ſomething unfortunate I cannot deny in her 
beauty; alchougb Daughter and Heir to a great Lord of the Countrey of Pamphy- 
lia, ſince her riches might have match her to the beſt marriage of theſe parts, if am- 
bition had not coo much prevailed upon her youth and diſpolition ; but that meeting 
with a prepoſterous courtſhip, from one of a much higher degree, whoſe preſent plea. 
ſure belixe was his principal end, hath caſt her back into an intricate Labyrinth, mix- 
ed wich a little diſgrace, but more diſcontent; I do not doubt but you have heard of 
a certain Prince named Aſtratius, whoſe oppreſſions at the firſt by Philoſtros the Sy- 
rian Favourite, put him upon ſuch uncertain and deſpejare enterprizes, that at laſt li- 
ving in a manner wholly by his wits, or at leaſtwiſe ſo making his precenſions , when 
perhaps it was the appetites of his nature, he began to profeſs couzening of others, 
as bjmſelf had been cheated, both out of his honour and eſtate, to be a tollerable 
decorum, though his practices were yet known to very few , much leſs ſuſpected by

Inthis poſture and wich ſuch thoughts (having been before called into this Coun- 
trey with a flying Army, toward the aſſiſtance of the King of Egypt) be came to 
the Town where my Lady lived, and by that conſequence , ſhe became quickly .the 
object of all his courtſhips, ſince her beauty belt took his fancy, if his quality did not 
her reſpects; and to that purpoſe moſt violently ſolicited her to marriage which ſhe 
entertained ; *Tis true, fame in ſome ſort made him the Husband of another Wife, 
which notwithſtanding he denyed with ſo many proteſtations accompanied alſo by 
many probable reaſons, that youth enflamed by ambition, either could not, or was 
not. willing. to be perſwaded , that any thing but truth and ſweetneſs of diſpoſition, 
could be contained in a body, made up wich ſo many perfections of nature and 
Though theſe Nuptials were privately conſumated between themſelves, yet after- 
' ha ſeeming authority publiſhed the act, wherefore ſo lived together in the open 

ace of the world, with all the ſplendour could be imagined : But the former pre- 

tended Wife of Aſtratius, coming after a while to the intelligence, (perhaps more 
diſpleaſed with the election, then enamoured of his perſon, ſince nothing is apter to 
prope a womans ſpleen, then to have the competition of her worth, publickly de- 
cided to her diſadvantage) with all violence could be expreſt made a journey into the 
Kingdom of Syria; where, however ſhe had inſtructed her thoughts with ſufficient. 
matter for complaints, as being right heir of her Hushands Principality, and married. 
in her youth before an open aſſembly , yet the Syrians State more joyfully received 
the occaſion, not onely for that they might with better colour continue the poſſeſſi - 

on 
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on of Aſtratius Lands, which they had purchaſed by the power and policy of dead 
Phileſtros,- but alſo in regard of this new intereſt, they might have the likelier means 
to diſturb him from the aſliftance of the Egyptians, in whoſe Countrey he then re. 
mained with competent Forces; ſo that preſently diſpatching a principal meſſenger 
ro the Arch-Flamin of Delphos, they required juſtice from his authority , being a 
ſcandal as they pretended, that might prove of a moſt dangerous conſequence, to the 
rights and title of all Aa, if perſons of ſuch quality ſhould be permitted, thus to 
break the bands of their firſt Nuptials, and contract others onely to ſatisfie their own 
fancies; beſides the contempt of his power (as they ſaid) and the Temples ſacred 
Laws prophaned , would be an occafion to fill the world with nothing bur ſlaughters 
and contentions, when by this example the rights and ſucceſſions concerning moſt 
governments and inberitances might come to be diſputed : *Tis true, the danger with 
the ſolicitation of the Syria» Ambaſſadour, quickly enflamed the thoughts of that 
jealous Court, with divers diſtruſtful apprehenſions: Firſt, in regard Aſtratius act 
ſeemed to thwart the ſettled cuſtome of the Temple, eſtabliſhed for ſo long a time, 
under the unqueſtionable juriſdiction of the great City of Deiphos: Next in that the 
precedent appeared to ftrike at the unſettlement of many other Princes in their Do- 
minions, being ſpbjeR to be overthrown in their proſperity, if other Nuptials ſhould 
privately be contracted at the pleaſure of every inconſtant lover, that could not 
want pretences to change the object of their affections, when either profit orſuft 
moved the queſtion; ſo that inſtantly iſſuing out a rigid injunction concerning my 
Ladies marriage, both Aſtratius and Amarillia were commanded to be ſeparate one 
from the other, until the full judgement of the cauſe, (ſhould be given ſolemnly, it 
that moſt high and ſacred Court. | 

But however this command appeared too peremptory to be diſobeyed by what 
perſons of quality ſoever, in regard a ſeeming curſe depended upon the obſtinacy; 
yet their loves being ſo intimately united between themſelves, and as they thought 
confirmed by the general approbation of all the people, they notwithſtanding for. 
bore not their private meetings; which although perhaps it more engaged their af. 
fections, yet certainly it eſtranged them farther from the Gods favour , ſince obedi.

fered, and a diſcreet temper more worth then the beſt of paſſions, Theſe things! 
muſt confeſs I ſhould not relate, bur that they are already ſufficiently known to the 
world; ſome years after theſe enterchanges of love paſſages, Aſtratius of a ſudden, 
whether being over-tired-with his pleaſures, believing my Lady decayed in her beau- 
ty, or rather like a cunning politician, preferring his ends before his affection, not- 
withſtanding he till made uſe of Amarilia's eſtate to ſupply his occaſions , by de- 
grees waved her company, until at laſt he gave her not the leaſt viſit, although they 
both continued in one Town; pretending nevertheleſs by his open profeſfions, that 
his heart was wholly hers, however for the advantage of each, he was content in 
ſome ſort to ſhew tha contrary. Thus diſſembling Aſtratius carried the out. ſide ot 
his countenance, before the face of the multitude, however his covetous diſpoſition 
in the interim, made him receive the whole benefit of my Ladies fortunes, not leaving

What the Tranſactions were in thoſe parts, I ſuppoſe you may better know them 
theo my ſelf, ſince your young King Arerhuſius (as I have been infor med) in thoſe 
| ſervices was employed, although not perſonalſy to fight in Orontost quarrel, (as being 
eſteemed ſomething below his dignity) nevertheleſs to make ſome beneficial: agree- 
ment with Aſtratius forthe Syrian Intereſt, inſomuch as preſently he was obliged 
to leave the Countrey; however ungrateful Matarius bath ſince ſo ill requited the 
ſuvours of your young Prince, as himſelf is now forced to quit that Kingdom, the 
better to give way to thoſe conditions of peace, which are made with Herctombrotus 
the Lydian General; though Aſtratius be alſo extreamly exaſperated, for being the 
principal occaſion, why be left Syria, with his whole Army, remaining then in a po. 
face, capable to have reſtored him again to his own poſſeſſions. S003 F 
As I would not haye you to wonder, from what intelligence I come to have theſe 
informations, in regard the frequent exclamations of Condoreſi (now remaining as 
you bave heard in theſe patts) are ſufficient to paint out the actions of Marius 
in the worſt colours, ſo will I no further trouble your thoughts with impertinences; 
but concerning thoſe paſſages that do belong to the body of the ſtory I am to re- 
late; and therefore ſhall be ſilent in the conditions, which were agreed upon between 
Orontes and Aſtratius, when the Rebellion was moſt hot in the Kingdom of Syria, 
procured by Condoroſus oppoſition, though pretended chiefly to be, in regard of the 
unlimited Juriſdiction was caſt upon the great Fayoutite, whereby the Princes of the 
blood were intollerably injured and ſuppreft, both in their fortunes and power, to 
the apparent diſhonour of all Syria, and ſcandal of other Nations; however no 
ſooner was Afratins again returned into theſe Countreys of Pampbilia, but the mar- 
riage between him and Amarillia was diſſolved, by a publick decree from the City of 
Delphos, iſſuing out (as cwas thought) the eaſier, by reaſon of the then late agtee- 
ment made in Syria; for that Aſtratius being in the Town of Damaſcus be fre- 
quent iy viſited his former wife, who for the preſent there remained. 9112 
you may very well imagine, this fatal judgement almoſt rent aſſunder the tender 
(and I hope innocent) heart of my Lady and Miſtreſs, whoſe courage at the firſt ' 
| hearing of the news, was not able to contend againſt her paſſions, (women being vio- 
ent in all their actions) yet ir was not long before the Gods, alſo ſhewed evident 
marks againſt Aſtratius diſloyalties: For quarrels beginning to. ariſe between him 
and Condoroſus, not onely for precedency in dignity , but ſuſpitions of friendſhip ; 
this State doubting his correſpondency with the Syrian Kingdom, in regard of the 
late accord he had made ſuddenly to acquit thoſe wars, of a ſudden cauſed him to be 
impriſoned, to the no ſmall amazement of the whole. Countrey; beſides at the ſame 
time they alſo ſeized upon both his money and his Jewels; to the King of Egypts uſe: 
This unexpected Tranſaction is at preſent Amaerilia's greateſt happineſs, fince as 
alt difgraces are encreaſed, by a neceſſity of dependency upon thoſe who have occa- 
ſioned them; ſo on the other ſide, it muſt needs be the beſt conſolation to a ſuffering 
| perſon, to be at laſt let looſe from thoſe obligations, which certainly renders a ge- 
perous ſpirit, either ſomething pleaſed, or altogether facisfied, SLE 
Dis true, thoſe paſſages have produced theſe effects in the general, that although 
the Favourite AMaxarius bath often invaded the poor Countrey of Pamphilia, with 
moſt powerful Armies, yet the valorous ſpleen of Condoroſus, hath given him many 
deſperate defeats; not onely to the diſcontent, but the diſgrace of the Syrian Nati- 
on: inſomuch as they have been forced ſince to call in the Lydians to their aſſiſtance, 
doth by lea and land, which is the occaſion that Deorcas is now beſieged with their 
joynt powers; the ſucceſs at preſent being expected by all ſorts of people, as a con- 
 Tquence whereupon depends, either the good or ill of this Principality. 
But again to return to my ſtory of Aſtratius, there being not much behind —_

that by vertue may challenge a reſpect, or may advantage her pretentions; of which 
number I ſuppoſe your Lady to be eminent, having ſo near a relation to that gallant 
(though injured) Prince Arethuſius, whoſe valour is not better underſtood in the 
; 2 his company is acceptable to the poor ſubjects of the Countrey of Pan- 
pbilia. 1 | | _ 
Truly, replied Creſes, (taking no notice notwithſtanding of this overture of Ci 
ria quality) as it appears to me by your relation, the greateſt part of your difficul- 
ties are — the heavens have removed the obſtacle moſt obſtructive, by the 
death of Aſtratius former wife; ſo cannot now any thing hinder (acording to my 
apprebenſion) the Lady Amarillia, from compaſſing the height of her wiſhed felici- 
ties; O Sir, ſaid che ſteward, in that you are miſtaken; for beſides the inconſlant 
fancies of 4ſtratius, which I have already mentioned to be of no ſmall concernment 
to our affairs, eſpecially in one who onely governs his actions by his appetites, there 
is ſomething elſe may prove more powerful, then all the tyes either ſacred or moral, 
can be imagined to hinder our ſuit, which is, that the Syrian Nation being already in 
poſſefiion af his whole Countrey, will be loath a Subjects heir, belonging to the Do- 
minion of Egypt, ſhould ſo much as be in competition for that Government, lying 
fo near the borders of the Syrian Monarchy, without themſelves have at leaſtwiſe a 
particular intereſt in the preſent owner, | 
But notwithſtanding theſe reaſons may carry with them ſome kinde of deſpaits in 
my Ladies thoughts, (however womens defires for the moſt part aretoo violent, to 
be thwarted by ordinary objeRions ; yet other hopes there are, in regard of the late 
and unexpected death of Artaxes great King of Armenia, whoſe: natural Subject 
my Lord Aſtratius was; ſo that by reaſon of the vacancy of that Empire, all the 
Princes in a manner of Aſia are ſummoned to make a new election, whereby the 


better to reſiſt the ſtrong power of the Perſian Monarchy, whoſe ſpleen and ambi- 
tion 
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tion to bave-dominion in that Countrey of Armenia, bath not onely been formerly 
| feared; but is now much douhted, conſidering the War he hach at the preſent made 
with other bordering States, begun by him both upon unjuſt and light ↄccuſions-; 
wherefore in this expected aſſembly, there will not onely be means for all diſtręſſed 
perſons of quality, to be heard and righted in their reaſonable complaints, of which 
- number my Lady Amarillia muſt needs be eſteemed worthy of a favourable audience; 
but alſo Aſtratius himſelf will be releaſed out of priſon, whereby to be aſſiſtant in 
that High Court of Honour and Dignity; before which Tribunal it may be ſuppo- 
ſed, he will not wave thoſe contracts, that have paſſed between him and my innocent 
Lady, ſince ſuch teſtimonies of his falſhood melt appear, that of neceſſity ſhall brand 
him with marks of eternal ſhame and infamy: With theſe words the Steward roſe 
from his ſear, telling Creſes, that as he had troubled him with a- ſtory belonging ie 
his Ladies ſaddeſt poſture, ſo now if he pleaſed, they would go to finde her h 
whereby they might behold her in a more delightful temper, ſince her Lute and ſhe 
(being eſteemed relatives) could not bat joyn , in making up ſome harmony to their 
contents, which exerciſe entertained them until their return cothe Caſtle, 

However Creſes remained no longer in that commodious habitation then the night 
following, for the next morning (receiving Cloria's commands) he took his leave; 
thrult on by his own violent deſires, to enquire out the fortunes of Prince Aret huſiau, 
beſieged (as twas reported) within the ſtrong walls of Deorcas; though firſt he re- 
paired to the Town, where the evening before, the Princeſs-train were deſigned to 
lodge, whereby to diſpatch ſome of her people to her further ſervice, ſhe having al- 
ready made known her own perſon to the Lady, in whoſe noble extraction and 
tle diſpoſition Cloria began to put an abſolute confidence, both for her entertainment 
and ſecurity: But ſcarce had Creſes travelled three dayes journey, in proſecution of 
his deſigns, but arriving at a little Village about noon, he encountered with a brave 
Troop of Horſe, newly come as it was ſaid by the inhabitants; from near about 
Deorc as, where, as it ſhould ſeem they had been for ſome time quartered, to wait and 
attend upon the adventures and actions of the Siege; C veſes was more then glad at 
this encounter, hoping to hear ſome news belonging to Prince Arethuſius fortunes ; 
wherefore that night ſingling out one of the Officers, after having informed him 
who he was, as alſo of his near relations to the young King of MAyſſia, deſited him it 
his leaſure would permit, or the trouble might not appear too great a favour upon ſo 
ſmall acquaintance, to be inſtructed in what appertained to all the Wars that year that 
had hapned in the Countrey of Pamphylia; whereupon the well bred Souldier not 
making any ſcruple, with much courteſie and little ceremony began in this manner. 

Sir, ſaid he, in reſpect to your perſon, as being one of that quality about your 
Prince, that may merit the knowledge of our greateſt affairs, in having dependency 
not onely upon his actions, but alſo an intereſt in his friends, whom it doth not a litz 

tle concern, I ſhall at this time diſpence a little with the rules of my own command, 

whereby the better to give you particular ſatis faction; the rather — we know our 
general Lord the King of Egypt, tenders in ſome ſort your Maſters Right, as his 
own Countreys good: Be pleaſed to know therefore, that no ſooner was Ma arius 
the beginning of this Summer, with the whole Syrian Army, fallen into Ihe very 
heart of our diſtreſſed Dominions, but the Lyaian General Hercrombrotus (accord 
ing to ſome accord made between them) appointed alſo his Admiral at Sea, with a 
competent number of Ships, to lie before the Haven Town of Deorcas ; whilſt in 
the mean time the Favourite made his circular Trenches about the whole City, unleis 
it were where the water gave them a neceſſary impediment ; inſomuch as a very few 
dayes had entirely ſhut up the place, from all poſlibility of relief, notwithſtanding 
ſome brave ſallies had been performed from within, whereby to hinder their ap- 
proaches, which not onely brought between the Souldiers many encounters of divers 
natures, but ſeveral ſlaughters were made of the beſt men of valour of either ſide. 

Theſe tranſactions I ſay, imployed both Armies for ſome weeks; Prince Arethu- 
us and Condoroſus doing wonders in the interim within the Town, as we of the other 
ide (with our flying Troops) endeavoured to give the Syrian guards in their 
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Trenches, what impediment we could; but that which proved moſt remarkable was. 
che butning of a certain work of timber, that the Lydia» Forces had erected, whetedy 
in the Haven, the better to ſecure their Fleet, from the violence of ſtorms and tem- 
peſts, having on the banks placed a mount, from whence they were accuſtomed to 
diſcharge againft'the Town, many great ſtones ;- by the heſp of a certain great En- 
gine, induſtriouſly made for that purpoſe ; in which action your brave King Ar- 
:bufiue would needs be imployed , getting in the ſervice a ſmall wound in his chigh: 
Iis true it 5 be thought ſome derogation from bis dignity, to be thus active in 


4 common Siege ; but ſuch were the inflammations of his courage againſt the Lydias 
people, hired by the Syrian Favourite in this contention , that no perfwaſions could 
work upon his nature, or rather hinder his ſpleen , ſince be would needs engage bim- 
ef in theſe hazzards, onely fit for the induſtry of perſons of meaner quality; or at 
weft, of not ſo much concernment. t 
I Thus did we hold our enemies play, as they gave us imployment, whilſt King Or. 
tet in the interim remained for his better ſafety, in a ſtrong Town upon the borders of 
his own Countrey ; whither as we have been ſince informed, came an Ambaſſador from 
Hercrombrotuv, not onely to congratulate his enterpriſes and ſucceſſes, within the he. 
reditary Territories of Pamphylia, belonging to the great Monarch of Egyp: , but 
alſo to ſtrengthen friendſhips and demand conditions, in regard of theſe new attempts 
upon the City of Deorcas, as *twas pretended, carried on the better, by reaſon of the 
Lydian Forces; alſo it was deſired, to have the Haven delivered into their poſſeſſion, 
when it ſhould be taken, with all the particular Dominions thereunto belonging, not 
che likelier to fortiſie the ſecurity agreed upon, but to increaſe the commodity 
of both Nations, fince the people of Lydia were more addicted to trading, then 
the Subjects of Syria: However ſome complements were uſed by Orontes, to con- 
tent the peremptory meſſenger, yet many arguments were diſcourſed to hinder the 
intention; for that the bonour of the Kingdom of Syria, came publickly in queſti. 
on, before ſuch Commiſſioners as were appointed to treat of that weighty buſineſs; 
but Maxarius (whoſe ſecret tranſactions, and private concernments, were ſcarce 
known to any, but to his own thoughts) not onely preſently put off all diſputes be- 
longing to that demand, but after the Town was rendred, to fend a parti. 
cular meſſenger of quality to the great City of Sardis, whereby Hercrombrotwand 
his Councel, might receive full ſatisfaction; in the interim pretending , cwas no po- 
licy of State, to diſturb buſineſſes in their proſecution , by unneceſſary contentions, 
whenthe leaſt interruption, mighe perhaps deprive both parties of the power, ſecing 
the Souldiers within thoſe fortifications, appeared to be moſt obſtinate in their 


defence. 

As the Ambaſſadour was forced to be content with theſe reaſons, ſo did not the 
Court ſeem to contradict Ma xarius will, knowing his decrees , were judgements re- 
ſembling the Perſias Laws, not to be oppoſed by inferiour intereſts; ſcarce it any 
time by the Kings own youthful appetites, when moſt enflamed, either by ioftigati- 
on or ambition; ſo that things refted in this poſture, until ſuſpicion ariſing in the 
Town, concerning their-unhappy fates, if being ſubdued they ſhould come under the 
' Lydian Government; tnore hateful to the thoughts of Arethuſius then deſtructive 
to the Religion of the place, reſolved preſently with one accord, to a general ſalley 
upon the enemy, lying more ſecurely as they hoped , within the coverture of theit 
ee er in regard that not long before they bad made ſome kinde of ſem- 

nee of parley with the Syrian General, about their rendring upon honourable con- 
dition though King Aret haſius and Prince ¶ ondoroſus ſeemed to be moſt involved in 
the intereſt; however differing much in their injuries, for as the firſt was kept from 
the poſſeſſions of his lawful Kingdoms, by the violent oppreſſions of his natural 
Subjects, who ſhould have afforded him, either more juſtice or leſs diſobedience; ſo 
the other was denyed entrance into bis proper Countrey onely by his exaſperated ene- 
mies, in regard of his own pretended rebellions; being notwithſtanding alike con- 
cerned in the taking of the Town, that of neceſſity as they knew, would confirm 
both their perſons to a moſt horrid captivity , not to be indured, either by their quo. 
ET | ities 
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lities or their courages; wherefore determined with deſperate ſpirits , though ſmail 
hopes, rather then be taken, to make their way through the very heart of the Syrian 
Army ; ſo that preſently giving intelligence to our Forces, (that lay at ſume di- 
ſtauce) of their intended deſign, in the dead of the night putting it in execution with 
ſecreſie, their ſortunes prevailing gu their doubts, as their reſolution conquered 
the danger, they both after much ſlaughter, arrived ſaſe in our Camp, from their 
proſecutours power. | 2525 4 
ITis true, the Town was gallantly defended after this efcape for ſome ſeaſov, but 
the Governour making a deſperate ſalley, finding no other way probably for its con- 
tinnance, became hi ſo dangerouſly wounded in the ſervice, that within a very 
| few dayes he ended his life; inſomuch as the inhabitants were forced by rea ſon of this 
accident, not onely to admit of a farther treaty , but to yield upon certain conditi- 
om; which was to render the Fort up into the hands of the Syrian Commander: 
Nevertheleſs this ſucceſs occaſioned another diſpute of a contrary nature; for the 
Lydian Admiral pretending a bargain made with Aſazarizs , to enjoy the firktefruits 
that years conqueſt , claimed a ratification of the agreement, by being inſtantly 
put into poſſeſſion of this very place, which notwithſtanding was much conttover- 
ted ia the Councels, both of the Court and Camp, until the Favourite (pretending to 
ſend his Nephew Mauchinus, into the Countrey of Lydia, to compoſe all buſine ſſes 
with Hercrombrotut) for the preſent ſeemed to quiet every difference. EE 
To make a particular relation of thoſe imployments, that viſibly appeared to moſt 
but meer complements, would be perhaps as tedious for you to hear, as difficult for 
me co relate, ſince Maxariut hath been ſtill accuſtomed, to ſhadow over his intended 
deſigns, wich falſe covertures of contrary reſemblances; onely this was certain upon 
his coming back, the effect demonſtrated the combination; but whether honourable 
or no, I ſhall leave you to judge; for no ſooner was this truſty meſſenger returned 
from Sardis to the Syrian Court, but the King himſelf gave inſtant order, to have 
the Town forthwith delivered over to the Lydian power, where now it remains, to 
the abſolute diſcontent of the whole Countrey, if not alſo to the. amazed ſcandal 
of other Nations, when they ſhall be fully advertiſed of theſe proceedings; belides 
the Gods appear ſomething to beanger'd at the action, in that Orontes preſently fell 
ſick of a moſt peſtilent Feaver, not being yet known whether he will recover, or end 
his dayes in ſo ſad a period, which at this time ſhall alſo finiſh my diſcourſe; hoping 
that better fortunes may herea fter attend our deſires, not onely for the future pro- 
ſperity of the Egyptian Monarchy, but towards the honour and glory of the Del- 
phine Religion. 1 | 
Although Creſes with many Complements, appeared to condole the unhappy 
fate of Deorc as, to be delivered into the abſolute Juriſdiction of, Hererowbrot us, 
beſides the impoveriſhing of the fertile Countrey of Pamphilia, having ſcarce any 
other Haven Town under that Dominion, either for acceſs or tranſportation, yet 
could he not inwardly, but be exceſſive glad, of the courageous eſcape of Prince 
Arethuſius, his moſt honoured and excellent Maſter , ſo that after they had ſpent 
fome other few diſcourſes upon the continued ſubject, Creſes further deſired the Offi- 
cer, chat fince he had been pleaſed to give him theſe informations, not onely con- 
cerning che ſafety of his Prince, but a full advertiſement of all that had paſſed in 
that Campaniet, he would alſo encreaſe his obligation more. in direQing him a way, 
how he might ſecurely ger to the Kings preſence, having affairs, as heſaid , nearly 
belonging to bis perſon, which he was ſpeedily co impart , fince he knew the com- 
mon road to be dangerous enough, in regard of ſtraggling Souldiers with other im- 
pediments of the ſame nature: The Commander preſently made this reply, that as 
it was unpoſlible for him to paſs to the place of bis reſidence, without a very ftrong 
Convoy ; ſo if his occaſions would permit him but to ſtay for a week or two, himſelf 
with his whole Troop were to return again into thoſe parts; inſomuch as with the 
venture of his life, he would become his faithful ſecurity; and in the mean time if he 
Pleaſed, he ſhould command an equal ſhare in his own quarters, if the commodity 
- Were in any kinde worth the acceptance: As Creſes entertained this courteſie with . 
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civil gratirude, anſwerable to his breeding, and the humanity of bis diſpoſition; ſo 
with ſome impatience did he attend the ſimited time for the Captains remove. | 
At the day appointed (Creſes in the interim furniſhing himſelf with Horſe and 
Armour) became alſo a Trooper of that Company, however for his more delight- 
ful converſation he choſe the ſame Commander, for his onely aſſociate in the night 
ſeaſon; and in that manner marched together towards the place of their Rendez- 
vouz, with no ſmall ſatisfaction; bur ſcarce were they arrived within a dayes journey of 
their deſigned ftation, but they were ſuddenly encountred by a party of the enemy, 
as well Lyiiars as Syrians, that ſeemed to exceed them in number, if not in warlike 
proviſion: Though this accident a little perplexed their thoughts, in regard they ex- 
ed no interruption, yet did it no way leſſen their courages , being alwayes enfla- 
med:(as it ſhould ſeem) to fight when the occafion ſhould be offered. - 

*Wherefore after the Captain bad by a ſhort ſpeech animated his Souldiers , to con- 
tend with valour, for the good of their Countrey, and the honour of their Religion, 
ſince moſt of their oppreſſours appeared to be of a contrary faith, they fell on with 
fury enough, until many brave men of each ſide, were forced unwillingly to meaſure 

their lengths upon the bare ground, beſpotted with their own blood, as a faithfull 
ſacrifice offered to their cauſe and party: This rough contention I may fay , lafted 
for almoſt a quarter of an hour, with ſuch ſeeming equality in diſpute , that hardly 
could it be imagined on which ſide the victory would incline : But Creſes according 
to his wonted practice, heated by action, and as it were burning with ſpight, per- 
formed things more of wonder then of ordinarꝝ fortitude, until having received 
many deſperate wounds in his body, he was conſtrained to quit his horſe, whilſt in the 
interim he was ſurrounded by ſome of his own company for his better ſecurity, 
though himſelf alſo with his ſhield defended his perſon the beſt he could, notwith. 
ſtanding the contrary party encreaſed by a new ſupply, comming undiſcovered, from 
a ſhady wood, upon a bro of a hill not far diſtant, which for a while ſomething 
daunted their hopes to prevail, however no way leſſened their wills to overcome; 
ſince they were reſolved, if they could not —— in probability, to ſell. their lives 
at the higheſt rate honour ſhould require; and although the diſadvantage rendred 
them deſperate in effect, yet reaſon made them circumſpeR in performance, at leaſt. 
wiſe for their Countreys benefit, if not towards their own preſervation : But the 
Gods as it ſhould ſeem, either pittying their perſons, or favouring their innocency, 
by chance in a Town not far off there lodged another Troop belonging to the Pan- 
philias Dominion, who having ſome intelligence of this engagement, by certain 
Boors labouring in the fields, they quickly upon notice given', made haſte to their 
reſcue: The conflict then began a new in a vigour , though with more equality by 
number, which. produced many other confiderable ſlaughters, until the Clowns alſo 
of the place, taking up Arms towards their aſſiſtance, ſo over-ppwertd the reſt of the 
S$yrias party, that in a ſhort time they were forced to take their flight, whilſt Cyeſes 
and the Captain (being both wounded) were preſently conducted, to the next conve- 
nient habitation for their cure and recovery. | | 
*Tis true, the Egyptian Officer kept not long his bed by reaſon of his wounds re 
ceived, but Creſes whoſe hurts were of a more dangerous nature, not onely a good 
while underwent that inconveniency, but at laſt fell into a moſt violent Feaver , that 
in a manner put every body out of all thoughts of his preſervation, ſo that the 
Prieft of the place (a man excellent both for his. learning and life) conceiviog it in 
ſome ſort his duty, notwithſtanding he appeared to be of a contrary Religion, to 
contribute his beſt help in Cre/es neceſſity ; ſo that one day coming into his chamber, 
and finding the room emptied by chance from all other company ; ſcriouſly entred 
upon this diſcourſe with him. C 45 i 
Sir, ſaid he, I make no doubt, but that you now finde that all temporary pleaſures 
are vagities in nature, ſince you muſt ſuddenly leave their enjoyments , without any 
fruit of what is paſt , however it may be ſome queſtion, what you believe concerning 
things to come: To this purpoſe, 1 pray you conſider in the firſt place this great and 
ſtupeudious univerſe, where the whole appears ſo ſtrange to the apprehenſion , on 
| | the 
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the leaſt particle cannot be perceived by what knowledge ſoever, how it encreaſetli 
or dimihiſheth, yet judge we muſt that ſomething was the authour of the work, in 
that not any thing comes without a maker, ſince by all Philoſophy corruptiona alone 
produce, and productions onely corrupt; by the ſame power. ac one womb-bring- 
eth forth ſeveral natures, diſtinct in form, colour, and taſte, though with a binde of 
an orderly motion; this plainly ſhews a divine providence, which providence: can, 
not but direct an ule, and this uſe as it ought to be: good in the intention; ſo muſt 
this good tend onely to eternity, ſince all defections are meerly unperfect, and ſo 
ls not good; wherefore this being granted, we muft look for the ob- 
ject of. this Creation and eternal intention: Surely this object can be no other then 
mans everlaſting ſubſiſtance, he being the nobleſt of creatures, having onely un- 
derſtandiog and reaſon to diſtinguiſh granted him, whereby he is rendred capable to 
xno good and evil z and the good neceſſarily depends upon obedience, towards that 
excellency that gave firſt that benefit and 1 and ſo conſequently to be in- 
formed of his pleaſure. To this purpoſe, for the more eaſie knowing of his will, he 
hath preſcribed our practice an intelligible law, communicated to our apprebenſions 
by clear and undoubted revelations, aſcertain d by faithful Traditions, from time to 
time as occaſion was offered; however if any objections ſhould: be raiſed}, how a 
certainty might be underſtood amongſt ſo many diverſities of opinions, I ſhall onely 
anſwer by this argument or inſtruction; either ancient Records muſt ſhew the pra- 
Rice, or preſent miracles perſwade the belief; and theſe being found plain and con- 
vincing, it vere not onely an impiety, but a madneſs, to contradict the eſſects: 
Wherefore if there be any other place beſides the Temple of De/phes, that can claim 
theſe e let it be (hewed for confutation, which no doubt the enemies there- 
of would have done before this, if they could have procured the means, when as ſo 
many Rebek to that ſacred Tribunal, ha ve been often challenged to that purpoſe ; 
ſo that there being one and but one to be obſerved, as the commanded law of the 
eternal Maker preſcribed to the world, why (hguld any perſon be of another belief, 
then what thoſe Records ſince the very beginning have from age to age taught 
and ſhewed? Wherefore your Lydia Religion, appearing to be contrary to theſe 
principles, you have more then cauſe to fear, the near approach of the eternal de- 
termination of this divine power, if you regulate not now your thoughts before 
your death to the conformity that is neceſſary for your future ſecurity; for that the 
Gods are no way to be pleaſed, either by diverſity of opinions, or obſtinacy in dil. 
obedience , eſpecially when they have giyen Infallible Rules for our inſtruction: 
This being delivered, the Prieſt reſted ſilent, as if be expected ſome anſwer from bis 
deſired penitent, or by the obſervation of his countenance, a little to conjecture of 
his inward choughts, towards the alceration of bis minde. 28 | 

But Creſes being at preſent fitter for apprehenſion then expreſſion, made him no reply 
at all; ſo that at the ſame inſtant coming company into the chamber, they were con- 
ſtrained to break off the farther intention of other diſcourſe, onely Creſes deſired the 
Prieſt to viſit him again two or three dayes hence: However that nigbt Creſet began 
more ſerioully to conſider, thoſe reaſons the Religious Perſon had uttered for his ſatis- 
faction, though more eſpecially this one argument of his delivered, that no other place 
beſides the Temple of Delphos, could produce Records infallible certain concerning 
the Fundamental Laws given firſt, for all mankinde to reverence and obey, upon 
which depended every thing (as he ſuppoſed) neceſſary to be obſerved , towards the 
eternal end mentioned: With theſe imaginations, he fell by degrees into a kinde of 
quiet ſlumber, herein he continued fo long a time, until his fancy at laſt figured to 
his thoughts the appearance before his eyes, of Apollo and the Goddeſs Veſta, ſhining 
with exceſlive rayes of Glory; withall telling him, that unleſs he ſuddenly chan- 
ged his erroneous belief, by embracing the right Worſhip of the Heavens, accord- 
ing to the Temple of Delpbos practice, ſhewed plainly by the Prieſt, choſe eternal tor- 
ments prepared for the breakers of the omnipotent Law, would undoubtedly fall to 
his ſhare for his contempt: As this viſion quickly wakened him with no ſmall ter- 


rour to his conſcience, ſo upon the next viſit of the Father, he refolyed to be con. 
verted 
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verted to his opinions; however again when he appeared for that purpoſe ; Creſe

Voũ cannot, ſaid he, but have been already informed of the memorable Wars, 
hapning not many years ago between T byargos the brave King of Scyrbia, and Ar- 
— good King of Armenia, as twas known, chiefly procured by reaſon of 
contentions, ariſing from differences in points of Religion; ſinee many Princes of 
the Armenian Subjects, took part with the Scythian intereſt, as doubting the extra. 
ordinary piety of Artaxes, would compel them to part with ſuch Lands their An. 
ceſtors had uſurped from the Temples Rites. This invaſion you muſt believe, 
bronghe the King of Armenia into ſo low a condition, that oſtentimes (with ſome 
tears in his eyes) he offered to lay down his own dignity , doubting as he ſaid, the 
Gods did not favour his perſonal proceedings, by reaſon of the increaſe of his ene- 
mies Forces, . fortified with the endeayours of multitudes of his rebellious Subjects, 
that feared much to continue under bis Religious juriſdiction: However the Councel 
of the Court (joyning wich ſome Ambaſſadours of Forreigh Princes then preſent) 
not onely encouraged Artaxes ſtill to wear the Diadem (as they ſaid) ſo lawfully caft 
upon him by a juſt right of election, but ordered the whole Army inſtantly co give 
Thyargos Battle, leaving the trial and iſſue, to the onely diſpoſe and regulation of the 
immortal Gods, for whoſe cauſe they ſeemed to contre. 

Tis true, that however King Tbyargos upon the firſt charge was ſlaughtered by an 
' unknown accident, yet thoſe Commanders of his party, continued ſtill the contenti- 
on with ſo much fury, that ſcarce could the dark night diftioguiſh the ViRory of the 
Armenian ſide : Nevertheleſs this indifferency in the Battle procured Artaxei ſome 
countenance ; however the Scythian Souldiers ſettled more firmly their quarters in 
the Countrey, as it ſhould ſeem both Armies having neither power nor will, more to 
contend for that years ſervice. Although this took away the determinable hazzard 
to either party, yet the boors every where were conſtrained to feel the oppreſſion, 
ſince no place for a long time but walled Towns, could defend any mans goods or per» | 
ſon. In this poſture I may ſay Armenia remained ſome years ſpace, Artaxes rather 
gaining ground then loſing advantage, in that many Princes of the Countrey return- 
ed to his affiftance ; notwithſtanding the great Philoſtros all he could aſſiſted the Scy- 
thian party, until at laſt perhaps the Gods pittying the miſeries, if not favouring he 
poſterity of the people, procured a ſudden peace to be agreed between the Syriaus, 
Armenians, and Scythians, contrary to the thoughts of moſt, ſince the continued War 
had rendred the practice hereditary in opinion. 

As'this joyful intelligence preſaged happineſs to all forts of conditions, ſo were 
the Articles of friendſhip quickly ſigned , by thoſe intereſſed in the compoſition of 
this ſeeming eternal quarrel, wherein the Syrian were to have a good proportion of 
Armenia for their quiet, as the Scythian, moſt huge ſummes of monies to forego their 
intereſt; beſides thoſe Princes and Subjects which profeſt the Hereian Religion, 
were to paſs free and undiſturbed in their profeſſion : But as ſoon as the Arch-Flamin 
of 'Delphes, and our great Monarch of Egypt, heard of this intention, they both 
endeavoured with exceſſi ve violence to hinder the concluſion : The firſt pretending 
an injury done to his prerogative, to have Divine matters handled and determined 
without his knowledge, being as *twas ſaid , prejudicial to the Temples priviledges : 
Theorher more furious in point of intereſt, as much fearing the Syrian advantage in 
theſe Countreys , preſently married the young Daughter of Artaxes, whereby to 
keep him (if poſſible) from going forwards with his former bargain ; which (reſolu- 
tion notwithſtanding the agreement made) protracted a long time the publication of 
Articles; until at laſt che Syrians and Scythians , again beginning to fall upon Ar- 

Me nia 
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enia in a moſt hoſtile manner (the Souldiers every where ſufficiently glad of the oc. 
caſion, fince their Officers were not ſatisfied with their rewards, no more then their 
Prince With the intention) Artaxes was forced to give way to the final concluſion; 
aoainſt the earneſt oppoſition of his two mighty friends, whoſe concernments his 
heart rather favoured, then his power could aſſiſt; in regard the people on every (ide 
cryed out moſt violently for peace. Ss en e 73 TEE 

As this ratification within ſome feu moneths, diſpoſed things towards the freeing 
the Countrey, not onely from all Garriſons but marching Troopers; ſo did the 
Commanders of the Scythian Army, return with more glory then content, tothe 
Court of their young Queen Philogenia, whoſe practice in the Wars by plundering; 
gave them as they thought a better ſubſiſtance, then could the Northern Clymate at 
their own homes. DISD | W 
Here the Prieſt of a ſudden broke off his diſcourſe, perceivitig Creſes a little tired 
by reaſon of his diſtempers ;' however calling ſome of his aſſiſtants into the chamber 
(though he preſently took bis leave) yet promiſed him upon the next viſit, to give 
him a further account, concerning thoſe paſſages he was to relate: Within a day or 
two the religious man (finding a new opportunity, Cre/es alſo appearing more chear- 
ful then formerly, both in his words and countenatice, though ſtill lying in his bed) 
he entred again in this manner upon bis old relation. Ee: BEA 4 

As I told you the other day, ſaid he, the Commanders of the Army, being again 
returned into their own Countrey of Scythia, finding perhaps that their rewards an- 
ſwered not their expeRation, or their imployments ſaited with their diſpoſitions, ſee- 
ing the too much decorum of the Court, and the youthful majeſty of the Queen that 
rended rather to reſpectful diſtances, thento Souldiers preferments , began earneſtly 
to ſolicit their Sovereign to marry ; as they alledged, thereby to ſettle a convenient 
poſterity for the Kingdoms ſafety, with more luſtre to the Military profeſſion; from 
whence they ſaid, both her Father and her ſelf had received their greateſt honour £ 
Beſides for a teſtimony of their intended limitation, concerning her choice, they pre- 
ſcribed her a Prince of her own kindred named Degalphus, who for ſome years paſt in 
Armenia had been their higheſt General: But the young Queen Philogenia, (whether 
or no in her thoughts ſhe diſdained the perſon of her own Subject, ot whether her 
reſolutions, had in ſome ſort miraculouſly been enflamed by divine inſpirations) of a 
ſudden not onely quitted her Kingdom to her Couſins poſſeſſion; but ſpeetily made 
a journey to the City of De/phos, where leaving the errours of the Hereſian opinions; 
which until then ſhe had openly profeſſed, abſolutely became a ſubject of the Arche | 
Flamins directions; as I may ſay, changing all her temporal enjoyments;to-parchaſe ' 
onely a poſſibility of that happy eternity, which my deſires have (with a great deal. 
more reaſon) endeavoured to perſwade you unto at the preſent ; ſince as her'conditi- 
on certainly then was glorious, ſo yours appears ſomething deſperate at this inſtant. 
At theſe words Creſes began to ſhed many tears; but whether at the conſideration 
of his own condition, or apprehenſion of Phi/ogenia's vertues, muſt reſt a queſtion: 
for that the Prieſt going on ſtill with his ſtory , by degrees he returned to his wonted 
temper, 3 6 bees. 

The Souldiers, ſaid he, having gained their young Commander, to becomè their ö 
Crowned King, not onely triumphed exceedingly in the purchaſe, but quickly put his | 
thoughts on fire to actions of War; which being preſently reſolved upon in his 
Councel, paſlion prevailing , and juſtice not regarded; the next queſtion was, who 
ſhould be the object of that troubleſome deſign > ſince the late agreement with the 
King of Armenia would not dilectly permit ſo great a falſhood to be executed, tend- 
ing to the diſhonour of all other Princes; however oblickly they threatned alſo his 
eſtate in intention: ſo that firſt making a ſtrict combination with Hercrombret us 
your Lydian General (whoſe intereſt moſt proſpered in unnitural combuſtions) and 
alſo flattering Afazarius the Syrian Favourite into the party, by reaſon of his ſuſpi- 
cion concerning the Egyptian family, of a ſudden invaded the Territories of Trapa- 

banding, might have challenged a better right to the Sy- 
thian Territory, involving him in this manner with' a double injury; and the _ 
+ - as for 
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for at chat very time , he was dangerouſly imployed in many perplexed contentions 
with another Northern Prince, equal to Degalphus both in power and ſpighr. 

This unexpected ſurprize, quickly rendred the whole Countrey a moſt miſerable 
object of misfortune; ſince the King in a ſhort ſpace, was not onely conſtrained to 
forſake bis own Dominions, but Towns were ranſacked, and people deftroyed, as if 
the total ruine of the world had been intended; and ſo continued until both the 
King of Armenia, and the other mentioned Scythian Prince, either pittying thoſe 
calamities, or fearing the approaching danger, joyned in combination both together 
to reſiſt the furiouloeſs of that totrent, pretending that ſuch proceedings at laſt 
might alſo work them out of their own Juriſdiction: This conjunRure after ſome 
moneths engagement of either ſide, gave the King of Trapaſiu a new footing in 
his almoſt loſt Countrey, inſomuch as Doegalphus calling in a young warlike Prince allo 
to his aſſiſtance, being of the ſame belief as himſelf concerning the Worſhip of the 
Gods, againſt the Rites and Ceremonies of the Temple of De/pbos, began again in 
that manner to encreaſe his Forces, towards more hazzardable adventures then for. 
merly: However 1 after many various conflicts and deſperate battles, being 
over · powered as it ſhould ſeem by his double oppoſers, returned with his Army into 
another Dominion compoſed moſt of Iſlands, - chat borders if not commands the 
Uxime Sea; intending in that enterprize wholly to be poſſeſſed of many commodi. 
ous Havens, whereby to become rich and mighty in Navigation, ſince his Land de- 
ſigns proſpered not according to his deſires and expectation : Nevertheleſs he met 
in like manner there with ſuch a reſiſtance, (although it is alledged he broke ſome ac. 
cord with that King) that retained him in thoſe Wars, until his own ſudden death 
put a period both to his paſſions and his Conqueſts: Here the Prieſt again thought it 
time to leave Creſes, to another convenient reſt, promiſing notwithſtanding the 
next day to make a full end of his intended relation; and ſo by conſequence to come 
to thoſe periods, whereby the better to facilitate his converſion , in that he judged 
rather worldly intereſt hindred his reſolutions, then that his underſtanding wanted 
convincing arguments, to perſwade his belief: Wherefore not willing in the excre- 
mity of his ſickneſs, either to over-charge his memory, or tire his ſpirits, which 
was the occaſion that ſo often he abruptly broke off his diſcourſe , and quitted his 


company, 

The day after the Prieſt again fell upon the continuation of his diſcourſe in this 
manner: As I told you yeſterday, ſaid he, theſe mentioned Princes formerly a long 
time remained embroiled in their contentions ; ſometimes one flying off, and an- 
other comming on, inſomuch as in the judgements of moſt people ic was a hard 
matter to conjecture, either hat they meant, or how they would proceed: But in 
the interim whilft this war was acting, it hath pleaſed the Gods, by ſomething an 
unexpected (if not a ſudden) death to take Artaxes great Kigg of Armenia out of 
this troubleſome world, though perhaps intending him a benefit to eaſe his cares, 
fince his approved piety in all opinions, deſerved the Heavens beſt mercy, leaving 
the Cataſtrophe of all ſettlements to younger thoughts; which by fate hath hap- 
pened to bis morning ſon, not then eighteen years of age, governed by his many 
friends and beſt Councellours : For preſently this young Prince putting in for the Em- 

ire by their advice, various enemies endeavoured to oppoſe the deſign; ſome ſaying 
de was too young for his office; others not indifferent enough for their peace; that 

Ggnity having remained already too long entailed in one houſe, neither wanted 

there ſome of the Hereſian belief, who aimed at other perſons more favourable, to 
thoſe of their Religion and Worſhip ; which not onely put off his preſent electi- 
on, but gave a full opportunity, for both the Syrians and the Zgypriaxs, to come in 
for their particular intereſt: As theſe ſuſpitions and pretentions, were ſufficient cau- 
fes for obſtacles and protractions, ſo was his non age a plain hinderance in matter of 
Law, according to the firſt Armenian Conftitution : Notwithſtanding the Arch- 
Flamin of Delphes had ſent a diſpenſation for their proceedings to his èlection, fear- 
ing in the vacancy of the Goverꝑment, the great Emperour of Perſia might preju- 


dice very much the affairs of thode Territories, being known alwayes to have — 
a dan- 
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a dangerous enemy to the glory and ſecurity of Armenis: To this purpoſe alſo 
the friends of Artæxes offered to have diſcreet perſons nominated, that ſhould al- 
wayes be near his actions, whereby to regulate his youth upon all convenient occa- 
ſions, that no injury ſhould come, either to his Government or particular: But as 
the continued ſpleen of the two mighty Kings, was for the moſt part 2 Rub to all 
other affairs, ſo in this it became more predominant , inſomuch as the election was 
abſolutely determined not to be proceeded upon, until a riper age of the Prince gave 
them both warrant and conveniency, for their new King to be choſen, according to 
the ancient decorum of the State belonging to ſuch ſacred and extraordinary Cere- 
monies. Alſo it was pretended in that ſpace of time all perſons of quality had li- 
berty to work out their own advantages and Rights, either by private intereſt , or 
publick expoſtulations , ſince Armenia (with the neighbouring Princes and their Do- 
.minions) ſeemed to become one elevated Theatre of the world, filled with nothing 
but confuſion and complaints, as if the Gods had determined to ſer up a Tribunal], 
whereby to judge man, in point of enmity, concerning onely temporary poſſeſſions 
of the earth: *Tis true, that in the interim of this prefixed time, many Ambaſſa- 
dours of all Nations (although they feaſted one another with much Ceremony) did 
not forbear to offer up in writing, not onely their demands but exaſperations, which 
a Court ordained for that purpoſe was appointed to receive, though not to deter- 
mine; ſince ſuch Juriſdiction alone was reſerved for the Judgement of ſeven Royal 
Magiſtrates of Armenia, unto whom alſo belonged the choice of the great and ſu- 
pream Prince of that Empire. But when the day came for this famous and great 
election, (Artaxes being now of full age) firſt. Orontes by his Miniſters of State ex- 
hibited to the Aſſembly, the conſideration of his Rights by a compoſition, ſome 
time ago made with all the Princes of Armenia, not onely to have in quiet poſſeſſion 
the Territories granted him in that Kingdom, when he withdrew his whole Army 
out of, their Dominions, but alſo that no ſaccour-ſhould be ſent to the King of 
Egypt, whereby to ſtrengthen him in the Wars againſt the Syrians proceedings; how- 
ever of the other ſide the King of Egypt pretended that ſuch reſtrictions were nei- 
ther honourable nor juſt, whereby to tye up the will and power of a free Monarch, 
ſince the Laws of Nations onely were ſufficient, to regulate and aſcertain any com- 
poſition made with predeceſſors of Dominions and Governments , beſides the judge- 
ment of the Princes of Armenia, as they conceived; could -and ought beſt to deter- 
mine ſuch differences in a great and general Councel aſſembled for that purpoſe, eſpe- 
cially when all parties concerned were in thoſe particulars become the meer Subjects 
of the Empire, and therefore not to be tried or juſtified by any other Tribunals , 
wherefore prayed notwithſtanding what oppoſition ſoever, the election ſhould ſpee- 
dily go on without interruption, according to the Laws and nature of the firſt inſti- 
tution, being the chief Bulwark againſt the Perſian Invaſion, that at preſent ſeemed 
to threaten all their diſquiets. Neither wanted there ſome Princes and free Towns 
that required a more particular confirmation and ſecurity concerning the priviledges, 
belanging to thoſe of the Hereſiau Religion, ſince lately as they alledged, they had 
received prejudice, both in their perſons and fortunes, contrary to juſtice and former 
Charters , with a thouſand other various complaints of ſundry natures, too tedi- 
ons at preſent co berelated; amongſt which number alſo was proſecuted violently, 
the releaſement from priſon of Prince Aſtratius, a perſon who in the beginning ſut- 
fered, by the oppreſſion of great Philoſtros , Favourite to King. Orſames, and now 
remains confined in Egypt for many pretended crimes, by him committed in this par- 
ticular Countrey of Pamphilia, who being efteemed a certain Member of the Em- 
pire of Armenia, his Cauſe ought, as his friends deſired, co be in diſpute at that high 
and famous Aſſembly. | 

Thus I muſt tell you ftood buſineſſes a long time in a moſt confuſed diſturbance , 
ſome while one party prevailing in the opinions of the people, and at other ſeaſons 
the contrary faction got the better by moſt voyces, as either they could procure fa- 
your or intereſt ; until at laſt the great aſſembly finding theſe protractions, did but 
multiply differences and prejudice the whole frame of the Government, reſolved — 
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onely to pu off all inferiour ſuits to more time and other judges, but alſo to fall pre- 
— has. the election of the future Emperour; feating elſe the delay might give 
encouragemenr to the mighty King of Perſa, as well to invade the Territories, as 
to over-preſs more powerfully another worthy Commonwealth, with which he had 
for man years contended in War, by a moſt exaſperated violence. Jo this purpoſe 
an ex at was thought upon to content probably all perſons , and that was before 
the Crowning of Artaxes Emperour, to make him fabſcride a writing, not to a ſſiſt 
any Prince being no Subject born of his own Dominions, without the general conſent 
of all his Kingdom; as alſo to confirm and ratifie choſe compoſitions, that had been 
made with his Father, whereby the peace and welfare of Armenia had been formerly 
ocured. | | 
Nerd, xboogh this agreement contented moſt , yet the Syrian Ambaſſadours re. 
fuſed to be preſent at the Ceremony; however the ſtately triumplis went on in a moſt 
glorious manner; for young Artaxes being placed in a golden Chariot, was draws 
through the acclamations of the multitude to the principal Temple of the City, 
where having firſt offered a noble ſacrifice to the Gods, and diſtributed large bene- 
volences to the common ſort of Subjects, at laſt before the high Altar he received 
(by the hands of the chief Flamin) the Royal and ancient Diadem of Armenia; in 
the interim nothing ſounding but ſweer harmonies and warlike inſtruments, to ſhew 
there was intended by this happy inauguration, to unite all differences both of Peace 
and War; ſince for the preſent almoſt all tranſactions ſeemed to be at a ſtand, which 
had a reference alſo to that deſired agreement, between Orontes and the King of 
Egypt: ſo that after Artaxes had the homage of all the Princes and Nobility of the 
Countrey, every one performing his hereditary office, aecording to his place and 
command; and many dayes ceremonies and entertainments were finiſhed, Arraxe 
with his proper train onely, returned to his own Court; nevertheleſs he received in 
the way, ſuch affections and honours as every Town and Province, had prepared to- 
wards his reception. Artaxes being in this manner arrived at his own Court, he 
became quickly ſaluted by many Ambaſſadours, almoſt from every Prince and Com- 
monwealth in 4fa : Some to congratulate his happy ſucceſſion to the Royal Crown 
of Armenia, notwithſtanding all the oppoſitions to the contrary , others more par. 
ticular treated onely of their friendſhips and affairs , concerning the differences yet 
remaining ;-amongſ the reſt, a truſty meſſenger from Ofiris King of Egype came to 
deſire a ſpeedy aid, to be imployed in the Countreys of Pamphylia, (as it was pretend- 
ed) for that Hercrombrotus having made a leapue with the Syria Forces, had not 
onely invaded the Territories, but was really poſſeſſed of 2 ftrong Fort belonging to 
Deorcas, by the willing conſent of Mazarins, in regard of which the true Worſhip 
of the Gods, was in great danger to be loft, fince the Lydians were known to be ex. 
aſperated enemies to ſuch rites. As this propoſition of Egypt, became a difficult 
queſtion in the Councel to be determined, in regard of that conditional Article of 
Artaxes, being he was no way to diſturb the Empires peace, by giving any aſſiſtance 
to Forreign States, without the full conſent of all the Princes of Armenia, ſo after 
many diſputations between thoſe perſons intruſted for his affairs, at laſt it was reſol- 
ved, that however Artaxes ſhould not countenance the King of Egypt in his War 
againſt Orontes ; yet he might lawfully fend Souldiers to defend Pamphylia againſt 
. Hererombrotus, provided that dominion were given by Oſiris, to ſome third perſon 
of no Egyptian deſcent ; beſides the meſſenger offered at the preſent , his maſter 
ſhould really perform this intimation, if in the interim the general Peace were not 
concluded, anſwerable to the deſires of the great Arch Flamin, with all the other 
Aſian Princes. With this determination every man ſeemed ſo well fatisfied, that as 
one of Artaxes family was nominated , to be ſupreme Lord and Governour of thoſe 
parts, ſo did the Ambaſſadour himſelf within a few dayes take his leave: The time 
afterward was ſpent, in nothing bur feaſts, ſports, and turnaments, compliable with 
the youthful diſpoſition of the new Emperour. But now, Sir, the better to conclude 
my diſcourſe! for your advantage, as moſt Princes of the Delphine belief, have re- 


ſolved to aſſiſt Arethuſius your Lord and Maſter, in his juſt rights againſt Hercrowbre- 
| It, 
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tws, if auce this great attonement were made between Ofiris and Orontes, which other- 
wiſe procures them ſo ma ny imployments, both at home and abtoad, that it is yet 
unpoſſible to ſpare any coaliderable Forces for the purpoſe; ſo have I lately received 
intelligence from a very good band , that the King of Syria being newly recovered 
from a moſt dangerous and malignant Feaver, that for ſome time put his whole Court 
from any hope of his ſubſiſtance, eicher out of his own. inclination, or by the 
mas 4 — of thoſe Flamins about his perſon, hath made an entire vow to the im- 
mortal Gods, that he would induſtriouſiy implay all bis thoughts and endeavours; 
to ſet an end to thoſe Wars and Contentions between bimſelf and his near Kinſman 
the King of Egypt, which for ſo many years have diſtutbed the whole frame of Go. 
vernment in this part of the world, where nothing hath been ſeen hut blood, ſlaugh- 
ters, and devaſtation, to the diſhonour of the Heavens and the deſtruction of man- 
kinde; ſo that your judgement may eaſily conjecture, what diſadvantage you can 
poſſi ble undergo, by changing your Religion at the preſent, when as it is moſt im- 
ptobable, your young King can ever come again to the quiet poſſeſſion of his Coun- 
trey. but by the power and force of thoſe Princes, which are wholly given to obſerve 
the: rules and cuſtoms of the Temple of Deiphos, The Prieſt with theſe words reſted 
ſilent, in the interim giving Creſes thoughts ſome reſpite to conſider, as hoping his 
diſcourſe would produce good effects, towards his abſolute and ſpeedy convertion ; 
however he made him no reply at all, onely many tears in his eyes might eaſily be per- 
ceived, that ſnewed ſome difficulties remained yet in his breaſt undiſcovered, being 
engendred perbaps between fear, hope, and doubt: Nevertheleſs aſter a while, he 
told him, that as for the preſent, he found his ſpirits ſomething tired, fo could he 
wiſh again to have his company the next day, when perchance he might be found 
more ſettled in his determination; which at the inſtant the weakneſs of bis conſti- 
tution or his diſtempers, could not by any means permit. *Tis true, the diſcreet civi- 
lities of the Prieſt (thought this anſwer was ſafficient, to make him quit the room for 
the preſent) reſolved notwithſtanding to perform bis deſires, thinking any pains he 
ſhould take , would largely be requited with the purchaſe of the whole, if by any 
means he could procure the reducing of ſo excellent a ſoul to the Gods ſervice. 

When the Prieſt was parted the chamber, Cre/es entred quickly upon theſe confi. 
derations , that if he ſhould now change his Religion to another form, the world 
would not onely look upon his actions with wonder and amazement , but he ſhould 
endanger the favour, that formerly he had with bis Prince; fince thoſe about his 
perſon, could not but detract from all his ſervices and endeavours, as if his deſigns 
were as well altered, as his opinions changed; envy biting more ſecurely , when cau- 
ſes are given for ſuſpicions ; beſides his fancy played very much upon this doubt, that 
as Arethuſius never ſeemed outwardly toreliſh Pariſmenus affections, after publick- 
ly he quit ted the Tydian intereſt, ro worſhip the Temple of Delphos, fo could he not 
but apprehend his nature to be fearful enough , in giving countenance to any of his 
followers, that in matters of ceremony did not comply with the minde of thoſe Prieſts 
belonging to the Flamins of Lydia; as if both his cauſe and the ſucceſs depended up- 
on the punctual obſervation of ſuch Rites; when rather it was the ends of thoſe, 
who could not gain dignity ſufficient to comply with their ambitions, but by the per- 
ſwading King Arethuſius, that his proſperity depended upon his parties affection, 
who were tied onely to their old Religion, which his Father had maintained with his 
Royal Blood. Theſe 1 ſay were the Chymera's that reigned in Creſes brains during 
his ſickneſs ; but that which moſt troubled his apprehenſion was, to think when be 
ſhould again return to the ſweet Princeſs Cloria, where he had left her in Amaril- 
lia's Caſtle, what a ſtrange metamorphoſis he ſhould produce to her conſideration ; 
appearing as he imagined, a creature either fit to be contemned, or alcogether hated, 
ſince ſhe ſtill obſerved the Zydiay Ceremonies : but fearing more his own danger, 
then deſiring any continued honour, ſince both doubt and deſperation, are accuſtom- 
ed to qualiſie the flames of all ambition, he refolved according to the Prieſts inſtructi- 
on, to be converted to his principles; for that as his private reaſon could not contra 
dict his arguments, fo was his own condition in no caſe to refuſe the offer; 1 — 
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bringing with the entertainment, as he thought ſecurity , however not appetite: 
And concerning Aret huſius and Cloria, he determined notwithſtanding the oppoſiti. 
on of any paſſion, to honour ſtill their memories; if his alteration could not ſerve their 
perſons, The night after theſe inward diſputations; or rather might they be eſteem. 
edconfofions, his many dreams and ſlumbers were accompanied with fuch conſola. 
tions, that they appeared to reſemble raptures and extaſies; which the more con- 
firmed his reſolution, and brought alſo into his minde, a deſire if he recovered his 
health, (not caring now. for Maæuriis frowns, or envying Maychinus fruition) to 
ſpeedily a Pilgrimage to the holy City of Delphos, there to offer up a vow up- 
on the ſacred Altar of the Gods, never again to return to the Hereſian Religion, ei. 
ther in opinion or practice. | a 8 
In this poſture for ſome weeks he continued, by degrees mending in his health, as 
if the religious application to his ſoul, had had a kinde of miraculous influence upon 
his body; now ſeemingly diſcontent in nothing, but that his lingring diſeaſe, gave 
not his thoughts and deſires, diſpatch enough towards his intended Pilgrimage, (new 
converſions for the moſt part, being violent in the beginning, whereby to prove thoſe 
myfteries; that had been the cauſe of their change) until one morning very early, 
his ears were ſaluted by a kinde of a confuſed cry in the Town, however not well 
to be diſtinguiſhed, whether of Souldiers or other people; which made Creſes fear 
ſome beating up of Quarters by the enemy, not being ignorant of many Garriſons 
lying promiſcuouſly all about the whole Countrey ; wherefore preſently calling to 
him the Boy, that continually ſince his comming thither, had waited upon his per- 
ſon in his Chamber, he willed him quickly to enquire in the next ſtreet, what the 
noiſe and combuſtion ſhould be: About half an hour after the youth returned agaio, 
with the old Prieſt in his company, who quickly informed Creſes, that the Tumult 
proceeded from a ſurprize of Amarilia*s Caſtle, newly taken by the Lydia» Forces, 
having carried both the Lady and the Princeſs Cloria, priſoners into the Town of- 
Deorcas; and however they had been followed and purſued by certain Troops of 
the Souldiers of Pamphilia, yet had they eſcaped all their endeavours, notwithſtand- 
ing the encounter on both ſides had been bloody and deſperate ; onely the Comman- 
der inchief of that ſtratagem was brought wounded co the Town with ſome Soul- 
diers of the party: This intelligence, put Creſes again into new extaſies, ſince as it 
ſhould ſeem his late Devotions, had not ſo perſectly ſettled his paſſions towards the 
Gods Worſhip, that the former inflamation of his love to the Royal Family, could 
be ſo eaſily caſt off and forgotten; for preſently in a kinde of a fury raiſing himſelf 
in his bed, he began not onely to complain of his own misfortunes , that had been 
the occaſion partly to bring the Princeſs from the Syrian Court, where ſhe remain- 
ed in a reſpectful ſecurity, under the protection of her dear Mother, but found fault 
alſo extreamly with the Heavens injuſtice, to ſuffer ſo ſupream a wickedneſs to be 
performed, without either aſſiſtance or revenge: With theſe ſayings in a certain in- 
diſcreet deſperation, offered to lay violent hands upon his own perſon, tearing off 
the cloaths that bound up his almoſt cured wounds; but the old Prieſt ſuddenly co- 
ming to the reſcue, finding him in thoſe extravagancies, told him, that as theſe at- 
tempts were the ready way, to bring down the Gods curſes upon all his actions, and 
future endeavours, inſfead of gaining benefit by his converſion and reſolutions, fo 
were they no other in humane policy, but meer effects of folly and madneſs , when as 


by a moderate temper, in bearing wiſely what could not be helped, he might come 


to know that, which in time probably would procure ſome remedy , eſpecially ſeeing - 
the Captain of the deſign was a Lydian Subject, and now under the Egyptian power, 
who for the ſaving of his life, in all likelihood would diſcover many myſteries of 
the enemies, whereby not onely the Princeſs Cloria might be recovered , but the 
Town of Deorcas ſurprized, to a far greater advantage, then if this accident had ne- 
ver happened: Although — and apprehenſion is not totally to be qualified by the 
beſt Rhetorick, yet Creſes being a perſon of much moderation in his nature, by de- 
grees reflecting upon the circumſtances of the buſineſs, (as that paſſion could not 
now prevent, but conſideration might remedy) after a while began to entertain = 
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wiſe perſw-aſions of the — inſomuch as he determined, to ſeek ſome op- 
portunity of Conference with the Zydias Commander: Wherefore preſently ſend. 
ing to the Goveraour of the Town, he deſired the favour from his Authority, that 
notwithſtanding there might be ſome intentions to put the Captain to death, for 
the bold attempt upon the Pamphiliax quarters, yet in regard he was a Lydia» Offi- 
cer, who had been the occaſion of the Princeſs reſtraint, for fear of more prejudice 
to her perſon, he would ſuſpend all proſecution of that kinde, until himſelf had ex- 
amined the party; whereby alſo ſome good perhaps, as he ſaid, might ariſe to the 
Eyyptian Government, in chat probably Deorcas ſurrender back again, depended 
— upon ſuch a Treaty. As the chief Officer made no difficulty co grant Creſes 
requeſt, notwithſtanding he ſtill put on a face of threatning in outward ſhew, ſo 
within two or three dayes, the Commander having received ſome refreſhments, by 
the eare of the Phyſicians and Chyrurgeons in the Town, Creſes went in perſon · to 
viſit him, pretending for Countrey fake, he was willing to do him any ſervice, either 
towards ſaving of his life, or procuring of his liberty. The Captain (whoſe name 
was Locrinus) made him this Reply: Truly Sir, ſaid he, as I value not my life, if it 


be onely to be obtained by any baſe or unworthy ſubmiſſion, ſo of the other fide; 


if you ſhall think my actions paſt deſerve any excuſe, or my intentions to come may 
merit belief, I will not refuſe your favour ; and the rather, for that I-underſtand, you 
have no ordinary relation to King Arethuſius concernments; whoſe Titles and In- 
tereſt, perhaps belong as rightfully to me as to yon: After they were both fate 
down together, Creſes being as willing to hear what he could ſay, as the other to diſ- 
coucſe the tory; be began in this manner. | 

To this purpoſe be pleaſed to know, ſaid he, that Myſſia gave me birth, as Mon- 
reroſus.that gallant Commander, afforded me entertainment at firſt in his deſigns; I 
comming newly from the Wars of Syria, there involved an Officer in the Kings 
own Guard, oat of which I put my ſelf to ferve under that brave Generall, being 
then in the very heat of his contention , with his exaſperated enemy Argyliu, 
whoſe ambition made him difloyal, and his diſloyalty rendred him wink; and that 
cruelty alwayes accompanied by fear, never left chat fatal proſecution, until he had 


made Monteroſus blood the deſired Trophey of his unnatural conqueſt ;. ſince in 


the execution he quitted both honour and humanity, to purchaſe as he thought ſecu- 
rity, if not glory; ſecurity from his oppoſers weakneſs, and glory by his parties 
proſperity ; the one trembling at the memory of his power, and the other flattering 
the excellency of his fortune; all which particulars for brevity 1 omit, as well not 
to renew my own grief in the diſcovery, as to trouble your patience in the hearing: 
However I muſt tell you, the remembrance of his unnatural death crying daily in 
my ears, made me reſolve to finde wayes not onely to plague Argylia Family, but 
to deſtroy my own Countrey; the one as I thought depending upon the other; for 
that as he ſeemed to protect it, ſothe people maintained him, as well in what con- 
cerned the deftruRion of the Kings Rights, as in thoſe ſubjections that belonged to 
their own freedom: ſo that putting my ſelf in thoſe Troops under Hererombrotus 
Commands, in that manner I marched into our Countrey ; where in ſhort it was 
my fortune, to do ſuch ſervice, both in the diſcovery of the enemies deſigns, and the 
ſuppreſſion of their Forces, that in a little time I became a moſt favoured friend of 
Hercrombrotxus : Inſomuch as he after a while, not onely. truſted me with his private 
ſecrets, but gave me his near Kinſwoman in Marriage; by which means I grew both 


powerful and proſperous, in regard Ar gylius Family was over- born, and the Kings 


driven out of Myſſia: But in the interim that the ſouldiers were pillaging the 
Towns, and the Officers ſecuring the Nobility , Hercrombrotus himſelf fell danger. 
ous ſick; not probably to eſcape in the opinion of many, and not deſired he ſhould 
live by the wiſhes of any; ſince as his victories (as they thought) preſaged ill omens 
to their new Commonwealth, ſo his actions procured envy from thoſe that had a de- 
fire to become greateſt themſelves : Wherefore the Senate taking advantage as well 
of the time as of the occaſion, and not doubting but the effect had preceded the re- 
port, without giving any particular notice, either to bimſelf or his — 
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dained four Officers, to take care both of the Countrey and the Army: When Her- 
crombrotu: (now again recovering his health) perceived their intentions, having cauſe 
more then enough to blame their ingratitudes, (if not to finde fault with their fears) 
one day calling me privately into his Bed-Chamber, having firft ſhut the doors with 
his own hands, when we were both ſeated together in a Couch, he uſed this language 
nato me, 

Locri nus, ſaid be, my good Friend and Kinſman , if all the ſervices J have done for 
this unworthy Senate, were but calculated by an indifferent computation , I might be 
thought a Captain deſerving the worlds command, much more not to be directed by 
ſach people, who can neither value merits in others, nor become meritorious chem- 
ſelves, whilſt they (ic ſtill in floath and luxury, to perform acts of cruelty and in- 
juſtice ; fearing in the interim, all good and valiant men, becauſe they cannot con. 
fide in their own vertues, ſo far as to diſpute (much lefs to beſtow) rewards upon 
them: Cannot the conquering of all Zyaia (with this mountainous Countrey of 
Myſſia, that no enemy durft ever yet attempt for fear of being either betrayedor 
ſtarved) ſerve for a ſufficient teſtimony both of my fidelity and courage, towards that 
Aſſembly, that now onely rules, by the luſtre that my induſtry and pains brought 
them in their neceſliry > Muſt my capacity and imployment be circumvented , if not 
taken away by thoſe men, who are ſcarce Souldiers in their thoughts, much leſs Com. 
magders in profeſſion, whilft I poorly go back to my own home, without glory or 
ſatisfaction ? Are thoſe many Battles, which with active Troops I have won, through 
dark clouds of blood and ſweat , be leſs then a perpetual honour to that cauſe, we 
have ſo induſtriouſly maintained, againſt all oppoſers chat furiouſly contended with 
the ſharpneſs of our weapons > O you Gods, ſaid be, methinks now I doubt the juſt. 
neſs of your proceedings, in taking away the life of great Euarchus, by ſuch a Tri- 
bunal, that would alſo bereave me of that fame, by which I firſt gave them authori- 
ty, to act ſo unexampled a Tragedy, beyond either precedent or ſtory : This being 
conſidered, what other ſatisfaction can we offer the juſt heavens , but to reſtore again 
the Son to that Dignity, which with ſo much violence, we took from the unfortu. 
nate Father > though here ſome Divine inſpiration (ſaid he) ſeems earnely to check 
the precipitation of my reſolution, left the baſe faction of Argylius mixed with co. 
vetouſneſs and oppreſſion, ſhould gain the maſtery over both parties, who was the 
chief original of all thoſe miſeries, which the people of each Countrey complain 
of: Wherefore Locrinus, I ſay, imploy all your endeavours tothoſe principles, that 
tnay deſtroy Argylius pride, who would be chief in perſwading Arethuſius to a com. 
pliance, whilſt our Souldiers contend with the Senates eftabliſhment, who ſeek onely 
to perpetuate their own command. | 
When he had delivered thus much, he ſmilingly looked me in the face; as if be ex- 
pected from me, not onely an approbation but ſome wonder; until at laſt finding I 
ſaid hothing unto him by way of a reply, be imbraced me in bis arins, and told me, 
that although I ſerved him in the Wars, out of my deſire to have the faction of Ar- 
Olius puniſhed, in regard of the ſpleenitive cruelty he had uſed towards the perſon of 
Monteroſus, yet he knew I kept ſtill in my breaſt certain affections for Arethuſins in- 
tereſt , proteſting withal that other people were the occaſion of his Fathers death, al- 
though he were made the chief object of hatred in that particular: Although I very 
much ſuſpected the nature of his diſſembling , yet being moſt willing to have the Se- 
nate oppoſed, who had laid a ſtrong foundation of Government in their Aſſembly, 
determined to comply with him both in words and actions; and to that purpoſe aſ- 
faced him of my beſt affections to ſerve his defigns , not onely in regard of my war- 
riage, but of his benefits: Thus we parted to the ſeeming ſacisfaRion of us both (he 
ſuppoſing I might be inſtrumental to his purpoſes in the Kingdom of Ayia, and 
believing he would deftroy the Senates glory, each of which might produce ſome 
good periods according to my own wiſhes ; however I muſt confeſs; I knew not well 
what I could expect, Prince Arethuſius being already fled probably from all his 
hopes; nevertheleſs with theſe thoughts I retired preſently to my own lodgings. 
When I was alone in my chamber, I began to conſider what might be the — my- 
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feries of his diſcourſes , knowing he never ſpoke without an end; and for the moſt 


part never did what he ſaid ; wherefore he being cloſe in bis deſigns, though now ap- 
pearing extreamly open in his language, I concluded theſe mult be his purpoſes, co 
ſupprels the Senate, and make himſelf abſolute , which could. not well be effected, 
without giving ſome hopes to the Royal Party; To that continuing ſtill my ſpleen to 
the Argylian Family, as a motive I reſolved to run along with him in his courſes; the 


. rather for that being already engaged both. by alliance and imployment, I could not 


well fall back without loſing his fav oùr, and that conſequently would hazzard (if not 


deſtroy) the poor eſtate I had purchaſed in the Kingdom of Myſſia, ſince the Soul- 


diers under his command, were become the abſolute maſters of all the Countrey: 
Beſides I did not know, but that he might retain ſome intentions in his minde, to 
rectiſie at laſt the injuries of Arethuſius, upon hopes that in ſetting him again in his 
Throne, he ſhould not onely gain himfelf immortal glory, by per forming an act of 
ſuch an beroical nature, but procure to his friends and poſterity a world of ſecurity ; 
fince by holding illegal titles by force and oppreſfion, he and they would be alwayes 
ſubje& to change and faction, when as otherwiſe quietly they might receive both ho- 
nours and rewards; whilft my thoughts were daily dwelling on thele conſiderations, 
he not onely ſent me a Commiſſion, to be a principal Officer in the Territories of 
Myſſiæ containing a proviſo to look ſtrictly to the actions of Argyliu:) but not 
long after himſelf invaded the juriſdiction of the great Senate. As theſe unexpect- 
ed tranſactions, took up all mens apprehenſion, every one thinking, but few ſpeak- 
ing their mindes, knowing very well, that Hercrombrotus was no pardoner of inju- 
ries, ſcarce of ſuſpicions , ſo was this new change readily obeyed , almoſt by all forts 
of conditions (the Lydian Subjects being as variable in their fidelity, as inconftant in 
their actions) ſo that every vocation fell co their own concernments, as if no accident 
or government, could much prejudice their good, or bring them any great ill; how- 
ever *twas onely their little foreſight that made them pot weigh the conſequence of ſo 
huge an alteration, wherein probably within a little time they were to be {lavesor no- 
thing; ſince che waving of Fundamentals, are like the ſhaking of Arches, dne ſtone 
being removed our of its place, the whole building is endangered. | 1 
It was not long after Hercrombrotus had acted this part of aſpiring ambition, be- 
fore he diſcovered eminent marks, both of his tyranny, and his hate towards Are- 
thuſius intereſt, though he guilded ſtill his actions over with nothing but profeſſion 
of piety and humility: Firſt he made continual orations to the common people of 
Religion and the true Worſhip of the Gods, with his eyes caſt up to the heavens, as 
if his heart were alwayes there fixed, whilſt he uſed ſuch familiarities with the ordi- 
nary Souldiers , as if he eſteemed himſelf but one of them in quality, notwithſtand- 
ing the great dignity of Chief Majeftrate was caſt upon him by providence without 
his own ſeeking : Nevertheleſs under. hand he cauſed intimations to be ſpread abroad, 
that it was impoſſible the Nation could be governed otherwiſe then by ſuch a lingle 
perſon, whoſe worth had mericed the ſucceſſion to be caſt upon his poſterity, for re- 
deeming (by his proſperous valour) the Subjects liberties ; withal openly at the ſame 
time, proſecuting all thoſe moſt violently, that he knew any way to have been of Eu- 


archas party; not onely with impriſonments and other puniſhments, but alſo by op- 
preſſion and extortion, though he laid ſtill the fault upon his Officers of State; who 


appeared (as he ſaid) to be jealous of the Countreys proſperity, fearing perhaps elſe, 
combuſtion and troubles might ariſe to his preſent uſurpation: Theſe teſtimonies 
were ſufficient to demonſtrate, that he as well aimed at a perpetuity in command, as 
that he had an abſolute intention in his minde, to ſuppreſs any growing intereſt, that 
Prince Arethuſius might poſſibly procure , whereby again co renew his almoſt loft 
title: This being contrary to the profeſſion he had made to me often in private, of 
his own'defires and intentions, I muſt confeſs did not a little ſtartle my imagination, 
when the report came to my ears in the Kingdom of Myſſia; however (as it ſhould 
ſeem) the better to fortiſie the ſmooth courſe of his deſigns, towards the progreſs of 
his affairs, he cauſed preſently a new Senate to be aſſembled, whereby to compoſe 
differences, or take away grievances ; though in the ieterim , when they were met 
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together, his Agents by diſcourſes endeavoured to ſettle the ſucceſſion of the Crown 
upon his Heirs, if not by name of the King, becauſethe Army ſo much bated that 
Title, yet by a new denomination , that in effe& challenged the fame honour and 
power; which being upon the matter compaſſed, (ſince the appointment of his ſuc. 
ceſſour, was referred to his election and diſpoſe) this Senate was alſo diſſolyed, to 
the general diſtaſte of the people; whoſe tongues notwithſtanding, would not let 
them utter any thing towards oppoſition; into ſo baſe a ſtupidity had the many 
changes of Government wrought both in their mindes and actions, that they were 
willing to ſabmit to any Rule, rather then hazzard in the leaſt kinde their fortunes, 
or diſturb their quiet; {laviſh ſubjection ever following Senſuality in practice, and 
Atheiſm in opinion; ſuch people not having ſouls endued with ſo much generoſity, 
2s to reflec upon any condition, that bears the name of eternity, either in memory 
or fruition. | 
Creſes doubting that Locrinus intended but to trifle , whereby to procure favour 
for the preſent in his nece ſſities, ſince as yet be had made few diſcoveries , but what 
himſelf already knew, ſince he expected onely thoſe relations, that concern Prince 
Aretbuſius Affairs, offered in ſomething a diſcontented manner to take his leave; but 
Locrinus quickly finding his thoughts by his countenance , raking him in the interim 
by the hand, told him, that although hitherto he had made uſe of many circumſtan. 
ces, for the better method and the righter underſtanding of his ftory , yet from 
thenceforth he ſhould finde things of more conſequence ; belides ſome accidents 
revealed, that he verily believed his imaginations did not reach unto , wherefore de- 
fired both his patience and his ftay, for yet a little longer: The greedy expectation 
of Creſes, to hear what was the fate of the Princeſs Cloria and Amarillia in their 
ſurprize, made him ſoon give way to his requeſt; inſomuch as Locrinus again proſe- 
cuted his relation in this ſort. | 
Hercrombrotws, ſaid he, being after this manner, either by bis own craft, or the 
Senates folly, eſtabliſhed in that new Throne of Glory , whilſt many Ceremonies 
were invented for the better ſetting forth of the Dignity, I was with all haſte ſent for 
out of the Countrey of Myſſia; where I then remained as Governour of Argylius 
Province: No ſooner was I come to the preſence of Hercrombrotus, but according 
to his uſual faſhion of diſſimulation, he received me with a moſt chearful countenance, 
(ſeldom putting on other to his. greateſt enemies) and withal diſcourſed with ſuch 
loving and familiar language, as if that night I ſhould have been his Bed-fellow, 
pretended onely out of affectionate confidence; which I muſt confeſs tickled my 
fancy, however it ſettled not my thoughts, ſince I knew not how to interpret all 
theſe alterations; eſpecially in what concerned my Lord Arethuſius affairs, appear- 
ing with a face ſo much now contrary to his own former profeſſions: But the next 
day notwithſtanding taking me alone into the Garden, after many Complements 
and more ſmiles bad entertained my expectation, he began this diſcourſe : Honeſt 
and truſty Locrinus, ſaid he, you ſee now the pleaſure of the immortal Gods, ſo 
often divulged by their moſt ſacred and infallible Oracles, in my being thus placed 
upon the Tydian Throne; and with ſuch a ftrange providence, that makes not 
onely the better ſort conſent to my fate, bur keeps the people attentive in their obe- 
dience, ſeeing both Sea and Land thus to concurre in the choice: Nevertheleſspro- 
bable means muſt not be neglected, to keep all in peace and quietneſs, ſince the Hea- 
vens commonly work according to humane capacities, not alwayes ſhewing miracles 
in mans concernments; though in this laſt Scean, there appears an operation be- 
yond all underſtanding, that awes the obſtinate, and fortifies the good: To which 
purpoſe, for your better regulation, dear Lacrinus, ſaid he, you muſt know, that as I 
have ſent meſſengers already, to the Religious Arch. Flamin of Delphos, although of 
a contrary Worſhip to my Principles, whereby to be the more ſtrengthened in m 
election, ſo have I alſo made an inviolable league with the Syrian Monarchy agai 
the Egyptian greatneſs, whoſe wealth muſt ſupply. our occaſions, if our intend 
Invaſions can prevail againſt the fortunate Iſlands, notwithſtanding Ofiris the King 


of Egype hath at preſent an Ambaſſadour remaining in this rich City of 1 
eſe 
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Theſe acts as I tell you, muſt make you meſſenger to the great Favourite of Syria, 
to preſerve from periſhing theſe deſigns, before their effect procure happy periods to 
 yaur ſelf, knowing you to be a perſon not more truſty in your employments, then 
wiſe in your Councels, accompanied alſo with ſuch excellent parts, for wit, language, 
and tonduct, that none can be able to treat with the circumſpe& and politick· Aa- 
Larius, but able and worthy Locrinus; who equals him in the Syrian Tongue, and 
haps goes beyond him in other ſtratagems of State: In ſhort, your conditions 
ſhall be theſe, with treaſure, not onely to be Commander in the field of fix thouſand 
Souldiers, to be ſent to Orontes aid, but to continue Ambaſſadour for Zydia's Inte- 
reſt within the glorious City of Damaſcus ; correſponding in the interim, with the 
mighty Favourites ſecrets, fince we both have ſworn a perpetual league and friend. 
ſhip, concerning each others greatneſs and Moſperity ;, the one againſt the Houſe 
and Family of Oſiris, and the other in oppoſition to Arethuſius pretentions. Though 
this ſtrange diſcourſe wrought all the faculties of my ſoul into an amazement ; in the 
firſt place not having ſufficient conſideration, for ſo intricate and unexpeRed de- 
ſigns ; and in the other, fearing I might be ſuſpected touching my fidelity; yet 1 fell 
upon this reſolution at the preſent to beg ſome time of reſpite for recollection, ſince 
thoſe noble employments appeared too weighty and eminent (as I ſaid) for my capa- 
city, as well as my condition was too low to bear the burthen; however I proteſted 
ftill, a ſincerity in my ſervices and affections, as well towards himſeli; as in behalf 
of that Commonwealth wherein I lived. | I 6.2% 
When I was alone within my own retirements, I reflected moſt upon theſe parti. 
culars: If Icommanded thoſe Forces into the Principality of Pamphilia, I could not 
avoid to declare my actions, againſt the Intereſt and Concernments of King Arethu- 
fins, whoſe aſſiſtance now depended chiefly upon the countenance. of theſe Coun- 
treys, being baniſhed out of Syria, and excluded Lyaia ; but for my employment 
with the great Favourite Mazarizs,I ſuppoſed ſome benefits might ariſe, as well to 
help our Prince as good my ſelf, ſince the knowledge of Court ſecrets, would open 
paſſages probably, either for his advantage or my own continuance; beſides. Her- 
crombrot us failing in his Government, the Commonwealth being ſubject co ſuch di- 
verſities of changes, the employment would afford me alwayes a ſecurity in retreat, 
by making my peace, if the Royal Family at any time ſhould prevail, (ſince Orante⸗ 
of neceſſity muſt be a party) or continue my credit ſtill with AMaxarius, whereby 1 
might have competent ſubſiſtance; ſo that after a while I reſolved to take upon me 
the charge, both as General and Ambaſſadour ; the rather, becauſe I not onely un- 
derſtodd perfectly the Syrian language ; but had ſpent moſt part of my youth in 
Orſames Court: Tis true upon my arrival in the beginning at Damaſcus, the juſt 
ſpleen of Hyacinthia the Queen, extreamly enflamed at my entertainment; but 
perſwaſions or flattery after a while, tempered and qualified all her paſſion; either 
believing that my reception proceeded colourably from matters of State. policy, or the 
entire intereſt of Mararius with the King, would always beat down her endeavors to 
the contrary; however] muſt ſay the common people( who underſtood little but their 
own ſenſe) being enraged rather againſt the Favourites power, then knowing any 
thing of Mazarins deſigns, making his ſeeming Injuſtice a Theam, whereby they 
_ take occaſion to exclaim, would ſcarce ſuffer me to paſs the ſtreets, without 
offering violence to my perſon ; ſo that I was forced, not onely to procure an Or- 
der to be paſſed; whereby the better to keep me in ſecurity, but to beg alſo an allow- 
ed guard of ſouldiers, for my ſurer defence and ſafety. Here Locrinus uſed ſome 
Complements again to excuſe the tediouſneſs of his relation, telling Creſes he was 
How upon, his laft Scean, wherefore a little patience more would attend the finiſhing 
of his ſtory, that might give him moſt content: Creſes being willing to underſtand 
all he could ſay, hoping in the end ſomething might be diſcovered cowards the good 
of Arethuſius, or the releaſement of his lifter C/oria, gave a patient ear to his further 
diſcourſe, whereupon Lacrinus proceeded in this manner. veel ict 2 
However I continued, ſaid he, for a few moneths in Damaſcus, partly trembling, 
ind partly triumphing, until my fears called __— theſe Countreys of Pam porta, 
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with many Troops of Souldiers, whereby the better to obſerve the enemies motion. 
To make relation of the ſeyeral accidents, that happened in choſe wars, were too te. 
dious at preſent for me to relate, onely let it ſuffice, that the brave Haven of De:rcag 
was by our Forces beſieged and taken, to the extream diſcontent of the E g prian 
Councel; ſince it was the ſafeſt and moſt commodious port in thoſe parts, belonging to 
their King; and a great deal more vexatious it proved to their thoughts, when hey 
knew it was to be put under the Dominion of the Zydian Forces, from whence not 

before both Arethuſius our Ay ſſian King, and Condoroſus the Syrian Prince had 
eſcaped by their admirable valour and induſtry: *Tis true, ſome contention there 
was about the poſſeſſion; for that the place not onely ſeemed to guard all the ſeas 
between $yria and Lydia, but in former times had vexed the trading Citizens of S. 
dis, and other Towns appercaining to nat Government, during the Reign of the 
old Queen before Euarchus Father; neither did it ſpare alwayes the very Subjects 
of Orentes Grandfather , the inhabitants being people, more given to bring in pri- 
zes to their Ma jeſtrates, then to conſerve Traffick to their Merchants; robbery in 
that kinde being held, to be the ſweeteſt purchaſe, when as neither the danger of 
puniſhment, or the obligation of account belong ed to the profeſſion. 

In fine I muſt ſay, that whilſt we thundred out nothing but threatnings againſt the 
almoſt ſabdued Egyptians, the poor people on every ſide flying to the beſt fortified 
places for refuge, as well for their perſons as their eſtates, news came from the Con. 
fines of Lydia of Hererombrotus ſudden death, either violent, as *cwas reported, by 
his own procurement, or accidental with che ſtrong agitation of his vital ſpirits, being 
over · preſt by ſome cares and many contradiQions ; and wanting confidence ſufficient 
by nature to prevent his fear, in horrid extaſies he expired: but time notwithſtanding 
. afforded him leafure enough co conſtitute his eldeſt Son ſucceſſour in his dignity, ac- 

cording to the late decrees made by the complying Senate; which muſt occaſion au- 
other ſtory concerning the particnulars, if you think the relation worth the 
hearing: Be pleaſed to know therefore to this purpoſe, that he had a Daughter, 
whoſe diſpoſition had gained her ſome reſpect, of thoſe that her Father moſt injured, 
not onely in regard ſhe was thought not to conſent to his proceedings , but for that 
often in publick ſhe condoled them in their miſeries, though never durſt much in ſhew 
ſe his deſigns ; which was the cauſe chat frequently ſhe kept company with the 
Royal Party, and not ſeldom alſo with thoſe of the Delphine Religion: Thefirk 
made her —— with thoſe tranſactions, whereby Euarchus and his Son were 
outed from their poſſeſſions z and the others ſhewed her her Religion was not tobe 
defended (as they thought) by ordinary arguments of Reaſon and Juſtice : Beſides 
ſhe was informed, that Lydia was once under the juriſdiction of the. Arch. Flamia of 
Delphos, in matters — to the Worſhip of the Gods, being diſpoſſeſt by uſur. 
patron and fuction, from thoſe rights belonging to his continued authority; when 45 
the factifices now in practice in Lydia could claim no further an original, then the me · 
mory of ſome at preſent living. Theſe inflamations as ic ſhould ſeem ſo wrought 
upon het itnagination; that falling ſick of a Feaver, ſhe found her ſelf within a few 
weeks, ſo tormented with ſundry frights and ſettled cogitations, that neither Phylick 
or perſwaſion could work her any cafe; ftill complaining of ſomething inwardly in 
her minde, which did not onely hinder her quiet, but put her often into fits of deſpe- 
ration, not to be remedied, as ſhe ſaid darkly, but by the reſolutions of her own Fa- 
tber, however to him ſhe was afraid to diſcover the occaſion ; The company about 
her, finding her in theſe extravagancies, reſolved at laſt to let their Lord Hercrowbro- 
tus underſtand the condition of his Daughter, whom they knew he affected moſt en- 
—* ; ſo that one day being brought into her Chamber, ſeating himſelf upon her 
bed ſide, after the people were all put out of the room, ſhe uttered this language in 
his preſence. 2 . zin! 8 of % elle 

My Lord, ſaid ſhe, although nature hath placed us here for a time, yet eternity af. 
ter a while muſt have us in the other world : Tis tre, from you I muſt confeſs, I 
have enjoyed life, honour, and riches; however to the Gods I muſt render an àccoun 


for them, ſince the condition I am now in, can no way flatter my hopes with conti- 
| nuance z 
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' nuance; however not many-weeks ſince, a flouriſhing proſperity (by reaſon of your 
greatneſs) ſeemed to crown my youth. and beauty ; though almoſt worn out to the 
laſt period, if not at preſent accompanied with ſome deſpairs, in that I have not im- 
ployed theſe fortunes to the beſt advantage : To this purpoſe, give me leave to refle& - 
upon your actions, for that mine in part mult neceſſarily be derived from thoſe origi- 
nals, as well by accident as nature, having been produced by the oye, as ſuſtained by 
the other: Nevertheleſs I humbly acknowledge your extraordinary love in my parti- 

cular beyond.my merit, and much above your other Children, which the more brings 
into my minde, theſe conſiderations and objects of care and doubt; care for your 
perſon, and doubt of my own condition; ſince I can be no more cured of my diſtem- 
pers then you be rectified in your thoughts ,- unleſs you ſhall be pleaſed to grant me 
two requeſts : Hercrombrotus being ſomething amazed and much confounded” by 
a moſt paſſionate ſorrow, as far as his nature would give him permiſſion, not onely 
hearkened to his Daughters diſcourſe , but preſently promiſed to fulfil her deſire, in 
what ſhould be within che compaſs of his power to obtain, or belonging to the Ly- 
dian juriſdiction to cominand: Alas then, replyed Clelia, (for ſo ſhe was called) re- 
fle& ſeriouſly upon your former quality, from whence you are mounted to this 
height of dignity; and whether or no you ought not ſpeedily to make ſatisfaction 
for the ambition, to that young Prince, now baniſhed by force from his poſſe ſſi on, 
being a Dominion purchaſed with ſo much injuſtice and oppreſſion , that the Gods 
cannot forget (I fear me) ever the injury, by remarkable teſtimonies of their wrath, 
ſent down upon the whole family, of which number I now remain a moſt miſerable 
ſpectacle; wherefore by all the ties of love, nature, and charity, I beſeech you to ſuf- 

fer me in this deplorable ſtate of weakneſs, confulion, and perplexity, to entertain a 

correſpondency with thoſe perſons of the Delphine Worſhip, notwithſtanding your 

general injunction to the contrary, the rather may 1 expect this indulgent grant, ac- 
cording to the laſt paſſions of your dying, and (if this be denyed) moſt unfortunate 

Daughter, becauſe your ſelf as yet, is not ſettled upon any particular Religion. 

Hercrombrot us after he had underſtood this Hrange, and unexpected diſcourſe of 

Clelia, (his body ſwelling with rage, and tis eyes ſparkling fire, apainſt thoſe propo- 

ſitions, which he conceived ſo much thwarted his a ppetite and ends) preſently by a 

moſt violent motion, was carried out of the Chamber, not giving her any manner of 

anſwer at all; thinking belike, his Daughters degenerating from his principles, upon 
conſiderations either of mortality or eternity, deſet ved rather contempt and confu- 
ſion, then entertainment in his intentions; ſo: much had the worſds pride, and his 
own ambition, preoccupated his nature in the general, and infatuated his private co- 
gitations within himſelf; loving her onely hut as ſhe appeared to be his ornament, 
and affecting what was ill of his own , becauſe he was the parent of it; whillt he 
eſteemed the Gods power or goodaeſs no other then fictions to pleaſe ſenſe; or in- 
yented toyes to affright fools, that kept brave ſpirits from honour and glory in the 
mos by burying-people in ſloath and idleneis, under pretence of ſanctity and

But however Hercrombrotas could not value the tears and ſorrows of his moſt he- 
loved Daughter, in compariſon of that extorted glory, which he had an intention, 

not onely (againſt heaven and earth) to carry along with him to his grave; but to per- 

2 in his blood and poſterity; yet poor affliſted Celia from day to day, felt 
adder effects of her diſtempers , wiſhing the Gods had either made her leſs by fate, 

ortrendred her greatneſs. happiet in condition: hen as the meareſt perſon bad a li- 
berty now denyed her; which ſwe fully enjoyed when ſhe was un ordinary maid; nei- 
ther dreaming of wealth, or hopiog for honour ; until at laft having waſted away all 
her ſubſtance of fleſh and blood; by the rang cobcinued. agirarion of her tired ſpi- 
tits, (Heroromprotm:neotibokingaponher , btcauſe ſhe was: more vertuons then he 
wiſhed her to be) þreathed out her ſoul to the Bots juſtice or examination 
Notwit hſtanding Hercrombrotur at the firftappeared, not fo ſenſible of his loſs, as 

. was imagined, covexing it with his craft, ot not reienting it in his nature, (ſince it is 

the property of ambition, not to be over kinde to any, avoiding the effects of melt- 


ing 
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ing compaſſion, becanſe no obſtacles muſt hinder the end to greatneſs and power) yet 
within a night or two, being frighted in his dreams, and tormented in his ſleep, ſtart. 
ed out of his bed, calling for his Sword to maintain his own Dominion (as he ſaid) 
aꝑainſt his great enemy Prince ¶Arethuſius: In fine, Sir, ſaid Locrinus, not to detain 
you any longer with theſe circumſtances, after he had been often called upon by the 
Ghoſt of his decegſed Daughter, whereby to render an account concerning her de. 
mands, was ſaddenly in his own Chamber, taken with a moſ horrid extaſie; where 
voiding of blood, and vomiting of corruption, he at laſt expired, in the very height 
of all bis glory and proſperity. en: BEE 
Thus ended, as I may ſay, this perſon, ordained by the heavens to puniſh the pride 
and luxury of the Lydian Nation; a man who won Battles without wounds, and 
that means roſe from a mean condition, to the greateſt dignity either fate or fortune 
could arriveunto in his Countrey ; lived above controul, and dyed without pirty , ha- 
ted by moſt, and loved by none ;, almoſt as much feared in his diſſimulation as in his 
cruelty ; ſince to propagate alwayes his defigns, he made bis Religion the Common. 
place to both, when there was occaſion ; Though this might be his character in part, 
yet wiſe men deemed, that his extraordinary ſucceſs , proceeded rather from a predo- 
minant determination of the Gods, then by his own able conduct, for ſome end, 
touchinꝑ their own Worlhips, not yet diſcovered throughly to mortal people; for 
that things were ſo ordered and governed in his uſurpation, as if chance rather then 
foreſight, thruſt on the defign, and not contrived it, as one would ſay, the night un. 
doing what the day for the moſt part propoſed, until ſome preſſing neceſſity, formed 
the reſolution; not ſeldom deſperate in the execution, or failing in the end: Tis 
true; as I ſaid, his Son for a little ſpace ſucceeded him in the Throne, with compliance 
enough, as if people feared the Fathers ſpirit to riſe amongſt them again, or believed 
he was not yet dead; becauſe his image ſtill appeared, as well in name as in effigies: 
But the Souldiers who ſcarce knew any obedience (much leſs complements) heated by 
liberty and pinched by want; after a while, finding he intended more order in Go- 
vernment, then agreed either with their appetites or commodity, becauſe they would 
rule and not be ruled, upon an inſtant diſplaced him from his ſeat, ſetting up a Se. 
nate, which they hoped better to command, for that without ſuch a creation, they 
had not been at all. In this poſture as I am informed, the State of Lydia yer Rtands, 
ſubject to change, and not capable to act, wanting friends and having no money; 
whereupon Leagues abroad muſt be overthrown and not likely to be renewed;fince the 
government of the whole being altered, Treaties by a multitude will finde oppoſition, 
and ſo:conſequently protraction, which probably muſt obſtruct obedience as well as 
ſucceſe, to the — * at laſt by confuſion. Now, ſaid he, if you pleaſe, I 
ſhall come to my laſt period, concerning the Princeſs Cloria's furprize: To this pur- 
poſe I ſay, finding that I could build no certain hopes upon the Government of Ly- 
dia, being in this poſture, and perceiving an inclination of peace between the two 
Crowns of Egypt and Syria, wherein I ſuppoſe Maxarius will be an eminent inftru- 
ment, I thought it no other then a laudible piece of policy, to become Maſter in poſ- 
ſeſſton of that vertuous Lady the Princeſs C/oria , arrording to a plot contrived be- 
tween me and young Mancbinus; however in our retreat, being followed by a iqua- 
dron of horſe belonging to the enemy, I was forced with my Troop to interpoſe, 
whilſt Maurhinus, with the Princeſs and. the Lady Amarillia marched away; by 
which action I became my ſelf a priſoner, to be diſpoſed on now as you pleaſe. 
When Locrinut had finiſhed this diſcourſe, it was ſome queſtion in Creſes minde, 
whether he ſhonld preſently ſlaughter bim in the place, for that injury he had done 
to the Princeſs Cioria, notwithſtanding any fair pretemions, concerning the Royall 
Family, or render himſelf his friend moſt entirely, ir regard of thoſe ſecret paſſages he 
had revealed, belongiũg to the Syrius Favourite; ſo that he continued in a mule for 
ſome time, until at Jaſt riſing up ſuddenly from his ſeat, he quittedthe Chamber, 
without making any reply at all, in that manner returning to his own' quarters in the 
Town, where being retired into a certain little Garden, belonging to his Lodgings, 
he entred more particularly upon theſe conſiderations. | 1 
ow 
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. How that if he did uſe violence to the perſon of Lacrium, being now onely a 
priſoner of war under the Juriſdiftion of the Pamphilia» Government, it ſhould 
not onely appear to be an act of extraordinary raſhneſs, but would be interpreted 
as a direct breach contrary tothe Law of Arms, thus in cold blood to aſſail an ene- 
my; elpecially having yielded, either upon conditions or at will: Beſides what 
prejudice the party might receive in this nature, probably would redound to the 
worſe ulage of Cloria, being now in the power of the Garriſon of Deorcas , when 
asin complying ſomething, both wich the Commander and the accident , ſhe mighe 
be the better ſecured where (he was, and he fullierinftruted how to carry his affairs 
in the future, either for her releaſe, or Aretbaſtus benefit: But whilſt Creſes was re- 
ſolving of his own intendments, without any abſolute determination, there came a 
diſcharge for Locrinus, grounded upon a Ceſſation of Hoſtil:ty between the two 
Kings, in further order, to the intended peace, which was at preſent treated upon, 
for the good aud ſettlement of the greateſt part of Aſia: However this perempto- 
ry injunction ſomething ſtartled Creſes thoughts, thus to be outed in a ſort of his 
hopes, concerning the Captivity of Locrinus, whereby he thought to procure the 
. freedom of Cloria, with other advantages; yet was he again extreamly ſatisfied 
to ſuppoſe, by the agreement of theſe formerly exaſperated Monarchs, Arethuſius 
concernments would not onely receive life but aſſiſtance; without which it was un- 
poſſible (as he believed) he could be made able to contend with his powerful ene- 
mies; wherefore preſently engaging Locrinus with a thouſand conjurations, to be 
ſerviceable to the Princeſs and ber Brother, parting from him in a friendly manner, 
he reſolved to wait onely upon his own cure, for his future voyage towards Arethu- 
fas Court; no obſtacle more appearing now but bis wounds, ſince the truce already 
granted free paſſage to every perſon, of each party without moleſtation. 
Locrings by this means being on his journey, towards the ſtrong City of Deorc as, 
lad of his freedom and confident in his purpoſes, in the way began to think, that un- 
Ph he could procure his ſouldiers pay, from the now ſitting Senate at Sardy,, they 
might probably mutiny to his diſadvantage; beſides he knew not with what face of 
reſpeR, to appear before the preſence of that ſweet Princeſs, whom be had ſo much 
injured by his late furprize. Theſe conſiderations made him reſolve , firſt to pro- 
ſecute a voyage into the Countrey of LZydia, there not onely to get money for his 
Garriſon, but co enquire further after the Senates ſettlement, ſince the Courſe he 
was to ſtear, depended as he thought upon the confuſion , or eftabliſhment of that 
State; and ſo conſequently in joyning, or not joyning with Mararius deligns, 
who ſeemed at prefent to bave ſomething changed his determinations, ſeeking to 
bring on the general peace with ſome violence ; which appeared of no ſmall con- 
cernment, to the foundation of LZyaia's new Government. Theſe conſiderations, I 
ſay, employed the thoughts of Lacrinus for ſome dayes ſpace , keeping on ſtill not- 
withitanding, his courſe towards his firſt intendments, though with a wavering kinde 
of uncertainty in his reſolutions, whether he ſhould travel towards Deorcas or Ly- 
dia, both yet being alike commodious for the Road; until of a ſudden he might 
hear a horn blow, as if ſome unexpected meſſenger haſted in the way, belonging ei- 
ther to private buſineſs or common intelligence; which made him quickly alight 
from his horſe, in regard the paſſage ſeemed over narrow, between two ſmall banks, 
that made a ſteep deſcent, dangerous for any accidental ſhock or encounter; where 
about the middle of the hill, he met a Gentleman of the Syria» Nation, appertain- 
ing to the Ambaſſadour yet remaining in Lydia; who being a perſon of his former 
acquaintance, (whilſt he lived at Court) he made bold to ſtop him in his haſty ſpeed : 
After ſome ſhort Complements he deſired, if his buſineſs could any way admit of 
the protraction, that he would be pleaſzd to give him ſome accompt of Occurrences 
belonging to Sardis, from whence he ſuppoſed he came, ſince the late revolution of 
affairs (as he ſaid) could not but produce ſtrange accidents, if not abſolute wonders : 
Whereupon the party with a kinde of merry countenance preſently told him, that as 
himſelf had been diſpatched from his Lord and Maſter, with Letters to the Court of 


Syria, ſo if he were curious of any information out of that Countrey, from * 
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he not long ago parted, he would inftantly meet him in the Wood at the bottom of 
the precipice; ſo chat after he had diſpoſed of his horſe to his guide, Locrinus Slad of 
this occaſion, whereby he might be ſomething inſtructed in his journey, (delivering 
alſo bis own fteed to one of his ſervants) made haſte to the grove mentioned, to 
provide a fic ſtation fot their communication; where long he had not remained, be- 
fore the Gentleman accordingly arrived, and preſently ſeating theinfelves at the 
foot of a tree, the meſſenger in the Syrian tongue gave him this account. wy 
After, ſaid he; that young Hercrombrotus (as perhaps you ay have already heard) 
hadquitted under his band and ſeaf the Government, which his Father at his deach 
neathed unto him, not having a competent courage to contend for that extorted 
ey, which had been uſurped in his time by ſo much blood and cruelty, (as it 
ſhould ſeem terrified from his Dominion, like Children in the School deprived of 
theit toyes for fear of beating) the command was ſoon caft ppon the old Senate, 
that almoſt in years and number was worn out of date: and certainly had fo conti 
nued, but that the Sonldiers knew very well, there was no other way probable leſt 
them, to ſupply their preffing dccaſions, but by inſtituting a ſeeming Court of ſu- 
preme Authority, which they ſuppoſed would be directed as they pleaſed, either to be 
commanded alwayes by their power, or whereby to work money by force , from the 
ſuffering and unſatisfied people, as if both Law and Juſtice went along with the acti. 
on; when as this Senate is known to be, neither what it was in its firſt conſtitution, or 
what it ought to continue in the opinion of any, having been moulded ſo often by 
the Commanders powers, nothing being ſeemingly left it, as is ſaid, but cruelty and 
corruption; when as they make the Gods Worſhip the chief ftale of their preten- 
ces, and their frequent cabals their onely practice in effect; enriching themſelves and 
impoveriſhing others, whilſt the whole State in the interim ſuffers by confuſion: 
This I will not affirm to be my own thoughts, but ſure I am they be the character 
given by moſt, whoſe ſpleen perhaps may over-power their judgements , in regard 
their loſs doth provoke their revenge; but I ſhall leave theſe digreſſions, and fot- 
low more particularly my relation. No ſooner, as I fay, did this aſſembly meet to- 
gether, (whether then of a minde to do as they made a ſhew, or ſtil! kept in their bo- 
oms a hidden intention of diſſimulation) but they put forth a plauſible decree to the 
people, wherein they profeſſed before the immortal Gods, as by their favour they ac- 
knowledged themſelves now to have met again, veſted with their old authority, fo 
would they imploy their whole endeavours, to poſſeſs the ſuffering Subjects with 
their ancient Liberties, deſcended rightly unto them, both by Law and Cuſtom; pro- 
teſting alſo violently, not onely againſt Prince Arerhifizes Titles to the Crown, but 
the Nobilities priviledge concerning their Birth-right, thereby as it was thought, the 
better to involve all conditions in ſuch a confuſed tation, that diſtinctions might not 
be perceived, and fo by conſequence , themſelves to govern all without controul : 
Nevertheleſs long they had not fate in their formal Majeſty , difpoſing of the Nati- 
ons freedom as they pleaſed, condemning this man and approving that, either accord- 
ing to their appetites or their intereſt, before the chief Commanders ſaluted them 
with a paper, wherein was contained divers kindes of preſcriptions. As theſe ſeem- 
ing preſumptions from the Army, afforded them cauſe both of fear and paſſion, 
which however they neither durft diſpute, nor were willing to perform; ſo in a middle 
way for their ſafety, they thought it the beſt courſe they could take, rather to pro- 
tract buſineſſes with diſſembled policy, then co deny benefits that could not well be 
granted; intending nevertheleſs cunningly, to be quit as ſoon as they could of their 
Military maſters, v/o kept them alwayes in ſo much awe , that it became a queſtion 
in the thoughts of many, whether their ſleep did them more good, accompanied 
with theſe jealoulies , or their doubts more hurt, followed by ſome hopes: But being 
ſtill perſecuted, as I ſay, by the Officers with terrible threats, they were forced often- 
times, to throw away their own determinations , rather then contend with thoſe vio- 
tent motions, proceeding from a profeſtion, which however they could not love, yet 
were they unwilling to diſpleaſe, ſince they knew without their aſſiſtance , they were 
not able to reign; foras their help was needful to defend the new purcha n =_ 
iRion, 
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dition, from Aret huſias long eſtabliſht right; ſo could not their frequent decrees be 

put every where infull execution q without arms and force; to fortifie their proceed- 
ings ;-wherefore f-necellity they were to bang rogerber like chained links, the one 
failing;the other maſt go to the ground, in that the Army could not be well paid but 
by their orders, as their ordets dould not be uſeful to any purpoſe;-unleſs they were 
punctualiy obeyed: notwithſtanding — — kept them in ſome 
unity; like maſty dogs muſled to deſend a family from ri ; each looking upon an- 
other either wich careful or ſpighrful eyes : nerertheleſs the Senate quickly began 

ta fall upon a new invention, whereby to ſecure their own being if not to curb the 
Souldiers inſolency; and tliat was, to raiſe another Militia, compoſed of ſuch Offi- 
cersandarmed:people, as moſt favoured the Senates proceeding: q but the old Soul- 
diers heating of. this determination, became fuſpicious of their intentions, ſuppoſing 


it was deſignedonely to ſtreugt hen themſelves againſt the Armies power, whenſoeyer 
they had a minde co dein the arreart of their wages already due; or their further re · 
queſt yet to come 3 beſides the Officers feared, they ſought to divide the affections 
of the Forces: from the obedience of their ancient Commanders, with whom they 
had (as they ſaid) ſought many victorious Battles; to the hqnour; if not for the li. 
berty of the Lydius people. In proſecution of which controverſie, divers Troops 
were drawn out of either ſide, according to their ſeveral affections; however rather 
with words then weapons to diſpute che buſineſs, ſince! they both mare doubted 
Prince Arethuſius Tit les then their own differences, each being alike engaged in that 
common danger; which could not be but greatly augmented as they thought, if 
they became not entirely united in the end; inſomuch as at laſt after many conteri- 
tions, and a few blos, fearing the conſequence, they attoned themſelves upon theſe 
reſolutions: Firſt to ſuppreſs totally the party of the King in the City of Sardis; 
and then more ſeaſonably to (hew- forth their own conveniencies ; whilſt their 
thoughts were imployed in theſe diligences of execution, ſuddenly gews came of a 
general riſing in the Weſtern parts of the Kingdom, in which as it was reported were. 
engaged, not onely all the common people, but moſt of the Gentry and Nobility of 
the Countrey; vbich was thought augmiented their cares, and diſtracted their Coun- 
cels, the Army being but ſmall, and their Forces very uncertain; ſince as many of the 
Souldiets had been ſent into other parts, ſo were their own actions ſo diſpleaſing, 
that all were diſtaſtedac their power; crying out, that none but the worſt ot inhabi- 
tants were put in command, and the Gods Worſhip uſed onely, but the better tò ca- 
lour every oppreſſion, when either ambition or coverouſneſs came in the way, to- 
war ds the appetites of unconſcionable people of their party, who cared for little but 
their own profit, and proſited in nothing ſo much as by cruelty: However for all 
theſe diſtractions, they diſpatched ſome Souldiers preſently from Sardis, under the 
command of a certain General, whoſe conduct and judgement they — affected, 
though his perſon was deemed too haughty for any ſubjection, in regard. that for- 
mer experience in the Wars had made him preſume, and preſumption did no way 
quadrate with their intentions; nothing being as they thought more pre judicial to a 
new Commonwealth then ſuch a maſter; wliereas a common Government they 
onely deſired, becauſe neither theircourage nor theit breeding, could aim at any thing 
higher then that ſphere ; where they were ſure alwayes to command, though never 
— to obey : but neceſſity was to be preferred either before paſſion or particular 
intereſt, hoping notwithſtanding that if he prevailed, ſome other policy would work 
him out of eſteem; and if he failed in the ſervice he underrook, they perchance might 
be ſecured another way, if both did not fall in the fate; which would diſſolve the 
whole Machine of their expectation: They alſo ſent other Officers int o divers parts 
of the Nations, as well to keep the people in quiet, as to muſter up their Forces, de- 
pending upon certain Troops, kept alwayes in each Province, to be ready at com- 
mand for theſe purpoſes , expecting according to directions alſo, Souldiers out of 


 Myfſſia, Crete, and Pamphylia, whereby to ſtrengthen the Army. 


In this poſture I may ſay I left Lydia, one party marching againlt the other, how 


erer with more ſpight then haſte, although neither ſeemed co give any leaſure to 
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the.ſpotd they made tobe in their Inn before night, cauſed chem 
munitation on the Rod, nevertheleſs being arriued at their ladging ; whilſt 
ſupper wes provided at thefire; reſting themielres upon tmo ſamil Cuuches in: their 
Chamber, they entred again into many diſputes upon the fotmer ſubijedt. amonꝑſt 
which:the Gentleman demanded of: Lacrinus', what was the reaſon. be ſeemed i 
enruſtly o ſerie an intereſt, that neither was likely ca continue any time, On mas: 
juſt in the preſent - ? Locrinss was ſomething long before he made any 
reply;as if inwardiyde labouted an anſwer, yet atlaft he told him in low expreiſi. 
ons, — — vot at the inſtant contend with him a haut the juſturſi 
of ahem, ag gird there had:been: ſo much already ſaid upon chat Tbeam; 

; to-koow the reaſons, hy be imagined the Senates Juriſdicti- 
on not eſtabliſhed conid not continue; ſinee the Sanders ſeemed ſo earneſtly to 
maintain their pretended Right, or at leaſt wiſh their uſurped Authority: My opi- 
nions; daid the Meſſenger, are theſe: Firſt, in regatd of the general diſtaſte of the 
whole Nation, whereby the Trade and Commerce of the people in time, muſt of 
docęſſity be obſtructed, when they ſinde the Subjectrinduſtry and endearours, can- 
not maintain any property at all; ſince the Armies inſolency, and the: Senates arbi- 
trary'Gpvernment, leaves no man a certainty, either in his being or his poſſeſſion; 
re men will rather look to conſer ue hat they haue already, then firive to 
more by any pains; ſince their poſterity cannot be ſute , to hnjoy the fruits

their labours; until at laſt perhaps, hruſt on by the deſperateneſa of their con- 
dition, may riſe in Tumults, to relieve themſelves from their intallerable oppreſſi- 
ons; eſperially being provoked thereunto, by the righifulneſs of Aretha ſius Titles, 
if not by the exa ſperation of the Priefts of the Hereſian Wotſhip, who will bave 
opportunity enough in their eontinual Orations, to infleme the Commonalty with 
the trmembrance of their paſt felicity, and the ſenſe of their preſent ſuffering; 
wherefore by that means they will either make way for the Kings admittance again 
to his lawful Government, or bring in the power of forreign Forces, ſince. Princes 
when they (hall be agreed amongſt themſelves, (now probably enough to be effect. 
ed, by reaſon of the intended general peace) cannot both in honour and ſafety, but 
look upon Aret huſius intereſt, being the greateſt ſufferer in the world; and the 
State of Lydia as it now ftands, the bigheſt injurer that ever was known , profeſſing 
neither Morality nor Religion in what kinde ſoever, nor keeps faith with any other 
Dominion; changing in their conſultations every day from better to worſe, though 
the beſt order that ſeems to be amongſt them, conſiſts meerly in his Armies Regula- 
tion, which drives onely at perpetuating of their Commanders authority, who are 
endleſs in covetouſneſs, and boundleſs in ambition; beſides the common Souldiers 
— infinitely bebinde hand in their pay, they will be rendred deſperately inclined 
for ſatisfation , which of neceflicy muſt produce ſtrange Cataſtrophe's, (ince the 
Countrey hath no money to diſcharge their Taxes, and the Militia would govern 
every mans right. Although many of theſe things, ſaid Locrinus, may be true in 
the execution, and ſo perhaps intended by ſome for intereſt ; yet certainly moſt of 


the Senate aim onely, at the framing of a Commonwealth, according to the — 
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of Cyprus, wherein at laſt the Souldiers muſt be regulated, having no means to be 
ſupplied, but by the orderly appointment of Officers, elected out of the people by 
the Senates authority, which will keep together the affections of every condition, 
and this joyned with the ſtrength by ſea of the Zydian Navy, neither Prince Aret hu- 
ſius Titles, nor the power of che greateſt Kings, will be able to overthrow, or ſhake 
this foundation. I wonder, ſaid the Gentleman, you ihould be of this opinion; 
being a perſon verſed in State affairs, ſince the oppoſitions now on foot, are both 


diverſe and numerous; beſides the natures of them impoſſible (without apparent 
. miracles) to be by what perſwaſions ſoever reconciled; for as the Hereſian Intereſt 


can no way be pacified, but by their hopes of entirely governing, ſo the Subjects not 
able ta bear the weight of their preſent taxations, mult fall co a ,mutiny , notwith- 
ſtanding the charge ſhall be encreaſed, not onely by the wills and pleaſures of their 
peremptory Governours; but be ſtill continued without end by many accidentall 
neceflities, whereby to maintain and uphold this new fate of Arbitration and 
Tyranny ; when as Ar/rhu/is pretentions, taken into conſideration and well ſet- 
tled, according to the Laws and ancient Cuſtoms of the Nation, by a general par- 
don to be granted to every ſort of condition, wonld not onely quiet all manner of 
differences, but procure ſuch friendſhips from other States and Kingdoms, that Trade 
ſhould be not onely reſtored, but Commerce proſecuted to the encouraging of in- 
duſtrious Merchants, and the ſuppreſſing of wicked intentions: whereas of the 
contrary, beſides the Gods indignation againſt theſe wrongful proceedings, an infi- 
nity of charge muſt ſtill be expected to lie upon the people to maintain the errone- 
ous opinions of ſome fantaſtical ſpirits, which is a great deal more dangerous , by 
reaſon of continual faRions, being not poſſible to be prevented in Zydia's Horizon, 
conſidering the nature of the Subjects, and their diverſity of profeſlions: Nor is ic 
enough to bring the Iſland of Cyprus for à precedent, which you would make the 
chief pattern of your Government, in that it conſiſts onely of one ſort of Inhabi. 
tants, more temperate and paſſive in diſpoſition, then the Lydians have ever been, 
and all given to Trading and Commerce; neither could that Commonwealth have 
proſpered at the beginning, but by the ſtrong aſſiſtance of other States, extreamly 
envious to the aſpiring greatneſs of the Egyptian Monarchy, who were content any 
way to clip the wings of that Prince, though none can have any ſuch emulation, 


concerning the intentions of the King of Lydia, being in a condition now rather 


to be pittied and commilerated,in regard of his injuries and oppteſſions; beſides, that 
the example is to be looked upon, of a deſtructive concernment to all other Domini - 
ons of the world, as well in the fantaſtical levelling humours of that Religion, moſt 
prevalent with the Senate and Souldiery, as in the low extractions and fortunes, of 
thoſe perſons that govern at the preſent, who are to be ſupplied by no other means, 
then by the downfall and ruine of the better ſort, that have enjoyed their eſtates for 
many years, from their noble and worthy Anceſtors, without the contradicting 4 
any fate or accident; upon which baſes perhaps your people intended to ſet up, an 
create new families of their own, differing in blood, and otherwiſe in converſation 
from the Kingdoms principles. FT | | 

However, ſaid Locrinus, hitherunto they have proſpered, not onely againſt the at- 


tempts and machinations of their moſt inveterate enemies, but to the wonder and ad- 


miration of all Aſia, having ſtill caſt down every oppoſition that ſtood in their way, 
towards the purpoſes they have deſigned to this effect, beating almoſt every Prince 
and Commonwealth into a neceſſity of their friendſhip and agreement, which hath 
been done by theit power at Sea, and the courage of their Commanders at Land. 
To this, replyed the meſſenger, I can give you no other anſwer, but as all States and 
Governments within the leſſer 4%½, have been for theſe many years ſo full of their 
own troubles ( befides particular emulations and ſuſpicions) that they could not 
think, either of requitals or conqueſt; ſo of the other (ide, what your Army hath 
done at home againſt the Kings Forces, beſides the ſuppreſſing of tumults in Lydia, 
Myſſia, and Crete, certainly hath been acted rather, by predominate fate and provi- 
dence, conducing to ſome ſtrange period (ordered by the heavens , for the puniſhing 
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of wickedneſs) then by either the wiſdom of your Councels, or the valour of the 
- Souldiers ; ſince in the firft place it is known, you go not upon approved or probable 
* maxirnes ; asinthe other, it is ſcarce viſible, that any of your Officers have been, ei- 
ther wounded or killed in the Wars, when a multitude of the Kings fide, have fallen 
in their attempts, though with all the honour and courage poffibly could be expected, 
by people meriting fame and renown, as well concerning their reſolutions in dying 
bravely, as in their cauſe for which they ſuffered , — ſhewing mercy when it 
was defired, when you ever cruelty undeſerved : Wherefore 1 muſt tell you according 
to ty opinion, your allegations are rather marks of the Gods indignation againſt 
your proceedings and purpoſes, then teſtimonies of their pleaſure and ſatis faction; 
which makes me confident , they reſerve ſome hidden revenge in their own boſoms, 
not yet throughly difcovered to the world, fince ſucceſſes are not onely arguments 
of Right and Juftice ; however true principles never can be fallacies, which cercain- 
ly at laſt will fall heavy upon the inſtruments of theſe oppreſſions, unleſs we could 
believe, the heavens have loſt their power, or men were become omnipotent; for it 
is the cauſe and not the fortune, that crowns any one a Martyr : Nay, is it poſſible 
you can think, a Civil War can poſſibly end in an abſolate conqueſt > when as the 
contrary party muſt either be deftroyed by cruelty , or ſuppreſſed by tyranny , and 
to ſlaugbter them every one were impoſſible to think, in regard (as well) of their 
numbet as of their poſterity; and to render them all ſlaves , as is unexampled in ſto- 
ry; for that by many occaſions, Arms ſome time or other would be pur into their 
hands towards a revenge; eſpecially there being on foot alwayes a juſt title to coun- 
renance riſing, and a forreign aſſiſtance to animate their courages, each conducing to 
z redemption z when it is not to be doubted, but their hearts and opinions will not be 
altered, no more then their ſpirits abated , ſince they cannot but conſider, who it is in 
the interim that would —_ as maſters, and what right they have to bear rule over 
them, being men not abler then they in capacity, and worſe a great deal in condition: 
fo that I muſt conclude, theſe violences cannot hold any time, nor your dominion 
likely long to continue; wherefore your new Commonwealth muſt either fall into 
the Monarchy of ſome one of your own Commanders, more violent and rigorons 
then formerly was any, or end in fo perplext a confuſion, that the whole Nation muſt 
be brought to an abſolute deſtruction, if che right intereſt be not admitted and com- 
pounded withal. . 
But as they were further diſputing upon this ſubject, the maſter of the houſe came 
up into their chamber, to call chem to ſupper; which however for the preſent it di- 
verted them from their intentions of other diſcourſe, although perhaps much more 
could not have been alledged to that purpoſe , yet in the way (ſince they were to paſs 
through a Garden, before they could come into the Parlour) they demanded of the 
Landlord, what news was now moſt predominant in the Countrey of Pamphylia, for 
that as they ſaid, the general ceſſation of Arms on either ſide , muſt of neceſſity af- 
ford a'world of content to the common people, who had not poſſeſſed fo great a 
happineſs this many years: *Tis true, replyed the Inn- keeper, and for a better con- 
firmation of the intended peace we all long ſo much after, yeſterday there arrived bere 
a Poſt, who brought orders to the Ma jeſtrates of this Town, that with all expediti- 
on they ſhould prepare a ſtately Theatre, whereon the Ceremony belongingto the 
Agreement might be performed at the publiſhing of the accord: Beſides it is fu ther 
certified, that there being lately born to Oſiris King of Egypt a young Son, whereby 
his vaſt Empire may be inherited by a Prince of the ſame blood, undoubtedly there 
wilt follow a match, between Orontes Monarch of Syria, and our Kings oneiy 
Daughter, whereby the better to ſtreng hen the alliance, as well as ro confirm the 
friendſhip, that for ſo long a ſeaſon hath been diſputed wich moſt exaſperate ſpleen 
by which means with their joynt Forces, they may not onely make the world trem- 
ble, but afford a great deal of conſolation, ro many injured and oppreſſed Princes: 
By this time they were come to the dining-room , where the company attended, fo 
that no anſwer could be returned, ſince preſently every one ſaluting one another ac- 


cording to the Countrey civility , they at laft all ſate down at the table to _— $ 
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which being finiſhed within an hours ſpace , each went to his reſt, anſwerable to the 
commodity of the place. | : | | 

Lecrinus when he was in his Chamber, being not yet abſolutely reſolved of his 
courſe, began to conſider, not onely the diverſity of paſſages and changes, lately fal- 
len out in Lydia , but the reaſons the Syrian Gentleman had laid before his judge. 
ment; as well in regard of the inſtability of the Government and intereſt he now 
ſerved, as the titles of Arethuſius, with the probable exaſperation of all other Prin- 
ces, who could not be as he thought, but exceedingly diſtaſted at ſuch examples, 
wherein the Subjects plaid the matters with their Lords and chief Governour ſo often, 
being a pernicious leading caſe to other people of the ſame temper and power; 
though by reaſon of their own occaſions they had yet diſſembled the buſineſs, yet 
could never forget the preſident : In the next place he reflected upon the probability 
of conquering the Countrey of Lyaia by joyned Forces; ſince as the peace between 
the two mighty Crowns was near the concluding, fo the differences belonging to the 
Senates juriſdiction increaſed, as well by open rebellions as private factions; beſides 
that ſcarce an intereſt in the whole Nation was ſatisfied, although the ſpleen of the 
contrary party, was as high as ever, the Merchants wanting trade, and the people op- 
preſſed, in that the Souldiers hindred the one, and eat up the other, without the leaſt 
hopes that either taxations ſhould be leſſened, or any others aſſigned to govern their 
fortunes but che meer creatures of an inſulting Army; which notwithſtanding were 
not ſo many in number, as peremptory in their commands; fo that he concluded in 
his thoughts, that it was impoſſible however the riſings now on foot ſhould fail, but 
ſore ſudden attempt would ſucceed the diſaſter , either to more blood or a ſounder 
deſtruction, when the King of Egypt was ſo much exaſperated , and the Monarch of 
Syria fo nearly allied; but then again he bethought himſelf, chat the power of the 
Lydian Navy, which the courage of their brave Commanders, might keep off all in- 
vaſions, by the ſame ſucceſs that had hitherunto ever proſpered their actions: and 
this notwithſtanding any oppoſition could be made againſt their proceedings; ſince 
holding till the accord with the $y75ax State, and linking faſt to the friendſhip of the 
Iſland of Cyprus, no Forces either by Sea or Land, would much prejudice their being 
or government, all the factions at home being but weak and not united: yet he could 
not but doubt of the conſtancy of Cyprus and Syria to the Senates intereſt, when 
the firſt ſhould think to gain by the overthrow of the Lydiant, who took much of 
their trading trom their profit, by reaſon of their numerous ſhipping ; and for che 
other, he thought both blood and honour could not but engage that Nation at laſt in 
Arethuſius quarrel, eſpecially the differences being laid afide between Orontes and 
Oſiris; which oppolition was the onely reaſon ; why any accord at all was made at 
the firft, concerning the Syrian and Lydian people, that now as he ſuppoſed might 
very well be broken, fince the Government at Sardis was abſolutely changed, and the 
contract onely made with Hercrombrotus; States and Kingdoms never want- 
ing pretences, when they finde their Swords ſharp enough to contend , for any thing 
they would have or contradict; beſides he could not perſwade his apprehenſions, but 
the ſcores belonging to the Queen Hyacinthia's Dower, with other Damages ſuſtain- 
ed by the State of Syria, would be ttriftly required ot the new ſettled Governours, 
when an opportunity was ripe for any demands, ſince that Nation ſeldom uſed to be 
behinde hand being affronted, or could the King thereof in honour forget their near- 
eſt Kinſman. All theſe reaſons put together, ſomething terrified Locrinus thoughts, 
from a continuance of his ſervice to the Lydias Government; however a certain 
kinde of Ay ian covetouſneſs kept his deſires yet from breaking altogether with the 
Senate: wherefore as he reſolved to alter his courſe at che preſent, intended for the 
Lydian Dominions, until he might get more knowledge concerning the riſings now in 
the Countrey , ſo was he reſolved to take the opportunity of the Gentlemans com- 
| pany to the City of Damaſcus; in the interim pretending a kinde of authority yet 

remaining in him, by reaſon of his former Commiſſion , as Ambaſſadour and Gene- 
rabof the Army, ſent towards the aſſiſtance of the King of Syria: In that place he 
believed, he might play his game to the beſt advantage; not onely in regard of the 
| diſtance; 
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diſtance, but the nearneſs to Marius ſecrets, with whoſe weapons he chiefly truſt. 
ed to defend himſelf, in all accidents of fortune and power. - > 
The next morning Zecrinu made the Syrian Gentleman acquainted with his in- 
tention ;-wherefore both raking new poſt-horſes in the Town , they travelled to- 
gether towards the City of Damaſcus; nevertheleſs being there arrived, they nor 
onely underſtood the great Favourite, was already gone in haſte to the Confines of 
the Kingdom of Egypr, to meet the Mynion of that Monarch, whereby the better 
to facilitate the Treaty of Peace, in regard of ſome differences yet in conteſtation 
but the Court was alſo removed nearer thoſe parts, with determination to celebrate 
a marriage between young Orontes, and the onely Daughter of Oßris: This unex- 
pected advertiſement put Locrinzs into another quandary , as well thus to be depri- 
ved of his chief protection, as that he was not throughly provided of Commiſſions 
either as Ambaſſadour or Commander of the Lydian Forces, by reaſon of the ſeve. 
ral changes of Government in Sardis; ſo that he could not as he thought, either 
well fortifie his proceedings at home, or ſecure them abroad, being fearfu] of his 
own ſafety in that vaſte Town, altogether addicted as he knew, to the intereſt of 
the Queen Hyacinthia: In theſe perplexities at laſt he reſolved, to ſend an Agent 
privacely into the Territories of Lydia, whereby to be fullier informed of the Se. 
nates Tranſactions, and in the interim to keep himſelf as cloſe as he could poſſible 
in the City of Damaſcus, until he might receive certain intelligence, both concern. 
ing the general peace, and alſo the Lydian Commonwealth. 
Howerer Locrinw/ quickly put in execution theſe purpoſes of retirement and diſ- 
patches, yet he could not lie ſo ſecretly in the Town, but that he was at laſt diſco- 
vered by the enraged Rabble, who preſently in confuſed tumults went to his houſe, 
ſeared not very far diſtant from a high mountain: Theſe people though they were 
not of Hyacinthia's Court, yet ſhewed themſelves of her faction; for another 
Ambaſſadour at the ſame time paſſing by the place, with more fury then conſidera- 
tion, (their paſlions not giving them any leaſure for diſtinction) not onely violent- 
ly interrupted the paſſage of his Chariot, but ſeized upon his priviledged perſon, 
ſwearing by all the immortal Gods, they would inſtantly caſt him down the craggy 
Rocks, as well in revenge of Euarchus death, as of Hyacinthia's injuries; ſhe being 
a Daughter of the Syrian Monarchy, wherefore was to be righted by any irregular 
Juſtice, though controverted by the power of Court policy, that ſerved for nothing 
elſe, as they ſaid, but to hide wickedneſs, and encourage (in ; The perplexities that 
ſarprized this eminent Miniſter of State may very well be imagined, being ready in 
this manner to be.ſacrificed for faults not committed by him, wherein be wanted 
words loud enough to make them underſtand , as themſelves ears by reaſon of the 
confuſion to hear: Theſe are the actions of the inferiour ſort of people, when they 
are inflamed in their fancy, by any kinde of paſſion, alwayes to do cruelly , and 
hear no pacitication, though oftentimes their own ruine is the price of their heady 
endeavours, which they onely are perſwaded to fee at their laſt end, crying then de- 
jectedly for mercy, when nothing is left them for a cure, but to dye eaſily by theexe- 
cutioner ; but as I ſay, however reaſon could not prevail to inſtru theſe intended 
Murtherers, from their purpoſes of hatred and revenge, which their precipitate 
ſpleen had apprehended more then carefully digeſted, yer fortune became a friend to 
the Ambaſſadour in the prevention, for at the ſame inſtant coming by the Chief 
Magiſtrate of the City, with a great guard of Horſemen, for his attendants , not 
onely the miſtaken perſon was quickly relieved in his danger, but alſo put out of his 
fear, the multitude quickly diſperſing at the ſight of ſuch a terrifying Commander, 
whoſe office had been often to puniſh. the like diſorderly aſſemblies, with ſbarp and 
home puniſhments ; and now in the Kings abſence, became more ſolicitous, if not 
deſperate in his charge. | | 
Nevertheleſs Locriuus, although many had been chaſtiſed concerning his particu- 
lar, thought it bis beſt way, not roo much either to provoke the Commonalty, or 
truſt the multitude ; ſince as he ſuppoſed ſcarce any loved his perſon , and fewer his

Tis true, the Kings appartament where he lo 6d, 
did by other according tothe manner of Damaſcus appear to beliege d 
admixable Tower, in the nature of a regular and ſtately Camp; - where one Ellery 
from adotber, afforded convenient paſſages , to ſpacious Pavillion Chambers,” placed 
frequentlyin every quatter: amongſt which an Oval Room was ſeen, magnificent 
abdve the reſt, as ic ſhould ſeem intended to'pive'Ormtes entertainment when he 
ſed ; but appointed at other times, for the reception of great Princes arid Am- 
— In the Cupelo was painted (upon a certain Engine made to turn'in'a 
circular motion) the Gods ſitting in their greateſt Majelly , whilſt carved Stutues 
round about the walls; repreſented thoſe Deities hiſtorically in ſome actions or other, 
whnchperſonated chem and their proceedings in the world : The Gardens for delight, 
were on the South: fide of the wall, that incompuſfed the whole Coutt; however ſo 
near che Kings retirements, that when he had a minde either by water, or by land, he 
could paſs to the walks from his own chamber, without being ſeen by any, whilft their 
greatneſs reſembled a Forreſt furgiſhed with ſeveral varieties, as their deliouſacſs a a 
Paradiſe with multitudes of beauties; herein Mounts were raiſed to over-top- the 
Plains, and Groves orderly growing to over-fhadow the Graſs, Chryſtal fiteams 
here and there alſo plaid upon the ground, not onely to conſerve the verdure, but to 
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preſence, who received him notwithſtanding: between jeaſt and 

de asking him, whether or no he had a ne Commiſſion, ſince the

"Boe whilſt Taran expected his Commiſſion from the great Senate ſitting at 95 
4, who uſed a certain kinde of ſeeming circumſpection in every trivial accident, pa 
it taſted more of gravity then precipitation; or at leaſtwiſe as they th 
dhe people with an amazed reverence — ther authority, ſeeing t 
actions were not eaſily to be undetſtood, ſo coloured in this manner by circum- 
ſtances, when perhaps a quick way, would: have performed better, and with lef 
trouble, an eſpecial. meſſenger arrived from Aſazarixs upon the Confines , who 
brought a 8 ef what had paſſed betweem the great Favourite of 
pt and the Minifter. The place of their meeting was (ſaid he) appointed in 
10 alen e — nature, though little of circumference, and cloſed by two 
255 Bridges, for that purpoſe ; In the midſt was built a houſe of Marble; 
a couple of gates for entrance thereunto, mounted by ſix ſteps; the whole Fabrick 
reſembling a Star, as an embleme of future luſtre to the world , by that happy con- 
cord intended: Mararius advanced to the deſigned ſtation in his Coach „according 
to the faſhion of the Syrian Nation, accompanied by many of the beſt Nobility, 
with ſome alſo of the Flawins, whoſe wiſdom and piety moſt pleaſed his election, 
whilſt his guard of horſe and foot marched in order, before and behinde bis Chariot, 
though Staffiers with embroidered Liveries (carrying Partizans in their hands) went 
of either (ide, to be ready aſſiſtants towards bis ſervice , when there ſhould be.occa® 
ſion, either to execute his commands, or —— the ſolemnity; then followed 
twenty other leſſer Cars triumphant, wherein ſate all the prime Gentry of his train; 
the better ſort preceding them in more ſtately carriages: when they came near the 
Bridge made over the River with three vaſto Arches, notice was given to the principle 
ary by a Trampeter, that the other Favourite was alſo advanced to the water- 
fide belonging to Egypt: Dominions, riding in his Litter all ſer with precious Stones, 
according to his Countrey manner, accompanied alſo with divers Grandees and 
other An e of the Nation; and being attended in like manner with a * 
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of Horſe and Foot, whilſt four and twenty young pages in rich apparel, led ſo ma- 
ny brave Horſes of the Arabian breed: On both borders of the River without the 
Ifland, ſtood two ancient Temples , the one dedicated to the Gods of Zgyprs Do- 
minion, the other to the Patron of Syrias Monarchy , wherein was performed by 
each Favourite a moſt magnificent ſacrifice , which being ended they proceed- 
ed to their conference, as near as could be directed at the ſame moment of time, 
whereby to avoid all jealouſies, that might ariſe concerning each others precedency, 
whereby the better to conſerve the dignity of their great Maſters without any 
diſpute or controverſie, whilſt their followers in curious Barges (a promiſcu- 
ous way) paſſed the water, to give their further attendance: The room that 
was appointed for their meeting was directly Circular, into which opened 
four doors, according to the heavens diviſion ; the top being uncovered in the midft, 
for the more air and light, ſince there were no other windows to give it lu- 
ſtre, by reaſon of the exceſſive inflamation of the weather in that hot Climate. 
The Favourites at their fitſt entrance beheld one another with ſtedfaſt countenances, 
yet without ſpeaking one word, as if they contemplated their Maſters greatneſs and 
power, by the complexion and proportion of their own perſons , wherein them- 
ſelves for ſo many years ſeemed to have ruled the whole Univerſe, and now onely 
met to give pacification to the world ; who like the ſuns influence heating afar off, 
gave nouriſhment to all living things, by ſome miraculous or hidden myſtery : how- 
ever their habits were different in colour and ſhape, the one red, the other black, as 
if by their meanings they intended to ſhew, the earth hitherunto had been compo- 
ſed of two paſſions, Blood and Mourning: At laſt they ſate down in their 
Chairs, calling in their Secretaries, to begin the Conference, though more out of 
form then ſubſtance, in regard that preſently after they had performed ſome circum- 
ſtances, belonging to the Ceremony of the diſpute, they were again commanded out 
of their preſence, where theſe two myſterious Stateſmen continued , for at leaſt 
three hours ſpace, without the knowledge of any but themſelves what they ſaid , 
however as it was imagined to be very ſucceſsful, for that moſt affeRionate and 
ſeeming intimate Complements , crowned their parting at that time; each pre- 
ſenting to the other, thoſe Lords and Grandees of either Nation, that merited moſt 
honour and eſteem, with other expreſſions of love and ſatisfaction. 3 

The ſecond Conference a few dayes after, afforded more matter of Conteſtation, 
and a great deal leſs of Ceremony, in that ſome heat though much gravity either 
uſhered in or mingled with their diſcourſes, both maintaining too violently the ſeem- 
ing Quarrel almoſt laid aſleep in action, though noi proſecuted by them with words, 
as formerly *cwas by weapons, the buſineſs being not ſo dangerous, however more 
exaſperating: The firſt beginning of the difference was, from what reaſons proceed- 
ed the continuation of that war, that now was with ſo much pains to be compoſed, 
although wiſdom ſhould ſalve the differences by either of their endeavours, in ta- 
king away the preſent difficulties , ſince both Honour and Juſtice were both jealous 
and hard principles to be obſerved by Princes: Maæarim alledged, the affronts 
which young Orontes had received from Condoroſus actions, countenanced ſo long a 
time by his near Kinſman the King of Egypt. This made Aularicus the other Fa- 
vourite in this nature reply; The like and more was done, ſaid he, by the Aſſirian 
Nation, in defending the Prince of Carthage, when he had ſeized upon his Sove- 
reigns Dominions ; beſides the open fomenting of Rebellion in Memphis and 
other Countreys under his Maſters Juriſdiction. Aazarivs anfwered , that not- 
withſtanding the King of Syria did make uſe of thoſe” perſons with their pretended 
titles, the better to ſtrengthen himſelf in thoſe. wars, he had deſigned to recover 
his own Rights; yet he never entertained in his boſome the Subjects of Oſiri, that fell 
from their allegiance , beſides (as he ſaid) the King of Egypt had actually invaded 
the Territories of Orontes, when the great City of Damaſcus, conteſted with open 
arms againſt the Princes authority, not ſuffering him to come: within their walls, 
but by the power and force of an Army. A great deal worſe, replyed Aularicus, 
your maſter did, when he delivered over the brave Town and Haven of Deorcas, 
Aaaia into 
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into the hands of his falſe and malicious enemy Hercrombrotus, who had not onely 
broke his faith, in falling upon part of the Egyptian Dominions of the fortunate 
Iſlands, when an Ambaſſadour of friendſhip and commerce remained at Sardis, but 
profeſt himſelf (all be could) a perſecutor and hater of the Delphine Religion, which 
Syria as well as Egypt pretends to worſhip , whiltt in the interim the poor Countrey 
of Pamphylia undergoes tyranny as well in their eſtates as in the veneration of the 
Gods. At theſe words a kinde of inflammation began to poſſeſs the thoughts and 
ſpirits of wiſe 2dazarizy, until at laſt after ſomething a long ſilence, this,anſwer broke 
from his lips, tempering however his colour a little with patience , as his ſpeech with 
moderation, as it ſhould ſeem , being willing to break any way rather then by haſty 
language or words ill placed; eſpecially knowing Andromida to be moſt violently 
bent towards this accommodation. | Ta 
Truly Sir, ſaid be, as the often offers we have made to buy your friendſhip, by the 
releaſe of many Towns and Countreys now in our poſſeſſion , witbont the full reſto. 
ration of Condoroſus to all his dignities , both againſt Juſtice and the Kings Honour; 
ſo finding it was your deſign as well as ours, to procure the Lydia aſliſtance towards 
our commodity, we thought it not amiſs to prevent you in that purpoſe, and ſo made 
our accord before you arrived at that period: howeyer to prevent all miltakes, I muſt 
tell you, that notwithſtanding by former agreements Hercrombrotus was made ma. 
ſter of the Town, yet ſuch were the proviſions appointed by the Syrian State, that 
the Inhabitants of Deorcas ſhould not onely ſtil] enjoy their ancient priviledges, but 
their old Religion againſt any juriſdiction or change of Government whatſoeyer, 
After theſe words he ſate down again in his Chair with a countenance, that rather ex. 
preſt ſorrow then diſcontent : But this being perceived by a Nobleman of Zgyp, 
who had waited upon Queen Andromida, during her infancy , into the Countrey of 
Syria, when Orſames and (he were firſt contracted, whereby as it ſhould ſeem he had 
inkindled in himſelf, a kinde of an equal ſhare of love to both Dominions, began 
with a moſt grave demeanour to utter this manner of diſcourſe, that taſted not more 
of affection then wiſdom. f ; 

My Lords (ſaid he) although theſe aged tears, may not afford you belief of my 
integrity, or my years old enough any opinion of experience; yet give me leaye 
to tell you both, that this glorious meeting not procuring a Cataſtrophe, anſwer- 
able to the worlds expectation; you the great Miniſters of State, muſt undergo 
the higheſt infamy, that time ever produced to the world, ſeeing you are lookt upon 
as the onely wheels, that turn the Hemeſphere of tranſaRions , as well concerning 
Empires as other private Commonwealths : To doubt of your intereſt with your 
Princes, were more then a mad ſtupidity , when they have heaped upon you ſo many 
ſignalfavours,that ſcarce will they ſeem to rule in any thing when you are abſent, and 
being preſent they flying away their own particular appetites, whereby to let it bet- 
ter appear, what violent deſire they have you ſhould alwayes command: what obli- 
gations you have to the heavens for theſe bappineſſes, J muſt leave you to think ra- 
ther then my ſelf to deliver, when that people expect from your endeavours , not 
onely a jubile but a falvation , as the Gods do an advancement of their Worſhip ; 
which being now caſt back again to their firſt tation, muſt of neceſſity poſſeſs mens 
mindes, with nothing but thoughts of deſperation , whereby Aſia will be ſuddenly 
turned into another Chaos of confuſion; ſince no changes can ever come again into 
the ſame poſture , without being better by the attempt, or worſe by the effect: 
Remember Andromida divides an equal ſhare of blood in both Countreys; ſo that all 
muſt be bers that ſhall be more ſhed in this quarrel; wherein they that win ſhall ſatiſ- 
he onely a vain fancy of being conquerours, when in ſubſtance they will loſe by the 
victory, if not compelled to make uſe of every baſe aſſiſtance, whereby to become 
oftentimes involved in moſt contemptible conditions, the better to procure ſtrength, 
to maintain a poor ſpleen , fit to be expreſſed by none but unreaſonable creatures, 
whilſt other States laugh at the folly , becauſe they keep in the interim their Territo- 
ries ſafe by the difference; whereas of the contrary, agreeing in a generous peace, 


theearth will not onely become tributary to your powers, but the heavens auſpicious 
to 
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to ydar actions; and in particular your ſelves will be famous to all eternity: I be... 


ſeech you caſt away theſe impertinent controverſies, either of originall injuries, or 
airie ſatisfa tions; when as wiſe mens glories are known more by the advantage they 
ſhall get, then in the many things they may diſpute: If my ſpeech have in any thing 
diſpleaſed your Excellencies, impute it to my age or my fidelity, which ought either 
to be excuſed or deſpiſed, and fo conſequently not worth your anger, much leſs your 
revenge; if otherwiſe I ſhall thank the Gods, for having given me a heart, willing to 
perſwade; or ready to ſuffer, in a cauſe of value now in the world. The Favou- 
rites after this reſolute oration, as it were in a deep muſe, caſt down their eyes pre- 
ſently upon the ground, as if they either blamed their oꝰwuð procęedings, or ſtudied 
for other conſiderations; which invited or gave way, to another Councellour named 
Leontius of the Syrian Nation, who with a certain kinde of brave garb uttered this 
language, eſteemed not fuller of affection, then reaſon. 

If the many journeys I have made into Egypt by Orontes command, to facilitate 
this great Treaty of Peace; if the violent deſires of Andromida, to Crown her 
young Neece Queen of that huge Empire, which her own wiſdom hath governed for 
jo long a ſeaſon; if thoſe kinde reſpects and more gracious favours, our young King 
hath lately demonſtrated to his valiant (though ſtubborn) Couſin Prince Condoroſus; 
if the deplorable condition of whole Aſia, ſweating with fears, and ſtained in blood 
inſtead of other rhoiſtures, as it were almoſt conſumed by care, and dryed up with fa- 
mine; incident to War and this miſerable contention , wherein people are deſtroyed, 
Kings dilinherited, and the Gods diſhonoured, cannot work the mindes of men into 
a conſiderable temper, (when differences might be ended without more ſlaughter or 
leſs malice) yet let it never be reported to after ages, that the onely great Favourites of 
the mighty Commanders of the World ſhould meet in a triumphant Pageant , to act 
nothing but their own formal Ceremonies, without finiſhing their determinations, or 
giving tedreſs to the afflited , ſince it is believed by a happy and propitious accord, 
the earth may be parted between the two Monarchs, as the red Sea now divides their 
meers and bounds, whilft the main Ocean in the interim can onely meaſure out and 

circumſcribe the vaſt juriſdiction of both their Dominions; which being ſaid, the 
to eminent Arbitrators of this weighty reconciliation , recommended by their glo- 
rious maſters, not onely to their judicious care, but faithful integrity, conſidering the 
circumſtances belonging to the Dignity and Titles of Princes, are for the moſt part 
more tickliſh to be handled, then the very ſubſtance and intereſt it ſelf that appeared 
in object, made no reply at all to what bad been ſaid, notwithſtanding their diſcour- 
ſes ſeemed to have inflamed all the company ſtanding by with diverſity of opinions, 
until at laſt in a certain kinde of haſte, they roſe from their ſeats, and preſently retired 
to their own particular appartaments. | Ye 

Io or three dayes time kept all things in a moſt deep ſilence, every body in 2 

manner ſpeaking onely in low whiſpers, not well knowing what to ſay-, and leſs hou- 
to conjecture, though almoſt paſlionacely.ſad for the ſuppoſed accident, as if the 
diſaſter had prejudicated the downfal of the heavens; the nature of man being apter 
to be tranſported with deſpair falling from hopes, then if by no probabilities it had 
been encouraged to hope at all, however the perſon be left ſtill in the ſame condition 
as at the firſt, a fancy belonging to the weakneſs of judgement , wanting a diſcreer 
fortitude, to diſtinguiſh proceedings from violent deſires , but on a ſudden, when all 
people were preparing for a retiring journey, a new ſummons came from the Fa- 
vourites, again to ſet in order the place for another conference: At this ſtation they 
both ſingly appeared, not ſuffering any to be preſent in the deſigned room ; where 
they continued for the ſpace of one hour, until: at laſt they ſevered again, towards 
their own accuſtomed lodgings, none knowing in the interim what their communica- 
on had been: but the third day after meeting in a more ceremonious manner, it was 
given out generally amongſt all ſorts of company, that the great Miniſters of State 
had not onely agreed upon the marriage to be made, but the particular Articles of 
Peace to be proclaimed, which inſpired new flames of joy, in the breaſt of every per- 
ſon, being a Subject of either Kingdoms; and ſo I was diſpatched with letters to give 
that intelligence.

As the King wich Andromida.bis Mother, prepared themſelves in a moſt magni. 
ficent equipage, to give the deſigns of great Oſiris a ſpeedy meeting; ſo Lacriaus the 
Eydian Ambaſſadour, being neither furniſhed with money for ſuch à ſtately voy. 
age, nor confident in any opinion his attendance would be acceptable, in regard of 
the Egyptian ſpleen towards his maſters proceedings, as well as his want of friends 
in Orantet Court, did not know whar'determinations' to take; for conſidering if he 
left the Syrian aſſiſtance, and returned again to Damaſcas, as his perſon would be 
unſafe in that City, and his employment out of credit with all ehe world. ſo by con- 
ſequence ſhould he be left in moſt miferable confuſion, when as he was ſcarce cruſted 
by the Senate, though hated directly by Arethuias: befides he doubted: to be for. 
gotten by Matarixs, ſince Stateſmen look onely upon people, as either they are 
uſeful, or may be importunate. Thefe perplexities, I ſay, detained his thoughts for 
ſomè dayes, as it were in a wilde andintricate Labyrinth, longing extreamly to hear 
from Sardis, whereby to be better furniſhed for his place, or his place with more 
decorum conferred upon his particular; until at laſt finding his reſolutions were 
not to be protracted, in regard the Court was ready (with excream gallantry anda 
paſſionate haſte) to be going towards the borders of Egypr , he determined by an 
invention contrived in his brain to ſecure himſelf , and not bazzard his reputation; 
which was in ſome diſguized habit or other, rather to follow the company, then to 
defert the Court, whereby as he imagined, he ſhould not onely avoid the burthen of 
a great expence, but better inform his knowledge of all the paſſages ; wherein as he 
believed, ir would be unpoſſible for any one to diſcover his perſon , when but thus 
altered, either in face or clothes; eſpecially having firſt ſolemnly taken his leave of 
the King. 

After Lecrious bad fully finiſhed this determination in his minde, he took upon bim 
for execution, the garment of a common ſouldier,fending bis ſmall train in the interim 
to other parts, for that he pretended he would take new Officers of the Countrey fa. 
ſhion, that might be more ſerviceable in his deſigns ; when preſently (painting bis 
face in ſeveral places with black lead, as if in former employments he had received 
many blows, as well to give a greater opinion of his courage, as the better to 
transform his condition) he entred himſelf a Trooper in the Kings guard; a pte. 
ferment not very difficult to procure, having language and perſon for the purpoſe, 
| beſides his readineſs in Military Diſcipline, that heretofore he had gained by his fre. 
quent practiſing of that profeſſion : As the Court reſted not many dayes in a place, 
being importuned by the cryes of the people, to viſit their grievances, or accept of 
their affection, ſo Locrinus wanted not oftentimes trouble enough in his journey; 
which differed ſomewhat from the ſoft accommodation, and quiet ſenſuality of an 
Ambaſſadors life, accuſtomed for the moſt part to travel with his bead, and ſuffer 
his Secretary to watch with his pen, if not ſeldom to perform both offices, when his 
maſter was aſleep. But controverſies ariſing between the Flamins of the Kingdom, 
and thoſe of the Hereſan Worſhip, concerning priviledges obſtructed , or immuni- 
ties extorted, Orontes in ſome ſore was compelled to appoint à day for both parties 
to be heard, reſolving himſelf in perſon to be the Royal Arbitrator, as a teſtimony 
what juſtice he intended to diſtribute amongſt his Subjects: And to this purpoſe 
ſtaid at a brave Town belonging to his Dominions, near the Confines of the Egyrti- 
an Monarchy, as well to be ready upon occaſion for the interview of his fair Miſtreſs, 
as at the time deſigned to hear that great cauſe, which belonged to Religious Wor- 
ſhip of the Gods after the Hereſan manner; for however himſeff was a zealous 
obſerver of the De/phize Ceremonies, yet he thought it both honourable and juſt, 
to continue thoſe grants to his Subjects, (however of another belief) which former- 
ly his Anceſtors had allowed their predeceſſors, thinking it a better way to convince 
their underſtandings by mildneſs and perſwaſion, then by rigour and power; not- 
withſtanding this levity he was reſolved the Heavens ſhould loſe nothing, either of 
of Reality or Form, belonging to the Majeſty of their Temples within his Domi- 
nions. g | | 

At length the day came for the hearing of this great difference; the Flamins ap- 
pearing 
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pearing on the one ſide, as many of the Hereſian Prieſts on the other; each ready 
with exaſperated ſpleen, to diſpute their own ſeeming apprebenſions , whilſt Oronces 
himſelf mounted upon a Throne, both awed and invited the aſſembly to a moderati- 
on; until at laſt a grave perſon belonging to the Temple of De/phos, with a certain 
kinde of becoming reverence, towards che King Perſon , and a religious earneftneſs 
concerning his own cauſe, began in this manner to deliver his thoughts. : 

Moſt mighty Prince of the Syrian Monarchy, if not chief King of the Delphine 
Worſhip, whoſe picry ought to pattern the world, as your greatneſs doth command 
it, not onely as the firſt Son of the moſt Sacred Temple, but in regard of the obedi- 

ence of others to the ſame principle, which will be your honour, as the Subjects ſafety , 
fiacethe duty perſwade the Gods, as their influence render proſperous the earth; he- 
ing created by their omnipotency, and that creation for no other ſervice , neither can 
they be pleaſed with divided ſacriſices; for as one truth muſt govern all till every 
thing periſh , ſo let that truth be protected, leſt we periſh before the time; at leaſt- 
wiſe for the ſatisfaction of that Goodneſs divine, that hath granted to humanity ſuch 
4 priviledge, that the heavens tremble to behold : Wherefore I ſay, be your thoughts 
regulated to ſuch periods, that eternity after a while may reward your actions, not 
with fading Diadems of tranſitory Princes, but with glorious Stars of never dying 
Fame, accompanied with celeſtial happineſs, never to be taken away by force nor 

fraud; being abſolute in the enjoying, as ſatisfaRory in the poſſeſſion , when youth 
will never be loſt, and millions of years alwayes renewed , without over ſociety, or 
too much expectation, alike knowing of what is to come, and not caring for what 

is paſt : Il theſe be the glorious attributes, great Sir, of fortunate and bleſſed ſouls, 
eſteem them unhappy and miſerable that covet other preferments; and by that con- 
ſequence judge of theſe men of the Hereſan practice, who prophane our Temple, 

contemn our Sacrifice, and deride our Ceremonies , violently atcempring to teach a 

new Worſhip of their own, becauſe they would wade through ſeas of blood and 

tame” 4 whereby to have their humours ſatisfied to your diſhonour , not contenting 
themſelves with thoſe graces, formerly extorted from your Anceſtors, by proud and 
rebellious Armies, by which they tore down Oratories, and ſlaughtered your people; 
but now in the very height of your majeftiek proſperity, would confine your Govern- 
ment to fantaſtick Laws; as if they not onely contemned your authority, but hated 
the dominion; whilſt in the interim they ſeek by a levelling envy, to make your 
Crown below their feet, and the Gods Worſhip no higher then their obſtinacy. 
The King finding that this exaſperate language, however accompanied with much 
truth, muſt not onely continue the contentioa for many weeks in ſome heat and dil. 
cord, (which he was unwilling to ſuffer, in regard of his approaching marriage) but 
alſo for that it would give a great deal of diſcontent, to his cruſty general Turiuus, 
who was himſelf a profeſſour of the Hereſian Worſhip, reſolved preſently to diſmiſs 
their preſent attendants; ſaying, as his State occaſions called him to other conſidera- 
tions, for his own honour and the benefit of his Subjects, ſo would be have the 
cauſe again debated, when he came to Damaſc us, where he ſhould have more lea- 
fare and better conveniency: Nevertheleſs he aſſured the Flamius, that as the ad. 
vancement of the Gods ſervice, ſhould be his principal endeavours, they might reſt 
ſarisfied to enjoy, whatſoever belonged to the Rites, and priviledges of the Sacred 
Temples : Although theſe promiſes in part quieted the Delphine Prieſts, though not 
ſatisfied their mindes; yet thoſe of the Here ſian opinion being confiderit , the King 
was more then ordinary addicted to favour and countenance their party, (erroneous | 
paſſion alwayes inclining to fancy, rather neceſſity then goodneſs cauſeth the compli- 
ance) of a ſudden made certaininvectiye writings to be diſperſed, not onely againſt the 
chief Flamius, but the very eſſential points of 'their Religion: *Tis true, theſe bold 
proceedings, ſo much enflamed the whole Town, that the Commonalty preſently' 
roſe in vindication of the affront , vowing they would tear thoſe perſons aſunder, 
that had perſwaded their young Prince, to countenance that pernicious faith, that 
formerly had, with ſo much blood, rebellion, and cruelty , won it ſelf admittance 
within the Syrian Monarchy , not onely to the grievance and diſhoncur of need, 
anceſtors,

anceſtors, but to the prejudice of the Temple of Del/phos, wherein the whole body 
of the people were more then concerned, both in intereſt and duty: With theſe cla- 
mours, I ſay, they came to the Court, being ſcarce to be pacified, either by the Guards 
perſwaſion, or the Souldiers violence, until the King was counſelled by a preſent de- 
cree, not onely to baniſh all the Heręſian Prieſts out of the City, but alſo to give or- 
der choſe ſlanderous writings ſhould be publickly burnt , as a teſtimony of zeal to his 
Religion, and affection to the F/amins of the Kingdom. 
Locrinus (whoſe conſcience being much governed by bis profit, according to the 
natural inclination of his Countrey- men) was not willing to ſeem peeviſh in his out- 
ward thoughts, when he might with more pleaſing advantage, comply with the reſt 
of his fellow Souldiers ; wherefore went along with his companions in the ſame 
Troop, to be a curious ſpectator of that ceremonious juſtice , though perhaps in the 
height of his Embaſſie, he would have diſputed the manner, which now he durſt not 
any way own but in ſuch a diſguiſe , as he was confident would obſcure him from any 
bodies knowledge, other then to whom his tongue would reveal the ſecret : never. 
theleſs there it was his fortune amongf the crowd, to encounter the Hereſian Syrian 
his friend, whom he had obliged before his departure from Damaſcus, to make a 
journey on his behalf into the Conntrey of Lydia, as well to enquire out thoſe de- 
ſigns in agitation, belonging to the Nation, as to inform himſelf concerning the 
change of Sardis Government: *Tistrue, he did not more wonder to fee him in that 
place, then was troubled himſelf to be diſcovered , ſince his own: countenance here- 
tofore was accuſtomed to give luſtre, not onely to him in particular, but all thoſe of 
the Hereſian Religion in the great City of Damaſcas : Nevertheleſs the violence of 
ſelf. commodity, prevailing more in his nature (beſides much of curioſity) then the 
paſſion of vain-glory, he reſolved as he appeared, to make his Agent acquainted with 
his metamorpholis ; ſp that preſently taking leave of his fellow companions , he re- 
tired him a certain ſpace from the multitude, where he accoſted him with a plain diſ- 
covery who he was; and afterward leading him to a pretty green bank, ſomething 
without the walls of the Town, being there ſeated together, he required alſo of him 
the particulars of his adventures: The man whoſe name was Garderius, when he had 
a little ſmilingly dwelt upon the confideration, and the proſpect of Locrinus diſguize, 
in a more ſerious manner then upon the firſt object, delivered this relation of his im- 
ployment, according to the ſeveral journeys he had made towards his ſervice ; the 
party 2 neither language to expreſs his thoughts, or wit to underſtand 
Parting, ſaid he, with you at Damaſcas, I ſoon arrived at the Haven of Tyrus, for 
my tranſportation by water into Lydia ; where finding a ſmall Bark fitted for Cyprus 
(conceiving in that Iſland I ſhould meet with a better conveniency) I took the oppor- 
tunity of a paſſage, which landed me in four and twenty hours at Salamine; where 
in the interim I onely learned this news, that as a ſtrong Fleet had been ſent by the 
State of Lydia into the Euxine Sea, either to compel peace or aſſiſt Dogalphus; ſo 
the Commonwealth of Cyprus had deſigned another from their Territories, as well 
to aid the contrary Prince, if there followed no agreement, as to conſerve their own 
intereſt of trading, wholly obſtructed as they pretended, by the cauſes of the King 
of Scythia's uſurpation : wherefore preſently leaving thoſe Countreys full of their 
owndeſires and expectation, I made haſte to accompliſh your commands; and by 
conſequence was not long before I attained (in a Cyprian Sbip) the borders of the 
Tydian Dominion; when putting upon Land at the great and floutiſhing City of 
Smyrna, I ſtaid for two or three dayes in that place, as well to furniſh my ſelf with 
horſgs and other neceſſaries, as to be ſomething informed concerning the eſtate of 
that Town, with other paſſages belonging to the preſent Government: but when I 
came to: Sardis, it was not long before it was my chance to light upon an underſtand- 
ing perſon, who acquainted me with theſe particulars, belonging to the preſent af- 
fairs of the Countrey, which I think not amiſs to deliver in an ample manner, ſeeing 
you were pleaſed to imploy me thither chiefly for that purpoſee. 194 
As you have heard, ſa id he, already in a general way, of the late riſing: by wn in- 
abitants 
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habitants in the North Welt of Zyaa, bordering ſometbing near upon the Egean 
Sea, ſo may you know the cauſes of it to be not onely in regard of the often changes in 
Government, according to the Armies fancy , but the extraordinary tyrannies and 
oppreſſions in every part practiſed by that face of authority, that now governs more 
by their wills and prerogative, then either by law or reaſon ; wherein they abuſe Reli. 
gion with formal hypocrite, and ſell Juſtice for their own benefit; whilſt a few per- 
ſons have uſurped to themſelves the ſupream power, and the meaneſt of the Subjects 
be wholly employed, becauſe they act but according to ſuch preſcriptions, knowing 
nothing but what the Senate dictates, and doing all what it ſhall propoſe: This pre- 
poſterous ſubjection it is feared, the peoples induſtry muſt maintain, whereby the 
Souldiers alwayes intend to command; whilſt trading decayes, and begpery is per- 
petuated, without hope of being better, and not poſſible to be endured long: Theſe 
are the allegations, I ſay, if not the realities of Zydia's ſufferings, which fate cer- 
tainly it deſerveth, ſince they could not be content with the beſt conſtitution in the 
world when they had it, but wantonly muſt deſire to change for the worſt confuſion, 
onely becauſe envy and pride would not let them ſee; likely now to be ſlaves or no- 
thing for that inconſtancy : So that now I ſhall proceed to the relation of more 
particulars, belonging principally to matter of fact; as moſt demonſtrative, for 


that the variouſnels of peoples fancies, either in calamities or luxury, can neither be + 


well known to others, or rightly underſtood by themſelves, wavering continuall in 
both conditions: But to the purpaſe. | 

This riſing party, as I ſay, was headed by two principal perſons of thoſe Coun. 
treys, named Tellanor and Zymon; whoſe fortunes were ſo eminent, that probably 
covetouſneſs could not be the motive, ſince well they might loſe but could not gain 
by the action; and if any hidden ambition poſſeſſed their thoughts, it was ſuppo- 
ſed to be, that they intended to prevent Arethuſius pretences, from being aſliſted 
from torreign Forces, upon the concluding of the peace between Egypt and Syria; 
as well in regard ſtrangers, as they thought, ſhould not have any ſhare in the glory of 
his reſtitution, (when as his own Subjects were willing to perform the office) as that 
the Hereſian Religion might not bediſhonoured by thoſe of the Delphine Worſhip, 
which their hearts could not be brought, either to obey or receive; therefore in this 
attempt neither invited or gave countenance to that profeſſion ; but on the contra- 
ry with open proclamations, diſavowed both their Rites and their perſons, how- 
ever it was believed alſo, that the King ſhould have been but conditional, if admit- 
ted at all to his Throne, in that they declared their taking up Arms was onely for a 
free Senate, without mentioning a ſingle Governour to be allowed in the Lydian 
Territories: But whatſoever their intentions might be in tbe end, it was certain 
they ſeized upon many Towns, as alſo formed their Army into ſundry companies 
and diviſions, ſuppoſing the Ma jeſtrates of Sardis would not be backward to pro- 
vide Troops, if not to encounter, at leaſtwiſe to ſtop the danger, to their own detired 
Government; which the Senate endeavoured to perpetuate, although oftentimes 
they had put on countenances to the contrary; as well to ſatisſie the peoples 
hopes, as not to let their ambitions be zoo much perceived, whereby to prevent 
other canjunQions from being made the ſooner to the deſtruction; ſince as reſo- 
lations in rule and command belt pleaſe other States, that for moſt part profit by 
changes, ſo every Prince or Monarch could not be well ſatisfied, in the King of Lydia's 
expulſion by his own Subjects, being a principal precedent of a deſperate conſe- 
quence, as might be ſuppoſed to their own continuance, and much more to their 
abſalute Juriidiction: Nevertheleſs, however it was thought and promiſed no 
doubt in Tillanor and Timon's firſt combination, that the whole Kingdom by this 
example would have taken arms, out of hate to the Senates proceedings; yet whe. 
ther over: awed by the Souldiers ſucceſſes, or willing to let others labour in the Vine- 
yard, whilſt themſelves reſted quiet in their ſeveral ſtations, (however they intended 
to eat of the Grapes) very few or none appeared in bodies, throughout the whole 
Nation to take their parts; into ſo abſolute a ſtupidity or want of courage, are the 


people of Lydia now wrought, by reaſon of their frequent ſenſualities, that they 
are 
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are content to buy their own ſlavery at any rate, rather then once hazzard their 
perſons, towards the purchaſe of what freedom ſoever; hoping till after they know 
not what, and never acting at all, whereby to purchaſe any thing; whilſt their 
cares they bury in gurmandizing, and ſtudy to forget every remedy 70 the future; 
becauſe they will not take the pains to be overmuch troubled with unpleaſant ap- 
prehenſions, or loſe ſo long a time from the enjoyment of their own appetites. 

In this poſture, as I bave been informed , remained the Nation , when a Captain 
called Abactauus, was ſent from the uſurping Senate, with competent Forces, ei- 
ther to ſuppreſs the Rebellion, or venture their Army; ſince no middle way of 
Pacification was to be deſired, for that attonements were inconſiſtant as they thought 
wich their purpoſes; knowing if they did not govern all, they ſhould command 
nothing; in regard that as the Court would be encteaſed in number, whereby they 
ſhould be alwayes out- voted, ſo the greateſt perſons of the Kingdom being brought 
into the Houle, their diſabilities would be the ſooner perceived ; neither the intereſt 
of the Souldiers (whoſe intentions were alwayes to be well paid, or never disband- 
ed) could not endure to hear of any authority, that durſt either diſpute their acti- 
ons, or contradict their power; which they were ſure the preſent Senate would ne- 
ver do, becauſe their own Juriſdiction was onely rendred legal, by the countenance 
the Army had ever put upon their eſſence : For the Commander himſelf, it was not 
well underſtood whether his ſpleen or his ambition was the greater; ſince as his In- 
junctions were ever for the moſt part ſowre and unrelenting, ſo had he once before 
been the chief . inſtrument to diſpoſſeſs the preſent Senators of their places, who had 
ſtill continued the chief Majeſtracy in one ſingle perſon, if Hercrombretus had not 
endeavoured to have kept it alwayes in his own blood, wheteby be became defraud- 
ed as he thought of his hopes to ſucceed, cauſe enough of ſuſpition to the now 
Rulers, but that the neceſſity of the times would not give them leave, either to be 
peremptory ,or diſpute their Authorities, when he denied to march but upon his own 
conditions; being preſumptuouſly confident, none was abler or more courageous 
then himſelf, and that knowledge gave him both opinion and boldneſs proper to 
ſuch an exploit, that required as well haſte as relolution; ſince any ptotraction 
could not but loſe the Senates credit, and ſo conſequently the Armies benefit, either 
of getting or governing, when ſeemingly they ſhould be oppoſed by tumultuous ri- 
ſings; whether of the common people, or more conſiderable perſons. 

Whilſt theſe preparations were making ready for his march, the chief Magiſtrates 
of the City of Sardis (according to their claimed priviledges) aſſembled together 
their general Council, whereby to adviſe, as *twas ſaid , whether they ſhould take 
part with the riſing people,*(who pretended they onely took up Arms for a new and 
free Senate)or ſtill continue their obedience to the preſent Authority, though moulded 
as was pretended by the Armies violence; wherein the Subjects Liberties were altoge- 
ther infringed, as their eſtatec captivated, without any hope of remedy, or likelihood 
of reſtoration, but by ſuch endeayours as were now practiſed: It was not long be- 
fore the Senate had intelligence of theſe intentions ; ſo that finding the cure was to 
be both ſudden and (harp, in regard of the leading and dangerous examples to other 
places, preſently ſent Troo of Souldiers to ſurround the great Hall where they 
were fitting, not onely by their loud ont. cryes to diſturb their Conferences, but as 
they iſſued ont of the Room to ſeizetheir perſons: This being done, they brought 
them before Commiſſioners appointed for that purpoſe, which for the preſent, I may 
ſay, ſomething quieted their intentions; however as it is thought nothing at all ſet- 
tled their minds; but rather like a flame allayed by the caſting on of water, after 
breaketh out with more fury : Nevertheleſs this gave a better opporcunity for 
Abattanw, to take his journey towards the riſing people, who notwithſtanding re- 
moved not far from their firft ſtation, finding neither the City nox the Countrey, to 
anſwer their expectation: *Tis true a few dayes march in regard of the general haſte, 
brought both Armies to a near diſtance, when of a ſudden he was ſaluted with a 
Letter, that ſpake this language by way of expoſtulation, deſiring with all it might 
be communicated or recommended to the Aſſembly. 1 
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The Letter, 


If you think, it ſtrauge to ſee us thus engaged in deſperation , you may interpret it the 
enely effect. of Loyalty to our Countrey, when both our fortunes and our lives, are put at 
the ſtake for that redemption, without hope of advancement by the bargain : If Jon judge 
us in the wrong, for taking up Arms in our hands, becauſe we ſeem to ſtrive againſt pub- 
lick Authority, blame firſt your own proceedings in that particular, who invaded the like 
formerly, to comply with Hercrombrotus ambition; therefore our underrakings are to be 
excuſed, if yours be not to be condemned, ſince as we deſire, without oppreſſion, but to have 
the Senatereſtored ; ſo your Dominion being tyrannical ought not to be rontinged, if the 
Sabject may know, what Law he is to obey before he be condemned, for what was not yet 
— a crime to his nudertakings : Blood we ſeek, not, but our Liberty, freed abſolutely 
from any uſurpation : if we be ſuppreſt in theſe endeavours, let the Gods determine and 
puniſh the guilt, whilſt we remain faithful, though injured Patriots in our profeſſion. 


Tellanor and Timon. 


The onely return to this Letter was, an offer of pardon for their lives, condition- 
ally they yielded their Perſons without their Eſtates; elſe to expect the fortune of a 
Battle, as the beſt reward they would give for their preſumption: all which ] recei- 
ved from the publick intelligence. | 

But in the interim, whilſt theſe things were acting in the Countrey , it was my 
chance being one day at the Syrian Ambaſſadours (who till kept his reſidence within 
che great City of Sardis, and many of his people profeſſing the Hereſiau Religion) 
to be informed, not onely of your ſurprizing the Princeſs Cloria, at the Caltle of 
Amarillia within the Territories of Pamphylia, but alſo of her releaſe again before 
ſhe arrived at Deorcas, performed by ſome Troops under the command of her Bro- 
ther Arethuſius (at leaſtwiſe Subjects belonging to the Kingdom of Lydia) by which 
encounter (as I was more ſecretly told) young Manchinus the Nephew of our great 
Favourite Aazarius was certainly ſlain, whilſt bis Uncle was imployed in the Treaty 
of Peace, which for the preſent, had ſo enraged our Miniſter of State, that preſent- 
ly he deſired audience of the Senate, offering more freely to comply in their occaſi- 
ons: however this is a particular, not yet openly publiſhed abroad, but rather whiſ- 
pered in corners of intelligence; ſince Nations do not uſe to make known to other 
Dominions, their own ill accidents , yet Ithought it beſt (for your intereſt) to lay 
hold of the occaſion, and by that new tendered friendſhip , to procure you the eaſier 
ſupplies of money, if not a larger Commiſſion , whereby to keep the ſame corre- 
ſpondency (as formerly) within the Territories of the Syrian Monarchy, as well to 
give a countenance to thoſe of the Hereſian Religion, as alſo if it be poſſible, to hin- 

er the unity now intended, between our King Orontes and Oſiris the two mighty 
Princes of the world; which elſe probably muſt deſtroy all pretences, concerning the 
Worſhip of our Gods, with the priviledges of their Temples, and the rather for 
that you ſee, how violently the Flamins are bent, as well co our ruine as ſuppreſſion. 
Here Garderius reſted ſilent a while; but Locrinus ſaddenly ſtriking his hand upon his 
breaſt, cryed out in this expreſſion : 

O heavens (ſaid he) what further fate belongs to thoſe injured Princes, Arethuſius 
and Cloria, that in ſo many dangers, and variety of forcunes, have been preſerved, by 
the Gods omnipotency and goodneſs? after he continued a long time, as it were ina 
deep contemplation , until Garderius deſired him to hear out, the ſhort concluſion of 
his relation. | | 

The Armies (ſaid he) as I told you before, being drawn together at a very near di- 
ſtance, could not be ſeparate again without fighting ; wherefore the riſing people be- 
ing ſufficiently diſcouraged , not onely in regard of the peremptory anſwer ſent them 
by the Senates General , but alſo finding there was _— pacification, or mercy to 
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be expected from his proceedings, in a certain kinde of weak and confuſed manner 
attempted the enemies Battalion with their Vanguard. | | . 

In this conflict was inſtantly ſlaughtered the Captain, with a few others of his re- 

ſolution; whilſt the reſt viewing the ſmall Tragedy, without almoſt any reſſiance at 
all, diſtractedly fled ſeveral wayes; as I may ſay, ending in this manner, a buſineſs, ei- 
ther ill grounded at the firſt, or weakly maintained in the concluſion: fo that after 1 
had underſtood all this at Sardis, and been an eye · witneſs of the taking priſoner of 
Tellanor , though Timon the other General was not yet heard of; I parted with as 
much haſte as poſſible I could, contented enough for that I had effected your affairs, 
with a ſacceſs according to my own wiſhes: In this poſture I arrived after a ſmall jour- 
ney at the great City of Damaſcus, in hope there to have encountered you perſonal. 
ly; but finding my expectation deceived, and underſtanding our King had appointed 
an aſſembly of his Subjects of our Religion in this City, whereby to defend their cauſe 
againſt the Flamins, I thought it my duty in ſome ſort to be preſent at the meeting; 
whereby to give the beſt aſſiſtance I could co thoſe people, either by counſel or inte- 
reſt, until I ſhould underſtand the certain place of your abode. 

Although they continued together for ſome pretty ſpace after this diſcourſe, view- 
ing of letters, and reſolving of many ſeveral matters; yet Locrinus not to be 
too long abſent from his companions, in regard of ſome duties, that were ordinarily 
to be performed by thoſe Souldiers of the Kings company, at laſt took his leave of 
Garderins, after he had thanked him with many Syrian complements , not onely for 
the extraordinary pains he had taken in his concernments, but alſo in thoſe preſent 
relations he had made towards his further ſatisfaction; promiſihg him the next day 
again to meet in the ſame place, whereby the better to determine of the courſe they 
were to proſecute, ſince it was not probable that the Court would long remain in that 
City; but either remove nearer the borders of the Egyptian Monarchy , or. return 
back again to the Town of Damaſcus. | 

Thar night following Locrinus entred into conſideration of his own affairs, being 
not much forry upon better thoughts, that he Princeſs C/or54 was freed from her re- 
ſtraint, ſince he had as he imagined , performed a ſervice ſufficient to the great Fa- 
vourite Mazarius, whereby to continue him till in his affection, notwithſtanding 
his Nephew Manchinus had been unfortunately deftroyed in the attempt, occaſioned 
by his own over-violent paſſion, wherefore doubted not of his welcome to the Court, 
when he ſhould again return to his former imployment; which now he was in a better 
capacity to perform then heretofore, in regard both of his new Commiſſion, and the 
ſupply of money from Sardis, procured by the painful endeavours of his truſty friend 
Garderius; wherein the Hereſian Religion alſo, as he believed, might receive counte- 
nance and ſtrength, as well in the Kingdom of Syria, as in the Commonwealth of 
Lydia: He ſuppoſed wit hal, that the death of Manchinus, as it had already in part 
enflamed the Ambaſſadour at Sardis, to a new correſpondency and communication 
with the Senate of Lydia, warranted thereunto by AMararius principles; ſo did he 
hope, his own negotiations by reaſon of that particular, would finde better enter- 
tainment with the chief Councel , and every Miniſter of State within Orontes Domi- 
nions: ſo that he concluded abſolutely to leave his preſent diſguize, and aſſume to 
himſelf again his old ſnape, being fuller provided for all expences, any way condu- 
cing to that purpoſe; yet at the inſtant it became no ſmall queſtion in his thoughts, 
not onely how ſo ſuddenly he could free his perſon, from the obligation he had taken 
upon him as a Souldier, which he doubted would be ſtrictly obſerved by his Captain, 
but alſo in what kinde he could without ſome circumſtances, preſent himſelf to the 
King, having but very lately taken his leave, pretending many occaſions for his ab- 
ſence: *Tis true, this ſo much perplexed his minde at that time, that he left off any more 
contemplations thereof, until the next opportunity, that he ſhould encounter again 
with his companion, at the place appointed without the walls of the Town; where 
both meeting accordingly, after he had acquainted Garderiut with his difficulties, he 
was quickly inſtructed by his apprehenſion in this manner: That upon the Kings 


parting from the City, either to make ſome other perambulations _ the 
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Countrey; or to return to his own Royal ſtation, within brave and flouriſhing Da. 


maſcus, he might eaſily feign himſelf ſick of ſome deſperate diſeaſe, which hindred 
him for the preſent to.march with the reſt of the guard, _— a diſcharge might 


be procured thereupon for his abſence, or at leaſtwiſe a long ſuſpenſion from his 
ſervice, until he ſhould be better recovered of his health; when being by this means 
freed from his preſent obligation, and ſtaying ſome time among thoſe of the He. 
reſian Religion fot his better accommodation, he might take upon him his wonted 
poſture as Ambaſſadour; and in an equipage anſwerable to his place and employ- 
ment, beginning bis journey immediately towards the Confines of both Kingdoms, 
where the two Favourites were treating in matters of peace between all the Princes 
of the leſſer 4 /i, in which number, as Garderius. ſaid, the conſiderable Common- 
wealth of Lydia ought to be included, as well for Civil Juriſdiction, being now in 
amity with the Syrian Monarchy, as concerning their formal Worſhip of the Gods, 
when fo many of Orontes Subjects profeſſed no other Ceremony and belief. It was 
not long after this diſcourſe ,- before Locrinus put in execution what himſelf” and 
friend had deſigned, intending thereby to make the Hereſian Religion, the ſeeming 
period of his intentions, accompanied by the intereſt of his preſent maſters, the great 
and fortunate Senate of Lydia, that in their own thoughts began again to over-awe 
the world: But Locrinus being a Myſſian by birth, and ſo conſequently not onely cun- 
ning in his intentions, but paſſionate in his concernments, reſolved notwitſtanding, to 
play his own game, moſt adrantageable for his particular profit, either with Mararius 
the Sryian Favourite, or any other that could beſt aſſiſt his purpoſes; believing with- 
all, the formal Worſhip of the Gods, conſiſted in opinion, rather then in eſſence, 
when the Heavens appointed people, as he thought, to follow their occaſions, with. 
out troubling themſelves with conſcionable and unneceſſary ſcruples, that ſerved 
for nothing but to hinder actions, and top reſolutioonmgnz. 

But being in the way towards the deſigns he intended, as he travelled, having lea- 
ſure enough for contemplation, if not opportunity for other divertiſements of the 
minde, he entred oftentimes upon theſe conſiderations of *Lydis's Government, ad- 
miring with what a ſtrange and precipitate fate, the Senate for ſome years paſt had 
' proſecuted their ſucceſſes againſt all manner of perſons that they contended with- 
all, though there was in themſelves, neither principles by education, or experience by. 
continuance, whereby to have contracted a ſufficient knowledge or underſtanding 
tit for Dominion; yet had notwithſtanding ſtill the fortune to prevail, not onely by 
their Arms, but in their Negotiations, with the wiſeſt and moſt powerfulleſt Coun- 
cels, without money, friends, or the peoples affection: Beſides being confuſed and 
uncertain in their determinations; and nevertheleſs with a ſmall Army, to have 
captivated three mighty Kingdoms againſt a Prince, whoſe Title hath not been 
controverted by any thopght or pen in the world, no more then is his worth 
and courage ſuſpected by the ſharpeſt ſcrutiny : All this to be effected not ſo much 
by the ſpightful endeavours of his worſt enemies, as by the compliance of thoſe of 
his neareſt blood, who in all other actions but his aſſiſtance ; make glory their onely 
maxime ; as one would ſay, hazzarding Crowns and Empites, rather then. any of 
their leaft Allye ſhould periſh, if not be fruſtrate in their expectations; whilſt. of the 
contrary in Aret haſius behalf, neither Contracts of marriage are obſerved, or compe- 
tent ſubſiſtance procured, in lieu of thoſe vaſte Territories extorted, with an unexam- 
pled infolence from his poſſeſſion, againſt all foundation of honour; to an example 
as dangerous for their Government, as lamentable in his particular. After theſe 
conſiderations, he cryed, You Gods, when I think of theſe circumſtances, I cannot 
hut condemn; either your Juſtice or your Power, and yet reflecting upon the impoſſi- 
bility of chance, to be the contriver of thoſe actiom, I muſt admire your omnipo- 
rency ; however as yet I am wholly confounded in the thoughts, both. of the period 
and che intention, ſince as I conſeſs they paſs my underſtanding , ſo in the conſe- 
quence they ſeem prepoſterous, and ſtranger it is to be imagined , that the Syrian 
Monarchy ſhould be fo prepoſterous in its viRories, and ſo renowned for their acti- 
ons, in being punctual in the reſtoration of _ — to all the loſt Terri 
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tories of his Father, without which they refuſed peace with the great King of A.. 
menia, though nothing of kindred or intereſt belonged to the favour, and totally 
abandon che Rights of young Arethußus, deſcended from the ſame ſtock of Orontes 
Anceſtors ;” eſpecially thereunto being obliged , both by conditions and honour, 
when they promiſed to ſee Queen H paciut hia bis Mother eſtabliſhed in all thoſe Dig. 
nities and Titles, formerly appertaining to Euarc hus predeceſſors; No certainly 
this cannot be, without mens infatuation, and the worlds utter diſſolution; where. 
fote ſome wyſterions deſiꝑns onely lockt up in the wile Favonrites hoſome, muſt be 
the conchuſion of theſe now ſeeming prodiꝑies; ſince Lydia s ſtupid ſenſuality bath 
werited che Heavens worſt puniſhment, though for the preſent people appear blind. 
ed with ſueh a ſecurity, as foreſhews rather a patience in the Gods ſufferance , then a 
pardon'formens offences: Although Lacrinus, as I ſay, often expoſtulated in his 
thoughts theſe unſeaſonable paſſages, calling ſometimes in queſtion the very nature 
of the great Deity it ſelf, whoſe attributes ſhould be alwayes juſt and powerful, yet 
at laſt by degrees he was content (wearied with oyermuch ſpeculation) to let fall 
his own — in the interim reſolving notwithſtanding apy alteration, or 
danger of future condemnation, to follow on his begun determinations, both of ad. 
vancement and profit; preſent enjoyments as it ſhould ſeem of ſenſual things, be- 
ing next his frailty , either ſhadowed by clouds of. interpoſition, or ſeeming too far 
off from his poſſeſſion, ſo that he fully determined to ſpeed his intention towards 
the Favourites abode; where he reſolved. (making uſe of his Commiſſions) either to 
procurethe knowledge of more intereſt, or proſecute what was already commanded 
him from Sardis : Accompanied with theſe cogitations, I ſay, he travelled ſome 
dayes journey, without any adventure at all conſiderable, to that place where the 
Worlds controverſies (if not confuſions) ſeemed to be in arbitration ; as it were, 
hanging yet upon ſo unſettled 4 balance, that peoples mindes were hl tottering, 
between fear and hope, notwithRanding the relation of the iſſue, that had been made 
at Oroxzes Court, until one afternoon alighting by the ſide of a Wood, being invi- 
ted thereunto either by ſome deſire of eaſe, after his hard riding, or covetous of 
a natural refreſhment ; ſince a green walk covered with many Trees, appeared as a 
fair protector againſt the preſent heat of the ſeaſon: but not long he contempla- 
ted that pleaſure, ere at the further end he might perceive a Lady ſitting, encom- 
paſſed about with a convenient Train, which ſhewed as ſhe was of ſome quality, ſo 
probably remained there upon the ſame occaſion ; wherefore Lacrinus marching in 
a kinde of a ſlow pace tothe place where ſhe was, as if accident and not deſign put 
onthe boldneſs, he addreſſed himſelf to her preſence, with an intention to be further 
acquainted, either by her neceſſities or civilities : nevertheleſs approaching at a di- 
ſtance; that could diſcern countenance, he perceived her to be the fair Amarillia, 
whoſe Caſtle he had formerly furprized : As this unexpected encounter made him a 
little retire, not willing to be known by the perſon whom he had ſo lately injured, yet 
upon better reſolution, conſidering the poſture be was then in, could not probably be 
any motive towards his diſcovery ; eſpecially for that the attempted force had been 
in the night ſeaſon, he began to take to himſelf more courage concerning his firſt 
reſolution, having belike a higher paſſion then before to be ſatisfied, ſince he doubt- 
ed not, but to be made certain of the Princeſs {loris's eſcape, as well as with the 
fate or misfortune of Aſanchinus ; ſo that with-a Syrian confidence, which he had 
-procured by his long contitmance at that Court, he ſaluted her with a low obeyſance, 
and then accoſted her in this manner. | 
Lady, ſaid he, if my intruſion be diſtaſteful to your privacy, I willingly ſubmit my 
ſelf to a penance anſwerable to my fault; though accident of travel I hope may 
ſomething warrant-my excuſe, the rather in theſe Countreys, where the rigidneſs of 
_ - jealouſie neven had any countenance ; but of the contrary, all honeſt and civil conver- 
ſation between what ſexes ſoever, commonly is entertained, not onely with a compe- 
tent, but with a gracious acceptance; provided they be both diſcreet and ſeaſonable: 
however Amarillia a little bluſhed at this ſudden ſurprize to be ſo ſaluted by a ſtran- 


ger ſhe knew not, yet having a becoming behaviour ingrafted in her, by the _ and 
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decorum of continual education, accompanied by the addition of her own ready wit, 
was not long before ſhe returned him this anſwer, 5 
Sir, aid ſhe, (in the interim riſing to him with a civil reſpeR) althongh I cannot 
challenge to my ſelf the honour of being of theſe Countreys, where it is well known 
dwelleth ſo many examples of Bravery and Courtſhip, chat are not accuſtomed to 
be ſpatted, either with jealouſie or ſuſpicion. yet thole parts that have given me 
dad and education, (I Thank the Gods) have imprinted ſuch maximes in my 
thoughts, that I cannot doubt an ill I do not ſee, for that my charity alwayes com- 
- mands the heſt opinion, though heretofore I, have ſuffered (perhaps) too much for 
that innocency: But to give you at preſent a teſtimony, that my intentions go along 
with my words (if your occaſion pr, your haſte will give you leave) I ſhall deſire 
ou to take a ſhare, in this unhandſome ſeat, until the time ot the day will afford 
ou a new conveniency for travel, as my ſelf allo who am journeying towards 
the. borders of Egypt to the general Treaty, . where my buſineſs lies, both in 
my thoughts and endeavours. As Locrinus was ſomething taken with this free, 
haweyer modeſt reply, ſo was he no way backward: to enter into poſſeſſion of 
the favour, not doubting ere long to know; mare particulars ; whilſt in the mean 
time all che company diſperſed to ſeveral divertiſemencs, as if they had been inſtruct- 
ed in their Ladies principles; but when they were gone, Locrings began another diſ- 
courſe in this manner. At 
Madam. ſaid he, if civilities may not be deſtroyed by too many exactions, as yon 
haye already been pleaſed to open your delign in the general, concerning the period of 
your journey, to which place my ſelf in like manner by good fortune am travelling; 
ſq hope I to do you ſervice in the way, if my company ſhall. not be unpleaſing to 
your acceptance; wherefore to make my intentions more effectual, I pray yon let 
me know ſomething better, the condition of your affairs at the ꝑreſent, ſince I muſt 
profeſs my own curioſity, to be exceſlive paſſionate to that purpoks, ſeeing your per- 
ſon, and conjecturing your vertues, that conſequently cannot hut prenoſticate to my 
apprehenſion a weightineſs of the cauſe you go about to effect, in that ſtation of con- 
rroverlie ; for that it is conceived, buſineſſes of no other nature are treated of in 
chat place, unleſsit he ſome private Articles between the two Kings, reſerved pecu- 
liarly far both the Favourites to determine. Amarillia with another modeſt bluſh, 
quickly returned him this anſwer, as it were, ſhewing by. that change of counte- 
nance, that although ſhe had no guilt of any great meaſure, yet doubting the ap- 
prehenſions of a ſtranger, upon that tickliſh ſubje& ſhe was to treat upon, ſhe 
could not chuſe but be a little moved, before ſhe began her ſtory ; which notwith- 
ſanding being over, ſhe ſaid in this manner: The confidence I have of your patience, 
and the unſeaſonableneſs of the time of the day for travel, might embolden me to 
make a large relation of my fortunes, if any thing could be told (in my particular) 
tending to your ſatisfaction; yet becauſe many other things of publick concernment, 
will be mingled neceſſarily with my diſcourſe, and you ſeemin$ to oblige me to 
the office, I ſhall rather comply with the hazzard of not edifying your minde, then 
any way appear obſtinate concerning the requeſt : wherefore, ſuch as it is, Sir, take it, 
as onely belonging to your commands. After that Locrinms had thanked her with 
ſome complements for her intended favour, ſhe entered into her task in this ſort ;- firſt 
beautifying her countenance with a pretty ſmile. | | 
The Countrey of Pamphylia, ſaid ſhe, knows my Birth, Breeding , and Eſtate, 
though my own faults my misfortunes, if my too much credulity cannot in ſome ſort 
plead an excuſe, joyned with youth, and a womans ambition, incident to our ſelves , 
but more particularly now to the matter, ſince over many circumſtances do but ſeem 
tedious tothe hearer, eſpecially being no way concerned in the fate: It was my 
chance to be courted by a Prince named Aftratius , whoſe beauty and other endow- 
ments of nature, might have challenged the beſt reſpects from any Lady, that mar- 
riage coyld have pretended unto, if his truth had been anſwerable to his proteſtati- 
ons; which failing in the ſequel, it ſlubbered all the reſt of his perfections, either of 
ſovereignty or deſcent, riches appearing the meaneſt of his attributes; for that 5 
| ; | preſſion 
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preſſion had already injar*d his right of Dominion: *Tis true, it was my unhappi- 
neſs, too ſoon to be overcome by his perſwaſions, being not cautiofis enough to ſeek 
after other teſtimonies, (or rather fearing to be deprived either by accidents or his 
own inconſtancy) before. I became his Wife by moſt ſolemn and publick Nuptials; 
which continued us in ſome proſperity for a year or two, until it came to my ears by 
common fame, that he was already married to another woman; whoſe quality; as it 
appear d, could not poſſibly diſpence, either with the injury or the diſprace ; where. 
fore a divorce was ſoon procured from the great Flamin of Delphos,, that continued 
us aſunder, though living ſtill in one Town, until he was carried priſoner into Egypt; 
in the interim my ſelf retiring to a Caſtle of my own, whilſt his pretended Wife and 
my Rival, departed this life at the famous City of Damaſcus; which again I muſt 
. confeſs ſomething revived my hopes: But during the time I waited in that privacy, 
the beſt occaſion again to renew my old pretentions, (the obſtacle now as I conceived 
being removed) I was in my own houſe: ſurprized by a party of horſe, compoſed of 
Syrian and Lydian Forces; however the deſign as we conjectured afterward , was 
chiefly intended to become Maſters of the Princeſs Cloria, who then remained ſe- 
curely, as we thought, in my poor habitation : Nevertheleſs we had not made many 
duayes march in that captived poſture , but were again releaſed by the valiant endea- 
vours of ſome Troops, under the juriſdiction of Arethuſius, young King of Af. 
fia, though then commanded by his Excellent Brother the Lord Aſcanius, that 
quickly put our conductors into fuch a confulion , wherein moſt part of them, ei- 
ther loſt their lives or their liberties by the ſervice, by which means the Princeſs het 
- ſelf , was freed from her former reſtraint, unto the company and converſation of 
her eldeſt Brother; for whoſe ſake ſhe hade made a journey, out of the Kingdom of 
Syria into the Countrey of —— , with other Territories belonging to the 
King of Egypt Government, ſince the alliance made between Hercrombrotus ind the 
Syrian State , had baniſhed him perſonally from Orontes Court: After this for my 
own particular, I retired again to my accuſtomed home, where I continued until l 
was made acquainted (if not perſwaded) a new King of Armenia being choſen , my 
beſt way would be to make my Addreſs , to the Councel he had lately eſtabliſhed near 
the great River of Exphrates , to hear the complaints of all wronged perſons of 
quality , wherefore conceiving my Lords impriſonment (he being a Prince belonging 
to that Kingdom) and my own injurious and unfortunate marriage, to be cauſes of 
extraordinary conſequence, and no way to be relieved but by eminent and ſupream 
authority, I ſoon took a journey into thoſe parts, (enflamed with ſome hopes) that 
if Icould procure my Husband (for I muſt ever call him ſo, ſince heaven was witneſs 
to the contract) a releaſe, from his preſent and ſbarp impriſonment, under the jurif- 
dition of the mighty Monarch of Egypt, gratitude or religion, would make him 
mindful of his former proteſtations , when he called the Gods as teſtimonies of his 
love and perpetual fidelity, never to be broken (as he ſaid) on his part for the worlds 
Empire. 

Wich theſe words poor Amarillia began to ſhed a few tears, whilſt Locrinas had 
leaſure to contemplate his own actions, though not diſcovered as yet 8 
her relation; but long ſhe gave him not leave to conſider upon that ſubject, ſince 
quickly ſhe returned again to her ſtory in this manner. 

The ſeveral adventures of that journey (ſaid ſhe) I ſhall not need to particularize, 

- onely in ſome weeks time I arrived at the place defigned, where I found the Councel 
ſo imbroiled in publick affairs, appertaining to the Kingdom of Armenia, that no 
private complaint (as I was told) could poſſibly be heard, which had much diſcoura- 
ped my enterprize, if patiencc, either by cuſtom or nature, had not proved my great- 
eſt vertue: The buſineſſes that moſt took up the cares of thoſe eminent Lords were, 
about the conſervation and proſperity of the Countrey belonging to their own King, 
being ready to be troubled, if not invaded by many enemies; which was the onely 
cauſe, why the releaſement of Aſtratius from his Egyptian impriſonment, could not 
ſo ſoon be thought upon; much leſs any hearing given to my conſcionable com- 
plaints, though they continued me in that poſture, daily attending longer then g 1 
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pected, until at laſt ſomething wearied with over ſoliciting, being not formerly ac- 
cuſtomed to thoſe practices, and not knowing when or how, I might have a full end 
of my Petitions, I was perſwaded to depart the Town , having firſt procured a letter 
from that Princely Aſſembly , in favour of 4ſratixs perſon, directed to Oſiris great 
King of Africa, that he would be pleaſed, either out of compaſſion to his priſon- 
er, who was by birth of their ſociety, or in reſpeR of the friendſhip and ſervice, for- 
merly ſhewed by the Armenian State, to the Houſe and Family of mighty Ofirs, to 
releaſe him ſpeedily from his bonds, putting in ſecurity to be alwayes true to his prin- 
ciples : This I muſt tell you, is the onely occaſion of my preſent journey, towards the 
place where the two Favourites are, treating of a general peace, the ſubſtance as I 
conceive being a ſubject proper for their juſtice or their mercy ; and the more pro- 
bable as] believe to be obtained, in regard as I underſtand, both the Kings themſelyes 
are at a very near diſtance, to the borders of each Dominions. 

With theſe words lovely Amarillia finiſhed her diſcourſe , accompanied by a few 
pallionate tears, trickling down her fair, though ſomething decayed cheeks , which 
owever , did no way either disbecome her perſon , or much diſcompoſe her be- 

haviour. ED | 

Scarce had Amarillia arrived to the end of her complains, attended by ſome other 

circumſtances, when her ancient Steward coming again to the place where they reſted, 
gave her notice of the time of the day, being commodious now (as he ſaid) for a new 
journey, ſince the Sun had abated much of his former heat, which afforded no conve- 
niency at all for Locrinus to make any reply, much leſs to ask her any other queſtions 
concerning Manc hinus death, ſo that preſently taking horſe, they put themſelves 
onely in a poſture for travel : Nevertheleſs taking leave by the ſcantling of her firſt 
civilities, he intended to wait upon her, as far as her permiſſſons would give him oc- 
caſion or encouragement; not doubting by thoſe opportunities, to be better ac- 
quainted both with her own particular, and the paſſages of the Princeſs Cloria's 
eſcape, though he intended to be very cautious, in diſcovering any thing, either of his 
perſon (having relation to that action) or his further deſigns (concerning King Are- 
thuſius affairs) though he could not well cover his quality, in being an Ambaſſadour, 
imployed by the State of Lydia; however for matters of trade and commerce, one- 
ly between both Nations. With theſe fancies and reſolutions , he communed with 
Amarillia on the way; ſometimes of one thing, and ſometimes of another, ming- 
ling his diſcourſes with raileries for the purpoſe, to render his company and conver- 
ſation more pleaſing, if not delightful to her apprehenſion, wherein he found her 
replies alwayes ſharp and witty, which at laſt began exceedingly to work upon his 
nature and affections; differing little from wilde motions and appetites of love 
(kindled oftentimes in a My ſſi an breaſt to conſiderable flames, when other covetous 
deſigns do not allay the fire) encouraged alſo in his thoughts to ſome attempts; for 
that it was not long ſince he had buried the former Wife, that Hercrombrotus had be- 

ſtowed upon his condition, to make him the ſurer to his own principles; by which 
means as he believed, he was abſolutely free to what courtſhips or engagements ſo- 
ever, could be propoſed to his liking. | ods th 

It was ſomething late notwithſtanding before they arrived at their lodging, the 

way proving more tedious then was expected; ſo that Amarillia being a little tired 
with her long journey, or rather perhaps not willing at the firſt ſight , to bave over- 
much ſeeming familiarity with ſtrangers, aſſoon as ſhe alighted from her horſe (ha- 
ving ſaluted all the company) preſently retired into her deſigned Chamber, pretend- 
ing the hard voyage ſhe had made that afternoon, gave her no appetite to her ſup. 
per, but rather as ſhe ſaid, more properly to ſee if her bed could refreſh her ſpirits, 
whereby to render her the more capable of enduring the next dayes travel: This al- 
ſo gave occaſion to Locrinus to do the like, not thinking it convenient for one in his 
imployment, to mingle his converſation with the attendance of any other perſon, 
fince the Lady ber ſelf was abſent ; either out of ſtate or modeſty, calling in the inte- 
rim for ſome ſlight accommodation, to be made ready for his own particular, with 
which he went to his intended reſt alſo. | 2 
But 
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But being on his Couch for repoſe, whether the little God Cpid began to play 
fomerhing too violently in his imagination, or his own wearineſs took from him 
(though ir afforded him the appetite) the effects of ſleep, be could not by any means 
cloſe his eyes, in the interim toſſing over many fancies and chymera's in his trou- 
bled brain; amongſt which number at laſt, he more ſettledly · fell upon theſe conſi. 
derations, or rather may I call them deſires , ſince his will certainly conſented to 
what was figured in his more confuſed thoughts; firſt the advantages he might pro- 
cure to himſelf, if he could but win Amarillia to a liking of his perſon , for that he 
eſteemed her other pretentions onely toyes, that delighted her ſenſe , but deſtroyed 
her reaſon; in that as Aſtratizs could not be accounted her lawful husband, being 
otherwiſe obliged when that contract was made, ſo was it no way probable to an 
thought he could now entertain her as a new Miſtreſs, having loft much of that 
beauty by years, that in her youth enflamed his love to thoſe unwarrantable tryals, 
that brought Amarillia all her croſſes, if not unhappy fortunes, ſo much at preigge 
complained of by her particular; beſides men without predominate compulſions, 
ſeldom or never eſpouſes thoſe parties of whom they have gathered already the 
chief flowers of their beanty; when as they cannot but fear they may prove too 
kinde to others, and themſelves not poſſibly to expect any more at the preſent, then 
what they have heretofore enjoyed; fince Nuptials onely depend upon gain or opi- 
nion, if once the ſacred laws of marriage are broken, ſeeing doubtfull it will be 
whoſe iſſue (hall inherit: Next for Amarilia's eſtate as he thought it would be in- 
conſiderable to Aſtratius quality; which circumſtances made him believe, that ſhe 
could not prevail in her ſuit, whereby to make good her contract; much leſs to per- 
ſwade her Lord (as ſhe called him) to comply anew with her deſires, although ſhe 
ſhould procure him a releaſe by thoſe Letters, ſhe had brought with her from the 
great Aſſembly, of all the chief Princes of Armenia. 

By theſe conſequences he nouriſhed many fantaſtical thoughts, tending either to 
the ſatisfaction of his ſenſes, or the advancement of his condition; and to that 
purpoſe reſolved to make uſe of his poſſeſſion gained in the Haven of Deorcas, to 
be delivered to the Egyptiaus upon a conſiderable compoſition of money, thereby 
to win the favour of Oſiris towards his defired marriage, if he could but procure the 
liking of Amarilia to his perſon; to which purpoſe he intended to ſollicite her in 
the journey: Such are the extravagant fancies of humane nature, when carried on 
by violent paſſions of covetouſneſs or ambition, ſeeing in all reaſon he might very 
well doubt of any ſucceſs; for that as it was probable the high birth of Amarilia 
could not be brought to ſo low a choice, ſo would not the enflamed ſpirit of King 
Oßiris (having made a laſting peace with Oroxtes) deſcend to a Treaty for what was 
againſt his honour to compaſs, otherwiſe then by conqueſt and compulſion, but more 
ſtupid to think his own natural Subject (who had all her ſubſiſtance in his Territo- 
ries) would marry with a dependant upon another State that had moſt affronted 
both his glory and his greatneſs, in the very interim whilſt an Ambaſſadour of Cor- 
reſpondency was remaining yet at the City of Sardis. Locrinus with the pleaſing- 
neſs of theſe imaginations at laſt fell aſleep, and ſo continued until the morning ſun 
gave him and the reſt warning to provide for another journey; but whilſt he was 
preparing with his followers for his beſt accommodation , he was advertiſed by a 
meſſenger from Amarillia, that as her own preſent indiſpoſition of body would not 
ſuffer her for two or three dayes to part from the Inn, in regard ſhe intended by the 
advice of ſome Phyſicians in the Town, to take convenient remedies before ſhe be- 
gan any other voyages, ſo might he be pleaſed to think of his own departure with- 
out her company; whoſe ſociety already ſhe held her ſelf obliged to repay , by 
what civilities in honour, ſhe was able to perform towards his particular. As Locri- 
nus was a little ſtartled at this unexpected reſolution, wherein his hopes in a manner 
became blaſted, ſo could he not but ſuſpeR exceedingly, that the Lady had gotten 
ſome private intelligence of his quality; either from the babling diſcourſe of his 
own ſervants in the houſe, or by the remembrance of his countenance when he ſur- 
prized her Caſtle ; which bad wrought in her diſpoſition, as he might believe, a 
certain 
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certain kinde of revenge inſtead of application; however he reſolved with a Myfſi- 

an confidence, (that ſeldom is wanting in people of that Nation) to try if he could. 
yet work upon her pretended conſtancy, ſo far as, either to change her minde, or diſ- 

cover her intelligence; ſince he was confident enough it was deſign and not fickneſs, 

that had made her now put off her journey: Tis true upon his admittance into 
her Chamber, ſhe uſed him with a civil though reſerved reſpect, nevertheleſs ſo much 
altered (according to the precipitation of his own fancyÞ#from her freedom the day 
betore, that he quickly took his leave of the room, with a certain kinde of cloud in 

his countenance; not differing much from che appetites (if not intentions) of re- 

venge ; belike ſuppoſing by his cunning or his power, he could cicher croſs or hin- 

der her buſineſs, in regard of his conceived intereſt, in the great Favourite of Syria's 

opinion, eſpeciaily concerning the Territories and Countrey of the now impriſon- 

ed Auſtratius, being within the compals of his Juriſdiction, , and the rather, for 

that he had alwayes ſhewed himſelf: an enemy to the unity between Hercrombrotus 

and Maxarius, in the defence of the Pampbilian Dominion: With theſe thoughts, 

I ſay, he mounted his horſe, leaving Amarillia, either to diſſemble her preſent in- 

diſpoſition, or to-wait a better occaſion for her travel; in this manner direRiog his 

journey according as he firſt intended, towards the Court of glorious Orontes, where 

he arrived without any conſiderable adventures, being joyful in his Commiſſions, 

and confident of his Authority, although ſomething vexed inwardly, for the concei- 
ved, or miſconceived affront he had ſuſtained. 

But when he entred the Town where the Court remained, he found it flaming 
all over with fires of joy, whilſt there was not an Altar but ſmoaked with incenſe, 
the Prieſts in the interim doing their offices in their beſt attire, before the Statues of 
ſome Gods or other, adorned with flowers and divers rich Jewels: Theſe Ceremo- 
nies gave Locrinut thoughts ſome occaſion of wonder, however it was not long be- 
fore he was advertiſed, that the day being the time of the Kings birth, the people 
with the inhabitants of the City had ordained thoſe feaſts, in token of their Loyalty 
to their Prince; which not onely fully ſatisfied his curioſity, but retired his wearineſs 
for the preſent, not thinking the ſeaſon would be proper for any addieſſes; ſince 
buſineſſes were not to be mingled with divertiſements, though his paſſion to put in 
execution his new authority, provoked his fancy to ſome viſits that night, at leaſt- 
wiſe to thoſe he conceived to be of his own faction: Nevertheleſs upon better con- 
. fideration he put off his deſires, until the next morning ſhould give him a more fic 
commodity, when going to the lodging of one of the Kings Councellours, as he 
found him ſomething cold in his entertainment, ſo did he tell him, it was to lit- 
tle purpoſe yet to expect audience, ſince Orontes was not onely violently in the 
thoughts of his daily exerciſes, (which he intended co continue for ſome weeks ſpace) 
but alſo in regard that all his great Officers would be buſied about the Articles of 
Peace, that they could not give themſelves any leaſure, to think of meaner concern- 
ments: Although Locrinus departed with this unexpected anſwer , carrying in his 
countenance a certain kinde of frowning cloud, as if he meant to fright the Coun- 
cellors with threats to a readier compliance, ſuch as formerly he had found, yet ho- 
ping e're long, to obtain better correſpondency, notwithſtanding the troubleſome. 
neſs of affairs, went inſtantly into his own appartament, asit were fancying acci- 
dent and not deſign was the obſtacle : But when he-was there. retired, and obſcured 
by the night ſeaſon, he muſtered up in his imagination ſeveral paſſages of his Em- 
baſſie; until at laſt he thought it was a wrong piece of policy of the State of Zyaia, 
to have made ſuch a peace with the Syrian Kingdom, whereby an utter breach was 
procured to Egyprs Monarchy, ſince by that means Iſazariz was likely to obtain 
what conditions he pleaſed within Oſiris Dominions; and fo by reaſon of that ac- 
cord, become more potent to work Z4ia's overthrow; each Nation having pre- 
tenſions ſufficient, either for an Invaſion or a Conqueſt , both complying with the 
Senate but for their own ends and private intereſt, differing not onely in Religion, 
and outward Ceremonies appertaining to the Gods Worſhip, but thwarting one 
another in all Maximes belonging to the foundation of Government; eſpecially 
Cccc Egypt 
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Egypt being injured by the Tydian Commonwealth, and Syria out of honour obliged 
to demand Queen Hyacinthia's reſtitution ;* whereas if Hercrombrotus had kept thoſe 
two Princes ftill in an equal ballance of contention, Lydia in all probability would 
have been the chief —— between their conternments; beſides the commodity of 
trading from each juriſdictions, being alſo accompanied with many other advanta. 
es; Which che deſired friendſhip both ſides would have procured: of the contrary by. 
taking part with either intereſt , the other is forced to a peace, and fo by, conſe- 
ence become united together, to the prejudice (if not revenge) of unfortunate. 
7 dia, that none can ever pitty, or any will aſſiſt conſidering choſe affronts that 
have been offered to all; beſides what titles are yet on foot, concerning Arethyſin 
V e ie e 
However Locrium, according to thoſe inſtructions he bad received lately from 
Sardu, was diligent enough to ſolicite his affairs, principally to have ſome honour- 
able audience, whereby the world mighe not take too much notice, of his dec lining 
credit wich the Syrian State, belike conceiving, that generally people are taken, ra- 
ther with glorious femblances, then with real actions, ſince the one appears to out- 
ward ſenſe, and the other is clouded for the moſt part to common apprehenſions; yet 
could he not poſſible procure the leaſt reception, although covered ſometimes ei. 
ther with complements or deceits; for young Orontes being inflamed by his courage, 
had appointed a general muſter of all the gallant Lords of his Court, (being about 
his own years, in a certain kinde of warlike preparation, to attempt the taking of a 

Fort, raiſed artificially with five Beftions for the Kings exerciſe; at which ſport the 
Queen with moſt of the Ladies were ſammoned to be preſent, whereby to give great- 
er vigour, and better life to their endea vours. f | | 

In order to this noble exerciſe, preſently the Flags were ſet up, and the-Trumpets 
ſounded to the aſſault , each party performing ſuch actions before his Miſtriſs, as moſt , 
ſuited with youth and dexterity , nevertheleſs ſometimes winning and ſometimes lo- 
ſing, as occaſion ſerved, or fortune prevailed ; until at laſt the King himſelf, being 
bravely plumed for the more Majeſty of his perſon , marched: haſtily with his own 
band of Souldiers, to attempt what the other had failed to perform, although not 
for want of valour but miſs of ſacceſs ; ſince there lacked neither reſolution or wanted 
activity in their attempts, being alwayes gallantly repulſed by contrary endeavours, 
who beſides their courages had the rampers for their defence; ſo that repreſenting 
the worlds unreſiſtible Monarch, himſelf came up to the trencli with ſuch violence, 
that inſtantly the fortification (cafting down their Enfigns) yielded without any con- 
ditions, where he was preſently received as chief Lord and Conquerour : When this 
was fully performed (leading the chief Officers in triumph) he gave order to have the 
Caftle ſet on fire, after he had preſented his ViRories to Andromida, by whole gentle. 
neſs they all ſoon obtained pardon. + | | 2115 

The finiſhing of this dayes ſports gave Locriuus (at which he had been a concealed 
ſpectator) ſome hope of a ſpeedy admittance into his preſence; nevertheleſs he was 
anſwered as before, that the King could not yet be at leaſure, who intended firſt as 
they ſaid, to offer a ſolemn ſacrifice to the Gods, which within a weeks ſpace being 
prepared, he performed after this manner. 

The chief Temples of the City to this purpoſe were commanded to be adorned + 
with their beſt furniture, where the Statue of ſome God or other was ſet upon every 
Altar, before which Incenſe was continually burning, accompanied with fuch Mu- 
ſick,” as was moſt proper for the ſervice; afterward the prieſts were aſſembled inthe 
Fane of anus, from whence they conduct the King to the great ſacrifice : This be- 
ing finiſhed, not onely in a magificent but a religious proceſſion , Orontes with his 
Mother were the firſt with lighted Tapers, that gave fire to the offerings, whilſt in the 
interim dainty boyes with excellent voices ſeemed like C-pids to carry up their pray- 
ers to Ol/ympus, mixed with fervent deſires between love and peace; in that manner 
beſeeching the Gods to render their endeavour propitious to the world, that had been 
for ſo many years diſquieted with blood and ſlaughter ; after which Audromida and 


Orontes with their eyes caſt down upon the earth, modeſtly returned to to their 
| ſeats, 
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ſears, and there reſted, untill 1 grave Flamin mounted on a Throne, (wearing a (ilyer 
Mytre upon his head) made this Oration. 1225 

Me thinks, ſaid he, I ſee the Heavens ſmile at theſe bleſſed Sacrifices, but more 
confident-I am the Gods triumph when Princes do accord; Crowns and Diadems 
ſhould aſpire to end in peace, and reſt in ſecurity, as nature and charity ought co be 
linked together for preſervation, and not towards deſtruction, ſince all defeRions 
are either ominous or diſhonourable; but to you moſt glorious King let me ſay, 
Tropheys of Victory hang upon your youthful: brow ;. baving more conqueſt by 

our ſword, then years in your perſon, yet greater will be your fame by this intend- 

ed Jubile, then if the whole earth had ſtooped to your ſubjection; for thereby you 
have conquered both your appetite and your fortune: Tis true, that Juſtice and 
Mercy are two properties of ſuch ſublime authority, that if it were poſſible they 
ſhould out · live eternity itſelf, in that they are of a participating quality to be 
diſtributed, whereas the hᷣthers in eſſence cannot be communicated to any: O let 
the Temple of anus, be ever cloſed within the bounds of the Syrian Monarch, 
being dreſt over continually with Olive branches, that other Countreys (gathering 
ſprigs from thoſe productions) may learn to flouriſh with the like wiſdom, ſtriving 
for nothing but the right Worſhipof the Gods, and in that Worſhip be onely pro- 
ſperous, until the greateſt heaven conſumates all to a perpetual: period of happineſs, 
never to be ended by time or chance, and inthe interim, may your own approaching 
Nuptials be propitious in the ſucceſs, as ſacred in the conjunction, and bleſſed at the 
concluſion ; whereby you may leave a Race after you to govern powerfully, chough 
more by Religion then will; ſo commanding the Laws, as none of them be obſtruct- 
ed, but when juſtifiable pitty is in queſtion to be diſtributed. | 

Next to you molt mighty Queen of this happy Empire, whoſe unparallel'd pru- 
dence, hath not onely protected your Sons Dominions , from all the machinations, 
that either ambition or malice could enterprize, with ſuch a duty belonging tothe 
heavens, that compelled even the Gods to be your faithful friends, bat alſo now 
have joyned together both your blood and interſt, (appearing formerly at ſome enmi- 
ty) whereby to render the power of each unconquerable ; by which means you alſo 
have procured a happineſs, that nature with her rigid'ſt production cannot but ad- 
mire, ſince the influence may be eſteemed beyond her capacity to conceive, much 
leſs to imitate ; in that all choſe National Antipathies heretofore thwarting one 
another, appear now buried or taken away in your conjunction; for that Towns 
and Countreys of either ſide are contented, to be under whoſe Government you ſhall 
pleaſe to appoint; believing ſome Deity will be their protector, although Aſia and 
Africa be under ſeveral conſtellations: Wherefore great Madam, go on con- 
fidently in this mighty and ſtupendious work, that nothing can exceed in glory, but 
the laſt fruition of a ſtarry Crown, which is to be obtained by ſuch acts onely; whilſt 
the freſh flowers of you blood and piety , may here from one generation to another 
orderly ſucceed, until you all togethet meet in Olympus, to people more abundant- 
ly that delicious manſion ; where you may govern without pains, and have with- 
out trouble, leaving behinde you nothing but famous examples: To this effect, may 
all the Altars of the Syrian Empire , perpetually ſmoke with che pureſt incenſe can 
be found, as the Temples be ever filled with ſuppliants pious and devour, to offer ſa- 
crifices without intermiſſion , towards the accompliſhment of thoſe felicities, we 
not onely hope for, but expect. | | | 

Although cheſe complementing ceremonies, ended in ſome ſort Orontes devotion at 
the inſtant, becauſe the time of the day gave not more conveniency for the Gods 
Service, yet could not Locrinus (notwithſtanding) finde ggy leaſure, whereby to 
have his deſired audience; for that the King reſolved WO new entertainments, 
which put the Ambaſſadour into ſuch fumes, that he determined to leave che Court 
ſhortly : beſides Andromida had appointed with her choice Ladies, to behold the equi- 
page of a gallant perſon called Gratanus, who was ordered to go into Egyprs Terri- 
tories with Letters to ſalute the Kings new Miſtreſs : Inſomuch as Locriuus (as I ſaid) 
having not patience ſufficient for a Stateſmans r — though perhaps too ** | 
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ſafferance for a Souldiers courage, of a ſadden departed towards that place upon the 
Confines , hoping there to become more effectual, at leaſtwiſe leſs diſreſpected, whilſt 
in the interim the deſigned Duke of Tyres, appeared thus prepared for his voyage, 
before a m_ aſſembly of people near the Kings Palace, as if provided by nature 4 
ſuch a parrado. 1 | 5585 | 
The rſt Troop that entered the Field, conſiſted of a hundred young Gentlemen 
well mounted, and ſo apparelled, that however they might be known to belong co 
one ſervice, yet the rare invention and colour of their habits, ſhewed diverſity of 
fancies had conquered in the intention, though all ſeeming notwithſtanding to agree 
in diverſity, either by figures or application; for as ſome appeared to exceed in 
richneſs, the others made it up in beauty; as if they had conſulted one with another 
to be different, and yet to be all of the ſame minde as to excelſency: Each had two 
Staffiers that carried their Lances, clothed for diſtinction in the Liyeries of their ma- 
ſters; which was to be known onely by the neceſſary bearingof their Arms, accord- 
ing to the antiquity, and precedency of their honſes, that alſo ordered them in their 
marches, until they came before the Kings Throne; when ſeparating themſelyes up- 
on a ſudden (having per formed a ſhore obeyſance) they reduced the whole in two 
ranks, to give convenienter place for other companies. K f „ amid 9 
The next that appeared in the (hew were four and twenty Pages riding two by 
two, clad all in yellow cloth of gold, their habits being made after the faſhion of 
ſhort Trunk - hoſe, paned on the out- ſide with green Sattin, as alſo cut into the re- 
ſemblance.of Lawrel Branches, which covering à little the ground of the materials, 
might be compared to a ſhining tree, obſcured by nature with verdant leaves; or ra- 
ther . growing out of a tranſparent body, when their upper parts alſo being 
dreft in the ſame manner (however more regularly) gave both beauty and gallantry 
to their youth; they wore helmets upon their heads enamelled, being cut out into 
the form of fiery Dragons, ſcaled over with a bright mixture of the ſame , gave 
their flaxen hair beauty, playing moſt becomingly over their fair faces, as either action 
or the winde afforded the occaſion : The onely weapons they carried were ſilver Bowes 
in their hands, with embroidered Quivers at their backs, tied about their ſhoulders by 
watchet ribbons : Between each rank'was led, one of the Dukes horſes of the Scy- 
thian breed, every one differing in colour though not in ſhape, After theſe Grata- 
nus himſelf appeared, more marſhal in his countenance then courtly in his behaviour, 
although at preſent elected for the laft execution; his habit was rather rich then 
gawdy, being more reſplendent in Jewels, then brave in materials; knowing that true 
greatneſs conſiſts , chiefly in what others cannot compaſs eaſily; however he wore 
a curious mantle, with a comely though careleſs garb tied in a knot upon bis left 
ſhoulder, which ſhewed, he rather diſvalued effeminate ſoftneſs, then that he knew 
not how to uſe it. As he was accompanied by many of the Nobility , who were to 
£9 with him the ſame journey; ſo about his own perſon particularly were thirty 
affiers, clad all in yellow damask, fitted ſo cloſe to their bodies, that little queſtion 
could be made of their ſhape, though much of their complexion, ſince ſilken Ivy 
artificially wrought, ſeemed to embrace them in the manner of wilde hunters, carry- 
ing each one a guiled Javelin in his hand: This conceit of their Lord was more won- 
dred at by all, then rightly underſtood by any, though the proſpect appeared both 
quaint and pleaſing ; which with three rich Chariots,drawn by fix horſes a piece, finiſn- 
ed the ſhew, though not the ceremony; for the Duke alighting from his horſe, pre- 
ſently went to kiſs the Kings hands. | 
Aſſoon as Gratanus approached the foot of Oronte: Throne, (putting himſelf up- 
on his knee) ina gallagh, though ſhort ſpeech, thanked him for his favours, for havin 
choſen him amongſt Many of his great Subjects, to be the firſt inſtrument of thoſe 
Nuptials , that would not onely revive the buried world from the embers of its de- 
ſtruction, like the young Phenix from the Suns influence, but alſo people it again pro- 
bably by ſuch vertues, that the Gods ſhould be ſerved, with more magnificent Rites, 
to the perpetual conjunRion of two Crowns, that would divide the earth between 


them in power. But as he was further proceeding though more like. a Souldier then 
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an Oratour, conceiving the one to be his profeſſion, and the other but his recreati- 
on, Queen Androwida with a . — {mile told him, that as ſhe knew the King ex- 
pected no complements from his integrity, being confident boch of his heart and 
duty, fo would (he onely lay this in junction upon his employment, to promiſe her 
Neece in her name, that as the Kingdom of Syria was to be her dower , the Flaming 
prayers ſhould be her felicity, and the peoples affections her intereſt ; M hen theſe 
paſſages were finiſhed, Orantas appearing pleaſed as well with his equipage as his 
perſon, cauſed his principal Secretary in his own preſence , co deliver him his Letters 
of truſt and direction, accompanied alſo with ſuch a chain of pearl, to be preſeat. 
ed to his Royal Miſtreſs, as might have ſerved to redeem the world from captivity : 
Cratauus after this, having with ſome circumſtances taken his leave of the whole 
Court, being on his way, nevertheleſs began to conſider, that it was neceſſary for him 
to have his laſt inſtructions, from the pleaſures of the great Favourite, whoſe wiſe- 
dom he knew governed the Sphere of all Syria's TranſaRtions ; not onely becauſe he 
was exceedingly obliged to his affections, but left any omiſſion of his ſhould de- 
ſtroy, though not the eſſence, yet the honour of his employment; ſince Maxarius 
had been the eminent Machyne, to move the mighty affairs in hand, and could not 
want ambition enough in his nature, to have it ſo thought by the world; (Miniſters 
of State, for the moſt parc, doing nothing bur either for gain or reputation) where- 
fore determined to ſend the number of his Train before him by eaſie journeys, to 
work their own commodities, reſolved himſelf with a few attendants onely , by a 
more quick paſſage, to ſeek out and ſalute the Favourite in his ſtation, who was then 
in communication with the other Minion, as he thought, or retired for his better re- 
creation to ſome other place of ' refreſhment, | 
At his arrival there he found Mar arius buſied in hearing the complaints of Ama. 
riſlia, concerning her contract and marriage with Prince Aſtratius, whoſe liberty 
ſhe had newly procured, by thoſe Letters ſhe had brought out of Armenia, from 
that noble Aſſembly , however her Lord and pretended Husband, neither expreſſed 
any gratitude to her endeavour, nor was willing to afford her much ſatisfaction; ſo 
that the poor Lady upon theſe occaſions, was fallen extream ſick; grief and per- 
turbation baving in a manner totally expreſled her weak ſpirits, which nevertheleſs 
ſtirred up little pitty, and leſs affeRion in that uncertain Politician , who made his 
own appetites the period of his intentions ; that ſhews when man falls into fin by 
frailty, he ſeldom recovers his former vertue again, but by open repentance, which 
being neglected, a thouſand deſperations follow the fate, notwithſtanding any mo- 
tive or perſwaſion: But Maxarius (who now was reſolved to render his name glo- 
rious, by ſuperlative actions of _ and Juſtice) made a decree, that if Aſtratius 
would not conform himſelf to Rules of Piety and Religion, he ſhould not be reſto- 
red to his ancient poſſeſſions ; This being determined, without alteration the Duke 
of Tyrus had the more conveniency , to be admitted to many private Conferences 
with this excellent Stateſman, whoſe fame began now to triumph, not onely through 
all the Territories of the leſſer Aſia, but alſo over moſt part of the known world; 
a meſſenger being diſpatched to the great Flamin of Delphos, to make him acquaint- 
ed with theſe particulars, as well to receive from his Sanity a Benediction, anſwer- 
able to the proceedings, as to give him the prime honour both of the Marriage and 
the Peace, ſince as it was believed, thoſe continual Sacritices he had made to that 
purpoſe, had drawn from the Heavens a propitious aſpe& upon the earth, towards 
finiſhing the exaſperated differences, that had been between the two Kingdoms for 
ſo long a time: But Gratauus one day being with the Favourite in his Chamber, 
chinking to take the laſt farewell for his intended journey, towards the Regal City of 
Thebes in Egypt, where the King then remained, Maxarius after he had commanded 
ſome of his Pages that attended him to withdraw, being ſeated both together upon 
his bed, he entertained him with this ſerious diſcourſe. © 
My Lord, ſaid he, as I have ever eſteemed you, not onely a lover of my perſon, 
but a follower of my principles, which have ſtill been as you know, to advance the 
honour and proſperity of the Syrian Monarchy , though oftentimes * 
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by the ambition of thoſe, that really bated my proceedings, more in regard of their 
own ends, then that they could much finde fault with thoſe actions, and leſs ſuſpect 
my integrity; ſo of the other ſide, you being both wiſe and noble, (having had a 
ſufficient teſtimony of your fidelity to the Kings fafety , when you carried him na- 
ked out of his Cradle, to ſecure him from the wilde rage of the inhabitants in Da. 
maſcus). could not think any was 1o fit to be employed as your felf in that affair, 
wherein conſiſts, as I may, as well the good of the Nation, as the glory of Oronte: 
family; ſince by this happy conjunction now ready to be celebrated by your preſence, 
not onely peace will be diſtributed every where to the longing people, but the Gods 
Worſhip ſhall be advanced, in all the Temples belonging to the Delphine JuriſQi- 
on; that before this agreement for ſo many years, have been diſturbed by the vio- 
lence of the Hereſian opinion; not ſo much occaſioned I may ſay by the wars, that 
have been continued between Egypt and Syria, as by reaſon of thoſe conceived An- 
tipathies in nature of the two Countreys, which neither leagues nor marriages could 
piece in any kinde formerly: Tis true, as envy muſt ever be the companion of com- 
mand, and little leſs of any vertue, that carries but the ſhew of greatneſs, though 
incumbred with never ſo much toil and pains, ſo have the Queen and my ſelf been 
ſtill ſlandered with malicious tongues, as if we being ſtrangers by birth, had no 
other intentions, but to ſacrifice the glory of our Kingdom, to the onely ends of 
our appetites if not ambition; as well to the ruine of the Nobility in the particular, 
as the beggary of the Commonalty in the general ; when the Heavens can bear wit- 
neſs of the integrity of our thoughts, and the earth ſhortly J hope will enjoy the 
effects of what our intentions alwayes endeavoured to bring forth. This being laid, 
I ſhall let you know, what other deſigns reſt in obſcurity, however agreed on becween 
the Egyptian Favourite and my ſelf, in our private conference, ſince your part mult 
be at Thebes, to urge the performance of theſe Tranſactions, on the behalf of 
that State and Government, as giving honourable aſſurance, nothing ſhall be 
omitted by King Orentes, conformable to ſuch accord made upon the Treaty. 

I cannot deny, ſaid he, but hitherunto we have nouriſhed a war with the E gypti- 
an Nation, as well to pull from thoſe people ſome of their ambition, as to keep the 
better our own Subjects in quiet; ſince as the firſt without ſuch a bridle put into 
their mouthes, would never have given over the appetites of conquering ; ſo the 
others if they ſhould not have been employed in Martial deſires, would have formed 
continualRebellions ; either out of the levity of their natures, or the vain glory of 
their diſpoſitions ; being never to be made conſtant , but in the variety of objects, 
preſented alwayes to their imaginations; witneſs Condoroſus ſpirit, who at firſt ſer 
ſpaces to the difference by his own perſonal command, and now makes the motives 
of his diſobedience, to be for no other reſpe& , but to procure a loving peace be- 
tween the two Kingdoms; wherefore if theſe remedies had not been uſed, either Sy- 
ria muſt have ſuſtained the hazzard of forreign invaſions, or been eaten up by the 
misfortunes of civil factions; both _ now prevented with our induſtry, of one 
ſide, by making timely preparation to reſiſt or attempt any enemy, as of the other, 
in giving employment to thoſe high courages, which could not have contented them- 
ſelves, but in action of war by a continued ſervice of contention: Beſides it may be 
ſuppoſed, all will be the willinger to entertain, not onely the motions but the effects 
of peace, having with ſo much difficulty experimented the contrary ; and think 
conſequently, both Court and home felicities to be of ſuch a value, that rather then 
venture their loſs again by ſuggeſting of new differences, they may reſt ſatisfied with 
any moderate ſubjection, when their perſons ſhall be eſtcemed,and their honors out of 
danger to be loft, loving their King, becauſe he preſerveth every mans right, and 
defending his Majeſty, for that their own good depends upon his dignity, whereas 
nothing but blood, ſlaughters, and devaſtations followed the diſobedience , which 
heretofore their unadviſed ambitions had procured, as well in Syria as in other pla- 
ces: The ſame fate of happineſs this may bring alſo to the Egyptian Nation, if they 
will not be their own enemies; ſince as their wealth is ex hauffed by their private and 
violent ambition, ſo in having onely by the accord, the Prince of Carthage, and the 
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Senate of Lydia to contend againſt they are at liberty, who by Land and Sea intend- 
ed the ruine of Of family; ſome of them being of a Religion ſo contrary to his 
principles, that the glorious Temple of Delplos, could ſcarce haue ſtood firm from 
their malice and covetouſneſs, if this peace had not been procured from the Syrian 

ople. N 8 n 11 BBs | 
eee ſaid he, my deſigns have ever been, to unite ſmall Princes in their 
ancient rights, wieneſs my proceedings in Caſſi anus behalf, who by the miſcarriage 
of his unfortunate Father, had loſt both bis honours and his interelt in the Armenian 
Empire, though Lcould not compais ſuch purpoſes , without bringing into thoſe 
Countreys forreign Forces, whereby to eſtabliſh a better ſecurity to the profeſſours 
of the Delphine Worſhip, againſt the practice of the Hereſian opinion; forcing an 
agreement with the Egyptian Territories, which be now obtained, it will be in our 
powers to preſcribe laws to the world , either concerning government of Countrey, 
or ſacriſices to the Gods; for notwithſtanding it be alledged, as an infamous crime 
againſt my integrity, that 1 not onely made a combination with Hercrombrotes the 
Lydian General, to deſtroy the Egyptian proſperity, but alſo that very Worſhip 
which he ſo zealouſly profeſſed, by giving Towns and Countreys into the poſſeſſion 
and dominion of that Nation; yet in this manner I mutt diſcover the ſecret of my 
intentions to your underſtanding 3 In the firſt allegation, 1 had no otber way to pro- 
cure a peace from Ofiris obftinacy , that elſe had continued our differences without 
end, ſince che Egyprians themſelyes laboured the fame agreement with the Zydians 
intereſt, by no ſmall induſtry before our endeavouts, which obtained, would abſo- 
lutely have deſtroyed our capacity, to have compaſſed this bleſſed and happy unity of 
both Countreys, that joyns now ſeemingly as well our mindes as our power, to work 
whateffe& we pleaſe, towards the accompliſhment of thoſe heroick deſigns, of pro- 
pagating the Gods Worſhip every where, as weil as to diſtribute juſtice in Aſia and 
Africa to other Princes. And for the ſecond give me leave to ſay , that however I 
was conſtrained in our neceſſities to buy the Zyaax aſſiſtance, with the delivery of 
Deorcas into their power; yet ſtil] were there ſuch conditions reſerved to the inha- 
bitants, as give them an abſolute Ran againſt all oppreſſions, either Religious or 

Civil; knowing beſides very well, that the Syrian State, heing once at friendſhip with 
the Egyptian Kingdom, it would be an eaſie matter upon every occaſion to wreſt 
thoſe Territories out of their poſſeſſion, without danger to any, or much expence to 
our ſelves; whilſt in the interim the Jydian Senate, are more then weary of the trou- 
ble that belongs to that Government; which they ſuppoſe they cannot long keep, 
either in regard of our Forces, or their own factions. But my Lord, ſaid Gratanus, 
if your favours may not be interpreted as ill beſtowed upon my particular, when I 
ſhall move the objections of any, (ſinc e implicitely I ſhould be governed by the ex- 
cellency of your wiſdom, in regard that although others might erre , yet you cannot 
miſtake) what teftimonies are there to convert the multitude, concerning Prince Are- 
thuſius affairs? ſeeing he appears baniſhed , and his Mother unrelieved, notwith- 
ſtanding both their blood and intereſt, ſo nearly belongs to the Syrian Nation; eſpecis 
ally when your chief deſigns be, as you ſay, to ſettle the rights of the inferiour Domi - 
nions, being I muſt confeſs che greateſt glory to Oroxres Crown, beſides the obliga · 
tions due to the heavens in that behalf; for where there is any omiſſion of juſtice, by 
the general rules of all Religion, no perfect Worſhip of the Gods can be expected; 
conſidering alſo the diſhonour to Kingly Dignity, that a Prince of the ſame degree, 
as well in right as in dignity, ſhould be outed by the inſolent rebellions of his own 
Subjects, from his ancient and ſucceſſive Territories, without ſo much as one Mo- 
narch to take his part, notwithitanding the ties of nature in that particular, witli 
the danger of the like example unto themſelves to future poſterity; but much more 
ominous it will appear, when thoſe friendſhips ſhall be conſidered , which have been 
contracted with his greateſt enemies, who brought his Father in ſcorn upon a Scaffold 
to ſuffer death, although former conditions had been made with the Syrian State, 
concerning Hyacinthias Dower, if not her Childrens Inheritance; all, as 1 may ſay, 


honoured with the blood of moſt of the Potentates in 4/;a, not wanting * a ny 
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kindredwith the moſt beauteous Lady of the Egyptian ftock, ordained now by the 
providence of the immortal Gods, not onely to be our preſent Queen and Miftriſs, 
but ſent by the Heavens, as 4 glorious and happy own, to keep the world perpetual- 
ly in ſuch a peace; that ne ver eye after ought to (hed a tear, which J hope will con- 
tinue, until eternity diſſipate all things, by a more ſublime period. 

AHazarins after he had ſtudied a while upon this „ looking the Duke in the - 
face, with a certain familiar ſmile ,-as if ſomething remained yet in his own boſom 
( ot determined before) at laſt told him, that ſeeing it was his will to be his punctual 
cCoufeſſor, rather as he ſuppoſed out of curioſity then need, when marriage affairs 
were not ſo proper, to be mingled with thoughrs of revenge, would let him know 
more. 7 at 3 : 3d 4 Q 5, 

.Gratanus my friend, ſaid be, ſecrets of State tothe common people, reſemble-ſpe. 
culative Divinity, onely known to the learned Radiant , and not to be debated with- 
out an interpreter, leſt outward ſenſe, turn all rather to Atheiſme then ſollid 
Doctrine; becauſe what they underſtand not fully they think impoſſible to be, for 
that they cannot conceive the manner how; and ſo by conſequence, either think it 
fiction or impoſture; as it fared in the firſt ages with matters of Aſtronomy, that 
taught the regulation of the heavens by diligent obſervation; whiehꝭ coming to paſs 
2 thoſe Authours were eſteemed Gods; when as if any thing thereof had 
failed, the very ſame men would have been thought deceivers, imputiog the certain- 
ty onely to ſucceſs, though contingent cauſes oftentimes alter, both the object and 
the effect, notwithſtanding the rule be never ſo well grounded; which perhaps may 
be the fate alſo of my tranſaQions : But the better to clear my intentions to your 
underſtanding, who can judge and will not be partial, ſince all muſt have that privi- 
ledge by reaſon of ignorance or malice, know from me theſe particulars, as well by 
occaſion of your preſent imployment , fit in ſome fort to be communicated to the 
Egyptian Councel, as by thoſe intimacies between us two, that may pretend to what 
_ ſoever can be conveyed to humane breaſts. 

You are not — ſaid he, how that the Daughter which the Kings Uncle had 
by his latter Wife, after the death of Alciana, being the ſole heir of a mighty Eſtate, 
is a Lady, whoſe birth, beauty, and breeding, may challenge the beſt match, that the 
world can afford, either for title or command; which being joyned with the impe- 
riouſneſs of her ſpirit, hath oftentimes put the whole Court into dilemma's, as well 
how to marry her, as with what to ſatisfie her; ſince as of one ſide, we fear the facti- 
ons her diſcontents may raiſe; ſo of the other ſide we know, no other propoſal can 
be made to her high aſpiring thoughts, then ſome Sovereign Prince of an eminent 
condition, which being ſcarce to be found, agreeing with her in years and temper, 
and with us in intereſt and commodity, we caſt about in our reſolutions , to fix her 
upon Arethuſius the young Lydian King, whoſe Dignity may bonour her, as her 
Eftate benefit him.; beſides other concurrences of blood and afieaion, to render them 
both happy and contented, being a better pretence for our Nation, to make War with 
that powerful and injurious Commonwealth: Tis true, ſome propoſitions have been 
already made to this purpoſe , however rather by oblique intimations , then direct 
overtures: but whether the young mans thoughts, be not yet prepared for Nuptial 
obligations in nature, his minde being wholly imployed with revengeful deſires; or 
that indiſcreet Favourites about his perſon, will not ſuffer him to make any choice at 
all, for fear of deftroying their own power, he ſeems to give little countenance to 
our inclinations, although his mother hath more plainly propoſed it to his conſide- 
ration, as a matter ſhe wiſheth, as well for his good, as her own ſatisfaction; know- 
ing the conſequence of ſuch a conjunction to be, to both their commodities; which 
notwithſtanding by the perſwaſions of others, hath wrought contrary effects, either 
in his diſpoſition, or bis pretentions; inſomuch as it hath made ſome ſeparation , be- 
tween his duty and her perſon , he living in Pamphy/ia, as ſhe remains in Syria, per- 
haps imagining to gain the poſſeſſion of his own Countrey ,. anely by the aſſiſtance 
of the Egyptian power, joyned with the hearts and endeavours of his own people; 
although they have often deceived his expectation, being as it were totally cowed, 
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by the prevailing fortune of the other party: This fcowardneſs to our concernments, 
Gratanus, Icanfhot deny, but hath given ſome ſtop if not to our intentions, yet to 
the eagerneſs of our proſecutions on his behalf; for when he ſhall want a compliance 
in this particular, being ſurrounded with ſo many neceſſities , having ſcarce any ſub. 
ſiſtance but what comes from the Queens allowance, what would his proceedings be, 
when once ſettled anew in his Fathers Dominions , without our aſſiſtance? but ei- 
ther an open War ariſing from the motion of his conceived injuries , or at the beſt a 
diſaffectionate peace, ready upon all ſurmized occaſions, to break forth into a violent 
fury, inflamed thereunto by the firſt inſtigations of any of his peeviſn Councellors, ei- 
ther not bribed by your money, or flattered by our State: Wherefore dear friend I ſay, 
it is no more then needful, to have ſome extraordinary tye, upon the actions and en- 
deavours of that young Prince (either by Syria Nuptials, or aſſured friendſhips) be- 
fore Orontes honour be engaged, in a deſperate, if not unprofitable contention, eſpe- 
cially with a Nation, that now brings us commodity by commerce and riches in tra- 
ding, thereby to purchaſe to our ſelves nothing. but trouble in the enterprize, and 
from him diſtaſleful ingra/:itude at the end; either by reaſon of his own inconſtancy, 
or his Minions ſpleen, when he hath gained by our power that juriſdiction, which 
ſcarce will be acknowledged by any of his followers, until it be further demonſtrated 
to their underſtandings, that notwithſtanding all the Zydian promiſes and attempts, 
thoſe Crowns will not be gained into his poſſeſſions, without the aid and aſſiſtance 
of forreign Forces ; for his own people will not hold their condition certain upon 
what terms they ſhall be Subjects if he prevail, or willing to venture for his right by 
reaſon of their own ſenſualities; witneſs the late riſing in his behalf, when they had 
ſo fair an occaſionto ſhew their courages, and yet ſo apparantly they failed -in their 
endeavours, that they neither aſſembled as they ſhould, or fought as they might. 

The next exceptions we have to Arethaſius proceedings is, his extream ſeeming 
averſeneſs to the Delphine Religion, either engrafted in his nature by his former edu- 
cation, or being perſwaded by thoſe about his perſon ; that as the change of the Ly- 
dian Rites in his practice, would not onely be a diſhononr to his Fathers memory, 
but alſo loſe many of his party at Sardis, who are moſt earneſt in that profeſſion; 
ſo that if he ſhould ſtill continue theſe refolutions; being put into his Kingdom by 
our aſſiſtance ; inſtead of advancing the Gods ſervice by our endeayours, (which is 
concluded in the Treaty between Egypt and Syria) we ſhould be the occaſion, to 
bring again into Lydi that formal face of Worſhip, now altogether confuſed , if 
not totally deftroyed by the late differences, that would of neceſſiey eſtabliſh. their 
errours, and ſo by conſequence give them continuance, whereas now they have al- 
moſt no being at all; from whence alſo muſt ariſe ſomething, whereby to nouriſhthe 
Hereſian opinions in our Dominions, either to leſs fidelity or more vigour ; the one 
dangerous to our Government, as the other diſpleaſing to Delptu: Juriſdiction; and 
both contrary, if not deſtructive, to the Gods Worſhip, which have been the princi- 
pal conſiderations belonging to the Peace and Margiage: To this purpoſe you know 
Gratanus, (aid he, our chief deſigns are, to reduce all the Princes of Aſia to à cet- 
tain kinde of conformity with us, either in Religion or manners, whereby as our in- 
tereſt may not be prejudiced, ſo converſation * — improved, by one onely me- 
thod of civility and goodneſs, unto which alſo the Egyptian King ſeemeth to con- 
deſcend; and ſhall we permit in the interim, young Arerhuþpme being of this blood, 
and foftained by our bounty, to follow extravagantly, rather the fancies of others, 
then our ſollid Councels > However perhaps flattering opinions; heretofore. made 
him preſume either upon his own intereſt in Lydia it ſelf, or aſſiſted by the Pawphy- 
lian power, to follow his former principles now deſtroyed; the one by this Treaty, 
the other in finding his own Subjects have no hearts ; ſo that he muſt reſolve at laſt, 
either to marry when we ſhall propoſe. or change that form of Worſhip in; the 
Lydian' Temples, at leaſtwiſe by permiſſion to thoſe in that Nation, who be of. the 
Delphine belief, or be held a while from the poſſeſſion of thag Kingdom, which be- 
longs to his right, though not yet to his fortune; wherefore unleſs. he be. pleaſed, 


either to alter his counce), or change bis temper, neither Egypt not Syria will be wil- 
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ling to contribute treaſure, or employ men again with a more laſting magnificency; 
— to ſettle and eftabliſh the Here ſian Werl which in a —— ach — 
duced ſuch ſad effeRs, as to deprive his Father of his life, and bimſelf of bis Inhe- 
ritunce; 'whilft ſtill he is perſwaded to court thoſe opinions, as if ſome heavenly in- 
flueacies would depend upon their actions; however the work of misfortunes, have 
been hitherunto their fates, in every place, or in all Countreys, where they pretended 
to have their beſt Intereſt. : 
Bot my Lord, faid be, to let you yet ſee a little further into my actions, though 
moſt of them have been hicherunto obſcured from the vulgar knowledge, (Tranſ- 
actions of Scate-Policy until the iſſue reſemble Prophetical predictions, enlightened 
alwiyesattheend; and never before known) may afford matter for diſcourſe, though 
conjectural and uncertain. | | | 

Tis true, we have here an Ambaſſadour from the Commonwealth of Lydia, and 
another of ours remains in the City of Sardis : For the firſt I muſt tell you, I play 
with his employment, according to my own affairs, either to act or know, by which. 
ſquare I not onely deal with that confuſed Government, but put forward my intereſt 
by the complyance of other Princes, who fear their Sea power, and hate all ſuch in- 
tentions; ſince Navigation cannot be free to their own leſſer Traffick, if they be an. 
gred, like a neſt of waſps, not caring who they wound by venting their ſpleen, 
though leaving their — 2 behinde them, they become themſelves at laſt deftroyed, 
making enemies, and loſing friends in abundance , by which means I am become 
maſter of my own conditions with the Egyptian Family; for having contrived that 
difference by a ſeeming unity with them, Oſiris Councellors could not be revenged 
of either, without a concluſion of this general peace; ſince againſt both they could 
not poſſibly contend; and more honourable of the two *cwas to piece with our 
State, (whoſe Government is the ſame, and the friendſhip more ſecure) then with a 
Jutiſdiction, that hath in it neither faith in promiſes, nor certainty of continuance: 
but concerning our Miniſter of State with the Senate of Lydia, bis deſigned inſtructi- 
ons are, to hold up onely a flattering correſpondency with that people, as well for 
the profit of Commerce between both Nations, as to keep their patience better in 
order; befides he gives us a continual information of all they do, whereby upon oc- 
caſion hereafter, not onely their power is known, but their capacities are underſtood; 
whereby the League may be broke, if Aretbuſius prove conformable to our pur poſes, 
(which we can convenicutly admit) by reaſon of thoſe conditions made at Queen Hya- 
cinthia's Marriage, or keep ftill the preſent Treaty on foot, as long as it appears bene- 
ficial to the Syrias Nation: In the interim we become more inſtructed in their my- 
ſteties of State Government, with the diſpoſitions of their Inhabitants, as alſo take 

pnizance of their defects, fot want of experience how to rule; being men not ver- 
ſed in deep points of policy, — their conſciences are ſufficiently fitted, for any 
impreſſion gain or ainbition can ſuggeſt, thus having both wayes an end, tending to 
the Gods Worſhip, as Syria's feljgity : For the Lydian Ambaſſadour that lives ei- 
ther in the Kings Court, or in our company, be aſſured, his Intereſt goes no further 
then I preſcribe, or his reputation more then we allow; governed perhaps alſo with 
a greater moderation then is expected, ſince as already be hath. received ſome af. 
' fronts by the Egyprian Favourite, fo hath he had not yet any countenance from 
Oraontes reception; ay ſelf making uſe of his employment, whereby to win him to 

our party, and by fuch a conſequence perhaps the brave Haven of Deorcas may be 
reſtored, or ſtill kept for a ſeeming correſpondency, until we are better provided 
to an open defiance in the demands we intend to make concerning, Hyacinthia's Joyn- 
ture, though we are at preſent ſomething interrupted , by thole extraordinary pre- 
parations are in making for the Kings Marriage: beſides in the interim I have gain- 
ed thus much from his intelligence, concerning the affairs and changes of his 
own — gar 4 ; TheSenate and Army ſeem now to be at ſome difference one with 
the other, each ſtriving who ſhall govern Zydia's Liberties ; and this no way to be 
united in all probability, but either by Aret huſius attempts, or our conjunction; 


wherefore it muſt be our maſter. piece, to blinde their eyes with a ſeeming * 
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of friendſhip, until their own impatiency makes them give the firſt occaſion to ſuch 
a breach, as cannot again be reconciled, whilſt we ſuffer the Miniſters of Egypt to play 
wich the advantage, by demanding reſtitutions in all thoſe dammages they have re- 
ceived by any Eydian violence, during the difference between us and their Dominions, 
wherein they have been either actors or ſufferers; which I may ſay puts on ſuch a face 
of juſtice, that the world muſt approve of, as we cannot but permit; in the interim we 
intend to ſend for Prince Arethuſius out of the Pamphilian Territories, to be a joy- 
ful alſiſtant in thoſe glorious Nuptials, ſhortly to be Celebrated wich ſo much mag- 
nificency. Theſe I niay lay, Gratanm., are the chief deſigns. between the two 
Crowns, wherein both you and my ſelf (by the goodneſs of the heavens) have been 
principal inſtruments; though a late accident in part might have deſtroyed my de- 
terminations; which alſo I ſhall not conceal from your knowledge, fince the effects 
of friendſhip ought not to be darkened, much leſs obſcured by the ſhadow of any 
diſaſter, knowing Gratan is ſo noble, that he will conceal what Mararius would 
not have divulged. | VVV | 

You know, ſaid he, there lived in the Court of Syria a young Gentleman called 
Aanchinus, who if be had not been my Nephew, perhaps might have been com- 
mended by me, both in perſon and education, ſince moſt people did believe the ſame ; 
but whether out of flattery to my authority, or for conſiderations of his true deſert; 
I leave you to judge; onely I was carried on in nature with that partiality, that I in- 
tended to make him my heir, being by the yow I have made uncapable of other 
Children: But the young man whether inflamed by the opinion of my power, or 
intemperately perſwaded in his private hopes, when the Princeſs Cloria came to Da- 
maſcus, fell in love extreamly, either with her goodnels, or her beauty; ſince greatneſs 
ſeldom moves in Cupide Theatre: Theſe fires I may ſay in him were ſo little to be 
moderated, that I was induced to make the motion to ſome of Hyacinthia's friends, 
ſending Manc hinus in the interim to the wars of Pamphylia, knowing that action 
diſperſeth oftentimes ſettled imaginations, however, without much faſſhood, 1 muſt 
not deny my own ambition in this particular; ſince by ſuch a wife to my Nephew, I 
was ſure to procure wealth and honour to my houſe ; wealth in regard of thoſe poſ- 
ſeſſions, that belong anciencly to the Narc:ian Family; and honour, for that the 
higheſt blood of Aja, is mixed abundantly in her veins, though the rare beauty of 
her perſon, with the excellency of her other perfections, I ſuppoſe moſt tranſported 
the young mans deſire, as rendred his end fatal, however more memorable , ſo that 
contriving underband a plot with the Lydian Ambaſſadour , who then remained in 
the City of Deorc as, the Princeſs ¶ loria was ſuddenly ſurpriſed , in which enterprize 
Manc binus alſo diſguiſed was an actor. But before the Troops had conveighed 
the Princeſs half way towards her journeys end , Aſcanius with ſome Companies 
borrowed from under his Brothers Juriſdiction, (whether by accident or advertiſe- 
ment) met ſuddenly with choſe injurious Forces, and after a long conflict (putting 
moſt of them to the ſword) they reſcued the Lady from that unjuſt impriſonment, 
in which misfortune my Nephew fell with the reſt, as a juſt judgement given againſt 
his proceedings. Here Maæarius ended his diſcourſe, with ſome apparent tears in 
his eyes, which ſhewed that Stateſmen can be compaſſionate fometimes , though 
ambition for the moſt part is their predominant humour. 5 

The Duke having heard out this relation, after a while to give circumſtance rather 
then conſideration to his anſwer, ſince he was held excellent both in language and 
replyes, made him this return. | „„ OT NS 5 

My Lord, ſaid he, as the iſſue in all things crowns the intention, (at leaſtwiſe to 
the belief of people, who judge but by the effects in moſt actions) ſo cannot it now 
be otherwiſe thought by the world, but that you have tranſcended in your deſigns, 
as if your proceedings had been cartied on by ſome heavenly influence, in regard ſuch

greateſt Prince of the Univerſe might have gloried to have undertaken with no ſmall 
tranſportation. Theſe complements quickly parted the two friends, the one to 
the acrompliſhment of his State Affairs, and the other to a preparation for his jour. 
ney: but ſcarce had many hours paſſed in theſe conſiderations , before a meſſenger 
arrived faddenly from Court, commanding the Birth. day of the new Queen to be 
obſerved, which all in general (conceiving it to be a pleaſing earneſt of their future 
hopes) in this manner executed. 22DA 

The Town was adorned all over with intermixt Roſes and Lillies , made into Gar- 

lands and other pretty compoſures, which hung upon Pyramides and Collumes , co- 
vered with imperial Crowns : The chief Temple was furniſhed with white and yel- 
low Damask, whilſt the Pillars were embraced with interwoven Ivy, neatly plated in. 
to figures together, bearing the name of the two young ( though Ma jeſtick) Lovers, 
as emblems demonſtrating their future affection, whereby the earth might become 
fruitful to people, as proſperous to themſelves; the one in peace as the other in glory: 
Upon the High Altar was placed the Goddeſs Veſta, with Hymen ſtanding by ber fide, 
to whom was afforded a bountiful Sacrifice by Maxarius, until he was advertized, 
that the ſame ceremony was performed, by the Egyptian Favourites on the other ſide 
of the water; after which, by reaſon of the heat of the ſeaſon, they both met under 
Canvas Coverings in a ſolemn proxeſſion, proclaiming their joy and gladneſs for the 
perpetual amity, that had been ſo happily begun between the two diſcontented Na- 
tions. When theſe ceremonies were finiſhed, the whole day following was ſpent, in 
nothing but feafting and congratulations ; all the Conduits in the interim running 
with che pureſt Wine, to glad the hearts of the tumultuous Commonalty, who by 
ſenſe onely apprehended the conſequence of that great and beneficial Jubile. 

As theſe high expreſſions, demonſirated auſpicious Omens to the great Countreys 
of Syria and Egypt, ſo the Duke of Tyre with ſome of his gallant Train, quickly 
parted from that Theatre of Bliſs, that ſeemed to give both wings and fire to his 
imployment; directing his haſty march towards the City of Thebes, the place where 
Oſiri then kept his Royal Court, which in a very few dayes travel brought him to 
the reſt of his company; and ſo conſequently within a very few dayes more arrived 
at the place; whereupon notice being given, the King commanded preſently the 
maſters of the Ceremonies, not onely to provide for his reception in a moſt magnifi- 
cent manner, but to give him meeting with the choiceſt horſes Africa could afford, 
on which were mounted the beft of his Nobility , who in the middle of the day 
brought him into the City, through ſuch a concourſe of people, that appeared to 


have emptied the earth of inhabitants, whereby to be ſpectators of that glorious 


entertainment; which at the laſt deſcended Gratauus at the Palace Gate, for that 
his Maſters paſſion to be paſſeſſed of his fair Miſtriſs, would give him no reſpite for 
conſideration, what he was to ſay, or how to be provided, againſt the curious obſer- 
vations of that politick Nation, that for many years formerly had been in a deſpe- 
rate contention with the Syrias ſplendour, however ambition for the moſt part pro- 
cures envy, as dominion doth jealouſie. But ſcarce had the great Ambaſſadour time 
given him, to beſtow fitting complements upon his noble conductors, before they all 
received ſummons to appear in the preſence of that Majeſty , which onely equalled 
his own Prince in power, who ſtaid for his coming in a Hall (reſembling Heaven for 
light, and a Paradice for beauty, placed upon a Throne, elevated (ix ſteps above the 
floor, and guarded on either fide with carved Lions: At the firſt entry Gratanus 
made a little ſtand, either to behold or admire that mighty perſonage , whoſe con- 
tention with his great Maſter, had almoſt driven the whole world into deſpair ; no 
way to be repaired but by this deſired union with that State, that religouſly bad put 
on a conftant purpoſe, rather to ſubmit then diſpute, when love was the ſubject, and 


a Lady the object of his imployment, not to be conquered but by ſoft and gen- 


tle motions ; ſo that waving other circumſtances then a moſt low obeyſance, accord- 
ing to the cuſtome of his Countrey, with a kinde of a brave comportment, uttered 
this language. 


Focall you onely a Prince, were to derogate too much from your greatneſs, and 
to

to ſtile you more then a man, were to intrench upon the purity of our Religion; 
wherefore moſt mighty Monarch of the Suns influence, that hath no courſe but about 
your Territories, theaſuring equally, not onely nights and dayes, but ſea and land, 
chat yields truits co your people, as well as treaſure to your felf , whilſt your power 
commands every habitation between the ewo Tropicks: In this poſture and no other, 
I am injoyned by — reſplendent Lord, governing in like manner under the tem- 
perate Zones, whoſe wiſdom exceeds his years, as his victories make him famous; 
not oney to offer you peace in friendſhip , but beg your Daughter in marriage; a 
Lady as he verily believes, the Goddeſs Nature hath wrought her utmoſt skill; ſince 
in her making the higheſt heavens powred down ſuch a bleſſing, that her ſoul was al- 
ready prepared for O/ympas manſion, before the deftinies had conſidered how long 
ſhe ſhould ve; her mixture being ſo admirable, that a queſtion will be in after 
ages, whether her Birth did more illuſtrate her Dignity, or her ſanctity her Religion; 
for as the one may be ſaid to have no beginning, in the antiquity of her family; ſo 
the other can reach to no end by reaſon of eternity; both being ſhut up in ſuch a 
youthful perfection, that the very Deities themſelves can ſcarce put on equal forms, 
whereby to become more raviſhing objects: If you accept the one, ang grant the 
' other, my meſſage is performed; but if you refuſe either, I may believe the world 
will fall with the diſaſter ; ſince as theſe hopes ſeemingly unite again the diſtractions 
of this huge Univerſe, ſo the contrary effects mutt needs once more turn it into 
another Chaos; in regard young Orontes, whoſe ſpirits now onely breathe by theſe 
aſſurances, mult of neceſſity contract ſuch deſperations , that will afreſh inflame 
Aſia with new prodigies. To fer forth the commodities to each Empire by this con- 
ſummation, were to teach knowledge to the graveſt Councels ; ſince both Favourites 
havechought it neceſſary to be effected, confirmed alſo by the approbation of moſt 
Oracles, who foretold the happineſs would follow by ſuch a conjunction, when 
every Government ſhould be divided between two Princes, not to be concluded, 
whether their fortune or their piety had been more efficatious, towards the 
glory of their proſperity , though appearing ſomething ſhaded in the vigour 
of their own contentions, driven on by ſuch a fate, as if the Gods bad dreaded 
a War againſt themſelves by any agreement; ſo that theſe jealouſies of the heavens 
being now laid aſleep by a ſtronger influence, there reſts no more then your appro- 
bation, to render both feared, and men happy; ſince Syria: King hath no other am- 
bition. but to become your Son- in- law, however ſlave to his own Miſtriſs ; offering for 
a Dower, what his youth can compaſs, or his dominion may command; beſides the 
affections of his dear Mother, derived as another excellent plant from that majeſtick 
ſoil , where nothing grows, but miracles of nature, or inſpirations of ſanRity : 
wherefore let the obſtacles be ever curſt; that ſhall hinder this Jubile, when Monarchs 
ſhall agree, not onely to give life to the almoſt deſtroyed earth, but conſent to have 
another Cy»thia, tranſported from the African Clymate, whereby to heat Aſia with 
new fites, that by conſequence will ingender ſuch productions, as mortals ſhall be 
changed into Deities , and habitations into Elizians, to continue by their power, 
until eternity gives the laſt period to time it ſelf; when contributing ſacrifices cannot 
be wanting in De/phos to that purpoſe, ſince the Holy Arch-Flamiz never ceaſeth, to 
offer Hecatombs of richeſt price, expeRing every hour to hear the news confirmed 
by a joyful Embaſſie. | 5 
Although © fr; could not be but ſomething tranſported wich his own praiſes, 
proceeding from a tongue, not onely carrying upon it both Eloquence and Honour, 
but deputed for that effect, by the Rival under the heavens, that could give any ſtop, 
either to his greatneſs or command, within the large Territories of the Suns Domi- 
nions; yet putting on his accuſtomed Zyyprias gtavity, being in the preſence of his 
own Subjects, that diligently obſerved every particular comportment of their Prince, 
onely gave him thanks formally; — to offer the matter to his Daughter, 
knowing her modeſty and retirements , were not to be invaded by any violence, 
though he could not deny, but the propoſitions brought with them , as well ſafety 
ro the world, as benefit to her ſelf; withal deſiring him in the interim, to reſt ſatisfied 
in 
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in ſuch entertainment, as his City of Thebes was able to afford, according to his 
directions or bis peoples ability: Theſe expreſſions carried away Gratanw to 
another appartament of the Palace, where he was given to underſtand the Queen re. 
mained, to allow him a favourable and noble reception, comming into that King. 
dom, with Olive branches of Peace, and flouriſhing Laurels of Marriage, that pre- 
noſticated ſuch proſperity to the iner ĩour Regions, almoſt overcome with deſpair. 
ing ruines, for want of thoſe bleſſed overtures, that ſeemed now to clear the dark- 
ned sky from all malignant vapours, that had for ſo many years oppreſt (or rather 
ſuffotated) totally its happineſs, SITE | 

Gratanus found the Queen ſeated under a moſt rich Cloth of State , embroidered 
all over with Oriental Pearle, onely in the midſt was neatly wrought a black-ſpread 
Eagle, the proper Arms of ber Extraction; this alſo was fo interwoven with Bugle 
and Rubies , that it was a queſtion, whether the magnificency or the skill ſurpaſſed , 
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ſhe wore a Royal Crown ſhining with unvaluable Diamonds, which either graced 


or complyed extreamly with her youth and beauty: There ſeemed to be no At- 
tendants, much leſs Companions in ber Throne of retirement; onely two ſmall 


Infants ſent a late, as happy Omens to the Egyptian Empire, the King her Husband 


not having any Sons before, reſted under her proper Canopy : 'Tis true, at ſome 
diſtance behinde her Chair, were placed a conn of ancient Matrons, apparalled 
like Sybels, and were covered on their heads with white Mytres, beſpotted all over 
by ſeveral Characters, teaching thereby (ſilently) the ſecrets of their Countreys Re- 
ligion, from 9 Linnen Vail reached to the ground, which cloſed and 
opened before, as either inſpirations or appetites gave them the occaſion: But the 
Queen, whether tranſported by the apprehenſion of ſo pleaſing a Meſſenger , or 
ſomething willing to comply with the faſhions of her own Nation of Armenia, not 
onely in a pleaſant demeanour entertained the gallant Ambaſſadour, but freely com- 


muned with him, concerning the Rareties of the Syrian Kingdom, which gave them 


both employments ſufficient, until decorums of State called him away to bis own 
retirement, in a'moſt magnificent Palace provided for his reception; whither pre- 


ſently came all the great Officers of the Court; ſome with Complements , others 


with Affection, and every one with Ceremony, to welcome him into Egypt, till at laft 
the day being far ſpent, they left him to his more quiet repoſe. 

However Gratanus was denied (by the rigid rules of that Nation) any audience 
of the Princeſs He ſperiana, before the Nuptial Rites ſhould be performed in I [ymens 
Temple, yet in regard of the deſired complyance of Oſiris Family, he was conducted 
the next day into a ſmall though glorious Chappel of the Kings houſe , where he 
found the Lady placed in a Gallery, ſeparated from the outward room by ſomething 
obſcure windows, which let his looks know thus much of her perſon, that upon her 
head was placed a Coronet of Gold, from whence proceeded many ſhining rayes of 
the ſame mettal, wrought with Diamonds and other precious ſtones, whilſt her habit 
was all white ; onely a sky. coloured Mantle lined with powdered Ermines, and ſpot- 
ted on the outſide with interwoven Suns, covered her ſeeming comely ſhoulders : 
*Tis true, during the continuance of the ſolemn Sacrifice, ſhe was not perceived to 
move at all in any kinde, unleſs it were ſometimes in a moſt grave and modeſt poſture; 
to caſt up her bright eyes towards the Heavens, as if ſhe conſulted alone with the 
Gods during her own private Devotions; nevertheleſs thoſe being abſolutely finiſh- 
ed, ſhe roſe from her ſeat to retire with a certain gracious ſmile, (either natyral to 
ber countenance, or commanded by her will) accompanied by a comely bend of her 
body, whereby the betcer to ſalute the Ambaſſadour: In the afternoon the Duke 
was invited, to be ſpeRator of thoſe Countrey exerciſes, in which moſt appeared 


as the people thought, the geterous. courages of their youth and Nobility : The 


were beſieged round about with Belconies, in the manner of an ample Theatre; be- 
ing ſo furniſhed with Ladies and other Gallants of the Court, that it might very well 
become a queſtion in reaſon, whether proſpect of the two would have the more 
attractive influence, upon the deſires and apprehenſions of the Syrian ſtrangers ,

place 's ef for the encounter, was in the great Market. place of the City, as it 
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fince as the combat of the Bull (being ſo called) muſt of neceſſity prove rareft to 
their expectations, yet certainly that variety of beauties would be molt agreeable to 
their ſenſes, | | | 

When they were all placed in their ſeats, four youths appeared in the liſt prepared 
for the Combat, moſt neatly cloathed in light Taffety, carrying ſmall and long 
Spears in their hands; fo that preſently being let looſe the enraged Beaſt, they as 
ſoon addreſſed themſelves to the charge; whilſt two of the company pricked bim 
behinde to render him more furious, which not onely made him roar, and foam at 
the mouth caragedly, but gave him ſuch appecices of revenge; that with a moſt vio- 
lent motion he proſecuted the reſt, who with courage and nimble dextericy , both 
avoided the danger, and wounded him with their weapons, inſomuch as he was 
glad co return upon his firſt aſſaulters, provoked by his malice, or deceived in the 
exchange, inning ER — _ — — for _ he came run- 
ning towards one, e of his „(being neur the ground) leapt 
— his neck, and in the interim ſtroke him with his Javelin upon the Throat, wich 
ſo great a fortune, that ſtreams of black blood quickly followed the wound, as 
fore-tokens of an expected victory; which kept not the company in any long ſuſ- 
pence, ſince the Bull preſently dechning, both in his courage and his ſtrength, ac laſt 
before all che afſembly (yielding to his fate) determined his life, as a juſt Sacrifice 
offered to the young mans honour, having contributed ſo largely to it; who with a 
certain modeſt countenance, adorned by graceful behaviours, received in the pre- 
ſence of the people, the Garland ordained for the Conqueſt, and in that manner fo 
Crowned, was conducted through the City, until dark night forbad their further

Theſe delightful entertainments _ have employed the. thoughts of Gratanu⸗ 
for a longer time, if his Commiſſion had not limited his return; the youthful paſti- 
ons of Orentes admitting no delay, when Love was the Commander, and a beaute- 
ous Lady the Object, accompanied alſo with fuch vertues, thatprovokeda ſpeedy ſa- 
tisfaction: However notwithſtanding] theſe conſiderations, the Duke was invited 
again to a new curioſity ; and the rather to be diſpenced withal}, becauſe as yet Ofi- 
745 was not ready for an anſwer : The rarety to be ſeen, was a Palace of the Kings 
ſome diſtance from the great Town of Thebes; almoſt equalling it in bigneſs, and 
much ſurpaſſing it in richneſs , being built upon the ruines oſ the ancient Labyrinth, 
that formerly contained under-ground ſixteen ſtately Courts, wrought with ſuch exqui- 
ſite skill, that the doors opening and ſhutting with iron, madea noiſe like Thunder up- 
on their ſeveral motions : As the windings of that intricate maze , of old was the 
worlds wonder, ſo this modern building at preſent, became Egypt fame; eſpecially 
when the keyes belonging to every Chamber, out. weighed above one thouſand 
pounds: To deſcribe all the particulars of this ſtately Fabrick, were to enter into 
diſcourſes of extraordinary protractions, ſince as the whole was compoſed of mul- 
titudes diſtinguiſhed; ſo every diviſion appeared a kinde of miracle, either of art or 
nature; onely let it ſuffice, there was one ſtone preſerved under the high Altar, that 
ſeemed of more value, then all the reſt of that vaſte expence; though the extraor- 
dinary pious intention of him who raiſed this ſtupendious work, ought to be held 
of greater price, being performed by the Grandfather of the now King upon this 
occaſion : He was on a time inthe wars, and not able to become conquerour of a 
ſtrong place, that ſeemed moſt to oppoſe his victories, (whereby bis bonour as well 
as his deſigns appeared to ſuffer) unleſs be would reſolve with his battering engines, to 
beat down a holy Temple belonging to the Gods ſervice ;- neverthelels in the ex- 
piation of that apprebended fault, he made a preſent vow to the Heavens, to build 
ſuch an edifice in his own Countrey, as ſhould equal, if not exceed all the known 
ſtructures of the world, wherein - alſo might be continually obſerved the De/phine 
Rites, by the beſt ſore of Religious perſons, could be aſſembled for that purpoſe, 
from. all parts of the Egyptian Dominions. After the ſeeing of all things ne- 
ceſſary either within or about this magnificent Palace, the Duke accompanied by 
the Officers of the Court, (who were not ſparing by the Kings commands, 
Care- 
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carefully to obſerve all his contents)-returned again to bis-firſt Ration. 

But in the interim, whilſt the Ambaſſadour was imployed in theſe and other diver. 
tiſements, Ofiris according to his promiſe made, was not backward to acquaint his 
Daughter Heſperiana with the King of Syria deſires; wherefore viſiting her in ber 
Chamber one day, after ſome circumſtances, he ſpoke to her in this manner. 

Heſperiana, ſaid he, after the death of your vertuous Mother, Siſter to Orſames, 
who left behinde her onely your Brother and your ſelf , a youth the heavens aſſo in a 
ſhort time took to their cate, by which means you became for ſome years the heir 
apparent of my Crowns; This I muſt tell you is the chief occaſion, of the conti- 
nuance of the Wars between us; in regard the Jyrian ambition bath been ever to 
have you beſtowed in marriage upon their young King, whereby to become intereſ- 
ſed ( as they believe) in the Egyptiam Dominions, by a juſter title then meerly con- 
quelt : But my Councel on the other ſide, to prevent the miſchief of tranſporting 
the Government by ſuch a conjunction, into the hands and power of another Nati- 
on, that probably would not keep their reſidency in this Countrey, never let me reſt 
quiet without importunities, until I was perſwaded to have another Wife from the 
Kingdom of Armenia; in which firſt began, if not our greatneſs, at leaſtwiſe the 
prerogative of Blood, we claim before other people of the world; upon which I 
may ſay, hath fallen alſo the apparent bleſſing of the immortal Gods, in granting 
me by the Lady your Mother · in- law, two hopeful Sons, whereby the pretenſions of 
ſucceſſion, that hitherunto bath cauſed fo much contention, will be quieted: Never- 
theleſs the Mother of Orontes ſtill continuing the ſame deſires, of matching with our 
Family, notwithſtanding the price of your Dower be abated, hath ſent this magni- 
ficent Ambaſſadour, not onely to procure my conſent, but obtain your love, whereby 
Alia may be at peace, as well as Syria ſatisfied : to theſe demands there remains no- 
thing now but your approbation , ſince the great Miniſters of both States deputed 
for chat purpoſe, have joyntly concluded to this effect. 
Ihe Princeſs Heſperiaua being thus ſurprized by her Fathers difcourſe, it was a 
queſtion whether the baſhful modeſty of her nature, or ſome hidden reſolutions in 
devotion, moſt reflected upon her apprehenſions, ſince for a pretty ſpace ſhe ſtood 
ſtill without any anſwer at all; until at laſt as it were overcome by her obliged duty, 
when a few tears had ſomething qualified the burning tincture of her preſent bluſhes, 
her ruby lips in this manner gently made a paſſage for theſe words. 

Sir; ſaid ſhe,” I hope:Iſhall not much cranſgreſsin duty, if freely 1 lay before your 
thoughts theſe conſiderations 5 and rather may] expect a gracious interpretation of 
what I ſhall utter, in regard I am reſolved notwithſtanding , to govern my actions 
by vont will; although I deſire my obedience may rather be regulated by a Parents 
Authority, then a Sovereigns Juriſdiction; ſince for the moſt part it relates more to 
indulgency then ends, when as the other oftentimes proceeds, either from councel 
or conveniency, onely belonging to State Affairs, without thoſe abſolute determi- 
nations of Religion, which the Gods have joft cauſe to expect from Princes here on 
earth, however flouriſhing with never fo great a proſperity: In this poſture be plea- 
ſed to remember, with what a magnanimous conſtancy , your great Grandfather 
ever oppoſed the dangerous beginnings of the Hereſian opinions, in the large King- 
doms of Armenia and other places, x Ae contradicted wich fo many difficulties, 
that had not his courage and wiſdom conquered both their power and ſubcilties, thoſe 
people of the Delphine Worſhip had been over- run, with nothing but deſtroying er- 
rours; ho nevertheleſs after all his viRories, buried the reſt of his happy dayes in 
a ſimple Cloyſter, to the obſervation onely' of piety and contemplitidn'; whick de- 
ſeended his Dominions to another mighty example of zeal and devotion;' that put to 
death his own Son, becanſe he was cfteetned tainted with ſome opinions, by means 
whereof your Father not onely came to the Crown , but proved nother wonder of 
Religion, until your ſelf ſucceeded him in the like vertues, towards the ſacred Tem- 
ple of Delphos ; from whence hath proceeded ſuch bleſſings to yout Subjects, after a 
long expectation, that the Gods have not onely beſtowed upon pu heirs to your 

Crown, but peace afforded from your oppoſers; in regard of all whieh, I am _ 
ne 
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ned by your religious indul enc\ 
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becauſe a certain natural obligation belongs alwayes, both to their profeſſion and 
Parents intereſts; is true, as Jever deſired my marriage, when I ood in moſt pro- 
bability of being heir to the Egyprian Crown, ſhould conduce tothe propagation of 
the Gods Worſhip, according to the Rites and Ceremomes of the great Temple of 
Delphos , in regard of the multitudes of enemies that ſeemed' daily to make war 
againſt its ſacred cuſtoms ; ſo when I ſaw the heavens after a long deſire, had provided 
ſufficiently for that facceffion, in the happy and fortunate birch of my two Brothers, 
having no more need of my aſfiſtance in that laudible and pious work; I made a vow 
to great is the Goddeſs of our Countrey , to ſerve her as a chaſte Prieſteſs during my 
life, which promiſe can onely be diſſolved, by the Diſpenſation of the powerful Arch- 
Flamin of the Holy City, otherwiſe I muſt not become Wife to the mighty King of 
Syria, notwithſtanding any agreement hath been made to that purpoſe. With theſe 
words the reſted ſilent, diſtilling another gente ſhowre of tears from her lovely eyes. 
Thie King ſeeming now ſomerhing amazed ax theſe unexpected. expreſſions of bis 
Daughter, eſpecially for that (he had made a vow to the Goddeſs I/ without his 
privity, ſtood ſtill for a long ſpace, not making any anſwer at all, until at laſt as it 
were confirmed in her intentionaſ duty to himſelf, and believing the motive proceed- 
ed from high. inflamations of zeal, towards the Temple of Delphos (an opinion that 
ever honoured the Egyptian Family) after he Had kiſſed her once or twice with a fa- 
therly affeRion, delivered his thoughts in this ahne. 

Moſt dear Heſperiana, ſaid he, and the dearet for the intention of Religion, as1 


never doubted of thy piety ſince reaſon opperated firſt in thy fair ſoul, ſo I command 


rhee to be aſſured, being thou haſt ſubmitted thy obedience” to my pleaſure as the 
worlds conveniency, that a meſſenger ſhalf be diſpatched preſently to the great 
Arch-Flamin, whereby to procure the Diſpenſation nᷣeedful for ſuch a ſervice, and no 
Article made between the Egyprias and Syrian Monarchs in the interim, which ſhall 
not tend abſolutely to the Worſhip of the immortal Gods. With theſe words ſud- 
denly he left the room, with ſuch a joyful aſpect in his countenance, as ſhewed he was 
very well ſatisfied with all his Daughters reſolutions. eng We 
Bat however the King parted from his Daughter Heſperiana with pacification 
enough, in regard both of her religion and obedience ; yet after a while being retired 
in his more private Cabinet, as welt to conſider as to reſolve, in a matter, wherein ap- 
peared ſome difficulties , he began to be troubled with theſe doubtful apprehenſions : 
Firſt he thought that Gratanus the Syrian Ambaſſadour , might ſuſpect ſome want of 
integrity in the Egyptian proceedings, after the final concluſion of the two Miniſters 
of State, to be ſent away onely with hopes of a Diſpenſation, without effeRing ab- 
ſolutely what he came about, contrary to the violent appetites of young Orontes, 
(the nature of youth being apt to be enflamed, having but the Idea's of their wiſhes 
repreſented to their imaginations) the next thing that troubled him was , how he 
ſhould ſalute the Court it ſelf of De/phos , whereby eaſily to obtain the required re- 
queſt, concerning the ſeparation of Heſperiana from her vow, belonging to the 
great and ſacred Goddeſs It, being the chief Deity of the Egyptian Family; eſpe- . 
cially when as not onely Orontes might finde out other matches, within the vaſt cir- 
cumference of the earth, without treſpaſſing at all upon any manner of ſacriledge; 
but himſelf having children ſufficient by the Gods favour, to inherit his own vaſt 
Dominions, without ſeeking by a Fathers authority, to interrupt (it not deſtroy) the 
excellent piety of a Daughter, for no other end, but to compaſs a few commodities 
belonging to his temporary Kingdoms; beſides be apprehended, that the peace made, 
might be but diſſembled in the preſent, and prove altogether ominous in the conclu- 
ſion, if his Sons ſhould chance by accident to fail; by which means Heſperiana po- 
ſterity would transferre the Egyptian inheritance to a Syrian family, either to be go- 
verned, or contended againſt with as much hatred, as the late Wars produced *

State, to converſe ſingly with other people of the meaneſt quality, though former- 
Iy they made uſe of their tumults to ſuppreſs others, whoſe Lands they had purcha- 
ſed by their unjuſt Decrees, the better to involve the whole Nation in a levelling 


quality, that no diſtinction might be perceived, either in perſon or in * 
them- 
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themſelves onely might govern all with more eaſe: This'as I faid being done, the 
Officers of the Guard took upon them the abſolute managing of every Affair both 
Military and Ciyil; which continued in this manner for a few weeks, until the Coun+ 
trey of 7/1, of a ſudden produced another Commander called Hermelaus, whoſe 
honeſty we hope is more, and his experience cannot be leſs, then any other»Captain 
belonging to that Train, that oppoſed the King either in his will or countenance: 
This perſon I muſt ſay being now upon the ſtage for action, began firſt to complain 
in writing, that the Senate was invaded by the Intereſt of a few Officers of the Ar- 
my, whoſe ambitions made them inſolent, as the Eſtates they had gotten fearful, 
leſt the Government ſhould be ruled by the Command of any other Supream Au- 
thority, then what the Souldiers might abſolutely direct: Beſides he pretends , that 
the diverſity of opinions in matters appertaining to the Gods, hath almoſt caken 
away the face of all Morality, within the Dominions of the Lydian Common: 
wealth: After theſe intimations, he ſent preſently a Letter to the great City of 
Sardis, perſwading them to joyn with him in thoſe endeavours; that might again 
bring the ſtream a right way, by aſſembling anewthe old Senate, to: conlerve their 
own priviledges, being in danger to be overthrown by theſe preſent Rulers, whoſe 
Murthers, Per juries, and Rapines, had rendreũ them audacious in wickedneſs: Her- 
me lam, 1 ſay, in this poſture of expectation, not onely addreſſed, ſome Letters to the 
King; then remaining in the Councrey of Pamphilia, but not long after marched at 
the head of the whole Army, into the very heart of the. Lydian Dominions, having 
left Myſſia in the hands of tboſe Governours, that he ſuppoſed would be moſt true 
to his intentions: But before he had ſent ſome Troops to oppoſe Abactanus, he was 
advertiſed, that the Senate once more had reaſſumed their Authority ; and were (ſit, 
ting ehen in the City of Sara with ſome Majeſty; however theſe ofteg changes in 
Cernment ſo much terriſied the apprehenſion of the wiſer fort of know - 
ing the right of the Crown onely — — Prince Arethuſius, withall remem- 
bring what a flouriſhing proſperity they enjoyed, in the Reign of bis Father, did 
nothing but ſalute -Hermelays through the Countreys, as he went, with diverſity of 
Addfeſles, intimating they deſired again a new King, and their old Laus; without 
wich they were aſſured, that neither che Gods could be ſerved, or their own Privi- 
ledpes ſecured. In this poſture I may ſay things at the preſent remain, none being 
aVlets judge whit this hopeful General means; or how the fates have determined of

Nevertheleſs, as he ſaid, that be might reſt better ſatisfied both with Maxarius, and 
tho: Kings Councellonrs at Pame/cw , he would deliver the reaſons of ſome jea. 
louſies, 5 5 57 is 
Io this purpoſe, ſaid he, you mult be advertized, that there are but two princi. 
ples, upon which foundation Stateſmen chiefly relye, to make laſting contracts or 
i with other Goverments; and that is the ties either of Religion or Alliance: 
Forthefirſt you know, that your Prince is ſo far from giving any countenance to the 
Delphine Worſhip, that beſides his entertaining of the contrary: proſeſſion in other 
Countreys, he cannot as yet be brought to promiſe, when he is ſettled in his Domi- 
nions ; thoſe Subjects of our Religion, ſhall be freed from their intollerable perſe- 
cution, by way of Law , according to the juſtice of the Kingdom; imagining per- 
' baps by ſuch indulgent conceſſions, he might loſe ſome of his party in Lydia; which 
I muſt tell you plainly, diſheartens all our Nation from his needful aſſiſtance; where. 
as thoſe now at Sards that keep him injuriouſly out of his right, do offer moſt wil. 
lingly to condeſcend to any ſuch Article, provided the Syrian Court will not meddle 
with his Titles: And concerning the ſecond, whereas a match hath been propoſed of 
Oreſtes Blood, and conſequently ing to Orontes care, which onely in probability 
might continue a certainty in his friendſhip, either his youth ſeems to be tranſported 
wich other affections, or his nature cannot be brought to love our alliance, though 
the commodity be never ſo apparent to his hopes; wherefore it is to be doubted, 
when he ſhould have obtained his ends by our aſſiſtance, he might prove the fatalleſt 
enemy to our concernments, as well in what belongs to the true Worſhip of the 
Gods, as in trading with other general correſpandencies belonging to the profit of 
both Countreys; which you know, is wiſely to be prevented if it be poſſible. When 
Gratauus had made an end of ſaying thus much, he reſted from any more diſcourſe, 
with an intel ion to invite Creſes to ſome reply; which after a little ſpace, brought 
forth this anſwer ; however as if be ſeemed unwilling, to diſpute any thing of his 
maſters intentions; eſpecially with one, whom he was confident ,. entertained a ſuf. 
ficent affection in his minde, not onely to Prince Arethaſius, but to all his party in 

the general. | @ * 
My Lord, ſaid he, as there may be ſome ſcruples, in the wiſe providence of Stateſ- 
men concerning theſe ſuſpicions ; eſpecially when Kingdoms and Empires are haz. 
zarded in the defection; ſo of the other fide give me leave to tell you, that neither 
of theſe doubts ought to be laid to Aret hum charge, be being a Prince as full of 
honour in his thoughts as vallerous in his actions, though cirtumſpect enough in bis 
conſiderations, when the world appears fo little aſſiſtant ap his affairs; for example, 
what a ſtrange accord was made with Hercrowbrotuyto' his diſadvantage ? ſeeing nei- 
ther the miature of Blood, or the affcong done to Majeſty , could hinder that agree- 
ment, which onely procured a ſmall conveniency to the Syrian Kingdom; however 
purcha ſed by a horrid, if not ominous preſident, never to be forgotten: And to 
let you ſee bow much my Maſter ſuffers by theſe: miſpriſions, — 2 that as the 
worlds Government, conſiſts moſt in thoſe of the Delphine Keligion, ſo mult I ask 
you what teſtimonies you have, of his ayerſtneis to people of your belief? when not 
onely many about his perſon, have both countenance and favour in his preſence, but 
himſelf ever reſided in ſuch Countreys, that belong exactly to that profeſſion, as 
having a ſtrong confidence of their compliance, when either the Gods ſball prove 
propitious to his purpoſes, or the Syria» Empire mi be converted to his particular; 
however in cha interim he muſt be forced: to uſe ſome policy , not alcogether to loſe 
that -parey; he bath bad in bis own Kingdom, whereby with more facility, to be able 
to compuſi chat right, the fates have dtherunto denied him with ovec-much cruelty 

and injuſtice; neither ean it be thought, in a ſoul poſſeſt with ſo extellent a hxa ver 
one corner thereof enn harbour ſuch an ingratitude, as to make 9 
ful ſervices,” he received from the De/phine people in his greateſt extremities ; not 
any man of the number being ever known to betray. his truſt, or ſpnxe his life, when 
there was the leaſt occaſion, - either to contend or dye forthe Rings Royalty; which 
fidelity hath been ſince puniſhed by his enemies, with all the marks. could be * 

ot 
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both of diſgrace and devaſtation, to terrifie their thoughts to anothey, temper, ot 
revenge that Loyalty themſelves cannot help: And for this refuſing to marry a Syrian 
Wife, the heavens muſt be blamed and not himſelf, either for his courage or misfor- 
tunes, ſince bis minde as yet mult not ſtoop to thoſe gentle dalliances, which neceſ- 
ſarily belong to all Nuptial ties, before he hath endeavoured thoſe conqueſts of his 
own, that will make him a King, according to the prerogative of his Birth, Blood, 
or Honour, to diſpute his injuries, and by that means purchaſe fame inſtead of po- 
ſterity; theſe being his beroical intentions in probability; and I wiſh the whole 
world were poſſeſt with the ſame opinion, whereby Arethuſius concernments might 
never dye in the memories of. men, either to be revengedor relieved , in that which 
onely ages the neceſſary example of other Princes, not more worthy , though 
far happier then himſelf. | 1 
Grat uus by his countenance ſeemed*ſomething bitten at this reply, which made 
him continue ſilent for a pretty ſpace, until at laſt he broke out into theſe words. 

Tis true, {aid he, theſe are glorious and plauſible pretences; however the great 
and wiſe Favourite Max ariiu, cannot ſo eaſily digeſt the ſlaughter of his young Ne- 
phew Manchinu, onely for offering a noble love to the fair Widow your King vifter, 
which perhaps would huve brought, not onely convenieney to her ſelf , but aſſiance 
to her Brother; ſince Stateſmen, do not uſe to beſtaw favours (being the chiefeſt 
productions of their intereſt, purchaſed by their pains and induſtry) without ſ6me te- 
ſtimonies, they ſhall be either requited or ſerved, with conſtancy and affection upon 
all occaſions. Creſes could not chuſe but ſmile to hear this related, ſeeing be had the 
power to contradict the information, which he did ſuddenly after this manner. 

My Lord, ſaid he, if loves be to be proſecuted with rapes , Iknow not what mo- 
rality is leit in the world, much leſs any Religion at all to be found; however give 
me leave to ſarisfie you thus far in this particular, although I will not trouble yon 
with the whole ſtory, as to tell you the perſon yon mention is not yet dead; for the 
Printeſs Cleria no leſa charitable then fair, ben Mauc bim bad been extreamly 
wounded in that unlawful conflict, was preſently recommended to her care for his 
recovery; in which the aſcd ſuch diligence” (he in the interim defiring to be concealed 
from the knowledge of his friends) that within two moneths time he recovered his pre- 
ſent health, andintends to preſent himſelf to bis Uncle, upon the conſummation of 
the marriage between 2 King and Ofrs Daughter; with che trne confeſſion of 
his fault, procured by his unrul * | 

O heavens, ſaid Gratauus, what lucky Omens are theſero precede that glorious 
meeting, ſhortly to be between the two Kings? whereby the whole earth is ro be 
divided, eit her hy their conquering Swords, or to their propitious Aſpects; in which 
eflembly, I ſwear by the immortal Gods, not onely to be ſetviceable to the fair and 
incomparable Princeſs, in what belongs to the right of her young Son, but alſo con. 
terning thoſe Crowns, that have been ſo injuriouſly withheld from the poſſeſſion, of 
that gallant King of the Lydian and Myſſian Territories. With theſe words preſent- 
ly le aoſe from his ſeat, taking, wich a few complements, his farewel of Creſes, leaving 
him in the interim not a little ſatisfied by his $903: 55:1; 80 | 

But Creſes nevertheleſs, being extreamly ſolicitous in his minde, in thoſe affairs 
chat appertained to his Maſters: concernments, endeavoured to fortifie his rigbè all he 
could . wherefore he uſed bis beſt power, after Onalauus was parted from the City of 
Tlebes, to have ſome private conference with the King; as well for that he knew 
there were many Courtiers, not ſo much affected to his party, as the better in parti- 
culas to poſſeſe Oſiri: with the right underſtanding of the cauſe and more eſpecially 
ia regard of chaſe thwartiog opinions in Religion ,-that belonged to both Nations, 
not any way to be reconciled, but by ſome ſeeming compliance; fince the Zyyprians 
ed moſt zealous above other Countreys, inthe mapner of their Worſhip 

of the Gods; and for that rea ſon moſt intereſſed, in the affections and proceedings 


of the great Arch-Flemin of Deiphor : This ſome dayes attendance at lat procured, 

in his Bed · chamber; where after he had kiſſed the Kings hands with all the Cere. 
monies, appertaining to the Dignity of his perſon; and the cuſtoms of that _—

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he humbly ſaluted him alfo with this ſpeech in the Egyptian Language, which Crefe; 
had perfectly learned in his infancy , by reaſon 61 his education in ſome of hoe 
Countreys:- Moſt mighty Monarch, ſaid be, of the African Empire, whoſe Domi- 
nions be onely bounded with the Suns Circumference , though the Altars of the 
Gods are ever ſmoaking with moſt pureſt Incenſe, when other places never flame 
but in contrary fires, (that rather conſume then heat Devotion) ſince bloud, flaugh- 
ters, and devaſtation, are the uſual periods of ſuch conteſtation, ſeeing opinions 
rather goyern the actions of men, then pacifying obedience rules the wilkof others; 
which Religion I may ſay makes you beloved entirely of that ſacred Throne, from 
whence there ought to be no appeal, but to the higheſt Heavens, where perpetuity 
reigus, and omnipotency commands: be pleaſed therefore to accept a ſupplication from 
a Prince, whoſe youth is adorned with vertues, and his vertues ruled by innocency; yet 
his injuries cry to the Gods for revenge, & well as his rights to Monarchs for 
aſſiſtance; which fame I hope already, hach tranſported to your ſacred ears, though 
conveniency until nom had not the opportunity to redreſs : But now the bleſſed 
peace being obtained to the benefit of the world, every part ought to participate of 
the good, not onely in your bounty, but from your juſtice } eſpecially when honour 
will crown the action, and eternity the piety: If notwithſtanding my words are 
too poor, to obtain the favour, nevertheleſs let Arethuſius Cauſe. be powerful to- 
wards your acceptance; ſo ſnall your goodneſs be catried up to Heaven, between 
the wings of Wiſdom and Greatneſs ; ſince in the one you preveat damage to your 
own Kingdoms, as in the other ſhew what you may be able to do when you 
leaſe.

. The King bowever be might be ſomething enflamed by theſe intimations, as well 
out of bis ſpleen conceived to the Lydia Nation, in regard of their attempt upon 
the Fortunate Iſland, as his loſs of the ſtrong Town of Deorcùs; yet the concern- 
ments belonging to a young Prince, outed of his Dominions by the violence of his 
ovin Subjects, for na cauſe but apparent Rebellion / being a people himſelf hated 
above meaſure; took moſt his apprehenſion; however for the preſent, onely putting 
on an Egyptian gravity, he gave Creſes no other anſwer, but that bis chief Officer 
Alauricus (whom had already concluded the general Peace) underſtood beſt the 
Affairs of all Princes, and ſhould in ſuch convenient time as was fitting, not onely 
treat wien him in particular, but endeavour to render his maſter ſatisfied in the general, 
that could well ſtand with the ſafety of his own Empire, with the dae 'Worſhip of 
the immortal Gods; which of all things elſe he deſired ſhould be fitſt preferred ,” as 
well in other Kingdoms of the world, as in thoſe Territories belonging to his own 
Government: With theſe words, and a certain kinde of a nod of hib head, accord. 
ing ta he Countrey faſhion, being the greateſt ſa vour he uſed to any, diſmĩſſed Creſes 
fromeiepreſence2 pi; tt!

weary of novelties: But to be ſhort, ſhe: hearing on the way, that Maxarius was 
not at Damaſc us, but retired to certain Waters for the better recovery of his health, 
ſhe diſpatched me preſently to the place of his abode, to preſent him with a cerem o- 
nious complement, knowing that no action cbuld move within that Horizon without 
his favour: Thete I remaided untill ſhe returned again from the Court, to a Caſtle 
belonging to the King, which which was prepared by his command for her recepti- 
on: Nevertheleſs at my coming back I found all the Queens houſe in an uproar, by 
reaſon of a ſudden execution the cauſed to be done upon one of her ſeryants; 
although to this hour che cauſe: be not known: This accident I muſt tell you 
made me another time a meſſenger to the great Favourite, as well to certifiehim 
of the truth of Phzlogenia's proceedings, as to demand his powerful protection, as 
I ſaid, that concerned the Honour and Royalty of an abfolute Queen; for that in 
ſome ſort ſne had broke the Law and Rule of Nations, in not conforming her paſ- 
ſions to the legal decorum of the Countrey; which ſo happily ſucceeded, that with- 
in a few dayes ſpace, I not onely brought her a full diſcharge. for her ſuppoſed con- 
tempt,” but Mararius himſelf not long after, followed with a' reſpectful viſit, to 
give a greater teſtimony to the Kingdom of Syria, what eſtimation was to be had of 
_ Philogenia's perſon in all the Territories belonging to Orontes Government: In this 
manner, I may fay, I came firſt into the knowledge of that great Miniſter of State, 
and ſo by degrees into his intimate and ſpecial favour ; until at laſt he not onely con- 
ferred upon me this Dignity I now enjoy, but imployed me ſoon after in the com- 
mand of thoſe Prieſts of the Syrian Nation, which you ſawat our entrance into the 
houſe, by means whereof, I have totally left the ſervice of the young Queen; 
though ſhe hearing of the ſudden death of Dogalphus the Scythian King, is come 
ſince to this City of Delphos ; but with leſs credit then formerly, occaſioned, either 
by reaſon of the ſudden ſlaughter was committed upon her ſervant, or being over- 
powered by the Egyptian factions, they ſeem to contradict her in all her deſigns; not 
onely in her former eſteem with the Holy Flamin, but alſo in every action ſhe can 
pretend unto: And this is almoſt all I can relate at the preſent of our affairs, but 
what expectation the general peace may bring to our hopes; onely one myſtery 
more I ſhall acquaint you withal, belonging to our maſter the great King of Lydia, 
whole intereſt I muſt ever endeavour to advance, with the hazzard of my life, not- 
withſtanding the habit you ſee me wear, might ſeem to challenge ſome protection 
from temporal imbroilments, if not his diſaffection to our Religion, no way en- 
couraging my hopes to appear before him, whereby to become any thing near his 
heart, when ſo many are about his Royal per ſon, contrary to our faith in the Wor- 
ſhip of the Gods; and perhaps too much ſpight me already for the very act of my 
converſion; nevertheleſs thus much I ſhall ſay for your information: You know, 
faid he, that a long proſecution hath been to make a match between the Prince we 
ſpeak of, and the fair Daughter of Oreſtes by his ſecond Wife, whole fortune either 
exceeded her beauty, or her beauty graced her fortune, and therefore could expect 
no leſs then ſuch a Husband, whereby in every kinde to ſuit her condition with en- 
dowwments: But he, whether more in love with his reſolution to conquer again the 


Lydian Kingdom to his ſubjecton, or by nature not _ piven as yet to _ 
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dalliances of repoſe, ſcarce at anytimelent an ear to the propoſitions, which per. 
- haps hath been no ſmall occaſion to keep him ont af the Syrian Dominions; ſince 
er ions in matters of female Courtſhip, upon ſuſpected refuſals, for the moſt 
part prove either prodigious or irreconcileable: However Oreftes is Gnce dead , :and 
by co e his poſterity is aot to be much-feated, when as he hath leſt behinde 
him gone but Daughters, which by the Laws of Synis cannot inherit; where by A 
duda fortifying the Title with two Sons, gives a moſt certain quiet to the peoples 
; : But Maxarius the mighty Favourite, whether grown moe confident by theie 
4 accidents, or being higher inflamed by his ſucceſs in tliy late concluſion pr own 
= between the ſometimes exaſperate Monarchs, bath:anew fer his thoughts on fie, 
by more ſublime ambitiogs, when be dares proponnd a Neece of his own, in compe- 
tition with the rich Daughter of Oreffer Family: In ſhort, I am: deſigned a ſpecdy 
Meſſenger into the Countrey of Pawphilia, to propound the March to be effected, 
where Arethafiu with his fair Siſter the Princeſs {oria now remains, expecting thoſe 
nities, that may again return them both to their own Dominions , which 
4<4ins vowes ſhall be performed with all enpedition, provided theſe Overture: 
and his private aflections may be entertained with love and confidence. 
Q Heayens, cryed out Creſes, what ſur feita 6f ambition are contained in the 
intrails of the world, when mixtures of Sovereigns and Subjects, be ſo boldly de. 
manded; if not more confidently expected; but tis no matter Pari/menus, ſaid he, if 
ſhe be handſome and good; for Crowns can maintain dignity ; and the Favourite 
give ricties; onely it is my part, to follow thoſe defigns I came hither to agitate, 
which already I have related unto you, o__ by your means, to obtain an audi- 
ence from the great Flamine : Neverthelels, replied Pariſmenu, I fear the ſucceſsful 
progreſs of your affairs, in regard of the contrariety of Religion, fince this holy 
Tribunal, doth not aſe to be intereſted, but where the Gods Worſhip may be advan- a 
ced; ſo that I pray let me know more particularly , what the propoſitions are yon 
intend to offer this State, that I may conſider of the ſureſt way to ſerve your occaſi- 
ons: Truly, ſaid Cyeſer, we deſite, either ſome Treaſures from this bountiful and 
rich Magazine of wealth, or ſuch an indulgent aſpe& from this Temple, that may 
unite generally, other States and Kingdoms in the recovery of the Lydian Crowns; 
fince true picty cannot be without juſtice, and juſt it is, that young Aretbaſus ſhould 
again be ſettled in his Throne, torn from his poſſeſſion in his Fathers blood, and 
kept at the preſent violently by the baſeſt of his people in that Region; where no. 
thing governs but Tyranny, covetouſneſe keeping the key of all proceedings: 'Tis 
true, anſwered Pariſmemu, theſe are crimes of the higheſt nature, though misfor- 
tunes the Heavens have been content to own, a 
But Creſes, ſaid he, if the Subjects of the Delphine opinion, have received more 
protection under this now confuſed Government, then when King Euarc bus peace. 
ably ruled, notwithſtanding his tyes to Hyacint hia the Queen, how can you poſſibly 
expect a favourable hearing from this Court, buſied as you know with deſigus, that 
may propagate the true Worſhip of the Gods, and the tranquility of ſuch, who are 
humble fuicors to their divine myſteries. 
. This neceſſary and faithful information of Pariſmenu, being entertained by wiſe 
and diſcreet Creſes, gave him occaſion to make this diſcourſe. - 
Dear friend, ſaid he, I cannot deny, but the Lydias Laws decreed againſt the inno- 
cent profeffors of the De/phine Rites , were both cruel and bloody, not onely be- 
longing to the Prieſt but the people of the Nation; fince as the firft were to ſuffer 
death comming into the Kingdom, ſo the others living there , were neceſſarily com- 
pelled to quit their belief, or ſacrifice all they had to the worſt of covetouſneſs; being 
onely framed then the better to ſecure the Crown upon the old Queen of Lydia s 
head; for that her Title came to be queſtioned, by the authority of this facred Tem- 
ple of Delphor , nevertheleſs it is well known, when Euarebus by a juſt Succeſſion 
came to the Government, although che force of the Decrees laſted ſtill, yet the 


rigour of the puniſhments were much abated, until the great Senate over- — 
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of his Prerogative, all thoſe particular Laws were put in execution, with all vio- 
lence; ſince their judgements were not proſecuted by ordinary and legal courſes, but 
 xccofding to theintereſted, or ignorant; fancies, of ſuch as were employed, rather 
arbirrarily then knowingly ; when as the execution ever exceeded the ſentence, con- 
trary to the general maxime of charity, that mercy of the two extreams, ſhould al- 
- Wayes out · weigh Juſtice: But ſaid Pariſmenus, I have heard of the contrary, that 
there is a certain kinde of people now of greateſt power in the Government, who 
diſallow any manner of violence, uſed for any Religion or Opinion, and fo conſe- 
uently, would not prejudice thoſe of our Faith. HA ü : 
Truly Sir, replied Creſes, that's. a meer fallacy not underſtood by many, to get 
the better being, and countenance for the inferiour ſort. of Subjects, who for the 
moſt part are confuſed in their proſeſſions, as diſorderly in their obedience; their 
pride ſcarce fuffering them to live under any Dominion; ſo. that becauſe they can- 
not attain to the higheſt preferments, they would ſquare all things to their own le- 
vel; but if by chance they come to command in any Juriſdiction, (which ſome of 
them do in theſe unworthy and diſtracted times) none rules more domineeringly, or 
exacts more covetouſiy; ſetting then aſide! all indifferencies in matters of Religion 
and Opinion, if the leaſt advantage appear to themſelyes by the bargain : So that I 
ſhall defire' you not to deceive your ſelf, in believing theſe people act or promſe any 
moderation, but when either nothing is to be had, or all is taken away already; wit- 
neſs their late proceedings in the Ifland of Crete, where after the ſlaughter of moſt 
of the Prieſts, they have tranſported all the inhabitants of the Delphine Religion 
into other quarters, (without any manner of crime committed) whilſt their Lands 
and Eſtates are diſpoſed to common Souldiers, or people of their own Intereft and 
Faction; whereby many noble Families are utterly undone, that formerly were ac- 
cuſtomed to relieve the poor, and countenance the rich: Therefore judge you Pa- 
'riſmenus, I ſay, if it be not more profitable for the holy Flaminof Delphos to favour ' 
and protect a lawful King, ( Cy cannot be equalled in his years, or his 
vertue in other perſons) in thoſe juſt Rights that belong to his ſucceſſions; though 
his proſeſſions ſeemingly (for his greater ſafety) may a little thwart the preſent 
ſtrictneſs of this mighty Tribunal, (ſince his marriage or obligation in time proba. 
bly, muſt needs bring eaſe, and procure emunities to thoſe of the Delphine opinion) 
them to craft the fantaſtical- uncertainties of ſuch people, who (beſides the cruelty 
they have already ſhewed upon all occaſions) have neither limitation of their cover- 
-ouſnes, not bonds in their Government; changing when they pleaſe, and never to 
the better. Over and above I muſt tell you, that as no promiſes nor contracts 
have been lately obſerved, within the Lydia» Dominion, either with Prince or Sub- 
ject; ſo of the other ſide, I deſire you not onely to conſider, but to know with. aſſu- 
redneſs, that both my ſelf and many more of the nobler ſort, have lately altered 
their Worſhip of the Gods, and yet retain no contemptible eſteem, in the boſome 
and opinion of Prince Arethaſins : No Pariſmemu, ſaid he, Royalty is the beſt 
Subject co the holy Temple of De/phos, ſeeing Monarchy bath the neareſt reſem- 
blance of the Heavenly Government, when oxder and ordination ina fingle power 
rules, onely by ſubordinate Inftruments, directing their end to one honourable pe- 
riod ; whereas Anarchy produceth nothing but confuſion in obedience; and Atheiſm 
in belief, ſeeing pride amongſt the common people, is ever accompanied with igno- 
rance, and ſeldom without cruelty ;' beſides a fatal kinde of inconſtancy in their na- 
tures, that can never hold long under any decorum, although it be altogether of 
their own chuſing; and ſo conſequently in matters of Religion of all others molt 
dangerous: Pariſmenus in the latter part of his diſcourſe beheld him ſtedfaſtly in 
the face; but when he had done embracing him in his arms, he uttered theſe words: 
And is it poſſible, ſaid he, that Creſes is become of the Delphine opinion, when for- 
merly both bis dainty wit and bis paſſionate intereſt, made him alwayes ſo ſtrong a 
contender againſt all thoſe principles? Now I ſee, though ever believed, the omni- 
potent goodneſs of the immortal Gods, who work their effects hiddenly contrary to 
expectation, that men may the more be 2 77 onely in their power, * of 
2 their 
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their intentions: This being delivered, he ages. Googgemane Creſer into his pri- 
vute Cabinet, where he ſnewed him many rate „ that his curioſity had-col- 
lected during his abode in the City of Delphos , where looking upon one above the 
reſt moſt remarkable for antiquiry, they found che impreſſion of Saturn, whilſt in 
the Iſland of Crete he taught Hu bandry, to the ignorant andadmiring people, which 
— octaſion to Creſes to queſtion the vanity of opinions,” in that a men known, to 
Mortal, accompanied with many other imperfections in nature, ſhoald not one 
be eſteemet a God, but in a manner the very Father of them all: unto which Paris 
menus quickly returned him this anſwer. LIES ＋ 5 
Tis true, faid be, not onely Saus and 7opirer, but other inferieur perſons, 
were it the kirſt by the rude multitude deemed Deities, from the Benefices the world 
ki tearived in their inventions, which ſucceſſion confirmed by the power and au. 
rhority of thoſe of their Race, that eume after, whereby rhe better to de obeyed, and 
keep up their on venetation amongſt their Subjefts; however as worthy Heroes 
have their reward by the great Maker of Heaven and Barth, forthe names of feveral 
Gods being onely Attributes belonging to his Divinity, we worſhip and. adore them 
by thoſe dehominatiotis ; ſinee there can be bur one onely omnipotent Commander, 
and Ruler of alf things: for as che fiicceſs of War aſcribed to Mars, Chaſtity to 
Diana, and the Miſes to Apollo ; fo theſe vertues commendable, proceeding from the 
operation and pleaſtre of this infinite eſſence, that cannot be ſeen or known but in 
his Attributes, the names of Gods are applied to them, that people may be the 
more addicted to their groſecution; when alſo ſome eminent men and women in 
theſe properties, have been upon the earth, and ſo generally came to be Gods, in re- 
gard of the excelleney both of their actings and their perſons: However, as I ſay, 
no divine Worſhip and Sacrifice, can belong but to one oneſy Deity; at leaſtwiſe fo 
relatively to be underftood and intended: Beſides you ſee the Stars bear theſe names, 
for no othet reaſon; but that ſome principal denomination ſhould be given to their 
iufluenee, as well to make their courſe better obſerved, as to render the Science of 
Aſtronomy lafting ; though 1 muſt confeſs the muſtitude ſometimes thought they 
converſed upon earth in familiatity and bodily ſhape, which took more their fancy, 
— their faith, an errour onely to be corrected by inſtruction: But l 
pray, faid Creſes, what are the opinions here in De/phos, of ſuch, who by their de- 
ferving employments, have attained to the heavenly reward ? becauſe they pretend 
in Lydia, that you not onely pray but ſacrifice to thoſe leſſer Deities, as to the great 
of all Creations and Power. My good friend, anſwered Pariſmnenus, we do 
but make our ſupplications to thoſe happy ereatures, that they may be Interceſſours 
in our behalf, to that omnipotent eternity, who made both them and us; ſuppoſing 
they ate abſolutely in his favours, which we living upon earth cannot preſume to 
think, carrying about us ſo many defects of fleſh and blood; but for ſacrificing to 
their particular, though often we call Altars by their names, for the better diſtincti- 
ons; yet are out Offetings alwayes directed onely to God himſelf,” ſince no Creature 
bow worthy ſoever, can participate of his Divine Right, being an eſſential due be- 
longing to him alone. Well, well, Pars/menw ,-ſaid Creſer, let us leave off now 
any more diſputations of Divinity, and fall a little to conſideration of Morality; to 
which purpoſe I muſt conjure your friendſhip, as ſoon as you can hy your intereſt, to 
procure me a hearing from the great Flamin, whereby thoſe requeſts I have to of- 
fer in Prince Arethuſtus behalf, may be entertained with efficacy, and conſequently 
he put in ſome capacity of acting, according to the juſtoels of his Cauſe, and the 
nobleneſs of his nature; until when, I muſt tell you, the world ſuffers in diſho- 
nour, as other Potentates, as I believe, in Conſcience; ſince not onely in the general, 
Religion is in danger by the omiſſion, but all Kingdoms in hazzard of adulteration, 
conſidering the force and violence of a Phanatick ſpirit, which reigns in the thongbrs 
and deſires of the common people. 
Not many dayes after this communication, Pariſmenm one morning being the 
Holy Feſtival of Apollo, conducted Creſes to a Temple belonging to the Palace of 


the great Flamin : The ſtructure it ſelf was of an oval form, adorned on the 2 
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ſide, by many ſtatues ent in white Marble, with a Portico at the entrance, raiſed up- 
on Nl of Coriuriian Work: at the feveral daars appeared people, Banding to 
expect the coming forth of che chief Biſhop, whereby to receiue his bleſſing as be 
(hauld iſfue ont, according to the cuſtom of the time, to make an orderly proceſs 
don, with all reat Prieſts of the City : bur Pariſmenus being ſufficiently ac- 
quainted with the in of the Guard, procured preſently. admittance, both for 
bimſelſ and creſen, into the very body of the Temple, where at ſame diſtance they 
might behold, the grave Father fitting upon his Throne, and wearing a golden 
Mytre on his venerable head, crowned already with (ilver bairs., that added much re- 
yerence (inthe beholders opinion) to the ſanctity of his looks, The further end of 
the Chappe near the high Altar, was painted all over with divers figures, repre- 
ſenting the Gods ſitting in Judgement, upon the crimes of men of this world, every 
ones faults appearing ta the imagination, by the conntenances ſhewed in the work- 
manſkip, mok lively repre 


_ in the contrivance =_ 2 to 
the cenſure given againſt 3 again, others were ſeen expreſs joy in their laaks; 
as if fayourable dooms were pronnunced, concerning their partieulars: beſicles ſeve· 
ral ſocts of tortures were there beheld , ſo daintily (ha to terror and amaze» 
ment, that ſcarce could the innocent viewers be freed from' fear; although they.knew 
their perſons ao way liable to the prejudice, hoth by reaſonof diſtance in place, as 
knowledge of -impoſlibility , however nature could not chuſe but a little tremble 
(overcome as it were by the force of apprehenſions) onely in ſeeing thoſe ſimilitudes 
bur well painted, which by better recollection they were ſure never to undergo. 
Of either ſide the Holy Flawix were ordered other Princes in ſeats , appertaining: to 
the Temple of the Oracle, wearing red garmenty with ſilver Mytros , though each 
diftioguiſhed in his habit and office; who after they had performed a ſmall ſacrifice, 
went all with Incenſe in their hands, to conduct the 4rob- Flamin to a more majeſtick 
tribunal ; where preſently putting on a tripple Crown, he was carried in a Litter, to 
the great Temple of God Apollo, whilſt the religious people on either hand re- 
ceived his benediction: The ſtatue dedicated to that Deity was compoſed all 
of Ivory, ſo neatly wrought together by little parcels, that in effect it appeared 
to be one onely piece, notwithſtanding it was of a prodigious greatneſs, placed up- 
on a huge pedeſtal of Braſs, under which is the entrance into that hotrid Cave, from 
whence proceeds the admirable and dreadful predictions, that all the earth not onely 
fears, but obeyes; at whoſe feet a ſmall Altar being erected, the Holy Father there 
performed a gentle, though ceremonious offering, in thanks for the great and general 
peace, concluded between the two mighty Monarchs of the world; and then return- 
ed to his Palace again, whilſt the Prieſts and people ſung hymnes of praiſe and joy 
all the way as he went. Theſe Triumphs being ended with artificigl fire. works at 
night, wherein were expreſſed more then ordinary skill; on the day after was pro- 
claimed, not onely a general pardon to every fort of condition, but a gracious an- 
dience to all manner of Majeſtrates, with the feaſting and entertainment of ſeveral 
Ambaſſadours, which gave an unexpected opportunity to Creſes , to preſent his re- 
queſts to the great Flamin, who was ſeated in his private Chamber, upon a commo- 
dious Chair, under a rich Canopy of State, covered ac the bottom by a Velvet Car- 
pet, interſeamed with Pearle and Gold: At his entrance he preſentiy fell on bis 
knees, performing ſuch uſual Adorations , as were accuſtomed to that Holy Pre- 
ſence , but being further encouraged to a proſecution of his intentions, by a gentle, 
though grave ſmile; Creſes with a moſt earneſt tongue, uttered this language in the 
ing of other per ſons belonging to the Temple of : . 

Moſt ſacred diſpencer, ſaid he, of the Delphine Laws, and onely interpreter of the 
Gods myſteries, whoſe judgements even ſhut and open the Criſtaline Gates of O/3m- 
px , and give pardoos frequently to the etring world, as condemnation to the ob- 
ſtinateunrepentant ſinner ; the bleſſed breath by your power with hopes of eternal 
fruitions, as wickedneſs cannot much prevail becauſe you are alwayes good : Igno- 
'rances by your revelations become corrected, and your ſelf by ſandiry of life ſtill 
preſerved ; The Oracles by your auchority ever ſpeak , and your definitions — 
them 
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them infallibly underſtood: Your jadgement ſtills all controverſies in pure obedi. 
ence, which makes the ee art acceptable then the beſt Hecatombs offered in 
Temples : Princes in your juriſdiction become . happy, when Tyrants at 
your frowns are amazed into deſpair. I muſt ſly: notwithſtanding , moſt Holy Fa- 
ther, that theſe miraculous influences at the preſent are obſcured”; for that a perſon 
— whoſe youth never contemplated ill choughes , bis vertues bedebarred of all right, 
can receive no aſſiſtance: O let not a Jubile be 2 here to men, as long as Are. 
thuſing ſtands unrelieved by other Princes, whoſe duty it is to revenge his quartel ; 
may all-marriages be forbid, until the gallant King of Zia be apaineſtabliſhed in 
bis Throne; ſince itheexample of that prodigie, almoſt ſtrikes at omnipotency it 
ſelf-;- What means Afries and 4/4 to enterchange Nuptials-with ſach ſolemnitſes, 
when their honour bleeds in Arerbufius injuries? when as the ſeething apprehenſion 
of ſo fatal a diſaſter, ſhould make them fear plagues upon both their proſperities: 
But to you great Protector of Divine Principles, I come with moſt confidence to be 
underſtood; beciuſe as yo thoughts are alwayes imployed towards beroical acts, 
ſo is your power uble to perſwade (if not controul) Monarchs themſelves, though 
your mildneſs be ſtill in their accommodations: Treaſure we deſire out of 
your Holy Coffers, and ſſadours we ſeek from this famous City, whereby 
young; brave, and vertnous Arethuſius, may recover to his poſſeſſion, thoſe Royal 
Crowns, which your enemies as well as his, haue withheld ſo long a time by uſurpꝰt 
authority; ſince the countenance that hath been given to Zyd#'s rebellion by for- 
reign States, not onely ſtruck great Euarchus his fatal blow, but renders-his Son a 
wanderer through the earth, accompanied by his own vertues; whilſt other ba ſer 
ſouls feed upon their wilde luxuries; be ſcorning ſupplies to any other purpoſe, then 
to revenge his brave Fathers bldod, if not ſettle thoſe Countreys belonging to his 
particular, in ſome laſting poſterity, adorned with thoſe ancient flowers of piety 
and Religion, which once they enjoyed above other places: wherefore if your Ma- 
jeſtick Holineſs will contribute to theſe endeavours, as ſanctity now governs your 
Temples, glory will ſhine upon your Throne, when an injured Princes obligations 
ſhall eſtabliſh your goodneſs to all eternity; attributes deſerving ſuch a ruler, who 
moderates his actions with wiſdom, and inflames the effeRs by zeal, charity being 
the motive, and bounty the inſtrument, e 
When Creſes had made an end of this ſhort oration, the Flamin beheld him with 
another ſmiling countenance, gravity dreſſing it ſelf in a moſt becoming poſture; 
however for the preſent he onely let him know, that as conſiderations of diſtreſſed 
ſuppliants were ſubjects proper for -De/phos tribunal , ſo were the ſufferings and qua- 
lities of his Mafter augmentations to his thoughts, for the ſpeedier and more effectu- 
al proceedings; nevertheleſs other great F/amins of the City were to be judges of 
Princes affairs, whoſe Councels were alwayes directed by religious intentions, though 
diſputed in common aſſemblies , wherefore wiſht him to reſt ſatisfied with ſome pati- 
ence, until the other important affairs of the World were better ſettled, ſince moſt 
Dominions of A/ia and Africa, were to be contributers in Aretbuſius neceſſities: 
However this anſwer (more cool then Creſes expected) gave not his opinion ſo clear 
a life, as his hopes and fancies ſometimes promiſed, yet knowing it was the cuſtom of 
that Holy Court, to demur a while upon all motions preſented ;' was content at the 
inſtant, to flatter up his imaginations with pleaſing conjectures, inſtead of being 
over-preſling in his ſolicitations; eſpecially when he knew it was favour, and not 
contention, that could bring proſperity and ſucceſs to his own Embaſſie; ſo reſolved 
to fit till, although he intended daily to make his ſupplications to thoſe- Officers, 
which he was informed remained at the ſterne of tranſactions, in that great and 
magnificent Theatre, where buſineſs like deluges flowed with violence, gathering 
at laſt into a ſea of intelligence, though the orders that were qbſerved by that reli- 
gious State, gave in a manner a miraculous cure, before any al or inconveniencies 
| Creſes in this manner, as I ſpy, determining a while to be paſſive, until the cloud 
of buſineſs were a little diſperſed, became perſwaded by Pariſmenus, to give in the 
4 int erim 
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interim Philagenia the Queen of Scythia a vilit; not onely as a civility belonging to 
his place and employment, but as an eſſential benefit chat _— happen to Arerhy- 
ues affairs; not onely in regard of her many 'pfofeſſions in his behalf, but alfo for 
that King Daegalpbas being lately drad, who teceived his Crown and Government 
from her donation, the probably agua might return to her old Juriſdiction; ſince 
as the formetly quiced her Titles but to ſatisfie her peoples deſires , fo nom that ob- 
lacie appearing removed, factions might ariſe, and obedience become deſtroyed, 
whereby again do make her Queen of Scyrb54 av well in Government as Name; by 
which means Arerhuſius alio would be ſtrengthened in his proſecutions, as well by de- 
barring the Zyaiant from that aſſiſtance they expect, as to make that Nation 
become his friends; it being very well known, this Heroical Lady, would never con- 
tract a diſadvantage to his particular, having fuffered ſo much injury by his Fathers 
diſobedient Conntreytmen, who have with- Held him from his Right fo long a time 
by an unexampled cruelty; u herein, I may ſay, all the Princes of the world fuffer in 
diſhonour: He added further, that as Hercrombrotis had formerly eee the people 
of the Fcythians to hu party, by reaſon of Digulpbis Conqueſt, and his own fortune, 
ſo the Senate of Lydia intends to confirm the ſame friend{hip-; if the Factions 
already ariſing within that Kingdom, do not Hinder their deſign by bringing Queen 
Phitogenia again into Command amongſt the people; not improbable to be effecked, 
for that hoth the King of Armenia and many other Princes, are now in actual Arms, 
to revenge the deſtruction made in the Territories of Trapaſis, with an unjuſt and 
treacherous Invaſion, complained on by all ſorts of conditions in that Countrey: 
Theſe reaſons I may ſay of Pariſmen us, beſides his own ctvilities, invited Creſes, to 
beſtow a viſit upon the gallant Lady; however her late retirements ſcarce gave 
him the conveniency, in regard of ſome controverſies hapning between her ſelf and 
the great Arch-Flamine, whoſe office Twas to be regular and pumctual in all his acti- 
ons, though her perſon was no way diſtaſteful to his thoughts, ſince he remembred 
ſhe had left her glorious Crown, to become his moſt humble penitent, in het willing 
obedience to the famous and ſacred Temple of Deiphos. „ | 
To this purpoſe Creſes, within two or three dayes being introduced to à private 
Audience, found the Queen fitting in a Chair, before a Table covered with black, as 
alſo the Room ſeemed to wear the fame Livery , by reafon of the late death of her 
near Kinſman the King of Scythia; whoſe fortunes were now ended in the laſt pe- 
riod, the Gods had ordained for Mortality, though to what Jadgement- ſeat he was 
brought, may be ſome queſtion, ſince the beſt of humane kinde cannot be without 
hazzard ,. and ambition for the moſt part accompanies conqueſt; Titles being tryed 
oftner by the ſharpneſs of the Sword, then the ſcale and ballance of Juſtice ; where 
indalgency rather enflameth the fancy, then conſideration examineth the Conſei- 
ence; and ſo conſequently actions become deſperate : Nevertheleſs Philogenia 
mourned his quality, though perhaps not his fate; ſeeing his wars deprived her of 
thofe penſions, ſhe had ſo rich bought with toſs of Crowns, now again likely to be 
redeemed with more right, and leſs danger; for that Armenia began to be a weary 
of that Northern Government, which they knew could gain much, and unpoſſible 
to loſe any thing. | b | LES. 
Ii trae, the glorious Queen was exerciſing her ſtudies, upon the naked body of a 
Sphear, with a pair of Compaſſes in her hands, as if ſhe meant ro meaſure the earths 
diſtances, either thereby to value heaven the better, or to compute her own loſſes by 
the Circumference; but as Creſes entred the Chamber, ſhe left all to comply courte- 
ouſly with his addreſſes; whereupon preſently roſe from her place, whilft he hombly 
made his approaches to kifs the bottom of her Robe; which having done, he faluted 
her with this lauguage. HY „ 
Madam, faid he, the obligation of Prince Aretbuſſus to your dignity and vertues. 
hath commanded my attendance at preſent upon your Royal Perfon ; not onely to 
thank you for your favours paſt, that have our-done his merits by your large re- 
commendations, but reffecting upon the duty of my office, moſt humbly delire a 
tontimrance of your glorious actions, ſince nothing can be more obvious to — 
World, 
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world, then for one Monarch to aſſiſt another, either in diſtreſſes or friendſhip; for 
whilſt that appears, people look at Majeſty ſhining with Rayes of Power, not to be 
attempted by any but heaven or fate, until the earths diſſolution; The Queen all 
this while, bebeld his countenance with a moſt conſtant look, as if ſhe meant to read 
his ability in his demeanour, until at laſt ſhe returned him this anſwer. 
If gallant though ſuffering Are thuſius were a ſtranger to the world, ſomething 
might de ſaid for other Princes neglects; but ſince his greateſt bravery conſiſts in his 
misfortunes, like excellent Dia that have been tryed by the Anvil, that ſparkle 
with more luſtre, it were a ſhame in me not to be pardoned by the Gods, to ſuffer 
his worth to ſleep in oblivion, when Crowns and Kingdoms I could part withall, 
to purchaſe a poorer honour, then what that young Hero hath. already gaiued to 
his particular; whetefore be aſſured; that what Phzlogenia can do in his behalf, muft 
ambitiouſly be ſought by the Scythian Queen, as well for her own ſake, as his private 
benefit; ſince as all Juſtice is a duty to every one, ſo ſhall his eſteem be more then 
an obligation; eſpecially in her thoughts, who wiſhes again to govern but for his 
advantage: With theſe words ſhe ſmilingly took him by the hand, as if by that 
familiarity ſhe intended to confirm his opinion. (refer with theſe expreſſions,” was 
not onely content in his minde, but raviſnt in his thonghts, coming from a Queen, 
whoſe Gallantry was a ſufficient teſtimony to his belief; for although her power 
was to be encreaſed by fortune, yet her promiſe would be conſtant like the ſtars: So 
that not having words to expreſs his thanks, he took her white hand, adoring the ob- 
ject firſt with his eyes, and then gently putting ic to his lips, did as it were contem- 
plate the ſubject in a few tears of joy, in regard the world had not loſt all its ho- 
nour and goodneſs : But long it was not before Philogenia brought out from her Ca- 
binet, a Letter which ſhe ſaid was lately received from the chief Majeftrates of the 
Kingdom of Scythia, when reading the Contents, it ſpake theſe particulars, 


Madam, as we cannot enough bewail the untimely death of your near Kinſman our 
Royal K ing. though more for bis valour in the wars, then the benefit he brought to the 
Nation by his undertakings , ſince truly our purſts have paid the expence, in contracting 
enmities with other people, inſtead of that rich Trading aur Countrey ſtood in need of; 
| ſoof the ether fide, the confuſion we now ſuffer by reaſon of his ſons age, and the ſouldi- 

ers violence, the people are ſtruck with a ow of deſpair, in all their hearts, and cannot 
be remedied, unleſs you ſpall be pleaſed, either to take upon you again the Government, or 
contribute ſome endeavours with other Princes, whereby we may become ſecure and 
peaceable; wealth being wanting, and ambition too prevalent , beſides the deſtrultion of 
men aud proviſion, by reaſon of the late ſlaughters , that have been made every where, 
wht _onely in this particular Dominion, but round about all the borders of this frozen Cly- 
mate; ſo that our enemies are exaſperated, our Allyes wearied, and the people terrified, 
210 way to be reflified as we conceive, but either by the Gods mercy, or your goodneſs ; when 
as Lydia 5 not onely now upon new Principles, whoſe Miendſbip hitherunto we enjoyed, 
but Syria breaking off their old protection, in regard of their late contract, or intended 
Marriage, which ſhuts up all in their preſent Triumphs, rather then conſiders our ne- 
ceſſities : Wherefore 10 excellent Queen, who left Crowns to enjiy honcur, afford pitty 
te gain heaven; and in thoſe thoughts, remember your own birth, and forget aur in gra- 
titudes, whereupon Monuments will be raiſed to your name, and we ſulſiſt by your fa- 
. voger to live or dye according to your pleaſure, . | | 


When ſhe had read theſe lines, ſhe ſmiled again, as if ſhe obraided her Subjects 
want of wiſdom, as well as their lack of Loyalty; concluding with theſe expreſſi- 
ons, that if ever her fortunes anſwered her intentions, ſhe would ſerve Prince Are- 
thuſius by all her power; promiſing not onely to take but ſnatch every occaſion, that 
might render his Cauſe juſtifiable, in the hearts and opinions of greateſt Potentates 
in the world; by daily ſolicitation of the holy Flamin in his particular, though for 
the inſtant ſhe found her Intereſt not much fayoured by the Court; however boped 
ere long to obtain the F/amins pardon, if not by her humility prayers, yet at mm 
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wiſe in the general Jubile, which after ſome other complements, parted Creſes from 
her preſence. 5 un 2350S 
But Pariſmenus, whoſe diligence to inſtruct and accompany Creſes in his affairs; 
had a little protracted his haſte cowards the injunctions of the great Favourite Aa- 
carius, began now again to think of his journey into the Countrey of Pampbylia, 
where he was informed his Maſter Prince Arethuſius remained ; free from hazZzard, 
though not from care; for however the noblenels of the Egyptian natures proved 
his defence and ſubſiſtance, yet could not his courage be ſatisned with any thing but 
revenge; wherefore he reſolved upon the next conveniency, to begin his unwilling 
voyage: To this purpoſe hearing a Ship was ready at the City of Arbent, after he 
had received the commands of Queen Phiiagenia, he quickly imbarqued with a pro- 
ſper6us winde, which continued him ſufficiently: contented for three or forig dayes 
| ſpace, until at laſt a ſtorm ariſing gear the Iſland of Crete, the Marriners were forced 
to put into a harbour belonging to the Lydan Government: Pariſiuenus being there 
with ſomething k tedious ei pectation , without finding any commodity for a new 
tranſportation, be reſolved in the end by a diſguiſe ,” to paſs through the Countreys 
by Land, unto the place of his intended deſign; not fearing to be ſuſpected by rea- 
ſon of. the change of his tabir, that was more ruſtick then ordinary to avoid diſco- 
very; ſince he knew it was eſteemed (by the Laws of Lydia) the higheſt capital of- 
fence, for a Prieſt of the Delphine Religion, to be taken in thoſe Territories under 
the Senates juriſdiction: Nevertheleſs, whether he was over confident in his conver- 
ſation, or the company being too curious after his quality, in regard of the ſuſpi- 
cion of the times, one night reſting in bis bed at the City of Smyrna, be was ſeized 
by two Ma jeſtrates or Officers of the Town; inſomuch as after a ſhort examination 
by their officiouſneſs (their wits perhaps not able further to prevail) he was convey- 
ed by a ſtrong Troop of Horſe, up to the great Metropolitan of Sardis; where 
again being interrogated with a more exact ſcrutiny, not onely his perſon but his 
function were diſcovered, to the full view of moſt, which ſoon made him a priſoner 
in the fortified Caſtle. Pariſmenus, as I ſaid, being thus incloſed contrary to his ex- 
pectation, became extreamly tormented in his thoughts, for that he was debarred 
from acting in his Maſters quatrels; as alſo troubled with fear of his own condemna- 
tion, knowing both the Decrees and thoſe Judges were exaſperated againſt his Religi- 
on; the likeliec to be augmented, in regard Prince Arethuſius began again to ſtir in the 
Countrey of Pampbylia: But whilſt he had opportunity onely to work with diver- 
ſities of his own fancies, ſince the guard that had the charge of his particular, were 
watchful enough towards the execution of their office, Hermelaus the Ayſſian Ge- 
neral came to the City of Sardis, having in part moulded his Army to his own con- 
tent, though not to their liking, who rather deſired liberty then reformation; 
for as the one added a reſtraint to their intended inſolency, ſo the other forced a kinde 
of obedience to a ſingle jariſdition : but as I fay , when he arrived he preſently 
went to the Senate, to pay ina certain kinde of duty to their ſeeming authority, 
though his heart entirely ran along with the peoples Liberties ; fince long it was not 
before he placed again in the Councel, choſe Senators that the Armis violence had 
formerly ſeized upon, not onely to the deſtruRion of the King, bat to theenflaving 
of the Nation: This being done to the joy of the Town of Sardis, whoſe wealth 
conſiſted in trade, as trade was maintained by order, the Senate inſtantly framed 
theſe conſtitutions, to more peace and better Government; that a new Aſſembly 
ſhoold preſently be ſummoned, as well to diſſolve that, which had been ſo fatally 
deſtructive to good Erarch life, as to give another a better Legality and Authority. 
either by the complying with Aretbufius Titles , or acknowledging of the Noble - 
mens Priviledges; who onely fate to perpetuate their own glories, and gloried in 
nothing more then in witleſs tyranny: However Hermelaus, whoſe experience in 
command, had made him doubtful of the Souldiers actions, knowing they wanted 
no inftigation both of pride and perſwaſion, by thoſe old Officers that were disband- 
ed, becauſe they would not yield willing obedience to his honeſt principles, cauſed 
to be proclaimed a new Declaration, wherein he willed all them to depart the City . 
Gees chat 
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that did not engage to be as well temperate as quiet, until the other Aſſembly ſhould 
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the intention, either in themſelves or others; onely the injured Lady Amarillia, as 
ſome expiation of her too much guilt, hath in a tedious ſickneſs paid nature her due ; 
however her Children are now brought into Syria, there to be nouriſhed with all 
honour that our gallant Countrey can afford, to render them capabable of any pre- 
ferment, the Gods or fate will caſt upon them; wid perhaps may inherit their Fa- 
thers Dominions, although his too much inconſtancy of diſpoſition, gives more cauſe 
of fear then hopes to any pretention. The Prince of Arabia hath alſo , nor onely 
received a bountiful ſatisfaction, in all his Territories from the King of Egypt, but 
made a beneficial league with every neighbouring State, whereby he is become both 
rich and powerful; which being adorned by a flouriſhing youth, he is afforded a full 
conveniency, to marry where he pleaſeth for his greater advantage; fince ſcarce a 
Lady of Aſia remains, but will covet the alliance; rather with paſſion then temper : 
Laſt of all concerning the Princeſs C/oria's affairs, whoſe differences in the Land of 
Cyprus with her Mother. in- lau, made her travel in her thonghts, with a kinde of a 
tormenting vexation, ſince the death of her brave Lord and Husband; our great 
Favourite Maæarius finding by her unexampled humanity , his Nephew Manchinus 
was preſerved from deftraQion (a ſtory too long now to be related in particular) 
hath not onely cauſed our King Orontes, to take upon him the Patronage of all her 
Eſtate, but hath reſtored her Son to the honour of his Fathers Government, by com- 
pelling the people to chuſe him Prince of the Countrey of Cyprus; where ſhe at the 
preſent remains, accompanied with all the felicity in outward ſhew the earth can af- 
ford: Theſe effects, I may ſay, the happy union I have mentioned hath procured, to 
all perſons concerned in the differences of former times, When the Ambaſſadour had 
delivered thus much, Pariſmenus in a kinde of a melancholly look, caſt down his eyes 
upon the ground, as being diſcontented ſeemingly , that no mention was made in 
this grand Jubile, of the concernments of his Matter Arethuſius, ſince his Title and 
Rights appeared of more conſequence to the world, then all the other ſettlements of 
the ¶Aſian Dominions ; which at laſt with a ſigh or two brought forth this 
reply, ; | 5 
Tis true, ſaid he, theſe glorious endeavours of the mighty Favourite Maxariut, 
have in all probability won him a fame beyond mens expectation, in regard it was 
thought to be his inward determinations, never to conclude a general peace, (Statef. 
men ſeldom executing that which they pretend in outward ſhew) yet methinks his 
endeavours had been more nobly crowned, if the King of Lyaia's affairs alſo had 
been ſettled, eicher by compoſition or conqueſt ; at leaſtwiſe carried with them the 
promiſes and determinations of the two great Monarchs to be his aſſiſtance in ſo juſt 
and good a cauſe. Unto which the Ambaſſadour preſently made this anſwer : My 
friend, my friend, ſaid he , there are more myſteries depend upon that buſineſs, then 
either is known to the world, or is fit as yet co be revealed to many; onely reft you 
ſatisfied for ſome time, and mark what iſſue will be produced. Although, this ſud. 
den caution of the Ambaſſadour, turned them quickly into another ſubject of diſ- 
courſe , nevertheleſs Pariſmenus going homeward towards the Fort (for notwith- 
ſtanding be bad procured a certain kinde of liberty to his perſon, by reaſon of the 
favourable change of things, yet was he ſtill reſtrained by the obligation of his 
word) began ſeriouſly to reflect upon the ſubſtance of his own imployment, wherein 
he computed the Favourites ambition, to have his Neece to bear the name of a 
Queen, together with the neceſſities of Prince Arethuſius affairs, not to be reme- 
died as he thought, but by the power and intereſt of Maxarius that governed the 
whole. Theſe cogitations caſt him into a little deſpair , conſidering, that without 
the propoſition of the match, the buſineſs could not be effected; and himſelf being 
in priſon could not have the conveniency to perform it, which was not to be recti- 
fied by any induſtry : With theſe troubles be continued many dayes accompanied 
(ſince he neither durſt ſpeak the ſecret was recommended to his charge, whereby to 
convey the execution to another, or found his own ability in any capacity to perform 
that cruſt, which of neceſſity was to be performed) until again one afternoon, the 
Ambaſſadour ſent for him to his houſe, Loog it _ not after his arrival, _— 
889 - che 
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the crafty Miniſter of State, conducting him into a private with- drawing room, began 


this diſcourſe to his _—_ 
Not many weeks ſince, {aid he, I let you know my minde , concerning the effects 
of the general peace, now lauded between the two mighty Monarchs of the 
World, Orontes King of Syria, and Of6ris Prince of Egypt, wherein other Common. 
weilths have alſo their ſhare of commodity, if not of glory; however your young 
King of Lydia appears not yet to be remembred; but at preſent a latter ſcene being 
diſcovered; I ſhall inform you of ſome more particulars , belonging to his intereſt 
and profit, which before neither your office or my imployment, would ſuffer me to 
reveal: The two Kings meeting, as I ſay, upon the Frontiers of both Countreys, to 
eonſummate the much deſired marriage, between the Lady He/periaza and our youth. 
ful Sovereign, there arrived of a ſudden at the Court Prince Arethuſius, complaining 
that ſo many Triumphs were to be performed, without his reſtitution to bis Crowns; 
reflecting withal , that the diſhonour, chough not the loſs, reſted meerly upon their 
perſons, whoſe promiſes have been, not onely to ſee juftice eftabliſhed in every place 
by their power, but himfelf righted , if not revenged againſt his Fathers enemies. 
As theſe inflamations a little diſcompoſed the intended ceremonies , ſo was there pre- 
ſently a choice Councel aſſembled of both Nations, to conſider of thoſe differences, 
that appeared to thwart both the Monarchs former proteſtations: *Tis true, that 
ſhame, compaſſion, and religion, ſeemed to contend with policy, quiet, and ſecurity 
in many diſputes, wherein Arethuſius himſelf became a moſt powerful advocate; 
though his Blood and Worth ſpoke more fer his Cauſe , then either bis own tonꝑue 
or his friends ſolicitation ; ſcorning to be ſuppliant for a poſſeſſion to be procur'd 
him, of what other Princes ſhould have freely offered; ſince it was but a benefice to 
their peculiar honour, which they could not but ambitiouſly defire, however too 
much ſenſuality for the preſent, had quenched the flames of ſo worthy a paſſion; 
but at laſt the fair and lovely Heſperiana, the chief object of the general peace, ha- 
ving left her vow of Religion, to comply in the greater ſervice of the Cods, with a 
certain kinde of burning bluſh in her fair cheeks, and a few Chriſtal tears in her beau- 
reous eyes, entred the room where the whole company remained, when preſently 
caſting her ſelf in a modeft poſture upon the ground, ſhe uttered this language. 

The Heavens, ſaid ſhe, can bear me witneſs, I had not left the ſervice of Holy 1s, 
but to redeem the almoſt ruined world, Religion being the motive, and Juſtice the 
obligation; wherefore if my expectation ſhall be. deceived, although my quality 
may bear the title of great Queen of Syria, yet my inward thoughts muſt All be ac- 
companied with nothing but diſcontents; ſince I (hall eſteem my marriage rather a 
ſacriledge in opinion, then a happineſs of reality; when beſides the reſolution I 
have made to the Gods to advance their honour : The Arch. Flamin of Delphos 
ſhall be deceived, in having granted any Diſpenſation, in that an aſſured hope to 
convert Nations, and ſettle Rights, were alwayes uſed as the pretentions : If Kings 
ouꝑht to be the diſtributers on earth of theſe bleſſings , let it be their endeavours to 
aſſiſt Arethuſius, and give encouragement to inſtruct his people; in which proſecu- 
tion, as Heſperiana ſhall ever glory, ſo without that attempt your own dignities 
muſt ſuffer. With theſe words her lovely cheeks being dyed again in Crimſon bluſhes, 
as if her gentle temper, had been too much overcome by a religious paſſion , ſhe 
finiſhed her diſcourſe in this manner; but had not time enough to receive an anſwer, 
before Queen Andromida her ſelf entred the place, putting on a more majeftick 
diſcontent”. | 

Can it be thought, ſaid ſhe, that the youthful and brave Prince Arethuſius > 
vertues have conquered his misfortunes, more abundantly by the heavens influence, 
then the tyranny and uſurpation of his enemies, have overcome the hearts and pro- 
perties of his unnatural people, by placing Hercrombrotus in his Throne) ſhould 
ftand fo long a ſpace demanding aſſiſtance of the two mighty Monarchs of the 
world, without any fruit or redreſs? Is it poſſible the Syrian and Egyptian blood 
ſhould be ſo much adulterated, as not to inflame with indignation , rather then mo- 


derately apprehend his received injuries ? eſpecially when the miracles in his own — 
on 
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ſon hath been performed, and the condition of thoſe adverſaries might tell you, 
that onely blinde fate made them oppoſers of ſo much worth and goodneſs > No, tis 
your Royalty and not his Intereſt, that ſuffers by the omiſſion; ſince fame already 
hath ſounded ſo loud a trumpet in his commendation, by the acquiſitions of his noble 
ſoul, that all the blame benceforward mult reft upon your not performance , asan 
ignominy to our dignities for ever: But to you, O you Gods, we may ask pardon for 
all choſe diſgraces, though I muſt attribute my own former neglects to thoſe Coun.. 
cels, which made me believe the Lydian factions, without trouble, would either end 
the differences or prepare a conqueſt , by this means I ſtrired alwayes , to quiet the 
thoughts and importunities of Hyacinthia, whoſe indulgency to my particular, 
made her reſt contented, until by this happy conjunction of the general Peace, my 
own obligations again have called me out to theſe expreſſions before two powerful 
Kings, whoſe intereft I hope will ſatisfie me or themſelves. 

This being delivered by the exaſperate Queen, for the ſeeming delay was uſed to- 
wards Arethuſius ſatisfaction, put on, either by her own noble compaſſion, or for- 
tified with choſe promiſes ſhe had formerly made to Hyacinthia, gave occaſion to 
her Nephew Oſiris to aſſure her, that if the people of Lydias Dominions , did not 
ſuddenly give way in all obedience to his jult rights, he would aſſiſt him, not onely 
with power but expedition, hoping the Syrian State would do the like; wherefore 
preſently a determination was taken, to ſend propoſals to the Senate of the King- 
dom, then ſitting in the great City of Sardis, which quickly removed again Prince 
Are tbuſius, towards the Countrey of Pampbylia, being a place thought more proper 
for any communication, | 

No ſooner was Prince Arethuſius arrived within the Territories of the fruitful 
Count rey of Pamphylia, but the Nobility were aſſembled by the Egyptian Gover- 
nour to give him entertainment; with the Palace of his great Lord and Maſter, pre- 
pared for the better accommodation of his now Royal Court, fince his followers ap- 
peared more numerous then formerly, when as people of all parts being taken with 
hopes, as well as thoughts of his proſperity, began to think the two Kings had ab- 
ſolutely conſented to hiseftabliſhment, which cauſed daily arguments of ſeveral na- 
tures; ſome ſaidit would be derogative from his bonour, to admit-of any expoſtu- 
lations with his Subjects, whoſe duty *cwas rather to obey his rights, then to condi- 
tion for their own ſafeties, ſeeing their diſaffections onely had cauſed his diſpleaſure : 
Others again of the contrary alledged, that oblivions quieted mindes, and expreſſed 
magnanimity ; the one procuring ſecurity to a Prince in his Dominion, the other 
contracted a veneration in peoples thoughts, to his perſon , which coupled love and 
-obedience together , whereas any ſeeming intentions of revenge , would be thought, 
but ſome ſpecies of tyranny, that might be cunningly covered over, either with lan- 
guage or application, until the fitteſt opportunity for execution, when as time had 
now almoſt worn out the remembrance of offences, moſt of the chief actors being 
dead; ſo that it would not be ſafe to revive the horrour of them by new repetitions, 
but rather bury their blackneſs in ſilence, under the pretence of mercy and ſettlement, 
ſeeing the Nation was not ina condition, neither to undergo a Civil War ner to 
make any ſatisfaction. 

After theſe intimations quickly followed the Nuptials of the fair Princeſs Heſperia- 
na, with our moſt glorious King Oroxtes, in which ceremony the tears of her Father 
were mixed abundantly with the preparation, fince he knew ſhortly bis Daughcer was 
to be carried, both from his ſight and Government: *Tis true that many circumſtan- 
ces were uſed before this unwilling ſeparation, but to avoid alltediouſneſs of relati- 
ons, I ſhall onely let you know (according as my ſelf have been informed) a true de- 
ſcription of thoſe magnificent entertainments that the Royal pair received inthe 
great City of Damaſcus upon their firſt entrance; for that no age was ever eſteemed 
ro have performed ſuch wonders, accompanied with all the riches 8nd ſplendour could 
be imagined, wherein beauty ſeemed to contend with bravery , which ſhould more 
adorn the inferiour world , by an Eſclat not again to be imitated but in the higheſt 


heavens, 8 
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Some time before the appointed ſeaſon, I ſay, Oroxtes with his admirable Bride, af- 
ter their arrival in the Syrian Dominion, retired to a Caſtle a few furlongs from the 
great Town of Damaſcur, where they remained, until notice was given to all ſorts 
of conditions in the Kingdom, that the preparation neediul for this brave ſolemnity, 
was ready towards the execution; ſo that at the day appointed, (the ſtreets being 
hung with exquiſite tapeſtry, and the windows furniſhed by excellent beauties , ſince 
none other in houſes , were ſuffered to prophaneche ſhew , although the common 
people in heaps below called to the Gods for the proſperity of their King) the He- 
raulds firſt marſhalled the Gentlemen in ranks, whoſe number exceeded the tones up- 
on the ground, as their luſtre did the ſtars in the firmament, all ſimpathyzing in one 
minde of concurrency; however their inventions of apparel, out- went nature her 
ſelf in varieties: The horſes they rode upon, ſeemed to be choſen one by one ftom the 
beſt races of the earth, differing exactly both in ſhape and colour, as if their ambition 
had taught them to be known for diſtinction, and there met onely to try the maſt 
in their Couttceys fertility, as well, in v hat belonged to their courages as their had 
ſomneſs; nevertbeleſs the many ſpots curiouſly dapling their fair bodies rather ap- 

ared the art and care of choiceſt painters, then any way the work of chance or con- 
fuſion, whilſt in the interim, their manes on either (ide their necks, tied up in ſeveral 
knots by filver'd Ribbands, perfumed the very pavement where the Queen Heſperiana 
was to paſs, as it were performing a kinde of rude homage to her Royalty; if not 
more commodiouſly to gather up the dainty flowers, that had been ſtrewed all the 
way by the young Virgins of the Countrey, mixing thoſe comely decorums , now 
and then with graceful corvets, as their skilful riders gave them the occaſion, them- 
ſelves being adorned with large Plumes, that played in the winde, not onely as it 
.might be thought deſigned on purpoſe to refreſh the air, but to delight the ſpecta- 
tors; ſince the Suns brightneſs did more illuſtrate their youthful bravery, without 
much prejudice to their gallant comportments, the duſt having been allay'd inthe 
morning, by a gentle and propitious ſhowre of rain; as if the couds had wholly con- 
ſpired in the intention: Theſe companies were divided into ſix Troops, if not rather 
Regiments, each being commanded by a Prince of the blood, whoſe Arms declared 
his deſcent and greatneſs, as the imbroideries of his liveries his riches and invention; 
wherein all ſeemed to out-doe one another in intention, though none but went be- 
yondevery imitation ; as though the worlds wealth had been gathered together in 
one place, to be onely ſpent for Syr:ia's honour , having beggered in the mean time 
other Nations in their productions, whereby the better to comply with the preſent 

Triumphs. 

The firſt Captain that appeared to march was clothed in red, bearing in his hand a 
naked Sword ready drawn for ſlaughter , though his apparel and capariſon were 
wrought all over with gold and precious ſtones, by which was figured the reprefen- 
tation both of War and Deſtruction, however gloriouſly ſer forth to ſhew , that 
command in either imployment, pretended to a certain kinde of terrifying refpeR, 
whereby obedience might be more prompt and efficatious, whilſt the trappings of 
his horſe were formed into many Companies of ordinary foot Souldiers, graced by 
ſeveral Enſigus and Drums though in Kettle models, not well to be diſtinguiſhed, 
but by thoſe who-approached at the neareſt diſtance; after which train followed a 
great Chariot, filled with nothing but variety of Trophies, being drawn by three 
mighty Tygers, as it ſhould ſeem onely tamed for that purpoſe, the whole entan- 
gling the beholders imaginations with divers fancies, concerning the fate of formen 
contentions, now ended as they hoped in the beſt of peace and felicity, when a joyful 
marriage appeared, to be the happy period of each Nation. 

The ſecond Commander bad his ha bit all over, embroidered with Pearle upon the 
pureſt black Velvet, pretending to a kinde of mourning poſture for what was paſt, 
though again became enlightned by that rich innocency figured in his apparel, as it 
were between hope and certainty, in regard of the preſent conjunction of the No- 
ble pair, who ſeemed now to have joyned the worlds diviſion, by a more then hu- 
mane influence; nevertheleſs ſomething lamenting notwithſtanding paſt accidents 


by 
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by a little ſhadow of darkneſs to complain of the misfortune: Neither did the cu. 
rious dreſſing of bis Steed diſown the intention, who being of the colour of night, 
was covered wich the reſemblance of a plumed Swan, cut out in white Sattin. and 
heighened in necdful places with pureſt ſiſver purle, -plated in every interruption. by 
molt excellent workmanſhip : over. his head was carried a large Ombrella, to defend 
that beauty. from the Suns violence, himſelf being guarded by multitades of 
Foot. men and Pages, richly clothed in his qyn colours, thongh the neatneſs of the 
faſhion moſt of all pleaſed the eye: When all che company was paſt ,.two Ele- 
phants haled a ſtately Throne; upon which was placed 8 goodly Hearſe with Cur- 
rains, wherein ſeemed to be buried for ever all occaſions of -fature difference, ſo ex- 
preft hy ſundry Garlands and Mocto's contrived to that pumppſ eee. 

. The third Conductor was accommodated in yellow Satin, wrought exquiſitely all 
over with gold, here and there intermixt with Gones reſembling rhe ſame loftre, cut 
2 into the 94 * ſtars; 9 — amends, as if thoſe 

ts appeared through refulgent clonds; which nat onely gave's-gallant grace/to 
the perſan of the Prince, but ſtruck the ſpectatots into 8 certain kinde of amazed re. 
ſpe&, concerning his inward worth, although his quality might have ſufficiently ſa- 
cisfied their thoughts; be appeꝶring᷑ in æhat poſture ſome God dreſt in humane ſhape, 
whereby to deceive mortality upon earth; and the rather did it ſtrine with the appre - 
henſions of the multitude , for that he wore on his head a burniſh'd Helmet, from 
whence proceeded little rayes of Gold ſet with divers ſparkling Diamonds, which 
by the Suns reflection more confounded the beholders expectation, if not eyes, to- 
wards an awful reverence: As the numerouſne ſi of his foot fellewers, were all clade 
in the ſame livery and colours, ſo was his baggage brought vp behinde in a moſt glo- 
rious Chariot, crowned with Emperial Garlands, being drawn by a couple af huge 
Lions fitted wich golden traces, and wearing rich collars of the ſame mattet about 
their necks, whilft their long curled manes, as well, terrified as delighted the people, 
on either (ide the ſtreet gazing at the wonder; the invention, as I may ſay, pretending 
to glory and juriſdiction. {al olga) aa tf. 
The fourth Regiment was alight Blue, reſembling. the heavens in luſtre and ſplen- 
dour, the youthful Captain being adornedin rich Arms inlaid with Pearle and Gold, 
enamel'd between by moſt curious workmanſhip, with flowers and other ptetty crea- 
tures. belonging to nature, that ſeemed by their lively expreſſion ; to walk and creep 
according as his perſon had occaſion to move, by the neceſſary agitation of his brave 
and courageous horſe, covered with a capariſen;imbroidered with ſmall ſtars of Dia- 
monds, ſhining between oriental clouds, figured fo artificially ; that the deſign ap- 
peared to be ſome celeſtial firmament, created on purpoſe for the honour of the day ; 
The Chariots that brought up the rear, was compoſed all over with imboſt carved 
materials, here and there ſet witch compartiments containing Flower-de:luces, the 
proper Armories of the Kingdom of Syria, yet encompaſſed round abont with Gar- 
lands of red and white Roſes, whilſt at the back as placed the Goddeſs Pallas in a 
fringed Mantle, covering a little her gilded Armour, and tied upon the left ſhould- 
er by an artificial knot, making in letters the names of the Royal and Beautiful 
couple. This glorious Engine of Triumph was drawn by fix white horſes gallently 
plumed, with other moſt magnificent ornaments, both in riches and eirioficy ; in 
that manner paſſing by, to make way for other inventions belonging to the ſhewe, 
The next appearance to the view, was a green Livery, intercbanged here and there 
with the beſt Cloath of Tiſſue, the Commander himſeif carryiog a faail Spear in his 
hand, tufted on the top with Silk and Gold; and was allo Crowned wich a wreati: 
of choiceſt flowers, under which his Amber hair in curious curles ſeemed to be moſt ad- 
vantageouſly moved by the winde; that as bis beauty appeared to exceed all others, ſo 
the rude multitude took him to be a ſecond Cupid, which they could not chuſe hut ex- 
preſs in loud acc lamations, almoſt to the diſorder of the proceſſion: His Capariſon 
and Trappings were wrought into the faſhign of a natural Pyeſage, inſaomuch as 2 lit- 
tle Countrey was in ſome ſort figured to move into the air, as his Horſe in gentie 


corvets was directed to perform his own duty, that often was exereiſed as he * 
y 
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by to the content of the beholders: His Chariot for the molt part was enamel'd; 
according to the decorum of his colours, deſigned to repreſent youth and marriage 
joyned together, inthe happieſt poſture the world could afford; whilſt at the back 
was elevated upon a Throne, the Statue of Venus and her Son; the one naked with 
golden wings, and ſhe clothed in a Nymph-like attire; which was drawn thraugh 
the ſtreets by two great Dolphins, made artificially with a ſea under them rolling, by 
the onely art of people concealed from mens ſight. | 
be ſixth and laſt Troop repreſented innocent r r all in white cloth of ſilver, 
beightned over the ground with the richeſt purle, and ſo ordered into diverſity of 
works of ſeveral natures, eaſily to be perceived by thoſe , that approached at any 
thing a near diſtance + The Lords Habit and Capariſon were for the moſt part of the 
fame Livery, ſave the latter that was cut out into the form of a pure Phenix | cover- 
ing the Crupper with her Tail, as the wings did the Sides, gently in that manner 
playing with the wearher, as the Horſe ſtirred too and fro, or advanced forward in 
action: His Chariot that came behinde all his attendants , was leaſurely drawn by 
four white Oxen of an unmeaſureable greatneſs, pickt out on purpoſe (as it ſhould 
ſeem) for ſuch a ſhew, though guided in their courſe, by a fair youth not exceeding 
in age fourteen, with a ſilver Whip in the one hand, as the Reins in the other, ſaſten- 
ed to the Beaſts guilded Horns, wearing upon his head a Garland of white Roſes 
and Lillies; whilſt on the back · ſide was to be ſeen a tranſparant Altar ſmoaking with 
pureſt Incenſe, contioually ſupplied as there was occaſion, by the endeavours of a 
young Prieſt ready there waiting for the purpoſe ; about whole perſon, were many 
Boyes and Virgins, who ſeemed moſt ſeriouſly to attend the ſervice; and to that effect, 
in ſundry Hymns often. praiſed the vertues and excellency of their new Lady and 
Qusen Heſperiana, which ended alſo the deſign of the Souldiers Triumph. 
Whilſt the people on all ſides were wondering at theſe Rareties,the great Officers of 
the Kingdom appeared in their ancient Ornaments of Honour, differing onely from 
their ordinary manner of habits belonging to other Ceremonies, in the rich mag- 
nificency of their Jewels, ſome riding upon Elephants, others. upon Dromidaries, 
beſides a third fort managing brave Perſian and Arabian Horſes , with their Enſigns 
of command carried before them, by Pages and other inferiour Miniſters of State; 
their Staffiers and multitude of attendants on foot, clade with as much expence as could 
be procured, or art could deviſe, exceeding in number, and not to be equalled in 
beaut » gave alwayes a careful attendance to obſerve punctually their Lords com- 
mand; whereby no part of the Ceremony might be omitted, tending to the honour 
and dignity of their King: After theſe the chief Chancellour or Steward of the 
Empire, was born aloft in a moving Throne, covered all over with cloth of Gold, 
and fitting in a Chair of State behinde a large Table, whereon were placed the Seals 
and other inſtruments belonging more properly to his place, who appeared to be as 
great in his Maſters favour, as in his neceſſary command; being carried on in this 
glorious Engine, with ſo much cunning and skill, by the contrivers of the 
excellent work, that nothing ſeemed to draw the Chariot in the ſtreets, though ſome 
wheels underneath forced by ſcrues made the whole proceed: If J ſhould here; ſaid 
he; number bis attendants with their bravery, I might not onely enter my ſelf into a 
new labyrinth of diſcourſe, but make you overmuch ſurfeit, by the tediouſneſs of 
the relation; eſpecially not having a tongue poliſht enough to fall upon every par- 
ticular, worthy the deſcription of ſo great an exceſs in bravery: Onely I ſhall ſa 
he had four great Maces born before him, as the chief marks of his authority, wit 
a guard of an hundred Souldiers after his Throne clade in moſt rich Liveries of Crime 
ſon Velvet. | 
When he was paſt, there appeared fifty Pages on horſeback , ſo neatly- accoutred 
in every degree, that it was a queſtion whether their bravery, or their handſomeneſs 
did moſt delight the eyes of the ſpeRators ; ſince as the one gaye them an amazed 
reverence, ſo the other afforded a melting affection, the whole being compoſed 
ually, between Beauty and Gallantry ; as alſo their flaxen hair playing with the 
winde under bright Helmets, as if Cupid and Mars had joyned together in a' youth- 
ful 
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ful defign, to take the world with delight and admiration: Theſe marching two by 
two, the mighty Favourite Maxarias after them, was carried in a Litter of fine 
Chryſtal, ſtudded with Gold, being born as it wete in the air with flying Griffins, 
artificially ſo contrived by Grecian Artiſts, choſen out of the Countrey onely for 
that purpoſe ;.to which deſigu the wealth and power of Aſia ſeemed to contribute, 
ſince che late general Peace rendred the earth pleaſed with his actions, and ſo conſe. 
quently was attended in love, by three hundred Staffiers, holding in their hands Par- 
tizans of Ebony, tipt with Gold, and partly -Enamelled : After this followed an 
hundred Pages all to be ſeen in rich cloth of ſilyer, daintily wrought over with the 
ſame Mettle, being the Queens proper Livery, who'wore Garlands of flowers upon 
their heads, curiouſly interwoven with (ilk and other materials, which could beft 
imitate nature, though by a more exact decorum, ſince the malignity of time could 
not alter their ſeeming flouriſhing condition to any prejudice, either by act or ſhew : 
No ſooner were theſe paſt the view, but a mighty green Iſland with Trees, unto 
which were tyed twelve white Unicorns, whoſe gilded Horns ſeemed wreathed with 
the beſt Laurel, drew after them a clear Chryſtal Rock, cut in ſeveral ſteps by 
degrees, whereon many young Virgins, bearing in their hands branches of Palms, 
as the trueft emblems of pacitication , whilſt Boyes of the pureſt beauty both for 
complexion and making, beſtriding the Beaſts, became in all appearance, as well their 
directors as their ornament; whilſt at the top in a golden Neeche, was placed the 
moſt excellent Heſperiana, cloathed in a veſture of admirable work, ſo rarely contri- 
ved without any perceiveable ſeam, that ſhe ſeemed-ſome heavenly Goddeſs, enlight. 
ned onely by refulgent Rayes, carrying fairly on her brows, a ſmall Coronet of 
beſt Diamonds, from whence deſcended in curious Curles the rich Treſſes of her 
Hair, whoſe value, as it is thought, hath now redeemed the world from its future 
oppreſſion, love being the means, and that wonder the object: 'Tis true a watchet 
Mantle covered with Stars, as a neceſſary punctilio of Royalty, ſomething obſcured 
that glorious Luſtre, by hanging over her comely ſhoulders, yet the long Train ſhe 
wore being born up by many excellent beauties, did not onely conveniently eaſe her 
of the barthen, but added ſome grace to her own Majeſty ; ſo that after another 
hundred of Pagesclade in the ſame manner (whilſt the Syrian and Egypt ian Nobili- 
ty on both ſides guarded the Throne) had brought up the Rear of this fair compa- 
ny, the great Ladies of the Kingdom according to their degrees, in other Chariots 
followed in order as the Heralds had directed, whoſe numbers might be here again in 
ſome ſort ſpecified, if either there needed an amplification of the Ceremonies by 
diſcourſe, or that the deſcriptions of ſo many natures would not prove over burthen- 
ſome; ſince the concluſion muſt rather be without end, then perfectly related by a 
better tongue then I can challenge to my ſelf, however you may know further, + Jo 
the Sauldiers of the Kings Troops being moſt richly clade both in Arms and Habits, 
ſnut up the laſt march in theſe companies, which continued not onely all the night, 
but the next day following : But to be more ſhort, when the young Queen came to 
the firſt gate of the City, ſhe found a brave triumphant Arch prepared by the Go- 
vernour for her entrance: The Fabrick was all of Theban Marble, ſupported by 
Dorick Pillars, over whoſe Corniſh was a very large Compartiment , wherein, were 
contained the Armories of Egypt and Syria, over the which was lively repreſented 
the ſtatue of Fame ſounding a Trumpet, who ſeemed at preſent to be crowning by 
ſandry C#pids in Clouds, whilſt under his feet in a Scroll was written this expref- 
ſion.

Hhhh Heſperiana 
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Heſperiams ſoon paſſing under the building, was ſuddenly overtaken by a gentle 
ſhowre of feed Peurle, which lightly falling upon her Robes, from thence cumbling 
to the ground, covered the ſmall Hland of her ſupport all over in the nature of hail, 
though not to the los, but the benefit of the common people: This manner 64 
magnificence the gallant Commander beſtowed upon her firſt entertainment. 

In the Market-place of the Town was another Trophey of 'honour raiſed to her 
reception: the materials were of Porphire, with ſundry coloured ſtones of conſider- 
ahle value, framed into double lonian collumes, and architrave Freeze and Coniſh, 
wreathed and adored by Laurel Branches: On the higher part was a huge Globe, 
ſerting forth the large extent of the Syrian Empire, being encompaſſed about with a 
p fedtiful Cornu. cop, of the beſt productions nature could afford, whilſt either fide 

wed the ſtatues of Ceres and Bacchu, imprecating 7ove for the continuance of his 
hexvenly favours : The top of the building was wrought in the manner of a large 
Cupelo, covered with ſhining Copper in half circular Tiles, each corner bearing a 
fair Pyramid crowned with bowls of Gold, reaching almoſt to the extremity of the 
whole, however the middle ſerved as convenient Baſes or Pedeſtal, for a great Image 
of Peace, caſt in Braſs, tothe wonder and amazement of the preſent company: This 
+ Triumphant monument, had three paſſages imbowed with curious workmanſhip, 
wherein were repreſented the ſeveral accidents of the War lately pacified, all tending 
to the glory of the Syrian Nation; until at laſt a certain Shrine opening with moſt 
admirable art, a rocky Land-skip of the Indies appeared, that contained a world of 
brave Treafure, figured as the Dower of the Princeſs Heſperiana, fent from her Fa- 
ther the great Monarch of Egype ; but yet not in price like het admired perſon ; 
when by an inſcription theſe words were ſignified by Capital Letters, over the head of 
the higheſt Arch, * | 1 tur 1

No ſooner was the Queen paſt —_ the greateſt Gate of Honour, belonging to 
that gallant edifice, but at the foot of her Throne, was preſented by kneeling Citi- 
Zens in filver Backets, divers rare Jewels of all values and luſtre, could be got either 
for price or favout, over the whole Continent of Aſia; which ſhe acceptiog with a 
beauteons ſinile, wherein both love and majeſty ſeemed a little to contend for ma- 
Rery, the whole Triumph again proceeded towards the period of their deſires at the 
Temple, where the King was attending upon a Throne to meet his Queen in full con- 
ſummation of his long intended joy. | 
Not long after their departure, the third and feſt Arch appeared, raiſed at the ex- 
ceſſive expence of all the Lawyers of the Kingdom, it being built onely wich one paſ- 
ſage two ftories high. though flat on the top, covered with excellent Rail and Ballaſt. 
er caſt in ("orinthian Braſs, and — er Greegz to this purpoſe: The Faccato 
was compoſed of double collumes having Neeches between, wherein were placed 
brave Statues of white Marble, repreſenting the former Heroes of the world, that 
firſt taught learning to the rude multitude, giving them rules to obey civilly : Upon 
the very top was ſeated on æ huge pedeſtal, the Image of ZEpyre crowned, holding 
in one hand a naked Sword, and in the other a Book open, whilſt Juſtice was ſtand- 
ing by her fide, bearing a pair of Ballance, with Death and Execution turning their 
backs, under whoſe feer was written this ſignification in Capital Letters of Gold.

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As the Queen paſſed through this portal in her Crital ſeat, the roof ſuddenly was 
ſeen to open of it ſelf, from whence was perceived to iſſue in certain oriental Clouds; 
divers beautiful Ganimeds holding amongſt them a ſmall Emperial Crown; which be. 
ing gently placed upon her head, they returned ſinging with delicate voices, to the airs 
of concealed inftruments , for that purpoſe hid within the body of that excellent 
building, | we | 0 
But * approaching the Inſtant for the meeting of the two Royal Lovers, aſter 
the precedent company of this glorious proceſſion ( Coudorqſus being chief in qua- 
lity) had done their wonted homage to the King, ſeated upon a Throne of Ivory, and 
guarded on either ſide with golden Lions, not far diſtant from the Gate of the great 
Temple, Orontes afar off beholding the object of his delight, of a ſudden deſcended 
from his Chair, to give his heart more ſatisfaction; whereupon ſhe noting the ready 
poſture of her youthful Lord, as quickly prepared her thoughts (by the ſervice of 
thoſe Nymphs in her Train) to meet with his wiſhes, and ſo conſequently ariſing 
from her Chair, was conqucted by her Ladies to the foot of that Rock ſupported by 
the green Iſland, where the Kings haſty love ſoon mer her in the way with ſomething 
a violent paſſion : When he had ſeated the beſt part of his intentions by many kiſſes 
upon her fair lips (remaining ſo as it were in an extaſie for ſomething a long ſpace) 
he gently taking her by the hand, led her cowards che ſtately Fane of Venus, where 
the conſummation of his joy as well as her hopes were to be performed; until at laſt 
being met by the high Biſhop of the place, wearing his golden Mytre on his head, they 
were both preſently conducted to the great Altar of Hymen, where they continued 
praying until the accompliſhment of all veedful ceremonies belonging to their perpe- 
tual conjunction could be performed: from whence all being finiſhed, they went with 
joy enough to the Kings own Palace; however in the way they were a little inter- 
rupted by the ſudden appearance of a hundred Camels richly adorned both with Silk 
and Gold, that had been ſent by the mighty King of Egypt, after his Daughter with 
her proper Dower, being promiſed in marriage upon the concluſion of that happy 
unity: Thus, I may ſa y, ended this moſt glorious and magnifieent Triumph, being 
the worlds wonder, and Syria's ſplendour , wherein if my weak tongue hath been too 
penurious in the relation , I muſt not onely beg your pardon , but ask my Countrey 
forgiveneſs; however my diſcourfe may ſerve I hope for your divertiſement, and 
with theſe words preſently roſe from his ſeat, whereby to give Pariſinenus a liberty of 
departure, | | 
ets being in this manner diſcharged from the Ambaſſadours company, 
going homeward toward his own lodging, began to conſider more deeply, as well 
what had been delivered by che wiſe Miniſter of State, concerning the greatneſs and 
magnificence of the Syrian Empire, as of the condition and the uncertainty of Prince 
Arethuſius affairs, notwithſtanding Hermelau proceedings had given more then 
thoughts of his ſpeedy eftabliſhment : yet as of one ſide he found the people of Lydia 
weary of ſo many changes; ſo of the other, he doubted very much Afazariwe, if 
he did not prevail in the intended match for his Neece, that he would obftruR all be 
could Arethuſiiu reception to the Crown; which eaſily he might do, by joyning his 
power with Ahattanus intereſt, who now was eſcaped from priſon, with the reſt of 
the diſcontented party, that perhaps out-numbred the Souldiers belonging to the 
Generals command; which pat Pariſinenus into many thoughts, and withal co con- 
ſider, whether he ſhould preſently take a journey towards the Countreys and Domi- 
nions of Pamphylia, or reſt ſatisfied until the meeting of the next Senate, who were 
to determine, as *cwas ſaid, not onely the Title of the ſucceſſion to the Government, 
but all other differences appertaining to the late troubles : But whilſt for many 
dayes he remained wavering and inconftant in his determinations (ſome time belie- 
ving without the Syrian Favourites friendſhip, Arethuſius could not be King; and 
other whiles hoping, his own Subjects in deſpight of all oppoſition, would willingly 
tEurn to their old obedience) news came to the City of Sardis, that Abactanus was

again taken, being made a priſoner, to the more joy then wonder of the common 
people, who for che moſt part love puniſhment and hate pacification, in perſons of 
eminent qualities; however this intelligence quickly converted the minde of troubled 
Pariſmenus to ſomething a better temper, and by conſequence made him reſt ſa. 
tisfied,” until the time of the aſſembling the new Councel , before he moved in any 
deſires of mighty Mazarins, — whoſe actions the eyes of the whole Nation in a 
manner were fixed, as if directed by ſome powerful Oracle to decide , not onely the 
controverſies of War and peace, but the happineſs of a convenient (if not a rightful) 
ſucceſſion in Government, ſince people ſcarce believed the old conftitution could ever 
be renewed, after ſo long a time of interruption ; eſpecially when ſo many intereſts 
were to be ſatisfied, that feared as well to be diveſted of choſe riches they had got 
from other mens Eſtates, as to become ſeverely chaſtized for thoſe horrid murthers 
they had committed, without fear or reſentment, ſeeing the moſt part of the Army 
were ſtill wavering in their obedience to Hermelau their new General; beſides, the in- 
ſolent and laſting command they deſired to hold over all forts of conditions, which 
they had not yet loſt, if their Officers had not been too ambitiouſly coverous, or 
themſelves confounded by perſwaſion, in regard it was eſteemed the raſheſt act of 
Treaſon could be imagined, but to name Arethuſius King in any Aſſembly, notwith- 
ſtanding the Tyrant Hererombrotus, had uſurped the Authority though not the Title, 
with all the cruelty and diſſimulation could be ated upon the earth, to the diſadvan- 
tage and oppreſſion of the whole Nation; yet nevertheleſs became flattered if not 
envited to the Government, by thoſe who either thonght to gain by his power, or 

were terrified in his Juriſdiction, not minding the Gods Worſhip, or reflecting upon 
their own baſeneſs. 

Not many weeks of expectation, as I ſay, brought together this great Senate, in 
that very place where King Euarcbhus fate had been determined, by the wicked practi- 
ces of perjured Hercrombrotus; who was a perſon that moſt delighted in blood, if 
not ſmiled alwayes in revenge, not content a glory ſo eminent ſhould ſhine in Lydia 
Horizon, when his own want of birth and vertue, could pretend to nothing but 
wicked envy, and a ſtrict compact with hell, whereby the better to compaſs his pre- 
ſumptuous ambition, by an example never before practiſed by horrid Treaſon: But 
the Senate being met, they preſently fell upon expoſtulations, whether the old Go. 
vernment ſhould ſtand for ever, or Kingly Juriſdiction. ſhould again be reaſſumed; 
many believing the people would never be perſwaded, to admit of Arethuſſus Eſta- 
bliſhmenr, without ſome conditions made firſt for their advantage; eſpecially when 
ſo many opinions were on foot, concerning the true Worſhip of the Gods, and the 
Souldiers had che power of the whole Kingdom in their hands, who could not be 
disbanded until their full wages were duly ſacisfied, being a work as they thought, 
moſt ſtupendious to be performed, out of the impoveriſhed Nations neceſli- 
ties : Others again were of a minde, that the ſuns brightneſs appearing in the Kings 
countenance, accompanied by Right and Honour, would quickly diſperſe all the 
clouds of diſaffection and rebellion , eſpecially when aided by the violent love and 
fidelity of the brave Subjects of his own party and Intereſt : But whilſt almoſt 
nights arid days were ſpent in theſe ſeveraldiſputes,deſpairing vapours often obſcuring 
their greateſt hopes towards any ſettlement, ſince men were doubtful in their fears, 
and conſtant in their gains, of a fudden they were ſaluted from Prince Arethuſius 
with this Declaration; That in regard the people might be contident of their own 
affection, and ſecured in his forgiveneſs, be promiſed all manner of perſons within his 
Dominions,not only a free and general pardon from their crimes, but a future place in 
his opinion, if their actions ſbould any way correſpond with bis intentions, onely as 
he ſaid, thoſe Villains who had appeared inſtrumental in his Fathers Murther, were to 
expect dire puniſhment, as well from himſelf as from the Gods, As theſe Majeſtick 
Letters were received with ſatisfaction enough from moſt of the Aſſembly, ſo many 

over guilty of their own proceedings; or at leaſtwiſe knowing their inward heatts, 
were 
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were not right to his particular, notwithſtanding the graces he offered to all men, ba- 
ving perhaps perchance purchaſed Lands and Honours which they were unwilling to 
leave, began ſundry violent contentions, againſt the determinations of receiving a 
King, without ſome conditions that might reſtrain his power, if che people hereafter 
ſhoyld be in any kinde vexed by his Government; however they did acknowledge 
that the propoſition was altogether againſt the rules and nature of Lydia's conſtituti- 
on: Tis true, this debate took up much time in diſpute, until at laſt, either wearied out 
fvith the uncertainty of their many violent contentions, or rather fearing the late 
unity of Forreign Monarchs in the general peace, would quickly by their aſſiſtance 
compel a more {laviſh obedience, then was any way deſired by their own gentle and 
moſt merciful Prince, whoſe goodaeſs almoſt out- went the vertues of the whole 
earth, at laſt concluded in a ſeeming joy, to proclaim him King with all expedition, to 
the infinite joy of all the common people: No ſooner were theſe Ceremonies per- 
formed, with moſt ſtately and accuſtomed magnificency, but ſome of the chief No- 
bility were appointed to attend his Majeſty in the Iſland of Cyprus, whither he was 
newly removed out of the Territories of Pamphilia , whereby with more conveni- 
ency to have the converſation of his ſweet Siſter the Princeſs Curia, whoſe entire 
love and conſtant affeRion, had been a long time his principal delight, if not abun- 
dant latisſaction, when deſpairing thoughts moſt afflicted his followers, although 
his own noble courage and ſupernatural activity, rendred him ſtill confident in his 
fate, as well as the world in his worth : Theſe Meſſengers being landed at Salamine, 
the Countrey quickly provided them tranſportation to the great City of Paphos, 
where they found their young King (when admitted to his preſence) clothed in black 
garments, having in a manner uſed no other ſince his Fathers death, as well to let 
peaple know that pious duty which belonged to his condition, as to remember 
his particular Subjects of the juſtice, that appertained to the Gods ſatisfaction: A 
long while he beheld them with an eye of ſevereſt Majeſty, until at laſt by little and 
little he cleared his frowning brow, and in the end ſpoke to the company after this 
manner. | 
I am glad, ſaid he, to ſee this change, yet I could have wiſhe there had been never 
any alteration ; not onely for my loſs, but your reputations; ſince other Nations 
then bad been more terrified, and you better ſecured, for that opinion of fidelity and 
courage conſerves friends, and deterrs enemies in thoſe attempts, that covetouſnels 
and ambition often procures to a Countreys hazzard : But I know it is the Heavens 
property to forgive, however alwayes with theſe reſtrictions of future amendments, 
and eqattant perſeverance, both which I ſhall not doubt, being your countenances 
pretend to the one, as your words have declared the other : *Tis true, I might ſpeak 
more like a King amongſt you, both in blood and ſlaughrers, when my Sword was 
ready unſhesthed (by the provocation of other. Princes) to have taken a revenge 
anſwerable to the faults of the multitude; but before the execution could be pro- 
ſecured, ſame propitious God ſeemed to hold my hand, as pleading mercy for the 
peoples benefit, being an Attribute moſt noble of all Olimpas power; and we reſem- 
bling ſuch Deities, cannot a little but wave the decorums of the ſevereſt juſtice, ra- 
ther then condemn the innocent within the crowd of thoſe horrid Traytors ,” who 
have perprecrated ſuch wickedneſs, as almoſt obſcures the ſun from ſhining in Z14a's 
Hotizon; and can never expect a day of light, until the ſoul of great and vertuous 
Euarchus be pacified, by ſacrifices of puniſhments, or expiations, in ſome ſore anſwer- 
able to his goodneſs, and others crimes; however be you rather the inſtruments of 
theſe candemnations, then my Royalty the appearing actor in the deſerved Tragedy 
whereby the better to allay every malignant tongue, as the more to gain your ſelves 
honqur; Gnce the Nations repentance will be ſeen by thoſe laws you ſhall make to this 
pur poſe, as monuments to poſterity of your intended obedience, which muſt needs 
quiet my thoughts, and take off Zydia's ſcandall that for many years hath buried all 


its glory : With theſe words he prefently quit the room, onely with ſome few tears 
Ir 
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in his eyes, as a greater teſtimony of his inward ſorrow, conſidering the ſad remem- 
brance of his Fathers death. | 
Many dayes after this had not paſſed in goodly triumphs for the Kings entertain- 
ment, before there came news from the City of Sa/amine, concerning the arrival of 
a gallant Fleet, whereby with more ſtate to tranſport his youthful perſon , into the 
Kingdom of Lydia his own proper Dominions ; for that the peoples rage and ex- 
ceſſive joy, could not be ſatisſied any longer time without his wiſhed preſence, put- 
ting on a general face of obedience both to his right and his commands, as if 
hitherunto they had lived without a ſoul , and breathed in an ayre ſuffocated 
with peſtilent vapours , which had deſtroyed productions in every kinde, either in 
profit or ſuhſiſtance; therefore ſent him their cryes with their Ships, to fetch him to- 
wards their relief; promiſing for ever, not onely their beſt affections, but their rea- 
dy ſervices, in puniſhing thoſe horrid Traytors , who had as well obſtructed their 
Liberties, as hindred his Rights, by an ominous reſiſtance , proceeding from the in- 
fernal Furies; however permitted by the heavens juſtice for thoſe many crimes com- 
mitted throughout the whole Nation: *Tis true, Arethuſius gentle diſpoſition, be- 
ing as apt to forgive as inclinable to be ſatisfied , with theſe outward expreſſions of 
love and duty; eſpecially when he confidered his Countreys fate, if a perfect agree- 
ment were not preſently made, fince other Princes of Aſia ſtood ready prepared, to 
revenge their own injuries, as well as aſſiſt his titles, became altogether perſwaded 
by theſe demonſtrations rather caſting himfelf into the armes of his Countreys 
love, then to diſpute former differences cowards their hurt; until ſome of his wiſeſt 
Councellours fearing his precipitation, deſired his goodneſs, that although he intend- 
ed to ſhew nothing hut mercy to his people, yet providence required ſome expo- 
ſtulation with che now ſitting Senate, as well to be provided of money for his neceſ- 
ſary expences, ſince his train wanted thoſe commodities, as to be ſecured from his 
Fathers fatal and deadly enemies; ſince he could not be but ſuſpicious of the intenti- 
ons of many, who yet ſeemed not to delight in the reſolutions of his Subjects, to 
have a new crowned King amongſt them: The Princeſs C/or:a (itting by ber youth- 
ful Brother (being as it were no more then a paſſive companion of theſe diſputes) of 
a ſudden became inflamed, with the apprehenſion of his future danger, however ra- 
ther ariſing from the many words were uttered , then the reaſons could be given for 
their fears, Lydia now appearing totally converted to a new obedience ; wherefore 
told chem preſently, with ſome tears in her beautiful eyes, that although ſhe doubted 
not but Aret huſius Majeſtick prefence , would terrifie his enemies, as well as confirm 
his friends to an entire duty; yet was (he ready her ſelf to engage her whole Dower 
within the fruitful Iſland of Cyprus, whereby the better to contribute to the ex- 
pence; withall durſt undertake, to procure an Army if need were to guard his per- 
ſon, as well within as without his Kingdom , towards bis ſafety in that honourable 
journey, that pretended more to the Subjects Liberty, then to the Kings Glory: 
Prince Arethuſius being tranſported with his Siſters expreſſions . after he had by two 
or three loving kiſſes imprinted his thanks upon her fair lips , aſſured them all there 
preſent, that as he was reſolved to entertain his peoples affections with any hazzard, 
fince he hoped the immortal Gods would be his ſtrong defence, as well for Lydia's 
Intereſt as his own Titles; ſo was be well perſwaded, that both the Nobility and 
Gentry of the Nation, ftood ready prepared with their lives to oppoſe any rebel- 
lion, or deſperation whatſoever in his behalf, who deſired not to reign at all, but 
onely in their loves and aſſiſtance: Beſides, as he ſaid, he not alone expected, 
but truſted co the fidelity of the General Hermelaus , whoſe conſtant courage had 
firſt rouled the great ſtone , that had broke down the huge Mountain of Tyranny 
and Uſurpation, towards the advancement of his intereſt ; wherefore could not be 
himſelf any impediment to his future proſperity , leſt he might fall under the worlds 
. cenſure, either by floth or negleR : Bur ſcarce had the King delivered theſe words, 
ere Prince Aſcanius entred the room, bearing in his hand a paper, ſigned by all 
| the 
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the rich Merchants of the wealthy City of Sardis, whereby they humbly preſent- 
ed his Royal Brother with a thouſand Talents of Gold, as a juſt ranſom, belong - 
ing to thoſe faults they had committed, for ſa many years together, inrefuſing or 
not accepting. his Government, when wicked Hercrambrotus kept them in ſlavery, 
which they deſired now to redeem, by his geodneſs: Arethuſius ſtanding a pretty 
ſpace in a certain kinde of muſe, at laſt wich a ſailing countenance , ſuatching the 
writing out of Aſeanius poſſeſſion, uttered this language, though he fixed his looks 
in the interim towards the heavens: You Gods, you Gods, ſaid he, how juſt and 
unalterable are all your decrees, if frail man had but the patience to wait your plea- 
ſures, attending the end of your infinite mergies ; nevertheleſs Princes muſt be like 
them in thoſe properties, forgiving rather in love, then alwayes to puniſh with ſeve- 
rity; eſpecially when hopes are remaining of entire amendment, which I ſhall never 
doubt, as long as Arethuſius means to be temperate in governing the Nation; wit - 
neſs theſe proteſtations my dear Siſter Cloria, with the reſt of this faithful com- 


Nhe ick Declarations of the Kings noble reſolutions, not onely ſetrled the 
mindes of the imployed Lords, ſent by the Senate of Lydia to know what their 
ſubmiſſion would prodace, but gave full intimation to the whole Iſland of Cyprus, 
that ſhortly they (ſhould be deprived of the heſt glory of the world, although their 
own-covetous miſ- interpretations, had formerly baniſhed his Royal Perfon , out of 
their wealthy and populous Dominions, for no other reaſon, but to free themſelves, 
from the fears and oppreilions of  Hercrombrorus Forces; valuing Commodity be- 
fore Honour, and Riches beyond Juſtice ; which quickly wrought theſe effects upon 
Cliria's nature and affeRion: That ſince ſhe had been hitherunto a willing partner 
in all her Brothers injuries, ſhe could do no leſs then accompany him in bis future 
ſatisfactions: To which purpoſe, within a few:dayes, ſhe aſſemhled together tbe 
principal Ma jeſtrates of the ſeyeral Provinces; where being met together in a great 
Hall, with a kinde of a ſweet modeſty accompanied by a clear expreſſion, ſhe de- 
livered her thoughts to them in this manner: My Lords, ſaid ſhe, if the adverſe for- 
tunes of King Arethuſius, had ſtill frowned upon his condition, perhaps C oria's 
preſence had been longer troubleſome to your Nation; ſince I know not bow to judge 
of your affections, when neceſſity rather then love hath been our entertainments, 
ever ſince the death of brave Narciſſus, whoſe worth was your glory, as bis Fathers 
yalour the whole Countreys benefit: but ſeeing the Gods have once again favoured 
our proſperities, the native place of our being muſt firſt ſhare of our Triumphs; 
from thence I came a Kings Daughter to your ſhores , and here have brought an 
heir for your Government, although conteſted by unequal births, who ſhould have 
dominion over his perſon, however the right of nature gave my ſelf the chief pre- 
rogative, both in bis years and blood; which certainly would have broke a Mothers 
heart, if my patience and courage had not gone beyond your unkindneſſes; but in 
regard the earth puts on a general face of forgiveneſs, charity and honour invites 
me to joyn in the Jubile; and that you may ſee I intend not to wave your friendſhip 
and correſpondency , though your reſpects have ſcarce deſerved the favour, as I 
ſhall endeavour to reconcile my Brother with your Iſland, fo will I leave my yourg 
Son to your protection, until his riper age make bim capable of his Fathers imploy- 
ment; hoping ſuch a vertue can never be forgot in your memory, leſt the heavens 
puniſh your ingratitude, as the world will hate your pride; both joyning together 
to render you the example of a miſerable people, by taking that juriſdiction from 
your power, you have continued by the wiſdom and magnanimity of your former 
Dukes; whole gallantry raiſed your condition from being, as you know, poor Fiſher- 
men to become great Merchants, not uſing to fight but under their countenance , 
and fighting bad been deſtroyed, if their policy had not circumvented your ene- 
mies: which being ſaid, ſhe again reſted ſilent , caſting her lovely looks upon the 


ground, as if (he were inwardly ſorry for having delivered ſo much of her thoughts 
in 
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in publick : But the bearers, whether convincediin their own guilt, or overcome by 
Cloria's kindneſs, with many tears in their eyes not onely expreſſed their abundant 
grief, but with loud acclamations devulged, they would have no other Prince but 
young Narciſſ. , who truly inherited bis Fathers Right, as his Mothers Blood, both 
agreeing in his towardly age, to make him the Captain of their: Forces, as the de- 
fender of the peoples Liberties, undertaking withal to ſee him educated , a- 
cording to his own dignity , and his friends content; whereby they hoped 
TRE. him a perſon , worthy of the worlds admiration , as fit for the heavens 
fruition ; beſeeching ſuch a perpetual correſpondency with the Lydian Nation, that 
migbt make the King confident of their ſervice , in his Countreys benefit , ſince 
trade was their vocation, and pains their onely riches , which hitherunto had ſti- 
led them fortunate, as paſt ages knew their victories : This being ſaid, they part- 
ed fromthe room, with ſuch a humility , as belonged to that preſence they were 
before. ä | | | | | 

'Tis true, though the Princeſs Cioria refted ſatisfied with theſe expreſſions, ne- 
yertheleſs King Arethaſius was unwilling to make any longer ſtay in their Countrey, 
fince he found his own Subjects were violent in their expectation, as his private 
thoughts not paſſive enough for the leaſt obſtruction; · wherefore cauſed preſent 
Proclamation to be made amongſt his own followers concerning the time of his de- 
parture, from the fair City of Paphos, towards the much greater Town of Sala- 
mins, where hisgallant Fleet yet remained, to carry him with a proſperous winde 
to the Lydian Coaſts , upon whoſe ſhores he was informed, his honeſt General 
Hermelaws, attended with the whole Army to wait his pleaſure; ſo that all (ypras 
addicted themſelves to Triumphs, as he paſſed by the feveral Territories belongi 
to the Countrey , whilſt Altars ſmoaked in every place with the beſt perfumes, 
to demonſtrate his welcome as their own affeRions ; the Boors being dreſt in antick 

habits, with racal delights to entertain his view, whilſt comely Virgins ſtrewed all 
the paths with Flowers, as himſelf and Sifter paſt through the Towns, whilſt ſtately 
Caval-cades, accompanied by the chiefeſt Majeftrates, met him many furlongs from 

heir dwellings, . to ſhew a loving duty to his perſon, as at night invited all his at- 

fendants to their repoſe, where feaſts of exceſſive coſt were ready dreſt for their ac- 
commodation; the Military Diſcipline being in the ſtreets under curious Banners, 
both to guard and fatisfie his content, when the keys of every gate in the interim 
were delivered into the poſſeſſion of his own Officers , that diſperſed their com- 
mand among the Souldiers , as if their natural allegiance belonged onely to King 
Arethuſius, as an appearing conquerour of all mens affections: and the rather 
might it be ſo interpreted, ſeeing the Nobility in coſtly Troops preſt on every ſide 
to to him Homage, as if ſome new. Prince had been created by the Gods, ina mira- 
culous manner to bear rule over the people, for a more perfect happineſs then as 
yet they enjoyed in former times, though alwayes governed by the wiſdom and 
courage of the Narciſſian Family; neither were the Priefts and Lawyers — 
every where in their Orations, to congratulate the Kings happy return, and wit 
theſe ſeveral expreſſions brought him to the famous Haven of Salamine. 

But Aret buſius however he was ſufficiently pleaſed at their gallant demonſtra- 
tions of joy, wherefore ſeemed courteouſly to comply with their intentions, yet in 
his countenance might be perceived, a certain kinde of diſdainful aſpect, both in re- 
gard of his own former uſage, as for their want of care in his Siſters particular; not- 
withſtanding he determined totally to diſſemble his paſſions, either until he was bet- 
ter ſettled in his Kingdom, or they had procured from him a milder opinion: Upon 
his arrival in the Town, he went to the great Mole in the Sea, from thence to behold 

the triumphs of his well ordered Fleet, that was ſent to tranſport his perſon into the 
Kingdom of Lydia; ſo that after he was placed on a Throne with his fair Siſter on 
his right hand, twelve goodly Ships were perceived gently. failing by in yellow and 
red liveries, with all their Streamers and Banners diſplayed in fo becoming a poſture, 
as 
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as if the water and they together had ftrived, which ſhould beſt grace one an- 
other; ſince the calmneſs of one fide of the weather, and the propitiouſneſs 
of the windes of the other, ſeemed to concurr in a deſign of higheſt perfection; 
neither long was it before they were followed by as many brave Gallies, each 
having its Captain upon the uppermoſt Deck, ſo gorgeouſly apparelled in every 
particular, . as they all ſeemed either the Sons of Neptune, or ſome other Sea - 
God moſt ruling amongſt the Waves; whilſt in the midſt one taller then the 
reſt (as if guarded by their intention) was to be ſeen, ſo extraordinary for beau- 
ty, and over rich in workmanſhip, that ic appeared onely fit to tranſport the 
ſole Monarch of the Ocean, to take poſſeſſion of all the admirable - rarities 
within the Indian World : however when they came over againſt the Kings 
ſeac , as if ſome ſupernatnral obedience was to be done to that Majeſty , they 
every one together let down their top Flag , and preſently after ſent from 
their incloſed bofomes , moſt rare and delicate muſick, accompanied at every 
period with the ſound of ſuch Trumpets , as no where elſe but in Lydia were 
to be found: Theſe being paſt and proceeding in their courſe, by the ſtrength 
of Oars in the bands of luſtieſt Gally.ſlaves , allclade in red and yellow Sat- 
tin; the laſt Squadron inſtantly brought up the rear, wherein the Admiral himſelf 
commanded, with a Plume of Feathers hanging at his back, as alio bearing a 
Truncheon (the proper Enſign of his Office) upon bis thigh ; when coming 
neat the Prince, preſently command was given to ſlacken all the Sails; which 
being performed with haſte and dexterity , boards were laid to convey the 
General co Land, until arriving at a ſmall diſtance from the King, they fell in- 
ſtantly on their knees, humbly begging his mercy, and promiſing their own fide- 
lity ; ſince as they ſaid, both heaven and earth had deceived them in their ex- 
cation. | | | 
N Prifce Arethuſius being a little ſurprized at this kinde of ſubmiſſion , ſtood 
ſome time in a muſe, fixing his looks ſtedfaſtly upon his perſon, without return- 
ing any anſwer at all; as if he intended by his judgement to diſtinguiſn, be- 
tween his inward ſidelity and outward profeſſion, until at laſt as it were ab- 
ſolutely convinced in his thoughts, he bid him riſe from the ground, with this 
aſſurance, that he had not onely obtained a pardon, but ſhould enjoy a grace, as 
well to ſhew a Kings magnificence, # become an example to other people; and 
withal in that very place, beſtowed upon him his own moſt noble order of Knight- 
hood, which he wiſht him to wear, as a teſtimony of his Princes goodneſs, 
and — Subjects liberty, not drawing his Sword in time to come but in thoſe 
uarrels. 
2 Theſe actions being performed, with — other ceremonies belonging to the 
ſeaſon ; the King having conſtituted his Brother A/canius Great Admiral of 
the Lydian Dominions , being accompanied by his fair Siſter , took the Seas 
one morning when Aurora had dreſt the Heavens all over with bluſhing 
red, perhaps at the apprehenſion of fo brave a Majeſty, that was not to be 
entertained but by a baſhfull countenance, leſt preſumption might appear to 
faulter in reſpett, and ſo encourage too careleſs a boldneſs amongſt the com- 
mon people, who were to adore in reverences, rather then welcome their 
Prince by ordinary acclamations , in which pofture the whole Fleet failed 
by the Aſian ſhores', the Trees in the interim ſeeming to do homage to his 
right, by a certain kinde of natural inclination to the earth, procured cither by 
the windes violence, or the waters vapours , ordered perhaps by ſome God 
for his Triumphs; which Triumphs continued in full proſperity , until his 
wiſhe for Countreys Cities ſhewed their heads, having their gilded tops 
above the Horizon of Lydia , however here and there intermixt with white 
Cliffs that formerly had given the Countrey another denomination, that at laft 


brought them to Anchor before a Haven in the Province of Caria, though _

almoſt night the King commanded not to land, until the chearful day might 
give better teſtimonies of his Reception, to that Continent! where Rebellion 
dad outed him of his Night: when the next day that Phæbus with his golden 

rayes (proud of ſuch a gueſt) more early then ordinary, appeared in the Eaſt, 
gloriouſly to give him entertainment, the Pylots deſired to know his pleaſure : 
But ſcarce had Arethuſius given order for his own landing, but be was advertized 
that Hermelam the General, with the whole Army, was attending upon the 
Banks to wait his commands: which being known, he in perſon advanced to- 
wards the Sea with ſach a haſte , as ſufficiently demonſtrated his affection to 
Royal Vertue; where the King received him in his armes with many imbrace- 
ments ; "calling him not onely Friend to his Countrey, but Father to his particular 
concernments; whilſt Hermelaus on his knee ſeemed to (ſhed many tears of joy, 
at the onely apprehenſion of this happy reception by all his peoples affeRions : 
however the King being yet ſomething paſſionate to know more of his own af- 
fairs, notwithſtanding the publick applauſe of the Souldiers every where, con- 
firmed ſufficiently either his belief or his hopes, went again into his private 
Cabbin , leading the General by the hand, as a further teſtimony to the 
multitude , not onely of his perſon but his obligation; where he continued 
with him in ſecret converſation , until the Tyde was ready for his departure : 
the Tyde ] call it (although the Mediteranian waters in thoſe Coaſts do nei- 
ther ebb nor flow) becauſe ſometimes agirated by the windes at certain ſea- 
ſons , they ſeem to do ſo to the apprehenſion of people , which of a ſudden 
made the King break off his diſcourſe , giving other commands for his pre- 
ſent tranſportation to Land; which being inſtantly effected by the violent 
induftry of the Marriners , and thoſe Slaves in the Galleys ( ſome carrying 
planks, others almoſt filling up the Harbour with their naked bodies, the 
better to facilitate a paſſage for all his company:) As ſoon as he came to the 
ſhore, with a ſmiling look, he caſt up his eyes to the Heavens, uſing theſe words alſo 
in expreſſion. | 
You Gods ( ſaid be) how great are your mercies, for not onely defending 
innocency by your goodneſs, but rendring Crowns in your juſtice to the true own- 
ers of them , - when he that was forced to. flie from his enemies in this very place, 
for the ſafety of his own perſon and life ® ſhould firſt be received here as glo- 
rious Monarch of the Lydian Empire; when as the Army conſpiring in the ſame 
thought of joy, gave ſuch a ſhout, as if the skies ſhould have rent aſunder 
with the noiſe , whereby to have made a breach for. the Gods to behold the ſo. 
lemnity; and afterwards all drew out their Swords with one accord as a te- 
ſtimony to the world , they ever intended to maintain his Right , notwith- 
ſtanding any Rebellion or Tyranny might again threaten their deſtructions, as 
in the times of wicked and perjur'd Hercrombrotus: Preſently after this the 
King Horſe being brought, whoſe colour was black, though graced with 
many ſtars of white over his body, mounting upon him with a dexterity , an- 
ſwerable to his youth and courage, the Princeſs Cloria _ alſo placed in 
her Chariot: And thus in a certain kinde of confuſed order (by reaſon of the 
multitudes of his attendants) they all marched to the next Town prepared for 
his lodging, where notwithſtanding he entred by Torch light; (for the day was, 
not long enough to finiſh thoſe congratulations) they preſented every where 
to his acceptance delightful objects, although intermixt in many places, by 
moſt horrid ſpeRacles of Traytors Heads and Limbs hung upon Trees, as the 
willing facrifices of his people co his Right, which however ofcentimes procured 
ſome few tears, proceeding from the compaſſionateneſs of his noble ſoul, 
that ſeemed to delight more in humane mercies then in juſteſt puniſh- 
ments. | 

But whilſt the King refted ſome ſpace in the firſt City, waiting the con- 
ventency

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veniency of preparation for his entry into the great Town of Sardis , in the 
interim entertaining ſuch Ambaſſadours as were ſent him from all other Prin- 
ces, both ro acknowledge and congratulate his Royalty, - which the perverſe- 
neſs: of his fortunes, would not formerly: ſuffer them to perform; either 
wanting heroicalneſ enough in their natures: for fuch decorums, or perhaps 
ſo deſigned by the heavens for the farther demonſtration of his courage, or 
the better luſtre to his future glory, of a ſudden there appeared before his 
eyes Creſes, that preſented him, on his knee, with Letters from Queen Hya+ 
cinthia  *Tis true, having underſtood of his joyful admiſſion to the Crown, 
he had left Delpbhos with che news, and aſterward viſiting his vertuoue Mo- 
ther at Damaſcms, by her powerful directions was imployed preſently: by ber in 
thut ſervice. The Kings paſſions (though ſarprized a little in the beginning) de- 
manding no queſtions at ali, till violentiy breaking up the ſeals; he found the Wri- 
ting ſpoke this language. ITY ole 2:0: 


Tf the «Majeſty of a King can comply with the 
Affection of a Mother , I ſhall have no cauſe: to 
ear theſe Lines , will prove any interruption to your 
Glory ; however by them I maſt let you know ,” that 
as Orontes and Andromida , ſeem to triumph 
abundantly in your Vidlories; ſo can this Meſſenger 
aſſure you , of thoſe happy Omens , the Gods have 
provided towards your Government , if you contri- 
bute freely to their purpoſes , by admitting the Rites 
the World every where prathiſeth ; however - theſe 
Oracles are ſeldom divulged, but by thoſe Autho- 
rities proceeding from the Powers , that have now 
placed you in your Royal Throne , and afforded you 
a miraculous Conqueſt over all your Enemies; 
Wherefore be mindful of the Heavens Bleſings, as 
Hyacinthia /hall be ſtill of your Proſperity,

Avethaſius after he had read this Letter (giving him alſo his hand co kils) 
demanded preſently how his Mother did > and whether or no ſhe had as yet 
in any meaſure , digeſted the ſad occaſions of her former grief > Truly Sir, 
replyed Creſes , as the higheſt paſſions for the moſt part are allayed, either 
by time or perſwaſion , ſo, may ſhe have in ſome fort mittigated the rigour 


of her diſcontents; however ſhe appears ſtill in all companies, a perfect _ 
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of forrow : The King upon this with ſome tears dropping from his eyes, af. 
ter he had conferred the Honour of his principal Order on Creſes, as a great- 
er teſtimony of his welcome, retired inſtantly into his Chamber; where being 
alone in ſome obſcurity, he reflected ſe conſiderations: Eirft he con- 
fidered: the exceſſive loſs the Queen had received, by the untimely and vio- 
gent death of his Father, whoſe love to her was almoſt beyond nature; where- 
by with him not onely all her comſort and honour was loſt in the world, 
but being baniſhed from her Countrey which the fates had given her in mar- 
riage, all the means of ſubſiſtance that conditions had contracted towards 
het Dower, though meriting the fortunes of a CE had: for 
many years together been obftructedi: ſo that with theſe thoughts he reſolved 
to invite her into Lydia, to take fuch ſhare of his happineſs, as a Sons duty 
was able to beſtow ; - wherefore ſuddenly calling for Pariſmenus, that was 
come alſo from Sardi to wait upon his proſperity , he communicated co: him 
his intentions, who in obedience to thoſe commands, the next morning part- 
ed from the Court, to begin a new journey towards che Kingdome of

appointed time of parting, the Army having marched the day before; whete- 
fore being attended with many brave Ambaſſadours of ſevetal Nations (amongſt 


In this poſture I may ſay, the King made his glorious progreſs, towards 

the great Seat of his large Empire, that became leſs ſplendid it ſelf, in being ſo 
emptied of that numecous company of Nobility, that followed his Train; onely 
Souldiers guarded the ſtreets, as Ladies filled the windows ; which however were 
ſo richly hung with the belt ſtuff could be procured, as if all the Deities of Heaven 
had been there to be received, for the Earths honour and the Gods ſatisfaction: 
but when he came within ſome few Furlongs of the City, the chief Magiſtrate 
accompanied by five hundred of the wealthieſt Towns. men met him, clothed

Proceeding on forward, at laſt he might 
behold a huge pyle of Wood , raiſed in the nature of a Pyramid ; where on 
the top was to be ſeen, a man tyed naked, with many ſtrong Iron Chains; 
notwithſtanding others were alſo in lower degrees bound, although in the ſame 
poſture of appearing; puniſhment': he ſeeming curious enough to know. the 
reaſon of this horrid ſpeRacle , he was quickly informed , that as the firſt was 
the grand Traytor Abactanus, whom molt oppoſed his Riglit and Recepti- 


on; ſo was it the intention of the Juſtice of his Kingdom, to burn alſo the 
other 
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other.people in his preſence for the like wickedneſs ,: as the beſt teſtimony 
of: their own Loyalty | they could uſe, whereby to revenge his Fathers 
Although - Arethufixs had pitty ſufficient: in his diſpoſition, to have ſaved a 
whole world of offenders; yet conſidering their crimes, be paſt by without 
ſpeaking. a word, onely caſting domn his eyes-with a modeſt look , - as' if he 
delighted not ſo much in any Legal Cruelty though neceſſity and example re- 
zaired oſtentimes che effects: Notwithſtanding be was no ſooner out of ſight of 
t ipectacle, but the whole Pyle was ſet on fire hy the common people, who ap- 
peared to triumph, if not to glory in the execution: This quickly brought the Kin 
to the out wardmoſt Gate of the City, where he found this written in Letters of Gol 
for his entertainment. | |

Crown of Starres 
was ſeen in a Circular Figure, to hang in the Ayre over the Building; not 
onely to the view, but the amazement of the people in that manner, 
prenoſticating moſt happy Omens to his future Government; whilſt che 
whole Senate in the interim were there attending, to deliver over their Au-
